ment, ſo that it preſently caſts up whatſoever is taken into it, 
even though the cauſe of it proceeds from ſome remote parts 
Vomiting is often advisd with good ſucceſs: for by this means, 
the Veſſels that contain the;Gall being very much drain'd, the 
Choler is emptied from the Blood in a more plentiful manner, 
and its Feaveriſh diſtempers are taken away. 

Agaiv, foraſmach as the Superfluities or Stagnations of theNer- 
vous humour are moſt eaſily Cur'd by this means of Evacuation ; 
the uſe of Emeticks contributes not a little toward a Cure in the 
Gout, Aſthma, Epilepſy, Madneſs, and very many other Di- 
ſeaſes which are accounted great, and moſt difficult to be con- 

yered. 

Secondly, As to thiugs that permit this Remedy, it may be 
given where there is a ſtrength of the Viſcera, and a firm conſti- 
tution of Body, and eſpecially to thoſe whoſe Neck and Breaſt 


are but ſhort, ſo that there is a nearer paſſage from the Stomach 


to the Mouth : We are encouragd alſo to give a Vomit to ſuch 
as Vomit eafily, and bear it well, and when the matter to be ex- 
pell'd is lax, and comes away readily ; alſo when we find Nature 
ina calm, and as it were at leiſure for ſuch an undertaking, 
Thirdly, The uſe of Emeticks ſeems to be prohibited , where 
there is a difficulty of Vomiting, or an unaptneſs to it found by 
former experience, where there is a tender and weakly Conſtitu- 
tion, a tall and ſlender Stature, infirm Inwards, and eſpecially if 
there be a Conſumptive Diſpoſition, with an Ulcer of the Lungs, 
or Spitting Blood; alſo where there is a too great Cachexia, in 
which there is danger, left the huinours ſhouid be forc'd from the 
whole Body all on a ſudden into the Ventricle : Moreover an un- 
uſual efterveſcence of the Blood, the fits of Feavers, and an expe- 
Ctation of a Criſis, do wholly exclude this ſort of Medicine.

Take Powder of Crabs Eyes half an Ounce , Ehalybeat Tartar twa

Oftentimes the cauſe of a trequent and habitual Vomiting, is 
not ſo much the matter irritating the Ventricle, as the extream 
debility of its Nervous Fibres, which are neither able to Concoct 
what is taken into the Stomach, nor to' endure the weight or 
burthen of it, but are preſently irritated by any thing lying np- 
on them; and ſtir up the Carnaus Fibres to Excretory Convul- 
fions. ' 

There are two principal caufes of this fort of Aﬀect, viz. ci- 
ther the debility of the Stomach prifing from the Fibres them- 
ſelves, is gotten by diſorder in eating and drinking, fo that thoſe 
Fibres, for as much as they are beyond meaſure extended or o- 
ver-heated, and as it were fcorch'd, are not capable of admitting, 
or containing a ſufficient plenty of Animal Spirits : Or Secondly, 
Theſe Fibres though they may be well enough diſpos'd of them- 
ſelves, yet for that the Nerves are in ſome other ptace obftruct- 
ed, they are deſtitute of a due Aflux of Spirits, whence becom- 
ing languid and flaxid, they cannot bear what is taken in, but pre- 
ſently finding themſelves over-charged, throw all forth by Vo- 
miting. = | lo 
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Of Vomiting. - 
In the former Aﬀect, thoſe Remedies are indicated, which by 
their Styptick force cauſe the too much diſtended and tenuated 
Fibres to corrugate and contract themſelves into a ſhorter ſpace; 
alſo ſuch as by their moſt grateful refreſhment enliven their lan- 
oviſhing Spirits, and allure others more plenteouſly to them.

mon-water, and boil'd up to a conſiſtency, make it up mm littls Cahes, 
weighing half a Dram, let one or two of theſe be eaten often in a day, 
4 the perſon pleaſes. 

Take Conſerve of red Roſes vitriolated four Ounces, Myrebalans con- 
dited ſix Drams, Ginger condited in the Indies half an Ounce, Species 
of Hyacinth two Drams, the reddeſt Crocus Marty one Dram, Syrup 
of Corals irhat will ſuffice, make of all an Elettuary, the Doſe u a 
Dram twice a day, drinkng after it a little draught of the diſtill'd 
water. 

In the debility or reſolution of the Ventricle, by reaſon of the 
Nerves being ſomewhere elle abitructed , Paralytick Remedies 
Jjoyn'd with Stomachicks muſt chiefly be infiſted on. 

Take Elixir Proprietats Tartariz'd an Ounce, the Doſe ws a Scrnple 
twice a day, with the water above preſcribd. The Tinfures of Salt 
of Tartar, of Coral, of Antimony may be us d afier the ſame manner. 
In ths caſe alſo the ſweet ſpirit of Salt, tht ſpirit of Sal Armomnaack, 
or its Flowers are of great effect : Moreover Vomats, Purges, and 
even Diaphoretichs are often ſucceſſrvely adminiſtred, I have. known 
ths Diſtemper ſomet imes haprily Cur'd by Bathing in our hot Baths 
a Pathe.

AS Nature often Purges it (elf o—_ to three Degrees; 
ſo there are three Degrees of Purging by Medicine. 

The firſt is foft and eahe, gently expelling any looſe matter 
contain'd in the Ventricle and the Inteſtines. 

The ſecond reaches hot only that, but Purges likewiſe other- 
humours from the-Bilous and Pancreatick Paffages, and from the 
Mouths of the- Veſſels. | 

The third performs all this, and that in a more full manner, 
and going yet farther, ſtrongly Purges from the Blood, and con- 
fequently from-the Nervous Jeice and othe* -papts, an Excremen= 
ous matter which is brought by the *Arteries-into the "Trite«

As for what concerns the choice to be us'd ir Purging:Medi- 
cines, though we do not approve of thoſe cry'd up” Claſſes of 
Medicines appropriated to this or that Juice or Humour $ yet we 
do not think that all Purges are indifferently to be us'd in all ca- 
ſes, but that there is need of a ſtrong Judgment, and a wary cir- 
cumſpeCtion in a Phyfician, that according to the ſtrength of his 
Patients, their temperament, the ſtate 2nd ability of the Viſcera; 
their bearing, cuſtome, and fancy, and fo according to the nature, 
of the Diſeafe, its time and quality, he preſcribe a Purge more 
gentle or ſtrong; and that of hot things, or temperate, gentle or 
-more (mart, and in a ſolid ſubſtance or a liquid, or ſomething of 
ſome other certain kind and form, as he ſhall ſee good: 

- & Purge therefore being not convenient at all times, nor in 
*eyery ftate of Body; to proceed as we ought, we muſt take a fit 
eafon, and uſe a certain preparation, and both theſe have regard 
to the firſt. paſſages, and to the Maſs of Blood. * 
' As to the firft, if at any time the Stomach be loaded with # 

Maſs of viſcqus Phlegm, or troubled with the botling of. Turgid 
Choler, a Purge moft commonly either becomes of no effect or 
does hurt, unleſs thoſe contents are firſt of all*cleans'd forth by 
a Vomit, or unlefs their opprefſion and efferveſcency be corres ; 
&ed by digeſtives. 

As to what regards the Blood, a Purge is often tnfeaſonable, 
fometimes alſo incouvenient; and in neither of theſe cafes Prepa« 
ratives commonly fo call d, but only Alteratives are proper, tor 
. t 
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thie buſineſs 1s not to diſpoſe thoſe imaginary humours for evacu- 
tion, but the Blood it ſelf ought to be reduc'd from its troubled 
and confuſed ſtate to a calm condition, or from its debility and 
fall'n Crafis to its vigour and ev'n temperament. Whilſt the 
Blood Feaveriſhly boiling is diſturb'd m its mixture, Purging is 
always found hurtful ; and ſo whilſt its Maſs being become lan- 
guid and weak, does not ariſe to its due fermentation, that ſort 
of Evacuation is no leſs forbidden. Moreover, when the Blood 
is too bilous or watry, or too much inclin'd to Coagulations or 
Fuſions ; Purges for the moſt part do not take away thoſe its 
defaults or depravations , but moſt commonly encreaſe them : 
Wherefore in thoſe caſes altering Remedies are rather Indicated 
which may deſtroy the undue Separations and Combinations of 
the Salts, Sulphur and Serum, and take away other their enormi- 
ties. Of theſe Digeſtives and Alteratives which ſupply the 
place of common Preparatives, we ſhall ſpeak particularly here- 
after. | 

The chiefeſt Compoſitions of Purging Medicines being Potions; 
Powders, Bolus's, Eleftuaries, Morſels or Tablets, and Phyſick=- Ales 
or Wines, we ſhall here ſet down certain of the more Select Forms 
of each of them, and thoſe of a threefold kind, according as the 
operation of the Medicine ought to be gentle, mean, or ſtrong ; 
to which in the fourth place we ſhall add Preſcripts of eafily pre- 
par'd Purges for poor People. 

Take Rhubarb ſlicd three Drams, yellow Saun- 
ders half a Dram, Salt of Tartar a Scruple , make a cold Infuſion 
all Night in Cichory water and White-wine , of each two Ounces 
and a half, to three Ounces of Cleer ſtramnihg, add Syrup of Ci= 
chory with Rhubarb half an Ounce, Cinnamon water two Drams, make 
a Potion.

"T ©O prevent over-purging upon givirg any Purging Medicine, 
we muſt proceed thus : Before we give a Purge, we mult 

fift conſider well the Conſtitution, Strength and Cuitcme of the 
Body to be Purg'd ; as alfo the Nature, Doſe, manuer of Work» 
ig, cgd ordinary eftects of the Medicine to be given, and hey 
i ; * . big? 4 %. Ap y 
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Of Purging. I3 
by comparing the one with the other , we muſt proportionate 
the vertue of the Agent according to the bearing of the Patient, 
Secondly, whilſt the Medicine.is working, let the Viſcera where 
digeſtion is perform'd,the Blood,and the Animal Spirits be kept free 
from any other perturbation : Wherefore during that time, let 
not the Patient eat groſs or viſcous food, or too great a plenty 
of any food, which -may offend the Stomach , let him carefully 
avoid the admittance of any outward cold, by which the Pores of 
the Body are ſhut vp, alſo let the mind be kept calm and undi- 
ſturb'd, free from all Cares and toilſome Studies. Thirdly, The 
Operation of the Medicine being ended, we muſt appeaſe the an- 
ory rage of the Animal Spirits, and allay the efferveicence of the 
Blood and Humours;z for which ends let an Anodine Medicine, or 
a gentle Hypnotick be given according to the following forms. 

Take Water of Cowſlip Flowers two Ounces, Cinnamon-water hoy- 
deated, Syrup of Mxconium , of each half an Ounce, Pearls half a 
Scruple, make a draught tobe taken going to rest : Or, 

Take Conſerve of red Roſes vitriolated two Scruples, Diaſcordium 
half a Dram, Pearls half a Scruple, Diacodium what ſuffices, make 
a Bolus to be taken going to fleep. - 

In caſe this Proviſion be either omitted, or does not hinder a 
Purging Medicine from working to exceſs, let the Patient pre- 
ſently be put into a warm Bed, and be ordered as follows. Firſt, 
Let either a Plaiſter of Mithridate be apply'd to his Stomach, and 
to the whole upper Region of the Belly ; or let thoſe parts be fo- 
mented with warm Linnen Cloaths, dip'd in a deccction of Worm- 
(ood, Mints, and Spices in red Wine, and fo wiung forth; preſent- 
ly upon it let him take inwardly either a Bolus of Venzce Treacle, 
or a Solution of it in C:nnamon-water. Moreover, let him drink 
every now and then a ſpoonful or two of Burnt-wine, diluted 
with a little Mint-water z if he be troubled with Gripes, give him 
a Glifter of warm Milk with Treacle diflolv'd in it, and warm 
frictions muſt be us'd to the remote parts, and ſometimes Liga- 
tures to draw the Blood outwards, ahd ſo keep it from too great 
a Colliquation, and from diſcharging it ſelf into the Cavities of 
the Viſcera ; then in the Evening if there be ſtrength, and a pretty 
200d Pulſe, let him take a Dole either of Dzacodzum , or of Lt- 
quid Laudanum with ſome fit Vehicle. | | | 

As to other Kinds of exceflive Purging , which are wont to 
happen without the Adminiſtration of a Purging Medicine, for the 
molt part they are meerly Symptomatical, depending on other 
Diſeaſes, and their method of Cure is wholly the ſame as of thoſe 
Diſeaſes, whoſe oft-ſpring they are ; Nevertheleſs ſometimes a 
L ooſeneſs, or Flux' ſeems to be a Diſeaſe of it (elf, and becaufe

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don, is commonly accounted Endemious, or a Diſeaſe peculiarly 

attending Inhabitants, I ſhall here ſet down its method of Cure. 
T have often and long obſerv'd that there are two, and that 

very different kinds of that Flux ( uſually call'd the Griping of the 


Guts ) which happens here almoſt yearly about Autumn : In one | 


of them the Stools are watry, and in a manner cleer, with'a ſud- 
den failing of the ſtrength ; in the other they are bloody, but to-= 
lerable withal. | 
In the Year 1670. about the Autumnal Equinex, a World of 
People here were ſeized with a moſt dangerous Flux (though 
without Blood) and joyn'd with a cruel Vomiting , which pre- | 


ſently caus'd great faintings, and a total decay of ſtrength. 

For the Cure of this Diſeaſe no Evacuation did good, nay * 
Bleeding, Vomiting, and Purging always did hurt; only Cordi- : 
als, and thoſe of the Hotteſt nature, to wit, ſuch as abounded 7 
with Spirit and Sulphur, 'or a Volatile Salt prov'd commonly of * 
good effect; infomuch that Brandy burnt a little with Sugar was 
a Popular, and as it were Epidemick Remedy, and in that fort 
of Flux was ſeldome given without ſucceſs, though in the other * 
ſort of Flux which carry'd Blood with it, having been us'd with | 
out due regard, it has often been found to be hurtful : The mes ? 
thod of Cure which I then took ſucceſsfully enough with many, * 
and am wont ftill to take in the like caſe, is after the following | 
manner. | 

Take Venice Treacle from a Dram to a Dram and anhailf; let the | 
Patient take it in Bed, and drink after it ſeven or eight ſpoonfuls of | 
the following Fulap, and let him repeat this Doſe every third, fourth, | 
or fifth hour. | 

Take Mint-water, Cinnamon-water hordeated , of each three Orn= | 
ces, ſtrong Cinnamon-water, Plague-water , Treacle-water, of each | 
two Ounces, Powder of Pearls a DramFSacchari Cryſtalin.half an Ounce, * 
mingle them and make a Fulap: At the ſame time take a piece of 
Bread, ſpread ſome Treacle on it, and dip it im Sack, or Red-wine 
warm'd, and let it be applyd to the Stomach as hot as it may be ſuffe- | 
red, and change it every now and then. ; 

I the Evening, if the Pulſe and Breathing ſeem ſtrong enouzh to 
bear it, let the Patient take of Liquid Laudanum C "ydoniated twent 'y 
Grains in a draught of Plague-tvater. 

Take Diaſcorduum a Dram, Liquid Laudmmum half a Scruple, 
Compound Powder of Crabs Claws a Scruple, Cinnamon-water what 
ſuffices, make a Bolus to be taken going to ſleep. 

To thoſe to whom Treacle or M:thridate prove nauſeous or diſa- 
greeing, give a Doſe of the following Powder, or Spirit of Trea-. | 
cle every third hour, with the Julap. | 
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Take Compound Powder of Crabs Claws, Roots of Contrayerva, or 
Serpentaria Virgin, of each a Dram, Cinnamon, Roots of Tormentil, 
of each half a Dram, Saffron, Cochinele of each a Scruple, make a 
Powder, the Doſe is from half a Dram to two Scruples. 

Take Spiritus Theriacalis Armoniacus three Drams, the Doſe is a 

Scruple, with the Julap every fourth hour , or give that, and ths 
Doſes of the Powder interchangeably, one, one time, and the other, the 
other : After the ſame manner the Spirits of Harts-horne. or of Soot 
may be given ; let the perſons Drink,be Ale or Beer with a Cruſt of 
Bread, Mace, add Cinnamon boil'd in it and ſweeten'd; or let it be 
Burnt-wine diluted with Mint-water ; let hs Food be Chicken-broth, 
Gruel or Panada, with the ſhavings of Ivory, Hartſhorn, and the Roots 
of Scorzonera, &c. boil'd in it. 
About the Autumnal Equinox, in the Year 1671. a deſperate 
Bloody Flux ſeiz'd on many perſons in this City ; from the firſt 
ſeizing they voided Blood by ſeige in abundance, and that fre- 
quently, and for the moſt part it was attended with a Belly-ach, 
and Gripes, continual watchings alſo with a Feaver, and a mighty 
thirſt uſually troubled them ; nevertheleſs their ſtrength held com- 
monly pretty well for ſome conſiderable time, and if the Flux 
were ſtopt ſooner than it ought, it rendred the Patients conditi- 
ons worſe. 

The method of Cure, with the Remedies which I found to 
give Relief in many perſons, was according to the following 
manner. 

Take Venice-Treacle a Dram , Liquid Laudanum Cydomated 
twenty Grains, make a Bolus to be taken going to reſt. 

Take Conſerve of red Roſes vitriolated two Ounces, Venice-Treacle 
an Ounce, Powders of the Roots of Tormentil, Contrayerva, Pearl, Cc- 
ral prepar d, of each a Dram, Syrup of dry'd Roſes what ſuffices, make 
an Elettuary to be taken every fourth or fifth hour, and !et the perſon 
drink after it of the following Julap three Ounces. 

Take the Waters of Mint , Baum, Cinnamon hordeated , of each 
four Ounces, Treacle-water, Plague-water, of each two Ounces, Peart 
a Dram, Sugar an Ounce, mingle them and make a Fulap. 

After a day or two give a Purging Potion , which leaves an 
Aſtringency. 

Take Rhubarb ſlicd two Drams, yellow Mirobalans ſlicd a Dram 
and a half, red Saunders, Cinnamon of each a Scruple ; *let them in- 
Fuſe all Night in the Waters of Plantain and Cinnamon hordeated, of 
each two Ounces and a half, wring it forth hard, then add of ſtrong 
Cinnamon-water a Dram and a bak make a Draught. 

Every Evening, and alſo in certain caſes in the Day-time, I 
was wont to give a pretty large Doſe of Laudanum; nor have I 


ever known this Medicine to have done any prejudice to a perſon 
troubled 
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troubled with the Flux, which happen's either becauſe the Nars 


cotick force of the Medicine is ſubdued, or made more gentle by- 


the Acid Juice of the Stomach, or rather that its Particles which 
are tranſmitted to the Blood, are thence preſently caft forth a+ 
gain, with the Bloody Stools, ſo that they do not affect the Brain. 

If the above-mention'd EleCtuary be found nauſeous to any per 
ſon, or diſagrees with him, the following Powder may be given 
in its ſtead. 

Take Pulvis Pannonici Rubri a Dram, Roots of Contrayerva half 2 
Dram, make a Powder, divide it into three parts, and give one part 
im any Liquor. 


Take Bole Armenich alexitertated (that is, impregnated with the +

Take Roots of Avens and Scorgonera, of each an Ounce, of Tormen= 
til two Drams, Hartſhorn burnt and powdred ſix Drams, ſhavings of 
Tvory and Hartſhorn, of each two Drams, Tops of St. Jolms-wort a 
handful, Flowers of Red Roſes and Balauſtie, of each a pugil. Boll all 


in three pounds of fountain water, till it comes to two, adding towards 


the end of the boiling, of Red Lisbon wine four Ounces; let it boil 
cloſe cover'd for an hour, then let it be ſtram'd through Hippocrates 
Sleeve. | 

Every night he took a Scruple of Liquid Laudanum in three Ounces 
of the Bloody Flux water ev'n now deſcrib'd , with three Drams of 
Syrup of Clove Gilly-flowers in tt. 

Hu common drink, was a decofion of burnt Hartſhorn with Barley, 
a Cruſt of Bread, Mace and Cinnamon ; to a Pint and a half of which, 
a Pint of new Milk was added. 

He took the Purging Infufton a ſecond time, by the uſe of 
Which, and the things before mentioned, within ten days the 
Feaver left him, and the Flux became much more gentle, which 
though without Gripes or much Blood, yet ſtill continned with 
the little pieces of Fleſh, the fragments of Membranes , and a 
bloody Phlegm or Gelly, which daily came from him. 

Therefore to ftrengthen and heat the Inteſtines, the following 
things were given. 

Take Tops of St. Johns wort, Leaves of Perwincle and Mouſear, of 
each a handful, Red Roſe Flowers two pugils : Boil them im the Broath 
M4 a Sheeps Guts : To a found of the Liquor ſtrain'd, add Ol of 
Ft. Folms-wort two Ounces , Honey of Roſes an Ounce and a half : 
mingle them for two Glyſters, whereof one was given him in the Morn= 
mg, the other ar five a Clock, in the Afternoon, He wore Emplaſt. de 
m:nio E Paracelfi upon hy Belly. He took moreover twice a day three 
Ounces of Fuice of Plantain wrung ferth with water of Scordium and 
Plagueavater. He eat alſo every day a Quince made hollow, and fill'd 
with the Powders of Olibanum, Maſtick,, and Balſam of Tolu, and ſo 
rorted in the Embers. 
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By the conſtant uſe of theſe Remedies, he grew perfectly well 
within a Month. 

About the Tame time another robuſt young man, fell into a 
dreadful Bloody Flux; from the firit day he was ſeiz'd, frequent 
ſtools. and very bloody, preſently brake forth with violence, be- 
ing accompanied with a Pain and Gripes : Moreover a ſtrong Fea 
ver, with a cruel Vomiting, Thirſt and Wakings moleſted him, 
Theſe Symptoms being a little mitigated with Opiats, a Delirium 
and a Vertigo, with an intermittent Pulſe, and horrible extenſi- 
ons and*contraCtions of his Limbs preſently {ciz'd him; this hap- 
ning becauſe the malignant matter which was inwardly reſtrain'd, 
preſently flow'd into the Brain and Nerves : Neverthelets as often 
as the Looſeneſs and Vomiting return'd, theſe affecB were pre- 
ſently appeas'd. On the fifth day Vomiting up a bloody matter, 
he complain'd of a great torture in his Stomach, and of a Pain, 
as though it were Ulcerated, and in truth I ſuſpected that there 
might be a beginning of ſome Inflam'd Bliſters, or Ulcers in it, as 
it uſually happens in the Inteſtines ; but by giving him Emollient 
Broths with Milk in them, his Vomiting and the tortures of his 
Stomach ſoon ceafed, his Flux in the mean time encreating. He 
took that night of Diacodium an Ounce, Conſlip water and (mall 
Cinnamon water, 'of each an Ounce and a half; by which Medicine 
he was ſo' much reliev'd, that in twenty. tour hours ſpace his Vo» 
miting and Pains left him, and he was only troubled with a tew 
Stools, and having-a good indifferent Pulſe, and frequent Sleeps, 
he was pretty well; yet the following night, though ke took a- 
gain the ſame Opiate, his Flux retutrn'd, and that with very tre» 
quent Stools, and bloody as before. The next day after, he took 
an Infuſion of Rhubarb with Mirobalans,” Red Saunders and Cimna- 
mon : He often voided Bilous and yery ſharp Excrenients, but 
without the leaſt of Blood; then in the Evening he took Liquid 
Landamum Cydoniated twenty five Grains in 4 good ſpoonful of Cinna- 
mon water hordeated; he had moderate and quiet Sleeps. After- 
wards loathing any more Medicines, he took only an Opiateeve- 
ry Evening, ſometimes of one fort, and ſometimes of another, 
and in a ſhort time grew very well.

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Inſtrutt;ons concerning Diuretick Medicines, or ſuch | 
as work by Urine, with Diuretick Preſcripts. | 


"T*He chief Scopes, or ends of Diuretick Medicines, are as fol- ' 
lows, 

Firſt,” If at any time the Blood becomes fo compact and tena= 
cious from a fixt Salt, Sulphur, and Earth fermented together, 
and mutually combin'd in it, that the Watery Particles do not eafily 
ſeparate from the reſt, Diureticks fit to looſen its Texture, and to 
fuſe the Serum, muſt be ſuch as excel in a volatile or acid Salt 
for ſuch Particles chiefly difſolve any coalitions caus'd by a fixt 
Salt. But in regard this diſpoſition is common both to a Fewer 
and the Scurvy, in the former affect, the moſt proper Diureticks 
are the temperate Acids of Vegetables ; alſo Sal Nitre, the Spirits of * 
Sea-Salt, of Vitriol, &c. And likewiſe ſuch as have a Volatile Salt, © 
as the Spirits of Hartſhorn, of Sal Armoniack, Salt of Amber, of Vi= , 
i and others of this kind which we have alſo rang'd amongſt 

taphoreticks, In a Scorbutick diſpoſition when the Urine is but 
in a {mall quantity and thick, the Juices of Herbs, and preparati- ' 
ons both of a ſharp, or tart and acid nature are of excellent uſe; | 
alſo Salt and Spirit of Urine, of Sal Armontach,, of Tartar, &c. ; 

vecondly, Sometimes the Blood does not retain the Serum long ' 
enough within its Body, but either being obnaxious to Fluxions, *' 
or rather Coagulations, it depoſes it here and there in a great a= | 
bundance, even more than enough; whence it breeds Catarrhs, * 
or Tumours in many places: Or, the Blood being become of a © 
weak habit, and withal of a depraved conſtitution, to wit, incli- 
ning to a ſourneſs its apt to coagulate, as to its more groſs Par- ' 
ticles, ſo that the more ſubtle Particles being every where thrown 7 
off in circulating, and falling on the weaker parts, cauſe ſome: © 
times diftempers of the Head or Breaſt, ſometimes an Aſcites, or 
Anaſarca: And we ſhall hereafter ſhew how a Diabetes happens 
from the like cauſe : And in truth many difficult Diſeaſes which * 
are falſly jmputed to the ill conſtitution of the Viſcera, ariſe from 
hence, viz. that the Blood being diſtemper'd and obnoxious to | 
coagulations, when it cannot continue its full courſe of circulati- |} 
on, depoſes the Serum in many places, this bejng too apt af it (elf | 
to recede from it. The Dijureticks to be given in theſe caſes, 
are ſuch as do not fuſe the Blood, bi, make yoid its coagulati» |

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onsz of this kind are thoſe things that are endow'd with a fixe 
Volatile, and likewiſe Alkaliſate Salt 3 and they muſt be ſuch as re- 
ſtore and ſtrengthen the Ferment of the Reins, which is done 
by certain Sulphureous and Spirituoms things. For theſe ends are 
given Sulphureous and mixt Diureticks , Lixivial Salts of Herbs, 
Powders of ſhells, Salt and Spirit of Urine, &c, Millepedes, Horſe- 
Raddiſh, Parſly-ſeed, Nutmegs, Turpentine, and preparations made 
of it, Spirit of Wine : The vertues of all which are not to fuſe the 
Blood, and to precipitate ſerofities from its Maſs ( theſe things 
are chiefly done by Acids, and in thoſe caſes do commonly hin- 
der any Purging by Urine) but to diflolve the coagulations of 
the Blood ; ſo that its Body recovering a perfect mixture, and be- 
ing more readily circulated through the Veſſels, drinks np the 
Serum every where extravaſated or depos'd, and finally delivers it 
to the Reins to ſend it forth. Now we ſhall ſhew after what 
manner according to both theſe, as it were oppoſite, ends of Cu- 
ring, Diureticks of all kinds operate, and in what forms they

The Kinds and Preſcripts of Diuretick Medicines. 


Irſt then, as to Saline Diuretichs, we ſay that any Salts what- 
ſoever of a differing nature being put together , lay hold of 
each other, and are preſently join'd in one, and that whilſt they 
are ſo combin'd, other Particles freed from the mixture, ſeparate 
from each other, or fly away, This is plainly ſeen when a fluid 
or Acid Salt is put to a fixt, or Alkalifate Salt; and fo when a 
fluid or fixt Salt is put to a Volatile, or a ſparp Saltz and indeed 
on this only diſpoſition of Salts, depends the whole buſineſs of 
Solutions and precipitations of what kind ſoever : Wherefore fince 
the Blood and humours of our Body very much abound with Salt, 


' which Salt is alſo wont to be variouſly chang'd from one ſtate ta 


another, and ſo to cauſe a Morbid diſpoſition ; and likewiſe fince 
Saline Diureticks are of divers kinds, to wit, confiſting of fixt, - 
fluid, nitrous, volatile, or Alkaliſate Salts, it will always require 
a great diſcretion and judgment in a Phyſician to ſee that the Sa- 
line Particles in the Medicine differ from thoſe in our Body ; We 
ſhall ſhew after what manner this ought to be done, by running 
through each Species of Diuretick Salts. 

Amongſt Diureticks containing an Acid Salt, Spirit of Salt, or 
of Nitre; alſo Juice of Limmons, of Sorrel, Whitewine, Rheniſh 
and Cyder, are of chiefeſt note amongſlt the vulgar, and pretty 
often perform that intent, tor theſe things without the buy of 
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others fuſe the Blood, and precipitate it into ſeroſities; as when 
an Acid is dropt into boiling Milk ; but this does not happen e- 
qually to all perſons, nor to every one alike. In a ſound conſtituti- 
on, or not very-far from it, the Salt of the Blood is partly fixt, 
partly nitrous, and partly volatile; alſo in ſome Scorbutical and 
Hydropical perſons, it becomes for the moſt part fixt: In every 
of theſe caſes Diureticks containing an Acid Salt are given with 
ſucceſs ; but in Catarrhous aftects, and in ſome Hydropical and 
Scorbutical diſtempers, when the Salino-fixt Particles of the 
Blood are exalted to a ſtate of flowing, and the volatile are de- 
preſt, ( as it often happens ) Medicines of an Acid nature com- 
monly rather do hurt than good ; infonwch as they- more pervert 
the Blood already degenerated from its Crafis, and Medicines con+ 
taining a fixt or volatile Salt, are more proper to be us'd by ſuch 


perſons.

That Medicines containing a fixt or Lixivial Salt move Urine, 
it plainly enough appears from the Vulgar and Empyrical Practice 
of Phyſick, which commonly gives them for Curing Hydropical 
perſons ; For its a uſual thing in an Anaſarca, and ſometimes in 
an 
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an Aſcites, when the Viſcera, or Fleſhy parts are very much ſwollen 
by a loading of Waters : To give a Lixivium made of the Aſhes of 
Wormiwood, or of Broom, or of Bean-ſtalks with Whitewine, whence 
it frequently happens that a very plentitul evacuation by Urine 
follows, and that the Diſeaſe is taken away. Nevertheleſs I have 
obſery'd that this Medicine has not prov d Diuretick to ſome per- 
ſons, and rather to have encreaſt the Hydropical diſpoſition, than 
to have cur'd it. The reaſon of which if we enquire into, we 
ſhall find by what is ſaid before, that Lixivial Salts neither fuſe 
Milk, nor Blood, or precipitate them, and therefore that they are 
not Diuretick in their own nature, though that effect ſometimes 
follows ; becauſe that a fixt Salt taken in a good plenty, deſtroys 
the Energy of the Acid, and coagulative Salt predominating in 
the Blood ; ſo that the ſaid Blood, which before being too apt to 
fuſion, and unable to contain its Serum, did caſt it off from it 
ſelf in divers places , now by the intercet{ion of the fixt Salt, re- 
covers its due Crafis, and therefore drinking up again its extrava- 
ſated Serum, and conſtantly carrying it to the Reins, cauſes a 
large Evacuation by Urine. 


Preſcripts of Diureticks , which have a fixt Salt for 
their Baſis. 


Ake Salt of Tartar, or of Wormwood two Drams, Coral ca'cin'd 
to a whiteneſs, a Dram and a half, Nutmegs half a Dram : 
Make a Powder, the Doſe # from half a Dram to two Scruples. 

Take Tinfure of Salt of Tartar, from a Dram, to a Dram and 4 
half, Radiſh water Compound, an Ounce and a half : Ming/e them, 
21ve 1t in adraught of Poſſet drink which has had the Roots and Seeds 
of the great Bur-dock bozld in it. 

Take the Deliquium of Salt of Tartar which ( whilſt the Tin&ure 
x extrafted ) floats under, and us impregnated with the Sulphur of 
the Wine, from two Scruples to a Dram and a half, Wiitewine from 
Four Ounces to ſix, Syrup of the five Roots half an Ounce : Mingle 
them, and make a draught to be repeated twice or thrice a day. 

Take Aſhes made of the Prunings of the white Vine half a pound, 
Nutmegs two Drams, pour to them of Winte or Rheniſh wine two 
pounds and a half; let it ſtand a day in a moderate heat, and cloſe 
cover d, then keep the ſtraining for uſe : The Doſe 1s four Qunces twice 
or thrice a day. 

Let Flints be made red hot in the Fire, and be quenci;t in Wiite 
wine, or ſtale March Beer ; Give «of the Liquor from fix Ounces to 
erht twice 4 day.

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Take Water of quick, Lime , from four Ounces to fix, TinAure of 
Salt of Tartar, from a Dram to a Dram and a half : Make a draught 
to be taken twice or thrice a day. | 

For tae ſame reaſon as fixt Salts, ſometimes alſo volatile Salts 
are given with good ſucceſs to move Urine in a fouriſh diſtemper 
of the Blood, to wit , foraſmuch as its Particles when admitted 
into the Blood deſtroy the predominancy of the fluid Salt in it ; 
ſo that the Blood recovering its due mixture , and being freed 
from coagulations and fluxions, drinks up again what Serum is 
extravaſated, and conveys what is ſuperfluous, to the Reins to be 
ſent forth by the Ureters. But we may note withal, that Medi- 
cines prepar'd of a volatile Salt, having particles ſomewhat fierce 
in operation and inſtigating, when they correct the Crafis of the 
Blood, diſpoſe what there is ſuperfluous of Serum to be diſcharg'd, 
ſometimes by Sweat as much as by Urine. ' In this order of Diu- 
reticks, not only the bare volatile Salt drawn forth of Animals 
and Minerals ought to be numbred; but likewiſe the integral 
parts of Animals and Vegetables, {uch as are the Powders and 
Extracts of Inſects and Vegetables of a ſmart nature.

Nitre is a fort of Salt, but differing from any other Salt , or 
from the nature of Saline Particles, being neither Acid, fixt or 
volatile, but holds the mean ſtate as it were betwixt thoſe three. 
And in truth Nitre is the thing by which all Plants. bave their yes 
petation, all Animals live and breath, and every Sublunary Flame 
or Fire is kindled and maintained. 620 
But as to our preſent purpoſe, it's well enough known that 
Sal Nitre Cools the Blood, ahd powerfully prevokes Urine , 
though it ſeems ſomewhat ſtrange how this, which is cf ſo fiery 
a nature ſhould ſo quallify the Blood, and run it into Aquoſities 
to move Urine. | | 
I conceive that Nitre works thoſe effects in a two-fold reſped&; 
to wit, as it is a Salt; allyd both to a fixt Salt and a volatile, 
and as it Carries a living Root of Fire in it. As tC the firft, we 
obſerve that Nitre ( ev'n as fixt and volatile Salts) being put into 
Milk, hinders or takes away its coagulation ; ſo likewiſe Blood 
whilſt warm, being pour'd to this, is preſerv'd from coagulation, 
and from being diſcolour'd no leſs than if put to thoſe. Where- 
fore ſince Particles of Nitre inwardly taken preſerve the mixture - 
of the Blood entire, or reſtore it; it follows that they prevent or 
take away the fuhons or coagulations of the ſame, from Which 
E heats, 
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heats, and a fapprefſion of Urine, very often ariſe. ' $o again, 
Nitre in regard it- carries in it a living Root of Fire, when in- 
wardly taken, cools"the inflamed Blood, and moves Urine, he- 
cauſe ( according fo' what is hinted-before) it adds a vigour to 
the flame of the Blood, which before was troubled and full of 
fumes, and-fo renders it more clear and pure, and conſequently 
more mild; fince therefore the Blood burning clearer by the ac- 
cefs of Nitre becomes of a more looſe confiſtency, the ſerous Par- 
ticles eafily get clear of the more groſs, and paſs away in a more 
plentiful manner.

_ Its alſo well known that Powders of Shells, and of certain Stones, 
containing an Alchaliſate,or Petrifying Salt ſometimes promote an 
eyacuation by Urine. For Powders of Egg-ſhels, of the Claws and 
| Eyes of Crabs have been to ſome a preſent Remedy in great ſup- 
preflions- of Urine ; and if we enquire into their manner and way 
of working, we ſhall ſoon find that theſe Medicines do not fuſe the 
Blood, nor ſenſibly precipitate it ; wherefore it muſt be ſaid that 
theſe things in a ſouriſh Dicrafie of the Blood and Humours,ſfome- 
times proye Diuretick , inaſmuch 2s clofing with the Acid Salts, 
they bind them and keep them under ; ſo that the Blood being 
free from fluxions and coagulations, drinks up again the extra» 
valated Serum, -and conveys it to the Reins.

T4 Powder of Egg-ſhells, from half a Dram to a Dram : Give 
i in a draught of Whitewine, or of Poſſet drink,; or of a Diu- 
retich decoftion twice a day.

Not only Saline, but likewiſe ſome Sulphureous and Spirituous 
ſubſtances juſtly take place amongſt Diurcticks, theſe often pro- 
ducing the like effect. Many ſubſtances of the Larix Tree,as chiefly 
Turpentine,and things prepar'd fromthem; the Oyls drawn by di- 
ſtillation from Juniper, Nutmegs, Wax, and other Pinguous fub- 
ſtances, taken inwardly , move in many perſons a large Evacta- 
tion by Urme, and this carrying a ſmell like Violets. I have 
known that in ſome Hydropical and Scorbutical Perſong; Brandy 
and Strong waters; nay, andſtrong Wine freely drank have caus'd 
a Purging by Urine. ' The reaſon of all which is, that when the 
Blood being weak, or turning ſour, or what for want of fermen- 
tation, or through the predominancy of an Acid and Coagulative 
Salt in it, has not fo ſprightly ar continned a' Circulation, that 
it can contain the. ſuperfluous Serum within it ſelf, till it delivers 
it to the Reins : The afovefaid Remedies forafmuch as they pre- 
ſerve the mixture of the Blood entire; or reſtore it when faultering, 
conduce to the promoting of that evacuation by Urine. 

Take Foy Berrys, Funiper Berrys , Laurel Berrys freſh gather'd, of 
each half a pound, wild Carrot-ſeeds four Ounces , Nutmegs two Oun- 
ces, all of them being bruisd together, put to them in a Glaſs Retort 
of Venice Turpentine one pound, Rettified fpirit of Wine four pounds, 
aiſtill all in a {and Furnace, with a moderate heat till it grows dry, 
carefully avoiding an Epyreuma, and you will have a ſpirit, and a yel- 
low Oy!, both of them egregiouſly Diuretick. The Doſe of the Spirit is 
from 4 Dram to two or three Drams, of the Oyl from half a Scruple to 
a Seruple in a fit Vehicle. 

To the remaining feces in the Retort, pour Trnure of Salt of Tar- 
tar one pound ; let them digeſt for many days cloſe luted in the ſand 
Furnace , that a red Tinure may be drawn from it : The Doſe of 
which is from a Scruple to two Seruples or a'Dram in a fit Vehicle.

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CHAP. VI, 


Inſlruttions and F reſeripts for Curing too much Pure 
ging by ©rine, and particularly the Diabetes or 
Piſſing Evil, | 


N a Diabetes, as in moſt other affects there are three Primary 
Therapeutick Indications, vi. Curatory , Preſervatory and 
Vital. The fir{t of theſe regarding the Diſeaſe, and attempting 
to ftay the too great Effaiion of Urine cannot be- accompliſh'd 
withont the ſecond, which aiming at the cauſe of the Diſeaſe, en- 


.deavours to preſerve and reſtore the mixture and due Crafts of the 


Blood : Wherefore as to the Cure of this Diſeaſe, the chief inten- 
tions of healing muſt be to keep the Blood from fuſion, and in 
caſe that happens to take it away. 

Firſt the fuſion of the Blood is prevented, ſo its groſs and a- 
queous parts reciprocally contain each other, and do not readily 
and abruptly ſever. themſelves, which thing is effected by Incraf- 
ſatives ( commonly ſo called ) whoſe viſcous and glutinous Cor 
puſcles being admitted into: the Mafy of Blood, ftrongly adhere 
to its Active Particles, and ſo-part them from each other, and 
hinder them from mutually combining betwixt themſtlves, or 
with Saline Particles coming from elſewhere, as might otherwiſe 
happen through fluxions. In this reſpect, Rice, Amylum, Mucila- 

inous Vegetables, alſo Gumms and ſome Roſins are wont to give re- 


| jef in this Diſeaſe. 


Secondly, To reſtare the Blood after fuſion, thoſe forts of Re- 
medies are indicated which diſſolve the concretions of Salts, ſq 


- that all the Elementary Particles in it coming again to be at li- 


berty, recoyer their former places, and fo reſtore the Crafis of 
the Blood to its firſt vigour, Now its well known that this effect 
is produc'd jn coagulated Milk by the addition of a fixt, volatile, 


gr a nitrous Salt to it; alſo by the infyfion of Spirit of Hartſhorn, - 
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of Sal Armoniack and the like. The reaſon of which doubtleſs is, 
that whilſt the Salino»fixt, volatile or nitrous Particles, being in 
a ſufficient quantity put into the Milk , meet with the Acid or 
Precipitatory Particles, and are combin'd with them; the other 
Saline Particles which before were bound, being now freed, and 
diffus'd through the Maſs of the Liquor, looſen the Sulphureous 
and Earthy Parts combin'd betwixt themſelves, and diſperſe them 
every way, ſo that all the Particles being again equally mixt, my- 
tually contain themſelves, and are contain'd ; yet becauſe Saline 
Medicaments are accounted by many to be always Diuretick 
We'do not give them lightly, or without confideration for the 
Cure of a Diabetes, though in this Diſeaſe I have preſcrib'd the 
Tincture of Antimony with good ſucceſs. . And a water of the 
Solution of quick Lime with the Raſpings of Saffafras, Aniſeeds; 
Raiſins and Liquoriſh, according to the vulgar Receipt, is highly 
commended by ſome. | 

The Vital Indication is made good in this Diſtemper by a 
thickning and gently cooling Diet, and by temperate Caordials, 
and chiefly by appoſite and ſeaſonable Hypnoticks, 

Nobleman in the vigour of his Age, became very prone to an 
exceſs of Piſhng, and when for many Months he had been us'd at 
times to undergo this great Flux of Urine, he fell at length into a 
confirm'd Diabetes as it ſeem'd, and almotit paſt hope of recovery : 
For beſides that, in the ſpace of twenty four hours, he voided 
near a Gallon and a halt of clear water, and wonderſully ſweet, 


' as though Honey were mixt in it : He was moreover affected 


with a cruel Thirſt and a Fever, ſeemingly a Hectick , with a 
mighty Languor of the/Spirits, a fall of ſtrength, and a Conſum- 
ption of the whole Body. I then preſcrib'd him the following 
Remedies, by the uſe of which he ſeem'd in a ſhort time to re- 
cover, 

Take Cypreſs Tops , eight handfuls , Whites of Ezgs beaten two 
pounds, Cinnamon half an Ounce , being cut ſmall, pour to them of 
new Milk eight pounds, diſtill it in an ordinury Still, taking care of an 
Empyrenma. Let bim take fix Ounces thrice a day. 

Take Girm Arabich, and Gum Tragacanth, of each ſix Drams, Pe 
nids an Ounce: Make a Powder, let him take about a Dram, or 4 
Dram and a half twice a day, with three or four Ounces of the di- 

ill'd water. 
f Take Rhubarb powdred fifteen Grains, Cinnamon ſix Grains: Make 
a Powder, let him take it in the Morning, and renew the Doſe with- 
mn ſix or ſeven days. 

Take Cowſlip water three Ounces, Cinnamon. water hordeated tw 
Drams, Syrup of Meconium half an Ounce ; Mike 4 draught to be 
taken ever) Evening, mM; 
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'His Diet was only Milk, which he took pretty often in a day, 
fometimes crude or diluted with the diſtill'd water, or with Barly 
water ; ſowetimes boil'd with White-bread, or with Barly : 
Growing daily better by the uſe of theſe things, within a Month 
he ſeem'sd to be almoſt Cur'd : As he began to grow a little well, 
his Urine which was Inſipid, did not much exceed the quantity 
of Liquids he took, and afterwards turning a little Salt, it became 
leſs in-quantity than what he drank, and fo by degrees recovering 
the wonted tone of his Spirits and a good ftrength, , he took to his 
former Diet. 

Nevertheleſs the diſpoſition to this Diſcaſe did not fo: through 
ly ceaſe, but afterwards being apt frequently to Relapſes upon 
diſorders in Living , and haply upon changes according to. the 
ſeaſons of the year 3 he firſt made Water in'a greater meafure 
than ordinary, which by degrees grew clear and ſweetiſh,. a Thirkt 
and Fever, with a Languor of the Spirits accompanying it : But 
by the uſe of the ſame Medicines he us'd in a ſhort time to reco- 
ver again : Not long fince after a large interval of health, a little 
before he fell into a Flux of Urine, he found great irregularities 
and failings in the Genus Nervoſuam; vig- He was ſeiz'd with a dull 
numbneſs of his Brain, and a Vertigo, and was taken with ſudden 
Cramps in his Limbs, and felt little Leapings of the Tendong, 
aud various runnings about him, as thongh it were of a wind 
creeping here and there. And when by the uſe of fit Remedies, 
the aforefaid Symptoms ſeem'd to be Cur'd ; the Diabetes after its 
wounted manner burft forth afreſh; viz. the matter flowing 
forth in abundance from the Fibres and ſolud parts into the Blood, 
and thence to the Reins and the Urinary P $. 

In this JunCture the ſame Remedies were preſcrib'd again, by 
the uſe of which, when within a few days he began to grow bet- 
ter, he was ordered to take thrice a day Water of quick, Lime to 
five or fix Ounces : Having continued this Refnedy four days, he 
made water in a moderate quantity well ting d, and ſomewhat 
ſalt, and as to other things he ſeem'd well as he was before. 

By the ſame method, and chiefly with the Water of quick 
Lime, Ft Cur'd another of a Diabetes, who was look'd upon as 
paſt recovery.

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The Kinds and Preſcripts of Medicines that ſtop Q)- 


rine flowing in exceſs. 
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Stringent Medicines properly ſo calld, to wit, fuck as are 
auſtere, acerb, and ſtiptick , do little or nothing in ſtop» 
ping a Diureſs; for the vertue of thoſe things has no effect on 
the Maſs of Blood, nor does it reach to the Reins and Bladder : 
But the Remedies that chiefly do good in the Diabetes are of two 
kinds, as we have hinted before : v7. Firſt, thoſe that hinder the 
combinations of the Salts, and conſequently the fuſion of the 
Blood, ſuch as the Incraflatives before mentioned. 
Secondly, Thoſe that diſſolve the Concretions of the Salts, and 
conſequently reſtore the mixture of the Blood, of which kind 
are Saline'Remedies of a contrary nature, which are apt to cleave 


to the Acid Salt, and ſo withdraw it from the combinations it has 


entred into within the Blood, as chiefly Medicines endow'd with 
a fixt, volatile or alchalifate Salt. Beſides theſe two Primary 
kinds of Medicines that reſtrain Urine, there reſts a $ 
kind, to wit, Hypnozicks, which putting ſome ſtop to the Animal 
Aconomy, cauſe- the vital function to be perform'd with more 
calmneſs, and conſequently with leſs fuſion of the Blood, or pre- 
cipitation of the ſcrous and nutricious humours. It remains now 
to ſet- down ſome Select Forms of each kind of theſe Medicines, 


I. The firſt Scope of Curing, to wit, by- which we endeavour 
by thickning the Blood to prevent its fuſion, or to take it away, 
is effected by the Medicines following. | 

Take Gumm Arahich,, and Tragacanth powder d, of each an Ounce, 
Sugar Penids half an Ounce : Make a Powder, divide it mto ſixteen 
parts. Take one part thrice a day, diſſolving it in the diſtill d water, or 
en the decoftion of the Roots of Comphry mm fountain water or Malk. 

Take of the Reſumptive Elettuary three Ounces, Species Diatraga- 
canthi frigidi an Ounce, Red Coral prepar'd two Drams, C on 
of Hyacinth a Dram and 4 balf, Gelly of the co Shins of Vipers what 
will ſuffice : Make an Elefuary, of which let the Patient take twice 4 
day the. quantity of a Wallnut.

IL In the ſecond place, though Saline Medicines of every kind 
and condition are accounted Diuretick, and\every of them in cer- 
tain caſes, inaſmuch as they fuſe the Blood, and cauſe a copious 
ſeparation of its Serofities, are in ſome ſort Diuretick. Never- 
theleſs for the reaſon above-mention'd, to wit, for that meeting 
with the Acid Salt, when it is predominant -in the Blood, they 

revent and take away its fuſion and diflolution. I do not doubt 

ut ſometimes they may be given with good ſucceſs to ſtop 
Fluxes of Urine, And I have heard for certain ; that one was 
Cur'd of a Diabetes by an Infuſion of quick Lime. Now in re- 
gard the Saline Medicaments (which we ſuppoſe to take away 
the predominancy of the Acid Salt, and to fetter it, as it were ) 
contain either a fixt, volatile or Alchaliſate Salt : I ſhall give you 
fome Forms of Diureticks, which have each of theſe for their 
foundation, 

I. Firſt then when a fixt Salt by it ſelf, or join'd with Sulphur 
is requir'd for a Baſis. : 

Take Tinfture of Salt of Tartar ,- or its Deliquium what ſuffices :

Take Tintture of Antimony, let it be taken after the ſame manner 
thrice a day: I have found by frequent experience the uſe of thy to be 
very profitable in ths Diſeaſe. 

Take Tiniure of Salt of Coral 4 Scruple, let it be taken after the 
ame manner. | 

Take of the Infuſion- of quick, Lime a pound : The Doſe us three or | 
Four Ounces thrice a day, giving before a Doſe of the Eleftuary, or Pow- | 
der above preſcrib'd. 

Take Conſerves of the Flowers of blind Nettles, and of the great Coms 
phry, of each four Ounces, of the reddeſt Crocus of ſteel half an Ounce, 
Coral calcin'd to a whiteneſs two Drams, Syrup of Comfphry what ſuffi* 
ces . Makg an Eleftuary, the Doſe ts two Drams thrice a day. xy 
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Take Laps Speculary calcin'd an Ounce : The Doſe # from half a 
Dram to a Dram tivice or thrice a day. - Country People with thu 


Medicine ſucceſsfully Cure their Cattle that piſs bloody water, 4 
Take Coral calciti'd to a whiteneſs and powdred three Drams, Powa 


der of Gumm ' Arabick and op. cow—ng , of eath a Dram : Make h 
Powder, divide it into ten parts, let one part be taken thrite a day wit 
a fit Vehiqg, to wit, with the decoftion or the diſtill'd water. 

Take the reddeſt Crocus Marty fix Drams , Gumm Lac powdred 
half an Ounce, red Saunders a Dram : Make a Powder, divide it in- 
to twenty parts, whereof let one be taken thrice a day. 

Take Hartſhorn burnt and powdred haif an Ounce, boil it in four 
pounds of the water of a Smiths forge till half be conſum'd, adding 
towards the end a Cruſt of Bread, Roots of great Comphry, and water 
Lillies dry d, of each an Ounce and a half, Sacchars Perlati two Ounces, 
tet him take four Ountes thrice a day. 

2, Medicines containing an Alchaliſate Salt, ſuch as Coral, 
Pearl, Cuttle-bone ; Hartſhorn, Ivory, Powders of Shells and the 
like, as they are commonly us'd againſt Rheumatick affects, ſo 
likewiſe for a Diabetes : And inaſmuch as they irhbibe the Acid 
Salt abounding ih the Blood, and fo free the Maſs of Blood from 
futon, we may juſtly expect a benefit from them. 

Take red Coral ground to a great ſubtlety, Cuttle-bone, of each balf 
an Ounce, Hartſhorn Philoſophucally calcin'd three Drams, Pearl, Toory, 
Crabs Eyes, of each a Dram : Mix them, make 4 Potoder , the Doſe 1s 


 balf a Dram thrice a day, with a fit Vehicle. 


Take of the ſaid Powder three Ounces, Species Diatragacanth frigid 
two Ounces, Sugar Candy two Ounces : Make 4 Powder, and with z 
Sufficient quantity of the Solution of Gumm Arabick, make a Paſte ; and 
let it be frm'd into Troches weighing half a Dram, let three or four 
be taken thrice br after in a day. | 

Take of the ſaid Powder two Ounices, of the Reſumtive Elefuary 
Four Ounces, Conſerve of the Flowers of water Lillies three Ounces, 
Syrup of the ſame what ſuffices : Make an Elefuary, let him take the 
quantity of a Cheſnut thrite a day, drinking after it a draught of the 
Apozeme, or of the diftill'd water above preſcribd. | 

3. For the ſame reaſon as Medicines endued with a fixt and Al- 
chaliſate Salt ſeem proper in Caring the Diabetes; for the ſame 
feaſon do ſuch as have a volatile Salt. For theſe as well as thoſe 
lay hold on, and draw of the Acid Salt, (by which the Blood is 
fus'd and diffoly'd into Setrofities ) ſo that its Liquor recovers its 
due Crafis. t | I 
. Take the Solar Tin#ure prepar'd ( as I readily do it ) with Sal Ar- 
moniack an Ounce ; The Doſe u twenty Drops thrice a day. The Spi= 
Tits of Blied, Soot and Hareſhorn; may alfo be tryd in this Diſeaſe. 
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Take Salt of Amber a Dram, the reddeft Crocus Marty two Drams 
Mzx them, atvide it into twelve parts, the Doſe xs one part thrite 
a day. 


ITE. As to the third kind of Remedies in the Diabetes, to wit, 
Hypnoticks, which by putting a ſtay to the Animal Spirits, re- 
tard the courſe of the Blood, and ſo hinder in ſome geaſure its 
efferveſcency and fuſfjos, I uſe to preſcribe to ſome perſons Dia- 
ſcordium to be taken every Evening, and when that does not do, 
I give ſometimes every Night, and ſometimes every other Night 
Liguid Laudanum Cydoniated or Tartariz'd, and that with good ſuc- 
ceſs. 

Take the decoction of Barly, with the dry'd Roots of Compbry ſix 
Ounces, white Poppy-ſeeds two Drams , ſweet Almonds prepar'd in 
number fix : Make an Emulſion according to art, let it be taken every 
Night going to ſleep. 

Take of the Magiſtral diftill'd water above preſcribd four Ounces, 
Solution of Tragacanth two Drams, Diaſcordium from half an Ounce 
wo fix Drams. Give it going to ſleep. 

Take Conſerve of the flowers of water Lillies two Drams, Lauda- 
num Tartariz'd or Cydoniated a Scruple, Tinfure of Saffron ſix Grains : 
Make a Bolus to be taken going to ſleep, © 
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Hnſtrutions concerning Sweating and Diaphoreticks, 
or Medicines cauſmg Sweat , with Preſcripts of 
them. 


Or a ready and plentiful eruption of Sweat, theſe three things 8 
are requir'd. Firſt that the Blood Loiling more than its wont, Þ 
circulates with a more rapid motion. Secondly, That its Latex 
atounds with many watry Particles, and thote looſe, that is, apt 
to be ſeparated from the reſt of the Liquor, and to be reſolv'd 
into Vapours; for if there be a deficiency of Serum, or if it be 
not eafily ſeparable from the Blood through its too great com- 
paCtneſs, or incraflation by reaſon of Fzculencies ſtrongly mixt 
in it ; ſcarce any ſweat at all will follow, though the intenſe heat 
of a burning Fever preſſes for it, and moſt powerful Diaphore- 
ticks 


( 
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ticks are given at the ſame time. Thirdly, The Pores of the 
whole Body muſt be ſet wide open for a tree paſſage of the 
Sweat. 

Therefore Sweating Medicines to be taken inwardly muſt be 
ſuch as make the Blood boil more than ordinarily, and conſe- 
quently cauſe jt to evaporate : Alſo ſuch as ſomewhat looſen and 
fuſe its often too compact and incraflated - Maſs, that its Seroſi- 
ties may more readily depart from it and be ſeparated, and they 
muſt be ſuch as at the ſame time, diſpoſe them ſo ſeparated, rather 
to paſs forth by Sweat, than by Urine or Seige. As to the third 
thing requir'd, to wit, the opening of the Pores, this is done in a 
manner wholly by outward Adminiftratiors. 

Now becauſe the ſame' Saline preparations which are given to 
procure Sweat, are often given to move Urine, and ſometimes 
alſo for Cordials ; we muſt ſhew by what preparation, and other 
requiſites, Sweating is to be promoted alone without the other 
intents. . 

And we obſerve that Sudorificks inwardly taken, 'ſetdom or ne- 
ver work of their own accord, as Emeticks, Catharticks, or Di- 
ureticksz but always need ſome Governance to aCtnate the Medi- 
cine, and to determine it to that Energy : Wherefore a Diapho- 
retick being given, the Patient muſt preſcntly be ſo ordered that 
the Pores of his Body may be open'd, and the beat of his 'Heart 
very much heighten'd. For theſe ends , either let him be kept 
in a Bed, Bath, or Hot-houſe, or let him exerciſe his Body with 
ſome quick or laborious motion ; and that theſe things may ſuc- 


- ceed the better in promoting Sweat ; when it is in our power, let 


us make choice of a fit time and ſubject for it, viz. when the 
Blood enjoying a laudable, or not very evil Crafis, both ſuffici- 
ently abounds with a Serons humour, and has not its Particles in 
too great a confuſion or perturbation, but is in a diſpoſition 
readily to be looſen'd, and to ſeparate it felf, and rurinto parts, 
For in a Bilous temperament, in a thin and dry conflitution , and 
in the midſt of a burning Fever, when all things are in a trouble 
and undigeſted : Diaphoreticks commonly prove of no effect or 
do hurt. Mcreover when Diaphoreticks are judg'd proper, we 
maſt not give all ſorts of them indifferently, but peculiar Medi- 
cines muſt be choſen according to the various diſpoſition of the 
Blood, and the different predominancies of the Element in it, 
ſometimes of this, ſometimes of that, and according to the ſtates 
of the Salts. 
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The Kinds and Preſcripts of Diaphoretick Medi- 


CIHES. 


Udorifick, Medicines being manifold, and of divers kinds , and 
being wont in a yarious reſpect te be rang'd in order, and 
reduc'd to Clafſes. In the fir{t place I have thought fit here to 
diſtinguiſh them, and ſet them down, both as to their form and 
manner of Compoſition, and as to the matter out of which they 
are made. Their moſt uſyal forms are 1. a Powder. 2. Chymical 
Liquors. 3. A Potion. 4. A Bolus. 5. A Diet. 

The matter of each of theſe are either the integral parts of the 
whole mixt Body, or certain Elementary parts of ſome mixt, re- 
ſolv'd by Chymiſtry, and thoſe are either ſimple, viz. either Spi- 
rituous or Saline ; The latter of which alſo are either volatile or 
fixt, Acid or nitrous. Or laſtly the Sudorifick Particles ſo divi- 
ded and ſeparated by Chymiſtry, are Elementary parts compoun= 
ded betwixt themſelves , v17. Spirituo-Saline, and Salino-Sul- 
phureous. As we run. through each of theſe Species in or- 
_ors we ſhall adapt to each matter the more Select forms of Pre- 
cripts. 

Diaphoreticks which have the integral parts of a mixt for their 
foundation, in which alſo a ſmart or volatile Salt is predominant, 
in this reſpect often conduce to provoke Sweat, that their Parti- 
cles being admitted into the Blood, and being immiſcible with it, 
and not to be ſubdued , exagitate its Maſs, greatly divide it, and 
draw it. aſunder as it were into moſt Minute parts; ſo that at 
length the texture of the Blood being very much looſen'd, and 
{ct a boiling, the ſuperfluous Serofites, Recrements, and taints of 
the Blood are caſt forth together with the Particles of the Me- 
dicine, which are expell'd by. reaſon of their Heterogeneity. Thole 
that are of this rank are uſually given in the form of a Powder, 
Js Potion and Diet, according to the following forms of Pre- 
cripts. | £1 
. Take Roots of Contrayerva, Serpentaria Virginiana, Butter-burr, of 
each a Dram, Cochinele, Saffron, of each half a Dram : Make a Pow- 
der, the Doſe # half a Dram, with a fit Vehicle. 

Take Powder of Vipers a Dram , give at in ſome convenient Lt 
ur. | 

Take Powdsr of Toads prepar d, from half a Dram to a Dram. 


When Diaphoreticks ought to predominate in Sal Alchali alone, 
pr mixt with the former. .

Take Oriental Begoar, from a Scruple to half a Dram, pive it in a 
Pl of diſtill 'd ws je ſome ather Vehicle.

Take Powder of. Crabs Claws Compound, from 4 Scruple to half a 
Dram, gve it after the ſame manner.

Take Powder of the Roots of Contrayeroa, of Crabs Claws ſimple, of 
each two Ounces, Pearl, both ſorts of Coral, white Amber, Crabs Eyes, 
Hartſharn, Cryſtal prepar'd. of each au Ounce, Occidental Bezoar, Lem- 
nian Earth , of each half an Ounce, Ceruſe of Antimany two Ounces, 
Cochenele half an, Ounce, Amlergreece 4 Dram and a balf , Musk 
half a Dram : e 4 ſubtle Powder, and let it be form'd into little 
round Balls with the Gelly of the Skins of Vipers, the Doſe 1s from a 
Scruple to a Dram.

3. Potions which have for their Bafis common decoCtions of 
Vegetables, or Infufions and TinCtures. 

Take Roots of Butter-burr an Ounce, Seeds of the ſame two Drams, 
Eringo Roots Condited fix Drams, Carduus Seeds two Drams, boil all 
7n a pound of fountain water,till balf be conſum'd : In the cleer ſtrain- 
ing diſſolve of Mithridate balf a Dram or two Scruples: Let it be 
taken warm in Bed. 

After the like manner the Leaves of Carduus, the Flowers of Ma- 
rigolds or Canmonuile may be boild in a ſufficient quantity of Poſ- 
{et-drink,of which fix or eight Ounces may be given warm either 
alone, or with ſome Powder, Electuary, or other Diaphoretick ad- 
ded to it, | | 
4. Diaphoretick Infufions and Tinctures of diyers kinds may 
be prepar'd by extraCting the vertues of ſimple Vegetables, and 
Confections with Wine, Vinegar, or diftill'd water, which attgr- 

"mM | | wards 
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wards being ſtrain'd and clarified by ſetling are often given with 
ſucceſs : To this place ought to be referr'd the Bezoartick watery, 
Wines and Vinegars prepar'd by Infuſion, the forms of which are 
every where to be found amongſt Authors. Moreover TinCtureg 
of Vegetables which are of very great effect in a ſmall Doſe, are 
made after this manner. 

Take Roots of Contrayerva a pound, being bruisd and put into 4 
Matraſs, pour to them Spirit of Wine three Pounds : Let them digeſt 
to draw forth a Tinfure; then ſtrain it, and draw it off in Balneo ta 
the confiſtency of Honey : Keep the Spirit firſt drawn off apart from 
the reſt, pour 1t again to what ſtays behind, and draw the Tinfure a- 
gain , The Doſe of which # from half a Dram to a Dram, in a fit 
Vehicle. | 

5. Diets, whoſe foundations are decoCtions of Woods deſign'd 
for the Cure of the French Pox, and other Cronick Aﬀects deep= 
ly rooted in the Blood and humours. 

- For indeed a very intenſe and frequent Sweating, v7. continued 
for a long time, day by day is requir'd for the Cure of ſome Di- 
ſeaſes, to wit, that not only the Impurities and Corruptions of the 
Viſcera and humours, may be purg'd forth, but evin the Morbi- 
fick Taints, deeply Imprinted in them may be wholly aboliſh'd, 
or as it were eradicated : To effect this it will not be enough to 
give a Sudorifick Powder or Bolus now and then at times ; but 
an entire Diet muſt be ordered for this purpoſe. Wherefore let 
all the drink the Perſon takes.be a Diaphoretick DecoCtion, after 
a Doſe of which taken each. Morning, let a copious Sweat be pro- 
moted, by adding/to it the heat of a Bath, or of a Hot-houſe; 
and after that by this means the Pores of the Skin are open d, and 
Nature is inclin'd to Sweat, let the Recrements of the Blood and 
Nervous Juice for that whole day evaporate by perſpiration, which 
muſk be {till maintained by the uſe of the ſaid Drink : By this me- 
thod not only the French Pox is moſt ſafely, and for the moſt 
part, moſt certainly Cur'd, but alſo ſome other moſt difficult Di- 
ſeaſcs are ſometimes eafily overcome. 

Take the Raſpings of Guaiacum four Ounces, Sarſaparilla fix Oun= 
ces, China two Ounces, all the Saunders, of each an Ounce, Shavings 
of Foory and Hartſhorn, of each half an Ounce, Antimony powdred 
and tied in a ras ſix Ounces: Let them Infuſe and Boil according to 
Are in ſixteen pounds of fountain water,till balf be conſum'd,and ſtrain | 
zt; to the remaining Magma,add the like quantity of water, let them in-- 
Fufe and boil till a third part be conſum'd, adding 80 it Raiſins a pound, 
Licorice an Ounce ; Let the ſtraining be kept for a common drink. 

In cafe of a Bilous Temperament, and a ſharp and hot Blood, 
leave ont the Guaiacum, and augment the quantities of the China 
and Sarſa, | | 
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Diaphoreticks which conſiſt of the Integral parts of the whole 
mixt, and are eafie to be gotten for poor people, may be preſcrib'd 
according to the following forms. 

In Malignant Fevers. Take Conſerve of Wood Sorrel a Dram, Mi= 
thridate two Scruples and a half, mix them : Let it be taken, drinks 
ing after it 4 draught of Poſſet-drink,, that'has the Leaves of Cardun, 
Scordium, or of Camomil Flowers, or Marigolds boul'd in it. 

Take Powder of the Roots of Paging Serpentary, from half a Dram 
to a Dram : Give it with a fit Vehicle, or give Powder of the Root 
of Butter-burr a Dram after the ſame manner. 

In ordinary caſes give the Decoftion of Gromwel, of the Roots of 
Butter-burr, or Virginia Serpentary, or of the Roots and Seeds of the 


great Burr-dock.: In the French Pox a Decottzon of Soap-wort, or of 


the Raſpings of Bax, and the like may ſupply the place of the De- 
cofion of Woods, which are of greater price. 

2, Sweating Medicines prepar'd from the Elementary parts of 
a mixt, have for their Baſis either a Spirit, or a Salt, ſometimes 
ſimple, ſometimes combin'd with another Salt, or with Sulphur. 
Let Spirituous things be preſcrib'd according to the following 
forms. 

I. Let the Spirit of Treacle Camphorated be given, from half a 
Dram to a Dram, or a Dram and 4 half in a fit Vehicle. After the 
ſame manner many other Spirits diftill'd from the Juices of Vege- 
tables, maturated by fermentation, and appropriated to certain 
Diſtempers, may be given to provoke Sweat, when it is Indica- 
ted : Of which kind are the Sprrzts of Black-Cherries, of the Berries 
of Elder, Toy and Juniper, with many others ; the Spirits of Hartſhorn, 
_ Blood and the like, ought rather to be numbred in the rank of 
Salts. 

2. Diaphoreticks, whoſe Baſis are Spirits, with other Elemen- 
tary Particles combin'd, may be preſcrib'd after this manner. Take 
of the ſimple mixture a Dram, give it. m a convenient Vehicle. To 
this place alſo may be referr'd thoſe things that confilt of a Spirit, 
fixt Salt, or a Sulphur combin'd : Of which kind are the Tiniure of 
Salt of Tartar and Antimonj : The Doſe of which are from a Scruple to 
two Scruples in ſome other Liquor. Moreover diſtilld waters in which 
the Spirituous Particles are diluted with watry ones, are often gi- 
ven to provoke Sweat with good ſucceſs. 

Take Roots of Butter-burr and Valerian, of each two O:mces, of Je- 
doary, Comtrayerva, Virgina Serpentary, of each an Ounce and a hay, 
Flowers of Butter-burr four handfuls, Siffron two Drams, being ſlic'd 4 
and bruts'd, pour to them four pounds of Sherry Sack, dijtil it accor- 
ding to Art : Let the whole Liquor be mixt, the Doſe is from two 
Ounces and a half to three Ounces. Or takg Roots of Angelica, and 
Maſter-wort , of each four Ounces, of Zedoary, Ele-Campane , Swat- 
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lowsort, Gentian, the leſſer Gdige, of each an Ounce, Tops of Car 
duus, Rue, Angelica, of each three handfuls , the middle Bark, of th 
Aſh fix Ounces; being ſlic'd and bruisd, add Mithridate , Venic 
Treacle, of each two Ounces : Mix them, and pour to them of C 

nary fix pounds , diftilld Vinegar two pounds, diſtil it according | 
Art : The Doſe us three Ounces. 

The Doſes of the aforeſaid Waters may be actuated by the ad 
dition of Chymical Liquors or Salts. Thefe forts of Medicine 
endow'd with a Vinous Spirit are proper chiefly, and in a mar 
ner only for old people, and fuch as are of a cold temperament 
and are ſubject to the Palſy and Dropſy : Bit in a hot conſtituti 
or, and when there is a fervent heat of the Bowels, and a Feve 
riſh boiling of the Blood, by ſcorching thofe, and enflaming thi 
too much, they uſually rather do hurt than good. 

Diaphoreticks, whoſe Bafis is Saline, as they are of a various 
nature, viz. according as the Salt js volatile, fixt, Acid or Ni- 
trons, ſo they are of a different uſe and operation, and hence in 
certain caſes theſe; and in others thoſe and thoſe are molt prop: 
per to be given, as we have before obſerv'd in Diureticks, 

I. Fixt and volatile Salt is moſt propper for thoſe whofe Blood 
very much abounds with a ferous humour. Moreover, when at 
any time the Juice which Irrigates the Viſcera, and the Genus Ner- 
voſum begins to turn ſharp, as it uſually happens in Hydropical 
and Cacochymical perſons, and in ſuch as are ſubject to Convul- 
five Diſtempers , thoſe Medicines are moſt effeCtually given to 
cauſe a Sweat ; becauſe that whilft they meet the Acido-Saline 
Particles of the htimours, and are combin'd with them, they 
looſen the Texture of the Blood, and at the fame ſtrongly agi- 
tate its Maſs by reaſon of their Heterogenous mixture 2 Hence 
tor a ready ſeparation and driving forth of the Seroftties through 
the Pores of the Skin, thoſe things are preſcrib'd in the form of | 
a Powder, Bolus and Liquor. 

Take Flowers of Sal Armoniach half a Scruple, Criſtal Mineral fif- | 
teen Grains, Bezoartich Powder a Scruple, mix them : Let it be given | 
zn 4 ſpoonful of Sudcrifick water. 

Take Salt of Tartar a Scruple, Ceruſe of Antimony twenty fave | 
Grains : Make a Powder , let it be given after the ſame man- | 
ner. 
Take Powder of Bexoartick Mineral , from a Scruple to half a 
Dram, Gaſcoins Powder a Scruple : Make a Powder , let it he given 
in like manner. 

Take Ceruſe of Antimony, from a Scruple to half a Dram, Flowers 
of Sal Armoniack half a Scruple : Make a Powder, 
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$. Thoſe things may be given in the form of a Bolus, by mix« 
ing the aforeſaid Doſes with Treacle, Mithridate or Diaſcordium, 
or with the extra of Carduus, Gentian, or the like. | 
Take artick Mineral a Scruple, Flowers of Sal Armoniack ſix 
Grains, Mithridate half a Dram : Make a Bolus. 

Take Salt of Hartſhorn eight Grains, Bexoartick Powder fifteen 
Grains, Extrafum Theriacale a Scruple : Make a Bolus, or three Pills: 

If a Liquid Form be more proper , Take Spirit of Hartſhorn, or 
of Soot, or of Sal Armoniack, from fifteen Grains to twenty, Sudori= 


fick water, from an Ounce to three Ounces : Make 4 draught, let it be 


taken with governance. 

Take Flowers of Sal Armoniach, half a Scruple, Salt of Tartar fifs 
teen Grains , Sudorifick, water three Ounces : Mix them , make 4 
draught. } 

3. Diaphoreticks, which have a Nitrous Salt for their Baſis; 
are wont to give relief generally in the ſame caſes, as thoſe above, 
made of a fixt and a volatile Salt ; becauſe they deſtroy the pre- 
dominancy of the Acid Salt; and diſpoſe the mixture of the Blood 
after ſuch a manner, that as it boils, its Serum and Recrements 
are readily ſeparated and diſcharged trom it. 

Take Criſtal Mineral three Drams, Salt of Hartſhorn, or of Soot; 
or of Vipers a Dram: Mix them; the Doſe us from a Scruple to half 
a Dram in a fit Vehicle. 

Take Sal Prunella two Drams, Bexoartick, Mineral, or Ceruſe of 
Antimony a Dram : Make a Powder, the Doſe s from two Scruples to 
a Dram, 

4- Diaphoreticks, whoſe ground is an Acid Salt, have a pecus 
liar efficacy againſt the predominancy of a fixt Salt, and Sulphur, 
viz. if at any time the Maſs of Blood by reaſon of Salino-fixt Par- 
ticles combin'd with Sulphureous or Terrene Particles in it ; 
comes to be too much lock'd up and cloſe bound, that it does 
not eaſily let go its Seroſities to be expell'd by Sweat ( as it ſome- 
times happens in continual Fevers, and in Scorbutick affects) the 
Acid Salt, after the Medicine is given , meeting the fixt Salt 
in the Body, and laying faſt hold on it, makes void its undue 
combinations, and fo opens the boiling Blood, and diſpoſes it for 
a Sweat. 

Take Spirit of Tartar, from half 4 Dram to 4 Dram, Sudorifick, 
mow three Ounces, Flowers of Sal Armoniack, half a Scruple : Mix 
them. 

Take of the fimple mixture , from half a Drama to two Scruples , 
Grve it in a ſpoonful of Treacle water, or tick water. 

Take Bezoartich, Vinegar, from half an Ounce to an Ounce , Car- 
duus water two Ounces, Plague water ſix Drams : Mix them, make 


4 draught, | 
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Take Spirit of Guaiacum a Dram, Sudorifick, water three Ounces 1 
Mzsx them, make a draught. 

Some things meerly , or for the greateſt part Sulphureous are 
commonly plac'd in the rank of Diaphoreticks : As for inſtance 
ſome Natural, and other Artificial Balſams, alſo Chymical Oyls, 
as chiefly of Guatacum, Box, Camphire, Hartſhorn and Soot : 
So likewiſe the Reſinous Extracts of Ponderous Woods, with 
many others, which though by themſelves they do little for 
raiſing Sweat ; yet being join'd with the other Saline Medi- 
cines, I do not think them altogether unprofitable, becauſe in a 
cold and Over-phlegmatick Conſtitution , Sulphureo-Saline Me-. 
dicines Rarity the Blood which is then become too watry, and 
diſpoſe it to a free evaporation, no leſs than ſuch as are Spiris 
tuous. . 

Take of Opobalſamum, from Six Drops to twelve, Water of Baum, 
or of Ground Ivy three Ounces, Sudoriftck water half an Ounce : Let 
at, be taken every Morning to provoke Sweat for many days together. 
It « proper for Phthifical Perſons , and ſuch as have Ulcers in the 
Remms. 

And fo, but in a greater Doſe, may be given the Balſam of Pe+ 
ru; alſo the Tmilure of the Balſam of Tolu, and likewiſe compounded 
Balſams gotten by diſtillation.

em euont and immoderate Sweating, is ſometimes the Sym- 
- ptom of ſome other Diſeaſe then afteCting the Perſon ; for 
in the Phthiſick and Scurvy this is a common thing: The rea» 
{on of it is, that the Blood being taiated with ſome fithy infeCcti- 
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on, or tecome of an ill habit, is not able duly to concoct and | 


aflunilate the nutritive Juice ſtill pafſing into its Mafs, and there- 


fore | 
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fore always degenerating, and coming now and then to be full 
charg'd by the addition of other Excrements, it ſeparates them» 
and expells them by Sweat. 

The Cure of this Sweating depends wholly on the Cure of the 
Diſeaſe whoſe Symptom it is : In the mean time thoſe copions 
Night-(weats happening in thoſe Diſeaſes, plainly ſhew that the 
Perſons Diet ought to be altogether of light food 3 viz. Milk, 
Gruel, Cream of Barly and the like, whoſe gentle and mild Par- 
ticles the Blood can bear, and not of Fleſh, or ſtrong ſubſtan- 
ces. 

Sometimes an exceſſive Sweating is the effect of ſome fore- 
going Diſeaſe which is brought to an end, and this is ſo common 
a thing after long Agues, that ſcarce any recover of them ; but 
this Indifpoſition ſtill ſticks upon them more or leſs. I knew a 
young man, who as he grew well of a Quartan Ague, which had 
held him ten Months, and began to loſe its fits, daily melted into 
ſuch profuſe Sweats, that he was fain to change his Shift and 
Sheets thrice a Night, being as wet as though they had been dipt 
in water : This Evacuation continuing fo for many Weeks, his 
Fleſh fo fell away, and his ſtrength was ſo exhauſted, that he 
look'd like a Skeleton. This Perſon when he had us'd many Me- 
dicines a long time without much benefit; at length by drinking 
Aﬀes Milk Mornings and Evenings, and his other Diet being or- 
dered of Cows Milk, he grew very well in a ſhort time, 

The chief cauſe of frequent and copious Sweats ſeems to conſiſt 
in the ill habit and weakneſs of the Blood, in that it is apt conti- 
nually to be fus'd and precipitated into Serofities : The Pores of 
the Body in the mean time being open and free tor an Evacuation 
by Sweat. Now the Blood is ſo apt to fuſions and flowings for 
the moſt part from a predominancy of a Fluid or Acid Salt in it, 
and ſometimes the Nervous Juice growing ſharp, empties its A- 
cid ſuperfluities into the Blood, and fo precipitates its Maſs into 
Seroſities. 

This exceflive Sweating does not only ariſe from the vitiated 
Crafis and Fermentation of the Blood, but ſometimes from its de- 
praved Accenſion, and through an exceſs of Sulphur in it, as 
ſometimes through a deficiercy of it. 

In order to the Cure of this Over-Sweating, the Therapeutick 
intentions muſt be chiefly theſe three. Firit, To take away or 
correct the ill habit or weakneſs of the humours. Secondly, 
gently to cloſe the Pores of the Skin which are too open. Third- 
ly, To derive the Serum of The Blood, and the watry ſuperflui- 
ties to the Reins. 
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IT. 'The firſt of theſe is perform'd by thoſe Remedies which 
deſtroy the predominancy of the Acid Salt in the Blood, or Nets 
vous Juice ; and which promote the Exaltation of the Sulphup 
(if haply it grows weak) for which ends Anti-ſcorbuticks, Chalys 
beats? Alſo Medicines endow'd with a Volatile, Nitrous or Al 
chaliſate Salt moſt commonly prove effectual. I ſhall ſet down 
certain forms of each of theſe. 

Take Conſerve of the Flowers of Cichory and Fumitory, of each two 
Ounces, Powder of Toory, Hartſhorn, Coral prepar'd, of each a Dram, 
Pearl hatf a Dram, Species of Diarrhodon Abbats a Dram, Lignum 
Aloes, Saunders both red and yellow, of each half a Dram, Sal Pru- 
nella four Scruples, with a ſufficient quantity of Syrup of Fumitor, 
anake an Eleftuary : Give the quantity of a Wallnut in the Evening, 
and the next Morning, drinking after it either of the following Julap 
or diſtill d water, three Ounces. 

Take the Waters of Fumitory and Wallnuts ſimple, of each ſix Oun- 
ces, the Waters of Snails and Earth-worms, of each an Ounce, Sugar 
fix Drams : Mix them, make a Julap. 

Take tops of Firr, Tamarish, Cypres, of each four handfuls, of 
Myrtle two handfuls, Leaves of Watercreſſes, Brookiymes, Agrimony, 
Se. Fohnswort, Harts-Tongue Fluellen or Speedwel, of each three hand- 
Fuls, the outward Coats of twelve Oranges.: Being ſlic'd and bruis'd, 
pour to them of Brumſiick Beer eight pounds, diftill it in common Or» 
gans: Let the whole Liquor be mixt, and ſiveeten it at pleaſure, the 
{Doſe three Ounces twice a day. | 
Take Leaves of Dandelion, Watercreſſes, Plantain, Brookltmes, of 
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each three handfuls, being bruis'd, pour to them of the diſtilld water | 


above written a pound, wring it forth hard : The Doſe us from three 
to four Ounces in the Morning at Nine of the Cleck,, and at Five in 
the Afternoon. 


According to this method, I uſe to preſcribe in a failing of *' 


ſtrength and Night-ſweats after long Agues, and if theſe remedies | 


do no good, we mult come to Chalybeates. 


Take Syrup of Steel fix Ounces ; let a ſpoonful be taken in the Mzr- 
ning, and at froe in the Afternoon, with three Ounces of the Water | 


above preſcrib'd. 


Take Powder of Ivory, of Coral prepar'd, of each two Drams, Crocus | 


Marts, Salt of Steel, of each a Dram and a half : Make a Powder, 
the Doſe # half a Dram twice a day, with three Ounces of the ſame 
diſtill'd water. 

"Take TinQure of Salt of Tartar an Ounce : The Doſe is from twen- 
ey to thirty Drops twice a day with the diſtilld water. After the ſame 


manner may be groen the Tinfure of Coral, and Tmnfures prepar 4 | 


out of Gums and Balſams. Moreover in theſe caſes the Spirits of 
Hareſhorn, Urine and Soc are often given with ſucceſs. T4 
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The ſecond intention for the Cure of exceſſive Sweating, con- 
ſting in a due ſtate of the Pores, is perform'd in a manner only 
by outward Adminiſtrations : For which end let the whole Body 
be anointed with Oyl of Date-kernels, with an Oyntment of 
Orange Flowers and the like, and let Linnen done over a little 
with the ſame be worn ; ſametimes Bathing in cold Water, or in 


. a River, ſometimes change of Air may do well. 


It ſeems here proper to ſpeak a little of a certain troubleſome 
Diſtemper,' relating to Sweating, or at leaſt to an excefljve per- 
ſpiration. I often obſerve that ſome Perſons have their Bodies fo 
diſpoſed, that if upon any occaſion the leaſt Breath of Wind or 
Air comes upon them, their Spirits are preſently in a mighty 
trouble, all their Powers are in a Conſternation, and theis whole 
Body is diſcompos'd. 

This extream tenderneſs in ſome Perſons more than in others 
to take cold, or to be offended with it, happens either through 
the fault of the Animal Spirits, or of the Blood, or of the Pores 
of the Body, to wit, of one of them, or of more of them together. 

I. Firſt, The Animal Spirits are ſometimes in fault, becauſe be- 
ing very weak, they are not able to endure any thing harſh, or 
rough outwardly preſſing upon them; but preſently upon the ap- 
pulſe of the bare Air, are put to flights and diſtraCtions. And 
ſometimes this Indiſpofition happens through their fault, for that 
being degenerated, and become of an eager, reſtleſs and uneafie 
diſpoſition, they are put into diſorder upon every ſuch prefſure of 
Air, Wherefore thoſe who by reaſon of the Spirits ſo difpos'd 
become Hypochondriacal, being alſo ſubject to the Aﬀect before 
mention'd, on every little occahon are troubled with Cold. 

2. The Blood diſpoſes to a habit of depraved Perſpiration in a 
two-fold manner, viz. both in reſpect of its temperament, and 
of its mixture : As to this latter oftentimes the Texture of the 
Blood is ſo looſe and open, that upon every light accident, and e- 
ſpecially upon the appulſe of a cold moiſt Air, it's preſently ſtirr'd 
to fluxions and precipitations of Seroſities; inſomuch that Perſons 
who have ſuch Blood, dare not ſtep forth of doors, nay ſcarce 
look forth. Again, the Maſs of Blood being often hot in its teni- 
per,and very full of vapours,Breaths forth EMuvia's very ſharp and 
penetrative, by which the Pores of the Skin being too much loof- 
ned and laid wide open, the Spirits and the Vital Flame are expos'd 
to the injuries of the naked Air, and the Winds more than they 
ought, 

3. The ill conſtitution of the Pares, gotten either by ſickneſs, 
or other ways, or being natural from our Birth, very much in- 
clines to that habit of depraved Sweating. For in regard thoſe 
paſſages being too wide, do always in a manner gape, the _ 
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and Spirits in the whole Body, or in certain parts of it a 
not ſufficiently guarded againſt the encounter of the outwar! 
Air. | 

The Intentions for Curing this Diſtemper are chiefly theſe th 
viz. firſt to help the weakneſſes, or dejections, or depauperation 
of the Blood and Spirits. Secondly, To take away their Dyſcrafiz 
if they have any. Thirdly, To procure a due Confirmation of th 
Pores. 

The chief ſtreſs of this buſineſs conſiſts in the firſt intentior 
which regards the ſtrengthning of the Animal Spirits, and the ir 
largement of the whole ſenſitive Soul; for unleſs the Patients r& 
ſolve to take courage, ſo as to attempt to go abroad, to ſet forth 
their ſtrength to their utmoſt, and accuſtome nature daily to in 
ure it ſelf to hardſhip, all medicines prove uſeleſs : Wherefore 
plentiful and cheerful way of living are no leſs neceſſary than Phy. 
fick , that thereby the ſtock of Animal Spirits may be daily re 
new'd and increas'd, and fo confirm'd in ſtrength by greater prz 
Qtices now and then inſiſted on; for which ends ſtrong Wine 
with good Diſhes of meat are very proper. Moreover all Studie 
and Cares, ( with which the Soul is depreſt ) being laid afide, let 
the time be paſt in idleneſs and recreations, or in moderate exer- 
ciſes. As by ſuch a kind of living duly ordered, the Animal Spirits 
are greatly refreſh'd, fo it repairs the decay and depauperations of 
the Blood. | 

For the fame ends alſo the followitſy Medicines may be given! 
with good effect. | 

Take Spirit of Amber Armoniacated what ſuffices;let fifteen or riven- 
ty drops be taken in the Evening,and the next Morning in a ſpoonful of 
che following diſtill d water , drinking after it nine ſpoonfuls of the 
ſame. 

Take Leaves of Sage, Roſemary, Time, Savory, Marjoram, Coſtma- 
7y, of cach four handfuls,Roots of Angelica and Maſter-wort,of each ſix 
Ounces, of Zedoary, the leſſer Galingal, Calamus Aromaticus, Florence 
Orrtiz,of each an Ounce and 4 half,Cubebs anOunce and a half,Nutmegs, 
Cloves,Cinnamon,of each an Ounce,the outward Coats o twelve Oranges, 
and of ſix Limmons; being ſlic'd and bruisd,pour to them of Whitewane 
and Canary of each four yo : Diſtil it im common Organs, let the 
whole liquor be mixt and ſweetn'd with Sugar perlated. In the diſtil- 
ling hang im the head of the Alembick a Nodulus, with a Scruple of 
Amber-greece in it, and balf a Scruple of Musk. 

Take Tinifure of Antimony, or of the Balſam of Tolu an Ounce ;, let 
fefteen or twenty drops be taken im the Morning as Nine a Clock,, and 
at Five m the Afternomm, in a ſpoonful of the water before preſcrib'd, 
drinling after it three Ounces of the ſame; or rather in the Morning 
drink after 1t 4 Diſh of Tea, or Coffee, or Chocholate trepar d of a Ne- 
cottion of Sage. 4

A little before Dinner drink a Glaſs of Sherry, Sack. 
When theſe things have been uſed ſome time, and you think 
good to intermit them, take the following things in their place. 
Inſtead of the Spirit, take a Doſe of the following Electuary in 
the Evening, and early in the Morning with the diſtill'd water, 
or Viper Wine. { | 
Take of wet preſeru'd Citron Pills, an Ouncs and a half, Miroba- 
lans Condited an Ounce, Nutmegs, Ginger Candied, of each half an 
Ounce, Confeftion of Hyacinth, Alchermes, of each three Drams, Pearl 


prepar d, red Coral prepar'd, of each a Dram and a half, with the Sy. 


rup of the Juice of Kermes make an Elettuary. 
Let the ordinary drink be a Phyſick Ale made after the follow- 
ing manner, viz. into a veſſel of four Gallons put the following 


bag. 
Take an old Cock half boil'd and maſh'd, Leaves of Sage and Harts- 
Tongue dry'd, of each two handfuls, fix Dates flic'd, Raſpings of Saſſa- 


fras two Ounces ; being ſlic'd and bruisd, mix them, "ry them in a 


little bag, and hang it im a Veſſel after it has done working. 

The ſecond intention which undertakes to correct the Dyſcra- 
fies, or depraved diſpoſitions of the Blood and Spirits,is pertorm'd 
by the ſame Remedies, as in the Hypochondriacal diſtemper and 
Melancholy : Wherefore the preſcripts which I formerly gave for 
the Cure of thoſe affefts may ſerve here. 

As to the third intention , which for keeping the Pores in a 
due State, ordains a meet way of Government as to cloathing, 
the Air, the Fire, (9c. there is little left for a Phyſician todo; for 
commonly every Patient will be his own Councellour as to theſe 
things : There is only one kind of advice which they are apt to 
receive, and is wont to do them good, viz. that they change 
their habitation, by which often the Mind is alſo chang'd; for 


' thoſe that are never ſo much addicted to keep themſelves pen'd 


up in a Chamber, or in Bed, when they travel into foreign Coun- 
tries, where they breath a warmer and more lerene Air: It's almoſt 
incredible in how ſhort a time they recover. 

So much concerning this depraved Perſpiration which has not 
been touch'd by others. 

There remains yet a third kind of this immoderate Sweating 
which is not as the firſt, the Symptom or effect of another pre- 
ſent or paſt Diſeaſe ; but it ſelf firſt beginning, is either a Diſeaſe 
of it felf, or the parent of ſome Morbid affect : To the firſt ſort 
chiefly belongs the Peſtilential Sweat, which was heretofore call'd 
Sudor Anglicus : But I ſhall not now gq about to preſcribe Medi- 
cines for a Diſeaſe which I hope will. never return. 


CHAP. 


Of Cordials, 


CHAP. IX 


Inſtruttions concerning Cordial Medicines, and 4: 
lexipharmicks, or Preſervatives againſt Venome, 


with Preſcripts of them. 


Tf the thing be duly conſidered, the notion of Cordial Medicing 
was not well introduc, but is a meer vulgar errour; for fince 
it is not the Heart which is the Subject of Life, but chiefly, and 
in a manner only the Blood, and in regard the Soul it ſelf (on 
whoſe exiſtence and aCt in the Body Life depends ) is founded 
partly in the Blood, and partly in the united ſtock of Animal Spi- 
rits, it plainly follows that Medicines which preſerve Life entire, 
or reſtore it when in danger, do rather and more immediately re- 
gard theſe parts of the Soul, to wit, the Blood, and Animal Spi- 
rits than the Heart , which is a meer Muſcle, ſerving for the' 
Circulation of the Blood,and as often as it flackens in performing 
this duty, or gives it off : This does not happen through its own 
fault, but through that of the Blood and Animal Spirits, by which 
it is actuated. 

Therefore to know the ways and manners of working of thoſe 
Medicines which are call'd Cordials, we muſt confider theſe two 
things, viz. Firſt,how many,and particularly what ways the Blood 
being ill diſpos'd, and often endangered, either as to its accenfion, 
or mixture, requires Phyfical helps, which may preſerve or cor- 
rect it. Secondly after what manner by reaſon of a defect or de- 
linquency in the Animal Oeconomy the Heart is hindred, or'per- 
verted from its due motion , ſo that Medicines are Indicated , 
which encreaſe the ſtores of the Spirits, and- better compoſe 
them. [ To be well inſtructed concerning theſe things , read 
Dr. Flix at large. | 
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Of C ordials; 


The Kinds and FP reſcripts of C ordlials: 


AC to what is ſaid before; we diſtinguiſh Cordial Me- 
dicines ( commonly ſo call'd ) into two kinds; ſome of them 
chiefly and more immediately affect the Blood, others the Animal 
Spirits. In the firſt rank of thoſe that are deſign'd for regulating 
the accenſion of the Blood, we place thoſe which by encreafing; 
or exalting its Sulphureous Particles cauſe its over-cold anf flow 
moving Liquor to boil more; to be more freely kindled, and to 
burn with more life; of which kind are good. Wines ; Com- 
pound Strong-waters diftill'd , the Spirit and TinCture of Saf- 
fron, Quercitans Elixir of Life: the TinCture of Salt of Tartar, of 
Steel, and other things that chiefly abound with Spirit, and have 
a plenty of Sulphur ; of which ſometimes theſe, ſometimes thoſe 
may be taken as every patient liſts. When by reaſon of the 
Bloods being not kindled, and conſequently of its too great 
crowding and ſtagnation, as it were, within the Precordia; a lan- 
guiſhing aud failing of the Spirits; with a great oppreſſion of the 
Heart happens, then Aqua Mirabilis , the waters of' Cinnamon, 
Cloves, Wormwood Compound, alſo of the Rines of Qranges di- 
{till'd with Wine are proper; to which ſometimes a Doſe of fome 
Spirit; Elixir or Tin&ture may be added. | 
But here great cantion is needful, that a perfon do not in- 
dulge himſelf too much to. theſe kind of Cordials, for many by 
often ſipping of them, get an, ill habit, continuing their daily uſe; 
and encreaſfing the Doſe, which at length proves fatal to. them 
for the Liver chiefly, and other entrails are fo dry'd and ſcorch'd 
thereby, that the ſtock of Blood being diminiſh'd, and its Crafis 
a; ona an unhealthy Cacochymia tollows, or an abbreviation 
of Life. it a, 
Ih the ſecond Rank of Cordials, we put thoſe Medicines which 
ſomewhat appeaſe the too great boiling of the Blood; and put a 
little ſtop to, and allay its immoderate deflagration , of this 
kind are diſtill'd Waters, Acids, and Nitrous things. . SY 
Take the waters of Wood-ſorrel, of whole Citrons, of Straw-berrys, 
of each four Ounces, Syrup of the Fuice of Citrons an Ounce, Pearl 
Powdred a Dram + Make a Fulape ; the Doſe is two Ounces three of 
four times a day. ANA | 
. Take the waters of Pippins, or Garden Apples, of Rasberrys, of edch 
four Ounces, Syrup of Violets an Ounice, Spirit of Vitriol twelve Drops : 
Mate a Julafe. 
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Take fountain water a Pound and a half,Fuice of Limmons ttwo Oun- 
ces, Sugar an Ounce and a half : Make a drink, of which let three 
Ounces be taken at pleaſure. 

Take Graſs Roots three Ounces, Candied Eringos fix Ounces, two 
Atples flic'd ( or Corinths two Ounces ) Shavings of Toory, and of Harts- 
horn, of each two Drams, Leaves of Wood-ſorrel a handful, boil them 
in three pounds of fountain water to two pounds ; to the clear ſtraining, 
add of Sal Pramella a Dram and a half, Syrup of Violets an Ounce 
a_ 4 half . Make an Apozem, the Doſe three or four Ounces thrice 
a day. | 
Take Conſerve of red Roſes vitriolated four Ounces, fountain water 
two pounds, diſſolve it cloſe cover d and warm, then ſtrain it ; the 
Doſe # three Ounces at pleaſure. ' 

Take Conſerve of Barberrys, Rob of Rasberrys, of each an Ounce and 
a half, Pearl prepar'd half a Dram, Confettion of Hyacinth a Dram, 
Syrup of the Fuice of Citrons what ſuffices : Make a Confetion ; the 
Doſe 1 half a Dram thrice a day. 

The third rank of Cordials furniſhes thoſe forts of Medicines, 
which being deſtinated againſt the exorbitancies of the boiling 
Blood, looſen and open its cloſe texture, for the ſeparation and 
diſcharge of - its drofly ſuperfluities. Theſe being chiefly, and in 
a manner only of a ſaline nature, are alſo of divers kinds accor- 
ding to the manifold ſtate of the ſaline Particles of which they 
confiſt ; but for the moſt part their Baſis is either a Volatile, Al- 
chalifate, Acid, Fixt, or Nitrous Salt, we ſhall ſet down certain 
forms of each of theſe. 0 | 

In the Firſt place Cordials endow'd with a volatile Salt, are 
wont | to be given with good effect according to the following 
preſcripts, both in Feavers, in reſpect of the Blood, and alfo 
re {woonings , and ſudden faintings in reſpect of the Animal

Take Spirit of Hartſhorn, from fifteen Grains to twenty, Treacle 
water two Drams, give it with a ſpoon, drinking after it a draught 
of ſome appropriated Liquor. After the ſame manner may be grven

Take Salt of Vipers a Dram, Sal Prunella two Drams, Powder of 
Crabs Clatvs-Compound a Dram and a half : Mix them, make a Pow- 
der; the Dofe #from half a Dram to two Seruples, in a ſpoonful of 
Cordial Fullape, drinking after it a little draught of the ſame.

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Secondly, Thoſe are chiefly call'd by the-name of Cordials by

Take Gaſcomns Powder, or Powder of Crabs Clams Compound, fron

Take Oriental Bezoar, from ſix Grains to twenty ; give it after the 


ſame manner. 
Take. Powders of Crabs Claws , and Crabs Eyes of each a Dram, 


Pearl, both ſorts of Coral prepar d, of each four Scruples, both ſorts of 


Beznar half a Dram, the-beſt Bole- Armoniack, Aurum Diaphoreti- 
cum, of each two Scruples, Bexoartick, Mineral a Dram : Mrx them, 
make a Cordial Powder; the Doſe from a Scruple ro two Scraples, or 
a Dram, with a fit Vehicle. | 

In Perſons ſeiz'd with a Plurifie, the following things are ac- 
counted the moſt proper Cordials, for as much as by. deſtroy- 
ing the predominancy of the acid Salt, they take away, or pre- 
vent the Coagulations and Extravaſatings of the Blood. 

Take the Powder of a Wild Bores Tusk, from half a Dram to « 
Dram, Criſtal Mineral a Scruple, Powder of red Poppy Flowers balf « 
Scruple : Make a Powder to be taken in any Liquor. After the ſame 
manner may be given the Powders of Crabs Eyes, and of the Faw-bone 
of the Pike-fiſh. 

To this place belong alſo preparations of Nitre, which are oft-

Take Spirit of Vitriol, from four Drops to ſix, Carduus water three 
Ounces, Treacle water two Drams, Syrup of the Juice of Citrons three 
Drams, Pearl half a Scruple : Make a draught to be taken twice 
or thrice a day. Spirit of Salt, or of Nitre may be taken after the 
ſame manner : For the ſame the drink, Cherbet, called alſo the Di- 
vine drink of Palmarius are proper. 

Take Powder of Hart Calcin'd, or of Antimony Diaphoretick, 


three Drams, Spirit of Vitriol, or of Salt a Dram ; bray them toge- 
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ther in a Glaſs Mortar, and let them dry : The Doſe u from a Scruple 
ro half a Dram, in a ſpoonful of Cordial Julape. 

Fixt or lixivial Salts -of Herbs often enter the Compoſitions 
of Alexipharmicks : Moreover, Medicines which have theſe for 
their Baſis, as they are accounted very famous Febrifuges, ſo they 
ought to be numbred amongſt Cordials ; for inſtance we prae- 
poſe that known Medicine. 

' Take Salt of Wormwood a Scruple, Carduus water three Ounces, 
Spirit of Vieriol, or Oyl of Sulphur a Scruple, Syrup of Violets three 
Drams : Make a draught to be taken threg or four hours before the 
Fit. | | 
" Take the waters of mbole Citrons, and of Wood Sorrel, of each balf 
a pound, Salt of Tartar a Dram and a half , Juice of Limmons tuio 
Drams, Sugar balf an Ounce, mix them , make a Julafe ; the uſe of 
it * in Anomalous Fevers, which thoug h always burning, have daty 
returns of ſharp fits: The Doſe # three Ounces twice a day. 

' The laſt rank of Cordjals, and truly in ſame reſpect the chief- 
eft, is of Alexipharmicks, becauſe theſe are more vital than the 
reſt. But Alexipharmicks being either for preſervation , or far 
Curing : In the firit place, we ſhall ſet down Select Medicines to 
be given to perſons, whilſt yet in a ſtate of health, againſt the In- 
fection of the Plague, or any Maljgnjty whatſoever ; omitting in 
the mean time what is uſpally ordered concerning the alteration 
and rectifying of the Ambient Air : And then in the ſecond placg 
we ſhall give you Select Forms of Preſcripts to be uſed after the 
Contagion js taken. | FE EN

i be Conſerve of the Leaves of Rue four Ounces, Mithridate, and 
Confe4:o liberants , of each an Ounce , Confettion of Hyacinth 
two Drams, Salt of Wormwood two Drams and a half, Pulvis panno- 
nici rubri half an Ounce, Bezoartick Vinegar what ſuffices : Make an 
Eleftuary, the Doſe # the quantity of a Cheſnut thrige a day. , 
' Take Powder of the Roots of Viremia Serpentary, Contrayerva, Ze- 
doary, Species liberanty, of each two Drams, Camphire two Scrupſes 
Sugar diſſolv'd in Bexoartich, Vinegar, and bei['d to a conſiſtency for 
Tablets fix Ounces : Make Tablets according to art , each weighins 
balf a Dram; let one or two be caten often in a day. © NOT 
' Take Roots of Virginia Serpentary three Ounces, boil them in three 
pounds of fountain water till half be conſum d, to the flraining add 
of the beſt Honey two Ounges, Venice Treacle an Ounce, diſſolve it 
arm and cloſe cover'd, and ſtrain it'; The Doſe # two or three ſpoon 

uls three or four times a day, RE 
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Take Flowers of Sulphur four Ounces, melt them in a Crucible, 
then put into st by ſpoonfuls one after another , Salt 4 Wormmwood 
four Orhices, ſtirring them together 'till the whole Maſs grows red :

Moreover the 
Vinegars, and fixt Salts of Herbs, are very often added with 
good ſucceſs to Alexipharmicks, becauſe by them the Coagulatt- 
ons of the Blood are reſfolv'd, and then all Heterogeneous Parti- 
cles eyaporating , and the other being brought into a due mix- 
ture, its liquor at length recovers its former ſtate, and: Keeps it. 
There being innumerable Medicines in the Books of Phyficians 
for this end ; I ſhall here only ſet down a few. |

Of the Paſſions of the Heart , and their Remedies. 


Fter Cordial Medicines, vulgarly, though improperly;ſo call'd, 

it now follows for us to treat of the Paſſion of the Heart, in 
which the Heart is really ill affe&ted, and therefore requires true 
Cordial Medicines : Under that nanie two affects, ſomewhat dif- 
fering betwixt themſelves are commonly denoted, to wit, The 
trembling of the Heart , and its panting : In both affects the 
motion or beat of the Heart ſeems to be diſorderly, and in a 
manner Convulnave; but the irregularity of the firſt conſiſts in 
the frequency of its Vibrations, and of the other in their vehe- 
mency. 

As to the Cure of the panting of the Heart, ſince its Cauſes 
are various and manifold, its Cure alſo nwſt be various ; for 
what ſome affirm, that thoſe ſorts of Remedies vulgarly call'd 
Cordials, which are reputed to revive the Heart, and to relieve 
it when ill affected, are proper in any of all theſe Caſes, it is con- 
trary both to reaſon and common experience. 

We ſay then that the palpitation, or panting of the Heart; 
proveets either from the fault of the Blood, or of the Arteries 

elonging to the Heart : If it happens through the fault of the 
Blood, the chief intent of Curing mult be to raiſe the Blood to a 
better Crafis, it being then become too watery and unmeet for 
accenſion and fermenting , and to exalt or encreaſe its aCtive 
principles which are then deprefs'd or diminiſh'd ; for which end 
ſpirituous Medicines, alſo faline Medicines of all kinds , Sulphu- 
reous and eſpecially Chalybeates conduce : And to this place may 
be referr'd thoſe things which are wont to be*preſcribed in the 
Pica or longing Diſeaſe,” in the Leucophlegmatia , and in the 


cold Ecurvy. - 
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Take Conſerve .of Sea Wormwood, the outward yellow Coats of O- 
ranges and Limmons, of each two Ounces, Powder of Winters Barks 
two Drams, Species of Diacurcuma 4 Dram, Steel prepar'd with Sul- 

three Drams, Salt of Wormwood a Dram and a half, with a ſuf- 
ficient quantity of Syrup of Citron Pills : Make an Elefuary, the Doſe 
s the quantity of a Nutmeg in the Morning,%and at five in the Af- 
ternoon, drinking after it of the following Tulape three Ounces, and 
walking upon it. 

Take water of the Leaves of Wake Robin 4 pound , of Pennyroyal 
and Hyſſop, of each four Ounces, Sugar an Ounce : Mix them, make a 
ulape. , 
F Take of the Tinflure of Antimony an Ounce; the Doſe s from 
twenty to five and twenty drops twice a day, with the ſaid Fulape. 
Moreover, amongf#t theſe we may ou the Tintture of Steel, and ts 
Sup, alſo Elixir proprietats, with many others. 

Secondly, The panting of the Heart, which is more frequent, 


and much more violent, happens through ſome fault in the Arte- - 


ries belonging to the Heart, which fault is either an Obſtruction, 
or a Convulhve affect. 

The firſt default for the moſt part is continual, and often in- 
curable , but eſpecially if it ariſes from Conſumptive Lungs, or 
becauſe the Roots of the Arteries are half ſtop'd, or compreſs'd, 
by reaſon of ſome Tuberculum,or bony Excreſcency in them : And in 
this caſe all that can be done, is to give ſome eaſe now and then 
by Hypnotickg. 

Moreover, it is not improbable that the Arteries ſometimes are 
almoſt fill'd up with Polypous Concretions engendred in them, 
and ſometimes within the Cavities of the Heart it felf, and that 
thereby the free paſſage of the whole current of Blood is hin- 
dred ; but as it is difficult to be ſatisfied when this is ſo, ſo it is 
as rare to find a Cure for it. When there is a ſuſpicion of it, Sa- 
line Medicines ſeem to be moſt proper, and of thoſe we muſt 
| he ſuch as have a Volatile, or Acid Salt ; but we muſt not give 
them together, but for a time thoſe ( which failing of ſucceſs ) 
try the others. 

Take Spirit of Sal Armoniach, Compoundy viz. diftill d with Mille- 
pedes, or with other Anti-4ſthmaticks three Drams, the Doſe s from 
fifteen drops to twenty thrice a day, with the Fulape, or ſome proper 


diftill d water : After the ſame manner you may ry the Spirits of 


Hareſkorn, Soot, Blood, and of an old Seull. | 
Take Spirit of Sea Salt, or of Vitrial diftill'd, and often Cohobated 
with the Spirit of Wine, impregnated with Pneumonickh Herbs three 
Drams ; the Doſe # from fifteen drops to twenty after the ſame man- 
ner ; for theſe purpoſes the Spirits of Tartar, Guaiacum, and of Box 
are often us 4. = 
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* The panting of the Heart is very often a Conyulſive affect, and 
wont to be produc'd from the like Cauſe, and manner of aftect- 
ing, as other Hypochondriack and Aſthmatick affects ; aud.its 
Cure alſo ought to be attempted by Antiſpaſmodick Remedies; 
but a choices of them nwſt be made with ſome difference, ac- 
cording as the Diſeaſe happens in a hot or cold temperament. 

In reſpect of the former, the following Medicines may be pre- 
{cribd. 

Take Spiritus ſuccins Armoniact three Ounces ; the Doſe us from 
fifteen Drops to twenty twice a day, with the Fulape, or ſome proper 
—_ water. After the ſame manner may be given interchangeably 
the Tinfure of Tartar, of Steel, or of Antimony. 


Of the trembling of the Heart, and its Cure. 


He trembling of the Heart is an effect diſtin from its 

pantirig or Palpitation, and of a different rature from it ; 

for in that its carneous and moving Fibres ſeem aftected by them- 

ſelves, nor does the Morbifick Cauſe, as in the other aftect ſeem 
to lie in the Blood, or in the Arteries of the Heart. 

The trembling of the Heart may be well deſcrib'd to be a Spaſ- 

modick Conyulfion, or rather a trepidation of its fleſh, by which 


the moving Fibres haſtily, and Bw half contracted cauſe moſt 


ſwift turns of the Syſtoles and Diaſtoles , but broken, and as it 
were at halfs; ſo that the Blood is brought into, and carried 
forth of the Sinw's of the Heart, only in very fmall Portions. 

As to the method of Cure to be us'd in the trembling of the 
Heart, fince this affect is meerly Convulſive; therefore they are 
not Cordial Remedies, but rather Cephalicks, and Nervous Medi- 
Cines that are Indicated; which nevertheleſs according to the 
temperament and conſtitution of the Patient , muſt be either 
more hot or moderate, or, now of this, now of that\nature, To 
comprehend all in a few 'words, ſince there are three forts of Me- 
cines, that are wont to be mighty ſucceſsful in this Diſtemper,viz. 
teſtaceous Medicines, Chalybeates; and ſuch as are endow'd with 
a volatile Salt : I ſhall here briefly ſet down certain fortns of each 
of theſe and their uſe. Therefore in the firſt place a proviſion be- 
ibg made for the whole by evacuatives, and a choice being made 
of that ſort of Medicine which promiſes beſt, you may preſcribe 
as follows,

Take Powder of Crabs Claws Compound two Drams , Powder of 
Male Peony Roots, and of Mans Scull prepar'd, of each a Dram, Flow= 
ers of Male Peony, of Lillies of the Valley, of each half a Dram : Make 
a Powder to be taken after the ſame manner. 

Take Ivory, red Coral powdered, of each three Drams, Species Diam- 
bre a Dram, double refin'd Sugar, difſolvd im a ſufficient quantity of 
water of Navews, and boil'd to a conſiſtency for Tablets ſeven Ounces : 
Make Tablets according to Art, weighing half a Dram ; let one or two 
be eaten often in a day, 4 the Ave. pleaſes. 

Take Conſerve of the Flowers of Lillies of the Valley fix Ounces, 
Powders of Coral prepar'd, Pearl, Ivory, Crabs Eyes, of each a Dram 
and a half, Vitriol of Mars a Dram, Syrup of Coral what ſuffices 
Make an Eleftuary; the Doſe us from a Dram to two Drams twice 4 
day, drinking after it a draught of the following Julape. 

Take the water of Navews, and of whole Citrons, of each ſix Oun- 
ces, of Orange Rines diftill'd with Wine two Ounces, Sugar half av 
Ounce : Make a Julape. | 

Take of our Syrup of Steel fix Ounces, the Doſe us 4 ſpoonful in the 
Morning, and at froz in the Afternoon, with two Ounces of the Ju- 
lape before written, leaving out the Sugar, or with diftsll'd water. 

Take Powder of Ivory, and of Coral, of each two Drams and 4 
half; Species Diambre a Dram, Salt of Steel two Drams, Sugar eight 
Ounces, Amber-greece diſſolv'd half a Scruple : Make Tablets wergh- 
ing half a Dram, the Doſe is three or four Drams twice a day. 

Take freſh Strawberies eight pounds, the outward Coats of twelve 
Oranges, freſh Filings of Iron half a pound , being bruisd together, 
pour to them eight rap of Wine ; let them ferment in a Pot cloſe 
ver d for twenty four hours, then diftill it in common Organs. 

Take Spirit of Hartſhorn, or of Blood, or the like, three Drams : 
The Doſe is twenty drops twice a day, with a fit Vehicle. 

Take Flowers of Sal Armonaack, Coral prepar'd, of each two Dram : 
The Doſe is a Scruple twice a day. 

Take Cryſtal Mineral two Drams, Salt of Amber a Dram, Salt of 
Hartſhorn a Scruple: Mix them, the Doſe is from fifteen Grains to 
twenty twice 4 day, with the diſtill'd water. 
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Of the intermitting Pulſe, and its Cure. 


A008 the Paſſions of the Heart, the intermitting Pulſe may 
juſtly be numbred, becauſe in this affect, or at leaſt in ſome 
kind of it the Heart it ſelf labours, though in ſomewhat a different 
manner than in its panting, or trembling ; for in theſe- it is ill dif 
pos'd, and irregular as to its motion, but in that, as to its reſt, 
this being ſometimes twice longer than it uſes to be in its ordi» 
nary couzſe. 

This intermitting Pulſe, or over-long Ceſſation of Motion in 
the Heart does not proceed from the mixture or Crafis of the 
Blood, but only from the irregular diſpenſation of the Animal 
Spirits, from the Cerebellum into the Nerves that paſs to the 
Heart, and thence into. its Tendons, which irregularity happens, 
becauſe thoſe Nerves are ſomewhat obſtructed. 

Although this Aﬀect being very often without preſent hurt or 
danger, does not require an over-haſty Cure ; yet for preſervati- 
on ſake, leſt ſome great Diſeaſes follow it, Remedies and a me- 
thod of Cure ought to be uſed; at leaſt for the whole remain- 
der of the Perſons Life, let him keep to a Diet well ordered in 
all reſpects. | 

Moreover , let ſome gentle Courſe of Phyfick be preſcrib'd 
him to be conſtantly obſerv'd*Spring and Fall ; viz. That all 
the Seminal Roots of Diſeaſes founded in the Brain , or apt 
to be there engendred, may be taken away, as much as may be; 
for this end we here direct you to the Prophylactick method, 


with the Medicines preſcrib'd by us elſewhere, againſt the Fits gf | 


the Apoplexy.

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CH AP. XI. 


Inſtruftions concerning Opiats , or Medicines that 
cauſe Sleep , with their good and il} Effeits ; to- 
gether with Preſcripts of them. 


Piats exert their Force not by raifing vapours to the Head,nor 
by opening the Pores of the Brain, for any vapours or other 
Soporiferous matter to be admitted into it, but only by deſtroy- 
ing ſome of the Animal Spirits, ſo that the refidue being in a con- 
ſternation, or forc'd inward, or at leaft called back from their 
wonted Emanation into the nervous parts, quit their office, or 
in ſome meaſure remit of it. 
The Narcotick force of Opiats conſiſts in this, that as the Ani- 


. mal Spirits are moſt ſubtile Corpuſcles, compos'd of Spirit and a 


volatile Salt united together, and exalted to a very high pitch; 
ſo Opiats on the contrary conſiſt of a fetid Sulphur, that is, of 
a Sulphur, together combin'd with a fixt Salt, and an Earthby 
matter, and carried wp to a moſt high degree in like manner - 
Which ſort of Concrets are well known to be fo contrary to the 
ſ\ubtile Texture of the Animal Spirits, that ſometimes they put 
them to flights, or ſubvert vherp at a diſtance by meer Effluvza's, 
_ are very hardly, or indeed not at all perceivable by the 
mell, 

Opiats given in a ſmall quantity chiefly and in a manner only 
regard thoſe Spirits to which the particular charge of natural 
and ordinary fleep is committed, the reſt being either untouch'd, 
or little letted by them : Wherefore after a Doſe of Laudanum 
is taken, both the inward and outward ſenſes are bound; but the 
Pulſe, Reſpiration , alſo the functions of ConcoCtion and Separa- 
tion are continned after their uſual manner, and after ſome time 
the Spirits of the firſt employ return to their wonted Poſt. 

But if an Opiat be ſtronger than it ought. it extends its Force 
farther into the Province of the Animal government, ſo that an 
over-great Doſe of it being taken, the Appetite for the moſt part 
1s dull d, Reſpiration is much ſtreightn'd, and rendred not only 
difficult, but likewiſe uneven or interrupted, and ſometimes alfo 
the motion of the Heart is ſo far debilitated, that the Pulſe pre- 
lently grows weaker, with a cold Sweat, a deadneſs, and an E- 
clpſe as it were, of all the faculties, ſo that a perpetual fleep 
lometimes follows this Medicine, 
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The good Effefts of Opiats. 


Irſt then, Opiats are moſt properly and neceſſarily Indicated, 
in-caſe of want of ſleep, for then being ſeaſonably and duly 
Adminiſtred, they give a refreſhing repoſe. 
Secondly , In Delirous affefts Opiats are given with good ef- 
| fect, ( though ſometimes they rather do hurt than good, as we 
ſhall ſhew hereafter ) becauſe the Spirits being then mov'd with 
too much eagerneſs within the Brain, and as it were ſtruck with 
a rage, and paſling their wonted bounds, the Opiats repreſs 
them, and make them quietly retreat into their former ſta- 
tions. | 
| _ Thirdly, Opium is accounted of moſt excellent uſe for appea- 
fing all ſorts of Pains : For fince Pain cannot be caus'd or con- 
tinued, but a great plenty of Spirits muſt always abound in the 
part affected, in caſe the Nerves are fo clos'd, that the paſſing of 
the Spirits to the place, griev'd be hindred, or much diminiſh'd, 
( which Opium effects ) it follows of neceſſity that the Pain mutt 
ceaſe: For the Particles of this Medicine beſetting the extream 
parts of the Brain, do not only quell the forlorn Spirits in its out- 
moſt part, but likewiſe ſtrongly ſuppreſs them in their Original 
ſource within the Brain, and in the midft of the Cerebellum, and 
conſequently hinder their Emanations from thence into the Genus 
Nervoſum ; (o that during the Energy of the Opium, they are ſent 
more ſparingly and thinly into the Precordia and Viſcera, nay, and 
into all other parts. Hence the Pulſe and Breathing remit of 
their vehemency and frequency ; many times alſo all the Members 
and Limbs are ſeiz'd with a Languor and Laffitude, Moreover, 
hence the /V/iſcera before irritated into Convulſions, either tending 
to Excretions, as by Vomit, or ſeige, or cauſing Pain, as in the 
Colick or Stone, depoſe their diſorders. 
Again, the good effect of Narcoticks is notoriouſly known in 
the Cure of the Scorbutich Colickh; In Pains of the Gout they alſo 
do excellently well, and ſo in the Pain of the Stone in the Bladder, 
which Diſeaſe, when it cruelly torments Old Men, and cannot be 
Cur'd by Cutting, admits no eaſe from any other Remedy, but 
from Narcoticks : Wherefore in this caſe I have advisd fome ta 
the conſtant and daily uſe of Laudanum and Diacodium, which 
they have put in practice, to the great comfort of their lite, re- 
ceiving no hurt thereby, though ſometimes augmenting its Dole, 
they have taken to a great quantity. 
Fourthly, Opiats are ſeaſonably given, if at any time the Palſe 
; : . 4 ' ; ' or 
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gr Breathing are more quick or vehement than they ought; for 
when in Feavers the Motion of the Heart and Lungs being made 
more intenſe, give a moſt rapid Circulation to the Blood, fo that 
it is greatly perverted, both as to its Accenſzon, and as to its Cra- 
ſs, and is not able to ſeparate its drofſy Excrements, which are 
ſo throughly mixt with it : After a Narcotick 1s given, preſently 
the Impetus of thoſe parts is ſomewhat broken, fo that the Blood 
coming then to a gentle and moderate Circulation, diffuſes a leſs 
intenſe heat, and being looſen'd in its Texture, it purges its Serum 
and impurities by Sweat and Urine. 

Reſpiration not only as it is urgent, but moreover as the ſame 
js interrupted, Convulſive, or otherwiſe variouſly irregular, often 
jxequires a Narcotick Medicine ; In a violent or very trequent 
Coughing always troubling us, this uſes to give relief betore all 
other Remedies. Again, in fits of the Aſthma, when the Organs 
of Reſpiration are ſo. laboriouſ]y exercis'd , that the Perſon affe- 
ed ſeems to be brought to the Agony of Death, a Doſe of ſome 
proper Opiat, makes all things preſently ſerene and calm. More- 
over in horrible Vomiting, in exceſſive or violent Purging, this 
uſually gives great eaſe. Fluxes can ſcarce be Cur'd without O- 
pium, not that this Medicine fixes the boiling and raging Juices 
and Humours, but ftops the Excretory Convulfions of the Fibres, 
and that partly within the Cavities of the I:/cera themſelves, it 
ſtupifying by its meer contact the Spirits there Implanted, and 
partly by ſupprefling the Spirits within the Cerebellum,which con- 
tinually flow to thoſe parts, whereby the others being deſtitute 
of ſupplys from them readily remit of their Convulfive rage. 

Fifthly, In Catarrhs and Defluxtons of ail kinds, we often fly to 
Opiats, as to our laſt refuge, they powerfully ſtay excretions of 
Blood, and moderate and reſtrain ſerousEvacuations, when at any 
time they are exceffiye, and tend to a Colliquation. They repreſs 
the Immoderate Ebullition of the Blood in a burning Feaver, and 
leſſen its exceffive Accenfion. Briefly they moſt readily appeaſe all 
turbulent commotions in our Body from what cauſe foever they 
ariſe, and let the Blood be never ſo much diſturb'd, they moſt 
commonly reduce it to a calm and quiet ſtate. 

Opiats, where they agree, moſt commonly fufe the Blood, and 
after the manner of Alexipharmicks powerfully provoke Sweat, 
and move Urine , as Dr. Wills gives us here an Inſtance of a 
, Perſon troubled with the Dropſy, and ſeverely tormented with 
Night-pains caus'd by the Pox, who by the conſtant uſe of Lau- 
dauum, fell at length into great Sweats and Evacuations of Urine 
every Night, and ſo was Cured, | 

A Lady, who for many years was ſubject at times to cruel 
pang of the Colick, as often as ſhe fell ill of that Diſeaſe, an 
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found the pains grow intolerable, could get no eaſe from any Re. 
medy but from Opium : Wherefore ſhe took a Doſe of this each 
Night, till the Morbifick matter being conſum'd by degrees, ſhe 
þecame at length free from all griet and pain. 


Of the evil Effetts of Opium, with cautions concerns 
ng its ſe, 


WE have found, by ſad experience in many, the Uſe of Opi, 
um to be ſometime hurtful and deftructive; for that 
ſome preſently after taking it, have fallen into a perpetual ſleep, 
and others by taking a Doſe of it too great, or unſeaſonably, have 
either ſhortn'd their Lives, or by injuring their principal facul- 
ties, have rendered it afterwards uneafie and burthegſome. I have 
known ſome, who upon taking a Pill of Laudanum, have fallen 
preſently into ſo profound a fleep, that they could never be rais'd 
from it, they liv'd indeed for three or four days, and as to their 
Pulſe, Reſpiration, and Heat were pretty well, but could never 
be brought again to ſenſe, and waking, by any Remedies or tor- 
tures. I have obſervd others, who after taking Opium, have 
ſlept but moderately, nay ſometimes little or ſcarce at all ; but as 
to their Pulſe, Reſpiration, and Heat preſently grew worſe ; fo 
that incontinently after the Medicine, they began to have a failing 
of ſtrength, and then, growing ſhort and thick Breath'd, to der 
cay more and more, nor could their vigour be renew'd by any 
Cordials, but fainting by degrees they died. I have elſewhere 
related a ſtory of a robuſt man Kkill'd by Opium, who had no fleep 
at all after it, till his laſt and mortal ſleep, v:z. Death it ſelf fol- 
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lowing it; this Man preſently after he had taken the Medicine, 


complained of a great heavineſs upon his Stomack, and of Cold, * 
then he was taken with a great Languor, and a Conſternation of | 


all his Spirits, with a caldneſs of his extream parts, and within 
ſome hours complaining that hjs Eyes grew dim,and at length that 
he was quite blind, he died, 

[ ſhall now relate what evils from the improper, or unſeaſon- 


able uſe of Opium, ſometimes happen in the Head, what in the 
Breſt, and what in the Belly, 


As to the firſt, it's well known that the principal functions of | 


the Soul, v:3. the Memory, the Reaſon, ,and the Acuteneſs of the 
ynderſtanding are very often extreamly injur'd by Narcoticks. A 
frequent uſe of them weakens the Memory in many perſons; I 
knew a perſon, who by taking a great Doſe of it in a Feaver, 
Wholly 
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wholly loſt the uſe of that faculty, and after fome weeks, when 
the uſe of it began to return, he remembred only things done 
within a peculiar tract of time,and nothing of thoſe that were done 
before or after. I have known ſome that have grown dull and fty-+ 
pid by this Medicine, and others that have grown mad. And it's 
obſery'd, that thoſe Turks that eat much Opium, though they 
ſeem to be well, and not injur'd by it, yet they are rendred more 
cold, and their functions become worſe; they appear always as 
though they were drunk and befotted, and are affected with a 
Coma, or a continual inclination to ſleep, being ftupid and uncon- 
ſtant, ſometimes affirming a thing, and ſometimes denying it, fo 
that they are unfit to deal or converſe with men. 

Secondly, We find that Opiats are ſometimes hurtful to the 
Precordia and Breſt, becauſe they depreſs and leffen the Pulſe and 
Breathing, ſometimes alſo (as we have faid before) they make 
them faulter, and by degrees wholly to ceaſe : Wherefore in Fea- 
vers, when the Blood being mightily deprav'd, ſeems to admit of 
no Criſis, or not a good one, and that at the ſame time it fur- 
niſhes but very few and weak Spirits to the Animal Oeconomy. 
Narcoticks are in a manner always deſtructive, and as it were 
poyſons : For though in the Plague and Malign Feavers, whilſt 
the Pulſe and Reſpiration are ſtrong, Treacle, Mithridate, and Di- 
aſcordium, nay and Laudanum are often given with good effect, 
yet if at any time in thoſe Diſeaſes, and in other Feavers that do 
not carry ſo much malignity, the vital faculty languiſhes , thoſe 
famous Antidotes'muſt be us'd but very ſparingly, and the ftron- 
ger Opiats not at all. Moreover in a violent Cough, the Phthijick, 
Pluriſy, Enggyema, and other Diſeaſes of the Breſt, wiz. in what 
ills ſoever nature is ſtirr'd up to diſcharge it (elf on a ſudden of 
that which is offenſive, and opprefſes the Breſt, and lifts at it with 
its greateſt effort, and at the ſame time the Organs 'of Reſpirati- 
On being deſtitute of a ſufficient plenty of Spirits, faulter and per- 
form their work with great pain and difficulty ; we muſt in ſuch 
a caſe: forbear Opium no leſs than poyſon , for then Narcoticks 
increaſe and fix the weight to be remov'd, and leflen the ſtrength 
of the parts that labour to throw it off. 

Thirdly, As to the parts within the Belly, we find that Narco= 
ticks often taken, proved ſometimes very injurious to-the'princt- 
pal faculty, vi4. the appetite of food ( on which all nutrition, and 
the Root of Life depends ) becauſe they very much blunt it, and 
often wholly deſtroy it : For when the Spirits rehding in the in- 
teriour Coat of the Ventricle are ſ{tupifted, or deftroyed by the 
Particles of the Opiat ; ſo that thoſe Nervous Fibres though em- 
ptied, no longer are corrugated, then all hunger ceaſes, and there . 
is no appetite to food , nay the fame being then offer'd to the 
Stomack, 
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Stomack , proving rather, troubleſome than delightful to it, is 
preſently thrown up again. Moreover, for the ſame reaſon the 
concodtive force of the Ventricle is weakn'd, and the excretory 
motions as well of this, as of the Inteſtines grow tardy ; for it's 
a common obſervation, that a ſlowneſs of concoction, and a tar- 
dineſs of going to ſtool, are the familiar effects of an Opiatick 
Medicine. 

From what is ſaid, it will not be difficult to draw Phyſical 
Precepts and cautions concerning the right uſe of Opiats, which 
we may do by obſerving the four following things, viq. before a 
Narcotick Medicine be given , we muſt conſider, Firſt, What 
kind of conſtitution the Patient is of. Secondly, What kind of 
Diſeaſe it is he labours under. Thirdly, In what ſtate the Ani- 
mal Spirits are, in reſpect both of the Animal and Vital functi- 
ons. Fourthly, In what condition the Blood and other humours 
are. 
1. As to the fuſt, when a Hypnotick is indicated, ſee that the 
temperament, habit of Body, or Indiſpoſition, Cuſtom, or man- 
ner of Life of the Patient do not indicate the contrary. For ex- 
ample, thoſe that are of a mean ſtature, have a ſtrong, well-ſet, 
and ſquare Body, with a hot Blood, and a lively or quick afpe&t 
are wont to bear this Medicine beſt, and moſt commonly re- 
ceive benefit thereby 3 which alſo they may much more ſecurely 


adventure upon , if they have been usd to it beforez on the | 


coutrary it does not agree With, nay ſometimes it proves very 
prejudicial to thoſe who are too corpulent or very thin ; alſo to 
thoſe who being of a ſubtle texture of Body, have their Spirits 
eaſily diflipable, or being of a cold temperament, have their Fleſh 
ſoft and flaggy, and being of a lggiſh and intraQidle Nature, 
are of themſelves dull and fleepy ; to which this thing may be ad- 
ded, and it augments the weight of the reſt, if they never made 
2 Trial of that Medicine before. 

The nature of the Diſeaſe is ſometimes of great moment for, 
or againſt the uſe of Opiats. None but flattering Phyſicians will 
make uſe of them in ſlight affects. Moreover in ſome great Di- 
ſtempers they are either forbidden, or their uſe is much ſuſpect- 
ed : In the Palſy, Vertigo, Incubus, Apoplexy, Orthopnea, the Dropſy 
of the Breſt, or of the Abdomen in the numbneſs and trembling of 
the Limbs, in very malign Feavers, and in the fits of zntermitting 
Feavers, or in the Criſis of others, Narcoticks are moſt common- 
ly forbidden. Again, in a Cough with much and thick Spittle, 
the Aſthma, and in any other affects of the Breſt, with an oppreſ- 
fion of the Lungs, and in Hyſterick and other Convulfive Paſii- 
ons, they are to be given but rarely, and not withoutfcaution, 


and the advice of ſome prudent Phyſician : But in a zolent m_ 
ach, 


| 
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ach, Catarrhs, the Colick, Pluriſy , ordinary Feavers, in Vomiting; 
the Bloody Flux, in Nephritich Fits, or fits of the Gour, and in any 
pains whatſoever, Opiats are not only allow'd; but we have re- 
courſe to them as to a Divine Panacea. 

3. But as often as an Opiat is propos'd, or comes to be deli- 
berated on, we muft farther conſider in what ſtate the Ani- 
tal Spirits preſiding in each faculty are, for if they are but few, 
or being oppreſt, flag already, and do not ſufficiently diſplay them- 
flves, certainly they muſt by no means be farther lefſen'd, or put 
I a conſternation by a Medicine : Wherefore whilſt the Animal 
faculties do not appear quick; nor with ſufficient vigour exert 
themſelves as to ſenſe or reaſon 3 or when the Pulſe and Reſpi- 
ration have the courſes of their Reciprocations but weak, alſo 
more quick or flow than uſually, or difturb'd, and inequal : And 
hftly, if a ſtupor and enervation with an unwonted Languor has 
({:iz'd the Members and Parts for Motion, we muſt wholly forbear 
Hypnotick Medicines ; but we may be free to uſe the ſame, if at 
any time they are Indicated by reaſon of ſome great affects, and 
that the Animal Spirits at the fame time are ftrong enough, ac- 
cording to theſe and the other reſpeCts; or alſo it they are too 
much expanded, or grown too raging and unruly. 

4. In the mean time the ſtate of the Blood and himours is not 
to be neglected; for ſometimes the uneven, or 'ill condition of 
theſe wholly forblds Opiats, or permits them to be taken but ſpa- 
ringly, and with fome reftriction. The Blood Indicates againſt 
their uſe when it is amiſs-Either in its quantity, or in its quality, 
or Crafis : As to the former; the bloody Latex either abounds, or 
is deficient, and in both reſpects it excludes Narcotick Medicines. 
For firſt,if at any time the Blood grown turgid through its plenty, 
and withal boiling in a Feayer, ſo exceedingly extends the Veſſels 
as to make them ftrout forth z and therefore the precordia mighti- 
ly labour to circulate it as quick as pofſible,by moſt ſwiftly repeat- 
ed turns of the Syſoles, left it ſomewhere ftagnates or overflows ; 
then certainly to give a'Narcoticls, whereby that labour and laſt 
effort of the Heart , ſo neceſſary for preſerving Life, would be 
hindred, were rather the Office of a Poyſoner, than of a Phyfici- 
an. Wherefore in an over fullneſs of Blood, Phlebotomy ought 
always to precede the uſe of Opiats. Secondly, No leſs damage is 
threatnd from Narcoticks, if given when there is a want or ſ{car- 
City of Blood, as after great Hxmorrhagies, long Faſtings, or long 
fickneſſes : For when the current of the Blood is very flender, 
and by reaſon of its fmallneſs ſcarcely continued, the Heart being 
mov'd with as quick a beat as may be, endeavours (as it were 
Vith redoubled efforts) to give it a moſt quick Circulation, left 
Fs courſe bs intermp;ed, and conſequently ceaſes: Herice it is = 
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vious. to conceive how greatly prejudicial Opiats are, which put 
a ſtay, or lett to this endeavour of the Heart, ſo very neceflary 
in ſuch a juncture. And indeed it ſeems to be for .this reaſon, 
that we forbid ſleep to Women preſently after Child-birth, when 
the Lochia flow in abundance, and to all others when a confide« 
rable quantity of Blood has been taken from them, and in great 
Hemorrhagies, to wit, leſt the Heart be deſerted by the Spirits 
during ſleep, with which it ſwiftly circulates the leflen'd current 
of the Blood. Moreover ſometimes the Blood being faulty in its 
quality, or (to ſpeak more properly) in its Crafis, Indicates a» 
gainſt the ule of Opiatsz for when in a Cacochymia, or Feaver, 
the Blood being mightily fill'd with drofly Excrements, ought to 
be agitated with a greater effort of the Heart, and be more (wift- 
ly circulated, to wit, that the Heterogeneous Particles may be 
ſubdued, and ſoon evaporate ; the Operation of a Narcotick in- 
tervening, puts a {top to theſe endeavours of the Precordza, and 
conſequently retards the Purification of the Blood, and ſometimes 
diſappoints it. 

As to other Excrementitious humours uſually heap'd together 
in the Ventricle, or the Jnteſtines , theſe alſo muſt be purg'd 
forth by Vomit or Seige before an Opiat be given : For others 
wiſe being there fixt, they will ſtick more pertinaciouſly : For 


the Fibres of thoſe parts being ſtupified by the Medicine, are not * 
Irritated as before; nor do they readily ſet upon excretory Con | 
vulfions for expelling thoſe drofſy ſuperfluities , or perform it * 
with any vigour. Wherefore according to the ancient Preceptz # 
If any thing be to be Evacuated, let it be done before a Narcotich be | 


given, 
The Kinds and Preſcripts of Opzats. 


He ſafeſt Narcotick, and which is generally approv'd of by 

long experience is the Poppy and preparations of it : Where- 

fore as often as we endeavour eftectually and ſafely to provoke 

fleep, the whole ſtreſs of the Medicine is Plac'd in Opium or Dia- 
codium, 

As to the Heads of white Poppies, with the Seeds out of which 


Diacodium , alſo Decottions, Emulſions, and other Hypnotick 


Confections are made; it plainly appears that theſe have much 
leſs of a Narcotick Sulphur mm them, than the concreted Juice of 
Opium ; and what they have of it, is much more pure and inno- 
cent : Wherefore we give oftner, and with more datety Medicines 

| made 
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made of theſe, nor ought we to uſe Laudanum, but when through 
the violence of Symptoms, Diacodiats will not ſerve : Again fince 
theſe have in them leſs of virulency, they do not want much 
preparation, but either a ſimple Decoction, or Infuſion, or Ex- 
prefiion being made of them, they may be apply'd to Phyſical 
uſe, Now Opium is ſeldom preſcrib'd fimply, and by it ſelf, 
but is wont to be corrected and compounded after a various and 
IVE manner of preparation, that it may become a fafe A4- 
ne. 

The wild Poppy has a certain Hypnotick vertue, but much 
more mild and gentle than that other 3 wherefore in certain ca- 
ſes it agrees excellently well, and we may be more ſecure as to 
its uſe. Of this a Syrup and a diſtill'd water is always ready pre- 
pard in Apothecaries Shops, which in many continual Feavers 
are often given with good ſucceſs, and they are judg'd to have 
a certain ſpecifical virtue in Curing the Peluriſy, becauſe they take 
away pains, and by putting ſome ſtay to the Pulſe, abate the 
Feaveriſh boiling of the Blood. - Moreover a TinCture is made of 
its Flowers Infus'd in-Brandy , which is a famous Medicine a= 
mongſt Empiricks and good Women, and is averr'd to be good 
azainſt Surfeits. The reaſon of which effect ſeems to be, that 
the Spirit of Wine frees the Contents of the Stomack from pu- 
trefaction, and the Narcotick force of the Flowers prevents the 
Invaſion of the Feaver. 

I ſhall now ſet down certain Select Forms of Narcoticks ; 
which I ſhall alſo digeſt into certain Claſſes, according as the O- 
piats have for their Baſis, either the Syrup or diftill'd water of 
the wild Poppy, or Dzacodium, or Laudanum Extrattum, or Lis 
quidum, or Pilul. de Styrace , or de Cynogloſſo, or laſtly, Philo- 
nM. 

Take the water of wild Poppies, and Cowſlip water, of each ſix Ouns 
ces, Syrup of red Poppies two Ounces , Sal Prunella half a Dram , 
mix them : Make a Fulape, the Doſe # three or four Ounces thrice 4 
day in the Pleuriſie, Pains,twatching without a Feaver, or any mani= 
feſt Cauſe. 

Take of Poppy water, from four Ounces to ſix : Let it be taken 
now and then by it ſelf twice or thrice a day for the ſame in 
Fent. 

Take Diacodium, from half an Ounce to an Ounce, Comſlip water 
three Ounces, Treacle water three Ounces : Make a Potion. 

' Take Carduus water three Ounces, Diacodium ha!f' an Ounce, Spi- 
rit of Hartſhorn, from half a Scruple, to a Scrup'e : Make a draught 
for procuring ſleep and ſiveat. 

Take Diaſcordium half a Dram, Gaſcoins Powder a Scruple, Diaco- 
dium two Drams, mix them ; Let it be taken in a ſpoon.

I thall now fay ſomething concerning the Effects of the great

W ere With a ful habit of Body, apd a cold temperament, n a 
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one that is not hot, and a watery Blood, there is a moiſt Brain 


with a ſluggiſhneſs and dullneſs of the Animal Spirits, Coffee has 
often a very gqod effect, for being daily drank, it wonderfully 
clears and enlightens each part of the Soul, and diſperſes all the 
Clouds of every function. But on the contrary, thoſe who being 
thin,and of a Bilious, or Melancholick temperament, have a ſharp, 
or burnt Blood, a hot Brain, and the Animal Spirits too much 
ſtirr'd and reſtleſs, 'ought to forbear this Drink altogether, as be- 
ing apt to pervert both the Spirits and humours in a greater 
meaſure, and to render them wholly unfit, and unable to perform 
any functions : For I*have obſerv'd many, not having a ſufficient 
plenty of Spirits, and being alſo ſubject to the Head»ach, Verti- 
20, Palpitation of the Heart, and a trembliag or numbneſs of the 
Limbs, who preſently after drinking Coffee became worſe as to 
thoſe Aﬀects, and ſuddenly found an unuſual Languor in their 
whole Body.

CHAP. IL 


Inſtruftions and Preſcripts for the Cure of the Phthi« 
fick, and Conſumption of the Lungs. 


WE muſt obſerve the divers ſtates of this Diſeaſe, or the 

diſtin&tive Marks which belong to it : As Firſt, when 
it is meerly a Cough : Secondly, when it begins to degenerate in- 
to a Phthiſick or Conſumption : Thirdly, when the Phthifack is 
conſummated, or paſt recovery. 

I. And Firſt, as to a new Cough from what Cauſe ſoever it a- 
riſes, it is never free from ſuſpicion of danger, it it happens in a 
Body prediſpos'd to a Phthifick ; though in other robult Perſons 
it be not preſently to be fear'd : For it at any time it be rais'd 
trom ſome great evident cauſe, and being without a Fever, and 
an indiſpoſition of the whole Body, it proves not very trouble- 
ſome, then it is ſaid to be only a cold taken, and 1s either wholly 
neglected, or ſoon Cur'd without much ado. Again, if it be ac- 
companied with a ſmall Feaver, Thirſt, and loſs of Appetite, there 
is hope that the Blood being reſtor'd to its due temper, the 
Cough will alfo ceaſe of.its own accord ; but it drawing in length, 
and not eaſily ſubmitting to vulgarRemedies,it produces much Spit- 
ting, and that diſcoloured, it ought no longer to be neglected, 
but muſt be dealt withal with a method of Cure, and fit Reme- 
dies,and an exact Form of Diet : For then it may be ſuſpected that 
the Lungs having receiv'd ſome prejudice n theirConformation do 
not tran{mit the Blood entirely, but with a depoſition of the Serum, 
or Lympha, and often the nntritive Juice 3 and likewiſe that thoſe 
humours there depoſed do putrify, and conſequently that by a 
reciprocal injury they taint the Blood, whereby it ſtil! offends the 
Lungs the more, 
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2. But if to a Cough daily growing worſe and worſe , with 
much and thick Spitting there be added a Lan2wor, and falling 
away of the whole Body, a loſs of Appetite, difficult breathing, 
thirft, and a boiling of. the Blood ; there is great cauſe to ſuf 
pect that a Phthifack is at leaſt begun, if not well advanced: 
Wherefore we muſt then uſe all our endeavours both to free the 
Lungs from the offenſive load of matter already gatlier'd tc 
ther in them, and to fortifie them againſt the continual Incurfion 
of the ſame; and at the ſame time to cleanſe the Maſs of Blood 
of its-dregs, and to reſtore it to a good Craſis, whereby it may 
duly contain its Serofities, and other humours within its own tex- 
ture, or convey them to ſonie other place than the Lungs. 

3- But if beyond the ſtate ev'n now deſcrib'd of this Diſeaſe, 
the Spittle daily increaſes, and becomes more diſcolour'd; and al 
other things ſtill growing worſe and worſe, there be join'd to it 
a total decay of ſtrength, and a HeCtick Feaver, with a continu: 
al thirſt, Night Sweats, a dying Countenance, with a falling a- 
way of fleſh ev'n te the drought of a Skeleton; then there is no 
room left for Phyſick, but only for a ſad Prognoftick , or 
leaft all hope of Cure being laid afide, we have nothing left to 
infiſt on but Anodimes, which may help towards an eafie death. 

Wherefore according to the faid three ſtates of this Diſeaſe, its 
method of Cure muſt be in a threefold manner * viz. Firſt we 
muſt preſcribe what is to be done for Curing a Cough, whilit be- | 
ing not entred the limits of a Phthiſick, it has only the name of 
a Cold taken, Secondly, what is proper in a beginning Phthifack. ® 
Thirdly, what is to be done when it is conſtimmated and defpe- 
rate. $ 
I. Men of a tender conſtitution, or ſuch as are inclin'd to a ! 
Conſumption from their birth, or have ſometimes formerly been ' 
us'd to be endanger'd by a Cough, ought immediately as ſoon as 
they find it coming to ſtand on their guard, and betake thems ” 
ſelves to the Rules of Phyfick, according to which, to proceed 
methodically in a way of Cure, the Therapentick, Indications muſt 
chiefly be thefe three. 1. To appeaſe or take away the diſorder 
of the Blood, whence the Fluxions of the Serum proceed. 2. To ' 
derive from the Lungs to the Pores of the Skin, or Urinary paſ- ' 
ſages, and other EmunCtories, the dreggy Excrements of the | 
Blood, and all ſuperfluities apt to depart from it. 3. Fo corro- © 
borate the Lungs themſelves againit the reception of the Serum, 
and other humours ; and likewife to fortify them againft the in- 2 
vaſion of outward Cold, from which they are wont to receive a 
farther prejudice. We fha!l fpeak of each of theſe a little more | 


at large. 
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\ t. The firſt Iridication regards both the Efferveſcency of the 
Blood, ih that it grows over hot, and boils in its Veſſels , by 
reaſon of the Effluvia's being reſtrain'd within it; as alſo its diflo- 
jution, in that being looſen'd in its Texture, it lets fall too much 
the Serum and other Humours from its embraces, to remove both 
a thin form of Dyet muſt be ordered, and the perſon being care- 
ful to avoid all injury from outward Cold , a pretty free tran- 
ſpiration muſt be procur'd, or at leaſt the wonted tranſpiration 
muſt be reſtor'd : For theſe ends let the Patient preſently be 
thicker cloath'd; and let him keep himſelf in Bed, or within his 
Chamber ; at leaft let him not go forth of Doors : Evenings and 
Mornings let a gentle Sweat be rais'd by giving him Poſlet-drink 
with Roſemary, or Sage boil'd in it : If notwithſtanding the Cough 
grows worſe, Bleeding proves often of good effect, ſo his {trength 
and conſtitution bear it; after which Hypnoticks generally do 
well, inaſmuch as they retard the motion of the Heart, and con- 
ſequently the overhaſty Courſe of the Blood. Moreover, they 
cauſe it to paſs the Veſſels of the Lungs gently, and with mode- 
ration, without caſting off any great quantity of Serofities z and 
to ſend forth what is ſuperfluous either by Sweat, or by Urine 2 
For this purpoſe alſo Pectoral DecoCtions muſt be given, becauſe 
they deſtroy the Acidities of -the humours, and hinder, and put 
a ſtop to the diſſolution of the Blood, and its fuſion into Se- 


|  rolities: For the like reaſon and manner of Operating , Medi- 


cy prepar'd of Sulphur are of ſuch egregious uſe againft the 
-ough. 

2. The Second Indication , 27. the derivation of the Serum, 
and other dreggy Excrements of the Blood from the Lungs, and 
their Evacuation by other ways, is perform'd by Diaphoretick 
Medicines, Diureticks, and gentle Purgersz which muſt go atong 
with other Medicines, or be now and then interchangeably us'd 
with them. Therefore after Bleeding, we uſually give a gentle 
Purge, and ſometimes repeat ic. In the Pectoral DecoCtions, let 
the Roots of Chervil, Butchers-broom , Elecampane, and other 
things moving Sweat and Urine be of the Ingredients : Millepedes, 
Volatile Salt of Amber, and other fixt Salts, and Powders of Shells, 
ny into Pills with Turpentine, are often given with good ef- 
ect, 

- 3+ The Third Indication, v7. the fortifying of the Lungs, and 
Its DuCtus's againft the Fluxions of the humours and the aflaults 
of the Cold, and the ſuppreſſion of the Catarrh, vulgarly fo call'd, 
1s perform'd by Linfus's, Eclegma's, and other particular Reme- 
dies, and has chiefly a regard to two things, vix. gently to cloſe 
the Mouths of the Vefſels and Glands that gape into the Trachea 
Witt Aﬀringeyts, left they caſt forth = Serotities tog much in- 
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to it : And Secondly, To make ſmooth and glib the fides of the 


Duftw's of the Trachea, that they be not offended, and thence # 


continually ſtirr'd up to a troubleſome Cough, either by the ſharp 
Serum coming upon them, or by the aſſault of any outward Cold; 
and moreover, that thoſe Du#ws's being made flippery enough, 
the Spittle ſticking ſometimes very faſt to the ſides of them, 
may be more eaſily gotten off and Cough'd up : For the Firſt 
intent it is, that Conſerve of red Roſes, Ol:banum,Maſtick,, Loboch 
de Pino, Syrup of Jujubes, of dried Roſes, of Cup-moſs, and othet 
Aftringents are ſo often ingredients in peCtoral preicriptions. On 
the account of the ſecond intent Lzcorice, with its various pre- 
parations is accounted fo famous a remedy againft any Cough 
whatſoever. For this end Syrups, Eclegma's, and all other ſweet 
Pectorals ſeem to be ordered ; to which is added Oy/ of ſweet Al 


monds, either given by it ſelf, or reduc'd into the Form of ſome?

Very Man may make many and different Forms of theſe, as 
occaſion requires, and according to the Conſtitution of the 
Patient they may chooſe ſometimes Milk alone, ſometimes Milk 
with ſome part of Wine, ſometimes Ale, or Brunſwick Beer : I 
ſhall give you a Specimen of theſe as follows. 

Take Leaves of ground Toy, HyſſJop, Pennyroyal, of each four hand- 
fulls, Snails half boil'd in their ſhells two Pounds, Nutmegs ſlicd, in 
number ſix. All of them being ſmall ſhred together, pour to them of 
new Mulk, eight Pounds : Diftil them in common Organs, the Doſe is 
three Ounces twice or thrice a day by it ſelf, or with ſome other Me- 
dicine : When its taken, let each Doſe be ſweeten'd with Sugar-Candy, 
or with Syrup of the Fuice of ground Foy. 

In a Conttitution that is not hot, eſpecially if there be no fer- 
vent heat of the Blood or Przcordia, to fix or ſeven Pounds 
of Milk add of Canary Wine a Ponnd or two, and in a Phleg- 
matick or Aged Body, inſtead of Milk, let the Menſtruum be Ale 
or Brunſwick Beer. 

Moreover, in the Winter when Snails are not eafily, or 
ſcarce at all to be gotten, the Lungs of a Lamb, or of a Wea- 
ther may properly enough ſupply their place, and ſometimes alſo 
thoſe of a Calf half boil'd and flic'd very ſmall ; and let them be di- 
{till'd with the foreſaid Ingredients,and added to a fit Menſtruum in 
common Organs, or a Roſe-{till. 

In this Claſſis, where its treated of a Coughggot yet arrived 
to a Phthifick; we may aptly range the Con e, or ſuffoca- 
ting Cough of Children, commonly called the Chin-Cough. This 
Diſeaſe chiefly affaults Children and Infants, and at certain times, 
viz, in the Spting eſpecially and Fall, its uſually Epidemical. The 
Diteaſed have frequent and very cruel fits of Coughing, in which 
the Organs of Reſpiration do not only greatly labour, but likewiſe 
being affected with Convulſions, variouſly interrupt, ſuſpend, or 
pervert their Actions : But for the moſt. part the Diaphragm be- 
ing ſ{ciz'd with Convulſions by it felf, or by the impulle of other 
parts, obſtinately ſo continues for a very long ſpace ſometimes its 
Contraction, and ſometimes its Dilatation, that Inſpiration or Ex- 
piration being hindred for a time, the Vital Ereath can ſcarce be 
drawn at all; fo that the Coughers cry out as though they were 
ſtrangled, and their Countenance turns black through the Stage 
vation of the Blood : It haply thoſe Organs being not ſo much 

teiz'd with Conyulizons, they can Cough out freely, nevertheleſs 
they 
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they are ſtill forc'd to Cough with violence, and fo long till ths 


{trength fails them. 

Though this Cough ſeldom kills, or proves very dangeroug 
yet it is very difficult to be Cur'd, and oftner ceaſes of it ſelf a; 
the year changes, then it is conquered by Medicines. The reaſon 
is, that we muſt not only in this, as in an ordinary Cough, alte 
the Blood, and derive its drofly Excrements from the Lungs ty 
the habit of the Body, to be ſent forth by tranſpiration, but we 
muſt likewiſe take care to correct the Nervous Juice, which in 
this caſe is vitiated with a Heterogeneous and Elaiſtick matter 
Which cauſes the Convulſive motions. 

As to the Cure of this Diſeaſe, the method of Curing us in 
other Coughs ſeldom proves ſucceſsful in this; wheretore only 
Empirical Remedies are commonly Adminifſtred. 

Amongſt many Remedies of this kind, the two following are 
uſually preferr'd before all others whatſoever, and are chiefly in 
uſe, viz. to give inwardly Cup-moſs, and various preparations 
and compoſitions of it, and if there be need of any further Cure, 
the Child is to be put into ſome ſudden fright. And if theſe 
things work not the defir'd effect, Ptiſans, Syrups, Julapes, or 
DecoCtions and other Pectorals are laid afide, and commonly al 
other Medicines are thrown by, expeCting till the Diſeafe either 
ends of it ſelf in proceſs of time, or be Cur d by the ſucceeding 
change of the year, 

Cup-mols, ſo commonly us'd amongſt us againſt Coughs of 
Children, has an Aftringent vertue, ( as we find by its taſt ) and 


contains Particles of a ſmart nature, which denote a plenty of | 


Volatile Spirits, whence we guels its uſe to be to fix the Blocd, 
and to n_—y the Fluxions of the Serum, and likewiie by Vo- 
latilifing the NÞrvous Juice; to take away its Convulfive diſpoſt- 


tion : Its uſually given in the form of a Powder, Decoction, and : 


Syrup according to the tollowing Forms. 

Take Cup-moſs Powdred a Dram , Sugar-Candy a Scruple : Mix 
them, divide it into three or fuur parts, take a Doſe Evenings and 
Mornings, with a fit Vehicle. 

Take of the ſaid Moſs two Drams , Lac Sulphuris two Scruples, 
Powder of Anmſeeds a Scruple : Divide it into ſix parts, give them 
after the ſame manner. 

Take of the ſaid Moſs a Dram, boil it in a quantity of Milk, ſuf 
ficient for ene Doſe 3 let the ſtraming be taken Evening and Morn 
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ing : For thoſe with whom Mlk does not agree, or to whom it does © 
10 good 5; let 4 decoftion of it be prepar'd in fountain water, or Hyſſop | 
water, or any other Peforal water, ard let it be given to two or three © 


Ounces twice a day, ſweetning it with Sugar, or ſome proper Syrup. 
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Take of this Moſs an Ounce, boil it in two Pounds of ſome Peforal 
Water, till half be conſum'd : To the ſtraining , add of Sugar-Candy 
a Pound, and let it evaporate in 4 gentle Bath heat, to the conſiſtency 
of 4 Syrup. 
es remedy commonly in uſe for the Cough of Children, 
is to put them into ſome ſudden fright, as by ſetting them in a 
Binn wher a Mill goes, Cc. which ſometimes Cures the Diſeaſe 
on a ſudden ; the reaſon of which doubtleſs conſiſts in this, that 
the Animal Spirits being put to flights, and driven into new di- 
{tractions, quit their former diforders, and likewiſe that the Con- 
vulfive matter is either diflipated by that perturbation, or driven 
into other Nerves, where it proves leſs offenſive. 

The Empirical Cure of this Diſeaſe being thus ſet forth, toges 
ther with the Remedies vulgarly us d, and their Atiologies at 
leaſt probably explicated : I ſhall now ſet down a certain ratio- 
nal method of Curing, and haply more efficacious againſt theſe 
ſorts of Coughs of Children : Therefore in ſuch a caſe, I uſual- 
ly preſcribe according to the Forms following, and ſometimes 
ſucceflively enough : And Firſt, fince we muſt begin with a 
Purge; 

Take Syrup of Peach Flowers a ſpoenful, Hſterick, water a Scruple : 

Mix them, let it be taken Cum Regimine. 
Or, Take Calamelanos fix Grains, Scammony ſulphurazed, Roſin of 
Jalup , of each three Grams : Make a Powder, give it in 4 little pulp 
of preſerv'd Cherries to a Boy of ſix Tears Old; and let the Doſe be 
encreas d, or leſſen'd according to the Age: Let the Purge be repeated 
 n ſix or ſeven days. 

If the Patient ( as it often happens ) be prone to Vomut, take Oxy- 
mel of Squills fix Drams,Salt of Vitriol four Grains : Mix them, give 
zt to a Child ſix Tears Old, and according to thu proportion, let 4 
Doſe be accommodated to others : T have known this hind of Vamie 
_-_ every Morning for four or five days ſacceſſevely to have done 
well, 

Pliſtering Plaiſters are much us'd, aud let them be apply'd 
ſometimes to the Nape of the Neck, ſometimes behind the Ears, 
ſometimes to the Infides of the Arms near the Armpits, and as 
loon as the Sores in thoſe places begin to heal, let others be 
rais d elſewhere. 

F an_—_ of Beer, let the following DecoCtion be his ordinary 
rink. 

Take China Roots an Ounce and a half, all the Saunders of each half 
an Ounce; ſhavings of Ivory and Hariſhorn, of each three Drams : 
Let them anfuſe according to Art, and boil them in fax Pounds of 
fountain water till half be conſtim'd, adding of Raifms ſton'd an Ounce 
and a half, Licerice three Dram. 

M : Take 
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Take Spirit of Gum Guaiacum with Sal Armoniach, a Dram, Syrup 
of Cup-moſs three Ounces, Hyſterick water an Ounce : The Doſe # a 
little ſpoonful at Night, and Early in the Morning. 

Or, Take Tinfure of Sulphur two Drams : The Doſe is three drops 
at Ons and early in the Morning in a ſvoonful of Syrup of Cups 
moſs. 

To ſome perſons of a hot Conſtitution, and turning of a deep 
red, or rather black colour with Coughing, I have ſometimes 
ſucceſsfully ordered a Vein to be opened, or that two or three 
Ounces of Blood ſhould be drawn from them by Leeches. 

Take liveMiliepedes cleans d two Ounces,Powder of Anmpſeeds aDram, 
Nutmegs haif a Dram, double refin'd Sugar an Ounce : Being bruisd 
rogether, pour to them of Hyſſop water ſix Owices, Magiſtral Snail 
water two Ounces : Stir them together a little with a Pettle,and expreſs 
it ftrongly ; the Doſe # two or three ſpoonfuls twice a day. 

Thus far of the Congh and its Cure, whilft it is only an en- 
trance to a Conſumption ; now we mult treat of this affect, having 
paſs'd the frontiers of this dangerous Diſeaſe, and ſet down a me- 
thod of Cure, and forms of Medicines proper for Curing an Inve- 
terate Cough, vi7. when either neglethed. or not eaſily yielding 
to Medicines, it begins to degenerate into a Phthiſick, that is to 
ſay, when it is come to that paſs; that the Blood being loosn'd 
in its Texture, does not only pour the ſuperfluous Serum , but 
even the Nntritive, and haply the Nervous Juice, the Lympha, and 
other its dteggy Exc:ements on the Lungs, and depofes them 
within its DuCtus's ; and withal, that the depravation of the Lungs 
is by ſo much augmented, that its Veſiculz being diſtended, 
or many of. them broken into one, and fo a Solution of Continui- 
ty, or an Ulcer being cansd, a greater Maſs of Matter for the 
Conſumption is daily heapd together : Moreover, and that the 
matter, in regard it is permitted to continue long there, Putrifies, 
and- ſo fſtill- corrupts the Lungs more, and taints the Blood 
pafling through them. In this caſe the Therapentick Indications 


are chiefly theſe three, viz. Firft of all to ſtop the diflolution of | 


the Blood, which is the Root 'of all the miſchief, and to prevent 
it from pouring always matter in ſo great a plenty on the Lungs. 
Secondly, To- evacuate by ExpeCtoration the corruption gather'd 
together within the Lungs, and that ſufficiently in ſome ſhort 
time. © Thirdly, To corroborate and dry the Lungs being dif- 
folv'd as to their unity, or become too lax and moiſt, or other- 
wiſe weak, leſt they are daily more corrupted, and receive the 
Morbifick matter always more and more. Each of theſe Indica- 
tions prompts us various intentions of Curing, and requires divers 
ſorts of Remedjes, and many ways of Adminiſtration ; of which 
| ſhall here briefly touch the chief. ; 
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Therefore what the firſt Indication ſuggeſts, to wit, ta ſtop the 
diffolution of the Blood, theſe three things ( as much as may be ) 
muſt be procur'd, wy. Firlt, that the Maſs of Blood may contain 
within 1t, and affimilate whatever Nutritive es it is ſupply'd 
with, and be ſo proportion'd with it, that it be not faulty either 
in quantity or quality.” Secondly, That the Acidities engendred 
either in the Blood, or convey'd to it from elſewhere be fo de- 
ftroy'd, that the Blood retaining always its Mixture or Crafts, be 
not (o ſubject to Fluxions or Fuſions. Thirdly, That all dreggy 
Excrements in the Blood be deriv'd trom the Lungs to other E- 
munctories, and places of Evacuation. 

As to the firſt of theſe intentions of Curing, that-the Nutritive 
gs be proportion'd to the Blood, before all things it nuſt 

ordered that Perſons troubled with a Cough and Phthifick, 
abſtain as much as may be from Drink, and take liquid things 
but in a very ſmall quantity, ſo that the Blood being weak in its 
Crafis, may be able more eafily to ſubdue the minute Portions of 
freſh Juice, as long as it is not too much cloy'd with it,/and to 
retain it within its Texture. - Again, let that freſh Juice contift 
of ſuch Particles as are ſubtle and gentle, that they may be ma- 
ſtered by the Blood, and. be affimilated without any eager heat 
of contelt : Wherefore Aſſes Milk, ſometimes aiſo Cows Milk, or 
Goats Milk ; alſo-Water-gruel, Cream of Barley, Ptiſan, Almond 
Nilks, and other fimple ſorts of. food agree better, aud nouriſh 
more than Fleſh, Eggs, or Gelly-broaths, ſtrong Ale, Wine, or 
any other kind of richer Fare. Secondly, That the Blood retain- 
ing its temperament; be not eaſily.difſo}v'd into Serofities offend- 
ing the Lungs; as well its own Acidities, as thoſe of the other 
humours that are mixt with it, ' and eſpecially of the Nervous and 
Lymphick humours muſt be deſtray'd : Which intention is excel- 
lently perform'd by Medicines prepar'd-of-Sulphur, which there- 
fore in this caſe ( ſo:there be not a HeCtick Feaver) are frequently 
given,and in a large Proportion. Wherefore let the Tincture,Balſam, 
Syrup, Flowers, and Milk of Sulphur be given twice or thrice a 
day in a good large Doſe; for the fame purpoſe Traumatick or 
Vulnerary DecoCtions, alſo Decoctians-of Pectaral. Herbs ( com- 
monly ſo calld ) and Roots are to be taken inſtead of ordinary 
drink : Moreover, Powder of Crabs Eyes, of Millepedes, and of 
other things containing an Alkalifate or Volatile Salt, are often 
given with good ſuccels. The Third intention of Curing, reter- 
nng to the Firſt Indication, viz. That the dreggy Excrements of 
the depraved Blood, (in caſe they much abound ) be withdrawn 
from the Lungs, and Voided -by ather Emunctories, ſuggeſts to 
us many ways to be put in praCtife for withdrawing them 3 For 


beſides Bleeding, Evacuation by Urine, and now and then a gentle 
| M 2 Purze 
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Purge (which have .place in all Coughs, even in a beginning 
Phthifick ) we ought alſo to range here Baths, Breathing in a 
warm Air to promote perſpiration, alſo frictions of the extream 
parts, Dropax's, Ifſlues, Veſicatories, ſhaving the Head, Errhin's, 
Apophlegmatiſms, and all other general or particular ways of E- 
vacuating humours or vapours. | 

The Second Indication in a beginning Phthifick , viz. that 
the corrupted matter deposd within the Lungs , be every day 
readily - and ' clearly diſcharg'd, is perform'd with expectora- 
ting Medicines: Theſe are faid to operate in a two-fold man- 
ner, according as their vertue 1s conveyed to the Lungs two 
ways. 'For ſore of them taken by the mouth, immediately 
ſend their active Particles into the Trachea, which partly. by 
making the paſſages ſlippery , and by looſening at the ſame 
time the matter there ſticking, and partly by irritating the 
Excretory Fibres into Convulfions, cauſe an Expectoration : In 
which number LinCtus's and Fumigations are eſteem'd the chief. 
ExpeCtorating Remedies of the other kind, which are juſtly e- 
fteem'd the beſt, exert their Energy by the conveyance of the 
Blood, for conſiſting of ſuch Particles which cannot be ſubdued 
and affimilated by the Maſs of Blood, when they enter it, being 
immiſcible with it, they are preſently caſt forth again , and pe- 
netrate from the Arteries of the Lungs into the Ductus's of 


the Trachea, where cleaving to the matter, they divide, attenuate, | 


and ſo exagitate it, that the Fibres being thereby irritated , and 
ſuccefively contracted in Coughing, the Contents of the Trachea, 
and of its Veſicule are thrown up into the mouth. Medicines 
proper for this uſe beſides Sulphur and preparations of it, are Ar- 
tificial Balſams diftilld with Oyl of Turpentine, Tinctures and 
Syrups of Gumm Ammoniacum, Galbanum, Afa-fztida, Garlick, 
Leeks, and the like ſtrong ſmelling things; of which alſo Lo- 
hoch's and Eclegma's are prepar'd, and theſe indeed work both 


ways, fo that partly by ſlipping down into the Trachea, and part- | 
ly by entring the Lungs by the Circuit of the Blood, they ſet up» | 
on ths Morbifick matter both before and behind, and ſo throw it 


forth with the greater force. 

As to the Third Indication, viz. That the injur'd Conformati- 
on, Or vitiated conſtitution of the Lungs may be reſtor'd or a- 
mended ; ſuch things muſt be us'd which refiſting putrefaCtion, 
mundify, conſolidate, dry and corroborate; for which ends alſo 
Medicines prepar'd of Sulphur, Balſamicks, and Traumaticks are 
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proper : Hence ſome Empiricks ſucceſsfully preſcribe not only ; 


the fume of Sulphar, but likewiſe of Arſenick to be drawn through 


a Pipe or Funnel into the Lungs. Moreover for this reaſon it is, | 
that the change of Habitation, as froth Cities to a Country or 
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Sulphureous Air , or travelling from one Country into another 
hotter, proves ſo notably benefi-ial. 

So far of the method of Cure which ſeems to be proper for a 
deeper Cough , or a beginning Phthifick : Now we muſt ſet 
down ſome Select Forms of Medicines according to eack of thoſe 
Therapeutick Indications, Which alſo —_— to the way us'd 
in a-gentle Cough, free from a Phthifick, we ſhall diſtribute into 
certain Claſſes, and thoſe are Mixtures, LinCtus's, Lohoch's, Tin- 
tures, Balſams, Troches, Lozenges, Powders, Pills, DecoQtions, 
and di{till'd Waters : We ſhall ſet before you ſome Examples of 
each of theſe, to which alſo may be added ſome of the forms of 
the Medicines preſcrib'd before for a beginning Cough, and. not 
yet arriv'd to a Phthiſick. . 


1. Magiſftral Mixtures and Syrups. | 


Y Bm. of our Syrup of Diaſulphur three Ounces, Water of Earth- 
worms an Ounce, Tineture of Saffron two Drams : Mix them, 
take a ſpoonful going to Bed, and early in the Morning. 

Take Syrup of the Juice of Toy three Ounces, Snazl water an Ounce, 
Flowers of Sulphur a Dram : Mx them by ſhaking them together, the 
Doſe is a ſpoonful Evenings and Mornings. 

Take Tinfure of Sulphur 'two Drams, Laudanum: Tartariy'd a 
Dram, Syrup of the Jurce of Toy two Ounces, Cinnamon water two 
Drams : The Doſe # a ſpoonful at Bed time, and if the Perſon does not 
ſleep, rewards Morning.

Inſtead of the Tin&ture of Sulphur , you may put other Balſa- 
mick Tinctures, as of Balſam of Peru, of Opobalſamum, of the 
Gum of Ivy, Guaiacum, Amber, with many others, which may 
be mixt either in Conſerve of red Roſes, or with Conſerve of the 
Flowers of Colts-foot, or with Sugar Candy.

Take Powder of the Leaves of ground Ivy a Dram, Flowers of Sul= 
phur two Drams, Sugar Penids a Dram and 4 half, Juice of Licorice 
diluted with Hyſſup-water , what ſuffices : Make Troches weighing 
half a Dram. 

Take Powder of Tarrow bruis'd, and dryd in the hot Sun, half a 
Dram, Flowers of Sulphur, Olibanum powdred, of each 4 Dram, Pow 
der of red Roſes dry d, half a Dram, Sugar diffolv'd, and boil'd to a 
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confiſtency for Tablets ſix Drams, Oy! of Anniſeeds a Scruple : Make 
Tablets weighing haif a Dram. Take one thrice, or oftner in a day, 
and eſpecially at night, and early in the morning.

Io. DecoCtions, ſuch as we have before preſcrib'd for an ob- 
ſtinate Cough, may be alſo properly taken in a beginning Phthi- 
fick. In deſperate Caſes I have ſometimes very ſucceſsfully pre- 
{crib'd the foilowing DecoCtion to be taken twice or thrice a day, 
and alſo inſtead of ordinary drink. 

Take Guaiacum four Ounce:, China, Saſſafras, of each two Ounces, 
. all the Saunders, of each an Ounce, ſhavings of Ivory and Hartſhorn, 
of each three Drams : Let them infuſe, and boil them in twelve 
pounds of fountain water to half, adding Licorice an Ounce, Raiſin; 
ſton'd four Ounces ; ſtrain tt. | 


IT, Diftill'd Waters ſuch as before preſcrib'd, are alſo proper 
here, to which may be added the Water of Solenander drawn from 
| Hogs Blood with Turpentine; alſo Balſamick Waters diftill'd 

trom Turpentine with PeCtoral Ingredients. 

Take Leaves of ground Ivy, white Horehound , Hyſſup and Penny- 
royal, of cach three handfuls, Roots of Elecampane and Florentime 
Orice, of each two Ounces , Turpentine diſſolv'd with Oyl of Tartar 
four Qunces, Hyſſop-water four pounds, Malaga-wine two pounds, di- 
ſtil them in Sand ; let all the. Liquor be mixt, the Oyl being ſepara- 
zed : The Doſe is two or three ſpoonfuls twice a day, with a ſpoonful 
of the Syrup of the Juice of Ivy.

Take Olibanum, white Amber, Benzoin of each two Drams, Gumi 
Guaiacum, Balſam of Tolu, 4 eath a Dram and a half, Powder of 
red Roſes, red Saunders, of each a Dram : Make 4 Powder to be ftrew'd 
on burning Codls. 

Take Gum of Ivy, Frankincenſe, of each two Drams, Flowers of 
Sulphur a Dram and a half, Maſtick, a Dram 3 with a Solution of 
Gum Tragacanth, make Troches. 

Take white Amber, Ol:banum, of each two Drams , Auripigment 


grepar'd,balf an Ounce Storax Calamita,Laudanum of each aDram and 


4 balf, with a ſufficient quatitity of the Solution of Gum Tragacanth : 
Make Trothes for fumigation. 

Empiricks ordinarily preſcribe the- ſmoak of Auripigment to 
be taken in a Pipe lighted, like Tobacco, and that fometimes 
vith good ſucceſs. Moreover its a practiſe with the vulgar to take 
bits of Cloth Painted with Auripigment ( ſuch as ferves for Hang- 
ings in Taverns ) and ſhredding them very ſmall to kindle them 
in a Pipe like Tobacco, and fo to draw the frhoak into the Con- 
{iamptive Lungs for a Cure. 

Now in the laſt place it remains for ts to ſpeak of the great 
confirm'd Phthifick which is commonly paſt Cure, and to adviſa, 
what is to be done when the Lungs being very much vitiated 
and affected with one or more filthy Ulcers do not convey the 
Air and Blood according to their due Courſe, but defile, or cor- 
rupt the Maſs of the latter, by Miniftting to it continually a ſtock 
of Putrifted matter; fo that a Hedtick Feaver; and an Atrophia 
through want of nouriſhment ſeize the Diſeas'd with a great de- 
cay of all their faculties, and daily m_—_ their ſtrength, precis 
pitate them to the Grave 2: The moſt certain ſign generally ac- 


knowledged of this Diſeaſe growing ſo deſperate; is a very —_ 
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ſome pain, with an Inflammation in the Throat, for this affect 
argues a great Putrefaction of the Lungs, whence the corrupted 
Effuvia's exhaling, ſtick againſt the narrow paſſage of the Throat 
and there pierce, and vehemently irritate the tender Fibres in that 
part : In this caſe its in vain to attempt to Mundify the Lungs, 
and to cleanſe the Ulcer, and dry it; for all hot Medicines de- 
ſigned for thoſe ends, and proper enough in a beginning Phthi- 
ſick, are not to be endur'd when its confirm'd 3 bEcaufe augmen- 
ting the Inflammation of the Lungs they increaſe the HeCtick 
Feaver, the Thirſt, Watchings, and other very troubleſome Sym- 
ptoms, or ſtir them up a freſh : And indeed in {uch a ſtate of this 
Diſeaſe, when we only propoſe to our ſelyes to protract Life by 
helping towards a well-bearing of the Diſtemper, and to an eaſfie 
death, thoſe Remedies are of chiefeſt nſe that moderate the fer- 
vour of the Blood, allay the heat of the Precordia, reſtore the 
Spirits, and gently cheriſh them : Hence for Food,Afﬀes Milk, alſo 
Water-gruel, Barly-Broaths, Cream of Barley ; and for Drink, Pti- 
ſans, Emulſfions, Milk, Water diſtill'd with Snails and temperate 
Pectorals are uſually of greateſt ſucceſs. Let Syrups and Linctus'sf 
which lenify the Inflammation of the Throat and Lungs, and fa- 
cilitateexpectoration,he often or daily given, but eſpecially gentle 
Hypnoticks to procure a moderate reſt : 1 ſhall now give you 
ſome of the more Select Forms of each kind. 

_ Take: Barly half an Ounce, Candied Eringo Roots fix Drams, pa- 
rings of Apples a handful, Raiſins ton'd two Ounces, Licorice three 
Drams, boil them in three Pounds of fountain water or two: Make 
a Ptiſan #0 quench thirſt; let it be taken three or four times a day, 
and if it agrees, let it be uſed inſtead of ordinary drink. 

Take twenty Caude Gammorum, Candied Eringo Roots an Ounce, 
a Cruſt of Waite-bread, Raifins ſton'd two Ounces,” Licorice three 
Dyams; bail them in three pounds of running Water, to two pounds : 
Strazn it, take three or four Ounces thrice a day; after the ſame man- 
ner you may make a Decoftion of Snails. 

Take Snails half boil'd and flic'd three pounds, Leaves of ground Toy 
fix handfuls; Natmegs flic'd, in number jix, Pith of A/iite-bread two 
pounds, Milk from the Cow eight- pounds, diſtil it in an ordmary ſtill. | 
After the ſame manner you may diſtil a Water e Caudis Gammorym : 
The Doſe us three or four Ounces thrice a day , ſweetning it with 
Saccharum Perlatum; or Sugar of Roſes. 

Take Ears of green peat what fuffices, diſlil them in a Roſe Still : 
Let the Perſon drink, three or four Ounees thrice a day, ſweetning it, 
with Saccharum Perlatum.

Qunces : Mix them, let two or three ſpoonfuls be taken going to- Bed | 
epery Night, or every other Night. ;

Make a Lohoch , of which let a Dram and a ha'f, or two Drams 
be .often taken. + | 

I ſhall now give Inſtances of ſome Patients which I have had 
in Cure in the foregoing Diftempers : And Furſt, of one troubled 
with a fimple Cough, which begins of it ſelf, and is free from the 
ſuſpicion of a Phthifick. 

Some years fince I took care of the Health of a Student, who 
from his Childhood had been ſubject to a Cough, and was wont 
often to undergo ſevere fits of it, and of long continuance ;z he 
ſeem'd . to be of a pretty itrong Conſtitution, 'only that his lungs, 
being originally weak, ſuffer'd much whenever his blood began 
to run into ſerofities 3 in ſummer, as long as a free perſpiration 
laſted he was found enough, but ſpring and fall, when the blood 
changing its temper, either of its own accord or upon ſome flight 
occaſion offer'd falls into ſerous fluxions, he fell lightly into a 


aCough accompanied with abundance of thick ſpittle ; yet this 


affect very often vaniſht by degrees within fix or ſeven days, 
without any great adoe with Medicines , affoon as the maſs of 
blood was purg'd by the lungs : But if to the faid ſlight occafion 
of this Diſeaſe other greater Cauſes were added, as chiefly the 
ſtoppage of the Pores, and errours in Diet, ſometimes a moſt 
vio:ent-and obſtinate Cough came upon him, not ſoon, nor eafily 
yielding to Remedies, and threatning nothing leſs than a Phthi- 
fick : Then growing ill indeed, for the firſt days he had light ſhi- 
verings in his whole Body , and perceiv'd a Catarrh in his La- 
rynx: Afterwards he was troubled with a frequent Coughing, ac- 
companied with a thin ſpittle, together with a giddineſs, deadneſs 
of the ſenſes, and a dropping at the Noſe. 

In this ſtate his beſt Remedy, and often try'd with good ſucceſs 
was to drink Sack ſomewhat freely, and as little of any other Li- 
quor as might be; for by this means the Acidity and flowing of 
his Blood being ſuppreſt, and a more free perſpiration rais'd, he 
ſound himſelf very much eas'd, and ſometimes in a very ſhort 
ſpace grew well : Moreover going to Bed, and firſt in the Morn- 
ing he us'd to take ſeven or eight drops of TinEture of Salphur 
a a ſpoonful of Syrup of Violets, or of the Juice of ground 
vy, Or, | 

Take Conſerve of red Roſes four Ounces, Spirit of Turpentine two 
Drams : Mix them, the Doſe s the quantity of a Cheſnut Evenings 


and Mornings. 


But if theſe Remedies, together with the Canary Antidote, and 

a thin Diet do not do, the Diſeaſe not being Cur'd by ſuch means, 
tyuns then to a great length, and fcllowing .him ſharply for ſome 
N 2 Weeks, 
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Weeks, and ſometimes Months, brings the Diſeas'd to. a mighty 
leanneſs , and even to the brink of the Grave : For the Cough 
growing daily worſe and very troubleſome, hinders ſleep mighti- 
ly, and interrupts it, his ſtrength languiſhes, his appetite is deje- 

ed, heat and drought preſs hard upon him : In the mean time 
the Svittle is daily increas'd, and caft forth in a vaſt quantity; f 
that afterwards not only the Serum and dreggy Excrements of 
the Blood, but even the nutritive Juice, and the waſtings of the 
ſolid parts being continually ponr'd on the Lungs, turn into cor- 
ruption , Which is rim. ap forth in abundance ; but reſpiration 
grows difficult, the Limbs very weak, and the Fleſh conſumes ve- 
ry much. 

When our Patient was lately ill in this manner, we preſcrib'd 
the following Method and Remedies, by the continued uſe of 
which he at length recovered: In the firſt place a thin Diet being 
ordered him, and Ale or Beer wholly forbidden, he took of the 
following Apozeme about four Ounces twice a day warm, and a 
little of it at other-times cold, to quench his thirſt. 

Take China Roots two Ounces, Sarzaparilla three Ounces, white and 
yellow Saunders, of each an Ounce, ſhavings of Ivory and Hartſhorn, 
of each three Drams : Infuſe them according to Art, and let them boil 
3n eight pounds of fountain water to half , adding Raiſins of the 
Sun three Ounces, Licorice three Drams: Strain it, and let it be usd 
for ordinary drink. 

. Take Tinfture of Sulphur three Drams : Let him take from ſeven 
drops to ten going to reft, and early in the Morning in a ſpoonful of 
Q7up of Violets, or of Hrup of the Juice of ground boy. 

When by a long uſe of this Medicine he began to loath it, the

Take Conſerve of red Roſes four Ounces, Spirit of Turpentine two 
Ownces : Mix them ' by bruiſmg them we" , the Doſe & abou F 
Dram at the ſame hours.

Take Powder of the Leaves of ground Ivy prepar'd in the Summer 
Sum three Ounces, Sugar Candy half an Ounce : M:x them, the Doſe 
8s half a ſpoonful twice a day, with three Ounces of the following 
d&ſtill d water. | | 

Take Leaves of ground Foy fix handfuls, Hyſſ: P, white Hore-bound, 
of each four handfuls, the Lungs of a Lamb half boil'd and ſlic'd 
ſmall ; pour to them of Poſſet-drink made with ſmall Ale eight pounds, 
diftil 1t in common Organs : Let the whole Liquor be mangled, and 
Too it ® usd, ſweeter it at pleaſure with Sugar Candy, or Syrup of 

zolets, | 
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To appeaſe the almoſt continual toyl of Coughing, he fwallow- 
ed now and then the following Troches, or a little extract of Li- 
corice. 

Take Species Diatragacanthi frigidi three Drams, Powder of the 

Seeds of Anniſe, Caraway, and ſieet Fennel , of each half 4 Dram, 
Flowers of Sulphur two Scruples, Flowers of Benxzomn a Scruple, extract 
of Licorice diluted with Hyſop water what [effces : Make 4 Paſte, 
and form it into Troches. . Or, : 
Take Species Diaireos, & Pulmone Vulpy , of each two Drams, 
Flowers of Sulphur, Roots of Elecampane, of each half a Dram , Oy! 
of Anniſeeds half a Scruple, Sugar difſotv'd in a ſufficient quantity of 
Pennyroyal water, and boil'd to a confiftency for Tablets fix Ounces : 
Make Tablets according to art, weighins half a Dram ; let him take 
one as often as he pleaſes, ſwallowing it by little and little. 

In the midft of this Courſe, though he had a weak Pulſe, and 
was of a cold temperament, he was let Blood in the Arm © Be- 
fides theſe Remedies, a great benefit accrued to him from the 
freſh Air, which he took daily either on Horſeback, or in a 
Chariot. For by this, he firſt began to recover his Appe- 
tite, Digeſtion, and Sleep, which afterwards were followed by 
degrees with an abatement of the other Symptoms, fo that at 
length he perfectly recover'd : He has us'd a method like to this, 
and with the like ſucceſs, as often as till this time he has been 
troubled with a tedious and ſtubborn Cough ; and now though 
he be wholly free from that diftemper, yet he is forc'd carefully 
to avoid all occaſions by which the Pores are ſtop'd ; or, by which 
a Fuſion or Precipitation of the Blood into Seroftties is rais'd, 
ſuch are chiefly his going by Water on the Thames, and his drink- 
ing Acid Liquors, as Cider, French, or Rheniſh Wines. 

The foregoing Relation gives you a Type, and way of Curing 
a Cough, caus'd through the fault of the Blood, and not reaching 
the limits of a Phthiſick : Now follows another which Illuſtrates 
the nature of the ſame affect, when it proceeds chiefly from the 
Nervous Liquor. 

A Boy about ten years of Age, ſubje& from his Infancy to be 
often troubled with a Cough, has undergone of late years ſome 
great and tedious fits of that Diſtemper , that is to ſay, he is 
wont at times to fall ill of a hollow and ſhrill ſounding Cough 


' Vithout Spitting , which almoſt continually toyls him Day and 


Night, and ſo tormenting him for many Days, nay and Weeks, jt 
brings him to a very great weakneſs : Afterwards the Courſe of 
the Diſeaſe being paſs'd over, ( which happens not till the ſtore 
pf Morbjd matter be conſum'd ) in a ſhort time he becomes well 
enough again, and as free as may be from any Diſtemper af the 
pl horax, till the Morbifick matter ( as it ſeems ) being heap'd oa 
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gether again to a fullneſs, without any evident cauſe the ſame af. 
fect returns, and acts over its Tragedy again with its wonted fe- 
verity : About the time it firſt ſeizes, the Cough uſually troubles 
him only Mornings and Evenings; afterwards the Diltemper grow- 
ing worſe by degrees, he often Coughs whole Days and Nights al- 
moſt without ceaſing, and if at any time Sleep either happening 
of it ſelf, or being procur'd by Anodines, gives ſome truce, Pre» 
ſently upon his waking, a more violent fit of Coughing comes up. 
on him: After this manner Coughing very frequeatly aud moſt 
vehemently without Spitting he continues ill for three Weeks or 
a Month, till he be brought to a mighty leanneſs, and an extream 
weakneſs; and then the Diſtemper remits by degrees, ſo that he 
Coughs ſomewhat more ſeldom, and Sleeps La eaty, ſhortly 
afterwards growing very hungry, he ſoon becomes full of Fleth, 
and vigorous, and recovers in a ſhort time his former Health. 
Theſe fits ſeldom trouble him in the Summer, but in the reit of 
the year they return ſometimes three or four times, and put the 
Patient in great danger of his Lite. The cauſe of this Piſtemper 
is not the ſame as of a vulgar Cough, in which a Serous humour 
diftilling either ſlowly, or in a plentiful manner from the Veſſels 
of the Trachza, or of the Lungs into the Veliculz or little Pipes 
of the Trachea induce the Symptoms that attend that affect ; for 
it plainly appears that in this the DuCtus's of the Aſpera Arteria 
are wholly free from any Serum or thick humour, becauſe the 
Cough which is always deep and ſonorous, throws forth nothing: 
Nor does this Cough arife trom the Blood iorc'd into the Mem» 
branes of the Lungs, becauſe in this there is no Feaver, Thiſt, 
nor Pain, as in a Peripneumonia z neither does its Morbifick mat- 
ter ſeem to ſtick to the Nerves or Muſcles ordain'd for breathing, 
becauſe then beſides the Gough , Aithmatick or Convulſve fits, 
with a ſenſe of choaking would 1fometimes follow, which do not 
happen to our Patient. 

k gueſs therefore that a certain Serous and ſharp matter, full 
of a Scorbutick taint, faliing trom the Head by the conveyance 
of the Nerves, enters the Nervous Fibres and Membranes of the 
Lungs, or of the Irachza, and throughly cleaving to them, in- 
creaſes by degrees to a fulnels, and at length growing angry and 
turgid, through 1ts perpetual irritation creates ſo troubleſome a 
Cough. 

When this affect once ſeizes, it is wont to hold on its Courſe 
for a very long time, in deſpite of all Remedies : Pectoral Medi- 
cines commonly to called, as Syrups, LinCtus's, Eclegma's did 
little or nothing towards the Cure of this Diſeaſe, though ſome+- 
times I have thought good to nie them for making the Lungs 
{hppery, and to moiſten them, leſt hap'ly they ſhould be endange- 
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red to be torn aſunder, by the violence of the Cough, and their 
Veſſels to be broken ; for ſometimes in a violent fit, our Patient 
uſed to Cough forth a little Blood, though no thick Spittle, 

A gentle Purge in the beginning of this Diſeaſe has often done 
good, as alſo in its declinatton. Opening and Diuretick Medi- 
cines always work a good effect, of both which he uſes what 
ſuffices throughout the whole Courſe of his Diſtemper,for his or- 
dinary drink. Evenings and Mornings he takes ſome drops of 
the TinQure of Sulphur, with the Water of Snails laCteated : I 
was forc'd ſometimes to give late at Night a Doſe of the mix- 
tare of Diacodium, or of Liquid Laudanum : In two of his' fits 
he was Blooded, from which he receiv'd no good. 

In the laſt fit, which beginning about the Autnmnal Equinox, 
paſs'd over ſomewhat more lightly and gently, the following 
method of Cure was obſervd. 

Firſt of all, this Catbartick was given him, and repeated after 
four days. 

Take Calamelanos half a Scruple, Roſm of Jalup four Grains : Mix 
them, make a Powder , let it be taken in a ſpoonful of Syrup of Vie- 
lets. 

Tehe China Roots ſlic'd a Dram, Graſs Roots three Ounces,Cheruil 
Roots an Ounce, Candied Eringo's fix Drams, ſhavings of Foory and 
Hartſhorn , of each three Drams , Raiſins of the Sun ſton'd, three 
Ounces : Boil it in three pounds of fountain water, to two pounds , 
ſtrain it, and let it be us'd for ordinary drink. 

Take Syrup of Fujubes two Ounces, Diacodium an Ounce, Spirit of 
Sal Armoniach with Gum Ammmiacum a Dram : Mix them, the 
Doſe is a ſpoonful going to Bed, and early in the Morning : He was 
much reliev'd by thu Remedy, thouzh he took it only every other , or 
every third day; and ſometimes in its ſtead, a Doſe of the Tinfture of 
Sulphur, with Syrup of Violets was given him. 

The Diſeaſe declining , he was pnrg'd twice, and afterwards 
recovering by degrees, he grew well enough within a fortnight : 
But finding him ſubject not only to frequent relapſes of Cough- 
ing, but that each fit when it came upon him was irreſiſtible, 
and that its ſtay notwithſtanding any uſe of Remedies was of 
long continuance, and threatned nothing leſs than a Conſumpti- 
on : I advis'd him that as well for preſervation, and in caſe the 
afteCt return'd, as for Curing it, he ſhould Travel to a Region 
hotter than ours. He took my advice, and about the beginning 
of November went to Montpellier, where pafiing halt a year, he 
had only two flight touches of illneſs : Since being returnd to 
Enzland, he enjoys, thanks be to God, a perfect Health, quite 
tree from his Cough. 
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Inftruftions and Preſcripts for the Cure of Spitting 
Blood. 


T3 Indications for Curing a Spitting Blood, are chiefly theſe 
two , 4. Firſt, preſently to moderate and ſtay the Flux 
of Blood : And then in the Second place to heal the diſſolution 
of Unity, without leaving a Conſumptive PutrefaCtion in the 
Lungs. | 

In reference to the Firſt, Theſe two things are chiefly to be 
procur'd : Firſt, That the Blood do net flow to the part affe- 
ed : Secoridly, That withal the Aperture of the Veſlel be ſome 
Way clos'd: . ; : 

1. To keep the Blood from flowing to the part afteCted, mas 
ny intentions of Curing muſt be ſet upon together, viz. We muſt 
lefſen the quantity of Blood, moderate its fervent boiling, alter 
its il] temper, retard its motion, or divert it another way : For 
which ends Blooding, Ligatures and Frictions moft commonly 
do well. Moreover, Julapes, DecoCtions, Emulftons, and Juicy 
expreftions of Herbs ought to be given, and likewiſe moderate 
Hypnoticks ; eſpecially Diacodiats are taken with good ſucceſs : 
For theſe by putting a ſtay to the motion of the Heart, allay the 
tervour of the Blood. 

2, To cloſe the Aperture of the Veſſel, Aſtringent Remedies, 
and Agglutinatives are moſt proper : The chief of thefe are uſu- 
ally given in the Form of a Linu, {o that ſome of its Particles 
in ſwallowing, falling on the Aſpera. Arteria may more immedi- 
ately communicate their vertue to the part affedted. But the 
way of this Operation ſeems to be of no great moment, becauſe 
the Efficacy of the Medicines reaches chiefly, and in a manner 
only by the way of the Blood to the Root of the Diſeaſe : Where- 
fore not only Lohech's, but likewiſe DecoCtions, Powders and 
Pills of Traumatick , and Balſamick Ingredients are fucceſsfully 
preſcribd. 

The Second Indication, which is for preſervation, having re- 
gard to the Cure of the diflolution of Unity, without leaving a- 
ny blemiſh in the Lungs, ought to provide againſt two forts of 
evils, viz. That the Spitting Blood ( to which the Perſons affe- 
Cted will be always ſubject) does not return at times 5 and that 
the 
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the Conſumption, which threatens all thoſe that Spit Blood, does 
tot follow it 5 For which ends in order to the prevention of this 
liſeaſe ; we muſt take an afſidnous care of, or uſe a conſtant 
method of Cure to the Blood and Lungs. 

1. As to the Blood, its Maſs ought always to be kept in a due 
quantity, a juſt temper, and a gentle and continued motion : 
Hence leſt it abound too much, or being affected with an evil 
temperament, grows turgid, or depoſes impure dregs in the Breſt, 
ve muſt ſometimes uſe Bleeding, and a gentle Purge; an exact 
Form of Diet is always neceſſary. Moreover, drinking of Aﬀes 
Milk, or of Mineral Waters contribute ſometimes egregioufly ta 
the purifying and fweetning of the Blood. | 

Again, DecoCtions , Diſtil'd Waters, Juices of Herbs, which 
take away the Dyſcrafies of the Blood, and derive the. Serum 
and other Impurities from the Lungs; and carry them forth by 
Sweat or, Urine, muſt be diligently taken : Iſſues alſo mightily 
tonduce for this end. | 

2. Nor muſt leſs care be taken of the Lnngs themſelves, that 
their whole frame; and eſpecially the place affected, be preſerv'd 
in a. due Conformation, and right Tone : Hence all violent moti- 
on; by which Unity is farther diffoly'd, or its reftauration hin- 
dred, is carefully to be avoided. Let the Perſon live in a clear 
and brisk Air, though it muſt not be too ſharp and piercing. Let 
him abſtain fromi groſs Food, long Sleeps, large Suppers, and 0- 
ther errours in Diet, which cauſe a Repletion, or Qbſtruction in 
the Precordia * Befides this; let Remedies be usd , which are 
ſaid to Cure the Lungs, by a peculiar or certain Specifick Ver- 
tre; : 

Having given you the method of Curing Blood Spitting, I ſhall 
now ſet down ſome Select Forrhs of Medicines, anſwering ta each 
of the Therapeatick Indications, and to the various intentions of 
Curing that betong to them : And we juſtly give the precedency 
to thoſe which encountring the moſt urgent Symptome, pre- 
ſently ſtop the flowing forth of Blood, catt out of the Lungs by 
a Cough, or otherwiſe : In the Furſt rank of theſe Medicines, we 
place thoſe which hinder the Blood from flowing to the part af- 
fected, and have a certain Aſtringency; together with an Agglu- 
tinative Vertiie, by which the Aperture of the Veſlet is clos'd ; 
and after a Glyſter and Blooding ( unlefs the weakneſs of the 
Pulſe, and a deficiency of heat forbid it ) they are preſently given 
in the form of a Julape, DecoCtion, Emulſion, Juicy Exprefſion, 
Powder; Pills and Lohochs © I ſhall give you ſome of the choiceſt 
and moſt efficacious preſcripts of each of theſe, as alfo of Hypno- 
ticks, which nevertheleſs muſt not be us'd at random, and indif- 
ferently, btit every of them A Rs #nd ſ{eafonably, —_— 
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ding to the various Conſtitution of the Patient, and Nature of the 
Diſeaſe, as a prudent Phyſician ſhall direct.

St. Fohns wort two Ounces, or of Minſ-ear : Mike an Apozeme, the 
Doſe # four or fix Ounces thrice a day. 

Take Leaves of St. Fohms wort , Roots and Leaves of Tormentil , 
great Burnet, Meadow-ſweet , of each a*Iandful , Seeds of Purſlane, 
Plantain, and Sorrel, of each a Dram, Conſerue of red Rofes half a 
pound, Fountain water forrr pounds : Let them boil cloſe in B. M. for 
twelve hours ;, to the ſtraining, add Spirit of Vitraol of Mars, half 4 
Scruple, take 1t after the ſame manner. 

ake Barley water with madder Roots buil'd in it, a pound and 4 
half : Put into it , when grown pretty cold, of yed Roſe Leaves a 
handful : Add Spirit of Vitriol a Scruple , let there be a cloſe and 
warm infuſion for three hours : Make a Tintture, to the ſtraining 
add Syrup of the Fuice of St. Johns wort , an Ounce and a half :

Drams : Make 4a Powder, divide it into twelve parts; les one'par 
be taken thrice a day with the diftill d water above written. 

Take of the Seeds, of Henbane, and white Poppies, of each ten Dram, 
Terra Sigillata, red Coral, of each five Drams, Sugar of Roſes three 
Ounces : Make a Powder, the Doſe us a Dram Morning and Even 
ing. Thu Compoſition brought into a ſoft Conſiſtency with ſome pro 
jo Syrup , # call d Helidzus's Eleftuary , ſo Famous beretofore in 

ermany. 

The foreſaid Powders *may alſo be made into convenient Pill 
end Tablets , by addmg the Solution of Tragacanth , or ſome fit H- 


rup. 

The fpungy Excreſcency uſually growing to the fruit of the Dog-Roſe 
Tree, made into Powder, and given twice aday to the quantity of half 
a Dram, t a very good Remedy 1n ſpitting Blood. 

Take Yarrow bruis'd and dryd in the Summer Sun, what you think 
good ; Make it into a fine Powder, and keep it in a Glaſs for Uſe: 
_ Doſe s from half a Dram to a Dram, twice a day im a fit Ve 

icle. 

The Powder of Fulius Ceſar Scaliger , or rather of nga t 
mightily commended : The Doſe 1 four Drams , twice or thrice 4 


day. 


5. Lobock*s and Elefuaries. 


T 4 Conſerve of red Roſes, and of the Dog-Roſe , of each two 
Ounces, Porder of the Seeds of the white Poppy, and of Hen- 
bane , of each two Drams, Species Diatrapacanthi frigidi, a Dram 
and a balf, Blood-ftone, Sangus Dracons prepar d, of each half 4 
Dram, Syrup of red Poppies what ſuffices : Make an Elettuary, let the 
quantity of a Cheſnut be taken Evenings and Mornings, and at other 
times (uck ut with a ſtick of Licorice. | 

Take Conſerve of the Flowers of great Comphrey, and of Water 
Lillies,of each anOunce and a half,Troches of Winter Cherries,and Dia- 
tragacantbim frigidum, of each 'a Dram, and a half, Syrup of Jujubes 
bf Licorice, 
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Take of the White of an Egg well beaten two Drams, Lucatellus's 
Balſam half an Ounce, Troches of Winter Cherries two Drams, Syrup 
of red Poppies what ſuffices : Make a ſoft Lohoch, take the quantity 
of 4 Cheſour Morning and Evening. | 

The Second Indication being tor preſervation, ſuggeſts to us 
thoſe Remedies which keeping the Blood jn a juſt temper, and 
the Lungs in a due Conformation, provide againſt a relapſe of 
Spitting Blood, and an enſuing Conſumption; ſuch as regard the 


*Blood are either gentle Evacuatives by Seige, Urine, and Sweat, 


or meer Alteratives. Every one of theſe are wont to be pre- 
{crib'd either in the Form of a Drink, Powder, EleCtuary or Pills : 
We ſhall ſet down fome Select Forms of ſome of the chief of 
them. 

1. As to Evacuatives, a gentle Purge may ſometimes be orde- 
red after this manner. 

Take of the beſt Sena three Drams, Caſſia bruisd with the Fiſtula 
an Ounce, Tamarinds three Drams, Cortander-ſeeds a Dram and a 
half : Boil them in a ſufficient quantity of fountain water to ſix Ounces, 
to the training add Syrup of Cichory with Rhubarb an Ounce, Clart- 
þ it with the White of an Egg, Or, ” 
© Take Gereons Decottion of Senna four Ounces , Purging Syrup of 
Apples an Ounce : Mix them, and make a Potion. 

For preſerving the Blood in a good temper, and that its dreggy 
Excrements deriv'd from the Lungs , may be continually dif- 
charg'd by Sweat and Urine, the following Alteratives, or ſome 
of them muſt be conſtantly taken; which being alſo of a heal- 
ns Nature, relieve Lungs that are infirm, or diflolv'd in their 

nity. 

For ordinary Drink, let it be pare Water , eſpecially in a hot 
Conſtitution, or water a little ting'd with Claret Wine : Thoſe 
with whom this Drink does not agree, may uſe with as good 
ſucceſs a Bochet of China and Sarſa , with the ſhavings of Toory, 
ray awe and white Saunders in it, or ſmall Beer, or Ale, with 
bo J aves of Harts Tongue , Oak of Hieruſalem , and the like in-

Let PeCtoral Decoctions, or Hydromels with temperate Tran- 
matick Herbs be taken twice or thrice a day, to fix or ſeven 
Otinces, 

Take Roots of freſh Nettles,and Cheril, of each an Ounce, Leaves of 
Harts Tongue,Speedwel, Mouſ-ear,Ground Ivy, St. Fohn's-wort, of each 
a handful : Boil them m three pounds of fountain water to two pounds, 
adding Raiſms ſton'd an Ounce and 4 half, Licorice two Drams; t0 
the ſtraining add Syrupus Byzantinus two Ounces, Clarifie it with the 
White of an Egg : Make an Apozem to be taken go four or ſix Ounces 
epice of thrice a day for & Month. I ,

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In a cold or Phlegmatick Conſtitution, the Licorice and Rai- 
fins being omitted with the Syrup , add towards the end twg 
Ounces of the beſt Clarified Honey ; ſtrain it, and keep it for uſe; 
The Doſe is the ſame as the former. 

Let theſe things ſometimes be taken betwixt whiles with a 
diftill'd water appropriated to the ſame end ; which alſo may be 
more frequently taken by ſome Perſons, to whom Apozems are 
nauſeous and loathſome. 

Take Cypreſs Tops, Leaves of ground Ivy, of each ſix handfuls,. 
Snails half boil'd a pound and a half, All the Saunders bruis'd, of 
each. an Ounce : Being ſlic'd and bruis'd, pour to them of new Milk 
eight pounds , diſtal it with common Organs : The Doſe %s three or 
you Ounces with a ſpoonful of Syrup of the Juice of ground Ivy twice 
4 day. 

"g In reſpect of the Lungs, v:z. that the Union of its parts, 
and the due Conformation of the whole may be preſervy'd without 
any obſtruction, or opening of its Veſſels, temperate Balſamicks 
are of chiefeſt uſe : For this end Lucatel/us Balſam is preſcrib'd 
even by the vulgar to be taken conſtantly, and for a long time by 
ſuch as Spit Blood.Chymiſts and ſome famous Women cry up above 
all things a Balſamick Oyl drawn by diſtillation, which they call 
Mother of Balſam. 

I ſhall now illuſtrate this Method of Cure by a Story. 

A famed young man falling from a Scorbutick Cachexia into a 
Palſey, and for the Cure of this Diſeaſe, having, try'd Remedies 
not only great, but likewiſe diſproportionate to his Bloovd and 
Spirits, v7. Salivation, and the uſe of hot Baths, happened to 
be ſeiz'd with a Spitting of Blood , and its fits ( of all FE ever 
knew that were not preſently mortal ). ſeem'd the moſt dread- 
ful. 

The Firſt appearance of this Blood Spitting was after the ope- 
ration of Hews's Powder, by which having for ſome time un- 
dergone a Salivation, though without Curing his Palſey, he was 
brought to a great weakneſs : Then being afflicted with a 
Catarrh, and a very troubleſome Cough, he began to calt 'forth a 

diſcoloured Spittle, and ſometimes ting'd with Blood, ſometimes 
ſprink!ed with it. But this Diſeaſe being mild at Firſt, ſoon va- 
niſh'd by the uſe of Medicines, and afterwards the Perſon going 
into the Country, and breathing a purer Air, grew better, and in 
a while ſeeming to be ſound enough in his Breſt, he went to Bath 
to Cure his Palley : Where Bathing every day for fix Weeks in 
the hot waters, he got his Cough again, and toon atter fell into 
- a terrible Spitting of Blood, 1o that, in twenty four hours ſpace 
Coughing up Blood almoſt continually, 2nd in a large meafure, 


he threw forth a vaſt quantity, 
(30ing 
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Going to ſee him the Firſt time in this Condition, proviſion 
being made for the whole, I preſently ordered Bleeding for Re- 
yulhon , though after its Adminiſtration ( both then and ever 
after ) his Blood Spitting either return'd a freſh, or was provok'd 
more by it. Moreover I gave Julapes, Lohoch's, DecoCtions, and 
even Hypnoticks, which doing little or no 00g: I ordered Li- 
gatures about his Arms and Thighs, which firſt of all gave a 
check to the Tyranny of this Diſeaſe : And as now and then the 
Evil burſt forth again, I perſwaded him at length that torbearing 
the uſe of Beer, he ſhould drink conſtantly a DecoCtion of Sarſa 
and China with PeCtorals : By the almoſt continued uſe of this, 
obſerving likewiſe an exact Form of Diet, and abſtaining wholly 
from Wine, hot Aliments, and Salt and Sugar, he had his health 
well enough for above two years. 

But afterwards being very much heated in a Crowd, he fell a- 
gain into a terrible Spitting of Blood : A Phyſician being call'd, 
he was preſently Blooded in his Arm, after which his Blood Spit- 
ting became more violent; and when on the Second and Third 
days after he was Blooded again, the Evil encreas'd upon him 
each time : At length Ligatures being us'd (as before) and a 
PeQtoral Decoction, and a Lohoch carefully taken, -the Diſeaſe 
preſently abated, and in a ſhort time wholly ceas'd : Neverthe- 
leſs he continued the uſe of his Pectoral Decoction, and thin 
Diet, v7. without any Fleſh above fix Weeks, and thereby oh- 
tained truce from his Exemy for three years : And when after- 
wards ſometimes after drinking Wine, or too plentiful a Diet, 
the Blood growing turgid, began to burſt forth of the Lungs, 
preſently by the Ligatures, together with the uſe of the De- 
coCtion and LinCtus, and the thin Diet, the force of it was al- 
ways allay'd. 

Nevertheleſs he became not fo {ecure, but was forc'd to keep 
in a manner always watch and ward againſt that lurking Enemy : 
For not long ſince through the Diſtemper of the Seaſon, he was 
ſeiz'd with a very troubleſome Catarrh , accompanied with a 
Cough, and mnch Spittle which was now and then Bloody, and 
then the former Medicines did not do : Whereupon of his own 
head he betook himſelf to new things 3 and Furſt of all he took 
Evenings and Mornings a ſpoonful .of the Syrup of the Juice of 
ground Ivy, and found thereby great good ; but that Syrup, by 
reaſon of the Sugar, growing in a ſhort time loathſome to him, 
he took twice a day in a ſpoonful of ſome Liquor to half a Dram, 
or-a Dram of the Powder of that Herb well prepar'd ; which Re- 
medy being us'd a long time, he became much better as to his 
Catarrh and Cough, but his Blood Spitting breaking forth now 
and then, though it were in a ſmall quantity, he chang'd his Me- 
dicine 
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- dicine again ; and took twice a day a Powder of the Tops; and e- 
ſpecially of the hairy Excreſcencies of the (weet Bryar Tree: 
Which Medicine alone, a certain Phyſician formerly renown'g 
for the Cure of Spitting Blood, had us'd with great ſucceſs : Nor 
did our Patient receive a leſs proſperous effect from that Remes 
dy : For by it he preſently got wholly free from his Cough, Cax 
tarrh, and Blood Spitting, and ſo continued for a very long time, 
till at length — this Diſeaſe of his Breft wholly conquer'd, 
and therefore to be lighted, he took up arms againft the other 
more ancient, viz. the Palſey. Wherefore whilit negleCting his 
Spitting Blood, he took daily to overcome that Diftemper, x 
large Doſe of hot Medicines, vx. Magiſtral waters diftill'd with 
Wine, Spirit of Hartſhorn, of Sal Armoniack, Aromatick Pow- 
ders and ConfeCtions, and indulg'd himſelf likewiſe to a more 
plentiful Diet, drinking Ale and Wine moderately, the roaring 
Lion which ſeem'd before a fleep, rous'd himſelf again, wz3. he 
had not long continued that Antiparalitick Method, but the Blood 
Spitting return'd with a very great violence, fo that in the ſpace 
of twenty four hours, he Cough'd forth above three pounds of 
frothy Elood and afterwards when a Phyfician being call'd, he 
was'preſently Ordered to be Let Blood, after bleeding the Blood 
Spitting beginning to be abated ( as it was always wont before ) 
was provok'd a freſh : Which nevertheleſs after the Applicati- 
on of the Ligatures, and the diligent taking of the Lindtus and 
Petoral Decotion , was preſently mitigated , and (in a ſhort 
time wholly ceas'd. And when afterwards he had usd aboye 
Three Months the PeCtoral Decoction, and an entirely thin Diet, 
vix. without Fleſh, and of meer Herbs, Corn, and Milk Meats, he 
recovered in a ſhort time his former health, and now lives in that 
ſtate, triumphing over that cruel Diſeaſe. 

This Perſon always found the ufe of the PeCtoral Decoction 
to do him good : Wherefore though he chang'd now and then 
his other Medicines, he always retain'd the fame Compoſition of 
that; and recommended it to many other Perſons ſeizd with a 
Blobd Spitting with ſucces. 

The Form of the Preſcript is thus. 

Take all the Saunders, of each ſix Drams , Infuſe them for twelve 
hours m ſeven pounds of vm water,then let it boil till a third part 
be waſted, after add of the Leaves of Coltsfoor;Maiden hair, Mouſ-ear, 
Speedwel, Flowers of St. Fohn's-wort , of each two handfuls, ſiveet 
Fennel-ſeeds ſix Drams, Licorice ſlit half an Ounce, Raiſms ſton'd, 
half a pound, boil them to four pounds ; then ſtrain it, and uſe it for 

your ordinary drink, 

Moreover,when tle Blood Spitting was upon him,or was coming» 
he took thrice, or oftner in a day the quantity of a Nutmeg of the

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following EleCtuary, drinking after it ſeven ſpoonfuls of the Jus 


lape. 

"Take Conſerve of red Roſes three OuncesConſerve of Hipps and Comn- 
phrey, of each an Ounce and a half, Dragons Blood a Dram , Species 
of Hyacinth two Scruples, red Coral a Dram, with ion quantity 
of Syrup of red Sg » Mix them, and make a ſoft Blefuary, take 
at Night, and early in the Morning a Dram and a half , drinkin 
after 1t a draught of the following Julape;. at other times let him tals 
it with wir of Lacorice. | 

Take of the Waters of Plantain, and of the Spawn of Frogs, of each 
fix Drams, Syrup. of Coral, and of dryd Roſes, of each an Ounce; 
Dragons Blood two Scruples : Mix them, make 4 Julape. |

Inſtruttions and Preſcripts for Curing, a Peripneus 


monutad:; 


Þ'® Peripneumonia is an Inflammation of the Lungs with an 
Acute Feaver, a Cough, and a difficulty of Breathing z it is 
caus'd by a ruſhing of the Blood into the DuCtus's of the Lungs, 
and its being there inflam'd and obſtructed. 

The Primary Indication in order to the Cure of a Peripneu= 
monia is, that the Blood forc'd into the Veſſels of the Lungs, 
and cauſing there an Obſtruction with an Inflammation, be 
thence diſcuſt, and reſtor'd to its former Circulation , which if 
it may not be done, the Second Indication will be, that that 
matter be duly Concocted or Suppurated, and with all expedition 
voided by Spittle. | | 

I. Whilſt the former Indication holds good, the Intentions 
of Curing will be theſe following : hn the Firſt place, That the 
exceflive current of the Blood to the part affected be cut off, or 
ſome way hindred. Secondly, We muſt endeavour that the mat= 
ter {tagnating in the Lungs, or extravaſated; be ſuck'd up again 
by the Veins into the reſt of the Maſs, and reſtor'd to its Circus 
lation : Which the better to effect. Thirdly, The Blood mult be 
freed of its clammineſs, or viſcous fiature, whereby its fluidity is 
hindred. And Fourthly, We muſt obviate by fit Remedies thoſe 
Symptoms that are very prefling 2: viz. the Feaver, Gough, Watch» 
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Ings, and difficulty of Breathing : But if notwithſtanding all this, 


the other Indication muſt be purſued, we muſt add to the Re- 
meth es betore — as they commonly call Maturating 
and Expectorating Medicines. 

I» To ſatisfy the Firſt and Second Intentions together, Bloods 
ing is requiſite almoſt in every Peripneumonia, nay ſometimes it 
ought to. be often repeated : For the Veſſels being emptied of 
Blood, they do not only withdraw the matter which maintains 
the Diſeaſe, but likewiſe drink up again what was forc'd into the 
part affected : Wherefore if the {trength holds, and the Pulſe be 
of a ſufficient vigour, its good to bleed freely at the very begin- 
ning, but otherwiſe you muſt doit in a moderate quantity, and 
repeat it now and then as occaſion requires: In this Diſtemper 
the Vein ſhould always be open'd with a large Orifice, and the 
Blood ſhould not only Ifſue forth in a full ſtream, but its running 
ſhould be continued; for otherwiſe if in the midſt of bleeding, 
whilſt the vitiated Blood flows forth, the Orifice be ſtop'd with 
the Finger, ( as ſome are wont to do to prevent fainting ) when 
its open'd again, a pretty good Blood will Iflue forth next, the 
vitiated Blood , if any ſuch be remaining, being fallen back, 
and not preſently returning to the Orifice. Beſides Bleeding, 
many other Remedies are here to be us'd, v7. ſuch as repreſs the 
turgid motion of the Blood, and empty its DuCtus's, whereby 
the Morbifick matter may be drank up again : Wherefore a very 
thin Diet is preſcrib'd, confiſting almoit meerly of Barley and 
Oat-meats. And though Catharticks are wholly forbidden, be- 
cauſe they ſtrongly-exagitate the Blood,and force it more violently 
into the part affected : Nevertheleſs Glyſters ought to be daily 
Adminiftred which- gently eaſe the Belly, and draw the dreggy 
Excrements of the Blood downwards. Moreover qualifying Julapes 
and Apozemes,which allay the fervour of the Blood, and pleaſant- 
ly lead off its ſaperfluons Serofities, and likewiſe gently open the 
paſſages of the Breſt, are taken with good effect. 

The Third Intention of Curing which has regard to the take* 
ing away of the obſtructing clanmineſs, or viſcous nature of 
the Blood, is- perforin,'d wholly by thoſe Remedies which looſen 
its over-cloſe Texture, and diffolve the Combinations of its Salts, 
And truly thofe-Remedies which Reaſon and Analogy might di- 
Cate in this reſpeCt, are us'd even at this time after a long expe- 
perience : For Powders of Shells, the Tus of a Boar, the Jaw- 
bone of a Pike, and other things endow'd with an Alkaliſate 
Salt; alfo-Sal Pranella are preſcnb'd by all PraCtitioners , both 
Ancient and modern. I have known Spirit of Sal Armoniack;, 
and of Hartſhorn, to have done great good in this Diſcafe : And 
for the ſame Reaſon it is ( v3. Becauſe of the good effect of the 

I Volatile 
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Volatile Salt ) that an Infuſion of Horfe-dung , thotgh' a yulgar 
Remedy, has often given great relief. | 

Foxrthly,, As to the Symptoms and. their Cures, a._great many 
Remedies appropriated to theſe, are Coincident with the former! 
For the ſame Julapes and Apozemes which appeaſe the fervour 
of the Blood, and alfo reſtore the Animal Spigits , are in meſt 
common uſe againſt the Feaver : To which alfo-in reſpect of the 
Cough, and the difficulty of Breathing, temperate Pectorals are 
joyn'd : The greateſt difficulty is, what muft be given agaiult 
want of ſleep, if at any time the Perſon be very.much moleſted 
by it : For Opiats adding to the prejudice of Reſpiration, which 
is under fome ſtreſs from the beginning of this Diſeaſe, may 
ſcarce be taken with ſafety, nay ſometimes they become pernici- 
ous : Wherefore Laudanum's, and the ſtronger preparations of 
Opium muft be utterly avoided in a Peripneumonia z though in 
the mean time Anodines, and the more gentle Hypnoticks, as 
eſpecially the Water and Syrup of red Poppies are not only al- 
low'd, but accounted Specificks in this Diſeaſe, and in the Pleu- 
riſy : Moreover we may ſometimes uſe Diacodiats ſo the ftrength 
holds, and the Pulſe be ſtrong, and in a good temper : For the 
pain of the Breſt, if at any time it proves troubleſome, its pro» 
—_— uſe ſometimes Oyntments , Fomentations ; and Cata- 
plaſms. | 

The Secondary Therapeutick Indication, whereof the Intenti- 
ons are to Concoct , and to difctarge by Spittle,, the matter 
ſticking in the Lungs, ( fince it cannot be diſcuft, 'or drank up 
again ) requires Medicines commonly call'd Maturatives and Ex> 
peCtoratives ; but they nm{t both be temperate, to wit, ſuch *as 
rather appeaſe than exaſperate the Thirit and: Feaverith heat. 
We have given you before in the Chapter of the” Cough , | the 
kinds of theſe Medicines , which are properly calld Pectogzals. 
We ſhall now ſet down the choiceſt Preſcripts, and moſt propex 
for this affect. | 


Preſcripts of Medicines. 


I.2. Medicines Conducing to the Firſt and Second Intention, 
are preſcrib'd according to the Forms following. 


TX Water of Ladies Thiſtle ten Ounces, of red Poppies three Oun- 

ces, Syrup of the ſame an Ounce, Pearl prepar'd a Dram : Make 

a Tuape, the Doſe 15 ſix ſpronfuls every fourth hour.

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Take the Waters of Black-Cherries, Carduus Benedifus,and Baum, 


of each four Ounces, Powder of a Boars Tuck, a Dram , Syrup of | 


Viclets ten Drams: Make a Julate, and take it after the ſame 
manner. 

Take Graſs Roots three Ounces, ſhavings of Toory and Hartſhorn, of 
each three Drams, Raiſins fton'd an Ounce and a half, Licorice two 
Drams ; boil them in three pounds of fountain water to two pounds, 
ro the ſtraming add Syrup of Violets an Ounce, Sal Prunella a Dram : 
Make an Apoxeme, take to three or four Ounces thrice a day. 

For the ſame Intention , viz. that the emptied Veſſels may 
withdraw the matter maintaining the Diſeaſe, or may drink up 
again the Morbifick matter it fe!f, a Purge alſo is preſcrib'd by 
ſome : In the PraCtiſe of the Ancients, it was a thing in conſtant 
uſe after bleeding, to Order Preparatives and Purgers againſt 
this Diſeaſe, as well as againſt __ others : And Chymiſts of late 
with a greater confidence give Vomits, and cry them up before 
all other Remedies in a Peripneumonia. Nay further, neglecting 
bleeding, or forbidding it, they lay the chiet ſtreſs of their Cure 
in Antumonial Emeticks, though I know not whether any thing 
can be imagin'd more pernicious than that their raſh proceeding, 
In ruſtick and robuſt Bodies ſometimes this Medicine is given 
without harm,but in tender Conſtitutions it may be reckon'd little 
Inferiour to poyſon : And as to purging, though it be not proper 
in the very. beginning, but in a manner always does harm, yet 
the Morbifick matter ceafing to flow to the part , and the effter- 
veſcence of the Blood being appeas'd, you may empty the Body 
gently with a Purging Medicine. 

Take Gereons Decottion of Sena four Ounces, Syrup of Roſes Solu- 
lutive an Ounce : Mix them, make a Potion. 

Take the beſt Sena three Drams, whole Caſſia, Tamarinds, of each 
half an Ounce, Coriander-ſeeds two Drams: Boil them in a ſuffi 
cient quantity of fountain water, to ſix Ounces; to the ſlraining 
add Syrup of Violets an Ounce, Clarifie it with the White of an Egg, 
and grve it. 

Let not Purges be given always, nor ever in this Diſeaſe with- 
out conſideration, but Gly{ters muſt be given frequently , nay 
for the moſt part every day ; but let them be only Lenitive and 
Emollient, ſo that they gently looſen the Belly without much 
ſtirring the Blood and Humours : For this end Milk, or Whey 
with brown Sugar, or Syrup of Violets often do well.” Or, 

' Take the Leaves of both Mallows, Metilot, and Mercury, of each 4 
handful, Linſeed, and (weet Fennel-ſceds, of each half an Ounce, ſweet 
Prunes, #n number ſix: Boil them in a ſufficient quantity of fountam

Moreover you muſt frequently uſe $al 
Prunella. 2. For the Cough and difficulty of Breathing , Lin» 
&us's, Lohochs, and Decoctions, or Pectoral Julapes are given 
with ſucceſs. | 

Take Syrup of Fajubes, of Maiden-hajr, of each an Ounce and 4 
half, Syrup of Violets an Ounce, Flowers of Nitre a Scruple : Make 4 
Limniw to be taken now and then with a ſtick of Licorice. 

" Take Syrup of Dialthea an Ounce, Diacedium, Syrup of red Poppies 
of each half an Ounce, Crabs Eyes finely powdred two Scruples : Make 
# Linaw to be tahen as the other. 

Take Syrnp of Hyſſop, of Licorice , of exch an Ounce and a hai, 
Powder of red Poppy Flowers a Scruple, Crabs Eyes a Dram, Lohoch 
de Pino ſix Drams : Mix them, make a Loboch, of which take the 
quantity of a Nutmey four times, or oftner in a day. 

Take Roots of Graſs, Chervil, Marſh-mallows, of each an Ounce, 
Figgs in number four, Jujubes, Sebeſtens, of each in number ſix, Rai 
firs of the Sun an Ounce, Licorice three Drams, Barley half an Ounce, 
boil them in three pounds of fountain water to two pounds : Strain it, 
' the Doſe «s three or four Ounces. 

' © Take Raiſins ſton'd an Ounce and a half, Filberts ſlicd in number 
four, Licorice ſlic'd three Drams, Hyſſop-water a pound and a half: 
Make a cloſe and warm Infuſion according to art for fix hours, to the 
ſtraining add Syrup of Althea an Ounce and a half : Make a Julaps, 
the Daje # three or four ſpoonfuls often in a day, ſwallowing it down by 
little and little.

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» Take Oyntment of ows, and the Peitoral Oyntment, of 
exch an Ounce and a half, Oyl of Linſeed freſh drawn a Dram, 
to-which add of the Emplaiſter of Mucilages what ſuffices : Make 
aPlaiſter for the Region of the Breſt, tobe app!y'd on the part affeFed. 

Fifthly, For the laſt Intention of Curing, which anſwering the 
Secondary Indication preſcribes ripening and expeCtorating Medi- 
cnes, the Forms following are proper. 

Take Linſeed Oyl freſh drawn three Ounces, Syrup of Violets two 
Ounces, Hyſſop water half a pound : Mix them in a Glaſs, take two 
o three Ounces thrice a day, ſhaking the Glaſs firſt. 

Take Olibanum powared a Dram, put it in an Apple made hollow, 
and let it Roaſt in hot Embers: Let it be eaten going to Bed, and 
let the perſon do thu three or four times. | 

Take Oyl of ſweet Almonds freſr drawn, Syrup of Maiden-bair, of 
each an Ounce and a half, Sugar Candy two Drams : Bruiſe them in a 
Glaſs Mortar, till they are throughly mixt : Make a Lin##us, and 
take of it often with a ſtick of Licorice. Take alſo a ſpoonful of it thrice 
4 day, in a draught of Poſſet-drink. | 

As to the reſt, the Remedies preſcrib'd in a beginning Phthifick 
are good alſo here. . 

I ſhall now give you an example or two of Perſons affected 
with a Peripneumonia : Whilſt I was writing theſe things, I was 
call'd to one very ill of a Peripneumonia : This Perſon being a- 
bout Fifty Years of Age, of a lean Body, and a Bilious tempera« 
ment 3 upon taking Cold fell into a Feaver with a Congh, a pain 
M his Breſt, and a difficulty of Breathing: Having to lain' fl! 
four days without any Remedy or bs ap Adminiſtration I 
found him in a high Feaver with a Thirſt, and mighty Inflamma- 
tion of his Pracordia, and fetching Breath with great Pain and 
difſi-ulty, bis Thorax much labouring, and being troubled with a 
wheezing in the Wind-pipe, fo that he ſeem'd manifeſtly in the 
very Agony of Death : His Pulſe, though quick and troubled, yet 
being itrong enough, I preſently ordered eight or ten Ounces of 
Blood to be taken from him : By which finding ſome eaſe, after 
three hours intermiflion, a Glyſter being firſt Aqminiſtred, I or- 
dered him to Bleed again to twelve Ounces. Moreover, I di- 
rected him to take twelve drops of Spir:t of Hartſhorn every fixth 
Hour with a proper Julape, and betwixt whiles, a Dole of the 
tollowing Powder. 

Tahe Powder of Crabs Eyes, and Sal Prunella, of each a Dram and 
4 half, Pearl a Dram, Sugar Candy two Scruples : Make a Powder, 
avide it into eight parts. 

He took alſo a Draught of a PeCtoral Apozeme often at plea- 
fure; by the ufe of thele things, all the Symptoms began to a- 
bate within three days, and the night following he (weated bm 

ept 
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ſlept a little : The Day after he was Blooded again, and after- 
wards the ſame Medicines being continued, he perfectly recove» 
red within four or five days: The Blood taken from him was al 
ways in its ſurface viſcous and ill coloured, 

A Gentleman of a Sanguine Complexion, and a ſtrong habit 
of Body after immoderate drinking of Wine, fell into a Feaver 
with a dangerous Peripneumonia 3 ſo that thirſt and heat very 
much prefling him, and fitting upright always in his Be3, or in 
his Chair, and almoſt continually panting, he had very much a 
do to draw in Air enough to ſupport Life: He being not able to 
loſe much Blood at a time, I drew Blood twice or thrice from him 
one day after another, frequent Glyſters were Adminiſtred. More. 
over Apozemes; Julapes, alſo Spirit of Sal Armoniack, and Pow- 
ders of Shells were given him by turns : Within four or five days 
the Feaver abated ſomewhat, and he began to breath better, and 
to take now and then ſhort ſleeps, though he complain'd ſtill of ; 
mighty heavineſs upon his Breaſt, and an intolerable oppreſſion 
of his Lungs. Wherefore bleeding being no longer ſafe, I aps 

ly'd large Veſicatories to his Arms and Legs: The Bliſters in 
bis Arms dry'd up in a ſhort time; but thoſe on his Legs did 
not only continue open, but ran mightily after five or fix days, 
and fo for near a Month daily diſcharg'd a vaſt quantity of a 
moſt ſharp humour : In the mean time his Lungs grew better 
by little and little, and at length were wholly freed of their ins 
cumberance. Laſtly, The Bliſters raisd by the Velicatories, 
could very hardly be throughly Cur'd, and not without frequent 
Purging. 


Of the Pleurifie: 


CHAP: IV: 


Inflruftions and Preſcripts for the Cure of the 
Plearife: 


He Pleurifie is an Inflammation of the Plea caus'd by a 
boiling Blood flowing into it through the Vertebral Arte- 
fies, and there growing clammy , with a continual and acute 
Feaver, a pricking pain of the fide, a Cough, and a difficulty of 
breathing. | 
When a Pleurifie commencing paſfles into a Peripneumonia; or 
an Empyema, or inclines to a Phthiſick; there is a proper method 
of Cure particularly ſet down in each of thoſe Diſeaſes for it : 
But as to what concerns our preſent purpoſe, Three Indications 
preſent themſelves for a primary and fample Pleuriſie, v4. a Cura» 
tory, Preſervatory and Vital one. | 
The Firft Indication takes care that the Inflammation or Ob- 
ſtruction of the Blood in the Lungs be remov'd by all poflible 
means as ſoon-as may be : Wherefore in a Pleurifie let a Vein be 
open'd, and ſo the ſtrength holds, and the Pulſe be ſtrong, let 
the Perſon bleed freely; and truly it is much better to take a 
large quantity of Blood at firſt; and every time after ( as often as 
there is need to repeat it ) than to Bleed often, and to draw a 
a little at a time; becauſe a great many portions of the Blood 
grown clamimy and degenerated into a viſcous nature, are gathe- 


- red together about the part affected ; which unleſs withdrawn 


from thence, upon a great emptying of the Veſſels by a large 
emiſſion of Blood, ſo that the greateſt part of them flow 
forth, the bleeding will be fruftrated of its defired affect : Its all 
one in which Arm the Vein be open'd, though its now common- 
ly done on the fide affected. 

But if by reaſon of the weakneſs of the Pulſe, and the failin 
of the Animal faculty, you ought neither to Bleed at Firſt, nor 
to repeat it though the pain be very urgent ; then Cupping-Glat- 
fes with a Scarification being apply'd to the place griey'd, may 
very well ſupply its place: Moreover to take away the Inflam- 
wation of the Pleura , befides an Evacuation of Blood by breath- 
mga Vein freely, or by Scarification, its Serous and other Ex- 
crementitious humours muft alſo be ſet upon, and be gently 
purg'd forth of its Maſs ; and from the Bowels by Siege, Urine, 


#"> Sweat: Strong Purges are juſtly forbidden , becauſe they 
a? troubles 
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trouble the Blood, and force it farther into the Places affected; 
and Antimonial' Vomits ( though approved by ſome) are neither 
ſafe, nor grounded upon reaion. Let Glyſters be frequently, or 
rather daily Adminiſtred; nay and ſometimes gentle Purges maj 
be allow'd fo the Feaver be not very great, qualifying Julapes and 
Decoctions, and things gently moving Sweat or Urine, ſuch a 
before preſcrib'd for the Peripneumonia, are alſo proper here, 
Let all hot things of a ſharp or ſmart nature, whether they are 
Spices, or things containing a Vinous Spirit , be carefully + 
voided. 

The Second Indication being for preſervation, and directed 
gainſt the clammineſs and efferveſcency of- the Blood, preſcribes 
thoſe Medicines, which conſiſting of a Volatile, or Alkaliſate Salt, 
deſtroy the Combinations entred into by the Acid, fixt,and other 
wiſe Morbifick Salts, with other more groſs Particles: In which 
reſpect the Eyes and Claws of Crabs, the Tusk of a Boar, the 
Stone of Carps, the Jaw-bone of a Pike, the Bone in the Heart 
of a Stag, the Pille of a Deer, Sal Prunella, Salt of Coral, the Vo- 
latile Salt of Urine, or of Hartſhorn, Powder of Goats Blood, 
Infufion of Horſedung , Spirit of Hartſhorn , of Sal Armoniack, 
Spirit of Tartar, Mixtura Simplex, Bezoartick Mineral, Antimo- 
ny Diaphoretick , Flowers of Sal Armoniack, are very famous 
Remedies in the Pleurifte, | 

The Third and Vital Indication, which takes care that the 
ſtrength and Vital heat be preſerv'd in their due Tone and State, 
during the Courſe of the Diſeaſe, preſcribes principally a fit Diet, 
and likewiſe Cordial Remedies and Anodines, and things which 
ſeaſonably aftord Relief to other Symptoms, if haply they preſent: 
Firſt, in a true Pleurifie you muſt order a moſt thin Diet, w#, 
conſiſting of meer Oat, and Barley-meats, and tor ordinary drink, 
Ptiſan or Poſſet-drink is more proper than Beer alone, though in 
a mighty thirſt, this alſo may be allow'd in a moderate quantity, 
Moreover to quench thirſt, Julapes, Apozemes and Emnlſfions 
may be taken at ſet times, to all which let Sal Prunella be added. 
Secondly, let only temperate Cordials be given, which may gent- 
ly refreſh the Animal Spirits, and not add to the Accenfion of the 
Blood which burns before too fiercely : For theſe intents the 
Witers of Ladies Thiſtle, Carduus BenediFus, Bawm, Borage, Cow- 

flips, and Black: Cherries, are uſually given with good ſucceſs, to 
which the Powders of Pearl and Coral may be added. Thirdly, 
Anodines muſt be uſed both inwardly to procure ſleep, if at any 
time it be, very much wanted; as a!(o outwardly to eaſe the pain 
of the de : The moſt uſual things of the former kind are the di- 
ſtill'd water, Syrnp, and Powder of the red Poppy, which are ac- 


— 
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counted Specihcks in the Pleurilie, as well as in the Peripneumo*- | 
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nia. Moreover, when a very acute pain and watchings preſs ve” 
ry much, we may give alſo Diacodiats : Againſt Pains, Oynt- 
ments, Fomentations, Cataplaſms, and ſometimes the 'warm In- 
wards of Animals newly kill'd, are proper to be applyed. 

I ſhall now give you Select Forms of Medicines adapted to each 
of theſe Indications. 


Firſt, Therefore abont the beginning of the Diſeaſe, to take a- 
way the Inflammation, Julapes, Apozemes, Powders,Glyſters, and 
gentle Purges are wont to be preſcribd. 

Take Water of Ladies Thiſtle eight Ounces, TWater of red Poppies 
four Ounces, Syrup of the ſame an Ounce, Sal Prunella a Dram : Make 
a Fulape, the Doſs is two or three Ounces every third hour. 

Take Graſs Roots four Ounces, Barley half an Ounce , parings of 
Apples a handful, Raiſins of the Sun an Ounce, Licorice two Ounces ; 
bol them in three pounds of fountain water to two pounds : To the 
cleer ſtraining add Hyrup of Violets an Ounce and a half , Sal Pru- 
nella a Dram and 4 half: Make an Apozeme, the Doſe 1s two or three 
Ounces often in a day. 

Take Sal Prunella two Drams, Flowers of Nitre a Dram, Powder 
of the Flowers of red Poppies two Scruples, Sugar Candy four Scruples ; 
Make a Powder, the Doſe x half a Dram, three or four times a 


Take of the Decofion of Mallews Roots and all, together with ſweet 
Prunes a pound, Syrup of Viglets three Ounces, Sal Prunella a Dram t 
Make a Ghyſter. ; 

Take of whole Caſſia bruitsd two Ounces, Tamarinds an Ounce, 
white Roſe Flowers a handful, Coriander-ſeeds two Drams ; boil them 
m a ſufficient quantity of fountain water to a pound : To the ſtraining 
add Syrup of Cichory with Rhubarb two Drams : Clarify it with the 
Woite of an E2g, the Doſe # five or ſix Ounces in the Morning, for 
two or three days one after the other. | 


Secondly, To diflolve the clammineſs or coagulating Viſcouſ- 
neſs of the Blood, the following things are of uſe, v7. in the Form 


of a Drink, Powder, and Spirit. 

Take freſh Horſedung four Ounces, Carduus water a pound and 4 
half; make a cloſe and warm Infuſion for two hours, then filter the 
Liquor, to which add Syrup of the Fuice of Dandelion, or of Cichory 
two Ounces, Spirit of Sal Armoniack, a Dram, ge froe or ſix ſpoons 
ju's three or four times a day 

For this end Water of Horſedung does admirably well. 

Take Horſedumg four pounds, Leaves of Carduus Benedidtts, Ladies 
Thiſtle, Scabious, Pimpernel, of each three handfuls; being ſlic'd and 


mixt together , pour to them of «A As pounds , aiſtil _ 
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with cemmon Organs : The Doſe two or three Ounces, either alogs, 
or with ocher distill's Waters m the Form of a Julape. | 

For the ſame uſe the TinCtures or Solutions of other Dungy 
are given by ſome Phyficians,. and are highly magnifyed by them. 
Helmont deſervedly commends in the Pleurifie the Dung of an Ox, 
Panarolus P:dgcons Dung, others the White of Hens Dung : Epipha- 
nius Ferdinandus uſually gave with good ſucceſs in the Pleuriſy, 
the Decottion of Tobacco macerated in new Wine. Valeriola uſed the 
Deco@tion of the Flowers of red Poppies, as a try'd and familiar Re 
medy. Sylvns preſcribes the following mixture to be taken one 
{poonful after another, by little Intervals of time. 

Take the waters of Stone-Parſly and Hyſſap, of each two Ounceg, 
Fennel-water an Ounce, fimple Treacle water half an Ounce, Lauda 
num Opiatum four Grains, Sal Armoniack balf a Dram Syrup of red 
Poppies an Ounce : Mix them. 

To this compoſition, Frederick Deckers adds Powder of Craby 
Eyes, and Bexoartich Mineral of eaci a Scruple. 

Medicines very efficacious for this uſe, are wont to be given in 
the Form of a Powder ; for Example, 

Take Powder of Crabs Eyes two Drams, Sal Prunella a Dram and 4 
bai'f, red Poppy Flowers half a Dram : Mix them, make a Powder, 
the Doſe us half a Dram, three or four times i a day, with a fit Ve 
picle. 

Inſtead of Crabs Eyes, you may uſe the Powder of the Faw-bone 
of a Pike, or of a Boars Tush, or of a Stags or Bulls Pile, and if 
theſe'do not incceed, you may try What follows. 

Take Antimony Diaphoretich, or its Ceruſe, or Begoartick: Mineral 
two Drams, Volatile Salt of Hartſhorn half a Dram, Powder of red 
Poppy Flowers two Scruples : Make a Powder, the Doſe a Scruple or 
balf a Dram, thrice or oftner in a day. 

It is for the ſame Intention of Curing, that Riverius gives Powder 
of Chimney Soot, from balf a Dram to a Dram,and that others give 
the Powder of Pigeons or Hens Dung . Nay farther, according to 
this Analogy by which the Dungs of Animals ftor'd with a Vola- 
tile Salt give relief in this Diſeaſe; its probable that the Dung of 
a Dog may prove no leſs ſucceſsful in Curing the Pleurifie than in 
the Squinancy ; and ſo much the more likely, becauſe theſe Ditca- 
ſes often interchange their Types, and the one aſſumes the like- 
neſs of the other : Chymical Liquors endow d with a Volatile 
Salt, ſometimes alſo work great effects in the Pleuritie. 

Take Spirit of Blood two Drams, Red Poppy water three Ounces, 
Syrup of the ſame an Ounce: Mix them, grove a ſpoonful of it ever) 
other while. | 
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" Take Spirit of Sal Armoniaach diſtill'd with Olibanum three Drams, | 


the Doſe # from twelve drops to fifteen or twenty, three or four times | 
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4 day in a fit Vehicle. After the ſame manner you may give Spirit of 
Urme, of Soot, or of Hartſhorn. 

_ Spirit of Tartar three Drams : The Doſe s 4 Scruple in a fit 
Vehicle. 

Take Mixtura Simplex three Drams : The Daſe # from a Seruple 
10 half 4 Dram. 


3- As to the Third Indication, beſides a thin Diet, Cordial Re- 
medies, and Anodines are prefcrib'd : Forms of the former kind 
may be ſupply'd by the Julapes and Apozemes preſcrib'd for the 
firſt Indication,and by the Spirits and Powders for the Second : In- 
ward Anodines to be given in Watchings, and in a very Intenſe 
pain are preſcribd according to the Forms following, 

Take red Poppy water two Qunces , Syrup of the ſame fix Drams, 
= of Hartſhorn twelve drops : Make a draught to be taken going 
to Bed. 

If we muſt go higher, Take Carduus water two Ounces, Diacod:- 
un from three Drams to balf an Ounce, or ſix Drams, Spirit of Sdl 
Armoniack, with Frankincenſe half a Scruple : Make a draught. Somes« 
times, though rarely, its neceſſary to riſe to Laudanum's, which being 
ſeaſonably given, have a mighty good effeft, inaſmuch as they procure 
Sleep, and move Sweat and Urine. | 

Take water of Cowſlip Flowers two Ounces, Laudanum' Tartarit d, 
from ſixteen drops to ewenty, Spirit of Blood half a Scruple, Syrup of 
Violets two Drams : Mingle them, make a draught. 

Outward Anodines are uſually preſcribd in the Form of an 
Oyntment, Fomentation, and Cataplaſm. s 

Take Oyntment of Marſh-Mallows two Ounces, Oyl of ſweet Almonds 
an my, Album Gracum two Drams: Mix them by braying them 
together. 

Take of the Emplaiſter of Mucilages two Ounces and a half; 
Malax 1t with Of of Linſeed , and let it be applyd upon Lann 
Paper. 

Take the tops of Both Mallows, Leaves of Mercury and Beets, of 
each three handfuls : Boil them in a ſufficient quantity of fountain 
water ; let the ſtraining be usd for a Fomentation. 

Take the remaining faces of the Herbs , after the Liquor s wrung 
forth, and being bruisd, add to it of Oat-meal fix Drams, Linſeed, 
Fenugreek-ſeeds, of each tuwo Qunces, Omtment of Marſh-Mallows 
two Ounces : Make a Cataplaſm. 

[ need not go far for Stories and Inſtances of perſons tronbled 
with the Plcurifie ; for I have a notable Example of this Diſeaſe 
now under Cure, viz. a very fine young Woman, ſubject moſt 
frequently, and as it were habitually to that affect, is committed 
{2 uy care. This Virgin, Who is very fair, of a Sanguine Com- 
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plexion, but of a weakly Conſtitution, has been wont for many 
years paſt upon every ſlight occaſion, vix» upon taking Cold, 
by errours in any of the fix nonnatural things,nay ſometimes upon 
the meer change of the Seaſon, or of the Air,to fall into a Feaver, 
preſently accompanied with -pains of the Pleura, a Cough, and x 
difficulty of Breathing, and for the moſt part horrible Convulſ- 
ons following them. She has been taken ſo very ill formerly of 
this Diſtemper, that ſhe has been often forc'd to keep her Cham- 
ber fix Months or more every year but of late, though ſhe he 
not freed from this affliction, yet ſhe is ſeldomer tormented with 
it : The laſt year ſhe was pretty well all the Summer, and well 
near all the Autumn ; about the beginning of Winter ſhe fell fick 
of that Diſeaſe, and now towards the end of it, is fallen ill again, 
The Pleuritick pain conſtantly poſlefles the right fide, where the 
Blood ſticking, and being extravaſated in its paſſage about the 
Intercoſtal Muſcles, the Irritated Fibres commence a moſt tor- 
menting pain, together with a Convulfiye motion of Coughing 
which they reiterate almoſt perpetually : In the mean time the 
Lungs being ſound enough, and open in their paſſages,readily con- 
vey the Blood, as clammy as it is, without any lett or ſtay, which 
often is the cauſe of a Peripneumonia. No Remedies are wont 
to do good to this perſon without Bleeding, which is always 6 
particularly neceſſary, that every time ſhe is ill, we are forc'd even 
whether we will or no, to repeat it two or three times, nay ſome- 
times oftner : The Blood emitted has conſtantly a Viſcous and 
whitiſh Film on its ſurface. This Diſeaſe was always a ſimple 
Pleurifie without any Peripneumonia, and for its Cure ſhe con- 
ſtantly us'd the following method with ſucceſs. 

Take Spirit of Sal Armoniack, with Gum Ammoniacum three 


Drams, g1ve from fifteen drops to twenty thrice 4 day, with the follow- 


ing Fulape. 

Take Carduus water, Black-Cherry water, of each ſix Ounces, Hyſte- 
rick water a Dram, Sugar ſix Drams : Betwixt whites ſhe took a Doſe 
of Powder with three Ounces of an Apoxeme. 

Take the Powders of Crabs Eyes, of a Bores Tusk, of Sal Pru- 
nella, of each a Dram : Make a Powder , divide ut into ſix 
parts. 

Take Graſs Roots three Ounces, Candied Eringo's an Ounce , ſha- 
wings of Toory and Hartſhorn, of each two Drams, parings of Apples 
a handful, Raiſins of the Sun an Ounce : Boil them in three pounds 
of fountain water to two pounds; add to the ſtraining , Syrup of 
Violets an Ounce , Sal Prunella a Dram : Mix them, make an Av

Inſtruftions and Preſcripts for the Cure of an 
Empyema.

. 


Y the word Empyema, according to its uſual acceptation, is 

denoted a Collection of Pus, or corrupted matter within 
the Cavity of the Thorax, by which the Organs of Reſpiration 
are oppreft : That Pus commonly flowing thither, either from a 
Pleurifie , or a Peripneumonia ( and ſometimes haply from a Squz= 
nancy ) ſuppurated and broken. 

As to the Cure of an Empyema, we muſt in the Firſt place con- 
ſider whether the figns of this Diſeaſe, as to the reality of its 
preſent Being, be certain or doubtful; if certain, there will not 
be much need of Phyſick, but only the Body being prepar'd , 
you may preſently proceed to open the fide. Therefore if after 
a Pleurifie or Peripneumonea not rightly Cur'd, or after an inward 
effuſion of Blood occaſion'd by a ſtroak, fall, or wound, there 
be perceiv'd a floating of Pws, or of corrupted or bloody matter 
within the Cavity of the Thorax, and this with httle or no Spit- 
ting, we need no longer think of Maturating or Expectorating 
Medicines ; but the Belly being looſen'd, and the Blood and hus 
mours duly qualified by Julapes, Apozemes, and Anodines, either 
order a bare Inciſfion ; or in tender and timorous perſons, Firſt, 
let a Cautery be apply'd betwixt the ſixth and ſeventh Vertebre, 
and after the Eſchar being rais'd, let the Incifion Knife be entred 
obliquely towards the hinder and upper parts, and that leiſurely, 
and by little and little, till it penetrate into the Cavity of the 
{orax, and then a little filver Pipe being put in, let the matter 
Within contain'd, be let forth ſome at one time, and ſome at an- 
other, but ſo that as far as the ſtrength will bear, the evacuation 
of the whole humour be as quick as may be; tor a portion of it 
being left within, upon frequent admitſion of air to it, will {tinch 
moſt horridly within a few days; to prevent which evil, or ſudden- 


ly 
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ly to remove it; let a vulnerary and abfterfive Liquor be injected 
with a Syringe twice or thrice a day. After the Incifion is duly 
perform'd with what elfe belongs to it, well known to skilfy! 
Chirurgions, there will not be much more left for a Phyſician to 
do : He mult preſcribe a proper Diet, frequent Gliſters to looſen 
the Belly ( as often as occaſion requires ) and likewiſe vulnerary 
Medicines commonly fo calld, which hinder the diflolution of 
— , and its running into Serofities prejudicial to the 
; Bre 

But if the Signs of this Diſeaſe are not certain, and ( as it us 
ſually happens when a Peripneumonia, or an Impoſtume of the 
Lungs precede it ) are wholly doubtful, you muſt not proceed 
to an Incifion too haſtily or inconfiderately : For I have known 
ſome Spitting forth a purilent matter, nay a fetid Pus, to whom 
an Incifion of the Thorax has proy'd of no good effect, and not 
without ſome prejudice. Therefore till it ſhall appear by infal- 
lible Signs that it is an abſolute Em-pyema you may uſe for 2 
while expectorating Medicines ( ſuch as before preſcrib'd for 
Curing a Peripneumonia) and alſo things gently moving an Evz 
cuation by Urine and Sweat : But theſe at length availwg nothing 
and the Empyemaa 1till continuing or encreas'd ( fance it is better, 
ſo there be ſtrength, to try a doubtful Remedy than none ) you 
may proceed to the Inciſton. 

As to Forms of Medicines requiſite for Curing an Empyema; 
before the Incifion the ſame Remedies are proper, which are pre- 
{ſcrib'd for a Pemipneumonia, but the incifton being over; the fol- 
lowing will be of particular ufe: 

Againſt Faintings and Swoonings , which happen during 
that Operation, or after it : _ Let the following Julape be al- 
ways in a readineſs to he taken now and then to four or five 
ſpoonfuls: | 

Take the Waters of Bawm , and of Black Cherries , of each ſix 
Ounces, Aqua Mirabils an Ounce, Pearl powdred a Dram, Syrup 
Clove Gilh-flowers an Ounce : Mingle them, make a Julape. 
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Let the following Decoftion be taken three or four 
times a day.

Take Powder of Crabs Eyes two Drams, Flowers of Sulphur a Dram, 
Sul Prunelld half a Dram, Species of Diarrhodon Abbaty a Scruple, Ve- 
nice Turpentine _ , twhat fiffces : Make a Maſs , and form it 
imo Pills : or the Turpentine being omitted let the ſame Medicine 
be taken in the Form of a Powder, from half a Dram to two Scruples 
twice a day. 


CH AP. VI. 


Inſtrutions arid Preſcripts for Curing the Impo- 
Stume if the Lungs. 


He Morbifick matter of this Vomica, or Impoſtume of the 
Lungs is always a meer Pus, which nevertheleſs is there 
engendred tacitely, and as it were unawares, without a Feaver 
or Inflammation, and l1yes ſo private, that it ſcarce preſents any 
figns of it (elf, but a little Cough, which at firſt is dry, then 
turns moiſt, which continuing fome time, the Breath is drawn 
with ſome difficulty, the Spirits faint, and the Body wears away 
by little and little, though in the mean time the Spittle has no 
Pu or Blood mixt with it : But if the Impoſtume unexpeRtedly 

breaks, it commonly kills the Patient. 
If after the Impoſtume is broken,. and the Purulent Spittle be- 
ginning to come away with eaſe, and the ſtrength holding on, 
R there 
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there be room for any method of Cure : The Primary Indicat?. 
ons according to the common cuſtom in moſt Diſeaſes muſt he 
theſe three, viz. Curatory, Prefervatory, and Vital. The Firſt, 
directs that the matter of the Impoſtume be with ſpeed evacux 
ted by Spitting, and that the fides of it be- cleans'd and made 
ſound again as much as poflible. The Second provides againſt a 
confluence ob new matter to that Receptacle, and other neigh+ 
bouring parts of the Lungs, whence, a Conſumption would be 
engendred. The Third relieves the faintings of the Spirits, and 
reſtores loſt ſtrength, and'the Nutrition Which was fruſtrated. 


In reſpect of the Fiſt Indication ,. expeCtorating Medicine 
{ commonly ſo'call'd ) and of the hotteſt and ſmarteſt nature, 
which cleanſe and dry moſt,-and eſpecially ( fince for the moſt 
part here is no VEayer) Sulphureous things are proper ;z which al 
ſo are preſcrib'd according to the Forms following. 

Take Tinfture of Sulphur three Drams, give from ſeven drops t 
twenty going to Bed, and early in the Morning in a ſpoonful of Syruy 
of the Fuice of ground Toy: Or, 

Take Syrup of our Diaſulphur fix Ounces, give a ſpoonful at the ſame

Take dry'd Leaves of ground Toy, Germander, Muiden-hair, Colts 
foot, Hyſſop, white Hore-bhound, Savory, of each a handful, the Roct!

The Third and Vital Indication preſcribes Cordial and Anodine 
Remedies, and a fit Diet : The ſame Forms of Medicines in a 
mames that are preſcrib'd for an Empyema after Incifion , are 
proper here. Alſo the ſame Diet which is ordered in a begin- 
ning Conſumption, and Aﬀes Milk often does good in this caſe : 
Concerning the Cure of this Diſeaſe, I have obſerv'd that an 1fſue 
made in the fide has often a very good etfect.

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A Gentleman of 2 middle Age, having been always ſtrong and 


healthy, found himſelf ill without any maniteſt cauſe, and in a} 
ſhort time fell into a languiſhing condition , loſing his appetite,} 
ſleeping with difficulty , was thirſty, and had a heat about his" 
Prezcordia : -He was a long time under the hands of ſome Phy- 
ficians for the Scurvy, and of others as Hedctical, and after vari 


ous methods of Cure had been try'd in vain, the Diſeaſe at

and Evenings. After theſe things had been carefully followed a

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CHAP. VIL 


Inſtruttions and Preferipts for the Cure of the 
Aſthma. 


N Aſthma is a difficult, ſhort, thick, and purſy Breathing, 
with a great Agitation of the Breſt, and for the moſt part 
without a Feaver: And its either meerly Pneumonick,, proceed- 


ing from ſome ſtoppage in the Veſſels that convey the Air, or 
meerly Convulſive, arifing from ſome fault in the Organs of mo- 
tion, or mixt when both parts are joyntly faulty. 

As to its Cure there are two Primary Indications, or rather (6 
many diſtinct methods of proceeding, 9:7. the one Guratory, the 
other Preſervatory : The Firſt teaches what is to be done in the 
Fit, to free the Patient from preſent danger z the other what out 
of the Fit, to take away the Caule of the Diſeaſe. 

I. In the Fit there are two chief Intentions of Curing, vp 
Firſt, That care being taken as well of the Air, as of the Lungy, 
a more free Breathing be procur'd, at leaſt as much as may ſut- 
fice to ſupport Life : And Secondly, That the Organs of Reſpir 
ration be reclainſd. and made-«to ceaſe from the Convulſions 
they are fallen into, and which are wont to be continued with 
obſtinacy. ..:-.. * - ; Cong | 

As to the former, in the Firſt place let the Patient be ſet in 
an upright Poſturg of Body, in a pretty open place ſomewhat 
Airy, and free from Smoak,- and the Breath of By-ſtarders ; then 
endeavour that, the Lungs; being freed of all inward ſtuffing and 
oppreſſion, as well as outward compreſſion, may be able to draw 
and return the. Breath deeper: For theſe ends, leſt the weight of 
the inferiour V7ſcera® preſs down, and ſtraiten the Precordza, let 
the Belly be logſen'd by'a Gliſter, and let the Garments and all 
other things covering or binding the Thorax be ſlacken'd. More- 
over ſince in this caſe the Lungs are uſually oppreſt,cither from the 
Blood growing too turgid within the Pneumonick Vetſels, or 
from the Serum diſtilling forth of the Arteries and Glands into 
the Dutup's of the Trachea, the Sallies and Impetuoſities of both 
humonrs ought to be reltrain'd and appeas'd : Hence if the 
ſtrength will bear it, and the Pulſe be ftrong enough, Bleeding 
;s often proper. Again let thoſe things be carefully given, which 
diſcharge 
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diſcharge the Serum, and the ſuperfluities of the inflamed Blood 
by Urine and Sweat : For which end Julapes, Apogems, and Petto= 
rals, commonly fo call'd, are of excellent uſe. Moreover Pows= 
ders of ſhells, preparations of Millepedes, Volatile Spirits and Salts 
are taken with good effect. In the mean time let there be likes 
wiſe given things that open the Duttuws's of the Trachea, and 
make them ſlippery, and provoke expectoration 3 and ſuch alſo 
if nced be, as ſtop the Catarrh diſtilling on them; for which 
ends Linus, Lohoch's, Peforal Decoftions, and Suffumigations are 
roper. | 
y to the other intent of Curing in Fits of the Afthma, viz. 
That the Organs of Reſpiration being reclaim'd from the Con» 
vulfions they are fallen into, return calmly to their ordinary Fun= 
ions ( unleſs this follows of its own accord, after that the tur 
bulent boiling of the Blood and Serum within the Lungs is ap- 
peas'd : ) We muſt uſe Anti-Convulſve and Anodine Remedies ;, tor 
Medicines wont to be given in Hyiterick paſſions, are alſo proper 
in a Convulſive Aſthma. 

The Spirit of Hartſhorn, of Soot, and eſpecially Spirit of Sal Ar- 
moniach diſtilld with Gum Ammomacum ; alſo the Tintture of Gum 


' Ammoniacum, of Sulphur, Caſtoreum, Aſſa-fetida, the Syrup of Am- 


moniacum, of Sulphur, Oxymel of Squills, and the like 3 which be- 
ing of an ungrateful taſt or ſmell, difſipate the Spirits as it were, 
and withdraw them from tumultuary Efforts, prove ſometimes 
of notable uſe : But if the raging Spirits cannot be appeas'd by 
this means, we muſt come to Narcorzicks, that ſome of them be« 
ing deſtroyed, the reſt may return into order. ' For Op:ats ſomes 
times are mighty beneficial, unleſs a ſtopping of the Lungs, and 
a great oppreflion of the Precordia forbid their uſe : In horrible 
fits of this Diſeaſe, when other Medicines have availed nothing, 
I have often given Diacodium, nay Laudanum Tartariz d with good 
fucceſs : Nevertheleſs theſe may not be taken without great cau- 
tion; for Reſpiration which is difficult and clogg'd before, being 
hindred more, and that very much by them, they often put the 
. Patient in danger of Life. Moreover to reclaim the Pneumonick 
Spirits from their Convulſions; its good ſometimes to put the 
Spitits to torture in ſome other part, for when ſome of them are 
any where tormented, all the reſt for the moſt part, being in a 
concern at itz quit their diſorderly motions. Wherefore Veſica- 
torres, Cupping-olaſſes, Ligatures, and Painful Frittions give relief: 
Nay for this reaſon Vomirs taken in the midft of the fit do good. 
I ſhall now fet down certain Sete&t Forms of Remedies approprk

I ſhall now give you a Relation of a Perſon, who was ſubject 
to fits of this Diſeaſe, which were meerly Convulfive, and of an- 
other, who was ſubje& to fits of the ſame, which were partly 
Convulfve, and partly Pneumonick. 

A Noble Man of a tall Stature, and full and ſtrong grown, ha- 
ving bruis'd his left Side by a fall, found himſelf injurd upon it, 
and afterwards fell into an Aſthmatick Diſlemper, ſo that now 
and then, though at no ſet times, Firſt a pain would ſeize hjm 
about that place, and preſently after a great ſtraitneſs of Breath 
followed, with a vehement and long continued ſtraining of all 
theparts of Reſpiration, ſo that during the Fit, the Patient ſeem'd 
to be in the very Agony of Death : I was firſt call'd to him after 
he had lain ill of ſuch an Aſthmatick Fit for two days, and was 
look'd upon as almoſt paſt Cure. Nevertheleſs finding his Lungs 
to be without hurt, our Prognoſtick bid us {iill hope well, and 
preſently other Phyſicians being joyn'd with me in Conſultation, 
it was preſcrib'd as follows. 

Take Spirit of Gum Ammoniacum diſtilld with Sal Armoniach 
three Drams : Let him take from fifteen drops to twenty, in a ſpoon- 
ful of the following Julape, drinkmg after it frve ſpoonfuts z let 15 be 
repeated every fixth hour.

Large Veſicatories were apply'd in the inſide of his Arms near 
his Armpits ; Gliſters were daily adminiftced, and frequent Fri&:- 
02s : By the uſe of theſe things he received a fudden and ay 
S 2 CLEC 
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&ed eaſe, and within a few days got wholly free of that Fit, x 
afterwards as often as he perceiv'd a little touch of the ſaid Dj- 
temper coming , he preſently took a large Doſe of that Spirip 
with the ſame Julape thrice or, four times a day : By which Re- 
medy, being frequently taken ſometimes for preſervation , and 
ſometimes for Cure, he has mow paſt above two years without 
any great and terrible fit of his Aſthma , which before was habj 
tual, though he has now and then undergone ſome light touchez 
of it, but eaſily blown off, : | . 
An Honourable old Gentleman ( vpon taking cold as 'tis judg. 
ed ) found himfelf ill; for he complain'd of a pain 'in the mid 
of his Breſt by his Szernum, which at Night as ſoon as he wat 
warm in his Bed, growing worſe, diſtnrb'd his ſleep, and wa 
very troubleſome to him for the moſt part of the Night : Never- 
theleſs without any ftraitneſs of Breath, or evident fign of an 
Aſthma : To take away this pain he was both Purg'd and Bloods 
ed, Peforals and Antiſcorbuticks were daily given him, Oyntment 
and Fomentations were apply'd to the place pain'd, yet without 
any great good or eaſe : For the change that happen'd after, was 
rather for the worſe; for the pain being a little abated, he was 
ſeiz'd with a laborious and troubled Reſpiration, ſo that after his 
firſt ſleep, or as he began to ſlumber, he was taken with a fit of 
the Aſthma, and 'being out of Breath, and oppreft about the 
Precordia, was forc'd to fit upright in his Bed : Moreover thit 
painful Breathing, and Convulfive agitation of the parts for Re- 
piration did not only return every Night, but daily grew more 
violent, and continued longer upon him : Inſomuch that one 
Night awaking from his firſt fleep, he was ſeiz'd with a moſt vi- 
olent fit of the Aſthma which lafted for many hours, and brought 
him as near death as a Man might be and live. No Phyfician be- 
ing preſent, a Barber then let him Blood, which gave him ſome 
relief; ih the Morning _ a conſultation of Phyſicians, he way 
ordered for that day a thin Diet, and a looſning Gliſter : At Night 
and'the Morning following, he took twelve drops of Sprit of Gum 
Ammoniacum diſtill d with Sal Armoniach in a Vehicle proper in 
that caſe,and continued its uſe afterwards for many days : Veſicats- 
ries were apply'd to the infides of his Arms near his Arm-pits: 
Moreover Julapes and Pefforal Decoftions, Lohoch's, Glifters, nay and 
ſometimes gentle Purges had their turns ; Bleeding alſo was repeated 
after two days. Whereas before he was wont to drink for his 
Mornings dratight about a pint of Beer with Wormwood and Scur- 
vygraſs, Inſtead of this, he took about eight of the Clock, fifteen 
drops of 'Elixtr Proprietats tartarig'd in a draught of Coffee prepard 
with a Decoftion of Sage : By thele Remedies the Afthmatick Fits 
preſently abated of their wonted fierceneſs; inſomuch that 3 
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beginning and end of every Night were quiet enough, thqugh 
about the middle of it ſome uneafineſs about the Precordia kept 
him waking, and made him fit upright in his Bed for ay hour 
or two; at length growing weary of Phytick, he took only now 
and then ſome of the Medicines above mentioned : But in the 
mean time, though his Aſthmatick Fits troubled him little or not 
at all by Night as before, yet by reaſon of his Lungs being very 
much ſtuffed, and a Serous hnmour falling into his Feet he could 
not walk faſt , or go up any ſteep Aſcent without a great diffi- 
culty of Breathing, and danger of being choak'd ; and at preſent 
an Afthma or Phthiſich, is not ſo much fear'd as a Dropfie.

Inſtruflions and Preſcripts'for Curing the Dropfie of 
the Breall. 


| at any time the affect of the Dropfe or Anafarca, being ge- 
neral, has taken poſſeflion every where, or in moſt places of 
the Fleſh, and Cavities of the Vzſcera : Its no wonder if that filthy 
Maſs of Waters gets pofſeflion alſo of the Breaſt; but beſides this, 
it ſometimes happens that the Region of the Thorax is either o- 
riginally or alone overwhelm'd with waters, the other parts in 
the mean time being every where ſound enough, or injur'd only 
Secondarily. "X 

That Serous humour cauſing the Dropſie of the Breaſt, ariſes 
there either in the Form of a Vapour, which exhaling from the 
Precordia and Sides of the Thorax is readily condens'd into Water, 
or Secondly, the Serum is there deposd in its proper Form as it 
diſtils into that Cavity from the Mouths of the Veſſels, v:z. of the 
Arteries there open'd : Or Thirdly, the Lymphaducts, or ſome- 
times, though rarely, the Chyle Veſſels, ſomewhere opening 
themſelves, or being broken may produce that affect. 

A young Man of a healthy and ftrong conſtitution, who had 
long us'd himſelf to violent exerciſes, both by riding and other 
ways, perceiv'd at length a fulneſs, or as it were a certain windy 
rifing in his Thorax, inſomuch that the left de of his Lungs 
ſeem'd to (well, and his Heart to be thruſt fprth of its place to- 
wards the right fide; for in that part it was perceivd to beat 
molt : After he had continued in this condition ſome time, hz 
Rerceiv'd on a certain day a Rupture as it were of tome _- | 
| * ER Pet within 
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within the Cavity of his Thorax, and after it for half an hours 
ſpace, he could not only perceive in that Region a dropping of 
humour as it were from the top to the bottom of his Bre(t, but 
it could alſo be heard by the ſtanders by. Notwithſtanding this, 
finding himſelf otherwiſe well diſpos'd, he lighted Phyſick ; but 
afterward upon motion, ſtooping, or any ſtirring of his Body, he 
perceiv'd in his left fide a floating of waters inwardly gathered 
tozether : Nay, and the motion and found of it was Si mani 
feftly perceiv'd of others, both by handling, and by the ear : 
Hence as it was plain that this Perſon had a Dropfie of the Breaft, 
fo it ſeemed molt probable that this Diſeaſe took its riſe from 
this, that the Lymphezducts appertaining to the left fide of the 
Lungs being firit obſtructed near their Inſertions into the Dw- 
&#us Chyliferus, had ſwollen up to a vaſt bigneſs, and afterwards 
being broken, diftill'd forth their humour into the Cavity of the 
Thorax. 

This Gentleman now perceiving himſelf in danger, and having 
try'd ſome Medicines without any good effect, was adviſed upon 
a conſultation of Phyſicians, to have his Side open'd : Wherefore 
proviſion for the whole being made,a Chyrurgion apply'd aCautery 
b:twixt the fixth and ſeventh Vertebre, and the day following he 
put a Pipe into the Oritice, cut into the Cavity of his Breſt, up- 
on which preſently a thick Liquor , whitiſh like Chyle, and as it 
were Milky ifſued forth : There were only about fix Ounces tx 
ken from him the firſt time , and the day following as much: 
On the third day ſomewhat a larger quantity being let forth, he 
was preſently ſeiz'd with a great fainting, and afterwards being 
Feaveriſh, he was ill for a day or two : Wherefore till he recove- 
red his due temper and ſtrength, it was thought fit to ſtop the 
egreſs of that matter, and afterwards a ſmall evacuation only of 
the ſame being daily made, the Cavity of his Breſt was in a man- 
ner wholly emptied, though he ſtill carries the Pipe in the Ori- 
fice with a Tap, which being drawn forth once in twenty four 
hours, a little gleeting of humour till iſſues out : In the mean 
time being well diſposd as to his Stomack , Countenance and 
Strength, he Walks and Rides abroad, and performs other exer- 
ciſes which he had been formerly us'd to with vigour enongh : He 
ns'd not much Phyfick, nor did he need it : After the Incifton we 
preſcrib'd him temperate Cordials, viz. Powder of Pear], Julapes, 
and ſometimes Hypnoticks, and afterwards a vulnerary Decoction 
to be taken twice every day. 

By this Method and Form of Medicines continued for ſome 
time the Perſon ſeem'd to recover his due temper, itrength, and 
habit of Body,nay and to be ſound in his Breaſt ; yet he till car- .

conſequently the opening of the Side was ordered ( Nature as it 
fell out performing the Office of a Chyrurgion ) it happened of its 
own accord, and gave way for the matter which was ready to 
break forth 3 and now he is fain to keep that Orifice conftant- 
ly open as a fink to prevent that gathering of naſtineſs in his 
Brett. 

As to the Cure of .the Dropſie of the Breſt, the Primary 1ndi- 
cations, as uſually in Curing moſt other Diſeaſes, are three, viz1 
Curatory, Preſervatory, and Vital, 

The Firſt endeavours that the Waters gathered in the Cavity 
of the Breaſt be ſome way or other evacuated. The Second pre- 
vents the gathering of new matter. The Third takes care to 
reſtore ſtrength, and ſpeedily to remove the Symptoms that in« 
jure it: 

To ſatisfy the Firſt Indication, there are only two ways or 
manners of evacuation, by which that filthy Maſs of Waters may 
be clear'd forth, viz. either that the Veſſels of the Breaft,and Dz- 

's of the humours being emptied, drink up again that Lympha 
when Rarifyed, and then convey it forth, either by the way of 
the Blood, or of the Breath: or Secondly that the water be all 
let forth in its proper Species by an Incifion of the Side; 
| The former way, though ſeldom, yet ſometimes tomy know- 
ledge ſucceeds: For the Texture of the Lungs being ſpongy with- 
in, and” outwardly very Porous, whilft upon every Dzaſtole it is 
dip'd in the waters lying under it, it ſometimes imbibes theny 
being converted into vapour, and fo either returns them to the 
Blood, or exhales them with the Air continually breath'd” forth 
at the Month ; that this effect may more readily happen for Cu- 
ring this Diſeaſe, Phyſical Aids are here us'd : Theretore for that 
intent the paſſages of the Blood, Air, and humours, onght to be 
eniptied as much as may be, and to be kept open and free: 
For this end let gentle Purges, Diureticks' and Diaphoreticks be 
methodically given by turns, alſo Thoracical and ExpeCtorating 
Remedies muit. be us'd : Let the Diet be thin and heating, and 
let ſuch'a method be ordered in all things which may promote 

the exhalation of the Blood, and cauſe all the ſuperfluous humours 
to evaporate. I ſhall ſet down ſome Forms of Medicines pro- 
per for theſe purpoſes.

tions of Curing muſt be. Firſt, That the obſtructions of the Du- pria 
aus muſt be open'd, if haply there are any either in the Porw 
Biliarius, br Meatus Cyſticus, or elſewhere about the Liver, or 
Veſſels that convey the Choler. Secondly, That the Blood be re- 
ducd to its due temper and Crafis, leit it engender Choler in too 
great a plenty, or render it unapt for ſeparation. Thirdly, That 
the ſtrength be upheld, and that the Symptoms chiefly prejudicing 


it be provided againſt. þ 
I. To fatisfy the Firſt Indication, Cathartick evacuations both $0 
by Vomit and Seige are greatly conducing, with which the de- lo; 
ſcent of the Choler towards the Inteſtines is Irritated, and the ob- pr 
{tructed Veſſels being by this means mightily agitated, are freed Cc 
from their ſtoppages. Second/y, We muſt give Medicines that Ve 
are ſmart, bitter, and falt, and others endow'd with a certain in- Þ: 
ſtigating vertue, which may ſharply ſtir up the motion of the 
Gall gathered together in the Liver, and there ſtagnating. In hi 
this place alſo we muſt range ſuch Medicines as are thought to \ 
be good againſt the Faundiſe by a ſimilitude of ſubſtance, and as 
2t were by a Signature; viz. as being endow'd with a yellow Juice, ! 
though many of theſe becauſe they move Urineor Sweat, may 
aptly enough be plac'd in the fame rank with the former, v17. a- {W..

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The Second Indication requires altering Medicines altogether, 
vie. ſuch as may depreſs the exaltations or wild efforts of the Sul- 
phur and fixt Salt, and help to the reſtitution of the Volatile Salt 
which was depreſs'd before : For theſe purpoſes Medicines con- 
taining an Acid or Volatile Salt, and likewiſe Chalybeats will do 
excellently well : Hence Spirit of Salt, of Vitriol, Fuice of Limons ; 
dſo Spirit of Hartſhorn, and Sheeps dung, Gooſe dung, Crocus Mar- 
ts, ard other preparations of it ot divers kinds, are often preſcrib'd 
in the Faundiſe with good fucceſs. 

The Third Indication being for the ſupport of the ſtrength, 
and for removing Symptoms that prejudice it, ſuggeſts to us 
many and diverſifyed manners of Curing ; but to avoid tediou(- 
neſs, I ſhall only ſet down certain general Rules concerning Diet, 
and ſome Cordial and Anodine Remedies peculiarly proper in this 
caſe. 

The Therapentick Indications being thns laid before you, it 
remains for us now to adjuſt Select Medicines, viz. both {ample 
and compgund to each of thoſe Intentions before proggs'd, and 
to explicate the manners and ways of operating of thoſe Remedies 
which are accounted of moſt note in this Diſeaſe : Firft theretore 
we ſhall ſet before you the Forms of Evacuating Medicines appro- 
priated to the Jaundiſe,

Metick Medicines moſt commonly are of good effect in a new 

Jaundife, whilſt the tone and ftrength of the I:ſcera hold 
good; foraſmuch as they both eaſe the Ventricle of its offenſive 
load of viſcous Phlegm, with which its in a manner always op- 
preſt in this Diſeaſe, and likewiſe by irritating the Veſſels which 
convey the Choler, and ſtrongly ſhaking the Ductus's of the Li- 
ver, they clear them of their ſtoppages, and bring the Choler to 
paſs by the ways it formerly was wont. 

Take of the Infuſion of Crocus Metallorum, from half an Ounce to 
fix Drams, Vinegar of $quills an Ounce, Oxymel ſimple half an Ounce : 
Make a Vomit to be taken with governance. 

Sometimes it is proper to give the Evening before the following 
Mixture, as a preparation to facilitate the Vomiting.

Take Elixir Proprietatys an Ounce, give twenty drops in the Morn- 
ing, and at five in the Afternoon with a fit Vehicle: After the ſame 
manner, the Tinfture of Antimony, or of Salt of Tartar are often gi- 
ven with ſucceſs ; alſo Mixtura Simplex in 4 greater Doſe. - For Ve- 
hicles alſo for the ſame Intention of Curing, Apoxemes, diſtill d waters 
ad Julapes are proper.

The Second Indication having regard to the altering, or due 
tempering of the Blood, that it engender Choler only in a mode- 
rate quantity, and duly f(eparate it, requires thoſe kinds of Medi- 
cines which depreſs the Sulphur and fixt Salt when too much 
exalted : For theſe ends, I know not by what chance or guidance 
Medicines endow d with a Volatile Salt, as Earth-morms, Snails, 
 Millepedes, nay Lice, the Dungs of Fourfooted Beaſts, and of Forv!, 
peing introduc” into Practiſe for Curing the Jaundiſe, are uſually 
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given not only by Empyricks, but likewiſe prefſcrib'd by Phyfici- 
ans of the beſt account : - Theſe ſometimes by themſelves, but 
aftner joyn'd with. Evacuatives and Deopilatives enter the chief 
compoſitions of Anti-iAericks. | 

Fonſeca preſcribes Goſlings Dung gathered in the Spring time 
and dry'd, and alſo. the white Dung of Chickens; the Powder of 
both which is given from half a Dram to a Dram, in a fit Vehicle.

Laſtly, in this rank of altering Medicines, we ought to place 
thoſe which are faid to Cure this Diſeaſe, not as inwardly taken, 
but ontwardly apply'd either by the touch, or being put into the 
Urine of perſons troubled with the Jaundife. 

As to the Firſt, its a common Remedy with the vulgar to take 
a Tench, and apply it to the right Hypochondre; or to the Ven- 
tricle as ſome will have it, or according to others, to the Soles of 
the Feet of the Perſon that has the Jaundiſe, whence they expe& 
the Diſeaſe to vaniſh in a ſhort time; though many promiſe a cet.

The reaſon of this Operation is, that when the Lixivial Saltin 
the aſhes is mixt in the Urins,it preſently ſets free theVolatile Salt, 
which before was kept under in it, of entangled with other Par- 
ticles, -and at the ſame time that this is done in the Icterical U- 
rine, it happens by Sympathy that the Volatile Salt alſo in the 
Blood of the Patient gets free from the Dominion of the fixt Salt 
and Sulphur, and conſequently the Icterical Dyſcraſy of the Blood 
vaniſhes: 
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nifhes : And thus Phil. Grulingius and Felix Platerus tell us that

| with the Jaundiſe, viz. inaſmach as the fixt Salt of the Urine, 

Fad conſequently of the Blood of the Patient is altered by the 

Volatile Salt of the freſh Horſedung , and is reduc'd to its due 

temperature. 

The Third and Vital Indication orders a fit Dyet, and likes 
wiſe preſcribes Cordials and Anodines, both which are often 
wanted. 

TS As to what concerns the Firſt, the Diet in this Diſeaſe is wont 
tþ be more Phyfical than in any other whatſoever: For Vegeta- 
fles, and their parts, vulgarly call'd Hepatick Remedies, are boil'd 
i the Broaths of perſons troubled with the Jaunds/e; their Broaths 
iÞ are uſually made of Worms and Snails ( being accounted the 
intidotes of the Jaundiſe ) inſtead of other Fleſh : Moreover their 
fle and other ordinary Drinks are Impregnated with an Infuſion 
of Phyſical things. 

Take Roots of the greater Nettle, and of Strawberries, of each an 
Qunce and 4 balfy/ Candied Eringo Roots an Ounce, ſhavings of Foory 
ad Hartſhorn,/ of each two Drams, Earth-worms cleans d, m number 
wenty, a Cruſt of White-bread, Mace two Drams; boil all in two 
wnds of fountain water to a pound : Strain it through Hippocrates 

add to it Species of Diatrion Santalon half a Dram: Make a 
nah, of which take from four Ounces to ſix twice a Day. For or- 
wary drink fill a little Veſſel of four Gallons with Ale, into which af- 

Wit hes wrought, put the following bag. 

Take Tops of Sea Wormwood, and white Horehound dry d,of tach two 
Wndfuls, Roots of ſharp pointed Deck dry'd ſix Ounces, Bark of Aſh- 
tee, and of the Barbery-tree, of each three Ounces, the outward Rmids 
eight Oranges, and of four Limons, being ſlic'd and bruis d, let them 
tprepar'd according to art. 

Many Perſons in the Jaundiſe being troubled with a great weak-

bre Anodines alſo muſt here come in uſe. 

Take Aqua Mirabilis, water of Earth-worms, of each an Ounce, 
Diacodium ſix Ounces , Tinture of Saffron half an Ounce : Mix 
them, the Doſe is @ ſpoonfu! or two late at Night when there is want 
f ſleep.

CHAP. II. 


Inſtrutions and Preſecripts for other Diſtempers 
of the Liver. 


He Liver often uſes to be faulty, eſpecially in one of theſe 
two things, viz. either intercepting the Nutritive Juice ap- 
pointed for other parts, it applies it to its proper uſe, as its gene- 
rally ſeen in Children troubled with the Reckets, and in many 6- 
thers leading a ſloathful and idle Life : Or Secondly, it too eafily 
receives into its moſt inward Recefles, the filthineſs of the de 
praved Blood, and all dreggy Excrements coming in its way, 
and retaining them does not only grow large, but is obſtru- 
Cted in its Ductus's, whence oftentimes proceeds a Jaundiſe, or 
Drophe, and tumours , and preternatural Concretions of divers 
kinds, 

Therefore we muſt take care of theſe two things, v7. leſt the 
Liver by taking to it ſelf too much of the Nutritive Juice, grow 
to too great a Bulk, and left by retaining the filthy dregs of the 
Blood, it be troubled with obſtructions, and preternatural tu- 
mours. 

Both theſe faults are much more eaſily prevented than Curd: 
For the former is effected only by taking care that the Blood 
being well- conſtituted in its Crafis, and enjoying a free Circulati- 
on, both diſtributes the Nutritive Juice to the parts, and eſpeci- 
ally the outmoſt, and driving all its Excrements to all their re- 
ſpective EmunCtories depoſes them there : And indeed the Hepa- 
tick Medicines ( vulgarly fo call'd, thouzh they regard the other 
Vsſcera as well as the Liver ) do firſt and more immediately exert 
their 'vertue by purifying the Blood, rather than by correcting 
the Liver, or.other entrals; for entring the Blood, and being im- 
miſcible with it, they ſo throughly exagitate it;that they make it 
diſcharge all its fuperfluities by their proper Emiſfaries;and if any 
Medicines are found by ſome ſpecifick virtue,to have reſpect to one 
part more than to another, its becauſe their Particles being more 


ally'd, and ccnſequently affociated to the Recrements to be _ 
tec 


_ 
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ted within that entral,are carried thither together with them: For 
this reaſon Rhubarb, Turmerick,the greater Celandine,and many other 
things ally'd to the Gall, readily paſs to its Dudus's, and are wont 
to do good in the Jaundiſe : We have before ſet forth the Ener- 
gies and ways of operating of theſe Medicines : As to other He- 
paticks commonly fo call'd , we ſhall briefly ſet down certain 
Forms, Firſt of thoſe which are ſaid to prevent or remove the 
Non-natural accretion of the Liver, and then of thoſe which do 
the like, in reſpect of its obſtructions, and preternatural tu- 
mours. 

1. Againſt the too great accretion, or diſproportianate nouriſh- 
ment of the Liver : Firſt, a ſpare and thin Dyet, ſhort Sleep, and 
frequent and moderate Exerciſes are proper. Wherefore it at any 
time Infants and Children are found obnoxious to this affect, as 
likewiſe to the Rickets, we order that they fuck thin and ferous 
Milk, that they are daily toſs'd in their Nurſes Arms, and carried 
from one place to another with a ſwift motion, or that they are 
pat in a Chariot, or in a Chair, and ſwiftly driven to and tro, and 
that they learn to uſe their feet as ſoon as may be, and vo a- 
bout. 

Take the Waters of Snails and Earth-worms, of each three Ounces, 
Srup of Cichory with Rhubarb two Ounces, Spirit of Sal Armoniach, 
with Gum Ammoniacum 4 Scruple : Mix them, take a ſpoonful at 
Night, and early in the Morning. 

Take Roots of Male Fern,Chervil,Candied Eringo's,of each an Ounce, 
Leaves of Agrimony, Harts Tongue, Male Speedwel, of each a handful, 
ſhavings of Ivory and Hartſhorn, of each two Drams, white and yel- 
luv Saunders, of each a Dram, Raiſins fton'd an Ounce and a half, 
Barly three Drams : Boil them in three pounds of fountain water to 
two pounds ; to the ſtraining add the waters of Snails and Earth= 
worms, of each an Ounce and a half, Syrup of Cichory two Ounces : 
Make an Apoxeme, take to two or three Qunces in a day. 

Take Powder of white and yellow Saunders, Crabs Eyes, Lignum 
Aloes, of each half a Dram , Salt of Wormwood a Scruple : Make 
, Powder , the Doſe # from half a Scruple, to a Scruple twice a 
ay. 
Take Emplaſtrum Diaſapons , Ceratum Santalinum , of each 
- ſuffices : Make a Plaifter to be applyd to the right Hype- 
(VDONare. 

Take Unguentum Splanchnicum two Ounces, Oyl of Wormwood 
an Ounce : Mix them, make a Liniment for the Region of the 
Liver. 

The Remedies for moſt other Diſeaſes of the Liver, are either 
Simple or Compound: Amongſt thoſe of the former kind, are-u- 


lually reckon'd all Cichories, Sorrels, ſharp-pointed Docks, and 
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in a manner all Vegetables which have a ſort of bitterneſs joyns 
ed with ſomewhat of a ſmartneſs (in which the Deopilative vertye 
is ſaid to conſiſt ) as Wormwood, Germander, Ground-Pine, 
Fumitory , Tanfie, Agrimony , Liver-wort, Lignum Aloes, all 
the Saunders, Tamarisk-bark, Aſh-bark, and the Roots of 
Capers, with many others -which make up the greateſt part of 
Botanicks. 

The fixt Salts of Herbs, and the Acid Spirits of Minerals claim 
a Chief place, amongſt theſe, becanſe they mightily agitate the 
Maſs of Blood, diffolve its Concretions, clear its ftoppages, and 

make it every where: permeable jn all its parts. | 
' Its alſo manifeſt both by reaſon and experience, that prepara- 
tions of Steel are often proper in Diſtempers of the Liver, as e- 
ſpecially in the Jaundiſe, and the Dropſy. 

In the Antidotaries of the Ancients, we find a great many 
Phyſical Compoſitions which ſeem to be wholly defign'd for the 
Liver, as the EleCtuary & ſcoria ferrs Rhaſis, Cc. But paſſing over 
theſe, I ſhall now give you ſome Forms and Examples of Medi- 
cines which are accounted Deopilatives,according to the praCtice 
of our times. | | - 


Therefore for an Opening Deco(tion. 


"T dhe Roots of Fern, Cherwil, the greater Nettle, Dandelion, of 

each'an Ounce, Leaves of Agrimony, Harts Tongue, Speedwel, 
Oak of Hieruſalem, Liver-wort, of each a handful , white and yellow 
Saunders, of each three Drams,” ſhavings of Ivory half an Ounce, Red 
Cicehs an Ounce, Coriquder Seeds three Drams, Ratſmns two Ounces : 
Boil them in four pounds of fountain water, to two pounds, adding 
about the end Whitewine four Ounces, ſtrain it through Hippocra- 
tes ſleeve; to which put Species Diarrhodon Abbatws a Dram , our 
prepar'd Steel two Drams:; To ths ſtramimg add Syrup of Cichory 
with Rhubarb two Ounces, waters of Snails and Earth-worms, of each 
an Ounce : The Doſe # fix Ounces twice a day, after a Doſe of the 
following Elefuary. 

Take Conſerve of the yellow Coats of Oranges and Limons, of each 
two Ounces, of Wormwood and Fumitory, of each an Ounce, Simple 
Perrder of Aron Roots, Lignum Alces, yellow Saunders, and Caper 
Roots, of each a Dram and a half, Crabs Eyes a Dram,.Salt of Worm: 
wood two Drams, Syrup of Fumitory what ſuffices : Make an Elctlu- 
«ry, the Doſe p the quantity of a Waiut twice a day, drinking after 
zt a draught of the Apgozeme tefore written, or of the filiuwing di* 
ili d water. Gs | 
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Take Leaves of Wormmwood, Centory, Tanſie , both Southernwood;, 
Branches of Tamerish, of each four handfuls , green Walnuts four 
pounds, green Aſhen-keys two pounds, the outward Rinds of ten O- 
ranges, and of four Lsmons, Snails, Earth-worms prepar'd, of each a 
pound; being all ſlic'd, pour to them of Whitewine eight pounds, di- 
' fl tit with common Organs; Let all the Liquor be msxt, the Doſe i 
' three Ounces, ſiveeten it with Sugar, or ſome proper Syrup. 

If a Form of Pills be more grateful ; the following Ecphra- 
ick Extract ( as the Shops call it ) ſeems good. 

Take white and clear Tartar , and freſh Filings of Iron ; of each 
four Ounces, let them be bruisd together ito a Powder, then boil it 
m four pounds of fountain water, to two pounds, ( ſome uſe White- 
wine ) to the ſtraining add tops of Centory, Sea Wormwood,and Car- 
duus, of each a handful, Gentian Roots half an Ounce, Species Dia» 
curcume a4 Dram and a half; let them boil cloſe cover'd for three or 
four hours, then ſtrain it, and let the ſtraining evaporate by a gentle 
Bath heat, to a conſiſtency for Pills, adding 3f you pleaſe, Treches of 
Rhubarb, or Species of Hiera Picra two Drams : The Doſe is from a 
_ to half a Dram made into Pills, in the Evening with a' fit 
Vebicle. 

For the ſame intent, viz. to prexent or remove obſtructions 
of the Liver, a Purging Phyſick Ale to be taken Spring and Fall 
for many days, is highly extolFd by ſome, and diligently us'd by 
certain Perſons every year during their Lives. ; 

Take Roots of ſharp pointed Dock, prepar'd, and of Polypody of the 
Oak, of each three Ounces, Madder two Ounces, Engliſh Rhubarb 
two Ounces, Leaves of Sena four Ounces, Epithymum two Ounces, 
yellow Saunders an Ounce, Seeds of Carthamus and Coriander, of each 
an Ounce and a half, being flic'd and bruis'd, Make a Bag according 
to art for four Gallons of Ale, after ſix days take to twelve Ounces 
more or leſs an the Morniyg, by which you may expef four or five Stools, 
Fine Regimine. | 
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CHAP. III, 


Inftrutions and Preſcripts for Curing the Dropfie 
call'd Aſcites. 


_=— Dropſie call'd Aſcites, is a tumour of the Belly, caus'd by 
\Þ a Watery Humour contain'd within its Cavity 3 which Hy» 
mour probably is the Serum of the diffoly'd Blood, diſtilling 
forth of the Cxliack-and Meſenterick Arteries into the Cavity of 
the Abdomen, and eſpecially if it happens, that Scirrhous Ty» 
mours, Glands, little Swellings, or other przternatural Concre» 
tions are rais'd about the Meſentery, Liver, Spleen, Womb, or 
other Viſcera of the Belly; for the Circulation of the Blood bes 
= in thoſe places, the Serous part of it is forc'd from the 
re 


, and falls into that Cavity, and commonly the Nutritive 


uice goes with it, wherefore when this Region ſwells, the Mem- 
ers are uſually extenuated. 

Nevertheleſs the Blood is not always diflolv'd in an Aſcites, as 
it is in an Anxaſarca, but is ſometimes too compact in its Crafis, 
yet ſo that its forc'd by reaſon of the Obſtcuctions of the Viſ- 
cera , to depoſe within the Abdomen its Salt Serum , which it 
_ not evacuate by the Pores of the Skin, and the Urinary 

afſages. 
v Its alſo likely that the LaCteous or Lymphatick Veſſels being 
ſometimes broken or opened, fill the Abdomen with a Maſs of Wa- 
ter or Chyle. 

I conceive alſo that this Inundation of the Belly, may ſome- 
times ariſe from the Nervous Liquor, diſtilling gently and inſen- 
fibly from the Fibres and Membranes : And likewiſe from vapours 
condens'd within the Cavity of the Body. 


Concerning the Cure of the Aſc:tes, we muſt conſider by how - 


many poſſible ways and manners, waters gathered together with- 
in the Abdomen may be evacuated : And we find that the Reme- 
dies, which according to the ordinary praCtice of Phyſick, are 
accounted Kydroticks, work that end by Purging, by Evacuati- 
on by Urine, by Sweating, and by inſenfible tranſpiration, and 
with ſome Perſons you muſt proceed this way, and with others 
that, or the other; and if neither of theſe ſeem potlible, or ſac- 
ceed well, yon muſt timely think of an Incifion. I ſhall now 
conſider e2:h of theſe wavs. 

Firſt 
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Firſt therefore Catharticks ſeaſonably given, often abate the 
Tumour of an Aſcites, and ſometimes wholly take it away ; for 
aſmuch as their Particles 4rritating the Ventricle and Inteftines, 
diſcuſs the Contents and Flatus's of thoſe Viſcera , and likewiſe 
the humours fticking in their Tunicles and Glands, and heap'd 
together in the Veſſels and DuCtus's of their neighbouring parts, 
and force them partly into the DuCtus's of the Inteſtines, and 
partly ſend them into the Maſs of Blood : But it does not ſucceed 
thus, if at any time this Diſeaſe proceeds from a Lympha, float- 
ing within the Cavity of the Abdomen, or from” an Inflation or 
Tympanitical extention of the Membranes ; becauſe Hydragogues 
carry forth little or nothing of thoſe waters, and if they are 
ſtrong , exaſperate and increaſe the Flatulent Diſtemper. Ca- 
tharticks accounted Hydragogues, are either Emeticks or Pur- 
ers. 
: 1. The Hydragogue Emeticks of chiefeft note, are Gum Gutta, 
Efſula or Cataputia , and diverſified preparations of them : Alſo 
Hercules Bovis, © Pilule Lunares. : 

2. The Purgers are Elder, and Dwarf Elder, Sea Bindweed , 
' Hedge Hyſſop, Juice of Orr, Elaterium : I ſhall briefly ſet down 
certain Forms and manners of preſcribing, compounding, and gi- 
ring each of theſe. 

1. Gum Gutta is highly extoll'd for Purging Serous hnmours ; 
but in regard being given by it ſelf, it mightily diſturbs the Sto- 
mack, and often weakens it, therefore to repreſs a little its exceſ- 
fre and violently Emetick force, various ways are contriv'd for 
preparing it ; but its beſt of all corrected with an Acid Spirit, or 
vith an Alchaliſate Salt, or by throughty tempering and com- 
; pounding it with Aromaticks. 

Adrian Mynficht commends its Magiſtery , which is made by 
. diffolving it with Spirit of Wine, and then by drawing it off, and 
precipitating 1t with fountain water; alſo by diffolving it with 
_ of Wine Vitriolated, and Tingd with Roſes and red Saun- 

ers, and then by evaporating it, others prepare it with the fume 
of Sulphur after the manner of Scammony Sulphurated : Others 
orind it on a Marble, moiſtning it with Oyl of Cinnamon, or of 
Cloves, or other. Chymical Aromaticks: I uſe moſt its Solution, 
made with the. Tinfure of Salt of Tartar : The Doſe of which # from 
fifteen Drops to twenty or thirty. 

Take Gummi Gutta fix Grains, Mercurius Dulcys fafteen Grains,Con« 
ſerve of Violets a Dram and a half : Mix them, make a Bolus. 

Take Gummi Gutta twelve Grains, Salt of Wormwood fix Grains, 
Oyl of Mace a Drop, Conſerve of Damask, Roſes a Dram * Make a 
Bolus. And its wont to be given with Tartar Vitrioltared, or Cream of 
Tartar, and pojoder of Rhubarb. 
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Take Gum Gutta ſulphurated or vitrioiated fifteen Grains, Cream! 
of Tartar half a Scruple, Extratt of Rhukgg a Scruple, Oyl of Cin« 
namon two Drops : Make four Pills. 

A Woman of late being ill of a dangerous A4{cires, and as it 
ſeem'd to me in a deſperate condition 3 by taking the following 
Medicines for ſix days ſuccefſively, grew much better, and in a 
ſhort time after perfectly recovered. 

Take Gum Gutta powdred twelve Grains, Oyl of Cinnamon a 

» Syrup of Buckthorn what ſuffices : Make a Bolus , let the 
Doſe be encreasd every day, by riſing from twelve Grains to 
twenty. 

Take of our Tinfure of Gum Gutta a Scruple, water of Earth-worms 
an Ounce, Syrup of Rbubarb half an Ounce : Mix them, give it Cum 
Regimine. 

Though there are various kinds of the Spurges, and all of them 
work violently by Vomit or Siege, by reaſon of their mighty 
Irritation of the Viſcera, and conſequently evacuate Serons hy- 
mours in a plentiful manner ; yet becauſe of the exceffive ſtrength 
of moſt of them : The leſſer or wild Spurge, is now in a manner 
only in uſe: And its moit approved preparations are the Powder 
of the Rinds of its Roots, and its Extrat; We alſo add its Tin- 
Cture, which is not Inferiour to the reſt. + 

Take the leſſer Spurge, with the Roots cleans'd four handfuls, Lig- 
num Aloes, Cloves, of each a Dram; being bruis'd, boil them in four 
pounds of fountain water till half be conſum'd; le: the ſtraining Cla- 
rifie by ſettling in an oblong Glaſs, then let the clear Liquor Evapo- 
rate by a Bath-heat to the conſiſtency of an Extract : The Doſe x a 
Scruple. 

Take of this Extrat half an Ounce, pour to it in a Matras ſix 
Ounces of the Tinfure of Salt of Tartar, digeſt them in a Sand Bath 
till the Tinfure be Extratted : The Doſe 1s from twenty to thirty 

: Drops, with a fit Vehicle. 

Take Pewder of the Roots of the leſſer Spurge, from ſeven Grains to 
ten, Cinnamon half a Scruple, Salt of Tartar eight Grains ; bruiſe 
them together in a Glaſs Mortar , give it by it ſelf, or with the 
Addition of ſome fit Conſerve or Syrup : Make a Bolus or Pills. 

3. Precipitatum Mercuris cum Sole, or Hercules Bovit ; For as 
much as by its Acrimony, it mightily irritates the Fibres of the 
Stomack, and fuſes the Blood 'by reaſon of its Mercurial and Sa- 
hne Particles, it raiſes a violent Vomiting , and fo forces a di(- 
charge of the Serous humours, which are violently drawn into 
the Cavities of the Viſcera. 

Pilale Lunares, in like manner by reaſon of the Vitriolick Par 
ticles of the Silver, being ſharpen d with other Saline Menſtrunms 
produce the like eftect, viz. by much corrugating the Fibres of 

the 
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the Vi/cera, they ſtrongly force the Serous humours into their 
Ductus's, and cauſes themto be evacuated. 

A Solution of Silver beirig made in Aqua Stygia, and well purified, 
$ reduc'd by a gw evaporation into clear Cryſtals ; which b, them- 
ſelves ( or with the addition of Sal Nitre to repreſs the force of the 
Lunar Vitriol ) are made into Pills with the Crum of Bread : Thi 
Doſe is ſomerzmes a ſingle Pill, ſometimes two or three according as they 
tork,and as the ftrength will bear,theſe ſorts of Medicines are ſometimes 

ven with ſucceſs in a ſtrong Conſtitution, and where the Viſcera are 
bund, and of a good habit ; but ſcarce ever have a good effet in ten- 
der and Cacheftical Bodies, and are ſeldom taken by ſuch perſons with= 
out doing them hurt. 

Hydragogne Medicines which work meerly or chiefly by Seige; 
xe either mild, as Elder, Dwarfe Elder, Sea Bindweed, and the 
Juice of Engliſh Orrs, which are rarely given by themſelves, but 
want to be quicken'd by ſuch as are ſmarter; and for return they 
qualify the vehemency of the other; or they are ſtrong; as Hedg-= 
Hyſop, Falap, and Elaterium. n 

The Seeds of Elder and Dwarfe Elder, being dry'd and powdred; 
and taken to a Dram, gently evacuate Serous humours by Seigez... 
a Water and Spirit are diftill'd from the Juice of both their Ber= 
ries fermented, and Rebs and Syrups are made of itz which with 
many other preparations of thoſe Vegetables are highly extoll'd 
for all Hydropical Diſtempers. | 

Sea Bindweed, and Hedg-Hyſſop, are now rarely us'd by thems 
ſelves, but often enter the Compoſitions of other Hydragoguesz 
and chiefly in Apozemes. , 

The Furce of Engliſh Orrs is a good Medicine, and the more t6 
be eſteem'd becauſe eaſie to be had for poor people : Its given 
from fix Drams to an Onnce and a half, or two Ounces; either 
by it ſelf in a fit Vehicle, or with other proper ingredients. Fa- 
lap is a well known and vulgar Medicine againft all ſorts of 
Dropfies. Every ordinaty Man that has that Diſeaſe, preſently 
takes a Pennyworth of the Powder of Jalap, with a little Ginger 
in Whitewine ; and this Medicme taken a pretty many times ſel- 
dom fails of ſucceſs. | 

Elaterium is juſtly accounted a moſt powerful Hydragogne, in 
regard that moſt powerfully irritating the Fibres of the V:ſcera, 
and at the ſame time fuſing the Blood and humonrs by a fort of 
corrofive vertue as it were, it forces whatſoever Serofities the 

Tunicles of the Viſtera, Membranes, and Veſſels; alfo thoſe that 
the Glands and Fleſh contam within them, to diſcharge them#- 

felves into the Cavities of the Stomack and Inteftines : Which 

Medicine working. well, ſometimes the ſwelling of the Belly falls. 

This indeed is the chief Inftrument of the Empyricks Arſenal againft 
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an Aſc:tes, though uſing it in all caſes, they oftner give it to the 
prejudice of the Patient, than to his advantage : The Doſe is 
from three. Grains to ten or fifteen. Its taken either by it ſelf 
only, with the Addition of Aromatical Correctives, or its given 
with other Hydragogues in the Form of a Powder, Pills, or of an 
Eleftyary.: Its Tintture and Eſſence are Extracted with Spirit of 
Wine, or With Ti:Cture of Salt of Tartar. 

Theſe ate the chief ſimple Hydragogues, of which being duly 
prepar'd with the Addition of other things, divers ſorts of Com- 
pounds are made, ſome common in Shops, others Magilſterially 
preſcrib'd, and are every where in uſe, and a great many more 
may be ordered ex tempore on eccaſion. We ſhall here ſet down 
ſame few Select Forms of them, and eſpecially ſuch as are taken 
12 the Form of a Potzon, Powder, Elefuary and Pills. 

Takg Roots of Dwarfe Elder, and Engliſh Orrs, of each an Ounce 
«nd a half,. Leaves of Sea Bindweed, and Hedge Hyſſop, of each a 
handful, Roots of Aſarabacca. and wild Cucumbers, of each two Oun- 
ces, Roots of the leſſer Galingal fix Drams, choice Jalap half an 
Ounce, Elaterium three Drams, Cubebs two Drams, being ſlic'd and 
bruis'd, pour to them of ſmall Spirit of Wine Tartariz'd three pounds ; 
let them digeſt tloſe luted in a ſand Furnace for two days, ſtrain off 
the clear, which being purified by ſettlmg ; give from two ſpoonſuls to 
three with & fit V ehicle 

Take Elaterium, Sea Bindweed, Ginger, of each a Scruple, Galin- 
gal, Cloves, Cinnamon, of each half a Scruple, Salt of Tartar fifteen 
Grains: Make a Powder for two Doſes. 

Take Powder of the Roots of the beft Jalap a Dram, Ginger 4 
Scruple,: Creniu:of Tartar fifteen Grains : Make a Powder, give it 
a draught of Whitewine. 

\_ Take Rhubarb powdred a Scrup'e, Elaterium five Grains, Tartar vi- 
eriolated half a Scruple, Spike three Grains, with Syrup of Buck: 
thorn : Make four Pills. 

- Take Pilule Alozphangine half a Dram, Elaterium half a Scruple 
Oyl of Claves three drops : Make four Pills. 

Let the: Hydropick Pulls of Bonti be given from half a Scru- 
ple, to half a Dram : They are made after this manner. 

Take of the beſt Alces two Drams and 4 half,. Gummi Gutta pre- 
par.d,.a, Dram and a half, Diagredium correfted a Dram, Gum. Am- 
moniacum diſſobvd a Dram ond a half, Tartar vitriolated half 4 
Dram : Make a Maſs, and form it into Pills. 

Certain Hydragogne EleCtuaries, are now every where much 
4n uſe amongſt Practitioners ; and eſpecially one given us by the 
#amons Syuizs, and another by Xwelfer. This that follows likes us 
wells. 4 -: 
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" Take Roſin of Falap two Drams, Tartar vitriolated 'a Dram, Ex- 
wt of Rhubarb two Drams, of Efula « Dram and a half, ___ 
the. leſſer Galingal a Dram, bruſe them very well : And laſtly 
Conſerve of Engliſh Orrs Flowers four Ounces; and with a ſuff= 
cient quantity of Syrup of Peach Flowers Make 'an Ete@uary , the 
Doſe 1s from half a Dram, to a Dram and 4 half, or two Drams. 

I might here give you many other Purging Hydragogues, but 
Catharticks do not always Cure the Aſcites, nay they” often make- 
it worſe, and (if you infift too long upon 'thenr } render it In- 
curable. [Therefore now let us enquire whethet Diureticks ' will 
do good in this caſe or not. ate 

And truly 'any Man might eafily be induc'd to believe that Me- 
dicines provoking Urine, contribute very munch towards the E- 
racuation of Waters from -any part or Cavity of the "Body : In 
reality its manifeſt by frequent experiments, that they often Cure 
the Anaſarca, and give relief in it before all other Remedies : Let 
us ſee therefore what they can do for draining the Cavity of the 
Abdomen. © | 

As to this, its manifeſt in the firſt place, that'there is no im- 
mediate paſſage 'open from the* Aſcitical Maſs' of Waters to the 
Reins, how near ſoever they lye to them ; but whatſoever wa- 
ters are conveyed from that Maſs to the Reins, niuft of neceſſity 
be firſt of all drank np again into the Blood, and'be thence dif- 
charg'd into that receptacle of the Urine: Now: how little is it 
that the ſmall Mouths of the Veins (if haply any of then are open} 
can receive? And this is that only thing whicl Dinreticks are 
able to perform, viz. By fufing the Blood, and driving its Seroft- 
ties to the Reins in a plentiful manner, to make it draw-to it felt, 
being fo drein'd, the Waters floating in the Belly, In the mean 
time there is no 'leſs danger left Dinreticks nnſeafonably given, 
whillt they fuſe the Blood too much, drive the Serum, which is 
forc'd to part from it, into the watery Maſs of the Aſcites, more 
than into the Reins, and ſo rather to increaſe than remove that 
deluge of the Belly. And truly I have frequently -obſerv'd that 
this ſometimes happens; and *tis for this reaſon that the Ancients 
always mixt Aſtringents and Corroboratives in' their' Medicines 
tor the Dropfie, not that ſuch ( as is vulgarly ſaid ) ſtrengthen 
the tone of the Liver, but preſerve the Crafis or Mixtnre of the 
Blood from being wholly diffolv'd by too much fuſion. There- 
fore in an Aſcites which happens chiefly , or in part, by reaſon 
that the Serous humour ſtuffs and mightily (wells the Compages 


0: tie Viſcera and Veflels, and eſpecially the Tunicles, Glands 
and Fibres themſelves, and the ſpaces betwixt them ; even 
as Catharticks are proper, ſo are alſo Dinreticks, and are 
oiten taken with ſucceſs, for as much as by the uſe of theſe, the

Maſs of Blood is drein'd ( the Serum being deriv'd to the Reing 
in a plentiful manner ) and readily receives into it elf thoſe 
waters every where ſtagnating about the Mouths of the Veſlels,and 
conveys them to the Urinary Common-ſhore : But on the con- 
trary in a true Aſcites where the Textures of the Viſcera being 
free from ſuch ſ{tuffings with Serum, the filthy Maſs of Waters 
fills the Cavity, of the Belly, Diureticks are given either to no 
Jurpoſe, or with prejudice, becauſe they fetch out nothing of 
the water ſtagnating in the Belly, and very often by fuſing the 

lood, drive the waters more violently thither, being apt to di- 

il into it of their own accord. 

In-an Aſcites all Diureticks of every kind are, not equally pro- 
per, nor ought to be indifferently given ; for it is to be obſerv'd, 
.that Perſons troubl'd with this Diſeaſe make little Urine, which 
is alſo reddiſh, and reſembling as it were a Lixivium; which is q 
fign that the Crafis of their Blood is ſo cloſe bound by reaſon of 
the fixt Salt and Sulphur being exalted and combin'd together in 
it 3 and conſequently that its Serum is not duly ſeparated within 
the Reins, which nevertheleſs is thrown off in the Involutions of 
the Obſtructed Viſcera, and fq is depos'd in the Cavity of the 
Belly. Wherefore in this caſe- we muſt give only thoſe things 
to move Urine, which ſo reſtore and correct the Conſtitution of 
the Blood, that the Irregularities of the fixt Salt and Sulphur 
being taken away, the Serous part may be ſeparated within the 
Reins, and ſent forth in a more plentiful manner : For which end 
not Acid or Lixivial things, but ſuch as are endow'd with a Vo- 
latile Salt are proper ; for I have often obſery'd in ſuch Patients, 
that when Spirit of Salt, and other Acid diftilld Liquors of Mi- 
nerals, and when the Deliquia or Solptjons of Salt of Tartar, of 
Broom, and of other things have rather done hurt than good; 
the Juice of Plantain, of Brooklimes, and of other Herbs abound- 
ing with a Volatile Salt; alſo the exprefſions of Millepedes have 
given relief: For the ſame reaſon Sal Nitre throughly purified, 
or Cryſtal Mineral has often a mighty good effect. You may 
find Forms of Medicines proper for this uſe in our preceding 
Tract, where we have ſet down Examples of Diureticks, in 
which both Volatile and Nitrous Salts are the Bafis : Moreover 
to this place belongs that notable Experiment with which Joban- 
mes Angius ſays he often Cur'd an Aſcites from a hot Cauſe, which 
Medicine alſo the moſt experienc'd Phyfician Dr. Theodore Mayern 
uſually prefcrib'd in the like Cafe, ang was wont to extol. It 15 
as follows. | 

| Take Juice of Plantain and Liverwort, and fill an earthen Pot 
with it to the Brim, then ſtop 1t very cloſe, and put it in a hot Oven 
as ſoon as the Bread us drawn, and make a gentle Fire round the ſides 
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f the Pot to continue the heat of the Oven ; after it # boild ſtrain 
te Liquor, and being ſieeten'd with Sugar, let it be drank, Morn- 
jugs and Evenings, and it Cures. 

In Imitation of this, I have often preſcrib'd with ſucceſs after 


the following manner :; 

Take green Plantain Leaves four handfuls, Liverwort and Brooks 
limes, of each two handfuls, being bruisd together, pour to them -of 
ſmall Compound Raddiſh water, or of ſome other Magiſterial water 
half 4 pound, wring it forth hard : The Doſe is three Ounces thrice 
4 - 
Diaphoreticks though moſt efficacious in an Anaſarca, yet are 

of little or no uſe in an Aſcites; for being unſeaſonably given, 

they often cauſe a great prejudice to the Patient, without doing 
him the leaſt good, becauſe by heating the Blood they make 
the waters floating in the Cavity of the Belly, to grow fervid, - 
aad to boil as jt were , ſo that the Spirits and Humours are 
mightily troubled by the Vapours thence rais'd, and fo a difor- 
der of all the funCtions follows, and the Viſcera themſelves being 

ſodden as it were, are very much injur'd : Moreover when a 
Sweat is thus unduly rais'd, the Blood being forc'd to a fuſion 
and precipitation of Serum, diſcharges more yet into the watery 
Mais of the Aſcites; therefore when ſome preſcribe Fomentations 
and Liniments to be apply'd to the ſwollen Paunch, and order 
Bathing, for the moſt part it falls out for the worſe to the Pati- 
ents; for beſides Feyeriſhneſs; a Head-ach, Vertigo, faintings of 
the Spirits, and other ill Symptoms of the Heart and Brain, moſt 
frequently caus'd by ſuch means, the Belly alfo ſwells the more 
by it, becauſe the Blood being agitated and diffolv'd, depoſes the 
Serum there in a larger meaſure : Nay, and the Mouths of the 

efſels are thereby made more looſe and open, fo that they di- 

il forth waters faſter, they being now diſpos'd to part from the 
Maſs of Blood. The Remedies which are wont to be Admini- 
fred with moſt ſucceſs, when we will not proceed to an Incifion, 
are Gliſters and Plaiſters. 

The former draw the Serum out of the Veſſels and Glands of 
the Inteſtines, and Meſentery, without fuſing the whole Maſs of 
Blood ( which ſtrong Catharticks will do ) which being fo em- 
ptyed, receive into them ſome of the extravalated Lympha ; For 
this end the following Gliſter uſually preſcrib'd by us in the like 
caſe is mighty proper}; in regard at the ſame time it irritates the 
Fibres of the Inteſtines, and draws the Serum imbib'd by the 
Blood, or before contain'd in it, to the Reins. 
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Take Urine of Toy Man that drinks Wine one pound, Ve. 
nice Turpentine 41 oly'd with the Tolk of an Egg , an Ounce and a 


half, Sal Prunella a Dram and a half : Make a Gliſter , repeat it 


Plaiſters ſometimes do good in an Aſcites, but let them be ſuch 
as ſtrengthen the Viſcera by ſome rettringent and comfortin 
vertue, and help to cloſe the Mouths of the Veſſels, that they do 
not diſcharge the Serofities in too great a plenty : For this end 
I uſually apply Emplaſtrum Diaſapoms to the ſwollen Belly with 
good ſucceſs. Or, 

Take Emplaſtrum de minzo, and Paracelſi, of each what ſuffices : 
Make 4 Plaiſter to be applyd to the Belly. If at any time this Di- 
ſeaſe be complicated with a Tympany, other ſorts of Epithems 
are proper, as we ſhall declare hereafter. 

The great and moit preſent Remedy for an Aſcites, is to make 
an Incifion , and draw forth the water, tho this practice as 
often Kills the Patient, as Cures the Diſeaſe 3 wheretore there is 
need of great caution in what Perſons, and in what time of the 
Diſeaſe this ought to be attempted : In Cachectical Perſons, and 
ſuch as have been long ill, in whom the Conformation and tem- 
perament of the Viſcera are generally vitiated, it cannot prove 
of any good effect to let forth the waters by piercing of the 
Belly ; for preſently upon it the Spirits faint, the ſtrength is dif- 
ſolv'd, nay and a freſh inundation of the Morbifick humour ſoon 
ſucceeds it : But thoſe who before having a good conſtitution 
of the Viſcera, aud being ſound enough as to all other parts, fall 
into an Aſcites upon (ome great evident cauſe, as they need not 
preſently at firſt attempt an Incifion, ſo they ought not to defer 
it long if it be judg'd requiſite. For upon a long delay the Viſce- 
ra which are immerg'd in the waters, and as it were ſodden in 
them, become incorrigibly vitiated. 

Its beſides my purpoſe to deſcribe here the Adminiſtration of 
this Incifion, whether it be perform'd the ordinary way, or ac- 
cording to the way of Sy[/vius, with a Perforated Needle. As 
Phyſicians ſeldom preſcribe this operation, they looking upon 
it as dangerous, ſo Quacks and Empiricks never conſulting them, 
attempt it very often inconſiderately and unprofperouſly. For 
concluſion, I ſhall here give you a relation of a true and terrible 
Aſcites lately Cur'd without an Incifion, | 

A young Woman tall and flender, a Merchants Wife, giving 
Suck to her Child, drank both by day and by night to increaſe 
her Milk, an immoderate quantity of Ale, ſometimes plain, and 
ſometimes made into Poſtet-drink ; after having us'd this ill way 
of Diet for fix Weeks, ſhe fell ſuddenly into a cruel 4/cires, the 
beginnings of which ſhe never had minded; for her Abdomen

ing full of waters floating: within it, ſwell'd mightily, and its 
fulk when ſhe turn'd her ſelf from one fide to the other, fell 
vithout the Ilia, and the borders of the reſt of her Body; in the 
mean time the Fleſh of all her Members was mightily conſum'd, 
aid ſhe ſeem'd no leſs Conſumptive than Hydropical. 

The Child being wean'd, and a better Diet ordered, ſhe entred 
won Phyfick, and in the firſt place took gentle Hydragogues 
jth Purging by Siege and Urine, but without any benefit, nay 
iſter all Purging ſhe was worſe : Afterwards being Committed to 
our care, and almoſt in a deſperate condition, I proceeded with 
her after the following method. 

Having wholly forbidden her the uſe of Ale, and all other drinks 
but what were Phyfical, I preſcrib'd theſe things. 

Take Leavgs of Plantain, Brooklimes, Clivers, of each four hand- 
fuls, being bruis'd together, pour to them water of Earth-worms, and 
Radiſh-water Compound , of each three Ounces, wring it forth ; ſhe 
ok it twice a day, viz. at eight of the Clock, in the Morning, and as 
five in the Afternoon, ſhe continued the uſe of thu Medicine a long 
time, but altered now and then the Compoſitzon, changins ſometimes 
the Herbs, ſometimes the Liquor to be poured to them. 

Take of the reddeſt Tinfture of Salt of Tartar an Ounce and 4a half; 
ſhe rook, twenty Drops going to Bed, and early m the Morning in 
= ſpoonfuls of the following Julape, drinking after it ſeven ws.

Take water of the Flowers of Elder, and of Saxifrage, of each ſix 
Ounces, the waters of Snails, Earth-worms, and Radiſh Compound, of 
each two Ounces. 

On her Belly ſhe wore a Plaiſter made of Empl. de Minio, 65 
Oxycroceo. 

The following Glyſter was given her firſt every day, afterward 
tyery other or third day. 

Take Urine of a ſomd Man a _ » Turpentine diſſolv'd with 
the Tolk of an Egg an Ounce and a half, Sugar an Ounce, Sal Prunella 
4 Dram : Make a Glifter. 

By the conſtant uſe of theſe things, in ſix Weeks time the ſwel- 
ling of her Belly came down, but her fleſh daily falling away, a 
Conſumption was fear'd : Wherefore to prevent it, ſhe went in- 
to the Country and drank Aﬀes Milk, and by the benefit of this 
nouriſhment and of the freſh Air, taking continually the above 
mention'd Medicines, ſhe recover'd perfectly within three Weeks 
or a Month, and lives till, and is in good health. 


Of the Tympany: 


CHAP. IV: 


Inſtructions and Preſcripts for Curing the Tympany, 


Tympary may be thus defiri'd, or at leaft deſcrib'd, viz. that 
- it is a fixt and continued tumour of the Abdomen, equal; 
hard, ſtiff, yielding a ſound upon ſtriking , taking its riſe from 
a fort of Convulſive Inflation of the Membranous Parts and 
Viſcera, by reaſon of the Animal Spirits being driven into thoſe 
Fibres in too great a plenty, and there hindred from a Receſs, 
through the fault of the Nervous Juice obſtructing it : To which 
affe&t a gathering of Winds in the empty places is conſequently 
added for compleating it. 

That we may have timely notice of its beginning, we muſt 
underſtand that there are ſome previous affects which diſpoſe to 
it, as eſpecially a Hypochondfiack, Colick, Hyſterick, and ſome- 
times an Aſthmatick difpoſition £ And if after frequent returns of 
Fits in any of theſe Diſtempers, a tumour of the Abdomen fol- 
lows, though never ſo ſmall at firſt, a Tympany is preſently to -' 
be fear'd. 

A Tympany ſeldom Kills of it felf, but after »t has continued a | 
long time, to make more ſure work, it joyns to it ſelf at length 
an Aſcites as a forerunner of death. 

In order to the Cure of a Tyinpany, as in moſt other Diſeaſes, 

there are three primary Indications, whereof the firſt and always 
the moſt prefling being Caratory, endeavours to remove the tu- 
mour of the Abdomen, by recalling the Animal Spirits from that 
Convulfive extention, and redncing them to order :' The Second 
being preſervatory, keeps thoſe Spirits or others from inordinate 
excurſions into the Nervous Fibres of the Belly, and at -the ſame 
time corrects the faults of the Nervous Liquor accompanying 
"them, as to its Crafis or Motion : The Fhird is Vital, and by 
removing the Symptoms that are moſt prefling, relieves and up- 
holds as much as may be all the functions that are oppreſt or 
weakned. 

, The Firſt Indication is always of chiefeſt moment, the whole 
ſtreſs of the Cure conſiſting in it, bat its very difficult to be per- 
form'd : For it does not readily occur to us with what remedies 
or ways of Adminiſtration it ought to be attempted. Bleeding 
has no place here, but in a manner always is ſhun'd as hurtful ; 
alſd Catharticks for as much as they irritate the affected PR 
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and trouble the Spirits, and drive them more violently into thoſe 
Fibres, do rather increaſe than diminiſh, or Cure the tumour of 
the Belly : So likewiſe Diaphoreticks force the Spirits together 
with the Morbifick Particles deeper into thoſe Fibres, from which 
they ought to be ſummon'd forth and withdrawn. The chief 
means of Cure ſeems to be plac'd in the uſe of Diureticks and 
Glifters 3 and great things are likewiſe expected. from Topicks, 
becauſe they are apply'd more immediately, and by contact to 
the Diſeaſe it ſelf, and becauſe we ſee they excellently diffolve or 
diſcuſs tumours in other places; but all diffolvents are not pro- 
per here, even though in other tumours they are very Medicin= 
able: For thoſe that} are hot, being accounted diſcufſors, moſt 
commonly rather do hurt thaa good in a Tympany, whether 
they are us'd as a Fomentation , or Liniment, or apply'd in the 
Form of a Cataplaſme or Plaiſter : For they both open and di- 
late the Ductus's of the Fibres, ſo that they lye more open to 
the Inroads of the Spirits z and at the ame time rarify the Parti- 
cles ſticking in them, ſo that they comm to occupy a greater 
ſpace, the Inflation and Swelling of-the Be ly is augmented. Laſt. 
ly as to Alteratives, even of thoſe which do good againſt other 
affects of the Genus Nervoſum, only ſome few are proper in a 
Tympany z for where the Morbifick matter ſticking within the 
{trait Ductus's cannot be driven forwards or quite through, Ela» 
ſtick Medicines, by faſtning the matter deeper, render the obſtru- 
Qion ſtill greater ot more fixt : Wherefore the Spirits of Harts- 
horn, Soot, Sal Armoniack, and ſo TinCtures, Elixirs and other 
Medicines endowed with a Volatile Salt, or Particles otherwiſe 
ative, do not only cauſe a very troubleſome heat and drought in 

ſons troubled with a Tympany, but alſo make the Abdomen 

vell more, becauſe they trouble the Spirits, and fuſe the Blood 

and Nervous Juice, fo that the Particles depoſed by each of theſe 
are forc'd into the parts affected. 

Notwithſtanding Phyfick can do ſo little againſt this Diſeaſe 
we muſt not ceaſe to move every ſtone in order to Cure, or 
give eaſe to the Patient : Therefore in the Firſt place (becauſe it 
is the Cuſtom to begin with Evacuatives ) though ſtrong Ca- 
tharticks always do: hurt, and the more gentle are ſcarce ever 
able to carry off the Conjund&t Cauſe ; yet theſe latter, for as 
much as they withdraw ſomewhat of that which feeds the Di- 
ſeaſe, and prepare the way for other Medicines to exert their E= 
nergies more freely, ought to have their turns in the Practice of 
Phyſick, viz. once in fix or ſeven days; and at other times let 
Ulifters (the uſe of which is much better ) be frequently Admi- 
niſtred ; Hydroticks being forbidden, let moderate Diureticks be 


iligently plyed, to which at the ſame time let ſuch things be 
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joyn'd which: regard the altering and reducing of the Spirits and 
Humours,' which truly make up the' chiefeſt part of Pharmacy 
for a Tympany * Moreover in the mean time let not the uſe of 
Topicks be neglected. We ſhall ſet down certain Select Forms 
of Medicines appropriated to each of theſe ends : For a Medicine 
gently loofening, uſe the' Eaxative Wine preſcrib'd for a Tym- 
pany by the famons Greg. Horſtius in the Fourth” Book of his Ob. 
ſervations, Chap. 3o. 'or inftead of it, let the following be pre- 
{crib'd in a ſhorter Form. | py COL IEIO : 
Take Flowers of Peaches, and of Damash, Roſes, of each tro Pupils 
of Broom, 'Elder, and the leſſer Centorygof each a Pugil, Leaves of 
Agrimony and Sea Wormwood, of each a handful, of the beſt Sena an 
Ounce, Rhubarb ſix Drams,Carthamus-ſeeds half an Ounte, of Dwarf- 
elder two Drams, yellow Saunders three Drams, Galingal Roots twy 
Drams, being ſlicd and bruisd, ſew them up in a Siltken Bag, and 
put it in a Glaſs with two pounds of Whitewine, Saxifrage water a 
pound, Salt of Tartar a Dram and a half; let them ſtand for forty 
eight hours, then let the Patient begin to drink it, taking about four 
or ſix Ounces every third or fourth day. 

In a hotter conſtitution let the following Form be given,which 
I have ſometimes try'd with good ſucceſs.

Whilſt theſe things are taken inwardly, let Topicks alſo, and 
outward applications be carefully Adminiſtred, not ſuch as are 
hot and diſcufling, but ſuch as are endow'd with Particles of a 
Volatile and Nitrous Salt, which deſtroy the combinations of the 
other Salts, and make void the efforts of the Spirits, for which 
ends we propoſe the following things : If Fomentations ought to 
be us'd at all, let them not be apply d too hot, and let them not 
be prepar'd of the vulgarly call'd Carminatives, but chiefly of 

Salts and Minerals. Cabrotius ( quoted by Helmont -) ſays, he

* Take Flowers of Sal Armonaack an Ounce , Cryſtal Mineral twy 
Ounces , fmall Spirit of Wine containing much Phlegm in it two 
pounds : Mix them, and diſſolve them in a Glaſs. 

' Let a Woolen Cloath dipp'd in this warm, be -apply'd on the 
whole Abdomen, and be chang'd now-and then, dipping it afreſh : 
Let it be done twiee a day for half an hours ſpace, afterwards let 
there be apply'd either a Cataplaſm of Cow-dung, with the Pow 
der of Dogs-turd, or the Plaiſter following. | 

' Take Entflaſtrum Diaſaponis, that is, of Minium with Venice Soap 
what (uffices: Let it be thin ſpread on thin Leather, and applyd to 
the whole Belly, renewing it within ten or twelve days. 

The Second Indication requires chiefly altering Medicines, viz. 
ſuch as put a ſtop to the Fermentations of the: huimours in th 
Viſcera of the Belly, and to the wild Efforts, and irregular excur- 
fions of the Spirits, and which likewiſe procure the eyen mix- 
tures and due motions of the Chyle and Nervous' Juice : For 
which ends Chalybeats are principally us'd ; and truly not only for 
this Diſeaſe, but for many others belonging to the Viſcera'of the 
Belly, it's uſual to have recourſe to Steel Medicines,though in the 
wean time many Empyricks confidently preſcribing them , do 
not conſider after what manner ſuch Medicines work , or what 
alterations for the better may be expected from them 2: And in- 
deed it very often falls out, that nature her ſelf is deſtroyed, and 
not the Diſcaſe, when Chalybeats, of which there is a great variety, 


and of diverſified Operations, are given without any diſtin&tion ' 


or choice, ar without reſpect to the Temperament,Conſtitution, 
and ſtate of the Diſeaſe in Patients. CP 

We have treated elſewhere ex profeſſo concerning Medicines 
prepar'd of Iron and Steel, and of their vertues and manners of 
working ; fo that it's needleſs to repeat the ſame here : As to this 
Diſeaſe, if any of them are proper for it, certainly 'they are not 
all : For thoſe in which the Sulphur ſtill remains, and being fre, 
predominates over the other principles after that the texture of 
the mixt Body is open'd, muſt be wholly excluded from this 
number; for by their powerful fermentation, they greatly fer- 
ment the Juices of the Viſcera, and put the Blood and Spirits 
in ſich a Commotion, that the whole Region of the Belly is puft 
up in a greater Bulk, as though ſome Spirit ruſh'd yiolently into it. 

Nor are- thoſe more proper here, from which the Sulphureons 
Particles are” wholly driveii away with the Saline; as in Crocus 
Marts 'prepar'd by' a very ſtrong and long Calcination ; for as 


this Medicine is good to ſtay all 'fluxions,* fo it fixes more

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y Impactions of Spirits and humours, and renders them more 
obſtinate. 

* But there remains a Martial Remedy of a middle kind, in which 
the Sulphur being wholly , or for the greateſt part expell'd, the 
Vitriolick Salt remains, and has for the greateſt part the Predo- 
minancy, as it has in a Splution of the Filings of Iron, or in its 
Infuſion either fample, or in Mineral waters, in-Salt or Vitriol of 
Mars, in our preparation of Steel, with many others, preparations 
and compoſitions of which have been often found by experience 
to-have done great good in ſome caſes; for theſe deſtroy the 
Exotick, and reſtore the Genuine Ferments of the Viſcera ; open 
their Obſtru&tions , fix the Blood , and keep its Texture from 
much diflolution : Wherefore Chalybeate Medicines, as alſo ſome 
other Alteratives have haply ſome effect againſt the ProcatarRtick 
and more ,remote Cauſes of a Tympany, but do little or no good 
at'all againſt its ConjunCct Cabſe. Y

Oven whillt breaq 1s bak't, and afterwards the Flowers being taken

' neo ; The Doſe is a Scruple in Decodtion of the Seeds and Roots 
of Fennel. Certainly if this Medicine can do any thing, it ought 
to be given in a greater Doſe.

CHAP. 
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Inſtrutions and Preſcripts for Curing the Anaſarcas. 


AY Anaſarca is deſcrib'd after this manner, that it is a white 
and ſoft Tumour of the whole outward part of the Body, op 
of ſome parts of it, yielding to the Touch, and leaving a Pit np- 
pon Compreflion, proceeding from an Aqueous Humour extras 
valated and heapt together, both within the Interſtices of the 
Muſcles, and within the Pores of the Fleſh and Skin, and even 
of the Glands and Membranes. 

That watery Humour proceeds wholly or for the greateſt part 
from the Blood, for being continually produc't within the Maſs 
of Blogd through the defect and fautt of Sanguification , it ig 


. pour'd forth of the Months of the Arteries in a greater quantity 


than that it can be receiv'd and carried back . by the Veins and 
Limphzducts and be fent forth by the Reins and Pores of the 
Skin, and other Emiffaries of the Serons- Latex. 

An Anaſarca whilſt it is ſimple, is the leaft dangerous amongft 
all the ſpecies of Dropfies : And a particular Anaſarca oc- 
cupying only the Inferior Members, ſo the Belly do not ſwell 
withal, is much ſafer than an Univerſal one. 

In order to a right proceeding towards a Cure,two chief ſcopes of 
Curing 'here* preſent themſelves , viz. Firſt we muſt take Care 
that the water betwixt the Skin and the Fleſh be fome way E- 
vacuated and Confum'd ; and Secondly that a new ſupply be not 
continually engendred and heapt together : For which end we 
muſt uſe what means we may both that the Viſcera of ConcoCtion 
being cleans'd from Excrements, and free from Obſtrucions, 
prepare always a good Chyle, and ſupply the Maſs of Blood 
with it in a due quantity , and likewiſe that the Blood, ( its 
Principles being rettor'd to their fermenting Power) may duly 
ferment and convert into its own Nature not? mam of the Chyle 
continually ſent into it. The Vital Indication ſeems not neceflary 
in this Diſeaſe as in many others,becauſe Faintings of the Spirits, 
or Watchings, for which Cardiacks, and Hypnoticks are required, 
ſeldom happen here : And there is little need of reſtoring Diets 
becauſe Faſting and Abſtinence do more good, and moſt com- 
monly are the greateſt part of the Cure; the reaſon is that the 
Veſſels being drain'd by Faſting, drink up the waters A 
etwixt 
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betwixt the Skin and the Fleſh, or elſewhere, and ſend them forth 
partly by the Reins, the Pores of the Skin, and other Erniſfaries, 
and partly employ them moſt Advantageouſly for nouriſhing the 
Body, they being yet full of a Nutritive. Juice. Firſt, ' to pers 
form the firſt Indication which is for the Evacuation of the Mor. 
bifick matter, all Hydragogue Medicines oth Simple and Com. 
pound, and likewiſe the Forms of Medicihes ſet down before in 
the Chapter of the Aſcites ought to be apply'd to ufe : Moreoves 
not only Catharticks and Diureticks, but likewiſe Diaphoreticks 
have often place in the Cure of the Anaſarca, though for the moſt 
part they are forbiddenyin other kinds -of the Drophe. 

In a ſimple Anaſarca you may Purge Strongly, and it often 
does. much good. | 

I have given you before Forms of Hydragogue Catharticks of 
both kinds. zz, of ſuch as exert their force both upwards and 
downwards, and both of a gentle and ſtrong - Operation ; from 
whence you may take them, and apply them - to the preſent 
Method of Curing, 

If you ask how Catharticks work in this Diſeaſe, and where- 
fore they carry forth waters better and more efficaciouſly than 
in other kinds of the Drophie : I ſay that in an 4naſarca the 
Morbifick matter (which is a Lympha) refieds partly in the Maſs of 
Blood, and partly in the habit of the Body within the Pores 
and empty Spaces lying, betwixt the Veſlells : Wherefore a ſtrong 
Cathartick being given, it preſently. Exagitates the Maſs of Blood, 
fuſes it, and moves it to an Excretion of any ſuperfluous or he- 
terogeneous thing : And at the ſame time irritates the Months of 
the Arteries which lye open towards the Cavityes of the Inteſtines, 
that'the water caſt. ,ont of the Blood may find a way forth ra- 
ther by theſe Emiſſaries. Hence in the firſt place the waters 
floating within the Maſs of Blood are clear'd forth in a plens 
tifull manner, and then the Veſlells being drain'd ſoon drink up 
the waters betwixt the Fleſh and the Skin, and preſently ſend 
them forth partly by ſeige,and partly by Urine or Sweat: There 
1s no fear in the mean time, leſt, as in an Aſcites, the Morbifick 
matter being Exagitated, and put in Fuſton by the Medicine, 
be driven from the Blood into the places affected, whence it 
cannot eaſily get out again ; or leſt, as in a Tympany, the Viſ- 
cera by reaſon of the Fibres of the Ventricle and Inteſtines be- 
ing too much irritated, are mov'd into Convulſive Extenſions ; 
for whilft the Viſcera are ſound, and in a good ſtate, the Par- 
ticles of - the Medicament do them no hurt, but being car- 
ryed thence into the Blood, do not only fetch waters from it, 
bnt by Exagitating its Maſs, raiſe up its Active Particles be- 
fore 
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fore oppreſt, and diſpoſe them for recovering their power of 
Fermentation. | 

Secondly, I have alſo ſet down before the Hydragogues 0- 
perating by Urine, both fimple and compound, and have given 
you Forms of Megicines.prepar'd of both, and the ways. of give- 
ing them : Wherefore I ſhall not repeat them here :- But *be- 
cauſe all Medicines of this Kind do.not good alike in all affects 
we muſt here obferve that Lixivials-( as I have often found by 
experience) far exceed the reſt of Diureticks in Curing the Ana- 
farca. , And now it's a much us'd and common Remedy for a- 
ny one who has his Members ſwell'd, to Purge firſt, and then 
to take twice or thrice a Day ſix or eight Ounces of a Lixi- 
vium made of White-wine with the Aſhes of Wormwood or of 
Broom, and to continue its uſe for ſorne Days: This . Medicine 
as I have obſerv'd in many, powerfully proyok's Urine, nay ſome- 
times in fuch Abundance that the Patients within . the ſpace of 
twenty four hours making above. a Gallon and. a half of water, 
have preſently recover'd almoſt to a miracle. +» 

The reaſon why Medicines Tontaining a fixt and 1ixivial Sal 


| expel! Urine more in an Anafarca thai ſuch as, are endow'd with 


an Acid,- or Alchalifate or Volatile Salt, is, that in this Diſeaſe 
the watery Humours which upon. failing of the. Fermentation 
of the Blood, and of its ſanguifying Vertue, are gathered to- 
pether as well within its Maſs as in. the habit of the Body, up- 
on ſtagnating there ſome time are turn'd ſomewhat ſharp { Where- 
fore the Lixivial Particles of the Medicine entering the Blood 
preſently grow in a heat with the Acids of the waters; which 
as they exagitate and ferment, they cauſe a mighty Fermentation 
in the whole Mafs of the Blood and a following excretion, 

Tuke of the Aſhies of Broom, or of Wormwood, or of the Prunings 
of Vines caleind th a whiteneſs and ſifted, four Ounces, put them 
m 4 Glaſs-bottle with two Pounds of White-wine; let there be 4 
cliſe and warm Dopaſtion for three or four hours, then ſtrain it, the 
Doſe is from ſix Ounces to eight twice a Day.

Diaphoreticks often do excellently well in a Leucophlegmatia 


( which begins or concludes an Anaſarca ) and they uſually *a- 
gree better in this Diſeaſe when confirm'd than in other kinds 
of the Dropſie : And though at the beginning they are not 
able to move Sweat becauſe the habit of the Body is inveſted 
with a deal of waters, however by exagitating the Blood they 
are a means that the active Particles implanted in it, which 
were dull'd before, and. almoſt overwhelm'd, are rais'd up again, 
and diſpos'd to a Fermentation, and that all the dreggy Excre- 
ments, eſpecially ſuch as are Aqueous , are put in Motien,ſo that 
preſently breaking forth'ef their Receptacles in a plentiful man» 
ner, they readily paſs off by Seige, or Urin, and often in ſome 
meaſure by tranſpiration : But after that the waters being well 
clear'd” by Purging, the Morbifick matter is ſo far diminiſht 
that the bulk of the Body and the ſwelling of the Members 
begin to abate, the remainder of the Humour is excellently con» 
ſam'd by moderate Sweats, and by a conſtant perſpiration. * . 
We 'have given you before a Lift and Forms of Hydroticks ; 
but as to” our 'preſetit purpoſe for the Cure of an Anafarca, 
| thoſe things are moſt proper which are given in ſomwhat a 
l arge Doſe ; for as to ſuch as are preſcrib'd in a ſmall quantity, 
their aCtive Particles being immerg'd in the waters are over- 
whelm'd' before they can be diffus'd in the Blood ſo as to exert 
their force ;- wherefore Spirits whether Armaniack, or Vinous, 
alſo TinCtures and Elixirs, nay and - Powders, ſeldom come in 
vſe againſt this Diſeaſe; becauſe in a ſmall Doſe they do little, 
and if it be made very large, they often offend the bowels by 
their Exceſs in operation,therefore let thoſe things rather be made 
choice of which being taken in a- full Draught and warm may 
be able to” paſs the whole Blood uncorrupted , as chiefly the 
Decoctions © of” Woods and Roots , whoſe Particles agreeing 
well enough with the Blood, but being: not to be-qmaftered by 
it, paſs through its whole Maſs, and exert an Elaſtick force, 
putting all the Humonrs in a Commotion. 
Tehe Raſyimos of Guatacim i»; Onnces, Safſufras two Ounces, a 
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the Saunders of each ſix Drams, ſhavings of Ivory and Harts-horn 
of each three Brams, let them infuſe according to Art, and boy! in

| added Spirit of Sal Armoniach ſuccinated, or of Soot from twenty 


to twenty five Drops: Or Tinfture of Salt of Tartar from half a Dram 
to 4 Dram. 

So mnch of Hydragogue Medicines to be taken inwardly , 
which cauſe waters to be evacuated either by drawing them 
inwardly towards the Inteſtines, or by driving them out to 
the Reins, or to the Pores of the Skin : Moreover there are 
certain outward Adminiſtrations us'd, by which waters gather'd 
together within the habit of the Body are put in motion, and 
ſo diſpos'd either generally to paſs off by Sweat, or Urine, or 
particularly, are preſently let forth, a Vent being made in ſome 
peculiar places. 

In the firſt rank we place Fritions, Lin;ments, Fomentations, 
Baths both dry and moiſt : And particular things to evacuate 
waters are Veſicatories, Eſcharoticks, and prickings by a Needle, 
I ſhall ſpeak of each of theſe, or at leaſt of the chief of them 
as far as they regard this Diſeaſe. 

Frifions prove often of good effect in a Leucophlegmatia and 
an Anaſarca : For as the habit of the Body is not only ſo 
charg'd with a Glut of filthy waters there heapt together, 
that nothing can breath through them, but even the outward 
parts grow cold upon the Blood's being bindred of an acceſs 
to them, frequent and ſtrong Frictions give a. motion to the 

gnating waters, and in ſome meaſure dillipate them from 
thence, and by opening the paſſages call again the Blood into 
thoſe parts whence it was baniſht, wherefore it is good not 
only to rubb the {wollen Member, but even the whole Body once 
or twice a Day with a courſe Cloath, or with a little bruſh now 
commonly made for that purpoſe. 

"In rubbing, or after it, Liniments and Fomentatiens are ſom- 
times proper : They are prepar'd either of Salts and other Mi- 
nerals difloly'd, or of . hot and diſcuſſing Vegetables boil'd 
with Lees of Wine in water ; and being apply'd hot open the 
Pores, give a farther mution to the accumulated Waters and 
diſcuſs them, and enlarge the compaſs of the Blood's circuit, 
the watery Maſs being in ſome meaſure diſſipated. The Linimevts 
conſiſt of Sulphur and Salts of divers kinds , or of Quick4ime 


and other Minerals, which _ powdred and mixt with _ 
SL Mu- 
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Mucilaginous extracts of Smart. Herbs, . are made into an Oints. 


ment : To which for their better confittency let a fit quan» 
tity of Oyl of Scorpions be added: Nay this Oyl apply'd, by it 
ſelf (fo it be right ) gives often great relief. I knew. a Boy 


ſwollen very much with an Univerſal Anaſarca, who was Cur 


by this only Remedy: For his Mother ( I know not how ad- 
vis'd ) anointed his whole Body . Mornings and Evenings with 
Oyl of Scarpions, chafing well the parts with her warm hand : 
Upon which within three Days he began to make a vaſt quan- 
tity .of water, and having continued- to make water fo: for 
ſome Days, the ſwelling vaniſhing by degrees, he grew. well. 
Baths are ſcarce proper for any Dropſie but an Anaſarca, 
nor for this but in the firſt Diſpoſition to'it, or as it goes 
off : For fince by the heat of Baths .encompatſing the whole 
Body, the Blood being made very hot and inſtigated, puts the 
Waters every where in motion which were ſtagnating before, 
and drinking them into it 4elf conveys them ſundry ways, 


there is danger leſt ( as it frequently happens ) receiving them -. 


from the habit of the Body into its Maſs, it preſently. depoſes 
them'in the Precordia, or the Brain ; for there is nothing more 
uſual than that the affects of thoſe parts, viz. an Aſthma, or 
Apoplexy happen to Hydropical - perſons atter bathing : But 
when the conjunct cauſe of the Diſeaſe ( viz. the ſwelling ) is 


moderate, or not very great, a Bath of water impregnated . 


with Salts and Sulphur, or alſo a hot-houſe promoting} a gentle 
Sweat, are often us'd with good. effect. Inſtead of a hot-houſe 
it's better that the Patients be plac't in ſome convenient Cells 
in a Salt-houſe near the Furnaces, in which the Mineral water 
is boil'd into Salt , which often proves of mighty benefit to 
them. 

Veficatories let forth the waters betwixt the Fleſh and the Skin 
in a plentiful manner, and fomtimes too profuſely, theſe are to 
be apply'd to Hydropical perſons with very great caution , for 
ſuch an Epiſpaſtick apply'd to ſwollen places makes a vent too 
wide ; upon the opening of which the water ficſt breaking 
forth, often draws after it from the whole Neighbourhood a 
great Glut of it , whence preſently follows a great Conſter- 
nation of - the Spirits : Moreover ſomtunes the place ſo drain d 
on a. ſudden, being depriv'd of Heat and Spirits, in a ſhort 
time becomes martifyed ; Wherefore this Medicine is fel- 
dom apply'd to the Leggs or Feet.of Hydropical perſons where 
the heat is weak, and the ſwelling yery- great, but. ſomtimes to 
The. Thighs and Arms -with ſecurity, when need requires. 

Efeharoticks are apply'd fomwhat more ſafely to the ſwollen 
Places Yaan Veficatorzes, becauſe the Flux of waters ont I

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vent. is not ſo violent and in ſuch Abundance preſently at firſt : 
' But beginning moderately - it grows after by little and little to 
2 great Current, which nature ( after being accuſtc.m'd to 
it by degrees ). bears better : Moreover there is leſs danger 


of a Gangrene after an Eſcharotick than after a Veſicatory , 


becauſe in that Application, the part whoie Union is dif- 
foly'd is fortify'd by the Eſchar againſt - the loſs of heat. 
} knew an illiterate Empyrick, who often by an Echarotick ſuce : 
ceſsfully evacuated the Members of Hydropical perſons, though 
never ſo much ſwollen, after the following manner. 0:z. Firſt 
he fomented their Leggs Morning and Evening with a De- 
cotion of Dwarfe-e/der, Wormwood Camomill, and other hot 
Herbs, the Lees of Wine or Ale being added to them, and be- 
twixt the times of fomenting he apply'd a Cataplaſm made of 
the Feces of that DecoCtion 'with Bran : After- theſe things 
had been usd three Days he covered both Leggs and Feet 
with a Plaiſter of Burgundy-Pitch, leaving only a ſmall hole 
on each Calf to the bigneſs of a ſmall Nut, in which places 
he put an Eſcharotick of the Aſhes of Aſhen Bark to the naked 
Skin : which being remov'd after twelve hours a ſmall Eſchar 
was left, out of whoſe Pores the Matter firſt Sweated gently, 
then daily diftill'd forth ſomwhat more freely, and at length 


- (the Eſchar falling off) it flow'd forth in a plentifull Stream as 


from an open Source,. till it was drawn from the whole Legg 
both above and beneath. 

There remains yet- another way of drawing forth waters 
from betwixt the Fleſh and the Skin, not inferior to the for- 
mer, though leſs in ute, viZ. by the pricking of a Needle: 
Which alſo muſt be done very cautiouſly and by little and little, 
left a head-ſtrong and exceflive Flux of wate;s be rais'd by it. 
Take an ordinary Needle, ſuch as Taylors uſe, and prick the 
Skin over with it in the place moſt ſwell'd, but let it not en- 
ter ſo far as to draw Blood, and ſo make fix or ſeven little 
holes at a time abont an inch diſtant the one from the other : 
The water will Ifflze by drops forth of each little hole and 
ſo will continually Diftil! forth till all the ſwelling be gone from 
the place prckt: Then the next time, after ſomtimes twelve, 
lomtimes eighteen, ſomtimes twenty four hours prick again 
in ſome other part either of the ſame Leg, or of the other, 
ang fo. continue to make ſuch Vents for the waters once 
or twice a Day in this Member, or that, one alone, or two, or 
at the ſame time in many : For after this manner the Hydro» 
pical Corrnption may be drayn'd more freely and ſafely than 
by any other exteriour - operation whatſoever ; and if in the 
mean time its freſh ſupply be proyided againſt by inward y 4 

| ick , 
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Phyſick, the Diſeaſe will be the more eafily Cur'd : Moreover 
in a deſperate{Dropſie that Adminiſtration ſerves very well to 
prolong Life, becauſe the waters being continually emptied forth 
by thoſe outward Vents, the inward and vital Inunda- 


tion is the longer delayd 2 A Man of late ſeventy years of 


Age, plung'd in a Dropſie over his whole Body has continued 
in Life and kept his head above the waters for theſe many 
Months beyond the expeCtation of all Men by the means of 
this only Remedy. 

So far of the kinds and forms of Remedies prompted 
to us by the firſt, that is, the Gurative Indication 2 As for the 
Preſervative Indication which takes care to reſtore the Crafis, 
and fermenting or Sanguifying Vertue of the Blood, it ſug- 
geſts to us thoſe Medicines with being endowed with hot and 
elaftick Particles, raiſe up the aCtive or depreſt Principles of 
the Maſs of Blood, or repair them being waſted ; for which 
ends the vulgarly calld Altering Remedies are wont to be pre- 
ſcrib'd in the Form of*an Electuary , Powder , Pills, Diſtill'd 
waters, Julapes, Apozemes, and Dyets, to which alſo Spirits, 

es, Elixirs are ſomtimes added for the greater Effica- 
cy 2: I ſhall give you an example or two of each of theſe. 


J. Take Conſerves of Sea-IWormood, Scurvy-graſs, and the yellow 
Coats of Oranges of each two Ounces, Winters-Bark two Drams, 
Species Diacurcume a Dram and a half, Steel prepared with Sulphur 
three Drams, Salt of Wormwood two Drams, Syrup of Citron Pills 
what ſuſſices, ay an Eleftuary : The Doſe is two Drams in the 
Morning and at frve in the Afternoon, drinking after it a Draught 
of Julape, or of the Diſtill'd water to three or four Ounces. 
 Chalybeats very often do great good in this Diſeaſe, as in the 
Green-fickneſs ; Infomuch that the whole, or at the leaſt the 
chief ſcope of Curing Falls frequently on this Remedy : But we 
muſt note that theſe Kinds of Medicines do not all equally a- 
gree ip theſe caſes ; For thoſe that are chiefly in uſe, pz. Salt 
of Steel, or Vitriol of Mars, and others prepar'd with Acids, 
and wholly deprivid of Sulphur , do no good at all , be- 
cauſe they do not promote the Fermentation of the Blood, but 
on the contrary rather fix it when too Exorbjtant, or Elaſtick : 
But for an Anafarca, and any other axdematous Cachexia in the 
habit of the Body, let thoſe Chalybeats be given, in which the 
Sulphury Particles are left, and are Prazdominant, as eſpecially 
in the Filings of Iron, and in its Scales reduc't into a fine 
Powder, and in-Steel melted with Sulphur and Powdred ; theſe 
Powders being taken. are preſently diflolv'd by the Acid Salts 
within our Body, upon which the Sulphureous Metallick Particles

Blood of the firſt kind are again diftinguiſht, that 
either in come without a Fever, and are either Periodical, 
Which often happen at ſet times as the Menſes of Women, 'and 
in ſome the Flux of the Hzmorrhoides, and in others yearly Bleed 
Ings at the Noſe, or otherwiſe cuſtomary 3 which commonly hap- 
pen upon the great changes of the year, or of the Air: Or 
they are erring and uncertain, as when the Blood breaks forth 
for our good from thoſe places, and from many others, ſom- 
times in this part of the Body, ſomtimes in that. Moreover 
Excretions of Blood ſomtimes happen in a Fever, and often 
deterniine it : In all theſe caſes the Blood breaks torth,» becauſe 
growing Turgid within its Veſſels , and being very much rari« 
hed, it requires a larger ſpace. 

Now the Blood grows thus Turgid on two accounts v7, 
both as its Liquor is Inflammable, and as it is Fermentative,

cauſe: the Blood in boyling knows no meaſure in flowing forth; 
or . Secondly becauſe the mouths of the Veſſels being once open'd 
&9 not preſently cloſe,or cannot preſently be ſhut ; or Thirdly be- 
cauſe nature endeavouring an Excretion of Blood,does it by places 
which are moſt open, though often improper, as when it hap-

Ernptions: And in theſe caſes 
when opening a Vein, and Medicines cooling atid' quati ing 
the Blood have done no good, we have found the greateſt pe> 
lef from Narcotick's, Anticonvulfives, and Ligatures:*--**- =o 
To ſpeak now of Bleeding by Art, we generalfy ablerve that 
Phyſick in ſome caſes imitates natiire, in others exceeds” it, 
and often regulates it, and reduces, it when 'it acts "amiſs ;

Firſt therefore in whatever affects Spontaneons Eruptions of 
Blood 'uſe to do good, if at any time theſe fail , Phyfick the 
Handmajd of nature aptly ſuplys its place by Phlebotomy, "there- 
fore if haply the Blood by reaſon of its Sulphur, being, tog much 
at liberty and exalted, is kindled too. much, upon''o ning” a 
Vein' the ſuperfluity of that Inflammable fuel 'Will ifſhe*forth, : 
So likewiſe immoderate Turgeſcencies of the Blood ' by Reaſon 
ef ſome unſubquable ſubſtance gotten into it, are allay'd By

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this meaus.:, Wherefore Bleeding is preſently ordered both. a. 
gain(t  contiijual Fevers which proceed from the former cauſe 
and* againſt ſich as intermit whoſe fits are from the latter: 
And fo, as oftey. as an accuſtomed Evacuation at ſet times which 
is ſtopt, or a humour ſtruck back from the outward parts, or 
a faddety ſt5ppage of the Pores, or if a Surteit, Drinking of 
Wine; and other Accidents of this nature, by crowding the Blood 
with Heterogeneous Particles, cauſe a Turgeſcency in it, Phle- 
botomy is uſually a moſt preſent Remedy. 

"Secondly , Phylick , does not only imitate riatyre in lettin 
forty of Blood, but often exceeds it-; nay and frequently aidg 
it,,and reduces it When it-labours, and aCts 'amiſs. For if it 
any time the Blood taking a Head, ruſhes in a Body to one 
part, and "there either prelently breaks forth in a diſorderly 
matiner , or being gather'd together in a large quantity cauſes 
an Inflammation, a Vein being open'd in ſome remote part itops 
that Preternatural Salley of the Blood, and often puts an end 
to the Eruption, or Inflammation : Wherefore in the Plurifie, 
Sqinancy, Peripneumonia, 4n Spitting,or barony nocomp ng na» 
ture either yields it- ſelf oyercome, or being ſtruck as it were 
with a' Rage ſeems to lay violent hands on it ſelf, Chirurgery 
withdrawing the Blood to ſome other place, and letting it forth, 
reftores all things, when almoſt in a loſt Condition. 

Moteover Phyfick often moderates or reduces nature when 
too profuſe, or extravagant in the Effufion of Blood , for in 
Truth all.immoderate Eruptions of Blood muſt be ſtay'd, ra- 
ther than, promoted : Again in regard in the Plague, Small-Pox, 
and  Meazles, broken forth, and in. Malignant Fevers a Sponta- 
neous. Ernption of Blood always foreboads ill > Therefore in 
thoſe affectsStiptick Medicines.reſtraining the Eruption of Blood 
are more-proper than breathing a Vein. 

' Nevertheleſs there are ſome caſes of an Efftufion of Blood by 
nature, which Phyfick can no way imitate, nor ſupply by Phle- 
botomy if haply they fail : In Fevers about the Crifs of the Dif- 
eaſe , wig. after the Digeſtion of the matter , that is, its pre- 
paration for Separation, a Spontaneous Eruption of Blood, in 


regard it comes in a que nick of time, is far better than any. 


Bleeding-by Art, the due ſeaſon for which is unknown 2 And 
ſo a flowing of theMenſes and Hzmorrhoides hapening by the 
Inftin&t of nature is much more Advantageous than if, Blood te 
causd to flow thence by Art, | 


"There is. this notable difference betwixt Bleeding by opening, 


a Vein,and a Spontaneops Eruption of Blood,that in this the Blood 

flows in a manner wholly put of the Arteries, and in the 0+» 

ther Eyacuation it's drawp only out of the Veins, 6 
o 
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'$ far of Phlebotomy, compar'd with a' Spontaneous Eryption 
f Blood : I ſhall now fhew its uſe and effects both good and 
bvil in the PraQtice of Phyſick : Therefore in the firſt place let 
us ſhew in general what fort of alteration this Evacuation cauſes 
in the Maſs of Blood, and then to what Diſeaſes either of the 
whole Body, or of particular parts it molt immediately hag 
reſpect to. Q 

Concerning the firſt it's obvious that the Blood after Breath 
ing a Vein is altered both as to its quantity, and as to its 
Temper and Crafis, and as to its Motion. | 

The 'firſt and moſt common Indication for Breathing a Vein 
is that by this Adminiftration the Maſs of the Blood be lefſen'd: 
Hence even the vulgar growing to an overfal habit of "Boi 
cauſe themſelves to be let Blood to remove that Plethorick 'Dif- 
poſition , but though the evils of that affect are removy'd+-or 
prevented by nothing better, yet the neceflity of this Evacuation 
ought to be avoided as much as may be : Becauſe the Blood 
is rendred by it more Sulphureous and leſs Salt; and conſequent- 
ly it diſpoſes Men to a Feveriſh habit, and to grow Fat: More 
over the great Remedy, Bleeding, if made common ' on every 
ſight occaſion , will become of no effect in grand Diſtempers 
when it is needed : To which we may add that according to the 
obſervation of the vulgar, the more familiarly any one uſes Bleed- 
ing, the oftner he will want it : For the Blood being let forth 
to avoid, an overgreat fullneſs, the reſt of the Maſs ſcon riſes 
again' to a Plenitude, though it's worſe in its Crafis , For 
by this means being much bereft of its Ealſamick Salt which 
preſerves it trom PutrefaCtion : Inſtead of it, it's more filld with 
a Fatning and Inflammable Sulphur. 

"2. Phlebotomy amends the Mixture and Temperament/of the 
Blood in ſundry reſpects ; Firſt if any Heterogeneous thing be 
gotten into its Maſs, which can neither be maſtered, nor eaſily 
leparated, and ſent forth, upon opening a: Vein the: Blood flow 
ing forth carries with it often a great Portion of that matter? 
So again the Blood declining from its Temperament is often re- 
{tor'd by Phlebotomy 3 for when its Maſs upon the exaltation 
of the Sulphur, or fixt Salt, or both of them together, is de- 
generated into a ſharp, Salt, or Salino-Sulphureous nature; a Por+ 
tion of the Blood being drawn ont , preſently it ferments 
anew , and often there is ſuch a change made of all thoſe kinds 
of Particles, that thence forwards the Spirits with tle Volatile 
Salt begin to rife again, and recover their Dominion, keeping the 
Sulphur, and fixt Salt nnder, as they ought to be: Hence Bleed- 
ing 2ives often great relief not only in Fevers, but likewiſe in the 
gScurvy, Jaundiſe, and even in a beginning Phtkifick; For the Blood 
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after the Veſlells are emptyed, as the Stomack when diſcharg'd, 
Concodcts and Affimilates all Humours that come into it better,and 


more eafily ſeparates any Heterogeneous thing and ſends it as 


Way. | 
But if the mixture of the Blood begins to be much diffoly', 
or wholly to fink,as in the Plague, and Malignant Fevers, we muſt 
utterly abſtain from Bleeding 3 for upon taking away of Blood 
the- proviſion of the Spirits ( whoſe only bufineſs it is to pre- 
ſerve_the Maſs of Blood from PutrefaCtion and Corruption ) is 
diminiſht : So that all things preſently tend to a pernicious Diffoln. 
tion, Moreover if the Diſcracy of the Blood be {ſuch that the more 
noble Principles, v:z. the Spirits, Volatile Salt, and Sulphur being 
depreſt or ſpent, the watery and earthy Particles, have the Przdo- 
minancy,. the Blood muſt by no means be let forth, but be preſery'd 
as-the Treaſure of Life: Hence in a Dropſie, Cachexia, Conſump- 
tion-and other affects, where the aCtive Principles are mightily de- 
preſt,/you had as good cut a Mans Throat as open a Vein. 

. In the foreſajd caſes where the Craſis of the Blood is con- 
fider'd, it's eaſy to determine whether Bleeding be proper , or 
not, but-in certain other caſes , as eſpecially in a Putrid con- 
timual Fever, when Life and Death depend on this point, there 
is need of great Deliberation. Now in this difficult caſe we muſt 
confder the State of the Blood, the tendency of the Morhi- 
fick Matter, and the ſtrength of nature : Firſt as to the former, 
if ina Putrid Fever the Blood boyling very much cauſes a mighty 
heat, with Thirſt, Watchings, and a parching heat of the Jaws, 
and no free Sweat, or Eruption of Puſhes appears, or is ex- 
peRed in any ſhort time, Bleeding is ſo plainly indicated, that 
zt were a crime to omit it : But on the contrary if in a weak 
Body; a ſbw and remiſs, but continual Fever ariſes with a weak 
Pulſe, forbear taking away any Blood, and let it be cleangs'd by 
Frandication; Urine, and Bliſtering. In a middle State of the 
Blood, let Bleeding, being of it ſelf indifferent, be determined 
by -other things . Therefore in the ſecond place we muſt con- 
ſider the Tendency of the Morbifick matter, or its Propenſion, 
which matter if it lies dull in the Maſs of Blood and unapt to 
ſeparate, and fo (as it frequently falls out ) a Tranſlation of it 
to the head inſtead of a Crifis hapning, it threatens the Brain, 
and the Genus Nervoſum, Bleeding ought to be ſeaſonably Ad- 
miniſtred for the prevention of theſe evils : But if that mat- 
ter mov'd with a ſudden Impetus, and either ruſhing inwards 
to the Viſcera of the Belly cauſes a violent Vomiting, or Flux, 
or driven outwards brings forth the Small-pox, Meazles or o- 
ther Puſhes ; every' ſuch Impetus of nature, if good ought not 
ta be difturb'd, if evil muſt not be rendred worſe by Phle- 
batomy ; 
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botomy : For to let Blood in theſe cafes is not only danger- 
ons, but very often alſo Extreamly Ignominious. Thirdly, con+ 
cerning Bleeding in a doubtful caſe, we muſt confider the ſtrength 
of the Patient 3 for in a ſound Conſtitution, a Vigorous Age, 
the beginning of a Diſeaſe, and whilſt the Functions both Vi- 
tal and Animal are in a vivid or indifferent State , we may 
with confidence order Bleeding unleſs ſomthing indicates the 
contrary 3 but when it is otherwiſe as to thoſe conditions we 
maſt not inconſiderately proceed to that Evacuation. 

.Thirdly, the diforderly Motions of the Blood, 034. when being 
ſtruck, as it were with a Rage, it either ruſhes violently, or 
conveys offenfive matter. ſomtimes into one part, ſomtimes in- 
to another , it is excellently moderated, or reduc't by Phle- 
botomy ; wherefore for violent Head-aches , all Convulfave, or 
Sleepy Fits, for Catarrhs, Inflammations of the Eyes,and for;the 
Cough , Afthma, Fits of the Gout, and of the Stone in the Kid- 
neys, or for Phlegmons , Erifipela's and for many other af- 
felt caus'd by the Fluxions of the Blood or Serum, Bleed- 
ing is commonly preſcrib'd, and that with good ſucceſs, for 
upon draining the Veſlells, the Blood, getting a more free .paſ- 
ſage is Circulated calmly and nundiſturb'd : Moreover whatſoever 
of this, or of the Serum is extravaſated, is drunk up again and 
brought: into its due courſe. 

Having thus ſhewn you the effects both good and evil which 
happen to the Blood in its different State upon Breathing a Vein, 
we muſt now enquire to what chief Diſcaſes either of the whole 
Body, or of ſome particular part that kind of Remedy has -a 
moſt immediate regard to it : And firſt as to general affects 
its well known that. Bleeding is indicated by a hot and dry 
Diſtemper, and forbidden by a cold and moift. In every Fever 
it's uſually propos'd, never in the Drophe: Next if we conſider 
particular Diſeaſes, there is *no region or part of the Body but 
ſome time may require it : The Headaking, the Brain oppreſt 
with Blood, or Serum { whence a world of evils ſpring ) the 
Inflammation of the Eyes, Face, Mouth and Throat, all Diſeaſes 
of the Breſt, and Prazcordia ( to each of which the diſorder 
of the Blood gives a Riſe or affords Fuel ; alſo obſtructions, 
or inflam'd affects of the Liver, Spleen, and other Viſcera, ſo 
likewiſe both the overgreat fulneſs and athletick habit of the whole 
Body, and the Tumours, and Painful, or Convulſfive Paſſions of 
each particular Member ſeem to accuſe the Blood as the: Au- 
thor of all the evil, and require its Emiſſion as it were by way of 
ſatistisfaCtion. | 

If at any time in theſe and many other affects Bleeding; be 
manifeſtly indicated, before we ſet upon it we muſt confides 
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of theſe four thin gs,-#/7. in what place, after what manner 
and 'by what inſtrument, at! what time, and jn what quantity 
the Blood ought to be let forth. 


1. As to the. Firſt, though according to the Laws of the 
Circulation of the Blood there be little difference frvm what 
Veſſel it be drawn, ſo it be large enough ; yet becauſe beſide 
a general Evacuation of Blood ſomtimes a partial Derivation pro- 
perly fo call'd ( as when the Blood is to be drawn from ſome par- 
ticular place where it is gathered together ) and likewiſe a Re 
vulſtion , when it is to be withdrawn into this or that part, 
are intended, therefore in the Body of Man various limited pre- 
cincts, as it were, are aflign'd, out of which Blood may be let 
according to occaſion, and for moſt neceſſary uſes , ſomtime 
out of this, ſomtimes out of that,or the other. 

If therefore at any time a general Evacuation of Blood be 
indicated the common or middle Vein of the Arm is belt to 
be open'd, for this being of a good largeneſs eaſily admits the 
Lancet, and the Blood flows equally from the whole Body to 
its wide Orifice, upon the free Emiſſion of which not only the 
Plethorick Diſpoſition is taken away, but the greater Veſſells 
being every where emptyed by this means, the Blood ſtagnat- 
ing in any place is reitor'd again to Motion, and if extrava- 
ſated is drank up again into the Veins : Wherefore in great 
affects, where the Blood gathered together in the Brain or a- 
bout the Prazcordia threatens a ſudden Deſtruction , the beſt 
way, not only of a general Evacuation, but likewiſe for a Re- 
vulſfion is to let forth the Blood in a full current by opening 
a Vein in the Arm with a large Incifion. 

But if without any great Plethora the Blood be to be E- 
Vacuated from the whole Body, and to be withdrawn from the 

Superiour Region of the Body to the Inferiour, as in ſuppreſſions 
of the Menfes, or Hzmorrhoids, it's more propper to draw Blood 
from the Foot, or from the Hzxmorhoid Veins by Leeches : And 
f after an Evacuation of Blood from the whole, it mult alſo 
be deriv'd from ſome particular place where it is gathered to- 
gether, let it be taken near the place affected ; Hence in Ce- 
phalick Diſeaſes we open the Vein of the Forehead, Temples, 
or Throat : To Cure Tumors and Pains hapning in the Joynts, 
we either open a Vein beneath or near them, or draw forth the 
Blood by applying Cupping-glaſſes, or Lecches there : And fo 
m affects of the Thorax and of the Belly either Cupping-glafles 
are apply'd to the Region Diftempered, or Leeches to the Veſſels 
of the Fundament. 


As to what is (aid that ſyme Veſſels have a peculiar reſpect 
to 
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t5 ſome of the Viſcera in particular , as the outward Vein of 
the Arm to the Head, the inward to the Liver, &c. All this 
is a meer vulgar errour , grounded on no reaſon or Anatomi» 
cal obſervation 2 Therefore afſoon as it is agreed on for opening 
a Vein, and of the place, make choice of ſome large Veſli, and 
rery fair to the ſight that it may be more eafily open'd, and 
let it not have any Artery , Nerve, and Tendon near it, that it 
may be Lanced more ſecurely. Wherefore the middle Vein of 
the Arm is moſt commonly made choice of, though the Exte- 
riour call'd the Cephalick be more ſafe, being leſs crowded with 
other Veſſels. 

The Jugular Vein, ſo generally open'd in Beaſts is moſt ſafe- 
ly and eafily lanc't , and is as proper as any other whatſo» 
ever for a general Evacuation of Blood from the whole Body, 
belides its excellent Derivation from the Head. 

If you open the Vein above or near the Ancle you muſt take 
a mighty care leſt you hurt the Tendon, which ſometimes hap<, 
pens through the unskillfulneſs or raſhneſs or Chirurgeons, to 
the great prejudice of the Patient2 Moreover you muſt take 
care of opening a Vein near its Anaſtomoſis with an Artery 2 
For if this be done the Blood ſprings forth violently all of a 
Scarlet colour, and its ſtream is not eafily ſtopt, nor the Ori- 
fice of the Veſlel ſoon clos'd. 

As to the ways or Inſtruments with which Blood is drawn 
forth, it's done either: by opening a Vein with a Lancet, or by 
Suction with Leeches, or by Cupping-glafſes after Scarification. 

It's known by ſad experience that in Lancing a Vein ſome= 
times an Artery is prickt, whence either Death, or a cutting off 
of the Member ſometimes follows ; the reaſon is that an Artery 
ought inceſſantly to vibrate and beat in like manner as the 
Heart it ſelf, its Fibres iterating the perpetual charges of Sy- 
ſtole's and Diaſtole's, wherefore a hole made in its DuCtus be- 
comes as it were incurable by reaſon of the continual Motion 
of the Veſlel, and the Efflux of Blood : It is far otherwiſe in 
a Vein whoſe Aperture preſently cloſes again of its own accord 


, there being little ſtreſs of contraCtion lay'd on its Tunicles, and 


indeed only ſo that its Fibres being a little dilated on occa- 
fon, the Blood flowing back, may be gently driven forwards * 
If at any time a Phyfician or Patient are fearful of opening 
a Vein, an Extraction of Blood by Leeches, or Cupping-glafſes 
with Scarification will aptly enough ſupply its defect, and ofs 
ten with the like Advantage z nay theſe Adminiſtrations for re- 
moving the Conjunct cauſe of a Diſeaſe , where there is need 
rather of a partial Derivation, or Evacuation than a general one, 
are often preferr'd to Phlebotomy. 

B b The 
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The dne ſeaſon for letting Blood is often of ſo great mo. 
ment, that, whereas: this Evacuation does good at -one time, at 
another -.it-; proves mighty prejudicial : There are various re. 
ſpects, of. times tp be confidered concerning Bleeding, but chief. 
ly,thele. four, vaz. the time of 'the Diſeaſe, Age, Year, and Day, 
the Firſk-of. thee. chiefly concerns the Cure of the Patient, and 
the reſt; his Preſervation. | 

Firſt, therefore if. we. ought to let Blood in any Diſcaſe, the 
fitteſt time for, it will be about the beginning of it, or in its en. 
creaſe, but not at. all, or very cautiouſly in its height, or De. 
clination : For in the former whilſt nature endeavouring a Cri- 
fis-is extreamly buſted, ſo that the Spirits labour mightily, and 
the, Blood ferments yery much, that its laſt effort ought not 
to be diſturb'd; and when a Diſeaſe is upon remitting, either 
nature being conquerels,. does not. ſtand in need of that Aid, or 
being conquered. will not- bear ſuch Evacuation. 

Secondly, it; at, any time: we deliberate of Bleeding for pre- 
vention, Intants, Children, and aged Perſons are exempted from 
it. by the general;PraCtice of all Nations : This Evacuation al- 
ſo heretatore was. forbidden ta Women with Ciild, but now 
it's. very ordinarily preſcrib'd: Men of a ſtrong Conſtitution, and 
of a-middle Age; bear Bleeding well encugh, and want it very 
often, but ought not to admit it the fuſt and ſecond time with- 
out great occaſion, for once begun , and then repeated, it ſoon 
paſſes into-an- Inevitable. cuſtom : Hence thoſe, who uſe to Bleed 
Spring and Fall:cannot- afterwards omit this Evacuation with- 
out danger : But thoſe for whom it is good or neceſlary to be 
let Blood once or twice a Year, the moſt ſeaſonable times for it will 
be. about the, beginning of the Spring and Autumn, when the 
Blood being: apt to Ferment anew, is in danger of changing 
its Crafts. -Bleeding in ſeaſon. preyents the exaltation of the 
Sulphur and Salts, and conſequently keeps the Blood from any 
Feveriſh, Scorbutick,; or otherwiſe vitious Diſtemper : And like- 
wife. from fuſing it ſelf and pouring its Serous and other dreg- 
gy. Excrements - on the Brain , Lungs, or Viſcera of the Belly, 
About.the Solitices when -our- Bodies are. very cold, or hot, the 
Blood! , as alſo the. Juices of all Vegetables being in a fixt 
State, and ,unapt for any Turgid Motion, ought not to be let 
torth unleſs (ome urgent caule requires It. 

3.-: Whereas ſome religiouſly or rather ridiculouſly obſerve mn 
Bleeding the Poſition of the Heavens and the Aſpects of the 
Moon and Stars, it's altogether Frivolous, 

4, As to the-time of the Day, in Acute Diteaſes when im- 
mediate. Bleeding is indicated,. a Phyft:ian being ca!ld, atter 
tie Body is prepar'd, may .order.,that operation - at any hour 
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of the Day or Night. But if there be room for- delay-, then 
it's more proper to Bleed rather in a Morning when the Sto- 
mack \is faſting and the Veſſels ate emptyed by the Night Per- 
piration,. ſo that the current of. the Blood is then in''a- very 
oreat Calm ind. free from Serons Excrements : 'Nay- though rie- 
ceflity preſſes , let it be delay'd a little, till the fieſh Juice of 
things taken into the Body be paft into the 'Blood';z for [the 
Veſles being -emptyed will draw haſtfly into 'theny the Chymus 
not only crude, but often diſagreeing With, or diſproportionate 
tv'the Mood ; whence not only its Motion is diſturb'd, but alſo 
the Vital flame is (Gmetimes in danger. of- beingdverwham'd : 
I have known ſome who upon Bleeding ſhortly+tfleylargeDrink- 
ing, or pouring in of Vinous Liquors , have-fell-mto-dreadful 
wounding Fits , which continied- a very longtinfe, tl the Vi» 
tal Spirit hatf 'overwhelm'd happen'd at length fo':recover. 

5. As to the quantity of Blood'to -be 'taken," beſides the ma- 
nifeſt errour of thoſe who are ſparing, or profule*'of- it in the 
oreateſt extreams, there is likewiſe an errour of no ſmall mo- 
ment committed within the moderate Limits , whilſt in ſome 
caſes the Blovd is taken too ſparingly , and in others im a 
greater quantity than is fitting : In a burning Fever, the Pleu- 
rite , Peripneumonia , Squinancy,. Frenzy, Apoplexy, and other 
great Diſeaſes riſing from the Thrgeſcency or Inflammatory In- 
curfion of the Blood, a ſpare Bleeding always does more hurt 
than good : For. beſides that. it does not remgye . the Antece- 
dent cauſe of the Diſeaſe, wiz: the Plethota; it moreover” encreas 
ſes its Conjunct cauſes, viz. the Inflammation, or Irruption of the 
Blood : For it's a conſtant obſervation that after a ſpare Emif- 
hon of Blood, its whole Maſs preſently boyls in a high mea- 
ſure, and makes new Sallyes into the part affeid 2 Fhe rea- 
fon of which is, that in a great Plethora many Portions both. of 
the Blood and ' Serum bemg driven into ſtrait /''md' by: recep- 
tacles, are forc't to refide there, which upon the- Veſſels being 
a little emptied-riſh back haſtily into the Maſs of 'Blood, and 
trouble it mightily, driving it here and there in a violent manner, 

As a ſpare Bleeding in fome caſes is not only uſeleſs but hurt- 
ful, ſo in- others a too large Effifion 'of Blood is ſeldom with- 
out danger, and ſometirnes proves mighty- prejudicial to Health: 
For if at any-time there be a failing of ſtrength, or the Body 
labours under a great Cachexia, we muſt be ſpare of Bleeding, 
and it-js either forbidden, or being indicated by reaſon of ſome 
accident it muſt be allow'd but in a ſmall quantity : Wherefore 
in Men of a tender, weak, or cold Conftitution, and in Conſump- 
five Perſons, and ſuch -as are affected with a long or Malig- 
nant Fever, alſo in thoſe that are Hydropical, or very Cacochy»

cretions are ranged amongſt the Diſeaſes of thoſe parts, and we 
have already delivered elſewhere the Theories and Cures of Blood= 
pitting , and the Bloody Flux, ſo that there is no need for us 
to repeat them here, no more than that of Pifſmg Blood which 
belongs to the Pathology of Nephritick affects , wherefore I 
ſhall paſs to thoſe Paſſions, in which there being an immode- 
frag og of Blood, there is a particular neceflity for Medicines 
to top it. 

The chiefeſt kinds of thoſe ſorts of affects are theſe three, 
237. an Eruption of Blood from the Noftrils, and of the Men- 
ſes, and immoderate Fluxes of the Hzmorrhoides. The Cure 
of this latter belongs rather to Chirurgery than Phyſick , and 
we have thought fitting to refer the conſideration of the other 
to the Pathology of the Womb : An Effuſton of Blood by the 
Noſtrills is the moſt general kind of thoſe ſorts of Paſſions, and 
what I ſhalt here deliver for the Cure of this Eruprion of Blgod 
may be apply'd to all other Hzmorrhagies whatſoever, 

Therefore concerning the Cure of an exceſſive Bleeding at 
the Noſe there are three primary Indications, vzz. Curatory, Vis 
tal, and Preſervatory : The two former have regard to the un» 
mediate ſtopping of the Symptom as often as it preſſes ; and the las 
ter undertakes to remove the cauſe of the Diſeaſe that the returns 
of the Eruption of Blood may abate of their violence, or wholly 
ceaſe : Again this Eruption of Blood muſt be manag'd one way 


if without a Fever, and ſomewhat after a difterent manner if 


joyn'd with it. 
If at any time therefore without a Fever much Blood flows 
irom the Noſtrils, preſently as there will be need of Remedies 


to ſtop the Blood, there will be three chief intents of Curing, all 
of thei to be put in Practice together, viz. the Turgeſcency 
of the Blood mult be fo allay'd that it be not prone to make 
diſorderly Sallyes : We muſt farther take care that its Fluxion 
being withdrawn from the Noftrils, be diverted elſewhere,and that 
the gaping Mouths of the Veſſels within the No.rils be clos'd : 
For which ends a great many Remedies both External and In- 
ternal, and of divers kinds are wont to be adminiſtred, we ſhall 
ſpeak of the former in order and briefly. 

Firſt , therefore let the Patient keep himſelf quiet with his 
Head' in an upright poſture , then let the Joynts of his Arms 
and ,/Thighs, many of them together , but not all of them be 
bound with trait Ligatures, which muſt now and then beloosn'd 

| , | and 
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and remov'd to other parts ; for upon their being bound all at once, 
and-fo continued a long time, I have known that terrible Swound. 
ings have happen'd, by reaſon of the Bloods being detain'd in the 
outward parts, and kept too much from the Heart : Though 
otherwiſe this Remedy being prudently adminiſtred gives often 
relief. For fince by 'this means 'the Blood which paſſes into 
the Members by the Arteries, is hindred from its quick return 
by the Veins, its violent taking to the Head is ſtay'd : More 
over by the painful Ligatures of the Joynts the Muſcular Fi- 
bres of the Carotide Arteries from whoſe Branches the Blood iſſues 
at the Noſtrils are freed from the Convulſion which they often 
fall into. 

2, To withdraw the courſe of the Blood from the Noſtrils, 
fometimes it's proper to open a Vein in the Arm, or Foot, for 
the more Blood is carried by the Arteries to the place where 
a Vein is open'd,. the leſs will flow to the Noftrils : Yet this 
Alminiftration does not always prove ſo ſucceſsful but its con- 
trary effect ſometimes happens ; as we have obſerv'd before,where 
we treat of Spitting Blood : The reaſon whereof is that the 
Veſſels being ſuddenly, and not ſufficiently emptyed, draw in- 
to them again the diſagreeing Humours before ejected, and ſtag- 
nating within the Pores, by which the Blood is preſently ftirr'd 
op” again to a greater Turgeſcency 'for Eruption, 

3. Cold things applyd to the Forehead and Temples , alſo 
to the Nape of the Neck where the Vertebral Arteries aſcend, 
conftringe- the Veſſels, and ſomewhat repreſs or repel the Flux 
of- Blood : But it is ill done of ſome who adviſe topical coo- 
lers to be apply'd to the Jugular Veins, for this retarding the 
conrſe of the Blood in its return, cauſes it to flow more plen- 
tifully out at the Noſtrils : Moreover as to the nſual'way of ap- 
plying a Linnen-cloath or a Spunge dipt in Vinegar to the Share 
and Genitals, it 'gives relief only as a Ligature of the Members, 
voz: in as mach as it hinders the return of the Blood of the 
Veins. . A fudden and unexpected Sprinkling of' cold water on 
= Face by ſtriking a Terrour often ſtops an Eruption of 

lood. 

4. Cupping-glafſes applyed to the Hypochondres, Flanks, in- 
ward parts of the Thighs, and to the- Soles of the Feet , have 
been accounted both by Ancient and Modern Phyſicians a fa- 
mons Remedy for withdrawing an Eruption of Blood from the 
Noftrils. 

5. Frictions of the extream parts are commended in this af- 
felt by ſome Practitioners, which nevertheleſs we judge not © 
very good, nay ſcarce ſafe : For though they cauſe a greater 
confluence of Blood to the Hands and Feet , yet they . = 
| ceicrate 
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«ccelerate its return , that it endangers a more. violent Sally of 
it to-the Noſtrils. * 

6. Zacutus Luſitanus among Revulſory Remedies propoſes, an 
iQtual Cautery to be apply'd to the Soles of both Feet, and Cra- 
19 the bending of the little Finger of the ſame fide, which laſt 
you may do well to try in regard it is done eafily : Thouy 
| do not adviſe ſo of the other Remedy, unleſs the Cure by 
it were more certain, which might recompence the Pain, and 
Lameneſs that will enſue. 

7. A Swounding by what means ſoever caus'd, ſtops preſent- 
ly for the moſt part an Eruption of Blood, be it never fo 
refractory : Wherefore when perſons ſeiz'd with an —_—— 
of Blood and grown weak by it are pull'd out of Red., 
or if Blood be taken from them though in a ſmall quantity 
by opening a Vein, they apprehending a danger in it, or if thezr 
Members are long bound, or they are ſuddenly put in a right 
with ſome feigned Rumour, and upon any other occaſion fall 
into a Swound, or a Fainting Fit, the Eruption of Blood from 
the Noſtrills preſently ceaſes: The reaſon whereof is evident 
enough, becauſe as ſoon as the Motion of the Heart fails both 
the Blood and Spirits preſently ruſh thither, ſo that all out- 
ward Effufion is incontinently ſtopt and that which before was 
immoderate does not begin afreſh. 

8. In the laſt place we muſt take a view of thoſe Remedies 
for repreſſing an Eruption of Blood from the Noſtrils which are 
ſaid to work after an Occult manner, and by Sympathy, and An- 
tipathy: Of which kind chiefly are the Sympathetical Powder, 
made of Ro man Vitrio! Calcin'd to whiteneſs by the Sun 
in the Summer : Alſo a piece of the Wood of a Maiden or 
young Aſh, cut about the moment that the Sun enters Tawrus : 
The efficacy of which: Remedy is atteſted by many credible 
witneſſes to have been proy'd in ſtopping Eruptions of” Blaod 
in wounded Souldiers during the late Civil Wars. So a dryd 
Toad ſewed up in a Silk Bag and worn on the Pit of the Sto- 
mack is. ſaijd to ſtop any Flux of Blood, and to prevent, its 
return. 

There are many other famous Medicines for ſtopping Blood, 
whoſe operation is wont to be referr'd to Occult cauſes, and 
to ſome ſecret Vertue : As Neck-laces of the Blood-ftone worn 
about the Neck, alſo Uſ/nea, or the moſs of a Mans Skull car- 
ried in the hand : Epithems of the Leaves of Netles ſtampt_ and 
apply'd to the Sgles of the Feet, and the Palms of the Hands - 
which Empirical Adminiſtrations being to be try'd without trau- 
ble or charge, we: have no reaſon to reje&& them, efpecially 
fince in a dangerous caſe we ovght te leave nothing unattempted, 
and 
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and in regard that thoſe applications may do good ſometimes 
in this reſpect, that they fortify the imagination of the Pa- 
tient. 

Whilſt theſe outward Adminiſtrations are us'd for repelling 
or withdrawing the Flux of Blood from the Noſtrils, let Topicks 


alſo be put into the Noftrils to cloſe the Gaping Mouths of | 


the Veſſels, for which uſe Injeftions of Liquid things, Pledgers, 
Powders to be blown in, and Fumes are wont to be preſcrib'd, 
which failing of effect we muſt come at laſt to Eſcharoticks. 

9. Amongſt Liquids, a Solution of Vitriol made in fountain 
water, is accounted not only the chief, but as good as all the 
reſt : Some boaſt of this as of a great ſecret, and an infalli- 
ble ſtopper of Blood : Indeed the ſame apply'd to a freſh Wound, 
for as much as by corrugating the extremities of the cut Ve. 
ſels it cloſes them, it keeps back the Flux of Blood and power- 
fully ſtops it : But in regard in an Eruption of Blood from the 
Noſtrils ( where the Blood is conveyd to the gaping Mouths 
of the Arteries and ought to be receivd by the Veins, this 
application cloſes theſe as well, or rather than thoſe, it does here 
little, or no good at all, as F have often known it try'd. This 
Medicine is prepar'd of green Vitriol, ” the Hungarian, or of 
that of our own Country, alſo of the FaCtitious Vitriol of Mars 
difſolv'd in a ſufficient quantity of fountain water. I know ſome 
commend a Solution of Roman Vitriol, which they are wont 
to uſe not only by mjecting it, but by applying it Sym-» 
pathetically to a Bloody Linnen-cloath : I have alſo known a 
Water prepar'd of an Infuſion of white Vitriol with Bole and 
Camphire us'd ſucceſsfully to Wounds, and often to other E- 
ruptions of Blood. 

But in regard a water injected into the Noftril does not ſtick 
enough to the Months of the Veſſels, but is waſht away by 
the Bloods breaking forth before it can exert its Vertue; there- 
fore it is better either that a Stiptick Powder be blown into 
it; or that a Pledget dipt in the water of Vitriol be thruſt in- 
to the Noftril to the upper part of it, either by it ſelf, or ſtrew'd 
with an Afſtringent Powder. Many Stiptick Powders -and of 
divers kinds are wont to be preſcrib'd for this purpoſe : I com- 
monly uſe either Crocus Martis Calcin'd to the higheſt redneſs, 
or the Powder of Vitriol Camphorated, or a Vitriolich Soot ſcrap't 
from the bottom of an old Braſs Kettle, the Powder of which 
T have often try'd with ſucceſs in this caſe. In obſtinate Hx- 
morrhagies and not yielding to other Remedies, let a Pledget 
having on its top a Cauttick Colcother be thruſt up into the No- 
ftrils as far as it will go, that the little Months of the Veſſels be- 
ing burnt, and covered with an Eſchar, all Eruption of Blood 
may 
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may be preſently ſtopt. There are many other Errhines famous 
amongſt PraCtitioners for ſtopping Blood,as Hogs-dung thruſt up 
into the Noftrils, which is thought meerly by the Naſtineſs of 
its Odour to repel the Blood ready to burſt forth : Alſo the 
Fume of the Blood dropping on a red-hot Iron and return'd 


\ up into the Noftrils, the Powder of which alſo when burnt is 


blown up into them. Uſes or the growing Moſs on a Mans Scull 
which has not been inter'd is highly commended by ſome for 
this effect. 

So much of outward Remedies for ſtopping Bleeding , whoſe 
Vertue ought likewiſe to be promoted by inward things ſeaſon- 
ably given and cooperating. 

Therefore a thin Dyet being. preſcrib'd, and the Patient or« 
dered to keep himſelf in an erect poſture, or not much leaning 
back , whilſt the foreſaid Adminiſtrations are orderly apply'd, 
let Medicines appropriated to the ſame end be preſcrib'd alfo 
to be inwardly taken: Remedies of this kind have two chief 
ſcopes , viz. Firſt to cauſe the Blood being kept within: its 
Veſſels to be quietly Circulated,its Efferveſcence,whether happning 
through its Accenſion or Fermentation, being ſuppreſt. Secandly, 
to retard by fit Remora's, the violent Motion of the Heart , 
driving round-the Blood too rapidly. . | 


I. The firſt intention requires thoſe kinds of Medicines which 
ſuppreſs the too great Accenſion of the Blood, and . appeaſe its 
undue 'Fermentatiot! 3 for which .uſes I am wont to preſcribe 
the following, | v4 

' Take the waters of Plantain, .red Poppies, Purſlain , and of the 
Spawn of Froggs of each four Ounces, Syrup of Water-lillies two 
Ounces, Sal- Prunella a Dram ; mix them, make a Fulate, the Doſe 
8s three Ounces thrice or four times a Day. | 

Take Barley-water two Pounds, red Roſe-leaves a handful, Spirit 
of Vitriol as much as will givs..it. 4 grateful Acidity, or about 
balf a Dram, make a warm Infuſion. for extrafting the Tinfure, 
add Syrup of the Juice of St. John's. Wort two Ounces ; the Doſe 
1s three or four Ounces to be taken at pleaſure often in the Day 
tame, or by Night. 

Take Leaves. of ſtinging Nettles, and of Plantam of each three 
handfuls, being bruzs'd pour to them of Plantain water four Ounces, 
expreſs it ſtrongly, and take it. 

2, For the Second intention , vzz. to retard the over-violent 
beat of the Heart, Hypnoticks and Opiats are proper. 

Take red Poppy-water three Ounces, Syrup of Diacodium half an 
Ounce : Mix them, make a Draught to be taken going to Bed. (Or) 

Take Conſerve of red Roſes an Ounce and a haif, Powder o + 

Cc ee 
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Seeds of Henbane and of white Poppies , of each two Dram, Hrap 
of Poppies what ſuffices. Make an Opiate. The Doſe 15 the quan- 
tity of a Nutmeg every fix or eight hours ( Or ) 

Take Lautlennm Cydoniated a Dram, the Doſe is fifteen Drops 
twice a Day in a proper Vehicle. 

So much of an immoderate Eruption of Blood and its Cure, 
whilft it happens withont a Fever, but when it happens in a 
Fever, and muft be ftay*d. becauſe of too much loſs of Blood, 
it is either Critical , growing to be immoderate by reaſon of 
ſome Acciderit, to which the Method and Medicines even now 
preſcrib'd may be accommodated , though with ſome caution 
and a due reſpect to the State of the Fever : Or it is meerly Symp= 
tomatical, which hapning' in a Malignant , or Spotted-fever, 
the Small-pox, Meazles, or Plague, it ſcarcely either can or ought 
to be repell'd 'or ftopt by the foreſfaid Remedies : For letting 
Blood is- not i/proper; repelling Topicks, alſo cooling Julapes or 
Decoctions, 'or Narcoticks have no place : The chief intention 
of Curing will be to chatige the Eruption of Blood into a Sweat, 
for upon raifing a gentle Sweat , 'the Flux of Blood, if it be 
not extreamly- dangerous, ceaſes of its own accord. 

Take water'of "Meadow-ftveet and Tormentil of each four Ounces: 
Of the cold Cordial of Saxonius two Ounces, Treacle-water an Ounce 
and a half. Begoarnick, Vinegar three Drams , Syrup of Coral an 
Otince and a 'bulf, Confeftion of Hyacinth two Drams, make a Ju- 
lape; 'the Doſe is fix ſpoonfuls every third bour. 

Take Porwder bf Touds pt half Dram, Camphire two Grains; 
let it be taken with the foreſaid Fulape every ſixth hour. (Or) 

- Take Pulvis'Pannomic: i: from\balf a Dram to two Scruples 
give 4#t after 'the ſartie '"maner.. 

« Take Confetti of Hyacinth three Drams , Pulvis Paunonici Rubri 
4 Dram, Syrup of Coral"what- fuffices ; make a \Confettron, the Doſe 
is the qiitntity of 'a Nurmgd every 'ather hour. 

Take Roots of 'Biftort and Tormentil of each an Ounce, Leaves 
of Meatiow-ſeveer, Burnet, Wood: forrel of each” a+ handful , burnt 
Harts horn: two \Drams , Shiomgs of Ivory and Hares-horn of each 
to Drans, boyl them jn three \Pounds of Fountain water to two 
Pounds , add towards the end Conſerve of red Roſes three Ounces, 
ſtrain it,” the Dyſe 35 three \Ounces often in a Day. 

So far of the firſt Indication which is Cnratory together with 
the ſcopes of Curing and the forms of Medicines deftinated "for 
an Ervpfion of Blood from the Noftrils, hapning either with, 
or Without 'a Fever. Fhe ſecond Indication which is Vital 
preſcribes only a thin Dyet, temperate Cordials, and a fit or- 
dering of the Patient : The proviſion for the two former is fo 
{mall and eaſy, that it ſeems not neceſlary to ſet down a form 
and 
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and rules particularly for them : Concerning the latter the chief 
queſtion is whether we ought to keep thoſe that are ſeiz'd with 
an Eruption of Blood either in Bed, or out of it ; It's an un» 
queſtion'd thing that thofe that are weak, and ſubject to fall 
often into Swounding Fits, ought not to be fſtir'd from Bed, 
unleſs haply it be-te.try a Cure (88 we have intimated before ; 
As to others that are not ſo weak , we ſay thus, thoſe whoſe 
Blood has not an eaſy Thanſpiration by reaſon of the Confti- 
pation of the Pores, and upon its being put in a ſtronger Mo» 
tion by the heat of the Bed is diſpogd to greater Turgeſcen- 
cies, and to Eruptions, it will be good for them not only ta 
{tay out of Bed, while Bleeging, but hkewiſe ſometimes to be 
cool'd by outward Applications in the whole hahjt of the Bady, 
or at leaſtwiſe jn moſt of its Members : Wherefore Fabritius 
Hildanus relates how he preſently Cur'd one of a violent Bleede 
ing at Noſe, after many ordinary Remedies try'd in vain , by 
putting him into a Veſſel of cold water: With the like ſuc- 
ceſs alſo Reverius having ordered another affected in like man» 
ner to be taken forth of his Bed , and laid ona Woolen Rugg 
in the Floor, fomented his whole Body with Linnen-cloaths 
wetted in an Oxicrate : Yet this method is not generally proper 
for all Pertons , and at all times : But on the contrary thoſe 
whoſe Blood being of a free Tranſpirable diſpoſition , and en- 
joying open Pores, readily evaporates, and 'is wont upon any 
moderate ambient heat to be refolv'd into Sweat, and conſe» 
quently to become more calm, it's good for fich to continue 
in Bed, not only whilſt ang, but as long as that Eruption 
is in danger of returning in a ſhort time after : For this rea» 
{on it is that many Perſons ſubject to violent Eruptions of Blood 
live free from that Diſtemper during the Summer, whilſt they 
have a free Tranſpiration , but when the cold of the Winter 
preſſes them, their Pores being ſtopt , they undergo more fre- 
quent and dreadful Fits of it. 

3. The third Indication being for Preſervation , which re- 

arding the removal of the cauſe of the Diſtemper, either hin- 
ers the Eruptions of -Blood , or renders them leſs frequent 
or leſs confiderable , ſuggeſts to us theſe two chief intents of 
Curing : viz. Firſt , that the Blood being reſtor'd to its due 
Temperament and Mixture, be quietly circulated within its Veſ- 
ſels without Turgeſcencies and Eruptions 3 And Secondly, that 
the Blood Veſſels be kept in their due State as to their Con- 
formations of theip little Months, and the Tones of their Muſ- 
cular Fibres,. ſo that thoſe Veſſels neither cauſe thoſe diſorderly 
Sallyes of the Blood to the Head, or give way to its Eruption 
trom the Nofſtrils ; For both theſe ends, in the firſt placelet the 
Cc2 Redua- 
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Redundancy of the Blood, and its great foulneſs be provided as 
gainſt by a ſeaſonable Adminiſtration of Phlebotomy and Purga- 
tion; and then forprocuring and preſerving its right Temperament 
let the following Alterativegbe given in fit ſeaſons for Phyfick. 
Take Conſerve of red Roſes, and of the wild Roſe, of each three 
Ounces, Powder of all the Saunders, of each half a Dram , of Co- 
ral prepar'd a Dram, of the reddeſt Crocus of Mars two Drams 
Sal Prunella four Scruples. With a ſufficient quantity of Syrup 9 
Coral , make an Elettuary , take early in the Morning , and going 
roBed the quantity of a Cheſnut either by it ſelf; or Drinking af- 
fer it of & following diſtill'd water three Ounces. 

Take of the tops of Cypreſs and Tamarish of each eight handfuls, 
tops of St. John's-wort and of Horſe-tayl of each four handfuls, all 
the Saunders bruisd, of each an Ounce , Pith of White-bread two 
Pounds, being ſlict very ſmall pour to them of New-milk eight 
Pounds, diſtill it with common Organs : Sweeten each Doſe as you 
take it with a ſufficient quantity of the Syrup of the Fuice of Plan- 
£4n. 

Take Leaves of Plantain, Brooklimes, and ſtinging Nettles of each 
four handfuls , being bruisd pour to them of the foregoing water 
balf a Pound, ſmall Cinnamon water two Ounces, expreſs it ſtrong- 
ly; the Doſe 1s three or four Ounces in the Morning at nine of 
the clock, apd at five in the Afternoon. 

Let Medicines of this kind be taken Spring and Fall for twenty 
or thirty Days, giving ſometimes a gentle Purge between whiles : 
But in the Summer let Mineral Chalybeat waters be Drunk for 
a Month, than which there is not a more excellent Remedy in 
this caſe. I ſhall now give you an example of one Cured of 
an Eruption of Blood, whoſe caſe was ſomewhat particular. 

I was lately ſent to for advice for a Gentleman living far 
off who had been troubled a good while with frequent and vio- 
lent Eruptions of Blood , ſometimes from the Noſtrils , ſome- 
times from the Hzmorrhoids ; this perſon had been often let 
Blood by the advice of his friends, but found no good there- 
by, nay moſt commonly after opening a Vein falling into cold 
Sweats, and Swounding Fits, and ſtill as liable to Eruptions of 
Blood, he was wont to be much worſe : To this Perſon ( not 
having ſeen him ) I preſcrib'd Julapes, and cooling DecoCtions, 
and Anodyns, alſo Juicy exprefiions of Herbs, and other things 
to cool the Blood , but theſe things alſo ( as though all yet 
were far from the mark) had nothing a better ſucce(s ; at length 
being call'd into the country to ſee him, I found the affect with 
which he was ſeiz'd to be meerly or chiefly Convulfive, for the 
Blood breaking forth daily, his Pulſe was weak , his Extream 
parts cold, and all the Veſlels were fallen, as though too _ 
emptie 
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emptied : Moreover the Patient was troubled with a continual 
Giddineſs, and a Trembling of the Heart, and was taken now and 
then with Swaunding Fits,or with the apprehenſion of it : Truly it 
was ſo far from it that the Blood ſhould break forth of the 
Veſſels by reaſon of any Redundancy or Turgeſcency, that ra=- 
ther on the contrary its Current was ſo extreamly low and ſmall, 
that /it ſeem'd ſcarce able to maintain the Stream of Circulation : 
But the thing was, that often in a Day he ſenſibly perceiv'd 
ſomewhat cn a ſudden to paſs privately ſometimes up, and 
ſometimes down his Body like a wind, and for the moſt part an 
Eruption of Blood from the Noſtrils or Hzmorrhoids followed 
the Tendency of that Motion. So that it was eaſy hence to 
conclude, that the moving Fibres of the Blood Veſſels, by which 
they are contracted, being ſeiz'd with Convulfions, drew ſuddenly 
every Way in a diforderly manner the Stream of the Blood , ag 
(mall and low as it was, and forc't it now. and then to an 
Eruption : Which alſo was the eaſter done, becaufe the Lax 
and Gaping Mouths of the Veſlels permitted the Blood dri- 
yen to them to flow forth without any due ſtay :. A Method 
of Cure ordered purſuant to this Xtiology confirm'd it by its 
good ſucceſs: For Bleeding, and the uſe of Blood-ſtopping Me- 
dicines being thencetorwarg's omitted , I preſcrib'd the ufe of 
the following Powder whereof he took a Doſe every fixth hour 
with a proper Julape. 

Take Powder of the Roots of Male Peony, red Coral, and Pearl 
of each a Dram , Ivory, Crabbs Eyes, Blood-ſtone, of each half a Dram, 
Sal Prunella a Dram, make a Powder, the Doſe ts half a Dram. 

Take black Cherry water eight Ounces, Balm water and ſmall Cinna- 
mon water, of each two Qunces. Treacle water an Ounce, Syrup of 
Coral an Ounce and a half. 

"I farther ordered that Ligatures ſhould be us'd in due courſe 
to certain Places, and now and then to others as occaſion re- 
quir'd, both to ſtop, and to intercept the Convulfions of the 
Veſſels : And by theſe Remedies and ways of Adminiſtrations he 
ſoon grew well without any Relapſe. 
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Of Yeficatortes. 


His treated of the Emiſſion, and ſtopping of the Blood, 
according to occaſion, there remain certain other Humour, 
to wit the Nervous and Nutritious Humours, and likewiſe the 
S$crous and other Excrementitious ones which are wont to a- 
botnd within the Brain , Nerves , and within the Nervous and 
Fleſhy Fibres, and even in the Pores of the Skin, and of the 
Solid parts , which being often depraved or letted in their Mo- 
tion, require an Emiffion, being otherwiſe apt to prove greatly 
dicial , and often to cauſe dangerous Diſtempers : Where- 
fore for a ſeaſonable prevention of affects ariſing, or which are 
apt to ariſe from ſuch cauſe , Phyfick has found ont certain 
other Emiſſaries to derive immediately, or mediately the fore» 
aid Humours from the parts and places where they prove 
offenſive : And thoſe Emiffaries are *:ther continual, vx, Iflues 
of various kinds , which as everlaſting Sources continually dif- 
charge that Ichor or Excrementitious Humidity ; or they are 
Temporary, when upon occaſion the Scarf Skin being remov'd 
m ſome part of the Body, the extremities of the Veflels in 
the Skin are laid naked, and withal fo irritated, that they dif- 
charge in a great abundance Serous Humours of a various Ori- 
gme and Nature, and continue ſo too Evacuate them for ſome 
time, ſometimes longer, and ſometimes a ſhorter while, Now 
a manner of drawing forth Serous Humonrs from the Ex- 
teriour Surface of the Body, or of ſome certain part of it is 
wont to be effected by Medicines call'd by the Ancients Phe» 
mpms, or Smapiſms , by the Modern Veſicatories ; of which ( be- 
cauſe their knowledge prepares the way to the Doctrine of 
Iflues ) we ſhall in the firſt place treat here, and ſhall parti- 
cularly inſiſt on the explication of theſe three things, v4z. firſt 
it ſhall be ſhewn of what ſubſtances, and after what manner 
ordered, Veſicatories are prepar'd. Secondly, they being of va- 
nous kinds, we ſhall declare what are the- ways and manners 
of working in each, or at leaſt in the chief of them : And 
Thirdly, we ſhall enquire for the Cure of what ſort of affects 
they ought to be us'd, and to what places apply'd. 
I. As to the fuſt, the moſt fimple Bliſterers are either Fire, 
; or 
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or Solid Bodies, or Liquors endued with Fiery Particles , which 
nevertheleſs are ſeldom put to this uſe by reaſon of the Terrour 
they give, and the Imminent danger left being rougbly apply'd 
they do not ſo much Blifter the Scart-skin , as burn both this 
and the Skin , and other parts: What therefore is more tate 
and lefs to be dreaded, let Epithems made of Concrets which 
have ſmart Particles, or ( as 4s ſaid ) Potentially Fiery, be ap» 
ply'd to the places to be Bliftered ; which being either more 
mild were call'd by the Ancients Phemgms , becauſe the Scarf- 
ekin' being remov'd they made the part red : Or in refpedt of 
the matter they were call'd Synapiſms, and were wont to be 
prepar'd of Muſtard, Pigeons-dung, Squills bruis d, Garlick , Milk, 
of the Fig-rree , and the like ; or they were more ftrong and 
for the moſt part conſiſted of Euphorbium , Cantharides, lane 
mula Fovis, Batrachion, water Plantain, with many other 'thingg, 
which being endow'd with a certain Burning or Corrofive qua» 
lity are outwardly apply'd for the ſaid uſe, but inwardly taken 
are Poyſonous and often Mortal. 

The Compoſitions and Forms of Bliſterers are manifold. and 
of ſuntiry ſorts : Though one, or two , and 'the more 4implie 
the better, may ſuffice here, and in moſt caſes it's all one which 
you uſe * According to our wont we ſhall here ſet down ſame 
of the more ſelect, and moſt uſeful preſfcripts of theſe ſorts. af 
Medicines : And to'fay little here of Dropax's, Smapsſms, and 
Phenigms, Which are now in a manner out of -uſe : Almoſt all 
_—_—— at this time made uſe of, have Cantharides for their 


Take Powder of Cantharides from half a Dram to a Dram, Patw= 
der of Ameos-ſeed a Scruple : Stale Leaven wrought with Vs 
what ſuffices ; make a Maſs for a Playſter , ſpread part of '#t ns 
Leather , and apply it to the part for nvelve hours. This works 
mifallibly and ſtrongly enough ; but becauſe it #5 not compatt and 

icking, but 15 apt to flide from the place where it 1s put , or t0 

ble , therefore for a more convenient application the following 
does very well , and is now every where in uſe amongſt moſt per= 
ms. 

Take Cantharides three Drams, Euphorbium half 4 Dram , Pow- 
der 'of Ameos-ſeeds a Dram, Melilot Playſter what ſuffices ; let them 
be incorporated with a warm hand, nſinz as much of the Powder 
a the Maſs of Playſter will receive. Let a ſufficient quantity of 
this be fpread on Leather , and be apply'd for twelve or | ſixteen 

urs, 

Some uſe to incorporate as much of the ſaid Powder-with 
Burgundy-pitch as it will receive, and to ſpread it on Leather, 


and then to cover the edges of this Playſter with _ 
| F 
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Maſs of Playſter , made of Powder of red Saunders incorpo- 
rated with Burgundy-pitch, ſo adminiſtring a Dropax and 
Veſicatory together : Moreover by applying continually the 
faid Playſter to the place rubified and ulcerated after the 
Scarf-skin is Bliſtered and remov'd , and by. wiping it clean 
only once or twice a Day, and preſently applying it again, they 
make the little Ulcers, rais'd by Bliſtering, to run as long as 
they pleaſe, nay ſometimes above a Month, and to diſcharge x 
great plenty of Ichor, or Excrementitious Humidities; 

Others ſew up Cantharides bruis'd and ſprinkled with Vine- 
gar in a little Bag of very. fine Silk, and apply them to the place 
to be Bliſtered, 

Some Empiricks inſtead of Cantharides lay on the place to 
be Bliſtered a Maſs of the Leaves of Batrachion, or Flammula- 
Jovis bruis'd, by which the Scarf-skin being Bliſtered , or ra- 
ther eaten away , the Skin it ſelf, as if toucht with an actual 
Fire, 'is often mightily inflam'd, and deeply ulcerated z whence 
not only a great diſcharge of Ichor , but ſometimes an Inflam- 
mation of the whole Member, and a Feverith Diſpoſition en- 
ſue , wherefore thoſe things muſt not be us'd without con» 
fideration. 

..\2, If we enquire into the manner and way how theſe. and 
other Veſicatories operate , Firlt we muſt thew after what 
manner aCtual Fire, and things endued with Particles proceeding 
from Fire, cauſe a Bliſtering ; and then by an eaſy Analogy we 
ſhall come. to know the force and manner of working of thoſe 
ſorts of Medicines which are faid to contain a Potential Fire : 
Therefore concerning the former we obſerve that Fiery Par- 
ticles ,. not apply'd. too roughly , Penetrating the Scarf-skin 
without Solution of Continuity, enter the Skin it (elf, where 
the extremities of the Blood Veflels , Nerves, and Nervous Fi- 
bres , are terminated ; and there altering theſe from their Po- 
fition, wreſt them ſundry ways, and pervert the Conformation 
of the whole Texture of the Skin : So that from all the Vel- 
ſels being mightily irritated, a Watery Humour fill'd with Fiery 
Particles, and therefore rejected both from the Blood, and from 
the Nervous Juice, is voided in a great abundance : That Lym- 
pha, becauſe it cannot paſs through the Scart-skin , ſeparates it 
from the Skin and raiſes -it into a Bliſter. 
Hence it will be eaſy to underſtand after what manner Ve- 
ficatories perform their operation : viz. Cantharides (and fo all 
other things of the ſame vertue ) being outwardly apply'd, and 
coming to be made warm by the Effluvia's of the part they 
lie on, and ſo ftirr'd up to exert their force, emit from them 
a great plenty of Smart and Fiery Particles as it were, which 
pene« 
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penetrating the Scarf-skin without breaking it , ſtrongly fix 
themſelves in the Skin : Where firſt they at on the Spirits 
' and then by their means on the Humours and Solid parts 2 Thoſe 
Particles very much irritate the Spirits and make them cauſe 
painful Convulhions of the Fibres, and they fuſe the Humours 
and make them ſeparate into parts , ſo that the Watery part 
being mightily fill'd with thoſe Smart, and as it were Ve- 
nemous Particles, is thrown off on every fide by the reſt of 
the Latex : And the. extremities of the Veſſels and Fibres be- 
ing either in the mean time Eaten away by Burning, or open'd 
and emulg'd as it were by Twitching, that Ichor is voided 
in a plentiful meaſure from their little Mouths carrying with 
it the offenſive Particles. Which Ichor afterwards ſeparates the 
Impervious Scarf-skin from the Skin, and raiſes it into a little 
Blifter. And after this is broken and remov', is plentifully 
voided for ſome time from the Ulcerated Skin; 
But this is not only ſo done, becauſe the Serous Las 
tex inbibing the Smart Particles of the Medicine, and con» 
veying them forth, does not always carry them back all the ſame 
way that they came in ; but ſometimes being imbued with thoſe 
Particles it regurgitates into the Maſs of Blood, and afterwards 
being circulated with it, and voided with its offenſive Load by 
other Emunctories, it offends in its paſſage or as it goes forth 
certain weak, or tender Ductus's. Hence many after the uſe of 
great or many Veſicatories having their Urinary paſſages there- 
by affected with an Acrimony or Eroſion ; get a Strangurie 
which in ſome is moſt ſharpe and intolerable : Again in 0- 
thers troubled with the Stone that application ſometimes cau- 
ſes Bloody Urine : Hence alſo it may be ſuſpected, that tender 
Lungs, or ſuch as are inclin'd to a Conſumption, may be much 
endangered by the outward application of this Medicing : Which 
nevertheleſs I have not hitherto known happen to any ; - but 
rather on the contrary I can teſtifie by frequent trials that it 
rather proves to their advantage than to their prejudice : For 
the ſmart Particles of the Catharides , upon long application 
being ſometimes plentifully imbib'd by the Blood, infect its 
Whole Serum ; which Latex nevertheleſs ſo. aculeated , as long 
as it is mixt with the Balſamick Blood; offends no part; but 
being ſeparated from it by the Reins, it ſometimes hurts them, 
and often not only twitches the Neck of the Bladder with its 
Acrimony,but ſometimes Corroding it fetches thence a Mucus,and 
little Schims,and even Blood it ſelf : But in the Maſs of Blood,thoſe 
ſame ſharpe Salino Volatile Particles often do great good; bes 


cauſe they deſtroy the fixt and acid Salts in it, and likewiſe , 


open the too cloſe Texture of the Blood , and fo cauſe-its'Serous 
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and other Morbifick Particles before faſt bound in it, to be 
ſeparated from it, and to be readily ſent forth by Urine and 
Sweat 3 hence in Fevers, Veſicatories long apply'd cauſe a large 
Evacuation by-Urine and a free Sweat : Moreover the ſame open 
the Obſtructed paſſages, and ſtir up the Portions of the Blood 
and Serum ſtagnating in any place, or extravaſed, and reſtore 
them to Circulation : Wherefore they are wont to do good 
not only in Diſtempers of the Serum , but alſo of the Blood, 
nay in the Pleurifie , Peripneumonia, and in any other Fever 
whatſoever. 

Hitherto having ſhewn after what manner Veſicatories work, 
firſt on the Spirits, and then on the Humours and Solid parts ; 
I muſt next ſet down their effects both good and evil; alfo 
the manner of uſing them : That. they work firſt on the Spirits 
it is plain from hence, that they exert no power on the Dead : 
And its an ill Omen in very weak perſons when Veſicatories 
do not work , becauſe it's a fign that the Animal Spirits are 
mightily dejeCted, or lefſen'd in their ſtore. 

Therefore to explain well the Energy, or Vertue of this Medi- 
cine, we mult confider what - Humours it evacuates, or alters 
immediately or mediately : And then in what Diſeaſes, and in 
Bodies how: diſpos'd it does good or hurt. 

As to the firtt, the Humours immediately let forth by a 
Veſicatory partly iflue from the Pores and Glands of the Skin, 
and partly from the Mouths of the little Arteries, and partly 
from the extremities of the Nervous Fibres; haply ſome little 
of the Juice freſh receiv'd may be caſt back again from the little 
Mouths of the Veins, though much of it cannot : The Humours 
mediately voided by a Veſicatory are thoſe which the foreſaid 
parts being emptied receive from elſwhere, and convey forth. 


I. The Scarf-skin being remov'd by a Veſicatory from the 
Skin a Serous Humour 1s drawn from the Glands and Pores, and 
this not only. from the place Bliſtered, but thoſe Pores being 
pervious to others, a Portion of Serum coming trom other Pores 
ſometimes ſucceeds in the Cells of the firſt drain'd, and thence 
alſo diſtill forth ; wherefore in an Anaſarca the little Ulcers raisd 
by a Vehcatory empty waters on every fide in great plenty, 
and derive them from all the Neighbonring parts, nay ſome- 
times from thoſe that are very remote. 

2. The Mouths of the Arteries do not only Spew forth the 
Portion of Serum brought to them according to common courſe, 
but the Serous Latex being imbued with the irritative force of 
the Medicine in the whole Maſs of Blood is thereby ſepar- 
ated irom the Blood-in'a more plentitul manner, and —_— 
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forth by the ſaid Mouths of the Arteries, and with it other 
Excrements, and ſometime the Morbid matter it felf mn a large 
' meaſure: Hence in Malignant Fevers, nay and in fome Putrid 
' Fevers of a difficult Criſis, when the Refuſe and Cor- 
ruptions of the Blood unapt for ſeparation threaten the Pra- 
e cordia, or Brain-veſicatories deriving it forth continually and by 
degrees, often give great relief: To which may be added that 
| the ſame alſo (as we have hinted before) alter and reſtore the 
$ Blood degenerated or deprav'd as to its Salts, and likewiſe by 
opening or rarifying its Texture, diſpoſe it to a Eucraſy : Where- 
' fore this kind of Remedy often agrees excellently well, not 
5 only in a Feveriſh State of the Blood, but likewiſe when it is 
otherwiſe vitiated, or Cacochinical. 

3. Reaſon and Experience convince us that Veſicatories draw 
from the extremeties of the Nerves, and Nervous Fibres the 
Latex contain'd within their DuCtus's, and free it from Stag- 
nation, and that they exagitate the Heterogeneous Particles 
mixt with that Latex, and deriving them from the Brain c onvey 
them forth, whence they are found of excellent uſe in Con- 
vulfive affects. | 

From theſe things We may gather for the Cure of what Dif- 
eaſes this kind of Remedy is chiefly conducing 3 for in. order 
to an Evacuation from the Pores and Glands of the Skin as 
often as a Serous, ſharpe or otherwiſe offenfive Humour is 
gathered together in or near them, and being-excluded from Cir- 
culating with the Blood obſtinately ſticks there, certainly there 
is no readier, or eafier way of clearing the ſame forth than 
by applying a Veſicatory on or beneath the place afteCted ; 
wherefore it is not only indicated in an Anafarca, and all Cu- 
taneous foulneſſes and breaking forth ; but a Vehcatory is like- 
wile requir'd in Pains either of the Gout, or Scurvy any where 
hixt in the outward habit of the Body, or in ſome Member. 

Secondly, Veſicatories are always us'd in Malignant Fevers in 
reſpect of the Blood , both to Purge it by degrees from all 
Heterogeneous and Morbifick matter, and to alfer it from its 
two Acid, or Salt, or otherwiſe vitiated Diſpoſition into a due 
Temperament : Nay they are of moſt excellent uſe in all Pu- 
trid Fevers threatning ill, and of a difficult Determination : 
Therefore alſo in the Scurvy , Leucophlegmatia, the Longing 
Diſeaſe of Maids,and in any other Cacochimia that kind of Remedy 
does often great good: Again, Veſicatories are generally applyd 
with good ſucceſs not only for correcting the Blood it (elf, 
but likewiſe as often as being deprav'd it pours its Corruptions 
on the other parts, and fo gives a beginning to Diſeaſes, and 
cauſes Fits of them in the Head, Thorax, Belly , or Members. 
Dd 3 Where- 
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Wherefore in Head-aches, Vertigo's, and Sleepy affects this i 
a known and vulgar Remedy ; and fo in a Catharrh , and atly 
Defluxion either into the Byes, Noſe, Palate, or Lungs, every 
ordinary Man Preſcribs Cantharides for a Revulſory without ad- 
viſing with a Phyfitian, I muſt own that my ſelf having been 
often ſeiz'd with a violent Cough accompanied with much and 
thick Spittle (to which 1 am Originally inclin'd) have not found 


more good from any Medicine than from Veſicataries ; there. 


fore I am wont, when that Diitemper preſſes, firſt to apply Bliſter- 
ing-plaiſters on the Vertebrz of the Neck, then thoſe little 
Ulcers being heal'd , I apply them behind the Ears, and after- 
wards if need requires on the Shoulder-blades ; for ſo the Se- 
rous Filth breaking forth in abundance from the diffolv'd Tex- 
ture of the Blood, is deriv'd from the Lungs, nay and the mix- 
ture of the Blood ſooner recovers its Crafts, its irregular Salts 
being by this means deſtroyed. 

3. In reſpect of the Humour to be evacuated or deriv'd 
from the Genus Nervoſum and the Brain it felt, Epiſpaſticks 
as they are of moſt common uſe in Sleepy, Convultive , and 
Pain-cauſmg affects , ſo they often prove mighty beneficial 
Was ever any one ſeizd with a Lethargy, Apoplexy, or Falling- 
ſickneſs, but preſently his Freinds or Attendants, though never 
ſo ignorant, flead his Skin with Cantharides ? In ſtrange Con- 
vulſive Motions, uſually aſcrib'd to no leſs than Witchcraft, I 
have apply'd Veſicatories with great ſucceſs to many parts 
of the Body together, and by renewing them now and then 
in freſh places, I have continued them above a Month : Again 
fixt and cruelly tormenting Pains in the Membranous parts are 
{eldom Cur'd without this Adminiſtration : For ſometimes Hu- 
mours and Morbifick Particles, which being throughly radi- 
cafed, yield not at all to Catharticks, or Medicines working 
by Sweat, or Urine, feem to be utterly rooted out by Vefica- 
tories, laying hands, as it were, on the Diſeaſe. 

Yet this Remedy though very general, does not work fo rea- 
dily and ſucceſsfully i ſome Diſeaſes and Conſtitutions 3 where- 
fore we muſt not uſe it inconfiderately, or indifterently to all 
perſons ; for thoſe that have the Stone, and are ſubject to fre- 
quent and great Fits of the Strangury ſcarce ever undergoe its 
application without prejudice. Wherefore in perſons ſo affected 
we muit not uſe Veſicatories but in Malignant Fevers, or in 
Acute Diſeaſes of the Head to prevent a greater Miſcheit. 
As to the various Temperaments and Conſtitutions of Men, 
in reſpect'of which Veſicatorigs agree or difſagree, more or leſs: 
Concerning theſe things this threefold notable difterence pre- 
{ents it ſelf, fiirſt ſome in a manner always bear the = 
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this Medicine well, and the little Sores made in the Skin by 
it diſtill forth the Excrementitious Humidities plentifully e- 
nough without any Difqry or great Inflammation of the place 
Biſtered, and then heal: of their own accord : Which: effect 
happens only in a Blood of a good Temperament, where 
the Salt and Sulphnr being in a moderate quantity and in a 


, (due ſtate, there is a good plenty of Serum ; whoſe Latex re- 


ceding readily and in a copious manner from the reſt of the 
Blood takes with it the ſmart Particles of the Medicine im- 
bib'd, and "partly diſtills them forth by the place Bliftered, and 
partly conveys them out by the Urinary paſſages without of- 
fending them : On this account alſo thoſe good effects before 
mention'd are produc't in the Maſs of Blood. 

But Secondly, this Medicine does neither agree, nor work well 
with qthers, for it makes the place on which it is apply'd mighty 
red, or rather excoriats it with a violent Pain, and a great In» 
flamation : And yet the little Sores there made, though they 
torment the Patient a good while , caſt forth but a very little 
Ichor, or ſcarce any at all : Moreover in thoſe to whom Bliſter- 
ing always proves fo torturing, a cruel Stangury for the moſt 
part ſucceeds it ; This troubleſome and withal unprofitable uſe 
of Veſicatories happens very frequently to Men of a hot and 
cholerick Temperament, whoſe Blood contains Salt, and Sul- 
phur, in a great plenty, and but a little Serum, which is wholly 
tainted with the others : Wherefore when its Latex which ought 
to carry off the ſmart Particles of the Medicine, does not part 
readily, nor in a plentiful manner from the reſt *of the Blood 
(to waſh them away preſently ) thoſe Particles ſtill ſticking in 
the Skin, Taint and Poyſon, as jt were, the Blood in its paſ- 
ſage, and being thereby hindred in its Circulation , they cauſe 
it to gather together and ſtagnate within the extremities of the 
Veſſels, whereby they are inflam'd: Moreover the Serons Latex 
at length ſeparated by the Reins, being but in a ſmall quantity 
and ſharpe of it ſelf, and made more ſharpe by the Particles 
of the Medicine, irritate the Neck of the Bladder , and often 
corrode it With its Acrimony. 

There remains a Third, though more rare caſe, of perſons Bliſt+ 
ered, in whom the little Sores rais'd in the Skin preſently pour 
forth the Serous Humour in ſuch abundance, that there is ſtreight 
way need of repelling Medicines, and ſuch as cloſe the Mouths 


of the Veſſels ; otherwiſe upon the too great Efflux of waters 


a Diſlolution of the ſtrength, and a failing of the Spirits are 
endanger'd to enſue : I have known this to have happen'd ſo 
conſtantly in ſome, that they were forc't for the time to come 
$0 abſtain from the uſe of Cantharides, how great ſoever the 
need 
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need were of them : The reafon of which ſeems to be that 
the Blood being endowed with an Over-ſalt aud ſharpe Serum 
had its Texture too eaſy to be difſoly'd : Beſides this great 
Efflux of Serum rais'd upon the firſt application of a Veſic- 
tory, it hapning ſometimes late in Malignant Fevers, and in 
others of an il! or no Crifis, and continuing for ſome time, 
wholly drains the Morbifick matter, and often frees the Patient 
from the very Jaws of Death : In fach a caſe after that the 
little Sores have voided little, or an indifferent quantity. of 1- 
chor the firſt Days, at length nature attempting a Criſis this 
way, a valt quantity of Serous-filth flows from the ſame ; and 
ſo continues to flow forth for many Days, nay ſometimes Weeks, 
till the Patient lookt upon. before as given over, recovers his 
_ Health : As It is = eaſy to heal the little Sores fo 

owing in abundance , fo it is not ſafe to do it before the 
whole Seminal Root of the Diſeaſe be ſpent : Not long fince 
a famous Dr. of Phyfick- of London recovering with much a- 
doe of a Malignant Fever, had in many parts of his Body places 
-Bliftered, daily diſtilling forth a plenty of Ichor, after - ſome 
tiche { they 'being troubleſome and tedious to him )- he apply'd 
ſtrong Repercuſlives to them all, and fo preſently ſtopt all, Iflue 
of Matter : Thoſe Sources had been ſcarce ftopt two Days, but 
falling into a Relapſe of his Diſeaſe, on a ſudden he was ſeiz'd 
with a Languor of the Spirits, and frequent Fainting Fits, with 
-a- cold Sweat, and a low and weak Pulſe; and not being 
able to be reliev*d by any Remedies, however cordial they were, 
'he died within three Days : The cauſe of which ſeems to'be 
- that the Malignant matter ſuddenly ſtruck back into- the Nervs 
ofithe Heart 3 whoſe aCtion being thereby hindred , the Vital 
'Function' ſoon faild. 
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* CHAP. IV. 


Of Iſſues. 


Eficatories differ from Iflues in this, that theſe are ordered 

for longer continuance. Moreover the former for the moſt 
part being requiſite in Acute Diſeaſes and others, whoſe Mor- 
|; bid matter requires a ſpeedy removal, regard chiefly the taking 
away of the Conjunct cauſe of the Diſeaſe, and therefore are | 
made Of a good breadth, but ſuperficial withal, that ſuch run- j 
ning Sores being large may evacuate much Matter, and then 
be eafily Cur'd : But on the contrary Iflues being chiefly in- 
dicated for Preſervation, are defign'd for removing, or over- 
coming the ProcatarCtick cauſe of the Diſtemper : Wherefore 
they conſiſt of a narrower, but deeper Orifice, made through 
the whole thickneſs of the Skin, fo that letting forth the Mor- 
bifick matter ſtill in leſs quantity, they derive it farther, and 
continue longer to empty it forth, 

Concerning Iflues there are theſe three chief heads of enquirie 
viz, Firſt what Humours chiefly thoſe Emiflaries evacuate, and 
whence they derive. them. Secondly, in what Diſeaſes and 
Conſtitutions they agree better, or worſe 3 And Thirdly, in 
what places, after what Form, and with what Inſtruments they 
ought to be made. 


T. As to the former, Ifſues in like manner as Veſtcatories 
Purge forth all Humours within the Skin, though lying in a 
leſs compaſs, or ſuch as are convey'd through it both from the 
Sangui-ferous and Nervous Veſflels; nor do they only like Ve- 
ſicatories irritate and draw from the outward Superficies of 
the Skin, but perforating the whole Skin, convey forth what- 
ſoever flows from the ſides of the Orifice through the broken 
Veſſels, and whatever comes from elſewhere under the hole : : 
Wherefore not only the Humours gather'd together within the 
Pores and Glands of the Skin, or convey'd thither by the Ar- 
teries and Nerves flow to Iflnes, but moreover the Serous Ex- 
crements under the Skin, which are wont to be convey'd, or 
to paſs from place to place through the Interſtices of the Mulcles 
and Membranes, tend to them from all parts, and there find 
their way forth. Again, an Ifſue made in a fit place antici- 
pates Morbifick Humours, which are wont to be convey'd to 
Parts 
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parts that are weak, and long afflicted, and fo frees ſometimey 
this part, ſometimes that, from their Incurſton : Hence the Gouty, 
or Nephritick , or Colick, nay ſometimes the Paralitick,, or 
Scorbutick matter is intercepted by Iflues in its paſſages from 
its Sources to the Weakned places or Receptacles ; and fo the 
uſual Fits of the Diſeaſe being evaded, is convey'd forth: And 
this Emiſſary even as Trenches cut for draining Fenny moi- 
ſures, empties forth by degrees Humours ſticking in any part 
or region of the Body, and there doing hurt, and fo it pre- 
vents or cures a Morbid Diſpoſition. 

2. From theſe various ways of glving relief, with which I{- 
ſues are wont to do good in general its eaſily gathered for what 
affects chiefly they are required ; for though there be in a man- 
ner no Diſeaſe, in which this Remedy either does hurt, or proves 
uſeleſs, yet it ſeems more neceſſary in ſome caſes than in others ; 
it's preſcrib'd even by the vulgar for almoſt every Difſtemper, 
of the Head, both outward and inward: Every ordinary:perfon 
adviſes an Iſſue above all things for the Convulfions of Infants 
and Children, for the Inflammation of their Eyes, their Swellings 
of the Kings-evil, and ſo for Head-aches, Sleepy, Vertigious, or 
Convulſive affets of Adult or Aged perſons: Nor is this Re- 
medy leſs extol'd againſt Diſeaſes of the Breſt ; is there any 
one ſubject to a Cough, Bloody or Conſumptive-ſpitting, or 
to an Orthopnza , who has not an Iflue made him *? In like 
manner alſo Ifſues are commended for affects of the Belly, there 
is ſcarce any Hypochondriacal perſon, or Hyſterical Womangand 
no Gouty or Cahecttical perſon but have their Skin pierc't in more 
places than a Lamprey. It would be a tedious thing to re- 
count here particulary all the Diſtempers for which Iflues are 
good. 

3. Nevertheleſs this Remedy, however good and uſeful of it 
ſelf, does not- agree with all perſons, nor therefore muſt it be 
indifferently preſcrib'd to all: For there are two ſorts of Men, 
who thongh they happen'to be kick, may be excus'd from It- 
ſues ; becauſe this Emiſſary evacuates teo much in ſome, and 
in others little, or leſs than it ought, and in the mean time is 
mighty painful and intolerable. 

An Iflue ſometimes does not agree well becauſe it evacuates 
or ſpends too much the Humour, or Spirits : For I have ob- 
ſerv'd in ſome that an Ifſie made in any part of the Body voeids 
forth an Ichor in quantity immoderate, and in quantity vitious; 
for out of it at frequent times, it not continually, a Watery, 
thin, and fztid Latex,often making the Pea, and coverings black, 
flows in a great abundance, ſo that from its too great Efflux 
the Strength and Fieth are confum'd, A, 
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An Iſſue. ſometimes vioding forth no very great quantity of 
hor ſpends the Spirits and Strength more than it ought, which 13 
known by the effect, and ſometimes not till afterward; to wit, 
kecauſe ſome upon Keeping one or more Iflues open, grow 
weak and lean, and upon their being ſtopt, become' preient!y 
more Vigorous, and of a full habit :. Moreover it's -a common 
obſervation that many npon having an Iflue made near the 
fead, have been ſoon after ſeiz'd with ſome defect ahd weak- 
neſs in their Sight, ſo that they were forc't preſently to cloſe 
it up, which ſeems to happen for this reafon, becauſe where 
the ſtock of Spirits is but ſmall, and their conſiſtency very thin, 
little ſpendings of them, or of the Juice ont of which they 
re engendered, in caſe they are continual, are with difficulty 
endur'd, 

Moreover in an other,and that a different reſpect, Iſſues, as alſo 
Veficatories are forbidden to ſome, or are preſcribd to thenf 
with great caution ; becauſe voiding little or ſcarce any thing 
at all, they mightily torment the place in which they are made: 
For thoſe who being of a Cholerick, or otherwiſe hot Tems 
perament, have their Maſs of Blood thicker, and of a cloſer 
Texture than it ought by reaſon of its _ but little diluted 


with Serum, in theſe perſons a Solution of continuity being 
made, and kept in being by an Iflue, the Blood ( not depofing 
Serum enough to keep it ſelf free ) ſticks it ſelf in the paſ- 
lage, and ſo” being extravaſed cauſes a mighty painful Inflam- 
mation 3 and in the mean time ſnch an Ifſue voiding ſuch a 
very ſmall quantity of Ichor proves as uſeleſs as , trouble- 
ſome. 

As to the places where Ifſues are to be made , they are to 
be choſen according to the ends of Curing, or the intentions 
requir'd from them ; which are chiefly theſe three, viz. Firft, 
a general Evacuation of Humours from the whole Body. Second- 
ly, an Evacuation, and at the ſame time a Revulſion from ſome 
particular Member. Thirdly, an Evacuation and at the ſame 
time a Derivation from ſome particular Member. In reſpect 
of the former it's proper to have an Ifſue cut in the left Arm; 
The Second intention requires it to be made far from the 
part affected, and the Third near it. 

For theſe ends, viz. ſometimes this, ſometimes that, or the 
other Iſſues are wont to be made, and that either by Incifion, 
or a Cautery, or Perforation, in every Region of the Body, 
vz. in the Head, Breſt, and Abdomen, and in the Arms and 
Lepggs, nay in moſt parts of each, and in their Orifices Pets 
or Wooden Peas, Pellets, or Pledgets are put, and there con- 
linued for keeping them open. BY running through the Parts 
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and Members of the Body, we ſhall obſerve the chiefeſt places 
and kinds of Iſſues. 

Some order an Iflue to be burnt by a Cautery in the Co- 
ronal Suture, and recommend it for withdrawing the Humourg 
and evacuating them from the Brain and its Envelopings : 
Though ſome make a common Practice of this, yet I have 
found it not to have, ſucceeded well in many ; fo that I have 
ordered many Iflues fo made on the Crown of the Head to 
be closd up, And this not without being taught by reafon 
and experience: For the Blood conveys much Filthy Matter 
towards the place where it uſes to diſcharge its Excrements, 
and depoſes it in the whole Neighbourhood, and eſpecially in 
the part affected (as being weaker and more apt to receive 
them ) whence it often happens that the Diſeaſe is rather in- 
creas't than Curd : For the ſame reaſon, viz. to derive Hy» 
mours from the inward part of the Head outwards , others make 
Iflues in the Bregma on the Sagittal Suture, and others in the 
hinder part of the Head about the beginning of the Lambdoides : 
But the fame exception lies againſt theſe as againſt the for- 
mer. Certainly an Ifſue made in the 'Arm' much better an- 
ticipates the Morbifick matter which is wont to be depos'd 
about the- inner parts of the Head, it made in the Legg it 
revuiſes it, and made a, little beneath the Head 1t derives it 
thence. Hence for great affects of the - Brain , and its Me- 
ninges, in Infants and Children, we cut an Iflue on the Nape 
of the Neck: To Adult or Aged Perſons we apply a Cav- 
tery on both ſides the Spine betwixt the Shoulder-blades: And 
there we often make two Ifſues capable of containing many 
Peas with great ſucceſs. As to Iffues cnt or burnt behind 
the Ears, or a Setaceum paſt through its Cacneous Lobe ; I have 
obſerv'd theſe things to have been ſeldoin advantageous, but 
often troubleſome ; becanſe a Solution of continuity Made in 
thele places neither diſc:arges much Ichor, nor laſts long, for 
the Orifice though fil!'d with a Pea, or P3!!, will be covered 
with a thin Skin growing over 1t mm cripite of all we can 
do, 

Tflues in the Back do excellently we!l, nof only in Diſeaſes 
of the Head by evaguating and deriving the Morbifick matter, 
but likewiſe in the Gout, Stone, and all Colicks, by anticipating 
the Matter that feeds the Diſeaſe, am intercepting it as it pafſes 
to its Inrkiug holes, which is p!Nnly made appear by Expe 
riments and Obſervations made in perſons reljev'd by them. 

Iifies betwixt the Shoulder-blades are good for Diſeaſes of 
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the Breſt ; alſo in the Arm, or Legg to evacuate or anticipate | 
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ame there depos'd : That an Ifſlue in the Thorax cut betwixt 
the Ribbs ſometimes derives immediately the Confamptive mat- 
ter from the Lungs, we have ſhewn, elſewhere. 

The Region of the Abdomen ſeems unfit to have an Iffue in 
any part of it ; Nevertheleſs the Practice of ſome, though it 
be. rare, is much cried up, which order that a large Iflue ca- 
pable of containing many Peas, be burnt on the Region of the 
Spleen for all hypochondriacal affects ; I have known this done 
in ſome without any great good, certainly not enough to re- 
compence the trouble of ſuch a Remedy. 

Some time fince by an Ifſue in the Groin I ſuccefsfully Cur'd 
a mighty weakneſs and ache in the Loins, not yielding to any 
other Remedies, and in another perſon an invetgeate Sciatica : 
For the Glandulous EmunCtories ſeated in that place, imbit e 
a great ſtore of Excrements of the Blood and Nervous Liquor, 
which if forthwith diſcharg'd from them, and that im a- con- 
tinued manner, it will conduce much to the freeing of the 
Neighbouring parts from any Morbifick Seminal Root. 

The Thigh being a large Meinber ſeems fit enough for bear- 
ng many aid large Iflnes to evacuate Humours plentifully from 
the whule Body, yet it does not happen ſo in many, partly 
becauſe haviny a Figure too much declining hike an inverted 
Cone, there is no convenient place for binding to Keep in the 
Pea; and partly becaiiſe a Solution of continuity made amongſt 
the meetings of many Tendons, proves frequently Inflaming 
and Paintul ; ſo that it has been found neceflary ſometimes 
when an Ifſte has been made there to cauſe it preſently to be 
cloſed up azain to free the Perſon from Pain , and the trou- 
ble of Lameneſs : Though in ſome it does better, becauſe an 
Inflammation does not always happen to the place pertor- 
ated, and a Ligature app!y'd to it, continues ſtedfaſt to thoſe 
that uſe to Garter above the Knee. 

Moreover we muſt not only make choice of a fit part of 
the Body for an Ifſte, but likewiſe of a fit place inthe Mem- 
ber where it is made, which particularly requires the Judg- 
ment of a Phyſician, or skilful Chirurgion : For we mnit be 
very careful that a Cautery or Incifton be not admitted over, 
or toQ near the Tendons or greater Veſſels : Nor muſt an 
Iſſue be made in the very Body of a Mulcle, but in the Space 
or Interſtice betwixt the Muſcles ; where the hole muſt paſs 
the whole Skin,and ſo much farther till the little Membrane of the 
Muſcle underneath be penetrated, wherefore this operation is 
uot to be committed indiſcreetly to Quacks and others ig- 
norant of Anatomy ; for upon an ill pertormance herein there 


enſues not only a Fruſtration of all good, but often great pre- 
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2" thence ariſe, nay ſometimes even to the hazard 9 
IIE., | 

It's needleſs for me here to deſcribe the way of preparing 
and compounding a Cautery, or the figure and uſes of the In. 
cifion Inſtrument for making Iflues, for theſe are commonly 
known , yet 1t will not be amiſs to diſcourſe ſomewhat here 
after what manner we muſt deal with the Symptoms which 
happen to thoſe Emiſſaries after they are made, and hinder or 
pervert their Energies. 

There being many. and ſundry forts of affe&s hapening to 
Iſſues, a Cure is not requir'd for them all, but only for thoſe 
of greateſt myoment : Therefore in the firſt place it is needed 
whenever an Inflammation happens to the part or place where 
it is. Secondly, if the Orifice voids more or leſs Ichor than 
it ought, Thirdly, if the Sore be apt to dry up of its own 
accord , and now and then to be covered with a little Skin, 
or to grow rank with a Spungy Fleſh growing up in its Cir- 
eumference. As to the lefler defaults, as when the Sore bleeds 
often, or if changing its place it gets by little and little into 
a worſe , with many others in which it's wont to pre- 
varicate, it Will not be worth while to mind them here. 


x. An Inflammation ſometimes happens to an Ifſue, and that 
ſometimes ſo great that it threatens a Spacelus or Mortifica- 
tion of the part, nay and ſometimes brings it : Now fuch an 
affect comes ejther upon the freſh making of -the Orifice, or 
happens afterward by reaſon of the Blood and Humours being 
upon ſome occaſion put in a Commotion, and ruſhing in a 
throng to that place. 

When an Iflue is firſt made, preſently by reaſon of the S0- 
lution of continuity, and conſequently the Blood's being fome- 
what letted in its Circulation in that part, ſome Inflammation 
and Soreneſs happen to all perſons : But in ſome who have 
a very hot Blood, and little diluted with Serum, this proves 
much more violent, there hapening ſometimes a Mortification 
of the part inducing a Spacelus : Or Secondly, the Blood there 
ſtagnating is chang'd into a Pus to be evacuated by an Abſceſs: 
Or Thirdly, which more frequently happens, and ought to be 
always procur'd in our caſe, the Blood cauſing an Inflamma- 
tion is return'd again into the Veſſels, and reſtord to its Cir- 
culation by other DuEtus's into which it is forc't. 

But that it be convey'd back theſe two things are neceſſarily re- 
quir'd,vi2. Firſt;that it bg much diluted with Serum there pientifully 
abounding, or rather protruded into the part 3 And then Se- 
condly, that the emptied Veſſels behind the Tumour Drink vp 
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2pain the Blood diluted by the Serum, and driven back : For 
the Blood driven toward the Tumour, when it *can go no far- 
ther forward , yet at leaſt that upon leſſening its Bulk it may 
go back, diſcharges Serum plentifully from it ſelf, and drives 
it into the places obſtructed ; which entring into the ſtagnating 
Blood, dilutes it, and getting into its place drives it into the 
Ductus's of the Veſſels; and that Serum in the mean time 
paſſing forward exhales through the Pores , and (o the Blood 
which was extravaſated being diluted, and fent back by the 
Serum, and the Serum it felf evaporated, the Tumour with 
the Inflammation vaniſh by degrees : But in caſe (as it often 
happens in hot Temperaments,) the Blood extravaſed and driven 
into the Pores be not diluted with a plentiful acceſs of Serum, 
it will not only ſtick there with obſtinacy, but will cauſe a 
violently Inflamed Tumour with a Fever, and ſometimes other 


. dreadful Symptoms. Not long fince a great Divine whoſe Blood 


was thick and hot,having an Iflue made in the inſide of his Legg, 
though the Skin only was cut, an Inflammation ſhortly fol- 
lowed, which grew ſo violent within a few Days that it could 
ſcarce be hindred from turning to a Gangreen by the uſe of 
any Remedies whatſoever. Wherefore when the Blood extra- 
vaſated through -a Solution of Unity, and wanting an acceſs 
of Serum for diluting it, and carrying it back, tends to a vio- 
lent Inflammation, Fomentations, and Cataplaſms of Emollient 
things outwardly apply'd often do mach good, becauſe the 
moilf and mild Parricles parting from them , enter the ſtag-" 
nating Blood, and dilute it, and fo giving it a gentle motion 
cauſe it to return more readily into its Veſſels; ſo that thoſe 
moiſt applications outwardly us'd ſupply the defect of the in- 
ward Serum requir'd for diluting the Blood : Nevertheleſs that 
the Blood fo diluted, and put in motion be reſtor'd to Cir- 
culation, it's farther neceſſary that the Veſſels which are to re- 
ceive it be fufficiently emptied, for which end beſides a flen- 
der ' Diet, Bleeding and Purging are often of neceflary uſe ; 
and indeed it is uſual to Purge and often to Bleed Cacochy- 
mical, and Plethorical perſons a little before, or after an Iſſue 
is made. Nor are theſe Remedies only proper to prevent or 
remove an Inflammation in caſe of a freſh Iſſue, but are like- 
wiſe good whenever that affect happens to an Iflue of a long 
ſtanding : For if at any time the Blood being very impure, 
and withal Feveriſhly boiling enters upon an Excretory Tar- 
geſcency, it often falls out that it depoſes its Excrements and 


Filthy Dreggs about the Itive, being hardly to be Purg'd elſe- - 


where, and that it being there hindred from its Circulation 
upon their being keapt together, js extrayalazed , anfl is cauſes 
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a violent Inflammation : Such an affect-lately hapening in an 
Ancient Nobleman, and at. firſt ne ed, ſoon turn'd to a Gan» 
green, from which nevertheleſs by the help of proper Medicines 
carefully adminiftred both inwardly; and outwardly , he eſcapt 
not without great danger of his Life. 

"2." If at any time an Iffue diſcharges too much Ichor , which 
for-the moſt part is thin, and of a very ill Smell, and, ſome» 
times diſcoloured, fo that ſuch vaſt Spendings of Humour, and 
withal it's intolerable Stench requires a Cure ; In ſuch caſe there 
are two chief Therapentick intentions, viz. Firſt, to ſtrengthen 
the mixture of the Blood that its Texture be not too prone 
to a Diffolution, and Fufion of Serum : And Secondly, to pre» 
ſerve the place Ulcerated by the Iflue, and to keep it free 
from any Corruptive Ferment, ſo that no Noyfome Filth there 
lodg'd may defile the Blood as it paſſes through in circulating, 
whereby being infected it may preſently run into parts, and be 
forc't to depoſe the Serum there in fuch abundance. 

The former ſcope of Curing orders ſcarce any thing but now 
and then a moderate Purge, and a guod Diet, viz. that the 
perſon keep himſelf from all Surfeits, and irregularity as to the 
quantity, quality, and ſeaſons. of taking his Food ; and parti- 
cularly from thin Wines, Cider, and other Acid Liquors, with 
which the Blood is wont tq be fus'd, and driven to flowings 
of Serum : For Perſons fo affected moſt ſurely pay for any: er- 
rour or irregularity committed in_Niet, a Pain preſently being 
raisd about the Iffue. | 

For the due Prefervation of the Tone of the place where the 
Ihe is made, and for keeping it free from PutrefaCtion, you 
muſt take a particular care that for avoiding all Naſtinefs, both 
the Solids to be. put into the Orifice, and the Coyerings, be 
they either Plaiſters, Ivy Leaves, or Oyl-cloaths be chang'd twice 
a Day : For in ſome each of theſe ſoon gets an ill favour, and 
preſently cauſes the Ulcer of the Iflue to ſtink : In caſe this 
tends 'to' Putrefaction , preſently initead of a Pea, or Wooden- 
pill let a Pill of Virgin-wax incorporated with red Saunders and 

erdigreaſe be put into it; and hikewiie let a Fomentation of 
the DecoCtion of $S:. John's Wort, Yarrow , Centory, ©c. be 
apply'd Morning and Evening. 

3. Sometimes it happens that an Iſſue even as a dryed Foun- 
tain, diſcharges no Humour : The reaſon whereof uſually is 
either becauſe the hole being not 'deep enough does not pe- 
netrate. the whole Skin, which is eafaly Cur'd by making it 
Aeeper ; or the Sore though large and deep enough , yet {till 
continues dry becauſe the Serum does not readily nor freely 


ſeparate from the Maſs of Blood, this having too cloſe a Tex- 
ture

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ture, and then the only Remedy is to Wear 'within 'the Ori« 


. - . . 


the Wood of Ivy, of Box, or of the Roots of Gentian, or of 
HermodaGts, and are often us'd with good ſucceſs. 

7. 1t-often falts-ont-that the- Orihce-of-an-Iffre-being-too 
ſmall, and diſtilling forth little Ichor is covered over with a 
thin Skin with the Pea included in it, and that with the hole 
it is heal'd up : For which defatilt there js ſcarce a proper Re- 
medy to be apply'd ; wherefore (rather than ſtill to fret” the 
Skin to no purpoſe ) it's better to let ſuch an Iflhe cloſe up, 
or to transfer it - to ſome other place. \ 

5. The Sore of an Iflue inclining to heal, and being hin- 
dred from it, has very often abont its edges, and ſometimes in 
its Cavity a Spongy Fleſh growing up ; the reaſon whereof is 
that the Nutritive Jttice convey'd to the ends of the Arteties, 
atid Nervous Fibres, and not preſently walſht away 'by the S>. 
rous Ichor, ſticks there, and beginning to be aflimilated extent , 
both thoſe Veſſds to fill the Cavity with'Fleſh; and"the Blvba 
in the mean While brought thither Forms within that Maſs fittle 
Sprouts, of Veins for its return 3 neverthileſs that Fleſh , as 
yet. rough and ſhapeleſs, being kept from' the greateſt -patt'vf 
the Orifice, grows up above its Brim, and when it'ts rifeh'fy 
high that it can'be no longer veiled antl covered With theSRih', 
it continnes {till Naked and Spongeons : This *Excreſtency *i$ 
eaſily enough Cur'd by ſprinkling on it 'Eſcharotick Powders, 
of burnt Allom, Colcothar, or 'Mercury Precipitate 3 'f6r theſe 
forts of Medicines with their Acritnenious and Stiptick 'fotte tat 
away the' Fleſh thns Luxuriant, repel the Nutritive Juice, fd 
ſhut cloſe 'the Months of 'the Veſſels. When that {npeffltious 
Fleſh grows continnally- and increaſes about the ' edges of 'an 
Iflve, it's a fign that the Nutritive Juice abounds more there 
than the Excretmentitious Humour, and conſequently that in 
perſons ſo affeted that -Emiſſary - is not ſo very beneficial, 
wherefore under the pretext of this reaſon many are mightily 
averſe from ttrat Remedy (which certainly is inoffenfive'm moſt, 
though it be not equally advantageous in all. ) 

' There'is: now/an unperſwadable opinion which has taken foot- 
ing 'attiongſt many here in Enz/, E know not if it' be fo 
in other Countries) that an Iflue or Iflues dipofe to Barrenneſs ; 
wherefore to 'all married Women, and deſirous of Children, this 
fort of Remedy, thongh otherwiſe never ſo conducing to their 
Health, is Religiouſly forbidden ; thongh -no reaſon is yet given 
for this ſttick Prohibition ; only ſtories are told of certain 


Women having Iſſues who are Barren ; when it is as = to 
{new 
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ſhew more- Barren Women: without. Iſſues; and many fertile 
with them : And truly I uſe to retort this as a chief Argy» 
ment againſt that opinion, there being no need of any other. - 


CHAP. V. 


Inſt rutlions and Preſcripts for Curing Cutaneous 
affects. 


P the Firſt place the Cuticle or Scarf-Skin being void of 
Life and Sence has ſcare any Diſeaſes belonging to it : This 
ſometimes being too compact hinders Tranſpiration ; ſometimes 
alſo by  xeaſon -of ſome Accidents it becomes too groſs and 
callous..in {ome places : But of it ſelf being abſolutely inſenfi- 
ble, it is not Diſtempered, though. it be the. cauſe that ſome 
afﬀects, to be paſt off haply by Tranſpiration, ſtick about the 
Superficies. of the Skin ; becauſe the Recrements and Filthy 
Dreggs of the Blood 'and/ Humours being driven outward and 
having paſt the whole. Skin, when by reaſon of the cloſe Tex- 
ture. of the Scarf-skin they are not able wholly to breath a- 
way, fixing on. the outwaxd part of. the Skin, they produce 
varions. diſcolourations ang foul affects thereof ; Of which fort 
chiefly are thoſe we call Summer Spots, alſo Scorbutical and 
Malignant Spots, and likewiſe Spots and any other Stains whatever 
bedecking the Skin, or Scarf-skin with any Marks or Specks 
without any tumour or unevenneſs. 

As. to the afteCts of the Skin it ſelf in general, in regard 
they are various and of ſundry ſorts, they are wont to be di- 
ſtinguiſht in- a various reſpect, and firſt of all that they are 
either with or without a Tumour : We took notice of theſe 
latter even now. | 

Cutaneous affects with a Tumour are either univerſal , diſ- 
perſt through the whole Body, or particular, rais'd in theſe or 
other Members at random, and as it were by chance. 

The former either happen in a Fever, as chiefly the Small- 
pox, Meazles, and other Malignant Puſhes, to which alſo may 
be added the Flitting breaking forth of Children whieh ſoon 
vaniſh ; or they come without a Fever, as eſpecially the Itch, 
the running Scab, and Leaprous affects. 

| Par» 
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Particular outward Tumours hapning ſometunes in one part, 
ud ſometimes in another; for the moſt part are not only be- 
bnging to the Skin, but alſo to the parts under it, vi2. ſome- 
imes to the Fleſh, Membranes, or Glands, and conſequently 
xe of a various Nature and a differing Form : It would be 
= {Þ to long to treat of all theſe here particularly, therefore at pre- 
ent I ſhall briefly ſpeak meerly of Cutaneous affeRts ſuch as 
tefore mention'd; | Ef bs 
Firſt, as to Summer- Spots it's a ſign that they proceed 
from Choller and other yellow Recrements of the Blood, be- 
cauſe they are moſt familiar to thoſe that are yellow Hair'd; 
zzain they happen to the Faireſt Complexions, and in.parts moſt 
expos'd to the Sun and Air, becauſe their Skin being of a 
ſubtle Texture tranſmits the Humour rarified by the heat of 
the Sun, ſo far till it be ſtopt by a thick Scarf-skin, near the 
| places where it ſhould break forth : This affet as to the State 
of Health does not foreſhow or threaten any ill: Theſe Spots 
differ little or nothing from thoſe they call Lenticular Spots. 
There are other large Spots about the breadth of the Palm 
of the Hand which defile the Skin in many places , but efpe- 
cially about the Breſt and Back with Stains ſometimes of a 
dun colour, ſometimes wan , or blackiſh. Theſe being wont 
to riſe and go away at certain times, and as I have obſervd 
in many, in certain parts, are commonly call'd Liver-marks; 
though not properly, for theſe Stains happen on this account, 
| that the Filthy Dreggs and Refuſe of the Blood, when not 
ſuſiciently receiv'd by the Veſſels of ſeparation, are carried to 
the Skin together with the Serum, with which they are di- 
luted, and there being thrown off by the Blood, and left by 
the Serous Latex which evaporates, they ſtick faſt to the out- 
ward Pores and little Orifices, as a Moſſy down does to the 
narrow paſſages of a River. 
| Thoſe Spots appear chiefly in the Summer, and moſt upon 
the Back and Breſt, v7. at that time, and in thoſe places that 
Men are moſt apt to Sweat in ; that is to ſay, that Serons Latex 
which has carried thoſe Filthy Dreggs from the Maſs of Blood 
| to the narrow Pores of the Skin, leaves them there, as being 
unmeet to paſs forth by Evaporation. This affet has no e- 
vil joyned with it, nor is it the Symptom of any preſent Diſ- 
eaſe, nor does it portend any ſhortly to enſite, and in regard 
for the moſt part coming in places out of fight it cau- 
ſes no deformity, or trouble, there ſeems little or no need of. 
| its Cure : But becauſe an opinion is ſpread amongſt the vulgar; - 
that the Liver is much in danger by reaſon of thoſe Spots, and 
that it neceſſarily requires hep; therefore to ſatisfy ſome im- 
Fi portunately 
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portunately defiring Phyfick , beſides outward Coſmeticks we 
are wont to preſcribe inward Hepatick Remedies ; the pſe of 
which though not very neceſſary, yet becauſe thereby the Blood 
is purified, and the ObſtruC,ons of the Bowels are open'd, they 
are not altogether in vain. The inward Medicines. uſeful for 
this purpoſe are ſet down before amongſt Hepatick'Remedie, : 
The very ſame outward Remedies, or Topicks are proper in 
this, as in all other kinds of Spots, of which we ſhall give you 
fome choice Forms. 

Having treated elſewhere profefſedly concerning Spots of the 
Plague and Scuryy, I need not repeat them here ; eſpecially be- 
cauſe the Method for theſe is quite differing from that of the 
other : For in one kind of Spots in a manner only outward 
Medicines are wont to be adminiſtred without any that 
regard the Heart or the Viſcera of the Belly, and in the other 
— inward things are given without applying any thing to the 

in. 

Therefore as to the Summer Spots, Lentiginons Spots, and 
the vulgarly call'd Liver Spots, the Art ot Beautifying pro- 
perly takes care of them,and for removing theſe Blemiſhes from the 
Skin, only Coſmetick Remedies are preſcrib'd without any Me- 
thod of Cure ; there is an infinite ſtore of theſe amongſt cu- 
rious Ladys, and others that are nice in keeping the Skin fair ; 
but all of 'them having regard only to two intentions of Cu- 
ring may be reduc't to theſe two heads : v:x. either by open- 
ing the Pores of the- Skin, and Scarf-skin, and ſometimes by 
excoriating this, they endeavour to draw the Humour out- 
ward, and wholly to evaporate it 3 or on- the contrary they 
are adminiſtred, and that with no leſs ſucceſs to ſtrike back 
the Impure Matter which makes the Spots, and to drive it 
inward : I ſhall here ſet down ſome ordinary Forms of Topicks 
of both kinds, which have been rationally invented, and often 
us'd ſucceſsfully enough ; fince I may not without offence to 
great Perſons unvail the more ſecret Myſteries of the Cof-. 
metick Art, and proſtitute them to the vulgar. 

Firſt, therefore to cleanſe the Skin, and to draw the Matter 
of the Spots outward. 

Take of a ſmall Lixivium of Salt of Tartar four Ounces, Oyl of 
bitter Almonds made by expreſſiom what ſuffices, let it be mixt m 
ſuch a proportion that the whole Liquour preſently turn white, and 
ſo let 1t ſtand: Let the parts affetted be anointed and gently rutb'd 


| Mornings and Evenings with this mixture. 


' Take freſl> Roots of Aron, Briony, and Solomons-ſeale, of each an 
Ounce, Powder of Fenugree; Seeds a Dram, Camphire haif a Dram, 
bers bruis'd together pour to them Oy! of Tartar per Deliquium 
three 
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three Ownees, expreſs it, let it be applyd with @ Ragg dipt in it 


twice 4 Day. | 

Tcke Sulphur-vive potrdred an Ounce , black Soap two Ounces, 
hind it in 4 Ragg, let it hang in a Pound of Vinegar for nine 
Days, then apply it to uſe, waſhing and rubbing the places affeRed 


with it twice a Day. 


- Secondly, for the other intention, viz. for diſcufling the Spots 
from the Skin, and repelling the matter, and driving it inwards. 
Lac Virginis was a famous Medicine amongſt the Ancients, and 
is ſtill commended and us'd by many. The preparation of this 
is well known, viz. 4 Solution of Litharge made in diſtill'd Vine- 
gar, by the affuſion of Ol of Tartar per Deliquium 5s iprnnipang ed 
mto 4 Liquour as white as Milk : With which let the Face and 
Hends be waſht and gently rubbd twice a Day: 4 Medicine like 
this, or the ſame, at leaſtwiſe of the ſame Vertue is prepar d of 
« Solution of Minium or Ceruſe made m the ſame Meu and 
precipitated with water of Allom, or Sal Gemm. ( Or ) 

Take Camphire flicd two Drams , bruiſe it in a Glaſsmortar 
pouring on it by little and little the Juice of one Limon , then 
add to it of TWhite-wine a Pound, flrain it and let the Camphire 
remaining behind be tyed in a Ragg, and hung in a Glaſs. 

Take Verdigreaſe four Ounces , pour to it of Mhite-wine two 
Pounds, being put into a Gourd-glaſs , let it be diftilld in Sand, 
let the Phlegm firſt coming off be kepe for uſe, wherewith let 
the Face be anointed twice a Day. For this purpoſe alſo the 
Dew or Phlezm of Vitriol diftill'd by it ſelf does excellently well ; 


' ſome are content with the water of Bean-flowers, or the ſimple 


_”"n water of Fumitory, or with the water which Bleeds from 
the Sprout of a Vine, cut in the Spring : But the more curious 
Women and Pretenders to the moſ exquiſite knowledge in the Coſ- 
metich Art are ſcarce ſatisfied with any Remedies for the Shin 
but Mercurial : Wherefore the following water is highly recom- 
mended and ſold by Empiricks at a great rate for ail Blemiſhes 
of the Face. | 

Take Mercury ſublimate an Ounce , being reduc't to a Powdey 
let it be put in a both with three Pounds of fountain water, 
let it Pant for twentyfour hours ſtirring it now and then with a Wood- 
den Spatula till the whole Liquor grows black, which nevertheleſs be- 
ing filtred through Cap-paper becomes clear ; a Ragg or Fea- 


ther being dipt into this, let the Face be gently done over with 


it once in 4 Day or tivo. 

This Medicine is of great efficacy againſt all foulneſs of the 
Skin, for it clears the Humours fticking in the little Pores and 
Orifices, though never ſo ſtrait, and diffolves the obſtinate and 
inveterate Combinations of the Salts and Sulphurs, and as to 

Ff 2 any 
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any ill Conformation of the Pores, it reſtores the whole Skin, 
and makes it freely perſpirable. Wherefore it is not only 

for cleanſing the Stains or Blemiſhes of the Face , but like 
wiſe for removing, Puſhes, and the redneſs of it, and Eryfi- 
pelous affects : Moreover it ſometimes happens that many parts 
of the Face, but eſpecially the Noſe and Forehead are thick 
beſet with blackiſh Specks as though burnt by Gunpowder; 
which nevertheleſs proceeds from hence, that the Sudatory Pores 
are fill'd ſometimes with a black thick Humour , ſometimes 
with little Worms having black heads, ( which little inſets 
being ſqueez'd forth. of the Pores, and laid in the Sun are eafi- 
ly pexceiv'd to live and to move themſelves ) and in ſuch an 
affect 'of the Skin, no Waſhes or Ointments but Mercurial are 
wont to. do good : Nevertheleſs a too ſevere Sting often goes 
a long with this Honey : For the Particles of the Quick- 
filver, together with the Salts { with which they are minute» 
ly divided and quickn'd ) being apply'd to the Face, diſcuſs 
thence the offentive and defiling Matter from the Pores, and 
drive it away, and being ftruck inward they follow it, and 
ſoon infinuate ' themſelves with eaſe into the Blood and Nervous 
Liquour (whoſe Crafis they injure) and through their means 
very frequently paſs their Venom, often not to be rooted ont 
afterward into the Brain, and ſometimes into the Prazcordia, 
and other parts 2 Hence it's frequeptly obſerv'd that Men 'or 
Women uſing long and much a Mercurial Ointment, become 
fubject to the Vertigo, and Convulſive , or Paralytick affects, 
and that their Teeth turn black, and ſometimes grow looſe,

Inftruttions and Preſcripts for the Cure of the Pſora, 
or the Scab with the Itch. 


Fter the more ſimple affects of the Skin which hapning 

A. - without any Tumour or Sore, foil it only with Filthy 
Spots, I thall now ſpeak-in order of the greater: affects dif- 
folving continuity : And' in- the Firſt place of the Pſora- or 
Scab which molefts the Skin in moft ptaces of the Body with 
{mall Puſhes,or breakings forth,being ſometimes dry and often-ſcal- 
ly without much Itching, as iperſons of a Cholerick or Melan= 
cholick Conſtitution , ſometimes moiſt and diſpos'd for Ulcer 
ation with a mighty troubleſome Itching, as in Perſons of a 
moiſt Temperament, with -a foul Blood : And: this affect. is 
moſt peculiarly a Diſeaſe of that part, ſeeing that it often -bas 
its beginning in the Skin it felf by outward Contagion, and-is 
frequently Cur'd by certain [Remedies apply'd only to the Skin 
at leaftwiſe the reaſon of both holds good fo, far that it's fel» 
dom perfectly gotten, or Cur'd by other means. | 

This Scab, or Itch is commonly deſcrib'd to be a breaking 
forth of Puſhes here, and there through out the whole Body, 
proceeding from a ſharpe and ſalt Humour gather'd together 
within the Pores of the Skin 3 and by reaſon of its mighty 
[tch, cauſing a neceſſity of ſcratching to diſcuſs it thence, 

I conceive the Morbifick matter of the Itch to be the Lym- 
phick, Humour conftantly reſiding in the Glands of the Skin, 
but degenerated fromits Genuine,v:z. Salino-yolatile Diſpoſition, 
mto an Acid, or otherwiſe vitiated Temper. 

That Lymphick Humour is wont to be depraved theſe three 
ways, and conſequently falls into a Coagulative and Vitious 
habit with the Serum newly ſupply'd from the Blood: vsx. Firſt, 
the Blood it ſelf being yery impure, and withal difſolv'd leaves 
2 great ſtore of its corrppted and Filthy Dreggs in the Glands 
of the Skin , which becoming there a Leaven more Corruptive, 
ſtrongly ferment, and are coagulated with other adventitious or 
tranhent Juices, and ſa bring forth not only Scabby affects, 
but Leaprofies of divers kinds 3 hence frequent and continual 
feeding on Shell-fiſh and others, and on Salt Meats, and ſuch 
as have been dry'd in the Smogk pr Sun: Alſo improper _—_ 

an 
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and Venemous Medicines takes into the Body cauſe breaking 
out all over the Skin, and thoſe often very dreadful. 

Secondly, the Humour gathered together within the Glands 
of the Skin ſometime putrifying by meer Stagnation does not 
only breed Scabs,butalſo frequently Lice. Wherefore not only Per. 
ſons long Impriſon'd, but likewiſe ſuch as leading a Sedentary Life 
uſe themſelves withal to Stench and Naſtineſs, are ftill ſubje& 
to the ſaid affects. is” 

Thirdly, if haply thoſe cauſes are wanting, - that the Glan- 
dulous Humour of the Skin be neither defil'd through the fault 
of the Blood, nor its own Stagnation, yet a Virulent infe&tion 
from -without diſpoſes it as readily to produce thoſe Diſeaſes, 
as it's daily manifeſted to us, the Effluvia flowing from the Puſhes 
of a Scabby” Skin, being of no leſs efficacy than Barm or Yet, 
whereof if a- very ſmall Portion be put into new Ale un» 
fermented , it preſently ferments the 'whole Maſs, be it never 
fo great, and changes it into the nature of the Liquour whence 
it was taken. 

Therefore the Itch as to its Origine, either is taken by Con-: 
tagion, or by reaſon of an ill Dyet, its Incentive and Fuel is 
- communicated from the Chyle and Maſs of Blood being viti« 
ated, or through naſtineſs and want of *Perſpiration it's gene» 
rated in the Skin it (elf : To which we may add that Infants 
ſometimes get this evil Hereditarily contracted from their 
Parents. | 

Though this Diſeaſe be never Mortal, or very dangerons of 
at-ſelf, but always eaſy of Cure, yet it has often an ill iflue, 
becauſe being long continued it mightily vitiates the Blood, 
and the Nervous Liquour ; and if Cur'd on a fudden, the Mat- 
ter which- is driven from the Pores being inwardly receiv'd, 
brings a pernicious Taint on the Przcordia and Brain, or on 
other Noble parts. þ 

The greateſt danger from the Itch threatens Children, and 
CacheCtical Perſons, becauſe in both theſe the Taint of the 
Cutaneous Humour 1s ' more eafily ſent into the Noble parts, 
which "after ' the outward Contagion ef the Itch is taken 
-Eway, remaining within, cannot be throughly overcome but by 
4a" great deal of Phyſick (which neither of them can well bear ) 
Wherefore ſuch perſans ought to be -preſerv'd with all care and 

- Gligence fromthe Itch, as from the Plague it ſelf. 
 Congerning the Cnre- of the Itch there are two primary In- 
, Gicmtions, and both of them twofold * wiz. the Fir being Cu- 
ratory has regard''to theſe-two things, that the Glandnlous Hu- 
'mour (its Corruptive ferment being wholly extinguiſht ) be 
reſtor'd to its due-Craſis, - And then Secondly, that the ous 
| and 
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and Paſſages of the Skin it ſelf being freed from thoſe Cont» 
cretions of Ichor recover* their Ancient Conformation - or free 
Perſpirability. . 

The Second Indication-being Preſervatory, provides againſt 
theſe two things, 9i7z.-Ficſt, that the Impurities and Corruptive 
Miaſms of the Itch, *which are driven from the Skin when the 
ferment is Purg'd, do not regurgitate into the Blood, and Ner- 
yous Liquour, and cauſe not only Diſcrafies in themy but like» 
wiſe (as it often falls out ) bring great damage to the Brain 
and Przcordia. Secondly, it muſt be endeavour'd that the in- 
fetious Taint of the 'Humours and Noble parts, contracted 
from the Scabby Matter, be eradicated at the ſame time that 
the Naſty Diſtemper of the Skin is Cur'd. 

All theſe intentions of Curing ought to be complicated, or 
at leaſtwiſe to be interchangeably proſecuted by Remedies both 
inward and outward us'd together, to the end that the Mor- 
bifick matter being chaſed from its private Receptacles, may 
not any where retire and lie hid in any lurking places, - but 
being perſued by Medicines in all parts both within. and with- 
out, may be wholly remov'd ; therefore Purges ought always 
to begin and end this Method of Cure, whatſoever Helmons 
ſays to the contrary, and I dare affirm that this Diſeaſe is ſcarce 
ever Cur'd eaſily, and never with ſafety without that Medicine. 
Moreover open a Vein one of the Firſt things you do, un- 
fels ſomewhat indicates the contrary ; beſides theſe,let / altera- 
tives have their turns, fuch as purify the Blood, and ſtrenthen 
the Viſcera, and fortify them againſt the Incurſions of the Scab- 
by Matter : And in the mean time let Liniments, or Baths, or 
Topical Remedies of other kinds,and appropriated to the Skin be 
apply'd, for without them, not only Catharticks and Bleeding, 
but even Diaphoreticks, Diureticks, nay any kind of Medicines 
whatſoever evacuating or altering the Blood and Humours -prove 
of no effect : We ſhall ſet down ſome ſelect Forms of the 
Medicines of each kind before mention'd : And Firſt, for- due 
Purging give a Purging Medicine, or a Vomit the firſt thing you 
do: Alſo after Bleeding (if it be neceſſary) let the perſon uſe a 
Purging Apozeme, or Ale for ſeven or eight Days. 

Take the Elettuary Diacarthamum three Drams , Species 'of Dia- 
turbith with Rhubarb a Dram, Cream of Tartar, Salt of Worm-

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Hintments to. be anointed -on the Skin are . preſcrib'd moſt 
frequently,and that very effeCtually for Curing the Itch : Though 
thoſe that are us'd to many other Tumours and Sores do no 
good here : But Sulphur and preparations of it, ſeem to have 
a certain Specifick Vertne in this Diſeaſe, ſo that they are in- 
oredients in almolt all Ointments for the Itch, and are the ba- 
fix of the whole Compoſition. This is a very cominon receipt 
with the vulgar. 

Take of the Powder, or Flowers of - Sulphur half an Ounce, 
Butter without Salt four Ounces, Ginger powdred half a Drain, make 
4 Linament.,, \ ho 

Somewhat a neater preſcript, though not much more Effi- 
cacious, is after this manner. 

Take Ungentum Roſatum four Ounces, Sulphur-vive powdred half 
an Ounce, Oy! of Tartar per De/iquium what ſiffices , make a Li- 
niment, to which add Oyl of Rbodium a.Scruple, to give it a ſcent. 

When you will ſtrengthen or raiſe the Energy of the Sul- 
phur by the addition of other things. | 

Take of the Ointment of Elecampane without Mercury four Ounces, 


: Powder of Sulphur half an Ounce, Oyl of Tartar per Deliquiumn 


what ſuffices : For the ſame purpoſe an Ointment is made of the 
Roots of ſharp pointed Dock, boy"d in Butter, or Owl with White- 
wine till the ine be conſum'd ; and with Sulphur and Oyl of 
Tartar. Moreover thoſe Ointments are ſometitnes us'd by them- 
fares, by curious perſons abhorring the Ul odour of the Sul- 
phur. 

The Third kind of Liniment- againſt the Itch is made of 
Mercury needing no atiiftance; from Sulphur , or Vegetables 
nay this being more than enough 'efficacious of it ſelf, is not 
wont to be apply'd to the whole Body, but only te the Joints 
of the Arms and Leggs, or being put in a Girdle is to be worn 
about the Loins, for ſo it ſeldom fails of Curing the Itch : 
Nevertheleſs there is danger leſt this Practice ( as it often 
happens ) cauſes ill and pernicious Symptoms : Frequently af- 
ter the Mercury Ointment a Salivation , ſometimes alſo a Sco- 
tomia, or Sleepy, or Convullive affects enſue : Moreover ſome- 
times the Poyſon of the Medicine produces within the Prazcordia; 
or Viſcera,horrible affects of the Aſthma,Leipothymia,or Bloedy-

The vulgar Form. of a Mercural Ointment for the Itch, and 
very much in uſe, is this. | 

Take Quick-ſibver reduc't into minute parts with an Acid, and 
(as they call it ) Kjlld, an Ounce and 4 half. Freſh Hoggs Lard 


fix Ounces, incorporate them well by ſtirring them a long time in

| & g Nor 
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Nor only in the Form of a Liniment, but many other Ways 
the forefaid Medicines may be us'd : For' the Fume of Cin- 
naber ( which is prepar'd' of Mercury with Sulphur, ) caſt on the 
Coals, and taken in at the Mouth, or breathing againſt the 
Superficies of the Body, Cures the Itch : The Mercurial Cofo 
metick water betore written made about half weaker, and ap- 
ply'd to the Skin with a little Cloath in the Soreft places, kills 
the Itch : Yet the uſe of theſe is not to, very ſafe as to'be 
generally adminiſtred to all perfons.* 

Of Sulphur and Vegetables either ſeparately, or conjunctly, 

boil'd in water Baths are prepar'd , which Cure this Diſtemper, 
not by waſhing off only the Filth of the Skin as common 
Baths, .but likewiſe by deſtroying its ferment : Beſides theſe 
there is yet another eaſter, and much more neat way of Cu- 
ring the Itch, viz. by boiling a Shift in fountain water with 
Powder of Brimſtone, and after it is dryed in the Sun, or be- 
fore the Fire to wear it four or five Days next the Skin: For 
ſo that Diſeaſe is wont. to he Cur'd without Bathing, or the 
Naſtineſs, or ill Odour of an Ointment. 
Poor people uſually Cure themſelves of this Diſtemper only - 
by taking the Powder of Brimſtone in Milk inwardly, and 
by anointing themſelves with the ſaid Powder mixt with But- 
ter outwardly : Sulphur ſeems to be ſo Specitick an Antidote 
againſt the Itch by reaſon of its Balſamick Vertue which de- 
ftroys the Acidities, and all Exotick and Corruptive Sharpneſſes 
. of the Blood. and Humours, and reſtores to each Latex a Be- 
nign, that is, a Mild, and as it were Oyly Nature. 

As to Mercury, it's no wonder if medicines made of it, per- 
fectly Cure any places of the Skin infefted with the Itch where= 
ever they are applyd : For by the application hereof break- 
ings forth, and all Virutent Ulcers, viz. any that are Venereal 
and Scorbutical are wholly conquered : Moreover it feems not 
ſtrange that this Medicine apply'd to ſome particular place 
ſhould Cure an” inveterate Ttch in caſe it raiſes a Salivation 
but ſometimes it Cures without any fach” thing, as when a 
perſon wears a Girdle of it; to this we fay that the Particles 
of the Mercury paſs then into the Venons 'Blood , and after 
being diffus'd throngh its whole Maſs, are driven outward from 
all parts, and. depos'd in the Skin where they. Kill the Itch, 
and when it happens that theſe” Mercurial Particles are all a- 
gain evaporated- through the Skin, after the Cure is performed, 
then no Salivation, or other inconvenience. cnfues. 
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CHAP. VIL 


Inſtruftions and Preſcripts for the Cure of the 
running Scab, or the Leaprofie of the Greeks. 


Fter the Scab with the Itch, it follows that we treat of 

another affect ſamewhat allyed to it in its breaking forth 
in Puſhes, which is commonly call'd the running Scab, by ſome 
a Tetter or Ringworm, or Morphew, by others the Leaprofie 
of the Greeks; but the Names of this afte&t being variouſly 
confounded , and the Nature of it haply being differing in 
ſeveral Countries, I ſhall deſcribe it as it is now underſtood 
by us, 

The running Scab begins and affects perſons after this man+ 
ner, viz. Firſt little red Wheals or Puſhes, ſometimes fingle, 
ſometimes many of them joyn'd together, ariſe in many parts 
of the Body, but eſpecially in the Arms or Leggs; and grow 
at length in heaps or cluſters ; the Surface of each Scab when 
grown in cluſters appears rough, and ſomewhat whitiſh add 
ſcaly, ſo that upon ſcratching, Scales fall away, and a thin I- 
chor often iſſues forth, though its ſoon dryed again, and hardens 
into another cruſty Scale. 

Theſe cluſters of Puſhes at firſt are but ſmall and few, as 
in the Arm or Legg, or ſome other particular Member , hap- 
ly three or four appear to the bigneſs of a peny or two pence : 
Afterwards if the Diſeaſe be ſuffer'd to increaſe, they break forth 
in many places, and grow to a crowns breadth, and at length 
if not ſtopt, cover not only particular Members, but the whole 
Body with a whitiſh Leaprohe, which rais'd to this degree .was 
judg'd for the moſt part incurable by the Ancients. 

Theſe breakings forth in ſome are only temporary, as com- 
ing in the Winter, and going away in the Summer, in others 
on the contrary they come in the Summer, and vaniſh in the 
Winter : In-many others this Diſtemper is continual, having no 
time of remifſion or mean. 

The running Scab differs from the Itch, that in this the Puſhes 
are generally. ſingle, and ſeparated from each other, though but 
by ſmall ſpaces, but in the other they riſe in cluſters: Again 
- Itch is extreamly infectious, but the running Scab is not 
0. 
This Diſeaſe is alſo diſtinguiſht from the Leaprohe, that this 
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is likewiſe as infections as the Itch, and its breakings out ars 
much more violent and terrible than in the running Scab viz, 
being cruſty and ſcaly,and diffus'd in a continued manner through. 
out the whole Body. 

Hence it appears that the material cauſe of the running 
Scab is not a meer Cutaneous Humour depraved and degeng- 
rated from its Crafis by reaſon of ſome Corruptive Efluvia's 
receiv d from without, or upon other occaſions ; becauſe the 
infection is not eafily communicated to others, as in the Itch, 
nor preſently diſperſt through the whole Body-; but the Puſhes 
firſt breaking forth about the beginning of the Diſeaſe ſeem 
to proceed from hence, that ſome Acido-ſaline Concretions 
happen in the Maſs of Blood ( like Tartar in Wine ) which 
ſeeing they can neither be ſubdued, nor again diffoly'd are 
driven to the Skin, as to the fides of the Velel. 

This Diſeaſe takes itsriſe for the moſt part on two chief oc- 
caſions, viz. Firſt, from an ill Diet, as from frequent eating of 
Salt Meats, Pork, Shell-fiſh, or others, or Secondly, from the 
corrupted Seminaries of other Diſeaſes left in the Body, as 
eſpecially of the Scurvy, and French-pox ill or not Cur'd. 

For Firft, thoſe ſorts of Food either becauſe they are rank, 
or otherwiſe diſproportion'd, convey Particles to our Blood, 
that cannot enter a due mixture with it, or are not eaſily 
maſtered by it :» To which Heterogeneous Particles gather'd 
together in great abundance by long continuance of ſuch Diet, 
Saline Particles of all kinds readily affociate themſelves, and fo 
make Tartarous Concretions, which are driven to the Skin, and 
are the Seminaries of the running Scab, or Leaprous afteCts. 

Secondly, the Miaſms of the Scurvy and French-pox left in 
the Body, and at long run raisd to the higheſt degree in 


Combinations of Exorbitant Salts and Sulphurs, engender a | 


moſt plentiful Seminary of this Diſeaſe : For the corrupt 
Taints of the Blood, after that upon long. continuance they 
are become wholly Heterogeneous and unſubdueable, gather to 
themſelves at length the Saline Particles, with which growing 
together in that Tartarous Concretion, and driven to the Skin, 
they produce Eruptions of the running Scab. 

Concerning the Cure of the running Scab there are two pri- 
mary Indications, viz. the Preſervatory which regards the cauſe 
of the Diſeaſe, and the Curatory which has regard to the Symp- 
tom, viz. the breaking forth of Puſhes ; The Vital has ſcl- 
dom place in this caſe, unleſs grown altogether deſperate, 
where there is a deficiency of Sleep and Strength : The Me- 
thod of Cure ought always to begin with the Preſervatory 
Indication, which removes the cauſes of the Diſeaſe by inward 
; | Remedies, 
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Remedies, for otherwiſe outward things are ſcarce ever ad- 
miniſtred to any purpoſe (as in the Itch) but the roots of 
the Diſeaſe being cut off within the Blood, the Cutaneous Puſhes 
ſoon dye away : Though for removing them we muſt proceed 
one way when the running Scab begins of it ſelf, and ſome- 
what a differing way when it comes after an inveterate Scurvy , 
or the French-pox , ill or not Cur'd: We ſhall conſider each 
of theſe caſes ſeverally and diſtinctly by themſelves. 

When therefore this Diſeaſe is ſimple, and primary, and 
freſh coming, let the evident and external 'cauſes ' be remoy'd, 
let the ill Diet and the Unwholeſomeneſs of the Air be car- 
rected ; therefore let perſons who have been long and too much 
usd to feed on Salt Meats , Pork , or Fiſh betake themſelves 
to a Diet of good Juice, and eaſy of ConcoCtion. Moreover 
if they live by the Sea fide, or in Marſhy places, let them r 
move to a more dry and clear Air ; and withal let them | 
as carefnl of their Drink , avoiding thick and dreggy Beer, . 
and thin and acid Wines which are too much fill'd with Tar« 
tar ! Finally let them take care that their Drink or Food be 
not prepar'd of Mineral waters apt to petrity. 

2. In reſpect of the Conjunct and ProcatarCtick cauſe, viz. 
a Saturation of the Blood with Saline Particles of a differ- 
ing Diſpoſition and Nature, there are two chief intents of 
Curing ; to wit, that the Blood and Humours be forthwith 
cleans'd of their impurities : and that the Acido-faline Diſcra- 
hes, of the Blood and Nervous Liquour be altered for the 
better to keep them from engendring a Tartarous matter: For 
which ends both evacuating Remedies of divers kinds, and 
alteratives are wont to be preſcribd : Nevertheleſs becauſe not 
all but in a manner only great Remedies are here proper, there- 
fore thoſe that are chiefly in uſe, and found to do moſt good, 
are Catharticks, Bleeding, Whey , Mineral waters coming from 
Iron, Juicy exprefſions of Herbs, DecoCtions of Woods, Cha- 
lybeat Medicines and Salivation : We ſhall ſet down certain 
Forms of each of theſe, and the manners of uſing them. 

In the Firſt place therefore, a general Purge and Bleeding 
( as in the Cure of the Itch_ being premitted, let the follow- 
ing Cathartick Infuſion or TinCture be preſcrib'd, whoſe Doſe 
is from fix Qunces to eight, to be repeated within fix or 
ſeven Days. 

Take Roots of ſharp pointed Dock, dryed, of Polypody of the Oak 
of each balf an” Ounce , Sena ten Drams, Epithymum fix Drams, 


- Rhubarb, Mechoacan , of each half an Qunce yellow Saund ers two 


Drams, Celtick, Spike half 4 Dram, Salt of Tartar a Dram and a 


palf, pur them m a Glaſs with three Pounds of White-wine, and

# Pound of Elder-flower water ; let them ſtand cloſe covered in g 
cold place for three Days, then uſe it , pouring forth daily a ſuf- 
ficient quantity of the clear Liquour, 

Secondly, to {weeten the Blood, and cleanſe it from its Salts, 
drink every Morning to two or three Pounds of Whey by it 


ſelf, or with Fumitory,, preparations of Cichory, and with ſharp ' 


pointed Dock infus'd in it, and let this Drink be continued 
tor twenty or thirty Days if it agrees with the Stomack, and 
withal in the Evening and early in the Morning let a Doſe 
of the following Electuary be taken. 

Take Conſerve of the Roots of ſharp pointed Dock, ſix Ounces, 
Crabbs Eyes , Coral prepar'd of each two Drams , Ivory a Dram, 
Powder of Lignum Aloes, yellow Saunders of each a Dram and a 
half, Sal Prunella two Drams, Vitriol of Mars a Dram and a balf, 
Syrup of the Juice of MWood-ſorrel what ſuffices, make an Eleftuary, 
the Doſe is two Drams. 

Thirdly, for the ſame reaſon as Whey, alſo Mineral waters 
coming from Iron are preſcribd againſt this Diſeaſe, and often 
do great good : For when all other Medicines have prov'd 
of no effect, I have ſometimes Cur'd a great and almoſt Lea- 
prous running Scab with this alone: Moreover to add to their 
efficacy we may fitly joyn the uſe of Sal Prunella, or of Vi- 
triol of Mars, or of the EleCtuary before written. 

Fourthly , in ſome perſons having much Serum, and a Watery 
Conſtitution , where drinking of Whey, or Mineral waters is 
not proper, it is good for them to take conſtantly a De- 
coQion of Woods at Phyſical hours » and likewiſe for their or- 
dinary Drink. 

Take Raſpings of Willow-wood half a Pound, Roots of Sarſaparilla 
erght Ounces, white Saunders, Wood of the Maſtick-tree, of each two 
Oxnces, Shavings of Ivory and Harts-horn of each ſix Drams , Sha- 
wvinzs of Tin, crude Antimony of each four Ounces , both tyed in a 
Rag ; Licorice an Ounce, let them infuſe according to Art , and 

= - ſixteen Pounds of fountain water to half, keep the ſtraining 
or aſe. 

. Fifthly , Chalybeat- Medicines, becauſe generally accountcd of 
among the more excellent Remedies, are ſeldom omitted 1n 
this Diſeaſe, though -they as ſeldom prove ſucceſsful : For a 
great many preparations of Iron in which the Sulphurous Par- 
ticles predo minate for as much as they ferment the Blood, and 
put it upon Excretory Efferveſcencies, encreaſfe father than di- 
miniſh the Eruptions of the running Scab : Nevertheleſs Vr 
trio] ick Salts, Syrups, TinCtures , and Infufions in regard they 
fix the Blood, and ſomewhat reſtrain the Exorbitant exceſſes 


of the Salts, anſwer aptly enough to the intention of Curing 
now 


| 
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how propos'd, but being too weak cannot maſter ſo Herculean 
a Diſaſe. 

Wherefore Sixthly, theſe, and a great many other Remedies 
doing no good,many recommend Salzvation as the ſtouteſt Cham- 
pion, and only fit to contend with ſo potent an Enemy : Yet 
the event does not always anſwer this mighty expectation, 
for I muſt own to have try'd this Remedy my elf in fonr perſons 
afflicted with a greivous running Scab, not yielding to other 
Medicines, but without any benefit 5 ſome of theſe were put 
in a very high Salivatign by a Mercury UnCtion, others by Bills 
of the Solar: Precipitate, which Salivation they lay nnder for 
about twenty Days, after which time all the Scaly breakings 
forth, and cluſters of Puſhes vaniſht : Nevertheleſs for per- 
fecting the Cure a Diet Drink ordered of the DecoCtion of 
Sarza with frequent Sweating under a Cradle, and due Purging 
betwixt while was continued for a Month : Yet this courſe be- 
ing ended when no footſteps of the running Scab ſeem'd to be 
left behind, within the ſecond Month a new ſtock of the ſame 
Diſeaſe beginning to ſpring forth, grew up in a thort time to 
its wonted Maturity : Moreover when one of theſe perſons 
would repeat this Medicine, and another after two returns of 
the Diſeaſe would try it a third time, both- of them at length 
deſpair'd of Cure after they -had underwent fo much Miſery : 
Whence it appears that the French-pox though Malignant in 
the higheſt Nature, and caufing moſt Filthy and Virulent Ul- 
cers conſuming the Fleſh aud Bones, may much more eaſily 
and certainly be Cur'd than the running Scab. 

The reaſon of it is, that the cauſe of the Pox conſiſts in 
a Malignant and altogether Heterogeneous Miaſm defiting, and 
as it were Poyſoning the Blood and Nervons Liquor for ſame 
time, though not wholly ſubverting their Crafis, or utterly de- 
praving them for the future : Wherefore that Cure is perform'd 
by Salivation, or a Sweating Diet, extirpating all that Venom, - 
the Genuine Diſpoſfttion of the Blood and Humonrs then re- 
maining : But in a deep fort of running Scab the Elementary 
and Originally compoſing Particles of the Blood are corrupted, 
ſo that unleſs the Crafis and due Diſpofition of theſe he re- 
ſtor'd, all ſorts of Evacuations, and Purgings of the Malignant 
and Venemous matter , though never fo full and eradicative 
will effect little or nothing : Wherefore it is not without ground 
that many famous Phlryfitians formerly have judg'd this Dif> 
eaſe when confirm'd,' and drawing near to a Leaproſie to be 
hardly or never Cnr'd. 

_ 2, No better event attends this Diſeaſe when it ſucceeds. an 
mveterate Scurvy : Haply the intentions of- Curing are'fome- 
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what more certainly pitcht upon when this affect is ſuppos'd 
to be the baſis or root of that: viz. the Therapeutick intention 
being thence taken, we infift chiefly on Antiſcorbutick Reme- 
dies; but yet the more ſmart and hotter things of this kind, 
as Scurvy-graſs, Creſſes, Horſe-raddiſh, Pepperwort and other things 
irritating the Blood too much, in regard they more diffolve 
ts Crafts, and drive the Tartarous Concretions more plenti- 
fully to the Skin, are always found rather prejudicial than ad- 
vantageous: And for this reaſon the uſe of hot Baths or Bathing 
in hot waters, which in regard it evacuates the Humours of 
the whole Body by a moſt plentiful Sweat, and cleanſes the 
Pores of the Skin, and mightily purges them, may ſeem to 
be very available in this Diſeaſe, moſt commonly is ſo far from 
doing good, that the Eruptions are wont thence to be mighti- 
ly encreaſt, and exaſperated : For I have known many. perſons 
not yery much over-gone with the running Scab, who going 
to our Bath to bathe themſelves in the hot waters have re- 
turn'd thence perfectly Leaprous : Wherefore when this affect 
is a Symptom ariling from the Scurvy, all Smart, and Elaltick 
things being avoided, let only the more temperate, and ſuch 
as are endow 'd with a Nitrous, Vitriolick, or Volatile Salt be 
adminiſtred : We ſhall give you fome kinds and forms of each 
of theſe forts. In the Firſt place things chiefly excelling in a 
Nitrous Sal are Chryſtal Mineral, the Juices or Decoftions of certain 
Herbs, and ſome Purging Mineral waters. 

Take Chryſtal Mineral, or Nitre purified to the higheſt degree 
an Ounce , Flowers of Sal Armonmiack a Dram , y 67 t 
together in a Glaſs Mortar, give to a Dram thrice or four times 
in the ſpace of twenty four + ah 

Take Leaves of the great Houſe-leektwo handfuls , being bruisd 
boil them in two Pounds and a half of freſh Malk, till it turn to 
Whey and Curd, being ſtrain'd let the clear Liquour be taken to 4 
Pound twice a Day. 

Take Leaves of Dandelyon fix handfuls , being bruis'd put them 
in aGlaz'd Earthen Pot with a cover, which put in an Oven after 
the Bread is drawn , and let it ſtand for ſix or eight hours, then 
the Maſs being put in a ſtrainer let the clear Liquour run out, 
the Doſe of which is from four Ounces to ſix thrice or oftner in a Da). 

Cucumbers being endow'd with a Nitrous quality are found 


* by experience to be good againſt this Diſeaſe, wherefore let 


ſtore of. them be often eaten, as a Sallet, Moreover let three 
or four of them being cut into ſlices be infus'd and cloſe ſtopt 
in three Pounds of fountain Water all Night ; to the clear Liquour 
pour'd off, add of Sal Prunella two or three Drams; the Doſe 
is half a Pound thrice or oftener in a Day ; for the ſame pur* 
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alſo Decoctions of the Leaves together with the Frutt 
made in fountain water are proper. 

Some Mineral Purging -waters, as eſpecially thoſe of North- 
hal, being refolvd by Evaporation maniteſt!ly ſhew the Nitrous 
Salt wherewith they are imbued : And I have ſometimes tunnd 
by experience that dayly drinking about two quarts of them 
for many Days Cures a (mall running Scab. | 

2. Put as I have hinted before, Mineral waters endew'd with 
a Vitriolich Salt, as thoſe of the Spaw, and ours of Tunbridge 
and Aſtrope far exceed thoſe Nitrous waters, nay and all other 
Medicines, and are of greater efficacy in the Cure ot the run- 
ning Scab. 

To thoſe who haye not the conveniency of ufing theſe waters, 
I ordinarily give with good ſucceſs againft this Uajeate com- 
mon waters impregnated with our Steel, and fo »meſt exact!'y 
reſembling thoſe Mineral waters. Ir happens that Tim and An- 
ermony hy reaion of their Mineral Salts, or at !eaftwiſe by rea- 
ſon of the Mercurial Partic'es in them .are extol'd by many 
for Curing the running Scab, and are wont to be preſcribd 
with other Medicines. Let Shavings of Tin, and Powder of /4n- 
timony be infus'd in Beer for ordinary Drink ; they+ enter alſo 
the DecoCtions of Sarza with Woods which are ordered againit 
this affect. 

The uſe of the Viper, and preparations of it, ſufticiently re- 
commend the excellent Vertve of Volatile Salt for the Cure of 
the deep ſort of running Scab, nay of the Leaprohie it felt: 
For it being manifeſt by frequent obſervations that Remedies 
prepar'd of, Vipers do good in the running Scab, and Lea- 
profie, certainly the reaſon of the help it affords ought to be 
aſcrib'd to the Volatile Salt, with a great plenty of which this 
Animal is endowed : For the Particles of this deſtroy the fixt 
and acid Salts predominating in the Blood of the Diſeas'd, and 
diſſolve their Combinations ; Nevertheleſs the Sat, Spirit, and 
Owl of Vipers Chymically extra&ed, by reaſon of therr Empy- 
reumatick, and mighty Elaſtick Particles,” which they draw 
rom the Fire, are not proper in this Diſeaſe; ſo neither the 
Spzrit, or Volatile Salt of Harts-horn, Soot, or Blacd, and other ſuc! 
like Armoniacks , becauſe by exagitating the Blood and Hu- 
mours above meaſure, they canle their Cra#is to be more dif- 
folv'd, and their Corruptions to be driven to;th more plenti- 
tully to the Skin : Wherefore the more fimple preparations of 
Vipers, as Broaths of their Fleth boil'd in water , Drinks impreg» 
nated with Infufions, or Incoctions of the ſame. and' Porders 
made of the ſame-dryed and beaten are preſcrib'd with more 
ſucceſs againſt this Diteaſe : Moreover not only the Fieth 'of 
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F:7ers, but of other kinds of Oviaprous Snakes bein Th 
eaten for ordinary Food, give often great dk, _ boil'd and 

The running Scab, or ſcaly breakings forth of Puſhes, and 
growing in figures like cluſterings is fo frequent and familiar 
a Symptom of an inveterate French-pox, that the firſt thing we 
do is to ask perſons affected with the former Diſtemper, whether 
they do not conceive that there may be ſomething of the 
Malignity of the other lying hid within them; and if it he 
found to be ſo, preſently all Specificks againſt the former and 
Antiſcorbuticks being laid afide , we forthwith betake our ſelves 
to Decochons of Woods, and thoſe doing little or no good, 
to Me:curial Medicines. And truly by this Method I have ſoon 
and eafjly Curd many perſons accounted to have a run- 
ning Scab, and Leaproſte, who had been long under Cure, 
and miſerably tormented with Remedies appropriated to theſe 
Diſeaſes : And we refer this kind of running Scab to the Pa- 
thology of the French-pox , whereof it is an Appendix. 

The Second Indication which is Curatory, having regard to the 
Diſeaſe it ſelf, and its primary Symptom, v3z. the ſcaly break- 
ings forth, and the cluſters of Puſhes, preſcribes Topical Reme- 
dies to be apply'd to the Skin ontwardly for removing theſe 
effects : For which purpale Baths and Liniments are pecu- 
liarly proper — they ſeldom, or never Cure of themſelves, 
unleſs the Procatarctick cauſe, viz. the Tartarous Diſpoſition of 
the Blood be firit clear'd. | 

There is a mighty ſtore of theſe Topicks to be found as well 
among Phyſical Authors, as among Empiricks and Quacks: 


Though among them all, Baths or Liniments made of Tar far F 


exceed all the reſt of the Remedies of both kinds : So that in 
truth we ſhould make uſe of theſe alone were it not for their 
ill ſmell : wherefore I ſhall give you certain Forms of Com- 
poſitions with Tar, and without it : 

Therefore for Baths it's a common thing to uſe water kept 
ſome time in Veſſels in which Tar has been before, and fo im- 
pregnated by Infuſion. ( Or ) 

Take two Pounds of Tar, and incorporate it ints a pretty thick 
Maſs with white and ſifted Aſhes, which boil in a ſufficient quan- 
rity of fountain water, adding Leaves of ground Ivy, Fumitory, white 
Horehound , Roots of ſharp pointed Dock, and of Elecampane, of each 
four handfuls : Make a Bath to be usd with governance ; or (tt 
ſuch a Decoftion be prepar'd without Tar for perſons troubled with 
the running Scab, and loathing the ſmell of Tar. 

SulphurousBaths,both Natural and Artificial, are found by frequent 
experience not to agree, nay ant the former commonly to do 
hurt : Moreover al! Bathing whatſoever ought to be ns'd = 
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reat caution ; for in_ regard this Adminiſtration exagitates and 
Feats the Blood, it endangers to diflolve its Crafis more ( as 
is.faid before ) and to diſperſe its corrupted Taints in a more 
plentiful manner to the Skin. 

2. Linzments, Whoſe. uſe is more ſafe, and proper, are of three 
kinds, or degrees, viz. gentle , mean, and ftrong : I ſhall give 
you an example or two of each of theſe. 

.1. Firſt, therefore in a ſmall running Scab, where the breakings 
forth and cluſters of Puſhes are few and very ſmall, faſting 
Spittle is recommended : Alſo. the Liguour difixiling from green 

bod in the Fire : So likewiſe a meer rubbing with the Root 
of ſharp pointed Dock, bruis'd, and macerated in Vinegar. (Or) 

Take Oyl of Tartar per Deliquium, Oy! of Nuts, or of bitter 
Almonds by expreſſion, of each equal parts, make a Liniment to 
be apply'd to the places affefed twice a Day. 

2. Liniments of the Second kind have Tir for an Ingredient 
which is eſteem'd as good as all the reſt. 

Take Unguentum Roſatum fix Ounces, Tar two Ounces , being 
melted together let them be mixr. (Or) ® 

Take a good fat piece of Weathers Mutton, ſtick, it with bits 
of the Roots of ſharp pointed Dock, ſpit it , and roaſt it : And 
aſte it with Tar, letting it drop leaſurely en it, keep the Dripping 
6s a moſt excellent Ointment for the running Scab. 

3. The ſtrongeſt Ointments againſt this afte&t are Mercurial, 
which conſiſt either of running Mercury, or Pracipitate 3 ler 
the Forms and Compoſition of the former be the ſame as is 
prefcrib'd before againſt the Itch. As to the other, 

Take white Precipitate three Drams , Unguentum Roſatum three 
Ounces : Mix them, to anoint the parts chiefly affetted:; The ufe of 
theſe in this Diſeaſe onght to be very much ſuſpected : For 
if haply a Salivation be rais'd, a mighty glut of Matter ftick- 
ing in the pores of the Skin will be put in motion , Which if 
the whole, ruſhing too much together towards the DuQus Sak- 
vales,, gathers in a body about the parts of the Throat, it 


, will endanger Suffocation. 


Some years fince a Virgin of a noble Family , whoſe Tear- 
perament was hot, as having originally a ſharp and ſalt Blood, 
after having liv'd a very long time , almoſt from her Cradle 
ſomewhat toucht with a running Scab, about the time of her 
coming to ripeneſs of years began to be troubled with it in 
a more grievous manner : For cluſters of ſcaly Puſhes did not 
only every where overrun her Arms, and Thighs,, and other 
parts of the Body out of ſight, but likewiſe made her Hands 
and Face fo loathſome, that ſhe was aſham'd to go abroad and 
convetfe with othtrs of her quality : An infinite number of 
H h 2 {18 
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the leſſer ſort of Remedies were given her without any ſuc. 
ceſs: By the uſe of 9» Baths ſhe ſeem'd to grow better at 
firſt, but in the end ſhe became worſe after them. The waters 
of Aftrope wells which have perfectly Cur'd ſome perſons of 7 
running Scab, did her little or no good; wherefore ſeeing all 
ordinary Methods would not do, I propos'd that ſhe ſhould 
try Salivation, as being a more poweifn! Remedy than all the 
reſt, and (as it's ſaid ) the laſt: The Patient and her Parents 
readily conſenting to this advice, preſently her Body being 
duly prepard by Pnrging and Bleeding, I gave her (after our 
wonted- manner ) Pills of the Solar Praecipitate for two Days, and 
after the Intermiftion of one, the Medicine being repeated the 
thizd time ſhe began to Salivate very well and freely , it con- 
tinuing upon her for a Month without any ill Symptom : Never- 
theleſs to Keep it in its due Tenour, 1 took care that a Mer. 
curial Ointment was now and then apply'd. to the Joynts of 
the Limbs, fometimes to tlieſe, and ſometimes to others : Be- 
tore this courſe was ended all the- breakings forth were va- 
n:tht; Notwithſtanding which to perte&t the Cure, and with- 
al to extirpate the: Mercury, ſhe ſpent another Month in Purg- 
1g, Sweating under a Craiflle, and in a Diet Drink of a De- 
coction of Sarſa, China, &c. at which time ſeeming to be per- 
fectly Cur'd, ſhe continued fo for about forty Days : But from 
thence forwards, though ſhe obſerv'd an exact Form of Diet, 
the ſame Diſeaſe began to ſpring, forth afreſh, and encreafing 
by degrees, riſe at length to an overgrown ſtate as before: 
I, being in ſome confuſion at this event, perſwaded her to hope 
an alteration for the better after the lowing of her Mens, 
which, having not yet happen'd, was expected in a ſhort time: 
Nevertheleſs after long expeCtation , that Excretion at length 
hapning, and thencetorward continuing its conſtant courſe, 
brought no Cure or relief to that Diſeaſe, but rather made it 
worſe : Wherefore the had recourſe again to Phyſick, and tryed 
ſundry ſorts of Remedies , almoſt of all kinds : Which prove- 
ing all of no effect, her Friends earneſtly defir'd that ſhe ſhould 
enter again the courſe of Salivation, hoping that that Method 
which Cur'd her at firſt for a ſhort time, being us'd again, 
would Cure her at lealt for a longer, or haply reſtore her to 
her perfect Health : Therefore according to their defire the 
ſame courſe of Salivation and Sweating being repeated for the 


two Months ſpace, and thereby the Puſhes and Scaly breakings 


forth being every where vanitht, the noble Virgin ſeem'd then 
again to have recovered her Health : But within ſix Weeks after 
the courſe was finiſht, the Puſhes, and their heaps, or cluſters 
appear again, and daily increaſing by degrees in —— 
Wir, 
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bulk, at length rendred, the Body all over in a more loathſome 
condition than before, 

I knew another, a robuſt Man of an Athletick habit of Body, 
who after he had been troubled with a running Scab many years,the 
Diſeaſe at length growing worſe, and being riſen to an overgrown 
{tate,had his whole Body covered over with a white,and as it were 
Leaprous Scurf : So that every Night the Scales falling off in a 
great plenty within the Bed like Bran, might be gathered up 
in heaps : This perſon, in order to his Cure, firſt tryed ordinary 
Remedies almoſt of all kinds, but without any good : And then 
having undergone a gentle Salivation of Mercury, he found himſelf 
nothing better ;zafterward that Method being repeated, after along 
and high Flux, he ſeem'd reſtor'd to his Health : But within three 
Months the ſame Diſeaſe ſpringing forth afreſh, riſe in a ſhort 
time to its Ancient Enormous ſtate: Nay and having undergone 
this irkſome kind of Cure a third time, that affect ſeeming for a 
while to be driven away, return'd again, and thenceforward in 
deſpite of this, and any, other Method whatſoever, exercis'd its 
Tyranny during the Life of the Patient : I need not fay any thing 
of the Leaprofe, which being only a more intenſe degree of the 
former Diſeaſe, ſeems ſcarce to admit of any Cure. 
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CHAP. II. 


Inſirutions and Preſcripts for the Cure of the 
Falling-ſickneſs. 


HE Epilepſy,or Falling-ſickneſs is thus deſcrib'd ; 
Firſt, as to the Idza of the Diſeaſe, a Fit of 
the Epilepſy ſeems to be an Univerſal, and 
only a more violent fort of Convulſion ; in 
which the Spirits that are.in the Brain be- 
ing firſt irregularly mov'd, and as it werein 
Confuſion ; all the reſt reſiding in the Appendix both Medul- 
lary and Neryous of the Brain fall together into Convulfive 
motions, 
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motions , or diſorderly contractions, and»continue them for 
ſome time,with frequent twitchings, The acceſs of the Diſeaſe for 
the moſt part is by way of ſurpriſe, ſo that the Diſeaſed fall ſud- 
denly on the ground; grind their Teeth, foam at Mouth, and 
often heat their Heads againſt the ground ; their Arms, and 
Leggs in the mean time, nay and their Neck and Back either 
preſently become {tiff, or are twiſted in and out with various 
Flexions ; ſome violently beat their Breſt , others ſtretch forth 
their Arms and Leggs with great force, and impetuouſly throw 
them, and ſometimes the whole Body from one place to a» 
nother : In many the Prazcordia and Hypochondres, and all 
the lower Venter ſwell, and are greatly blown np: After ſome 
time, which is ſometimes ſhorter, and ſometimes longer, theſe 
Symptoms ceaſe on a ſudden, and then- the Sick comero them» 
ſelves again, and recover their Senſes, there remaining never» 
theleſs after the Fit a pain of the Head with a drowſineſs, and 
a deadne(s of the Senſes ; and often a Vertigo and Scotoma. 
Epileptical Fits, are wont to return ſometimes, at ſet times of 
the day, montfr or year, but for the molt part they are wont 
to have a more certain return, and to ſeize more violently ac» 
cording to the greater changes of the year, or the conjunCctions, 
or oppoſite aſpeCts of the Moon or Sun 3 ſometimes the ac» 
ceſſes are erring and uncertain according to the occaſion and 
variety of evident cauſes: And the Fits are ſometimes more 
mild, ſoon pafling away, ſo that the Diſeas'd ſcarce fall on the 
ground, or are depriv'd of Sence ; ſometimes they are more 
violent, keeping the perſon Senfſeleſs for many hours, and in» 
ducing other dreadful Symptoms. Sometimes, though ſeldom, 
certain Signs, forewarning a Fit, give notice to the Diſeas'd be- 
fore hand, as a heavineſs of the Head, a flaſhing of the Eyes, 
a ringing in the Ears: Sometimes in ſome exteriovur part, to 
wit, in the Arm, or Legg, or alſoin the Back, or Hypochondres, 
a Convulfion precedes, which, aſcending thence like a cold wind, 
and creeping towards the Head, ſeems to caukt a Fit of the 
Falling-evil : Nor is it leſs uſual for it to have its beginning in 
the Stomack, Spleen, Womb, Inteftines, Genitals, and other of 
the Viſcera, and to paſs thence to the Head in like manner. 

It is to be obſerv'd that ſometimes the Epilepſy terminates 
of its own accord, wiz. about the time of Puberty, ſo that thoſe 
who are not Cur'd before that period is paſt, viz. the twentyffth 
year, ſcarce ever recover their Health : For avout the time of 
Puberty a double alteration happens to humane Body, and therc= 
fore often a releaſe from the Epilepſy, or any other Diſeaſe 
more deeply rooted : For Firſt, at this time the Genital '-Hu- 
mour begins to be gather'd together in the Spermatiok _— 
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whence it follows that the Spirituous Particles, and the Nitrs. 
ſulphureous which are wont to accompany thein, and ſuch a4 
are Morbifick, are not only depos'd in the Brain , but alſo in the 
Teſtes , wherefore if the Heterogeneous Combination of the 
Spirits, before taking to the Brain, and cauſing the Epilepſy, 
be freely carried into that new Store-houſe, the Brain alſo be. 
ing more free, Often ſhakes off the Epilepticaf, or otherwiſe 
Morbid Diſpoſition. Secondly, about the time of Puberty, as 
the Blood conveys ſomewhat, which before was defign'd for 
the Brain, to the Genitals by the Spermatick Arteries, ſo alſo 
it receives ſome ferment from- thoſe ſaid parts by way of re 
tyrn by the Veins, viz. ſome particles imbued with a Semi- 
nal Tincture are carried back into the Maſs of Blood, which 
{trengthen it, and inſpire into it a new and (prightly Vigour, 
wherefore at that time the endowments of the Body and Mind 
ehicfly exert themſelves, the Hairs ſhoot forth, the voice be- 
comes more {onorous: The Menſes flow from Women, and other 
Accidents ſupervene, by which it manifeſtly appears that the 
Blood and Nervous Juice are impregnated with tome new Per- 
mentation : Wheretore unleſs the Morbifick Ferments, or Senii+ 
nal Roots are overcome by this new Natural Ferment, they 
continue afterwards unconquered to our dying Day : If the E- 
pileply does not ceaſe abunt the time of Puberty, nor can be 
Cur'd by the uſe of Medicines, it either terminates immedi- 
ately in Death, or is chang d into ſome other Diſeaſe , v7. 3 
Palſy, Stupidity, or Melancholy , for the moſt part incurable. 

Concerning the Cure of the Falling-ſickneſs the Indications 
( as vulgarly ſet forth ) are either Curatory , having regard to 
the Fit, and either keep it off as it is coming, or ſoon force 
it off when it bas feizd: Or they are ProphylaCtick, and re- 
gard the cauſe of the Diſeaſe, which if they remove, its acceſſes 
will be kept off for the future. 

As to the firſt intention, general Evacuatives have ſcarce 
place 3 nor oght a Vomit, or Purge, and very ſeldom Bleed- 
ing to be usd in a Fit; if the perſon continues depriv'd of 
Senſe a long time, Clyſters are ſometimes wont to be admi- 
niſtred ; but the chief thing to be done is to fix the Animal 
Spirits , which are too Exorbitant and Volatile 3 and to ſup- 
preſs their beginning Exploſions : For which ends two Kinds 
of Remedies chiefly conduce,vrz. Firſt, Such as repreſs the Animal 
Spirits, | apt to riſe to an Exorbitancy and to ſhoot, and repel them 
by a certain Fumigation as it were ungratefut to them ; and 
force them into their due courſe : Which Medicines en- 
dow'd with a Volatile, and Armoniack Salt, or alſo with a Vi- 


triolick Sulphur will effect. Of which kind are Salt and an

of Amber, Spirit of Blood, of Harts-horn, of Soot, Tin@are 
of Caſtoreum and the like : Fur thefe being inwardly taken , 
or held to the Noftrils often give relief; nay and'are thonght 
to drive away the evil Spirits of this Diſeaſe, even as in Tobit 
the Fume of the Gall of a Fiſh burnt did the Devil. Secondly , 
the Animal Spirits are diverted, or hindred from entring upon 
Exploſions, when they are allur'd to, and kept imploy'd in ſome 
work that is uſnal to them, wheretore in the Fit, -Frictions 
vsd over the whole Body, and continued for ſome time often ' 
do good : But as to raifing up perſons ſeiz'd; and wholly re- 
ſtraining the Armis and Leggs from the Convulſive motion, or 
bindi g them in this or that Poſture (as ſome people uſe to 
do )-and fo, as to blowing Sneezixg-powder into their Noftrils 
and pouring ftrong Cardials into their Mouths, or applying 
Cupping-glaſſes arc} Scarifications, and dealing roughly with wi 
Diteas'd by other ways of Adminiſtration , thus diſturbing the 
courſe of the Fit : I fay this fort of practice is very often il! 
taken in hand, becauſe by this means Nature is -doubly toild, 
viz. both by the Diſeaſe, and no leſs by ſtanders by, and Ser- 
vants, whereas it were much better to let the Fit paſs ac- 
cording to its courſe, that fo the Diſeas'd might eſcape with one 
aMiCtion. | 

Truly the greateſt care of a Phyſician and efficacy of Re- 
medies is in the ProphylaCtick part of this Diſeaſe, that its cauſe 
being taken away, of its root cut off, all the Fruit may wi- 
ther : The Medicines requir'd for- this Indication have regard 
to many intents, which nevertheleſs may be reduc't to theſe 
two chief heads, viz. Firft, that the fuel of the Diſeaſe ſup- 
plyed immediately from the vitious Blood and Nervous Juice, 
and more mediately from the Viſcera and firft paſſages, be cut 
off; And then Secondly, that the evil Diſpoſition of the Brain, 
and Spirits in it, which is peculiar to the Epilepſy, be remov'd. 

As to the firſt thing indicated, here Vomits , and Purges, 
and other both Evacuatives, and Alteratives, nay and Bleeding, 
and Cauteries have place ;z for as much as by theſe means and 
ways the Impurities both of the Viſcera and Humours are drawn 
away, and their Diſcraſy is correfted : For though theſe Me- 
dicines and' Phyfical Adminiſtrations ſeldom or never Cure 
the Epilepſy alone, yet they remove Impediments, raiſe up 
Nature, and ftir her up to ſet upon her Enemy : They alſo pre- 


, pare the paſſages that thereby Specifick Remedies may more 


certainly and efficaciouſly exert their Vertues : Wherefore when 
the Cure of this Dileaſe is attempted Spring and Fall, and 
at other fit ſeaſons, by Secrets and Arcana's, it's uſual to uſe 
whiles thoſt ſorts of _ p 
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. As to Speciftick Remedies which are affirm'd even alone, though 
not always, to reach the cauſe of the Epilepiy, aud to over- 
come it, of which kind are the Male Peony, Miitletow of the Oak, 
Rue, Cafſtoreum, Elks-hoof, preparations of Mans Scull, Amber, 
Coral, with many others : In regard theſe things are taken without 
any ſenſible. Evacuation, or even Diſturbance following in the 
Viſcera or Humours, it ſeems itrauge by what formal Way, Or 
Vertue of working they are wout ever to do good in this 
Diſeaſe. 

If there be any room for conjecture in this intricate and 
obſcure thing, in regard the ProcatuiCtick cauſe of the Epi- 
lepſy conſiſts in the Heterogeneous Combination hapning to the 
Opirits in the Brain it follows that thoſe things which over» 
come, and remove ſuch a cauie are of ſuch a Nature, that by 
ſtrengthening the Brain, and conitringing its Pores they keep 
off that Combination, and fo fix, and as it were conſtipate the 
Spirits that abound in the middle of the Brain, leaving their 
Combination , that they are no longer apt and prone to #- 
regular Exploſions : After the like manner haply as when the 
Powder ot Aurum Fulminans ground with Sulphur, and ſprinkled 

with Spirit of Vitriol loſes its fulminating Vertue : And in 
truth we may conjecture nay in ſome meaſure diſcover that 
theſe Kinds of properties, to Wit, one, or buth ot them toge- 
ther, are in many Antiepileptick Remedies; tor the Peony, Milt- 
letow,of the Oak, Rue, Lillies of the valley, with many others excel 
in a manifeſt ſort of Aſtridtion, whence it is very likely that their 
Particles inwardly taken, and ſo, by the Vehicle of the Blood, 
or Nervous Juice, convey'd to the Brain, ſo conftcinge and cloſe 
its over Lax and Gaping Pores, that they no longer lie open 
- for the entrance of the Morbifi-k matter : Moreover becauſe 
theſe concrets breath forth an Armoniack as it were, and dif- 
ſipating vapour, therefore the ſame are ſaid to purify the Ani- 
mal Spirits, and to fix and corroborate them,having left their He- 
terogeneous Combination. This Vertue of purifying the Spirits, 
proceeding from the Armoniack Salt, ſhews it ſelt moſt in Re- 
medcies taken from Minerals and Animals, ſich as are the pre- 
parations of Mans Scull, Blood, Amber and Coral; as the 0- 
ther Aſtringent Vertue appears moſt in the parts and prepare 
tions of Vegetables. 

There is no need for us here to ſet forth a compleat Method 
of Curing the Epilepſy with exa&t Forms of Preſcripts, be- 
cauſe general Precepts and excellent Remedies -are every where 
10 be had amongſt Authors, and a prudent Phyfician will eafily 
accommodate both the Indications, and that plentifui Apparatus 
of Phytick to particular caſes of fi:k perſons :, But w—_ 
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give a clearly new Theory of this Diſeaſe, a Therapeutick 
Method alſo adapted to the fame ought to be here given 3 Which 
we ſhall preſently fully delineate, after I have given you a 
ſtory of a perſon troubled with the Epilepſy. 

'The Daughter of an Alehouſe-keeper at Oxferd had been very 
ſubject fiom her Infancy to a Catairh falling on her Eyes, be- 
ing otherwiſe ſtrong and ſound enough, thelivd allo daily us d 
to hard labour ; about the fourteenth year of her Age the be- 
gan to be ſeiz'd with Fits of the Epilepſy, whereof the unde: - 
went many, they chiefl; following her according to the greater 
changes of -the Moon : Eecing entreated to endeavour her 
recovery, I gave her a Vomit of the Solar Pracipitate, and 
advisd her to repeat the ſame three Days betore every new and 
full Moon, and likewiſe that every time, for four Days after 
the Vomit taken, ſhe ſhould take twice a Day a Dram of Potw- 
der of | the Roots of Male Peony, with a draught of black Cherry 
water : By thele Remedies the Fits intermutted ſo long that 
the Diſeaſe ſeem'd to be Cur'd. When afterward they return'd 
again, ſhe was again recovered by the uſe 'of the ſame. Medi- 
cines : And then her Menſes hapning to flow, and keeping their 
due courſe, the continued for the time to come free trom that

with many other things, a famous Catalogue of which you may 
find in Henricus 4 Bra a Phyſician of Zurphen ; and out of which 
preſcripts. for the poor may be taken, as being eaſy to be had; 
and of a ſmall price, 

Whilſt theſe kinds of Medicines are inwardly taken accord- 
ing to the foreſaid Method, fome Adminiſtrations outwardly ap- 
ply'd contribute help, and are juſtly taken in as a part of the 
Cure. Wherefore always in this Diſeaſe let Iflues, to wit, one 
or two be made in fit places, alſo let Veſicatories be often 
apply'd.

But if the foreſaid Method; confiſting in the uſe of Cathar- 
ticks and Specificks being tryed for ſome time , proves wholly 
without effect, we muſt come to Remedies of another kind, 
and eſpecially to thoſe which are call'd great : In this rank we 
place Diaphoreticks, Salivation, hot Baths, and Mineral waters. 

Alphonſus Ferrins ſays he has Cur'd a great many Epileptical 
perſons, by a fimple DecoCtion of Guaiacum , being preſcrib'd 
twice a Day from fix Ounces to eight, and a ſecond Decoction 
of it being taken inftead of ordinary Drink, as is uſual inthe 
French-pox. If to ſuch a DecoCtion the Roots of Peony and 
other Specificks be added, haply it will be more efficacious. It 
ſeems probable that a Salivation powerfully rais'd by Mercury, 
and afterwards followed by a Sweating Diet Drink, will infal- 
libly Cure this Diſeaſe : What hot. Baths or Mineral waters will 
do, is. not yet known to me either trom my own experience 
or that of others ; I thall try haply ſome time what our arti» 
ficial Mineral waters, viz. impregnated both with Iron, and 
Antimony being taken for many Days in a great quantity will 
be able to effect towards the Core of the Falling-ſickneſs, 
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Inſtrudtions and Preſcripts for C uring the other 
kinds of Convulfions, and in the firſt place of the 
Convulfrve motions of Children. 


FF happens that Infants and Children are fo generally, and 
frequently troubled with Convullive affects, that this may 
be accounted as the chief and almoſt only kind of Convulſions ; 
bv thoſe kinds of Symptoms in Adult perſons are denoted 
by other Names, and are wont to be refer'd to the Epilepſy ; 
Hyſterick, Hypochondriack , or Colick paffions, or allo to the 
Scurvy ; but in Children, as it were by way of excellency, they 
are call'd Convulfave motions. 

Concerning theſe we may obſerve, that Children are found 
to be' very ſubject to Convulfions chiefly at two times, viz. 
within the firſt Month after they are Born, and about the time of 
the eruption of Teeth : Though Fits of this Diſeaſe happen alſo 
often at other times, and for certain other cauſes. 

For, in thoſe in whom the Seeds of a Convulfive Diſpoſition are 
rooted, theſe Seeds ſometimes diſplay themſelves, and come to'a 
Morbid Matureneſs either preſently after the perſons are Born, 
(as is ſaid before)or lying hid for a while,ſometimes precede in them 
the Eruption of Teeth, ſometimes follow it at a great diſtance 
of time after; and at tength in an nncertain courſe break forth 
in act for other evident caules, viz. either inward or outward, 
ſuch as are an unhealthy or pregnant Nurſe, 'Milk coagulating 
in the Ventricle, or degenerating into an acid or bitter Cor- 
ruption, a Feveriſh Diſtemper of the Head, and Ulcers of other 
parts, breakings forth ſuddenly diſappearing, changes of the Air, 
Conjunctions or Oppoſite AſpeCts of the Sun and Moon, and the 
like. 

' Theſe Convulſions in Children are wont to infeſt three Regions 
of the Body, viz. the parts of the Head and Face; the Mem- 
bers and outward Limbs ; and the Prazcordia and Viſcera: And 
we obſerve that ſometimes theſe, ſometimes the others, ſome- 
times two of them, or all the Regions together are troubled 
with the Morbifick cauſe, according as the ſame is fixt either 
about the Origines, or extremities of the Nerves. And when 
the firſt of theſe happens, according as the ſuperiour, middle, 
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or lower ſpinal part of the Medulls Oblongata,. to wit, one of 
them alone, or more of them together are ſet upon by the 
Morbifick cauſe. | 

In Children obnoxious to Convulfions hereditarily, the Con- 
yulfive Fits are excellently provided againſt, if preſently aftec 
a Child is Born an Iſſue be made in the Nucha, and Blood be 
drawn frofh the Jugular Veins by Leeches, for by the for- 
mer the Corruptions of the Nervous Juice are cenvey'd away, 
and by the latter the impure Effloreſcencies of the Blood are 
withdrawn from the Head : A perſon whoſe Children dyed all 
of Convulfions' within three-Months time , at: length to pre- 
vent the like fatal Accident: in a Child freſh Born, ſought for 
Remedies : Being call'd after ſome Days after the Birth , I ad- 
visd that in the firſt place an Iffue ſhould be ,made in the 
Nucha, and then the next Day after, that a Leech being ap- 
ply'd to the Jugular of both fides, Blood ſhould. be drawn 
to the quantity of two Ounces: moreover that- near. each of 
the ConjunCtions and Oppoſite Aſpects of the Sun and Moon 
about five Grains of the following Powder ſhould be given in 
a ſpoonful of Julape for three Days, Mornings and Evenings.

N Infants and Children we muſt take care either to prevent 
imminent Convulfons,or being already begun to Cure them. 
For if former Children Born of the ſame Parent have been 
found obnoxious to Convulfions, that evil ought to be pre- 
vented in the reſt. of the Children Born afterward by a ſeaſon» 
able vſe of Remedies : For this end it js uſual to pour into 
the Mouth of an Infant newly Born, afſoon as it begins to 
Breath, ſome Anwconvnlfive Medicine : Hence ſome are - wont 
to give if ſome drops of moſt pure Honey , others a ſpoonful 
of Canary ſweetn'd with Sugar, and others Oyl of ſweet Al- 
mends treſh drawn : By ſome perſons a drop of Oyl of Am- 
ber, or half a ſpoonful of Epileptical water is put into its Mouth, 
Beſides theſe fiſt things given Children, which truly ſeem 
to be of fome moment ; (certain other remedies and Ways of

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the Bowels, either Worms, or ſharp Humours caufing Gripes in 
the Belly are found to be in the fault. 

Againſt Worms a Pprge of Rhubarb, or of Mercurius Dulce, 
with the addition of Rofin of Jalap is ordered. 

Formerly to a Child miſerably troubled with Convulfions, fo 
that he ſeem'd even a Dying, I gave a Dofe of Mercurivs Dulcis 
with Rofin of Jalap: With his Stools, whereof he had four, he 
yoided twelve Worms, and preſently grew well. 


Dram and 4 half, Venice-treacle two Drams, Plaifter for the 
Belly, or let ter of Galbanum be pre Fpay. Navef. 

Hf the Convulfive motions are thonght to proceed fram the 
Irritation of the Ventricle, and the Inteſtines, caus'd by —_— 
mours, a gentle Purge, either by Vomit or Seige, or of both, 
the one after the other, ought to be ordered. For this purpoſe 
let gentle Emeticks of Wine of Squills, or of Salt of Vitriol be 
taken; to wit, if at any time the Diſeas'd be of their own ac- 
cord feis'd with a ſtraining to Vomit ; but if the Evacuation 
ſeems rather fit to be attempted downwards, an Infafion of Rhu- 
barb, or its Powder, Syrup of Cichory with Rhubarb, or of 
Roſes with Agarick ought to be given : And I have often ſeen 4 
Convulfive ae in Children Cur'd by theſe Remedies when fea- 
ſonably adminiſtred ; moreover Clyſters in this caſe are of fre- 
quent uſe : But withal let not outward Medicaments be omitted, 
viz. Fomentations, Liniments, and Plaifters to be applyed to 
the Belly. 

Take Cammonul Leaves ſmall ſlic't tws handfuls, let them be 
into two bags made of fine Linnen or Silk,, which being dipt mrs 
warm Milk, and wrung forth muſt be applyed ſucceſſively to the Belþ. 

Take Tops or Flowers of Matlows flic't, boil them m freſh Butver, 
#r Hogs Lard, and let them be applyed ta the Belly in the form of an 
Ointment or Cataplaſm. 
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CHAP. 1II. 


Inſtruttions and Preſcripts for Curing Comvulſrue Diſc 
eaſes in Adult Perſons, hapning by reaſon of the 
Origine of the Nerves being chiefly affeted, 


T fueb Convulſive affects which happen to Adult Perſons, 
being denoted by other Names , are alſo vulgarly accounted 
to have another Origine, and are wont to be refer'd to thoſe they 
call Hyfterical , Hypochondfiacal, or Colick paflions, or to the 
Scurvy 3 nevertheleſs if the thing be a little more attentively 
conſidered, it will eafily appear, that certain Convulſive Symptoms 
frequently happen both to Men and Women, whict properly and 
duly claim the name of a Convulſion : Now theſe may be va 
riouſly diſtinguiſht according to the Manifold ſeat of the Mor- 
bifick cauſe, but eſpecially into theſe three Kinds, viz. into cer- 
tain Convulfions caus'd by reaſon of the Origine of the Nerves 
being chiefly affected, and into others which are caus'd by rea» 
ſon of the extremities of the Nerves being ſtopt with a Morbi- 
fick Matter ; and laſtly into others whoſe Morbifick Matter de- 
ſcending from the Head , gets poſſeflion of the whole, or the 
oreateſt part of the DuCtus's of ſome peculiar Nerves, or of 
them altogether, We ſhall treat of each of theſe kinds of Con- 
vulfions one after the other. | 

Therefore firſt of all as to Convulſions hapning by reaſon of 
the. Origine of the Nerves being affected, we muſt note firſt 
that the Morbihck Matter beſetting the Origines of the Nerves, 
ſometimes paſles chiefly into the foremoſt Pairs of Nerves, v7 
which attend the Muſcles of the Eyes and Face ; and thence Con- 
tractions and tremblings ſometimes of the Noſe, Cheeks or Lips 
ſometimes of the Eyes or Mouth enſue. Secondly, ſometimes 
the Par Vagam and Intercoftal chiefly imbibe the Heterogeneous 
Particles, and then Inflations or ContraCtions of the Abdomen 
and Hypochogdres, and alſo a Palpitation and Trembling of the 
Heart, a difficult and interrupted Breathing, an intermitting 
'Pulſe, and other Symptoms of the middle or lower Region of 
the Belly chiefly moleft us. Thirdly, but ſometimes the Morbifick 
Cauſe lying behind, chiefly affects the Spinal Marrow; and there» 
fore the outward Members and Limbs are rendred obnoxious to 
Twitchings and ContraCtions. 
Moree 
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Moreover as we may conjecture from various Types of the Con- 
vulfive affect, it ſeems that the Convulſive Matter going to theſe 
or thoſe Nerves, or to many of them together, either lodges It ' 
ſelf in a manner only about their Origines, ſo that upon frequent 
Exploſions of the Spirits there, an almoſt contintal and very 
troubleſome Vertigo ariſes ; and ſo Tremblings, and a thort Faint- 
ing, aud danger of Swounding are perceiv'd about the Prazcordia, 
and often Twitchings and gentle Contractions in the Bowels or 
Muſcles : Or Secondly, the exploſive Particles convey'd to the 
Origine of the Nerves,..enter deeperinto their Proceſſes, and often 
falling down into the Plexus's of the Nerves,belonging to the Pra- 
cordia, or Viſcera of the Belly, or alſo to the outward Members, 
make there other ſeats, as it were of Convulſive affects, fo that 
as often as the Spirits are forc't to Exploſions about the Origine 
of the Nerves, preſently Fits, as it were Hyſterick, Aﬀthmatick, 
or otherwiſe Convulfive ariſe in the Belly, Thorax, or outward 
Members. I hall now give you ſome inſtances of Perſons in 
whom the Morbifick Matter beſetting the Origine of the Nerves, 
and not yet falſn deeper ihto their Proceſſes, caus'd frequent 
Vertigo's,and only gentle Convulfions of the Viſcera andPrezcordia. 


r. A Lady of great Quality, about Thirty years of Age, of 
a tender Conſtitution, and of a thin habit of Body, was wont to 
be ſorely afflicted every Winter with a Catarrh diſtilling on her 
Trachza and Lungs, with a Cough, Hoarfneſs, and great Spit- 
ing, but the laſt year, through a diligent care and caution us'd, 
ſhe eſcaped that evil : But after the Winter ſolſtice, upon taking 
cold, ſhe was ſeis'd with a violent Head-ach, a ringing in the 
Ears, a Vertigo, with a mighty Diſtillation of Ri-um at the Eyes 
and Noſe, whence it eafily appear'd that the filthy Maſs of Serum 
which was wont before to diſtil on the Breft, was then wholly 
deposd within the Head and Brain : The effect whereof more- 
over was, that as often as ſhe began to ſleep, ſhe was very much 
troubled with a fort of Hyfterick Fits, to which ſhe had never 
before been obnoxious : For if at any time beginning to ſleep, 
ſhe clos'd her Eyes, preſently it caus'd a rifing of a heavy thing 
in her Belly, a Snffocation in her Throat, and ,Tremblings and 
Twitchings about the Przcordia : Which affects nevertheleſs, 
when ſhe was perfectly awak't, preſently ceas't, ſo that the Dif- 


exx'd was forc't to abſtajn in a manner wholly from ſleep for 
many days and nights together 


Being call'd to this Lady after ſhe was become very weak up- 


*n many days Sickneſs, I was forc't to uſe only gentle Medi- 
cines? Therefore I ordered four Ounces of Blood to be taken 
"from her Foot, and a Clyſter of Milk with Sugar to be daily 
| L 
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given her, after which ſhe was wont to have three or four Stools: 
Moreover every eighth hour I gave her a Doſe of Spirit of Harty, 
horn in a Spoonful of the follo«ing _

Sometimes in the Evening I gave half 'an Ounce of Diacodium 
in a little Draught of the Julape befure ordered, which was fol- 
lowed by a moderate ſleep withont being attended according to 
wont with Convulſions ; Which Kind of eff-& I have often &- 
perienced in ſuch a caſe after Opiats given : For quenching Thirſk 
I gave.a Ptiſan with Diuretick Ingredients boil d in it; By the 
uſe of theſe things ſhe was very much reliev'd within a ſhort 
time : But that which fell out much for her good was, that an 
Abſceſs in the left Ear, breaking of its own accord, firſt dif 
charg'd a yellow Gore, and afterward for many days a vaſt quan- 
tity of thin Ichor : After which” Evacuation the Convulſions of 
the Bowels and Prazcordia wholly ceafing , the Diſeaſe was yer- 
fecUy determin'd. | 

I have known many Perſons both Men and Women Diſeasd 


after this manner, who being ill of a Head-ach, an oppreffion 


of the hinder part of the Head, or a Vertigo, perceiv'd in theit 
fleep preſently Convulfive motions in the Przcordia or Bowels, 
or in both of them together : Which happens from the Salley 
of the tumultuary Spirits reflected from the Brain into the Ofi- 
gines of the Nerves : And as an Opiate gave the Patient before 
mention'd a quiet ſleep without the wonted Sequel of Convul- 


fions, fo I have often ſucceſsfully Cur'd terrible Convulſive Fits 


both Aſthmatical, and as it were Hyſterical, by giving Opiats. 


1. A Woman fixty ſeven years of Age having till a florid Gaut- 
tenance, and being of a groſs habit of Body, and who firft had 
liv'd long ſubject to a Swelling of the Face, and great Fits of the 
Head-ach , upon the Weathers growing very cold in the Winte, 
fell into a very grievous Vertigo, with a Trembling of the Heart, 
a Fainting of the Spirits, and a frequent ftriving to Vomit ;- Be- 
ing put to Bed if ſhe open'd her Eyes, or was turn'd from. one 
fide on the other, ſhe was preſently ſeiz'd with a mighty Scoto- 
mia, a danger of Swooning , and moreover with a cruel Vomite 
ing. As I was to ſee her I did not doubt but the cauſe of the 
Diſeaſe was the Conyulſive Matter convey'd from the oubyn 
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kegion of the Head to the inmoſt Receſſes of the Brain, by 
the ill Breath, or Heterogeneous Combination -of which the 
Animal Spirits being ſtruck, they rais'd the Vertiginous affects as 
they made their diſorderly fallyes towards the Brain, and when 
they tumultuarily rofht into the Roots of the Nerves, they cans'd 
the Scotomia, the diſorders of the Przcordia, and the ftriving 
to Vomit : The Cure of this was perform'd within a few days by 
the application of large Veſicatories to the Nucha , and behind 
the Ears 3 the dayly injection of Clyſters, and by a frequent uſe 
of Spirit of Harts*horn, and a Cephalick Julape. 


Dr. W:llis gives Inftances of Perſons in whom ſome portion 
of the Morbifhick Matter which beſets the Origine of the Nerves, 
deſcending from the Head, often enters deeper into the Ductus's 
of the Nerves, and fo about their middle and extream Procefles 
and Plexus's makes a fomes of an exploſive matter, as it were of 
Gun-powder : But for brevity fake I omit them. 

It is obſerv'd that when a Convulfhve Fit begins within the 
Brain, at the Origine of the Nerves, preſently the remoteſt Spi- 
nts reſiding in the extremities of the Nerves ( as many as are pre- 
diſpos'd for that Symptom ) fall upon Exploſions, and fo con- 
vey upwards, the Convulfive affect there more ftrongly be- 
gun ; which happens for this reaſon, that when ſome whole Se- 
ries of Spirits is diſturb'd, thoſe which are in the extream parts, 
zre firſt deſtitute of their Original Influx, wherefore thoſe, before 
others begin to grow in a tumult, and to be irregularly diſpos'd, 
as When a Nerve of the Arm or Thigh is conftring'd by lying qn 
it, ſo that it is hindred of its wonted influence of the Spirits, a 
ſtupor with a ſenſe of pricking is firſt perceiv'd in the Fingers or 
Toes of the hands or Feet ; whence it creeps upwards by de- 
prees towards the places affected : And hence it is we find that 
if whilſt the outmott Spirits are exploded, a ftrong Ligature, or 
Compreſſion intercepts the ſuccefſion of others mto the fame 
ſpace, or their progreſs towards the parts, the Convulſion is uſu- 
ally hindred from aſcending upward : Wherefore ( as -Phyfical 
Hiſtories teſtify ) when a ſtupor beginning at the top of a Finger 
or Toe of a hand or Foot, creeps to the upper parts with a 
ſenſe of Formication, or like a cold wind ; and at length taking 
to the Brain, cauſes terrible Convulfſions : If preſently at the firſt 
ſeizure the Arm or Leg be ftrongly bound about, the Convulſion 
being not able to paſs that place, is hindred from getting to the 
Head : Nay and its an uſual thing for Hyſterick Women, affoon as 
a Swelling of their Belly, or an aſcent of a heavy lump is firſt 


-Perceiv'd in their Abdomen, to bind about hard the Trunk of 
"their Body with Swathes, aud ſo commonly the Przcordia, and 
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the Region of the Head are kept from being affected with the 
Convulhve Fit. | 

It's likewiſe-obſervable that if Blood be let forth of a Vein in the 
midit of a Convulfive or ApopleCtical Fit, it preſently ſeems to 
be congeal'd, fo that being receiv'd in a Baſon , it does not k 
an even and plain Surface like Liquids, but accumulating it ſelf 
drop upon drop, it riſes in a heap like Tallow melted and diftill'q 
into a cold Veſſel : Yet as to what ſome conclude hence, viz, 
that Convulſions depend wholly on the thickneſs, obſtructed mo- 
tion, and ſtagnation of the Blood, we muſt not allow of it: 
For Blood drawn from Perſons that are ſubject to Convulfions a 
little before the Fit, is diluted with Serum, and fluid enough : 
Wherefore we may opine that that Congelation is caus'd by the 
Fit it ſelf: To wit, becauſe in Convulfive motions, from the ex- 
cef{ive Contractions of the Muſcles and Viſcera , the Blood paſſing 
betwixt them, its Spirit and Serum exhaling, is a little folv'd inits 
mixture, and therefore is ſomewhat coagulated, juſt as when Milk 
by reaſon of its too great agitation and Separation of parts one 
from another, hardens into butter, wherefore this kind of Coagu- 
lation of the Blood ſeems rather to be the effect of Convulſions 
than their cauſe. 


The Therapeutick Method. 


S to the Cure of theſe kinds of Convulfive affects, which in 
Men or Women proceed from a Morbifick cauſe, beſetting 
the Origines of the Nerves; The firſt Indication will be to with- 
draw the fuel of the Diſeaſe, viz. to hinder the Blood from dif- 
charging on the Head, the Heterogeneous Particles, either engen- 
dred in it ſelf, or receiv'd from elſewhere from the Bowels. For 
this purpoſe an Evacuation, ordered both by Purging and Bleed- 
ing, unleſs ſomewhat indicates the contrary, is wont to be ad- 
miniſtred with good ſucceſs. 

Vomiting very often gives relief, wherefore let Vomits of the 
Infufjon of Crocus Metallorum, or of Salt of Vitriol, or of Wine 
of Squills, be given in the firſt place. Then in a few days let 
Blood be drawn , either by opening a Vein in the Arm, or 
by Leeches applyed to the Hzmorrhoid Veins ; then afterwards 
let a gentle Purge be ordered either of Pills, or of a Purging Apo- 
zeme, and let it be repeated in due and convenient time. 

Take Crato's Pills of Amber , or Bontius's Pills of Tartar 10 
Drams, Rom of Jalap ſixteen Grains, Caſtoreum a Scruple, Oyl of 
Roſemary or of Amoer half a Scruple, Gum Ammonjacum azſſolv'd i 4 
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Sufficient quantity of Hyſteril-waer , make ſixteen Pills, let four 


be taken every ſixth or ſeventh day. 

Take Roots of Polypody of the Oak, ſharp pointed Dock prepar'd, and 
Comm of each fix Drams, of Male Peony three Drams, Leaves of 

etony, G , Ground-pine, Vervam , Male Fluelkn, of each 
a handful, Seeds of Carthamus and Burr-dock, of each three Drams, 
let them boil in four Pounds of Fountain-water to half, add of White- 
wine a Pound, let it be ſtrain'd into a Matraſ5, to which put Leaves 
of choice Sena an Ounce, Rhubarb fix Drams, Gummous Turbith half 
an Qunce, Epithimum, yellow Saunders of each two Drams , Salt of 
Worm-wood, and of Scuruy-graſs, of each a Dram, the outward yel- 
low Coats of Qranges two Drams, let them digeſt cloſe luted in a 
Sand heat for twelve hours, let the ftraimmg be hept for uſe : Let 
it be ſweetned ( if need be) with a ſuffictent quantity of Syrup 
Auguſtanus, or with Syrup of Cichory with Rhubarb ; the Doſe is 
ſix Ounces once or twice im a week, 

Each day in which Purging is omitted, let Remedies be given 
for ſtrengthning the Brain, and for garding the Animal Spirits 
from incurring Hetercgeneous Combinations , or from entring 
upon Explofions : Of which nevertheleſs let a certain choice be 
made according to the Temperament, Habit of Body, and Con- 
ſtitution of the Diſeas'd : For to ſuch as have Fthig/habit of Body, 
and a hot Blood, Medicines muſt be given which are not hot, 
and which do not ſtir the Blood too much : On the contrary to 
phlegmatick and grois Bodies, whoſe Urine is thin and watery, 
and whoſe Blood circulates but dully, Tet hot Remedies be or- 
dered, and fach as are apt notably to ferment the Humours : 
In the former caſe you may preſcribe after this manner. 

Take Conſerve of the Flowers of Betony, Tamarish,, and Male 
Peony of (ach two Ounces, Species Diamargariti Frigids, 4 Dram 
and a half, Powder of the Roots of Peony, and of the Seeds of the 
ſame of each a Dram, red Coral prepar'd two Drams, Vitriol of Mars 
two Scruples, Salt of Worm-wood two Drams, with a ſufficient quan- 
tity of "2 of Oranges, make an Elefuary ; Let it be takea twice 
or thrice a day, drinking after it a little draught of the Julape be- 
neath preſerib'd. 

Take of red Coral ground with the Juice of Oranges on 4 Marble, 
or in a Glaſz-mortar,and dryed half an Ounce,Powder of Miſtletow of the 
Oak, and of the Roots of Male Peony, of each two _— ar of Pearl 
three Drams,mahke a Powder ; the Doſe is from a Scruple to half a Dram, 
twice or thrice a day. 

Take Species Diamargariti Frigidi two Drams, Salt of Worm-wood, 
three Drams, Aron Roots powdred a Dram, mix them, make a Powder, 
let it be divided into twenty parts, and let a Doſe be taken in the 
Morning, and at four of the Clock, | Tak 
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Taks Powder of the Roots of Butter Bur an Ounce, the Doſe i; 
from haif a Dram to a Dram twice a day. 

- Take Leaves of the Bur-dock,and of Aron,of each ſix handfuls, being 
flic't and mi xt together,let them be diftil d:The Doſe is from two Dramy 
t0 three twice or thrice a day after a Doſe of the EleFuary or Powder. 

Take of this diſtilld Water two Pounds, of our Steel epar'd two 
Prams, mix them in a Glaſs, let them be taken after the ſame manner, 

Take Vater of Wallnuts ſimple, and of black Cherries, of each half 
a Pound, of Snails four Ounces, Syrup of Flowers of the Male Peony 
two Ounces ; the Doſe 3s from an Ounce and a half ts two Ounces 
&fter the ſame manner. 

Take hooks of Ivory, and Harts-horn, of each three Dramz, 
Roots of Chervil, Bur-dock,, Valerian, of each half an Ounce ; Leaves 
of Betony, Ground-pine, Scolopendrium, tops of Tamarish,, of each a 
handful : Barks of Tamarish and of Bitter-ſiweet of each half an Oxnce, 
let them boil in four Pounds of Fountgin-water to the conſumption 
of a third part, add of White-wine eight Ounces, ſtrain it into a 
Flaggon, to _ Leaves of Brook-limes, and of Cuckow-flower, 
of cach a handful, make a warm and cloſe Infuſion for four hour, 
let the ſliraming be kept in Glaſſes cloſe ſtopt : The Doſe is ſix Ounce, 
twice 4 day , after a Doſe of a ſolid Medicine. Sometimes im ſuch 
&n Apozeme let two Drams of our Steel be infusd, and taken after 
the ſame manner. 

In the Summer time the uſe ef Mineral Waters is proper, for 
want of them let our Artificial Waters be given in their ſtead. 

But if for the reaſons above cited hot Medicines are indicated, 
we may proceed after the following method.

In the mean while that theſe Remedies are taken inwardly, it 
is proper ſometimes to raiſe Bliſters by applying Veſicatories 
on the Nucha, or behind the Ears ; for ſo the Serous and ſharp 
Humours are very much deriv'd from the Head : Moreover 
Sneezing-powders, and Apophlegmatiſms often give great relief. 
The drawing of Blood from the Hzmorrhoid Veins, or from the 


Foot ought to be ſometimes repeated : And during the Fit, 
Plaiſters or Cataplaſms are applyed to the Soles of the Feet with 
$o0d effect : It is good alſo to apply Epiſpaſticks about the Legs 
and Thighs, 


CHAP. 
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GHAP. IV. 


_ Of Compulſive motions, whoſe cauſe lyes about” the 
Extremities, or within the Plexus's of the Nerves. 


Hat Convulfive affects, ſometimes without any fault in the 
Head, ariſe from the Irritation and Explofion of the Spi- 
rits lying about the extremities of the Nerves, it plainly appears 
even from this, becauſe when Medicines ſmartly twitch the Coats 
of the Stomack or Inteſtines, or when Worms gnaw them, Con- 
vulfions do not only follow in thoſe parts, but likewiſe Conyul- 
five motions are ſometimes retorted on the Members and out- 
ward Limbs : For as we have ſhewn elſewhere, when a ſenſe of 
great pain torments any part, and is communicated from that 
to the Primum Senſorium , preſently upon it, the Spirits being 
there irritated, an involuntary and irregular motion is wont to 
be thence reflected ; and that not only by thoſe Netves, by which 
the ſenſe of pain was brought, but ſometimes the Convulſion is 
reciprocated alſo by others, either of the ſame pair, or belonging 
to a pair wholly differing : Thus a Stone fixt in the Ureter cau- 
ſes Convulfions, not only in the Veſſel affected, but in a man- 
ner in all the Viſcera of the Eelly, and cruel Vomitings for the 
moſt part follow upon it : Wherefore it is not to be doubted but 
Convulfive Diſeaſes alſo,and ſome ſuch Symptoms are often caus'd 
by reaſon of ſome outward offence offer'd the extremities of the 
Nerves within the Membranes, Muſcles or Viſcera: Nay and if 
at any time in Hyfterick, Hypochondriack, and certain other paſ- 
 fions, Convulfive motions are rais'd through the fault of the 
Womb, Spleen, or ſome other of the Viſcera, the Head being 
without hurt ; truly thoſe ariſe 2:14 are propagated on every fide 
into various Regions of the Body only this way, v43- by the an- 
noyances of the reſt of the parts by the Way of. the Nerves, and 
not at all by vapours conve7'd to the Head. T ſhall now give 
ycu ſome inſtances and obſervati>ns of Convulfions arifing from 
the Extremities of the Nerves, | i | 
A delicate Virgin about the ſixteenth year of her Age falling 
from a Horſe, and daſhing her felt againſt a rough Stone, ſorely 
hurt her left Breſt, whence a Swelling with a pajn aroſe, which 
Symptoms nevertheleſs at firſt ſeem'd to be mitigated by the uſe 
of Remedies, and afterwards for a long time to' paſs indifferently 
well ; but after three years upon taking cold, and having usd 4 
very 
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very ill Diet, all things began to return a new ; the place hurt 
ſwelling up in a greater bulk, was affected with a moſt acute and 
almoſt continual pain, ſo that the Difeaſed, through the mighty 
torment, paſſed many days and nights without ſleep ; nor could 
ſhe indure that the Glandules of her Breſt, then become more 
ſwollen, ſhould be toucht or handled, nay nor any noiſe or cons 
cuffion to be made in her Chamber. 

When to this Tumour, degenerating towards a Cancer, Fo- 
mentations and Cataplaſms of Hemlock and Man-drake , and 
other ſtupifying things, and Repercuffives were apply'd, the noble 
Lady began to undergo certain Convulfive affects, which often 
moleſted her : In the firſt place as often as a violent pain came 
in her Breſt, ſhe felt there prickings, and likewiſe Convulfions 
and ContraCtions ſhooting in and out : Preſently after the Ven- 
tricle and Hypochondres, and after that the whole Abdomen were 
wont to be blown up, and mightily diſtended with a rumbling 
and a ſtraining to Vomit : By and by the ſame affect being con- 
vey d by degrees to the upper parts, took away her Senſes, and 
ſhortly-upon it ſo ſtrong Convulfions tollowed in her whole Body, 
that þe Diſeas'd could ſcarce be heal'd by three or four robutt 
Men. 

Theſe kinds of Fits at firſt came at random, and were only 
raisd, occaſhonally, viz. they enſued as often as the pain of the 
Breſt was rendred more intenſe by ſome evident cauſe : After- 
ward thoſe Convulſions more frequently moleſted her, and at 
length becoming periodical and habitual, they return'd twice a 
day, viz. conſtantly juſtſomany ſet hours after Meals : And when 
Diſeas'd had been miſerably afflicted after this manner for fix 
Months, at length ſhe began to be troubled with a certain Ver- 
tiginous affects which continually followed her : For which evil 
when a Fomentation of Aromatick and Cephalick Herbs had been 
for ſome time applyed, the grew better as to her Vertigo; but 
from thenceforwards ſhe was continually moleſted with a new 
and very wonderful Symptom, 7z. a violent dry Cough follow- 
ing her day and night, unleſs when ſhe was fallen aſleep: After 
this noble Virgin had tryed divers forts of Remedies, preſcrib'> 
by ſeveral Phyficians, without much benefit, at length vpon the 
uſe of the Baths of a moderate heat at Bathe, ſhe was reliey'd; 
and being marryed preſently upon it, after conception and ker 


. being delivered of a Child, ſhe recovered by degrees. 


As to the violent Cough above mention'd, it ſeeins that that 
Symptom depended on the Origine of the Nerves being affected, 
and not on any ftuffing in the Lungs, for ſhe ſpit forth nothing 
with the Cough ; we ſay therefore that the Morbifick matter de- 
posd near the Origine of the Netves being rarified and mov'd 
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by the Fomentation, entred deep in at the Mouths of the 
Nerves that go to the Lungs, and ftirr'd up perpetual! Convulf- 
ons in the Fibres and Filaments thereof. - | 

A noble Matron Fifty years of Age, after that her Menſes had 
ceas'd to flow for a year and a balt, fl began to complain of a 
pricking pain in her left breſt, then afterward that affect ceaſing, 
ſhe was taken ill about the Stomack : To wit, a hard, and as it 
were (chirrous Tumour aroſe there with an opprefling pain; this 
was preſently followed by an inflation of the Ventricle,with a diff- 
cult Breathing, a Nauſeouſneſs and frequent Vomiting. Then 
the Diſeaſe growing worſe and worſe, with a more acute pain, 
and ſhooting in and out every way, ſhe fell into Conulfive af- 
fects of the Ventricle : To wit, the Convulſions ſhooting in that 
place ſeveral ways, ſhe was almoit continually in ſuch 'a torment, 
as though the Stomack were torn in ſeveral pieces: Moreover a 
continual Perturbation of mind, and frequent Fainting Fits lead- 
ing even to Death's door, accompanied with a Thirft and Watch- 
ings, purſued the fick Lady ; all which Symptoms ſhe plainly per- 
ceivd always to ariſe from that Tumour of the Ventricle (to wit, 
its ſharp and heterogeneous Particles continually entring the Ex- 
tremities of the ſurrounding Fibres and Nerves.) To this P@- 
{on all Vomitory, Cathartick, Antiſcorbutick and Hyſterick Me- 
dicines, without giving any eaſe, ſeem'd rather to have prov'd 
offenſive and prejudicial : After Bleeding by Leeches, and the 
uſe of Aﬀes Milk ſhe receiv'd ſome benefit, and afterward by long 
drinkingMineral Waters, ſhe was very much reliev'd. 

What has been ſaid here of Convulſions from a Morbifick cauſe 
beſetting each end of the Syſtkema Nervoſum will be made more 
clear when hereafter we ſhall treat particularly of the chief kinds 
of Conyulfions, viz. of Hyſterick , Hypochondriack and other 
Paflions : In the mean while it will not be neceflary to add a The- 
rapeutick method to this Hypotheſis of Convulſions hapning by 
reaſon of the Extremities of the Nerves being affected ; becauſe 
the ways of Curing this affect may better be accommocated to 
thoſe that we ſhall hereafter deliver in particular. 

I have found alſo by ocular evidence, that there are Convul- 
tive affects whoſe canſe, or Morbifick matter lyes within the 
Plexus's of the Nerves : For opening the Body of a noble Lady, 
who had been horribly troubled with thoſe affects they call Hy- 
ſterical a little before her deceaſe, I found the Womb wholly 
without fault, but along the Nervous Plexns's of the Meſentery, . 
which (as it ſeem'd)) had been wont to (well and riſe up in a 
bulk, I found the Membranes of that Entral looſen'd and fevered , 
' from each other, ſo that they appear'd every where ſwoll'n and 
lax, as if blown upin little bubbles or blzdders, Nor is it lels 
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" probable that the pains of the Co'ick often proceed from a 
ſharp and irritating matter contain'd in thoſe fame Plexus's. 
Moreover ſuch a kind of matter within the Plexus's of the Heart, 
ſeems to cauſe there horrible Tremblings and Pafſions, and with- 
in the Plexus's of the Lungs or Neck,terrible Fits of the Aſthma,&. 


CHAP. V. 


Of Convulſrve motions arifizg from the T.iquour ly- 
ing in the Nervous Bodys, and rritating all 
their Proceſſes into Convalſtons. 


TT is obvious almoſt to daily experience, that Convulſive affects 
run through the whole Genus Nervoſum, and infeſt ſametimes 
theſe parts, ſometimes others, ſometimes many together : For 
in ſome we may obſerve that the Tendons of the Muſcles every 
where leap, *and are drawn with Convulfions ; in others that all 
the outward Members are in many places bent or extended this 
way, and that, with various flexion$ and contorfions : We ſee 
ſome forc*'t by a maſterleſs and ungovern'd impetus of the Spi- 
rits, ſometimes being ſtruck as it were with a rage, to run or 
leap, ſometimes ſtrongly to belabour the earth, or any thing 
that comes in their way with their Fiſts, which unleſs they did, 
they would fall preſently into Swoonings and horrible Faint- 
ing Fits. It would be too tedious to enumerate all caſes of-thoſe 
eneral Convulfions pafling through the whole Genus Nerpoſum : 
ut ſuch like Symptoms, though various and manifold, may in 
ſome fort be reduc't to three chief heads, viz. as they chiefly 
depend on three ſorts of cauſes : For fince in theſe Convulfions 
Paſling from place to place, we ought to ſuppoſe the whole Ner- 
Yous Liquour to be vitiated, and the Animal Spirits, every where 
abounding in it, to be adulterated, and conſequently to be al- 
moſt continually exploded : We may obſerve that that taint for 
the moſt part is communicated both to the Nervous Juice, and 
the Spirits every where accompanying it, by one. or. the other 
of theſe three ways 3 viz. Firſt,Either from Poyſon or Witchcraft ; 


' SeSondly , From a malignant or ill-determin'd Fever,viz. in which 


theMorbifick matter is diſcharg'd on the Brain, or Genus Ner- 
voſum; Or Thirdly, When the Nervous Liquour in long proceſs 
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of time, by reafon of a Scorbutick or otherwiſe vitiated affec, 
degenerates trom its due Crafis into a ſharp, acid, or otheryike - 
P. ecernatural and Convulfive Liquour, We ſhall here confider 
ot cach ct thetfe caſes, and firtt of Convulfive Fits, Which are 
p:cduc't from Poyſon or Witchcraft. 

Fiiſt therefore, That ſome Poyſons act on the Nervous Lj- 
quour rather than on the Blood, and depraving it, cauſe chiefly 
Convulfive attects, it plainly appears trom eating of Cicutaria 
Apium riſus, deadly Nightſhade, the wild Carrot, and 
other offenſive Herbs, which is wont to be followed in 
a ſhort time atter with horrible ContraCtions of the Stomack, 
a Numneſs , Delirium , and Twitchings and Convulfions in the 
whole Body of the Tendons : Moreover thoſe kinds of Conyul- 
five affects enſue in ſuch as are bitten by a .mad Dog, and other 
Venemous wild Beaſts when the Viculent Miaſm receiv'd by 
the Nervous Juice, having lay'n hid in it a long time, at length 
exerts it (elf, and infeCts and poyſons with its ferment the whole 
Maſs of the Liquour in which it is involv'd : And this is hore 
clearly manifeſted by the wonderful Symptoms, +12. the pain- 
tul Convulfions, and continual Dancing which are affirm by 
Authors of Credit to enfue upon the bite of a Tarantula: Which 
doubtleſs happen, becauſe upon the bite of that Animal, ſome Ve- 
nemous Miaſms are convey'd into the Body of Man, which ne- 
vertheleſs being little injurious to the Blood and vital Spirit, 
alſoon as they have paſt from it into the Nervous Liquour, Fr 
ſently ſpread themſelves like a Ferment, through its whole Maſs, 
and intect the Animal Spirits, every where abounding in it; 
that they being forc't apart from one another , and” driven hi- 
ther and thither in a diſorderly manner, cauſe Convulfive affects, 
which ſometimes are accompanyed with- a ContraCtion of the 
containing parts, ſometimes with a languor and reſolution of 
them. , 

If it be asked why the painful Convuiſions which are raisl 
by the bite of a Tarantula, being preſently appeas'd by Mufick, 
are wont to be chang'd into a Dancing, I antwer, that the Ve- 
nom communicated to the Nervous Juice by the bite of a Tara 
zula is more mild than to be able wholly to extinguiſh the-Ant- 
mal Spirits, or altogether todiflipate and force them to very vio 
lent exploſions, being driven into divers parts; but can only put 
them to flight, and being driven hither and thither, egg them 
to ſlght, and in a manner only pain-cauſing Convulfions: Now 
Muſick by its gently ſoothing Nature, readily gathers together 
in one, and mutually affociates the Spirits ſo diffipated : Where- 
fore when the faid Spirits, by reaſon of Virulent: Miaſms ſticking 
tO them, are continvally prone to Involuntary and Corelle 

| 4 motions, 
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motions , the Melody diſpoſes and directs them, being allur'd 
together, into ſuch Convulfions, that entring the Bodys of the 
Nerves in a certain ſeries and order, they are carryed in certain 
limited Tracts as it were, till at length the Particles of the Venom 
being wholly evaporated, and the tury and impetus of the Spirits 
wearyed, they have wholly ſhaken off that rage: And indeed 
Muſick readily forces ſound and fober Men, even againſt their 
wills, or thinking ot other things, to aCtions emulating the Tune 
heard ; ſo that a Piper no ſooner begins his Leſſon, but the 
ſtanders by begin to move their Hands and Feet: We need rot 
wonder therefore in Men bittep by a Tarantula, where the Ani- 
mal Spirits being ſtimulated b motion as it were, are forc't to 
skip and wander from one place to another of themſelves, if up- 


- on playing on a Harp, they are put upon Dancing, and obſery- 


ing of regular motions. 

To this is a kin the Evil, which is call'd the Dance of S. Vitus, 
concerning which Horſtzus relates, that he ſpake with certain 
Women , who viſit yearly the Chappel of S. Vitus, which is 
within the Precincts of Ulmes, and there exerciſe themſelves fo 
long in Dancing day and night, with a Perturbation of wird, 
till they fall on the Ground like Perſons in an extaſy : By which 
means they ſeem to be reſtor'd to themſelves, ſo that they teel 
little or nothing for a whole year, till the time of May following, 
and then they declare themſelves tormented with ſuch a reft- 
leſsneſs of their Members, that they are forc't to betake them- 
ſelves again about the Feaſt of S. Vitus to the foreſaid place, to 
renew their Dancing. 

Indeed it is a uſual thing ( as I have often obſerv'd ) both for 
Men and Women to be infeſted with ſuch a reſtleſsneſs, and cer- 
tain rage as it were of the Members, that they ate torc't to walk 
till they are a weary, and alſo to dance and run up and cowr., 
by this means to avoid greater Diſturbances and Swoonings , 
which ,would otherwiſe ſeize them : The reafon of which fecn 


, to be, that the Animal Spirits, becauſe ſtimulated in the whc 


Genus Nervoſum from a Heterogeneous Combination, beco:.: 
Wholly in a rage and ungovernable, which therefore ought: 
be ſo exercis'd and wearied, both that they themſelves nm: 
maſtered , and that the Heterogeneous Ccmbination may u« 
ſhaken off. 

That Convulfive affects are ſometimes caus'd by Witchcratt, 
it is both vulgarly believ'd, and every where afftum d by many 
Authors-that deſerve Credit : And to grant that wondertul affects 


.are often produc't in the Body of Men by tricks of the Devil, 


viz. in as inuch as by the wonderful ſubtlety in operating, in 


Which he excels, he infinuates Atoms or Heterogeneous Cor- 
J puſcles 
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puſcles into the ſenſitive Soul, or the Texture of the Avima 
Spirits, and ſo ſometimes ſtimulates its FunCtions, ſometimes 
binds them, ſometimes violently perverts them : Nay and far. 
ther in ſome manner he enters the Body of Man himſelf, and he. 
ing as another- Soul of a more powerful Nature, is co-extended 
to it, aCtuats all the parts and members, inſpires them with 
an unwonted Vigour, and governs them at his pleaſure, and ſfirs 
them up to the performance of wonderful and ſupernatural aj 
ons: Grant this I ſay, yet all kinds of Convulfions which appear 
prodigious, as being beſides the common .courſe of this Diſeaſe, 
ought not preſently to be impnted to inchantments of Witches, 
or tricks of the Devil, for often, though appearing ſtrange, they 
proceed from meer natural cauſes, and ſtand in need of no other 
Exorciſms for a Cure, than Remedies which are wont to he pre. 
ſcrib'd againit Convulfive affects: In truth the Animal Spirits 
when indued with a very great exploſive Combination, and dife 
charg'd together by it, exert ſo much of ſtrength and vigour 
above their proper and wonted force, as a flaſh of Gun-powder 
above the burning of a common flame, for that ſuch, who, being 
obnoxious to this Diſeaſe, may when they are out of the Fit 
be govern'd, carryed, and led at pleaſure by the guidance of one 
Man, when the Fit comes upon them, are not to be managdhy 
the greateſt ſtrength and endeavours of four or more robuſt 
Perſons : But if when any Perſon is diſtempered there be a ſuſpi- 
cion of Witchcraft or Faſcination, there are chiefly two kinds 
of motion which are wont to create and maintain it ; v:x- Fit, 
If the Patient uſes ſuch Contorfions and Gefticulations of the 
Members, or of the whole Body, which no ſound Man, even a 
Mimick, or any Tumbler, is wont to imitate 3 And ſecondly, if 
he exerts a ſtrength, which exceeds all humane force, to which 
if there be joyn'd excretions of monſtrous things, as when heaps 
of Pins are caſt up by Vomit, or living Animals are voided by 
ſeige, it comes to be without diſpute that the Devil has, and 
acts his part in this Tragedy. 
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CHAP.:VL 


Of General Convulſious which are wont to be raivd 
in Malignant, Ill-determiwd, and ſome Anomas» 
lous Fevers. 


[a7 Man knows that Convulfions ſometimes happen to Per- 
ſons in Fevers, and that from thence a great Prognoftick 
is taken of death. or danger : For as in Malignant Fevers,” and 
ſometimes in ordinary Fevers of an Il|-determination, a Vertigo 
or Delirium ariſe from the Morbifick Matter's being depos'd from 
the Blood in the Brain 3 ſo from the fame falln into the Genus 
Nerwoſum, ContraCtions and Twitchings of the Muſcles and Ten- 
dons, and alſo ſudden ſhakings of the Members and Limbs, and 
ſometimes horrible ſtiff extenſions in the whole Body enſue, 
which ſorts of Convulſive affects happen for the moſt part about 
the height of Fevers, when the Morbifick Matter, firſt heap't to- 
gether in the Blood, is convey'd thence into the Brain, and that 
being either preſently paſt through, or infected together with 
it, is carryed into the Syſtema Nervoſum, and thence Convulfive 
$, with or without a Delirium are rais'd. 

Nevertheleſs beſides theſe kinds of Convulſive affects which 
enſue upon Fevers, and are ſecondarily rais'd, we may obſerve 
ſometimes in a Malignant Conſtitution of the Air, and after a 
breath of a peſtilential Contagion, that the Nervous Liquour is 
infected before the Blood, or apart by it ſelf from it, and that 
then a Delirium and Convulfions precede the Feverith Diſtemper. 
Moreover I have often obſerv'd that ſome Anomalous Fevers 
bare been rife, in which the Blood being ſcarce ſeen to boil or 
tobe extraordinary hot, the beginnings of a flow, and very dan- 
gerous Fever have been fart laid in the Nervous Humour; which 
bring rais'd by degrees to a Maturity, caus'd Cenvulfive affects 
With a Delirium or Mania, and other failings or exorbitancies of 
the Animal Spirits: For the Diſeas'd not complaining of heat or 
(ought, on a ſudden becoming weak, and as it were enervated, 
fere preſently rendred obnoxious to a frequent Giddineſs, alſo to 
Tremblings and Leapings as it were of the Limbs, and likewiſe 
0 Twitchings and ContraCtions of the Muſcles and Tendons, 
nd to pains moving from one place to ancther. This kind of 
vckneſs, in regard it ſeems to confiſt in the ſolid parts, rather 
an in the Blond, is call'd by ſome Phyficians a Malignant 
Hectick 
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HeCctick Fever, when in truth the ſame being chiefly rooted in 
the Nervous Humour, is better ſaid to be a Convulfive Diſeaſe of 
the Nerves, 

Horſtzus mentions a Convulfive and Malignant Diſeaſe, which 
heretofore was Epidemical in Haſſia, Weſtphalia, and the Neigh- 
bouring parts; thoſe that were ſeiz'd with it, without any Fe 
veriſh heat, or immoderate efferveſcency of the Blood, as they 
were about their houſehould affairs, on a' ſudden ſcarce per- 
ceiving themſelves fick, were wont to feel a Formication witha 
Numneſs paſſing in and out about their Hands or Feet, and 
ſometimes in both : Preſently after their Fingers and Toes, and 
likewiſe their Arms and Legs, one while were cloſely contracted, 
another while ſtrongly extended, as though they had grown ſtiff: 
Theſe ContraCtions and Extenſions followed each other alterna- 
tively, and now and then chang d places, ſo that at one time the | 
affect lay in this part, and then preſently in another : But in cafe 
( as it often fell out ) the Diſeaſe ſeiz'd the whole Brain all at once, 
Univerſal Convulfions, and often Epileptical Fits infeſted the Dif | 
eas'd ; Moreover they were obnoxious at certain times to a Di- 
lirium, Mania, and ſometimes to a Lethargy : This Ditemper 
continued along time without a Criſis, or being perfectly relol- 
ved, and conld ſcarce ever be ſo throughly Cur'd, but ill and 
morbid Diſpoſitions of the Brain and Nervous parts laſted after- 
wards during the whole Life. 

It plainly appears that this Diſeaſe and its Symptoms wholly 
depend on the Corruption and mighty Depravation of the Ner- 
vous Juice: And the reaſon why in this Nervous Fever, there 
happen'd a difficult, or rather no Crifis, or Solution at all, was 
becauſe the Nervous Juice being tough and mmncilaginous , 
as it were, and conſequently flow in motion, is not purg as 
the Blood, by an excretory efferveſcence, nor does it eafily 
fall into ſuch a fermentation , whereby the pure is ſeparated from 
the impure. 

I have known a Diſeaſe like this, often to have reign'd in our 
Country, and to have paſt through whole Families, at leaſt 
amongſt the Children and younger People. Some years fince 

a popular Fever ſorely infeſting the Brain and- Genus Nervoſum 
very much reign'd about Oxford, and indeed almoſt throughout 
England : The Narrative of which Diſeaſe, written At the time 
it reign'd, viz. An. 1661. I ſhall here briefly inſert; for from 
hence it appears after what manner, and by what cauſes Con- 
vulfive Symptoms which happen in all Fevers, are wont to be. 
rais d. | 
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an Acc:unt of an Epidemick Fever , "* 
An, 1661. which chiefly infeſted the Brain 
aud the Genus Nzrvoſum. 


Fter the Vernal Equinox An. 1661. a certain Anomalous 
and unuſual Fever, ſejzd ſome Perſons here and there, 


' which neverthelels within a Month became ſo Epidemical, that 


in many places it began to be call'd the New Diteaſe : Reignin 
chiefl y among Children and young People, it was wont to afflice 
them with a long, and as it vere, Chronical Sickneſs ; Nay and 
ſometimes though rarely it infeſted Perſons ſtricken in years, and 
aged, but it Kill'd them ſooner,and more certainly : The 

ſeizing any Perſon, ſo tacitely ſtole upon him, that the begin»

from the Chyle into the Blood, in regard it was not imploy'd 
in the work of Nutrition, troubled the Blood, as (ome Ketero- 
peneous thing that would not dvely mix with it: And by rea» 
fon of the Particles of this ſyperflnous nice, ſent off in a plenti. 
ul manner. with the Serum, the Urine was very thick and red, 
and mightil fill'd with Contents : And for this reaſon the Pelly 
for the molt part was looſe, in as mnch as the Blood being full 
co Nutritious Juice, ſuck't a leſs Portion of Chyle from the 
Pawe's, and diſcharg'd again into the Inteſtines a part of that 
which was brought into it ; moreover the Feveriſh Diſtemper 
iuck for fo long time in the Blood, becanſe fill npon the Reſti- 
fution of the Animal Govetnance, Nutrition -was rightly pet+ 
form'd, that (uperfluous Matter was heap't together in the Maſs 
of Bjood.

with a-flow Fever of tincertain returns, a quick and weak Pulſe,

1e complain'd of a "ringing in his Ears, and an Undulation of 
ſound, as it were, in his head : Though he was. affefted with 2 
great Stupor, yet his Sleeps were very much troubled and ivter- 
rupted with a talking Light-headed.

Snails and Herbs appropriated to the Thorax, Powder of Shells, 
Niter prepar'd, and likewife Cordial Opiats 3 which nevertheleſs 
ſcarce giving any relief, the Diſeas'd ftifl became weaker: And 
when after this manner, having been fick above two Manths, 
the Feveriſh Diftemper, and the Congh alfo daily growing worle, 
he ſeem'd to be at Death's Door, at length a Sweat hapening of 
its own accord, which fometimes came vpon him every 'night, 
ſometimes every other night, he grew betrer by degrees there- 
by, and ufing afterwards the forefaid- Medicines, he became per- 
Aly well witbin fix weeks. 

Whilſt this Perſon lay ill, 1 went to ſee another about' Twelve 
years of Age, afected after the like manner3+but this, when 
was firſt call'd, having lain ill above a Mottth, was refuc't'to a 
Skeleton : Moxeover he was affected with a Giddineſs, 'a-ring-. 
ing in the Ears, and a Deafneſs, and likewiſe with a violent 
Cough, accompanied with a yellow, and as it were Confamp-- 
tive Spittle : His Pulſe was quick and weak, his Urine 'red amd 
thick, his Appetite very much dejected, his Spirits ſo faint, and 
his Strength fo fall'n, that he could -not keep himſelf from "tis 
Bed : To this Perſon I gave often in a day Milk diftill'4 with 
Snails and temperate Herbs : Moreover inftead of ordinary drink, 
I ordered hin: daily to take an opening DecoRtion, fuch as is 
ks'd in the Rickets : By the help of which Remedies he feenrd 
to be reſtor'd to his health within a Months ſpace. 


This Fever in a certain Noble Mans Family, prov'd very fatal 
amongſt his Children, who had been originally ſubject to Ce- 
phalick affects. About the Vernal Equinox, a Boy of about 
Eleven years of Age, began to fall fick- In the firſt place with- 
ont an intenſe heat or drought, a loſs ofAppetite, and failing of 
Strength came vpon him. Moreover an almoſt continual Ver- 
tigo moleſted him;with a frequent inclination to Fainting;ſo that 
he often thonght himſelf ready to fall in a Swoon : To this Per- 
fon;by the advice of fome Nurſe that attended him, Glyſters-were 
daily given : And afterward when from the foulneſs -of /his 
Tongue and Month; the manifeſt ſigns of a Fever appear'd, that 
Empirick gave him'a'Vomit of the Infufion of Crocus Metallorum. 
And the feventh day giving him a'Cordial 'Powder, and -cover- 
ing 'him- over with Cloaths, ſhe made him'Sweat : His 'Skin-no 
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ke-compiam'd that his Cap- was fall'n into water, 'ſoon after.be- 
——_—— Speechleſs he dyed, ( whilſt I was fent for ) within four 
ours, | hs 

Shortly after , the ſame Diſeaſe ſeiz'd his Siſter who. was 
younger ; Whoſe fickneſs,neverthele(ſs, becauſe it was accompa- 
nied with a frequent . Coughing and Spitting, was firſt thought 
to be only a cold taken : But within a feiv days, that Couyh 
became manifeſtly Convulſive ; for in Coughing the Diaphragm 
being raisd upward, and ſo held fur ſon:e time, by a repeated 
S3Rtole, a mighty Sarill noiſe, as though ſhe were ſuffocated cams: 
from her : Afterward this little Girl growing more manitfeltly-:: 
Feveriſh, and complaining of a thirſt and heat, paſt the pighty 
without fleep, with a mighty toffing in her Bed, and after a 
while ſpeaking Light-headed, ſhe complain'd as her Biother had 
done betore, that her Cloaths were tall'y into the water ; and 
as all things grew worſe, ſhe began to be troulled with Conyul- 
five, motions, firſt in the Lunbs, ſhortly after in the Face, aud 
then in. the whole Body : The Fits teturninge hequently , viz.

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A fine Woman, of a very tender Conſtitution, and a weak tems 
per of the Brain and Genus Nervoſum, and conſequently very fub- 
jecBtoConvultfive affects, after ſhe had conceiv'd, about the fourth 
Month of her Child-bearing, upon taking cold, was moſt ſorely 
afflicted with Atthmatick Fits, and likewiſe with frequent Faint- 
ings of the Spirits : But by the uſe of remedies endowed with 
a Volatile Salt, ſhe grew well of theſe Diſtempers -within a fort. 
night; nevertheleſs after ſix weeks were paſt, an unuſual, and ye- 
ry wonderful aftect ſeis'd this Lady. 

On acertain morning awaking after her ſleep, which had been 
ſomewhat troubled that night, ihe felt in her whole body a light 
ſhivering, as tho' the fit of a Tertian Ague were coming upon 
her: Frequent Gapings and Retchings follow it with a frequent 
ſtraining to Vomit : Then her Urine, which juſt before was of a 
Orange colour with a laudable ſediment,became pale and watery, 
and was very frequently voided, viq. every minute of an hour, 
Moreover about the Loins and Hypochondres, and in other places, 
Pains with light-Convulfions paiſing trom one. place to another 
were raisd. Which kind of Symptoms, being manifeſtly Conmu 
:ivg with the frequent making of Limpid Water continued 
om the morning almoſt to the evening : In which ſpace of time 
& vaſt quantity of Urine, viz. thrice more than the Liquor drank, 
* © was made: In the mean while theHeat became not more intenſe,nor 

did Fhirft ſeem prefling, nor was the pulſe rais'd : In the evening 

the foreſaid affects ceafſt, and the Urine came again to be of an 0- 
range colour, and in a {mall quantity ; and ſhe enjoyed a moderate 

'leep during the whole night; and then the next morning the Fit 
returned near the fame hour, accompanied whol!y with thelike 
Symptoms, and daily aCted over the very ſame Tragedy. 

Going to ſee this Lady after ſhe had lain ill after this manner 
for tnelve days; I judged that this diſeaſe being chiefly rooted in 
the Genus Nervoſum, depended on the efferveicency and flowing 
of the Humour that lies in the Nervous parts : to this Breeding 
perſon I preſcribed Bleeding, and to take twice a day a Powder 
made of -Coral,- Pearl, Ivory, and other Cordial things in an ap- 
propriated Liquor : morning and evening ſhe took twelve drops 

- of the Tincture of Antimony, the effect whereof I have found 
to befingular in a too great Flux of Urine: by the uſe of theſe 
things all the Symptoms in a ſhort time remitted. 


CHAP. 
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CH AP. VIL 


(f General Convulfions which are wont to ariſe by 
reaſon of a Scorbutick diſpoſition of the Ner- 


vous Fuice. 


Ometimes univerſal Convulfions, without Poyſon, or a Feve- 
riſb Miaſm, are caus'd by reaſon of aScorbutick or otherwiſe vi- 
tious dyſcrafie of the Nervous Juice; for the Liquor which lies in 
the Nerves, and Nervous parts, ſometimes falling from its natural 
and due Crafis,is ſo much fill'd with Heterogeneous and Exploſive 
Particles, that the Animal Spirits admitting an incongruous com- 
bination , fome ways accruing to them, are irritated to continual 
Exploſive Convulſions; which kinds of affects of the Spirits are 
either divided or ſeparate, betwixt which no Communication or 
dence happens, viz. whenqnany parts of the body are at- 
d together with ſo many Convulfions peculiar to them, 
which do not follow each other ſucceſſively, but are terminated 
in the ſame Muſcle or Member where they begin: Or ſecondly, The 
Convulfive affects which are rais'd together in the whole Genus 
Nervoſum, are continual or connected, and being continued by a 
per petual ſort of Viciſſitude betwixt themſelves, ſucceed each o- 
ther, ſo that the diſorderly motions of all the Members through a 
Mutual Succeflion when they begin at one part, preſently paſs in- 
tothe others. We ſhall conſider the nature of both thoſe convul- 
five affects, and ſhall ſhew what method of Gure is to be us'd 
neach caſe. 


I. As to the former kind it plainly appears that ſuch affects 
are not fimple, but complicated,vzz. of a Convulfion and Palfey,for 
though the Muſcles and Tendons are continually infeſted with 
Convulfive Motions, yet the Diſeas'd being Enervated cannot 
move ſtrongly any Members, or the whole body : nay to theſe 
affects Pains Diffus'd through all the Limbs are added: henoe 
we may infer that the Animal Spirits are indued with a Manifold 
Combination, vix. with particles both Exploſive, and Narco» 
tick, and in ſome fort irritative ; ſo that tho* being always op- 
preſt, they fall upon Exploſions, yet neither many of them to- 


per, by reaſon of other Particles of another kind mixt with

m, nor indeed any of them have a free and lively Exploſion 


Wherefore the Impetus of Motion does not reach far, but is al-

A nobleman deſcended from Parents and Anceſtors who ha4 

been ſubject toevil affects of the Brain, or other Morbid diſpoſi. 
tjony of the Nerves,. about the time that-his Age began to de. 
cline, firſt was wont to'be troubled with 'a weakneſs, a numneſx 

and- gentle Corivulfions in his Limbs, after having lain long dn= 
der theſe affects, at length he went to Bathe for a Cure, but ufing 

there the hot Baths too often, inſtead ot a cure he got oily fy 
great an exaſperation of his diſeaſe ; that from that time the 
toreſaid Symptoms iid no lofiger follow him at times, but almoit 

conſtantly,, viz. Convulſive Motions, and Painful Tentions ince(- 

fantly occupied all his Limbs, nay and-each part of his Body, 
ſo that'all tne Muſcles together were perpetually Convuls't with 
repeated Twitchings, and that not withont a mighty Torture: 
the only way of appeaſing which was, that ſometimes his whole 
Body, fometimes ſome of its Members were continually exer- 
cisd with 'a local Motion: for as long as he was awake, he waz 
forc't to be kept moving in his Bed, orin his Seat, or to be car- 
ryed in a Coach, br to have his Members preſt or rub'd; for 
which end Chairs and Beds were made for him with rockers, 
like Childrens Cradles, in which as he' tay, or fate- upright, he 
was continually rockt to and fro: without which, he' was tor- 
mented with a cruel Pain, and a violent Tenſion of the Muſcles; 
the diurnal oppreflion of this Convulfive affeCt was followed in 
the night time, and preſently after Neep with ninch more ſevere 
Symptoms; for he no ſooner awaked, but preſently his whole Eody 
Fell a ſhivering, the Muſcles were very much toyl'd with paintvl 
Convullions, and all the Limbs, as in an agony of Death, were 
Wont to be all over jn a foul Sweat, which was (o Corrofive, that 
the ſheets, unleſs they were preſently waſht, were ſoon eaten and 
rotted by it, as by Aquafortis: the fick perſon during this con- 
fAict,*. was tortur'd betwixt Sweating and Shivering for many 
hours, till beihg quite tired, a ſleep tiealing upon him, brought 
ſome eaſe: but if, as the fit was coming, he was taken out of his 
Bed, he was better, and ſo he prevented the wonted violence of 
the Fit: therefore afſoon as he was awaked from his ſleep, tho 
this happen'd within half an hour, preſently to eſcape the torturs, 
he'call'd his ſervants, and was taken forth of Bed: being well e- 
nough as to his Appetite, he did Eat without nauſeouſneſs, nor 
was his Stomack troubled by what was taken into it, yet he of- 
ten complained of a Cardialgia; "and ſometimes a troubleſome 
Spitting, with a ſtinking Breath, as tho' he had taken Mercur) 
fioleſted him for many days ; any Hot things, as well Food 35 
Pt: tick, Yd not- agree with his. conſtitution : he dard ms 
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much- as Sip of Wine, or Strong-heer : in the firſt years of his 
Sickneſs he was ſeiz'4 with a horronr at the fight of Fire, 
afterward hecoming weaker, he refus'd to fit by the Fire, evenin 
the Winter : his Urine was always of an Orange Colour, which 
if Evaporated on Coca's in an Earthen Pot, a Saline filth, 
amounting to above halt the Liquour, fell to the bottom : The 
Belly being always Coftive, never depos'd its burthen unleſs irri- 
tated by a Medicine or Glyſter : Moreover, beſides the Convulfive 
Motions, a Baſtard Paltey pofleſt all the Members of his Body, for 
he could neither lift up his Hands, nor walk with his Feet; his 
Tongue faultring brought torth only imperfect words, but ſome- 
times when on occaſion his mind was poſſeſt with a ſudden Joy,his 
Spirits and Strength being {trangely rais'd, he was able on a ſud- 
den to riſe from his Chair and to walk upright, and skip about 
without help; which interval nevertheleſs ſcarce laſted a minute of 
an hour, but the Members faultered afreſh, and were troubled 
with their wonted Languor anq Trembling. As this perſon 
was ill after this manner above twelve yeats, he got the 
advices of the moſt Famons Phyſitians of all England, and tryed 
a great many remedies and almoſt of all kinds, viz. Antiparali- 
ticks, Antiſcorbuticks, Drying, and Sweating Dyets, Purges, 
Cauteries, Baths, Liniments, nay and was twice Salivated but 
could not be Cured hy any of thoſe Methods, wherefore all hope 
of Cure being laid afide, for the ſeven latter years of his life he 
uſed only remedies that had regard to ſome of the chief Symp- 
toms 3 viz. he took thrice a week a Looſening Medicine of Sena 
and Rhnbarb with CorreCtives, ſometimes in the form of a Sy- 
rup, ſometimes of an Extract; he us«d to take every night a 
Dole of an Opiate made of temperate Conferves and Species : 
Moreover he had a Julap in a readineſs to be taken on occaſion, 
when the Spirits faultered : He alſo Drank Oat-bear, Alter'd 
with temperate and Diuretick Herbs: By the uſe of theſe things 
he palt at leaſt ſeven years, without any great alteration for 
the worſe: At length Old Age preffing upon him and the Diſeaſe 
together, the Convulſive fits growing more violent, ſeis'd him, 
not as before when his ſleep was over, but as ſoon as he was warny 
in his Bed,-ſo that he was forc't wholly to forbear going to Bed, 
and he put off his Cloaths but ſeldom, unleſs it were to change 
Linnen : Hence tranſpiration being hindred, the Serous and 0- 
ther Filthy Dregs which were wont to evaporate, were fixt on 
the Lungs, which firſt brought a thick Breathing, afterward an 
Aſthmatick affect, and laſtly a Mortal Conſumption. 

If the reaſons of the foreſaid affects be enquired into: it will - 
appear that all theſe Evils proceeded from the ill Conſtitution of 
the Brain, -and Genus Nervoſum, and more immediat!y _—_ 
Jt 
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Dyſcraſy and Default of the Juice that lies in theſe parts, 

The reaſon is plain why this Diſeaſe, firſt increaſing by degrees, 
was ſoon rais'd to a far worſe ſtate by the uſe of hot Baths, for 
it is manifeſt by experience that hot and ſulphureous Baths 


very much exalt the Saline, and other Morbid Particles, that a-' 


bound within the Viſcera, or Humours of Human Body, and 
ſoon carry them to the higheſt pitch, viz. by exagitating them 
they'render them more wildly exorbitant, and force them from 
the firſt paſſages into the Blood, and thence into the Brain and 
Genus -Nerwoſum, nay and joyn them together being firſt ſever, 
and--lying idle, and ftir them up to a certain Fermentation : 
Wherefore ſuch as being hereditarily obnoxious to the Gout or 
or Stone; have not yet felt any Fits of thoſe affects, after the 
uſe of hot Baths, very often find that both thoſe diſeaſes are pre- 
ſently breught toa maturity in them. [ You may find the reaſons 
of the other Symptoms in Dr. Wiulss at large. ] 

So much for univerſal Convulfions, which for the moſt part 
being joyn'd to the Paralytick affect, are raiſed at once in many 
places ſeparately: there remain others which we call continaal, 
&ix: becauſe being conveyed on a ſudden from theſe parts to 0- 
thers, they mutually ſucceed each other, and force the Members 
ſometimes theſe, ſometimes others, and often the whole Body 
to-be 'mov'd involuntarily, and to be bent and agitated divers 
ways. I ſhall give yon an inſtance or two of this affect. 

A-Beautitful Virgin, tall and thin grown, begotten of a Father 
obnoxious to very great diſtempers of the Genus Nervoſum, a* 
bout the twentieth year of her Age was afflicted for many days 
with a very violent and Periodical Head-ach, at length the Win- 
ter Solſtice being near at hand the pain of her head remitted, but 
iwvits ſtead, a mighty Catarch ſucceeded, with thin and much 
Spittle, and with an Ulcerous affect of the Noſtrils, Mouth, and 
Throatzhaving undergone the tediouſneſs of this for ſome time, at 
length by the advice of ſome old Women ſhe drew into her Mouth 
the ſmoke of Amber trough a Tube, and was preſently Cur'd, 
viz. the Catarrh was ſuddenly ftopt, but preſently upon it ſhe 
complain'd of a mighty giddineſs, with a Pain of the Head, and 
a-Ringing in the Ears : on the third day the Tendons of the Neck 
were Convuls't that her head was bent ſometimes forward, ſome- 
times backward, ſometimes ſideways, and ſometimes it ſtood ftiff 
and-immovable, in a ſhort time after this ſuch a Convulſive affect 
ſeiz'd the outward parts of the whole Body, and the Limbs : the 
Arms and Hands were ſo wonderfully twiſted, that no Jugler or 
Monntibank was able to imitate their Flections and Convolutions : 
Her Legs and Feet were forc't awry this way and that, and were 
made to beat againſt each other, and to croſs each other alterna- 
tively 
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tively, after this manner ſhe was perpetually affected with Con- 
yulfive Motions either fitting in a Chair, or lying in Bed, unleſs 
when ſhe was overwhelm'd with fleep; and when ſhe contained 
her members a little, by much forcing her ſelf , preſently ſhe was 
ſeized with a difficult, and ſhort Breathing, and with a danger of 
being Choakt, yet in the mean time the Eyes, Jaws, Mouth, and 
inferiour Viſcera continued free from any Convulſion : Nor was 
ſhe troubled with a Vomiting, Rumbling, nor Inflation of the 
Hypochondres : Moreover her mind held always ſound, and ſhe 
duly performed the functions of Memory, Underſtanding, and 
Imagination, ſhe neither ſpake nor did any thing , ſhewing 
want of Reaſon, or Indiſcreetly : but amongft all theſe ſtupendi= 
ous evils always uſing Pious and Vertuous expreflions, ſhe gaye an 
admirable ſpecimen of Chriſtian Patience and Piety : her appe- 
tite was ſoon dejected, ſo that ſhe was averſe from all food unleſs 
very much preſs'd toit ; but thirſt continually preft upon her, 
ſhe was ſo very weak, the could neither ſtand nor go : Her Urine 
was of an Orange Colour, very much Impregnated with; a 
Saltneſs, on the Surface of which a thin Tartareous Film grew. 

Being call'd to this Lady the fixth day after her being ill, .Lprp- 
ceeded in order to her Gure as follows: In the firſt place having 
made a gentle preparation of the Body, I gave her a Looſnjng 
Potion of an Infuſion of Sena and Rhubarb, with the additian-of 
Tellow Saunders and Salt of Wormwood, whereby the had twelye 
ſtools which gave her great eaſe; the day following Idrew eight 
Ounces of blood from. her left Arm, every evening I gave cher 
an Opiate of the Vater and Syrup of Cowſi:p flowers with the Powger 
of Pear! : Moreover once within fax hours T ordered her a Daſe of 
Spirit of Harts Horn to be taken with a little draught of the fol- 
lowing Julape. 

Take Water of black, Cherries, Wall-Nuts, and Peony Flowers ,of 
each three Ounces, the Antiepileptical Water of Langius two Ounces, 
Syupe of Male Peony Flowers two Qunces, Pearl powdred a Scruple, 
mix them make a Julape. Becauſe ſhe could not bear much Pur= 
ging, Glyſters of Milk and Sugar were frequently us'd : Beſides 
Anticonvulſive Liniments apply'd to the Neck and Spine, we ors 
dered Frictions of the Members affected with Woollen Cloths 
moiſtned in an appropriated Oyl, and warm'd. 

By the uſe of theſe things, within fix days the diſeaſed ſeem'd to 
be very much relieved ; for the Convulfive Motions in a manner 
wholly ceaſt, ſhe could keep her Members in their due Site, and 
without Motion, only ſhe was forc't ſometimes by a flight Con« 
traction to bow her head gently this way and that 2 Moreover 
ſhe was able to ariſe from her Chair and Walk a little, but as ſhe 
Walk't, ſhe did not go upright, but inclining to one fide ; = 
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ting from her at that time, I1ett i.crin a manifeſt ſtate of Recv- | 


\ very, the ſeeming to be much better : But ſomewhat more thena 
week after, a boiſtrous North Wind arifing in the night Lime, 
an4 blowing ſtrongly on the Gifeas'd as ſhe lay in her Bed, the 
window being not well ſhut 3 preſently upon taking Cold ſhe tell 
into ſuch a relapſe, that the became not vuuly vbnoxious to Cunvul- 


- five affects, but likewiſe to a Univerſal and Periodical Paiſey : For 


from thence forward her Head and Members being bent and tofsd 
again from Morning to the Evening, as betore, the was made to 
Wind, Bend and variouſly Wreſt all her Limbs fſucceflively ; till 
about night thoſe Motions being wholly appeas'd,. a Reſolution or 
Palſey of the Members enſued, fo that ſhe could neither move 
Hand, nor Foot, nor any part elſe, or exerciſe any eftort of Moti- 
tion of the Body, lying in the Bed like a Stone, immovable : But 
being ſomewhat retreſht with fleep, about the morning, as the 
recovered ſome ſtrength of the regular moving Faculty, viz. e- 
nough, to bend the Arms and Leggs, to and tro, tho' weakly, 
 alſo-the Convulfive and Involuntary Motions conſtantly re- 
turn'd, and continued tor the whole day atter, which in the c- 
vening were again Caang'd into reſolutions of the Limbs. 

From what is (aid it plainly appears, that the fick Lady. lay un- 
der a double diſeaſe,viz. APalſey, and Convulſfions: Arid beſides the 
remedies before mentioned a great many others almoſt of all kinds, 

x. Antiſcorbuticks, Antiparaliticks, Sudorificks, Decoctions, 

iftilled Waters, Spirits, Elixirs, TinCtures, Baths, Liniments 
with many others wceie caretully adminiitred; by the uſe of 
which the Symptoms were alittle remitted, but the diſeaſe was 
not perfectly Cur'd : The Univerſal Palſey ceaft in a ſhort while, 
{o that ſhe could move her Limbs and Lend them to and fio at 
all times ; nay and the involuntary Motions of her Members (cl- 
domer moleſted her, yet the {till continued faint and -weak, and 
as ſhe was of a tender Conſtitution, and inclin'd ta a Conſumpti- 
on, and now become unapt for all exerciſe, the filthy Dregs of 
the Blood deposd in the Lungs, by reaſon of her letted 
tranſpiration, brought a Cough, which dayly growing worſe and

Many years fince Iwas call'd to a noble Virgin taken almoſt 
after the ſame, and ſomewhat a worſe manner.

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Þreaſt Springing forward, and the Hypocondres contraCting in- 
ward, a very Sonorous Sobbing, and the ſame ſometimes doubled, 
ſometimes tripled, but ſtill leſs and. 1e{s Shrill came from her ; ſhe 
was wont to continue theſe Motions, and Reciprocation of noiſe 
many Hours , ſo that ſhe was heard throughout the whole houſe; 
if at any time a fliort intermiſſion of this happen'd, 'preſent- 
ly ſhe was forc't ſtrongly to beat, or-claſp her arms ayd ha 
one with the other, ſonietimes her Legs and Feet, and fome- 
times to throw her Head after a rioft violent -__ 5 by and by 
to liold her Neck as it were till and Oy e.

Whien the 
Convulſive Motions were ſtrong in the Exteriour Members ſhe 
was 2 little ſomewhat free from that Hriubins Sobbing p 
ind ſhe call'd this the ſpace of Intermiflion and the time of her 
eaſe; tho'in the mean while her Head and Members were drawn 
every way with violent Motions : If at any time ſhe lay on her 
Left Side, preſently an inward Contr on of the right, Hypo- 
condre; with a Sobbing happen'd, within a fe days, her ſtrength 
being very much dejeCted by the affiduity of theſe aff "Tie 
ot ſuch a weaktieſs in her Loins and Knees that ſhe could nei- 
her ſtand nor go: The Stomich, being affected either with a 
Languor,or Convulfion threw up all by Vomit that was put into it. 
Coming to her the fourth day I gave her a Vomit, after which 
ſhe Vomited ſeven times a viſcous Flegm , with ftore of Yellow 
Choler;z but without any relief : The day after Idrew fix Ounces 
6f Blood from her Arm, Wheretpon the Blood . preſently 
taking violently to the Head, ſhe complain'd very much of a 
Head-acti and Giddineſs; but being Blooded in the Foot, within 
three days, ſhe was better : She took afterwards remedies appro- 
priated to the Nerves, vip. Spirit of Hifts-horn, and of Blogd,; 
Powders ef Shells; Bezoars, Anticonvulfive Julaps, and Electu- 
aries 2 by the uſe of theſe things the Syniptoms ſeem'd , fome- 
what to abite, yet continued fill in ſome Meaſure according to. 
the Forms before defcribed : After 4 fortnight, by the advice of 
ſome Countty Woman, ſhe took fix ſpoonfuls 6f Blogd, driwn 
from the Eat of an Aſs, in a draught of bear; whereupon on a 
fadden ſhe ſeem'd to be Cur'd : For the Convulſive Motions 
preſently all ceaft, and ſhe paſt twenty four hogrs free from them, 
nevertheleſs the diſeafe returning ſhortly upon it with its wonted 
vidlence, yielded not eafily to that Medicine, nor infleed to any 
othet whatſoever, therefore for the time to come ſhit took. Me- 
dicints methodically preſcribed : She Purg'd. gently once in fix 
> rene ſhe took i Powder made of Betoar, Pearl and Coral; 
With the Seedy and Roots of ror! alſg the EleQuiry preferiby 
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by Hor, zus againſt theſe kinds of marvellousConvulfions; and likes 
wiſe rod and DecoGtions appropriated to Convulſive affects : 
Glyfters were frequently given”: Frictions, Veſicatories and Line- 
ments, were adminiitred with good effect ; within a fortnight the 
Sobbing affe&t wholly ceaft, nay and the reft of the Conyvulſive 
Motions,being rendred more mild by degrees,remitted very muchz 
but as {ſhe was recovering of thoſe affects ſhe was ſo troubled 
with a Catarrh falling on her Throat, that ſhe Spit forth almoſt 
continually a Sharp, and as it were Corrofive Spittle, as if a 
Salivation were rais'd by taking Mercury : Which kind of remetly 
the event prov'd tobe extreamly proper in this caſe ; tho' I whal- 
ly forbore uſing it, hecauſe the diſeaſed and her friends were not 
free to admit of it. | 

After that this Copious and very troubleſome Spitting had con- 
tinued for many days the diſeaſe ſeem'd'to be in a manner wholly 
Cur'd : So that the Noble Lady, being free from the Convullive 
Motions, walk't abroad,:and had a good Strength and Stomach-: 
Only- ſhe complain'd that at certain times in the day, ſhe was 
affected on a ſudden with a Shivering of her Whole Body for a- 
' bout a quiarter of an hour ; which kind of affect, ſometimes alfo 
hapning by. night, broke her ſleep. Within a months ſpace this 
Symptorn alſo, and likewiſe the Catarrh, wholly ceaft : but after- 
ward the was fo afflicted, ſometimes with a Sharpneſs in the 
Ventricte*and Paſſage of the Aſophagus , ſometimes alſo in the 
Jaws and Palate, that ſhe fear'd left thoſe parts, the inner Skin 
being worn away, would contract an Ulcerous afte&t : More- 
over often in her ſleep, and ſometimes alſo waking, ſhe us'd to be 
troubled with an Incubus. I ordered her a gentle Purge .to be 
given Spring and Fall with the ufe of Antiſcorbutick remedies, 
and fometimes Chalybeats :- Which kind of Method ſhe obſerved 
with ſo great advantage to her, that ſhe has enjoy'd her health for 
many years, and enjoys it ſkill. 

Among many remedies which ſhe took againſt that Sharp- 
neſs, and Ulcerous diſpoſition as it were of the Palate and Aſo- 
phagas, T ordered that ſhe ſhould Drink every Morning her own 
Urine freſh made : This, for the moſt part being very Salt, was 
wont to. give a mighty. relief z but at certain times the Urine 
that came from her was thin, and, in a great plenty, which ne- 
verthelefs was not.Salt, but. manifeſtly Acid like Vinegar, after 
the Drinking of which ſhe found little or no benefit. The rea- 
ſon, pf the yood effect of. the one, 2nd not of the other is this:

*receiv din the Mouth of the Diſeas'd ſeem'd wonderfully Sweet 
'as it uſes to do in any that tafſt Vitriol before. | 
Ten years ſince Lwent to ſee the daughter of a certam"Noble- 
'man, troubled with Convulfive Motions gfter fuch a manner, that 
ſome thought her obſeſs't with an evil Spirit : This Virgin being 
abont ſixteen years of Age, Fair, and well in fleſh, but begotten 
*of a Father troubled with the Palſey, about the winter Solſtice 
began to be ill without any evident cauſe : Firſt for ſome days ſhe 
"was affected with a Head-ach and a Giddinefs , 'thotgh in no 
feyere manner ; afterward ſhe perceiv'd a Trembling, 'and a ſud- 
den ContraCtion in one Arm, and preſently in the other,” which 
kind of Conyulfions, returning often that day, ſcarce laſted 4 mo- 
"ments ſpace: The next day after fitting by her Sifter in a Chair,on 
a ſudden ſhe ſtarted up, and made a teap or, two, and many others 
ſucceflively ta many feets diſtance with, a wonderful Agility : 
Then when ſhe was come to the end of the Room; ſhe ſtood 
for ſome while leaping up in the ſame place, and every time to a 
wondetful height, when her legs were able to hold Leaping no 
longer, ſhe fell'an”the ground and preſently threw herHead feveral 
ways, as though ſhe would have thrown it off her Neck, afſoon 
as the ceaft from this Motion, through her being tired, preſently 
the ſame fury ſeiz'd her Hands and Feet, that ſhe was forc't to. 
keep theſe members a going in a violent manner, ſtriking them 
againſt the Walls and Doors, or ſtamping on the Floor 2 When 
tlirough Modeſty, or Reverence due to Friends, or Perſons pre- 
ſent ſhe kept her ſelf from theſe Motions by main force ( for ſhe 
was always preſent to her ſelf and ſpake with ſobriety ) preſently 
the affect being convey'd inward, ſhe was very much infelted with 
mighty oppreflion of the Heart, a Sighing, and very loud Sobbing, 
t1en when ſhe gave way to her ſelf, preſently. the Rage being con-. 
V:y'd to theMulcles of the outward Limbs, ſhe was forc't either to 
Leap, or to throw her Head or Arms this way and that in a violent 
manner,or alſoto run ſwiftly up & down theChamber,or to ſtamp, 
on the Ground with her Feet : Thus theſe Kinds of violent Conm- 
motions of the Limbs or Viſcera mntvallyſacceeded each other, 
the Tragedy of the diſtemper returning as it were in a Circle. 
Coming the fifth day after thisLady had been ill, Igave her aVo- 
mit of the Infuſion of CrocusMetallorum, Wine of Squills,and Salt of 
Vitriol, after which ſhe Vomited a great ſtore of Aruginous Cho- 
ler,with a mixture of a molt Sharp, and as it were Vitriolick Hu- 
mour ; The next day after I drew ten Ounces of Blood from the 


Saphena Vein : Moreover ſhe took twice a day Antadotes of the. 
| P.p 2 Pow-. 
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ers of Precious Stones, Mans Scull, and the Male Peony : by 


he uſe of theſe things ſeeming to be recoyeid, ſhe liv'd for ma= 
ny days after free from the foreſaid affects, but after a fortnight, 
the full Moon coming, ſhe fell into a relaps of the ſame diſeaſe 
more violent than before, for beſides the wonderful Leaps, the vis 
olent Contorſions, and Convolutions of the Head, and Members, 
ſhe was alſq forc't toRifh up & down in aVehement manner in her 

Bed Chamber : She took at this time, by the Przſcripts of 0- 
thers, Antihyſterick Remedies, and Purges at ſome ſet intervals 
of time, but without any relief : Being call'd again, in re- 
gard that ſhe was of a Robuſt habit of Body, and ſeem'd affect. 
ed with a mighty raging of the Spirits, I gave her a ſtrong Vo» 
mit, after which ſhe Vomited ten times a Choler as green as Ver? 
digreaſe, with a Flegm as Sharp as Aqua Stygia, and was ſuddenly 
relievd.; I gave her afterward, every morning a draught of 
White-wine Diluted with Black Cherry Water, pour'd on Mil- 
lepedes bruis'd, and ſtrongly expreſt. By the uſe of theſe things 
ſeeming to be Cnr'd, ſhe was pertectly well for a MontH,"nd more; 
and when afterward ſhe at any time perceiv'd any furerunning 
ſigns of a return of the affect, preſently by the uſe of a Vomit, 
and the ſame exprefſjon of Millepedes, ſhe kept off the Fit : With- 
in three Months ſhe ſo recover'd her former Health, that ſhe 

as now lived many years wholly free from ſuch Convulſive at- 
fects: But from the time that the Convulfive Paſſions wholly 
ceaſt, ſhe was ſometimes troubled about the part#of the Mouth 
and Throat with a Defluxion of a moſt Acid Humour, like the 
dittill'd Liquor of Vitriol : Moreover ſhe has ſometimes been 

obnoxious to the longing diſeaſe of Maids, ſometimes alſo to a 
Caugh with a diſcolour'd Spittle  threatning a Ptizick, which ne- 
yertheleſs were eafily Cur'd by remedies uſual in thelike caſes. 

. Whilſt I was writing theſe things, I went to ſee a Noble Vir- 
gin, who was troubled with Convulfive affects of another kind, 
and thoſe Univerſal, and no 'leſs Admirable ; This about the 
eighteenth year of her Age, being of a freſh Colour, Handſome, 
and before found enough, now happening unawares to incur the 
danger of being infected with the Plague, it being rife here- 
abouts, fell into a Panick Fear, with frequent Swooning Fits, 
the night following the underwent ſuch Failiags and Diſorders 
of the Spirits that ſhe ſeen'd even ready to Dye. But having 
paſt that'evil with much ado,ſhe had afterward every day Convul- 
five Fits, though returning fitlt at uncertain hours, and in ſeveral 
forms : But within” a ſhort time the acceſſes of the diſeaſe be» 
coming regular, they rtturn'd conſtantly twice a day, viz-fat ele- 
ven of. the Clock in the forenoon,and at five in the afternoon,that 
nd itermitting Fever keeps its periods more exactly, ridy _ 
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al the circumſtances of the Fit happen'd daily after the fame

* © When ſhe had been thus ill three weeks, I was call'd on a cer- 


* tain day, that I might obſerve all the Symptoms, and the whole 
form of the diſeaſe : Rifing from her Bed at ten a Clock in the 
{ Morning, ſhe was well, and carryed her ſelf ſo well in her coun- 
7 tenance, walking, and diſcourſe, that-no man would have fuf- 
pected that any thing ail'd her : At eleven a Clock ſhe began to 
complain of a Plenitude, and as it were Inflation in the Brain, 
and a Deadneſs of the Spirits with a light Scotomia : by and by 
ſhe felt in the left Hypocondre a mighty beating, and Spring- 
ing as it were of a live Animal : I plainly felt this Motion by ap- 
plying my hand to her fide, then a Retching and great Crying 
ollowed, whereupon ſhe was preſently led to Bed, and given to 
be held by a maid ſervant fitting on the Bolſter : This —_ clap- 
ping her Arms about the middle of the difeas'd, held her very hard 
in herLap, during the Fit. Moreover ſervants were at hand, and 
relations ftanding about her, who ſometimes held her Hands and 
Arms, ſometimes preſt down her Belly and Hypocondres which 
rife to a mighty Bulk, ſtill forcing upwards : The chief Symptoms 
of the difeaſe, which being rais'd by turns, divided in a manner 
the whole Fit, were theſe two, vi7, Sometimes violent Convulſjons 
of the Viſcera infeſted her, ſo that the Abdomen rifing to a 
mighty Bulk, withſtood the hands of ftanders by, preſt againſt 
it, that it could not be kept down, and withal the Przcordia 
being drawn upward, the Motion of the Heart and Blood was in 
a manner ſtop't :' For which ſpace of time the Virgin hanging 
down her head, with a weaken'd, and no Pulie as it were, lay 
Speechle(s and almoit inſenſible : After two or three minutes of 
an hour theſe Fits ceaſt 2 And then the Sick raiſing her ſelf, look't 
round her chearfully, and for ſome time converted the Impetus 
of the difaſe into Diſcourſes and Songs, both which ſhe uttered 
moſt'Pleafantly and Elegantly above her Natural diſpoſition ; ſhe 
att ſuch Sayings and Scoffs on all perſons abont her, that there iz 
hothing in any Comedy to be met with more facetious; then 
ſhe would Sing moſt Sweet and Pleaſant Tunes of Harmony, 
ſich as neither any perſon elſe con1d Sing, or herſelf at another 
time: After that ſhe had thus paſt about ſix or ſeven Minutes 
of an hour, in ap. and Singing, ſhe fell again into the Convul- 
ſtons of the Viſcera and Hypochondres, and the loſs of Speech as 
before : And theſe remitting in a ſhort time, and the Impetus of 
the Spirits flying back from the inferiour Nerves to the Brain, ſhe 
gave her ſelf again to the pleaſantryes of Talking and Singing. 
When at any time ſhe diſcourſt with the ftanders by, if any thing 
that was Sharp or Ignominious were replyed by then, ſhe fell

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into more Violent and Laſting Convulfions of the Bowels : After 
this manner ſhe uſes to be troubled with an alternate affect of the 
Viſcera and Brain for about the ſpace of an hour : Then the Fit 
drawing toward an end, the Convulfions of the Bowels becom- 
ing more gentle, return'd three or four times with very little in- 
termiflion : Afterward theſe wholly ceafing, the Impetus of the 
diſeaſe pafles into the outward Members, whence preſently it whol- 
ly vaniſhes: For the Arms and Legs undergo contractions and 
twitchings for a minute of an hour, and preſently after the diſ- 
eaſed riſing up, comes off from her Bed, and is free from all Con- 
vulſfion till a new Fit returns, nay and having an indifferent good 
ftrength, walks up and down the houſe, and during the interval 
of the affect, cheerfully performs the uſual Offices of Life, ſtill 
excepting that her Stomach being weak, loaths food during the 
day time, in the evening after the ſecond Fit of the diſeaſe, ſhe 
eats alittle ſupper, | 

About the beginning of this fickneſs the Convulfions of the 
Bowels were much more violent, and ſhe lay Senfſeleſs with.them, 
and during their intervals ſhe would talk abſurdly, Sing Songs 
out of tune, and fill out a Laughing, or Crying, without any 
ground of reaſon : But at length the Animal Spirits being forc't 
mto laſting exploſions, perform'd them ſo regularly, ſometimes 
this way, ſometimes that, as it was moſt proper, that they 
ſeem'd to be donein ſome ſort by the moderation and command 
of the will. 

After I had been again to ſee this Lady, having lain under 
thele periodical Fits for many weeks, I ordered that three hours 
before the ſecond Fit, ten Ounces of Blood ſhould be drawn from 
the Vein of her foot, whereupon the Fit, expected in the Even- 
ing, Wholly left her, ,nor did it ever return afterward : But the 
other Fit obſerving its ancient courſe return'd daily, till upon 
Bleeding a little before its coming, the Patient was free of it that 
day, which nevertheleſs returning the next day after followed her 
ror many months according to the ſame form : In the mean while, 
becauſe the winter coid was very ſevere , ſhe delai'd for ſome 
time the uſe of Remedies : But as the Spring came on the noble 
5ady being brought to Oxford was cur'd by the following Me- 
thod, 

In the farſt place I gave her this Purge, and took care for it tq 
be repeated every fixth or ſeventh day. 

Take Sulphur of Antimeny fix Grains, Mercurius Dulcis a. Scruple, 
Roſin of Jalap four Grains, Ginger ſix Grains: Let them be bruis'd 
zogether on a Marble, then adding Conſerve of Violets a Dram, make 
a Bcl-1s. It was wont to make her Vomit twice or thrice, and to give 
ber three or four Stools : Her Menſes conſtantly flowed from her, as ſet 
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times in 4 plentiful manner: Wherefore her Blood ſeeming to be 
im great plenty and hot, in the middle time betwixt the monthly 
periods I ordered Bleeding twice or thrice : Moreover on all 
thoſe days that ſhe did not Purge, ſhe took four Pills of the fol- 
lowing Maſs, Drinking after it a little Draught of the Julap 
beneath preſcribed. 

* Take Roots of Male Peony half an Ounce, of Virginia Serpentary, 
Contrayerva, and Bajtard Dittany of each two Drams, Mans Scull 
prepar'd 4 Dram and a half, Elks Hoof a Dram, red Coral prezar'd, 
Pearl Powared of each a Dram, Salt of Wormwood two Drams, Salt 

Coral a Dram, with a ſufficient quantity of Syrupe, of Male Peony 

ers make 4 Maſs. 

Take the Waters of Male Peony Flowers, Black Cherries, and Wall- 
nuts of each four Ounces, the Antiepileptical Water of Langins tws 
Ounces, Orup of Peony Flowers an Ounce and a half, Caſtoreum tyed 
mn a knot and hung in the Glaſs a Dram, mix them make -# Fulap. 

When ſhe began to loath the Pills, omitting thens, ſhe took 
twice a day, viz. early in the morning, and late at night, about 
a Scruple of the following Powder in a ſpoonful of the Julap, 
Drinking after it four or five ſpoonfuls of the ſame. 

Take Bezoar Stone of both kinds, White Amber, Pearl prepar'd, 
Red Coral of each a Scruple ; Mans Scull two Scruples, Roots of Virgi- 
nia Serpentary, Seeds of Rue of each half a Dram, mix them, make 
4 Powder, let her take a Scruple Morning and Evening with a Doſe of 
the Fulap above preſcribed. 

Afterward when this alſo began to nauſeate her, ſhe us'd Pills, 
or alſo Elixir Proprietatis, ſometimes alſo Spirit of Harts-horn 
for many days: afterward at long run upon taking that Powder 
daily for ſome ſpace ſhe began to find help. 

In the mean while that this Method of Cure was followed ; her 
Hair being Shav'd off, her Head was cover'd only with a thin 
Dreſs, ſhe wore the Hyſterick Plaiſter with a mixture of Galba- 
num on the Abdomen : She drank for her ordinary drink a Bo- 
chet of Saria and China with the Roots of Male Peony, and 0- 
ther appropriated things infusd and boil'd in Fountain Water : 
Within a Month the Fits remitted a little: Afterward becoming 
more mild by degrees an4lefler,at length they ceas'd in a manner 
altogether, unleſs that near the time of her Menſes ſhe was wont 
to be troubled with an affault or two of that diſeaſe: Moreover 
ſhe was troubled almoſt with a conſtant Giddineſs and a loathing 

of Meat ; in the midſt of Summer the drank Afrope Waters for fix 
weeks, and grew perfectly well, 

As to the way of Cure to be us'd in general for ſuch Marvel- 
lous Convulfzons, it is not an eafie thing to aflign Remedies e= 


qual to ſo Herculcan a Diſeaſe, or a certain method of its Cure 
Cons 
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confirm'd by frequent experiments ; For beſides that caſes 
like thoſe ſeldom occur, we may likewiſe obſerve, that the fame { 
Medicine which did good to this fick perſun at one time, gave 
not the leaſt relief to another perſon, or the ſame, when grivea | 
at another time, the reaſon of which ſeems to be that the cauſe of | 
the Diſeaſe ſeems to conſiſt in the Diſcraſy of the Nervous Juice: 


Which liquor is not always perverted after one and the ſame 0 
manner : But from the manifold combination of the Salts and 

Sulphurs, gets a Morbid diſpoſition of a various kind and con= 

dition, andoften changes it : Wherefore in thoſe difficult affects, | 
we muſt not preſcribe vulgar Medicines, taken from Apothecaries i 
Shops, bnt Magiſterial ones, as occaſion requires, according to pr 
the appearances of the Marvellous Symptoms. A Gentle Vo- th 
mit, a Purge, and Bleeding ought in the firſt place to be us'd, _ 
and ſometimes to be repeated, as it ſhall ſeem convenient. And th 
as to Specifick Medicines, and ſuch are appropriated in thoſe th 
cafes, fince the chief Indication will be to amend the Crafis of 

the Nervons Juice, we may try a great many things and fitt - [ fo

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CHAP. VII. 


Of the Aﬀedts which are oulgarly call'd Hyſterical: 


F at any time an unuſual ſort of Sickneſs, or of a very Secret 

Origine occurs in the Body of a Woman, fo that its Cauſe 
lies hid, and the Therapeutick Indication be wholly uncertain, 
preſently we accuſe the evil influence of the Womb ( which for 
the moſt part is guiltleſs ) and in any unuſual Symptom, we cry 
out that there is ſomewhat Hyfterical in it 3 and conſequently 
the Phyſical intentions and the uſes of Remedies are directed for 
this end, which often is only a ſtarting hole for Ignorance. _ . 
 Thepaſffions which are wont to be rank't in this number are 
found to be various and manifold, which ſeldom agree in divers 
Women, or happen wholly after the ſame manner : the mo 
common of them, and which are vulgarly ſaid to Conſtitute the 
formal ſtate of an Hyſterick affect, are theſe, viz. A Motion in 
the lower part of the Belly, and an Aſcent as it were of fome 
round thing there, then a Belching or Straining to Vomit, a 
diſtention of the Hypochondres _ a Rumbling with a Belching 
forth of Wind, an uneven and for the moſt part a letted Reſpira- 
tion, a Suffocation in the Throat, a Giddineſs, an Inverſion, or 
Rotation of the Eyes, often Laughing, or Weeping, a Talking 
Idly, ſometimes a Speechleſneſs and Immobility with an ob- 
ſcure or no Pulſe,and a Cadaverous aſpect, ſometimes Convulfive 
Motions rais'd in the Face, and Limbs, and ſometimes in.the whole 
Pody : But univerſal Convulfions ſeldom happen, and not unleſs 
the diſeaſe be raiſed to its worſt ſtate, for the Tragedy of the 
Fit is acted through for the moſt part —_— any contraction 
of the Members only in the Belly, Breaſt and Head, vz., in 
one of them, or ſucceſſively in all. Women of all Ages and Con- 
ditions are obnoxious to theſe affects, to wit Rich and Poor, 
Virgins, Wives, and Widows; I have obſerved thoſe Symptoms 
in Girls before the time of Puberty, and in old Women after 
their Menſes ceaſt to Flow, nay and men are ſometimes troubled 
with ſuch kind of Paſſtons, inſtances of which are not wan- 
ting; Oe; $1 WOW | 
| Thecaulſe oftheſe Symptoms muſt not be imputed to the Aſcent 
of the Womb, and to vapours rais'd from, the ſame ;.not ta the 
Impetuous ruſhing of the Blood into the Lungs, as the Learned 
thelmre has Jadg'd : But ve lag thgt the hd eal'd Hyſteri: 
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cal, chiefly, and primarily is Convulſive, and depends principally 
on the Brain and Genus Nervoſum being affected, and is 
produc't wholly by the exploſions of the Animal Spirits, as o- 
ther Convulſive Motions. And whatever diſorder or irregula- 
rities happen elſe about the Motion of the Blood, they are only 
ſecondary and depending on the Convulſions of the Viſcera. 
The way of the difference whereby the kinds of this diſeaſe both 
difter from each other, and from the other Convulſive affects 
is taken from the various Origine, and chiefly from the extenſion 
of the Morbifick Cauſe : for the Origine of this, as of many 0- 
ther Convulfive affects ſometimes reſides in the Head, the Womb 
being wholly without fault : Though ſometimes this affect hap- 
pens through the tault of the Womb, and ſometimes through 
that of other parts : As to the extenſion of the Diſeaſe, from 
whatever Origine it proceeds , for the moſt part it chiefly af- 
fects the Interiour Nerves, to wit thoſe that particularly regard 
the Viſcera and Precordia and their appendixes, and chiefly 
troubles the Spirits lying in them : Sometimes alſo, though rare- 
ly, the Spirits that preſide in the Exteriour Nerves and likewiſe 
thoſe in the Brain and Cerebellum, are involvd in the ſame 
affect, 

As to the Morbifick Matter, or Exploſive Combination, which, 
accruing to the Spirits within the Brain,and deriv'd with them in- 
to the Proceſſes of the Nerves, often is the cauſe of the at- 
fects, which are vulgarly call'd Uterine, or of the Mother : We 
ſay this to be Heterogeneous Particles ſent from the Blood,as in 
other kinds of Convulfions ; and which are wont to be made to 
cleave to the Spirits that paſs into the Origines of the Nerves, 
on two chief occaſions, viz. either through the fault of the 
Spirits themſelves, or through the great force of the Matter : in- 
ſtances of both kinds every where occur: Through the fault of the 
Spirits themſelves as when through a ſudden Paſſton, ſuppoſe of 
Fear,Anger, Sadneſs, they are very much Troubled and forc't into 
Irregularities; through the Exorbitant force of the Matter, 
as in the evil Criſes of Fevers, alſo in any Malignant, and 
Scorbutical, and other Chronical affects of an ill Determina- 
tion : theſe cauſes are much upheld and promoted by an ill or 
weak . Conſtittition of the Brain and Genus Nervoſum, whe- 
ther it be hereditary, or acquir'd by an ill dyet, hence Women 
are more ohnoxious to Convulfive aftects than Men, and thoſe 
one more then another. 

Tho' theſe they call Hyſterical affects very often ariſe from the 
Brain, yet ſometimes they are rais'd by a caule beginning either 
in the Womb, orin other of the Viſcera ; and this either by rea- 


ton of a ſolution of continuity; through a Tumor or ulcer, 
or 
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or Stimulation of the part 3 or by reaſon of the obſtruction of 
the Nervous Juice in its Circulation ; thus when ſome accuſto- 
med evacuation, whereby the ſuperfluities of the Nervons Li- 

your were wont to be diſcharged, is ſtop'd, as upon the ſudden 

opping of Ifſues, or drying up of old Ulcers without Purging, 
many have fallen into Convulſive affects, which ſometimes alſo 
happen to Virgins and Widows through a retention 'of the Se- 
minal humour, which ought to be Voided its proper way : 
And ſometimes theNervous Juice regurgitates toward its Origine, 
becauſe its paſſage is ſomewhere ſtop't by a Cancrous or Scirr- 
hous Tumour. To illuſtrate oar doctrine of the; vulgarly call'd, 
Paſſions of the Womb ; I ſhall now give an inſtance of a perſon 
troubled with them. 

A Renowned Lady, extreamly beautiful, and endowed with 
an excellent temper of mind and manners, lately Jived in theſe 
parts, whofor many years was obnoxious to Convulſive affects, 
ſhe having contracted this valetudinary diſpoſition from her 
Birth, or Hereditarily, and having found in herſelf theſe fruits 
of the morbid root almoſt every fourth year of her Aze z but 
eſpecially as often as ſhe conceived with Child ( as ſhe often had, 
and undergone frequent Abortions ) ſhe was wont to be. extraor- 


dinarily troubled with Convulfive paſſions, in a manner Hyſteri= - 


cal : For preſently upon the ſtopping of the Menfes, the Hete- 
rogeneous Particles being convey d to the Brain, and Genus Ner- 
voſum, brought violent Fits of the diſtemper. 

After that ſhe had laſt conceived, in the firſt Months accore 
ding to her ancient wont, ſhe was often troubled with Convulfive 
affects, about the ninth week of her being with. Chitd, vpon 
taking Cold, ſhe fell into a dangerous Fever, in which very acute 
Pains ſorely infeſting her in the Loins, and about the lower 
part of the Belly, ſcem'd to threaten an Abortion: But thoſe 
Pains, as it appear'd at laſt, being rather to be judg'd of the Co- 
lick, proceeded from a Sharp humor, falling from the Brain into 
thoſe parts by the Ductus's of the Nerves ; for about the de- 
Clining of the Fever, that matter being convey 'd elſewhere, a 
Diarrhza, Pains of the Feet, and a Bliſtering as it were enſued. 

As ſoon as this Lady grew well of her Fever, and Pains, the 
Convulſive affects returned, for every morning as ſhe awaked 
from her ſleep, ſhe was wont to undergo violent ContraCtions 
and Convulſions about the parts of the Mouth and Face, and alfo 
in the Arms and Legs, which Symptoms doubtleſs aroſe trom 
the Serous filth heap'd together in the Head about the Origines of 
the Nerves; and deeply Imbib'd by them during the fleep, toge- 
ther with the Juice that paſtes in themz and when afterward 


the ſame matter was carryed again by the conveyance of the In- 
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teriour Nerves, into the Plexus's of the Meſentery, and the Loing, 
moſt violent Pains of thoſe parts, and likewiſe Fits as it were 
Hyſterical ſorely infeſted her. oy | 
For thoſe Convulfive Motions of the Face and Members ceaft 
in a ſhort time, yet ſhe continued” ftil! Weak and Infirm, with 
a Pale Countenance, Trembling as ſhe went, and having a mind 
to no Food but ſuch as was improper, and to hot Liquors: a- 
bout the end of the third Month, at which time ſhe uſed con- 
ſtantly to Abort, her Menſes broke forth, which pafſing-from 
her for two or three days together, with pieces of broken Mem- 
branes, ſhe expected the Abortion : But the Flux ceaſing, Pains, 
like thoſe of a perſon in Labour, aroſe in the Abdomen and 
Loins as before, and miſerably tormented her day and night for 
a week: At length having us'd a Bath of Emollient Herbs, and 
then being put to bed to ſweat, ſhe was delfyered of the burthen 
of her Womb: the Conception thus paſſing from her with a 
mighty torture was as a Pea-hens Egg in bigneſs and figure; the 
outward coat of this was ragged and broken; the inward coat 
remaining whole, contained about half a pound of clear Water, 
and nothing elſe : And no rudiments, of a Fztus that was form'd, 
or about to be form'd, did appear: Afterward for four or five days 
the Lochia flowed from her with ſome pieces of Membranes : 
Mean while Pains troubled her with their wonted violence : And 
in regard that after a week was paſt, they did not ceale of their 
own accord, at length remedies were defir'd for appeaſing 
them. 

For this end in the firſt place, Liniments, Fomentations, 
Baths, and Glyſters were frequently adminiſtred : And Medi- 
cines ceanſing the filth of the Womb, on which the cauſe of the 
whole diſtemper was charg'd, were inwardly taken : Upon the 
uſe of the former, ſhort intermiflions of the Pains followed : 
But now and then the affect returned and was mighty tedious:Nay 
and withjn three weeks, the diſeaſe growing much worſe brought 
many other horrible Symptoms along with it : For beſides the 
Pains in the Abdqmen and Loins, which grew daily more vio= 
lent, ſhe was now troubled likewiſe with a great torture in her 
Back, Neck, Shoulder Blades, alſo in the Arms and Leggs, and 
that more ſeverely as often as the grew warm in her Bed : More- 
over ſhe was afflicted with a frequent Giddineſs, a Vomiting 


andNauſcouſneſs,and often in a day with vehementConvulſive Fits, | 


viz- Firſt a great heavy thing ſeeming to Aſcend in the lower 
parts of the Belly, preſently raiſed up the Belly with violence : 
By and by, reſpiration being ſtopt, ſhe became ſenceleſs with a 
Cadaverous aſpect : After that ſhe had lain thus dead, as it were, 
for three or four minutes of an hour, ſhe was wont to ſtart up 
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on a ſudden, that ſhe could ſcarce be kept down or held by 

s preſent : Then followed violent contraCtions and diftpr- 
tions in all the parts of the Mouth and Face, and in all the Mem- 
bers of the Body. Theſe Symptoms were judg'd really Hyſteri- 
cal, becauſe the noble Lady had fo lately Aborted. 

But conſidering all theſe things, I was at length of this opi- 
nion, That the cauſe of both Fits, viz. the Paining, and Convul- 
five, depended wholly on the evil affects of the Brain and Genus 
Nervoſum, without any fault in the Womb, to wit, that the ſharp 
humour heapt together within the Brain, deſcended thence, by 
the paſſages of the Nerves, into parts very remote, and lying in 
the Membranes and Fibres, and fermenting with the humour 
coming to it from the Maſs of Blood, irritated them very much, 
and caus'd violent pains: then afterwards, when the heterogeneous 
and exploſive Particles, admitted into the Brain with that Hu- 
mour, and entring the Ductus's of the Nerves, joyn'd with the 
Spirits, thereupon the Convulfive diſpoſition, now and then break- 
ing forth into violent Fits, was caus«, as it will by and by appear 
more at large. 

Directing my curative intents according to this ZXtiology, I 
ordered the ſick Lady, at the time ſhe was extreamly il!, that 
Blood ſhould be drawn from the Saphzna Vein, That a gentle 
Purge ſhould be given her within two days, and that it ſhould 
be repeated once or twice a Week : Alſo on other days I gave 
her, Morning and Evening, Spirit of Harts-horn ; and at other 
hours, twice or thrice in a day, Powder of Pearl and Crabs-eyes, 
with a Doſe of the following Julape. 

Take Water of Snails, Ma eria Water of Earth-IForms, of each 
three Ounces, Wzter y yas, Lac and of Black-Cherries, of each four 
Ounces; Hyſterich r, en Ounce; Syrup of Coral, an Ounce and 4 
half; Tinfure of Caftoreum, a Dram: mix them. 

She us'd frequently a Bath of freſh Herbs when neceſlity requi- 
red it; ſhe took Opiats always with good ſucceſs: Velicatories 
were applied to the inward part of each Thigh, and to her Neck. 
Moreover Fomentations, Liniments, Glyſters, Far - 28 we 
Sneezing-powders, and many other ways of Adminiſtration were 
preſcrib'd, acc ing to the exigency of Symptoms. 

After this ni...hod of Curing uſed about fourteen days, the no- 
ble Lady, being very much relieved, was wholly without the 
Convulfive Fits; nay, and the pains of the Bowels and Members, 
and other Symptoms, being very much mitigated, gave us a ve- 
ry fair hope of a ſpeedy Recovery; but after this, partly by rea- 
fon of an ill Dyet, to which the Diſcaſed, upon never fo little an 
amendment, always indulg'd herſelf, but eſpecially by reaſon or 


a ſudden paſſion of terrour or ſadneſs, which a ſevere accident 
happer- 
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happening within her own Houſe, had rais'd, falling into a Re- 
lapſe, the Diſeaſe was preſently brought to a much worſe condi- 
tion ; for both the Convulſions, and Pains troubled her in a more 
violent manner, nay, and the Stomach, being ſtirr'd up in a man- 
ner with a continual Vomiting, neither admitted Food nor Me- 
dicines: ſhe took Aſſes Milk for ſome days, with ſome Benefit ; 
yet in regard it turn'd to Choler in ker Stomack, and gave her 
ſome offence, it was ſoon left off. At length, in deſpite of all 
Remedies preſcrib'd with all diligence by the advice of many 
Phyſitians, the noble Patient languiſh't daily more and more, 
and by degrees drew near to Death. Two days before her De- 
ceaſe, the pains of her Belly and Loyns remitted very much, and 
becoming more chearful than her wont, ſhe had ſome hope of 
her Recovery; but in the mean while ſhe complain'd of a pain 
and a mighty oppreſſion of her Head ; and falling into a profound 
Sleep, about the beginning of the Night, upon her awaking, 
ſhe fell into a very horrible Convulſive Fit, which preſently paſt 
into a mortal Apoplexy, for becoming inſenſfible and ſpeechleſs, 
ſhe departed this Life within twelve hours. The Body of this 
perſon being open'd after her Deceaſe, the Womb was found 
wholly without fault, tho* many of the Vi/cera were preternatu- 
rally diſpos'd: in the Meſentery, about the midſt of it, where it 
is fixt to the Back, and contains great Plexus's of the Nerves, a 


lax ſubſtance, and blown np as it were with many Bladders, was . 


ſeen, it equalling a hands breadth in extent : opening this place, 
I found no Humour in it, but only that the Membranes were 
ſeparated from each other, and that nothing was inc]uded in 
the {paces betwixt them but a Wind, which Separations doubt- 
leſs were cauſed by the Convulfions and Exploſions of the Spi- 
rits, ſent from the Head into thoſe Plexus's: and as to thoſe 
pains in the Belly, and the aſcent of the great heavy thing, as 
it were, and the Inflation of the Abdomen in the Convulſive Af- 
fects, it is not to be doubted but the Seat of the morbifick Cauſe 
lay hid in that part of the Meſentery. 

As to the method of Curing to be us'd in the Paſſtons vulgar- 
ly cald Hyſterical, fince the greateſt part of the Symptoms: of 
this Diſeaſe are Convullive, it is thence plain that anticonvulfive 
Remedies, ſuch as above written, are chiefly indicated. Ne- 
vertheleſs, fince theſe Aﬀects very often happen to the Female 
Sex, in Which the Merſes, and other accidents of the Womb, are 
moſt commonly taken in as a part of the Morbifick Cauſe ; there- 
fore Medicines having regard to various diſpoſitions of the 
Womb ought to be added to. the former, and be ſundry ways 
complicated with them. The Therapeutick Indications are et- 
ther Curatory, to be us'd in the Fit, or Preſeryatory, which be- 
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ing proſecuted out of the Fit, remove the cauſe of the Diſeaſe, 
and prevent its Accefſes, As to the former, if the Fit be but 
ſmall, let it paſs off of its own accord, without any farther per- 
turbation of the Spirits ; but if it ſo ſorely prefles that it is need- 
ful to give aid to Nature, as being greatly oppreſt, let this one 
thing be endeavoured, That the Spirits being made free from 
the Embraces of their Heterogeneous Combination, remit- of 
their Diſorders and Exploſions: For this end it is very uſual in 
the firſt place to apply to the Noftrils ſtinking and ſtrong-ſmel- 
ling things, the effluvia's of which repreſs and reduce to order 
the Spirits, which are grown too wild and apt to make exorbi- 
tant efforts, nay and diſcuſs their Heterogeneous Combination, 
and often wholly exterminate it. Aſa Ferida, Caſtoreum, Gal- 
banum, tyed in a fine Linen Cloth, and held to the Noftrils, are 
proper ; alſo the Feathers of Partridges, or old Shoes burnt, or 
Sulphur kindled: moreover the Spirit and Qyl of Soot, or of 
Harts-horn, often give help; tho I have known that theſe kinds 
of Suffumigations have prov'd very offenſive to ſome Women, 
and have encreas'd the Fit ; it's probable that ſometimes they 
irritate the Spirits too much, and force them into greater diſ- 
orders. As ſtinking things held to the Noftrils, ſo the like be- 
ing pour'd into the Mouth, often give help; wherefore we of- 
ten give with good ſucceſs, to Hyiterical perſons, the TincCture 
of Caſtoreum, Solutions of Aſſa Fetida, and of Galbanum, alſo 
+ the Spirits of Harts-horn and of Soot, with appropriated Wa- 
ters. 

Take Spirit of Harts-horn, from twelve drops to fifteen or twenty, 
let them be taken in a little Draught of the following Julape. 

Take Water of Penny-royal and Mugwort, of each four Ounces, Wa- 
ter of Bryony compound, two Ounces; Caſtoreum tyed in 4 Nodulus, 
and hung in the Glaſs, half a Dram ; double refined Sugar, an Oznce ; 
Mix them. 

Take Tinfure of Caſtoreum, from 4 Scruple to half a Dram; let it 
be taken m a little Draught of Small-beer. Take Afla Fertida, 
Galbanum, two Drams ; let them be diſſolved in Spirit of Hin, 
a red Tinfture be extrafted: the Dole is a Scrupie in two or thiQe 
Spoonfuls of Water of Featherfew, Riverius greatly extols that of 
Solenander ; Take Musk,, Dragons-blood, of each a Scruple ; let more 
or leſs be tahen in three or four Ounces of Water of Navews. Jo- 
hannes Anglicus commends the Seeds of Parſnips, or of Columbines 
in Wine, or an appropriated Water, as moſt certain Remedies. It 
the Fit, continuing a long time, renders the Perſon ſenſeleſs, 
or without any Pulte, let ſmart Clyſters, as of the Roots of Br:- 
ony, with Carminatives boil'd with them in Water, be injected ; 
let Frictions be us'd to the Legs and Feet; and if we mult pro- 
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ceed to ſtronger things, let Cupping-glaſſes be applied to the 
Belly or Groitn, nay and let ſneezing be often provok'd: it is 
good for ſome to give them, in the midſt of the Fit, a Draught 
of cold Water, either ſimple, or in which Camphire has burnt. 

The preſervatory Indication comprehends theſe three chief in- 
tents, v:7. Firit,To take away, or to drive to ſome place elſe, the 
impurities of the Blood, which are apt to be diſcharg'd on theBrain 
and Genus Nervoſum. Secondly, To fortifie the Brain, and fo 
ſtrengthen the Spirits in it , that they either admit not at all 
the Heterogeneous Combination, or readily ſhake it off. Third- 
ly, to amend whatſoever is amiſs in the Womb, and contributes 
to the Convyulſive Diſpoſition. 


I. The firft Intention is perform'd by Purging and Bletding, 
and other common ways of Cleanſing and Purging the Blood and 
Humours. If there be room for a Vomit, I Judge we+ muſt al- 
ways begin with that, eſpecially in Cacochymical perſons, or 
ſuch as are troubled with the longing diſeaſe, in whom a migh- 
ty load of Viſcous Phlegm, ſticking in the Folds and Coats of 
the Stomach, hinders the vertues of other Medicines: Within a 
few days after the Vomit, ( unleſs ſomewhat indicates the contra- 
ry, ) let Blood be drawn, in Women of a hot temperament; 
preſently from the Arm, ahd afterward, if need be, from the 
Foot; or from the Veins of the Fundarment, by Leeches ; but 
in Bodies troubled with obſtructions and leſs hot, let Blood be 


drawn more ſparingly and rarely, and only in places ſeated below - 


the Womb, After theſe evacuations ( provided always that they 
are indicated.) being duly perform'd, let a Purge be given once 
within ſix or ſeven days according to the forms following. 

Take Pil. Fetide Majores a Dram and a half, Reſin of Jalap 
twelve Grains, Tartar Vitrioluted, Caſtoreum of each a Seruple, Amme- 
niacum diſſolved in Hyſterich, Water what ſuffices , make twelve Pills 
for three Doſes. (Or ) | 

Take Rofin of Falap eighteen Grains,Calomelanos a Dram,Caſtoreun 
4 Scruple, make a Powder, divide it into three parts for three 
Doſes, give it in the Pap of a boil'd Aple, or in Conſerve of Borage : 
To perſons of a Hot temperament a doſe of our Extratt, or Looſming 
Syrup may be properly given: For the revulfhon of the Morbifick mat- 
ter from the Head an Iflue in the Leg, or Thigh, and ſomtimes 
Veſicatories , Ligatures and Painful Frictions are wotit to be 
usd. Nor muſt we only have regard here to the cleanſing of 
the Blood, and to the Revulſion of its ſuperfluous Dreggs from 
the Head, but likewiſe to the alteration of its Liquor, and the 
reducing of it to its due Crafis: Wherefore in certain Hyſterical 
perſons Chalybeats prove beneficial, in others Mineral Waters Or 
Whey s 
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Whey, in-ſome the uſe of Hot Baths are wont to do mighty 


. 2. Theſecond. intention, viz. the rectifying of the,Brain, "and 
of the Animal Spirits, is perferm'd by Cephalick and Particularly 
by Anticonvulſive Medicines, and let them -be- carefully given. al- 
moſt every day when there is no Purging, or Bleeding: There 
being various kinds and ways .of Adminiſtration of ſuch Medi-

3. Asto the third intent, which putting a ſtop to the difor- 


ders of the Womb, advances the Cure ot the Hyſterick affect : © 


I fay inthe firit place that what was formerly believ'd concerning 
the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe, and the Scope of Cuting it, v1x- That 
the Womb did Aſcend, and therefore that it ought to be reſtor'd 
to its due place, is altogether Fictitious, as we have ſhewn elſe- 
* Where: The deſcent, or falling forth of the Womb often hap- 
pens, but this ſeldom or never produces Hyſterical affects: More- 
over a Diſlocation of the Womb ſometimes happens to Child- 
' bearing Women preſently after Child-birth, vi. When 
the body of the Womb being enlarged and newly emptied, 
does not ſettle in a right place within its Cavity, but leans high, 
ſometimes to the right fade of it,ſometimes to the left,and there be- 
ing Conttring'd like a Purſe 1s folded up ina great Lump, which 
Lump lying a long time in the fide of the Inguen, is wont to Caufe 
ſuſpicion of another Fcetus, or of the after Birth being left be- 
hind, oralſo of a Scirrhous Tumour there Growing but atterward, 
when upon the Lochia's paſſing away freely, the Womb is re- 
duc't to its due magnitude, that Tumour vanithes by degrees: 
And whilſt it continues there, unleſs haply the Lochia are there- 
by ſtop't, it does not cauſe Hyſterick Paflions : For the quick re- 
ducing of this part to its dne poſition, Fomentations, Liniments, 
and Phaiſters contribute much: But very often that Symptom 
paſſes away of its own accord without any farther offence : 
We have fhewn elſewhere ex profeſſo to what affects elſe the 
Womb is obnoxious after Child-birth, and with what methods 
of Phyfick we muſt obviate them: As to the other Diftempers of 
this part, which happen to other Women, v:z. to ſuch as do not 
Bear. Children 3 we obſerve thoſe chiefly to be either a Diſeaſe of 
the Womb caus'd by a Solution of contimuity, which -is either 
aTumounr or an Ulcer; or to be a Stoprage of ſome uſual Excre- 
tion, v:z. either of the Sanguis Menſtruns, or of the Fluor albus, 
or of the Seminal Huinourz by reawvn of the Menſes retain d 
the Heterogeneous particles heing often diſcharged on the o_ 
Cave 
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Cauſe Convalfive Paſſions: In like manner when the White Hu- 


mour is ſtop't the Excrementitious Matter being. drank in again 
by the Blood is delivered to the Brain and Genus punks ay 
Moreover when a wonted evacuation of the. Seed is ſtop't, the 
ſuperfluities of the Nervous Humour Regurgitate into the 
Brain, and infeCt the. Spitits in it with a Morbifizk and Exploſive 
Tinfture. It will not be neceſſary for us to diſ-ourſe particular- 
ly and at large on theſe particular affects of the Womb, but to

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CHAP. IX. 


Of Aﬀects vulgarly calbd Hypochondriacal, which are 
ſhewn to be for the greateſt part Convulſroe, aud 
by the by of Chalybeate Medicines. 


S we haveſhewn befgre that the Paſſions vulgarly call'd 
A Hyſterical do not any proceed from the Womb, but 
oftner from the Head's being affected : So though it has 
been vulgarly held that the affects call'd Hypochondriacal are 
caus'd for the moſt part by Vapours ariſing from the Spleen, and 
running hither and thither; yet in truth thoſe diſtempers are for 
the greateſt part Convulſions and ContraCtions of the Nervqys 
parts 3 which may better appear after we have conſidered &þ 
Symptoms, 

As to the affects therefore which are vulgasly call dHypochon= 
driacal it is to be obſerved that they chiefly happen to perſons of a 
Melancholick ConKitution, with a wan aſpect and a thin habit of 
body: It is ſeldom that that Diſeaſe troubles perſons who are 
well in fleſh, and have a florid, or alſo an over Phlegmatick 
countenance : About the time that perſons come to a ſet age it 
diſcovers itſelf with manifeſt figns; Men are found to be more 
frequently obnoxious to this than Women, in both being become 
habitual it is cur'd with great difficulty, or ſcarce at all; in Wo- 
men by reaſon of their weaker Conſtitution, it is attended with 
far more Convullfive affects : Wherefore it is commonly faid 
this Sex, that the Hyſterick affect is joyn'd to the Hypo- 
chondriacal, | 
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- The Symptoms which are accounted as belonging. to this Dif. 
Eaſe are commonly very 'many, and of a differing Nature, nor 
have they in all alike Origine, or the ſame mutual; dependance 
on'each other : For we (ce that in theſe the Viſcera of the Belly, 
it thoſe the -Przcordia, in others the Confines of the Brain: are 
moſt affected: In a great many,but-not in.all, the Stomach much 
Labours; as to appetite it has often too 'much of it, but is pre» 
ſently oppreſt by what is taken into itzand when the food through 
ſlowneſs of Concodtion tarries a long time in it, the Saline. par- 
ticles of it being rais'd to a ſtate of flowing, pervert the whole 
maſs of the Chyte into a Pap, ſometimes Acid or Auitere, ſome- 
times Salt or Tart: Hence a Cardialgia, a mighty ſtore- of 
Flatus's, a Rumbling, and a frequent Vomiting enſue ;_ and be- 
cauſe through a defect of aPneumatofis theChyme is not volatilis'd 
throughout, and carryed forth, but- a Maſs of Viſcous Matter, 
ſticking to the Coats of 'the Stomach is left behind, an almoſt 
continual Spitting moleſts them, a diftention in the left Hypo- 
chondre and often there and under theYentricle a violent beating 
is felt, and there. pains every+ where ariſe; which ſhoot here: 
and. there at random, and miſerably. torture the: perſon with a 
certain-pungent Pain for -many hours. Mean while, from the 
ContraCtions: of the- Membranes and the' FluEtuation of the 
Flatus's thence rais'd, Croakings and Rumblings are product: So 
in the Thorax there is often a great Straitneſs and Conttrictian, 
ſo that the Breathing becomes difficult-and painful upon any mo- 
tion;nay farther, in ſome very terrible Aftmatick Fits ſupervene? 
Moreover the diſeas'd are wont to.comptain of a Trembling and 
p4pitation of the heart, with a mighty appteſſion of the lame, 
allo frequent Failings of the Spirits, and danger of Swooning 
come upon them, that the diſeated always think Death at hand: 
al yy Region-about the Membranes, and eſpecially the Mediafti- 
na, : an-acute Pain, which one while 'is'determin'd in'one part, 
another while js extended to the Shoulder, is a familiar, Symp- 
tom of this Diſeaſe * Byt in the Head an Iliad of Evils. for the 
molt part troubles Hypochondriacal perſons, to wit, moſt violent. 
Pains Periodically returning arife ; alfo'Stotomia's, frequent Gid- 
dineſs, Obſtinate Watchitigs, a Fervency and a moſt troubleſome. 
Fuctuation of thonghts, inconſtancy of mind, a diſturb'd' fan- 
cy," &dreat and fafpicion'of every thing, an Imaginary being Afr 
feed with Diſeaſes; of which they are. free, and many. other 
diſttgQions of the Spirits, nay. ſometimes Melancholy, and'a 
Martia accompany this Sicknefs : Beſides theſe interiour Regions 
of the Body being befet with this Difeaſe 3 wandring Pains, al- 
ſo:Cramps and Numbneſſes with a fenſe of Formication ſeiſe like- 
wiſe almoſt all-the outward parts : Night Sweats, FRG .-; | 
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are chiefly theſe following, 
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Blood in the Face and Palms of the Hands,. Fever of - uncertain 
teturns,, and many other Symptoms of: an. incertain Origine-on: 
all hands ariſe, of which in rogpry, I has not. been, eaſy'to affign 
the Genuine cauſes, and ways of their coming to Pals, TR 
have charg'd; (though uvjuſtly) all, the, blame. ap the Spleen. ; In 
the mean while it is,to be abſerv'd. that the, chief Symptoms, of 
this diſtemper are canvulfye and, depend, immediatly - upon; the 
Irregularities of. the. Animal Spirits, and. Nervous: Jaice, rather 
___ the Dyſcrafies. of the Viſcera that ſeave for Cons 
coction. 

As a great many-have aſcribed, this valetudjoary diſpoſition to 
the only fault of the. Spleen :: Sa athers making all. the- confines. 
of this. Entral a. party in the fault; will bave theRBlood lyingin-any: 
part.ſoever of, the Veſſels of the:Spleen andEpigaſtcick Region to: 
give:the Oxigine:to: this. evil, But the, renowned. Highmore has 
charg'd the chief cauſe of this Diſeaſe wholly. on the taulty;Con-« 
ftitution of the Stomach. 

Concerning, this.opinion, though I ſo; far agree. With: this fa- 
maus Author, that L may grant the Yeptricleto.be. oftem greatiy 
diſtetnper'd in this affect : Yet I canvot be. brought; to: think 
that all the. Symptoms of thetypochondriacal Diſcaſe depend one 
ly-on-the Ill, cotiftitution of the Ventricle,. for. I have: known 
many (orely afflicted; with that Diſtemper, whoſe Stomachs were 
well enough ;. and Thave known gthers. who through anil dyet 
hare, brought their Stomachs to. be greatly Diſtempered, yet, as 
ro, the Precardia and Animal Faculties being ſound-caough; they 
were not atall accounted Hypachondriacal. 

As to what the Spleen contributes to this Diſeaſe, Dr. Bl/:s 
firſt curiouſly obſerving the uſe of this. part, ta wit that from 
the Blood brought to it from the Arteries, a certain Dreggy Por» 
tion, vzz. conhiting of an Earthly matter and a Fixt Salt, is de- 
pas'd in this Entral, which being there exalted. as it were by Dt 
geſtion, and rais'd to the nature of a; Ferment,. is- again cor 
mitted ta the Blood as it paſfles, back by. the Veins, which in- 
ſpires it with a. certain Fermentation, and performs the ſame 
thing: as to its Pueuaztofes , as. our common Leaven;does when 
mixt ina Maſs of Mea}, fa that aa the Leaven inables- the 
ſluggiſh parts in.the,-Bread for. Motion, ſo:the Ferment' of this 
Entral raiſes the fluggiſh Particles of the. Blood-to a-ftate of 
ativity. And ſecandly conſidering the intimate communication 
betwixt the Brain and the Spleen.by the means of. the Nerves, of 
which there are a world of Plexus's and Fibres arifing from them 
in this part ; he ſays that the ways of affecting with which. the 
Spleen being_-evil diſpgs:d, produces, or at leaftwi® contributes 
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Viz. Firſt it fometimes happens that the ſpongy ſubſtance of 
the Spleen is very much ſtuff't and obſtructed by the Fxces of 
the Blood ſticking too much in its Pores and there Stagnating, 
ſo that afterward it does not admit into it the Dreggs of the 
Maſs of Blood as much as it ongbt , but the ſame being brought 
thither, but not receiv'd, Regurgitate into the neighbouring 
Branches of the Czliack Artery, whence preſently they are 
convex d into the Membranes of the Ventricle, the Caul and Me- 
ſentery, and other neighbouring parts, and are wont to ſtick in 
them, hence the Tone of thoſe Viſcera is fo much perverted, 
that they cannot rightly execue' their due FunCtions in order to. 
the ConcoCtion of the Chyle, and the Circumjacent Mem- 
branes,being very much fil'd with Heterogeneous and Irritative 
Particles, become mightily obnoxious to Convulfions arifing here 
and there, to running Pains, ContraCtions, Diftentions and a 
multitude of Flatus's, | | | 


2. Though the Slpeen ſhould receive freely enough the Me- 
lancholy Juice brought by it from the Blood to the Arteries, yet 
often it does not duly ConcoCt the ſame, but the ſalt being very 
much exalted, perverts it into a humour too Sharp, or Auſtere, 
or faulty ſome other way ; wherewith when the whole Maſs of 
Blood, and the ſtock of Nutritive Juice contained in it, are in- - 
fected, the fruits of a Hypochondriacal ſeed difplay' themſelves 
throughout the whole body ; the Blood boiling more then 
it ought, is driven violently into certain parts, and at the ſame 
time in others it is apt to ſtagnate : Hence ſome preſently up- 
on eating have Fluſhings in the Face, the palms of their hands 
burn, &c. In ſome again running pains with a Pricking happen 
n many parts of the Body. ' 


3. From the Blood thns depray'd through the fault of the 
Spleen, a prejudice alſo is often brought on the Animal functi- 
on, the Heterogeneous and Convulfive particles being often dif- 
charged on the Brain and Genus Nervoſum, hence perſons are 
troubled with fancies and thoughts, with Giddiffefs* Scotomia's, 
Head-aches, and often Paralitick affe&ts. Then as the 'Morbifick 
matter paſſes from the Brain into the Genus Nervoſum, Convul- 
five affects are raiſed in many parts of the Body, but chiefly a- 
bout the Precordia, and Viſcera.of theBelly, the Spirits that are 
in the Nerves which regard thoſe parts being greatly troubled 
by the paſſions of the mind, | | | 


4. It is alſo very probable that the Nervous Fibres ( whereof 
there are a world diſperſt through the Spleen, ſometimes receive 
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into them its moſt Sharp Juice, which creeping up the Paſſages 
of the Nerves, often is the cauſe of Convulfive Motions 2 And 
there being an intimate commerce betwixt the Spleen and 
the Brain , we judge that befides the long way of the Blood, 
they have a nearer way of communication by the Nerves of the 
Par Vagum and Intercoftale by which they mutually affet each o< 
ther ; {o that ſometimes the Melancholy being diſturb'd in the 


Spleen, conveys thence the pafſion to the Brain, whence diſor. 


derly and Hypochondriacal fancies happen: And on the contrary, 
when a violent Paſſion of the mind, occaſionally rais'd within 
the Brain, troubles the Spirits refiding in it, the impreſſion 
given the fancy, 1s convey'd to the ſpleen by the courſe and 
{ucceflive affet of the Spirits, lying within the Nerves of the 
Per Vagum and Interceftale; whence many diſturbances are cauſ- 
edin that Entral and in'the parts adjacent. I ſhall now give an 
inſtance of a perſon troubled with theHypochondriacal affect. 

An honourable perſon of a Melancholick temperament, and al- 
ways accounted to be troubled with the Spleen, complained very 
much of a Pain and Inflation of the left Hypochondre, with a 
frequent Rumbling, and a Sour Belching, alſo a Trembling 
of the Heart, a continual Giddineſs, a want of Sleep, and a 
Troubled Fancy; about the thirty fifth year of his Age, the Diſ- 
eaſe growing worſe, he began to get Sleep with difficulty, or 
very {eldom by night, and fo in the day time to be troubled with 
a Fervency and Inconſtancy of thoughts, to be ſuſpicious of all 
things and perſons, and to be Scar'd at every thing that came 
in his way z the Przcordia ſeem'd to be very much Conftring'd 
and Straitn'd, and to fall in, as though the Heart it ſelf were de- 
preſt into the Belly, which Symptom preſſing him he became 
very fad, and dejected in mind : Yet afterward, thoſe affects of 
the mind remitting, he plainly felt at once beth the heart to 
be alittle rais'd, and the Przcordia to be Relax't and Dilated : 
Moreover he had very frequently Pains and ContraCtions vyari- 
ouſly rais'd about the Muſcles of the Viſcera and Membranes, 
and pafling from one place to another. 

He us'd a great many Remedies and Phyſical Adminiſtrations 
a long time for the Cure of this Aﬀect, but without any great 
good ; at length, being ſomewhat relieved by the uſe of Mineral 
Waters; and afterwards growing better by degrees, he became 
free from thoſe ſevere Symptoms, tho' he Mill continues obnoxi» 
ous to the Hypochondriacal Aﬀect. 

The Therapeutick Method to be us'd againſt Hypochondriacal 
Aﬀects, requires chiefly theſe four general Indications, viz. Firſt, 
that the Impediments of the Cure be remov'd, which intention 
chiefly regards the cleanſing and keeping of the firft Paſlages. Se- 

condly . 
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condly, We itiuft endeavour to corre@& the ObſtruQtions or other 
Uiforders of the Spleen. Thirdly, we muſt ſee that the excrementi. 
tious 'Dregs of the Maſs of Blood be Purg'd forth, and that its 
due Crafis be reſtofed. Fourthly, that the Irregularities of the 
Brain and Gexus Nervoſum, and alſo of the Humour and Spirits 
"refiding"tn"them, contracted through the fault of the Blood and 
*$pleten, be' amended or aboliſh't. Since we-mulſt drive at many 
"of theſe Tnterits together, or at all of them, let fit Seaſons:be 
:Thoſen, in Which we may ſatisfie each of theſe putpoſes without 
any prejudice to, or negleCt of the Reſt. 


4. As to thefirſt Indication, fince a great 'Mafs of crude or 
-aduft matter is wont to be heapt together in the ficit paſſages, 
and'fince the Tone of the Stomack uſes to be weaken'd, and its 
Ferment to be variouſly perverted, let-us ſeaſonably obviate theſe 
Evils of each kind with-fit Remedies; therefore tmild and, gentle 
Evacuations, both by Vomit, if it comes eaſily, and by Seige, ought 
to'be given. I adviſe thoſe whoſe Stomack eafily diſcharges its 
Contents upwards, 'that once in a .Month, by taking-the Liquor 
of Squilts, or Salt of Vitriol, and-drinking, good ſtore of Poflet- 
dcink, or warm Water, they cauſe themſelves-to Vowit ſeveral 
times: In the interval of time, let a gentle-Purge, and only le- 
nitive, be often} given. For this end the Poul. Tartaree Bontit, 
or Stomac. cum Gummis, or our Solutive Pills, may be -uſed. . 

Take of the 'beſt Serina, an Ounce; Rhubarb, fix Draws; Epi- 
#hymum, three Drams; Tellow-Saunders, two Drams; Salt of Morm- 
wood, two Drams ; Caltick: (pike, a Dram : being , ſliced and bruiſed, 
let them digeſt in WWhite-wine and Fumitory-water, of each ten 
Ormces, "ug tiventy four hours, let the clear ſtr aining evaporate by 
a gentt: Bath-heat to the conſiſtency of an Extradt, addiyg toward the 
end, Powder of Senna, Rhubarb, and Cream 'of Tartar, of each two 
Drams ; let them be bruiſed together in a Glaſs Mortar, and reduced 
to a Conſiſtency for Pillt. The Doſe # from half a Dram to two Seru» 
ples or a Dram. i | Þ Eo ts | 

The Remedies that regard the Tone arid Ferment of the Sto- 
mach, fince'they are manifold, and of divers kinds, let fuch as are 
moftproper for the Conſtitution of cach Stomach be chaſen; for 
with one Perſon bitter things, . with another Salt, with others 
ſharp, or haply ſinart things, beft agree. , Of the number of theſe 
Medicines (Which are vulgarly called Digeſtives) are Elsxir Pro- 

Prietatis, Tinflura Sacra, the Compound Powder of Aron Rooss, Salt 
of Warmwood, Cream of Tartar, Tartar Vitriolae, .Vitriol of Mars, 
with many others. Beſides theſe inward Remedies, outward applie. 
cations alſo often give help: For to aStomach ill diſpos'd a fomen= 
tation of White Wine with Wortawood, Centory and other bitter, 
Plants 
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Plants boil'd in it ; alſo Liniments or Plaiſters often give relief, 
of which it will not be needful to diſcourſe particularly, and to 
preſcribe forms of thoſe Medicines, 


i 2, The Indication that undertakes to amend the Faults of the 
Spleen, ( whether the ſame be an Obſtruction, or a Tumour or 
Pain, or a fimple Dyſcraſy ) is wont to be perform'd, or at leaft- 
wiſe attempted by Remedies both inward and outward ; thoſe that 
zre of the tormer kind are coincident with thofe that are indicated! 
in the third place, (towit, with which the purifying of the Blood 
is intended) tor fince the chief, or in a manner all of that. which is' 
brought into or carried out of the Spleen,is by the conveyance of 
the Blood, the Irregularities, both of the blood's Latex, and of that 
Entral, ought to be cured by an affociated Operation, the vertues 
of the Medicines being joyn'd together ; and we ſhall preſently 
ſhew after what manner : meanwhile ſome outward applications, 
in the form of a Plaiſter or Liniment,or Fomentationghave a more 
near and immediate regard to the body of the Spleen,and conges bt 
a mighty relief, viz. in as much as they diſcuſs the Tumours,reftore. 
to Circulation the melancholy Filth there ſtagnating, nay and 2p- 
peaſe and reſtrain the Corrugatious and Convulfive Aﬀects of the 
Fibres. There is a mighty ſtore of theſe outward Medicaments 
to be found every where amongft Authors, the choice of which, 
in regard it ought to be ordered according to the various paf- 
ſi»ns of the. Spleen, and the differing Conſt 

it will not be expedient in this place to deliver particular forms 
of them. 

3. The Remedies indicated in the third place, v4. ſuch as take 
away. the Dyſcrafies of the Blood, contracted by the Spleen, and 
withal cleanſe the primary taint of the Spleen, are manifold, and 
of a differing kind and condition ; the choice of which ought to 
be made .according to the various taint of this and of the 
other. Of theſe ſome are more compounded, to be prepared ace 
cording to the preſcript of a Phyſician, as EleCtuaries, Powder 
Apozems, TinCtures, Infufions, and the like : others are more 
imple, as Whey, Aﬀes Milk, Spaws, and hot Bath Waters. 

- There are two chief Caſes of fick perions, in which Magi- 
ſterial Remedies ought to be accommodated. according to their 
ſtrength and qualities, v3, either the Blood is thick, coldiſh, and 
earthy, with an ObſtruCtion of the Spleen, .which requires bot 
fermenting, and eſpecially chalybeat Medicines; or the Blood be- 
ing manifeſtiy aduſt, and intenſely hot, ferments above meaſure, 
and withal theHypochondres are in a.great trouble, and theBlood 
and Vapours boyl in them, in _— {tate only temperate Reine- 

dies 


itutions of Patients, 
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Cies are indicated, for appeaſivg the fervency and immoderateFer. 
mentation of the humours, where Chalybeats are altogether to 
be ſhun'd. 

When therefore to a cold Stomach cold Dyſcraſies allo of the 
Blood and Spleen are joyn'd, I uſe to preſcribe according to the 
tollowing forms, 

Take Troches of Rhubarb, Powder of Aron Roots, IVinters bark, of 
each two Drams; Roots of Virginia Serpeiitary, Contrayerva, Diatrim 
Santalon, Crab-ees, of each a Dram ; Extratt of Gentian and Cen- 
tory, of each a Dram and a half; Ammoniacum diſſelved in Water 
of Earth-worms, what ſuffices ; make a Maſs for Pills : let four Pills 
be taken in the Morning, and at four a Clock in the Afternoon, drink- 
ing after it 4 little Draught of Waormwood or Chalvveat Wine, with 
a moderate Exerciſe. 

Take Conſerve of the Tellow Coats of Oranges and Lemons, of each 
M>ree Onnces 3; Myrobalanes Condited, in numvuer two; Species Aro- 
matics Roſatr, Winters bark, of each two Drams ; Salt of Wormwood, 
7199 Drams ; Vitriol of Mars, a Dram (or Steel prepar'd, three Dram) 
with a ſufficient quantity of the Juice of Citron-Pills makg an Ele- 
auary; let it be taken twice a day, drinking after it a Draught «f 
H/ormwood-wine, or of Wine in which the Bark or Flawers of Tamarik 
are infus'd. 

To thoſe that like none but nice Medicines, and in a ſmall 
quantity, you may properly give the Tin&ures of Antimony,of Coral, 
alſo of Steel! prepar d with Spirit of Wine, ( the Body being firſt open'd 
by fit Menſtiruums, and brought to a Calx ) nay, and I have known 
that Spirit of Soot, alſo of Blood or of Harts-horn, taken twice a day, to 
gwelve drops, more or leſs, in an appropriated Liquor, have froved 
#19 hty beneficral, above any other Medicines. Again, the affiduous 
drinking of Coffee, and of Tea, has done fome very much good. 
But if a Fervency and over-great Fermentation of the Blood 
be joyn'd tothe Hypochondriacal Aﬀect, with a fervent heat of the 
Spleen ,and a reſtleſneſs of mind. : 

Taxe Coniſerve of Hzps, fix Ounces, (or of Flotvers of Tamarisk, 
' and Leaves of TWood-ſorre!, of each three Ounces ) Species Diarrhc- 
don Abbatis, the Confeion of Alkermes, of each a Dram ; Ivory 
Powdered, a Dram ard a half; Pearl, half a Dram ; Salt of Tamaris 
and of Wormmwood, of each a Dram; with a ſufficient quantity of 
Syrup of the Juice of Citrons, or of Clove Gilliflowers : Make an 
Opiate ; let the quantity of a Nutmeg be taken twice a day. 

Take Ivory Powdered, two Drams ; Pearl powdered, a Dram, Species 
Diatrhodon Abbatis, and Diamargariti frigidi, of each a Dram and 
4 half; make a ſubtle Powder ; add of double refined Sugar diſſolved 
in Baulm Water ard boiled to a Conſiſtency for Tablets, ſix Ounces, 


"Make Tablets according to Art : Take from a Dram and a half to two 
Dr ami, 
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Drams twice a day. Or toother Medicines of the like kind let the 
uſe of Spaw-waters be joyn'd, which indeed in either, nay in any 
caſes of Hypochondriack Melancholy, are in a manner always 
taken with good Succeſs. For want of theſe Waters, let our 
Artificial Spaw Waters be taken-in their ſtead: nay, and let Whey, 
and if there be a confiderable Atrophia, let 4ſes Mik be daily 
taken. | 

Befides theſe inward Remedies, and the other. outward Aps» 
plications above mentioned, let Bleeding or Drawing of Blood 
from the Veſſels of the Fundament by Leeches, be frequently 
uſed, nay, and it is proper ſometimes, according to the Preſcripts 
of the Antients, to open the Salvatella Vein, Moreover Cauteries 
and Iſſues, which continually derive forth the' Recrements of the 
aduſt Blood, and diſcharge them by. little and little, are wont 
to do good to all. 


4- The Fourth Indication, having regard to the Aﬀects, or 
Convulfive Symptoms of the Brain, and Gexus Nervoſum, which 
enſue upon the former, is ſeldom put in practice by it ſelf, and 
apart from the others, but the Remedies appointed for this end 
are complicated with thoſe above written. Liquors endowed 
with a volatile or Armoniack Salt, as Spirit of Harts-horn, 
of Soot, are very proper for this intent, and often likewiſe for 
the others, even now mentioned : Wherefore let ſuch Remedies, 
unleſs ſomewhat indicates the contrary , be daily given at a 
ſeaſonable hour : Moreover, when, the Spaw Waters are Drunk, 
let Tablets or Pills, ſuch as are above preſcribd for Convulfive 
Aﬀects, be taken at leaft twice a day. In a frequent giddineſs, 
and Scotomza, alſo in Paſians of the Heart, Faintings of the Spi- 
rits, with a fear, and a dread, as it were, of preſent Death, I b: ve 
known a mighty Cure often performed by the uſe of Chableat 
Medicines. 
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Que is here made of Chahbeate Medicines, it ſeems 
expedient to enquire into the various Preparations of them, 
and conſequently into the divers forts of Aﬀects which they are 
wont to"p#odute in the Body of Man, that hence it may appeat 
by. what means, -and on: what accounts, theſe or other Preparati- 
ons of kron- mightily benefit ſome Hypochondriacal perſ6ns, and 
very much-injure- others. ' | Ft 

Steel or Iron conſiſts chiefly of Salt, Sulphur, and Earth; it 
has very little of Spirit and Water ; and the Particles of the 
former Elements, eſpecially the Sulphureous and Saline, in the 
mixt, combin'd together with the Earth; remain wholly fixt and 
without Action ; -but being looſed, and divided from eachother, 
they have'a very efficacious Energy. x 

The-foreſaid Particles are diffolv'd and ſet at Liberty for Acti- 
on two ways, viz. either by Art, when Medicines are prepared, or 
Dy A after they are inwardly taken. We ſhall conſider 

otn. 


1. The Filing of Iron mwardly taken is diffolved by the Fer- 
ment of the Stomach, as by an acid Menſtruum ; and upon the 
Iron's being diflolved within the Viſcera of ConcoCtion, the aCtive 
Particles, both Sulphureous and Saline, plentifully diſplay them- 
ſelves, and/mixing with the nutritive Juice, are carried into the 
Blood; and as they are ofa differing virtue, often both of them, 
as it were by joint Forces, conſpire for the good of the Diſeaſed. 
The Sulphareous Corpuſcles, pafling into the Blood, furniſh it 
with a'new'and more plentiful ftock of Sulphur, fo that its Mals, 
if it were before depanperated and effzte, ferments more (prightly 
within its Veſſels, and being more kindled in the Heart, a:quires 
a Keat more intenſe, and a deeper colour. Thus many toubled 
with a Leucophlegmatia, and the longing Diſeaſe, whoſe Coun- 
tenance is pale, and whoſe Blood is cold and watery, after the 
uſe of Steel-ſoon become of a more florid Aſpect, the Blood being 
given a more intenſe Tincture and Heat. Again, upon the Filing 
of Iron being diſſolved in the Stomach, the Saline Particles alfo 
ae diſplayed, and often produce good effects, both in the ſolid 
parts and the Humovrs ; for being of a vitriolick and ſtiptick 
nature, they aſtringe and corroborate the over Lax and weaken'd 
Fihres of the Viſcera, and fo reſtore their broken Tone: More- 
over they ſtop the Impetus of the Blood, repreſs its over _— 
an 
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and riſing to a Froth,.and keep-it in an Circulation. : And 
again, ( which is their greateſt Virtue) they Mtraiten and cloſe the- 
over lax, open, and gaping Mouths of the Arteries ſo that neither - 
the Serum nor bloody Latex may diftil forth, or break off the-. 
thread of Circulationz Wherefore in Dropfies and Hzmorrhagies 
Remedies: endued with the Saline Particles'of-Iron are of rote 
bleuſe and efficacy ; for. many Diſeaſes proceed from this 
That the little ouins of the Arteries being: too open, and the . 
Interftices of the Veſlels being become! too :1ax, the Serum or. 
bloody Latex breaks forth.;, which kind of Aﬀects are oftentimes 
cured by the Vitriolick © Particles of Steel, they c 2m; 
and corroborating the: Blood-Veſſela and the Nervous Fibres. 
After this manner. . the Filing of Steel inwardly taken' ſeems: 
at.the ſame time to put; Spurs to, and- check: the Blood z hut - 
in regard that this Medicine is much more powerful in inftigating- 
than reſtraining, therefore it ought to be. given only to: thote 
whoſe Blood is very thick and cold, as to Rufticks and very-Ro- » 
buſt perſons: It is not proper in a very hot andſpirituous Blood, 
and in, hot Bowels. Moreover in perſons-of a delicate and tender 
Conſtitution there is danger left (mall Portions of Steel, when + 
they-are not able to be diſſolved, are thrown on- the Membranes - 
of the Viſcera, and ſticking  pertivaciouſly to-thern, cauſe Ulcers 
and mortal Gripes, which I have really known to have fome- : 
times happen d. 


2. After the Filing of Iron, the next way of preparing it is 
by Calcining it with Sulphur, and reducing it to a Powder 5 in 
which Preparation of it, ſome of the Sulphureous Particles exhale: 
In the mean time the Saline Particles ſeem to be encreaſed; new 
ones accruing to them: trom the burning Sulphur, fo that the: 
ative Particles of both kinds, viz. the Sulphureous and Saline, 
come near to an Aquilihrium; and fince by this means this Medi- 
cine, the Texture of the Metal being loofened, may te brought to 
a very fine Powder, it becomes. of a much more excellent uſe than 
the Filing of Iron. In many caſes, where Steel ought not to be 
given in ſubſtance, as in a Cachexia, the longing Diſeaſe, and the 
like, itis proper to ule this Medicine. 


3. In the third place follows the Preparation of Steel with 
Vinegar, ſprinkling the Filings of Steel with Vinegar, and drying 
it till it may be reduced into an impalpable Powder. In this 
Preparation the greateſt: part of the Sulphureous Particles eva- 
porate, and the Saline are niuch encreafed by reaſon of others 
accruing to them from-the Vinegar. This Powder does little in 
opening the Obſtructions of the Viſcera, or in reſtoring the Fer- 
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ment of the Blood; nevertheleſs in a hot Conſtitution, in Hx- 
morthagies, and in the Hypochondriacal affect it is wont to 


be” given With greater ſucceſs, than the foregoing Pre- 
parations. 


-4 The ruſt of Iron follows, in which there being but few 
Sulphury Particles, it does not ſo powerfully Ferment the Blood, 
or open the obſtructions of the Viſcera, as Steel prepar'd with 
Sulphur, neverthele\s in Hot dyſcrafies of the parts or humours, it 
Epregiouſly performs the Intents '' required from a Chaly- 
beate Medicine. | 

In this Claffis our preparation of Steel is juftly plac't, in which 
all the Particles of the Metal being freed from the Bond of Mix- 
ture, are contained together : Which alſo (the Concrete being. 
firſt reduc't to a Powder) are immediatly diflolv'd in any Latex;,or 
Menftruum. This Powder inwardly taken excels in the ſame ver- 
tne, as Steel Calcin'd with Sulphur z5 But to the Menſtruum or 
Liquorin which it is diffolv'd, it Communicates chiefly and in 
a manner only the Saline or Vitriolick Partieles, the Sulphure- 
ous flying away, and the Earthly Particles ſubſiding in the bot- 
toms: Infe togive common Water impregnated with this difſo- 
lation inſtead of Natural Spaw Waters, ina great quantity 3 And 


- often with excellent Succeſs : Moreover I make Medicinal Wine, 


Beer, Cider, Whey, and other Liquours by diffolving this Powder 
in them, and order them to be taken for various Phyſical intents. 
So fat of preparations of Iron in which theElementaryParticles of 
each kind, though in a various proportion are comprehended: 
There remain others in which the Particles in a manner only of 
one kind, viz. the Saline or Earthy are left, the reſt for the 
greateſt part being driven away, of which kind chiefly are Vi- 
triol of Mars, Salt of Steel, and Crocus Marti. 


5. Salt of Steel prepar'd as you may find here in Dr. Fills, has 

a $Sweetiſh Taſt with ſomewhat of a Rough Stiptickneſs, and ſo 
much partakes of a Vitriolick nature, that it ſeems not much to 
differ from Green Copperas : Taken inwardly as a Medicine 'it 
ſomewhat ferments the Humours, and powerfully conſtringes 
the Nervous Fibres : In Cold and Phlegmatick Cachexia's, be- 
cauſe no Particles of Sulphur are exerted, this Medicine is not 
proper. It is often given with ſucceſs either by it ſelf,or mixt with 
other Medicines asa Spur, in Hot Dyſcrafies of the Viſcera, with 
a predominancy of aduſt Sulphur, alſo: in Flitting, Scorbutical, 
and Irregular Boylings of the Blood, and Nervous Porn. Not- 
withſtanding in tender Conſtitutions there is danger leſt through 
| wet - *

its acrimony, and too great conftriction, the Tone of the Sto” 
mach, and the Fibres be injur'd. 


6. In the laſt place comes the aſtringent Crocus Martis, pre- 
pard by long Calcination in the Fire : This Medicine 
is of egregious uſe in ſome caſes, and yields to none 
of the Chalybeats. viz. in every Extravaſating; and tov 
great Eruption of the Blood and Serum, as in inward, and out- 
ward Hzmorrhagies, in a Diarrhza, a Diabetes, in a Vehement 
Catarrh, alſo in an Aſcites or a beginning Dropfie I have known 
nothing more excellent than this Medicine,& I have heard it Late- 
ly mightily commended by a Famous andExpert Phyſician of our 
Country, of which Medicine nevertheleſs in regard it is wholly 
deſtitute both of Saline and Sulphureous Particles; and in a 
manner only confifts of ſach as are Earthy and, Fiery, it is much 
in diſpute with what Faculty it operates and produces fo lauda- 
ble an effeRt in humane body; For it might ſeem that nothing 
ſhould remain in this more than the Capurt Mortzum, or Terra 
Dammata of Vitriol, and of other Minerals diftill'd by a moft in- 
tenſe Fire. To give my opinion concerning theſe things, it ſeems 
in the firſt place, that a certain activity whereby it exerts it ſelf 
and diſplays its virtues, &ither by opening obſtruftians, or by 
Aftringing the Veſſels and Nervous Fibres of the Viſcera, ac- 
crues to this preparation from the Fiery Particles being included 
in the moſt fixt Earth, and from their breaking forth within 
the Body. Bn the chief way of giving help confifſts in this, 
that the Earthy Particles being wholly depriv'd of the Saline, 
(to which they were moſt cloſely bound) moſt earneſtly ſeek to 
be reunited to the ſame, or the like: Wherefore that Crocus 
Martis being Immerg'd in our Bodies, ſuddenly catches to it 
ſelf any ſorts of Salts that come in its way, and cloſely binds 
them toit, and ſo whilſt it drinks up like a Sponge a great ma- 
ny Saline Particles, it takes away many Enormities chiefly a- 
riſing from the Flowings of the Salts. This way it is that Harts= 
horn burnt, Spodium, and Diaphoretick Antimony exert their 
vertues, if at any time they give help. 
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CHAP. X: 
Of the Convulſrue Cough and Aſthma: 


T is Uſual in Children (and I have known it alſo. ſometimes in 

'Men) for a Cough to ariſe from a Maſs of Serous Filth flow- 
ing in the Lungs: Which being at firſt Simple and Moderate af- 
terward becomes vehement, and Convulfave, fo that in Congh- 
ing the Diaphragm being contracted upward, and fo held by a 
long, or very often repeated Syſtole ; the Lungs are 
greatly ftraitned and very much hindred, in their motion : 
Mean while by reaſon of the reſpiration. being hindred, and 
the, Blood being reſtrain'd within the Przcordia, and con- 
ſequently its Stagnating in other places; the Diſeas'd are in 
danger of being Suffocated and often turn of a Livid or Cadave- 
rqus afpect : Moreover in this caſe, beſides Convulfions with a 
violent Coughing, rais'd about the Precordia, the Stomach alſo 
being often drawn _in as a party concern'd, throws up all by Vo- 
miting that is contain'd within itz nay andT have known, in ſome 
Tenderlings affe&ted after this manner, that the.Diſeaſe now and 
then paſling into other parts, has rais'd Convulfive Motions in 
the Face, Eyes and Limbs, and at length has become Mortal. 
This Convulfive Cough happens very often amongft Children, 
and in certain years it ſeizes ſo many, that it feems plainly 
Epidemical, when it has got a Root, it. is very difficultly con- 
quered with remedies, but commonly drawing out in length, 
1s ſcarce ever Cured but upon the change of the ſeaſon of the 
year. - | ES | 

The cauſe of this Diſtemper ſeems to be from the Redun- 
dancy of the Serous Humour in the Maſs of Blood, and in ſome 
meaſure in the whole Body : A portion of which matter Di- 
{tiling from the Mouths of the Arteries on. the Lungs, creatcs 
an ordinary Cough ; afterward when the Serous Filth, ftill aboun- 
ding in the Blood, and being filld with Convulfive Particles, is 
conveyed alſo into the Head, the ſame entring the Nerves of the 
Lungs, raiſes the Simple Cough to a Convulfive one : Moreover, 
when it ſometimes happens, that the ſame Matter gathered, 
rogether in the Head,enters ſome other Nerves; then other. ſorts 


of Conyulſire aftcts often enſue upon the Convulſive Cs, A 
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: As a Congh ariſes, neither only, nor always through a fault in. 
the Lungs, but ſometimes from a Convulfive cauſe alone, 
though oftner fromthis coming upon an affect of the Lungs : So 
we may ſay the ſame of the Aſthma ; for whether this Dif- 
eaſe be continual or periodicaliin both caſes the Symptom which 
chiefly preſles, is a difficulty of Breathing ; which indeed ſeems 
therefore-to be rais'd,becauſe the Lungs being tov much putt up 
and Diſtended greatly, Fill the Cavity of the Thorax, and do 
nat ſubſide by turns as they ought : Hence neither can * the 
Breath which lies within be freely ſent forth, nor indeed the 
freſh Air be eaſily introduc't, by reaſon of the ſpace being fill'd 
before. Whilſt the Lungs are thus detain'd, for a long time in a 
continued, or little remitted dilatation, oftentimes the - Dia- 
phragm, againſt its Cuſtom, is forc't to a violent Syſtole,. and 
being contracted upward, is wont to raiſe the Lungs more and 
more, and to withſtand their Subfiding : Whence it happens 
that the Breathing becomes yet more difficult and laborious, ; 
That this affect of difficult Breathing ſometimes happens 
through the fault of the Lungs, it has plaivly appeard to us 
by an. Anatomical Inſpection ; for if a mygnty Maſs of Serous 
Filth depos 4 in the Thorax, very much ſtuffs the Lungs, 
that the Blood being letted in its Circulation , does; not” 
paſs freely the Pneumonick Veſſels, then perſons ſo affect- 
ed are always ſhort and thick Breath'd.! Again, - as often 
as the Blood becoming too Hot, or being rarified by exer- 
ciſe, or the heat of a Bed requires a larger ſpace for its Cir- 
culation , Then preſently on ſuch an occaſion every thick 
Breathing, or an Aithmatick Fit is rais'd, which often becomes 
Terrible and almoſt Suffocative when the Serum Boyls -very: 
much within the Lungs. Moreover ſometimes beſides the Roots 
of an Aſthma fixt about the Przcordia, ſome Branches of the 
lame diſeaſe ſpringing from the Brain meet with the former, 
and being Complicated with them, produce more Terrible fruits 
of a difficult breathing. | . FS. 
There are Inſtances enough of theſe affects, viz. of a diſh- 
culty of Breathing, rais'd through the Single and Partial fault 
of the Lungs : For nothing is more uſual than that perſons 
troubled with an inveterate Cough,.-or with ſome other: evil 
diſpoſition of the Lungs, at length upon the acceſs of a Drop- 
fieor Scurvy, become Afthmatical, to wit, when; the Blood be- 
ing rendred very impure depoſes alſo its. Serous Filth. in. the 
Head, this enters more readily and eafily the Nerves of the 
Lungs than others, as being become Weak, and frequently. Ir- 
ritated in their extremities, and heaps together in them a mat- 
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Moreover I have ſometimes obſerved that great Fits of tbe 
Aſthma have happen'd without any conſiderable fault in the 
Lungs, ſo that I have really judg'd this Diſeaſe ſometimes to be 
meerly Gonvulfive, and that its Fits are only rais'd becauſe a Se- 


rous Filth, fild with explobtve Particles, entring the Nerves 


that ſerve for the Dilatation of the Lungs, jozn d with the Spirits 
there abounding, which afterward through a tulnets, or Irritation 
being exploded together, and for ſome time, the Lungs are held 
as it were ſtiff, and blown up, that they can neithe: pertorm the 
functions of Expiration nor Inſpiration: But the Fit being ended, 
and alſo before it is begun, the Breath is drawn free and evenly 
enough, there appearing no ſ{1gns of a Congh, or of a Valetudis 
nary diſpoſition cf the Lungs: I ſhall givean Iniiance of a 
perſon troubled with this Shortneſs of Breath. 

AGentleman of a Robuit and Groſs Habit of Body having 
us'd for ſome time a tull and diſorderly dyet, without any .exer- 
ciſe, about the beginning of Winter began to find himſelf ill; 
Firſt he was affected with a Heavineſs and Pain of his Head, 
with a mighty Giddinel(s, and danger of Swooning, believing 
himſelf now and then, even a Dying, being otherwiſe ſound e- 
nongh; within a few days theſe Symptoms pait into a maniteſt 
'Stupor or rather Lethargy ; Being let Blood in the A:m,l ordered 
that Cupping Glaſles, Veſicatories, ſmart Glyſters, with many c- 
ther remedies ſhould be carefully adminiſt: ed to him : With- 
in the ſpace of twenty four hours, coming to himtelf, he was 
ſound in his mind and ſhook off all Stupidneſs : But though his 
Brain came to be clear, he was ſeiz'd with a great Weaknets and 
Deadnefs in his Members: which affects nevertheleſs were Cur'd 
in a ſhort time with Antiparalytick, and Antiſcorbutick remedies: 
But after a fortnight he complain d again of the heavicels of his 
Head, and the Giddineſs, and the next day after he fell into a 
horrible Aſthma, ſo that the Lungs were blown np on a ſudden, 
and riſe upward; and being ſcarce at all able to draw his Breath, 
which was very ſhort, painful, and gieatly letted, he was 
in danger of being Suffocated every minute of an hour, 
This fit, as Violent as it was, paſt off within twelve hours with- 
out a Congh, Spittng, or Vomit, and tor above a week afterward 
he was Without any impediment in his Thorax : But then alike 
fit of the Aſthma returning, treated him alittle more mildly, 
and afterward he was wont to be troubled with 2 like affault of 
the Aſthma upon great changes of the Air, eſpecially when 
an intenſe Cold and Snow were at hand. | 

Moreover we judge that ſometimes this Convulfive ſtraitneſs ot 
Breath israis'd by reaſon of the Bronchia of the Trachea being 
too much ſtraitn'd, and often wholly clos'd by the Conftriction 
ot 
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of the Nerves and ſtocks of Nervous Fibres, which every where 
compaſs about the Raniifications of the Alpera Arteria, that Con- 
ſtriction happening when thoſe Nerves are forced to frequent 
Convulſions from a Morbifick matter beſctting them. 

A fine young Virgin, of a ſoft and tender Conſtitution, and 
of a fl>rid Countenance, was ſcarce tnrn'd of eight years of age 
but began to be ſorely troubled with Afthmatick Fits ; and ſhe 
lived at leaſt four years obnoxious to them before ſhe was com- 
mitted to my care; ſometimes ſhe continues two or three Months 
free from any Invaſion of this Diſeaſe, yet oftentimes, by 
reaſon of errors committed in Dyet, or upon great changes of the 
Year, or of the Air, ſhe falls into cruel Fits of ſtraitneſs of Breath, 
ſo that the Lungs being blown up and raiſed towards the Throat, 
and there held by an almoſt continual dilatation, the Diſeafed can 
ſcarce breath at all: mean while the Diaphragm and Muſcles of 
the Breaſt are 1aboriouſly occupied in thick repeated efforts of 
motion, in order to draw the Breath by one means or other; 
this acceſs, within ſeven or eight hours, remitting by degrees, . 
ceaſes a while; but now and then within a Week or two it is wont 
to return either of its own accord, or on any light occaſion being 
offer'd : after the violence of the Diſeaſe is palt, its matter being 
ſpent in many ſuch Fits, the young Lady continues well enough 
for many Weeks, nay ſometimes Months, and being free from any 
Diſtemper of the Thorax, ſhe Breaths freely. I. order'd her 
Spring and Fall the following Method of Cure; and now ſhe 
a been without any Fit of the foreſaid Aﬀect above two 

ears, : 

Take our Sulphur of Antimony fix Grains, Cream of Tartar, fix 
Grains, mix them: Let it be given in the Pap of a boiled Apple. 
After taking this Medicine, ſhe is wont to Vomit four or five 
times: After four days, ſhe takes this Purge, which alſo ſhe is 
wont to repeat twice, allowing ſix or ſeven days betwixt whiles. 

Take Calomelanos twelve Grains; Reſin of Falap frve Grains ; 
Caſtoreum four Grains ; with a ſufficient quantity of Ammoniacum 
diſſolved : make three Pills. She takes betides every day, Morning 
and Evening, twelve Grains of Tinfure of Antimony in a Spoonful 
A the following Fulape, drinking after it ſix or ſeven Speonfuls of the 
ame. 

Take Water of Snails, fix Ounces ; of Earth-worms, four Ounces ; 
Water of Pennyroyal and Rue, of each four Ounces; Hyſterick Water, 
three Ounces; Caſtoreum tyed in a Nodulus, and hung in « Glzſ+, 
half a Dram, double refined Sugar, an Ounce : Mix them in a Glaj' ; 
make a Julape. 

About Autumn the laſt Year, another young Girl of Quality, 
being ill after the like manner, viz. with a Periodical Aſthma, 
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was brought to me to be cured, who ufing the foreſaid Reme 
dies in a little leſs Doſe, and repeating the ſame the laſt Spring 
found a mighty Relief. | | . 

As to the Remedies and Method of Cure that ought to be us'd, 
if at any time to a Cough, or ſtraitne(s of Breath, firſt raiſed 
through a fault in the Lungs, Convulfive Symptoms alſo ſuper- 
vene, by reaſon of an injury communicated to tke Brain; let 
care be taken that Anticonvulſive Medicines be aptly complica- 
ted with fuch as have regard to any intents whatſoever of the 
Thorax ; and alſo ſometimes, That one while, theſe, another 
while. the others being given' apart, the times of Curing be'in- 
terchangeably obſerved. It will be needleſs to give here Bechick 
or Pneumonick Medicines and their forms, whereof there is a vaſt 
ftore every where to be found amongſt Phyſical Authors ; it will 
be more to our purpoſe to ſet down a method of Phyſick, and 
ſome ſelect Remedies that are proper in a Cough and Aſthma, 
which are :meerly Convulfive. | 

,As to the former Aﬀect, which is chiefly familiar to Children 
and for the moſt part-is not.Cured but with difficulty, and after 
a long time ; the chief Indications will be, both to purge the ſe- 
rous and ſharp Humours from the. Blood and Viſcera, for pre- 
venting their Incurfion ' and diſcharge on the Brain, and ſome- 
times haply on the Breaſt, and to ſtrengthen theſe parts that they 
do not cafily admit into them the Superfluities of the boiling 
Serum: for theſe ends Vomits and gentle Purges in a manner 
always are conducing, - and ought by ſome means to. be re- 
peated, Veſicatories are often beneficial; and if. the Diſeaſe be 
obſtinate, let Iſſues be made in the Nape of the Neck, or in the 
&rm, or about the Arm-pits: Let Diink and Liquid Food be 
taken in a leſs quantity than uſual ; inftead of Drink, let a Bocbet 
of Sarſa, China, the Saunders, Skhavings of Ivory and Harts-horn, with 
Diuretich and Anticonvulſive Ingredients, be uſed. In this caſe 
certain ſpecifick Remedies as it were are greatly commended, of 
which kind are Cup Moſs, given in Powder, or boil'd in, Milk, 
and ſo given frequently every Gay ; the Decoon, or Syrup, of Ca- 
ftoreum and Saffron, the Decoftions of Peony-Roor, Miſteitow of the 
Oak, alſo of Hyſſep, have helpt many ; Water of Black:Crerries, of 
Saxifrage, Water of Snails difiilled with Whey, and appropriated 
Ingredients, are oiten given, with ſucceſs. 4 


2. I have ſhewn you before by what wethod, and with what 
Remedies I have Cureda Periodical Aſthma in ſome ; but beſfdes, 
the tamous Riverius has: obſerv'd that Vemits do moſt good to 
many affected with this Diſeaſe ; for that Medicine, greatly ſha- 
king and irritativg the -Emunctories that are ſeated about the 
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firſt Paſſages, ſtrongly exprefles and draws away from the ſame 
the filthy Dregs of the Blood and Nervous Juice, which were apt 
to be forc'd into, or to ſtagnate in the Brain and Genus Nervo- 
ſum. Zacurus Luftanns greatly extols, and not withont reaſon, 
Cauterties burnt, ſometimes in the Bregma, ſometimes in the 

of the Neck, or about the Arm-pits: Preparations of Millepedes, 
viz. in the form of a dry Powder, or of a Diſtill'd Liquor, ſeldom 
want ſucceſs; for ſuch withdraw the ſuperfluities of the Serum 
or Genus Nervoſum from the Head, and convey them to the 
Urmary Paflages: For the ſame reafon gentle Purges, and fach 
as evacuate per Epicrafin, are frequently uſed : for this purpoſe 
the Decoction of an old Cock, with altering and gently Purging 
Medicines, ſown up in the Belly of it, is commended by many, 
Beſides the Remedies hitherto mentioned, ſome are ſaid to be a 
propriated to, and as it were Specificks for the Aſthma, ſuch as 
are Balſam of Sulphur Teribinthinated ; alſo Spirit of Harts-horn, 
or of Soor, impregnated with the ſame; Syrup of Tobacco, of Ammoe- 
niacum, our Syrup of Diaſulphur, Loboch de allso, Pills of Elecampane 
Roots, - Milk of Sulphur, Flowers of Benzoin , made up with 
Tar or liquid Amber; with many other things, which it would 
be tedious here particularly to enumerate. 

' And now having given you the ways of curing the chief kinds 
of Conyulfions, it ſeems time to put an end to this Tract ; but 
ſince there remains another kind of Diſeaſe, viz. the Scurvy,which 
contains Paſſions of a mixt nature, vi3. partly Convulfive, and 
partly ariſing immediately from the Dyicrafies of the Blood and 
Viſcera, Ithink it expedient to give you briefly the way of Cu- 
ring that ; tor both theſe Aﬀects, viz. the Scorbutick, and Con- 
vulfive, being placed together, will mutually illuſtrate each other.

HE Nature of the Scurvy being ſo diffuſed, 
and extended to ſo various and ſuch a multi- 
plicity of Symptoms, that it cannot be com- 
prehended in one only Definition, or ſcarce in 
one particular Deſcription, I think it fit in the 
firſt place to heap together all the Phaznome- 
na of this Diſeaſe, or to ſet forth in full all the chief accidents of 
it, and then to accommodate ſome Hynothefis for duely Solving 

thoſe appearances. ah 
As to the former, to conſider the figns of the Scurvy from 
Head to Foot, we ſhall begin with thoſe in the higheſt part : To 
this place belong violent and habitual Head-ach es, and thoſe ei- 
ther happening at random, or periodical; ſometimes a deadneſs 
and drowſineſs of the Spirits ; ſometimes obſtinate Watchings, 
| frequent 
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frequent Giddinefſes's and Scotomia's, Convulfions,a Palſey,much 
Spitting, ſoreneſs of the Gums, a looſeneſs of the Teeth,a ſtinking 
Breath. 2. Meanwhile about the Region of the Breaſt, Pains in 
various parts of the Membranes, and eſpecially in the Sternum, 
which often being acute and pricking, miſerably torture the 
Diſeaſed for many Days and Nights, a frequent Aſthma, a diffi 
cult and uneven Breathing, a ConfſtriCtion and ftraitneſs of the 
Breaſt, a husxy Cough, a diſorderly Pulſe, a trembling of the 
Heart, frequent Faintings of the Spirits, a frequent Swooning, 
and a continual being in danger of it. 3. In the Region of the 
Belly this Diſeaſe eſtabliſhing, as it were, its principal Seat, pro=- 
duces Iliads of Evils. For there are often a nauſeonſneſs, a Vo- 
miting, a Rumbling, a Cardialgia, Inflations and Murmurings of 
the Hypochondres, a frequentColick, and moſt troubleſome Pains 
ſhooting every way, an almoſt continual Diarrhza, ſometimes a 
Dyſentery or Teneſmus, an Atrophia, and ſometimes an Aſci- 
tes. 

The Urine is commonly very ruddy and lixivial, with a Scum 
ſwimming on it, or ſticking to the ſides of the Glaſs; tho' now 
and then, at certain times, the ſame being pale and Watry, is 
voided in a great plenty. 4. Beſides theſe inward Aﬀects, in the 
outward Members, nay in the whole Habit of the Body, wan- 
dering Pains, and often very violent, and chiefly infeſting by 
night, are felt; a ſpontaneous Lafſitude, a Conſumption of the 
Fleſh, an Ach in the Loins, and a weakneſs and enervation of 
the other Limbs, Spots of various colours in the Skin, Tumours, 
Tubercles, and often malignant Ulcers break forth; about the 
Muſcles a Stupor, Formication, and aſcent as it were of a cold 
Wind, alſo ContraCtions and Twitchings of the Tendons: More- 
over to Scorbutical Perſons, diforders of the Blood, unconſtant 
Bollings of it, reftleſs diſtemperatures Feavers, without any con- 
{tant Courſe, and great Hzmorrhagies , generally happen. Befides 
theſe common and very uſual Symptoms of the Scurvy, whereof 
" ſometimes more, ſometimes fewer, and thoſe one while of this 
kind and faſhion, another while of that, infeſt the Diſeaſed, ſome- 
times alſo unuſual and prodigious Accidents enſue upon this 
Diſeaſe. 

As to the evident Cauſes of the Scurvy, though an ill Dyet, a 
ſedentary Life, a diſorder of the Spleen, and Crudities heap't 
together in the firſt Paſſages, are very much accus'd, yet' the 
unwholſomneſ$of the Air,and the Crafis of the Blood vitiated by 
former Diſtempers are wont to be much rather in the fault; 
wherefore the Scurvy, in Maritime and Marſhy places, is often 
endemious : It frequently ſeizes fuh as are long at Sea, and uſe 
in the mean while Salt Meats, and ſuch as are dryed in the _— 
an 
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and. alſo corrupted Water : It every where ſucceeds long conti- 
nued Feavers, and other Chronical Diſeaſes ill Cured, alſo over 
great Hzmorrhagies and other immoderate Excretions, nay and 
the ſupprefſion of uſual Evacuations, as of the Menſes and Hz- 
morrhoids. Moreover this Diſeaſe, without any great procatarxis 
is often wont to be raiſed by Contagion, and ſometimes is he- 
reditary. 

The material cauſe of this Diſeaſe, or the Scorbutick taint 
diffaſed through the whole Body, is founded either in the Blood, 
or in the nervous Juice, or in both of them together. That the 
Scorbutick Taint is fix't in the Blood, its diſorderly Boilings, the 
Eruptions of Spots and Puſhes, the ruddy and as it were lixivi- 
ated Urine plainly teſtifie z which is alſo ſhewn by the diverſified 
production of this Diſeaſe, which for the moſt part ſucceeds the 
depravation of the maſs of Blood: That the Taint ſticks alſo in 
the Nervous Liquor, is ſhewn by the moſt troubleſome Pains 
raiſed both inwardly in the Membranes, and outwardly in the 
Genus Nervoſum, by the weakneſſes or reſolutions of the Mem- 
bers, the Giddineſs, the Convulſions and frequent Failings of the 
Animal Spirits. Since therefore both general Humors are in 
fanlt, let us ſee which is firſt or chief in fault, whence it drew its 
Taint, and after what manner it is communicated to the other 
Humour, and likewiſe to any other Parts that are wont to be 
aftected. | 

| As to the Blood, (in whoſe Maſs the Scurvy ſeems chiefly to 
ſpread its Roots) we have ſhewn elſewhere that in its Craſis it 
confilts of the like kind of Particles, and is temper'd almoſt at- 
ter the like manner as Wines. Moreover we have intimated that 
as Wine, even fo the Blood, for two cauſes chiefly, is ill diſpo- 
ſed, viz. either becauſe ſome extraneous thing, that will not 
duely mix with them, is got into this or the other, or becauſe 
the Crafis. or temper of the Liquor is perverted, in as much as 
one Element, or haply two, to which the Dominion is due, 
being ſuppreſt, others Which ought to be kept under, are ex- 
alted. | 
Concerning the former, we obſerve in Wine, that when the 
Faeces, firſt ſever'd and thrown to the bottom, being ſtirr'd a- 
gain are rais'd; or if any Heterogeneous thing, as Sewet or, 
an exotick Sulphur be caſt into the Veſſel, a mighty working 1s 
thence caus'd, which unleſs it be appeas'd in a ſhort time, , the 
Crafis of the Wine is in danger of being ſubverted: In like man- 
ner-there are many immiſcible things, which coming into theBlood, 
ditturk its Motion and Circulation, and hinder the courſe of its 
Qeconomy from being duely performed : . The Nutritive Lis, 


quor being filled with filthy Dreggs, Ferments the Blood in a. 
| difor- 
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diforderly manner : Nay and its Liquor being become degene- 
rate,cauſesFits ofintermittent Fevers: The Vapoury, Serous, Bi- 
lous and Melancholy Recrements of the Blood retain'd within it, 
beget Catarrhs, the Dropfie, the Jaundiſe, Melancholy; and ma- 
ny ottier Aﬀects: Now it that extraneous thing be ſeaſonably 
removed, the Blood even as the Wine being free from that 
Extraneous Mixture, ſoon recovers its former Conſtitution : 
Biit each of thoſe Liquors beizg for ſome time infected witli 
Heterogene9ns Contents, at length degeneratts fiom its duc 
Crafis, and conſequently is not eaſily reftor'd. 

Again; both Wine and the Blood fall from their due Temper 
for many other cauſes: t. Concerning Wines we may obſerve, 
that ſometimes the ſame do not come to a ripeneſs, but for want » 
of a Pneumatoſis, becauſe the Spirits, and other active principles 
of Salt and Sulphur, being involv'd in ſuch as are more Groſs, 
cannnot clear themſelves; remain wholly Crude : Wherefore they 
do not become Spirituous; but being of a Groſs conſt- 
itency, and of an ingrateful ſavour, degenerate ihto a Flat Wine 
without ſtrength : Even ſo the Blood, ſometirnes the Spirit and 
Sulphur being depreſt, remains Crude and Watry, alfo without 
vigour, and unapt for a ſprightly accenfion in the Heart ; fuch a 
diſpoſition cauſes the longing Diſeaſe, and an Hydropical Dia- 
theſis. 2. The Sulphureous part of the Wine being exalted, a- 
bove the reſt, cauſes an Immoderate Efferveſcency; or an ebul- 
lition in the Liquor ; we call it a Frettmg of Wines ; In like 
manner the Sulphureous part of the Blood being too much exalt- 
ed, and conſequently apt to Boyl, and be kindled in the Heart- 
too much, brings a Feveriſh diltemper, atid is really the cauſe of 
many continual Fevers. 3. Often in Wine the Spirit becoming 
faint, and the Sulphur being bound, the Saline part israis'd to a 
State of flowing, and prazdominates over the reft, wherefore 
the Liquor, pafles into Vinegar; from ſuch an Acetous di(- 
poſition of the Blood, Melancholy is causd. 4 It's a vulgar ob- 
ſervation in Wines, that beſides that they degenerate into a Flat 
Wine, or into Vinegar, the ſame ſometimes upon tte Spirits 
being deprelt, and the Salt and Sulphur's being together exalted, 
become either Rank, or Pendulous, or Mucilaginous, we call 
it, Wines become over Fretted or become Ropy : In both changes, 
the Spirit being brought under, the Sulphureous and Saline Par- 
ticles are joyn'd together and are above the other Elements; and 
bring the Crafis of the Liquor to their nature : But the thing is 
not donein both wholly after the ſame. manner ; for it the for- 
mer dyſcrafte of the Wine the Sulphur is a little above the Salt, 
and in the latter, the Salt is above the Sulphur 5 Nay and either 
of them being in power , and having thrown off th{ Dominion 
it La, 
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= the Spirit, takes the other to it, and raiſes it above its due 
ate. 

Now it's probable that the Blood is altered after the like manner 
in the Scorbntick affect, as Wines when upon being overheated, 
become over Fretted, or become Ropy, and we may conclude 
the Dyſcraſy of the Blood, which is the Parent of the Scuryy, 
to be two fold as that of Wine, viz. Sulphureo-Saline, and Sali- 
no-Sulphureous. For there being a very great variety of affects, 
which, are accounted of, as belonging to the Scurvy, all of them 
may be aptly enough reduc't to theſe two, as it were, chief heads, 
or as the two fountains of the evil: v:z. Firſt that the Blood be- 
ing touch't with a Scorbutick taint, either is very hot, as in 


- which the Sulphur having gotten the Dominion takes the Salt to 


it : wherefore being become rank it Boyls diſorderly in the Vet: 
tels, and diſcharges continually from it ſelf aduſt Recre. 
ments, vx. the concretions of the Salt and Sulphur, and dif- 
perſes them every way, which being outwardly ſpread, produce 
Spots, Wheals, Puſhes, or Ulcers : But being inwardly depos'd 
cauſe Vomitings, Cardialgias, Diarrhxas or Dyſenteries, and 
alſo violent pains. In this kind of Scorbutick rankneſs of the 
Blood only temperate remedies and frequent Bleedings agree; and 
not Scurvygraſs, horſe Raddiſh, and other things ot a ſmart and 
inſtigating Nature : After the {ame manner as overfretted Wines 
areCurd byRacking them from theLees, and likewiſe by pouring 
Milk, Amylum, Ichthiocolla, and other Lenifying things to 
them. Or, Secondly in the Blood which Foments the Seurvy, 
the Salt having got the Dominion takes to it ſelf the Sulphur, 
wheretore it is not ſo hot, but like Ropy Wine becomes thick 
and Mucilaginous, as it were, is Circulated ſlowly in the Veſlels, 
and is apt to ſtuff the Veſſels as it paſſes through them, 'Fur- 
ring them with a Muddy Filth. Such as are fo afteCted for the 
moſt part being without Puſhes or Cutaneous Eruptions, be- 
come Dull, Purſy, and enervated, are troubled with a Sponta- 
neous Lattitude, a Straitneſs of the Breaſt; nay and are found 
obnoxious to Paflions of the heart, Faintings of the Spirits, to 
a Giddineſs and Convulfions: And in this kind of Scorbutick 
diipofition, Hot remedies, and ſuch as are endued with a Vola- 
tile Salt, nay and Calybeates, which Fuſe and exagitate the Blood 
are wont to be moſt of uſe; after the like manner as Ropy Wines 
are dealt with, to wit they orght to be very much ſtirr'd, and 
avitatad and alſo quicklime, burnt Allom, Lime Plaiſter, Sea Salt 
Catcin'd, and other things of a very ſmart nature are put into 
them I ſhall now ſhew after what manner the ſeeds of that Dil- 
eaſe are laid in the other general humour, vi3. the Nervous 
Juice, 

About 
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About the beginnings of a Scurvy, till the Crafis of the Blood, 
and the Tone of the Brain are wholly vitiated, that Subtle Li- 
quor which paſles in the Brain and Nerves, and is diftill'd from 
theBlood coming to theBrain,both as theMatter and Vehicle of the 
Animal Spirits, is yet Spirituous and Sweet, and not very un=- 
apt for any offices it ought to perform, but afterwards from the 
Maſs of Blood become depauperated, and very much Effxzte, a 
much thinner Latex, and inclining to a Sourneſs is diftill'd: 
Moreover from the Dreggy, and as it were Rank, or Muddy 
Blood, Heterogeneous Particles, and ſuch as are very injurious to 
the Animal Oeconomy, are ſent, and are admitted without dif- 
ficulty into the Brain, which is become weak, and thence. are 
diffus'd into its appendix both Medullary and Nervous with the 
Juice which paſſes in them: Hence follow the Failings and E- 
clipſes, ſometimes Diſtractions, and Painful and Convulfive Ex- 
ploſfions of the Animal Spirits, that happen in each of the Re- 
gions. Wherefore the Palley, mh al a Giddineſs, Pains, 
Tremblings, andother Praternatural affects of the Brain and 
Genus Nervoſum are wont to enſue npon a Scurvy when deeply 
rooted. Mean while, we may obierve in general that the Scor- 
butick Taint, fixt in the Nervous Juice, Confiſts in theſe three 
things, viz.In ſome one of them or inall of them together, v7. 
that the Liquor lying in the Brain and Nerves becomes much 
more thin or poorer; that it degenerates from its Spirituo- 
Saline Crafis towards a Sourneſs; that it is ſtuff't with Heteroge- 
neous and Morbifick Particles. 

As to the Prognoſtick of the Scurvy, let your judgment in 
this caſe be wary, long ſuſpended, and not raſh, for many ( as it 
has occurr'd to our obſervation) accounted for deſperate, have 
recovered : I have ſcen ſome even ready to be Choak't with a 
horrible Aſthma ; others juſt a dying with frequent Swoogings, 
nay and others ſciz'd with a Palſey or Convulfive Fits, or a ter- 
rible Colick, who were wholly freed in a ſhort time by the 
help of Medicines: I have known ſome Scorbutical perſons 
Swoll'n all over their body by the Dropſy, others brought to an 
extream Leanneſs by an Atrophia, who were reſtor'd again to 
their perfect health. Therefore though perſons troubled with 
this Diſeaſe are ſometimes preſs't upon with very dangerous 
affects, if nevertheleſs the Viſcera are {till indiflerently found, 
er atleaſt not very much vitiated, you muſt not deſpair of thoſe 


- evils, causd meerly by the Scorbutick taint : But on the con- 


trary, when the Symptoms appear leſs terrible, if the contents 
of the Hypochondres and Abdomen are become hardned, and as 
it were Scirrhous, or if the Lungs begin to be corrupted, promite 
nothing great or favourable cancerning the Cure of the Diſeaſe. 

uus2 Since 
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+ Since as this affect grows to a high pitch, a manifold and di- 
verfifyed Morbifick Matter, cauſing Symptoms of a various 
kind, and nature, is engendred, therefore let remedies not only 
of one kind be adminiſtred : But when any Method of Phy- 
fick, though -preſcrib'd with great judgment, does little or no- 
thing towards a Cnre,the Diſeas'd are not preſently to be left, bunt 
let other Medicines, and now and then others be try'd; for the 
ſame do not agree with all perſons, nor always with the fame 
perſon, In the affeted Body the Powers and Combinations of 
the Salts and Sulphurs every where vary, even ſo let the Medi- 
cines that do no good be ſometimes chang'd, till you light upon 
ſome one that agrees very well, and gives help. 

But if notwithſtanding the uſe of Remetlies, or upon' thelt” 
not being well applyed, the Scurvy getting ground by degrees is 
ay raisd to a worſe State; it brings at length the Dropſy or 
Prifick : From this or that Difeaſe there is a ready paſſage to 
Death; for after that the Blood is very much depraved it dif- 
charges its dreggy Excrements, when at long run they are much 
heap't together, either on the Lungs, or on the Viſcera of the 
Belly, and conſequently, it brings one af thoſe two affects which 
are alike Mortal, 


CHAP. iu 
Of the Cure of the Scurvy. 


S to the Cure of the Scurvy, finceit is no one fingle preter- 

natural affect, but a Legion that is toe be conquered, there- 
fore the Method of curing ought to comprehend manifold in- 
dications, and thoſe variouſly complicated and ſubordinate; 
which nevertheleſs according to our wont we ſhall reduce to 
three heads, viz. that they be Preſervatory, which have Tegard 
to, and take away the cauſe of the Diſeaſe; and Curatory, which 
have reſpect to, and remove the Diſeaſet ſelf and its Symptoms; 
and laſtly Vital, which uphold or reſtore the ſtrength and vigour 
of the Patient. 

From the very beginning of the Cure we ought to level againft 
the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe, for this being cut off, or torn up as 
the root, preſently the Trunk, Branches, and Fruits wither 
away : Since therefore we have ſhewn that the cauſe of the 
Scurvy is founded in the Dyſcrafie of the Blood, viz. —_— 
anne, 
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(aline, or Salino-falphureous: In the firſt place we muſt endea- 
your the beſt we may, the amendment of that Dyſerafie, as well 
of the one kind, as of the other : For this purpoſe,. firſt let 
the impediments be remov'd, then let the primary intention it 
ſelf be effected : For both intents, remedies are taken from 
Dyet, Chirurgery and Pharmacy. As to the Dyet, we ſhall fet 
down a particular form of it hereatter : Mean while to proceed 
with the reft, 

The reducement of the Blood to its due Crafis by appropriat« 
ed remedies is chiefly hindred by reaſon of theſe two things; 
viz. firſt becauſe none but a vitious (ſtock of nutritive juice is, 
continually carryed into it; and ſecondly, becauſe the Recrements 
produc't within it are not ſufficiently diſcharg'd by fit Com- 
mon-ſhores ; therefore we muft provide both that the work of 
Chplification be rightly - perform'd in the firſt patiages, and that 
the Vapoury Recrements be ſufficiently diſcharg'd by Perſpira- 
tion, the Serous by the Reins and Lympheducts, the Bilious 
by the Gall Bladder, the Melancoly by the Spleen, and others of 
any other kind elſe by proper Emunctories: Afterward, thefe of- 
fices being rightly Inftituted, let us endeavour to reduce the 
Dyſcrafie of the Blood by ſpecifick Medicines, and eſpecially by 
ſuch as are endow'd with a Volatile Salt. The remedies regar- 
ding every of theſe intents, ought to be Complicated together, 
and to be applied joyntly to nſe, but after what manner, and by 
wa ways of adminiſtration, I muſt yet more particularly ſet 
orth, 


1. That Chylification may be rightly perform'd in the firſt 
Paſſages, we muſt take care that the load of Excrementitious 
Matter heapt together in them, be clear'd forth, that the loſt 
or deprav'd Ferments be reftor'd, that the Paſſages and Pores 
howſoever ſtuff't and obſtructed be open'd : For theſe ends Ca- 
thartick, Digeſtive and aperient Medicines are defign'd. 


2. When the Recrements gathered together in the Maſs of 
Blood, are not ſufficiently diſcharg'd by their proper Emuncto= 
ries, let them be now and then led forth by other ways that 
are moſt proper : For this purpoſe Catharticks alſo, and like- 
Wiſe Diaphoreticks, and Dwureficks are proper. 


3. Let the Scorbutick Dyſcrafie of the Blood be correCted by 
Bleeding and Specifick Remedies; wherefore to draw all that 
concerns the preſervatory mdication to a Head, let the Reme- 
dies, which perform its chief intents, be Catharticks, Blood- 
ing, Digeſtives, Aperients, Diaphoreticks, Diureticks, and An- 
tiſcorbuticks,

tiſcorbuticks, or Specificks. Moreover, in regard digeſtive Re- 
medies and Aperiengs are often Coincident, ſince both are chief- 
ly Imbued with Acid, Smart, or Saline Particles ; Moreover in 
as much as thoſe kinds ef Medicines aptly enough move Sweat or 
Urine; therefore the Phyſical Apparatus required for the fore- 
ſaid intentions, may be brought yet to narrower limits v7. that 
it may confift in a manner only of Cathartick, Digeſtive, and An- 
tiſcorbutick Medicines, to which Bleeding is added as occaſion 
preſents , I muſt now ſet down certain Forms and Preſcripts of 
them, and likewiſe the manner of uſing them, 


Catharticks. 


1. FT Et the method of Curing preſcrib'd almoſt to all Scorbu- 
tick perſons begin with Catharticks; for unleſs the firſt 
Paſſages are cleanſed, the Medicines defign'd for any other uſes, 
will be depraved by the Filth in them ; wherefore Vomiting ſome- 
times may be no leſs proper than Purging. 
If the Stomach, ( as it frequently happens ) being loaded with 
a viſcous matter that turns ſour or of an ill favour, endeavours 
to diſcharge upward its depraved Burthen, by a nauſeouſneſs or 
ſtriving to Vomit, and the Patient has been wont formerly to 
undergo ſuch an Evacuation vigorouſly enough, and with a well 
bearing, nothing hinders, ſo the ſtrength be not too much caft 
down, from giving an Emetick Medicine. To thoſe that are 
ſtrong, let an Infuſion of Crocus Metallorum, or Mercurius Vite, 
or the Emetick Tartar of Mynficht, or Glaubers Sulphur of An- 
timony, be given. "Thoſe that are of a weak or tender Confti- 
tution, may take Wine of Squills, or Gilla Theopbrafti, which 
being given, in a ſmall Doſe, let them drink a great quantity of 
Whey after it, and then the Ventricle being filled to a nauſeoulſ- 
neſs, let a gentle Vomit be raiſed by putting the Finger or a Fea- 
ther into the Throat, and let it be ſometimes repeated, as the 
perſon ſees gagd. By this manner of Vomiting, the meer Con- 
tents of the; Stomach are cleans'd from its folds, and purg'd 
forth ; neithat. are painful or Convulſive Twitchings cauſed in 
other adjacent Viſcera or Membranes,with a Swooning, as it uſually 
happens after Stybiate Medicines. To thoſe whoſe Stomach, by 
reaſon of an ill Digeſtion,ſoon gathers together a, heap of Phlegm, 
or of other degenerate matter, I have ordered that they procure 
once a Month ſuch a Vomit, as being fate and wholſom, 
Where Vomiting has no place, you niuſt begin with Purging, 
at leaſt, ſome days being allowed betwixt whiles, let this evacua- 
tion ſucceed the other, What has been formerly — by 
Authors 
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Authors, concerning the preparation of the Humours, I judge 
either to be ſuperfluous, or wholly erroneons, the Circulation 
of the Blood being not then underſtood : but inſtead of that 
intention, let Medicines reſtoring the Ferments of the Viſcera, 
and altering the Crafis of the Blood, be ſubſtituted : Mean while 
for clearing away the Filth of the firſt paſſages, and the Ex- 
crementitious ſuperfluities of the Blood and Nervous Liquour, 
firſt, let a mild and gentle Purge be ordered, and afterward, ac- 
cording as the Patient bears it, let it be repeated either once 
within a week, or oftner or ſeldomer ; and let the ſtrength of 
the Medicine be proportion'd according to the ſucceſs of the 
firſt Doſe : For this end Pills, Potions, Apozemes, Electuaries, 
Powders, and many other forms of Medicines are wont to be 
preſcrib'd. 

If the Conſtitution of the Diſeas'd be hot, and the Scurvy 
ſeems to be founded in the Aduſt, viz. the Sulphureo-ſaline Dy(- 
craſie of the Blood, let all Medicines of Ales, and Diagridium 
be avoided, and let only the more temperate be given, of Sena, 
Rhubarb, and other things that do not exagitate the Blood. 

Take Leaves of Sena an Ounce, Rhubarb fix Drams, Epithimum 
three Drams, Roots of Polipody of the Oak, and of Engliſh Rhubarb 
dryed of each half an Ounce, yellow Saunders two Drams, Celtick- 
ſpike half a "Dram, Salt of wormwosd two Drams, being ſlic't and 
raid, let them digeſt in a Matrace by a Sand heat with White- 
wine, and Fumitory-water, of each a Pound, ( or with our Magi- 
ffral Antiſcorbutick-water two Pounds) for two days, let the clear 
Straining evaporate by a gentle Bath heat, to the conſiſtency of Hony ; 
then add Powder of the Leaves of Sena and Rhubarb, of each a 
Dram and 4 half, Species Diatrion Santalon a Dram, Cream of Tar- 
tar a Dram and a balf, make a Maſs for Pills ; the Doſe is from 
half a Dram to a Dram. 

Or, let ſuch an Infuſion be prepard, which let evaporate by 
a gendle heat, to the confiſtensy t Syrup, adding towards the end 
Manna paſid through a Searce, and double refin'd Sugar, of each 
two Ounces, make a Syrup ; the Doſe is from a Spoonful to two, 
with a fit Vehicle. 

Or, let four or fix Ounces of ſuch like Tinfure be given for 
a Doſe, adding Cream of Tartar half a Dram, and if there be need 
of Sweetning, Syrup of Apples three Drams. 

Or to the Tinture preſcrib'd, let fix Ounces of cleans'd Cormnths 
be put, and let there be a warm Digeſtion till the Corinths ſwell, 
which being taken forth, let the Liquour evaporate to the confiſtency 
of a Syrup, adding Sugar and Manna paſt through a Searce, of each 
a Dram and a half; then the Corinths being put in again Low tbe 
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Medicine be kepe in a Glay'd Veſſel well ſtoft ; the Doſe is from 


a $ to two. 

, tothe Tinfure preſcrib'd evaporated to « half, add freſh Caſſia, 
Pulp of Tamerinds extrafed with Antiſcorbutich-water, of each three 
Ounces , Conſerve of Violets and of Damask, Roſes, of each two 
Ounces, the greater Compound Powder of Sena a Dram, Rhubarb 

ed balf an Ounce, Cream of Tartar, Species Diatrion Santalon, 
of each two Drams, let them be bruis'd together in a Stone-mortar, 
gill they are brought to the form of an EleQuary: The Doſe is the 
quantity of a Wallnut, more or leſs, according to the operation. 

For thoſe whoſe quaint Stomach will not receive any Medicines 
but in a ſmall quantity,and nicely preſcrib'd. Take Roſin of Scam- 
mony, from four Grains to eight, Cream of Tartar half a Scruple, 
Celtick-(pike ſix Grains, mix them, make a Powder, let it be groen 
in 4 Spoonful of Panada, or let 1t be made into Pills. 

To thoſe that are troubled with the S:urvy, and are of a cold 
Conſtitution, and the Diſeaſe ſeems to be founded in a Nitro-ſul- 
phureous Diſpoſition of the Blood, reſembling ropy Wine, let 
ſmart Catharticks, and ſuch as are endow'd with hot Particles 
be given. 

Take Pil. St»mac. cum Gum. ttv9 Drams, Roſm of Jalap twenty 
Grains, Tartar vitriolated ſixteen Grains, Oyl of Juniper half a 
Scruple, with a ſufficient quantity of Ammoniacum diſſolt d in Water 
of Earth-worms, make f:xteen Pills, let four be taken at a time once 
a week. 

Take Bontius's Pills of Tartar a Dram and a half, Roſin of Jalap 
ewelve Grains, Salt of Tartar half aScruple, with a ſufficient quan- 
eity of Syrupus Anguſtanus, make twelve Pills. 

Take Extraft of Pil : Ruffi 
a Scruple, Salt of Tartar half a Pram, with a ſufficient guantity of 
oy ng diſJolv'd, make nine Pills , let three be taken at 
a Doſe. 

Take Leaves of Sena an Ounce, Rhubarb fix Drams, Mechoacan, 
Gummous Turbith of each half an Ounce, Threads of black Hellebore 
three Drams, Salt of Tartar two Ounces, yellow Saunders a Dram 
and a balf, Winters-bark two Drams, being ſlic't and bruis'd, let 
them digeſt in two Pounds of White-wine for two days, ſtrain it off 
clear without preſſing it ; let it be taken either by it ſelf, from frue 
Ounces to ſix, or let it be made into an Extraft or Syrup, or Eleftuar) 
as the Tintture above preſcrib'd, adding Pulvis Arthriticus, or Dia- 
ſena what ſuffices, &c, 

Or, Let a Tinfure of this kind be prepar'd, which may be given 
to robuſt Men, to the quantity of a Spoonful, or of a Spoonful and 
a half. Take Salt of Tartar an Ounce, ſmall Spirit of Wine a Pound 


a Dram, Extraft of black Helebore 


and a half, let them digeſt till it turns yellow : To this being my 
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ted in Vinegar an Ounce ; yellow Saunders a Dram, the yellow Coats 
of Oranges 4 Dram and a half, make a warm and cloſe Digeſtion 
for three days: Let the clear Straining be diſtil'd in Balneo to a half, 
let the remaining Liquour be kept for uſe. 

Take Roots of ſharp pointed Dock, Polipody of the Oak, ſtinging 
Nettles, Chervil, of each fix Drams, Leaves of Agrimony, Speedwel 
of each a handful, white and yellow Saunders, of each a Dram and 
8 half, baſtard Saffron an Ounce, Tartar of White-wine balf ax 
Ounce; let them boil in two Pounds and a half of Fountain-water, 
till a half be wafted, add of Rheniſh-Wine a Pound, and ftrain it 
preſently, into which put of the beſt Sena half an Ounce, Rhubarb 
fix Drams, Leaves of black, Hellebore half an Ounce, the yellcw 
Coats of Oranges two Drams, make 4 cloſe and warm Infuſion for 
twelve hours, let the Straining be kept im a ſtopt Glaſs; the Doſe 
uu from frve Drams to fix. 

It were eafie to ſet down here many other forms of Cathar- 
ticks, but there is no great variety requird in theſe: But of the 
foregoing, let theſe or the others be given as they beit agree, 
and now and then, let them be repeated within five or fix days, 
as occaſion requires. An over frequent and violent Purging 
caſts down the powers of the Body, greatly impairs the ſtrength 
of the Viſcera, and in the mean time, does not take away the 
Diſeaſe. 

After a Purge or two, if Bleeding be indicated, let Blood he 
drawn from the Arm, or from the Veſſels of the Fundament by 
Leeches: It matters not much, which Vein be open'd, nor is 
the opening of the Salvatella Vein of as nuuch moment as it is 
laid: As to the large Diſcourſes made by Authors, concerning 
the opening of the Liver or Cephalick Veins, rather than any 
others in the Scurvy, ſince the Circulation of the Blood has been 
known, it comes to nothing. Phlebotomy is indicated by a 
plenty and vitiouſneſs of the Blood, which it 1s better to let 
forth at ſeveral times in a ſmall quantity, than at once in a 
great: For when the Liquour' of the Blood is become very ini- 
pure, it is corrected by no kind of Remedy, more certainly than 
by a frequent and ſpare letting of it forth ; for the old corrupted 
Blood, as often as it is drawn forth, is ſucceeded by a better and 
Clearer freſh Blood ; mean while there is need of caution, that it 
be not drawn away at once in too great a quantity, for its ſtore 
being much drain'd together, Sanguification fails, ſo that a 
Dropſy or Cachexia enſues. 

Beſides Purging, and (if need be) opening a Vein, many Re: 
medies of another kind, no leſs neceffary, are requir'd in the 


Scurvy : And that they may be preſcribd in order, we muſt 
X x forth- 
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forthwith conſider, whether only Preſervatory Indications have 
place here, and whether certain Curatory Indications, viz. ſuch 
as have regard to ſome ſeverely prefiing Symptoms, ought not 
to be interchangeably purſued with them ; And if you are to 
imploy the whole work of the Cure againſt the cauſe of the Diſ- 
eaſe, you may proceed after the following method : We ſhall 
ſhew you hereafter, what ſort of Cure is to be apply'd to Symp- 
toms (if haply occaſion requires it. ) 

Therefore if nothing hinders, but you are to imploy the 
chiefeſt ſtreſs of Phyſick, in rooting out the cauſe of the Dif- 
eaſe, principally and by it ſelf ; for this purpoſe, let Digeſtives 
likewiſe, and Specificks, or Antiſcorbuticks, as we hinted be- 
fore, be usd at all times, unleſs on the days of Purging: To 
which ſometimes, if it be needful, let Diaphoreticks or Diure- 
ticks be added : Manifold forms and preſcripts of Medicines, and 
of various kinds for pertorming theſe intents, are every where to 
be found amongſt Authors : I ſhall here ſet down ſome of the 
210re Choice of them, which I here thought good to diſtribute 
into two ranks, according to the twofold nature of the Scorbu- 
tick Cauſe. viz. the Sulphureo-faline , and Salino-ſulphureous 
Dyſ:rafies of the Blood. And firſt I ſhall deliver ſuch as are 
proper in this latter kind of affect, viz. where there is need of 
Medicines, endow'd with a certain inſtigaling vertue, and ſuch 
as are very much fil'd with a Volatile Salt. 

Let Digeſtive Medicines that retftore the Ferment of the Sto- 
mach, and help the Functions of that, and of other of the Viſ- 
cera, which ſerve for Ciylification, and Anti-Scorbuticks,orSpeci- 
fhcks,which take away the Dyſcraſy of the Blood, either be joined 
in the fame Compoſition, or at lealtwiſe let them be taken the 
jame day one after the other. 

Among digeſtive Remedies are juſtly counted the Cream, Cry- 
ftals, Salt, and Tinfure of Tartar ; Tartar Vitriolated and Chahbe- 
ated, Elixir Propreetatu, the ſimple mixture. The uſe of each of 
theſe, given twice a day, oftentimes does good, 

Moreover you may eaſily make Magiſtral Tinctures and E- 
lixirs of various kinds, both digeſtive and appropriated to the 
Scurvy , with the two tollowing Menſtruums. 

Takg redified Spirit cf Vitrol, Six Ounces, Spirit of Wine Alchs- 
lized, ſixteen Ounces; mix them, and Diſtill them in a Glaſs retort 
with three Cohobatiens ; keep nt for uſe in a Glaſs well ſtopt. Elixir 
Proprietatis # more eaſily and better prepar'd with this Compound 
Aonſtruum than the wvilgar way. 

Take Winters-bark,, Lignum Aloes, Roots of the I:fſer Galingal, of 
each two Drams;, Cinnamon, Cloves, Cubebs, of each a Dram ; Seed's 
of Biſhops weed and Fatercreſſes, of each half a Dram; being bruiſed, 
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pow to them of the foreſasd Menftruum enough to cover them three 
Fingers over ;, let them "Is in a Matrace in a Sand Furnace for ſix 
days; let the ſtraining be kept in a Glaſs cloſe ſftopt: The Doſe « 
twenty Drops, more or leſs, in a Spoonful of Canary, or of an appropri- 
ated Liquor. Let it be given twice 4 day. | 

Take white Amber, Gum of Toy, Caranna, Tacamahaca, of each a 
Dram ; Saffron, half a Dram ;, Cloves, Nutmegs, of each two Scru- 
ples ; being bruiſed, pour to them the aforeſaid Men(truum, and let a 
þ egy be extrafted according to Art. The Doſe u twenty Drops, as 
above. 

Tehke blew Salt of Tartar, four Ounces ; let it digeſt in a Matrace 
with a Pound of Spirit of Fine Alcholized, till a Tinfure be extrat- 
ed: Let tha be another Merſtruum, with which you may prepare E- 
lixirs out of Gums, Spices, &c. after the ſame manner as with the 
former Menſtruum. 

While theſe kinds of Medicines are given ig a ſmall Doſe, in 
the Evening and early in the Morning , at Phyfical hours, vzx. at 
eight a Clock in the Forenoon, and at four in the Afternoon, let 
the Antiſcorbutick Medicines of the other kind be taken, which 
for the moſt part we are wont to preſcribe in a twofold form, 
VIZ. in a ſolid form and a liquid, to be taken all under one; {6 
that the ſolid Medicine being taken firſt, the liquid is drank after 
it: there are various kinds and ways of Compoſition of both , 
vie. in a ſolid form, EteQtnaries, Confections, Powders, Pills and 
Tablets; in a liquid form are Decoctions, Lafuſions, Expretfions, 
Diſtill'd Waters, Phyfick Wines, and Ales. We ſhall give you 
ſome of the more ſelect Medicines of each of theſe kinds,

Ahe Conſerve of Scurvy-praſs, Reman Wormwood,  Fumitary, of 
each two Ounces, Powder of Winters-bark, Roots of Anzelica, 
and Aron, of each two Drams ; Species Diatrion Santalon, a Dram 
and a half; Powder of Crabseyes, a Dram ; Salt of Wormwood, two 
Drams ; with a ſufficient quantity of Syrup of the Futce of Citrons 
mage an Elefuary. | 
Take Conſerve of the Leaves of Scurvy-graſs and Brook/imes made 
with an equal quantity of Sugar, of each three Ounces; Troches of Ca-

Take Conſerves of the Tellow-coats of Oranges and Limons, of 
Flowers of the Aſh, of each two Ounces, Powder of the Roots of Con- 
trayerua a Dram and a half, of the leſſer Galingal half a Dram, 
Roots of Aron two Drams, Species of Aromaticum Roſatum a Dram, 
Salt of Wormwood two Drams, with a ſufficient quantity of Syrupe 
of the Confiture of Nutmegs make an Elettuary. The Doſe of theſe 
kinds of Medicines ss the quaniity of a Nutmeg, drinking after it 
an appropriated Liquor. 

To Ruſlticks ne poor People, by whom Medicines eafily pre- 
par'd and cheaper are defir'd, I preſcribe after this manner. Take

Decollions. 


Orem Decoctions are a very familiar kind of Liquid Medi- 
Cines, yet they are ſeldom us'd in the Scuryy, becauſe the Sim- 
ples, which chiefly do good in this Diſeaſe, loſe their vertues, 
which they have from the volatile Salt, by Boyling : Neverthe- 
leſs becauſe remedies are eaſily and ſoon prepar'd after 
this manner, they ought ſometimes to be admitted; nay and ex- 
perience haz ſhewn that ſome of them are cflicacious.. For 

\*  Ruſffticks 
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Ruſticks and poor people this Medicine of a very eafie prepara- 
tion is eommended by many. Take Leaves of Water-creſſes three 
handfuls, of the leſſer Sorrel two handfuls ; being flic't, let them be 
materated in ſix Pounds of Milk , and let them boil to a conſimption 
if « third part ; let it be taken twice a day, from four Ounces to eight. 
The Decoftion of Morm-wood is commended by Eugalenus and 
others. I have often tryed the following Medicine with good 
ſucceſs. Take Broom tops three bandfuls , being ſlic't ſmall, lee

J. Fuices and Expreſſions. 


HE moſt cemmendable uſe of Antiſcorbutick Herbs and 
Fruits is, that their Juices and Expreſſtons be taken by

themſelves, or with other appropriated Liquours twice or 
thrice a day: For fo the entire and pure Vertue of the Remedy 
is preſum'd to be given. \ 

Take Leaves of $ aſs, Water-creſſes, Brook-limes, of each 
three handfuls ; being bruis'd, let the Fuice be preſt forth, and be kept 
in a Glaſs well ſtoprt. The Doſe is from an Ounce and 4a Fw 
20 three Ounces twice a day in 4a little draught of Beer, Wine, or 
d&/tild Water. 

Take Leaves of Scurvy-graſs four bandfuls , of Wood-ſorrel two 
handfuls, being bruis'd, let the Juice be expreſt, which being put in 
a Glaſs and well ſtopt, will ſoon become clear, for the Acidity of the 
FPood-(orrel precipitates the proſſer parts of the Scurvy-graſs : The 
ſame thing comes to paſs if the Juice of Oranges be mixt with the 
mw of Scurwy-graſs. The Doſe is two or three Ounces twice 
a day. 

Takes Leaves of quot Un four handfuls, of Brook-limes and 
Garden-creſſes of each two handfuls, long Pepper three Drams, Raſ- 
pings of Horſe-raddijh two Ounces; being all bruis'd together, let 
them be put in a Glax'd Pot with two Pounds of Rheniſh-wine, or of 
Sack, if i# be thought better : The Orifice being well ſtopt, let them 
ſtand im a cold Cellar for two days, then expreſs it ftrongly ; the 
Doſe is three Ounces twice a day, after a ſolid Medicime. 

Take Leaves of Scuruy-graſs three handfuls, of Brook-limes, Gar- 
den-cre(s and Wood:ſorrel, of each a handful, being bruis'd, pour to 
them Water of Snails and of Earth-worms, of each ſix Ounces, 
make a ſtrong Expreſſion, and keep it in a Glaſs well ſtopt. The 
Doſe is two Ounces twice 4 day. 


4. SYrups. 


OR the ſame reaſon as Decoctions, Syrups alſo are diſap®* 
prov'd of in the Scurvy, vx. in as much as the vertue of the 
moſt efficacious Simples , evaporates in boyling : Yet becauſe 
ſometimes there ſeems need of ſuch a Medicine for ſweetning 
appropriated Medicines for ſome perſons, we ſhall here propoſe 
our preparation, the Vertues of the Ingredients being preſerv'd 
as much as may be. 

Therefore take Letves of Garden Scurvy-graſs fix handfuls, the 
Coats of four Oranges, and of two Limons thinly par d off, the Raſ- 
pings of Raddiſh-roots half a handful, long Pepper powdred three 
Drams, all of them being bruis'd together, let the Juice be expreſt, 
which preſently being put in a Glaſs and well ſtopt, let it be ſet in 
« cold Cellar till it becemes clear by ſubſidy : Then let the clear 
Liquour be pour d off into another Glaſs by inclination, and being foope 

et 
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lttit be kept in the heat of a Balneum Marie. Mean mhile for each 
Ounce of 3t, take of Sugar an Ounce and a half, and let its whole 
quantity, difſoly'd with a little Water of Earth-worms, be boil'd to 
aconſiſtency for Tablets, to which, preſently let the foreſaid Liquour 
whilſt warm, be pour d by little and little, ant let it be ſlir'd with 
a. Spatula ; aſſoon as it 15 incorporated, let the compoſition be taken 
from the Fire, and being. cold, let it be put into a Glaſs : Let this 
Nodulus be bung in the Glaſs. Take Cinnamon bruisd, a Dram and 
4 half, Seeds of Garden-creſs, and of Rocket powared, of each an 
Once, mix them. 


5. DiftiÞd Waters. 


| Iſti''d Waters, becauſe they are a neat and pleaſant Remedy, 

are in a manner all in a!l amongit Antiſcorbutick preſcripts,. 
ſome very profitable and neat Diſpenſations of theſe are contained 
in our Diſpenſatory, as are Radrſp-water compound , the Magiſtral 
Wat ers of Snails, and of Earth-worms : Moreover there are fa- 
mous Preſcripts of theſe l.inds of Waters, delivered by Quercetan, 
Dorncrelins, Sennertus, Doring:ius, and other Authors. It's alſo 
eafte for every Phyſitian to preſcribe fuch appropriated to the 
condition of each Patient, as occaſion requires : For Antifcor- 
butick Ingredients, and likewiſe ſuch as regard certain Accidents 
and particular Afﬀects are taken, to which , being flic't and 
bruis'd, a fit Liquour, viz. White-wine, Cider or Whey pre- 
pard of either, is pour'd: Then the whole mixture is di:til'd 
in a Cucurbit, orin a Roſe-ſtill : I ſhall here give you a form 
or two of ſuch as we commonly ule. 

Take Leaves of both Scurvy-graſſes , Brook-limes, Water-creſſes, 
teps of Broom, of each four handfuls, Leaves of Germander and 
Ground-pine, of each two handfuls, Roots of Horſe-rada:;ſh half 
a ro of Aron, Angelica, Maſter-wort, of each feur O:nces, the 
outward Coats of four Oranges, and of as many Limons, Roots of 
Calamus Aromaticus, an Ounce; Cinnamon, Cloves, of each half 


| 2 Ounce, being ſlict and bruis'd, pour to them of the beſt Cider 


eight Pounds, let them digeſt for two days in a Glax'd Pot cloſe luted : 
Afterward diſtil them in a common Diſtillatory, let the Waters firſt 
and laſt drawn, be mixt. 

In the Winter ſeaſon , when green Herbs are {carce, we may 
preſcribe after this manner. Take Leaves of Scurvy-graſs four 
| bandfuls, tops of Broom, of the Pine-trce, and of Juniper, of each 
three handfuls, the Middle-bark, of Elder and Afh, of each four 
Ounces, Roots of Horſe-raddiſh, and of Polipedy of the Oak, of each 
three Ounces, the Rind: of forw Oranges, and *f as many Limons, 

Yy Is inters- 
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Winters-bark four Ounces, being flic't and bruisd, pour to them of 
Whute-wine, or of Cider, or of Whey made with either of them, eight 
Pounds, let thembe diſtil d. 

The ſimple Water of the Leaves of Aron, diſtil'd in the Spring 
time, 1s an efficacious Remedy againſt the Scurvy , if three or four 
Ounces are given twice a day, with another Medicine. | 

The fimple Water of Scurvy-graſs, pour'd again on freſh Leaves 
bruisd, and diſtil'd, and (o iterated by frequent Cohobations, becomes 
an efficacious Remedy. Moreover a bot Spirit of Scuruy-grafs is pre- 
par'd after this manner. Take Leaves of Scuruy-graſs what ſuffices, 
being bruis'd, let it be made into Balls, ſuch as are made of Woad for 
Dying : Then let thoſe Balls be kept in a Glaz'd Pot for three or four 
days very cloſe ſtopt in a cold place, either Water of Scurvy-eraſs, or 
Wine of the ſame being pour'd to them, and covering them over 
above four fingers deep : Then an Alembick being put on, let the 
whole matter be diſtill'd: Let the diftilld Water being put into 
a Cucurbit, be reftified; the hot Spirit will come off firſt, where« 
of let fifteen or twenty drops be taken in a fit Vehicle. 


6. Antiſcorbutick Wines and Beers. 


Uſe to prepare a f:mple Antiſcorbutick Wine of excellent uſe, 
after this manner : In the Spring or Summer-ſeaſon, Take 
Leaves of Scurvy-Graſs gathered in clear and dry Weather, what you 
think good ; being bruiſed, let the Fuice be preſt forth, and let a Veſ- 
fel containing three or four Gallons be filld; a ſpoonful or two of Teſt 
being put to 3t, let at ferment for two Days ; then the Veſſel being cloſe 
Rope, let it be plac't in a Wine-Cellar for fix Months ; and then let 
the clear Liquor, which will be of an Amber colour, like Spaniſh Wine, 
be drawn out into Bottles, and be kept for uſe ; it continues good ma- 
ny years : The Doſe u three or four Ounces twice a Day. 

Phyfick Wines, whereof a Glaſs or two may be daily taken at 
Phyfcal Hours, or alſo at Dinner, may be prepar'd after this 
manner ; Take Leaves of Scurvy-Graſs, four handfuls, Raſpings of 
Horſe-radiſh, four Ounces; Winters-bark bruiſed half an Ounce the 
outward Coats of four Oranges, and of ſo many Limons; Let them 
be put in a Glaſs, with twelve Pounds of White Wine or Rheniſh, 
or ſmall Spaniſh Wine : The Veſſel being ſtopt, let it be kept in a cold 
place. Let the Wine be pour'd off clear as often as you uſe it. 

It's more uſual to preſcribe a Phyfick Ale or Beer to Scorbutt- 
ca! perſons, to be drank conſtantly for their ordinary Drink. Let 
Beer be prepar'd to fill a Veſſel of four Gallons; inſtead of Hops let 
three Handfuls of Pine or Fir-tops be boiled in it : After it has wrought 
m the Veſje!, put mito it Leaves of Scurvy-Graſs, three m_— 
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oots of ſharp pointed Dock prepared, four Ounces; tbe Rind: of four 
> es oe [frer it has Rook a Week to clear, let it be =_E to 
Drink. 
Theſe kinds of Phyſick Drinks, with other Ingredients, may be 
variouſly prepar'd, according to the Temperament and Aﬀect of 
the Patient ; by which Kind of Remedy, in regard the Phyft- 
cal Particles, altering the Dyſcraſy of the Blood, are forthwith 
convey'd into its Maſs, together with thoſe of the Food, often 
much good is done in removing the Cauſe of the Scurvy : But 
fince we have ſhewn the cauſe of this, as alſo the Nature of the 
Diſeaſe, to be twofold, and fince the Medicines hitherto propofed 
regard in a manner only the Salino-ſulphureous Diſtemper of 
the Blood, we muſt next direct Medicines which are proper in 
the other, vi7. the Sulptiureo-ſaline Dyſcraſy of the Blood. 


CHAT. TH 


Of Medicines of each kind of the foregoing forms, 
which have regard to the Scurvy raiſed in a hot 
Conſtitution, and in a Sulphureo-Saline Dyſcraſy 
of the Blood. 


N certain Scorbutical perſons the uſe of Scurvy-graſs, Horſe- 
Radiſh, Winters-bark, and of other ſmart things, and ſuch as 
are greatly endow'd with a volatile Salt, is tound to be very ot- 
fenſive ; wherefore in thoſe kinds of cafes, where the Morbifick 
Cauſe conſiſts in a hot Dyſcraſy of the Blood, reſembling over-fret- 
ted Wine, temperate Medicines, and ſuch as do not exagitate the 
Particles of theHumours, which are apt to boil too much of them 
ſelves, are indicated: Wherefore we ſhall ſet down Forms after 
the ſame order, and running as it were parallel with thote betore ; 
and in the firſt place we ſhall give you ſolid Medicines. 


Ele tuaries. 


Take Conſerve of Brooklimes and Cuckow-Flower, made with an c- 
qual part of Sugar of each three Ounces, Species Diatrion Santalmn, 
Diarrhodon Abbatis, of each a Dram and a half; Ivory powdered, a 
| Yy 2 Dram 3; 
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Dram ; Pearl, half a Dram ; Salt of Wormwood and of Tamarith, 
of each « Dram; with a ſufficient quantity of ſyrup of Coral: make 
an Elettuary. 

Take Conſerve of Wood-ſorrel, and of Hips, of each three Ounces 
{ or Conſerve of the Roots of ſharp pointed Dock, and of the' Roots of 
Cichory, of each three Ounces) Troches of Rhubarb, two Drains ; 
Species Diamargariti Frigidi, a Dram and a half; Bark of Tame- 
11ish, a Dram ; Sal Prunella, a Dram and a half ; Myrobalanes con- 
dited, in number two ; with a ſufficient quantity of the ſyrup of the 
Confiture of Mirobalanes , make an Elefuary. 

For poor people I uſe to preſcribe this eaſy prepar'd Electuary, 
Take Leaves of Brooklimes, fix Ounces ; of Wood-ſorrel, two Ounces; 
double refined Sugar, eight Ounces ; let them be pounded, adding Pow- 
der of ſweet Femnal-ſeed, half an Ounce ;, Ivory powdered, two Drams ; 
Sal Prunella, a Dram and a half ; with a ſufficient quantity of Syrup 
of the Juice of Brooklitmes , make an Elettuary.

ut if with .thoſe kinds of temperate Antiſcorbuticks, the uſe 
of Steel be indicated, to the. EleEtuary, or to the ConfeCtion, or 
alſo to the Maſs of Pills, let two Drams of Mynſicht's iſtery of 
Mars, or of Extra of Steel of our preparation, be added. In ſome 
caſes, about two Drams and a half, or three Drams of Crocus Mar- 
tis may be added to ſuch a Compoſition : though it is; often 
better to make the Liquors which are drank after ſolid Medicines 
Chalybeate, than the foreſaid Compoſitions, It remains for us now 
to preſcribe forms of Liquors.

two or three Drams : The Doſe # four Ounces twice or thrice 4 day. 
Take Eringo Roots preſerv'd, fix Drams, of Graſs, two Drams, Leaves 
of 'Clivers, two handfuls ; Agrimony and Liverwort, of each 4 hand- 


ful; Raifms, two Ounces 3 white Saunders, a Dram ; Liquorice, two

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Drams ; let them boil in four Pownds of Fountain Water, tiff 

= rd part be conſumed. The Doſe # fix Drams after a ſolid Me- 
tcine. 

To Rufticks and poor People, leſt after a Fever they fall into 
the Scurvy, I uſe to preſcribe, That twice a day they take the 
following Draught, viz.

Infuſons. 


He Apozems even now preſcrib'd, will become more excellent 
T anſ the Scurvy, if being prepar'd without Licorice, they are 
ftrain'd into a Flaggon, into which are put Leaves of Brook-lames, 
and of Water-creſſes or Cuckow-flowers, of each a handful, then make 
4 warm and cloſe Infuſion for fix hours ; the Liquour being ſtrain 1 
again, let it be kept in ſtopt Veſſels. The Doſe is ſix Ounces twice 
or thrice a day. Alſo let Whey, with the Roots of Dandelion, and 
the Leaves of Fumitory boil d in it, be ſtrain'd into a Veſſel, wherein 
are Leaves of Brook: limes, and of ſmall Celandine, of each a handful, 
mihe an Infuſion, &c. 

Chalibeat Infufrens are wont to be frequently in uſe, viz. the 
Salt, Magiſtery, or Extrat of Steel, are infus'd in ſome on, 
or diftil'd Water: Moreover as natural Spaw-waters, fo alſo Ar- 
tificial ones of our preparation of Steel diffoly'd in Fountain- 
wateF and impregnated with the Iufuſion of Antiſcorbuticks, 
areVWrank with great benefit.

(Take Leaves of Scurvy-graſs,Brook-limes, Cuckow-flower, Garden- 
creſs, of each three handfuls, Rinds. of four Oranges, Snails a Pound : 
being ſlic't ſmall, pour to them common Whey, or freſh Milk, ſix 
Pounds ; diftill them after the vulgar manner. 


3. In a Scorbutick Atrophia, and Conſumptive Diſpoſfttion, 
where nothing hot, that may ſtir the Blood and Humours, and 
Spirits,ought to be admitted, let both the Ingredients and Men- 
ſtruum be temperate, and lenifiers of the Blood. 

Take Leaves of Brook-limes, Cuckow-flower, Harts-tongue, Maiden- 
hair, Liver-wort , Speedwel, Agrimony , of each two handfuls, 
Snails cleansd a Pound and 4a half ( or the Pulp of a Capon, or 
of a Sheeps-heart ſlic't ) all being half botl'd and ſlic't, pour to them 
of freſh Milk, (or WWater of Fumitory ) fix Pounds ; let them be di- 
ftil'd the common way.

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Phyſick-wines and Beers. 


Hough the uſe of Wines may not ſeem proper in a Scurvy 
raisd by reaſon of a hot, or Sulphureo-ſaline Dyſcrafie of 
the Blood, nevertheleſs, if at any time the Stomach either bei 
weak, or along accuſtomance require the drinking of Wine, at 
teaſtwiſe being diluted with Water; a Liquour of that kind 
being both temperate, and in fome meaſure Phyfical,: may be 
prepar'd : For eſpecially ſmall Wines dilated with Water, and 
impregnated with the Infuſion of Bawm, Borrage, or of Eurnet, 
or- other things ought to be allow'd. | 
Moreover let Wines be prepar'd of the Juice of Engliſh Corinths, 
Cherries, and other h:rary Fruits, which when they are brought _ 
toa ripeneſs by Fermentation, are very grateful to the Stomach, 
' and purifie the Blood : Again Czder, the familiar and genuine 
Wine, as it were, of cur Country, fo it be clean, mellow, and 
pleaſant without any ſharpneſs, does very much good in the 
Scurvy. Moreover in this Liquour drawn from the Lees, and 
put in ſmall Veſſels, Ingredients of various kinds may be infus'd: 
Of which kind are tops of the Pene-tree, or of Fir, Flowers of Tama- 
rish.; alſo ſhavings of Harts-horn, or of Tvory,which (weeten the Li- 
quour, and preſerve it from turning ſour, v7z. in as much as the 
| Particles of the fluid Salt which abonnd in the Cider, and are 
- apt to make it ſharp, are taken up in diffolving the forefaid 
Ingredients. Fs 
- Temperate Phyſick Drinks may be preſcrib'd after thig/man- 
ner, viz, let a ſmall Ale be prepar'd to fill a Veſſel of froe or ſix 
Gallons, into which inſtead of Hops, let tops of the Pine-tree, of 
Firr or Tamarisk , or the Raſpings of ether of their Woods be. put 3 - 
then after it has wrought, let the Roots of ſharp pointed Dock dryed, 
be put into the Veſſel ( than which certainly there is no Remedy more 
excellent in the Scurvy : To theſe, ſometimes let the Leaves of Brook- 
limes,Water-creſſes, Winter-creſſes, &c. be added: Alſo Pomeatrons 
or Oranges cut in ſlices. 
Leaves of Harts-tongue, put into 4 little Veſſel of midling Ale after 
it bas wrought, gives 1t a grateful ſayour and odour. 


CHAP. 


CHAP. IV. 


Of the Curatory Indication of the Scurvy, where- 
by we obviate the Diſeaſe it ſelf, and the Symp- 
toms that are moſt preſſing. 


Itherto we have ſhewn concerning the Cure of the Scurvyy, 
what regards the Preſfervatory Indication, to wit, the re- 
moval of the Morbifick Cauſe, vix. both the intentions of Curing, 
and the Remedies indicated : Which kind of method being ſea- 
ſonably begun, and duly proſecuted, often does the whole work ; 
vi, in as much as the Cauſe'of 'the Diſeaſe, or the Root' of it 
being cut off, the aftefts depending of it dye of their own ac- 
cord : Nevertheleſs we muſt not go on with this courſe of Phy- 
ſack always directly, but turning afide ſeveral ways: For ſome- 
times ſevere Accidents and Symptoms happen, which cequire 
a peculiar, *and as it were, extraordinary Phyfical help, to which 
we muſt Immediately attend, and often interrupting the general 
Cure. Concerning theſe we muſt obſerve, that as affects which 
_ha upon the Scurvy, require Appropriated Remedies, ac- 
cor to the Nature of each of them, and to the diſpoſition 
of te Patient, yet Antiſcorbuticks onght always to be*mixt 
with them : It will not be needful to order a Method of Cure 
againſt all diſeaſes and affects, with which the Scurvy is-wont 
to be attended, for ſo the whole Practice of Pyhſick would be 
here tranſcrib'd, but we ſhall have regard only to the Sym- 
ptoms that are chiefly prefling, by which either the life of the

A Difficult Breathing, with a. ſtraitneſs of the Breft and 
Aſthmatick Fits, ought preſently to be 'removed by appro- 
priated Remedies, to be preſcrib'd befides the general Method, for 


otherwiſe the diſeaſed is ſoon brought in danger of life, Since theſe

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ſorts of evils ariſe in Scorbutical perſons for the moſt part, either 
through the fault of the Blood ftagnating in the Heart, or by 
reaſon of the Nerves of the Lungs being hindred in their 
Function, therefore they are Gur'd either by Cordial, or Anti- 
convulſtze Medicines. Spirit of Harts-horn, of Soot , of Blood, 
of Mans Scull, alſo the TinCture of Caftoreum, of Antimony, 
or of Sulpyur, Flowers of Sal Armoniack, Flowersof Benzoin, alſo 
Elixir Proprietatis are often of excellent uſe in theſeCaſes, which 
kind of Medicines may be frequently given with a Doſe of ſome 
Antiſcorbutick Liquors, appropriated alſo againſt the fereſaid af- 
ects. For the appeafing of a ſudden difficulty of Breathing which 
1s meerly Convulſive, it at any time it very ſorely prefles, I have 
found no more preſent remedy then our Tinfure of Laudanum with 
Opium given to ten or twelve drops in a convenient Liquour : For 
Sleep Stealing on, the Spirits remit of their diſorders, and in the 
mean while being refreſh't, they reſume afterwards their accu- 
itom'd offices after a due mauner.

Corbutical perſons are wont ſometimes to be troubled with a 

greatOppletion andPain of the Stomach, alſo with aNauſeoul- 
ne(s and Belching, and ſometimes alſo with a frequent and violent 
Vomiting ; which kind of diſtempers ſometimes ariſe from the 
Chyle, there degenerated into a Maſs of Corruption, but oftner 
from the Morbifick Matter brought thither, either by the con- 
veyance of the Blood, or alſo of the Nervous Juice, and ejther 
depos'd within the Cavity of the Stomach, or fixt in the 
Plexus's of the Nerves and in the Membranes : In theſe kinds of 
Caſes, if a Viſcous, Stinking, or otherwiſe Offenſive Matter, be 
caſt up by Vomit, and there be a ſuſpicion that the cauſe 1yes 
within the Cavitv of the Stomach, is proper to give 4 gentle 
Vomit of Wine of Squslls, or of Salt of Vitruol; Orlet the oftend-

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ing Humours be Purg'd off by. Stool, either by Extra# of Rhbu- 
barb, or by its infuſion, with the addition of Salt or Cream of Tar- 
tar : But if the Matter ſticks deeply within the Membranes, or 
the Plexus's of the Nerves ; Diaphoreticks, or things, that mo- 
derate the efferveſcencies of the Salts do better; Let Elixir Pro- 
prietatis, or Fiowers of Sal Armoniack,, or Spirit of Soot be fre- 
quently taken with Raddiſnn Water Compound, water of Earthworm:, 
or ſome other Antiſcorbutick Liquour, Mean while, once or 
twice a day, let Fomentations of Warmwocd, Centay, Flowers 
of Cammonul, Roots of Gentian, and other things Boyl'd in 
White-wine,. be applyed to the 'Region of the Stomach, with 
Wollen Cloths dip't into it warm and wrung forth : The uſe of 
Glyſters is proper, and Opiats often give great help.

Coo any affect requires a more ſpeedy Phyſical help than 
the Colick and Gripes in the Belly, which trequently hap- 
pen in the Scurvy: Againſt theſe evils Glylers of various kinds, 
Fomentations,  Liniments, and Cataplaſms are adminiſtred : 
The uſe of Opiates is found to be very neceflary here :; Cer- 
+ tainly in this Caſe that Preſcript of Riverius chiefly has place, 
fe. that Purging Pills be giuen with Landanum mixt with them, for 
vacuation by ſeige, and Sleep being caus'd, the Fit 
en n away, Moreover Powders of Shells, by which 
the ts are Imhib'd, or faxt, conduce very much to the 
removal of the Morbifick cauſe ; for example. Take Crabs Eyes 
and Exe Shells of each a Dram and a half, Pearl a Dram, make 
4 Powder, divide it into twelve Doſes, wrereof let one be taken every

At inveterate Looſneſs, ſuch as frequently happens - to Scor- 
buttical Perſons,ought by no means to be ſtopt with aftrin- 
gent Medicines, nor is it eaſily cured. by altering Medicines, or 
by Antifcorbuticks; Spaw-mwaters, ay 794 with:. Iron, or Vi- 
triol, are the beſt Remedy for this Aﬀect: Next theſe are Arti- 
ficial Spaws, or Chalybeate Medicines, which are wont to give a 
mighty relief: Crocus Martis, duely prepared, is juſtly preferr'd 
beſore all others. I have often uſed the following Method with 
good Succeſs: In the firſt place, Let 4 Purge be ordered of the 
Powder or Infuſion of Rhubarb, with the addition of Aromatich A4- 
ftringents, and now and then let it be repeated, viz. within the ſpace 
of three or four days ; on the other days let a Doſe of the following E- 
lefuary, to the quantity of a Nutmeg, be taken in the Morning, and 
at four of the Clock.

Giddineſs often happens upon an inveterate Scuryy, to v hich 

alſo a frequent Swooning, and almoſt a continual danger of 
it, and likewiſe a numneſs in the Members, and a ſenſe 
of Formication, running ſometimes in one place, ard ſometimes 
in another, are. wont to be joyned ; which kind of Aﬀects;pro- 
ceed from the failings of the Animal Spirits in their Origine it 
ſelf, and ſometimes from the failings of the ſame within the 
Nerves, both belonging to the Heart, and to the Members that 
ſerve for motion : and in regard they depend on the Brain and 
the Genus Nervoſum, their being very much over-charged with a 
Scorbutick Salt, they are not eafaly cured. Cephalick Remedies, 
ſuch as are proper in a Giddineſs and Paralytick Aﬀects rai 
by themſelves, ought to be given with Antiſcorbuticks mixt with 
them: therefore in the firſt place, a Proviſion being made for the 
whole, by fit Catharticks, and: ſuch as are proper in the Scuryy, 
you ,may proceed after this manner with appropriated Remedies 
againfit the foreſaid Aﬀects.

Amorrhagies often threaten a mighty danger in the Scor- 
butick Aﬀect, the Diſeaſed being thereby thrown headlong 

as it were into the Jaws of Death, whilſt the Blood breaks forth 
almoſt to a Swooning, ſometimes from the Noſtrils, ſometimes 
by the Menſes, or Hzmorrhoids : Moreover,being ſometimes caſt 
up from the Lungs or Stomach, it gives us a Suſpicion of an 
Ulcer, or at leaſtwiſe of a great weakneſs lying bid in the part 
affected. Wherefore excretions of Blood, if they are either 
immoderate, or happen in an improper place, ought to be ſtopt 
for the preſent, and prevented for the future. . 
For ftopping Blood when it breaks forth immoderately, the 
method is vulgarly enough known, and there remains nothing 
more, or peculiar to be done, when happening in this Aﬀect by - 
reaſon of the Scurvy, than on other Occafions. But yet to pre- 
vent Hzmorrhagies, let Remedies be adminiſtred which take 
away the Acrimony of the Blood, and conſtriuge the over-lax 
and gaping Mouths of the Veſſels: both intents are excellently 
perform'd by Chahbeate Medicines: the uſe of Vitriolick Spaw-wa- 
gers is very proper for this purpoſe : Moreover, Infufions, Ex- 
trafts, Salts, and the like Preparations of Steel, which contain chiefly 


the ſaline or vitriolich, part of the Iron, are always very profitable a- **" 


gainſt Hemorrhagies. We have ſhewn before by what

AR as the Scorbutick Taint ſeizes the parts of the Mouth, 
that the Gums ſwell, and their fleſh becomes Spongy, pre- 
ſently let Remedies. be carefully adminiſtred, which may keep 
them from Putreſa&tion : Amongſt theſe,waſhings of the Mouth, 
and Liniments are of chiefeſt uſe, both when the Diſeaſe is be-

Of Convulfrue and Paralytick Afﬀetts, that are 
wont to enſue upon the Scurvy. 


Tf at any time the Scorbutick taint paſſing into the Brain, and 
Genus Nervoſum, greatly corrupts the Liquor reſiding in each 
Province ; thereupon divers kind of Aﬀects, and eſpecially Para- 
lytical or Convulfive are wont to ariſe 3 viz. according as the 
Morbifick Matter brought in to the Animal Aconomy is either 
Narcotick or Exploſive : Which kind of Aﬀects, though in this 
caſe they are Symptomatical, yet when they are grown to a 
- hight, they challenge both the name, and the better part of the 
Cure before the Scurvy their parent ; fo that the diſeaſed are ſaid 
to be troubled with the Palſy, or Convulftons, rather than with 
the Scurvy, alſo Medicines defign'd againſt thoſe Aﬀects, have 
the iekFence to any others at the ſame time required by reaſon 
of other intents. 

For Curing theſe kinds of Aﬀects hapning upon the Scurvy, let 
this chiefly be obſerv'd, that Remedies appropriated to thoſe 
ſame be duly Complicated with Antiſcorbuticks. As to Convulſive 
Diſeaſes, the Remedies that are in the foregoing Tract may ea- 
fily be Transfer'd hither : And as to the Palſey, Lethargy, and 


many other Aﬀects of the Brain, and Genus Nervoſum, we ſhall 
diſcourſe of them particulary in ſome other Tract. 


Of the Atrophia, alſo of the Scorbutick Fever which, 
is often the Cauſe of the other, or its Effet. - 


Here are three kinds of Cauſes, having ſome orderly depen- 
dance on each other, from one or more of which a Scor- 
butical Arrephia is wont to be produc'd without a Conſumption 
Aaaz? of 
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Of the Lungs, viz. either the Chyle'is perverted through the fauk 


of the firſt paſſages, ſo that a laudable or (ufficient Store of it is 
not convey d to the Blood. Secondly, or.heing brought into it 
yet through the fault of the Blood it is*not uly chang'd int 
Blood and a nutritive Juice. Thirdly and laſtly, the nutritiy 
Juice prepar'd in the Maſs of Blood,,is not duly yfſimilated tq 
the ſolid parts, through the fault of the nervous-Liquor. 

The Remedies appropriated to this Symptbmi Feghre&etther the 
amendment of the fi;ſt Paſſages, or the correction of the foreſaid 


Humonrs. As to the former , it ſometimes happens by reaſon ' 


of the Tone of the Stomach. being broken, or its Ferment being 
vitiated,” that the Food taken intv it is not duly\concodted, but 
paſſes into an unprofitable Maſs of Corruption.- -For theſe ſorts 
of evils let gentle Catharticks, Digelitives and Corroboratives be 
us'd : But the work of Chylification is oftner hindred by reaſon of 
a Schirrons Tumour rais'd ſometimes in theVentriclefſometimes in 
the Meſentery,or in other adjacent-parts : In this caſeDeobſtruents 
and Diflvlvents are proper, the uſe of Spaw-waters has the 
preferance' to any other kinds of Medicines 2 Moreover , Fo- 
mentations; Liniments, or Plaiſters -ought to be outwardly ap- 
plyed. | 

Again, #t ſometimes happens that without any Tumour raisd 
in the Viſcera, the Lacteal Veſſels are io much obſtruCted by a 
groſs and viſcous matter ſticking in them, that a \ufficient ſtore 
of the Chyle, though it be laudable enough and plentifully pre- 
par'd, is not convey'd into the-Blood, In this affect the Eelly for 
the moſt part diſcharges Excrements plentitully, but they are 
White like coagnlated Mi!k, and not as other Excrements ting d 
with Choler or Stinking : 'Che reaſon of which 1s, that the Blood 
being depauperated, more ſparingly engenders Chcler, from the 
eftafion of which into the Inteftines the Coluur and Stink of the 
Excren:ents proceed : In this cale:Spaw-waters are chiefly proper ; 
alſo Deobitruents Leing inwarldly given, let Linuncuts, Fomen- 
tations and Eaths be outwarldly us'd. 

Agairit the Mara/mus, caus'd through the fault of the Blcod 
degenerated frem its Crafis, Aﬀes or Cows Milk, diluted with 
Barley Water, or a proper Gini!l'd Water often give kelp. Snail 
Eroaths, or Milk Drin!.s with Snals boyld in ttem 3 moreover 
Waters Gitij:] d of Milk, or Whey with Srails and temperate Ar- 
tifcorbatick Herbs, zre greatly condncing_.in this caſe : For this 
end alſo DeceCtions of vulnerary Herbs, and Antiſcorbutick Herbs 
infus'd in them, are takcn with good ſucceſs : Mean while let itt 
Chons be daily us'd to the outward parts with Cloaths moiſtned 
and made Warm with Ungnenticum Refurrttiouzm, or feſh Oy! 
ot Almonds, 

When 
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'When an -Atrophia ariſes through the fault of the Blood, being 
affected, and conſequently perverting the nutritive Juice, it has 
for the moſt part a Feaver of irregular returns joyned- with it, 
with Night-ſ{weats, viz.in/ as much as the Maſs of Blood-is forc't 
to irregular and inconftant Efferveſcencies from that degenerated 
nice, and the matter ſo offending is caft forth: by. Night-weats ; 
n this cafe,*a thin Dyet being ordered, let Decoctions and Di- 
ſtill'd Waters, that fuſe and purifie the Bload, be frequently ta- 
ker}, with- Antiſcorbuticks mixt with them. 

Take ſhavings of Toory and Harts-horn, of each two Prams and a 
balf ; candied Eringo Roots, ſix Drams ; Roots of Chervil and Dan- 
delion, of each half an 'Qunce; Leaves of Harts- tongue and Liver- 
wort, of each a handful ; one Apple ſlic't 3 - Raifins, a handful; Let 
them boil in four Pounds of Fountain- water till a third part be com- 
ſumed ; let the ſtraining be poured on Leaves of Brooklimes bruiſed, 
two handfuls ; Sl Prunella, a Dram and balf, or fixt Nitre, a Dram ; 
make 4 cloſe and warm Infuſion for three Hours: Let four or ſix 
Ounces be taken thrice a Day. l 

Take Leaves of Brookl/imes, feur Pormds ; Roots and Leaves of Sor- 
rel and Dandelion, of each two Handfuls ; Snaz/s cleanſed, a Pound 
and a balf ;, the Rinds of two Oranges ; being ſliced and bruiſed, pour 
to them of new Milk , or of Apey made with Cider or freſk Furce of 
Apples, fix pounds ; let them be Diſtill 4 aſter the vulzay way: Let 
three Ounces be taken twice or thrice a day. 


. Of the Rheumatiſm. 


W- conclude that this Aﬀc&t proceeds from the congreſs 
and mutual efferveſcency of Salts that are of a different 
Origine and Nature, v:z. of the fixt Salt coming from the Blood, 
and of the acid Salt coming from the nervous Liquor : The 
Subjects of both Salts are ſuperfluous Dregs, deposd from the + 
foreſaid Humours forc'd into certain Turgeſcencies, and difcharg d 
ſometimes on theſe Parts, ſometimes on thoſe 2: Wherefore that 
the Diſeaſe may be Cur'd, both let the Turgeſcencies of the Hu- 
mours be appeas'd, and their ſuperfluous Dregs te purg(d forth, 
and let the Salts degenerating both ways be reduc'd to a State of 
volatility. 19 FS 
For the two firſt intents a gentle Purge ard Bleeding are 
chiefly requir'd, and now and then, as the ftrength will bear, they 
ought to be repeated ; and alſo let Dinreticks and Diaphoreticks 
be now and then given. which any way convey forth 'the Saline 


Serofities, And that theſe Evacuations proceecing caimly, and 
with 
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with a well-bearing, and Nature affifting, may ſucceed the better, 
let Opiats frequently be us'd, For the other Intent in which the 
chief ſtreſs of the Cure confifts, Alteratives, and eſpecially ſuch 
as are endow'd with a volatile Salt, greatly conduce: Wherefore 
ia this caſe its a vulgar, but no contemptible Medicine, to give 
twice or. thrice a day to four or fix Ounces of the Infuſion of a Stone- 
horſe Dung, made in a ſmall Wine or Ale, or in an appropriate Di- 
fill d Water: and a Medicine ſomewhat more grateful, and no 
leſs efficacious, may be prepar'd, if a Water be _ from that 
Dung, with Antiſcorbutick, Ingredsents infuſed in Wbite-wine or Ci- 
der, which may be given to three or four Ounces twice a day. 1 
have often preſcribed Spirit of Harts-horn, and of Blood, in thy caſe, 
with a mighty benefit to the Diſeaſed. 


Of the Drop. 


V Hereas we conclude the Drophe, which is wont to hap- 

pen upon the Scurvy, to be twofold, viz. habitual and 
occaſional z Concerning the Cure of the firft, for the moſt part 
all labour is loſt; for no Remedies are able to reſtore the Li- 
ver and the Lungs, and ſometimes other Viſcera, wholly vitia- 
ted, and the Crafis of the Blood utterly ſnbverted : In ſuch a 
caſe, if any thing ſeems fit to be done, the Scope of Phyſick is 
very narrow ; for there is no room left for Catharticks, nor Dia- 
phoreticks, nor for a ſtrong Evacuation of any other kind : We 
muſt infiſt chiefly, and in a manner only, on Diureticks and Cor- 
dials. For theſe ends let Elixirs, TinCtures, Electuaries, Pow- 
ders, Infuſions, Decoctions, diſtilld Waters, &c. which confilt 
partly of Antihydropicks, partly of Antiſcorbuticks be given; 
the forms of which I have nevertheleſs thought good to omit, 
as ſignifying little or nothing. 

The Scorbutick Dropfhie, raiſes on a ſudden from an evident 
cauſe, or on ſome accident, often admits of Cure; for the more 
eafie performance of which, the tumults of Nature ought in the 
firſt place to be appeaſed, and its diſorders compoſed. Where- 
fore if Watchings continue very offenſive, let ſleep be procured 
by the uſe of Opiats, and now and then, as often as it ſeems ve- 
ry neceſſary, let it be procured again. As ſoon as ftrength will 
give leave for Purging, let the following Powder be taken, and 
let it he now and then repeated at due intervals of time : mean 
while let the Belly be kept ſoluble by the frequent uſe of Cly- 


ters. 
Take 
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"Take  Mercurius Dulcis, a Scruple ; Rofin of Julape, from five 
Grains to ten; Cloves, balf a Sn mix + io a Ps be Fn 
in a Spoonful of Panada; at other times let Diureticks, and ſome- 
tymes Diaphorericks + carefully taken. 

Take Tinfure of Salt of Tartar, impregnated with the Infuſion 
Millepedes, as much as you think good yg by it be given from wm woe 
to two Scruples twice a day, with an appropriated Liquor. 

Take Spurit of Sal Armoniack,, what you think good ; the Doſe is 
from half a Seruple to fifteen drops, after the ſame manner. 

Take Millepedes prepar 'd, three Drams; Salt of Tartar, two Drams ; 
Nutmegs, 4 Dram; mix them ; make a Powder. . The Doſe is half 
a Dram twice a day, with an appropriated Liquour. 

Or, Take Bees dryed and powdered, two Drams, Seeds of Biſhops- 
weed powdered, a Dram; Ole of Juniper, a Scruple ; Turpentine, 
what ſuffices; make a Maſs of Pills. The Doſe ts from a Scruple 
to half a Dram twice a day, drinking after it an appropriated Liquor. 

Take Leaves of both ronitalgs.,s bo Watercreſes, Dittander, Ar= 
ſmart, of each three handfuls ; Roots of Aron, Briony, Florentine 
Orrice, of each four Ounces ; the middle Bark of Elder, two Hand- 

fuls ; Winters-bark, two Ounces; the outward Coats of four Oran- 

es, and of three Lemons; freſh Juniper-berries, four Ounces; being 
Nic' and bruiſed, pour to them of Rheniſh-wine three Pounds ; Wine 
of the Juice of Elder-berries, two Pounds; Diſtill them the vulgar 
way ; let all the Water be mix't. The Doſe is from three Ounces 
to four twice a day, after a Doſe of ſomes one of the Medicines above 
preſcrib'd. 

Let Decofions and Phyſich-Beers be prepar d, ſuch as above writ- 
ten, Antibydropich, Ingredients being added to them. 


Of the C rackling of the Bones. 


Here remains yet a ſymptom which happens ſometimes upon 

the Scurvey, though rarely, vx. the crackling of the Bones, 

into the Nature and Cure of which it ſeems to concern us to en- 
quire. I have known ſome, though ſcarce above three or four, 


- who being long Sick of the Sceurvy, found themſelves afflicted by 


it , not only in the Humours, and the Carneous Parts ,. but at 
length in the very Bones : For as often as they mov'd any Mem- 
ber any way, the ends of the Bones, as though they were bare, 
rubbing againſt each other, made a mighty noiſe: Moreover, 
when they lay in their Bed, and there turned themſelves from 
one ſide to the other, a mighty Crackling was heard, as it were 
of a Scelleton forcibly ſhaken, terrifying even the perſons at- 
fected. _ 
18 
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The coenjunct cauſe of this haply may ſeem to be, That the 
ſoft Interſtice of the Bones, viz. the Fat, Membranes, and Liga- 
ments being greatly conſumed, their Joints, as Mill-ftones when 
bare without any Corn, by reaſon of their mutual rubbing a- 
gainſt each other, make a noiſe : But the thing appears to be 
otherwiſe, becauſe neither perſons mightily conſumed have this 
Crackling of the Bones, nor do perſons troubled with this Af- 
fect always waſte away 3 whereforc, we fay rather that the im- 
mediate Cauſe of this Symptom is the drineſs of the Bones, or 
the defect of the Marrow properly fo called, which ought to 
be contain'd within the Cavities of the Bones, and eſpecially with- 
in their Joynts; for fince all Bones include a Marrow or unctu- 
ous Humour, either in the great Cavities, or in the Pores and 
ſmall Paſſages every where made in them, we conclude the uſe of 
ſ this to be both , that the Bones irrigated with the ſame, may 
ih become leſs brittle, and likewife that that Humour , diſtilling 
| from the Joynts of the Bones, may make ſlippery all the Joints, 
as the Joynts of a Machine beſmear'd with Greaſe, and may fo 
facilitate the motions of them ; wherefore the ends of the Bones, 
deſtitute of this Marrow, make a noiſe juſt as the Wheels of a 
Cart ſeldom greaſed. 

If you ask why that unctuous ſubſtance of the Joints fails ; I 
ſay this ſeems chiefly to happen becauſe thePores and Paſſages of 
the Bones are ſo much obſtructed by a certain extraneous Matter, 
haply of a Slimy or Tartarous Nature, brought to them from the 
Blood, that they do not ſufficiently receive the Balſam de- 
fign'd for them, nor. diltil it forth for moiſtning their Joints ; 
hut it will not be eaſfie ( the thing being wholly in the dark ) to 
ſearch out the particular Reaſons of this Aﬀect. 

Nor are we lets at a loſs when we proceed to the Cure of this 
Diſeaſe ; for though the Primary Indication, viz. the moiſtning 
of the Bones or of the Joints be obvious enough, yet it does not 
ſo plainly appear after- what Manner, and by what Remedies it is 
perform'd. For in this caſe I have known a great many kinds 
of Medicines, and various ways of Adminiſtrations tryed wholly 
in vain, . A certain Ingenious Man, extreamly troubled with this 
Diſeaſe for many years, tryed the Advice of many, and thoſe Fa- 
mous Phyſicians ; Beſides the uſual Remedies againſt the Scurvy 
( together with frequent Bleedings and Purgings, from which 
he found not the leaſt Relief ) he try'd moreover various and 
great Courſes of Phyſick, without any ſucceſs : For after a me- 
thod us'd by one Phyfician tor ſome Months without Effect, he 
preſently betook himſelf to another, and fo afterwards to many ; 
mcan while, by each always a new way of Curing , untryed by 
the former, is preſcribed ; Fomentations , Liniments, _ Fri- 
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tions are applied daily to each of wo? goons he ns'd for ſome 
time the hot Baths of Bathe ; afterward Spaw-waters of various 
kinds, ſometimes theſe, ſometimes others are drank : Which 
giving no help, a Chalybeat courſe, at another time a DecoCtion 
of temperate Woods , ſometimes a Milk Diet ; and at all 
time EleCtuaries, diftil'd Waters, Apozems, and other Reme- 
dies prepard of Antiſcorbuticks are taken : And when he had 
livd after this manner, above three years almoſt conſtantly, 
Medice & miſere, there was not made the leaſt progreſs towards 
the Cure ofthe fore-mentioned Aﬀect; yet in the mean time he 
* was pretty well as to his Strength and Stomach, married a Wife, 
and as to the other more common Symptoms of the Scurvy he 
was better. So that it hence appears, how ſtubborn a Diſeaſe, 
and unconquerable by almoſt any Medicines, © the crackling of 
the Bones is 3 which I have known confirmed alſo in others 
troubled with this Aﬀect, and wholly cluding the endeayours 
of a Phyſician, 


CHAP. V. 


Of the Vital Indication , in which are included 
Cordial Medicines, Opiats, and the Diet requifit 
in the Scurvy. 


therto we have ſet forth at large the Indications both Pre» 
ſervatory and Curatory, which belong to the Method of 


H 


Curing the Scurvy ; there remains yet to ſpeak of the Vital In- 
dication, to wit, that it may be declar'd by«what Method, and 


with what Remedies the powers of the Diſeas'd, which either 


' being too apt to faint, may be upheld, or being weaknd or 

dejected may be reftor'd : For theſe ends Cotdials and Opiats, 

according to the Exigencies of the Difeas'd, are preſcribd to be 

taken, and moreover let a right 4-5 of Diet, it at any tune be 
B 
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be needful, Refumptive, and always Antiſcorbutick be 
preſcribd. 

As to Cordial Medicines, v4. ſuch as exagitate the Blood 
ſtagnating in the Heart, renew its flame half extinct, reſtore 
the oppreſt, or diſtrafted Animal Spirits to their liberty and due 
irradiation, it is obvious that many Remedies, which are pro- 
perly calld Antiſcorbuticks , perform theſe intents, of which 
kind are, Raddiſh-water compound, the Magiſtral Water of Snails 
and of Earth-worms , Spirit of Harts-horn , of Soot , Powders of 
Shel, with many other things, which may be taken with good, 
effect , not only at certain hours, and according to a ſet Method, 
but likewiſe as occaſion preſents, as often as a Swooning, or any 
failings of the Spirits happen, 

But beſides, thoſe who are found to be very obnoxious to 
Paſſions of the Heart, frequent: Faintings, a Nauſeouſne(s, Vo- 
miting, Trembling, Vertigo and other terrible Symptoms, may 
alſo have in a readineſs, Medicines of another kind, more pro- 
perly Cordial, withhich, all failings of the Spirits are .imme- 
diately reliev'd : In this caſe, Quercetan's great Elsxir of Life, does 


excellently well; the ſecond Water in the diſtillation of the ſame . 


Elixir being ſweetned,may be given to 9 alſo Aqua Mprabilas, 
Aqua Bezoartica, Gilberts temperate Water,Treacle-water,Cinnamon- 
water ; to each of which, or to a Compoſition of them, let the Con- 
feftion of Alkermes, the Confetion of Hyacinth , Powder of Pearl, 
or Magiſtery of Coral, Syrup of Clove-gilliflowers or of Coral, of Ct- 
tron-fulls, of Cinnamon be added: Of theſe, and others of 
this kind various forms of Medicines are wont to be preſcribd, 
For example; 

Take Treacle-water, and Aqua Mirabilis, of each three Ounces, 
Bawm-water four Ounces ; Syrup of Clove-gilliflowers an Ounce and 
a half ; Confeftion of Alkermes a Dram 3; mix them. The Doſe is 
three or four Spoonfuls. 

Or, Take Aqua Mirabilis fix Ounces ; Water of Snails and of 
Wallnuts, of each two Ounces, Pearl powdred a Scruple ; Confeftion 
of Hyacinth a Dram; Syrup of Clove-gilliflowers an Ounce ; mix 
them. | 

When Scorbutick Women are wont to be troubled with Hy- 
ſterick Fits, and Men with Convulſfions Tuhe Water of Bawm 
and Pennyroyal, of each three Ounces ; compound Briony-water four 
Ounces, Tinfure of Caſtoreum half an Ounce ; Tinfure of Saffron 
a Dram ; Syrup of Clove-gill:iflowers a Dram and 4 half ; Caſtoreum 


ted in a Nodulus, and hung in the Glaſs a Dram., The Doſe 


4s three or four Spoonfuls. 
For thoſe who defire rather to have Cordial Medicines 
-a folid form ; let EleCtuarics or Tablets be preſcribd, Tak 
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Take Conſerve of Clove-gilliflowers three Ounces ; Confeftion of 
Alkermes balf an Ounce ; Pear! powdred 4 Dram, with a ſufficient 
quantity of Syrup of Coral ; make an Elefuary. 

Take Species Diamargarits Frigidi, and Diarrhodon Abbatis, of 
each a Dram and athalf; Pearl powdred a Dram ; double refin'd 
Sugar diſſolv'd. in Treacle-water, and boil'd to a conſiſtency for Ta- 
blets four Ounces ; Oyl of Cinnamon fix drops; make Tablets accord- 
ing to Art. 

As to Opiats and Anodine Medicines, in ſome certain affects of 
Scorbutick perſons, I had rather be without any kind of Medi- 
cine beſides, than the uſe of them. For not only againſt obſti- 
nate Pains and Watchings, but in Aſthmatick Fits, in Vomitings, 
a"Diarrhza, and alſo in a Vertigo and Convulfive Paſſions, as 
often as nature being izritated above meaſure, falls into extream 
irregularities, I have found no Remedy more excellent, than 
to procure ſleep by giving a fafe Narcotick : Mean while there is 
need of a very great caution, that they be not taken, if at any 
time ſomething in the Conſtitution of the Diſeas'd, or in the 
nature or time of the Diſeaſe, forbids the giving of ſuch 
a Medicine. 

Beſides the Hypnoticks uſual in Apothecaries Shops,viz. Lauda- 
num Opiatum, Nepenthe, the Philomia, Diacodium , and Syrup of red 
Poppies, two other preparations of Opium are known to me, 
which I uſe to give in the form of a Tincture, or of a liquid Ex- 
tract from ten drops to twelve with ſome other appropriate 
Liquour. 

The Diet, or Form of Living to be obſerv'd in Scorbutical 
perſons, is of no ſmall importance in the Method of Cure ; for 
that being neglected or ill ordered, the other Preſcripts of Phy- 
ſick do little or nothing towards Health : The Rule vf Diet 
being extended to various things, is chiefly concerning the Air 
and Situation of the Habitation, Meat and Drink, and the motion 
or reſt of the Body. 

As to the firſt, what kind of habitations and places of Reſfi- 
dence, in reſpect of the Heavens and the Earth, cauſethe Scurvy, 
and conſeq ently ought to be ſhun'd, it is ſufficiently manifelted 
by what we have ſaid before : Thoſe that endeavour to prevent 
or cure this Diſeaſe, ought to take care to chooſe an Air mo- 
derately hot and dry, and which alſo is ſubtle and pure, and (uf- 
ficiently expos'd to the Winds. 

Such Food only is proper which has a good Juice, and is eafie 
of Concodction, let ſuch as is groſs, viſcous, and dryed in the 
Smoak, mouldy and rank, alſo ſuch as is unfermented or greatly 
compounded, all manner of Pulſe, Milk-meats and unripe Fruits 
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be ſhun'd. I ſo much diſapprove things preſerv'd, or very much 

eaſon'd with Sugar, that I judge the invention of it, and its im- 
moderate uſe to have very much contributed to the vaſt increaſe 
of the Scurvy in this late Age : For that Concret confilts of 
a very ſharp and corrofive Salt, though mitigated with a Sulphur, 
as it plainly appears from its Chymical Analyſis : For Sugar <i- 
ſﬀtil'd by it (elf, yields a Liquour ſcarce inferior to Aqua Stygia : 
And if you diftil it in a Veſica with a great deal of Fountain- 
water, pour'd to it, though the fixt Salt will not ſo afcend, ne- 
vertheleſs a Liquour will come from it, like the Hottelt Agua 
Vite, burning and very pungent ; when therefore Sugar mixt 
alimott with any ſorts of Food, is taken by us in fo great a 
plenty, how probable is it that the Blood and Humours are ren- 
dred (alt and ſharp, and conſequently Scorbutical by its daily 
uſe? A certain famous Author has laid the cauſe of the Engliſh 
Conſumption on the immoderate uſe of Sugar , amongſt our 
Countrymen: I know not whether the cauſe of the ſpreading 
Scurvy, may not alſo be rather hence deriv'd. 


Let the Drink be midling Ale, mild and clear, and alſo let it 
be altered with Antiſcorbutick Ingredients without an un- 
grateful ſavour: Let it not be thick and ſweet, nor alſo too old 
and turning ſharp : Let this be taken in a moderate quantity, 
and in a manner only at the ſet hours of Dinner and Supper : 
The cuſtom which has prevail'd with many, 1x. that affoon as 
they are out of their Beds, they preſently indulge themſelves to 
drink a large Mornings Draught ( as they call it ) ſeems very 
pernicious : For by this means the Blood Veſlels are too much 
fill'd, a ſtore of new Chyle being almoſt continually ſent into 
them, and Crudities and Filthy Morbifick Dregs are engendred 
in the Blood, and the office of Sanguification is greatly debi- 
litated : Truly it is better for moſt Men (unleſs it be thoſe 
whoſe Ventrjcle, as long as it is empty, is wont to be p ainfully 
contracted and corrugated )- to keep themſelves faſting till Din- 
ner time2 Nor is that vulgar cuſtom leſs contrary to Health, 
to (will t lves with much Drink preſently after Meat : Wines 
end Ciders, ſo they are mellow , pure , and not adulterated, 
being taken in a moderate quantity , do not offend : But the 
fame being counterfeit, muſty, auſtere, or turning ſharp, there 
Is nothing more hurtful or injurious to our Realth 


Exerciſes and Labour are ſo notably conducing both to the 
cure ad pperention of the Scurvy, that many by this ſole Re- 
medy, cither preſerve or recover an entire Health : For the os 
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and Nervous Liquonr of perſons that lead an idle and ſedentary 
Life, (like Stagnating Waters) contraſt a clammineſs and 
mouldineſs : But upon the afliduous and much motion of the 
Body, the Humours and Spirits become clear, and get a-vigour, 
the Excrementitious and Heterogeneous Particles evaporate, 
the ſtuffings of the Bowels are purg'd, and their Tore is 
corroborated. |

Some Stories and rare Caſes of Perſons troubled with 
the Scurvy. 


Woman of Renown, tall and graceful, about the twenty 

fifth year of her Age, had contracted a Scorbutick Taint, 
by reaſon of various errours committed in Diet. The figns of 
which were a Spontaneous Laflitude, a difficult Breathing,Pains 
and Spots in the Legs, and her Gums likewiſe ſwoll'n, and full 
of Blood ; in the Spring time after an Abortion, falling into 
a Tertian Ague, ſhe foon became in a languiſhing and weak 
condition, from which Diſeaſe nevertheleſs, firſt being Methodi- 
cally procceded with in Phyfick, the had ſoon recovered, but . 
that indulging her ſelf to eat Fleth and other improper things, 
ſhe ſoon had a Relaps ; and then being a weary of Phyfick, ſhe 
took only Empirical Remedies, with which ſometimes the Fits 


of the Ague were driven away, but often  omſon, an 


mean while the Diſeas'd being pale, unable fog n, and 
wanting Breath, continued ſwol'n and blown up a he Ver- 
tricle and Hypochondres. About the third Month of her being 
ſick, ſhe began to have Gripes and bitter Tortures in her Belly ; 
with which ſhooting ſometimes to the Back, ſometimes to the 
Stomach ſhe was afflicted almoſt continually day and night : 
Moreover ſhe was affected with a frequent Vertigo, and ſome- 
times with Fits as it were, Hyſterical : Alſo being troublea with 
a frequent Vomiting, ſhe daily threw up a viſcous and froathy 
Phlegm : Within a Months ſpace this Diſeaſe paſling toits higheſt 
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pitch, rais'd pains in the Back and Loins, and ſo afterward in alt 
the parts of the Body : Beſides, at this time ſhe complain'd of a 


mighty ftraitneſs of her. Breſt, and a great contraction of the I, 


Viſcera: Mean while the habit of the Body fell away to a mighty 
Leanneſs, ſo that the Bones being deſtitute of Fleſh, ſcarce 
ſtuck to the Skin ; the Urine was little and very ruddy ; on the 
furface of which grew a little thin Film garniſh'd with various 
colours like the Tail of a Peacock : A ſhort while after this, 
a Numneſs and Formication was perceiv'd ſometimes in the Belly, 
ſometimes in the Limbs, and afterward the Gripes and Pains 
began to remit ; nevertheleſs in their ſtead, a Palſey ſucceeded, 
which within a weeks ſpace ſo pervaded all the Members of the 
whole Body, that ſhe was not able to bend, or any way to {tir 
from its place either Hand or Foot, or any other part, 


It is obvious that thoſe ſevere Symptoms proceeded from 
a Scorbutick Root, for by reaſon of the taint principally fixt on 
the Blood, the Spontaneous Latfliude, the difficult Breathing, 
nay, and the intermitting Fever hapning at random, and often 
returning, and the Bickerings of other Symptoms previous, as it 
were,and light, were caus'd : Again the Lixivial Urine, and that 
diverſified colour of it plainly ſhew'd the Blood to be feis'd with 
a Sulphureo-ſaline Diſcraſfhe ; which kind of Urine I have ob- 
ſerv'd to be ſo mark't in many others, affected with the like 
Diſeaſe : Moreover when in this ſick Lady, the Morbid Seminal 
Root being increaſt in its ſtore, and flowing into the Maſs of 
Blood, came to ſpread it felf on theConfines of the Brain and 
' Genus Nervoſum, the other more violent affects aroſe. 


This Lady living far hence, by the advice of a Neighbouring 
Phyfitian took Medicines uſual againſt the Collick ; which doing 
no good, and the Diſeaſe growing worſe, the Patient being 
brought to Oxford, tryed a great many Remedies both Antiſcor- 


butick LAntiparalyticks almoſt of every kind and form, 
though any benefit : Since therefore any ordinary 
Method ing ſeem'd not ſufficient for this Diſeaſe, it was 


thought good to proceed to great Remedies, and truly ſuch as 
were not wholly void of danger : Wherefore we gave this ſick 
perſon, as weak and worn away as ſhe was, a Mercurial Medi- 
cine for raifing a Salivation , which effect enſued according to 
our defire, for a Flux ariſing within two days, and gently con-. 
tinuing for many days without any ill Symptom, gave a very 
great relief to the noble Lady : For the Pains being Ter 
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ſhe began in ſome meaſure to move her Limbs, to have a bet- 
ter Stomach, and to digeſt her Food better, and to enjoy 
a quiet Sleep : The Salivation being over, ſhe took a Decoction 
of Sarza and China, with Antiparalytick Ingredients for a few 
days: Afterward being carried to Bathe, and having there us'd 
the temperate hot Baths, for ſome time ſhe recover'd an indif- 
ferent ſtate of Health. The whole Winter ſhe conſtantly took 
Medicines againſt the Scurvy and the Palſey.: And upon her 
renewing the uſe of the hot Baths the year following, ſhe grew 
perfectly well ; and fince is become the joyful Mother of many 
Children; 


A Man forty years of Age, of a Melancholick Temperament, 
troubled with the Scurvy for many years, is wont to find at 
various times of the year manifold and diverſified Symptoms of 
it : About his Legs, ſpots and large black marks, like thoſe 
caus'd by a ſtroke, appear, Belly-achs, and a Looſeneſs frequent- 
ly trouble him, his Urine for the moſt part appears Lixivial, 
a Spontaneous Lafſitude, a langyuiſhing of the Strength, a want 
of Appetite almoſt conſtantly attend him ; beſides theſe ordi- 
nary as it were accuſtomed evils, he lives moreover obnoxious 
to violent Fits of ſickneſs, and thoſe of various kinds. Above 
two years fince, when I firſt went to ſee him, he ſorely com- 
plain'd of a difficult Breathing, as though he were in danger 
of being choak't, with a Trembling of the Heart, failings of 
the Spirits, and a frequent danger of Swooning : Moreover if 
any thing -of theſe paſſions in the Pracordia a little remitted, 
for the molt part he was aflail'd with a cruel Scoroma and a Ver- 
tigoz he ſeem'd to have perfectly recover'd of theſe affects, af- 
ter that he had taken for ſometime Anticonvulſive Remedies, com- 
plicated. with Antiſcorbuticks : Butafterward within a few weeks 
he was affected with a Nauſeouſneſs and a Heart-burning, and 
with an Inflation of the Hypochondres : His Urine was little 
and very lixivial, his Belly ſwel'd in a ſhort time, moreover his

of an invading Dropfie : Afterward the like ki Tifnour 
ſeis'd the Thighs, alſo the Fleſh of the Back and 3 which 
affect nevertheleſs, though it ſeem'd without hope, was eaſily 
cur'd with Antiſcorbutick Remedies, Catharticks and Diureticks 
being join'd with them: Notwithſtanding , this worthy Man, 
though reſtor'd to his'Health, -did not continue ſo long : For 
half a year being ſcarce over, he began to complain of a vio- 
' Tent Head-ach, with a Vertigo, and an obſtinate Watching ; af- 
terward without any evident cauſe, he was ſcis'd with a horrible 
Vomiting :

A Renowned Lady, about Twenty five years of Age, of a San- 
gvite Temperament, and a thin habit of Body, freſh colour'd and 
- handfome, had been ill of a Scorbutick Aﬀect of a long time : 

For befides broad Spots and red Puſhes breaking forth in divers 
parts of the Body, ſhe had been wont to undergo for a long 
time Pains and bitter Tortures, chiefly infeſting her by night, 
one, While in the Shins, another while in the Arms : In regard 
the was with Child, ſhe had been forc't to leave off a courſe of 
Phyfick, often begun in order to its Cure. After her laſt Child- 
birth, her Lochia flowing plentifully, ſhe continued for many 
days faint and weak, with a difficult Reſpiration, and being out 
of Breath upon any motion : A Month after being deliver'd, be- 
ing” taken out of Bed, and attempting to walk, ſhe fell into 
a molt ſevere difficulty of Breathing, with a Trembling of the 
Heart, and a frequent Fainting of the Spirits: Being preſently 
put to Bed, ſhe continued almoſt for a whole day ftill Trembling, 
and continually Panting : Moreover the lower Limbs, as though 
Death were at hand, being quite chill-d, waxed not warm by 
any Fridtions or Applications of warm'd Cloaths: At length, 


after ne and twenty hours, upon the frequent giving of 
ſtrong } ſhe was better about the Pracordia, though 
there follo near the right Groin, in the top of the Thigh, 


a very acute Pain, reaching even to the Leg, and within a few 
hours a -pretty hard ſwelling, refiſting the touch, poſleft all 
that ſpace : Being call'd at this time, the Diſeas'd {till fetch- 
mg her Breath 'ſhort and with difficulty, preſently having or- 


der'd a Clyfter to be forthwith injected, I gave her twelve drops 


of Spirit of Harts-horn in a ſpoonful of the following Julape. 


Taks 
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Take Water of Snails fix Ounces, Hyſterich, Water four Ounces, 
Water of Wall-nuts fimple, and of Ponnyroyal, of each three Ounces, 
Sugar one Ounce, Caſtoreum tyed in a Rag, and hung in the Glaſs, 
4 Dram. Theſe Medicines were repeated every fixth Hour. 

I ordered a large Veficatory to be applyed to the inward part 
of the Thigh; then in the Evening, in regard during this whole 
Fit ſhe had continued without Sleep, I gave her of Laudenum a 
Grain, Pearls powdered fix Grains, Confetion of Alkermes without 
Muck half a Dram : She flept quietly, and the next Morning ſhe 


* was much relieved, the pain and ſwelling of the Thigh ſomewhat 


abated, alſo while ſhe lay quiet in her Bed, ſhe was well about 
the Precardia, but fitting upright, or turning on one fide, pre- 
{ently ſhe ſeem'd almoſt ready to dye through ftraitneſs ofBreath ; 
ſhe continued the uſe of the Spirit of Harts-horn, and of the Ju- 
lep, to be repeared every fixth Hour for many Days. Moreover, 
becauſe ſhe was preſs'd with Thirſt, and made Water always in a 
ſmall quantity, ruddy, and filled with Contents, ſhe took twice a 
Day a Doſe of the following Julep to fix Drams. 

Take Roots of Graſs, Cherval, proſerv'd Eringos, of each fix Drams, 
Shavings of Ivory and Hartshorn, of each two Drams, burnt Harts- 
horn a Dram and a balf, Revfins two. Ounces, one Apple flic'd, Li- 
coriſh two Drams and a balf, being ſlic'd and bruiſed, let them boyl 
in three Pounds of Fountain Water, till a third part be conſumed : 
Then four Ounces of White-wine being added to it let it be ſtrained in- 
to a Flagon, to which put L eaves of Scurvy-graſs, and Brook-limes, of 
each a Handfull ; Salt of Wormwood two Dreams make a cloſe and warm 
Infufion for three Hours, let the Straining be kept in Veſſels cliſe flope. 
Sometimes every Day, ſometimes every other Day a Cliſter was 
adminiftred : By the uſe of theſe things ſhe ſeemed to grow bet- 
ter daily, ſo that within a Weeks ſpace ariſing trom her Bed, ſhe 
was able to fit up two or three Hours by the Fire in her Chair : 
But if ſhe kept from her Bed, or walkt a little more than was fit- 
ting, ſhe was preſently wont to fall into a ſtraitne(s of Breathing, 
or a fit of the Aſthma ; ſo that on a certain Day havii ed out 
of Bed too long, ſhe underwent a violent Fit of the ilgaſe, and 
was aft-Cted with a difficult Breathing, a trembling of the whole 
Body, and frequent Swoonings : Being called again by reaſon of 
this Relaps of the fick Lady, I gave her Spirit of Harts-horn to 
twenty Drops, with the Fulep above preſcribed, and in the Evening 
a Doſe of our Laudanum : And as thereby ſhe found her (elf bet- 
ter about the Precordia, Pains and Swellings ſucceeded in the right 
Thigh and Leg, ſuch as before had hapned in the left, I ordered 
alſo Veſicatories to be applyed to that Thigh 3 and beſides the 
Remedies hitherto mentioned, ſhe took twice a Day of '0ur Wine 
of the Fuice of Scurvy-graſs four Ounces, with two Ounces of the Ma- 
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giftral Antiſcorbutich Water: Moreover, I ordered her to be pur- 
ged with our Solutive Syrup, above preſcribed z which doing 
well, I ordered it to be repeated within three or four Days. By 
theſe Remedies ſhe grew well within a Month. 

A Noble-man about the thirty third Year of his Age, ſeeming 
to be of a ſanguine Temperament, tall and ſlender, of a very acute 
Wit,and quick Underſtanding,though he had uſed himſelf for a lon 
time to immoderate and excefſive Studies, together with a dif. 
orderly way of Diet, yet being till fprightly and full of Vigour, 
he ſeem'd to enjoy a ſound Mind in a found Body : A little more 
than two Years fance, when he had greatly tired himſelf by dan- 
cing a whole Night with Friends, and in the Morning being put 
in a cold Bed in a Room that was too moift, and having eve 
a little, he began to be fick ; for upon his awake he fell into a 
mighty troublonus Pafſion about the Precordia , with terrible 
Swoonings, as though he were ready to dye. After a Draught of 
Wine, and ſome Cordial Remedies taken, he was a little better, 
but he often relaps'd, fo that all that Day both himſelf and , his 
Friends dreaded either a Swoon without returning to himſelf, or 
an imminent Apoplexy : Moreover, after that this Fit of the Diſ- 
eaſe was paſt, yet {till he lived obnoxious to daily Paffions of the 
the Heart; and upon any great Error committed in Diet, he was 
wont to be afflicted again with a violent Fit, Notwithſtanding 
the ufe of Remedies, the Diſeaſe growing worſe within a few 
Months, did not only infeſt the Precordia, but in the whole Habit 
of the Body, Expanfions ſometimes of heat, ſometimes of cold ; 
moreover in the Limbs a Numbneſs or Formication, or light Con- 
vulfions, and ſudden Contractions were raiſed ; but of late, befides 
. the Symptoms hitherto mentioned, which ſtill greatly moleft the 
Noble Perſon : He is moreover forely afflicted with a frequent 
Vertigo, and with Diſtractions and Failings of the Spirits reftding 
in the Fore-brain, inſomuch that he is forc'd to abſtain from the 
Studies and Politick Employs ( to which he has been always ad- 
dicted Fama even from any ftrong Intention of the Mind; for 
other feels both in the Head, and in the genus Nervoſum 
theſe troublous Paſſions, that he may fear either an invafion of 
the Apolexy, or horrible Convulfive Aﬀects: A great Fit of this 
Diſeaſe preſſing upon him, the Ventricle alſo for the moſt part is 
diſturbed : Moreover, he has often found eaſe after a Vomit, et 
ther hapning of its own accord, or raiſed by the help of an Eme- 
tick Medicine : Hence ſome have judged the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe 
to be ſeated wholly about the Stomach, or Hypochondres : Ne- 
vertheleſs Cathartick Medicines, Emeticks, Digeſtives, Cephalicks, 
Antiſcorbuticks, Chalybeats, and others almoſt of every - kind, 
preſcribed to this Perſon for two Y:ars by famous Phyſicians, -

alſo by Empricks and Mountebanks, have not eff-&ted a cure: He 
lately tryed Aftrop Waters, but finding himſelf the worſe by 
them, he preſently left them off, and is now adviſed to drink the 
——_ PWaters at Knaresborougb in Tork:ſhire : But what ſuc- 
ceſs he finds in them, I know not at preſent. 

This caſe, in regard by the reaſon of the concourſe of the va- 
rious Symptoms, it does not belong to any peculiar kind of Di- 
ſeaſe, elſe is juſtly referred to the Scurvy. As to the Method of 
Cure, to be uſed in this and the like caſes; there are two Inten- 
tions on which we muſt chiefly infiſt : v2. Firft, we muſt cleanſe 
the Maſs of Blood, and withdraw the offenfive Ferments convey+ 
ed to it from the Stomach, Spleen, and haply other of the Viſ- 
cera. Secondly , the Brain and genus Nervoſum ought to be 
ſtrengthned, left they admit extraneous Particles: and the ner- 
vous juice that lyes in thoſe Party, degenerating from its due Criſis, 
to a ſharp and otherwiſe morbid Nature, ought to be reftor'd, and 
reQtifi'd : the firſt of theſe is perform'd by Catharticks, Emeticks, 
Bleeding, and eſpecially ſpecifick Medicines, correQting or wholly 
taking away the ſcorbutick taint of the Blood : Now that the 
Iron or Vitrolick Spaws, that famous cleanſer of the Blood, did 
rather injury, than-give help to this Perſon ; the reaſon ſeems to 
be, both that the Brain being become weak, by teaſon of Cepha- 
lick Aﬀects, with difficulty, throws off the filthy glut of Waters 
ſent into the Blood ; nay, and is in danger of being overwhelm'd 
by it, as it violently makes to its confines: And likewiſe, becauſe 
when the nervous Liquor degenerating from its Crafis, inclines to 
to a ſharpiſh Nature ; it is wont to be,more perverted by the fluid 
Salt of the Spaw Waters. Wherefore we generally obſerve that in 
the Rheumatiſm and Gout, the morbid Diſpoſition is increaft by 
the drinking of thoſe Waters. The ſecond Intent, is excellently 
performed by Cephalick Remedies, and eſpecially ſuch as are en- 
dowed with a volatile Salt, of which kind are Spirit and Salt of 
Blood, of Soot, of Harts-born, the Roots and Seeds of Peony, leaves of 
Ms{tletow of the Oak, &c, with which Antiſcorbuticks are mixt,

CHAP. I 


Inſtruftions and Preſcripts for the Cure of the 
Head-ach. 


Ince all Pain is an Action violated, or an irkſom Senſa- 
tion depending on the contraction or corrugation of the 
Neryous Fibres, the ſubject of the Head-ach muft be 
the parts of the Head, that are moſt nervous ; that is, 
the Nerves themſelves, alſo the Fibres and Membranes, 
whereof it has many, plac'd both upon and under the Scull ; and 
thoſe Parts which are affected with pain, are chiefly the two 
Meninges, and their various Proceſſes, the Tunicles of the Nerves, 
the Pericranzum, and other Perioftia ; the Muſcles, the Pannicu- 
tus carneſus, and laſtly, the Skin it ſelf: As to the Brain and 
Cerebellum, and their medullary appendixes, we conclude that 
theſe Bodies, in regard they want {cnfible Fibres, apt to be cor- 
rugated and diſtended, continue free from pain z and ſo the ſame 


* bs alſo to be ſaid of the Scull,

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Now whenever a pain is rais'd any where abont the nervous parts 
of the Head, its formal cauſe confiſts in this, that the animal Spi- 
rits being ſever'd from each other, and put to flight, cauſe the Bo- 
dies that contain them to be withal convulſed and corrigated, and 
ſo raiſe that troubleſome ſenſation : . And that which fo diftracts 
the Spirits, that a troubleſome ſenſation thence ariſes, is ſome- 
what diſproportionate, ruſhing againft the Spirits themſelves, or 
the Bodies that contain them, which entring the Pores or Inter- 
ſtices of the Fibres, ſevers them from each other, and withal for- 
ces the Spirits there refiding to the Irregularities. 

As to the Prognoftick of this Diſeaſe ; in caſe the morbid diſpoſi- 
tion be inveterate, ſo that Fits for many years have often return'd of 
their own accord, and likewiſe upon any flight occaſion, we predict 
that the diſeas'd, though not much in danger of lite,” will not eafily 
be cur'd: Moreover, that the Cure will be yet more difficult, if hy- 
pochondriacal, or hyſterick affects often troubling them, are wont 
at frequent times to raiſe the Head-ach, or if the corrupted taint of 
an inveterate Veneral diftemper be radicated in the Part affected. 

And if the Head-ach be not only inveterate, but almoſt conti= 
nual, that we may juſtly ſuſpe& it to ariſe from a phlegmonous or 
. Cchirrous Tumour, an Eryfipela, Abſcefſes, or Worms, there re- 
mains but ſmall or no hope of Cure. 

A Head-ach, whether continual or periodical,if it be violent,and 
has a Vertigo, Vomiting, and other affects, either convulfive or 
ſleepy joyn'd with it, gives ſuſpicion of great danger; foraſmuch 
as it frequently paſſes into a mortal Apoplexy, and often into an 
Epilepſy, Palfey, Blindneſs, Deafneſs, and other Diſeaſes, either 
very ſevere or incurable. | 

The Therapeutick method of the Head-ach comprehends many 
Indications, and thoſe of yarious kinds, according to the manifold 
ſpecies, cauſes, and differences of this Diſeaſe, which it will not be 
eafie to digeſt, and place all here in an exaCt order. 

An accidental, or occafional Head-ach, viz. ſuch as is wont to 
ariſe from an evident cauſe alone, without any Procatarxs, or pre- 
vious diſpoſition, as when it happens upon drinking Wine, Surfeit- 
ing, being in the Sun, or through a vehement exerciſe, alſo in fits 
of Feayers; this for the moſt part ceaſes of its own accord, upon 
bn, and its conſequences; or at leaſt- 


the removal of the evid 
wiſe is taken away by ing, reſt, and (weating. 


In every habitual Hea&ach, whether continual or intermittent, 
two chief ſcopes of evring occur ; to which all the other Thera- 
. peutick. intentions ought to level, and with which proviſion is 
made againſt each carte of the morbid origine.  - 

r. Viz. In the firftaplace, for the cutting off all the fewel of the 


Diſeaſe, we muſt enk$##0ur, both that the matter flowing, or ot- 
tele 
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ten-times apt to flow to the affected or ill diſpos'd places of the 
Head, 'be either ſtopt, or withdrawn thence to ſome other place: 
and likewiſe that the Convulfions rais'd in other places, and thence 
wont to be propagated to the Head be prevented. 

2. Then Secondly, in order to the eradicating of the Diſeaſe it ſelf, 
or (if it may be) of its conjunct Cauſe, we muſt endeavour, that 
the places of the Head prediſpos'd for Aches ( whether only weak, 
or injur'd in their conformation) being fortifi'd againft the fre» 
quent incurfions of the offenfive matter, recover their ancient ſtate 
and vigour ; which Indication, though it be ſeldom ever perform'd 
ona ſudden, or throughly, yet ſometimes by a long and diligent care, ' 
the morbid root, how fix'd and radicated ſoever it be, is confum'd, 

As to the firſt ſcope of Curing, which we muſt firft and chiefly 
have reſpect to, we ſay that the matter, or Humours that are wont 
to be heap'd together about the parts of the Head prediſpos'd for a 
Head-ach, and to raiſe the fits of the Diſeaſe, are the Blood, or its 
Serum, or the nutritive or nervous juice. Moreover, with all theſe, 
vapours and effluvza, alſo excrements, ſometimes bilous, ſometimes 
melancholick, ſometimes acid, ſalt, ſfulphureous, and others of va- 
rious kinds being receiv'd into the Blood, from the V:ſcers, ſome- 
times theſe, ſometimes others, are convey'd along with it to the 
Head ; againſt the alleys and incurfions, of all which, let Phyfical 
defenlatives be ordercd, . 

1.And firftif the Procatarxx,or diſpoſition for pains being plac'd 
about the Membranes of the Head, the Blood, as being hot, and apt 
for turgeſcencies,ruſhes now and then,all of a ſudden into the Mem- 
branes ot the Head, and upon its not eafily pafling them, ftretches 
the Veffels above meaſure, and ſevers from each other the nervous 
Fibres, and fo raiſes fits of this Diſeafe : a fagn of which are a ſan- 
guine temparement, heat, and a ſuffuſion of redneſs in the Head, a- 
bout the Face; alſo a high and vibrating Pulſe, with Veins ſtrouting 
with Blood;we muſt prelentely endeavour both that the Blood being 
rendred more calm, be not (o readily put upon turgeſcenciesz and 
alſo that when ftirr'd and boyling, it be not carried with a greater 
falley to the Head,than to other Parts,nor be not forc'd there to ſtag- 
nate,by reaſon of the Sinw's of the Meninges being too much fall'd : 
wherefore, if the fit continues long, let the Perſon be Blooded in the 
Arm,or in the Jugular Vein; out of the Fits, it is ſometimes proper 
to draw Blood trom the Veſſels of the Fundament,by Leecheszto wit, 
that by this means the Blood haply boyling, may be drawn down- 
ward towards that place, whither it often tends of its own accord: 
Let Oxyrhodinums,or other Epithems be apyyi'd to the Head ; more- 
over, let Juleps, Emulfions or Decoctiongg/hich allay the fervour 
or fury of the Blood be taken : Let the Belly be cooled and kept fo- 


luble by the uſe of Clyſters ; Moreover, £@ tevention, Whey, -# 
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the uſe of Spaw-waters is convenient; alſo drinking of Water,a thin 
and cooling Diet do good : You mutt order a forbearance of Wine, 
Spices, Bathing, Venery, any violent motion of the Body or Mind, 
and all hot things : Moreover, for fixing the Blood, and prevent- 
ing its Efferveſcencies, let diftitled Waters, Expreffions of Herbs, 
or Decodctions, Electuaries, Powders, and eſpecially Chryſtal Mine- 
ral be frequently us'd : It will not be needful to ſubjoyn here a Me- 
thod, ' or particular Forms of Medicines, becauſe in this caſe almoſt 
every Perſon that is ill, being taught by frequent experience from 


' things that do him good or hurt, is wont to be his own Phyſician. 


2, It is ſeldom that the Blood is in the Fault alone, or only by it 
ſelf : Other Humors oftner, being carried to the Head by the con- 
veyance of the Blood, and there depos'd, cauſe the Evil: If at any 
time therefore a filthy glut of Serum breaking forthin abundance 
from the Blood, cauſes frequent Head-achs (the Signs whereof ate 
Catarrhs at the ſame time infeſting the other parts ; viq. the No- 
ftrils, Mouth, or Traches) then Abſtinence and Reſt being com- 
manded, and the Belly being emptied by a Clyſter, let the Fluxion 
of the Serum be permitted to appeaſe it ſelf, and the Matter di{- 
charg'd on the Membranes of the Head to evaporate : Which if 
they do not follow of their own accord, and in a ſhort time, in a hot 
Conftitution, Bleeding often is proper ; viz.inafmuch as the Veſſels 
being emptied of Blood, ſuck in again the extravaſated Serum : But 
in cold Perſons Veſicatories applied to the Neck,or behind the Ears, 
are of-excellent uſe: Then after that the Belly is emptied by a Cly- 
ſter, let the Fluxion be appeas'd by the uſe of an Anodyne, or gentle 
Opiat : And that being appeas'd, it is proper to give a gentle Ca- 
thartick, and then Medicines that operate by Urine, or Sweat, or 
together by both, and fo gently evacuate the ſuperfluous Serofities. 

Medicines fit for theſe ends are every where to be found in Books, 
which nevertheleſs may not be us'd rathly and indifferently by Em- 
piricks, but they ought to be choſen,compounded, vr altered z nay, 
and ſometimes to be prepared Extempore, as occaſion requires, ac- 
cording to the Judgment and Diſcretion of a prudent Phyfician,re- 
ſpect being always had to the Conſtitution, Temperament,Idzocrafr, 
and other Accidents and Circumftances of the Patient.Wherefore,ia 
regard it would be ſuperfluous to heap together here a great many 
Receipts,1've rather thought fit to propoſe here only a Form or two 
of the Medicines of each kindzvsz of ſuch as regard the chief Intents. 

Take Pills of Amber half a Dram, R:ſin of Falap four Grains, 
Balſam of Peru what ſuffices; make four Pulls ; let three be taken go- 
ing to Bed, and the nexe Morning If the former do not work enough. 

Or, Take Scammony ſulphurated half a Scruple, Cereuſe of Anti- 
mony fifteen Grains, Cream of Tartar eight Grains; make a Powder, 


tet it be taken in a Spoonful of Panada early in the Morning. = 
ake8 
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Take - we of Antimony four Grains, Roſen of Falap five Grains. 
Cream ot artar fix Grams; let them rH mary flo - and with * 
4 ſufficient quantity of Conſerve of Violets make a Bolws to be taken 
early in the Morning.with Governance. | 
Take Roots of B s-broom, the great Burdech,, Cheroil, Aveny, 
ef each an Once; preſerv'd Eringo's an Ounce and « balf, Florentine 
Orrs three Drams, the leſſer Gals al a Dram and 4 half, Bur-dock- 
feeds three Drams, dryed Leaves of Betony, Sage, Vervain, Fluelin, 
of each half a Handful, Raiſins ſton'd two Ounces; boyl them in four 
Pounds of Fountain Water, till a third part of it be conſum'd; then 
add of White-wine balf a Pound ; ſtrain it, let it be ſweetned (if 
need be) with Syrup of the Five Roots tewo Ounces ; let fix Ounces he 
taken warm twice or thrice a Day, a good while after Meat. 
For ſuch as have a cold and flegmatick Conftitution, let a Deco- 
#:on be prepar'd of the Mood Guaicum, Saſſafras, Sargapar : With 
the addition of the foreſaid Ingredients make an Apozeme, where- 
of let fix or eight Ounces be taken twice or thrice a Day warm. 
For Poor People, and often to the Rich, I uſe to preſcribe, 
with good Succeſs, a Decottion of the dryed Leaves ſometimes of 
Sage, ſometimes of Betony, Vervain, or of Roſemary, made un Foun- 
tam Water, and then impregnated with the Tinfure of the Powder of 
Coffee-berries, to be taken twice a Day warm to ſix or eight Ounces. 
3. But, if with the abounding Serum, Particles alſo ſaline, acid, 
bilous, or otherwiſe infeſting, are violently carried into the Mem- 
brances of the Head, either wholly from the Maſs of Blood, or by 
the Mediation of this, as receiv'd from the Viſcera, and there being 
fix'd, cauſe more acute and laiting Pains ; then it will be proper 
ſometimes to repeat a ſpare Bleeding,and alſo a gentle Purging: To 
apply Anodyne, and mitigating Epithemes to the Places affected, 
and alſo often to give gentle Hypnoticks by frequent Changes, Apo- 
zemes alſo, and Juices, and Expreſſions of Herbs, that allay the Fer- 
vour of the Coler, and gently carry it off by Siege and Urine, are of 
excellent uſe : But, in the mean time,let ſmart or ſtrong Medicines, 
whether they operate by Siege, Urine, or Sweat, in regard they too 
much fuſe,and exagitate the Blood and Humors,be carefully ayoid- 
ed. I have often obſery'd in Perſons troubled with an acute and ob- 
ſtinate Pain of the Head, that the Serum ſwimming on the Blood, 
when let forth, have been ting'd with a Yellowneſs,or with bilous Ex- 
crements incocted in it:and that alſo in this Caſe a ſpare and frequent 
Bleeding,and afterward a free drinking of Whey and Spaw-Waters, 
have given a notable Relief, and beyond other Remedies. 

4. Moreover, if the Parts of the Head ſuffer through the Fault of 
ſome one of the Viſcera, as of the Stomach, Liver, Spleen, Womb, or 

- any other, (by reaſon of the Tranſmiſſion of the ill Ferment) then in 


the Cure of the Diſeaſe, let ſuch Remedies as regard the Viſcera be 
: admini«

-adminiſtred together with Cephalicks: hence, to certain Perſons 
troubled with the Head-ach, whoſe Stomach alſo is in a Fault, 
Elixir Preprietatts, Mynſichts Elixir of Vitriol, Tinfltura ſacra, Vi- 
triolum marts, the compound Powder of Aron Roots, and other things * 
yulgarly accounted for Stomachals, often do good ; to others whoſe 
Heads participate of the evils of the Spleen, Chalybeats often give 
help: Some Women ſometime find caſe of their Head-ach by hy- 
ſterick Remedies; in like manner, when the Faults of other Parts 
contribute to the Head-ach, let the coindicated things taken from 
thoſe Parts, be joyned with the firſt things indicated. 

5. Sometimes the nutritive Juice is the Cauſe of a periodical Head- 
ach z viz. in as much as being mix'd with the Blood, and not duly 
aſſimilated, it cauſes a Turgeſcency in it by reaſon of its diſagreeing 
Particles; fo that the Blood boiling to the Head, throws off its Rea. 
fuſe in its Meninges, or certan Parts of them predifpos'd for it ; and 
ſo irritates the Fibres to painful Convultons. For this Reaſon, 'Thave 
known many to have bzen obnoxjous toa daily Head-ach after the 
Meaſles, Small-Pox, and other Fevers or Sicknefſes, with which the 
Maſs of Blood is wont to be vitiated ; v:x. ſo many Hours after Meals, 
ſometimes ſooner, ſometimes later, fl a fluſhing of Blood in the 
Face, then a Plenitude and Pain in the Head infetted them: more» 
over, after drinking of Wine, or eating of turgid Food, they were 
more ſeverely puniſh'd.The Acceſs of the Diſtemper is wont to hap- 
pen ſooner or later after they have eat or drunk ; according as the 
Chyle begins to grow turgid,either a little after its firſt entrance in- 
to the Blood, or after it has ſtay'd ſome while in it. 

This affect is free from Danger, and for the moſt part is eafily 
enough cur'd, After a Proviſion, being made for the whole, a gentle 
Purge, and ſometimes Blooding being ordered, Remedics which re- 
ſtore the Crafis of the Blood, ſuch as are chiefly Antiſcorbuticks, 
and Chalybeats, prove mighty beneficial. 

Take Conſerve of Fumtory, Tanſey, Waod Sorrel, of each two Ounces, 
compound Powder of Aron Roots three Drams, Ivory, Crabs Eyes, Coral 


prepar'd, of each a Dram and a half, Powder of yellow Saunders, Lig- 


num Aloes of each half a Dram, Vitriol of Mars a Dram, Salt of /orm- 
wood a Dram and a half, Syrup of the five Roots what ſuffices, make 
an Eleuary : let the Quantity of a Cheſnue be taken in the Morning, 
and at five a Clock in the Afternoon, drinking after ut three Ounces of 
the following - Liquor. 

Take Water of the Leaves of Aron, Veruatin, and of the Flowers of 
Elder of each fix Ounces, magiſtral V/ater of Snails, and Earth-worms 
of each two Ounces, Sugar an Ounce, mix t 

Various Medicines, wont to be us'd againft thefcorbutick Diſeaſe 
of the Blood, may be rang'd here, and giv'n with good ſucceſs; for 
Head-aches, which are ſo familiar in the Scurvy, oftentimes pro» 
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ceed from the Fault of the Blood perverting the nutritive Hy. 
mour, and diſcharging its Recrements in the Membranes of the 
Head : wherefore, the Remedies mention'd by me elſewhere againſt 
that affect, claim a place alſo here. 

6. There remains yet another Humour, to wit, the nervous Li. 
quor, which being carried into the Fibres of the Meninges and 
other parts of the Head, ſometimes becomes diſproportionate to 
the Fibres by its own diſagreeing nature, as it is ſharp or other- 
wiſe degenerate, ſometimes twitches the containing Parts, and it. 
ritates them into Convulfions or painful Diſtentions, as it 
ferments with ſome other Humour, v:4. the nutritious or ſerous 
Humour flowing thither. 

The nervous Humour, where it is thus morbifick, either being 
vitiated in its whole Maſs, brings a very great Injury on the Brain 
prediſpos'd for it, or being faultleſs of it ſelf, is perverted within 
the Fibres affeCted, and: ſo becomes morbifick ſecondarily ; the 
Cure of which then depends on the Reftitution of the containing 
Parts 5 viz. It the Weaknefles of the Fibres, or their injur'd Con» 
formations be amended, the Humour irrigating them, will pre- 
ſently be free from Fault. With what Remedics the Defaults of 
the Parts prediſpoſed for Head-achs are remoy'd , we ſhall pre- 
ſently acquaint you. | 

Mean while, if the nervons Humour, being degenerate in its 
whole Maſs, cauſes a great Offence to the Head prediſpos'd for 
Pain, let thoſe kinds of Medicines, and that method be us'd, with 
which being reduc'd toits due Craſfis, and gently paſſing through 
thoſe Fibres, it may irritate them little, or not at all : for which 
end, neither ftrong Purging, nor large or frequent Blooding are 
proper, in regard they exagitate the Blood and Humours , and 
impair the Strength, and conſequently give a greater Acrimony 
and Rage to the nervous Humour which was faulty before. But 
gentle Looſners, and a ſpare Bleeding, will now and then be of 
uſe ; whereby the Viſcera may be cleans'd, and the Maſs of Blood 
be ſomewhat purg'd, and a way be prepar'd for other Medicines 
which will ſucceed the better afterwards. 

Now the Medicines that render the nervous Liquor more friend- 
ly and benign to the Membranes of the Head, which are wont to 
be offended by it, are thoſe which are vulgarly call'd Cephalicks, 
viz. whoſe Particles, being active enough, and withall fine and 
ſubtle, paſs the Blood without any Turgeſcency or Tumult ; and 
then inGnvating themſelves into the nervous Liquor, gently aCtuate 
it, and cauſe the Dufw's of the Nerves ſo to open themſelves, that 
thereby the animal Spirits more freely irradiate all Bodies both ſen- 
fible and motive, and inſpire them without Swoonings, Convul- 
fGfons, or anomalous Diſtentions, The 
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Theſe kind of Remedies, though not always efficacions, never- 
theleſs often remove ſome Head-achs that are not very inveterate, 
and in others, though never ſo obftinate, they frequently do good : 
moreover, thoſe things that are preſcribed againft Pains of the 
Head, are alſo given againft aﬀects of the Brain, and Genus Neye 
wſum; and, on the contrary, the things that are preſcrib'd in theſe 
ate alſo given with good Succeſs againft thoſe ; v4. the Vertue of 
them being diſplay'd within the Brain, does good againft the Apo- 
plexy, Palſy, Lethargy, and other Diſeaſes allied to them, alſo 
within the moving Fibres againtt Cramps and Convulfive Motions; 
and likewiſe exerting their Forces within the ſenfable Fibres, they 
often relieve Pains. 

Great ftores of theſe Medicines are vulgarly ſet forth in Phyfical 
Books, but ſo, that their Plenty has brought either a Poorneſs or 
Confuſion to the method of healing ; thoſe things which would do 
moft good often lying hid, or being concealed amongſt that con» 
fus'd heap of Remedies ; even as Wheat is with more difficulty ſe 
parated from much Chaff, than it is firft gotten clean from the 
Ear. Therefore in this Caſe Provifion being made for the whole, 
and then thoſe things being given both by Dyet and Phyfick,which 
put a ftop to or preſently appeaſe the Turgeſcencies of the Blood, 
let the Medicines call'd Cephalicks, or ſuch as remove the Diſor- 
ders of the nervous Juice, be preſcribed to be carefully taken : I 
ſhall ſet down ſome few Forms of theſe. . 

Take Conſerve of Flowers of Betony, and Clove-gillyflower s, of eac 
three Ounces, Powder of male Peony Roots balf an Ounce, baſtard 
Dittany a Dram, lignum Aloes, yellow Saunders, of each a Dram, red 
Coral prepared, Pearl, Ivory, of each an Ounce and a half, Salt of Ver= 
vain 4 Dram and 4 half, Syrup of Peony-flowers what ſuffices, make 
ar Opiate ; let the quantity of a Cheſnet be taken, drinking after it 
of the following Fulep three Ounces. 

Take Water of Black-Cherries, Vallnuts fample, Vervain, of each 
four Ounces, Water of Comſlip-flowers three Ounces, compound Was 
ter of Peony three Ounces, Sugar fix Drams. 

Or, Take Leaves of Vervain, Miſtletow growing on Apple-trees, of 
each ten handfuls, male Peony Roots two Pounds, Mace, Nutmegs, of 
each balf an Ornce, Coriander-ſeeds an Ounce, being ſliced and brus- 
fed, pour to them of freſh Milk eight Pounds, (or of Milk ſeven 


Pounds, Malaga Wine one Pound) diftil them with common Organs, 


let the whole L1quor be mixt. Let three'Ounces be taken at 4 time. 
Take Powder of mals Peony Roots balf an Ounce, red Coral prepa= 
red two Drams Toory, Pear! prepared, of each a Dram, make a fine Pow- 
der of them all, add of Sugar diſſolv'd, and boyd to a Conſiſtency for 
Tablets in a ſufficient quantity of Black-cherry Water ſix Ounces, Tin- 
Cure of Coral a Dram, make Tablets according to Art weighing half « 
Ddd 2 Dram, 
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Dram, let three or four be eaten in the Morning, and at five a clock 
in the Afternoon, drinking after it a little draught of Tea. 

Or, Take Tinfure of Coral an Ounce,take from fifteen Drops ts twen- 
ty twice a day, in a little Draught of the Fulep, or diflull'd Water, 

Thoſe that are of a cold 'or flegmatick Temperament , may 
take twice a day a Doſe either of the Tinture of Antimony, or of Spiris 
of Armonaach ynpregnated with Amber or Coral, or of Spirit of Harts- 
hern, or of Soot mm an appropriated Vehicle. 

The uſe of M:Pepedes ought not here to be omitted,or ſet lightly 
by, in regard that ebezr expreſs'd Fuice, diſtilld Water, and alſo the 
Porrder prepar'd of them, often contribute egregiouſly to the Cure 
of ancient and obſtinate Head-achs. I might here propoſe many 
other Medicines of various kinds ; nay, transfer hither, the forms in 
a-manner, of all thoſe which Ihave formerly heap'd together againft 
convulfive Aﬀects. But the moſt difficult thing of all concerning 
the Cure of the Head-ach yet remains ; viz. How the Conjunct, 
and fixt Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, confifting in the Weakneſs or injured 
Conformation of the Fibres, may be heal'd or remov'd. 

Now this, though it will be ſometimes incurable, as when a 
ſchirrous, or callous, or ſome other ancient and fix'd tumour, has 
poſſeit the Meninges; nevertheleſs, fince the Diagnoftick of this is 
uncertain, and the Procatarxis of a Diſeaſe, how unconquerable ſo- 
ever it may ſeem, ſometimes by a continued method of Cure is 
overcome z theyefore in every kind of Head-ach, as long as the Pa- 
tient will admit of Remedies, let not a Phyfician be backward in 
preſcribing thoſe things that ſhall ſeem moſt proper. | 

Therefore, in the firſt place, as we hinted even now, we muſt di- 
ligently endeavour, that the Fuel of the Diſeaſe being cut off, and 
intercepted, the frequent Acceſſes of the Fits be ſtopt ; for ſo the 
indiſpoſed Fibres, whilſt they are no longer moleſted, ſometimes 
recover their ſound ſtate, Nature alone effecting the Cure. 

The helps of the Art of Phyfick, indicated in this Caſe, are taken 
from Chirurgery rather-than from Pharmacy ; for whatſoever is ta- 
ken'by the Mouth, paſſing through long Circuits, fpends all its Vir- 
tue before it reaches the Membranes of the Head. 

Amongſt Chirurgical things, firft Topical Remedies occur,and of 
thoſe, Plaifſters are of moft advyantagious i + and often prove very 
beneficial. Let not theſe be extreamly hot,which may draw the Hu- 
mours more to the place affected, but moderately diſcuffing and 
corroborative, Iuſe to preſcribe Emplaſtrum de Minio or Diaſapons, 
with a half quantity of Parace!ſus's Plaſter, to be applied to the Place 
grieved after it is ſhaved, and to be worn for ſome time. As to 
the Ancients frequent uſe of Phenigms and Sinapiſms, and to the 
preſent Practice of applying Veficatories againſt violeut Head-aches, 
ſometimcs to the whole hinder part of the Head, ſometimes wo

Sinciput : ifat any time eaſe has enſued theſe hot Topicks, it was 
for this ceaſon, Becauſe by thoſe Adminiſtrations a mighty ſtore of 


" ſharp Serum was voided from the Part affected. 


Liniments of Oyls,and Unguents,though frequently us'd,do little; 
becauſe ( as | gueſs )in caſe they penetrate deep, they render-more 
lax the Tones of the Fibres, whereby they lye more readily open to 
the Incurfions of the morbifick Matter ; moreover, they ſtuff the 
Pores of the Skin, that the Effluvia do not evaporate: for the ſame 
Reaſon, in a manner, it is, that warm Fomentations, prepar*d of 
Aromatick, or other Cephalick DecoCtions, oftner do Hurt than 
Good, becauſe they draw Humours towards the Parts affected, and 
withall, open the Pores and Paſſages, whereby they are more readi- 
ly admitted 3 and therefore allo it is, that bathing of the Head, by 
pumping Water on it in hot Baths, is uſed to Perſons troubled with 
the Head-ach with no better Succeſs : whereas, on the contrary, it 
would be good for many to waſh their Temples, Fore-head, and 
$nciput, every Morning and Evening, with cold Water: nay,to bath 
their Heads every Morning by pumping cold Water on it, or at 
leaſtwiſe, to dip it in a deep Veſſel or Well. 

Another Chirurgical help cryed up for the Head-ach, eſpecially if 
violent and inveterate,is wont to be a burning or cutting of Iſues in 
ſeveral parts of the Body : It's a thing without doubt,that theſe be- 
ing made in the Arms or Legs, are both leſs troubleſom, and prove 
ſomewhat beneficial; viz. inaſmuch as they withdraw the fuel from 
the Part, and lead it far away from the place affected : Moreover,an 
Iflue in the Nueba,and a Setaceum in the Neck, alſo in the lap of the 
Ear, or near it ; and likewiſe a pellet of the Roots of Wild Black 
Hellebore ſtuck in the lap of the Ear perforated, inaſmuch as they 
evacuate much ſeroſity, and cauſe more tv paſs towards the emun= ' 
Ctories, viz. the Glands are often us'd with benefit. . But there is a 
great deal of talk and a greater reputation concerning Cauteriesap- 
plied to the place griev'd, or near it, ſo that large Ifſues are made in 
the crown of the Head, or near the Commiſlures of the Sutures. If we 
meaſure the fruit of this practice from the ſucceſs, it will appear to 
be little and ſeldom beneficial, but often unfortunate; for I have not 
known any perſon cur'd by theſe kind of Cauterses, but many aking 
Heads to have grown worſe thereby. And truly Reaſon dictates it ; 
for whereſoever an Ifſue is burnt, a ſerious humour flows to that 
place from the whole maſs of Blood, and conſequently from the 
whole Body ; and it is often heap'd together there in too great a 
{tore,that it may be conſtantly voided by that emiſflary : Wherefore 
about Ifſues,inflamed Swellings, Puftules, and various Humours eve- 
ry where ariſe : What therefore can we ſuſpect leſs, than that Cante- 
ries being applied near the place griev'd of the Head, but they will 


cauſe the Morbiſick matter to be more heap'd together Ms 
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There remains yet another Chyrurgical Operation, extoll'd by 
many for an obſtinate Head-ach,but tryed as yet by none ( that 1 
know )to wit,the opening of the Scull with a trepan'd Iron near the 
place of the pain: Our famous Harvey endeavour'd to perſwade a 
Lacy of great Quality to this,who was troubled with a terrible and 
inveterate Head-ach, promifing her a Cure thereby ; but neither ſhe 
nor any other has been content to admit of the adminiftration* 
Truly it does not appear to me what certainty we may expect from 
the Sculls being opened whereit pains; if an Abſceſs lay hid there, 
this were the only way of Cure; but that is wont to cauſe the ſleepy, 
or mortal Convulfive affects, rather than to take away the Head- 
ach : if an inflamed Swelling, or Puſtules, or an Eryfipela has ſeiz- 
ed the Dzploz, I know not whether thoſe tumours expoſed to the 
naked Air will evaporate more eafily, or whether Remedies ap« 
plied to them, when bare, will do any thing or not: And in caſe 
the pains arjſe by reaſon of the Meninges being beſet with tubercles, 
or a ſchirrous, or callous Tumour, Ijudge the opening of the Scull 
will turn to little or no benefit. 

But this being paſt by tillit comes in practice, let us proceed to 
other things : And now let us confider whether Salivation be to be 
uſed for curing old and confirmed Head-achs ; in truth if the pains 
ariſe from. the Venereous Diſeaſe, I make no queſtion but this way 
ought to be taken ; but thoſe that have tryed that kind of Remedy; 
in Head-achs proceeding, from other cauſes, have not reaped a Har- 
veſt anſwerable to ſo laborious a cultivation ; I confeſs the examples 
of certain perſons have ſcared me from trying that method in thoſe 
kinds of caſes, A certain Lady of great Quality ( whoſe Diſtemper I 
ſhall ſet forth beneath) for curing a violent and long continued Head- 
ach,has undergone three copious Salivations, vx. firſt by a Mercury 
Ointment directed by Sir Theodore Mayern, and afterward twice by 
taking the late famous Powder of Charles Huis,and this without any 
relief, ( and I wiſh it were not with ſome detriment to her ) for fince 
for many years, even to this day, ſhe has given ground to the cruel 
Tyranny of this Diftemper growing by degrees upon her. It fell out 
ſomewhat worſe than this with that excellent man, D. G. D. for the 
cure of whoſe ancient Head-ach, when a Mercury Ointment was ap- 
plied to his Head pained, the Salivation raiſed thereby, made him 
blind, without curing the Diſeaſe. Truly every man,duly confidering 
the Operation of Mercury in the Body of Man, ought to dread theſe 
kinds of effects from the raſh giving of it: For, not to ſay that Mer- 
cury is malignant,or wholly venemous,vzx. inaſmuch as from its uni- 
ted Particles little or no hurt is cauſed ; G that often a great quan- 
tity of Quick-filveris taken with ſafety enough ; nevertheleſs, the 
Mercurial Corpuſcles being divided, and ſeparated from each other, 
( whether it be done by Chymical Salts, - as in ſublimated and p_ 
pitate 
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pitated Mercuries, or by percolation through the Pores of the Skin, 
when an unCtion is made )'they prefently become exorbitant and + 
maſterleſs,and raiſe more turbulent commotions in the Body of Man 
than any Medicines befades: they ſometimes infeft the Nervous 
Parts firft, wherefore by reaſon of the Fibres of the Ventricle;- In- 
teſtines, and other of the Viſcers being fretted, Gripes, horrible 
Vomitings, moſt ſharp and often Bloody Stools,Cardialgias, Swoon- 
ings,and other terrible affects frequently happen ſoon after the Medi- 
cine is given: But ſometimes the Particles of the Mercury, when they 
are not preſently diffoly'd,without offending much the Vſcera;ſcaree 
exert their forces before they are conveyed into the mals of Blood : 
Therefore being mighty active, and diſplaying themſelves every 
way, they readily enter this, and preſently infeCting the whole,exa- 
gitate it, and often( when they are more fully difolr'd) ſtir it to-a 
great efferveſcency : then the Blood, to clear it ſelf of the diſagree» 
ing Particles,beginning to terment,delivers them that way it may;to 
the humours contained within it (elf, viz. the'Serum, and Nutritious 
Juice, and throughly mixes them in it, and withall endeavours to 
diſcharge it ſelf of thoſe, being imbued with ſo preternatural a mix» 
ture. Now this is not done eafily, or plentifully enough by Urine, 
or Sweat, for the L:iquamma of the Blood being become more viſcid 
and groſs, from the Particles of the Mercury incocted in it, than 
that they may paſs the fmall colatories of the Reins or Skin, ſome- 
times breaking forth ( unleſs they are ftopt ) by the Czliak Arteries, 
paſs away upon raiſing a Diarrhcea or Dyſentery,the intent of Saliva- 
tion being thus letted or fruſtrated ; but oftner the Latex being im- 
bued with Mercury remaining within the Blood, which is alfo fome- 
what infeed,and being carried violently with it hither and thither 
by the Veins or Arteries,butts againſt various Parts, and a way be- 
ing made.cither breaks forth outwardly,or is hurl'd into the V/;/cera, 
Membranes, and other Parts, often with great prejudice, Moreover, 
ſome Mercurial Particles allo ſeem to penetrate the Brain,and infinu- 
ating themſelves into the Nervous Juice, to be diffuſed not only 
through all the inward parts of the Head, but through all the Ner- 
vous Parts, and fo in ſome fort to ferment the nervous Liquor. 

But in the mean while the Mercurial Serofities remaining in the 
Blood,are depos'd for the greateſt part in'the Glands, which are the 
proper emunctories of the Arteries : Wherefore, fince about the 
parts of the mouth both a great many, and very great Glands. are 
plac'd ( to which a mighty ftore of Serum is ſent for Spittle ) and 
from thoſe the open Du#us's by the excretory Veſſels gape into the 
cavity of the mouth,certainly by this way chiefly the envenom'd La- 
tex of the Blood will find its paflage forth, which it cannot readily 
doelſewhere. Wherefore, upon a Salivation being rais'd, the Blood 


long fermenting, like Wine or Beer purging it ſelf, throws off by 
the 
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the Dudus Salruales, and the innumerable Meatws every where ga- 
ping into the Mouth, whatſoever extraneous and degenerate ſub- 
ſtance it may either contain within it ſelf,or can drink up,or receive 
from elſewhere,be it from the Viſcera, or ſolid Parts, or from other 
humours. Moreover, it is likely, that as the off-cowrings of the 
Blood, ſo alſo thoſe of the Liquor that irrigates the Brain, and Ner- 
vous Appendix, being ftirr'd upon the entrance of the Mercury, are 
voided forth alſo this way, viz. by the Du&us Salfvales. 

Therefore a Salivation caus'd by Mercury,if haply it ſucceeds well, 
removes ſometimes difficult and indeed Herculean Diftempers, and 
ſuch as will not be maſtered by any other Remedies, vzz. foraf- 
much as this Operation, by a long expurgation, throughly cleanſes 
the Blood and nervous Juice, and other Humours, deſtroys all exo- 
tick Ferments, quells the enormities of Salts and Sulphurs, and alſo 
exagitates the morbifick Matter ſticking any where, or ſtagnating, 
and often leads it forth. 

Nevertheleſs, this Medicine is not always free from danger, viz. 


becauſe.the Mercury being become exorbitant,and carrying with it 


a mighty ſtore of moſt ſharp,and as it were, envenom'd Serum, and 
ruſhing violently into the noble Parts, and eſpecially the Brain ; 
with the Appendixes, both medulfary and nervous, or into the 


Lungs and Precordia,brings upon them an indelible, and ſometimes 


a mortal prejudice : Wherefore, in an ancient and fore Head-ach 
there is danger leſt the indiſpos'd Fibres be more irritated by the 
Mercury pervading them with much and Corrofive Serum, and be 
put upon greater Convulſions and painful Corrugations : And alſo, 
left upon the mighty recourſe of Humours to the Head, the Brain 
be invaded, and conſequently ( which happens too often ) left the 
ſleepy or Convulfive affects be cauſed : I would have diſcourſed more 
concerning theſe things, becaule it is of a great concern, but that 
we daily expect an exact method of Salivation, and a full account 
of it, as toits ways and effects, advantages or diſadvantages, to be 
ſet forth by the Learned Phyfician Dr. Needbam. 

From Chirurgery there remains yet another famous Remedy for 
curing inveterate Head-achs, viz.the opening of an Artery : Some of 
the moderns uſe this,and very much extol it, it being greatly account- 
ed of amongſt the Ancients: Nevertheleſs, as far as it has appeared 
toour obſervation, ſucceſs has often been wanting to that ſo much 
cryed up operation:Nor isit a wonder, becauſe that ground on which 
the Ancients relying, blam'd the Arterious Blood, as differing from 
that of the Veins,and more exorbitant,and therefore adviſed it to be 
let forth, doesnot hold good : Nor indeed is there any other reaſon, 
wherefore Blood drawn from an Artery rather than from a Vein near 
the place grieved, ſhould give eaſe, but rather on the contrary we 


may expect a greater help from the opening of a Vein 3 becauſe an 
Artery 
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Artery being emptied, receives and draws away nothing ffom the 
part affected; but a Vein being opened, in the place of the Blood 
ifſued forth, draws from the whole Neighbourhood,and often drinks 
in again, and reftores to circulation the Blood, and other Humours 
heaped together, and ſtagnating near the ſeat of the Diſeaſe. How- 
ever,left we recede too far from the practice of the Ancients,attribus 
ting nothing to Arteriotomy; we grant,that ſometimes haply it gives 
help, though not immediately and caſually,but only by way of con- 
ſequent, and per accidens, viz. foraſmuch, as the ends of a cut Artery 
grow together,ſo that the paſſage for the Bigod, tliat way is ſtopt for 
the time to come; hence in regard, ſomewhat a leſs ftore of Blood 
is brought towards the place by the Arteries, and an equal quantity is 
ſtill carried away by the Veins ; therefore, it ſometimes happens that 
the fuel'of the morbifick matter is diminiſhed, and that its-ſtock is 
conſumed by degrees. For this reaſon, that adminittration has often 
ſucceeded well, in difitempers of the Eyes. Moreover, Farriers uſe 4 
praCtice,not unlike this,for curing malignant tumors in Horſes Legs 5 
to wit, they take and bind the Artery, by which the matter flows to 
the part affected ; mean Wwhile,that which was there ſticking, partly 
evaporates, and partly is drunk up again by the Vein. I have heard 

that in a manner, the ſame Method was ſucceſsfully tryed by our 

Harvey, for curing ftrumous and ſchirrbous tumours, alſo in the Body 

of Man. I might here ſet down many other kinds of Remedies, 
and alſo Prefcripts and Forms of Medicines, which are wont to be 

uſed both by Phyſicians and by Empricks,for curing Head-aches;but 

the Books of Phyſicians abound too much with theſe. I ſhall now 

give you ſome rare caſes of Perſons tronbled with the Head-ach ; 
and firſt, fome examples of a fevere continual Head-ach , which 

alſo, the cauſe being invincible, has often proved fatal. 

A Wonman, fifty years of age, after that ſhe had been ill for about 


- fix Months, with a very great pain of her Head, troubling her almoſt 


continually under the Sagittale Suture, and yielding tono Method or 
Medicines, fell at length into a Lethargy, with a Partial reſolution of , 
her Limbs; from which,nevertheleſs,being in a ſhort time recover'd - 
by Remedies, feaſonably adminiſtred ; ſhe had again the violent pain 
In her Head, as before; and afterward, within a fortnight or three 
weeks, falling into a ſleepy affect, ſhe departed this life + The Scull 
ing opened, on the fide of the third Sinw, a {chirrhous tumour 
three fingers broad, grew to the Membranes, by the mediation of 
Which, the Dura Memnrx, alſo, for ſome ſpace grew to the Pia; and 
the Blood Veſſels, which ought there to open into the cavity of the 
Sinu, were ftopt; moreover, both the outward Avufrays of the 
Brain, and its inward cavity, were filled with clear Water. From 
theſe-obſervations the invincible, and'at length mortal cauſe of that 
Diſeaſe may plainly appear, I EC tormerly to have _——_ 
ec J 
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by Anatomy,a Caſe like to this,in a certain other Perſon. Moreover, 
in regard I judge, that in many Perſons troubled with the Head-ach, 
the Diſeaſe depends on ſuch an invincible cauſe ; I ſhall here give 
you one Inſtance, that is quite freſh of that kind of aff.c>. 

Some few years fance,l was called to ſee a Lady of Quality,troubl' 
for above twenty years with a Head-ach,which at firft was intermit- 
tent, but of late is almoſt continual. She was endowed with admi- 
rable gifts both of body and mind, ſo that ſhe was excellently skill'd 
in the Liberal Sciences, and all Learning, above the condition of her 
Sex ; but (as though Nature thought it too much for her to enjoy ſo 
great endowments, without ſome affliction ) ſhe has ſuffered very 

rely from this Diſeaſe : Before ſhe was eight years of age,upon her 
recovery from a dangerous Fever, ſhe became obnoxious to pains of 
her Head,which were wont to ariſe ſometimes of their own-accord, 
but oftner on ſome light occaſion offered ; the Diſeaſe being not li 
mited to one place or part of the Head ; ſometimes infeſted the right 
fide, fometimes the left, and often its whole circuit. During the ac« 
ceſs (which ſeldom ending withia the ſpace of twenty four hour, 
often infeſted her for two, three, or four days) ſhe could not endure 
tight, ſpeech, ſound, or any motion ; but fitting upright in her Bed 
in a darkned room 3. ſhe was able to ſpeak with none, nor to take 
any reit, or food 2 at length, as the Fit declined, ſhe uſcd to fall into 
a deep and trouble ſleep ; from which, awaking,ſhe was wont to be 
better, and then by degrees to recover 3 and during the time of in- 
termiſſion,to be indifferently well. Formerly the Fit being raiſed only 
occaſionally, ſeldom returned within twenty days, or a month, and 
then afterwards much more frequently ; but of late ſhe is ſe1dom free 
from them. Moreover, through many occafhons, or rather evident 
cauſes ( ſuch as are the changes of the Year, and of the Air,the great 
Aſpects of the Sun and Moon, violent paſſions, and errours in diet) 
ſhe is ſorely tormented with them. Now though tis affect having 
ſorely afflicted this noble Lady (when I went to ſee her) above twen- 
ty years, and pitching its Camp near the Confines of the Brain, had 
ſ» long beſieged its Royal Fort, however it had not yet gotten pol- 
ſeflion of it : But the diſeaſed being free from a Vertigo, Scoromis, 
Convulfive affeCts and any ſleepy ſymptom, had ſtill the chiet Facul- 
ties of her Soul, whole and ſound. 

In order te the obtaining, or rather endeavouring a Cure,through- 
out the whole progreſs of the Diſeaſe, a great many Remedies, pre- 
ſcribed by moſt skilful Phyficians, as well of our Country, as F0- 
reigners;z were uſed without any ſucceſs, or eaſe : She tryed all the 
Great Remedies of every kind and form, but always in vain: a great 
many years fiace, ſhe underwent a long-continued and moſt trouble- 
ſome Salivation,by a Mercury Oyntment,ſo that ſhe incurred a great 


danger of Lite. Afterward, a Cure was twice undertaken by _ 
thoug 
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though to no effect, by a Mercury Powder,(which the famous Emprick 
Charles Huz generally gave) : She try'd hot Baths, and drank Spaw- 
waters, almoſt of every Country and Nature, with the like ſucceſs as 
the reſt :She was frequently Blooded,and once in an Artery; ſhe went 
with many Iflues, made ſometimes in the Sinciput, ſometimes in the 
hinder part of the Head:She took the Airin divers Countries, vx. be- 
fides her Native,that of Ireland antl France:She took Medicines of all 
kinds whatſoever ; to wit,Cephalicks, Antiſcorbuticks,Hyſtericks all 
famous Specificks, nay, and Empirical Remedies, given both by the 
learn'd and unlearn'd, by Mountebanks and old Women yet ſhe de. 
clared,that ſhe had not receiv'd any where from any remedy, or me- 
thod of Cure, the leaft help or relief:But the refractory and obſtinate 
Diſeaſe, being deaf to all inchantments of Medicines, would-not be 
maſter'd.Moreover,having pofleſs'd fo long the precincts of the Brain, 
though it could not enter its receſſes; yet when I went to ſec her,ex- 
tending its limits into certain other parts of the genus Nervoſum, it 
began to raiſe violent painsin the Limbs ,al{o'in the Loyns and' Abdo- 
men,ſuch as are uſealin a Rheumatiſm, and in a Scorbutick Colick. 

A worthy man, about forty years of age;robuſt,and ſound, when, 
upon riding a whole day in the rain, he had gotten cold, by reaſon 
of the hinder part of his Head being continually wetzſoon began to 
feel a pain in that Part; which in a ſhort time being very much en- 
creaſed, miferably zM1.Red the Diſeaſed both day and night,and kept 
him in a manner, always without ſleep. Blooding, Purging, Cly. 
ſters, Veficatories, Hypnoticks; nay, and a great many Remedies of 
all kinds, diligently adminiſtred by the joint advice of a great many' 
Phyficians, did little or nothing towards the Cure of this affect ; 
When the Diſeaſe, notwithſtanding all theſe; daily grew worſe, after 
fix weeks, Glands, preternaturally-ſwoln and painful, aroſe all over 
the Neck; the Hemicrania, in the mean while, abating nothing x 
Moreover, the Tendons of the Neck being very much diſtended, 
and fliff, proved very tedious to him; to which, in a ſhort time, 
Convulfive motions and leapings of the Tendons, ſucceeded in va- 
rious Parts, with a Delsrium ; and at length the Diſcaſed being 
worn out with pains and watchings, yielded to Death, 

As in the foregoing caſes, the Head-aches proceeded from Nodeg 
and Tubercles of the Meninges, ſo ſometimes mortal and incurable 
Head-achs ariſe from a Phlegmon and Abſceſs. A while fince, a Uni- 
verſity Scholar,after he had complain'd for a fortnight of a yery great 
Head-ach,afflicting him almoſt co ftantly;at lengh the Fever becoms 
ng ſtronger, preſently Watchings, Convulſive motions,and a talking 
light-headed enſued ; at which time a Phyſician being called,Blood» 
Ing, Clyſters, Playſters, Revullives,Veſicatories ; alſo inward Remes 


Ges for withdrawing the courſe of the Blood and Humors from the 
Head, being carefully adminiſtred, he conld do no good, but Death 
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in a ſhort time followed. The Scull being opened, the Veſſels ſpread 

over the Meninges were filled with Blood, and very much diſtended 
as though the whole maſs of Blood had flown thither ; fo that the $6 
2's being difleCted and opened, above half a pound of Blood flow. 
ed forth : Moreover, the Membranes themſelves being affe&ed 
throughout with a Phlegmonous tumor, appeared diſcoloured' 
Thele coverings being taken away, all the Anfratms of the Brain 
and its Ventricles were full of clear water; and its ſubſtance being 
too much irrigated, was moift throughout, and nothing firm : For 
the Blood being there heaped together, when it could not circulate, 
threw off from it ſelf a plenty ot Serum, by which the whole Head 
was ſoon floated; fo that the Diſeaſe, curable haply at the begin- 
ning by Phlebotomy, afterward became mortal. 

I remember another Univerſity Scholar, who after being Con» 
ſtantly, and-very ſorely afflicted with a Hemicrania under the tems 
poral Suture, for three weeks, fell at laft intoa fatal Apoplexy. The 
Head being opened, a Phlegmon had grown in the Meninges, near 
the place paining, from which at length ſuppurated and broken 
the Sanies falling on the Brain, had aftc&ed its ſubſtance with a 
lividneſs and corruption: f | | 

Put though a continual Head-ach ( eſpecially if it be drawn in 
length for many weeks without intermifſion)be not without danger, 
neverthelefs we muſt not preſently deſpair of its Cure, becauſe the 
caule of this, how fixed and immovable ſoever it may ſeem, is often 
eured by a long uſe of Remedies, nay, ſometimes without 'them, 
by Time and Nature; though in a caſe that is almoſt deſperate, 
there is need of ſome Phyfick, left the preſent affect paſs into a 
worſe, v4. into a ſleepy or:Convulfie diftemper. So much of the 
continual-Head-ach; it now remains for us to propoſe ſome Ex-* 
amples, and ſome rare Inſtances of an intermittent Head-ach. 

Therefore, not to ſet forth here caſes of the Head-ach, whoſe 
Fits being erring and uncertain, proceed from the Blood or Serum, 
ruſhing into the places affected, in regard that theſe are very fre- 
quent; and vulgarly known. I ſhall 'now ſet before you certain 
choice Obſervations of this Diſeaſe, being either periodical, or leem- 
ing to ariſe from ſome one of the V;/cera, per Conſer ſum. As to the 
former, the periodical invafions of the Head-ach are produced, et- 
ther from the nutritive Humour, or from the nervous Juice 3 I 
ſhall now give you Examples of both. 

- Avenerable Matron, in the forty fifth year of her age, being of a 
thin habit of Body, and a bilous temperament, after having liy'd for 
a long time obnoxiuus to Head-achs, wont to be occafionally raisd3 
about the beginning of Autumn,ſhe began to be troubled with a pert 
odical Head-ach: This aftect ſeizing her about four a Clock in the 
Aﬀfternoon;was wont to hold her almoſt till midnight,till the _—_ 
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being tired with Watchings and Tortures,was forced to fall aſl-ep ; 
then,after a pretty profound fleep,upon her awaking in the Morning, 
ſhe was well. The Diſeaſed having undergone daily Fits of this Diſ- 
eaſe for three Weeks after this manner, delay'd the ufc of Phyfick, 
which ſhe very much abhorr'd ; but at length her Appetite being de- 
jefted, and her Strength worn away, ſhe was forc'd to defire a Me- 
thod of -Cure, and, after a gentle Purge and Blooding, ſhe took, 
twice a Day, for a Week or a Fortnight, the quantity of a Cheſt- 
nut of the following Electuary, and grew perfe&tly well. 

Take Conſerve of the Flowers of Cichory and Fumtory, of each three 
Ounces, Compound Powder of Aron Roots two Drams and a baif, Tvo- 
7y 4a Dram and a half, yellow Saunders, Lignum Aloes, of each balf 
4 Dram; Salt of Wormwood a Dram and a half, Vitro! of Mars a 
Dram, Syrup of the Five Roots what ſuffices ; make an Elettuary. 

The tas of - this periodical Head-ach doubtleſs was, that the 
aflimilation of the Chyme, or nutritive Humor into Blood wag 
hindred. For when its ſtore received into the Maſs of Blood could 
not be overcome, it was wont, after a little ſtay, to fall at odds, 
and ferment with its Particles : Therefore preſently the Blood fal. 
ling into a turgeſcency, that it might ſhake of that incongruousg 
mixture, depos'd its Recrements, as on other Parts, fo chiefly, and 
with a greater Senſe of Offence on the Fibres of the Meninges, 
being before weak, or injur'd in their Conformation, ſo that the 
Pain lafted till the heterogeneous Particles, boyling by their niu- 
tual Congrels, either were ſubdued, or did exhale. 

A handſome, tall, and ſlender Woman, long and ſorely obnoxi- 
ous to cephalick Aﬀects, was wont to be infeſted ſometimes for 
many Days, nay Weeks, with a violent Head-ach, which ſeiz'd her 
daily at her awakezearly in the Morning, and afflicted her for three 
or four Hours! In the mean ſpace ſhe was alſo :f.Qted with a hea- 
vine(s of the whole Head, a deadneſs of the Senſes, and a ſtupidity 
of Mind : Which Aﬀects vaniſhing together with the Pain before 
Noon, like Clouds diſpers'd, left all things calm and ſerene : Till 
the next Morning they pofſes'd again the Brain like a Fog and dark 


_ Nift : For curing theſe Diſtempers, I preſcribed purging Pills, a 


ſpare Bleeding, Veſicatories alſo, and the uſe of Spirit of Harts- 
lforn, 'or of Soot, with Cephalick Juleps, or Waters. 

'In this Gentlewoman the Pains of the Head rather foilowed ſleep, 
than was cur'd by it 3 becauſe in this Mourning Head-ach the morbi- 
fick Matter refided in the nervous Juice, whoſe greateſt crndity,and 
aggravation about the Head, happen pretently after ſleep; but the 
other Evening Fit of this Diſeaſe,in regard it depended on the plen- 
titude and turgeſceney of the nutritive Liquor within the Maſs of 
Blood, therefore hapned ſo many Hours afier Dinner,and was not mi- 
ligated but after ſl-ep,which appeaſes the Diforders of the Blood. 
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Thongh the Experience and Complaints of fick Perſons mank. 
feftly ſhew that Fits of the Head-ach ſometimes ariſe by conſent 
from the other Parts ; v:4. the Womb, Spleen, Stomach, Ge. Ne. 
vertheleſs it as clearly appears from the Accounts of them, and the 
Phcenomena, being duly conſidered, that this is done by another 
means than by -Vapours rais'd from the Viſcera affected to the 
Head. And firſt, as to the Pains of the Head ſeeming to be rais'd 
from the Womb, nothing occurs more frequently than for violent 
Head-achs to enſue upon the ſuppreſſion of the Menſes or Lochia ; 
Moteover, though the M-»/es obſerve their due courſe, yet ſome

zatt as they are coming, others as ſoon as they are paft : Bat yet, 
though at the ſame time that the Head is affected, the Womb ig 
alſo, yet it does not follow that the Injury is convey'd immediately 
from this to that : But it is the Blood it ſelf which fixes the morbi- 
fick Matter on the Head ; viz. it ſometimes perverſly conveys it, 
being ingendered within its own Boſom,and defign'd for theWomb, 
into the Meninges of the Brain: And ſometimes withdrawing it 
from the Parts of the Womb, it delivers it to the Head with a 
greater Miſchief. This Atiology agrees alſo with the Head-ach, 
valgarly imputed to the Stomach, Spleen, and other Parts. 

A beautiful young Woman, of a thin habit of Body, and a hot 
Blood, having been obnoxious to an hereditary Head-ach, was wont 
to andergo frequent Fits of it, and thoſe coming at random, to wit, 
ſome hapning on a light occafion,and others arifing of their own 
accord, that is, without any evident Cauſe, On the Day before the 
ſpontaneous acceſs of the Diſeaſe, being very hungry in the Even= 
ing, ſhe greedily eat a plentiful Supper, with a hunger-ſtarr'd, not 
to ſay Canine Appetite 3 moſt certainly fore-knowing by this ſign, 
that a Pain of the Head would ſeize her next Morning, which fign 
never fail'd of Event; for as ſoon as ſhe awak'd, being afflicted 
with a moſt cruel torture throughout the Sinciput, ſhe was af- 
feed likewiſe with a vomiting ot a Humor, ſometimes acid, and, 
as it were, vitriolick, ſometimes bilous, and extremely bitter ; it 
hence ſeeming to appear that that Head-ach had its riſe from the 
fault of the Stomach. 

To undertake to give the reaſon of this, in the firſt place it is 
known that a Vomiting enſues upon the Head's being injur'd ; viF, 
after a Stroak, Wound, or a Fall from an high place ; neverthe- 
lefs, a Pain of the Head ſeldom or never follows a Vomiting, Car- 
dialgia, or the Stomachs being otherwile troubled, unleſs an ef- 
ferveſcency of the Blood happens. Wherefore, in the foreſaid caſe ' 
of the Perſon diſeas'd, fince it plainly appear'd, that the Menin- 
ges of the Brain were prediſpos'd for Head-achs, and that its Fits 


had raiſed an agitation of the Blood ; hence it will be obvious to

conceive,when the heterogeneous Particles, by reaſon of the fault 
of Chylification, were heap'd together in the Maſs of Blood to a 
fulneſs, preſently upon its beginning to flow in order. to the ex» 
pulfion of that which was offenſive, they being ſevered from the 
Blood, as diſagreeing with it, and partly being ſent from the Ar» 
teries into the Ventricle, ftir'd up its Ferment, and ſo produc'd 
Hunger, and partly ruſh'd into the prediſpos'd Meninges of the 
Brain, and there depos'd the Fuel, or rather incentive of the Head» 
ach which was preſently to inſue. This Patient loathing all Medi- 
cines,and refuking to undergo any Mcthod of Cure,became at length 
alſo obnoxious to paralitical and convulfive Aﬀects. From what is 
faid it will be caſy to give the Atiology of any other Head-ach ; vx. 
hypochondriacal, hepatical, or otherwiſe ſympithical; ſo that it 
will not be needful to add here more Hiſtories or Obſervations, 
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CHAP. IL 
Inſtruftions and Preſcripts for curing the Lethargy. 


Itherto we have diſcribed with what Diſeaſe chiefly, and how 
 diverſly the precincts of the Head, or the Coverings of the 
Brain are wont -to-be affe&ted : Now, deſcending to its inward 
Parts, and to its cortical Subſtance, which immediately lyes un- 


der thoſe.Coverings, let us ſee to what Aﬀects chiefly this Part is 


found to be obnoxious. We have ſhewn elſewhere, that the Cor- 
tex of the Brain is the Seat of Memory, and the Entry of Sleep ; 
wherefore we juftly aſcribe to the cortical part of the Brain, that 
Diſeaſe which is wont to cauſe an acceſs of Sleep, and a defect, 
or eclipſe of the Memory, to wit, the Lethargy. 

The word Lethargy is wont to fignify two kinds of Aﬀects,which 
are only the a& and diſpoſition of this Diſeaſezfor thoſe that are ſaid 
tobe troubled with a Lethargy,cither altogether keeping their Beds, 
through a very great Invaſion of it,are ſo far overwhe!m'd withSleep, 
that they are ſcarce able to be rais'd by any Impreſſion of a ſenfible 
Object: Nay, and if haply they open their Eyes, or raiſe their Limbs 
upon pricking, or a ſmart ſtroak, preſently becoming inſenfible a= 
gain, they fink down,and often,when they are left to themſelves,fal- 
ling into a perpetual Sleep,they dye out right : Which kind of Fit 
has very often a Fever joyn'd with it, though when the Deceaſed a- 
wake,and come perfectly to themſelves,for the moſt part it ceaſes 
of its own accord. Or ſecondly,thoſe are accounted for Lethargical 
who being-oppres'd with an immoderate deadnefs of the Sentes,are, 

in 
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in a manner always prone to Sleep : So that in walking, nay, whilſt 
they are cating,or doing any other thing,they now and then fall in- 
toa dead Sleep: And fince there are divers degrees of this Sleepis 
neſs,and various manners of affeting;hence alſo there are made ma« 
ny Species of the Lethargick Diſpoſition : At preſent we ſhall peak 
of the former Lethargy,and fo properly called,and afterward of the 
continual Sleepinefs,allo of the Coma, Carus, and other ſleepy Af 
fects allyed to them g and likewiſe of continual Watching. | 

Mean while you may obſerve, that almoſt in every kind of Le« 
thacgy, a Droufineſs or Sleepinefs, and Forgetfulneſs are always pre- 
ſent; as Pathognomick Signs, and equally attend it. Wherefore,that 
the formal Nature and Caufes of 'the Lethargy may the better be 
know:, we muft fickt inquire here concerning Sleep and Oblivion; 
what they are, and for what Cauſes they are rais'd. 

The Eſſence of Sleep confilts in this,that the corporeal Soul with « 
drawing it ſelf a little,and contraCting the Sphere of itsIrradiation; 
in the firft place renders deſtitute the outward part of the Brain or 
its Cortex, and then all the outward. Organs of Senſe and Motion of 
the Emanation of the Spirits,and ctoſzs the Doors as it were fo that 
they being called in for refreſhment ſake, lie down,and indulge them- 
{elves to reft * Mcan while the Pores and Paſſages of the outward 
part of the Brain being free,and void of the Excurſions of the Spirits 
afford a Paſſage to the Nervous Liquor diſtilled from the Blood for 
new Stores of Spirits. In natural and ufual Sleep, theſe two Con-» 
cauſes conſpire and happen together, as it. were, by ſome mutual 
compact of Nature ; v:z. at the ſame time the Spirits recede, and 
that nervous Humor enters: But in nonnatural, or extraordinary 
S'eep,ſometimes this Cauſe,ſometimes that is firft : For either the 
Spirits being weary,or called away,withdraw themſelves fir{t,and af- 
ford an entrance to the nervous Humor heaped together ina readi- 
neſs forit: Or a plenty of nervous Humor coming to thoſe Places, 
and making a way by force,as it were,repels the Spirits,and entring 
their Paſſapes, floats them as it were. Concerning Oblivion, or the 
eclips or defect of Memory, the Cauſe of this is wholly the ſame as 
of immoderate Sleep 3 viz. an Excluſion of the animal Spirits from 
the Paſſages of the outward part of the Brain, which are filled 
with ſome Humor, and their return prohibited for a time. 

Preternatural ſleep or inſatiable fl:epineſs/which is the chief Symp- 
tom in the Lethargy and in the ſl:epy Aﬀects) ſeems to ariſe wholly 
trom the {ame Caules as nonnatural fleep.rais'd to a greater Energy, 
v17.cither the animal Spirits being firſt aftected, leave the outward 
paitof the Brain, and yield an entrance not only to the nervous, but 
likewiſe to the ſcrous, or otherwile vitious Humor, or the ſerous and 
excremertitious Humers, together with the nervous, force open the 
cortical gates of the Brain,and floating,as it were, its Pores _—_— 
apes, 
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ſages, repell and drive away the Spirits thence : ſometimes this 
Cauſe, - fometimes that is the firſt and chief, and ſometimes both 
happen together, 

Therefore the conjunct Cauſes of the Lethargy are, 1. a heaping 
together of a redundant or incongruous Humor within the Pores of 
the cortical part of the Brain; which depends on other, both pro- 
catarCtick and evident cauſes: As to the former, both the Blood uſes 
to be in fanlt, in that it ſends morbifick matter to the Part affected, 
and the Brain it ſelf, in that it admits it too eafily. - The evident 
cauſes which. joyn with theſe are chiefly, Qver-eating, Drunkenneſs, 
and eſpecially immoderate drinking of Wine and hot Waters, then 
upon ſuch an Exceſs to fit up all night, or to ſleep in the open Air : 
Moreover, a long ſuppreffion of an uſual evacuation of Serum by o= 
ther ways 3 Alſo if Spaw-waters, drank in a large quantity, are not 
preſently diſcharg'd again by Urine, they threaten a Lethargy ; the 
ſame alſo iscauſed by the recrements of other Diſeſes, coming to an ' 
ill or no Crifis, conveh'd to the Head: ſo that a Lethargy happens up- 
on acute,or long continued Fevers, and other Cronick Diſcaſes, and 
very often upon a Head-ach, Frenfge, Empeyma, and Colick. 

2. In regard, as non-natural,ſo ſometimes preter-natural ſleep be- 
gins from the Spirits being firft dejeted; therefore the other Con- 
junct cauſe of the Lethargy confifts in a ſtupefaction inflicted on 
the Spirits, which proceeds either ti om Opiats taken inwardly, or 
from narcotick particles engendred in the Body. 

The ſum of what is ſaid concerning the Lethargy is this, that the 
animal Spirits refiding in the outward part of the Brain being ftop'd 
from their wonted motion and emanation, yiekd to a profound and 
inſatiable Sleep: Now they are ftop'd eithert hrough their own fault, 
in as much as being ſpent, or affe&ted with a ftupefactive force, 
they are congeal'd as it were 3 or- becauſe their Paths or Tracts 
are obſtructed in the outward part of the Brain, and are pofſes'd 
by a ſtrange gueſt, ſo that they have not a ſpace granted them fit 
for their expanſion. 

The chief Symptoms of this Diſeaſe are Sleep, and Forgetfulneſs; 
a ceſſation of every other knowing, or ſpontaneous function, an 
uneven and flow reſpiration, a Fever, and often the aff<&t growing 
worſe, Cramps, leapings of the Tendons, and laſtly, univerſal and 
mortal Convulfions. | 

The prognoſtick of the Lethargy is included in very narrow 
bounds ; for- the Fit of the Diſeaſe being for the met part acute 
is ſoon terminated in Death, or a Recovery, and moſt common! y 
1s wont to give more cauſe of fear than hope. 

If it happens upon a Fever that is malignant,or of a difficult de- 
termination, or if upon other cephalick'or convulfive Diſeaſes, as 
the Head-ach, Frenſy, Mania, Todop'y 3 aralfo if on a long my 
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nued or ſevere Colick or Gont, the Phyſician can prognoftick no- 


thing but il], nor is it leſs to be fear'd if it happens in a cacochy= 
mical Body, or in one long ſubject to fickneſs, and in old age. 

In like manner, it is an ill Omen, if the Diſeas'd being preſently 
overwhelm'd with a great deadneſs, and becoming almoſt Apo- 
plectical, cannot be awak'd, if he breaths unevenly and ſlowly, or 
with great ſnoarings : Moreover, if the Diſeaſe growing worſe and 
worſe, the fick Perſon be aff:Cted with Tremblings, Cramps, leap- 
gs of the Tendons, ard laftly, with convullive Motions, he is to 
be look'd upon as in a deſperate condition. 

. But. if the affect without any great Procatarxis, be rais'd by an 
evident Cauſe alone, as from Over-eating, Drunkenneſfs, the ule of 
Narcoticks, or from a ſtroak or wound of the Head that are not 
very dangerovs, we may expect a leſs fatal event. Moreover, if the 


affect arifting on ſuch an occafion, happens to. a Body which was « 


ſound and robuit before, if at the firft invaſion it does not wholly 
take away the Scnſe and Memory , and after a little time the ſym- 
ptoms begin to remit, we may not deſpair of ſuch a fick Perſon, 

In any Lethargy, if the cauſe of the Diſeaſe ſeems ſomewhat to 
be thaken and mov'd, fo as plentiful and Jaudable evacuations by 
Sweat, Urine, or Seige happen by the help of Medicines, or by tbe 
inſtinct of Nature, and give eaſe; if upon the application of Veſt- 
_ catories, a great glut of filthy Waters flows forth ; if inflamed 

ſwelings, or great puſhes ariſe behind the Ears, or in the Neck ; if 
a great ſneezing, with a dropping at the Eyes or Noſe ſhall hap- 
pen, we may thence concetve ſome hope of recovery. And fome- 
times an Empyema Vapning upon a Lethargy, puts an end to it, 
viz. inaſmuch as the morbifick Matter which was fix'd in the Head, 
and firſt caus'd the Lethargy, being afterward drank up again by 
the Blood, and depos'd in the Breaſt, produces the Enzpyema : In 
the deſcription of the Epidemical fl-epy Fever , which reign'd 
An. 1661. we have obſerved that this hapned to many. 

Concerning the Cure of this Diſeaſe, fince it allows no truce, we 
muſt not be long deliberating: After the injeCtion of a ſmart Cly- 
fter, preſently let a Vein be open'd; fur the Vellcls being emptied 
ot Bluod more readily drink up again the Scrum, or other Hur 
meurs depos'd in-the Brain : Moreover, I adviſe in this caſe the 
Jugular Vein to be open'd, rather than a Vein in the Arm, becaule 
by this means the Blood very much heap'd together, and haply 
ftagrating within the $7:15's of the Head, will be more ealily re- 
euc'd to alt even cxculation. 

After Bleeding, other Remedies of every kind are preſently to be 
applied to uſe; let large Veſicatories be applied to the Neck and 
E-gs; the Face and Temples are to be anointed with Ol of Amber,or 


Cephalick Baiſams; let Cata plaſms of R:19,Peppeormerty or Cromfoot,well 
pounded 
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pounded together with black Soap and Sea-Salt be applied all over 
the Feet, let ſmart fri&:ons be us'd to the Limbs, let Sale of Urine, 
or Spirit of Sal Armoniach be frequently held to the Noſtrils. 

In the mean while let Cephalick Remedies be now and then 
taken, 

Take Water of Peony Flowers, Black Cherries, Rue, Walnuts fimp/e, 
of each three Ounces, compaund Peony Water two Ounces, Caſtoreum 
tyed in a Nodulus and hung in the Glaſs ewo Drams, Sugar three 
Drams, mix them, make a Fitlep 3 let four or froe Spoonfuls be ta- 
hen every third or fourth hour 5; moreover , to each' Doſe of this add 
from twelve to-fifteen Drops of Spirit of Harts-horn, Amber, or $al 
Armoniach, or a Paper of the following Powder. 

Take Powder of Male Peony Roots, Man's Scull, .Roots of Virginia 
Serpentary, Contrayerva, of each a Dram ; Bexoar, Pearl, of each half 
a Dram ; Coral prepard a Dram, "make a Powder, divide 6t into 
twelve parts: 

Moreover, it is here to be conſidered, whether. a purging by 
Vomit or Siege-ought not to be ordered juſt at the beginning. 
I know that this is variouſly: controverted amongtt Authors, and 
I have known it us'd in practice with various ſucceſs: which be- 
ing conſidered, and-compared betwixt themlelves; I thall briefly 
declare what is my opinion. : 

If a Lethargy has.aroſe from a freſh over-eating,or being drunk, 
or if from taking improper and narcotick things, preſently let a 
yomit be raiſed : Wherefore, let Salt of Vieriol be given, with 7/8 
and oximel of $quils z -or in robuſt Perſons, an mfufion of Crocus 
Maallorum, or © Mercurius Vite, with - Black: Cherry "Water : and 
afterward, unleſs" it works of its 'own accard , let a Vomit be 
provoked, by thruſting a Quill into the Throat. 

But if the invaſion of the Diſeaſe happens upon a Fever, or other 
Cephalick affects ; or if it be raiſed primarily; or per;ſe, by reaſon 
of a Procatarxis firſt laid in the Blood, or in the Brain, Vomits and 
Purges given preſengly at the beginning, whitft the matter is flow. 
ing, are wont oftner to do more hurt 'than good: to wit, ina(- 
much as whilſt the Humours are in motion, thoſe Medicines more 
exagitate them; and fince they are not yet able to: ſubdne them, 
and lead them forth, they drive them inso the part aftefted. 

On the ſecond day, if the dead Sleepineſs be not yet remitted, 
let Bleeding, in caſe the Pulſe indicates it, be repeated; or in its 
ſtead let Blood be taken away in the Shoulder-blades by Cuppings 
plaifles after Scarification , Then a little afterward let an Em:tick 
Medicine ( if nothing prohibits it) or a Cathartick, be given. 

Take Sulphur of Antimony five Grains, Scammany Julphurated 
eipbt Grains, Cream of Tartar fix Graing, mix th:m, makes a Pow- 
ger, let it be given in a Spoonful of the Fulep preſented, 
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Or, Take Scammony ſulphurated twelve Grains, Cream of Tartar 
fifteen Grams, Caſtoreum three Grains, make a Powder, give it after 
the ſame manner ; Mean while let the ſame, or the like altering or dc- 
r1ompg Remedics, be ſtill continued. 

On thet third day,and afterward, thoſe things which at the begin- 
ning of the Diſeaſe were forbidden for fear of a new fluxion, viz. Err- 
bines Sneezers,and Apophlegmatsſms ought to be us'd.Moreover,then 
it will be ſometimes profitable to apply the warm Viſcera of a freſh 
kill d Animal to the Sinciput,after that the Hair is ſhav'd or cut, and 
now and then to change it ;and ſometimes alſo to fornent thoſe pla- 
ces with a cephalick and diſcufling Decoction : But beyond other 

Topicks,l have known great reliet given by a large: Veſicatory, rai- 
{1ng Sores that ran very much all over the Head : I faw two Lethargi- 
cal Per(ons cured chiefly by this Remedy, after that the Diſcaſe was 
protracted in length, and they having loſt not only the memory,but 
eren all knowledge : for in both, the excoriated places, in regard 
they could not eafily be covered with an-Eſchar, diſcharg'd a vaſt 
quantity of a thm Ichor, to wit, daily about half a- pound, It wilt 
not be needful for us to deſcribe or ſet down other Medicines of 
this kind, they being vulgarly and every where to be found, what 
remains, for the illuttrating of what is ſaid before, I thall give you 
ſome Hiſtories of fick Perſons. | 

A Husbandman about thirty years of age,of a phlegmatick tempe- 
rament, inclining to a fanguine, being long obnoxious to frequent 
Head-aches, about the beginning of:Winter became very ſleepy and 
drowſy;afterward,on a certain day when he was tilling a field, he laid 
himſelfon the ground, and fell into a profound ſleep ;. and when he 
could not be awak'd by a Servant,andother Pertfons call;d, being car- 
ried home he was putto bed; his Friends in the mean time exp:cting 
that the ſleep being at length ended,he would awake of his own ac- 
cord. After the ſpace of twenty tour hours was paſt, when they were 
not able to awake him by pinching, pricking, making a roiſe,ancd 0+ 
ther ways, they call me ; when I came, I applied a large Velicatory 
preſe::tly to all the hinder parts of his Neck,then Blood being drawn 
to ſixteen Ounces, Iordered a {mart Clyſterto be given, his Face 
and Temples to be Anointed with Oyl of Amber,Frictions,and pain- 
ful Ligatures to be uſed to his Legs: Moreover, I preſcribed Spirit of 
Soot to be taken often in a day with a cephalick Julep:aotwithſtand- 


. ing he lay itupid all that day,without any ſenſe, it, being irritated by 


hard pinching,he raiſed himſelfa littie,and opened his Eyes,preſently 
falling down and cloſing them, he yielded again to his Lethargy. A= 
bout the Evening I ordered Cupping-glafſes with much flame to be 
apply'd to his Shoulder-blades, which being done, he began to be- 
come a little awakezand as about that time he purg'd freely by Siege, 
and the Plaiſters being taken off, a great deal of Serum flowed ow

the little Bladders, we had thence a+ great hope of his Recovery. 
Therefore Remedies being frequently uſed afterward that night, 
awaking the morning following, he knew his Friends, and anſwered 
well to what was askt him: but the whole cloud did not yet va- 
niſh, for he continued fleepy and forgetful for many days, till be- 
ing twice purg'd he perfectly recovered. 

An Oxford Gardiner,fick of a putrid Fever,and about the height of 
the Diſcaſe;imſtead of a Criſis falling into a Lethargy,was overwhelm- 
ed with a drowhie evil three or four Days afterward, that he could 
not be ſo rouſed from his Sleep by the uſe of any Remedy, as to be- 
come perfetly awake: but at length, when his Head being ſhaved, 
and Veſicatories being applied almoſt all over it, had raiſed a great 
many Sores that flowed plentifully,awaking fromhisSleep, he reco- 
vered ſome ſort of Senſe: Nevertheleſs his Memory- being almoſt 
wholly aboliſht,he was ſo ſtupid,that remembring no ones Name,or 
Words.he had ſcarce more apprehenſion than a Brute. When he had 
lain after this manner for almoſt two Months void of Underſtanding, 
and full of Slecp,the cloud began by degrees to be diſperſt ; and he 
at length returning to his wonted Labours became indiffterently 
well, though he never got again the ſame vigour of Mind, and for= 
mer quickneſs of Sence, which he enjoyed before the Diſcaſe. 

As for a Lethargy arifing from the uſe of Opiats,Iremember I far« 
merly obſerv'd a good exaCt type of it in a Country Village,in which 
I was forc'd to {tay a night, my Journey being ſtopt by reaſon ofbad 
Weather: For as I was juſt a going to Bed, my Hoſt intreated me 
that I would go and fee two-poor People in the Neighbourhood, who 
were affected after a ſtrange and miſerable manner ; which Office 
beinginduc'd to perform, not only through-Charitybut alſo Curio- 
fity, I was willingly led to a very ſmall and low Cottage, where E 
found an aged Father and his Daughter ( in two little Beds plac'd 
here and there in the ſame Cell ) overwhelm'd with a molt profound 
ſleep, which had oppreſs'd them the day before, after they had eaten 
Henbane-roots, then freſhly dug up in their little Garden, which 

they miſtook for Parſneps. 

' To bottrtheſe,after a Vomiting plentifully rais'd by ponring, Orf 
and O.ximel into their Mouths ; and thrufting a Feather into their 
Throats,I preſcribed timture of Caſtoreum to be given frequently du- 
ring the whole Night in a Spoonful of Treac/e-F/ater ( which Reme- 
dies I then caſually had by me; ) moreover that their Temples and 
Nſtrils ſhould be anointed with the ſame TinCture, and if it could 
be done, that a ſmart C/ifter ſhould be injected: the day following, 
hrft the old man, and afterward the Daughter, aw:king, came to 
themſelves.ti.e dead ſleep being wholly ſhaken off, in theſe Perſons, 
after the remainder of the Narcotick being caſt up by Vomit, left it 
did farther miſchief, it was only needful that the Spirits being raiied 
up by fit Remedies ( in the number of which Caſtoreum is juitly 
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accounted againſt the Poyſons of Opzats ) they ſhould be freed from 
the StupefaCtion inflicted on them. F 
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CHAP. III. 


Inſtruftions and Preſcripts for curing certain other 
ſleepy affetts, viz. the continual Sleepineſs, the 
Coma, and the Carus, 


P begin with the firft; many Authors call this not a Diſeaſe, but 
a drowſfie Diſpoſition ; for the affected as to other things are 
well enough, they eat and drink well, they walk abroad, they take 
care indifferently of their houſhold Afﬀairs, but in ſpeaking, or 
walking, or eating, nay their Mouths being full of Meat, they now 
and then nod,and unleſs they are ſtirred by others, they are preſently 
overwhelmed with ſleep : and after this manner they ſleep almoſt 
a continual ſleep, not only for ſome Days or Months, but for many 
years ( as it is reported of Epinaenitdes,) Wherefore we judge this 
Aﬀect by which we are defrauded of more than half of our Life, 
to bereally a Diſeaſe and to deſerve a cure. 

The ſeat of ſleepineſs,as of the Lethargy,is to be plac'd in the out- 
ward part of the Brain, but with this difterence,that the matereal or 
conjunG caule of this Diſeaſe, though always preſſing at the entran- 
ces of the Brain,does not penetrate ſo deep asit is wont to do in the 
Lethargy;but affe&tsin a manner only the ſurface of the Brain,or the 
meer cortical ſubitances of the Anfraus, the medullary part within 
being as it were untouched ; in which regard it differs not only from 
the Lethargy,but alſo from the Coma,for in the affect which we de* 
ſcribe, though ſleep be continually prefling, yet it is eafily broken 
off: and moreover being perfectly awak'd the diſeaſed remember a 
great many things,diſcourle with their Friends,being preſently read 
to fall again into their ſleepineſs : whence it appears that the cauſe 
of the Diſeaſe ſticks only in the outward border of the Brain, nor 
{oes it enter deeply its ſubſtance, as in other ſleepy affects. 

This affect,as I have obſerved in many,is not very dangerous ; for” 
cither( as it is often done ) it is perfeCtly cured,or at leaftwiſe conti- 

nuing tor many years, without a Carus or Apoplexy ( which are wont 
to be feared) it dozs not preſently become mortal or terrible : the re- 
leaſe of this affect often happens upon the change of the ſeat of the 

Diſeaſe:to wit,the Brain becoming clear,the morbifick matter is con- 

veyed to the Cerebellum, where lying, it produces Tremblings of 
the Heart, the Aſthma, Faintings of the Spirits, and other trouble- 
fome Symptoms accounted far Hypachondriacal. Th 
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The Therapeutick method ſuggeſts chiefly theſe intentions, viz. 
that after a proviſion being made for the whole by Bleeding ( if it be 
proper ) and by purging, thoſe Remedies may be afterward carefully 
given,with which the Blood and Brain may be freed from their wa- 
xery filth,and the latter may be corroborated;that it may not for the 


* future receive and retain ſerous Superfluities. For theſe ends let the 


ue de Succino,or Cochie be given with Rofin of Falap once or twice 


»- "Week : at other times going to bed,and early in the Morning, let a 


a Doſe of a Cephalick EleQuary,or of the Spirze, or Tinfure of Sal Ar- 


' monizack, Amber, Soot be daily taken, with a Cephalick Fulep. The 


Forms of which may be choſen from thoſe before written: At eight 

a Clock in the Morning, and at five in the Afternoon, let a draught * 
of Coffee be taken, firſt boyling in the Liquour of which it is pre- 
par'd, Leaves of Sage or Roſemary, till it acquires a green TinCture: 
tor ordinary Drink let a Decefton of Guaitacum be taken, adding a= 
bout the end, Leaves of Sage, Berony, and other Cepbalicks. Moreover 
it will be profitable to make two large Ifſues betwixt the Shoulder 
blades,and likewiſe frequently to apply Veſicatories about the Neck; 
the Hair of the Head being cut off, let a little Cap of Cephalicks and 
Aromaticks be worn. Let a Veſſel filled with Salt of Urne, cr Spiriz 
of Sal Armonaack, be now and then held to the Noſtr:/s. Moreover 
an exaCt form of Dyet being ordered, let ſome Servants, attending 
the Diſeaſed, not only ſtir him up now and then as he falls aſleep, 
but keep him waking daily for ſome ſet Hours. 

A certain Gentleman, of a ſanguine temperament, and, whilſt he 
was young, of an acute and fubtle underſtanding ; afterwards, in his 
declining age,being given to Idleneſs and Drunkennefs, became dull 
and torpid, and likewiſe Hydropical with a great Paunch, and fwel- 
lings of the Thighs and Legs : but from thele Diſeaſes (into which he 
frequently fell ) if at any time he abſtained for ſome while from his 
drinking,and applyed himſelf to Phyſick,he both often and ſoon re- 
covered : but at length though free from his Dropſy,he was oppreſt 
with ſo great and almoſt perpetual fleep,that he would be ſleeping in 
all places, and doing any thing ; moreover, being awak'd by his Ser- 
vants or Friends,he was wont to be preſent enough to himſelt,and to 
diſcourſe well enough for ſome Minutes of an Hour,of things propo- 
ſed,falling preſently again into his ſleep : To this Perſon, after many 
Medicines tryed almoſt to no purpoſe,l preſcribed at length that he 
ſhould take every Morning and Evening a Spoonful of the Powder of 
the Leaves of Betony dried in the Summer Sun, and hept in aGlaſs,in a 
litt!e Draught of Water diſtilled from the Flower of Lavender : by 
which Remedy receiving caſe within a few days, he was perfcCctly 
cared within a Months ſpace,and enjoyed an entire Health for four 
years from that time. Afterward when by reaſon of an ill courſe of 

"Diet the ſame cvils returned,he repeated the ſame Remedy, though 
not with ſo great ſucceſs. But beſides there being need alſo : Q= 
they 
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ther Medicines, he took ſometimes Spirit of Harts-horn. or of Soat, 
with an appropriate Fulep ; fometimes Ele&uarzes of Cephalich Cons 
ſerves and Powders,adding ſometimes Steel. As often as he would in- 
dulge himfelf to his wonted genius of Drinking, inftead of Wine 
or Beer, he drank Coffee : moreover for his ordinary Drink, he had 
fometimes Ale with the Leaves of Scurvy graſs, Sage anil Aromatichs 
#nfuſed in it, ſometimes a Decof#:on made Phyfical with Woods Spices 
and Cepbalick, Herbs, for many years afterward, being in a Man» 
ner always intemperate and cacochymical, yet he lived free from 
the Lethargy 3 at length a Cachexia ſeized his Breaſt, being caſt 


down by degrees by a Cough with an Afﬀthma, he dyed, 


The next fleepy affect, viz. ſomewhat greater than the former, 
and leſs than the Lethargy, is that which is vulgarly called the 
ſleepy Coma : thoſe that are obnoxious to this, for the mot part 
are oppreſt with a great ſleepineſs, to which in a manner always 
giving themſelves over, they lye with the mouth open, and the 
lower Jaw fallen, more like to Perſons dead than living : being 
ſtirr'd up by hard pinching or pricking, they look about them, 
yu to the ſtanders by, anſwer to the things askt, but preſently 

ceping again, they ſeem very much troubled to be hindred or 
diſturbed trom ſleep, thus pleafingly ftealing upon them : and be 
ing indiſpos'd after this manner, they continue in a ſleepineſs for 
many days, nay, and fometimes Months, without a Fever, ac- 
companying i', or following it, or any injur'd reſpiration, and 
being eafte to be awak'd, and not very forgetful, in which things 
they differ from Lethargical Perſons: mean while they differ no 
leſs from other troubled with the affect even now deſcribed : for 
as much as thoſe that have the Coma, keeping for the moſt part 
totheir Bed, or a Chair, do not walk abroad, or take care of do- 
meſtical Concerns, as the others. They anſwer appoſitely to ſome 
ſhort Quettions, but are not able to hold a Diſcourle, or deliberate 
of things to be done. 

The cauſe of this doubtleſs is of the ſame kind as of the former 
Diſeaſes,but of a middle degree'betwixt both before deſcribed. For 
we may conjecture that in this affect the morbifick matter pene- 
trates the Brain alittle farther than in the continual ſleepineſs, v7. 
that it invades the outward parts of the Anfraw or Gyrs, together 
with the leffer Branches of the Medulla incloſed : bnt that it does 
not reach to the greater $:7us's of the Mzdulls joyning to the 
Corpus Calloſiom, and which are wont to be poſfeſt in the Le 
thargy. 

The Coma ſometimes beginning primarily and of it ſelf,as the Le- 
thargy,cither proceeds from a ſerous filth diſcharged from the Blood 
on the Coreex ofthe Brain,or from a ſtupefaCtion infl:Cted on the Spi- 
rits there reſiding : and then this affect, by how much leſs it is than 


the Lethargy, by (o much is it accounted leſs dangerous :; but more 
common!y 
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commonly this Diſeaſe enſues upon other Chronick or Acute Di- 
'ſtempers ; _— Head-ach, Convulfions, and moſt frequently upon 
Ferecs of an ill criſis, eſpecially in Children, old, and phlegmatick 
People.Some Years fince, in an Epidemick Fever, hapning through 
the affect of the Nerves (which we have elſewhere deſcrib'd) as I ob- 
ſerved ſome to be Lethargical, ſo many to be troubled with the 
Coma: Of whom a great many recover'd, the morbifick Matter be- 
ing conveyed from-the Head into the Breaft : Moreover, in other 
Caſes this |Aﬀect being of a doubtful event, betwixt Hope and 
Fear, requires the ſedulous Care of a prudent Phyfician. 
In a Primary Coma the Therapeutick Method ſuggeſts to us the 


like, and, in a manner, the ſame Intentions of Healing as in the 


Lethargy : As tothe morbifick Matter, we muſt indegvour, both 
that its new afflux to the Brain be prevented, and that that which 
is already ſticking, in it, be diſcuſs'd, or drawn away : Moreover, 
the Animal Spirits ought to be raiſed up, and all Droufineſs or Stu- 
pefaCtion ought to be ſhaken off from them. For this end we 
muſt order Purging, Blooding, ng-glaſſes, Viſicatories , revul- 
ſing and diſcuſſing Topicks, grove Cephalick Medicines, and eſpecially 
ſuch as are endowed with a Volatile Salt, and uſe many other ways 
of Adminiſtrations before-mentioned. 

But if this Diſcaſe, enſuing upon other Aﬀects, happens to any 
Perſon whoſe Body is much worn away, the Blood vitiated, or 
greatly depauperated,we muſt ſeriouſly deliberate concerning let- 
ting Blood, and Purging before we order them ; nay, and for the 
moſt part, we nfſt abſtain from them : Though ſometimes, that 
the conjunct Cauſe of the Diſeaſe, or the Matter, fticking in the 
Brain, may be put in motion, it may be convenient to draw Blood 
in a {mall quantity from the Fore-head, or from the Temples by 
Leeches,or from the Sholder-blades by Cupping-glafſes, with a Sca- 
rification : Veſicatorses have a chief place here,not only to be applied 
to the Neck or Head,but to the Legs and Arms, and to other parts 
of the Body by turns. Moreover, let Spirit of Herts-born, of Soot, 
or of Sal Armoniack,, impregnated with Amber, Man's Scull, Coral, 
and other Cephalick things be frequently given, with an appropriated 
Julep, or other Liquor. Forms of theſe, and of other Medicines uſual 
in theſe Caſes,together with Stories of fick Perſons,and Examples of 
their Cures, are to be found in the Deſcription of the foreſaid /epy - 
Fever ; (0 that I need not here again inculcate the ſame,or the like. 

There remains yet another ſleepy Aﬀect,or kind of the Lethargy, 
vulgarly called a Carw, which being greater than the Lethargy, and 
ſomewhat leſs than the Apoplexy, is ſo allyed to this, that it often 
paſſes into it, but is wont to be diſtinguiſhed from both : For thoſe 
that have the Carw, for the moſt Part, breath well, if at any 
time they are hard pinched, they move their Members, ſometimes 
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Nor is leſs danger threatned, it it ſucceeds other Cephalick Dif- 


_ there ill affeQted, either Convullions in the Viſcera and Precordia, 
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raiſe up themſelves, open their Eyes, and often ſpeak, which Apo- 
plectical Perſons do not ; but the fame, though Rtirred or rouſed 
up, ſcarce underftand, or plainly diſcern any thing, in which 6. 
ſpect they are diſtinguiſhed from thoſe that have the Lethargy, 

From what is ſaid it ſeems tobe manifeſt,that the conjunct Gale 
or morbifick Matter of the Carus, penetrates ſomewhat more 
toward the middle of the Brain, and to have its ſeat at leſt in the 
outward border of the Corpus callſum; and ſometimes,as that Matter 
gradually advances from one part to another, theDiſeaſes before-men- 
tioned ſucceffively ariſe,and each laft is only the increaſe of the othif, 

But ſometimes the morbifick Cauſe, without-a gradual Progreſ; 
through thoſe Parts, at the firft Aſſault, affects the middle part 
the Brain, 'and there ( as it ſticks ſhallower or deeper ) cauſes a C# 
rus, or Apoplexy. In which caſe, it muſt not be thought that the 
whole circumference of the Corpw calloſum, as alſo of the cortical 
part of the Brain is pofſeſs'd by the ſoporiferous Matter ; for it ſuf 
fices, that ruſhing into any one place; it has ſeiz'd ſome part of 
the middle z for thereupon preſently in all that Region follows an | 
eclipſe, or at leaſt a proſternation of the Spirits. 

The Prognoſtich of a Carws, for the moſt part, is ill, eſpecially if 
the Diſeaſe happens upon a malignant or long-continued, or a flow 
Fever not determined, or on that which happens in Childbirth : 


eaſes, or is rais'd by reaſon of a Wound in the Head; though in 
theſe Caſes ſometimes there is a Cure, 

The event of this Diſeaſe, cither for Death or Recovery, is wont 
to be various: The Carus often paſſes into an Apoplexy, which ſoon 
Kills; fo that after the loſs,firft of the animadverfive Faculty, in 
while a deprivation of Senſe and Motion; and then by reaſon of 
the Taint convey'd to the Cerebell:m, alterations of the Pulſe and 
Reſpiration, and, in a ſhort time, Death it ſelf follows. | 

But ſometimes the morbifick Matter ſinking deeper, and falling 
from the Corpus calloſum into the Corpus ſtriarum,one,or both toge« 
ther, the Brain becomes a little clear; fo that the Diſeas'd look + 
bont them, ſpeak, and know things ; nevertheles, in the whole 
Body befides, the Palley, or Hemiplegia enſues: Neither are thu 
things in ſafety, as to Lite; for often when the Brain begins to be 
reſtor'd,the C:rebellumis worle ; fo that thereupon. the Spirits which 
execute the Offices of the Vital, and meer Natural Function being 


or mortal lettings of Pulſe and Reſpiration are caus'd: Though 

ſometimes when the morbifick Matter is neither too redundant, 

nor too malignant, it is partly drank up again into the Blood, 
and partly diſcuſs'd, ſo that the Diſeaſed pertectly recover. 

The Therapeutick Method ſuggeſts the ſame Intentions of Heal: 
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ing, and indicates altogether the fame Remedies, which are wont 
to be uſed in the Apoplexy : Wherefore it will not be needful to 
ſet down here Clafles of Indications, or to heap together a migh- 
ty Maſs of Medicines, but that which ſeems more to the purpoſe : 
I ſhall here propoſe a Story or two of Perſons diſeaſed, whereof 


-T have a great many ready to relate. 


A worthy Man, about forty Years of Age, having loft his Health 
through intemperance, when he had begun to uſe I know not what 


-Remedies, preſcribed by an Empirick, fell into a Crus ; haply be- 


cauſe the morbifick Matter being ſtirr'd,and agitated by the Medi- 
cine, ruſh'd into the Brain. Going to ſee him the ſecond Day, I 
found him buried in a profound Sleep, and almoſt infſenfible ; for 
though upon: hard pinching or pricking, he opend his Eyes, and 
mov'd his Limbs, yet preſently falling afleep again, he perceiv'd 
nothing at all of what he did, or endur'd. In this Cafe, though 
declaring a fad Prognoftick,however I did not forbear to uſe Phy- 
fical means abſtaining from Phlebotomy,by reaſon of his Strength 
being much ſpent, and his Blood depauperated, I preſently ordered 
a large Veſicatory to be applied to his Neck, and a ſmart C/yfterrto 
be given him,of a Decoction of Brzony Roots,with Carminative Flows 
ers and Seeds, adding likewiſe two Drams of the Species of Hiera: His 
Temples and Neſtrils were anointed with Balſam: : Cataplaſms of Rue 


and Briony Roots were applied all over his Feet: Moreover, every 


other or third Hour I gave him a Doſe of Spirit of Harts-born, with 
« Cephalick Julep ; and many other Adminiſtcations, uſual in this 
Caſe,were carefully put in praQtice. To which,neverthele(s the Dif- 
eaſe not at all yielding,the Day following I preſcrib'd him a Purge 
of Seammony prepar'd, to be taken in a Spoonful of Broth : After 
which,when he had frequently and freely Purg'd,he began to open 
his Eyes,to ſpeak,and to know Standers by, and a little after, coming 
to himſelf,he fully awaked. This Diſeaſe (as I gueſs) was therefore 
cur'd more eafily,and ſooner than was hop'd, becauſe that Cloud 
lent haply into the Brain by a Medicine,could the better be drawn 
thence by the help of another Medicine. 

A renowned Man, fifty Years of Age,of a groſs Body,and formerly 
obnoxious to a Vertigo,and afthmatick Aﬀeccts,had lived very found 
for two Years, having uſed Phyfick Spring and Fall, and having a 
large Ifſue near both Sholder-blades : At the beginning of Summer, 
he living in the Country, and his Iſſues being neglected for many 
Weeks,the Filth which was wont to be purg'd forth,ran much leſs 
from them ; yet he was ftill in good Health, till about the Solſtice, 
when as he was fitting one Morning in a Porch,and talk'd cheerfully 
With his Friends,arifing on a ſadden,he complained that he was il! ! 
Going in a Doors,and fitting himſelf down-in a Chair,he vomited ve- 
ry much;then preſently, leaning to one fide, he fell into a profound 
Ggg 2 Sleeps 
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Sleep,and lay fo overwhelmed with it,that he could fcarce be raiſed 
from it all that Day. Coming in the Evening,I ordered Blooding, « 
Chſter, Veſicatorses, and many other Remedies proper in ſuch a Caſe, 
carefully to be adminiftred : The next Day after,his Brain began to 
grow a little clear; ſo that he looked about, and ſpake diftinly 
few words: Seeming to know his Friends,he could tellno ones Name; 
but by reaſon of this matter ſinking; deep in the Brain, a Palſey of 
the whole right fide ſeized him. Moreover, a mighty Sleepineſs yet 
perfiſting, on that Day Blood was taken from the other Arm: 0. 
ther Remedies alſo being continued as before, on the third Day, be 
coming leſs drouſy, he began to know many, and to call ſome by 
their Names, to perceive his Illneſs, and to be ſolicitous for Reme. 
dies; But, whilſt the Brain grew better, the Injury communicated 
to the Cerebellum and genus Nervoſum, diſcovered it ſelf ; for on 
the fourth Day his Breathing became uneven and difficult, and his 
Pulſe weaker : Moreover,he was often affected with a Shivering, 
and a convulfive Concuſſion of the whole Body : On the fifth Day, 
the Cramps and Convulfons becoming more violent, oftener infe- 
Red him ; then the Pulſe growing weaker by degrees,on the fxth 
Day, though more free from Sleepineſs, he dyed : In this, and 6- 
ther the like Caſes, it's probable that the morbifick Matter invades 
the Brain and Cerebellum together ; but whilſt it ſticks in the Cor- 
tex of this ( contrary to what happens in the Brain ) it cauſes no 
very ſenſible Injury, becauſe here the parts offended are neither the 
Seats of Sleep,nor Memory : But afterward,haply about the fourth 
or fifth Day, the Matter finking further to the Medulla of the Cr 
rebellum 3; whilſt as to other things the Diſeaſed was better, the vital 
FunCtion,by reaſon of the Spirits appointed for it, being oppreſgd 
in their very ſource, began to fail, and afterward declining ona 
ſudden, unexpectedly cut of all hope of Recovery, which before 
Was great, | 
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Inſtruftions and Preſcripts for curing the Watching 
Evil, and the Watching Coma. 
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S Light and Darkneſs, ſo Sleep and Watching being ſet toge- 
ther, excellently illuſtrate each others Natures. 
Concerning a continual waking, or the M/arching-Evil, we ' 
muſt,in the firſt place, here diftinguiſh,that either it is a Symptom 
which happens ypan ſome other Diſeaſe, as a Fever, Frenly, _ 
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or Colick, Gout, and the like; and then its conſideration and cure be. 
long to that aff:&,whoſe offspring it is; or elſe immoderate Watch- 
ings ariſing alone, without any other known cauſe, ſeems to be a Di- 
ſeaſe as it were of it ſelf,as I have known it in ſome Perſons, and ſome 
of theſe Watchers, though deftitute of ſleep,ſeem ſcarce to want it; 
for the Spirits appear not thereby either torpid, or wearied, or ex- 
hauſted : but others bearing ill Watching, ſoon become thereupon 
languid, and loſe their Stomacks, and are forc'd to have recourſe to 
Opiats, which ſometimes they uſe daily, and in a large Doſe without 
hurt. 

We have intimated before,that the cauſe of natural waking,which 
has ſleep interlaced with it,confiſts in theſe two things, vsz.in one of 
them, or both together; to wit,firft,that the animal Spirits being ſuf- 
ficiently refreſht,and freed from the fetters of the Nervous Liquor vi- 
goroully exert themſelves,and are expanded every way, an eſpecially 
from the middle part of the Brain, to its circumference ; then ſecond- 
ly, though they enjoy a clear ſpace every where, and eſpecially in the 
outmoſt part of the Brain, being then free from the incurfions of the 
Nervous Juice ; yet leſt this expanſion of the Spirits ( which is being 
awake ) be any where protracted longer than is fitting, to there too 
great loſs, both the Spirits being now and then weary, flag, and as 
it were repoſe themſelves of their own accord, and withal the Ner- 
vous Liquor coming to overſpread the Cortex of the Brain,ſtuffs and 
cloſes their Paſſages. Hence it follows that preternatural and immo- 
derate Watching,depends alſo on one or both of thoſe twoztor cither 
the Spirits being two exhorbitant, and ſtruck as it were with a rage, 
donot retreat of their own accord, or the Nervous Liquor does not 
Sari and ftop the Pores of the outward part of the Brain, that the 


Spirits may be forc'd thence inward, to a repoſe : Types of both 
theſe, every where preſent themſelves to be obſerved. 

And firſt, we may obſerve that the Animal Spirits becoming ſome- 
times exhorbitant,and ſo elaſtick, or otherwiſe irregular, cannot only 
not be appeaſed, and repoſe themſelves, but are ſcarce able to be 
contained in the proper Sphere of their emanation ; Wherefore be- 
ing expanded in a continual Watching, they fo fill the Brain, and 
keep it extended, that the Nervous Juice, though heapt together 
ina great plenty, at the entrance, cannot be admitted ; and if the 
the Spirits are recall'd inward from the Coreex of the Brain, for that 
to enter, preſently being there reſtrained, or making a tumult with- 
in the midſt of the Brain ; they raiſe a thouſand, and often horri- 
ble Fantaſms, with which ſleep is kept off 5 or directing farther 
their Tendency into the genus Nervoſum, they raiſe their great dit- 


- orders, which continually drive away, and break off ſleep, though 


ſeeming never ſo much to be ſtealing on, or to be at hand. 


As for the farmer of theſe,l have often obſery'd ſome _ w_ 
atch- 
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Watching, who dreaded to begin ſleep, though it came on accord. 
ing to defire : for as ſoon as being about to ſleep, they cloſed their 
Eyes, preſently ftarting up again, they cryed out that a confaſed 
multitude of Fantaſms made them mad ; fo that they found ther 
ſelves neceſſitated to abftain from ſleep. 

Secondly, when the Spirits being become exhorbitant, are called 
from the circumference of the Brain towards the inward'parts, in 
order to ſleep ; ſometimes they convert their Sallies into the gem 
Nervoſum, and then either nin in a tumultous manner into the 
Nerves that go to the Precordia, or Viſcera, they cauſe diſorders in 
the reſpective Parts ; ( hence to ſuch as are fo affected, as often as 
clofing their Eyes they invite ſleep, either Tremblings, Leapin 
and Conftructions of the Heart, with Failings of the Spirits, a= | 
letted Reſpiration happen, or inflations and Swellings of the Viſcera, 
a Senſe of Suffocation, and other Symptoms vulgarly accounted for 
hyſterical) or ſecondly, the Spirits being called from thier Watch- 
ings, and converted to the genw Nervoſum, ſometimes transfer + 
their Sallies into the ſpinal Marrow, and thence into the Nerves 
that paſs into all the outward Members: Wherefore to ſome, when 


. being a Bed they betake themſelves to ſleep, preſently in the Arms 


and Legs, Leapings and Contradions of the Tendons, and fo great 
a Reſtlefſneſs and Toflings of their Members enſue, that the diſeaſed 
are no more able to ſleep, than if they were in aPlace of the greateſt 
Torture, Sometime fiance, I was adviſed with for a Lady of Quali- 
ty, who in the day time was wont to be afflicted with a Cards alive, 
and a Vomiting, and in the night was hindred from ſleep, by reafon 
of thoſe ſpaſmodick affects which came upon her, asnow and then 
ſhe was upon the point of reſt : nor indeed was ſhe able to fl 

night, unleſs ſhe took firſt a pretty good Doſe of Laudanum: : 
fore of this Medicine, which at firſt was allowed her only t 

week, ſhe took afterward, daily, for about three months, receiving 
no injury thereby, cither in the Brain, or about any other function; 
and when, in the mean while, by the uſe of other Remedies, the dif- 
crafies of the Blood and Nervous Juice being corrected, the animal 
Spirits became more benign and mild ; ſhe afterward leaving 
wholly the Opium, was able to ſleep indifferently well. 

As to the cure of the /arching-evsl (which we even now diſcrib'd) 
becauſe it cannot be long endured, therefore thoſe things are chiefly 
to be given, which pive a preſent reliet: for this end, thoſe things 
are proper which ſooth the Spirits, and gently appeaſe their Diſor- 
ders, as the vulgarly called Anod:necs,vig diſtilled Waters,DecoCtio ns, 
Syrups, and Conſerves of Elowers of Nymphea, Cowſlips, Mallows, 
Violets, Knapweed, the Leaves of Lettice, Purſlain, the Willow, alſo 
Emulſions, or jucy Expreſſions. And if the reſtleſs Spirits will not be 
mitigated by fair means, we mult force them to be quiet, by of 
poling 
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paſing-Fetters as it were, and ufing Severity : Their ſtores ought 
to-be diminiſh'd, and withal the ſpaces in which they may freely, 
and without tumult expanid themſelves, ought to be dilated, and 
cleared from the. ſtuffings of other Humors, v3. of Blood and Se- 
rum: For which ends, opening 4 Vein ſometimes is proper : Veſicate- 
ris in a manner always have place ; moreover, let Diacodium and 
Laudanam,-in caſe they agree well, be frequently taken z and mean 
while, that the Opsats give truce, from the violence of the Diſeaſe, 
let the cauſe of it be eradicated by the ule of other Remedies, as 
much as may be: Wherefore day after_day,-at Phyſical hours, let 
things be given that take away the ſharpneſs of Blood and Nervous 
Juice, and reſtore then-to ſweetneſs: 'In which rank, we account 


' Teftaceous Powders, Apegemes and altering diſtilled Waters of tempe- 


rate Antiſcorbuticks, gentle preparations of Steel, Spirits of Harts- 
born, of Soot, and pa all things Tinttare of Antimony. E 
There remainsanother kind of Watching-evil,whoſe cauſe conſiſts 
for ſome part, if not moſtly, in the almoſt continual opening or tos 
great gaping of the Ports or Paſſages in the cortical part of the Brain: 
For beſides that the animal Spirits being ſharp and ſomewhat ex- 
horbitant, refuſe to lye down of their own accord, and to yield to 
reft ; the ſame moreover are not kept down or ſubjugated by the 
Nervous Liquor, entring the Pores of the Brain ; but being free-and 
exempt from all impoſed Burthen,they are expanded alſo:within the 


-. outward ſpaces of the Brain, which are every where open for them, 


for which cauſe, thoſe that have the Watching-evil perceive no 
drowſineſs or heavineſs of the Sinciput, no-appulſe or dehire 'of 
fleep. I have known ſome affected after this manner, who when 
they had paſt niany nights one after the other, wholly without ſleep, 
ing ſtill chearful and brisk, having a good Stomack, and ready 
bfineſs ; ſeemed not. as yet to have wanted fleep. Thecauſeof 

doubtleſs is a burnt and melancholy Blood, which ſupplies the 
outward part of the Brain with a Nervous Juice, not mild/and be- 
nign, but too much ſcorcht and filled with aduft Particles, which 
conſequently is neither apt to ſtay long within the Pores of the 
Brain, nor kindly to receive and contain the animal Spirits : More- 
over, the Spirits themſelves ingendred from it become too elaſtick 
and reſtteſs in their Nature, ſo that they are neither eaſily appealed, 
nor inclin'd for fleep of their own accord. Nevecthelels, being of 
a fixt Nature, they do not readily fly away, nor are ſoon tired fo 
as to flag, but laſt a long time and continue vigorous without any 
great refreſhment. Concerning this ſleepleſs Diſpohtion of the ani- 
mal Spirits, fince it is the fame as in Perſons troubled with melan- 
choly ; we ſhall have a fit place of ſpeaking ſomewhat more large- 
ly of it in the ſequel. We may obſerve, that Coffee alſo on the 


ſame account keeps Perſons from ſleep, for that Drink inſinuates y 
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aduſt Particles ( with which we find it to abound both by the taſt 
and ſmell ) firſt into the Blood, and then into the Nervous Juice, 


which thereupon by their Agility and Reſtleſſne(s,both keep the Pores 
of the Brain ſtill open, and add ſpurs and a certain rage to the Spirits 
( all other Combination and Stupefaction being depoſed ) by which 
they are ſtirred up to a longer execution of their Funions. Again, 
as to what regards the prophylaCtick cure of this Watching-evil, or 
the removal of the morbifick caufes, we ſhall give it you inthe ſe- 
quel, where we ſhall treat of the Melancholy 5 mean while, for the 
immediate removal of that Symptom as often as it ſorely prefles, 
we obſerve that Opsazs will not do; for being given in a good large 
quantity they ſeldom cauſe fleep, and render the affected more faint 
and weak. It often ſucceeds better, if going to bed they take ſome 
gentle and pleaſant Drink, as eſpecially 'our Ale being clear and 
mild, or alſo Poſſet-drink' with Comſlip Flowers boyled in it, or an 
emulſion of the Seeds of Melons and Almonds in a great guantity, 
we to two or three pounds. "4 F 

was advis'd with ſometime fance,for an old hypochondrical Man, 
who, beſides other ſymptoms uſual in that caſe, had liv'd for many 
years obnoxious toa frequent, loud, and very troubleſome Belching : 
He was wont every day to fall a Belching twice or thrice, for about 
two hours together, and with ſo great a noiſe, that he was heard to 
a great diſtance: But fometimes tor a week or two, and ſometimes 
for a month, that Belching was chang'd into a Watching ; for the 
former aff-& becoming much more remiſs, the worthy Man paſt 
often whole nights without ſleep; and when fometimes he had 
been/conſtantly waking for three or more days, not yet ſeeming to 
want fl:ep, he complain'd of no drowfineſs, dulneſs, or failin 
the Spirits. Narcoticks having (ſeldom or:.never given him r 
he took ſometimes in the evening Poſſer-drink made with A 
Canary ; at the beginning of the night he drank ſometimes 
ſometimes ds/ts'd Waters, by the uſe of which a little ſl:ep often 
followed ; then afterward the Watching-evil vaniſhing by degrees, 
the belching return'd.. Whence it may appear that the cauſe of 
both was the ſame, viz. aduft and irritating Particles ſent from the 
Maſs of Blood, ſometimes into the Coats of the Stomack, ſome- 
times into the cortical part of the Brain. 

2. Beſides thele diſtinct afteCts or exorbitancies of ſleep and was 
King, there remain other conjunCct or complicated irregularities of 
them, in which the aCts ot both functions are perverted together, 
which we may obſerve in the affect vulgacly call'd the Hatching 
Coma ; concerning which we ſha!l now ſpeak in ſhort. 

Thoſe that are troubled with the arching Coma, though they 
are always inclin'd to ſleep, yet they can ſcarce fleep at all, but ſeem, 
tke Tantalw, to ftand always up to the Lips in the River Ro tor 
1ping 
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fpping of which, whenever they fink themſelves deeper, the yield” 
ing Waters always ſubſide lower. They feel a very great heavineſ$ 
of the Head, with a drowhnels of the Senſes, and all the Faculties 5 
ſo-that they are troubled to move themſelves any way in their Bed, 
or to be difturb'd by the ſp:ech of ftanders by, that ſpeak tothem z 
ſtill expecting to fall preſently in a quiet ſleep : To which 
nevertheleſs when they wholly yield up themſelves, and endeavour 
ſtraitly to embrace it, various phantaſms preſenting themſelves 
to their *'mind, keep them till waking, nor permit them at all to 
enjoy that ſleep which ſeems always to be ready for them. To this 
often is added a Delsrium, to that whilſt the Dilcaſed lye with their 
Eyes clos'd, they talk always abſurdly and at random, and throw” 
their Arms and Legs this way, and that, in a diſorderly manner, 
and being awak'd look gaftly. It's a uſual thing for ſuch as are in 
Fevers, to continue all night overwhelm'd with a ſleepineſs, as it 
were; but ſo that in the mean while they are ſcarce filent for a 
quarter of an honr, but mutter various things with themſelves ; 
nay, ſometimes cry out, howl, and leap out of Bed. If the reaſon of 
this be enquir'd into, it ſeems that we ought to ſay, that the Pores 
and Paffages in the Brain, which are the avenues of the Spirits, are 
very much poſſeft by a groſs and ſoporiferous Matter, ſent from the 
Maſs of the Blood 5 fo that the Spirits being very much letted from 
their wonted expanfion and mutual commerce, a great and invin- 
cible fleep ſeems preſently to be at hand: But in as much ag certain 
ſharp and very aCtive Particles ftick to thoſe Spirits as ſo many 
ſtings, they are inceſſantly incited to motion, and therefore ſome of 
them forcibly paſs the ways; however ftopt and beſet with fence, 
t againft each other directly or obliquely, according as they 
a way : And ſuch their motion, though it be not able to 
a compleat exerciſe of the animal Function, yet it eafily 
its reſt and ceflation, ſo that thoſe that are troubled with 
this Diſcaſe, keep betwixt ſleep and wake. 

The Watching-Coma is ſeldom a Diſeaſe of it ſelf, but for the 
moft part is a ſymptom, and happens upon other affects ; as a Fe- 
ver, the Frenſy, Lethargy, and the like; wherefore,/ it does not 
require a peculiar method of Cure : But it ſeems only to be need- 
ful, that to the Remedies primarily indicated, other Cephalicks 
be joyn'd, which may diſperſe theſe Meteors, as it were, like Clouds 
and Lightning ; or if both of them cannot be exterminated toge= 
ther, let the Medicine joyn it felf to the aid of one aftect, by which 
that being become ſuperior, let it preſently overcome the other 3 
ſo in a fleepy Watching, it is proper to procure either a perfect 
Sleep, or a perfect Watching z and in this caſe I have often given 
Narceticks with good fuccels, 
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CHAP. Y. 


Inſtruftions and Preſcripts for curing the Incubus 
or Night-mare. 


O far of the irregularies, or morbid Exorbitancies of Sleep and 
Watching, which being proper to, and as it were peculiar|y at- 
tending the Bran, affect the Cerebellum but rarely, and only (econ- 
darily 3 but there remains an aff.ct ( vulgarly call'd the Incubus or 
Nighe-mare ) which being peculiar to this Region, and in ſome ſort 
analogous to the ſoporiterovs Diteales; in as muchas its Fits ariſc in 
a manner from hence, that by reaſon of the animal Spirits being 
bound or ſuppreſt in the Cerebelum, an Eclipſe or Interruption of 
them (though ſhort) is caus'd-in the exerciſe of the vital FunCtion, 
That the nature of this Dilcaſe may be the better known,in the firk 
place let us conſider its Phenomena. A Fit of the Incubus moit com 
monly, and in a manner only (eizing us whilit we are aſleep ; is wont 
to be rais'd for the moſt part after the Stomach's bing loaded with 
food of ill digeition, and a lying on the Back in the Bed : Thoſe that 
are troubled with it, ſeem to perceive themlelves chicfly « ended 
with it in the Breaft, and about the P:zcordia : For reſpiration be 
ing ſupprelt, or very much hindred, they think themſelves oppreſt 
with a certain weight lying heavily on the Thorax ; which weight 
cheats their imaginations, ſometimes with ore Apparition, ſome 
times with another ; and when they think to ſh.ke it off, or put it 
from them by the motion of their Body or Limbs, they are not able 


to ſtir either their Body or any Limb any way ; but after 


— 


ſtruggling in the Prazcordia, and ſometimes almoſt to the Y 
Lite,at length they awake; and being fully come to themſelves ron 
their ſl-ep, the imaginary weight vaniſhes on a ſudden, and the mo- 
ving force of the Body is reſtored ; there remaining nevertheleſs for 
the moſt part a trembling of the Heart, and often a very quick and 
violent vibration of the Diaphragm ; afterwards, the Fit being end- 
ed, the deception of the Fancy, appreheuding the dreadful ſpecies 
of an Incubus, comes alſo to be known. 

Now, though we allow the monſtrous Species ( which is con- 
ceiv'd ) of the Iscubws to be a meer Dream ; yet it is manifeft that 
the P:zcordia are really affeCted, and that the motions of the Pulſe 
and Reſpiration are in a manner ſupprett or letted, v1z. in as much 
as that oppieflion of the Breaſt is plainly perceiv'd by many whillt 
they awake; nay, as they are freſhly ftirr'd from ſleep, and when 
that is remov'd, tremblings and diſorderly motions of the Heart 
and Diaphragm enſue; whence it follows, that theſe Parts are 


cumbred, and undergo a real dainmage, 
Where» 
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Wherefore, whatſoever others may think, I judge that a Fit of the 
Incubus is caus'd, infomuch as in ſleeping a certain incongruous Mat- 
ter is dittilled into the Cerebelurm, together with the nervous Juice, 
which cauſing a heavineſ: or certain ſtupefaCtion to the Spicits in 
their firit ſource, forces them preſently to forbear alittle from the 
performance of their Functions ; ſo that by a ſecond Lethargy, as it 
were, raiſed within the Cerebellum, the vital aCtions ſuffer a ſhort 
Eclipſe; during which, partly from the ftriving of the overcharg'd 
Przcordia, and partly from the Blood being very much heapt to- 
gether and ftagnating within them, that Oppretlion, and Senſe of 
an incumbent weight, as it were, is cauſed : Moreover, becauſc all 
the other Faculties of the whole Body depend on the motion of the 
Heart, therefore this being hindred and ſuppreft, thoſe preſently 
fall into faintings and diſorders. 

Though it be ſeldom that any Perſon dies of this Diſeaſe alone, 
yet thoſe that are frequently obnoxious to it, if at any time they 
are ſeiz'd with other Cephalick affects, as the Lethargy, Carus, Ap- 
polexy or Epulepſy; they are in a very dangerous condition, becauſe 
the morbifick Matter, ſent from the Blood into the Brain, cafily in- 
vades the Cerebelum allo, being (o prediſpos'd; fo that the Diſeaſ- 
ed ſuffering an Eclipſe of the vital Function, together with the ani- 
mal, are brought into a greater danger of Life: Hence its a com= 
mon obſervation, that thoſe that are wont to be frequently trou- 
bled with the Incubw often die Apoplectical. 

Another Iflue of the Incubus, is wont to be le(s pernicious, that it 
often leads to the paſſion of the Heart, and other aff-&s commonly 
accounted for Hypochondriacal. I have known many troubled with 
the Incubus in their Youth, who, as they grew farther in years, being 
free from that, were affected with a Trembling and Panting of the 
Heart, and with other Griefs about the Pracordia, and Hypochon- 
dres, and very ſorely with Convulfions ; we judge the caule of this: 
morbid change to be, that the morbifick Matter, after having been 
often wont to beſet the circumference of the Cerebellum ; at length, 
making a violent aſſault, penetrates deeper into ſome private Place, 
and patling its texture, ruſhes into the Nerves appointed for the 
Precordia. 

As to the cure of this Diſeaſe, for as toits Fits, becauſe they ſoon 
paſs away of their own accord, there is no need of it: The therapeu- 
tick Method,after a proviſion to be made for the whole, by Blooding 
[ where it is proper ) and a gentle Purge, ſuggeſts to us the chief ule 
of thoſe Remedies which are vulgarly accounted Cepbalicks:therefore 
the Powders of Amb:r, Coral, Pearl, Roots of male Peony, baſtard D: t- 
tany, Contrayerva, alſo Elettuaries, Tablets, diſt: Ud Waters, Tonchires, 
Elixirs, and other things wont to be preſcrib'd in the Lethargy and 
Apoplexy, have place here; but in the firſt place,a due form ot Diet, 
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being ordered; let food that is groſs, and of an ill ConcoCtion,Pulſe, 
and hoary Fruits be avoided, nor muft the Perſon indulge himlelf ta 
ſleep, ftudying, or reading preſently after eating : Let large and late 
Suppers, and lying on the Back be forbidden. 

Becaule Infants and Children are often troubled with this Diſeaſe, 
(a fign of which is, that they are ſhaken in their ſleep, and upon their 
awake cry out terribly) and having undergone frequent fits of it, of- 
ten fall into convulfive affects: Therefore as ſoon as they ſeem af- 
fected with it, let a due method of cure be uſed to them: Let it be 
enquired concerning the Milk they fuck, whether of it (elf being 
without fault, and laudable, it agrees well with their Stomack ? Let 
'em not be permitted to ſleep preſently after having ſuckt their fill: 
Let the Nurſc,uſing a good form of Diet,take alſo morning and evening 
a Doſe of a Cepbalick Powder, or Eleftuary, Drinking after it a draught 
of Poſſet-drink, with the Leaves of Sage, or Betony, or the Roots or Seed: 
of Peony boy['d in it : Let the Infant take twice a day a Spoonful of an 
_ d:ftil'd Water : Let it have an Iſſue in the nape of the 

eck, let it lie ſometimes on one fade, ſometimes on the other, but 
ſeldom or never on the Back. It will not be wholly without benefit, 
for it to wear about the Neck, or on the pit of the Stomack, Corala 
Bracelets made af the Seeds or Roots of male Peony : If at any time in 
ſleeping, being often and ſorely ſhaken, they ſeem to be dangerouſly 
affected with this Diftemper, let Vefcatorses be apply'd to the Neck, 
or behind the Ears: Moreover, evening and morning, let a Doſe of 
the Pulvs de Gutteta, or ſome other that is appropriate, be daily 
given in a Spoonful of diftill'd Water, or in Juleps. 
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CHAP. YL 
Inftruftions and Preſcripts for curing the Vetigo. 


Fter having viewed the out ward circumference of both Brains, 

and diſcovered the Diſeaſes that beſet the ſenfative Soul, a- 

bout the firſt beginnings, and the firit ſources of the animal Spi- 
rits 5 now deſcending to the middle of the Brain , where the 
_ and common Senſe refide; let us fee to what affects thele 
arts are obnoxious. Concerning this, let it be obſerv'd in the 
firſt place, that of the Spirits refading in thole places, ſometimes 
Troops, or rather mighty Armies, ſometimes alſo ſmall Handfuls 
are affcted ; 'and then that the ſame, whether many of them to- 
gether, for a few only are affected, either from their hetorogeneoWw 
combination are made elaſtick, and conſequently are forced into 
diſorderly, or rathex exploſive motions, as in a Fit of the Epilepſie 
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or undergoing an Eclipſe, as in the Apoplexy, are depriv'd- of all 
motion: We have diſcours'd amply enough before of the former 
ſpaſmodick affect of the Spirits ; and concerning the Apoplexy we 

all treat in the ſequel.At preſent we ſhall ſpeak of a certain Paſſion 
belonging to theſe Parts, viz. the Vertigo, in which ſome Files of 
the Spirits are affected, and their motions ſeem partly to be per- 
yerted and partly to be (uppreſs'd. 

The Vertsgo is thus deſcribed, viz. that it is an affect in which yi. 
fible Objects ſeem to turn round, and thoſe that are affected with it 
find a great trouble or confufion of the Animal Spirits in the Brain, 
ſo that they do not duly influence the Nerves: wherefore the ſee- 
ing and locomotive Faculties often ſomewhat. waver, ſo that the 
Diſeaſed fall down and are often offuſcated with Darkneſs. 

In a fit of this, it is to be obſerved that the Imagination and 
common Senſe are in ſome ſort deceived : whilft they think the 
Objects that ftand ſti!l do move, but the rational judgment holds 
good, for we know our Errour. 

That the morbifick cauſe of the Vqrtigo, and the preternatural 

way of its hapning may be known,we mytit enquire after what man- 
ner the ſame affect,how ſuddenly ſoever it comes upon us,is wont to. 
be raiſed by non-natural things, for by a long turning round of the 
Body,by looking from an high place, paſſing over a Bridge,by failing 
in a Ship, or going in a Coach,by Drunkenneſs, or taking Tobacco, 
and certain other ways, Perſons every where become Vertiginous, 
or contract a Giddineſs: which Aﬀect thoſe occaſions produce, in 
as much as the animal Spirits being greatly difturbed in their ſet Se- 
ries and Orders, are both moved looſely and in a diſorderly manner 
this way, and that, within the Paſſages of the Brain 3 and break 
offcertain Lines or Threads, as it were, of their wonted irradition 
into the gens Nervoſum; for thoſe two things being in a manner 
always reciprocal,mutually ſucceed and depend on each other, vix. 
the perturbatjon of the Spirits within the middle of the Brain, and 
their letted emanation into the genus Nervoſum: On whatever cauſe 
either affect is produc'd, preſently the other follows. A- turning 
round of the Body, being carried in a Coach, or Ship, alſo Drunk- 
enneſs,/an unuſual taking of Tobacco, farce the Spirits to fluftuate 
or to reel diforderly in the Brain, which thereupon are preſently hin- 
dred from their due emanation ivto the Nerves, fo that the Perſons 
affected are ſcarce able to ſtand or go; In like manner,a looking from 
an high place,paffing over a Bridge, a Fainting or Swoon (eizing us, 
recall the Spirits from their wonted emanation into the genus N rvo- 
Jum, which therefore falling in a tumult, or being difordecly mov'd 
Within the Brain, cauſe a Scorzomza, or a running round of Objects. 

Theſe things being thus permitted concerning the Virtigo, rais 4 
by reaſon of ſome accident, or by ſome evident, ſolemn, and _ 
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natural cauſe; we muſt now enquire how, and after how many 
ways it is wont to be produc'd by an intrinſecal and preter. 
natural caule. 

Concerning this you may obſerve, that the V:respois ſometimes x 
ſymptom depending on ſome other affect, ſeating tometimes within 
the Brain.ſometimes without it ; but that ſometimes it is a Diſeaſe by 
it {cIf, which being raifed within the middle of the Brain, is very 
troub'eſome, ard often terrible, and difficult to be cured. 

As to the former,many Diſ-aſes of the Head,viq. an acute Pain,the 
Lechargy Epiiepſy,C arus, Apopiexy,with many others, have otten a Viy- 
ego joyned with them, v3. inaſmuch as an even expanſion of the 
Spirits in the Brain, and their irradicaiion thence into the Genus 
Ne: voſum, is lightly dift1rbu<dl from thoſe various moi bifick cauſes, 

Moreover, this ſymptom is wont ſ-metimes to be produced by 
reaſon of other aff-ts (-ated far f;om the Brain, and that chiefly af- 
ter two manners; For fii{t, it is uſnal for a Scoromia to arile by reaſon 
of the afflux ot B od call'd on a ſudden ti om the Brain,as in a \woon, 
and great fainting, in great hunger, hard labonr, a very great he- 
morrhagy, long faitings, violent paiſt-vs of fear or ſadneſs; nay, 
through other occafions,it at any time the motion of the Blood fails 
or {.u'ters in the Heart, ſo that the aff ed are ready to fall into a 
fairitiag of the Spirns, preſently becauſe the {npply of the Vital 
Liquour is withdrawn, the Amma! Spirits allo failing in the Brain, 
withdraw their irradiation from the Genws Nervo/um ©: For their 
Head-ſpriog being cut off, thute that remain flying back from 
their emanation, run to and tro covtuſedly mw the Brain, and raiſe 
vertizi0as, and often dulicous affects. | 

Secondly, a diforderly retreat ot the Animal Spirits from ſome 
one of the V:/cera, or tome outward member into the Brain, often 
cauſes a Ve: trzo, v1z. inaimuch as the Spirits being troubled in'a 
long ſeries trom the Part aff:&ted by the DuRus's of the Nerves, at 
length trouble others inhabiting the middle part of the Brain, and 
force them into the like diſorders : for this cauſe it is, that ſharp 
humours twitching the Fibres of the Stomach, and that often an 
offenſive and irritative matter ſtirr'd in the Spleen, Pancreas, or 
Inteſtines, and an acute Pain, Ulcers, &c. in the Foot or Arm, 
often cauie light Scotomias in the Brain. 

But the Vert:go is not only a ſymptom, but ſometimes is a Diſ- 
eaſe primarily, and of it ſelf : for the through underſtanding of 
the nature of which, we muſt enquire into its ſubject, formal 
itate, and cauſes. 

The Immediate $:1bjet of the Vertigo are doubtleſs the Animal 
Svirits, which every perſon troubled with this affect perceives to be 
very much troubled,and to move about in a confuled manner 3 but 


the mediate ſubject are thoſe parts of the Brain in which Imaginati- 
on 
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on and common ſenſe refide, and whence the next way leads in- 
to the Genus Nervoſum : Now thele are the Corpora Calloſa, 
and Striata. 

For the Animal Spirits love to expatiate themſelves within theſe 
medullous Bodies ; and when they ſmoothly flow in one ſeries trom 
the two extremes attending the Corpus Cailoſum | vis from the Cor- 
pora Streata, and Gyrs of the Brain } towards its middle part,they re- 
preſent pleaſant imaginations and fancies : and when in other ſeries 
and haply by other Pores, they flow frum the midft of the Corpus 
Calloſum into the Gyrs of the Brain, they carry thither the fagna= 
tures of notions for the memory z and when they due themielves 
thence into the Corpora Striata, and origines of the Nerves, they 
aQtuate all the moving parts, and as often as there is occafiong 
convey to them the Inſtincts of ſetting upon motions. 

Now in a Vertzgo thoſe even emanations of the Spirits ſeem to be 
intercepted in various places, and to be diverfly perverted, for ſome 
files of the Spirits are rendred obſcure, others are wreited another 
way, and are driven this way and that into Gyrz and Vorrex's, and 
often are forcibly drawn croſs-wiſe z wherefore by realon of the 
Spirits being ſo troubled in the Brain, contus d tancies, erring and 
unconſtant ſpecies of ſei.fible things,or turnings round of them, are 
repreſented 2 And then, according as the Irradiation into the 
Genus Nervoſum islefſen'd or ftopt a Scotomia, and failings and 
faulterings of the locomotive fuiCtion enſue. , 

It ſeems probable that ſuch diſorders of the Spirits depends on 
two cauſes, viz. fi: ft, that ſome exorbitant and extraneou> particles 
being entred the Brain deeply, together with the Nervous Juice, 
cleave to the Spirits,and force them into irregular motions ; it bee 
ing manifeſt to vulgar experience, that this happens to ſome perſons 
after immoderate drinking of Wine, or Strong Waters, unuſual 
(moaking Tobacco, the cating of certain Vegetables, an anointing 
with Mercury, Cc. Secondly, we may imagine that ſometimes a 
ſerous glut of filth gets by degrees into the Brain, together with 
the Nervous Juice, and when at length it has penetrated deeply into 
it, defiles thele pure Medulle, and greatly ftuffs its Pores: So that 
the Animal Spirits do not diſplay their beams with a light that is 
Clear and full, but ſuch as is weak and broken, with many little 
Clouds, asit were, ſcattered here and there. 

In an habitual and inveterate Verezgo, the conjunct cauſe compre- 
hends both theſe, as it appears from the things that give relief, or 
prove offenfive. For I obſerve that that affect is altered for the 
better or worſe, on two kinds of occaſions: For whatſoever things 
inwardly taken engender turgid Particles, and (uch as are to0 exor- 
bitant and apt to be troubled,as Wines, Strong Waters,pepper'd and 


flitulent Mcats,in a manner, always affect vertiginous Perlons : nor 
do 
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do they find leſs injury by reaſon of occaſions by which the Brain is 
filled and ftuff:d, as are ſurfeiting, ſleeping at Noon, or toolong iti 
the Morning, a Southerly Wind, a moitt, miſty, and thick Air; a 
low ſeated and marſhy Habitation : and on the contrary, the ſame 
are very much relieved by a thin and light Diet, a clear Air, and 
an open Country expoſed to the Winds. 

If we enquire into the procatarcick Cauſe of this Evil, viz. 
for what morbid prediſpoſition this double evil is wont to be 
brought on the Spirits refiding in the middle part of the Brain ; 
we find that here both the Brain with the Nervous Liquour, and 
the Blood with the Humours refiding in it are in the fault. 

It is a common fault of the latter, that degenerating from its 
due Crafisinto a ſharp or otherwiſe vitious temper, it perverts 
the nutritive Juice, and likewiſe heaps together within it a Se- 
rum, and filthy dregs of various kinds, which it is ready to dis 
charge on the Head. 

The fault of the Brain is, that its temper is moiſt and weak, its 
texture looſe and not firm, and has its Pores more open than 
they ought, and too much gaping, ſo that any heterogeneous 
and elaſtick Particles, and likewiſe ſerous, or otherwiſe morbid 
recrements, being ſent from the Blood into the Head, are eafily ad- 
mitted into the Brain together with the nervous Juice, and by rea- 
ſon of its paſſages being too open, deſcend without obſtacle into 
the midſt of it, vx. the Corpora Calloſa and Striata. Moreover,ſuch 
as are of a tender Conſtitution, eafily contraCt this virtiginous 
diſpoftion ; for the Spirits of the Brain being weak, and unable to 
reſiſt foreign incurfions, yield a paſſage to any matter coming 
thither : Again, to others, though robuft Perſons, a diſorderly 
Diet, a ſedentary Life, frequent Surfeiting, alſo immoderate Sleep 
and Studies, likewiſe the Scurvy, an inveterate Cachex1a, Fe 
vers of long continuance, and other Cephalick Dilcaſcs, often- 
bring this ill habit of the Brain. 

As to the prognoſtick of this Diſeaſe, every new Vertigo for 
the moſt part is void of danger ; but being habitual and con- 
tinual, though it ſeldom threatens-a great or eminent danger, 
yet becauſe it admits not but a long and very difficult Cure, 
it moſt commonly ſo tires both the Diſeaſed and Phyfician , 
that before the Diſeaſe can be cured, one grows weary of the other, 

A primary Vereszo (cated in the fore-part of the Head, which 
ſcarce at all cauſes a dizzincfs or falling on the ground, being more 
ſafe and curable, is oficn chang'd into a Head-ach ; ſometimes alſo 
it goes off of its own accord, by a blecding at the Noſe, or a Flux 
of the Hemorrhoids, and is often removed by Phyfick. 

A vertiginovus affect ariſing in the hinder part of the Head,and in- 
tercepting the irradiations of the Spirits into the Nerves, being far 
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more dangerous, often paſſes into an Apoplexy, or Palſ/ey, or into 
Convulſgve Diſeaſes. 

A Theraputick Method does not properly belong to a Sympromatich 
Vertigo.It will only be neceflary.that certain Cephalick Remedies for 
diſcufling the Clouds of the Brain, and appeafing the diſorders of the 
Spirits be joyn'd to the firſt things indicated; or rather, to ſpeak ac- 
cording to the capacity of the vulgar(which we mutt ſometimes,tho 
only for ſhew)that certain Medicines againftVapours be added to 'em. 

An Accidental Vertigo, or any other that is new, for the moft part 
is cur'd only by Blooding and a gentle Purge, ſometimes repeated. 
Neverthelels, for the more certain extirpation of the Diſeaſe, let 
Cephalick Remedies likewiſe, ſuch as ſhall preſently be written, be 
carefully adminiftred. | 

For the Cure of an Habitual Vertigo,and ſuch as is become inveterate, 
in a manner, the like method ought to be order'd,as againſt moſt 0- 
ther Cephalick Diſeaſes, Which ſuggetts theſe three chief intents of 
Healing: v:z.firft,we muft endeavour that all fuel of that Diſeaſe being 
cut off,the Brain may continue free from any new afflux of morbifick 


- Matter ; for which end, a due form of dyet being ordered,fometimes 


Bleeding, and very often a gentle Purge given at due intervals of 
time will conduce : Let a dry and well yentilated Air be choſen, let 
immoderate and unſeaſonable fleep and ftudies be ſhun'd ; let morn- 
ing and evening draughts be wholly forborn : Inftead of the for- 
mer, let a draught of Coffee or Tea be given, with the Leaves of Sage 
boyl'd in them ; let an Iffue be made in the Leg or Arm ; and ſome- 
times let the Hozxmorrhoid Veſſels be open'd by Leeches:Let the Pet= 
ſon affected, always ariſe early in the morning, and waſh his Temples 
and Sinciput, with cold Water, and rub them with a courſe Cloth. 
The ſecond Theraputick Intention will be to remove the Proca- 
tarftick cauſe of the Verrzgo; whereforelet it be endeavoured, both 
that the Cacochymical dyſcraſy of the Blood be taken away,and that 
the weak and over-lax conſtitution of the Brain be corrected, In or- 
der to the former Remedies, powerfully altering, as temperate An- 
tiſcorbutichs, Chabyleats, and ſometimes Spaw-waters, or Why are 
proper: To which, always by reaſon of the latter thing indicated, 
let Cephalick Medicines, v:z. ſuch as are prepar'd of Coral, Amber, 
Man's tkull, the Root of male Peony, Miſtletos, Peacocks dung, and 
the like, forms of which we ſhall preſently give you, be added. 
The third Intention, and which is properly curatory,attempts the 
taking away of the conjundct Caule of this Diſcaſe,tho it ceaſes tor the 
moſt part of its own accord, upon the removal of the procatarCtick 
Cauſes, For if the paſſage of every extraneous Matter into the Brain 
be cut off, nothing will hinder, but that the Spirits being as pure as 
may be, and having gotten free and open ſpaces within the Corfu; 
Calloſum, may flow thence every Way. However, that we may pro- 
lii {ecme 
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ſecute this {cope of curing, together with the former ; we muft 
alſo interchangeably uſe Medicines endow'd with a volatile Sale, 
whoſe Particles being very ſubtle and aCtive, refreſh the animal 
Spirits ; of which kind chiefly are the Spirses of Harts-horn, Sogt, 
Sal Armoniack 1mpregnated with Amber, Man's thull, &c. the ti 
Aures of Coral, Amber, Antimony, the Elixir of Peony, &c. 


Thele things being thus permitted concerning the Vertigo in ge. | 


nera), it ſeems likewiſe proper for us to delineate a Theraputick 
Method, more particularly,and to give an orderly procefs of it : And 
firſt, it ſhall be ſhewn what is to be done in the Fit for curing it, 
and then what out of the Fit for preſervation. 

1. As to the former, though an invaſion of the Vertigo, how vio- 
lent ſoever it may ſeem, for the moſt part is free from danger, and 
often paſles off eaſily of its own accord ; yet becaule thoſe that are 
affected with it, fearing themlelves a dying, defire Phyſical Aid; 
in ſuch a caſe, if the Pulſe indicates it, a Clyſter being permitted, 
let Bleeding be ordered ; then a Veſicatory being applicd to the 
Neck, let itrong-{melling things, as Caſtoreum, Spirit or volatile 
Salir of Harts-horn Urine, or Sal Armonaach be preſently held to the 
Noftrils: Moreover, let thoſe Spirits be given twice or thrice a 
day, with a convenient Doſe of a Cephalick Fulep; going to Bed, let 
a boius of Mithridate with Porwaer of Caſtoreum be taken : The day 
following, if the affect be not yet gone, let a gentle Purge be gi- 
ven ; or if the Diſeas'd be inclined, or eafie to vomit, let an Emetick 
be taken, than which, there is ſcarce any Remedy more excellent. 

Take Pillule de Succimmo twenty five Grains, Rofin of Falap ſix Grams, 
Tartar vitrivlan ſeven Grains, Balſam of Peru what ſffices, make 
four Pills to be taken going to Bed, or car(y in the morning : Or, 

Take Sulpbur of Antimony five Grains, Cream of Tartar half 4 
Scruple, Caſtoreum two Grains, make a Powder, to be taken with 
Governance, expetting a4 vomiting. 

That Vomits often do good in the Vertigo, befides the teſtimony of 
Authors,it ſufficiently appears alſo by common obſervationzand fuce 
vertiginous Perſons vomit often of their own accord, hence an oplti- 
on has grown amongſt many, that the cauſe of this Diſeaſe lies hid in 
a manner always in the Stomach, but we have ſhewn elſewhere, that 
this is otherwiſe; and that the vomiting frequently happens by reaſon 
of the Spirits being troubled in the Brain. Now the reaton,why Eme- 
ticks do good in *his Diſeaſe, is, that by this kind of Medicine, both a 
very great Revuiſions is made of Humors from the Brain,and that the 
Spirits there being in a tumult, are preſently reſtrain'd, When the 
Membranes and Fibres of the Ventricle,and the Viſcera plac'd nearit 
are twitchtz vag $us Humors,v1z. the nervous,ſerous,lymphick, pat 
creatick and bilous, are drawn into thoſe Parts,and fo dreined that 
the Brain continues free from their Incurſions,nay, and eafily _-” 
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off a great many then ſticking in it: Then,as to the animal Spjrits,we 
have | rk elſewhere, that there is always a very great conimunica- 
tion and intimate accord, betwixt thoſe that reſfye in the Stomach 
and thoſe of the Brain ; ſo that a grateful or ingrateful affect of the 
Stomach from things taken,cauſes ereCtions or dejections of the Spi- 
rits refiding in the Brain. Opzars, whilſt remaining in the Stomach, 
bring a ſleepineſs, ſo in the Vertigo and other Cephalick Diſeaſes, it 
will not conduce a little to the redreffing and regulating of the Spi- 
rits in the Brain, when all in confuſion, and mightily agitated, if their 
conſociates or relations be put in a conſternation within the Ventri- 
cle, by an irritating Medicine 3 for whilft, for the aid of thele, a great 
many are call'd from the Brain, the others remaining remit of their 
diſorders, and reſume their ancient Offices ; doubtleſs it is chiefly for 
this reaſon, that Emeticks often give great Relief in affeCts of the 
Mans, infomuch that certain Empricks uſe in a manner thoſe alone. 

2. But returning from this ſmall digreffion, let us conſider what is 
to be done for curing an inveterate,and almoſt continual Vertrgo,out 
of the Fit : Therefore in the firft place,a Method being ordered con- 
cerning Blooding and Purging to be us'd, and repeated at fit inter- 
vals of time, acgording to the Conſtitution and Strength of the Pa- 
tient ; Talſouſe to adviſe that Vomit ( if nothing indicates the con- 
trary ) be taken once a Month ; for which end, to weak Perſons, af- 
ter the Stomacks being fall'd with light food, let M/ine and Oximel 
of Squills be given, to two or three Ounces, and afterwards let Po/- 
ſet-drink, with Cardus leaves boy!'d un ut be drank in a great quantity, 
and let it preſently be thrown up again with a ſpontaneous or forc'd 
yomiting : To others, let an Emerick be given of Salt of Vitrzo!, or of 
the Infufion of Crocus Metallorum : Concerning I/[ues, Veſicatories, the 
opening of the ha morrhoides,allo of a Plaiſter or Cap to be worn on the 
Head, and of eop:c{s to be apply'd to the ſoles of the Feet, or to the 
Wriſts, for revulfion or derivation, let a Phyſician deliberate. 

Take Conſerve of the Flowers of male Peony fix Ounces, Powacr of its 
Roots an Ounce, Peony-ſeeds powdered two Drams ; Amber,Coral,Peart 
powdered of each two Drams and a half, Salt of Cora! a Dram, Syrup 
of Coral what ſuffices, make an Eleftuary. The Doſe is 4 Dram and 4 
balf, or two Drams in the evening, and early im the morning, drin;s 
ing after it, three Ounces of the folhwing diſtilled Vater. 

lake freſh leaves of Miſtletow ſix Handf:clls, Roots of mate Peony, 
Angelica, of each a Pound and half ; the white dung of Pe.tcocss 1a 
Pounds, Cardamum bruiſed two Qunces, Ciftoreum three Drams, all 
being ſlic'd mall, and mi xt together, pour 10 them of Vote wine, or 
of Whey prepar'd of it, ezght Pounds, diftil it with common Org ans, 
let the whole Liquor be mix. 

Take Powder of the Roots of male Peony half an Ounce, red C ora! pre- 
par'd Species Diambre of each a Dram and half, Powder of male Peny- 
lii-2 fevers 
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flowers freſh bruiſed and dried in the Sun, a Dram, make a Powder, 9 
which add of double refin'd Sugar diſſolved in Peony water, and boy[d 
70 4 conſiſtency for Tablets ten Ounces, make Tablets according to Art, 
weighing half a Dram, let one or two be taken often in a Day. 

Becauſe all things do not agree with all Perſons, but a Phyfician 
ought to aflay divers Medicaments, and infaiting on a various Me- 
thod ; at one time to try theſe Medicines, another thoſe, therefore 
I ſhall here ſet down certain forms of another kind. 

Take our Syrup of Steel, fix Ounces, let a Spoonful be taken in the 
morning, and at five of the Clock, with three Ounces either of the dis 
ftulled Water even now deſcribed, or of ſome other Cephalich Water : 
Or, take from fifteen to twenty Drops of our Syrup of Steel, with 4 
draught of the ſame diſtilled Water twice a day; I have known theſe 
things to have given great Relief to many. 

Sometimes, let Doſes of the Spirits of Soot, Harts-horn, or Sal Armu- 
mack, impregnated with Amber, Coral, or Man's tkull, or let tinAure 
of Amber, Antimony, or Coral be daily given after the ſame manner, 

Take Powder of the Roots of male Peony an Ounce and a half, Peom- 
feeds, Coral prepared, white Amber of each three Drams; Pearl pre- 
pared, Powder of male Peony-flowers freſh bruiſed, and dried in the 
Sm, of each two Drams, Sugar-candy one Ounce, maks a Powder, let 
a Dram be taken twice a day, tmith a draught of Tea or Coffee, or a 
Deccfion of Sage or Roſemary. 

For poor People let a Powder be preſcrib'd of the Leaves of Miſt{etow 
growing on Apple-rrees, dried in the Sun and powdred, to a Dram, tobe 
raken twice a day: Or,take the white dung of a Peacock fix Ounces, Pow- 
der of the Flowers of male Peony an Ounce, Sugar two Ounces, make a 
Powder, let a Spoonful be taken twice a day, in a convenient Liquor. 

Let v:rresginous Perſons ule, for their ordinary Drink,ſmall Ale with 
the Leaves of Msſtletow growing on Apple=trees boyl'd in it inftead of 
Hops, in a Veſſel of four Gallons, let a Bag be hung, in which put of 
Peacocks dung half a Pound, and of Cloves bruiſed three Drams. 

So frequent and daily Examples of Perſons troubled with the 
Vertigo occur, that it ſeems but to little purpoſe to give here any 
inſtances of them : However that the Types of this Diſeaſe may be 
known, I ſhall relate here ſome few and rare Caſes. 

A Divine fixty years of age,after that he had been troubl'd for about 
three Months with a ſlight Verergo,or a frequent Coruſcation as it were 
of the Spirits in the Sinciput, at length the Diſeale increaſing, he be- 
came afteCted alſo with a dizzine!s and a falling-Evil;in ſo much that 
in walking ſometimes he would fall flat upon the Ground;Being calld 
to cure him,I preſcrib'd Blooding, with a gentle Purge to be repeated 
at fit intervals of Time, moreover l diligently gave Electuaries and 
mixtures.ſuch as above-written, Veſicatories and other Adminiſtrati- 
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theſe things, I gave him a Vomit of Y;erzol, and an In fugon of Cro- 
cus Metallorum ; upon which having ten eafie Vomits, he preſently 
from thenceforth was better, and Cepbalick Alteratives being uſed 
for about a Fortnight longer, he grew perfectly well, and from 
that time he took yearly Sprong and Fall for fix Years a Vomit,with 
certain other Medicines,and even at this time is in perfect Health. 
A certain Gentleman fixty fax Years old, after that he had lived 
for a long time obnoxious to a light —_ and which was wont 
to be railed,as it were,only occaſionally, about the end of Autumn, 
being more ſeverely troubled with that Aﬀect, became alſo for- 
getful: Going to ſee him after he had been ill about three Weeks, 
I found him very much changed in his Countenance and Aſpect, 
the vigour of both being very much broken. To this Perſon,who 
had every Evening a ſmart Fever, with a high and ſtrongly vibra- 
ting Pulſe, in the firſt place, Iordered Blood to be drawn from 
the Arm,and after fix or ſeven Days,from the haemorrhoide Veins : 
moreover I had Veficatories preſently applyed to his Neck, and in- 
continently after behind his Ears, and Caueerzes betwixt his Shoul- 
der-blades for two large Iſſues to be there made: He took daily 
inwardly, at Phyſical Hours, Cephalick Remedies, almoſt of every 
kind, Within a Months ſpace, ſeeming to recover, he began to walk 
abroad, and to take care of his domeftick Afﬀairs and other Con- 
cerns. But at the beginning of the Winter, upon taking cold, as 
he went daily abroad, he fell into a ſmall Fever, with a great Pes- 
terbation of the Spirits within the Brain : For, every Day towards 
the Evening, being light-headed, he ſcarce knew what he did, or 
ſaid; nevertheleſs, within ſeven or eight Days, the Fever vaniſhing 
after Blooding and a thin Diet, the Attect of the Brain was changed 
from its former ſtate, For the Verezgo wholly ceaſing, he- became 
very forgetful, and withal Paralytical in the whole right fide. Be- 
ing often askt concerning his Head, whether it wasclear, and free 
from a Scotomia and confuſed Phantaſms, he anſwered, that as to 
thoſe things it was never better : For he underſtood well his Infir- 
mities, knew his Friends, Relations, and others that came to viſit 
him, but could ſcarce 'call to mind any of their” Names: And when 
he went about to diſcourſe of any thing, he wanted words to ex- 
preſs the Senſe of his Mind : Moreover as to the fide aftzcte?, in 
the right Arm and Thigh, there was not only a total Refointion 
and Immobility, but likewiſe in both a very great zdematous Ti- 
mor grew,inſomuch that not only almoſt all hope ot Cure was lat: 
afide,but even of keeping him long alive; nay, others were already 
folliciting for the State Offices and Imploys he enjoyed, 
However, I defifted not from proceeding with a Method of Cure, 
and preſcribed him /oo/rning Pills to be taken by intervals: And on 


other Days,at phy fical Hours,Chephalick, Antsſcorputich, and __ 
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rahtick Remedies: I ordered a Plaifter of Gums and Balſams to he 
applyed to his Head ſhaved, the parts reſolved to be anointed and 
ſtrongly chafed with Oyls and Balſoms : Whilft theſe things were 
done with ſome kind of ſucceſs,as to the greater clearing of his Un. 
derftanding z I know not through what Cauſe,in the midſt of Wins 
ter hefell into a Fever,ſo that he was greatly troubled every Night 
with a Heat, and mighty Drought, and an interrupted Slcep ; his 
Tongue was parch'd and rough, his Pulſe high,his Urine ruddy,and 
full of Contents ; we abſtained from Blooding by reaſon of his old 
Ape, and Palſy, and chiefly by reaſon of a Dropſy began in the fide 
off-Cted : Nevertheleſs a thin Diet, and Barley and Oat Broth: being 
commanded,we gave him Day after Day Juleps, Apozemes, and other 
Remedies moving Sweat and Urine: And as at this time the Iſſues 
made by his Shoulder-blades ran plentifully, the Diſeaſed began to 
be better as to his Memory and Pally, and thenceforward recover. 
ing by degrees from both theſe Aﬀects, and withal from his Fever, 
and daily growing better; within fix Months he was reftored to 
his perfect Health, and at this time is very well. 

Being tired of late with the almoſt daily Complaints of a certain 
importunate Perſon, troubled with the Vertsgo, after a great many 
Remedies us'd to no purpoſe, I preſcribed at length, that for a 
Months ſpace he ſhould take every Day twice about a Spoonful of 
the following Powder, drinking after it a Draught of a Decoftion 
of Sage or Roſemary, impregnated with the Tintture of Coffee. 

Take Powder of the Roots of male Peony two Ounces, Flowers of the 
ſame bruiſed and dryed in the Sun one Ounce ; the white Dung of a | 
Peacock, balf a Pound double refin'd Sugar two Ounces,make a Powder, 

It is ſcarce credible how great a Relief he found by this Remedy, 
Coming to ſee me again a Month afterwards he ſeem'd-to be a 
new, and another Man; being freed from his Vertigo, he did not 
only walk abont with confidence, but was able to take care of his 
Houſhould Afﬀairs, and to manage other difficu!t Concerns, of 
which before he was wholly incapable. 
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Inſtruftions and Preſcripts for curing the Apoplexy. 


J® E Seat of the Apoplexy ſeems to be within the ſame inward 
portion of the Brain, viz. The Corpus Caloſum, as that of the 
Vertigo; to wit, in asmuch as in both Aﬀects the Imagination, and 
common Senſe, though in a far differing degree, are affected, v4. 
in the latter the irradiation of the Spirits, is wont to be obſcur'd in , 


ſome places, and to be interrupted with little Clouds, as it w_ 
| Cat* 
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ſcattered here and there, but in the former, the ſame is forthwith 


- wholly darkned, and undergoes a total Eclipfe. 


The Apoplexy, according to the import of the Word, denotes a 
ſtriking, and by reaſon of the ſtupendious Nature of the Aﬀect, as 
thongh it contain'd ſomewhat Divine,it is called @ Szderation: For 
thoſe that are ſeized with it,as though they were Planet-ftruck, or 
{mitten by an inviſible Deity, fall on the Ground @n a ſudden, and 
being depriv'd of a Senſe and Motion, and the whole animal FunCti- 
on (unleſs that they breath) ceafing,they lye dead,as it were,for ſome 
time, and ſometimes dye out-right : And if they revive again, they 
are oftentimes affcted with a general Palſy, or an Hemiplegia. 

Though it may ſeem a Paradox,it is not diſagreeing with Reaſon, 
to ſay,that the Apoplexy is two-fold, and that one. of them belongs 
to the Cerebelum, and that the other has its Seat in the midſt of 
the Brain: The former happens by reaſon of the animal Spirits de- 
fign'd for the vital Function, being ſuppreſs'd ia their very ſource, 
viz. within the Cerebelum, the Motion of the Heart being often 
thereby letted or ſuppreſs'd, as we have intimated before, that this 
happens in ſome ſort in the Incubus: And doubtleſs to this Cauſe 
ought to be attributed what I have obſerved in ſome, that after a 
great Heavineſs in the Occzput, a Swooning, with a ſudden privation 
of all the animal Function,enſues: In which the Diſeaſed lye with» 
out Motion or Senſe, with a Pulſe and Reſpiration greatly diminiſh'd, 
and ſcarce perceivable,and being all over cold for many Hours,nay, 
often a Day or two,more reſembling Perſons dead, than living : We 
have known ſometimes Perſons ſo affected, who have grown cold 
and ſtiff, their Pulſe and Reſpiration ſeeming wholly to be ceaſed, 
and who have been really taken for dead, and put in their Coffin, 
yet after two or three Days to have come to life again. 

Toenquire'into the caules of the other,and the ways of its coming 
to paſs, we muſt firft diſtinguiſh concerning the various Invaſion of 
this Difeaſe; to wit,how ſometimes being raiſed from a ſudden,ſo/emn 
and invincible cauſe, without any previousDiſpohtion or Procatarx1s,it 
is for the moſt part mortal; againit this no procatarCtick or preſerva- 
tory Method can be ordered;zand the Method of curing it,which is or- 
dinarily entred upon,for the moſt part becomes incfficacious: Or ſe- 
condly,an Apopleftich Fit having an antecedent Cauſe,or a previous Pro- 
catarxs is brought into aCt through various Occaſions or evident 
Cauſes. 

As to the ſeizure of the former kind, vz. being fudden and un- 
awares.its conjunCt, and immediate Caule is either a great Solution 
of Continuity hapning ſomewhere within, or near the middle of the 
Brain ; through which its Pores and Paſſages being obltructeg, or 


 compreſt, all emanation of the Spirits is ſuppreſs'd, or it is a great 


and (udden putting to flight, or extinction of the Spirits refading in 
the Brain, 
The 
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The things which are wont to cauſe a great Solution of Conti 
nuity within the Brain, are, Blood extravaſated, an Abſceſs ſuppy 
rated and broken,and an Inundation of a ſerous Humor ; and tho 
this latter ſeldom or never happens of it ſelf, yet ſometimes, by rex 
ſon of ſtrong evident Cauſes, ſuch a glut of ſerous Filth ruſhes inty 
the Brain, that preſently filling and ftuffing all its medullary Poreg, 
it renders the Perſon ſpeechleſs, which I have known to have hap. 
ned to ſome upon ſleeping preſently after having drank too large 
of /mall Wine and Spaw Waters; I have obierved the like Af 
ypon a total and long continued ſuppreſſion of Urine. And in malig 
nant Fevers the ſerous Recrements,by a crst1cal Metaftafsr,being con 
veyed to the Brain,have often cauſed a loſs of Speech with Death, 
Of the evident Cauſes, -by which an extemporary Apoplexy is wont 
to be procured, the other kind confifts in a ſadden profligation, 
or extinction of the Spirits : Which ftrowg Narceticks, and an im- 
moderate drinking of bot Waters often effcCt. 

Thus much concerning the Cauſes of the accidental and ext 

rary Apoplexy, which brings a Fit of it on all Perfons indifferenth, 
though not prediſpos'd ; and of which there can be no Prophylaxy 
ordered, and it is {eldom that a Cure ſucceeds. But we obſerve be. 
fades, that this Diſeaſe ſometimes is habitual, viz. That there re- 
mains in certain Men a conftant Diſpoſition, by reaton of which firſt 
ſlight Bickerings trouble them,afterward,by ſhort intervals,greater 
acceſſes come upon 'em ; of which, for the moſt part,they dye at laft. 

As to the conjunct Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, it confifts in the ſud- 
den filling of the Pores of the Corpus Calloſum, and the deſtroying 
of the Spirits by the approach of a malignant Matter. | 

Its Praftical Cauſes are the like as in moſt other Aﬀects of the 
Brain, viz. both the Blood is in fault, that either engendring of | 
it ſelf, or taking from elſewhere extraneous Particles, and ſuch as 
are very averſe to the texture, or conſtitution of the animal Spi- 
Tits, and, as it were, extinCtory of them, it ſends them to the 
Brain 2: And moreover, the fault of the Brain is, that being weak 
in its Crafts, and too lax and looſned in its Pores and Paſlages, it 
always admits fo eafily, and without refittance, the morbifick Mat- 
ter obtrudeq from the Blood, 

The Subject of this Diſeaſe being the Brain, or the Cerebelum, 
or both together ; the Brain is ſhewn to be molt obnoxious to it, 
by previous and frequent Scotomia's, and vertigmnous Afﬀects : The 
Cerebellum is argued to be ill-diſpoſed by a frequent Incubis, an mm- 
termatting Pulſe, a Swooning, and frequent Fainting. 

The Prognoſtich of this Diſcaſe is never declar'd but fatal and du- 
bious: For an Apoplexy is never without danger either preſent, or 
to come, but the wortt is, in which, befhdes all the ſpontaneous 
FunCtions being abotiſh'd, the Pulſe alſo and Reſpiration either 


fail, or are carried on with much ado, and then for the moſt 
part 
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part it happens with a foaming at Mouth, and: Swooning, to 
which at length a Sweat (which moſt commonly is colliquitive } 
ſupervening, foreſhews that Death will happen very ſuddenly. 

Thoſe who being ſeiz'd with the Apoplexy,are depriv'd of Pulſe and 
Reſpiration, and a little after growing cold,ſeem to be dead, ought 
not preſently to be taken forth of Bed, or tobe left without Phyfi= 
cal Adminiſtration : Moreover,tho no hope of Life appears, let them 
not be buried till after three or four days : For (uch, either of their 
own accord,or by the uſe of Remedies ſometimes revive: Which hap- 
pens not by reaſon of the vital heat being raifed up again in the Heart, 
(for it was not wholly deftroy'd here) but for that the morbifick mat- 
ter being diſcuſs'd, or evaporated from the Cerebetym,the motion of 
the Heart is renewed, as that of a Clock upon hanging on Weights. 

In an Apoplectick Fit, if after letting Blood relief follows, ſome 
hope of well-doing appears: But if atter this and other Remedies, 
the affect continues above four and twenty hours without remitting, 
or grows worſe, all hope is over concerning the diſeaſed. 

If after the firſt ſeiſure of a {peechleſneſs being well over, the diſ- 
eaſed afterward becoming more drowhie and dull, is affefted with a 
Scotemia, and a frequent Vertigo ; it is a fign that he will be obnoxi- 
ous to other — of the Apoplexy: For the foreſaid affects, pro- 
ceed from the morbifick matter, at the time depoſed in the cir- 
cumference of the Brain, and there floating here and there, and 
now and then deſcending by ſmall parts only, into the midift of it, 
which matter; whether it be Vitriolick or Narcotick, after that it 
is gathered together to a fulne(s, brings the Apoplexy. 

The Therapeutick method either is curatory, for removing the 
Fit, after it has ſeized, or preſervatory for preventing; it from re- 
turning : The former regards every Apoplexy, the other only that 
Which is habitual. | 

A fit of the Diſeaſe hapning(if it does not proceed from an outward 
or violent hurt of the Head ) thoit be unknown whether it be raiſed 
by an invifible cauſe (ſuch as are an extravaſating of the Blood in the 
Brain, or an Abſceſs broken} or not:However,we ought diligently to 
endeavour its cure. And becauſe the Blood being too turgid, 1s wont 
toinduce the morbifick cauſe,or at leaftwile to increaſe it,and when 
it ſubfides and becomes more calm,is wont ſometimes to remove the 

lame: Therefore in the firſt place, we ought to deliberate concern- 
ing the moderating of its courſe. And here a queſtion ariſes con- 
cerning the fite of the diſeas'd,vi4. Whether he ought not preſently 
tobe put to Bed, or rather to be kept out of it for ſome time? Some 
religiouſly obſerve the latter, nor is it without rea ſon.becauſe in Bed 
there is a greater prepenſion to fleep, and the Blood boyling more, 
and burning more freely, by reaſon of the ambient heat of the Bed, 


ſends more of the recrementitious matter into the Head afteCted:On 
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the contrary, when the diſeaſed being thinly cloathed, is plac'd inz 
Chair, the Blood flows more ſlowly, and the ſubſiding Veſſels ſeem 
more fit rather for drinking up Humors ſent from the Brain, that 
for ſending them thither.Wherefore,if the Patient be ftrong 
it may haply be better for him to ſtay out of Bed for fix or eight 
hours, till the Fluxion of the morbifick matter be paft, and the 
courſe of the Blood be made more calm by Blooding ; and othe 
Remedies carefully adminiftred. But let thoſe that are weak, and 
of a tender Conftitution, be put preſently to Bed as ſoon as they ar: 
ſeiz'd. Let the fate of the diſeaſed, whether he be in Bed, or ont 
of it, not be on his Back, but the Head ſomewhat raifed; and lean- 
ing ſometimes to one fide, ſometimes to the other. 

Blooding, being necefſary almoſt in all Apople&ical Perſons,mq 
not be delayed : But a ſmart Clyfter being injected, let Blood be 
taken in a plentiful quantity. In the Clyſter let there be diffolved $6 
cies Hiere Daiacolycinth : And a thick infufion of Crocus Merallorum: 
Let a large Veſicatory be applyed to the Neck, and others to the 
Legs, and drawing Cataplaſmes to the Feet : Let the Temples and 
Nottrils be anointed with. appropriate Oyls and Balfoms, and 
painful FriCtions be uſed to the Limbs, nay the whole Body : Mear 
while let thoſe things be now and then given, whicty raiſe np the 
animal Spirits, and free them from their Fetters,vzx. Spirit of Harts 
horn, Soot, and the like, with a Cephalick Julep. 

Afterward, the diſeaſed being put to Bed ( if he ſeems eafie and 
able enough to bear a Vomit)let a vomitory of Salt of Vitro/, Oxyme 
of $qualls,or an infuſion of Crocus Metallorum be given: And now and 


then a Quill being thruſt into his Throat, let a Vomiting be raiſed} 


fouc or five times, Poflet-drink by intervals being poured into him, 
The Vomiting being over, let comforting things, as Quercita 
Elixir of Life, Spirit of Lavender, or of Treacle campborated, Tintimi 


of Peony, or of Amber, or Coral, be given in a fit Doſe, with Ape 


pleCtick and other appropriate Waters ;z and, as occafion requires 
let them be repeated. 

On the ſecond day,the ſame Remedies being ſtill continued, let dy 
Cupping-glafſes, or with a ſcarification, alſo be applyed about the 
Shoulder-blades, or in the Neck : Or, if more Blood ought tot 
drawn, let theJugular Vein be opentd ; let the Clyſter be repeated; 
Let Spirit of Sal Armoniach,, or a ſteam of Galbanum boyled im ſha} 
Vinegar be beld to the Neſtrils : Moreover, let Errbins, and Apophley 
matiſms be uſed: Afterward in the evening let a Purge of Pilule Rd 
or the Electuary of Roſes ſolutive difſolv'd in ſome Liquor be give 

Theſe things doing no good, though there be ſmall or no hope kt 
either a burning hot Iron, or a large Veficatory be applyed to tht 
Crown of the Head ſhaved ; let the remaining part of it, and chiefly 
the Forehead, and Sinciput be fomented with Drper dies FROge 
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Let Leeches be apply'd to the Temples, or behind the Ears; Let Spi- 
rit of Harts-horn,or of Soot be given him in a large Doſe, and often ; 
we moſt infift on theſe and other ways of adminiſtrations, till death 
ſeems to be at hand, which (as Ce//ws has it ) thoſe kind of Remedies 
often only delay, and in the mean while prove troubleſome to lite. 

The Prophylactick Method regards both thoſe, who have been 
formerly ſet upon with one or more Invaſions, and thoſe who 
ſeem prone to them, as being born from Apopledick Parents, or 
being obnoxious to the Vertigo, Incubw, or frequent Faintings, and 
ſuch as have the Neck ſhort -and thick grown. 

Spring and Fall, let Purging and Blooding ( where it is proper ) 
be uſed;as to the former, let thoſe that are eafie to Vomit, take firſt 
a Vomitory of the Infuſion of Crocus Metallorum, with Salt of Vieraol, 
or of Sulphur of Antimony, and then after three or four days, let a Doſe 
of Ps/ule Rudss,or Amber be given ; and afterward, by due intervals, 
let it be repeated three or four times: Let two large [flues be raiſed 
near the Shoulder-blades, or if thoſe Places do not pleaſe ſome, let 
them have one in the Arm, and another in the oppoſite Leg. 

On other days free from Purging, let altering and Cephalick Me- 
dicines be taken twice a day. 

Take Conſerve of the Flowers of Lillies of the Valley (or of male Peo- 
») fix Ounces, Powder of the Roots of male Peony half an Ounce, Man's 
Scull prepar'd three Drams, Seeds and Flowers of male Peony powdred, 
of each two Drams, red Coral prepar'd, Pearl and white Amber of each 
4 Dram, Salt of Coral four Scruples, Syrup of the Flowers of male Peony 
what ſuffices, make an Elefuary: The Doſe is two Drams morning and 
evening, drinking after it of the following Water, two or three Ounces, 

Take Roots of male Peony, Angelica, Maſter-wort of dach half a Pound, 
Roors of Fedoary, the leſſer Galing al,of each an Ounce, leaves of Miſtle- 
g0e of Apple-trees, Rue, Sage, Betony, of each four Handfuls, the outward 
coats =—_ Oranges and eight Limons, Cardamums, Cloves, Nutmeg s, 
of each half an Ounce ; all being flic'd and brusſed, pour to them of 
Witte-wine (in which two Pounds of Peacocks dung hath been infu« 
ſed for a day) ten Ponds : Let there be a cloſe "fufen for three days, 
then diftil it according to Art, let the whole Liquor be mixt. 

Take ſpecies Diambre two Drams, Powder of the Roots of male Pe+ 
ony, choice Fedoary of each 4 Dram and a balf, Pearl a Dram, Ol of 
pure Amber balf a Dram, double refined Sugar diſſolved in Peony-was 
ter, and boyled to a Conſiftency for Tablets, ſax Ounces, make Tablets ac- 
cording to Art, weighing half a Dram ; let the Patzent eat one or ewa 
often in @ day » Shan 

Within fifteen or twenty days,the Remedies,that they may be leſs 
loathſome and more advantageous, ought to be changed ; therefore 
mitead of the Electuary,give for a fortnight or three weeks ſometimes 
Spirit of Sal Armontack ſriccinated, or RG or impregnated with 
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Man's Scull or Caftoreum; ſometimes the Els xiv of Peony,or the tinflur 
of Amber, or Coral, or Quercstans El: xr of Life, mixtura famplex: Alſo, 
inſtead of the compound Waters, Jet them take either the Water of 
black Cherries,or of /Valnuts,or of Roſemary.or of Lavender fimple,ſome» 
times a draught of Poſſer-arank with the Flowers of male Peony,or of Lul- 
lies of the Vallies boyl'd in st.or a draught of Tea or C off ee,i n the morning 
(thoſe Ingredients being firſt boy!'d inthe Water of which it is Pre- 
pared) orlet a Confett:on of Choco/ate be made after this manner. 

Take Powder of the Roots of male Peony, Man's Scull prepared of each 
balf an Ounce, Species Diambre two Drams, make a Powder, to every 
Paper of which,add Cocao-nut-kernels a Pound, Sugar what ſuffices,make 
a Confetton; let balf aw Ounce,or fix Drams of thy be taken every mors- 
ing in a draught ef a Decodtion of Sage, of Peony-flowers, or the like. 

Take Powder of the Roots of male Peony, Man's Scull prepared of each 
an Ounce and 4 haif, Roots of choice Zeaoary, baſtard Dittany, Angelica, 
Contrayerva of each two Drams, make a ſubtle Powder of all of them, 
add the yellow Coats of Oranges and [ imons preſerv'd of each two Oun- 
ces, let them be bruiſed tegether to a Powder, let about baif a Dram, 0 
« Dram be taken an hour before and after meals. 

For ordinary Drink, let a Veſſel of four Gallons be filled with miadling 
Ale, in which boyl tbe Leaves of white ſweet-ſmelling Horc-hound 
dried fix Handfuls, Anacard:ums, Cardamums, of each an Ounce and 
4 half, being flic'd and brinſed, make a Bag. 

But eſpecially, let an exa& form of Dyer be obſerv'd : Let a tem- 
perate, dry, and well ventilated Air be choſen ; let food only of an 
eahie concoCtion, and light, be eaten ; let the Supper be ſpare, or 
none at all; let ſleeping at noon, drinkings, and other ill accuſto- 
mances about nonnatural things be ſhunned. 

I might here inftance ſeveral {tories of ApopleCtical perſons, viz. 
of ſome, who, though {(eiz'd once or twice, are ftill living ; and of 0- 
thers kill'd by the firſt, or ſecond, or afterward at the third Invaſion. 
The Right Reverend Father in Chriſt, Gr/bere Lord Arch-biſhop of 
Canterbury, lives ftill, who eſcap'd above fix years fince from a ſc- 
vere Apoplectick fit, (God,to whom ever be praiſe, giving luccels to 
Phyſical endeavours, ) and from that time, though he has now and 
then undergone light touches of the Diſeale, yet he has never beenlo 
proftrated by it as to become ſpeechlets, or inſenfible : But it's tono 
purpoſe to dwell long in ſetting forth this and other examples, inre- 
gard they contain nothing very rare, whence the /At10logy of the 
Diſeaſe may beilluſtrated. I have diſſected ſome dead Bodies, but 
they were in a manner, only of [uch Perſons as were ſeiz'd Apoplecti- 
cal,after the Head being greatly hurt, as by a ftroke;or a fall; in all 
which the Blood extravaſated, or an Abſceſs was the cauſe ot 
Death: As to the opening of Perſons dead of an habitual Apoplexy, 
we are moft commonly hindred ' by Friends, who export 
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their revival, -both delay the Interrment, and wholly forbid Ana- 
tomy. But I ſhall give you here one notable Anatomical Obſer- 
vation made about five Years fince at Oxford. 

An ancient Divine, an honeſt and pious Man, of a groſs Body, 
and having a ſhort and full grown Neck, being long ill-di{pos'd 
in his Health, and leading a ſedentary Life, had contracted a ve- 


'ry Scorbutick Cacocbymia ; being afftcCted with a difficult ang pur- 


ſy Breathing, and with an unwonted Heavineſs and Droufineſs of 
his Head, he was ſcarce able to perform any thing of Labour or 
Exerciſe, but to go and come daily from his Chamber to the 
Chappel, and RefeCtory : On a certain Morning, entring the Chap- 
pel, a little before Prayers, as he ſet himſelt on his Knees, being 
ſtruck on a ſudden, and preſently becoming Speechleſs and inſen- 
fible, he fell on the Ground ; but being forthwith rais'd up, and 
his Cloaths taken cff, he was put into a warm Bed : My ſelf and 
other Phyficiars being call d, and coming as quick as might be, 
we found him not only without Senſe, Pulſe and Reſpiration, but 
cold and abſolutely ſtiff throughout his whole Body : Nor could 
he be brought to Lite, or toa Heat by any Remedies, or Ways of 
adminiſtration, though applied with all diligence for ſome time : 
Whence we imagin'd, that from his firſt being ftruck, the 
beat of the Heart was wholly ftop'd, and its Flame being extinc}, 
that preſently all motion of the Blood was ſuppreſled. 

The next Day after we opened the Body, it appearirg to be 
quite dead and tiff; nothing doubting but very clear Footſteps 
of an Aﬀect to (uddenly mortal, left within the Brain, would 
ſhew themſelves to the Eye; but neither there,or in any other part, 
was there remaining (o much as any ſhadow of the Dilcaſe, though 
very violent : The Veſlcls irrigating the Menimges,were indiffterent= 
ly filld with Blood, but without any inflammation or extra» 
vaſation : The Brain, Cerebellum, and Medulla oblongata, with all 
their Proceſſes and Prominences, appear'd every where. firm and 
well-coloured throughout, both within and without : Neither was 
there Serum, nor extravalated Blood heapt together any where 
within their Pores and Paflages, nor alſo within the greater Ven- 
tricles : Nay, and the P/exus choroezdes plac'd both within the Ca- 
vity of the Brain, and behind the Cerebelum, ſeem'd free from all 
fault 5 ſo that the morbifick Matter being as fine and ſubtle as the 
Spirits which it affc&ed, remained wholly inconſpicuous, and we 
could only argue its preſence there from the cffcct. 

Nevertheleſs, leſt it ſhould lye hid elſewhere without the Head, 
after having accurately infpeCted all the Contents of the Brain, we 
came to the Thorax, where the Lungs being diſcoloured, and 
ſtuft throughout with a frothy Ichor, ſhew'd manifeſtly enough 


the cauſe of the difficult and purſy Breathing 3 but the Heart be- 
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ing ſound and firm enough, was*wholly free from any Obſt, 
Ctions, or polipous Concretions. Moreover, neither near it, no 
in other adjacent Vzſcera was any Abſceſs or Impoſtume found by 
whoſe contra or ill favour the Heart could fo be oppreſs'd,or the 
vital Spirit (in caſe this be pofitble) on a ſudden be ſuffocated. 
Wherefore in this caſe we could imagine nothing elſe, but that 
the animal Spirits refiding within the middle of the Brain, were 
on a ſudden put to flight, and extinguiſh'd, as it were, by certain 
malignant, or narcotick, or otherwiſe infeſting Particles; ſo that 
the motion of the Heart, as of the firſt mover in a machine, fail. 
ing on a ſudden, preſently all the other Functions, thereimpulſe 
being taken away, wholly ceas'd. 


CHAP. VIIL 


Inſtruftions and Preſcripts for curing the Paljy, 


HE middle of the Brain, or the Corpus calloſum, where we 
have aflign'd the Seats of the Veresgo and Apoplexy, ſeems 
alſo to be the place primarily affected in the Epilepſy 3 but of 
this, as alſo of convulfeve Diſeaſes we have treated elſewhere : Where 
fore let us deſcend to other lower Regions of the Brain, and its 
Appendix, and next let us deſcribe the Aﬀects that belong to the 
Corpora ſtraita, Medulla oblongata, and alſo to the Nerves and ner 
vous Fibres. 

Theſe Parts execute all the Functions that regard Motion and 
Senſe, wherefore the failings or enormities of theſe muſt be Aﬀed; 
of thoſe Bodies, or of the Spirits refiding in them : Now Senſe 
and Motion are injur'd chiefly two ways 3 for both are wont to be 
perverted, or ſtopped 3 when Motion is perverted, Cramps and 
Convulſions; when Senſe, Pains ariſe; when either Function or 
both of them together are letted or aboliſht, the Aﬀect thence 
rais'd, is call'd the Palſy; of which we mutt treat at preſent.

The Palſy is deſcribed after this manner, viz. That it 5 4 Reſ6- 
lution, or Relaxation of the nervous Parts from their due Tention; 
by reaſon of which Motion and Senſe, to wit, either one of them alone, 
or both of them together cannot be exerciſed in the whole Body, or in 
certain parts of 1t after a due manner. 

The nervous Parts. are reſolved, becauſe the animal Spirits do 
not ſufficiently irradiate, raiſe, and actuate them with vigour: The 
Cauſe of which defect is, either an obſtruction of the Dultw's, 
whereby their paſſage or conveyance is hindred 2 Or an impotency 
of the animal Spirits, inaſmuch as being affected with a ſtupeta- 
tion, or being but few, they do not diſplay themſelves vigo 


enough ; By reafon of theſe various ways of affecting, divers laſs 
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of the Palſy ariſe : For firſt, as to motion by it ſelf, this ſponta= 
neous faculty ( which chiefly, and in a manner only, is obnoxious 
to the Palſy ) ſometimes in the whole Body, or in certain parts, 
is wholly abokiſh'd ; but ſometimes it being only letted, is dimi- 
niſh'd or deprav'd. Secondly, in like manner, we obſerve as to 
Senſe by it ſelf, that either one Senſe, or many together, ſome- 
times wholly are taken away, and that ſometimes they are very 
much diminiſhed or vitiated. Thirdly, ſometimes it happens that 
both powers are injur'd together ; we ſhall ſpeak of each of theſe 
in order ; and, in the firft place, of the Palſy, in which ſpontane= 
ons Motion is aboliſh'd ; which we conclude to happen chiefly for 
two Cauſes, to wit, by reaſon of the Duftw's being obſtructed, or 
of the animal Spirits being ſtruck with a StupetaCtion, or, as it 
were, With a. certain malignant Blaft. 

As to the former, the Interception of the Spirits from the Parts 
reſolved,by reaſon of the Pores being obſtructed,it being always a= 
bove the Parts, is wont to happen in various places, and for divers 
_ Cauſes; but eſpecially in the promum Senſorium, viz. in the Corpora 

Striata, or ſomewhere about the Caudices Medullares ; or laitly, in 
the Nerves themſelves; and fo lightly it happens either in their Ori- 
gines, or in the middle of their Procefles, or in their extream Parts, 
vIq. the nervous Fibres. When the Injury happens to the Corpore 
Striata, or Medulla oblongata, or Spinals, it either obſtructs the 
whole running of the Marrow of the Back-bone, whence a univerſal 
Palſy ariſes beneath the place affected; or one half of it, whence 
a Hemrzplegia: Or it affeCts the heads of ſome certain Nerves, ei- 
ther in one fide, or in both together, whence reſolutions are 
caus'd in this or that Member ſeparately from the others. 

There are many ways, by which the Paſſages of the animal Spi- 
rits in the foreſaid Bodies are obſtructed ; viz. cither firft, their 
Duiw's are filled with an extraneous Matter forc'd into them; or 
ſecondly, they are compreſs'd by extravaſated Blood, a glut of ſe- 
rous Filth, or ſome Tumor lying on them; or thirdly, there is a 
Solution of their Continuity, as by a Wound, Stroak, Concufſton:- ; 
alſo an exceſs of Heat or Cold. 

As often as a univerſal Palſy, or Hemiplegia ( as is ufual ) enfues 
upon a Lethargy, Carw , or Apoplexy, it is obvious to conceive, 
that ſuch a Change of the Diſeaſe happens by reaſon of the remo- 
val of the Matter 3 vx. inaſmuch as this paffing at length from the 
Pores and Paſſages of the Corpm Calloſum (which if firſt poſſe(s'd, 
and falling a little lower, )' enters into the medullary Tracts of 
one Corpw Seriatum, or haply of both. 

If it be askt why Senſe is not always hindred as well as Motion 
in the Palſy, fince both are performed by the ſame Nerves and Fi- 


bres, and as it ſeems, within the ſame medullary Tracts, fo that 
One 
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one faculty is only the inverſion of the other z it ſeems here tohe 
ſaid, that, as Light paſſes through Glaſs, where the Wind is eq» 
cluded, fo alſo Senſe continuing entire, Motion often is aboliſht: 
Moreover, Senſe is only a Pafſton, and ſenſible impreflion, which is 
propagated by the continuity of the nervous Proceſs, from the Op. 
gan to the Senſorium commune, without any effort or force of the 
Spirits,which may be done,though the Senſorcrum commune be ſome- 
where obſtructed, and the Spirits reſiding in it, are grown dull: 
But Motion is a difficult and laborious Action, to which it isre- 
quired, that the Spirits diſplay themſelves vigorouſly, and makg 
as it were, exploſive Efforts, not only in the moving Organs, /but 
eſpecially about the parts where the principle Motion and its fir 
bnperws 1s, alſo in the whole Paſſage through the nervous Parts 
'Wherefore, whereas a few Spirits, and thoſe diſabled, ſuffice for 
Senle, many are required for Motion, and thoſe free and prompt 
as to thoſe Expanhons. 

I have obſerv'd in many,that when they were firſt affected withan 
Indiſpoſition of the Brain,a Dulnets of the Mind,and a Forgettulne6; 
and afterward with a Stupidity and Dotiſhneſs,they fell —— 
I was wont to perdict) into a Palſy ; v4. the morbifick Matter being 
fallen by degrees, and at length heap'd together to an opilative 
plentitude ſomewhere within the Caudex Medullars, where the me- 
dullary Tracts are more ſtraitned than in the Corpus Seriatum.” 

What before we ſaid in the Apoplexy, we affirm now in the Pal 
ſy, that the mordid Particles are not only opilative, but ſometimes 
narcotick, and extinguiſh the Spirits; thus the ſteams of Antime 
ny, Mercury, and Aurspigment, cauſe Weakneſſes, Tremblings, and 
often reſolutions of the Members to ſome uſing amongſt Furnacesdf 
Metals. In like manner we may imagine,that in certain ſcorbutical 
and very cachochymical Perſons,heterogeneous Particles,and ſeem- 
ingly of a vitriolick Nature,enter the Dudw's of the Nerves, and 
ſubvert certain Files of the Spirits,or ſuppreſs their Motion 3 hence 
ſtupors or reſolutions ſuddenly ariſe in the Members or Muſcles, 
ſometimes in theſe, and ſometimes in thoſe, they often removing 
-from place to place, and ſometimes a fixt Pally is ſettled : And in 
every Palſy cauſed by obſtruction, the morbifick Matter is not a 
groſs and viſcous Phlegm, ( as Galen and many Phyſicians afficm ) 
tor ſuch does not pervade the Brain, much leſs the Du#w's of the 
Nerves; but ſeems to confift of ſubtle and very aCtive Particles 
though injurous to the animal Oeconomy, for the Pulſe happens 
to Men, as a Blight or Ruſt does to Plants ; for ſome. Winds en- 
dued with Vapours more than Cold, vzx. of a vitious or vitrio- 
lick Spirit, when they blow upon young tender Plants, preſent- 
ly cauſe them to wither; v1Z. inaſmuch as the tender $tamms 


interwoven eyerywhere like Nerves in the Leaves and Branches 
are 
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are ſo thronghly conſtring'd by the blaft of the malignant Air, that 
they no longer admit the Juice ſent from the Trunk and Root, 
through defect of which they wither: After the like manner extra= 
neous, and as it were, vitriolick Particles admitted within the Ot- 
gans of Senſe and Motion, in as much as at the ſame time they ſtop 
the Pores, and deje&t the animal Spirits, or reftrain them from Mo- 
tion, bring as it were a blaft on the reſpeCtive Parts. | 

As to the evident cauſes of an habitual Palſy, v;z. through what 
occafions thoſe that are diſpoſed to this Diſeaſe contract it ſooner, 
or being already ſeiz'd with it, are more (everely troubled with its 1 
fay, all ſuch things make for this, which add to the vitiating of the 
Blood, alſo which fill the Brain, and its nervous Appendix, or raiſe 
ſuffufions of a morbifick Matter in it; thoſe thitigs likewiſe which 
affect the Spirits with a StupefaQion, or diminiſh their Stores:Ia the 
namber of theſe firft, occur diſorders in the fix hon-natural things, 
an ill form of Diet, a drinking of ftrong Wines, or hot Waters, too 
much or unſeaſonable fleep, idleneſs, and a ſedenary Life, immode- 
rate Venery, too great lofſcs of Blood, a mioift and rharſliy Air,Hou- 
ſes freſh plaiftred, metallick Fume and Vapours,frequent uſe of Nar- 
coticks, or Tobacco, and exceſs of Cold, Heat, or Moifture, vehe« 
ment and long continued Paſſions of Sadneſs and Fear, with many 
other things, which I ſhall not here ſtand to relate. 

There is another kind of this Diſeaſe, depending on the ſcarcity 
and ſweetneſs of the Spirits, in which though Motion falls wholly 
in no Part or Member z yet it is performed but weakly only, or de» 
pravedly by any { To wit, the affected, though not beconte with- 
out Motion, yet they are not able to move their Members, or to ſu- 
ſtain any Burthen with ſtrength 5 tnoreover, in any moving effort 
they are troubled with a trembling of the Limbs, which is only the 
effet of weakneſs, or a broken ſtrength in the moving Faculty. 

Perſons become ſubject to this affe&t by reaſon of an extream or 
raletudinary old age, alſo through immoderate loſſes of Blood or 
Seed; and likewiſe by reaſon of being very ſcorbutical,or cacochymi- 
cal:And many recovering with difficulty and ſlowly from a chronick 
diftemper, are troubl'd with a languiſhing of the Limbs, and a great 
reſolution of the Members froth their due vigour and ttrengthzſo that 
tho their Stomack holds good, and their Pulſe and Urine be well dif- 
poſed ; yet being enervated,as it were, and without ſtrength, they 
ſcarce dare to ſet upon any local Motion ; and if they begin it, they 
cannot hold it long:nay ſome,without any confiderable fickne(s,keep 
their Beds for a long time, as Perſons ready to die ; whillt they lic 
undiſturbed, they diſcourſe with their Friends, and are chearful, but 
they neither will,nor dare be raiſed up,or walk about ; nay, they abs 
hor all Motion, as ſome dreadful thing.Doubtleſs in theſe,tho the ani« 


mal Spirits in ſome ſort aRuate and irradiate the whole genw Ner»

voſum ; yet their Stores are (o Nender and loofly Fet together, thy 
when many Spirits ought to be gathered together ſomewhere ini 
for Motiun, there is great danger,. I:ft preſently in the Neighboy: 
hood their C ntinuity be broken off, and conſequently the tenfioni 
the Nervous Parts be reſolv'd, Wherefore, iv regard the Spirits je 
fiding in the Brain are conſcious of the weakneſs ot the others plac{ 
inthe Members;they refuſe to impoſe local Motion on their Comps 
nions, as being a task too difficult for them ; tor which cauſe the 
fected are (carceled by any perſwafion to try whether they are abl 
to go or not 2: But thoſe who being troubled with a ſcarcity of $i 
rits, will force them as much as they may to local Motions, are abt 
at their firlt riſing ina myrving to walk, moye their Arms this wy 
and that, or tolift up a Wegh with ſtrength; but before noon the 
ſtore of the Spirits which inflienc'd the Muſcles being,almott ſpen 
they are ſcarce able to move Hand or Foot, 'T have now a prudent 
and honeft Woman in cure, Who for many years has been obnaxiow 
to this kind of baſtard Palſy, 'not only in the Limbs, but likewiſeir 
her Tongue: This Perſon tor ſome time ſpeaks freely and readil 
enough, nf after long, haſty, orlaborous ſpeaking, preſently ſhes 
comes as inute as a Fiſh,” and cannot bring forth a word z nay, 
docs not-recover the uſe, of her Voice till after.an hour or two. 

In acertain ipecies of the Pal{,the ſenſative faculty ishurt by it W 
Motion being {till entirezthis is obvious enough concerning the Or 
gans, whoſe Nerves are only relating toSenſe;as of the Sight Hearing 
Taft, and Smell, and the Reaſon i: plain enough, * But that in tle 
utermolt habit of the Body, or the Members ; ſometimes the tou 
petiſhes, the locomotive Power being without hurt,;z as it is eveq 
where ſeen in Perſons affeted with the Leproſy, Elephantiaſis, and 
in ſame troubled with the Maria, who are wont to go naked, andtt 
lie on the Ground, and who-are become fo inſenfible in the Skin anl 
the Fleſh of the Muſcles, that they do not feel the cuts of a Penknife 
or Needles any where thruſt into them. This I (ay, is very di 
cult to be explained ; But concexning this it muſt be ſaid, that tht 
ſame Nerves haply convey forward and backward the inftinCts of M6 
tions,and the Impreſſions of ſenſible things; but that the ſame Fibre: 
which are locomotive are not.alway, or chiefly Tenflble'; We hart 
ſhewneelſewhere,that the Muſcular and TendinousFibres execute 
former Power, but the ſenſible Species is received, in a manner, on 
by the Membraneous Fibres ; wherefore the outward Skin is the pry 
mary Prgan of the touchzafter this the Membranes that coyer the Mul 
cl:s.aud laſtly, thoſe that compoſe the Viſcera are.in the (ame lortaF 
fected by the tangible Object, wherefore the hurt or Joſs of the touch 
happens by reaſon of an Injury offzx?d the outward Membranes 39% 
when the Fibres of theſe are obſtructed with'aVitriolick Matter,orar 
very much cor:ſtipated by an exceſs of Cold;fo that the animal ”_ 
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which ought to receive their Imprefſions,are excluded from their Or. 
gans,and that theſe Inhabitants of the outward Members are only af. 
fected, it thence appears, becauſe the Members depriv'd. of Senſe do 
not wither as thoſe depriv'd of Motion, but continue fulf and fleſhy ; 
which is a fign that the animal Spirits till entring the Nerves and 
carneous Fibres,give their vertue to the Function of Nutrition : But 
when Motion being abolith'd, the Spirits are in a manner wholly ba- 
niſh'd from thoſe parts; the Fleſh withers away,becauſe the nntritive 
Matter,though brought to them by the Arteries, is not affimilated. 

As to the Prognoltick of the Palſy. 1. Any Palſy that happens, the 
knowing and vital faculties being unhurt, ought not to be judged 
an acute Diſeaſe ; but being free from ſudden danger, admits of a 
cure at long run, or at leaſtwiſe of an endeayour for it.  : 

2 This Diſeaſe hapning through. au evident cauſe alone, as by a 
ſtroke, a fall from a high Place, a Waund,&e, or coming upou,an 
Apoplexy, Carw, Convlſion, Colck,, or other affects of the Brajn, or. 
Syftema Nervoſum ; if.it be not altered for the better, or yields ta 
Medicines in a ſhort time, for the moſt paxt proves incurable. | 

3. If upon the origne of the Medula oblongata being wholly obs 
ſtructed, or through the Spine's being vehemently hurt, a total re- 
ſolution follows and takes away Senſe and Motion ; the affect is 
cured with difficulty, or ſcarce at all. I. 

'4: A Palſy hapning to Men that are Aged, Cacochymical, great- 
ly Scorbutical, or Intemperate, though the'affect be not great, is 
cur'd with difficulty. ., | | | 

As the Types of the Pal/y are many fold, and its cauſes divers, fo 
its cure ought to be undertaken not always after one manner, but by 
a various method ; v7. appropriate to each, ſpecies of that Diſcaſe ; 
For the moſt part there will be theſe three kinds of it, or rather, 
there will be three ways of healing, whereof ſometimes this, ſore» 
times that, or the other, ought to he entred upon in order to the 
Cure of this Diſeaſe, to wit, according as the reſolution (of what 
kind ſoever, and in what place ſoeverit be ) is either firſt cauſed on 
a' ſudden by an outward accident, viz. a ſtroke, a fall from a high 
Place, a wound, an excels of cold, or the like 3 or ſecondly, ſuc- 
ceeds ſome other aff, viz. The Apoplexy, Carus, Colick, or a long 
continued Fever; or thirdly, being a Diſeaſe primarly, and of it felt, 
depending of a Procatarx:,or previous Apparatws,is raiſed by degrees? 
We ſhall ſpeak of each of thoſe particularly. : 

1. When therefore a Palſy is cauſed by reaſon of ſome accident, 
with a violent hurt, there will not be many Intentions ofcuring, but 
only that the part injured may recover its ancient conformation;and 
firlt, leſt the Blood and other Humors flowing to it, as being affect+ 
& and weak, and there ſtaying, increaſe the Evil ; let Phlebotomy, 


Which moſt commonly is requiſite in this caſe, be preſently put in 
L1lt2 practice z 
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praCtice;z afterward a thin diet, if the caſe requires it, or a diet of 
eafie concoQtion being ordered, we muſt infift chi-fly on moderate 
Hydroticks; to wit, that whilſt the di{caſed, put to Bed, is kept in 
a gentle Sweat, all ſorts of Superfluities withdrawn from the part it. 
jurcd may plentifully exhale, and that the Spicits being gently ag» 
tated within the Pores and Paſſages of1it, ſo opened by the warm 
s, may recover their former Paths and Tracts. 
For this end, let the Powder for « fall,deſcrib'd in the Pharmacopeg 
Auguſtana, be given tq the quantity of about a Dram in 4 draught of 
ire-PIRe, Or 1 Poſſet-drink made wich it, (it being uſual amongſt 
ws togive to the like quantity of Ireſh-ſlat,) and let it be repeated evey 
fix or eight bours: Moreover, let a Traumatich Decoftion, if it may rec 
dily be had, eitber of the Roots of Madder, or Butter-burr, or of the 
Flower of $t. John's wore in P-ſſet-drink be frequently given. 
Moreover , let the place affected in the mean time be diligently 
ſearch'd after, which will eafily be known, partly from the hurt in- 
flited on it, and partly from the member reſolv'd, Ifany thing be 
diflocated in jt, we muſt endeavour that jt be preſently put in its 
place: If a tumour, contufion, or wound be made, let relief be given 
them by balſam1, liniments, fomentations, or catapl:ſmy: But if no- 
fhing preternatural appears outwardly, let as much as ſuffices of the 
oceum and Red Lead Plasſters, mix'd together in an equal quar- 
City, be applied to the part huct, and let the Nifeaſed be kept at reſt, 
and in a moderate warmth for three or four days : If the reſolution 
cantinues obftinate, and an afflux of new Matter be not feared, let 
more reſolving and diſcufſing Remedies be applied abqut the place 
affected ; wherefore let fomentations, and hot linimenes ; nay, and 
natural hot Baths, if it be convenient, or at leaſtwiſe artifical ones 
be uſed : Sometimes, it is good to put the members affected in wary 
Horſe-dung, or Grasns, and to keep them there for ſome time ; And 
now and then to interlace Clyfters and gentle Purges, with the uſe 
of theſe things. But if no relief follows theſe Adminiftrations, this 
affect ought afterward to be handled with the like Method, and 
the Game Remedies with which an habitual Palſy, or any other 
that is confirmed, or follows upon other Diſeaſes is dealt with: 
Which way of cure we ſhall give you beneath, in regard it is com- 
mon to eyery Palſy deeply rooted. | 
2, When a Pal, hapning upon a Fever, Apoplexy, Cary, or other 
Cephalich or Conpulſeve affects is great, and comes on z ſudden z We 
muſt chiefly uſe a Phyſical means for the removal of jts Conunit 
544uſe, which has its ſeat in a manner always in the Medulla oblongath, 
or Spinals; Wherefore, in the beginning of the Diſeaſe, let R/ooding 
and Puygivg ( if nothing indicates the contrary ) Chifters, Veficatorits, 
Cupping-glaſſos,Sneeqers, Lintments, and other Adminiftrations uſual 
in Gephalick Diſeaſes, vx. ſuch as ſome way drive out, or =

draw the morbid matter ſticking in the Caudex Medulars, or the 
little Heads of the Nerves proceeding from it, be us'd : And if the 
firſt effort of Phy fick does nothing within fifteen or twenty days, 
tde aff afterward, in regard it is firmly rooted, and become habi- 
tual, is tobe overcome by a long method, and Preſervatory, as well 
as Curatory Þidications z of which we ſhall preſently ſpeak. 

3. An Hebitual Palſy, depending of a Procar&x#, is either in 
fiers, or inits diſpoſition, or :n fe, or in its habit ; both re- 
quire a peculiar way of Cure. 

Of the former there are two chief caſes, in both of which the The- 
repeutich metbod.regarding only the Procatardickcanſes,isordered af- 
ter the like manner; to wit, whether any Perſon be in danger of 
being ſciz'd with the Palſz, or recovering from it, be in hazard of 
a relapſc, we muſt infift in a manner on the ſame Medicines. 

Therefore the Þneentions of Curing muſt be, firft, that the funRti- 
ons of Chylefication and Sanguzfication being duly perform'd, a lau- 

dable matter for the generation of Animal Spirits be ſent to the 
Brain in a ſufficient plenty ; and then, ſecondly, that the Brain be- 
ing {till firm and of a due conformation, admits into it, and dy- 
ly exalts into Animal Spirits al] Particles, excluding ſuch as are he- 
terogeneous z for theſe ends we have thought good to propoſe the 
following method, which ought to be varied according to the 
various conſtitutions-of the Diſeaſed. 

Spring and Fall,let ſolemn cqurſes of Phyfick be entred upon,nay, 
and the whole year befides, let fome Remedies be conſtantly uſed 
Bleeding is not generally proper for all Perſons : and if we forbid 
this, it is not for the ſame reaſon with the Ancients, ſuppoſing the 
Pad to be a cold Diſeaſe ; but becayſe the Animal Spirits are both 

engendred from the Blgod, and become elaftick within the moving 
Fibres, by reaſon of a ſinguineous combination ; therefore if the 
ſtore of this be leſſened too much, they will fail and flag. Which 
truly I have obſerved in many, and that for the moſt part in the 
Arm, from which the Blood was drawn, languiſhings and trem» 
blings have begun. Nevertheleſs, a ſpare and moderate Bleed; 
ſometimes agrees with ſome that are endued with a Blood that is 
hot and ſharp, and apt to too great efferveſcencies, though they 
are diſpoſed to the Palſy. 

About the Equinoxes, purging ought to be ordered, and to be re- 
peated hy due Interyals three or four times ; but,in the firſt place,lex 
a Vomit,if nothing indicates the contrary, be given of S4/s of Vierol, 
Sulpbuy of Antimony,or an Infuſion of Crocus metallorum or Mercurius 
vite; afterward let Pillule de ſuccino or Aloepbangine be taken by 
themſelyes, or with Ro of Falap,every ſeventh or eight day 2 At 0- 
ther times let Cephalick Remedies, ſuch as we have preſcribed for the 
ſleepy affefts, viz. BleRluarier, Pupdery, Spirits and volatile Salts, Tin- 
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Alures, Elixirs, with diſtull'd Waters or Apozemes, viz. ſometime, 
thele, ſometimes thoſe, or others be frequently uſed. Let Iſſue; he 
burnt in the Arm or Leg, nay, in groſs and cacheCctical Perſons 
togetherin both, or near the. Shoulder-blades. Let - a Phylick-diink 
of Sage, Betony, Stgchas, the. wood Safſafrgs, Winters bark, &c,"he 
drank the whole year, Y/ine and Venus ought either to be 'forhiq: 
den, or-to be allowed only ſparingly. , * ; "0 

* But if the Palſy, ;atter a previous diſpoſttion in., the whole, of in 
one fide, or in certain membersthroughly kelfes and, notwithſtand: 
ingthe firſt encounter of Phyfick, comes on again ; for its cure 4 long 
and complicated method,which is always requiſite,often times does not 
ſuffice ; for not only the Diſcaſe, or its conjunE or procatarQick 
Cauſe feverally, but all together, muſt be affaulfed: for which ends, 
blording for the molt part being forbidden, on 4 gentle Purge,” and 
that but now and then, js,proper. Again, and indeed chiefly, againft 
the Proca' arxis of the Diſeaſe, Cephalick and Antifcorbutick Medi- 
Cines are wout to do good; but not at all of theſe kinds agree With 
all Perſons, but, as we have obſerved in the Scurvy,according to the 
various Conſtitutions of the Diſeas'd, the Remedies alſo muſt be of 3 
differing kind and vertue : for with b:lous Paralyticks,in whoſe ſhiry 
and hot Blood there is much Sale and Sphinn and very little Serum, 
hot Medicines, and ſuch as are endowed with very active Particles 
do not agree, nay often prove offenſive to them ; which nevertheleſs 
prove.greatly beneficial to phlegmatick Perſons, whole Blood is cold- 
tr and contains a great deal of Serur, and a few ative Elerpents 
Wherefore, according to this two-fold ſtate of the Diſeaſed, it ſceny

with the Leaves of the Sage boyled in it, or three Qunces of Vipers 
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Take Raſpings cf Guaicum fix Ounces, Sarzaparilla, Saſſafras of 
"each four Ounces,red and yellow Saunders ſhavings of Ivory and Hart ;- 
barn of each half an Ounce, infuſe them according to art, and boyl they; 
mfixteen Pounds of Fountain-water, to 4 balf, adding Crude Antinu- 
"1, pow dred and tyed in 4 Nodulus, four Ounces, Roots of Crlaniis Arg= 
matic, the leſſer Galingl of each balf an Ounce, Florent: n+ Orr ' an 
Oumnce,Cardamum fix Drams, Coriander ſteds balf an Ounce, ſix Dates, 
make a Decofion, and let it be uſed for ordmary Drink.

Take Reſon, or Gum of Guaiacum three Drams, Species Diambres 
Dram, Chymucal wes by” any excellently refiifued « Dram and | 
balf, liguid Amber what ſuffices, make « Maſ, let it be formed iny 
Pills, tobe taken after the ſame manner. 

But if a Palſy, hapning in a bilous Temperament, or in young 
Perſons, admits only mild Medicines, being wont to be exaſpin- 
ted by any that are hot andelaftick, the following forms will be of 
uſe for removing its Procarar x#.

Snto a Conſiſtency for Tablets,the Doſe % t wo Drams twice a Day, drink | 
sng after vt of the diſtill d Water or of the followijng Apoxome ſix oe 
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Take China Roots an Ounce, ſhavings of Tvory and Harts-horn of 
each half an Ounce, white and yellow Saunders, Maſtick-wood,of each 
half an Ounce ; let there be a warm and cloſe Infuſion for a Night, in 
fix Pounds of Fountain-water, in the Morning add Roots of Chernl, 
Avens, Butchers-broom, ftone- Parſly of each an Ounce and a half dryed 
Leaves bf Ground-Ivy, Sage, Germander, Betony, of each a Handful, 
Coriander-ſeeds three Drams;let them boyl to a half, then add of White- 
wine half a Pound, and ſtrain it into a Bottle on two Handfuls of 
Leaves of Water-creſſes bruiſed * Make a warm and cloſe Infuſion 
for two Hours; ftram ut again, and keep it in a ſtopt Veſſel. 

In a ſcorbutick Palſy Zusces and Expreſſions of Herbs often give 
an excellent relict. 

Take freſh Leaves of Brooklimes, Water-creſſes, Plantain, of each 
four Handfuls ; bemng bruiſed together, pour to them of the diſtilled 
Water, even now deſcribed, exght Ounces; expreſs it ſtrongly, keep ut 
in 4 Glaſs,and let three or four Ounces be given twice or thrice a day. 

At the earlieſt and lateſt phyfical Hours, viz. #2 che Evening and 
early in the Morning, let the following Pulls be taken. 

Take Millepedes prepared three Drams and a half, Pearl a Dram 
and a half, Roots of baſtard Dittany a Dram, Venice Turpentine 
what ſuffices, make a Maſs, form it into ſmall Pills; the Dell 1s balf 
4 Dram, drinking after it a little Draught of the diſtilled Water. 

- For ordinary Drink, let exther a Bocher be preſcrabed of Sarſa,China, 
yellow Saunders, &c. or ſmall Ale, with the dryed Leaves of Ground= 
ley boyled in 1t, and of Sage, with the Wood Saſſafras infuſed. 

While theſe things are done for removing the Procatarxs of the 
Diſeaſe,no leſs a curatory Endeavour is required for its conjund Cauſe, 
viz, that any places obſtructed, being again opened, may admit and 
give a free Paſſage to the animal Spirits, frecd from ſtupefaCtion. 

There are 20 chief kinds of Remedies which conduce much for 
theſe ends ; vie. the one particular and ſpecaal, to be applied to the 
aces affcted, to wit, that by Fomentations, Lanments, Plaiſters, 
and other outward Applications the itupified Spirits may be rai- 
ſed up again, and the Du&#us's be opened : The other unzverſal, to 
wit, that the Blood and Spirits, and the other Humors ( and the 
ative Particles abounding in the whole Body ) being very much 
agitated and put in a more rapid Motion, making, as it were,a ſwift 
current, may force from before them and remove Damms, or Ob-= 
ſtacles any where ſticking, by which the Spirits are obſtructed. 

The Adminiſtrations to be uſed to the out ward Parts.are lo gene- 
rally and yulgarly known, that it would be ſuperfluous to infift here 
in deſcribing them at large. Firſt, let Lonoments of Oyls,Uuguents, 
and Balſams, more or leſs hot according to the Temperament of 
the Diſeaſed, be applied twice a Day with Frictions. Let Fomen- 
tations of a DecoCtion of Chephalick Herbs and Aromaticks in 
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Fountain-water be ſometimes us'd before theſe 3 adding ſometime, 
hot Waters, Wine or Beer, or other Lees: Moreover, it 1s Proper 
ſometimes to apply Veficatories, Cupping-glafſes, a Pication, 
Utrication about the places affeEted. Bags, and Plaiſters oft & 
godd. Again, ifthe cale admits it, it is profitable for the reſoly! 
Members to be put into Grains, or the Dregs of Grapes remaining 
after prefling, or to be thruft into the Belly or Thorax of a Beat 
freſh killed, or alſo be bath'd in an artificial Bath, or natural ht 
Baths, and to be kept in atiy of thoſe for a long time. 

But if theſe things do no good, we muſt come to the univerfi 
or great Remedies : Such as chiefly are Diaphoreticks, Mercuria 
raiſing a Salivation, and ſtrong Vomitories : Of each of which we 
ſhall ſpeak in ſhort. 

There is no one of the Vulgar but everywhere obſerves that Diz 
phoreticks ſometimes do great good in the Cure of the Pally, and 
that ſometimes they prove very prejudicial. Wherefore it mad 
concerns us, that the reaſons of ſo different an effect ſhould be 
plicated;z to the end that Indications may he thence taken con- 
cerning the uſe, or rejecting of them. 

Therefore a copious Sweating is wont ſometimes to prove ver] 
advantageous to Paralyticks.chicfly for two reaſons; to wit, thatit 
may plentifully drive forth the impurities of the Blood,and nerroſ 
Juice, which are apt to exhale; ſo that the morbifick Matter maynd 
longer flow to the Brain,and the Parts afte&ted,and that that whit 
has already flown to them,may in part be conveyed forth. And tha 
ſecondly,that the effiuvsq of heat paſſing from the boyling Bloodye 
ry much open theDu&w's of theNerves before obltructed,as they pab 
through them in evaporating,and open ways for the Spirits. Where 
fore this Adminiſtration agrees chiefly and in a manner only wit} 
thoſe, v hoſe Blood, being not filled with a fixt Salt and Sulphurjs& 
luted with a limpid and infipid Serum : For on the contrary, Paraly 
ticks, whoſe Blood and Humors are greatly ſtor'd with wild,exotichþ 
and fixt Particles of exorbitant Salts and Sulphars,and ſuch as areut 
fit for exhaling, often receive a great damage from a Sweat violent! 
raiſed.of which eff we aflign theſe two cauſes,to wit,that the mot 
bifick Particles being too much exalted by reaſon of their agitation, 
become more exorbitant: And then ſecondly, that being drivel 
plentifully into the Brain, an genus Nervoſimm, they often increal 
the ancient Obſtructions, and not frequently produce new. 

For raifing a plentiful and eaſy Sweat, both inward M-dicines and 
outward Adminiſtrations ar? wont to be uſed: The former ſtir tht 
Blood or Serum to efferveſcencies,or ſtimulate the Heart to quicket 
Motions,and thence (whether one of them, or both be performed 
when the Liquor of the Blood,heing rapidly circulated through tht} 


Heart and Veſſels,is put into a frothy Turgeſcency, it cannot es 
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charge from it ſelf a great many Effiuvia, which are the matter of 
Sweat : For this end Medicines of various kinds are recommended 
to Paralyticks,of which thoſe of chief note are,a Decoftion of Guai- 
acum,Sarſaparilla, &c. Spirit and Ol of Guaiacum, mixtura ſimplex, 
Flowers and Spirit of Sal Armoniack, Aurum EY um, Salt, Pomw- 
der,and Wine of Vipers, mineral ſolar B:2oar,Tintture of Antimony &c, 
Outward Adminiſtrations promote a Sweating,foraſmuch as they 
raiſe and keep a moderate Heat in the whole circumference of the 
Body, and then the Blood being heated, is forc'd to move more 
ſwiftly, and to evaporate more, and withal, the Pores of the Skin 
being open'd, more readily let forth all Particles apt to exhale ; for 
this end, befides Bed-coverings (which only keep the Effluvia of 
Heat emitted from the Body in its circumference) a Craille like- 
wiſe with Charcoal, or Spirit of Wine, kindled, a Hot-houſe, and 
Baths of various kinds and Forms, and natural hot Baths are wont 
to be uſed ; but above all, our hot Baths at Bathe, than which (if 
they agree well with the Temperament of the Patient } no more 
excellent Remedy can be imagin'd, which is ſufficiently ſhewn by 
the Crutches of a great many Perſons cur'd of reſolved Members, 
hung up as ſo many Trophies of the Conqueſt of this Diſeaſe. 
Nevertheleſs,as generous Medicines,if they donot prove Alexiphar- 


| micks,often paſs into Poyſons,ſo the ule of hot Baths,when it has not 


cur'd ſome Paralyticks,has rendred them much worſe ſo that more 
Members,and ſuch as were before aff &ted,being more reſoly'd,there 
has been no other occaſion for the Diſeas'd for leaving their Crutches 
there,but that being rendred more weak, they could uſe them ng 
longer : We have hinted the cauſe of this before,to wit,that bathing 
exagitating the Blood and all the Humors,exalts moreall morbifick 
and heterogeneous Particles, and being rendred more exorbitant, 
drives them from the V/iſcera into the Maſs of Blood: Whence [in re- 
gard they can't eaſily evaporate) entring the Brain, and genu Nervg- 
ſum,they increaſe the Paralytick affcCt,and often bring a Convulfion 
with it: for this reaſonBathing ſometimes firſt aCtuates a nephritick, 
and gouty Diſpoſition 3 moreover,it brings to many a Blood ſpitting 
Aſthma,or Conſumption, where ns Diſpolition was ; wheretore hot 
Baths ought not to be tryed without the advice of a Phyfician, and 
being try'd, if they ſeem not to agree, they ought ſoon to be left, 
I have it fuffi-iently confirmed both by my own Experience,and 
that of ſom: other Phyſicians, that ſome Paralyticks are cured by a 
Salivation raiſed by Mercury,but I judge that this kind of Remedy ig 
to be us'd only in an habitual Pally, viz. which has a Procatarxis in 
the Blood and Brain readily enough to be moved, and a conjunct 
Cauſe in the nervous Appendix, which is not very fix'd: But when 
that Aﬀect is cauſed by an outward and great hurt, or happens up » 
pn a Carus, Apoplexy, or Convulſfions, Salivation is attempted in a 
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manner always in vain,and fometimes not without a mighty Prejy 
dice ; and let not thoſe who,having a weak or over-lax Brain,are fre. 
quently ſubject to a Vertigo, Droufineſs, and convulfave Motions, ut 
Mercurial Medicines incon{iderately.But ſometimes a Salivation dog 
mighty good in an habitual Palſy,and which is not very fix'd; fory 
much as by taking away the Impurities of the Blood, it cuts off al 


the fuel of the Diſeaſe; and in as much as ſome Mercurial Particle, 
whilſt having paſt the Brain, they enter the Dzus's of the Nerve, 
divide the morbifick Matter ſticking in them,and ſevering its part 
one from another, diſperſe them ſeveral ways, ſome forward and 
ſome backward. Whereas it is a common fault of other Medicine, 
that often they preſs forward only the damm that obſtructs the 
ways of the Spirits; and therefore it they do not torce it aſunder, 
they drive it more firmly into the places obſtructed. 

And it is in ſome fort for this reaſon that Vonnutories often do e. 
gregious ſervice in curing the Pally ; to wit,that they withdraw the 
fuel of the conjunCct Caule,and do not drive only forward the Matter 
ſticking-in the Nerves, but revulie it, mightily ſhake it, and often 
break it into minute parts,ſo that when the continuity of the damm 
is broken, the animal Spirits themſelves cafily diffipate the Particle; 
of the morbifick Matter fever'd from each other; we have intims 
ted before another reaſon concerning the relict of Emcticks in the 
ſleepy Aﬀects, which has alſo in ſome ſort place in the Pally. 

So very many Examples and Inſtances of Paralyticks daily hap 


pen everywhere, that the various Types and Hiſtories of them (if | 


they were deſcribed) would fill a mighty Volume, wherefore [ ſhall 
only ſet down here ſome of the more rare, vsz. one or two, with 
which each chief ſpecies of that Diſeaſe may be illuſtrated,and fince 
it would be to little or no purpole to give a Relation of Reſolutions 
of Members hapning by reaſon of ſome outward Accident;as a fall 
from an high Place,a Wound,or a Stroke, I ſhall infift only in deſcri- 
bing thoſe Caſes, where the Palſy ariſes either by it ſelf after a pre- 
yious Diſpoſition, or follows upon ſome other Diſeaſe. 

Some time fince,a certain Gentleman, Robuſt,well in Fleſh, and 
above forty Years of Age,having bcen in a manner always in Health, 
at length giving hſmſelt to a ſedentary Life and Idlencſs,and after- 
ward becoming more dull than uſual, retuled any exerciſe and vi- 
gorous motion of the Body : Moreover, being melancholy and ſad, 
on any light occafion,nay,ſometimes without any manifeſt caule,he 
was wont to break forth into a weeping and tears: This Perſon a ſhort 


while after (which Ihave alſo obſerved of many others) was affected 


with a Weakneſs and a Trembling of all the Memhers,and afterward 
with a Reſolution of the lower Parts, by which Diſeaſe [being me- 
Jancholy and ſoon a weary of Phyfick) yielding himſelf overcome, 
and growing weaker by degrees, he dyed within f1x Months, 
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Iremember many others, but eſpecially two committed to our 
care,b:ing as to the firſt part of their Lite mighty Ingenious,and well 
Learned, who afterward in their declining Age,partly by reaſon of a 
Cacochymia of the Body, and partly through a trouble of Mind, 
growing dull and forgetful, at length ( notwithitanding the ule of 
Remediesin the beginning of the Diſeaſe } became Paralytical, 

A young man ofa ſanguine temperament,clear ſpirited and for the 
moſt part Healthy, fitting in a Chair after a pentitul Supper, and an 
immoderate Drinking of Wine, was ſo affeCtcd with a ſtupidity' in his 
right Hand, that his Glove, which he hapned to hold, tell down a= 


gainſt his will ; afterwards ſtanding up and endeavouring togo, he 


perceived a reſolution in the Leg and Thigh of the ſame f6de,falling a 
little afterward into a certain dulneſs of Mind, and a ftupidneſs,though 
without an Apoplexy;for he was always preſent to himſelf,an{wering 
aptly enough,though flowly,and with ſome trouble,to things asked, 
and doing things that were commanded him z a very skilful Phyfici- 
an being preſently called,Blooding, Vomiting, Purgi-g, wirenied in 
order.Cupping-Glafles,a Scarii:cation,Liniments,Frictions,and other 
fit Adminiftrations were diligently applyed : neverthelets the Pal'y 
increas'd,{o that befides Motion almot* taken away from the Mem- 
bers of the right ſide, he loft alſo the fight of that Eye: yet, though 
dull and ſleepy, being ftill Compos ments, he knew his Friends, and 
being conſcious of his Infirmity, and 'ollicitous tor the recovery of 
his Health, he took all Remedies off-red, but notwithſtanding this, 
the animal functions daily fail'd more and more, and through a 
conſent with them, at laſt the vital, ſo that about the ſeventh or 
eighth day falling ever and anon, ſometimes into a Delirium, fome- 
times into Convulfions, and other diſtractions of the Spirits, at 
length his ſtrength being gone, he yielded to Death. 

A certain Noble-man's Bayliff, about torty years of Age, having a 
ſharp Blood and a bilous temperament,and long obnoxious to a Ver- 
tipo,as he rode through a certain Village in the Country, being leiz'd 
on a ſudden with a Scotomua, fell head-long on the ground ; where 
being preſently taken up by the Inhabitants, and put to Bed, he lay 
for many hours inſerfible,and dead as it werezbut afterward awaking, 
he found all the members of both ſides refolv*d into a Unzver/al Pal- 
þ : going to ſee him the next day after,[ preſently drew about twelve 
Ounces of Blood.and forthwith preſcribed other Remedies, both as to 
outward adminiſtrations,and inward Mzdicines to be diligently us'd, 
and indecd with good ſuccets; tor after five or fix days he began to 
ſtretch forth,or bend his feet,nay,to move them trom their place this 
way and that,though ſlowly ; afterward, by the con{tant ule of Re- 
medies,he was able within two Months to raiſe himſelf, {tand on his 
feet, and go a little with Crutches, then having us'd at his houſe an 


artificial Bath for ſome time, he daily gain'd in the motion of his 
members, 
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members,and his ſtrength ; at length,afſoon as the ſeaſon of the jeg 
was fit,going to Bathe,and by the uſe of the hor Baths,perfectly recy 
vering within fix weeks,he returned found leaving there his Crarchy 

The following Relation will manifeſtly ſhew that the 
does not only follow upon Cephalick aftcts, but alſo on the ( 
lick and Scurvy. 

A bandſom Woman,and young, after Child-birth,fell into a Tertia 
Apue,this afterward becoming a Quotidian, and the cure prot 
brought a very violent Colick, and of long continuance. Pains 
raged only in the Abdomen;with a vomiting and moſt bitter torture 
being long tormented, and almoſt worn away with theſe, at length 
ſhe began to be troubled with a ftupor,and a ſenſe of pricking, fag 
as ariſe in members lain on. Nor was it long after but a Pal{( which 
that other affect very often fore-runs ) followed in the whole Body, 
In this ſtate being brought to Oxford, ſhe was committed to ou 
care; another famous Phyfician, D. D. Lydal, being called to jon 
with me. Not only all the greater Members of this Diſeaſe, but 6 
ven the leſſer of each Limb were ſo wholly reſolved, that ſhe wa 
not able to ſtir from its place either Hand or Foot, or any Fi 
of either Hand. Moreover, ſhe was fo far affected with an Atrophy, 
that the Fleſh being wholly vaniſhed, the Skin ſcarce ſtuck to the 
Bones, yet ſhe ſtill had a good Pulſe and vivid Aſpect, from which 
alone we gathered ſomewhat of hope. 


After that we had given this Perſon for many Weeks the choicek } 


Medicines both Antsparaliticks, and Antiſcorbuticks, almoſt of ever) 
kind,and according to various Methods,without any ſucceſs,at length 
we propoſed to her ſelf and her Friends a Salivation, as a Remed) 
more powerful than any others, but withal dangerous: not deliberz 
ting long concerning this,they reſolve rather to try a doubtful Med 
cine than none,or which is the ſame,one wholly ineffectual. Therefore 
we gave her Precipitatum ex Mercuriocum ſole in a (mall Doſe,andre 
peated it the next day after: on the third day,an eaſy and gentle Salt 
vation beginning, went on fairly for a Week without any maligi 
Symptom z but then the Diſeaſe complaining of a great H2ad-ach and 
Vertigo,hegun to be affected with Convulſive Motions,fo that we were 
forced preſently to let fall the Salivation,and to break off this Courſe 
as ſoon as we could, withdrawing the fluxion of the ſerous latex from 
the head towards the other parts,which frequent Cly 1lers,epiſpaſtick 
and revu'five Plaiſters applyed in various places, together with Cor- 
dials and Opviats inwardly given, ſoon cff-ted : and preſently upon it 
the noble Lady being ſomewhat better, begun to ſtretch forth and 
bend the Joints of her Hands and Feet, and to move ſometimes tho'e 
members or theſe from their place. T he Spitting ceaſi:1g being gelt- 
ly purged, ſhe took for many days a D:coft:on of Ch:na, Sarſa, red 
Saunders, Ivory, ©c. with the addition of the dryed leaves of S4g%, 
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ELIE --4:

Betony,Speediwell,&c. with which ſhe was wont to interlace the uſe of 
Spirit of Harts-born,or of Soot of a cepbalick and cordiach confe#ion allo 
of an appropriate Powder and Fulep : Within a Months ſpace ſhe was 
able to ftand on her Feet, and to walk a little in her Chamber,” being 
ſupported by Servants: Moreover,getting Sleep,and taking Food in- 
differently,the bulk of her Fleth and her Strength daily increas'd,and 
at length uſing the temperate boe Baths at Batbe, ſhe grew well. 
But that hot Baths do not do good to all Paralyticks, nay (as we 
have intimated before) that they do great hurt to ſome,the follow- 
ing Relation will plainly ſhew : A London Merchant after a Luxation 
ofaJoynt of theFoot, became lame in that part,being otherwiſe ſound 
enough, and robuſt: When topick Remedies of various kinds,tryed 
for ſome time, did not do,at length by the advice of a Phyfician go- 
ing to Bathe, he began to try the temperate bot Barbs, from the far- 
ther uſe of which (becoming forthwith worſe upon it, the Pal pre- 
ſently beginning in other Members) he had abſtained,but the Phyfi- 
cian being then preſent, aſſuring him that he would be better after= 
ward,adviſed him to perfift : Wherefore he took the bot Baths again 
for about thirty Days, till all the lower Members, to wit,from the Os 
ſacrum to the Feet being wholly reſolv'd, were withered, and that in 
the Thorax a very great and,as it were,aſthmatical Dyſpzna was rai- 
ſed: For the Muſcles imployed in Reſpiration (being as it ſeem'd af- 
feed alſo with the Palſy) the Breft was not able to be dilated for 
drawing the Breath deep enough, wherefore, being always out of 
Breath, he labour'd under continual affects of thoſe Parts,and an A- 
gitation of the whole Thorax. In this ſtate departing from Bathe, 
he is commanded by his Phyſician to abſtain for a whole Month 
from any Remedies taken from Pharmacy : Which,when he had re- 
ligiouſly obſerved, through hope, as it were, of a ReſurreCtion, that 
time being paſt, all deliberation was now late concerning, the uſe 
of Medicines: For beſides the paralytick and withered Members, 
his Belly ſwelled, his Reſpiration was yet more difficult and letted, 
that the Diſeaſed was ſcarce able to draw his Breath : His Pulſe be- 
ing very weak, with frequent Swoonings and Faintings kapning up- 
on any Motion of his Body : So that hereby ſcarceany place at all 
being left for Catharticks, he muſt infift only on cardiack and para- 
Iytick Remedies: Notwithſtanding the uſe of which, the Diſcaſed 
within fix Weeks labouring under a very great Dyſpzna for many 
Hours,at length dyed : The immediate cauſe of whoſe DiſeaſeI con- 
ceive to be Polypous Concretions of Blood in the Heart, for in regard 
the Motion of the Precordia was greatly letted for a long time, no» 
thing ſeems more probable than that thoſe kinds of Earneous lumps, 
as it were, were concreted within the Ventricles of the Heart. 
For illuftrating a little farther the Theories of the Palſy, and 


alſo of the Lethargy and Carus, I ſha!l here give you another ware 
ample 
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ample, with Anotomical Obſervations, which hapned whilſt th 
precedent things were printing. 

A Child, little more than three Years of Age,of a moiſt Brain, azj 
appear*d by ſore Inflammations of his Eyes,and watery Puſhes ofhj 
Face (to which he had been ſometimes obnoxious) at the beginning 
of Autumn bcing ill, with a ſlow Fever and a dejected Appetite, he- 
came very drowſy and fleepy,ſo that he flept almoit continually Dy 
and Night ; but being awak'd,he knew the ſtanders by,and anſwer 
aptly enough to things ask'd: Mcet Remedies, viz. Ch/ters, Vefics 
tories,Cathartichs alſo Fuleps,Spirit of Harts-horn, Powders,with many 
other things uſual in this caſe,being forthwith, and carefully give 
him, did ſo much good, that within fix or ſeven Days the Diſeaſed 
being free from his/Feyer, waking ſufficiently, and defiring Food 
ſeem'd to recover,and ſcarce to have any more need of phyfical hey, 
But in a ſhort while after (I know not. on what _ undergoing 
a'relapſe, and being drouly again, he was preſently affected with a 
rom StupefaCtion, ſo that being with difficulty to be awak'd, he 
carce knew any thing,or did any thing with Knowledge; the'next 
Day after,being utterly ſtupid, though being pinch'd hard, he would 
open his Eyes,and.rcul them this way,and that,he ſaw nothing: And 
within a Day or two a Palſy of the whole right fide followed : The 
former Remedies repeated to him,and likewiſe Sneezes, Apophlenma- 
tiſms, drawing of Blood, Cataplaſms to be applyed to the Feet, and 
Epiſpaſticks to the whole Head ſhaved, with other Medicines and 
Ways of Adminiſtrations preſcribed in order, did nothing ; but the 
Diſeaſed, after he had lain ſo for three or four Days inſenfible, the 
Pulſe'an4 Reſpiration at length failing, he dyed, wp 

The 'Scull being opened,the foremoſt Region of the Brain, almoſt 
as far as the Inſertion of the fourth S4s,was (wollen,being covered 
with, a limpid Water ſhining through the Membranes, which upon 
the-diffections of the Menz7ges,prefently flowed forth : Moreoverat 
that place the portions of the Brain cut off by piece-meal, appeard 
too moiſt,and almoſt without red or bloody Specks;but in the hind 
moſt part of the Brain the Veſſels were red with Blood,and the corti- 
cal Subſtance appeared more low and firm without a Tumor,or be- 
ing floated with Water : From thele things ( as we have concluded 
before) it will manifeftly appear that the cauſe of the Lethargy der 
pends on a watery. glut of Filth in the outward part of the Brain. 

The Brain being cut off piece-meal, and a hole being made into 
the foremoſt cavity, ftrouting with a lympha,the limpid Water 
ſprung forth as though it had been put up in too narrow a ſpace 
before: Whoſe mighty ſtore had filled all the Ventricles to the top, 
and (as it ſeem'd ) by comprefling the Thalami Optics had cauſed 
the blindneſs, and by entring or comprefling one Corpus Striatum, 
or its Pores, had brought the Pally. + 
| e 
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The Plexus Choroeides appear'd as parboyled, ſomewhat white,and 
almoſt without Blood,its probable that all the Lympha,or the great- 
eſt part of it, wherewith the Ventricles of the Brain were floated; 
diſtilled from thoſe Veſſels; though in this caſe if/as ſome think) the 
watery latex finking lower from the coreex of the Brain,at length ha- 
ving wholly paſs'd theBrain,could fall into thoſe Sinus's,a reaſon may 
not uneafily be thence taken,wherefore the Lethargy ſeeming firit to 
be cured, by and by being more violent,retnrn'd ayain, with a Blind- 
neſs and Palſ5 joyn'd with it,to wit,as at firſt the ſtore of ſoporiterous 
Matter fell trom the Cortex of the Brain into its Cavity, the animal 
Function grew a little clear ; but afterward, when a new Matter 
ſprung in the Cortex of the Brain, and this falling into the Sinus's, 
was gathered together toa fulneſs,thereupon a Relapſe of the former 
Diſeaſe hapned with the addition of a Blindneſs and Palfy. 

Now though the Dropſy uf the inner part of the Brain, or an 
inundation of i:s Ventricles, by compreſfling the Corpora (triata or 
Thalami optic:, caules a Palſy. or Blindneſs, or by twitching the 
Origines of the Nerves, convulfive Aﬀects ; yet it moſt evident- 
ly appear'd by a late Obſervation, that the Lethargy does not 
ariſe from ſuch a Cauſe, but only from the outward part of the 
Brain,being floated or compreis'd. 

A certain Gentleman, lovg fickly, after that he had been tron 
bled almoft for five Months with a Colick, or cather with a moft 
violent ſcorbutick and running Gour, ( in which not only the Viſ- 
cera and Fibres were affected with great Gripes, but likewiſe the 
Membranes, and all the Muſcles of the whole Body almoſt with 
continual Tortures) and at length ſuffer'd in his Members fome- 
times horrible Convulfions, ſometimes apoplectick Invaſzons, as it 
were, or an offuſcation of the Sight,at lait his Strength being ſpent, 
and the Stores of his Spirits whully exhaufted,he dyed. For ſeven 
Days before his deceaſe (excepting only the laft,ſave one) being more 
lively as to his Senſe and Underftanding, he lay almott continually a= 
wake: A little before this long waking, upon a Veficatory's being 
applyed to his Ncck, a vait quantity of Water flowed to it; and 
thenceforward flowed forth daily, even to his Death, that I may 
hence ſuſpect he continued thus without Sleep, by reaſon of the 
watery Humor withdrawn from the Brain in too great a plenty, 

The Head of the defunct being mo the inward Cavities of the 
Brain,or all its Ventricles appear'd fill'd to the top,and ftronting,asit 
were, with a limpid Water ; nay,about the top of the Spine the Fun 
medullars; it (elf ſeem'd to be ſurrounded with,and immerg'd,asitwere 
in Waters there heap'd together. Without doubt for this reaſon ſuch. 
violent pains and cramps infeſted him in his Loyns and Members,and 
m the whole Habit of the Body ; and by reaſon of the deluge in the 


Ventricles,he became obnoxious to frequent offulcations of the _ 
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and reſolutions of the Limbs: Nevertheleſs there was no Lethz ' 
here, and the long watching was caus'd by reaſon of the Waters 
riv'd in too great a plenty by theVelicatories from the circumference 
of the Brain. This Perſon had alſo gotten a Droply in his Breaft, by 
reaſon of the Lungs being much vitiated : The Liver being of ay; 
bigneſs, appear'd everywhere with white Spots,and almoſt withoy 
Blood; fo that the depravations of the Blood and nervous Juice 
ought to be aſcrib'd in ſome ſort to theſe Faults of the Viſcers. 


CHAP. I X. 74 
Inſtruftions and Preſcripts for the Cure of the Delb 


rium and Phrenſy. 


Q® far of Cephalick, Diſea/es, by which the animal Functions b} 
i) themſelves, and as they are Corporeal, are wont to be letted 
perverted, without reſpect to the rational Soul; in ſome of them,ziz 
in the Vertsgo and Palſy, the Underſtanding tor the moft part coy 
tinues clear and lively: And in the reſt,as an Eye plac'd in an obſcure 
place,it beholds either no Species at all,or a few only ſet before it with 
a groſs appearance,but is not eafily carried into a great Error,or a Fu 
7y: Which kind of Symptoms are generally cauſed by other Aﬀed 
of the Brain, and of the Spirits refding in it,of which we ſhall nov 
treat ; forifat any time the Imagination be lo troubled, or perverted 
that it either conceives amils,or ill Compounds,or divides the Species 
and Notions 9m Eg by the Senſe and Memory:Thereupon preſent 
ly the Underftanding deſcries,or frames only deform Conceptions and 
Thoughts, diftracted from each other, and greatly confus'd, which 
are repreſented to it by the Brain ill affected, as erroneous appearat 
ces by a variegated,and diſtorted Glaſs:There being many ways with 
which the Imagination, and conſequently the Mind and Will, and 
other Powers of the ſuperior Soul are wont to be perverted or de 
pray'd,they all are denoted by the common word Defipientia, Nov 
this Aﬀett is diſtinguiſh'd into a ſhore one, which is called a Delwr 
um, and a log or continual one, which is either joyn'd with a F+ 
ver, and is called 2 Phrenſy, or happens without a Fever, and toit 
either a Rage, or Sedneſs, or Stupidity is joyned; and therefore it 
divided into a Mania, Melancholy, and Fatuity, We ſhall ſpeakdt 
each of theſe in order, and at preſent of the Delirium and Phrenj. 
Though the Del:zrium be not a Diſeaſe by it ſelf,but is only a 4®# 
tom, proceeding from other Aﬀects: Yet becauſe in the Cure df 
theſe on which it happens, it is uſual to obviate it for the m 
part with appropriate Remedies : Therefore it ſeems to concer 
us to enquire ſomewhat ſtrictly into its Nazure and Cauſes, That 
word, taken properly, is the ſame as Dementia, and denotes ſuci 


an annoyance of the animal FunCtion, as arifing in the Fits of Fr 
wp!

vers, Drunkenneſs, and ſometimes in the Peſſions called Hyſterical, 
induces Men to think, ſpeak, or do obſurd things, ( viz. ſome of 
theſe or all of them together ) for a ſhort time. 

A Delirium is raiſed in as much as the animal Spirits either being 

too much irritated,or put in confufion,are carried hither and thither 
within the globousFrame of the Brain(where the Fanſy and Memory 
have their Seats,in a diſorderly and tumultuous manner,for ſo whilſt 
the various Species of the Imagination and Memory being rais'd to» 
gether,are confounded with each other,only obſurd and incongru- 
ous Phantaſms are preſented to the rational Soul, and therefore the 
AQts of the Underftanding and Will are wrought only irregularly, 
By reaſon of the animal Spirits being irregularly mov'd within the 
Meditullium of the Brain, or the Corpus calloſum, incongruous Con. 
ceptions and confuſed Thoughts are preſented to the rational Soul, 
it hapning in like manner, as when the Species of viſible things are 
brought to the common Senle after a long turning round of the Bo- 
dy,whence all things ſeem to run round, ſometimes to be raiſed on 
high, ſometimes to be depreſs'd low ; ſo that nothing is ſeen fix'd 
and ſett!'d in its due fite and poſition. In a Brain rightly diſpoſed, 
the motion of the animal Spirits is perform'd in certain Numbers 
and Meaſures, as it were, in a Dance; while certain Spirits are mo» 
ved in theſe tracts, others lye {till in thoſe, afterward theſe maintain 
thoſe with a ſupply in motion, and the ſeveral Acts of each Faculty 
become as ſo many diſtinct undulations of Waters in a River; but in 
a Delirium all the Spirits sKkip about together, and meeting each 
other in a tumultuous manner, or taking ſeveral ways, dance about 
like People diſtrated: Moreover, even as theſe being ſtruck with 
ſuch a Rage within the Frame of the Brain, raiſe manifold and 
very troubled Thoughts: So while they are carried beyond the 
confines of it into the nervous Origine, they produce an idle Talk» 
ing, abſur'd Geſtures of the Body and Members, and often cons . 
vulfive Motions, yet fince ſuch a wild Motion of the Spirits (other- 
Wiſe than in the Phrenſy or Mania) ſoon ceaſes, and after that that 
tumult is over, no deviating traCts are made in the Brain, the De- 
lirium ſoon paſſes off, and the Aﬀected in a little time come tq 
themſelves again, no foot-ſteps of the Diſtraction remaining, 

If it be ask'd, whence this ſhort Fury is given the Spirits refiding 
in the Brain, that ſhaking off the Reins of the Mind, they areo all in 
confuſion in their Oeconomy 3 we ſay, that they enter upon this dif- 
order for a double reaſon, v7. this Rage is either immediatey com- 
municated to them from the Blood irrigating the compages of the 
Brain; or certain animal Spirits reſiding in ſome outward part within 
the genus Nervoſum firſt begin a certain diſorderly Motion; and after- 
ward the ſame diſorder being communicated to the Brain by the ner+ 
yous DuQtus's, and affecting in like manner the Spirits there reſiding,

cauſes the Delirium. There are various kinds and cauſes of both theſe, 
whereof we ſhall here briefly touch the chief; and firſt, it ſhall; 
ſhewn how and on what occafions the Blood,cither ſwelling with top 
great an efferveſcency, or being full of a venomous Matter,becomg 
the Parent of the Delzrsum ©: Inaſmuch as it infinuates into the Porg 
and Paſſages of the Brain, either exorbitant and mafterleſs Particle, 
or ſuch as are malignant, and (ubverting the animal Oeconomy, 

I. As to the former, in the Fits of intermittent Fevers, and the 
height of ſuch as are continual:the Blood being troubled with an im: 
moderate burning,ſometimes raiies a Delsr:11m by the meerImperwd 
its Ebulition 3 vsz- ina'much as being very turgid, while it paſles the 
ſmall Branches of the Arteries,ſyre:d all over the outward circumſs 
rence of the Brain,it greatly puffs them up,and ftretches them : And 
therefore compretling the ſub:tance of the Brain,it drives the Spirit 
ſeveral ways, and forces them into very confuſed crowds, as it were, 
Moreover,from the Blood's growing thus turgid through a frothy Rz 
refaction,Effluvsa of Heat,and heterogeneous Particles with them ex 
tring the Pores and Paſlages of the Brain, exagitate the Spirits, and 
carry them violently hither and thither in a tumultuous manner. 

2. For a like reaſon in a manner to this, Drunkenneſs cauſes 1 
deep Sleep or a Delirium; viz. inaſmuch as the Maſs of Blood ink: 
nuates into the Pores and Paſſages of the Brain, the ſpiritous Par 
ticles of the Wine, which cauſes it to boyl, and by which the $p# 
rits reſiding in them, are cither overwhelmed, or put into diſor- 
derly or confuſed Motions. 

3. Nor does theBlood only miniftring febrile and turgid,or vm 
and mafterleſs Particles,but ſometimes ſuch as are mal:gn and ve- 
m015,as it were, cauſe a Delirsum with or without a Fever, As tothe 
former,in the Plague.ſmall-Pox,malignant Fevers (though the heat 
moderate) the malignant Matter convey'd to the Head, produces ab 
rupt,incoherent,and at length diftracted Notionsinaſmuch as it difl: 
pates the ſtores of the Spirits, rather than by driving them into i 
tumult. 

4. Fora likereaſon to this ſome Poyſons, and venemous thing 
inwardly taken, and ( as ſome ſay ) outwardly applyed, ſoon bring 
a Delirium: This is vulgarly ſaid of Solanum furtoſum, Mmaraks 
and certain other Plants: The thing is moſt notorious concerning 
the Roots of the wild Parſnip. An intimate Friend of mine, andif 
- Man worthy of Credit, and alſo very learned, told me once, that he 
went into the Houſe of a certain Gentleman, where the Lady, her 
Daughters, ard all the Maid-Servants ( one only excepted ) being 
all delirous at the ſame time, ran about the Houle leaping and talk- 
ing incongruous and abſurd things ; he thinking them plainly dt 
ftracted, was given to underſtand by the Maid, who was well i 
her Wits, that all this hapned from eating Parſnip Roots, whe 
| c 
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fhe alone had not touched ; and the event allo confirmed it ; for 
after, being tired, they had ſlept, all of them awak'd ſober. 

5. But moreover, we obſerve that a Delirium is ſometimes raiſed 
by a ſcarcity of the animal Spirits, and their great diſſipation ; for 
when their Orders are broken and diſcompoled,they miniſter confu= 
ſed and incongruous Notions, as well as when tumultuarily hudled 


together, Hence we obſerve, that ſome have grown delirious after 
great Hemorrhagzes,or long M/acchings,and a long Faſting : for this 
Reaſon many dying Perſons ſpeak light-headed and incongruouſly, 

There remains the other kind of De/ir:um,in which the Blood be- 

ing without fault, the animal Spirits refiding ſomewhere in the genus 
Nervoſum,firtt begin to fall in diſorder,and afterward the ſame affect 
creeping to the Brain by the Duttus's of the Nerves,moves the Spirits 
refiding in its Medrerllzum to a Delirium : this is obvious in the Paſl}- 
ons called Hyſterical,to wit,that after a rifing of the Belly,and an Op- 
prefſion of the Heart, at length ſometimes a privation of Senſe,ſome- 
times a talking idly, with a Weeping and a Laughter enſues. In like 
manner, I have obſerved in a violent Colick, that ſometimes extream 
Tortures about the Vz/cera or Loins have preſently paſt into a Deli 
rium, then a little after this ceaſing, that the Tortures returned, I 
knew a Girl, who after taken an Emetich Medicine was wont con- 
{tantly to be delirous till it wrought : for this alſo makes what I of - 
ten obſerve, that a Delsrium is raiſed by a Gangreen, beginning in 
ſome outward Member © and this is generally accounted for a mor- 
tal fign in a Found, or Vicer; becauſe it denotes the animal Spirits 
to be generally a killing in the part affected. 

Nor does that Symptom afford a better Prognoſtick to ſuch as 
have been long valetudinary, and are almoſt worn away : in the Fits 
of intermittent Fevers,its.in a manner always ſafe, but in continual 
Fevers it's of a doubtful and ſomewhat a ſuſpeted event z in malig- 
nant Fevers it commonly threatens ill': in Convulfave Diſeaſes, the 
firſt invaſions of a Delirzum for the molt part are without danger, 
but a frequent acceſs of it often begets a diſpoſition to a Caruz, 
Apoplexy, or Palſy. 

This affect,as often as it ſeems ſafe,does not require a Cure,for the 
Fit ſoon and eaſily paſſes off: but becauſe ſome, whoſe Brain is weak 
and lax, and whoſe animal Spirits, being too diffipable, are apt to a 
flight and confuſion, being troubled on any light occafion, are wont 
preſently to act or ſpeak delirouſly;therefore there isneed of Phyfi.k 
for theſe,though not of Hellebore,but of Cephalick Remedies for cor- 
roborating the Brain, and fortifying it again{t the incurſions of the 
morbifick Matter; alſo for {trengthning the animal Spirits, and ren- 
dring them more fixt and ſtronger to refiſt.We have given the Forms 
and ways of Adminiftration of theſe Medicines before,they being pro- 


fitable for removing the Procatarxs of any other Cephalick Diſeaſe. 
A 
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A Delirzum hapning upon continual and malignant Fevers,requins 
a peculiar way of Cure; for it particularly indicates that the mor» 
fick matter, dangerouſly convey'd toward the Head, ought to ber. 
vuls'd thence ſome way or other ; for which end, let Vefcatoris 
be applied to the Neck, Pla:fters or Cataplaſms, or the Fleſh g 
warm I: ſcera of Animats to the Feet : Inwardly, let temperate (+. 
phalicks be given, as Powders of Coral and Pearl, the Waters of Bla 
Cherries, of the flowers of Cowſlips and Poppies, and other things 
freſhing and ſoothing the Spirits. 

Theſe things being thus premitted concerning the firſt and light: 
eft manner of Raving,let us aſcend to a higher depree of it, v12. th 
Phrenſy,which is far greater,and more durable than the former 
In a Delirium the perturbation rais'd in the Spirits, refiding in the 
Brain, ſeem like an andnlation of Waters in a River, upon throw. 
ing in a Stone ; but ina Phrenſy their commotion ſeems as the 
troublous motion of the Sea-waves raging upon a Tempeſt, 

The Phrenſz is defin'd; That it is a continual raving,or a depravatin 
of the chief faculties of the Brain, arifing from an inflammation of th 
Meninzes,awith a continual Fever, With Fig Diſeaſe another allied toit 
is rank'd,vig.the Paraphrentfis; and its cauſe is ſaid to be not then 
flammation of the Membranes that cover the Brain, but of the Dix 
phragm ; moreover,in both affects the Fever,as though it were onl 
1ymptomarical,is ſaid { as alſo in the Pteurifie though falſely ) tov 
riſe from the ſame conjunct Cauſe, v4. a' Phlepmon of ſome Pat: 
but that the Phrenſy rather ſucceeds the Fever, both Hippocrate 
heretofore,and now every Vulgat Perſon obſerves, and that it is pro- 
duc'd becauſe the boyling Blood conveys its aduft recrements to the 
Head,viz. foraſmuch as the Urine of a Feveriſh Perſon being chang: 
'ed from being troubled and thick,to be'thin and watery, indicate 

an imminent Phrenſy: of which affect therefore the cauſe is gathered 
To be the removal of the febrile matter into the Brain. 

But as to the Conjunct Cauſes of the Phrenſy and Paraphrentts.it 
"will be eafie to ſhew, that the former does not always proceed fron 
the inflammation of the Meninges,and the latter never from that df 
the Septum : in Anatomical DifſeCtions 1 have commonly ſeen the 
Meninges,nay ſometimes alſo the outward circumference of the Brail 
beſet with a Phlegmonous tumor;but the diſeas'd being not affected 
with a Phren(y,but on the contrary with a drowfaneſs,dyed of a Cars 
or other ſleepy diſeaſes. And indeed Reaſon plainly dictates the thing 
to be thus, for inflam'd Meninges, and much more ſwollen, great! 
{s the Brain,and ſtop the paſſages of the Spirits,which cauſes: 
Le y;whereas in a Phrenſy the Spirits are dilated above meaſure, 
the Pores of the Brain being all open'd though it may happen by 4 
long continuance of that Dileaſe,that the Blood being heaped toge- 
ther too much within the Veſſels of the Meninges, and there way 
£11 
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ting at length begets a Pb/egmon in them ; but then we ſuſpect for 
that cauſe ( by reaſon it trequently falls out ſo ) that the Phrenſy 
paſſes into a Carws or Lethargy, of which ſuch as have the Phrenſy 
often dye. 

Nor ao we leſs reject the inflammation of the Diaphragm, which 
Galen,with others, have aflign'd for the cauſe. of the Parapbrenits 3 
Anatomical Obſervations plainly make out the contrary. Some time 
fince, opening the Body of a Girl dying of a ſudden Leiprebymans 
we found in the fleſhy part of the Diaphragm, a great Abſce(: with 
a Bag, full of a gore and little Bladders of Water, yet ſhe was nc 
yer wont to be troubled with a De/srium or Phbren/y, Aud hereto. 
fore,when we diflected the Body of a Renowned Perſon of the Uni. 
rerfity, who dyed of a baftard and long continned Pl-urify, it ma» 
nifeſtly appear'd that a great Abſceſs in the P/c:4 aud 19.457 co al 
M-:ſcles,being ſuppurated and broken inward!y la! pour'd 2 'nizhty 
quantity of Pw into the cavity of the Thorax, which co 0ding the 
ſubjacent Diaphragm,had made a mighty hole in it ; an ve. his Per- 
ſon in all his Sickne's had neither the Phrenſy, nor was 4 1/1OUs 3 
wherefore I judge that this Aﬀ-& is ſcarce ever pruduced by fuch a 
Cauſe : But that Opinion ſeems to have riſen thence,that oftentimes 
in a true Phrenly, together with a continual Raving, the motion of 
the Diaphragm is wont to be hindred or perverted ; as may be ga= 
thered from the uneven and difficul: Reſpiration, viz. ſometimes be- 
ing painful and ſuſpended,as it were, ſometimes thick and (wiftly re- 
peated with an Inſpiration, ſometimes doubled,which kind of Sym- 
ptoms,and withal the alienation of the Mind are faid to proceed from 
the Seprum being inflamed, and therefore convuls'd : Wherefore the 
Ancients call'd the diaphragm Phbrenas:tho theyneed not have done it, 
if they had confadered that all the action of the Diaphragm depends 
on the efflux of the animal Spirits from theCerebellum,and therefore, 
if when the Phrenetick Matter invades the Brain, fome part of it 
withal ruſhes into the Cerebellum,behdes the caving, the motion alſo 
of the Sepeum,though in it ſelf being without fault, will be altered. 

Therefore the formal nature of the Phren/y ſeems to conſift in this, 
that the animal Spirits being very much ircitated,chiefly in the whole 
Brain,are driven into diſorderly,very confuled.and witha! impetuous 
Motions ; (o that the acts of every animal Function are depraved,and 
variouſly perverted : The Ideas of things are confounded, &c. More- 
over the Spirits, not only in the Brain, but likewiſe in the Cerebellum, 

and every where in the genw Nerveſum,being ſtruck as it were,with 
a Rage, fall in a Tumult z wherefore ſuch as have the Phrenſy do not 
only ſpeak ravingly, but breath unevenly, cry out, beat their Filts, 
throw their Hands and Feet, and exert all their Members with a 
mighty ſtrength and force;that really the whole Soul ſeems furiouſly 


to fret and rage in the whole Body,or rather being ſct on Fire, as it 
were, 
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were,to be all in a Flame : And indeed the Phrenſy cannot be nioy 
aptly defin'd, than that st # 4 Phlopofis or snflammation of the whil 
ſenſtive Soul, or of the animal Spirits m their whole Hypoſtaſis: Thi 
burning Flame always beginning from the Spirits refiding in the 
Brain, and thence paſſing into the other parts of the ſenſitive Soul 
ſeems to receive both the Matter which fiſt kindles it, and the 
conſtant ſupply of Fucl for it from the Blood, firft burning with; 
feveriſh Blaſt ; for its probable that the Blood, feveriſhly burning 
brings into the Brain ſometimes ſulphureous Particles togethe 
with the ſpiritous; which being half kindled, and in a manner on 
light fire, if they have penetrated together with the others,thenct 


preſently entring all the medullary and nervous DuCtus's, every} 


where cleave to the Spirits, and render them, being (o inflamed, 
mightily exorbitant and implacable. Certainly it is more likely 
that the Phrenſy is cauſed after this manner by the inflammation 
of the Spirits, than by that of the Meninges of the Brain, which 
( as I have found by frequent DifleCtions ) will more certainly bring 
the Head-ach or Lethargy, than a Fury. 

As to the ProcatarCtick Cauſes of the Phrenſy, we ſhall find then 

partly in the Blood,and partly in the Brain,and in what refides init. 

The previous diſpoſition of theBlood diſpoſing to a Phrenſy,ſome- 

times is fimple,and ſometimes two-fold : The former ts its hot and 
ſharp or bilous Conſtitution,to wit,that it contains a great many ſub 
phureous Particles in it ſelf, which being kindled more than they 
ought ina Fever,are apt to inflame the Blood more,and to infinuate 
their burning Flame into the Brain: This Diſpofition,when it is pow- 
erful and mightily actuated, often produces that Diſeaſe by it ſelf; 
but for the molt part there is another diſpoſition of the Blood, which 
aids the former,, and renders it more efficacious, to wit,that befides 
ilulphureous and inflamable Particles, there are others ſharp and pe- 
netrative,which enter the Pores and open them, and ſo more readi- 
ly introduce the others : Saline Corpulcles joyncd with ſulphureons 
in ſome ſort effect this; hence colerick and melancholy Perſons that 
are ina Fever, are more inclin'd to Phrenfies : But much rather he- 
terogeneous Particles, when they are in the Blood,being ttirr'd by 
a Fever, open the entries of the Brain, and let in all ſuch Particles 
as are inflamable : Wherefore the Phrenſy frequently happens upon 
the ſmall Pox, and malignant and peſtilential Fevers. 

The other Preparation for a Phrenſy,belonging to the Brain,con- 
filts partly in the temper and conformation of it, and partly in the 
diſpoſition of the Spirits refading in it : As to the former, thoſe that 
have a hot and dry Brain are found more prone to a Phrenſy;not that 
that Conſtitution is more obnoxious to an inflammation, or Phleg- 
mon, (fer it is leſs apt to this) but becauſe in ſuch a Brain, otherwiſe 


than in a hot and moift, or a cold and dry, the Pores and Paſfages 
are 
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are more open, and gaping too much, afford a paſſage to the in- 
centive matter miniſtred by the Fever : Which likewiſe will much 
more eadily be admitted, if the Spirits being very apt to be put to 
flight, and pathetick, on any light occafion are prone to the pafli- 
ons of Sadneſs, Fear, Anger, or Hatred; fo that they leſs withſtand 
the incurſions of the extraneous matter, and more reavily take 
fire themſelves. | 

The evident cauſes of the Frenſy are either remote, v124.whatfoever 
things are wont to raiſe the tebrile Diſtemper ; as Surferting, Drun- 
kennels, a violent preturbation of the Body or Mind, folemn evacua- 
tions fuppreſt, with many others; or immediate, as a Fever, and 
its little appendixes and adjuncts ; 27, if it be peſtilent, malignant, 
or ill diſpoſed ; if it arifes by (urfeiting with Meats or Drinks which 
are very diſagreeing z or if it tollows upon violent pattions of Love, 
Hatred, Envy, Indiguation, or Sadneſs, or immoderate Studies : For 
theſe kinds of occafions render. the Blood and Spirits teveriſhly 
boyling, very much inclin'd to the affect of the Frendy. 

This Diſeaſe, according to'the temperament of the Difeaſed, is 
faid to be Sanguine, Bilous, Phlegmatick, or Melancholy ; and this 
not improperly, tor the animal Spirits, according to their various 
Diſpoſitions, are wont to rage after a different manner in this 
Diſeaſe. 

Fhe Prognoſtic in this Diſtemper is always dubious, and to be 
made with the ſuſpicion of an ill event : For the Frenſy is a moſt 
acute and dangerous Diſeaſe of it (elf; Moreover, if it-happens 
upon a peſtilent, malignant, or il! diſpoſed Fever, we may expect 
none but a fatal event. 

If a Frenſy happens to a ſound Body, well in Fleſh, a Sanguine 
temperament, and in Youth ; there is a greater hope of doing well, 
= if the Diſeaſed be elderly, lean, bilous, and ſubject to violent 
pafſtions, | 

If a Frenſy frequently remitting, has lucid intervals, it is better 
than if the fury be without diſcontinuarion : But if the Diſeaſed ſeem- 
ng ſometimes to be better, after moderate ſleep always awake tran= 
tick, it is a fign that the Diſeaſe will be obſtinate, and conſequent- 
ly dangerous; v:2. inaſmuch as a new ſtore of incentive matter is 
often miniftred to the Brain, which we have ſhewn elſewherc to be 
done much more plentifully during flecp, than whilſt waking. 

The Frenfſy is either terminated in a ſhort time with a Fever, by 
a Recovery, or Dcath ; or being long protracted, and remaining 
iter the Fever, it iscither cur'd at long run, or pafles into other 
diſeaſes, Viz. A Letharsy, or Mania, or Melancholy. 

If a Fever having a laudable crs/is, by a plentiful ſweating or- ma- 
ting water be throughly (olv'd,the Frenfy alſo for the moſt part will 
Wholly ceaſe; but if the Fever being not determined, {till ſends the 
Ooo Mor- 
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Morbifick matter into the Brain ; ſo that befides the animal Fyy 
Ctions being deprav'd, the vital begin to fail ( which will plainh 
appear from the Pulic and Reſpiration altered for the worſe ) if th 
Urine be pale, if frequent droppings of Blood from the Noſe, # 
Vomitings and Convulfions happen, the Phyfician may conclug 
that Death is at hand. 

Sometimes a Fever, thongh it be not determined at once af 
perfectly, yet afterward paſſing off by degrees and leiſurely, leave 
the Frenſy or Raving behind ; which if by its long ftay it hasng 
defac'd the former tracts of the Spirits in the Brain, afterwardi 
either ceaſes by degrees of its own accord, or is cur'd by the he 
of Medicines. 

But if by reaſon of the Frenſy being long protracted, the 
ges, or Cortex of the Brain are at length poſſeſt with a Phlegr 
nouns tumour, or a ſerous glut of Filth hapning from the Blood & 
Serum, there heaped together and ſtagnating, the Lethargy,ortk 
fleepy affects enſue 3 whoſe Cure is often difficult, or none at 
But if after a long _ either the animal Spirits ( though ther 
burning ceaſes) contract a vicious diſpofition, or if the Pores 
Paſſages of the Brain are perverted, often a perpetual raving ( 
former Diſcaſe paſſing into a Mania, or Me/ancholy, or Fatuit 
enſues : Wherefore it is vulgarly ſaid of Franticks, not ſoon curl 
that the Brain » cracks ; (o that afterward they always are M 
or become Delirovs. 

In the Cure of the Frenſy, we muſt have regard both to the Fe 
and to the Fury © The feveriſh burning,or immoderate efferveſc: 
of the Blood, which for the moft part is the antecedent cauſe of 
other affect, ought in the firſt place tp be reſtrained and appe 
and withal, the animal Spirits ought to be pacified and freed 
any violent excandeſcence. If a Frenſy happens about the be 
ning, or middle of a Fever, in a manner, the ſame Remedies andF 
thod of curing, conduce for both ends: But if that affect hap 
upon this, whilft it is in its greateſt force or height, the waj! 
curing often are contrary to each other; and there isneedofg 
caution, left while we give help to one Diſeaſe, we increaſetl 
ther ; in this caſe the vital indication, concerning the preſers 
of the ftrength, has the furft place ; and let not Blooding orl 
ing be uſed raſhly, and in a large meaſure. 

In the former caſe, when the Fever and Frenſy are almoſt of 
ſame ſtanding, let Phlebotomy, which is ſeldom or never to be 
ted, preſently be us'd ; and if the ſtrength bears it, let it be ic 
times repeated, for nothing depreſſes and diminiſhes the im 
rate flame of the Blood as much as this Remedy, and nothing! 
removes or withdraws its burning flame from the animal & 

my : Wherefore, if the caſe requires it, let a Vein be opened 
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Fay} times in the Arm or Hand, ſometimes in the Leg or Foot, ſome- 
' times in the Neck or Forehead ; ſometimes haply it may be expe- 
f the dient to open the Artery of the Temples; and ſometimes alſo to 
e,jh draw Blood from other places by Leeches, or Cupping-glaſſes, for 
uk} this is the chiefeft relief : And according to Galen, this being the 
firſt, and greateſt of all Remedies, is wont to ſatisfie a great many 
e anlÞ indications in the Frenſy. 
eame Moreover, to prevent the violent recourſe of the febrile watter 
snf from the Viſcera to the Head, C/yſters will be of chief uſe ; with 
adj} which, if need be, let the Belly always be kept ſoluble: Vamits and 
e he} Purges, unleſs only ſuch as are lenitive, have ſeldom place here: 
Let Cataplaſms of Rue, Cammomnul, Vervain, Briony Roots, Red Poppy- 
flowers, with Soap be applied all over the Feet : Or, in their place, let 
FT Pidgeon: flit in two be applied whilſt they are warm. Mean while 
od of Fuleps, Apozemes, Powders, Confettions ; by which both the boylings 
orthh} of the Blood, and the excandeſcence of the Spirits are appeaſed, 
at ought to be preſcribed according to occafion.

I have 0: Merv'd that 
theſe kinds of Hypnoticks have cauſed a great opp:eTon in the 
Ventricle, and that then preſently its inflation, and a little after- 
ward diftraCtions and diforderings of the Spirits in the Brain, nay, 
in the whole Body followed : So that not only a fruſtration bf 
{leep; but a mighty reſtleſneſs was caus'd, '--++. 

Let 'a doſe of lrgind, Laudannm, prepared with Sale of Tartar, 
#he Fuice of Quances, -be given im a convenient Liquor. 

Ep1themes allo, which provoke Sleep, are often applied to the 
Temples, Forehead, and Sincipur, with fueceſs; Of which kind are 
Oxyrrhodinm, an Embrecation of Water or Milk, linsments of the Oy 
of Nutmegs by exvreſſion, and unguentum populneum ; to which ſame-

In the mean while a very great regard ought to be hatl of the 
Strength, for this being too much broken, all hope of Cure 1s loſt; 
Now the Strength is wont to be toon conſumed, by reaſon of great 
Watchings, perpetual agitations of the Body and Mind, a thin Diet, 


and Blooding, ſometimes, it being often needtul. Wherefore ve. 


muft take a great care, left whilſt we go about to eradicate the = 
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eafe by Purging, and frequent Bleeding, we on a ſudden weaken the 
Vital fun&ron; if this begins to waver, neglecting the Prenſy, and 
allowing a more nouriſhable Food, we muſt chiefly uſe Cardzacks.

Take Waters of the Flowers of Nymphea, red Roſes, and of the 
Leaves of Medow-ſweet , of each three Ounces, Syrup of Coral ewoOun- 
ces, Aqua Cordialys Saxonie a Dram, mix them. 

Tike Conſerve of the Flowersof Nymphea, of Violets of each-an Ounce, 
Letrsce:Stems condited biuif an Ounce, Powder of red Coral ground ina 
Matble with the Fuice of Oranges, and dried, two Drams, Species Di- 
amargarits frigids a Dram, white Poppy-ſeeds a Dram and a half, with 
a-ſuffcrent quantity of Syrup of the Furce of Wood-ſorrel, make tn Ble- 
fury, let the quantity of a Nutmeg be taken often in a day. 

In the Frenly not only the Belly, but likewile the Bladder, when 
unmindful of its Office, ought frequently to be moved or irritated to 
it. Wherefore the Diſeaſed are to be admoniſh'd, and a Chamber-pot 
being preſented, to be entreated to make Water ; which if they do 
not obey, Let the Region of the Share be fomented with a Decottion of 
Pelktory of the Wall, Elder Flowers, the Seeds of Parſly and wild Car- 
rors ith a Spunge, and after the Fomentation let it be ahvinted with 
Oyl of Scorprons and Unguentum Dialthea: In a long Suppreſſion of 
Urine you muſt put a wax Candle into the Urethra. 

So many and {o various Caſes and Stories of Perſons tronbled 
with the Frenſy, are written by Hippocrates in {ib. Epidem : That it 
may ſeem to little purpoſe to add others here: Efpecially becauſe 
it wontd be a thing 'of an immenſe Labor and Tediouſneſs, to relate 
the various Conditions and Geltures of Franticks:: Mean while, as 
to the event of the Diſeaſe,. no great diverſity occurs. For, for 
the moſt part either, the Fever being determined, the Frenſy ceaſes 
by degreesz or that having no Crifis or an ill one, either death or 
a long raving enſues: Nevertheleſs fur the Iiluftration of our Hy- 
potheſis concerning the Inflamation of the Spirits, I ſhall here ſet 
before you one rare inſtance. 

Some time fance, I was call'd to cure a robuſt Maid ſervant, who 
b:ing in a Fever, attd very much diſtracted, was continually kept 
bound in her Bed-: To this Perſon I ordered Blood to be drawn 19 
pkntiful manner, and afterward the Blooding to be repeated - -_ 
;elly 
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Belly to be frequently looſned by a Clyſter, and all other Admini. 
ftrations uſual in this caſe to be performed in order ; mean while, 
I gave her Emulfions, Fuleps, Hypnoticks : But theſe doing little or ng 
good, ſhe continued ſtill for ſeven or cight days without fleep, and 
extreamly raving, howling, and crying out continually for cold 
Drink : Wherefore it being allowed her to drink her fill of col 
Water, ſhe became not at all the more appeaſed or leſs dry ; Thers 
fore (it being Summer ) Iordered, that in the midft of the night, 
being taken up by Women and led forth, ſhe ſhould be put intox 
Boat, then her Cloaths being taken off ; and the Cords with which 
ſhe was bound being untied, ſhe ſhould be dipt in the deepeſt part 
of the River, only a Cord being bound about her middle to keep 
her from drowning : But there was no need of that ſupport ; for 
ſhe ſwam of her own accord, almoft as well as a Man that had wel 
learned. After the third or fourth part of an hour, ſhe was taken 
out of the Water ſound and ſober; then being put to Bed ſhe ſlept, 
_ and ſweated freely, and afterward grew well without any other Re- 
medy. This Cure hapned ſo ſuddenly and ſucceſsfull, in as muck a 
the exceſſes, both of the vital and animal flame being increaſed to 
a vaſt height together, were taken away by the proper Remedy of 
an intenſe Fire, viz. a HumeCtation and Infrigidation.

CHAP. X. 


Inſtruttions aud Preſcripts for the curing the 
Melancholy. 


A® the Frenſy ariſes from the burning of the animal Spirits, or 
from the inflamation of their Subſtance ; fo other affects of 
raving proceed from their Subftance being altered after other mat- 
ners, and its being changed from its genuine diſpoſition ; viz. ph 
rituo-ſaline, into an acctous or ſharp nature, reſembling aqus 

or into a flatneſs or deadne(s; which therefore are. either Me 
cboly, or a Manta or Madneſs, or a Moroſis or Fatuity : Of which we 
ſhall now ſpeak in order, and in the firft place of Melancholy. 
 Melancholyis commonly defined, a Reving without a Fever or Fu), 
zon'd with fear and ſadneſs; whence it follows to be a complicated 
affect of the Brain and Heart ; for, that melancholick Perſon ra 
it proceeds from the fault of the Brain, and the diſorder of the ant 
mal Spirits reſiding in it ; but that they are ſad and timorow, this 
is attributed to the paſſion of the Heart. 


There are various and ſundry kinds of the Imaginations being de- 
prayed 
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praved in Melancholy, concerning which you may obſerve in ge- 
neral, that the a ed either rave concerning all things, or at 
leaftwiſe concerning moft, ſo that they paſs a right judgment in a 
manner concerning no ſubject ; or they imagine amiſs, only in one 
or two particular caſes; but of moſt others, from notions not al- 
together abſurd. Firft , we ſhall enquire concerning this affect, 
as it is more Univerſal, how the Imagination is prevaricated con= 
cerning moſt things, to wit, for what Cauſes, and with what dif- 
ference of Symptoms this is wont to be done; afterward we ſhall 
ſpeak of the particular Raving. 

Though the delirous atf-& of univerſal Melancholy contains mani- 
fold Symptotms, yet they conſiſt chiefly in theſe three things ; firſt, 
that the affected are almoſt continually occupied in thinking, fo 
that their Fancy is ſcarce ever idle,and at.reft. Secondly,in thinking 
they comprehend fewer things in their mind than they were wont 
before, ſo that they often roul in their mind the ſame Objects day 
and night, being nothing ſollicitous of other things, which ſomes» 
times are of far greater moment. Thirdly, the Ideas of Objects or 
Conceptions appear often deform'd, and like a frightful Appariti- 
ons as it were, and they are always repreſented in a greater Species, 
ſo that every ſmall thing ſeems to them great and moft difficult, 
and by reaſon of this horrid and unuſual appearance, the Image 
once conceived is not eafily, nor ſoon let go. 

The Indiſpofition of the animal Spirits in this affc, is wont com- 
monly to be deſcribed after this manner, to wit, that whereas they 
ought to be tranſparent, ſubtle and bright ; in Melancholy they be- 
come obſcure, opake and darkiſh, ſo that they repreſent the Images 
of things covered, as it were-with a ſhadow or obſcurity. But Icon- 
ceive the ſtate of the animal Spirits in raving is moſt aptly explica- 
ted, according to the Analogy they bear with certain chymical 
Spirits, as it will appear from what follows. 

t. Liquors chymically diſtilled are of divers kinds, according as 
the ative Elements are combin'd in them after various manners 
the moſt excellent of theſe, by the conſent of all; is ſaid to be, in 


- which the Spirit united to theSalt, volatizes it, and is again acua- 


ted, and receives ſomewhat of a firmneſs from it : Of this nature 
are conceived to be the great Elixir and the Liquor Alkabeſt : And 
in truth, in ſome ſort are the Spirits of Blood, of Harts-horn, of Soot, 
and the like, they being very ſubtle, volatile and penetrating, and 
yet not inflamable, or apt to be ſoon diflipated. And indeed the 
animal Spirits enjoying a ſound and mect diſpoſition, ſeem in ſome 
ſort to be as the ſpirituous Liquor, filed with a vo/atzle Salt, which 
is diftilled from the Blood : Unleſs it be that to this a mighty Acri- 
mony and Empyeuma are cauſed by the Fire, of which the Liquor 


Which is in the Brain and Nerves is wholly free. 
2, Other 
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2. Other chymical Liquors are too ſulphureous and b1rning, 
Spirit of Wine and Turpentine,which confilting of Spirit and Sulphyy 
combin'd together,are eaſily inflam'd and readily ſeparate from ot 
and take this way and that, as they find a Paſſage: Of which kigd 
of nature, the animal Spirits in ſome ſort participate in the Frenſy, 

3: Some Liquors or Spirits are produc'd by chymiftry, in which 
the fixt Salt being raiſed to a flowing, has the Dominion : Of which 
kind are thoſe which are diſtilled from Vinegar, ponderous Woods, 
and certain Minerals by a gentle Fire 3 whoſe particles are very 
movable and reſtleſs, but of a ſhorter aQtivity, fo that the effluvig 
do not flow far from them; and if they are diftilled in Baineo, no- 
thing but an infipid Phlegm is rais'd into the Alembick: And ins 
deed we conjecture that the animal Spirits have ſuch a kind of a+ 
tows Nature, with the dominion of the fluid Salt in Melancholy afs 
fects, as we ſhall by and by ſhew more at large. 

4. Some Liquors ſpagyrically drawn, are fometimes extreamh 
ſharp, in which the wild Particles of a fluid Salt, and of an arſenic 
Sulphur combin'd together are exalted, as are the Stygian Y/aters di- 
Rill'd from Netre, Vieriol, Antimony, Arſenich; Verdigreaſe, and the 
like ; all which are of a wild, very penetrative and invincible Natuse, 
ſo that their effluvza are agitated with a perpetual motion,penetrate 
any thing, and diffuſe themſelves to a great widenefs : And thels 
Kinds of Liquors aptly enough reſemble the Diſpofition of the ani» 
mal Spirits acquir'd in a Mania, as we ſhall declare. beneath. 

» But at preſent, that we may deliver the formal Nature and Cauſe 
of Melancholy, we may opine, that the Liquor ditltilled from the 
Blood into the Brain ( which filling and irrigating all the Pores and 
Paſſages of the Brain, and its nervous appendix is both the Vehicle 
and Vixculum of the animal Spirits ) has degenerated from its mild, 
benign, and ſubtle Nature, into an acctous and corrofive Diſpok- 
tion, ſuch as that of the Liquors drawn from Vinegar, Box and 
Vierzolz and that the animal Spirits, which diſperfing their Rayes 
from the Meditulium of the Brain, both into its globous Subftauce 


and into the Syſtema Nervo/um, produce all the FunCtions of Senſe 


and Motion, both inward and outward, are diſpoſed in like man- 
ner, as the effluvza patling trom thole acetous chymical Liquors, 
Concerning which, we may obſerve theſe three things, 21x. Fult, 
that they are in perpetual Motion ; ſecondly, that they do not 
flow far ; thirdly, that they are not only carried by open Paſlages, 
but make new. porofities in neighboucing Bodies, and infmuate 
themſelves into them. From the Analogy of thele Conditions con- 
cerning the animal Spirits it happens, that Melancholy Perſons are 
always thoughtful, that they comprehend only a few things, that 
they form their Notions concerning them amits. [ Tou may find thi 
fuller explamed m Dr. Willis at large. } ; 
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$0 much of the primary Melancholly Aﬀect, viz. a Delirium rai+ 
ſed through the faults of theſSpirits refading in the Grain : Whoſe be- 
ginnings, though chiefly, and oftenin a manner,only proceed trom 
theacetous Diſpoſition of the Spirits;yct afterward the conformati- 
on of theBrain it ſelfis frequently taken in as a part of theCauſe.Vig; 
In as much as the Recrements of the melancholy Blood, continually 
ſent into it, renders its ſubſtance more groſs and opake, and the pri- 
mary TraQs or Paths of the animal Spirits being almoft defac'd, 
new oblique and devious Tracts are made, fo that though there be 
a ſupply of the better ſort of Spirits, they cannot eafily irradiate 
the Brain, or preſently recover their former Paſſages, FY 

Melancholy is not only an affect of the Brain,and Spirits reſiding 
init, but likewiſe of the Precord:a, and of the Blood there kindled; 
and thence ſent forth into the whole Body : And as it produces in 
the former a Delirium, ſo here a Fear and Sadneſs : But after what 
manner let us now fee. | h 
In Sadneſs, in the firſt place the flamy or vital part of the Soul is 
ſtraitned as to its circuit, and is reftrained within a leſs ſpace; and 
then conſequently the animal or lucid part of the Soul contracts its 
Sphere, and has leſs vigour : But in Fear, both are ſuddenly repreſt; 
and made to ftagger, as it were, and to contain themſelves within 
yery ſmall ſpaces: In both Aﬀects the Blood does not circulate and 
burn lively and with a full Flame, but being apt to be heap'd toges- 
ther and to ſtagnate about the Precordia, it cauſes there an op- 
prefſion, or faintingz and in the mean while the Head and Mem- 
bers, being deſtitute of its plentiful cflux, languiſh, 

Now that thoſe Paſſions become habitual ini melancholy Perſons; 
the cauſe is partly in the Blood,and partly in the animal aCtion of the 
Heatt : For the Blood, by reaſon of ſaline-Particles exalted, becomes 
leginflamable:Whence it is neither ſufficiently kindled in the Lungs, 
nor does it burn,within the DuCtus's of the Heart and Veſlcls,with a 
Flame ſufficiently clear and plentiful, but ſuch asis apt to be repreſt, 
and almoſt blown out by any puff of Wind:Hence in regard the vital 
Flame is ſo ſlender and languithing, that it ftaggers and trembles at 
all Motion,it is no wonder if a melancholy Perfon,the Soul.as it were, 
(ubfiding,and being half overwhelmed,js always ſad and timorous. By 
reaſon of this ſaline diſcraſy of the Blood,melancholy Perſons are ſel- 
dom troubled with a Fever, but being ſeized with it, they are more 
dangerouſly ill by reaſon of the irregular burning of the Blood, 

Nor does it happenleſs through the fault of the Heart,that melan- 
cholly Perſons by reaſon of the courſe of the Blood being retarded,or 
often drawn back, become (ad and timorous: For ftince that Mulcle is 
not aQtuated but by the influence of weak and irregular Spirits, it is 
not able to perform its ContraCtions with Strength and Conftancy e- 


Wgh, whereby the Blood may be driven forward throughout the 
PpPp whole 
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whole Body without ſtop,or flying back. Therefore the Blood and 
animal Spirits mutually affect each other with a reciprocal imury, 
and bring dammages on each other: The melancholy Blood, that 
is, confilting of ſaline Particles exalted, together with fuch as are 
ſulphureous, engenders animal Spirits of an acetous Nature, as we 
have ſhewn: And thele Spirits pertorming the vital Functions a- 
miſs, cauſe fuch a dyſcraty of the Blood to be encreas'd. 

So far of Melancholy in general, vx. of its Efſence,conjunct Can- 
ſes, and ciiet Symptoms : Betore we proceed tothe kinds and dif- 
ferences. of this Diſcaſe, we ought to explicate from what Cauſes 
both procatarCtick, and evident, it is wont to ariſe and be fomen- 
ted: And firft, whence both parts of the Soul, viz. both animal 
and vital, acquire their morbid Diipofitions. 

Of theſe we have iewn the former to be acetous, reſembling Spi- 
rit of Vitriol, or of Vinegar, and the other to be Saline-Sulpbureom, 
or Atribilarious z moreover, and that as they both foment each o- 
ther, ſo that they' firſt engender each other : For ſometimes Me- 
lancholy beginning trom the animal Spirits, being troubled and put 
in a certain confufion, and perfifting ſome time, brings a melan- 
choly Habit to the Blood ; ſometimes alſo the Blood, contracting 
Grit that diſcraly, perverts the Nature of the Spirits. 

That Melancholy eftentimes begins from the an:ma! economy, its 
eaſily ſeen in exceſſive Love, extream Sadneſs, pannickh Terrors,Emy, 
Carw,ar:d tmmoderate Studies; for on thele occafions the animal Spi- 
rits,being driven out of the wonted Paths of their Expanfions, and 
perſiſting in their error through the affiduity of their Paſſion, at 
length fall into devious Trafts, which afterward keeping to, they 
are with difficulty reduced into the ancient and right again. More- 
over, ſince thereupon the Motion and Vigor of the Heart are dimi- 
niſh'd, therefore the Blood falls from its due Crafts and Pneumatefi, 
and thereby being rendred more fixt and Salzno-ſelphureous, fur- 
niſhes only animal Spirits degenerated to a ſourneſs; and fo the 
Blood being depraved 4 peſterzors, gives a Fuel to the melancholy 
Diſpoſition begun by the Spirits. 

Nor does it happen lefs frequently that the Seeds of Melancholy 
f1:{t laid in the Blood, give at length that taint to the Spirits : For this 
reaſon ſome hereditarily become obnoxious to that Diſeaſe. More- 
over,a diforderlyDiet,the intermiffton of an exerciſe long us'd,folemn 
E-acuations, as of the Menſes and Hoemorrhoids. alſo of the Seed,or 
ferons Ichor ſuddenly ſuppreſt, and many other occafions.eafily de- 
file the B ood, and render it melancholick,whoſe evil Diſpoſition will 
atterward of neceflity be communicated to the Spirits. 

As to what a great many Phyficians think, that Melancholy arifes 
from a melancholick Humor engendred fomcwhere primarily and 
per /e,and atlign particular Places for its Generation 5 v;z. the _ 
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Spleen, Womb, and the whole Habit of the Body, we donot eah!y 
grant all this : For beſides that no ſecret Stores ot ſuch a Humor Iy- 
ing any where,appear,unleſs haply in the Splcen,t is indeed the Blood 
it ſelf which fir{t conceives per ſe the melancholick Diſtemper, or 
any other, and afterward depoſes Recreimments of that Nature in 
proper EmunCtories or Receptacles : Nor wovld the yellow Coler 
be itor'd up in the Gall-Bladder,or the black, fo call'd,in the Spleen, 
unleſs the Maſs of Blood firft engendred tho!e Humors. If at any 
time theſe, or other recrementitious Humors, ſomewhere depogs'd, 
be receiv'd by the Maſs of Blood, they produce its ettcrveſcence, 
but not preſently, or eaſily its diftemperatuce. 

1. As to that therefore, that the O-igine of Melancholy is ſome. 
times aſcrib'd to the Head, and the diftemperature of the Brain is 
accus'd by ſome as too hot, and by others as cold : I think we 
ought rather to ſay that the Aﬀect ſometimes fir{t begins from the 
Brain, and from the Soul refiling in it. 

2.As for theOrigine of this AﬀeCt,being ſometimes drawn from the 
Womb,it muſt not be thought that the melancholy Humor is there 
firit engendred,but that the occaſion of Melancholy proceeds thence : 
cither becauſe by reaſon of the Menſes ſuppreit,the wholteBlood being 
defil'd and become degenerate,afterwards falls into a melancholy dit- 
craſy,or for that by reaſon of the S:zmuls of Venery reſtrained,with a 
great reluctation of the corporeal Soul, the animal Spirits being long 
contained and kept in, at length become fixt and melancholick. 

3. That Melancholy is ſometimes either primarily raiſed, or very 
much fomented by the Spleen being il! affected.and thereupon by a 
peculiar word called Hypocondriacal.it is both the common and our 
ownOpinionzbut theBlood being firlt in the fault,engendring in it ſelf 
+ filthy melancholyDregs at the beginning, depoſcs them in the Spleen, 
which afterward receiving again, being exalted into the Nature of an 
evil ferment, it is vitiated more in its Crafts by their defilement. 

4. As to that, that beſides another ſpecies of Melancholy, diftinc&t 
from the Hypocondriacal and the former,is ſaid to be engendred to- 
gether in the whole Body,it is nothing elſe than that the whole Maſs of 
Blood becoming degenerate from its right Nature, by reaſon of er- 
rors in the fax non-natural things, and on many other occahons, acs 
| quires a melancholick diſcraſy ( that is, where the Spirit b.ing des 
preſs'd, the ſulphureous Particles. together with the ſaline aad ſome 
alſo that are terrene are exalted ) this melancholy diſpolition of the 
Blood being very much allied ta that /«lpbnres ſaline Habit, which 
we have ſhewn to be often prevalent in a certain kind of Scurvyy. 

The Prognoſtick of Melancho!y, though, as to Life or Death, it 
be for the molt part ſafe; yet, in reference to the event, it is very 
uncertain : For ſome recover ſoon, others are not cur'd but after 
a long time, and others not at all.

This Aﬀecct, rais'd on a ſudden from ſome ſolemn evident Cauſe, 
as from a vehement Pafſion, is much ſafer than invading by degrees 
after a long Procatarxz : For if the evident Cauſe be preſently re. 
mov'd, that often ceaſes of its own accord, or is cur'd with little 
ado ; but in this, in regard both the Maſs of Blood, and the whole 
troop of animal Spirits have fallen from their due crafts, and often 
the conformation of the Brain, as to the tracts of the Spirit, is al- 
tered, a Cure does not happes but with great difficulty, and not 
but after a long time. 

Melancholy long protraCted,often paſſes into a Fatuity,and ſome- 
times alſo into a Mama, or Madneſs : Moreover,ſometimes it brings 
convulfive Aﬀects, or a Palſy, or Apoplexy, nay, ſometimesa vio- 
lent Death. 

There is little or no hope of a Cure, if the affected, being very 
ſtubborn and refraCtory, refuſe all Medicines, and any Method of 
management : Moreover, ſcarce any thing better may be expected 
from thoſe, who being ſick of Diſeales in a manner only imaginary, 
take any Remedies, and often require many, and of divers kinds, 
to be given them. 

The Cure of Melancholy, as it is always difficult and long, o it is 

wont to be very itricate and perplex'd;ſeeing that in reſpect of the 
cauſes ot every kind, evident, procatarttics and conjuntt ; alſo by rex 
ſon of the Symproms daily emerging, it ought to be diverſly takenin 
hand, and often to be varied: Nor muſt we only change the Re 
medies and Method of Cure, but variouſly intermix with them Ad- 
vices, Deceptions, Flatteries, Entreaties, and Puniſhments. 
| Bnt in the firſt place let the ev:dent cauſe of the Duſeaſe, if any 
notable one has preceded, be ſearch'd out; and if it may be, let 
it either be preſently remov'd, or let the removal of it be ſome wa) 
counterfeited: Moreover,let the violent Pafltons of the Mind thence 
rais'd, either be appeas'd, or be ſubdued by others that are oppo- 
fite. Whetefore in an exceffive Paflion of Love, Indignation and 
Hatred come in as a relief ; to Sadneſs, let baits of Pleaſures, Mu- 
fick, the defire of vain Glory, be oppos'd, or alſo a panick Ter- 
ror: In like manner you may proceed with other Paffions, either 
for curbing, or eluding them. 
' The Therapenutick Method fitted to the Cure of Me/ancholy,(u ogeſts 
many other Indications: Whereof the chief, and to which the relt 
may be beſt reduc'd, are thoſe three ſo vulgarly known, vg. the Cu 
ratory,which regards immediately the Diſeaſe,and its conjurt Canſe; 
the Preſervatery, which regards the procatarf:ch and evident Cauſes; 
and the Vaeal, which is occupied in preſerving the Strength. 

As to the firſt Þ:dscarzon, the phytical Intentions will be,ſo far to 
' raiſe,volatize and corroborate the animal Spirits, being become fixt, 
pr dcjieted alſo,and apt to aCt overthwartly, or go aftray, that at 
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terward being more freely expanded, they may irradiate the whole 
Brain With a full and ſtedfaſt beam of Light,for the acts of the Ima= 
gination, Judgment, and the other chief Faculties; and may fo vi- 
gorouſly aCtuate the Precordia, and make them yibrate ſo ftrongly, 
that the Blood being plentifully kindled, may thence ſpring for- 
ward without ſtop or reftagnation throughout the whole Body. 

Therefore, for the Cure of ebe Spores, let it be chiefly procur'd, 
that the Soul be withdrawn trom the troubleſome and forc'd Paſfh- 
on, v1F. from exceſſive Love, Feal ouſy, $S adne/. s, Commiſeration, Hatred, 
Fear, and the like, and be compos'd to a Cheerfulneſs and Delight : 
Let a merry or jocoſe Dyſconrſe, Singing, Muſick, Painting, Dancing, 
Hunting, Fiſhing, and Other pleafant Exerciſes be brought in ure : 
Tho to whom Delights,or Sports are not pleafing (for theſe are al- 
ways ungratefu! toſome melancholy Perſons) may be put upon ſome 
light Employsz mathematical or chymical Studies, ſometimes alſo 
travelling does great good;moreover it is often profitable to change 
the Places of their Habitation in their native Soyl. Thoſe,who mutt 
always ftay at home , ſhould be adviſed to look after their houſhold 
Aﬀairs.and govern their Families; to cultivate and order their Hou- 
ſes, Gardens, Orchards and Fields: For a Mind;employed in nece(- 
ſary Cares and Offices, more readily depoſes vain or mad Thoughts, 
and at length quits them : Let melancholy Perſons be ſeldom left 
alone; for if it any time they are permitted to follow and dwell long 
on their Phantaſms,and acreal Speculations,the Soul ſubfides within, 
and leaving the Body, and undergoing a certain Meramorphrſis, in- 
dues a new ſpecies, and often contragy to the ſtate of Man; where- 
fore the Aﬀected ought to be continually difturbed by the Diſcour- 
ſes of their Friends and Acquaintance, to wit, that the animal Spirits 
being call'd outward from their bye ways, be brought again into 
their former and uſual Tracts, But if the Diſeaſed, being ſeduc'd 
by fantaſtical Illufions, imagine and firmly believe certain prodi- 
gious things of themſelves; the Mind is to be withdrawn from thoſe 
things by artificial Inventions, of which manner of Cures there are 
many Caſes and Examples to be found in Books, and a prudent 
Phyſician may invent the like as occaſion requires. 

Thoa Melancholy new contracted is ſometimes cur'd by a mee 
ordering and management of the Mind and the animal Spirits, yet i 
along continued or inveterate Melancholy, where the Spirits he 
contracted an acetons Diſpoſition, and the Blood an atrabilarids 
Dyfcraty, and that the Conformation of the Brain,as to its Poregad 
Paſſages is injured,other Indications,called Preſervatory,are reqyed 
tor removing the procatarCtick Cauſes of the Diſeaſe. Conerang 
this thing,the phy ical Intentions muſt be in the firtt place t recuce 
the Blood to a better and genuine, to wit,a ſp#rituo-ſalone (4/17 3 and 


then to give a vigor to the Brain,agd,its Pores being'op4cd,to = 
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der it clear and diaphanous,and withal to ftrengthen the animal Spi- 
rits,and to ſtir them up to a vigorous Emanation : For which ends 1 
propoſe the following Method, which nevertheleſs ought to be va- 
ried according to the yarious Conſtitutions of the Diſeaſed. 
Blood-letting has place in a manner in every Melancholy,and ſome. 
times it is often to be repeated ; for the adult and eff#te Blood being 
withdrawn at times, a new and more ſpirituous Blood ſprings upin 
its place. Concerning the Quality, Place, and Ways of admini- 
ftring this Remedy, Authors are of various Opinions; but the Mo» 
tion and Aﬀects of the Blood being duly weighed, it may ſuffice 
firſt to draw an indifferent quantity of it from the Arm, and after» 
ward, if need be, a leſs, either from thence, or from the Veſſels of 
the Fundament by Leeches : How the opening of the Sa/vateBB Vein 
ſhould give ſo notable a relief, as is (aid, I confeſs is unknown to 
me : If melancholy Perſons are ftrongly perſwaded that blooding 
there,will cure them before any where elle, haply it may do them 
good :; A frequent opening of the Hemorrboid Veſſels, induces Na+ 
ture afterward to endeavour that Evacuation, which ſpontaneouſly 
hapning / as Hippocrates tells us) often cures this Dilcaſe. 
Purging ought to be uſed from the beginning,and to be repeated 
by intervals,in regard it withdraws the fewel of the Diſeaſe from the 
firtt Paſſages, and removes the impediments of other Remedies: As 
to what ſome judge, that for the ſpeedy irradicating of the Diſeaſe, 
we mult chicfly nſe Helebore, or the Spurges, and quote Hippocrates, 
their Author, thoſe things, if the ſucceſs be look'd upon, are not 
found ſo generally to agree ;z but that they often very much injure 
the Diſeaſed : For ftrong Purgers donot take away the cauſe of the 
Diſeaſe, to wit, the dyſcraſy of the Blood, but rather encreaſe it : 
Moreover, they farther weaken and proftrate the animal Spirits be- 
fore dejected. Hellebore is ſo frequently preſcribed by Hippocrates, 
becauſe ſcarce any other Catharticks were then: known, at leaſtwiſe 
they were not in common uſe; but now it is far better to draw 
gently from the receptacles of Humors by ſuch as are mild and 
without roughneſs, and to cleanſe the Viſcera and firſt Paſſages 
without troubling much the Blood and Spirits. 
FVomatories ( as in moſt cephalick Diſeaſes free from a Fever) are 
#ont to give relief after a peculiar manner in any ſorts of Diſtratts- 
4:3 the reaſon of this partly confifts herein, that the viſcous load 
© the Ventricle, which {as we have ſhewn elſewhere) greatly op- 
Efles the Mind, being cleans'd forth, the Spirits thereupon being 
Nre free, expand themſelves more vigorouſly and cheerfully. 
Mrover, in as much as Vomiting. compreſſes and evacuates the 
neghouring receptacles of the Humors, to wit, the Gall-bladder, 
the Diu, of the Pancreas, and the Glands of the Meſentery, it 
keeps Wits, Contents from being conveyed to the Head.

Catharticks muſt not be uſed without intermifſton, nor too fre- 
quently, but let it ſuffice to give them within fix or ſeven Days, and 
at other times, let the Belly, if 1t be bound, be looſened by Clyſters: 
As to what regards other Medicines which do not evacuate, though 
the Ancients plac'd the leaſt, we put the greateſt ſtreſs of the Cure 
in them; for they (with whom alſy many Moderns accord) conclu- 
ded,that there was nothing more to be done for curing Melancholy, 
than to purge forth the atrabilarious Humor : Wherefore making 
Purging the thing of chiefeſt moment,they ordered the reft of Phar- 
mmacy,called by them, Preparatory,only tor the ſake of this; directing 
thus their Iitentions, that as ſoon as the Humor was brought to a 
fit confiftency by altering Medicines, and the ways made open & 
nough forits excretion,then to carry it torth by Catharticks : Which 
kind of hypotheſis (cems not to agree with Reaſon or Phyſical Expe- 
rience, to wit, in as much as melancholy Perlons, after a frequent 
purging, how methodically ſoever ordered, receive rather an injury 
than a relief. Therefore we, placing the canſe of this Diſeaſe in 
the dyſcrafies of the Blood and Spirits, and in the weakneſs or ill 
conformation of the Brain or Viſcera, put Alteratives, and Corrobe* 
ratives in the firſt rank of Medicines, and ſometimes interlace C# 
thartieks only for the ſake of thele. Purging therefore being pre- 
ſcribed for the due removal of Impediments, and at due intervals 
of time; as to the reit you may proceed after this manner.

Iron-Spaw-waters are wont to contribute egregiouſly to the Cure 
of Melancholy Perſons; vi. in as much as being plentifully drank, 
they waſh away the ſalino-ſulphureous tinEture of the Blood , and 
iftroy its evil ferments. Moreover, they cleanſe the filth of the 
Viſcera, open Obſtructions, and which is of mighty benefit ; by 
their aftriction they both ftrengthen the weak or over-lax Viſera, 
and cloſe the mouths of the Veltlels gaping into the Brain, that a 
pallage may not lye open into it for the extraneous matter, toge= 
ther with the Nervous Juice.: And in this reſpect, to wit, by cor- 
roborating the Viſcera, and clofing the paſſages into the Brain, V5- 
triolick Preparations of Iron are wont to be giveti with good affect 
in Melancholy, and alſo in the Vertigo.

great good to ſome. 

Becauſe Melancholy perfons Sleep with difficulty, and after long 
frequent Watchings are" worſe; therefore let Anodynes, and fome- 
times gentle Hypnoticks be preſcrib'd to be taken late at night, whe 
there is need, For this purpoſe, a Decoftion of Cowſlip-floiert # 
of the Leaves of Lettices, or aitill d Water of the red Poppy, or Syri 
of the ſame: Moreover, Emulſions of the Seeds of the white Pty), 
Syrupus de Meconto, and other things that are mild, and ſoothing 
the Spirits, are proper. 

There being an infinite number of Melancholick perſons, as vl 
as of Fools, I ſhall illuſtrate our Hypotheſis only with emo Example 
in one of which the Diſeaſe began from the ſenſitive part of the 
Soul, or from the animal Spirits 3 and in the other form its vital 
part, to wit, from the Blood. 

Some time ſince a renowned Man, about Forty Years of Age, df 
florid countenance, chearfvl, and quick at all buſineſs, being a 


flicted in Mind, and very much dejected by reaſon of ſome misfor 
tunes, 
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tunes, became thenceforward very Sad and Melancholy, with a dead 
and fallen Aſpe& : When firft I went to ſee him, he complained of 
much trouble and diſtraction of his Thoughts, which were fo 
great, that his Fancy being occupied day and night without in- 
termiffion, he liv'd wholly without ſleep : And, nevertheleſs this 
Perſon minded not at all the concerns of the Publick, nor of his 
own Family, nor was he greatly ſollicitous concerning the welfare 
of his Soul, or the health of his Body ; but rather was continually 
perplext about petty things, and almoſt of no moment : He was 
ſo fearful of all things, that he fancied ſome Harm, or Death would 

preſently happen to him upon any little accident. In fine, he al- 
ways liv'd ſo (ad, as though he endeavour'd to exceed Heraclitus in 
Mourning, Moreover, he was troubled with fo great a traitneſs and 

conſtriction of his Heart, that it ſeem'd to him as though the whole 

Precordia were moſt cloſely ftrain'd together, as a fift contracted ; 

and he thought that he always carried a vaſt and very oppreflive 

burthen there, which forc'd him always to go forward, and Rtooping 
towards the Earth. Whilft-he was diſcourfing with his Friends, that 

conſtriction and oppreflton of the Precordia was wont ſomewhat to 

remit ; but then upon any unuſual object ftriking him with a ter- 

rour, it returned with more violence : Nor was he only troubled 

with a certain conftriction in the Precord:a, but in the whole Body 

befides, and a certain weight, as it were, ſeemed to lye one the 

Region of his Loyns, alſo on his Shoulders and Arms. 

As to the Cure of this Perſon, after various Medicines us'd with- 
out any great ſucceſs, at length perſwaded him, becauſe it was Sum- 
mer, to drink our artrficial Spaw-water for fix weeks : Therefore in 
the firſt place, :» four Pounds of Fountain-water, 1 infus'd for a night, 
of our Steel prepar'd balf a Dram, and afterward as much in eight 
Pounds of Water. The Diſcaſed every morning drank the clear Li- 
quor, and within four or five hours diſcharged the greater part of 
it by Urine, He took, moreover, going to Bed, and early in the 
morning, #4 doſe of an appropriate Elettuary, fuch as above deſcrib'd, 
with a Cepbalick Julep; Within two months he was much better, 
and afterward came to himſelf by degrees. 

Whilſt I was writing theſe things, a young Man of Qyality, lately 
returned from travelling beyond the Seas, and being become fickly, 
committed himſelf to our care: This Perſon, being formerly of a ſans 
guine and chearful temperament;of a gay behaviour,alſo of an acute 


 Vitanda clear diſpoſition ; as he travelled through Foreign Coun» 


tries,and being in a certain Summer in Spain, he felt in himſelf a great 
alteration from the intenſe heats of that place : For firſt, he became 
obnoxious to frequent Efferveſcencies of the Blood, with ſudden 
fluſhings of heat in the palms of his Hands and the ſoles of his Feet, 
4nd to prickings often wont to ariſe in his whole Body, and pre» 
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ſently to go away again. Afterward, finding himſelf worſe as tg 
his Appetite and Sleep, and likewiſe growing dull and ſomewhy 
ſad, he began to affeCt leſs, and ſometimes to ſhun any buſineſs or 
-delights, nay, and converſation with his Friends. At length thi 
indiſpoſition daily growing worſe, without any manifeſt cane, or 
real trouble of mind, he became M-lanchoizck ; ſo that always be 
ing thoughtful, fearful, and ſad, he took delight in nothing : For 
Studies, Exerciſes, Travelling, Converſation with learned Men, and 
all other things which before he delighted in, were then wont to 
be a trouble or a terrour to him : Being affected after this manner 
for two years, he was ſo much changed frum himſelf, as though 
he were another Man. In order to a Cure he conſulted the moſt 
Skilful Phy ficians of Spain, France, Holland, and of late in England, 
and tryed various Methods of Curing, though ſcarce with any be- 
nefit. To wit, that Melancholy Diſcraſy of the Blood, firft con- 
tracted by the diſtemper of the Air, continuing ſtill ; cauſed Spi- 
rits of an acetous nature, as it were, to be ſupplied to the animal 
economy. In the firſt place I thought good to commend to this 
Perſon, the following Remedies,

"Ta him feed only on Food of a good Juice, and of an eafhe Con- 
cotion, let him drink ſmall Ale, with the Leaves of Harts-tongue 
infuſed in it, he may fip a little now and then of Mine with Water 
in it, or of Cyder. Let him lead his Life continually occupied ſome- 
times in cafic Employs, ſometimes in moderate Exerciſes, or Re» 
creations of various kinds. 

So far of univerſal Melancholy, in which the Diſeaſed are in a man- 
ner indifferently aff.&ted by any Object, ſo that in every place, by 
any Accidents and CircumfſAnce they are continually perplext with 
a multitude of Thoughts, with a Raving, Fear and Sadneſs. 

A Melancholy is ſaid to be Special, when the Diſeaſed have regard 
to ſome peculiar thing, or to ſome certain kind of things: Of which 
they in a manner always think, and by reaſon of all the Powers of 
the Soul being continually ſpent in this one thing, they live always 
penfive and ſad : Moreover, they have abfurd and incongruous No- 
tions, not only concerning that Object, but alſo concerning many 
other Accidents and Subjects. In this affect the corporeal Soul being 
altered from its proper ſpecies, aſſumes a certain new one, and be- 
ing not. conformable to the rational Soul, or to the Body, or to it 
(elf, it undergoes a certain Metamorphoſis. 

There are two kinds of occaſions, from which a particular Mclan- 
choly chiefly and moft frequently ariſes ; v7z. firſt, if at any time 
ſome ſevere preſſure of an Evil preſent, or at hand, ( whether it be 
true or imaginary) lies upon the Soul : Or ſecondly, if the priva- 
tion of a good before obtained, or the deſpair of that which is de- 
fied happen : In theſe oppoſite Caſes the corporeal Soul, either 
being allur'd outwardly, omits all Domeſtick care of it ſelf, or of 
the Body, or of the rational Soul ; or being inwardly compreſfled, 
it leaves or perverts the Offices both of the Reaſon, and of the Vital 
and Animal Function. It were a thing of an immenſe Labor to enu- 
merate the various caſcs and ways of affecting, in both kinds z among 
the mighty ſtore of them, thoſe which being of greateſt moment 
ſeem chiefly to require a Phyfical help, are a furious Love, Jealou- 
fic, Superſtition, deſpair of eternal Salvation, the imaginary Metz- 
morphoſis of the Body, or of its Parts, or the fantaſtical Goods ac 
Evils of Fortune ; we ſhall ſpeak briefly of each of theſe. 

It is a vulgar and moft common Obſervation, that if any one once 
being taken with the Aſpect and Converſation of a Woman, begins 
inwardly to be Love-ſick for her, and to defire her earneſtly; and for 

is moſt devoted aft-Ction gets nothing but Denials and Contempt, 
ynlef; he be upheld by a very Rong Reaſon, or being (eiz'd by other 
ht ed ARC affeious, 
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affections, be turn'd another way, as it were, there is a great danger 
leſt he fall into a Love-melancholy ; with which Paſſion, if he happen 
to be affected, preſently he ſeems transformed from himſelf into 
living Statute, as it were; he things, or ſpeaks of nothing but hi 
Mfrs ; he ſeeks to put himſelf upon any of the greateft dangers of 
Life and Fortune,for her ſake: Mean while he does not only neglet 
the care of Domeſtick, or Publick Concerns, and even of his own 
Salvation, but, being fruſtrated of his Defare,often lays violent Hands 
on himſelf; or if he be content to live and ſurvive, pining aw 
both in Body and Mind,he almoft depoſes Man ; for the uſe of right 
Reaſon being loft, omitting Meat, Drink, and Sleep, and the other 
neceſſary Offices of Life; he yields up himſelf wholly to fighing and 
ſobbing, and to a mornful habit and geſture of Body. 

If we enquire into the reaſon of this aftec, we eafily find, that 
the corporeal Soul of Man being obnoxious to violent Paſſions, 
when it is wholly carried forth into an Object moft dear to it ; vip, 
a Woman belov'd, and is not able to get and embrace her, it is d6 
lighted, or contents it ſelf with nought beſides; alſo paying no obe- 
dience to the rational Soul, it wholly grows deaf, and does not hear 
its Dictates ; and crowding the Imagination only with Tragical No- 
tions, it dulls the edge of the Underftanding, Moreover, in as much 
as the Precordia (a plentiful afflux of Spirits being denied to them } 
fail as to their Motions, the Blood heap'd together in the Siznws's of 
the Heart, and apt to ſtagnate, cauſes their a great heavineſs and 
opnreſfion, and conſequently Sighs and Groans ; mean while the 
Face and outward Members, by reaſon of the afflux of Blood and 
Spirits withdrawn from them, grow pale and languiſh : Hence it is 
commonly ſaid of Deſpzrate Lovers, that their Heart s _ ; to 
wit, in as much as this Muſcle being not vigorouſly enough aCtuated 
with the animal Spirit, vibrates ſlowly and weakly, and does no lons 
ger ſend forth the Blood with vigour into all the Parts. 

Such diſcorder of the animal FunCtion as an exceffive Love brings, 
concerning the Acquiſition of its Obje&t; the like in a manner is 
brought by Jealoufie, concerning the keeping of the ſame when got- 
ten : So that always ( v3. both in the Fruition, and in the Defire. )

- That Soul, if it be not ſecure of its moſt dear prey,preſently grow- 
ing troubled, caſts a Cloud and Darkneſs on its own ſcrenene(s; And 
afterward, being infeCted with a b:/ous Tinfture, every Object ſeems 
to it ting'd of a yellow Color: For as a ferment of the Stomack 
grown ſharp, perverts all things taken into it into its own Nature, 
ſo the affect of Jealohe once riſen, turns all Accidents and Circum- 
ſtances to a Food, forits own Venom: And fince, in this affect the 
ſenſitive Soul being bent awry, as it were, does not become Con- 
: YO. oo | | formablk 
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vrmable to its Body 3 therefore the cxconomy of the Animal, Vi- 
al, and Vegetative FunQions, being depraved, the Jealous Man 
raves and pines away. 

Superſtition and Deſpair of eternal Salvation, are wont to imprint 
{moſt the like affe&ts of Melancholy on the ſenfitive Soul, the Blood, 
1nd the Body, as Love, and Jealoufie, but ſomewhat after a differ= 
ing way of affeCting 3 for in thoſe, the Object whoſe acquifition or 
jols is in danger, is wholly immaterial ; and its affect being firft 
conceiv'd by the rational Soul, is imprinted on the other corpore- 
1 Soul; in the proſecution of which, 'if this readily obeys, then 
no diſturbance of the mind of Man arifes ; but if the corporeal Soul 
ſewing a reluctancy, (as it often falls out) the rational fill pref- 
ks with advice and threats; preſently that growing troubled, ftirs 
the Blood and Spirits in a diforderly manner, oppoſes the corporeal 
goods and delights to the Spiritual, preſented by the Underftand- 


ng, and endeavours to draw the Man-to its fide. And as thus 


there is a continual bickering between the two Souls, and ſometimes 
the Will is ſuperiour, ſometimes the ſenſitive Appetite prevails; 
{ length a Court of Conſcience is ſet up by the Mind, where every 
4& is narrowly Examin'd: By reafon of theſe frequent variencies 
of the Souls, the animal Spirits, as being too much, and almoſt 
continaally exercis'd, being often commanded , and as it were di- 
ſtrated, now this way, and now that way, at length fall ſomewhat 
from their'vigour and good diſpoſitipn, and at laſt being become 
fixt and melancholick, in as much as they are with-held from their 
wonted Expanſion 3 they form bye an unuſnal. Tracts in the Brain, 
and fo bring: a Delerium with a mighty Fear and Sadneſs; in thoſe 
kinds of fs the corporeal Soul being violently drawn away, as 
it were, both ſeparates from the Body, and being modified ac- 
cording to the charaCter of the 1424 imprinted, is wont to afſume 
anew Species, either _— or Dzabolical ; mean while the Un- 
derftanding, for as much as the Imagination ſuggeſts to it only dif. 
orderly and monftrous Notions, is wholly perverted from the uſe 
of right Reaſon. | 

After a like manner of affecting, as this, it happens that ſome 
Melancholy Perſons undergo imaginary Metamorphoſes, either as 
to their Fortunes or their Bodies. Vi4. whilft one imagines him- 
ſelf, and acts a Prince, another a Beggar : Another believes him- 
ſelf to have a Body of Glaſs, another thinks himſelf a Dog or a 
Wolf, or ſome other Monſter : For after that the corporeal Soul 
being affected,” with a long continued Melancholy, the Mind be- 
Ing blinded, is wholly fallen both from it felf and the Body ; ſhe 
affects a new Species or Condition, and as much as in her lyes, 
really aſſumes it, 
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CHAP. XAT 


Inſtrutions and Preſcripts for curing Madneſs, 
the Mania. 


Fter Melancholy, it remains for us to treat of Madneſs, which 

is ſo far ally'd to the other, that theſe affects often change 

turns, and each paſſes into the other 3 for a Melancholy d:/pofition 

growng worſe brings a Fury, and a Fury coming to abate, often 
ends in a Melancholy diſpeſurron. . 

Since Madneſs, raiſed without a Fever, and with a mighty an- 
noyance of the animal Function, is wont to be continual and long 
hfting; its next and immediate Subject muft be the anemal Spirit;; 
which being affected not per conſenſum, nor by another thing for 
cibly moving them, but per Je, habitually, fall from their proper 
and genuine Diſpoſition ; viz. ſalino-ſpiritueus, into a ſalino-ſub 
Fhureous Nature, reſembling Aqua Stygia, as we have hinted be 
tore : And conſequently they exert none but diſorderly Actions 
and continue ſo acting amiſs for a long time: To this their Fault 
haply the Brain, the Blood, or other parts contribute ſomething; 
but the Spirits themſelves are firſt, and chiefly in the fault. 
| Concerning Maniacal Perſons, we muſt obſerve, that theſe three 
things are in a manner common to them all ; viz. Firſt, that their 
Fancies or Imaginations are perpetually occupieq, with the raging 
of impetuous Thoughts ; ſo that mumbling to themſelves, or cry- 
ing out and yelling, they taſk aloud various things, both day 
and night. Secondly, that that their Notions, or Conceptions 
are cither incongruous , or are repreſented under a falſe or ers 
ronequs Species to them. Thirdly, that with their Raving, 4 
Boldneſs and Fury are moſt commonly joyn'd, contrary to what 
it is in Melancholy Perſons, who are always affected with a Fever 
and Sadneſs, ; | 

The Depravation or Maniacal Diſpoſition of the animal Spirits, 
together with the Juice irrigating the Brain, is wont to ariſe at 
ter various manners, and for divers cauſes ; but for the moſt part 
that affect (as we have obſerved in Melancholy ) begins cither 
from the Spirits themſelves, or from the Blood. 

1. A Madneſs beginning from the Spirits, ſometimes ariſes from 
a ſolemn evident cauſe, as from a violent Paſſion ; ſometimes alſo 
it proceeds from a Procatarxis laid in the Brain, as when it 
happens upon Melancholy or a Frenſy : Let us confer a little the 
x 9g Reaſons, and the various ways of the coming to paſs of 

tn. 
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t. As to the former, when a vehement Paſſion turns any one form 
his right Mind, that ſo happens to be done cither becauſe the ani- 
mal Spirits are too much caſt down, and driven into confufion, or 
becauſe they are raifed above meaſure, and endeavour to expand 
themſelves b: yond their Sphere. 

t. The Spirits are wont to be caſt down by a violent and tertible 
Fiffion ; 1o it many titnes happens, that ſome upon a real or imagi- 
nary ſeeing of a Ghoſt, preſently being ſtruck with a pznick terrour, 
fall intoa perpetual Madneſs. Morcorer,ſome,by reaſon of ſome great 
diſgrace, or reproach; others, by reaſon of the hope of an exceflive 
Love being fruſtrated on a ſudden, and unexpeRtedly z and others,by 
teafon of Vows raſhly broken, and their Conſcience being violated; 
firſt being mightily difturbed in Mind, become ſhortly after Mad : 
The reaſon whereof is, that the animal Spirits being driven out of 
their Rinks and uſual Paſſages, and put in a Confufton, frame new 
and bye ways for themielves; which entring, they preſently form 

lirous Phantaims : Mean while the faline Particles of the nervous 

ice fall trom their volatility, the Spirituous being deprefled, and 
coming to flow, take to them the 'u]|phureous Corpulcles ſent from 
the Blood into the Brain, being then weak and open 3; whence this 
Liquor preſently becomes moſt ſharp, like Aqua fortx;, and the ani- 
mal Spirits exorbitant, and very much troubled. 

Secondly, the animal Spirits, fometimes, whilſt they are raiſ:d too 
much, almoſt after th. Ilke manner bring both to themſelves, and 
the nervous Juice, a Diipoſition to Marinels; hence Ambition, Pride, 
and Emulation have made ſome cun Mad ; the reaſon whereof is; 
that whilſt the corporeal Soul, ſwelling through the Opinion and 
Pride of its own excellency, raiſes and endeavours to expand it ſelf 
every way, as far as. may be beyond the limits of the Body ; the ani- 
mal Spirits tumultuarily calld into the Brain, are not able to be 
contain'd within their wonted Tracts; but being there refracted, 
and diverſly refl:&ed, by reafon of their too great exertion, are 
forc'd into new and wholly devious bs pn both them- 
ſelves being difturbed from the courſe of tir proper Emanation, 
and the nervous Liquor, ſoon acquire aMfarp and irritating diſpo= 
fition, and conſequently a Madneſs efifhcs. voy * 

So far ot Madne's, raiſed by realon of a ſolemn evident cauſe alone: 
But this Diſeaſe alſo ariſes often by reaſon of a Procatarxis preexiſt- 
Ingin the Brain, and chiefly by reaſon of a preceeding Melancholy 
or Phrenſy : In that the animal Spirits being exalted a little too 
much with the nervous Juice, and in this being a little too much .. 
depreſs'd, acquire the Diſpufition to Madneſs. 

2. The Diſpoſition to Madneſs no I-fs frequently has its Roots 4ri + 
the maſs of Blood, and at length is produc'd into act, to wit, when - 
lie Blood being mightily depraved, and nitroſulphureous, eithet © 
Ree perverts 
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perverts the nervous Liquor, together with the animal Spirits, 
furniſhes ſuch as are evil z which kind of taint of the Blood, is & 
ther hereditary or acquired. 

Firft, its a common obſervation,that Men born of Parents that ax 
ſometimes wont to be Mad, will be obnoxious to the ſame Diſeaſe: 
And tho often they have liv'd prudently and-ſoberly above Thirty g 
Forty years,yet afterward without any occaſion,or evident caufe,yil 
fall Mad. The reaſon whereofis, that the Blood at that time being fi 
len from its due crafis by degrees,to be nitroſulphureous, furniſhes the 
Brain with animal Spirits,and a nervous Juice of a moft ſharp Natur: 
We have formerly ſhewn,that the Elementary Particles in our Body 
perfi{t during Life, ſeparately from thoſe that are ſecondary,ſupplit 
by Nutrition, and that they have times of their Crudity, Maturity, 
and Decay : Wherefore we judge alſo,that the morbid Semis come 
to a ripeneſs alſo,according to the periods of ages : Moreover, weob 
{erve, that often theſe morbid Fruits being ripened, continue a gool 
while, or during Life, and that ſometimes they wither away againy 
it were of thcir own accordzand that then afterward after ſometrat 
of time,new Fruits ſpring forth again from the miaſm left behindand 
riſes by-deprees to their height ; wherefore an hereditary Madneh 
fometimes is continual, ſometimes intermittent, and its Fits ſome 
times are wont to return after ſhorter intervals,ſometimes after longe: 

2. As the Procatarxis of the Mania, ſticking in the Blood, is often 
innate or originally in it, ſo the fame ſometimes is engendred by d+ 
grees, either by an ill form of Diet,or by a ſuppreſſion of ſolemn Ex 
cuations, by reaſon of a precedent Fever, or for other cauſes, and# 
length, being brought to a Maturity,breaks forth into a Madnes. It 
uſualin a great dearth, for certain poor People who are forc'd tolin 
only on diſagreeing Food, or ſuch asis of an ill digeſtion; at firſt to 
become fad, with a ſtaring and wan aſpect, and in a ſhort time afte 
to turn Mad: The Flux of the Hemorrhoides or Menſes being it 
ſtrained, or malignant Ulcers ſuppreft, diſpoſe towards this Dial, 
Moreover, thuſe who originally or acquiredly are of an eager Tet 
perament, an extravagant Behaviour, and an earnett Countenanc, 
becaule of being nigh to a nitroſulphureous Diſpoſition of the Blood, 
are in danger of falling Mad upon ſome ſtrong evident cauſe. 

2. Vcnemous Ferments infinuated into the Blood and neryous]Juicy 
as e/pecially trom the biting of Animals that are Mad,or by the taking 
of {ſome venemous things,are wont to cauſe Madneſs. Concerning tht 
reaſon of the tormer,we have elſewhere propos'd our Coujectures0! 
late a noble Lady, and worthy of Credit, related to me of her owl 
Knowledge,that a certain Gentleman after having eaten at Dinner tit 
tender Leaves of F/olf-bane, in a Sallet with other Herbs, tound hin 
ſelt ill in the evening, and complaining of a great agitation and rel 
leſnels of his Bloodjand Spirits, entreated his Friends that ge 
geo 
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geon might be called to open a Vein, and faid that otherwiſe he 
ſhould preſently run mad: which indeed hapned as he faid, for, be- 
fore he could be let Blood, falling mad, he dyed within the ſpace of 
twenty four hours ; which deadly affect hapned fo on a ſudden, in 
2s much as the Poyſon did not only pervert both the Blood ard a- 
timal Spirits as to their Crafis, but by its malign Ferment preſently 
lubverted them utterly. 

The Reaſon why mad Perſons are bold and very confident,ſo that 

they fly no dangers,and ſet upon the moſt difficult of things, is, that 
the animal Spirits being very exorbitant, and vehemently moved, 
both fortifie the Imagination, that no Object ſeems greater or more 
terrible toit than uſual, and aCtuate the Precordia with Vigour, ſo 
that they ſtrongly and ſwiftly convey the Blood,and briskly drive it 
into the utmoit bounds of the Bod y. In this affect the Soul ſtrives 
to outgo, and to ſpring it ſelf as it were beyond the circumterence 
of the Body, and ſo making an effort every way, it bears it (clf un- 
daunted againſt any incurfions of exteriour thing3. 
2. The Reaſon why mad Perſons are ſtrong to.a Miracle, is, that 
Particles as it were nitroſulphureous, or otherwiſe very ſharp, or 
23 it were Stygian, are contained jn their Blood and nervous Juice, 
whence the animal Spirits excel in a ſtupendous and incredible ela- 
ſtick, or exploſive force, far above the natural. 

3. It is to be obſerved, that mad Perſons are hardly ever wearied, 
for though by raging and ſtriving th-y ſtrongly exerciſe their Limbs 
for many Days and Nights, and in the mean while live without eat- 
ing and ſl:eping,they {carce at all faulter,nor defaft from their ſtrug. 
ling through a fajlure of Strength ; which doubtlefs ſo happens, 
for as much as the animal Spirits, though very movable and elaſtick, 
yet are not yolatile and eafily difſipable, but by reaſon of the ſaline 
Particles depreſs'd from their volatility into a flowing ſtate, and 
being combin'd with the ſulphureous ones, become firm and fixt, 
and therefore hold out very long in their Activity. 

4. Almoſt for the ſame Reaſon, many Perſons, how much ſcever 
they ſuffer or are 2fflicted, are not hurt : but endure Cold, Heat, 
Watchings,Faſtings, Stripes and Wounds, without any ſenfivle dam- 
mage, becauſe the Spirits being ſtrovg and fixt, do not faulter nor fly 
Way. Moreover, the Blood having got a nit: 0 ulphureous difcra'y, 
I$incapable of any other change, wh-refore, though inſen file trant- 
piration be ſtopt, and other ſolemn evacuations are (uppreſt, or (ups 
Pys of the nutritive Juice are deny d, neither a Catarrh, nor Fever, 
noran Atrophia, or Cacochymia lightly enſne upon Madiels, for i2 
this affect,though the Particles of the Blood arc grown vey turgid, 
pet by realon of the ſtore of Salt,they do not take to a feverith Flame, 

As to the prognoitick of Madnets,fince the aff ted are never obs 
hox1ous to a Fever,nor to other Dilcaſes beſtdes, nor are eafily hupt 
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by outward Accidents,it isnot a mortal Diſeaſe of it (elf: but is very 
difficult of Cure, becauſe a great alteration is to be made in the 
Blood and Spirits, and the Diſeaſed are refractory to any method of 
Cure, being Enemies both to Phyficians, a1d thcmlelves. 

If the Madneſs be snveterate or bereditary,or be caus'd by the bite 
of a mad Dog, it admits of a perfect Cure with difficulty, or not at 
all, that which is rais'd through ſome occaſion, whether it be from 
an evident cauſe alone, or comes upon a Fever, allo on Which the 
Ircb, Small Pox, Hemorrhoids, or Varix's happen, is more eafjly 
Cured. 

Thoſe that are obnoxious to this Diſeaſe at times, are very much 
in danger about the $:.9mmmer So,ſtice, or iv the Dog days 3 alio in grea 
changes of the Air, as when long colds or heats are changed intg 
oppoſite conſtitutions of the H avens. 

Since there are two kinds of M.:dweſs.to wit, a continual and inters 
mittent one z the method of Curing alſo ought to be twotold, 

I. The Therapeut:ick method to be uſed in a continus! Mania, (ugs 
geſts to us three promary Indigations lo vulgarly known : Vig. the 
firfl Curatory, which, regarding the Diſeaſe it ſelf, endeavours to cor- 
rect or appeaſe the furees and exo. bitancies of the Animal Spirits ! 
The ſecond Preſervatory, which, levelling at the cauſes of the Diſeaſe, 
undertakes to remove or amend the ſharp and nitroſulphureoug 
Dy ſcrafies of the B/ood and the Nervous Fuace, and the Stygian diſpo- 
fition, as it were, of the Sp:rizs. The tbird Vital, which directs ſuch 
a way of Diet and reſumptive nouriſhment. that both the nutritive 
and vital funCtions may be able to be carried on and maintained a; 
is barelyneceflary in this Diſeaſe, 

The firft Indcation, viz. Curatory, requires Diſcipline, viz. threats, 
bindings, or ſtripes, as well as Phyick; and therefore the mad 
Perſon, being put, into a Houle fit for that purpoſe, let him be ſo mi 
naged both by the-Phyfician, and prudent Attendants, that he be 
kept in a manner always in his due behaviour, and in meet gefture 
and motions, either by advice, chiding, or by puniſhments now and 
then inflicted on him ; and indecd there is nothing more efficatious 
or neceflary for curing mad Perſons, than that they always dread 
and ftand in awe of certain Tortures, as it were; for by this means 
the Corporeal Soul, being ſomewhat depreſt and reſtrained, is forced 
to remit of its haughtineſs and exorbitancy ; and therefore after- 
ward grows mild by degrees, and is reduced to order. Wherefore 
mad men are ſometimes ſooner and more certainly cured by pur 
niſhments and tortures, in a pent up room, than by Phyfick, 0r 
Medicines. 

' But withal, ſuch a courſe of Phyjich alſo ought to be us'd, which 
may reſtrain and bring down the haughtineſs of the Corporeal Suu? 
Wheretore in this Difcate Blooding, Vomitories and CR how 
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ſtrong ſoever they are, and given at rovers and boldly, very often 
do good. Which indeed manifeſtly appears, becauſe Empyricks, 
only with this kind of Phyfick, together with goverrance, and a 
ſevere Diſcipline, often ſucceſsfully cure 'Mad-mew, Though this 
rough way of handling,: does not ſo well agree with-all mad Perſons, 
but chiefly with ſuch as are raving mad, are often cured by fair 
blage arid gentle Medicines. 

But in moſt mad Perſons, it is both the common Voice and ge» 

neral Practice to bleed plentsſully about the beginning of the Diſeaſe; 
and indeed it will be good now and then to repeat it as far as the 
ſtrength will bear, and ſometimes to perform the operation in the 
Am, ſometimes in the Zugular Vein, Forehead, or Foot 3 and fome- 
times to open the Hemorrho:d Veſſels by Leeches : For theſe Evacua= 
tions being ſcaſonably made, both the Exorbitancies of the Spirits, 
and the haughitineſs of the $9: ace excellently ſuppreft ; and like- 
wiſe the Dyicrafies of the Blood are corrected, in regard that a 
new and more mild ſprings up in the place of that which was taken 
away, being ſharp and corrofive. 
That Vomzs alſo do great good in curing mad Perſons, it is paſt 
even into a Proverb, ſo that all Hellebore, nay, all Anticyre is af- 
fign'd to them ; After what manner Emerichs often do good in Ce- 
phalick Diſeaſes, we have ſhewn before; Qracks in this caſe giving 
a large Doſe of Stsbium, though it be raſhly and dangerouſly, yet 
have often ſucceſs. In truth, Chymical things beſt agree here, both 
becauſe they move more powerfully, and becanſe the Diſeaſed may 
be deceived more eafily by them. 

Take Sulphur of Antimony from eight Grains to telfff Cream of Tar- 
tar half s wy «gh mix them, by grinding them together, make a 
Powder, let it be given in 4 Spoonfal of Panada, or p 4 muſt be g1- 
ven craftily, and the Perſon not knowing of it, lee «t be put in _ 
of white Bread, to be taken in Broth or Milk : Let this Vomntory 
frequently repeated, viz. once within four Days, 

ake Mercurius Vit fix or ſavem Grams, make a Powder, let it be 
pou after the ſame manner. The Ematsch Tartar of Mynhcht, 
ercules, Bovii, and other various Preparations of Mercury, may be 
given after the ſame manner. Aurum Vi, or the Solar, and alſo 
he Lunar precipitate are accounted by Chymiſts, ſpecifick R'me- 
medies againſt Madneſs, and indeed Mercurial Medicines, in as 
much as they work by Vomze, and S:ege, and often allo by Sweat, 
Urine, or Salivation, prove egregiouſly beneficial : A coproys Spat- 
tip, and of long continuance, has perfectly cur'd ſome mad Perſons. 
 StrongPurges(where theStrength andConftitution will bear them) 
Was much a: they depreſs the exorbitances of the Blood and Spirits, 
and much evacuate the emunctories for receiving the Recrements 
of the Blood and neryoys ]nice,often give relief alſo in this _ ſe. 
or 
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For this uſe, Preparations of black Hellebore, as eſpecially its Ex, 
traF, and the Vine of the infuſion of its Fibres,or the Pap of an Ay 
boyled with the Roots of it flicking im it,are very much commended, 

Take Extratt of black, Hellebore, Calamelanes, of each a Scruple 
make a Bolw. 

Take Calamelanos a Scruple, Diagridium from twelve Grainz ty 
fifteen ; make a Powder. 

Take Confeftio Hamec, or the Eleuary of the Fuice of Roſes fiom 
balf an Ounce to fax Dram ; let it be given in Broth, 

Take Geron's D-coftion of Sena,or the Decoftion of Epithymum (with 
two Drams of the Roots of black Hellebore) fix Ounces ; make 4 Draught, 

Take Pulus Diaſenne two Dram ; let ut be taken in Wncy, 

In the mean while that theſe things are done, let the preſervatory 
Indication take care of the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe. Wheretore with 
theſe frequent Purges and Bloodings, let altering Remedies be in- 
terlac'd, for tempering the Blood and nervous Juice, and for redu- 
cing them to their due Crafis; if haply the Diſeaſed, being obſequi- 
ous and tractable, do not refuſe to take ſuch things methodically, 

Take cryſtal Mineral, or Nitre excellently purified two Ounces,Pea! 

| powdred two Drgage-C andy two Drams and a balf,C amphire half 
a Scruple ; let them all be ground into a ſubtle Powder ; let two Drams 
of this be put in aGlaſ-bottle holding a Quart, with Fountain-water, 
or ſmall or mild Beer for ordinary Drink,which may be given at pleaſure, 

Let boyling Whey be poured to the Flowers of Violets or Nymphea, f- 
ter aninfuſion for two bours,let it be drank of plentifully: ſpaw-water! al 

fo drank regulaxyy and in a plentiful manner ,are proper for mad Perſons, 

Take freſh and tender tops of Borrage and Budlſ of each four Hand- 
fuls,three maſh'd Shore-ſt art Apples Sal Prunella two Drams, Sug ar half 
an Ounce, being bruiſed together, pour to them three Pounds of Foun- 
rain-water, expreſs it ſtrongly; let half a Pound be taken thrice a Day, 
or of ener. 

Take Conſerve of the Flowers of Borrage and Violets of each three 
Drams, Confettion of Hyacinth, Alkermes, of each two Drams, Coral 
Prepared a Dram and a half, Pearl powdred a Dram, Salt of Coral 4 
Dram, Syrup of red Poppies what ſuffices; make an Elefuary, whert- 
fore let two Drams be taken twice or thrice a Day, drinking after it 
of the fellowing Liquar four Ounces. 

Take Water of Nymphea, Borrage, Bigloſs, black Cherries, of each 
Four Ounces, of red Poppies fix Ounces, red Roſe-water two Ounces, 
Camphire tied in a Nodulus and hung m 4 Glaſs half a Dram, Syrup 
of Coral an Ounce and a balf ; mix them, make a Fulep. 

Take tbe yellow Flowers of a Willow what ſuffices, diſtil them with 
common Organs, repeat the Diſtillation, pourmg the Vater on freſ# 
Flowers by three Cohobations, ltt it be given to four Qunces twice 01 
thrice a Day, ſweetning it with Syrup of Nymphza. Tak 
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Take Leaves of the Willow, Meadow-ſweet, Burnet, Borr age, Balm, of 
each fix Hendfuls, Flowers of Nymphea, tops of St. John's-wort, of each 
four Handfuls, Camphire powadred three Drams, all being lic d together, 

20'em of freſh Milk eight Pounds, diftil it with common Organs, 

Let Sheeps Bram: be diſtilled with Milk, and let the Water be gi- 
ven to three or four Ounces, thrice a day. 

Moreover, let ſpecifick Remedies be applyed to uſe, of which 
kind ehe Decoftion of Pimpernell with a purple Flower x famous, alſo 
the tops of St. John's-wort, and other Decottions, Optates, and Pow- 
ders againſt Madneſs, well known by all famous Empricks, 

As to the cure of Madneſs,caus'd by the biting of venemows or mad Ani- 
mals, fince it isin a manner only Empirial, and vulgarly known, there 
is no need for us to Diſcourſe of it in this place, we having alſo pro- 
pos'd our ConjeCtures concerning it elſewhere : Again, the Decoftion 
or infuſion of Apples either crude or boyled in fountain Water, the Liquor 
Tea, Emutfgons, with many other things, forms of which we have ghl- 
ven in the cure of Melancholy, are proper in this caſe. 

Moreover, many other helps befades Blooding are wont to be af- 
forded from Chirurgery for curing this Diſeaſe: Cupping-glaſſes, with 
a Scarification often do good ; Veſicatories, Cautertes, OE aCtual 
and potential, are commended by many. Some commend Mte- 
riotomy, others Trepanning, and others Salivation : But theſe kinds 
of adminiſtrations, beſides that they are of a doubtful effect, cannot 
eafily, and ſcarce with ſafety come in praCtice, by reaſon 'of the 
inteleCtable iſfoſition of the Diſeaſed, Wherefore it would be 
ſuperfluous here to enquire into the reaſons of the relief or cure to 
be expected from thoſe things. It is good ſometimes, the Head 
being ſhav'd, to apply the warm Lungs of a Lamb or Sheep, and 
other fomentations to the Sinciput, and now and then to change 
them. But theſe Ep:tbemes, alſo, in regard they cannot be metho- 

dically applied and repeated to the Diſeaſed, who admit them with 
relutancy, often do more hurt than good, 

30.The Vital Indication direCts how mad perſons ought to be hand- 
led, as tO their Government, Diet and Sleep. In this Diſeaſe, other- 
Wiſe than in many others, there is no need of reſtoring : For neither 
ought the ſtrength to be reitor'd with Reſumpe:ves, nor the Spirits 
with Cordials; but on the contrary, a ſuppretiion, or as it were, a 
certain extinCtion is to be us'd to both, being too exorbitant of 
themſelves, reſembling a flame, as it were, burning above meaſure : 
Therefore let the Dyes be thin and not delicate, the Cloathing courſe, 
the lodying hard, the dealing with them ſevere and rigid. But Sleep, 
becauſe it is very neceſſary, if it be wholly wanting, ought ſometim:'s 
to be caus'd by giving Remedies; for which end, the Hypnotsckh Me- 
dicines preſcrib'd before for Melancholy, are proper allo in this Di- 
leaſe, thoſe who have an inveterate habitual Madneſs are ſeldom put 
lo 
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to a Phyſical cure, but being committed to Hoſpitals for mad Per. 
ſons, by the ordinary diſcipline of that Place, either return at length 
to themſelves, or are kept there from doing hurt to themſelves or 
others. | 

It is not needful to illuſtrate the nature of this Diſeaſe with Hifto- 
ries and Examples, and to ſet forth many Types of it ; but rather 
addreſs your ſelves to the Ho'pitals of mad People, where, not with. 
out a great admiration, you may behold asit were a New, and Mon- 
ſtrous Generation of Men, viz. contrary to ſuch as are rational, and 
as it. were our Antipodes z who, if they could all be gathered ts 
gether into one place, and all the Fools aiid ſenſeleſs Perſons be 
zoyned with them, I know not whether they would not make ah 
equal divifion of the whole Earth with the ſober and prudent, 

So far of the cure of a continual Madneſs. But the intermittent 
has perfectly lucid intervals, in which the Diſeaſed return to a ſound 
Mind, or the Fury only ceaſes, the Delirium ftill remaining, fo th#t 
the aff:&ed become gentle and tractable : Yet continuing {till to 
err as to their Imagination and Judgment, they ſpeak and do z 
great many abſurd or incongruous things, and afterward become 
mad again at times. 

The remedy of both theſe affects,as to the curatory Indication, is 
the ſame as in a continual Madneſs, that it will not be needfal to ſt 
down here any other Method or Medicines:But as to what regards the 
Prophylaxis, or preſervatory Indication, to wit, whereby the way of 
curing to be uſed out of the Fits for preventing or leflening themis 
order'd, in which the Fury only intermits, the Delirium remaining; 
the very Came Phyfical Method and Remedies, which we have pres 
ſcribed for removing the Procatarxis of M:lancholy are proper. 

In a Madneſs which intermits perfectly, as to all ſymptoms; at the 
moſt fit ſeaſons, to wit, Spring and Fall, ſolemn courſes of Phyfick 
ought to be entred upon 3 and alſo there is always need of a care 
and governance of the Diſeaſed ; both that as to his Diet, and wa} 
of Life, he be kept always in an even and moderate Temper ; and 
that as ſoon as the figns of an imminent Fit appear, Blooding and 
Purging being preſently uſed, its acceſs be kept off 

Taerefore, at the approach of the Equinoxes, let Blood be drawn 
from the Armand then after ſeven, or eight days from the Hemorr- 
hoid Veins by Leeches:Let Purges and Vomits by due intervals be gi 
ven twice or thrice : Moreover, on intermitting days, let altering Re 
medies be orderly taken at Phyſical hours:forms of theſe are deliver 
both in this Chapter,and in the foregoing for the cure of Mclancholſ; 
Let the Diet be thin and of good digeftion ; as to Sleep, Motion, and 
other non-natural things, let all be moderate: If at any time a Per 
ſeems to be threatned with an acceſs of Madne(s,conftantly beforethe 
Summer-ſolftice,lct Blooding with Vomiting,and a thin Diet be us 
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Intruftions and Preſcripts fer the Cure of Stupidity 
or Folly. 


Tupidity or Folly, though it chiefly belongs to the rational Soub 
6 and fignifies the defect of the Underftanding and Judgment 
nevertheleſs it is not impropeily placed among the Diſeaſes of the 
Head, or of the Brain ; tv wit, ina/much as that Ecliple of the 
ſuperiour Soul, proceeds frum the Imagination and Memory in- 
jured ; and the failings of thoſe d-pend on the Faults of the ani- 
mal Spirits and of the Brain it felt. 

1. As to the animal Spirits, how they ought to he qualified of 
theix proper and genuine Nature, and wh-t they ar: by -eaſon of a 
preternatural Diſpoſition in the Phre! iy, Mel-n<c0iv, ard Madneſs, 
we have ſufficiently declared ; but befides. ſome» 1mes the animal Spi- 
tits being in a manner deftitute vt ative Particic.tecome;as it were, 
dead and effzte, to wit, whereas tlie ſpiritons Particles ought to pre- 
dominate and gather to them the ſaline volatiz d ; in a Stupidity as 
wellboth thete as the ſulphureous,being ioo much depr-s'd are almoſt 
drown'd and overwhelm'd in tuch as are watery and earthy, 

2. As to the Fauit of the Brain,firtt,it's a vii1lgar Obſervation that 
the Wit and towardly Diſpoſition depends ſomewhat on the great= 
neſs and figure of the Head,and confequently of its Brain ; fur as to 
its bulk, it is a Proverb, that #00 lierle or too much Brain argiies Fol- 
h: And though this does not always happen (o,yet it does frequent- 
ly, the reaſon of which is, that in a little Brain only a few Spirits 
xe engendred and exerciſed : And a great Brain, confifting for the 
moſt part of a courſe texture, is not fit for any acuteneſs of Wit. 

Secondly; the genuine and beft figure of the Brain ought to be 
globous, to wit, for this end, that the Spirits may be diffas'd with 
an even efflux from the midft of it on every fide to its circumfe- 
rence, and may be thence retorted everywhere with equal Angles 
of Reflexions ; but thoſe who have a flat Head, or too copped, ar 
otherwiſe diſproportionate, for the moft part have ſome notable 
failing in the animal Faculty. 

3- The Subftance of the Brain ought to be well tempered. and of 
a laudable texture, nor only as to the qualities of Heat and Cold, 
Drought and Moifture;z but its Conftitution ſhuuld be (ubtle and a- 
creal, confiſting of a plenty of volatile Salt and Spicit, with a mo- 
derate proportion of the other things, that the Spirits may readily 
pals the whole,and frame Tracts tor themſelves;and withal it ſhould 
be indifferently firm and compact, that the Tracts and Paſſages 
May remain when made, nor preſently.be detac'd by the fubfiding 
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Parts too tender. But in Perſons that are ftupid we may imagi 
ſometimes an exceſs of ſome manifeft quality in the Brair 
chiefly of moiſture and cold ; for which reaſon Children and a 
Perſons are often wont to be affected with a Dulneſs of the 
ſometimes a Texture too groſs and earthy, fo that the Spirits c 
not eafily irradiate it, or make Tracts for themſelves. To & 
groſs Texture of the Brain ſome, born of Ruſticks, are freque 
obnoxious, ſo that in ſome Families, looking back upon 
Generations, you will ſcarce find one wiſe or witty Man. 

4. Sometimes th- evil conformation of the Brain as to its Pax 
and Paflages, acquired by reaſon of ſome Diſorders, is the c 
that the animal Function is not duely performed : For ſometing 
theſe Pores are either wanting, or perverted, that the animal $ 
rits cannot duely operate. 

So far of the conjund Cauſes of Folly ,as to the procatarCtick al 
evident Cauſcs,there are many occafions by reaſon of which the for 
ſaid blemiſhes are brought on the Brain or Spirits,or both of them, 

For firft, Stupidity is ſometimes originary, or born with a Ma; 
and fo either it is hereditary, as when Fools beget Fools,the famed 
fxte Particles concurring to frame the animal Organs in the Sa 
which were in the Father ; or the connate Stupidity is accidently 
it were,to wit, it frequently happens that wiſe and mighty ingenion 
Men beget meer Sots,which ſometimes fo falls out for theſe reaſon 
either that the Parents ſpend their Spirits in ftudy and too mud 
thinking,or weaken and enervate the Body through Intemperancz 
Luxury,and ill Living: Whereas we ſee in other Animals,as in a gool 
breed of Horſes and Cocks, that their Young-ones do certainly pats 
Zare, ſo that preſently they are fold at a great rate, their Vertus 
in regard they are not broken by a diſorderly and preternaturl 
way of living, deſcending in a long ſeries to their poſterity. 

Secondly, there are many evident Cauſes, by which Stupidity \ 
brought on ſuch as are originally ſound : Some at firſt being witt) 
and ingenious, in their declining years grow dull and doltiſh ; o 
the contrary, ſome at fart being dull and incapable of Learning, a 
they grow further in years, become very witty. 

Thirdly, tometimes a great Wound, or concuſſion of the Head, 
eſpecially which happens by falling headlong from an high place, 
brings a prejudice and weakneſs to the animal Faculty, dulling the 
Underſtanding. 

Fourthly, frequent Drunkenneſs and Surfeiting, eſpecially if Men 
ſleep preſently on eating and drinking, very much weaken the 
Underſtandings of ſome, and impair the uſe of Reaſon ; as a fit 

nent uſe of Oprars has ſhrewdly blunted the edge of the Under- 
Crt of others. 

Fifthly, violent and ſudden Paſſions, ſuch chiefly as an _—_ 
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great terrour coming unawares, or an extream ſadneſs, hay®© 


-rendred ſome doltiſh. 


Sixthly, We may obſerve, that ſome Men by reaſon of great Dit- 
eaſes of the Brain have turn'd Fools: This frequently happens in a 
frere and long continued Epilepſy 3 inaſmuch as this Aﬀect poſleſ- 
fing the Meditullia of the Brain,perverts, and (o ſtuffs with Feculen- 
cies, and fills all the Pores and Paſſages by reafon of the Spirits there 
frequently and vehemently exploded, that the TraCts of the Spirits 
being cloſe ſhut, the Acts of the inward Senſes and Motions are hin- 


 dred: Moreover, IThave obſerved Stupidity to accompany and pre» 


cede the Palſyin many, to wit, the ſame matter which in the Corpus 
Striatum brings a Reſolution, being gathered together in the Corpus 
Caloſum,iſit does not bring an Apoplexy or Carus, often cauſes Folly, 
There are many differences of this Diſeaſe, and firft, we uſe to di- 
ſtinguiſh betwixt Folly and Stupidity ; that thoſe who are affected 
with the former, apprehend fimple things well and quick enough,and 
keep them faft in Memory,but for want of Judgement,jll compound 
or divie Notions,and far worſe infer one thing from another : More- 
over, by fooling, and doing, and ſpeaking a great many things un- 
happily or ridiculouſly, they move Laughter in the ftanders by : On 
the contrary, thoſe that are ſtupid by reaſon of the defects of the I- 
magination, Memory, and Judgement, neither apprehend well, nor 
nimbly, nor argue well : Moreover, they do not behave themſelves as 
the former, in makiag Sports and Geftures, but blockiſhly and un- 
featly, and, as it were, like Apes, and conſequently the fimplicity 
of theſe is more, who ſo carry their Diſeaſe in their Countenance 
and Geſture, In Folly, it ſeems that the animal Spirits being ſome- 
what nimble, but unſtedfaſt, and having only ſhort and oblique 
Tracts, do not paſs the Brain with an even and conftant irradiatis 
on, but making excurſions this way and that,after a deſultory man- 
ner, exerciſe only ſlight or ridiculous Adts of animal Functions ; But 
in Stupidity, the Spirits of their own Nature being dull and obtuſe, 
and refiding in a groſs and unpervious Brain, are not able to exert 
themſelves for duly performing the Offices of the animal Oeconomy, 
There are many degrees of Stupidity, for ſome Perſons are ac- 
counted unfit as to the comprehenfion of all things, others only as 
to ſome: Some being wholly unfit for Learning, and the liberal 
Sciences, are apt enough to mechanical Arts : Others, though in- 
capable of both theſe, yet readily comprehend Agriculture, and 
Country Aﬀeairs : Others, bcing incapable in a manner of all buſi- 
neſs, can be taught only thoſe things that regard eating and drink - 
ng, and the common way of living, others being meer Dolts, ſcarce 

underſtand any thing at all, or d& any thing with Knowledge. 
As to the Prognoftick, Stupidity contracted by Birth, or here- 
ditary, or hapning through ſome 2-7 4" Cauſes, if it continues 
S((2 {. 
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to the time of Puberty, is ſcarce ever cur'd : Though ſometimes it 
happens that little Children, at farft dull, and almoſt ſenſeleſs, when 
the Craſes of the Brain and Spirits come afterward to a maturation, 
become ingenious, and apt enough to learn. 

The Diſeaſe raiſed through ſome (ole evident Cauſe, as by a hurt 
of the Hca4, or a violent Paffion, alſo hapning upon an inveterate 
Epilepſy, it it perſeveres ſome time, is afterward incurable. 

That, which enſuing npon other fleepy Aﬀects, depends chiefly 
on the hurt of the Memory,ſometimes thoſe Aﬀects being cured,yv: 
niſhes of its own accord : If at any time therefore in theſe Caſes the 
Cure oft Stupidity is ordered, in a manner the ſame Method of Heal- 
ing and Remedies which we have preicribed for the preſervatory 
Indicaticn of the Lethargy will be proper here : Whereof the chief 
Intents mutt be, that th: animai Spirits being tree trom any Degd- 
neſs and StupefaRtion, make Pores and Paſſages within the tran. 
Iacid Brain, and duely expand themſelves in them. 

' Sometimes a Fever has cur'd ſome Fools and ftupid Perſons, and 
has rendred them more acute ; H«artw relates, that a certain Fool 
in the Court of Corduba, bring affectcd with a malignant Fever, ar- 
riv'd in the height of the Diſeaſe to ſo great an acuteneſs of Judg- 
ment and Diſcretion, that he put the whole Court in Admuration, 
and for 'the whole remainder of his Life continued a very prudent 
Perſon: And we have known a certain Perſon of a dull, and indeed 
Bextian Underttanding, who raving in a Fever, was very quick at 
breaking ſmart Jefts, and (eaſon'd with much Salt : The reaſon df 
which things ſeems to be, that the febrile Heat ſometimes rarefics 
and Mfperſes the miſt invefting the Brain. 

Therefore, as to the cure of this Diſeaſe, Stupidity, whether in 
nate, or acquir'd / if it be not a' plain Senſeleſneſs, and Doltiſhneb 


incapable of all Erudition ) though it be not uſually cur'd, yet it is 


wont to be amended. Wherefore the Cares both of a Phyfician and 
Tutor muft be us'd for poliſhing ſomewhat the Underftanding of 
ſuch as are ſo affected,and that being brought to the uſe of, at leaſt, 


" ſome little Reaſon, they may be exempted from the rank of Brute. 


' Forthis end, becauſe Bards, or ſuch as are very blockiſh,. learn 
not the Notions of things more readily than Children their A. B. C 
therefore they are to be inftruQted in all things by an afliduous and 
yery diligent Maſter, and the ſame things are to be incultated again 
and again ; For by this means the Spirits, though dull and torpid, 
will in fome meaſure be actuated by perpetual Exerciſe; and being 
continually ſtirred up, will make at length for their Expanſion ſome 
Tracts or Pafſages, though imperfect, in the Brain,how groſs ſo- 
ever. For the better arid more eaſy eff-Cting of theſe things, 
phyſical Remedies alſo ought to be given for purifying and volati- 
Zing the Blood and neryous Liquor, together with the animal 
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pirits ; and alſo for clarifying the Brain, and rendring it, as if 
were, diaphanous, 

For purifying the Blood, let a gentle Purge ſometimes, and let- 
ting Blood in a ſmall quantity, if the Strength will bear it, frequent- 
ly be uſed; for the ſame purpoſe, and likewiſe for deriving Fzcu- 
lencies from the Brain, Ifſues are proper in the Arm, or in the Leg, 
or together in both : In groſs Bodies, and ſuch as have a moiſt 
Brain, it is good ſometimes to cut two by the Shoulder-blades. 
Moreover, it is on this account that ſome mightily extol trepan« 
ning, ( to wit, whereby the Brain may tranſpire and evaporate the 
more freely ) let the Diet be light and attenuating, the Habitation 
in a free and dry Air; the Sleep moderate. 

After that theſe things have been uſed for ſome time, and in a 
ſolemn manner,ifthere be found no change,it will be in vain to wafte 
any more phyfical Oyl and Labourzbut if after the uſe of thoſe things, 
figns of benefit, or ſome hope appear, ſometimes it ſeems proper 
to add altering Remedies, to be taken daily at phyfical Hours for a 
long time: Forms of theſe may be taken trom our curatory part of 
Phyfick, before delivered, for removing the Procatarxis of moſt ce- 
phalick Diſeaſes : Moreover, I have thought good to add here, be- 
fides ome Magittral Receipts which particularly regard this cafe. 

Take Spirit of pocerys ſuccinated ſex Drams, give from fifteen 
Drops to. twenty in the Evening, and early in the Morning in three 
Spoonſuls of the following diſtilled Water, drinking after it ſeven 
poonfuls of the ſame. 

Take freſh Leaves of Mifiletoe growing on Apple-trees ſax Handful: 
Sage, Roſemary Savory /ild-time.Calamint, Penny-royal,Marjoram, the 
greater Rocher, of each four Handfuls, Roots of Angelica, Mafterwort, cf 
each fix Onnices, Fedoary,the leſſer Galingal,Calamus Aromarticus, VI, n- 
ters-bark of each two Ounces; Cloves,Nutmegs, Mace,Cinnamon,G:n- 
ger,of each an Ounce; Cubebs, Cardamums, Grains of Paradiſe of each 
fix Drams; all being flic'd ſynall and brusſed,pour to them of the beſt Ca- 
nary wine twelve Pounds ; let them digeſt cold and in a cloſe Veſſel fer 
three Days, then diftil them according to Art ; let the whole Liquor be 
mixt, and ſieegen it with Sugar as you uſe it; the Doſe 14 two or 
three Ounces. 

After the uſe of Spirit of Armoniach for fiiteen or twenty Days, 
let other Medicines have their turns for abont the ſame ſpace of time, 
ſuch as are the Sprries of Soor, Harts-horn, Man's Scull, the Tirure 
of Coral, Antimony, Caftoreum, Amber, Quercietan's Eltxir of Life, 
Elixir Proprietatis, Sparit of Lavender, &c. Or , 

Take Cor ſerve of the Flowers of Lillies of the Vall'y fix O-imces, Roots 
of Aromatich-reed preſerv'd ſix Drams, Gw-ger cond-ed m the Indies, 
Nutmegs condited of each half an O'nice, Syccies Diamore two Drame, 
Lignum Aloes, yellow Saunders, Roots of choice Rea ary, Cubcts, Ja- 
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maica Pepper of each a Dram and half, Coral prepar'd 1199 Dram $y. 
rup of the Preſerve of Ginger what ſuffices; maks an Eleftuary; the Dy 
is two Drams Morning and Evening, drinking after it three Ounce, 
of the diſt ld Water. 

Let thoſe, whoſe Brains abound with two much moifture, drink 
every Morning a Draught of Coffee with the Leaves of Sage firſt boylel 
#: it; to thoſe whoſe animal Spirits are effzte and depauperated, 
the drink of Chocolate, ſuch as before deſcrib'd, ſeems profitable, 
For ordinary Drink prepare ſmall Ale, or Beer, and in a Veſlel of 
three or four Gallons, let the following Bag be put after it hat 
wrought. Takes Leaves of Salvia acuta dryed four Handfuls, Cubebs ox 
Ounce,Cloves,Nutmegs, being flic'd and Bruis'd, mix them according 
fo Art. 

Outward Applications have place here, of which kind are, a C4 
<>:pba, or Cap, Plaifters, and Liniments, and ſometimes let theſe, 
ſometimes thoſe, or the others be us'd. 

Take Flowersof Lillies of the Valley, Roſemary, and Stechas, of each 
« Handful, Celtick:ſpike tro Drams, Roots of Cyprus, the leſſer Galin- 
gal Florentine Orrs, of each three Drams, Labdanum, Benzoin, Bul- 

fam of Tolu, Amber, of each two Drams, Nutmegs, Cloves, Mace, Cin- 
namon , of each a Dram and a half, make of all a ſubtle Powder, 
and ſew it into a Cap interlacing it with Cotton. 

Take of the Plaiſter call d Flos Unguentorum two Ounces, Tachams 
hacha, Ceranna, Balſam of Tolu, of each three Drams, Powder of 
Amber, and Myrrh, of each two Drams, Cloves, Nuemegs, Mace, of 
each a Dram ; being melted together, let them be made into a Meſs, 
of which let a Plaifter be made, to be ſpread on Leather, and to be ap 
Piyd to the Head ſhav'd. 

Take Ol of Palm balf an Ounce, Oleum Capivii three Drams, Bal- 
fam of Peru a Dram, Oyl of Nutmegs by expreſſion two Drams, Oyl of 
Amber half a Dram; make a Linwment for the Head. 

I could add here many other Medicines and Ways of Adminiftra- 
tions,but let theſe ſuffice in a Caſe almoft deſperate,where moft com- 
monly no Remedies do good, and the Cure is never perfected. 
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CHAP. XI, 
Inſtruftions and Preſcrips for curing the Gout. 


A us the Diſeaſes of the Head and genus Nervoſum, we juſtly 
A rank alſo certain Aﬀects which are wont chiefly to infeſt the 
Feet and Bely, to wit, the Gout and Colick, For we may conclude 
from the primary Symntom, viz. Pain, that the Seats of both are 


the nervous Parts. TI ſhall ſpeak in the firft place of the —_— 
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The Gout moſt commonly is wont to ariſe about the Intzernodia 
of the Bones of the Feet ; though often it happens in the Fonts of 
the Hip, Knee, E/bow, Shoulder, Wriſt, Ancle, and of other Parts. 

The F:tsof this Aﬀe#( which in a manner is always intermittent ) 
either ſeize at random, or perzodicalh 3 which ending ſometimes ſoon 
er, ſometimes later, good lucid Intervals enſue ; preſently, upon the 
fiſt invaſion, Pains for the moſt part ariſe without any ſwelling z 
though afterward, about the height of the Diſcaſe, the Part affected 
often ſwells; the Pains about the beginning ſcarce yield to any Reme- 
dies,but are wont to be very much exaſperated by Catharticks, and 

not preſently to be driven away,or aflwag'd by Topicks;the Fits moft 
commonly ſeize on a ſudden, and withont a previous affect, though 
ſometimes it has a fore-running efferveſcence in the Blood, or a little 
Fever. The Diſpoſition to this Diſeaſe ſometimes is Hereditary,ſome= 
times acquir'd through an ill Diet : the Occafions or Cauſes, which 
being wont to aQuate the Dil poſition, raiſe the Arthritick Pains, are 
ſome violent alterations,or Paſſions inflicted on the Humors and Spi- 
rits. Hence Surfeiting, immoderate drinking, eſpecially of acid and 
thin Wines, Tranſpiration letted, Anger, immoderate Venery, Sad- 
neſs,alſo the Revolutions and great Changes of the Year and Air,eve- 
ry where bring Fits of this Dileaſe : thoſe that are obnoxious to this, 
are alſoin danger of being ſometimes troubled with the Stone or Gra- 
vel in the Kidney, and on the contrary: moreover, the Gout increa= 
fing, gathers together every where about its chief Seats, to wit, the 
Joynts, a calculous matter, and there raiſes a topbous maſs. 

The Parts affeted, upon the twitching of whoſe Fibres, the Paing 
areraiſed, for the moſt part are the Perzoftia, or the Membranes co- 
vering the heads of the Bones, alſo the Tendons, and haply the Liga- 
ments there plac'd : but fince the Pain in thoſe Parts depends wholly 
on the ſolution of continuity, and this proceeds from a certain mat- 
ter ſticking in, or lying on thoſe Bodies we muft enquire, firft, of 
what kind that morbifick matter is 5 ſecondly, whence it is brought 
thither, and thirdly, after what manner, by ſolving unity in them, 
it cauſes ſuch periodical Fits of the Gout. 

Asto the merbrfick matter, it ſeems in the fi;ft place that it is nei- 
ther the Blood nor the nervous Juice by themſelves ; nor alſo one fin- 
gle Humour depos'd by either of them, but that in the chief Seat of 
this Diſeaſe many fermentative Juices, and not eafily miſcible, 
meet ; and then that from their conteft and efferveſcency painful 
twitchings of the nervous Fibres ariſe. 

Theretore a ſaline or tartarous matter,depos'd from the arterious 
Blood about the ſpaces betwixt the Bowels,is asit were the feminine 
Seed of this Diſeaſe 3 which nevertheleſs, though heap'd together in 
a great plenty, is wholly unfrujtful of it ſelf, till the nervous Liquor 
growing turgid, ſends acctous Recrements, falling from it, to the ſeat 
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of the former, which,as the maſculine Seed, preſently renders the other 
prolifick : for, in as much as thoſe two particles, which are of a dif- 
fering itate and origine, meet, and mutually contelt, they twitch 
the Fibres of the Membranes and Tendons, and fo cauſe the Fit of 
the Gout, the appealing of which depends wholly on the mutual 
ſabduing and diffipation of the ſharp Particles of both kinds. 

As to the evident cauſes for which the nutritive Liquor, brought 
from the Blood to the Joynts,is too much ſtored with a faxt Salt,and 
by reaſon of which theſe Parts beconge over-ready and eafie to re- 
ceive what is diſproportion'd to them, in regard they are various 
and manifold, we ſhall here briefly touch the chief of them. 

r. And firft, an hereditary diſpoſition is wont to produce both 
the failures: for Gouty Perſons for the moſt part engender Gouty 
Children ; and this Diſeaſe, deſcending from Parents to Children, is 
wont to have in both not only the like fruit,and to be brought to a 
ripeneſs about the ſame terms of Age ; but for the moft part it fixes 
its firſt roots in the ſame members, and every where obſerves the 
like progreſs. 

2. But nevertheleſs,the Arthrizical diſpoſition, without an original 
taint, is often cauſed by reaſon of an ill Diet, -and errours in the fix 
non-natural things; for thoſe who being given to feaiting and good 
fcllowſhip, delight themſelves in Eating and Drinking much, and dil- 
orderly, and eſpecially if they feed on ſalt and ſumptuous proviſions, 
and drink Wine plentifully, eafily contract this Diſeaſe. For by this 
means none but an indigetted Chyle, and ſuch as is endowed with 
wild and unmeet Particles is prepared in the Viſcers ; moreover, 
after much drinking of Wine, Salt dregs and heterogeneous filth, 
which otherwiſe would ftay in the firft paſſages, being too much 
exalted, are conveyed into the Blood: To which irregularities in 
Diet, if a ſedentary Life, Idleneſs, and much fleeping are joyned, (0 
that neither the ſuperfluities exhale, nor the ſaline Impurities are 
blown off by exerciſe that they do not ſubſide about the Joints ; 
certainly a great ſtore of this Alchal:[ate ſeed will be ſown for produ- 
cing this Dy/eaſe of the Foynts. 

The weakneſs and Arthritick diſpoſition of the Joints is not only 
hereditary, but is frequently cauſed on ſeveral occafgons ; the falling 
down of the morbifick matter often brings it : for if by chance it 
happens that the firit fit of the Gout be in this or that Part, the pec- 
ca't humour will afterward more readily fall on that member; andin 
a ſhort time will make there, as it were, its neft, where it will con- 
tinually lodge its brood : Moreover, ſolution of Continuity alſo, or 
an injury hapning to ſome Joint by cold or moiſture, a wound Of 
luxation often cauſe a Gouty diſpoſition. 

The evident Caules, which in reſpe&t of the Nervous Liquor, 


caule Fits of the Goxr, either pervert the particles and Pars 
at 
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into an acetous nature, or being before degenerated, ſtir them tg 
fluxions. 

1, Many acid Liquors,and many ſmall Wines ought to be avoided, 
and experience teaches us, that Cyder and ſtale Beer ought of all 
things to be ſhun'd by Arthritical perſons,ſfor thoſe kinds of Drinks 
do not only bring into a the latent cauſe of the Diſcaſe, but by fil- 
ling the Brain and Nerves with a great many acetous Particles, they 
contribute to its fuel, and encreaſe the morbifick Matter. 

2. Immoderate or unſcaſonable exerciſe of the Body , violent 
Paffions, immoderate Venery, and a diſorderly Diet, and likewiſe 
whatſoever things greatly trouble or exagitate the Spirits and Hu- 
mors, and conſequently raiſe fluxions of the nervous Juice, or of 
its Recrements cauſe Arthritick pains. 

3. Solemn Evacuations ſuppreft alſo an admittance of cold and 
moiſture, foraſmuch as by this means the Blood, and conſequently 
the nervous Liquor fall into efferveſcencies and fluxions, bring fits 
of that Diſeaſe. 

4.For the ſame reaſon changes of the Heavens,and of the Air,alſo 
the revolutions of theYear are wont to bring pains of the Goutthat 
itis become a Proverb,that Gokty perſons carry their Almanack in thair 
Bones, and from their pains draw moſt certain Prognofticks of the 
Seaſons ; for as often as a moiſt eonftitution of the Year, and South, 
or North Winds, or Snows are at hand, they are wont to predict 
thoſe things from the acceſſes of their pains. Moreover, at each 
Quarter of the Year, eſpecially Spring and Fall, they are more ſorely 
tormented ; wherefore the Equinoxes are always religiouſly obſerv'd 
by them: The reaſon of theſe things partly confifts in this, that in- 
ſenſible tranſpiration is variouſly altered, by reaſon of the changes 
of the Air, and of the Year ; for which reaſon, the Effluvia, which 
were wont to tranſpire, being reſtrain'd, ferment the Blood and 
nerveus Humor, and eafa!ly ftir them to Arthritick fluxions. More» 
orer the Humors of our Bodies, as the Juices of Vegitables, and 
other natural and artificial Liquors, diverſly ferment according to 
the changes of the Seaſons, and fall into various ſtates, ſometimes 
of fixation, ſometimes of volatility, ſometimes of flowing. 

The chief diffcrences of this Diſeaſe are taken from the places af- 
tected, and therefore they are made, as it were, the diltin&t ſpecies 
of the ſame, to wit, the Hand Gout, the Hip Gout, the Knee 
Gout, the Foot Gout : M-an while, pains uſually rais'd in any other 
Members, go by the common name of the Gout : Whether the 
Tooth-ach, the pain in the Loins, and pains of other Parts ought 
to be referred to this, I have not now leiſure to enquire. 

A long continued Gout, very often joyns to it a Scurvy, and ſome 
Sorbutick affc&&ts ſo plainly counterfeit the Gout, that they cannot 
fakly be diftinguiſh'd : The reaſon of the former is both a-like Dy/s 
Ttt crafy 
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craſy of the Blood, in both affects depending on the fixt Salt ; and 
likewiſe that the Scorbutical diſpoſition eafily comes upon Gouty 
perſons; for that keeping long to their Bed or a Chair, they uſe ng 
exerciſe. Secondly, the Scorbutick affects which imitate the Gout, 
are a Rheumatiſm, and the Artbriew vega Scorbutica, Concerning 
which we have written in our Tract of the Scurvy. 

The Gout has ſo near a relation to the Stone in the Reins, that 
both affects, as though they were of the ſame Origine, moſt com> 
monly concur ; For ſcarce any Perſon is troubled with that Diſeaſe 
but he is found obnoxious to this ; Moreover, an inveterate Goutiz 
wont to cauſe ftrong concretions in the Joynts, ſuch as the Ne 
phritick Diſeaſe in the Reins : Hence Ithiok it very likely, that the 
ach in the Reins ariſes trom a-!ike, or wholly the ſame cauſe which 
we have aſſign'd for the Gout ; to wit, that the Sa/onofixt Mattr 
depos'd by the Blood in the Reins, ferments with the acid Humor, 
often ſent thither by the Nervous Ductus's; and that therefore Ne 
phritick Pains are frequently cauſed ; and that afterward, the Stone 
is form'd by both matters coagulated after fermenting. 

' As to the Prognoſtick of the Gout, every Man knows it to be ab 
(eaſe that ſafe enough z but extreamly difficult to be cur'd. 1. Asto 
the former, this Diſeaſe is not only void of danger as to it (elf, buti 
agrovention againſt mott other Diſeaſes:For Gouty perſons by reaſa 

a faline-fixt Diſcraſy of the Blood are not obnoxious to Fever; 

oreover, they live for the moſt part free from other affects of the 
Head or Viſcera,in as much as the Recrements both of the Blood and 
Neryous Juice are continually depos'd in the Joynts. 2. Bt as tothe 
way of its cure;it is ſo difficult, that for the removal of the Procataryi 
of the Diſeaſe there is requir'd both a moſt perfect amendment ofthe 
two Humors, viz. of the Blood and Nervous Juice, to wit, that thy 
engender not any Saline-fixt, or acid Particles, and likewiſe a Reſt 
tution of the weakned Joynts ( neither of which can ever eafily bt 
done) to which may be added, that the conjunct cauſe of this Diſeal 
lies in parts very remote, where the Vertues of no Medicine reach. 

Sometimes it happens by reaſon of the fluxions of the Arthritick 
Matter, being ſuppreft or ftruck back, that one while gripes of the 
Belly or Viſcera of the Abdomen, another while a Dyſpnga, Afthmi, 
or other affects of the Breaſt, and ſometimes alſo that the Apopley, 
and other fleepy.or convulfive Diſcaſes are raiſed ; from which thing: 
being obſerved, it will be obvious to object, that the Mnera of the 
Gout is not ſuch as we even now deſcrib'd it, becauſe its ſaline part, 
in regard it is the ſame which is appointed for the nouriſhment « 
the Joynts, cannot be driven thence, or convey'd, or depos'd elle 
where; Then as to the other part, to wit, the acid Semnium de- 
wary in its uſual place; it ſeems that that cannot eaſily be driye" 

ack, and being ſuppreft by it ſelf, or in its Paſſage, or —_— 
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elewhere, that it will not much hurt any part ; but it may cafil 
te replyed to this, that the acetous Portion of the Arthritick Mat- 
ter lowing in the Ductug's of the Nerves may be repelled, or ftopt, 
and that being diſcharged on other parts, it often cauſes very ſore 
Diſeaſes ; and indeed the Nervous Liquor and its Reerements, fince 
they confift of Particles that are very ſubtle and aRtive, upon any 
{mall let or repulſe are driven into divers ſorts of ſallies and fluxions : 
Moreover, when thoſe grow turgid about the noble Parts, or within 
the Ductus's of the Nerves, or meet with Particles of other Humors 
of another kind, and ferment with them ; they cauſe various affects 
either inducing pain, or convulfive : And often, in as much as Parti- 
cles of a differing nature are coaguiated together, Tumours, ſome- 
times Strumous, ſometimes Cancrous, or otherwiſe malignant ariſe. 
Whilft I was writing theſe things, I was called to a renowned Ma- 
tron, who formerly having been very obnoxious to the Gout, after 
that ſhe had been ill of late;for about three Months,of a very great 
weakneſs of the Stomack with an Anorexsa, a Nauſcouſneſs, and al- 
moſt a continual Vomiting, at length I know not on what occaſion, 
falling into frequent Swoonings, a fittle after ſhe was often troubled 
with a Vertigo,with a failing of Memory,and ſometimes with a flight 
Delirium ; and when ſhe had continued ſorfor many days, and in the 
mean while being free from the Gont, and having a good Stomack; 
ſhe eat Broth twice or thrice, and Fleſh once a day with an Appe- 
tite, and digeſted it without trouble ; this was a plain fign that the 
Recrements of the Nervous Humor, which formerly were wont to 
fall by the ſpinal Nerves into the Feet, to the feat of the Gout, af- 
terward being depoſed by the Nerves of the Par vagum and Inter- 
coftale in the Ventricle, raiſed continual Troubles in it, which at 
laft, partly reftagnating in the Brain, and parly being cbnvey'd into 
the Nerves of the Heart, were followed by thoſe affects of the 
Leipothymia, Vertigo, and Delicium. 

The Theraputick method ſuggcfts three primary Indications, 
whereof the ficſt being curatory, is uſed only in the Fits, for the ap- 
peafing,or ſooner putting an end to the Pains: The ſecond being pre- 
ſervatory, and appointed for the intervals of the accefſes, endeavours 
to remove the Procatarxis of the Diſeaſe, ſo that the invaſions of the 
Pains may return but ſeldom, or more mildly, or not at all. The third 
being vital, orders by what kind of Diet, and with what Remedies, 
the ftrength may be ſupported among the ſaid Tortures ; and Life, 
notwithſtanding the frequent and almoſt continually troubleſome 
oppreſſions of the Diſeaſe,may be prolong'd,and withal reinvigorated. 
The firft indication,v:z. the appeafing of the Pains, contains theſe 
two chief intents: Viz. that the Solution of Continuity be taken 
away, and in the mean while that the irritation or excandeſcency 
0 the Fibres, or of the Spirits abounding in them, be allay'd. 
Ttt 2 i. To 
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1. To take away the Solution of Continuity in the places affec- 
ed, both the fluxions of the Humors which are apt to tend thither 
ought to be ſtop'd, and the Mera already there ticking ought to 
be diſcuſs'd or diflipated, and its Particles be reftrained from their 
mutual efferyeſcencies. For theſe ends Evacuating and altering Re 
medies, and both of them, as well inward as outward, are appoint- 
ed: We ſhall ſet down certain ſele&t Forms and Ways of Admini- 
ſtration of theſe in order. 

Blooding in a new Gout, or which is not very inveterate, and 
eſpecially in a hot Conſtitution, being uſed about the beginning of 
the Diſeaſe, often gives relief: But in an habitual Diſeaſe, alſo ina 
cold Temperament, and in old Age, it is wont to do more hurt 
than good, in as much as it deprefles the vigour of the Blood and 
Spirits, which are not too exorbitant, without a diminution of the 
Morbifick Matter. 

Concerning Purging about the beginning of the Diſeaſe, the thing 
is very much controverted, whilft ſome Phy facians religiouſly abſtain 
from all Purging, before the declination,or end of the Fit ; and others 
on the contrary conſtantly give ſtrong Purges about the beginning 
of the Diſeaſe : The reaſon of the difference ſeems chiefly tolyein 
this, viz. that in ſome Gonty Perſons, who are yet firm in the Confti- 
tution'and Tone of the Humors, and the containing Veſſels ; and 
Whoſe Joynts are not yet weakned, as often as the Blood and Nervous 
Liquor are troubled by a Medicine ; their Superfluities and Recre- 
ments are not preſently precipitated into the Minera of the Diſeaſe, 
but yielding to the Medicine irritating and ſtirring them, they are 
drawn from the Mouths of the Arteries into the Cavities of the Inte- 
ſtines ; and mean while the emptied Veſſels withdraw, or drink 
up again a part of the Morbick Matter : But on the contrary, in ten- 
dee and weakned Confticutions, upon the gentleft commotion ofa 
Medicine, the Recrements of both Humors fall into the Place trou- 
bled with the Gout. To thoſe theretore with whom Purging agrees, 
it ought to be ordered with a {trong and exagitating Medicine: For 
this purpoſe are vulgarly famous the ElefRuary Caryocoſtinum, Syrup 

.of Buckthorn, compound Powder of Hermodatts, Pilul. ex duobw, Pil. 
Raf:s ; which, if we may believe the Author, will make ſuch as are 
not able to go, preſently to walk about. 

Take of the beſt Aloes balf an Ounce, red Roſes two Seruples, Herms- 
datts pill'd a Dram and a balf,Diagridium a Dxam, Honey of Roſes what 


ſuffices, maks Pills. Rodericus a Fonſeca wonder fully extolls the Roots of 
black Hellebore, and among otber things, an Apple with the Fibres of 


8 flick in sr to ba'f a Dram, roſted under the Embers and eaten. 
Take Calomelazss a Scruple, Rofin of Falap tbree Grains, or of Scam 
mony three Grains, Oyl of Cloves a drop, Balſam of Peru what ſuffices: 
Make three or four Pills for one Doſe. 
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M Purging, what Solenander preſcribes happily may be of ſome 
moment ; viz. by putting a Plaifter, or ſome other defenfive Me- 
dicine on the place, to hinder the falling of the Humor to it. 

Vomiting, with thoſe with whom it uſes to be ſafe and ecafie, 

does well alſo in this Diſeaſe ; for which end the Emetickh Tartar of 
Mmfiche, Sulphur of Antimony, its Flowers, Mercurin Vite, Vanum 
Emeticum, Guetta Gamba may be given. 
. Moreover, in a Fit of the Gout, Powders of Stones, Bones,and Shell, 
and alſo of ſmart Vegetables do good, which being ſaid to be the An- 
tidotes of this Diſeaſe, ſubdue all Particles, and fermenting with 
them, mortifie them as it were, and at length being ſubjugated, 
ſend them forth by Urine, or Sweat. 

Take compound Powder of Crabs Claws two Dreams, Ivory, Roots of 
baftard Dittany, Roots of male Peony of each a Dram, Lignum Aloes, yel- 
low Saunders of each balf « Dram, make a Powder, let it be taken from 
balf a Dram to a Drarn, either by it ſelf in a Spoonful of red Poppy- 
water, drinking after it fix Spoonfuls of the ſame, or let it be made 

into a Boluy, or Pills with Venace Treacle, or Venice Turpentine what ſuf- 
fices; the Doſe # 4 Dram twice a day, drinking after it of che diſtslled 
Water beneath preſcribed, two or three Ounces. Or, 

Take of the ſame Powder fix Drams, conſerve of Clove-gilsflawers 
and Betony-flower of each an Ounce and a balf,Diaſcordium two Drams, 
Sup of Mecomium what ſuffices, make an EleRtuary, the Doſe # 4 
Dram, to two Drams evening and morning. 

Mean while that theſe things are done for withdrawing elſewhere 
the Morbifick Matter, which would flow into the places affected, or 
for ſending it forth, let altering and qualifying Medicines likewiſe 
have their turns, which may appeaſe the Turgeſcencies of the Blood 
and Nervous Juice, and ftop the fluxions of the Recrements falling 
from them ; for this end a thin Diet, and a drinking of Water ( if 
it be proper) being ordered, let Emwifions,Fuleps, Apogemes of mild 
things and Anodines be preſcribed. 

As to what concerns the other Scopes of curing, vs2. the diſcuſſion 
of the Minera ticking in the Parts, and the mitigating the excandef- 
cencies of the Fibres and Spirits 3 we muſt infat firft on this latter, 
without the performances of which we cannot anſwer the other in- 
tent:For this end therefore it is expedient to uſe both outward things, 
viz. Topicks of various kinds, and inward things, viz. Hypnotichs. 

There being a vaſt number of Topicks; they either being only Ano- 

s, have regard to'the Pain it felf ; or levelling at this,'together 
with the Tumour, they are either Repercuffives, or Reſolvents and 
Diſcufſers; there are various Forms and Ways of Adminiftrations ot 
every kind of theſe: But thoſe of chiefeſt uſe are wont to be Fomen- 
tations, Cataplaſms and Plaifters ; we ſhall ſet down ſome of the mott 
noted of theſe, and firft Anodyne Jppiications, which —— _ 
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Fibres and appeaſe the Spirits by a certain ſoothing : For this uſs 
a Cataplaſm of Milk and Crum of Bread, or of thoſe things with the 
pounding s of the Leaves and Roots of Mallows and Althea, and the like, 
are every where in common Practice with the Vulgar. 

Others commend a Cataplaſm of freſt» Cow-dung apply'd warm, 

Take Water of Night-ſhade, or of the Spawn of Frogs, of each fit 
Ounces, Saccharum Saturn a Dram, mix them, let Linnen Cloath; 
dipe in thu to be apply d warm. | 

Take of red Lead three Ounces, diſtilled Vinegar two Pounds, dige 
them for many days : Let either this Liquor by it ſelf, or a Water drat 
from it by a diſtillation be uſed for a Fomentation. 

Alſo a diftulled Water made of the Tinfure of Verdigreaſe diſtilled 
in Vinegar, often appeaſes Pains. 

I was told by a Gentleman, often troubled with a ſevere Gout, 
that he, in the cruel Tortures of that Diſeaſe, had always preſent 
eale from a Fomentation with a Water diftilled from the contents of 
a Bullocks Paunch newly killed, 

Againlt extream Tortures of the Gout, outward Narcoticks ſome- 
times ought to be uſed. 

Take Leaves of Henbane, and Hemlock of each three Handfuls, lit 
them be pant into boyling Water, and as ſoon as they grow tender, 
let them be taken forth 3 to which, being bruiſed, add Powde f 
the Flowers of Camonul about two Drams, the yolk of one Egg, make 
P] Cataplaſm. Or, | 

Take Tinflure of Saffron made in Spirit of Wine four Ounces, Can- 
Phire, and Opium of each a Dram, let there be a cloſe and warm dige 
{tron till they are diſſolved; let the part that pains be anointed with 
this Liquor : There are innumerable Medicines of this kind every 
where to be found in Books of Phyfack, and are every where wont 
to be preſcribed by every vulgar Perſon; which likewiſe may (uf- 
fice for fulfilling the other intent, to wit, the repercuſſion of the 
Humors, if at any time it ſeems to be indicated. 

As to what regards reſolvent, and diſcufling Topicks, ſuch are not 
required, which only open the Pores, that the Serum may evaporate, 
and the Blood may be reſtored to Circulation, as in a Phlegmon or 
Adema, but whoſe ſaline Particles being deftinated for ftrongly af 
{aulting the faline Particles of the Arthritick Minera, may either 
draw them forth by laying hold of them, or,by precipitating them, 
keep them from their Pain,caufing Efferveſcencies:wherefore,in this 
Diſeaſe, when Fomentations, or Cataplaſms of Camomi/, Malo, 
Marſhmallows, _ and Fenugreek:ſeeds do little or no good, 
nay often much offend the Nervous parts by relaxing them, the Dif 
{olutions, or Stillatitious Liquors of Sal Armoniack, Sea-ſalt, Nitre, 
Vitriol, quick Lime, and the like; which in other Humors and Pains 
are always offenſive, are wont to prove very beneficial. of 
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Of theſe kinds of Liquors to be applyed to the part pained in 
fits of the Gout, ſeveral are preſcribed by Quercitan, Crollim, Hare- 
ax, and other Chymifts ; which fance other Famous Phyliciang, 
frequent tryals have approved off, we conclude them to have 
ziven relief for the foreſaid reaſon. | 
Ineed not repeat here the forms of theſe; as I could ſuggeſt many 
other Preparations of the ſame fort, I ſhall here only add one or two.

I have heard that ſome for appeafing Pains of the Gout, put the 
Foot affeRied in a bag fill d with Sra-ſalt calcin'd and powared, from 
which they till expe a certain and quick relief. 
In the declination of the Fit, to ftrengthen the part, and to diſcuſs 
the remainder of the morbifick matter,Plaifters are uſefully applycd, 
which nevertheleſs do not all agree indiffcrently with all Perſons;but 
vith theſe more hot,with others leſs hot,though with moſt thoſe are 
wont to be moſt efficatious,in which are red Lead, Litharge, Mercury, 
and other mineral or ſaline things,we uſe chiefly a Plarſter of red Lead, 
Ceruſſe, and Soap boyled with Oyl, or take red Lead Plaifter two parts, 
Paracelſus's Plarfter one part, mix them and ſpread them on Leather. 
Inward Remedies to be uſed againſt Pains of the Gout, are in a 
manner only Narcoticks,which ought to be given in a cruel and long 
continued Pain. Of theſe we moſt commend Preparations of Qpirm, 
ith Salt of Tartar or its Tinfure. Moreover, for this uſe Parace/fſus's 
"r the London Laudanum,Pilul.de Styrace, de Cynogloſſo, Sprup of Meco- 
num Venice Treacle and Diaſcordium are wont to prove beneficial. 
The ſecond indication called preſervatory,hasreſpect to the remo- 
Vvalof the Procatarctick Cauſes of the Gout ; ſo that the Fits of the 
Gout may moleft with invaſions more ſeldom, and leſs, ornot at all. 
For this end evacuating, altering, and corroborating Remedies, toge- 
_ with an exaCt form of Diet are preſcribed ta be uſed out of the

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x. Therefore Gouty perſons ought to Purge folemnly Spring any 
Fal:and it will be convenient then to give a Yomut,if nothing indicats 
the contrary,and afterward to repeat it ſometimes by intervals.Thok 
who have a ftrong Stomach and Precordia may take Mineral Eme. 
ticks, prepar'd of Ant:zmony and Mercury : Thoſe who are of a mor 
tender conftitution,after having eaten ſlippery food, may take Win 
of $quills,or Salt of Vieriol with Whey: Afterward,the Stomach being 
filled with warm Water, or plain Poffet-drink, or with the leaves of 
Carduws boyled in it,let a Vomiting be raiſed twice or thrice or oftner, 
For Purging to be uſed alſo frequently at fit intervals of time, the 
forms of Purges above preſcribed may be proper enough.

fied, two Pounds ; let there be a cloſe and warm digeſtion for many day; 
the doſe 1; two or three ſpoonfuls in the morning twice or thrice a week,and 
let Vomiting and Purging always be begun before the Equinoxes, \ek 
haply the Rheates firſt, may prevent the courſe of Phyſick.Blood- 
ing, or opening of the Hemorrhoid Veſſels are ſometimes proper 
Spring and Fa!l to Perſons of a hot temperament and a ſharp Blood; 
Cauteries made in the Arms, and near the Shoulder-blades are uſeful; 
in a manner to all that are obnoxious to this Diſeaſe. 
Moreover,altering Remedies,call'd by the Ancients the Antidotegof 
the Gout, are of excellent uſe, and being taken for a long time, toge- 
ther with an exact governance as to the fix non-natural things,often 
give great relief: In this rank,Medicines endow'd with a Volat:le Salt 
or a Balſamieh Suiphur ; to wit, inaſmuch as theſe exalt the fixt Salt, 
and thoſe reduce the acetow,are accounted the chief; again,b:eter and 
aftringent things, as the Herbs Germangder, Groundpine, Centory, Rot! 
of Gentian, and Birthwort, &c. ( fance they are approv'd of by expe- 
rience in this Diſeaſe ) ſeem to be profitable for this reaſon that they 
help the offices of Concoction and Chy lification,and keep the ſaline 
feculeneies from being carried into the Blood. Let us ſet down cer» 
tain forms of each of theſe. 

Take Powder of Groundpine ſix Drams,Crabs-eyes two Drams, Veniee 

Turpentine what ſuffices, make ſmall Pills let three or four be taken in thi 
Evening and Morning for thirty or forty days, drinking after Tt of the 
following diſtill'd Water two or three Ounces.

To poor People I uſe to preſcribe after this manner. Take Powder 
of the Leaves of Sage balf a Pound, Crabs-eyes, Saccharum Cryſt alinum 
if each two Ounces : Mx them, let it be kept in a Glaſs, let a Spoon- 
ful be taken twice a day with a draught of the decottion of the Leaves

f each an Ounce, Sugar a Pound, mix them, make a Powder. 

Or, the Powder of Johannes Anglicus, called by him $aracenicw. 

Take Powder of the Leaves of Ground-pine an Ounce, of the Bones 
if Man's Foot burnt two Drams, Licorice three Drams, max them, 

For ordinary Drink let 4 Bochet be prepar'd of Sarſaparilla, Saunders, 

gum Rhodium, ſhavings of Ivory and Harts-horn,&c. Or, let a ſmall 

ebe prepar'd for a Veſlel of four Gallons: In which inftead of Hops 
let the Leaves of Germander and Ground-pine be boyd: And after it 
has wrought, put into it of the Leaves of dry'd Sage four Handfuls, 
Saſſapbras ewo Ounces, Roots of Avens eight Ounces. 

Among altering things, a Milk Dict does not claim the laft Place z 
"12. that the Patient uſe no other Diet for three or four Months 3 
morning and evening let him drink Mz1k 4s zt comes from the Cow 3 
about noon let him eat of it boy!'d with White-bread, Barley, or 
Oatmeal, I have known ſome who by this kind of Diet have found 
great Relief, and that others have been much worſe after the uſe of 
Milk, and the Gout being not cured, to have contracted great Ob= 

Cons of the Viſcera and a Cacochymia. Therefore, let not that 
ethod raſhly be entred upon without the advice, and careful obſer- 
Yation of a prudent Phyfician whether it agrees or not. 
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Not long fance,it grew a vulgar Cuſtom for Gouty Perſons to drink 
every morning their own Urine,which I remember to have done good 
to ſome: The reaſon of which relief ſeems to be, that the Saline latex 
of the Urine, paffing again through the Blood, carricd with it the Sa- 
>lino-fixt Particles, which were wont before to be convey'd to the 
oynts: Wherefore this Method, if at any time it gives eaſe in the 
Gout, for the moſt part it encreaſes the Nephritick affect. 

A very Learned and Pious Man, the Glory both of our Nation and 


of Learning, D.D, H.H, having liy'd for many years greatly obnoxi- 
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ous to frequent fits of Pains, Vomiting and Piſſing Blood ; at length, 
upon the covftant uſe of the following Remedies, becoming almoſt 
free from the Nephritick affect, he liv'd above ſeven years without 
any very great Fit of it. The Method of Cure which a certain Ger 
tleman had taught him, without any Phyfick, was thus, Abftaining 
from Wine and Cyder, he drank for ordinary Drink a ſmall Ale made 
of Oaten Malt; Moreover, once a week he took in the morning a 
draught of the fame Ale about half a Pound, with three Spoonful; 
of the Powder of Ofja Senelorum difloly'd in it : By the ule of the 
things ſeeming to have bid farewel to the Diſeaſe of the Stone with- 
in four months, he preſently begun to be troubled with the Gout 
and was often infetted with (everc Fits of it during all the time of his 
being free from the Stone; and at length, upon every little occafion, 
he became fo obnoxious to them, that if preſently after Eating he 
any way Eexercis'd his Body or Mind, vg. either by walking or ſtudy, 
he certainly expected invaſions of the Pains; the reaſon of which 
was, that the Blood being ſaturated to a fulne!s with Salino-fixt Par- 
ticles, and the Nervous Liquor with Acetous, when, upon a freſh (up: 
ply of Nutritive Juice, they were ftir'd and grew turgid, preſently 
they depoſed their Superfluities, vi4. the Morbifick Matter of both 
kinds in the Joynts, as being very weak. 

Therefore that Venerable Perſon,being tired with ſo frequent and 
almoſt continual a Torture, by the Advice of a certain Friend drank | 
his own Urine every morning, by the uſe of which, within a Month 
or two he was tormented ſomewhat lefs with his Pains of the Gout, 
but by an ill change the Nephritick affect begun to come upon him 
again; for he was often affected with a Pain about the Loins, with 
a Vomiting, and Dyſuria, which being not to be overcome by ay. 
Remedies, caus'd the Death of the Renowned Perſon after about 
a Fortnight. 

The Body being opened, all the Viſcera excepting the Reins aþ 
peared very ſound and firm, but the right Kidney feem'd to har 
been almoſt conſum'd long before,there remaining only a little heap 
of Glands, all the Veflcls and the Urcter growing together, and being 
wholly top'd, that no Urine had paſs'd there tor a long time : The 
left Kidney being large enough, contain'd a great heap of Gravel 
Stones within its Cavity and Ductus's. Moreover, a round, hard, and 
whitiſh little Stone being fallen about three Inches deep into tht 
Ureter, and there ſticking, had wholly ftop'd the Paſſage of the 
Urine, the Membrane of the Ureter, where the Stone ſtuck, was bt 
come ſo thick and callous, and conſequently without Pain, that! 
could not be ſtirred thence by any means upward or downward. 

It ſeem'd in this Caſe, that whereas the Coagulative Particles 
the Blood and Nervous Juice, viz. Salino-fixt, and Acetous fir 
meeting together in the Reins, had long caus'd the Nephritick a 
afterwal

ifterward,by the uſe of that aboveſaid Powder, the Saline being till 
ent into the habit of the Body, and not readily convey'd forth, heap- 
ed together a Seminium for the Gout in the Joynts 3 the Reins in the 
mean time being almoſt free : But at length, when by drinking bx 
wn Water, the Saline-minera was brought back to the Rems, the Di- 
ſeaſe of the Foynts was changed into a fatal Nepbrits.

CHAP. ALV. 
Inſtruftions and Preſcripts for curing the Colick. 


0) what right we place this Diſeaſe among the affects of the 
Brain, and the genw Nervoſum, it is intimated in the forego= 
ing Chapter, to wit, in reſpect of the Symptoms chiefly preſſing, 
which are Pain and Convulfive Motions, arifing thence. 

Concerning the word Colick taken from the Inteftine Colon 
( which vulgarly, though falſely, is ſuppoſed to be chiefly affected in 
this Diſeaſe ) we ſhall not contend ; the affe&t may be deſcribed, 
that it 5 a mighty Vellication of certain Parts of the Abdomen, whence 
a very acute Pain, to which for the moſt part a vomiting, alſo 
Cramps and ContraQions almoft of all the Viſcera of the Belly are 
wont to be joyn'd. For the Navel and its neighbouring parts ſome- 
times are drawn inward, as it were with a certain perforation, ſome- 
times they (well out with an inflation, and a'great ſpringing forth 
as it were; the inteſtines, by an inverted motion of the Fibres, are 
often drawn upward : Wherefore the Belly, being mightily bound, 
diſcharges little or nothing at all, nay, though it be frequently pro- 
voked by Clyfters, it does not cafily depoſe its contents. That the 
Ventricle is likewiſe convuls'd with the Duodenum, and Gaull-Blad- 
der,it plainly appears from the copious Vomiting and Caſting forth 
of the Yellow, or Green Coler : Sometimes alſo the Ureters, and 
the Bladder which contains the Utine are ſo contracted, that du- 
ring the whole Fit, the Urine is either ftop'd, or voided more ſpa- 
ringly: Befides, in the Head vertiginous affects frequently preceed, 
or follow the invaſions of this Diſeaſe : Nay, and the Colick encrea- 
ling and becoming inveterate, often brings Pains in the outward 
Members, and at latt is terminated in a Pally : Since therefore many 
Parts are wont to be troubled by it, we mutt enquire which is pri- 
marily affected, and hy the means of which the rctt ſuffer, and ſhew 
what is the conjunt Cauſe of this Diſcale z in what place it ſub- 
fiſts, and whence it draws its O:1gine, 

As to the Part primarily affected, when the Diſeaſe preſfes, the 
Unu2 whale 
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whole region of the Belly is wont to be troubled, yet its primary ſeat 
ought to be plac'd where the Pain infefts chiefly, and ſticks mot oh. 
ſinately. Now this is ſaid by many Phyficians to be ſomewhere in 
the Colon, becauſe we generally obſerve, that the Inteſtines, and 
chiefly the Colon, being irritated by Flatw's, by Coler and hap 
ly other Humors, contained within their Cavities, fall into Paing 
and Gripesz but if the Pains of the Colick proceeded from the 
ſharp and irritative contents of the Color, doubtleſs thoſe thing 
which looſen the Belly, and copiouſly expel Flarus's and the Fece, 
would bring a moft certain relief : The contrary of which often- 
times happens, viz. that after frequent, or violent Purging, that 
Diſeaſe becomes worſe. 

| Wherefore, that the ſeat and nature of this Diſeaſe may be duely 
known ; we muſt firſt diftinguiſh here concerning the Gripes, or 
Pains of the Belly, vulgarly accounted as of the Colick. For either, 
being meerly. occafional, they ariſe from an evident cauſe alone,and 
without a previous diſpoſition in any Perſon indifferently ; thus al 
terations about the fax non-natural things, often raiſe mighty di- 
fturbances in the V;/cera of the Belly with Pains : Which kind of 
affect neverthelefs ought not to be lookt upon as a Diſeaſe, but only 
as a Symptom rais'd from a manifeft cauſe. 

But befdes, the Colick properly ſpeaking, does not only happea 
to any Men indifferently, being produc'd by an accidental cauſe, but 
following ſome Men prediſpos'd after a peculiar manner, depend 
wholly on a Procatarctick cauſe brought to a ripeneſs by degrees; 
The greater fits of the Diſeaſe for the moſt part have their periods, 
and obſerve the alterations of the Air, and of the Year. Moreore!, 
being rais'd, they do not eaſily yield to Remedies, nor ſoon pib 
off: But natwithftanding the uſe of Epichems, or the Bellies bt 


ing purg d,though in a plentiful manner,by Clyſters or CatharCticks, |; 


they often continue many days, and ſometimes weeks with greit 
violence ; the Pains in every Fit- take always to the ſame Part, 
and for the moſt part are attended with the like concourſe of other 
Symptoms : Moreover, Colick Pains, though they have not the 
ſame ſeat in all; but ſometimes rage moſt about the Ventrick, 
ſometimes abautthe Navel, or Hypochondres, ſometimes in the 
Hypogaſtrick"Region, or toward the Loins: Yet as often as the) 
return in the ſame Diſeaſed, they moſt commonly obſerve thc 
ſame ſeat. | | 

' Tfay now, that the Part primarily affected in the Colick is the Me- 
ſentery : We have ſhewn elſewhere, that the cauſes of certain convul- 
five Motions, which are vulgarly call'd Hyſterical,oftentimes lie hidin 
the Plexw's of the Meſentery ; And then we aſſerted the Pains of the 
Colick,ſometimes to have their ſeatsin the ſame places, and we made 
it plain enough from Anatomical obſervation, But it is = the 
ty, . 1 a : , G X : { ame, 
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me, but ſomewhat a differing matter which is wont to gaiſe thoſe 
o different affects under the ſame roof: In the Pafſfgons called hiſte- 
ical, we have ſet forth at large in the former Tract, that the animal 
ſicits being overcharg'd with an elaftick Combination, burft from 
one another, or, are exploded, as it were, and conſequently that they 
force in deſpite the containing Bodies into irregular or preternatural 
Motions:But in Pains of the Colick the ſame Spirits being irritated by 
reaſon of a Matter annoying them, and being diſproportionate to 
them, and thereupon being divided and ſevered from each other, 
they force the ſenfible Fibres to very troubleſome Corrugations ; 
After what manner this is done in the Colick, and what is the con» 
junct Cauſe and Procatarxis of that Diſeaſe, we ſhall now fay ſome» 
what more plainly. 

Therefore, for the Siminum or Mzxera of the Colick, we ſuppoſe 
that certain Recrements of the nervous Humor falling from the 
Brain by the Nerves,and pafling into the Meſencery,and aber Plexws's 
of the Abdomen, are there heap'd together. Which, if they are ſa 
groſs and viſcous, that they cannat be receiv'd and ſent away by the 
Lymphedu#s,or diftil forth into the cavities of the Inteftines by the 
{mall Branches of the Veſſels,then ftagnating and being heaped toge- 
ther by degrees in thole Parts, they ariſe at length to anirritative 
plenitude : Afterward, that matter becoming more degenerate,and 
more offenfave by ftagnation,and growing turgid on ſome occafion, 
or of its own accord, or haply fermeating with the Sa/ino-fixt Hu- 
mor (ent thither from the Blood, will torture with very troubleſome 
and painful corrugations the Branches of the Nerves and nervous 
Fibres, with innumerable of which the Meſentery is ftor'd. Which 
Aﬀect of them does not wholly ceaſe till the fermenting Matter ei- 
ther is diſcuſs'd, or expreſs'd into the cavities of the Inteftines, or 
at length is ſubdued. 

Again, foraſmuch as from the Meſentery and its Plexws's, nervous 
Branches and Fibres are mott thickly protended to the bottom of the 
Ventricle,the Gall-Bladder, the Ductus Choledochi, all the Inteſtines, 
and on every fide almoſt into all the V:ſcera of the Abdomen; there- 
fore,whilſt the Colick Matter,fermenting in its Msnere's,cauſes there 
aften moſt ſharp Gripes and Tortures, at the ſame time in moſt other 
membranous Parts, Cramps and convulfave or painful Contractions 
will be every where raiſed. Hence, by reaſan of the Meſentery,pri- 
marily affected under the Navel, there is a cruel pain, as though a 
Stake were ſtuck there,or a Piercer were making a hole; moreover, 
all about almoſt in the whole Abdomen, by reaſon of the Inteſtines 
being variouſly drawn forward and backward at the ſame time in 
differing places, erring pains ſhoot this way and that ; and by reaſon 
of the Motions of the Fibres being diftracted or inverted, as well in 
thoſe parts, azin the primary Veſſels, the Belly is in a manner —_ 
. | a ounc, 
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bound, and there enſues ſometimes a ſuppreſſion of Urine, or y 
little is made. Moreover, the Duodenum, the Gall-Bladder withits 
Ductus's, and the bottom of the Stomach being affe&ted with x 
Cramp, and their Fibres being drawn upward, a _—_ Vomiting, 
with a copious Cafting up of a yellow or greenith Coler, often 
happens during the Fit. 

In a Fit of the Colick, to Pains of the Belly,moſt violent Pains of 
the Loir.s raging in the lower part of the Back are oftentimes joyned, 
which certainly can ariſe from the irritation of no Inteftine, but it 
will be eaſy to conceive,that they are raiſed from a morbifitk Cauſe 
plac'd in the Meſentery : Viz. In as much as certain confiderable 
Nerves of the Loing enter the great nervous Plexw of the Meſentery: 
So that hence not only paintul Convulfions are conveyed by conſent 
from one part to the other ; but it is likewiſe probable, that cer. 
tain Recrements of the Back, alſo and of the Loins, are derived in- 
to the Meſentery by this Paſſage, and that in ſome ſort, for this 
Reaſon ſcorbutical Perſons are ſo very obnoxious to Gripes of the 
Belly, and to its Looſneſs. , 

As to the Procatarxis of the Colick,it confifts chiefly in theſe two 
things, vx. fuſt, that mapy Recrements are heap'd together in the 
nervous Liquor,and ſecondly, that they being chiefly received by the 
Nerves appointed to the Viicera of the Belly, and conveyed to the 
Meſentery,make there the morbid Minera's. Firft,the former of theſe 
for the moſt part happens through the Fault and Diftemper of the 
Braiti,to wit,for as much as this admits within its Precindts, together 
with the nerrousJaice,heterogenous Particles,and ſuch as trouble the 
animal Oeconumy,and does not readily diſcharge other ordinary Re- 
crements by fit common Sewers: Wherefore the incongruous Mat- 
ter,lince it cannot be otherwiſe ſent from the Brain, molt readily ru- 
ſhes into the Nerves of the Par vagum, which are very open for it: 
And for tis reaſon it is that Women,upon any diſorder of the Brain, 
frequently contraCt rhe hytfterick Habit ; to wit,in as much as the Re- 
crements vi tae nervons Liquor, waether they are convulfve and ela» 
ftick,or only paintul and iwrritative,being apt to be depos'd in the Par 
vagum,ſo generally raiſe convulfive Symptoms, as well as thoſe of the 
Colick. Secondly, that this Matter running into the Par vagum of the 
Nerves, is depoſed in the Mctentery, or in other Plexus's within the 
Abdoinen,the reaſon is, that many, and the greater Nerves of that 
Conjugation, are ultimately terminated in theſe nervous Plexus's. 
Wherefore, if the Recrements of the nervous Humor ſubQ1ing here, 
aS it were, to the lowelt place, can neither be carried back by any 
Veſlels, nor paſs into the Cavitics of the Inteſtines, of necellity the 
ſame muſt make morbid Seats in this Part. , 

The evident Cauſes are of two kinds,viz. Firſt,ſuch as being injurt- 
opus to the Brain and genus Nervoſum,make a greater encreale of _ 
morbi- 
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morbifick Matter : Or, Secondly, ſuch as by agitating the Blood and 
Humors,rouſe up the Minera's heap'd together, and before lying ftill, 
and ftir them to Pain caufing Efferveſcencies. It would be tedious to 
examine here the manifold and diverfified Occafions by which the 
Pains of the Colick are ſtirred up in Perſons prediſpoſed to them ; for 
both great Diſorders in the fix non-natural things,and changes of the 
Air and of theYear,and likewiſe the Medicines themſelves{from which 
relief is expected ) being unſeaſonably given, often bring theſe, 

As to the Prognofſtick of the Colick,it is yulgarly enough known, 
that an accidental Colick, viz. raiſed from an evident Cauſe alone, is 
moſt commonly ſafe,and cured without much ado ; but that an ha- 
bitual one is both eradicated with great difficulty, as to its Diſpofi- 
tion, fo that the Fits may no longer retnrn, and that ſometimes the 
Fits themſelves notwithſtanding Remedies are very obſtinate, and 
perfift for many Days, nay Weeks, and ſometimes Months. 

2. A Colical Diſpoſition frequently enſues upon intermittent Fevers 
of long continuance, and upon continual Fevers of an ill determina- 
tion, viz: in as much as the nervous Liquor being mightily vitiated, 
heaps together many Recrements which are depos'd deep in the 
Plexus's of the Abdomen,as Receptacles the moſt open : Moreover, 
for this Reaſon an epidemical Fever has reigned ſome Years,to which 
a Colick has been joyned as a pathognomick Sign: Hence, in like 
manner, a long continugd and growing Scurvy, for as much as it 
perterts the nervous Liquor, brings alſo the Colick. 

3. After that the Colick Pains have raged ſome time in the Belly, 
they oftentimes affail the Loins,and afterward, the Diſeaſcincreafing, 
the Limbs,and almoit all theMuſcles in the whole Body,and at length 
are often terminated in a Palſy,which certainly is a manifeſt fign that 
the morbifick Matter is not conveyed by the Arteries, but by the 
Nerves,and that its ſeat is not the Cavities or Tunicles of the Inte- 
ſtines,but the nervous Plexus's of the Meſentery : For that the Pains 
of the Loins happen upon Gripes in the Belly,befides that the Nerves 
of both Places communicate,the cauſe alſo is,that the morbifick Mat- 
ter being much encreaſed in the Head, gets not only into the Par vas 
2m, but alſo into the ſpinal Marrow, and falling to its lower part, it 

firſt cauſes Pains to ariſe in the Loins, and afterward many other 
Nerves which proceed from the Spine being affected, it cauſes the 
like in the Members, and other Muſcles; finally, the Ductus's of the 
Nerves being ſtuft by the morbifick Matter heap'd together to a 
plenitude in them, the Pally is cauſed, 

4 A fierce Colick, and very violent, whoſe Cauſe is an inflam- 
mation or abſceſs of ſome Inteſtine, for the moſt part brings a mor - 
tal INiack Pafſjon. 

The Therapeutick Method in the Colick, as in moſt intermitting 
Diſeaſes, ſuggeſts three primary Indications. Wherefore, the firſt, 
which is curatory,being to be uſed in the Fit,has regard to the ap- 


pealing 
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peafing of the Pains, and to the ſpeedy and eaſy removal of the ac 
ceſs of the Diſeaſe. The ſecond being prefervatory, teaches what is 
to be done out of the Fit for taking away the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe, 
that the Fits do not often return, or prove ſorely offenfive. The third 
being vital, furniſhes Remedies for preſerving the Strength, and re- 
freſhing the Spirits during the Gripes and cruel Tortures. We ſhall 
ſpeak of each of theſe a little more at large in order. 

x. We have regard in a manner only to the curatory Indication in 
an accidental Colick ; for the evident Cauſe,which is the irritation of 
the Inteftines by the ſharp Contents being removed,the Pains for the 
moft part ceaſe of their own accord,nor is a Relapſe feared without a 
like occafion : Wherefore, for the ſpeedy Cure of this Diſeaſe, there is 
a Practice proper enough known by every vulgar Perſon,v7z.preſent- 
ly to adminifter emolent Clhſters, opical Anodines, and Nareorithy; to 
which, if there be a Fever, orit be feared, Blooding is often joyned 
with benefit. We ſhall preſently ſet down Forms of theſe,and the 
order of ufing them in the Cure of the habitual Colick. 

Therefore, for the curing the Fit of this Aﬀect, there are two chief 
Intentions, vz2. both the painful Solution of Continuity ought to be 
removed,and the excandeſcence of the Fibres or Spifits in them tobe 
appeaſed. On the account of the former, we muſt endeavour both 
that the Matter ſticking and fermenting in one or more Minera's be 
either diſcuft, or ſubdued, and in the mean while that the afflax of; 
new Matter be ftopt;the ſecond Intention,on which we muſt infiftin 
the firſt place,and without intermiffion,is performed chiefly by Ano- 
dines and Narcoticks : After what manner, and by what Remedies 
all theſe things are to be done methodically, we ſhall deliver. 

The Cure of the Pain of the Colick is begun moft commonly,and 
properly enough by a Clyſter,let this in the firft place be only lenify- 
ing and emollient : By which,as by an inward Fomentation,the cor- 
rugations of the Fibres may be mitigated,and the raging of the Spt- 
rits be appeaſed: For this end,warm Mi/k with Sugar, or Moloſſus, or 
Syrup of Violets: Alſo emollient Decoftions of Mallows, Marſh-mallow!, 
Herb Mercury, and the Flowers of Melilot, Elder, with Oyl of Almonds, 
or of Olives, alſo a Decoftion of a Sheeps-head, or Calves-feet are pro- 
per : Sometimes a Chſter of meer Oyl of Olives or of Linſeeds att 
wont to give help before all others. | 

But in caſe mild Clyfters do not eafily come away,or not looſen 
the Belly, let ſuch be uſed as irritate more, and preſs, and draw out 
by force,as it were, the Humors from the littte Mouths of the Arte» 
ries : For this end, let carminative or bitter Decottions be prepared,in 
which let the E/efuary Diaphenicon,Diacatbolicon,or e bacey Lauri! 
Species Hierg be diſſolved, Alſo to thoſe Liquors it is uſual to add 
three or four Ounces of the infuſion of Crocus Metallerum: Or ro a Pound 
of an emollient Decoftion, add of Venice Turpentine diſſolved with the yok 
of an Egg an Ounct,or an Ounce and a half,or take Urine of a ſound Mi 
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aPound,V/emice Turpentine deſſolu'd an Ounce and a half, Moloſſus an 
Ounce, mix them, make a Clyſter. | have known this often to have gi- 
ren a great relief; the reaſon of which ſeems to be, that the Bal- 
fmick Particles of the Turpentine comfort the Inteſtines, and like- 
wiſe being receiver! by the Venous Blood, and circulated with it 
through the whole Body,they move Urine,{o that a copious making 
of water often follows ſuch a Clyſter, and it always carries a ſmell of 
Violets, haply alſo the Particles of the Turpentine diffus'd every 
where, move the Morbifick, or Stagnating Matter, or incline that 
which is acetous, or otherwiſe degenerate, to a better Crafis. 

Whilit the Inteſtines are iv waſhi with Cly ters, and fomented, 
25 it were, inwardly z let outward Epithems allo be apply'd to the 
Abdomen. 

Take Leaves of both Mallows, Herb Mercury, Wallwort, of each four 
Handfuls ; Flowers of Eider, Camonnl, Me(10t, of each two Handfuls, a 
Calves-head cloven: Let them boyl in a ſiffictent quantity of Founs 
tain-water, Let th: ftrainirg be ſed for a fomentation, with Linnen 
(loatbs dipt into tt as warm as may be ſuffered, and wrung forth, and 
&plied by turns ; repeatirg it as often as the pains preſs violently. In 
the Intervals of the foment ation {et a Cataplaſm or Linitment be uſed. 

To the magma of the Herbs br11s'd add Oatmeal what ſuffices, make 4 
Cataplaſm, and let 1t be ſewn un r0ws mm wo Bags of a ſquare Figure, for 
covering the Abdomen: Let one of theſe be warm'd at atime un a Plat= 
ter 0 = Coals, with Oy! of Eartb-worms, or of Frogs, let it be put 
"m warm, changing it as ſoon as it begins to grow cold. 

Or, Take Oy! of Earth-worms, or of Frogs, what ſuffices, let the 
Part paining be anointed after the fomentation ; and let Cap-paper 
moiften'd with it be applied and worn. 

The Car! of a Lamb, or the Lungs, or other warm Viſcera of Brutes 
laidon the Belly, and often chang'd, ſometimes wonderfully appeaſe Pains. 

I have obſerved in ſome Conſtitutions and Temperaments, that 
Epithems of hot things, or applied hot ; have rather encreaſt Pains, 
than mittigated them : Wherefore in theſe caſes it ſeems neceflary 
to order fomentations of the Solutions of Nztre, or of Sal Armons- 
ack, or of other Chymical Liquors, as in Pains of the Gout, ſome- 
times ( as Sepralius relates) of meer cold Water. 

But if the Gripes of the Belly do not remit by the uſe of theſe 
things, we mult uſe Hypnoticks; vsz. which being given in a juft 
Doſe,often give great truce: Mean while, for refreſhing the Strength 
= _— Spirits, and to order yet a greater Appararys againſt the 

leaſe, 

: Take liguid Laudanum tartarized from fixteen Drops to twenty, give 
it going to reſt in a Spoonful of the ater of Camomul-flowers, drinks 
mg after it of the ſame fix Spoonfuls; let ut be repeated every other, 


r third night,” if the Pains are very preſſing. | 
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In a hot Conftitution. Take Water of Camomil-flowers three O1n- 
ces, Syrup of Meconium balf an Ounce, Aqua Mirabils two Dram, 
make & draught to be taken going to reſt, | 

Mean while that theſe things are done for appeaſing Pains, and 
either for diſcuffing, or at leaftwiſe looſning the Matter ſticking in 
the Morbid feats, let evacuating Remedies have their turns; to 
wit, both for wholly extirpating the Minera of the Colick, and for 
cutting off the ſupplies or fuel of it, that it grow no further, For 
theſe ends, a Vomit { where it agrees) and a gentle Purge ; and 
alſo in a hot Temperament, where a Fever preſſes, or is feared, 
Blooding ought to be uſed. 

Take Sulphur of Antimony, from ffue Grams to ſeven or eipht, conſern 
of Borage a Dram give it in the morning with Governance.In this caſe, 
according to the Judgment of a Phyſiciarpreſent, either an infuſion 
of Crocus Metallorum, or of Mereurius Vite, the Emetich Tartar of Myn- 
ficht, a expreſſion of the Leaves of Aſarum, and in tender Conttituti- 
ons, Salt of Vitriol, and Wine, and Oximel of Squills may be gruen. 

Let Purges, left they nauſeate the Stomack, which is diftempered, 
be given only in a very ſmall Doſe, and in a neat Form. 

Fake Roſm of Jal ap, and of Scammony of each five Grains, Cream of 
Tartar 4 Scruple, C:namon powdred four Grams, make a Poteder, « 
let it be made into Pulls or a Bolus, with conſerve of the Flowers of Bu- 
ape, or of Damask Roſes. 

Take Scammony ſulphured half « Scruple, Cream of Tartar fiftem 
Grains, Diaphoretich, Antymony 4 Scruple, make a Powder, let ith 
given after the ſame manner. 

If a Fever does not preſs, give a Doſe of Stomack Pills with Gum, 
or of Amber, cither by themſelves, or with Roſen of Falap. 

Take Pilule Rudi from twenty Grains to half a Dram, = 
ons Grain, make four Pills, let them be taken gomg to reft : Theſe f 
bring Sleep, and Purge in the morning. Or, 

Take Colomelanos a Scruple, Rofin of Falap fix Grains, Scammay 
four Grains, Ammoniacum what ſuffices, make four Pills, let them 
be taken going toreſt. In a long continued Colick, when all other 
Remcdies have done little or no good, I have often known this Me 
dicine given once or twice, to have raiſed a Salivation to the great 
relief of the Diſeaſed: For, if at any time the Morbifick Matte: 
plentifully gathered together in ithe Nervous Plexus's, and other 
places about the Abdomen, and their firmly ticking, is not ab 
to be moved by other Medicines ; the Mercurial Particles diſplay- 
ing themſelves every way, eaſily diffolve 'it, and divide it into 
minute Parts, and drive them variouſly this way and that, and i 
length wholly diffipate them. Wherefore in a long continued al 
obitinate Colick, they may ſometimes be given with ſuccefs,” 
order to a gentle Salivation, Bath 
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Baths and Sudorificks are generally wont to be prefcribed in Pains 
of the Colick : Though, as far as it has appear'd to our Obſervation, 
ſeldom with good ſucceſs : For theſe, by exagitating the Blood and 
Nervous Humor, make them depoſe more yet of Matter into the Mi- 
nera of the Colick, nay, and make the Matter there depoſed ferment 
more and be more unruly, and very ſeldom perfectly diſcuſs it. 

Diureticks are wont to be given much more advantageouſly, by 

which, in regard the Blood is fus'd, and its Secofities are copiouſly 
precipitated, thereby the Fuel of the Diſeaſe is cut off, and the Mats 
of Blood being emptied, receives into it a part of the Motbifick Mat- 
ter, ſo that the remainder of it is eaſily diſcuft. For this end, 

Take Spirit of Tartar excellent'y reflified half an Oance, let half « 
Dram be given twice or thrice a day in 4 Spoonful or two of the follow 
ing Fulep, drinking after it of the ſame four or froe Spoogfuls, 

Take Water of the Leaves of the great Burr-dock, or of Aron, or Arſ- 
mart a Pound, Water of the Flowers of Elder and Cammnil of each four 
Ounces, compound Water of Gentian and compound Radds of 
each two Ounces, Sugar fix Drams, mix them, 

After the ſame manner as Sperit of Tartar, you may give itin a 
neat Doſe, ſometimes Tintiure of Salt of Tartar, lometimes Msxturg 
Simplex, or Spirit of Sal Armoniach ſuccinated. 

ake Millepedes prepar'd two Drams, Flowers of Sal Armoniack tar» 

tarig'd a Dram, Oyl of Nutmegs balf a Scruple, Turpentine what ſi 
res, make a Maſs, let it be form'd into Pills, let three or four be taken 
once or twice a day, drinking after it a Doſe of the Fulep, or fiue of 
kx Spoonfuls of the following diſtilled Water. 

Take freſh Millepedes cleanſed a Pound and a half, the yellow Coats of 
fix Oranges,andof four Limons, Nutmeg in number ſix,being ſlic'd ſmall 
«dd to x Crum of ſtale white Bread a Pound, all being bruts'd toge- 
ther and well mix'd, pour to them of freſh Milk four Pounds, Sack two 
Pounds, diſtil them according to Art, let the whole Liquor be mixt, and 
ſweetned with Sugar, or $ yrup of Violets, at pleaſure. 

In along continu'd and obſtinate Colick,wherethere are a hot Tem- 
perament and Viſcera, purging Spaw-waters, or hey with Syrup of 
Vidletsis often wont to be drank with great relief: For both Liquors, 
where they agree, being drank in a plentiful manner, cool the Sto= 
mack and hot Inteftines,and preſently eaſe and relax *em, being con- 
tracted with Cramps,and painful Corrugations,or being convullively 
extended with Flatus's. - Moreover, whence [ I conceive ) they chief- 
ly give help, infinuating faline Particles of another Nature into the 
Morbifick Minera, they conquer and ſubdue the Saline and Irritative 
Particles reſiding in it, and often carry them forth by purging. 

In this Diſeaſe, fince all chings do not agree with all Perſons, nay, 
nor the ſame always, or a long while with the ſame Perſon ; there is 
need of the careful obſervation and daily advice ofa prudent Phyfici- 
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an, that by coindications taken from things that do good or hurt, the 
method of Cure may be rightly order'd, and now and then chang, 

The Vital Indication ought to b: joyn'd to the Curatory. and he 
now and then interchangeably us'd with it : For fince theDiſeaſed, 
being almoft continually affected with Tortures, Watchings, Vomit: 
ing and Abſtinence, often fall into Faintings, and are ſometimes in 
danger of Life; let Remedies which ſupport the Strength, refreſh 
the Spirits, and procure certain times of truce againſt the Fits of 
the Diſeaſe, vi. Cordials and Hypnoticks have their turns. 

Take Water of the Flowers of Camonul and Eidar of each four Oun- 
ces, of Cinamon hordeated, of th: whole Citron of each two Ounce, 
Pear! powdred a Dram, Sugar four Drams, make a Fulep, let five or 
fix Spomfuls be taken now and then. 

Take Powder of Pearl, Crabs-eyes of each a Dram, divide it nto fun 
parts, let one part be given twice or thrice a day with the Fulep, w 
with the Decof#10n of Roots of Comtrayervs, 

Take Conſerve of Clover gilliflowers ar: Or1mce, ConfeRtion of Hiacinth, 
Alkermes of each two Drams, Pearl powdred a Dram and a half, Smy 
of the Furce of Citrons what ſuffices, make a Confefion, let the quan- 
rity of a Nutmeg be g:ven twice or thrice a day with a 7ulep. 

In Cor:{titutions that are not hot, Sperit of Harts-horn, of $o0t, 
"of Sal Arrmonrach ſuct;nated,allo Tinfture of Antimony, or of Coral, of- 
ten do excellently well. 

Oprats in the Colick are of necefſary Uſe, without which the Dil. 
eaſed can neither live, nor the Phyſicians be at any reſt or quiet, 
Take FFater of Conſlip-flowers three Ounces, Syrup of Meconinum half 
4 Dram, Aqua Mirabils two Drams, mix them, make a dravght t1 
be taken gong to reſt. 

If the pain,being very intenſe,will not yield toſuch a Remedy, you 
mult give Preparations and Compoſitions of Opium. Paracelſws's, or the 
London Laudanum,Pillul.de Styrace or Cyngloſſo are proper,a Solution of 
Opium tartarip'd to ſixteen or twenty drops x wont to be of chief uſe with 
me.Which MedicinelI have truely given to ſome Perſons long and mi- 
ſerably troubl'd with this Di{cale,fometimes for a long time,one while 
every night, another while every other night with good ſucces. 

3. The Preſervatory Indication, having place only in the Intervals 
of the Fits, endeavours the removal of the preſent Procatarxis of the 
Diſeaſe, and the hindring of a future : So that the Invaſions of Pains 
may return ſeldom or never afterwards. In order to theſe things, the 
Blood and Nervous Liquor ought to be purift'd and kept in a due Cra- 

fis, that they do not engender a Morbifick Matter, and the Brain and 
Nervous Plexus's of the Abdomen to be {trengthned, that they do not 
receive it tdo readily. For theſe cnds a way of Diet being ordered, 
Spring and Fall, let ſolemn Courſes of Phyſick, ſuch as we have pre 
{crib'd for the Prophylaxis of the Gout, be entred upon. q 
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Let Vomiting,'if it agrees, never be omitted in this cafe ; as by 
which the Emunctories of the Viſcera being emptied,they may more 
plentifully receive the Recrements of the Blood and nervous Liquor, 
which would otherwiſe encreaſe the morbiftick Matter. And like- 
wiſe that the nervous Plexvus's and all the parts may be fo ſhaken, 
that nothing which would turn to a Minera of the Diſeaſe may be 
permitted to ſtagnate or be heap'd together there, 

Let Purging tor three or four times by due Intervals, alſoin a hot 
Conſtitution let Blooding be uſed : Moreover, let altering Reme- 
dies, and chiefly Chalybeats, when the Perſon reſts from Purging, 
be daily taken at phyfical Hours. 

But above all other Medicines whatſoever, Spaw-waters coming 
from T-0n, drank in the Summer time for a Month, are wont to give 
moſt relief: But when they are drank, diligent care muſt be taken 
that they paſs off well and quick by Urine or Siege 3 leaſt happily if 
they ftay long in the Body, by taking to the Head or Feet, they 
cauſe the Vertigo or Gout, ( as it frequently comes to pals. ) 

Take our Tinfure of Steel an Ounce, give from fifteen Drops to twen= 


ty ewice a Day in ſeven Spoonfuls of the _— 7-«ep. 


Take Water of the Leaves of Aron,of the great Bur-dock of each kaif 
a Pod, of magiſtra! Water of Earth-worms, of Gentian comporind and 
of Peony compound of each two Onces, Sugar balf an Ounce ;, mix them. 

After the ſame manner, Tin&ure of Antimony and of Amber, nay, 
and many other altering Remedies, above preſcribed for cephalick 
Aﬀects, alſo in the Preſervation from the Colick, in regard its 
Procatarxis proceeds from the Brain, have juſtly place here. 

Being ſome time ſince entreated to take care of the Health of a Re- 
verend old Man, who had been very (orely obnoxious to the Colick * 
for many Years I uſed the Method and Remedies which are now de- 
{cribed: By the careful uſe of which,after a Month or two,he was bet- 
ter, and within a Year and a half he ſcemed perfectly cured, that af- 
terward he lived wholly free from Fits of Pains: But the Colick Dil- 
poſition had not long ceas'd,and he omitted the uſual courſe of Phy- 
fick,but about the Throat,in the Muſcles ſerving for Deglutition, he 
had a Reſolution which frequently troubled him, that oftentimes by 
Aliments,and eſpecially Liquids there ſticking, he iacucr'd the Dan- 
ger of Suffocation : Receiving help againtt this evil by Antiparalitick 
Remedies,for the fix or ſeven Years following he enjoyed an i»diftc- 
rent Health, and at laſt, as he was travelling, being then firſt ſeized 
with an Apoplexy,he died: It is obvious enough in this caſe,that the 
Recrements of the nervous Liquor,wont to be depos'd about the ner- 
vous Plexus's of the Abdomen, fiſt raiſed the Colick, afterward thit 
the (ame being excluded from that part, and betaking theinſelves to 
another ſeat, about the Nervous Plexus's Ganglioformes of the Throat, 
brought the Reſolution vor ſhort Palſy of the Aſophagus.and at wm 
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by reaſon of the ſame Matter reſtagnating in too great a plentyj 
the Medieullia of the Brain, the mortal Speechleſneſs enſned, 

A certaia cunning and ſubtle LawyerfiftyYears of Age, having ber 
wont to be troubled for many Years with a periodical Headach, ; 
deadneſs of his Senſes,and a mighty heavineſs of his Head : About the 
midit of theSummer,being mighty ill of the foreſaidAﬀects,upon the 
Application of topick Remedies,on a ſudden found eaſe,but a little af. 
ter he had a farft ſeizure of a violent Colick; the invaſion whereof wz 
ſo fierce, that his Strength failing on a ſudden, he fell into frequent 
Faintings with a cold Sweat : Which Pit nevertheleſs within twenty 
four Hours vaniſht by degrees, without any eruption of Flatus's or 
Purging. But from thence forward being obnoxious to this Diſeaſe, 
he had frequent acceſſes of it:All which {as I carefully obſerved)were 
preceded by a Pain of the Head, with a Vertigo,and a Stupor, fo that 
he was wont to foretel hence,that the Pains of the Colick were tofql. 
low ſoon after. In a certain Fit, which continued for twelve Days with 
a mighty fierceneſs, the Diſcaſed himſelf obſerved and told me, that 
the Aﬀect of the Abdomen coming upon him,he had found no illnel 
in his Head,but that as the colick Pafſton remitted preſently the Ver- 
tigo with the Head-ach returned: From which reciprocal Metaftaf 
of thoſe Symptoms from the Head to the Belly, and on the contrary, 
we may argue that the ſame morbifick Matter abounding in the Du- 
Ctus's of the Nerves,ſometimes falling downward,brought the colick 
Paflion,ſometimes reſtagnating above,cauſed thoſe cephalick Aﬀect 

Not long ſince, a renowned young Man, {tudious, and ufing a fe 
dentary Life, began to complain of a great Deadneſs and Dulneſs of 
his Senſes.al{o of a heavineſ(s of his Head,and almoſt a continual Sleep 
neſs. Moreover, his Stomach was become fo flow and dulled, thatit 
was wholly deftitute of all Appetite : Whilft a Cure is ordered againſt 
this evil Diſpoſition by Remedies, which rouſe up the Spirits, and 
ſhake off the Burthen lying on them, the Perſon falls into a moſt vio- 
lent Colick, to which he had never before been obnoxious, by which 
a violent and, as it were, piercing Pain, poſleft the middle of the Ab- 
domen,the Navel being drawn inwards,and,notwithſtanding the dat 
ly uſe of Remedies of all kinds, it continued with a mighty Violence 
for three Weeks; fo that during that while,he could never ſleep but 
by taking Narcoticks, nor receive any eaſe from his Pain, but by a 
very hot Fomentation. Certainly, in this caſe,it is obvious to any 
Man to obſerve, that theſe Impurities of the nervous Liquor, gathe- 
red together to a certain fulneſs, were the immediate or conjun 
Cauſe of all the Illneſs ; which Matter firft ſabſiſting in the Head, 
cauſed the mighty Dulneſs of the Brain, and the Oppreflion of the 
anima!Function,and afterward being fallen by the conveyance of the 
Nerves into the nervous Plexus's of the Abdomen, cauſed the vio- 
lent and long cantinued Calick, THE 
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CHAP. LI 


The Anatomy of the Blood ; 1ts Reſolution into frue 
Principles : Its Compariſon with Wine and Milk. 


AF ever is only 4 Fermentation, or an immoderate Efferveſcence 
brought on the Blood and Spirits; now that this feveriſh Effer» 
veſcence may be explicated as it ought, theſe three things are to be 
confidered. . Firſt, what that Liquor is which ferments, whether it 
be only the Blood, or other Humors befides. Secondly, of what 
Principles, and of what Proportion of the ſame that Liquor confiſts 
in its Mixture. Thirdly, and laftly, with what kind of Motion and 
Turgeſcency of theſe Parts or Particles of which the Blood is com- 
pos'd, the feveriſh Efferveſcence is raiſed. 

| 1, That the Blood boyls violently, and makes an effort in a Fever, 
it is evident enough, and we may conjecture, that that Juice with 
which the Brain and nervous Parts are irrigated, is often alſo in the 
fault ; for fince this Liquor is carried by a conſtant Motion and a 
certain Circulation from the Blood into the genwws Nervoſum, and 
thence by the Lymphick Veſſels into the Blood, it's probable, if by 


reaſon of a Taint contracted by the Blood, that Humor is deprav'd 
in 
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In its Craſis, or is perverted from its regular Motion, that thenes 
the Shivering and the Pain, the Convulſfions, Delirium, Frendy, and 
many other Symptoms of the gezzus Nervo/um,ulual in Fevers, ariſe, 

After the Blood and nervous F:ice there are two other Liquors 
which are to be conſidered, as being apt to terment, viz. the Chiny 
or Nutr:tive Funice always coming to the Blood, and the Serows Ls 
ex perpetually parting from it ; which, though firſt and Laſt arg 
Liquors ſever'd from the Blood, and diſtinct from it, yet whilk 
mixt with it, they ought to be lookt upon as Parts received intoit, 
or belonging to its Accompliſhment : And as long as both theſe 
are circulated with the Blood in the Veſſels, they participate of the 
Efferveſcencies of the primogenious Cruor , and often begin the 
fame on occafion, or increaſe them, being begun. 

2, As to the Principles of which the Maſs of Blood conſiſts in its 
mixture, and what Proportion they have in it ; We do not allowof 
the Opinion of the Ancients, That the Maſs of Blood confifts of the 
four Humors, vzz. Blood, Flegm, Choler, and Melancholy ; and 
that, according to the Eminency of this or that Humor, the divers 
Temperaments are form'd, and that by reaſon of their Fermentings 
or Exorbitances, in a manner, all Diſcaſes ariſe : Nor has this Opi- 
nion been fo generally uſed for ſolving the Phanomena of Dileaſey 
fince the Circulation of the Blood, and its other Aﬀects, before un- 
known, came to light : And fince thoſe Humors confift of other 
Principles, v1z. Choler of Salt and Sulphur, with a mixture of Spi- 
rit and Water, and Melancho'y of the ſame, with an addition of 
Earth ; and fince the Blood is immediately compoſed of thele kind 
of Principles, and is wont to be ſenſibly reſolved into them, I have 
rather choſen, omitting the vulgar Acceptation of the Humors, to 
make uſe of theſe known Principles of the Chymiſts for explicating 
the Nature and AﬀeCts of the Blood : Therefore there are in the 
Blood, as in all other Liquors, apt to ferment, a great deal of Wa- 
ter and Spirit, a ſmall Proportion of Salt and Sulphur, and ſome- 
what of Earth. Iſhall briefly run over theſe Priaciples,and endea* 
Your to ſhew after what manne-: they conſtitute the Confiftency, 
Properties, and AﬀecCts of the Blood. | 

1. The Spirits ( which without Diſpute have the firſt place ) are 
the ſubtle,and moſt volatile part of the Blood : Their Particles being 
always expanded, and endeavouring to fly away, exagitate the grol- 
fer Corpuicles of the reft in which they are involv'd, and keep them 
always ina motion of Fermentation ; by the Efferveſcence and even 
Expanſion of theſe in the Veſſels, the Liquor of the Blood continually 
boyls, and the reft of the Principles are kept in an orderly Motion, 
and in an exact Mixture : If any thing that is heterogenous,or unapt 
tor Mixture,comes into the Maſs of Blood, preſently the Spirits, being 
troubled in their Motion, make an Effort, exagitate the Blood, os 
make 
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make it bi91 vehemently, 'till- that which is extraneous and im- 

miſcible with'it# beetther ſubdued,” or reduced, or driven forth. 
-2. From fit Difſ{\dtion of Sulphur in the Blood, it is likely that 


theruddy Tiffture 'of the Blood ariſes. For ſuſphureous Bodies, 
zbove all 'athers, "*$ive the 'higheſt: ſaturated redneſs to a (olving 


| Menftruum $ and tt any time by reaſon of too much Crudity, the 


Sulphur is no&UINbIWA;: the Blood becomes pale and watery, that 
it ſcarce gibes'#'rednets to Linnen. The maſs of Blood impregna- 
ted with Sulphur together with Spirits, is very fermentative, and 
when the ſulphureotispart is raiſed, and abounds too much in the 
Blood; it-perverts'its Crafis from its due ſtate, that thereby the 
ood being deprav'd, or rendred bilous, does not rightly conco&t 
the nutritive Juice, or being wholly inflamed, falls info heats and 
burnings, ſuch' as ariſe in a continnal Fever. For the Sulphar 
being too much exalted, and growing more turgid than it ought, 
rliſes mighty Efferveſcenſies in the Blood ; and thoſe whoſe Blood 
is plentifully impregnated with Saſphur, are very obnoxious to 
Fevers : By reaſon-of the Particles of this ineoCted in the nutritive 
ice, and thence applied to the ſolid Parts, Fatneſs, Softnefs and 
enderneſs happen to'our Body. 

3. We diſcover Salt in the Blood by the Taſte, which is there 
highly volatiz'd by circulation; and if at any time in the Blood, by 
treaſon of an ill digeſtion; the ſaline Particles are not duely exalted, 
but - continue crude,-and for the greateſt part fixt, thereby the 
Blood becomes thick and unapt for circulation, fo that obftructi- 
ons are engendred in the Viſcera and ſolid Parts, and ſerous Crudi- 
ties are every where heap'd together:But if the Spirit being depreſs'd 
or fainting,the Salt is exalted too much,and comes to a flowing,an a- 
cetous and auftere diſpoſition is brought on the Blood, ſuch as is ob= 
ſerved in Scorbutical Perſons, and in ſuch as are troubled with 4 
Quartan Ague : Alſo'from the Salt by this means varioufly coagula- 
ted, the Gout, Kings-evil, the Nephritis, the Leprofie, and a great 
many Cronick Diſeaſes ariſe. When the Salt is exalted in a due mea- 
ſure, the ſaline Particles reſtrain the wild efforts of the Spirits, and 
eſpecially of the Sulphur z wherefore thoſe who have the Blood well 
ſaturated with a volatile Salt, are leaſt ſubject to Fevers, and, ſo 
alſo thoſe who are often let Blood, are more apt to Fevers. 

4. By the earthy Particles in the Blood, its too great volatiliſa- 
tion is ſtay'd, and its over quick occaſion is hindred : Moreover, 
from the Terceftrial Particles of the Blood and nutritive Juice, the 
bulk and increaſe happens to the Body: 

5. On the watery part of the Blood its fluidity depends, for here- 
by-its ſtagnation is hinured, and the Biood is circulated in the 
Veins without -growing thick ; 'al(6 its too great conflagration 
and aduftion 4s quallificd, and its heat-is allayed, 
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What we have ſaid even now concerning the, Princjples of the 
Blood, and the affects to be drawn from thence; will appear mag 
clear, if we confider a little the Blood according-to ity ſenfible Py. 
ticles 3 and compare it with the Liquors which are frequently y 
uſe among us. Now thoſe Liquors which have the greateft Ap 
alogy with the Blood, are Wine and Milk 3 as to its ways of Fe 
mentation and Efferveſcence, it:is moſt aptly compard to Wine; 
as to its Confiftency, Coagulation, and Separation of the paty 
from each other, it is compared to Milk. | | 

Firſt, therefore we may obſerve concerning Wine, that as longa 

It is included in a Veſlel, its ſubtle and fpirituous Parts,continugh 
exagitate and refringe the more groſs, and render them apt for 
exact mixture 3 that which is heterogeneous and unapt to be ſub 
dued, is ſever'd by Efferveſcence : Mcan while the depurated L 
quor gently Fermenting, is in perpetual motion, whereby all the 
parts expand themſelves every way, and paſs by a conſtant circum 
giration from the top to the bottom, and again from the botton 
to the top ; by the particular fretting and refiaQtion a great man 
effluvias of Attoms part from the Liquor, which if they are kepti 
by a Veſſel cloſe ftopt, the Liquor Ferments too much, and ofta 
makes a Veſſel fly in pieces. So the Blood within the Veins is pi 
on by a conſtant Circulation : The vital Spirit ſubtiliſes, refrings, 
and preſently ſubdues the grofſer Particles; drives forth that whid 
is heterogeneous and immiſcible: Mean while from. the refradtia, 
and working of the Parts and Corpuſcles, the efluvia of heat cob 
ſtantly flow forth, and evaporate by the Pores: Upon the cloky 
of which, if tranſpiration be hindred, preſently. by reaſon of the 
too great Efferveſcence of the Blood a Fever is kindled. 

Secondly, we obſerve concerning Wines, that they grow turgidil 
any thing that is extraneous and of a fermentative Nature be mitt 
with them: Nay,that ſometimes they are troubled more than uſual 
of their own accord: For when by long digeftion the ſulphureow 
part of the Wine is exalted too much, it falls into an Efferveſcenct 
greater than it ought, and ( unleſs it be preſently appeas'd ) it p# 
verts the Crafis of the Liquor by its Turgeſcency ; the ſame thin 
altogether ſeems to be in the Feveriſh Efferveſcence raiſed in tht 
Blood, which is wont to be introduc'd for thoſe kinds of cauls

How. great a Vigour comes to the Blood,from the Womb and Ge 
nital Parts, appears hence, becauſe from the Privation or Diſczafie 
of theſe in Virgins a Green-hcknels; in Men a. want of Beard, 4 
weak Voice, and an amiſſion of Virility follow ; but the chief Fer- 
mentwhich4erves for Sanguilication is lodged in the-Heart;- forhee 
is the greateft ſeat of heat, in which the more crude Particles of the 
 Chyme are kindled as jt were,, and, acquire. a volatility. 

Therefore the Motion and Heat in the Blood, depend chiefly a

I call an over-great or preternatural Fermentation, when the Blood 
(like a Pot boyling over the Fire ) boyls above meaſure, and being 
rarified with a frothy Turgeſcency, ſwells the Veſſels, raiſes a quick 
Pulſe, and, like a ſulphureous Liquor taking Fire, diffuſes on. 
fides a buruning heat, | 

Thijs kind of Motion or Fermentation of the Blood is excellent! 
flluftrated, by the example of fermenting Wines : For, Wines, bt 
fides the gentle and even Fermentation, whereby they are firſt d- 
purated, at certain times boyl ſo mightily, that they work over tt 
Veſſels; And if they are cloſe ftopt, they make them fly in piects; 
after this manner, being put upon effort as it were; unleſs they ar 
preſently drawn off from the Tartar,or their Lees into another, Ve 
ſel,;they ceaſe not to boyl,till the Spirit,being very much ſpent, and 
the Sulphur or Salt too much exalted, they either became over 
fretted, or degenerate into Vinegar, 

Such an Efferveſcency is wont to be raiſed chiefly for two Caulss;

Dank like (though not wholly the ſame) manner as Wines Fer» 
ment, the Ebullition of the Blood is cauſed, vsx. either ſome extrane- 
ous and heterogeneous thing is mixt with the Blood, which,in regard 
it is not aflimilated,is wont to cauſe a perturbation and Efferveſcence, 
till the heterogeneous thing be either ſubdued, or ſent forth, and the 
confuſed and troubled Particles of the Blood, are clear'd again, . and 
take'to their former; poſition and fite in mixture. Or Secondly, the 
Blood is troubled above meaſure, becauſe ſome Principle or Element 
which compoſes it, { vix-the Spirit or Sulphur | is rais'd beyond the 


Natural Temper, and'/becomesexorbitant;,whereby the Particles of 


this, or that not agreeing with the reft, are looſned from their mix- 
ture ; being loos'd make arieffort more than they ought, exagitate 
the Liquor of the Blood, and cauſe an Efferveſcence, which isnot ap- 
pedg'd, till the Blood, being inflam'd as it were, has burnt a long time 
witha Feveriſh blatt.. But there is this difference betwixt thele two 
boylings of the Blood, that the Efferveſcence which depends on the 
mixture of an extraneous thing with the Blood, is for the moſt part 
ſhort, 'or coming by Fits; which when the heterogeneous thing is 
ſeparated or ſubdued, ceaſes of its own accord, and the troubled and 
diſordered parts of the Blood readily rcturn to their Natural Site or 
Crafis : 'But the Ebullition which ariles from the diſordering of the 
exorbitant Spirit or Salphur, is continual : To wit, here the whole 
maſs of Blood is ſo open'd, and looſn'd from the {trict bond of mix- 
ture, that taking a Fire,like an Oyly Liquor, it does not ceaſe to 
rage and flame till the Particles of the Spirit or Sulphur, or of the 
combuſtible matter are for the greateſt part conſum'd. | 
There remains yet'a third Preternatural way of Efferveſcency, in 
which the Blood undergoes an alteration, which does not happen to 
Wine, but very frequently to Milk : Viz. ſometimes a coagulation 
of. that Liquor is induc'd by a Morbifick cauſe, fo that its ſubſtance 
is fus'd, and ſeparates into parts, and there is a ſecretion made of 
that which is thick and earthy from the thin.z by reaſon of which 


portions, being apt to be-fix'd in the extreme Parts, of to ſtagnate 
in the Heart, interrupt its even motion, and greatly hinder it. For 
reſtoring of which Efferveſcencies greater than:ufual are rais'd in 
the Blood ; to wit, ſuch as every where occur in the Pleareſis, 
Plague, Sgll-Pox, and malignant Diſeaſes, EY 
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CHAP. III. 
Of Intermitting Fevers. 


Fever may be deſcrib'd after this manner, That it is a di{qr- 
LY derly Motion of the Blood, and its over great bojling, with 4 
Heat and Thirft, and ather ſymptoms beſides, with which the Naturd 
economy 4 variouſly troubled; As we obſerved before concerning the 
Efferveſcence of the Blood, ſo we may now concerning the Fever, 
that its acceſs is either ſhort, and coming by fits ; which therefore 
is called Intermittent : Or great, and drawn in length, which is cal- 
ted a cuntinual Fever: We ſhall ſpeak firft of the Intermittent, 

Concerning this Fever, we ſhall Firſt enquire in general what kind 
of Efferveſcence of the Blood it is which cauſesits Fit, and whence 
it is rais'd. Secondly, Wherefore the Fit confifts of a coldnefs, with 
a ſhivering, and a ſweat enſuing. ' Thirdly, What is the cauſe of the 
Intermiffion, and of the ſet times of return. Fourthly and laſth, 
we ſhall ſubjoyn certain irregularitics.of Intermittent Fevers. ; 

As to the Firſt, We mutt ſuppoſe, that for an Intermittent Fever, 
fome heterogeneous thing is mix'd with the Blood, whoſe Particles, 
integard they arenot aflimilated; make ſo long an Ebullition. of the 
ſame, till either being ſubdued, they are rendred miſcible, or being 
fabtilis'd,they are ſent forth : Wherefore,ſuch matter being fubdued 
or ſent forth, the Fit ceaſes ; and when this matter ſprings a freſh, it 
cauſes a new Ebullition, and conſequently a new Fit happens. 

Now that which cauſes an exactly periodical Effervelcence of the 
Blood, mult of neceflity be ſome thing which againſt each of the ſet 
returns, or accefles of the Fever is engendred in our Body in a ſt 
meaſure, and always in an even proportion, and is communicated 
to the maſs of Blood : Wherewith, when the Blood is ſaturated to 
a fulneſs, preſently it grows turgid, and falls into an Efferveſcence! 
Now whatſoever others may think, I judge this thing to be the 
nutritive Juice, ſupplyed from the matter of things eaten and con- 
vey'd to the Blood in weight and meaſure; which, in regard it-it 
not aflimilated through detect of Sanguification, being heaped te 
gether to a fulneſs in the Veſſels, it cauſes'a Turgeſcency in the 
Blood for its expulſion. 
| T have obſerved betorea three-fold State concerning the Particles 

of the Blood, v2: of Crudity, Maturity and Decay, that is to ſay, 
the nutritive Juice ſupplyed from the daily Food, comes crude, bes 
ing mixt with the Blood, and Circulated for fome time, it is alli- 
milated, and maturated into a perfect Humor ; afterward waxing 
ftale, it runs into parts, and is feparated, while the Blood is con- 


tinually renewed after this even manner, and its lofſes are repair'd, 
it 
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it Ferments quietly, and is Circulated within the Veſſels withou*® 


' tumult or immoderate Efferveſcence ; but if the ſupply of the nur 


tritive Juice be not maturated as before, nor turns into Blood by a 
e& digeſtion ; its Particles mixt with the Blood, continue in its 
maſs as ſome heterogeneous thing, and not exactly agreeing ; with 
which, when it is ſaturated to a fulne(s, preſently the Blood grows 
turgid, and falls into a Feveriſh Efferveſcence, whereby the freſh 
ſupply of this depraved Juice is either ſubdued or ſent forth, 

If it be ask'd for what-cauſe the nutritive Juice, being mixt with 
the Blood, is not affimilated, but degenerates into a heterogeneous 
and fermentative matter :I judge that this is done for the moſt part, 
not through the fault of the Aliments, or of the Viſcera, but of the 
Blood it ſelf. For the Blood, even as Wines, ſometimes falls from 
its native and genuine Diſpoſition, into a ſharp, acid, or auſtere Na- 
ture, and becauſe the Blood ſanguifies, it happens that when that 
is fallen from its due temper, it eafily perverts the ſtore of nu- 
tritive Juice, wherewith it ought to be repaired. 

Secondly, as to the ſhivering and cold preceeding the heat in 

this affect, doubtleſs the true and genuine cauſe of thoſe is the 
flowing and turgeſcency of the Nervous Juice degenerated into a 
nitrous Matter, wherewith the Spirits and heat being charged, 
are obunded, and the Nervous Bodies being irritated are put into 
a Trembling : But afterward when theſe nitrous Particles, being in 
part protruded to the Superficies of the Body, the Blood is ſome=- 
what freed from their cumbra'ce and opprefſion, the animal Spi- 
rits recolle&t and begin to diſplay themſelves, and then a moſt 
intenſe heat inſues, becauſe both the maſs of Blood being opened 
by reaſon of its Efferveſcence with the frebile matter, and its mix- 
ture being looſned, the ſulphurequs Particles are freely kindled in 
the Heart : And becauſe ( the Pores of the Skin being poſſeft by the 
ſame matter protruded toward the circumference of the Body ) the 
vapory Effluvia are inwardly reftrained, which much exagitate 
and heat the Blood : And which heat continues ftill in it till the 
fermantive matter being wholly bnrat, and fully ſubdued and 
ſubtiliz'd together with the aduſt Recrements remaing after the 
Deflagration, and joyning with the Serum, they evaporate by 
Sweat or inſenfible Tranſpiration. 

Thirdly, from what is ſaid it will be eaſy to ſhew the Cauſes of 
the Intermiſfſion, and of the Set Returns, vsz. the Intermifion fol- 
lows, becauſe the. Morbifick matter is all clear'd at one Fit, and ſo 
till a new be brought in place, an Intermiffion follows of nece(- 
fity. Now a new matter begings to be engendred from the time 
that the laſt Fit ceas'd, and when the Blood is filled again to a Tur« 
gelcency, it boyls and comes to a flowing. 

As to the Set Returns of the Fits, theſe bappen, beeauſe for as 

mo 
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moſt part the nutritive Juice is ſupplied from the Viſcera tothe 
Blood, paſſing in the Veinsin an even meafure and quantity, though 
ſometimes, if the Perſons who have Intermittent Fevers pg 
themſelves too much, or are very abſtemious, the Fits happens 
ſooner or later than uſual. | | 

If it be ask'd, wheretore the Set Returns of Fevers are not of one 
kind, and of the ſame diftance, but that ſome come every day, ſome 
every third or fourth day ; the cauſe is the different conttitution/of 
the Blood, whereby it is perverted from its due temper into a'ſhary, 
ſometimes an acid, or auftere diſpofition. According to this differ. 
ing Dyſcraſy, the nutritive Juice, freſh brought, falls more or els 
from its maturation, and is perverted into a matter ſooner or later 
apt to Ferment. 

The Procatardtick Caufes of this Diſeaſe plainly ſhew its Origin, 
from the temper of the Blood being chang'd.' For Intermitting Fe- 
vers are chiefly rife in that Seaſon, and thoſe Places, in which the 
Blood receives the greatelt alteration from the Air. 

The ſame thing is made out by the Cure of Intermittent Fever, 
whether it be natural and critical; or artificial, and be performed 
by the help of Medicines: As to the firft, Intermittent Fevers are 
wont to be terminated after a two-fold manner : The firft is, when 
the temper of the Blood is altered by the Fits themſelves, and it 
is brought to its Natural ſtate ; the other way is, when the change 
of the Air or Place of abode brings a mighty alteration of the Blood, 
for ſo Fevers begun about the Equinoxes, are terminated about 
the Solſtices ; alſo the Diſeas'd travelling into another Country of- 
ten recover. 

As to the Cure to be perform'd with Medicines, it is undertaken 
either Empirically or Dogmaticaly; and in this Diſeaſe Empyrical Re 
medes, taken from Mountebanks or 0!d Women, are molt efteem'd, 
and often effe& more than the Preſcripts of Phyficians given ac- 
cording to an exact method of Curing. 

The Emperycal Remedies which are ſaid to Cure Intermittent Fe 
yers, are ſuch as without any evacuation keep off the invading Fit; 
And are either taken inwardly, or are outwardly apply'd where. the 
Pulſes chiefly beat,vsz. they are bound for the moſt part to the Reg? 
on of the Heart, or to the Hand-writſts, or to the Soles of the Feet: 
Now it is worthy to be enquired into, after what manner theſe work; 
and by what means they ſtop the Feveriſh acceſſes, It is manifeſtin 
the firſt place, that the virtue and action of theſe things which are 
outwardly applied; are communicated to the Blood and Spirits im- 
mediately; and in regard they drive off the Fit by way of preventt 
on without the evacuation of any Humor or Matter, of neceflity the 
reaſon of this eff:& muſt confiit only in this, that by the uſe of theſe 


kinds'of Medicines the Turgeſcency and Fermentation of the - 
| | wit 
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with the febrile Matter are ftopt, that is to ſay, from the Medicine 
bound about the Veſſels, certain Corpuſcles or Efflavia are commint- 
nicated to the Blood, which greatly fix, and conftringe its Particles, 
or alſo by fufing and exagitating, precipitate them,as it were : Aﬀter 
both ways, the ſpontaneous Efferveſcence of the Blood is hindred ; 
Like as when cold Water is put into a boyling Pot ; or as when Vi- 
negar or Allum is put into new and working Beer, preſently the Fer- 
mentation ceaſes, and the Liquor acquires a new taft and confiften= 
cy, and is as fit for drinking as if it had been ripened a long time. 
Now that theſe Febrifuges operate after this manner, it ſeems plain 
enough,becauſe thoſe that are of chiefeft note,excel in a ſtyptick and 
aftringent,or alſo in a precipitating Virtue: Hence See-ſale,Nitre,Sal 
Gemm,the Fuice of Plantain,Shepherds Pouch, all aftringent Herbs brus- 
fed with Vinegar,and the like things bound to the Wrifts ; the Roots 
of Yarrow, Tormentil, alſo Camphire hung about the Neck, are ſaid to 
remove this Diſeaſe: Moreover the things that aretaken inwardly are 
of the like ſort,the Juice of P/antam,xed Roſewater, Alum,in as much 
as they fix and conſtringe the Blood ; a Decottzon of Pepper,Sal Armo= 
ack , or of F/ormwood,Spirit of Vitriol,alſo a ſudden Patiion of Anger 
or Fear,in as much as by fuſing and exagitating the Blood, they preci-= 
pitate it,often hinder the feveriſh acceſs: Like as a concuflion and 
exagitation of any Liquor, or an infuſion of aſtringent things in it, 
hinder a ſpontaneous Efferveſcence or Effort. It is uſual with ſome 
Empiricks for the Cure of Intermittent Fevers, to make a hard Ball 
of Flax or Paper rowled up,and to bind it ſocloſe to the Wriſt where 
the Pulſes beat, that the Circulation of the Blood in that place is in 
ſome manner ſtopt,and by this means the invading Fit of the Fever 
sdriven away. LI have certainly known many cured after this man« 
ner of a long continued Diſeaſe : The reaſon of which ſeems to be, 
that whilt the Blood is ſtayed in its Motion in any part, it ftirs 
more violently in the reft, and ſo from that trouble raiſed in the 
Whole Blood the ſpontaneous Efferveſcence of its Liquor, which 
Was to follow a while after, is ftopt : And upon the Fits being put 
off twice or thrice, Nature takes to the digeſtion of the Matter, and 
to its ancient Regularity, 

The dogmatical Cure for the moſt part is undertaken by Vorts 
and Cathereicks, alſo by letting Blocd: With which the Dileafſed are = 
miſerably tormented, and the Diſeaſe is ſeldom brought to an end, 
though ſometimes Tertian Fevers are taken away by a Vomit given 
alittle before the Fit, which happens,becauſe by this means the Blood 
pretty fully cleanſed of its bilous Humor : Though its worthy Ob- 
{ervation that Vomits do no good in a Quartan Ague, and (ſeldom 

ma Tertian, unleſs they arc given preſently at the beginning, when 
the febrile Difpofition is yet light, and not fully confirmed, 


cerning Intermitting Fevers in general, there remain yet to be 
SL explainzd 
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explained certain Irregularities of them,in which they alter from the 
common way: Firft therefore,the Fits are wont ſometimes to be with. 


out cold or ſhivering: An Intermittent Fever was rife this Autumn,” 


whoſe acceſſes troubled the Diſcaled only with Heat,and that veryin- 
tenſe, in many there was a violent Vomiting, but no Cold or Sweat ; 
after four or five returns had hapned,as the Fit invaded,the Diſeaſed 
were wont to be alittle chill'd,and afterward plainly to have the cold 
Fit,and.as it went off,to ſweat : The reaſon of this was,becauſe by the 
hot Summer;the Conſtitution of the Blood was become ſharp and ye- 
ry much burnt:Wherefore the Particles of the crude Juice mixt with 
it, were preſently {corcht and burnt, that they did not ferment firſt 
with a ſournels (like new Beer) and then afterward burnt out: But; 
Turgeſcency being raiſed,the whole (like dry Wood laid on the Fire) 
preſently burnt out in alight Flame but afterward,the Liquor ofthe 
Blood, after having burnt for ſome Fits, became leſs torrifted ; that 
the depraved nutritive Juice was not preſently ſcorcht,but paſſedin 
to a nitrous Matter,and fermenting with a ſourneſs; which firſt grow 
ing turgid, brought a ſenſe of coldnefs on the whole Body. 
There remains yet a great doubt concerning the diſtances ofthe 
Returns, which ſometimes ſeem to be double in the ſame Ferer;that 
the firft acceſs anſwers to the third,and both happily in the Morning: 
And again,the ſecond to the fourth, and both happen in the Evening, 
and ſo on:Wherefore ſuch a Fever is wont to be called 4 double tertin 
or quarten : It ſeems to me;that in this caſe ſometimes it happens thi 
the Fever is fimple, and of one kind,and that the Types are alike, and 
all agreeing with each other ; but that the error chiefly ariſes, 
the Intervals of the Returns are not:computed by hours,but by daſs: 
For fince the Intervals of the beginnings of the Fits, are not diftut 
from each twenty four hours exactly,but either ſixteen or thirty how 
in a quotidian,and in a tertian not torty eight hours, but forty or fiſt 
fix,more or leſ(s,or thereabout;,it will come to paſs, that the alternalt 
Fits will happen before, and thereft after Noon : To which alſom 
be added, that the uneven way of living,which the Diſeaſed uſe, mi 
oftentimes produce great unevenneſſes of the Returns, that ſons 
times the Fit comes twice a Day, as I have often obſerved in cache® 
cal Perſons,and ſuch as have uſed a diforderly Diet : Nevertheleſs ito 
ten happens that Intermittent Fevers have returns of Fits,which n& 
ther obſerve the ſame diſtance, nor keep wholly to the ſame ſortd 


Form : I have frequently noted in a quartan Fever,that befides the 
acceſſes,returning about the ſame hour,the fourth day,certain er 
and uncertain Fits troubled the Diſeaſed,that ſometimes,the Day Pf 
ceeding the wonted Fit, ſometimes following it, another Fit 
(though ſlight) was raiſed anew,carrying exaCtly the T ype of an 
termittent Fever,with a fhivering,a heat and ſweat: And nevert 

the primary acceſs returned at the ufual time ; This for the moſt 
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wont to happen either by a Diet ill ordered,eſpecially by ſurfeiting 
". | addrinking of Wine, or by the ill adminiſtration of Phyfick:Therea- 


umn, | (nof which, I take it, confifts in this, that by theſeerrors in Diet 
wal nore Matter is heap'd together, than can be clear'd off at one Fit,

din gins, on the third thence, another returns: Mean while, ſometimes

if the Fits are long, viz. protracted to twenty four Hours, and withe 
al come before the uſual time of their acceſſes, the ſpace of Intermie 
tion is often leſs then twenty four Hours. 

The eſſence of a Tert:an Fever confiſts in this, that the Blood (like 
Beer made of over-dryed Malt) being too ſharp and burnt, does not 
ſoon ſubdue and ripen the nutritive Juice,which is brought into it 
crude, from things eaten, but perverts a great deal of it into a Nitro= 
fulphureons Matter, wherewith, when the Maſs of Blood is ſaturated 
toa Turgeſcency, like new Beer put in Bottles,it falls a fermenting : 
From the flowing of that nitrous Matter, which obtundes the Heat, 
and vital Spirits,and twitiches the nervous Parts,firſt a Cold is cauſed 
with a ſhivering: Afterward, the vital Spirit preparing again,this Mat 
ter fermenting in the Blood, begins to be maſtered and to be kindled 
in the Heart, by the burning of which, an intenſe Heat is diffus'd 
throughout the whole Body : Afterward its Relicks being ſerered, 
and mixing with the Serum, are ſent forth by. Sweat, 

This burnt Diſpoſition of the Blood conſiſts in this, that it is ime» 
pregnated more than it ought with Particles of Salt and Sulphur ; 
Wherefore the procatar&ick Cauſes which diſpoſe to this Diſeaſe are a 
hot and bilous Temperament, Youth, a very hot Diet,asan immode+« 
rate uſe of Wine and peppered Meats z but eſpecially the Vernal and 
Autumnal Seaſons of the Yearzthough moſt commonly ſome evideng 
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heap'd together in the Blood, 


Cayſe befides is requir'd for putting this Diſpoſition in act, and ws 
acribe the origine of this Diſeaſe to ſome notable accident : Where- 
fore a lying on the Ground, or taking Cold after Sweating, or Trans 


ſpiration any way hindred, alfo ſurfciting or a troubling of the Sto+ 


mach by diſorderly eating, and whatſoever things caule an immo= 
derate efferveſcence of the Blood, bring into aCt, the latent Diſpo= 

on of this Diſeaſe: For on every ſuch occaſion the nutritive Juice 
and ſomewhat deprav'd, falls a flow- 
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ing, and ſeparating from the re!t of the Blood, ferments it with 2 
nitrous ſourneſs, atterward being kindled and exagitated with the 
vital Spirit and Heat, it brings the Fit with a very intenſe burning. 

A Tertian Fever is wont to be moſt common in the Spring, at' 
which time the Blood is moſt vigorous and in beit plight, A Fe 
yer hapning, if it continues not long, is commonly ſaid rathes to 
be Phyfack, than a Diſeaſe, which in part is true, becanſe by this 
means the Impurities of the Blood are conſumed, the ObſtruGtions 
of the Viſcera are opened, and indeed the whole Body is ventilated, 
ſo that it is wholly freed from any excrementitious Matter, and 
from the Seminaries of growing Diſeaſes: But if this Diſeaſe be 
drawn out in length, it is the cauſe of many Diſtempers, and of x 
long Sickneſs : For hereby the Maſs of Blood is very much depri- 
yed of the vital Spirit ; ( and like Wine too much fermented) in 
ſome manner looſes its Strength, wherefore a Faundiſe, Scurry, or 
Cachexia follow upon this Fever, when it is long a curing : For by 
the frequent Fits, the vital Spirit very much evaporates, whichin 
regardit islittle reftored by things eaten, the Blood becomes there- 
by watery, .and almoſt without Strength : Mean while, the Particles 
of the Salt and Sulphur are raiſed and exalted more, whence the 
Blood is made ſharp and falt 3 and ſo more unapt for Circulation 
and a Pneumatoſis. 

Moreover this Diſeaſe, protracted in length, often changes its 
form, and from a Tertian, becomes either a Quotidian, or ſome- 
times a Qnartan 3 and afterward, ſometimes it returns from both 
to'a Tertian: The reaſon of this is, the various Change of the Diſ- 
poſition of the Blood ; for when from being ſharp and bilous, as it 
isin a Tertian, it comes to be leſs ſharp, but more watery, and 
weaker in its Crafis, the increaſes of the fermentative Matter att 
more quick, and the acceſles return daily, but when it turns av- 
ſtere and pontick,” the increaſes of the Matter being more ſlow, the 
Fit comes but on the fourth Day. 

Certain Symptoms are wont to happen upon a Tertian Fever, 
which are yulgarly accounted for the Crifis of this Diſeaſe ; and in 
truth, ſometimes thoſe appearing, the affect either clearly ceaſes, 
begins to remit of its wonted fierceneſs; Thoſe Symptoms are chief 
ly theſe three, viz. 4 breaking forth of the Lips, a Faundiſe, and? 
Phlegmon ſuddenly raiſed in any part of the Body ; Though I hart 
ſometimes obſerved, that notwithſtanding ſuch breaking forth d 
the Lips,the Fever has continued obſtinate for along time : Whert- 
fore I think it muft be ſaid, that that eruption of Pimples denote 
only a fuller Diaphoreſis in the whole, whereby the groſs, as wel 
as the ſubtle Recrements of that aduſt Blood, evaporate forth ; fat 
I have known in ſome, that in a Tertian Fever, Puſhes have broke 
out all over their Body, as though they had the Small-Pox 5 ". 
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by this free ventilation, as by a Purging, the Blood is fo freed, that - * 
it recovers its ancient Crafts, the Fever is come to a Crifis ; but if | 
{ as it ſometimes happens) ſome Recrements, though the more 
groſs, break forth, and others remain within, and ſtill foment the 
fereriſh Diſpoſition, thoſe Sores argue only a greater Taint of the 
Blood, and an Obftinacy of the Diſeaſe: Theretore it is to be ob- 
ſerved, if upon ſore Lips the Fever does not remit, it will prove 
of long continuance, and ſevere. 

Sometimes a Faundiſe happens upon a Tertian Fever, and puts an 
end to it, the reaſon is, becauſe when the Blood has gotten a ſharp 
or bilous Diſpoſition, that thereby it perverts the nutritive Juice, and 
ſo heaps together an excrementitious Matter, it is often freed from 
that Diſcraſy, when by a ſudden excretion, the Recrements of the a« 
duft Salt and Sulphur, are freely purged: The Gall-veffels being irrita- 
ted by a Medicine, or ſpontaneouſly, and fo plentitu.ly clearing forth 
the Coler trom the Blood, often perform this: For Vomiting, Purg- 
tng, and eſpecially a Diarrhza conduce very much to the Cure of this 
Diſeaſe, nay, ſometimes the Blood alone, exerting it ſelf of its own 
accord, throws off its bilous Recrements as its refule, and depoſes it 
in the Skin in circulating, and fo the Jaundiſe cures the Fever. 

When a Phlegmon (as it ſometimes is wont) happens upon this Af- 
fect, it is commonly ſaid;that the Ague is fallen into the place ſwoll'n. 
Now it ſeems not {trange that the Diſeaſe is determined by ſuch an 
abſceſs: Becauſe the Blood by this means continually fevers from its 
body the ſtore of the degenerated nutritive Juice,and conveys it to 
the Part affected : Wheretore a Belly continually looſe,has freed ſome 
by degrees: Becauſe by this means the Blood has preſently caft forth 
its unprofitable Burthen, ftill growing upon it, nor has allowed it 
a full increaſe: And ſometimes alſo a Deafneſs hapning on a ſudden, 
the Tertian Fever has preſently ceas'd,v:z. by reaſon of the continual 
Metaftafis of the febrile Matter from the Maſs of Blood to the Head. 

But if a Tertian Fever neither declines by degreesof its own accord 
within a ſhort time,ſo as to ceaſe wholly within (even or ten returns, 
nor is brought to a Crifis by any of the ways above-mentioned,nor is 
remoy'd by the help of Phyſick ; but after ten or twelve Fits conti- 
nues {till ſorely to afflict the Diſeaſed, it will prove a very difficult 
thing to cure it : For the Blood, by the continual heaping together of 
the febrile Matter, and by its frequent being inflam'd, becomes at 
length ſo depraved, that it concocts nothing rightly for nouriſhing 
the Body and ſupporting its Strength: Nor is it able wholly to ſhake 
off the Impurities and Excrements trom its Maſs,that it may make a 
Criſis of the Diſeaſe; but the ſame daily prevailing, the Blood, beſides 
its dy(craſy, begins to be ſomewhat injur'd in its Mixture, wherefore 
the Fits return more frequently 3 nor does a perfect intermiddion 
came between, but the Diſeaſed being very weak and faint, are in 

a Manner 
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a manner always feveriſh, with a Thirſt and Heat. When the thing 


is brought to this paſs, unleſs Art affords a Remedy, or the Change 


of the place of aboad. or the revolution of the Year bring relief, 


this Aﬀecct often is terminated in Death. 

As to the Cure, the Method of Healing commonly is directed to 
this only ſcope, v:2. that the Minera of the Diſeaſe be extirpated,and 
that the febrile Matter be eradicated out of our Body without an 
remaining fomes or fear of a Relaplez wherefore we diligently infi 
on Vomits and Purges, which, when they do little towards a Cure, 
but the Strength ot the Diſcaſed is very much broken, they are left 
by the Phyſicians, and tae whole buſineſs is committed to Nature, 
The Litentions (as it ſeems to me ) ought to be theſe; Firft, the 
reſtoring of the Blood tits natural Temper. Secondly, the preven, 
tion (as much as may be) of the depravation of the nutritive Juice, 
Thirdly, the ſtopping or the feverith Fermentation for keeping of 
the Fit. And theſc Indications have place not only ina Tertian Fe- 
ver, but in every Intermittent Fever befides; Which neverthelet 
are not to be perforin d vy the ſame Ways or Remedies,but by one 
ſort and another, according to the diverſity of the Diſeaſe, the con» 
dition of the Sick, and the Symptoms chiefly prefling: Howſoever, 
12 the Cure of this Diſeate, there is more to be imputed to Nature, 
and to a well regulated Frm of Diet, than to Pharmacy. 

1. Concerning the firſt Direntzo/r, vig. that the Blood may bere- 
duc'd to its natural Temper,//omits B'eeding,and Purging are of great 
u'e ; eſpecially if they are uſed in the b:ginning of the Diſeaſe. Vo» 
mits db good,inaſmuch as they purge the Stomach, that the firſt con- 
coQion may be better perform'd, and that thereby a purer nutritive 
Chyme may be ſupplied for the Matter of the Blood, and chiefly, in- 
almuch as by forcing the Coler plentifully from the meatus cholede- 
chus, they empty the Gall-bladder, that thereby the Coler may be 
more copioufly clear'd from the Blood, and fo the Blood may be 
cleans'd from the Recrements of the aduft Salphur and Salt.Opening 
a Vein, cools and ventilates the Blood, that thereby it is le(s torrified 
or parch'd, and is circulated more freely in the Veſſels without dan- 
ger of being bnrnt. Purging alſo draws plentifully the Coler from 
the Gall-veſſels, and conſequently from the Maſs of Blood, and by ir- 
ritating them, forces it forth, For this end, v:z. the reducement of 
the Blood, Digeſtives conduce, being ſharp qualifiers, inaſmuch as 
they fuſe and alter the Blood, and allay its fervour. Sometimes alſo 
the change of the place of abode,and of the Air,egregiouſly corrects 
the evil Conſtitution of the Blood above any other Remedies. 

The ſecond Intention is excellently perform'd by a Diet,and an ex* 
aCt Form of Food, which in this Diſeaſe ought to be thin and ſpare : 
Wherefore Hunger is commonly ſaid to be the beſt Remedy of this 
Diſeaſe z and we find by common Experience, that by a ſpare feed- 


ing 
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ing the feveriſh accels is moſt commonly put off beyond its ufual 
time. There are two things chiefly to be obſerved concerning 
Diet ; firft, that the Aliments be thin, let nothing be given ſulphu- 
reous or ſpiritous 3 for {o the conflagration of the Blood is lefſened : 
Then ſecondly, that when the Fit is a coming, or has ſeized, no 
Food be taken 3 wherefore in faſting Perfons the Fit is more mild 
and is ſooner over. 

What was propos'd in the third place: A ſtopping of the feveriſh 
acceſs, is undertaken by Remedies which ftop the fermentation of 
the Blood 3 and though this Remedy be look'd npon by Phykicians 
as Empirical, Immethodical, and Deceitful, yet I have found by ex- 
perience, that theſe Fevers have been oftentimes cured this way, 
when Medicines did nothing at all: Though you mutt obſerve, that 
the uſe of the(e after Bleeding and Purging (if there be need of them) 
will do moſt good,and unleſs theſe are duely permitted, thoſe others 
ſeldom ſtop the Fit: And Vomiting, Purging, and Blooding, unlefs 
they are uſed preſently and at the beginning, do little good, nay, 
are oftner wont to do hurt 3 wherefore if the Coler about the be- 
ginning be plentifully cleanſed forth, or the Blood be ventilated by 
breathing a Vein, it is reduced to its due Crafis ; but afterward, in 
the progreſs of this Diſeaſe, ( the Spirit being very much exhauſted, 
and the Salt and Sulphur being too much exalted ) if theſe Evacua- 
tions are us'd, they weaken the Crafis of the Blood more ; and 
therefore it is found by Obſervation, that a Tertian Fever is ſel- 
dom or never cur'd, and often pafles into a Quotidian, where theſe 
Medicines are us'd very late. I have known my ſelf in the Spring- 
time, that certain Perſong enjoying a good intire Health, have fal- 
len preſently into a Tertian Fever, after having taken a Vomit for 
prevention-ſake, which cauſed a violent Evacuation ;- and that 0- 
thers, who have been cur'd for ſome time of this Fever, have pre- 
ſently undergone a Relapſe upon taking a ſtrong Purge for carry- 
ing off the remainder of the febrile Matter : It may readily be ſaid, 
that the Minera of the Diſeaſe lying quiet before, is rous'd up by 
this means by the Medicine, and brought into a&t ; but if you 
confider this thing rightly, it ſeems rather to be ſaid, that by a' 

2 Purge the Crafis of the Blood is very much injur'd, and 
Whereas before it was prone to a bilous Diſcraſy, ſo that it affimi- 
ated with difficulty the nutritive Juice, upon this evident Cauſe it 
preſently degenerates more, and that it forthwith perverts the Nu- 
triment into a fermentative Matter, and ſo incurrs the feveriſh 
Diſpofition, An Opinion has vulgarly prevail'd, that a Tertian Fe- 
Fer can ſcarce be cured without a Vomit 3 wherefore ſome Medi- 
caſters are wont, under the pretext of neceffity, to give an eme- 
tick Medicine to any Perſons whatſoever troubled with this Diſ- 
eaſe (though weak and infirm ) not without great danger of Life 
and thoſe whom they judge wholly unable to bear this Remedy, 
they 
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They leave to Nature, as not eakily curable. But ( as [am well 
tisfied by having often try'd the contrary ) that this Kind of Prad. 
ice is ill tounded : And I rather think that Vomits are ſeldom or 
ver requir'd for the Cure of a Tertian Fever, unleſs it be in a rob 
Body, and readily inclin'd to vomit, and when it happens that th 
Stomach is loaded with an excrementitious Matter ; but inſtead g 
this, that a gentle Purge may be more properly usd; for a P 
In this caſe does the ſame thing as a Vomit, to wit, it evacuates the 
Veſſels containing the Coler, that this being plentifully exhanſie 
from the Blood, the feveriſh Dyſcraly may be corrected. Noy 
when the Humor of the Gall, empticd in the Stomach,is drawn forth 
upward, a great offenſe is thereby brought on the Stomach, and; 
mighty Perturbation is raiſed in the whole Body : But if by a gentk 
Cathartick,that Humor is allur'd downward, it is ſent forth with 
out any trouble. Moreover, if to a gentle Purge repeated onceg 
twice, a very thin Diet, and without any Meat, be added, it willdþ 
ten anſwer the Preſervatory Indication, that there will not be ne 
of other Remedies for removing the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe, but thek 
things being duely permitted, let thoſe things be uſed, which & 
ther inwardly taken, or outwardly applyed, itop the acceſs of the 
Fever. By this plain and eaſy Form of Phyfick, viz. by purguy 
with an Infufion of Sena and Rhubarb, a thin Diet, and a how. 
brifuge applyed to the Breſt or I; iſts, 1 have oftentimes known Ter 
tian Fevers cured in a ſhort time, without the uſe of any otherd 
fenfive Medicine. Nay, a thin Diet alone, with Periapts,ſeaſonably 
applyed, has cur'd very ſucceſsfully a Woman with Child, aged Pers 
ſons, and ſuch as were very weak, whole Strength would not beat 
Purging. 

I have ſo frequently experienc'd the wiſhed ſucceſs of that M& 
thod, that I do not doubt, but a Tertian Fever, if it be manag( 
this way from the beginning, to wit, before the Temper of the 
Blood be more injured by an ill Form of Diet, or by Phyfick ill a& 
miniſtred, it will be cured as eaſily as any other Diſeaſe : For proof 
of this I ſhall give the following Relation. 

A certian nobleYouth,of a colerick Temperament, was ſeized with 
an Intermittent Tertian Fever ; as the Ft came on him, he vomited 
very much yellow and greeniſh Coler, afterward for many Hours he 
was ſorely troubled with a moſt intenſe Heart-burning, a Heat anda 
Drought. The Day of Intermifltion,on which it was my chance to be 
preſent,cight Ounces of Blood were drawn by my order from this Pets 
ſon, and in the Afternoon an emollient Clyſter was injected : He uſed 
alſo, a very thin diet, (v7. only of Barly Meats) he took every Night 
going to reſt this Opiate,v:z. Conſerve of Roſes ritriolated balf a Dram 
Diaſcordium a Scruple, and every Morning a Scruple of Salt of VWaormr 
wood, in a ſpoonful of the Fuice of Oranges : But theſe things not ſuc- 


cceding ( for the Fit returned ſomewhat more remiſs, but with 
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zriolent Vomiting as before ) and likewiſe in regard this fick Perſon 
tly dreaded a Vomit ( becauſe upon taking a very gentle Eme- 
tick not long before he had Vomited about thirty times, cven till 
beidg ſeix'd' with a Cramp and Convulfions, he was brought to a 
eat failure of Strength with danger of Life) therefore, the day 
lowing the faid Fit, I gave him a potion of the 5nf/ion of Senna, 
Rb.barb, and yellow Saunders with Salt of Wormmood in Fountain= 
pad, by which he purg'd ten times with relief: Thenext morn- 
ig, three hours before he expected the Fit, 1 apply'd febrifuge 
Entbems to his Wirfts, aud Blooded him again to fix Ounces, from 
which time he had 1, Fit of his Fever, and afterward, being purged 
in after the ſame manner, he grew peif: tly well. 

But if a Tertiau Fever, by reaſon of the «vil corftitution of the Di« 
kated, or by reaſon” of ercours committed in Diet, or Phyfick, has 
kid its Roots deep, that after a long continued aff. & the Fits till 
gow worle and worſe, and the Diſeaſed mightily languiſh, theie 
Frength being dejected, with a Thirft, and burning almoft contie 
wal, a loſs ot Appetite, Watchings, a weak Pulſe, a :1nddy Urine, 
ind very full of contents; ſomewhat a differing method of Cure 
bught to be ordred ; In this caſe, firft, it muſt be eridcavour'd that 
the Diſcraſy of the Blood be removed : Wheretore let the Diſeaſed 
ked only on thin Diet, as Barly or Oat Meats, with the opcnmg Roots 
byled in them, wholly forbearing Meat Broattis; 1.t the Belly be 
kept ſoluble ( if it be needful ) by the uſe of emolhent Chfters; 
Noreover { Catharticks being omitted ) it ſeems that we ought only 
to infift on digeſt:ve Mcdicrnes, which fuſe the Blood, and gently 
kad forth the ſerious Impurities by UL. inez aud comforting Reme« 
Ges, which {ircngthen the Viſcea, and refreſh the Spirits: For this 
end Apogemes of dilurerack, Hcrbs ai'd Roos, neatly prepared, alſa 
Opiats of temperate Conſerves with Sai N. tre, or the fixt Salt of Herbz, 
ad with teflateoms Powders, and Spirit of Vitriol mixt wth them, 
acellently conduce, when the Crafis' of the Blood is ſomewhat 
amended, that the Urine is clearer and lefs coloured, alſo the fleep 
Quieter, with an abatement of Thirſt and Heat; then Remedieg 
May be profitably given for ſtopping the fit of the Fever : Wherefore 
&t febrifuge Epithems be applied to the Wriſts, and to the Soles of 
the Feet ; alſo let the Powder of che Peruvian Bark, or of its Sucee« 
lannum, or alſo of the Bark. of an Aſh, of Tamarnh, or of Gentian, be 
pom in White-wine with the mixture of Saits: Aﬀter that the ac- 
elſes are taken away, and the Diſeafed begin to gather'Strength, to 
bare aStomach, and in ſome meaſure to concoct what they take, 


Fitle Purges will be of uſe, but lt the Difeaſed ſtill abftain from 
ing on Fleſh or rich fare, and it is not to” be doubted, but 
will ſoon recover his perfect Health without violent Purging 
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CHAP. V. 
Of the Intermittent Quotidian Fever or Ague, 


Ext after a Tertian Fever, by reaſon of their Aﬀinity and the 
likeneſs of the Fit, follows a Quotsdian, vix. whoſe acceh 
wont to return every day. It is the Opinion of ſome that thi 
Fever is only a doub/e Te:rtian, and that it ariſes from the matte 
being diſperft, and getting poſſeſſion of a two-fold focus; to which 
nevertheleſs I do not agree, and I judpe that its rife is to be attri 
buted to a peculiar Diſcraſy of the Blood : In this the ſymtomg of 
Heat and Cold are more remiſs; but the acceſs holds longer, and 
is often wont to continue cighteen or tweenty hours : This Fere 
for the moſt part follows upon a Tertian, for when the vital Sp 
rit is much ſpent by a frequent Deflagration of the Blood, ad 
( the Feveriſh Diſpoſition fill remaining) the Blood is become 
weaker, it leſs concocts, or brings to perfection the nutritive Juice, 
and perverts it in a manner wholly into a fermentative matter; 
Wherefore it is ſooner brought to an increaſe, and is heapt toge 
ther to a plenitude of Turgcſcency in half the time as before: But 
becauſe the matter heapt together partakes as well of crudity a 
aduſtion, therefore the heat of the fermentation is more remiſs and 
More uneven, and ( like green Wood laid on the Fire ) it bury 
more ſlowly ; wherefore the Fit is of a longer continuance. 
Sometimes it happens that a Quoridian Fever ariſcs firſt without 
a foregoing Tertian, viz. when a Feveriſh affect ſeiſes a Body tht 
is Cacochimical, and filled with evil Juices : For then the Blood 
being poor in Spirits, perverts the nutritive Juice in a greater 
and heaps it together in a ſhorter time to a plenitude of T 
cency: And that which at firſt is a Quotidian often changes ib 
Type, and becomes a Tertian: Even as a Tertian often paſſes itt 
a Quotidian, there being a great vicinity betwixt theſe Fevers,ul 
their Cauſes; and a little change of the Conftitution of the Blodl 
makes a tranſition of the one into the other. An Intermittel 
Quotidian Fever is not ſo eafily cur'd as a Tertian:For whether thi 
comes firſt fimply, or follows upon another Intermittent ; ho 
ever it is raiſed from a ſtronger cauſe, and argues a greater Dik 
of the Blood, which does not preſently yield to Remedies : Mot 
over, this Fever if it be of long continuance, or comes upon at 
ther Cronick Diſeaſe, befides the vice of the Blood, it has moft co 
monly joyned with it infirmities of the Viſcera: To wit, the B 
being vitiated, eafily faftens its Impurities, heapt together by 
grees 0n the Viſcera, as it paſſes through their Involutions, (Herb 
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y a Quotidian Fever 3 a loading of the Ventricle, a tenſion of the 
hondres, ObſtruRions, or Tumors ſometimes of the Liver, 
ometimes of the Spleen, or of the Meſentery, are joyn'd ) though 
theſe kinds of affeCts are not the cauſe of the Fever ( as is vulgarly 
thought ) but only its products, Wherefore in this Fever, beſides 
the ample Method of Cure which is indicated in a Tertian, many 
other Intents or Coindicants come in confaderation,v;z.We muſt uſe 
all our Endeavours, that the Ventricle be purg:d of its load of Hus 
mors, that the ſtuffings of the Viſcera be clear'd, that their Infirmi= 
ties be ftrengthned, and together with theſe, that the Diſcraſy of the 
Rood be amended, and the Feveriſh acceſſes (topt, ſo that by reaſon 
of theſe various kinds of Intentions, we muſt proceed by a longer 
way to the Cure. In this caſe Vomits, C it the Strength will 
bear them ) will be of uſe above the reft; alſo Purges, with which 
the afſiduous increaſe of the excrementitious Matter may be ſent 
forth, muſt be often repeated ; beſides theſe, digeſtive Remedies 
ad deobſiruents which reſtore the Ferments of the Viſcera and of 
e Blood, and correct their Diſcrafies are frequently to be uſed. 
efore, fixt Salts of Herbs, their extraRts, the acid Spirits of 
as, and ſometimes Preparations of Steel do excellently well 
Concerning theſe means there is a difficult task, fince, becauſe of 
the manifold evils, many things are to be done together, whereas, 
by reaſon of the afſjduity of the Feverith Fit, the Diſeaſed can uſe 
taly a few. In affects thus complicated, though the way of Method 
quires firſt a removal of Impediments,and then to cure the Diſeaſe, 
ſet I have known this kind of Fever cured often without Method, 
ud empirically, in a Cacochimical Body, attended with many other 
s; to wit, after a light provifion for the whole, febrifuge Re+ 
Medies outwardly applied, have firſt taken away the Feveriſh acceſs, 
hat afterward, time, and occaſions of curing might be the better 
ﬀforded for the other affects. 1 lately went to ſee a Lady of Quality, 
who having long had a CacheRical habit of Body, and bejng weak 
and feeble, a month after Child-birth, was ſeiz'd with an Intermit- 
tent Quotidian ; after fix or ſeven acceſſes of which, her Strength 
Was fo caſt down, that ſhe was not able to riſe from her Bed, or 
eto berais'dup in it z nor could ſhe take ever ſo little Food, 
though very thin, but it caus'd great difturbances in her Stoimnach 2 
Moreover, the Region of the Stomach, and the left Hypochondre, 
Was all beſet with a hard Tumour, and violently paining : By rea» 
on of the Strength being extreamly caft down, there was no place 
re for evacuation beſides the uſe of Clyſters; and the Stomach 
bring mighty weak, refus'd all other Remedics, unleſs they were 
pleafing, and in a ſmall quantity. In this difficult caſe, and pent 


lp within narrow limits of Curing, I advis'd theſe few things, viX. 
lat ſhe ſhould take twice a day this mixture z v4. Magiftrat 
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Pater of Earth-worms two Ounces, Elixir Proprietatus ſex Drop, 
Moreover, I ordered a fom-nrarion to be apply'd to the Stomach, 
of the Leaves of Pontich Varmmwood, Centory, Southernwood bil 
fn HWhute-wme with the Roots of Gentian, the Veſſel covered; and 
that after the fomentation, a toaft dipt in the ſame Liquor ſhouli 
be worn on the Stomach ; beſides, I had febrif ge Epithems bou 
to her Wrifſts ; and by th-ſe Remedies alone, on the third day fie 
miſs'd her Fit, and continued trec from the ſame afterward, and 
then by the uſe of Chalibeat Remedies, ſhe grew perfectly wel 
within a ſhort time. 
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CHAP, VI. 
Of the Quartan Fever or Ague. 


| be a Quartan Fever, the time for the return of the Fit is longe 
than in the reſt, it being extended to the fourth day incluſre 
ly; and it's wont to be of no longer continuance, and more difficult 
ly cured : For this Diſcaſe is protracted for many months, andd 
ten years, and ſeldom or ſcarce at all yields to Medicines. 

The Fit for the moſt part begins with cold, and a ſhaking, which 
are followed with a pretty troubleſome heat, but more remils tha 
in a Tertian, Sweat for the moſt part conclfides the acceſs, If tit 
Diſeaſe fticks long, it brings the Scorbutick or Hypochondriack 
affeF, and involves Men in an unhealthy habit of Body. 

The Cauſes which diſpoſe to this Diſeaſe are, firſt, the conflity 
tion of the Air, and of the Seaſon; for the time of Autumn is alwi)t 
proper for this affect, that you ſhall ſeldom obſerve a QurrtanFere 
to ariſe but about the Fall : Alſo in certain places, eſpecially aboit 
the Sea=coaft, this affect is wont to be endemious, ſeizing any thit 
live there, or come thither as ſtrangers ; for this alſo makesa& 
Clining Age, alſo a melancholy Temperament, and which, by reaſ 
of an ill torm of Diet, is obnoxious to the Hypochondriack aff; 
moreover, Fevers of another kind, that are of a long continuance 
and Chronick Diſeaſes, often paſs into a Quartan Fever. 

Theſe things being confidered, it ſeems that it muſt be ſaid, thit 
a Quartan Fever, even as other Intermittents, depends on the 
tious diſpoſition of the Blood ; for the nutritive Juice, convejtl 
by degrees into the Veſſels, is perverted into a fermentative Mat- 
ter, and the Efferveſcency of this heapt together to a plenitud 
of Turgeſcency, makes the Fit of a Quartan Fever, But finct 
jn this Fever there are ſome things peculjar from the reſt, o 
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muſt enquire what ſort of Dyſcrafie of the Blood there is in this 
Diſeaſe diftin from the reft, and after what manner it raiſes the 
moſt obſervable Symptoms. | 

I fay therefore, that in this Diſeaſe the Liquor of the Blood has 
paſs'd from its ſweet, ſpirituous,and balſamick Nature, to be acid and 
ſomewhat auſtere, like Wine turning ſour. That is to ſay, there is 
1ſcarcity of Spirits,and the Earthy or Tartarous part (which conſiſts 
chiefly of Earth and Salt) is exalted too much, and being raiſed to 
: flowing, brings a fourneſs to the maſs of Blood : The Blood dege- 
nerated after this manver from its native Diſpoſition, does not duely 
concoct, and affimilat- to it ſelf the nutritive Juice, but perverts it 
into an extraneous M.itter, wherewith, when it is ſaturated to a ful- 
neſs in the Veſſels, and the Nervous Parts are irrigated with the Juice 
thence ariſing, there tullows a flowing, and as it were a ſpontaneous 
Efferveſcence of this Matter, whereby the Feveriſh acceſs is wont to 
be cauſed with a ſhaking, and a heat, as in a Tertian. 

In a Quartan Fever the returns have longer Intervals, becauſe the 
Diſcraſy of the Bloo! being toward an acid, and therefore leſs (mart 
and hot, it perverts the nutritive Juice without a conteft and tumult ; 
yherefore ſomewhat of it is affimilated, and the depravation of the 
reſt does not recede fo far from its natural ſtate as in a Teitian: And 
hence its heaping together to a plenitude is flower, and it riſes to a 
Turgeſency in about as much time again and a half asin a Tertian, 

The reaſon why this Diſeaſe is of ſo difficult a cure, and ſo obfti- 
nately infefts the Diſeaſed, is the melancholy Conftitntion of the 
Blood, which is not eafily removed, and yields ſcarce to any Medi- 
cines; for there being in it a ſcarcity and defeCt of Spirits, and the 
Salt and Tartar being too much exalted ( as when Wines turn 
ſour ) it is extream hard to reftore it, and it is in a manner of the 
lame labour and {ifficulty as to renew the vinious Spirit and Vigour 
in Vinegarz becauſe for reitoring the Blood depraved after that 
manner, there is need that its whole maſs be volatiz'd, and that 
It ſpiritualiſcs as it were a-new. Wherefore in this caſe evacuatives 
do not the leaft good, nay , by depauperating the Blood more 
without remedyivg it, they often impair the Strength : But there 
Is need of thoſe things which may exalt and volatiſe that which 


s fixt ; And may promote a Preumatofis in the whole maſs -of 
Blood : Thence it is that in this Diſeaſe the change of the Air, and 
of the Soil moſt commonly giverelief, before any other Remedies 
whatſoever. For Quartan Fevers ariſing about Autumn, are often 
cured by the following Spring, which doubtleſs happens becaule 
the changed quality ot the Air is wont to alter the evil habit of the 
Blood tor the better: And for the ſame reaſon, the change allo of 
the place of aboad moſt common!y cures this afte&t when it will 


hot yield to any Medicine. 
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The Autumnal Seaſon is moſt proper to produce this Feveriſh hz. 
bit of the Blood, bec.ule when very much of Spirit and Sulphur has 
paſt away by the Summer heat, and that which remains begins to he 
preft upon by the cold,the Liquor of the Blood (as Wine turning ſow 
after too much Efferveſcence) eaſily degenerates into a pontick and 
ſharpiſh Nature:This alſo is procur'd by the Air of the Sea,infeRing 
the Blood with ſaline Vapours, which fix the Spirits. Moreover, the 
affinity cf this Diſeaſe which the Scurvy and the Hypochondrial ae 
plainly ſhews that the evil Diſpoſition of the Blood is in fault,whers 
by it is become ialt and earthy with a def«t of a Pneumatofis, 

The laſt year, towards the end of the Summer, which had been 
very hot, an Epidemick Fever aroſe : Then Autumn coming on, 
when that Diſeaſe ceaſed, a Quartan Fever began to be very rt, 
ſo that in many places well near the fourth part of Man-kind wa 
ſeiz'd with the ſame, and thoſe of all Ages and Temperaments, 
which plainly ſhew'd that this affect did not take its riſe from a 
melancholy Humor lizapt tugether, through the fault of the Spleen, 
{ as ſome have thought ) but from the Diſcraſy of the Blood cauſed 
through the diltemperature of the year. 

Tho many Phyfical Apparatus's were order'd againſt this evil, yet 
very few werecured within the compaſs of the Autumn : In ſome, a 
bout the firſt beginnings of their Sickneſs, before the Diſeaſe had tx 
ken Root, Vomits gave relief: Tho, m moſt, Medicines purging any 
way3,tho repeated a hnndred times,did not the leaft god at all:Thiſe 
in whom the evil was deeply rooted,received not any relief from the 
moſt exactly deviſed Remedies uſed throu ghout the whole Autumn 
when at this time I ſaw the vulgar Methods of Phyfick put in pratife 
in vain. To a certain noble Virgin who defired a ſudden Cuie tobe 
performed by any manner of means, I propos'd, that if ſhe would 
undergo a Salivation for ſome days by a mineral Medicine, ſhe might 
thence hope a ſpeedy conqueſt of her Diſeaſe:She readily agreeing to 
this, I gave her a gentle and very ſafe Medicine, by which only a ger 
tle ſpitting was raiſed, and that ended within twelve days; from 
the time the Salivation began, ſhe preſently miſt her Fits ; but at the 
times they are wont to come ſhe found a diſturbance in her whole 
Body, with an opprefiion of the Heart, and a danger of Fainting, 
but afterward, the ſpitting being ended, ſhe ſeem'd throughly re- 
covered ; and when after two months time ſhe had again certain 
flight acceſſes of this Diſeaſe, an Emerick Powder being given her 
twice or thrice, ſhe was perfectly cured without a relapſe. 

After the Winter-Solftice this Diſeaſe wasnot fo violent, but began 
{o grow mi!d, in ſome, of its own accord,and to be more eaſily over- 
come in mott others by the uſe of Medicines, for at this time the Dil- 
craſy of the Blood, contraCted by the Summer heat, is wont to bere- 
inoved by degrees by the cold of Winter,and the inveteraſcent maſs 
Ol 
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ef the Blood to depoſe its old taint, and to return towards its na- 
qural ſtate : But thoſe wko were of a melancholy Temperament, or 
had the Viſcera, and eſpecially the Spleen il) feed, or thoſe that 
uſed an ill form of Diet, received no change frem this Tropick, but 
held their Diſeaſe to the next perio1 of the year, to wit, to the Ver= 
nal Equincx,and then ina great many this affe&t was ſeen to be over» 
come, the Blood either being renewed of it ſelf, or its Diſtempe= 
rature being more cafily amenced by the uſe of Medicines; but in 
the mean time many aged, Cacochimical, and otherwiſe weakly 
Perſons, died every where of this Diſeaſe, in this whole tract of 
time; and ſome there were, who haviag paſt the Summer-Solftice, 
had not yet ſhaken it oft: Now, though many were troubled with 
this, as it were, Epidemions Fever almolt for a whole year, yet 
none that I knew of contracted it firft in the Spring, and very few 
recovered of it during the Autumn, that I cannot doubt but the 
Diſcraſy of the Booid was really the caule of it, and that its cure 
cunfifted in its change. 

The Remedies which oftentimes gave relief (at leaſt as far as it 
agreed with our obſervation ) were ſuch asſtopt the Fit of the Fever? 
For the evil habit of the Blood being ſonewhat amended, upon the 
change of the Seaſon of the year, in caſe the habitual uſance of the 
Fits be broken off, Nature recollects her felt, and eafily recovers her 
ancient itate of Health by her own endeavour. And this kind of intent 
( viz. the ftopping of the Fits) though it be ſometimes performed 
by Vomits given a little before the acceſs (for theſe often ſtop the Fe- 
veriſh Motion of the Blood, by raifing another contrary toit) yet 
this indication is far more certainly, and indeed more ſucceſsfully 
performed by the uſe of thoſe kinds of Medicines, which do not at 
all evacuate from the Viſcera, but cauſe in the Blood a certain fixa- 
tion, or precipitation of the Feveriſh Matter for a time. Wherefore 
thoſe, whom I undertcok to cure as the Spring came on, and thence 
forwards, I managed with this Metizod ( and in many with good (uc- 
ceſs) a proviſion being made for the whole by a Mcdicine, ſome- 
times Vomiting,ſometimes Purging three hours before the Fit,I was 
wont to order Epitbems to be applyed to the Wriſts, and withal 4 
fibrifuge Pewder to be taken in Sack, and the Diſeaſed to be kept in 
Bed in 4 gentle ſweat : It ſeldom hapned but at the firft, or ſecond 
time the acceſs of the Fever was ftopt after this manner, and after- 
ward the ſame Remedy being ſometimes repeated, at length the 
Diſeaſe wholly ceaſed : This kind of PraCtiſe ( befides what I have 
found by experience) ſeems to be made good by the uſe of the 
Powder of a certain Bark lately brought from the Indies; which 
is ſaid moſt certainly to cure this Dileaſe, whereas the Virtue or 
Operation of this, without any Evacuation, confiits only in this, 


that it RRops the invading Fits of Fevers. C 
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Concerning that Peruvian Bark, becauſe of late it begins to bein 
daily uſe, theſe few things which occur to common obſervation are 
to be (aid, the vulgar way of giving it is to infrſe :wo Drams of thy, 
being made into a Powder an //pite-wine or Sach for two Ho:1 s.the Vl. 
ſel being cloſe covered, and theu as the Fit approaches to let the Diſeaſ- 
ed, lying in Bed, drink the Liquor with the Puwder. This d;ink ofc 
ten removes the imminent accels, [hougn many times that coming 
after its uſual manner, it prevents the next enſuing, huwſovever, whe 
ther the Fit be ſtopt at the firft, or at thc ſecond,or third tine of re- 
turn, and the Diſeaſe ſeem to be cured, yet it oftentim-s is wont to 
return within twenty or thirty _ And then this Puwder being 
given again, the Invaſion of the Diſeaſe is again put off for the ſpace 
of about the fame time; and after this manner I have known many 


troubled with a Quartan, to have undergone only a few acceſl:s of it - 


during the whole Autumn and Winterand fo to have held the Enemy 
foreguarded till the Spring coming on, by the help of the Seaſon of 
the year, and of other Medicines, the Diſpofition of the Blood was 
altered for the better, and ſo that affect vaniſht by degrees : Thoſe 
who by this means procured frequent times of truce of the Quartan, 
being cheerful and ſprightly,liv'd prompt for all bufineſs, whereas, 0 
therwife being enervated and pale,they were brought to a Languour, 
and a vitious habit of Body:Scarce one of a hundred tried this Reme- 
dy without effcct, nay, if it be taken in half a quantity,or leſs, vie. to 
the weight of balf 4 Dramor a Dram, it oftentimes takes away the 
accefles,and ſuſpends the ſame only for a ſhorter ſpace, nor # it mat- 
ter whether it be eaken un /orte-wing or Sack, but with reſpeR to the 
Temperament s of the Diſeaſed ; tor in a hot Temperament it may con- 
veniently be taken in a dittitled Water or Whey ; alſo its clear infus 
fion, the thick ſubſtance thrown away, produces the like effect but 
of ſhorter continuance. I bave ordered thu Powder to be given t 
ſome made into Pills with Mucilage of Tragacanth, with the like bes 
nefit to the Diſeaſed; after what manner foever it be taken, it cauſes 
no maniteft Evacuation, unle(sit be in ſuch as are apt to caft, and 
loath all Phyfack, and it takes away-the Fit in a manner in all z nor 
is it only given with benefit in a Quartan Fever, but in other kinds 
of Intermittents, v7. in all where there interceeds a time of cella- 
tion of the Fever: It is commonly ordered, that a gehitle Purge be 
ziven before the uſe of this ; but in ſome who have been very weak, 
and kept their Beds, this Powder taken alone without a previous 
Purge, has procur'd laudable eff=ts : Mean while I muſt ingeni- 
ouſly confeſs,that I have not yet ſeen an Intermittent Fever through- 
ly cured by once giving this Powder, nay, not only Fits of a Quar- 
tan Fever, but of a Tertain and Quotidian, eafie to be wholly over- 
come by other Remedies, ſeeming to be driven away with this, 


conttantly returned after a ſhort time ; for this reaſon thoſe, who, 
When 
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when there is no caſe of Neceſſity ſuppreſs Intermittent Fevers only 
for a ſhort while by this Medicine, they being eafie to be cured ©- 
therways, ſeem to proceed deceitfully in Phyfick, nor more to the 
purpoſe, than thoſe who heal over a hollow Ulcer which will pre- 
ſently break forth again: Indeed in ſome caſes the uſe of this may be 
oper enough, viz. when by the too great affiduity of fits, the 
gth of the Diſeaſed is very much [pent, times of truce may be 
procured by this means,whereby Nature may recollect her ſelf, and 
afterward more powerfully oppoſe her Enemy ; alſo this Powder is 
conveniently given, that the Quartan Fever may be paſt over with 
leſs tediouſneſs during the Autumn and Winter. But thoſe who de- 
fre to be long vacant from the Incurſftons of that Fever, are adviſed 
to take this Powder in a great quantity and often, vsx. two Drams 
for three fits one after the other, whether the acceſſes return or not, by 
this means they continue tree the longer, but tiill keep the latent 
Enemy within them, though laid aflcep. 

If it be enquired concerning the nature of this Bark,and ofitsVer- 
tue in ſuppreſſing the fits of Intermittent Fevers,we mutt not difſem- 
ble,but it is a difficult thing to explicate the cauſes of theſe kinds of 
Eff-ts, and of the ways of operating 3 becauſe we cannot find the 
likeefficacy in any ſubject beſides: and a general rule is not well 
adapted to a fingular experiment, however, by a deligent conferring 
the Phanomena, we ſhall make an orderly deduction of certain Po- 
fitions, which if they do not attain the truth of this matter, at leaf{s 
wiſe may make ſome ſtep towards it. 

In the firſt place it may be obſerved, that this Medicine inwardly 
taken chiefly exerciſes its force and energy onthe maſs of Blood: for 
it does not at all irritate the Viſcera, nor does it cauſe any exertion 
or trouble to them ; Moreover,until its vertue be communicated to 
the Blood,its antipyretick force is not all exerted, wheretore the 
fit immediately enſuing is not always prevented, but the ſecond or 
thicd after its being taken: and for this reaſon, that it may affect the 
Blood the ſooner,it is uſual,that together with the Powder a Liquor 
[trongly impregnated with the ſame be given, for {o its Particles are 
more readily conveyed into the mals of Blood. 

Secondly, the vertue of that Bark conveyed into the Blood cont- 
nues for ſome timein it, and that ſhorter or longer, according as a 
greater or leſſer portion of the Medicine is inwardly taken ; for the 
Particles of this mixt with the Cruor,are circulated a long time with 
Itand the more there are of them.the more they afteCt its maſs, and 
produce a more laſting affeC;for though Aliments,and certain other 
things taken inwardly, inas much as they are preſently ſubdued by 
the natural heat, exert whatevet force they have within a few honrs, 
and then being aſſimilated or caſt forth, ceaie to operate ; yet ſome 
Medicines taken into the Body, becauſe they are not eaſily ſubdued, 
Bbbb nor 
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nor by a ſudden irritation are preſently ſent forth, continue very 
active for many days and keep the Blood and Juices a long time in 
this or that courſe of Fermentation ; this - ay be obſerved of certain 
Medicines alſo of Poyſons,and many Antidotes; whereof one only gi- 
ving is wont to aftc& our Bodies for many days,and the ſame repeat- 
ed for a longer time : for it is uſual after Cathartick Mdicines,f at 
any time they do not operate by Vomit or Scige, that Pimples and 
Puſhes break forth outwardly,after many Weeks. Moreover, if after 
Toxicum being drank Death be eſcap 4, every Mi: knows that its 
virulency lurches fora very long time in the Bl.nd and Juices. In 
like manner allo this Powder, and haply a great many other thing 
inwardly taken, continue till to act on the Spirits and Humour 
how much ſoever they ſeem Julled a fleep. 

Thirdly, though that Medicine aCts immediately on the Blnod 
and Humors, yet it does not throughly take away the {-veriſh Dif 
craly ſeated in them, for as ſoon as its force is ſpent, and all its Par 
ticles are paſt off from the mixture of the Blood, the affect, ſup- 
preſſed only for a time, breaks forth a new, and takes to its acceſſes 
aftcrits wonted manner : but tor as much as nature during thi 
time of ceſſation is become more ttrong, therefore after the relapy 
the fits are wont to return ( not as before | but on the third or fourth 
dav, according to the firlt Type of the Diſeaſe. 

Fourthly, it is to be obſerved, that this Remedy does not ſtop 
the acceſſes of Fevers, as vulgar febrifages, by fixing, or alſo by fi 
ting the Blood ; for then always the imminent fit, and not the 
cond, or third to follow after woul1 be prevented. 

Which things being conhiilered.that we may ſubjoyn ſome things 
as a Corallary,concerning the way of operating, whereby this Med 
cine ſeems to Work, we ſay, that its likely that when the Particle 
proceeding from the ſame taken inwardly,are mixt with the Blood, 
they force it into a certain new Fermentation, wherewith whillt the 
Particles of the Blood ate continually agitated, they are wholly hit 
dred from heaping together an excrementitious matter,and from fal 
ling into feveriſh Turgeſcencies: for.as after the biting of a Mad-dog 
or the ſtinging of venemous Animals, the Blood it felf, and nervous 
Juice are long Poyton'd; yet Alexipharmicks taken hinder them 
tiom falling prefently into great Irregularities, by keeping their Lr 
quors in.another Fermentation, the uſe of which if ſo long contin 
ed, till the virulent Corpuſcles are wivily paſt away, no dreadfil 
{( mptorn is fear'd from that taint contracted ; but it the ſtrength ol 
the Remedy. given in too ſmall a quantity, be firſt ſpent, preſent) 
the Poyſon ſprings forth anew,and the ancient venom which ſeemed 
to be driven 2way, is again brought into aCt : after the like mat” 
ner, When the Blood having gotten a vitiavs habit perverts the 
tiitive Juice, and for the Letter expelling it when heapt together® 
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:fulneſs.falls into feveriſh Turgeſencies, that Peruvian Bark reduc'd 
to a Powder, and given, by the commerce of its Particles lo exagi- 
fates.and alters the Blood,though affected with a Dilcraly,by ſtirring 
2new Fermentation, thatit in ſome meaſure concocts the nutritive 
vice, and continually evaporates its recrements, ſo that they are not 
heapt together for a matter of the fit, as before, but when the Parti- 
cles of this Remedy are wholly exhal'd from the community with the 
Blood, and all the vertue is ſpent, the evil Diſpoſition of the Blood 
before contracted breaks forth again,and therefore the fits of the Fe- 
yer return after their wonted manner : haply ſometimes it falls only 
that whilſt by the uſe of that Powder the accefles are ſuppreſt, that 
Diſcraſy of the Blood, by reaſon of the change of the Seaſon of the 
Year, oc by h:Ip of ſome other Remedy, or of Nature her ſelf, is 
amended by degrees,and ſo at length the Fever diſappears of its own 
accord : though I have known this to have hapned but ſeldom, that 
you may expect the feverith fits to return in a manner with the 
like certainty, as they are ſuppreſt by that Powder, 

As to the ſenfible qualities with which this Bark is endowed, it is 
manifeſt that it excells in a bitterneſs, with a certain ſtipticity, tha 
by the taſte it is diſcovered to carry in a manner the like favour as is 
uſually found in moſt Alexipharmicks,ſuch as the root of Gene1an,Ser- 
pentary, Contrayerva, (5c. For things which are aCtually bitter are 
mighty powerful in ſupprefling the forces of preternatural Fer- 
men's: nay, and the root of Gentsan, which cxcellently reſembles 
this Bark, was. formerly of famous uſe for curing Quartan Fevers : 
and now, though this Peruvian Powder be the only Alexsterion yet 
found for the Quartan Fever, which ſtops the fits ofit and of others 
(though only for a time ) yet it is not to be doubted, but there are 
other Medicines in nature, equally fcbriſuges; and it may be hop'd, 
that being led by the example of this new invention,we may be ſtir- 
red up to (carch into the Vertues of Herbs yet unknown to us : 
thus while we infiſt on the tryalof Particulars, and joyn Empirical 
Phyſick with the Rational, it is not to be doubted but the Cares of 
nos and of other Herculean Diſeaſes will go on more prof- 
perouſly : which I the more freely enſure for in this age, or at leaſt- 
wiſe in the ſucceeding, becauſe being guided by the Analogy of that 
Bark, Imy ſelf not long fince, running through many things, light- 
ed on a Medicine of no contemptible uſe for ſubduing Fevers : which 
atſo I give to all poor People, as a Succedaneum, with good (ucceſs, 


CHAP. 


Of contiyual Fevers., 


CH AP. VII. 


Of continual Fevers. 


Continual Fever is that whereof the acceſs is prolonged to 
many days without any ceflation ; it has its times of remiſ. 
fion and exacerbation, but none of intermiſſion ; the burn- 

ing ſometimes is more remi(s, ſometimes more intenſe, but the 
Diſcaſed are ſtill in a Fever, till the Diſcaſe be wholly ſoly'd by 4 
Criſis, or an inſenfible recovery. 

Now there are three degrees or manners of Eff:rveſcency by which 
the Species of continual Fevers are determined : trom the ſubtle por- 
tion of the boyling Blood,or from the Ebullition of the Spirits ariſes 
the Ephemera,allo the Synocus of one or many days : from the ſulphu- 
reous or oily part of the Blood too much heated and kindled,is raiſed 
the putrid Fever ;thirdly, on a venemous Miaſm infeCting the Blood, 
and congealing its Liquor,malignant Fevers depend: in each of theſe, 
from the depravation or rather corruption of the nutritive Juice, 
freſh heapt together in the Blood, various Paroxiſms, Inequalities, 
and critical Motions ariſe. 

If it be askt after + hat manner the Efferveſcency of the Bloodina 
continual Fever differs from that other which makes Intermittents| 
ſay, that the Effervelcence of the Blood in the latter depends only on 
the mingling of ſome fermentative Matter with the Blood, which will 
not duely mix with it, and on its heaping together to a plenitude of 
Turge'cency:by reaion of the Efferveſcency of this with the Blood in 
the Veſſcls,and its deflagration in the Heart, the fit is cauſed,its diffla 
tion is followed by an Apyrexia,ſo that in the intervals of the fits nei- 
ther the Spirits nor the Sulphur inake an effort,but the Liquor circu- 
lates evenly and without tumult in the Veflels,the bond of mixture 
being entirely preſerved;on the contrary,in a continual Feyer,the Dif 
orders of the Spirit or Sulphur,or of both of them together cauſe the 
Ebullition of the Blood by their proper Efferveſcence, without the 
mixture of another thing : Wherefore, for a ceſſation of the burning 
heat, beſides the difflation of the excrementitious matter,a deflagrati 
on of the kindled Blood, and its reduction to a due Crafis,are required. 

The Conſtitution of the Blood in a continual Fever , | 
as that of Wines when they ferment by too rich Lees ; thit 
js to ſay, they are ſtrong with Spirit, and grow turgid witl 
an exalted Sulphur, and therefore of their own accord witl- 
out the mixture of another thing, they, fall into a heat and 
þoy! violently ; In an Jatermittent Fever the Blood 15 wp 
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after ſach a Manner as Wines when they fall a fermenting, by reaſon 
of ſomething which is not miſlible being put into them : Moreover, 
in this Fever the Diſpoſition of the Blood is like that of Wines, when 
in their declining ſtate they become over-fretted, ropy, or alfo ſour 
in which the Spirit is depreft, while the Salt or Sulphur, or both 
together, are above the reſt, and affect the whole Liquor with their 
diſorder : An Intermittent Fever for the molt part is without dan- 
ger, becawle the parts that compoſe the Blood, though they have 
changed a little theic Crafis, however keep their bond of mixture; 
and whilft they are at liberty, circulate even in the Veſſels ; and 
pervert the nutritive Juice into a Matter not altogether Preternatu- 
ral, but rather infeſting with its Plentitude and Turgeſcency. In a 
continual Fever, befides the diftemperature, the mixture of the 
Blood, and the textuge of the Liquor are ſomewhat diffoly'd, that 
its corruption eaſily follows, wherefore this Diſeaſe is often termi» 
nated in death; and the nutritive Juice is depraved to a Matter 
wholly vitious, and altogether offenſive to Nature.

CHAP. VIIL 
Of the Ephemera Fever. 


| Have ſaid that the leaft degree of Efferveſcence which brings a 
continual Fever is placed in the ſubtle and ſpirituous Portion 
of the Blood, being too much agitated and heated: For this, like 
Spirit of Wine, boyls on any light occafion, and gets a heat, be- 
ing irtitated either by too much Motion of the Body, or Preturba- 
tion of Mind ; from an ambient heat, as that of the Sun, or of a 
Stove; by bot things inwardly taken, as drinking of Wine, eatin 

of peppered Meats, and the like : For the Spirits of the Blood nr” 
ly wax very hot of their own accord, and being violently moved, 
are not preſently appeaſed, but exagitate, 'variouſly confound, and 
force to a rapid and diſorderly Motion other Particles of the Blood ; 
Alſo by this Motion of the Spirits, the Sulphur, or the Oily part of 
the Blood is more boyled, a little more diffolved, and ſamewhat 
more freely kindled in the Heart, whence an intenſe heat is raiſed 
in the whole Body, but for as much as the Sulphur is heated ang 
inflamed only by minute Parts, and not throughout the whole, 
that feryour of the Spirits is ſoon allaied and ceaſes : Wherefore 
the Fever which is raiſed after this manner, is terminated for the 
moſt part within twenty four hours, and therefore is called an Ephe- 
mera, And if by reaſon of a greater heat of the ſpirituous Blood, 
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it be prorogued longer, it ſeldom exceeds three days, and it is cal. 
led an Ephemera of many days, or a Synochws nat putrid: But if it 
happens to be extended beyond this time, this Fever readily pal. 
ſes into a putrid, to wit, from the long continued ebullition of 
the ſpirituous Blood, at length the groffer Particles of the Sul 
phur fall a burni:;s, and involve the maſs of Blood in this Effer- 
veſcence. 

An Ephemera Fever and a ſimple Syeochus ſeldom begin with- 
out an evident Cauſe ; beſides the things before-mentioned, im- 
moderate Labour, Watchings, a ſudden Pafſion of the Mind, x 
conſtriction of the Pores, Sucfeiting, alſo a Bubo or Wound, in 
Child-bearing, Women an increaſe of Milk are wont to bring 
theſe ; the procatart:ich Cauſes which depoſe to them, are a hot 
temper of Body, an Athletick habit, a Sedentary Life, and a 
Diſuſe of Exerciſe. bo 

The Firft beginnings of this Diſeaſe depend on the preſence of 
an Evident Cauſe ; for either the Corpuſcles of an extraneous 
heat mixt with Blood, make it boyl like Water on the Fire: 
Or a Fever is brought by motion, or by reaſon of Tranſpiration 
being letted, even as when Wines being heated, or ſtopt cloſe in a 
Veſſel, are ſet in a ftrong working : After what manner ſoever the 
Inflammation be tarlt raiſed, preſently the Spirits make an & 
fort, and moving hither and thither , force the Blouvd to boyl, 
and to inlarge it ſelf in a greater ſpace, with a frothy rarefaCtion : 
Wherefore the Veffels are ftretcht, and the membranous Part: 


are.vellicated ; hence a Pain, eſpecially in the Heac an Lons, 2 
ſpontaneous laflitude, and an inflation, as it were, of ti;- win Body 
enſne. But if with the Spirit of the Blood ſome (ul nury 7 act withal 


be ſomewhat kindled, a ſmart heat is diffus'd tncough the whole, 
the Pulſe becomes high and quick, the Urine ruddy ; altu Tait, 
Watchings, and many. other offenfive Symptoms arie. 
Concerning the Solution or Crifis of an Ephemera Fever, and 
of a Symochus not puerid, there are three things chicfly requiſite, 
viz. a removal of the evident Caule ; ſecondly, a ſevering or 
difllation of the depraved or excrementitious Matter from the 
Maſs.of Blood ; thirdly, an appeafing of the Parts of the Blood, 
\ and their reſtitution to a natural and even motion and fite. Ac- 
cording as theſe things happen, ſometimes ſooner, ſometimes 
{lwer, and with more difficulty, this Diſeaſe is ended in a ſhorter 

or longer ,time. | 
i-, The Evident Cauſe, which for the moſt part is extrinſecal, is ea- 
fily remov'd.and Diſcaſed Perſons,as ſoon as ever they perceive them- 
{elves injur'd by any thing,are wont to avoid the preſcence cf,or con- 
tinuance with that thing : No Perſon being in a Fever upon drinking 
Vine, continues ffi]! to drink it 3 when any Pcrſon grows more = 
than 
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than uſual by the heat of a Bath or of the Sun, it is irkſome to him 
to continue in 1t longer. 

2, As to the excrementitious Matter which ought to be ſeparated 
and blown off from the Blood, this is either brought from without, 
as when by ſurfeiting, drinking of Wine, ſtanding in the Sun, or 
bathing in hot Water, . the Blood is infected with hot and fermenta- 
tive efluvia's or Corpuſcles, or that matter is ingendred inwardly, 
as when upon the deflagation of the Blood its Liquor is ſtuffed with 
aduff Recrements or Particles; both theſe Matters muſt be ſepara- 
ted and blown off from the Blood, and be feat forth either by 
Sweat, or inſenfible Tranſpiration, before the Fever is appeas'd : 
wherefore. when the Pores are clos'd, and Tranſpiration is hin- 
dred, the Ephemera Fever continues a longer time, aud paſſes from 
a fimple Synechw into a putrid Fever, | 

3. The Evident Cauſe being remov'd, and this degenerated Mat« 
ter blown off, for a cefl.ition of the burning heat there is required am 
appeafing of the Parts of the Blood, and a reduzement of them to 
order: tor a rapid and diſorderly motion begun in the Blood is not 
preſently ſtopt, but ought to be allay'd by degrees: alſothe divers 


Par: c1-s of the Blood diſorder'' atter this manner, and heing d:iven 
this wy ad that, by reaſon of the feveriſh Effzrveſcence, do not 
Pre - 714.8 to their former order of fie aid poſition, bat it is 
ecellicy that they be extricated by degrees, and reftored to their 
due mixince bY liftle and Nittle, ; 
Though this Dtcate, after the removal of the Evideht Cauſe ceaſes 


for th. 1110! part of its own accord, yet fome Phylical Remedies 
are advantageouſly app!icd to Ule, eſpecially where there is danger 
leit the Ephemera Fever paſles into a putrid. The chief Intentions 
muſt be to allay the fervour of the Blood, and to procure a free 
Tranſpiration, to which chiefly conduce Blooding, a very thin Di- 
et, or rather abſtinence, cooling Drinks, a withdrawing the ex= 
crements of the Belly by Clyſt:rs ; but above the reft, Sleep and 
Reſt do moſt good, which if wanting, they mult be ſeafonably 
procur'd by Opiats and Anodines. 

A renowned young, Man,about twenty years of age,of an athletick 
habit of Body,by an immoderate drinking of {trong Wine fell into a 
feveriſh diftemper,with a drought, heat, and a mighty trouble of the 
Precordia ; being Blooded, he drank a vaſt quantity of Fountain- 
water, and thereupon a copious ſweat preſently enſuing, he {-on 
recovered. 

An ingenious young Man,of a ſedentary Life,and withal very much 
addicted to the ſtudy of Learning,when cf late he had exercis'd him- 
ſelfabove meaſure in the Summer Sun, began to complain of a Head- 
ach,a want of Appetite, a trouble of the Precordia, and a feverith 
diſtemperatnre over the whole Body. To whom-(in regard he 1oath- 
cd 
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ed all Phyfick) Iordered a total Abftinence, unleſs it were from 
ſmall Beer and Barley-meats : On the ſecond day, and again moreon 
the third, the Symptoms remitted by little and little; at length, on 
the fourth, he became free from his Fever without any Medicine,

GHAP., IX 
Of the Putrid Fever, 


Putrid Fever is when the oily or ſulphureous part of the Blood, 
being too much heated, grows turgid above meaſure, and i; 
brought as it were to flame ; and therefore, from its likeneſs to hu- 
mid things putrifying which contract a fervour, this kind of ebull- 
tion of the Blood, becauſe it cauſes an immoderate Heat, is called; 
Putrid Fever : Which name it ought properly enough to retain, be 
cauſe in this Fever the Compoſition of the Blood ( as it uſually hap- 
pens in Liquors putrifying } is very much diffoly'd ; and ſo thatits 
Principles are in a manner wholly ſevered from each other by the 
ferment of the Heart, and the aCtive Particles being looſened from 
the mixture, break forth as it were into a lame. Wherefore the Li- 
quor of the Blood being after this manner rarified, and as it were 
kindled in the Heart, is carried thence with a moſt rapid motion 
through the Veſlels, and with its deflagations ſends a great many 
effluvia's of heat from jt ; hence theiwhole maſs of Blood, (like wx 
ter (et on the fare) continually boyling, ftretches the Veſſels, vell- 
cates the Brain and nervous Parts, raiſes Cramps, and Pains 1 
them, very much conſumes the Vital Spirits by its Efferveſcenc), 
deftroys the ferments of the Viſcera, hinders the functions of coir 
coction and diſtribution, often depraves the nutritive Juice' ſent in 
to the genw Nervoſum, that thereby very great diſorders of tht 
animal Spirits enſue ; nay, it perverts in a manner the whole co 
nomy of Nature. 

The Procatar&:ich Cauſes which diſpoſe to this Diſeaſe, are, a bot 
and moiſt temperament, an Athletick habit of Body, Youth, ti 
Spring or Summer ſeaſon, a plenteous and rich Feeding ; moreove;, 
an ahduous drinking, of rich Wines,a ſedentary and idle Life, a Bod) 
cacochymical and filled with evil Juices: but above the reft,it is 0b- 
ſerved, that a frequent letting Blood renders Men apt to a Fever; 
wherefore it is commonly ſaid, that thoſe who have been let Blood 
once, unleſs the ſame be done yearly, are prone to a Fever. Theres 
ſon is,that by a frequent letting Blood the Sulphur is more copioul 


heapt together within the maſs of Blood, the Salt in the on 
Will 
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while ( which ought to moderate and keep it from growing exorbi- 
tant }) being by this means withdrawn, 

The Evident Cog which draw the latent diſpoſition of this Fever 
into a&;are of the ſame kind as thoſe which bring an Ephemera Fe- 
ver,and a Sywochus Simplex : in this rank we place chiefly perſpiration 
letted, and ſurfeiting. By reaſon of the cffluvia being caftcain'd, the 
maſs of Blood, being increas'd in its bulk, grows turgid, and being 
inſpir'd anew with a certain ferment, as it were, falls a burning, and 
boyls violently ; thereupon preſently the Pores are more obſtructed 
by the ſtuffing of the efluvia : and the texture of the Liquor being 
difolv'd, the Particles of the abounding Sulphur in the Blood get 
free from the mixture, and areinflam'd by the fermentation of the 
Heart;as though Fire were applied to them,and fo they kindle a very 
intenſe Fever. And by ſurferring, both an immoderate fermentation 
is cauſed in the Blood, and alſo a nitrc-fulphureous matter fit for 
burning, and being enkindled, is conveyed as a fuel into the inflam'd 

Blood. 

In this Fever four ftates of time are to be obiery'd,by which,as by 
ſo many Stages,its courſe is performed ;z and they are theſe,the begin- 
ning,the Increaſe,the beighs,and the dec/aning ſtate : thele are wont to 
be pats'd over in ſome tooner, in ſome ſlower, and in a longer time, 
The veginnong ought to be computed from the time that the Blood 
begins to grow hot,and its Sulphur to tall a burning, till the burning 
Heats and inflammations are diffus'd throughout the whole maſs of 
Blood. The encreaſe is, from the time that the Blood, being heated 
and kindled throughout, has burnt for ſome ſpace, and its mals is 
loaded with Recrements, or aduſt Particles, which alſo increaſe the 
Fermentation, The be:gbe of the Diſcaſe is, when (after the Blood has 
burnt enough, and its inflammation is remitted ) the long troubled 
Blood,as a noble Champion, its adverſary ſomewhat giving ground, 
recolleQing all its Forces, endeavours a ſubduing and ſeparation of 
that aduft matter wherewith it is ſaturated to a fulneſs, and a dri- 
ving of it forth, a Cr/is being attempted once or oftner. The declin 
ing tate follows after the Crifts, in which the Blood, the inflamma= 
tion growing weak, becomes leſs hot, aud either the vital Spirit {till 
prevailing, it ſubdues and purges forth by degrees what there js re- 
maining of that aduft and extraneous matter, till it be reſtored to 
Its ancient vigour : or the ſame Spirit being too much depreſt, the 
Liquor of the Blood is {till tainted with aduft Recrements,and there- 
fore becomes troubled and depauperated ; that it neither atſimilates 
the nutritive Juice,nor continues fit for Circulation,nor for accent1- 
on in the Heat, for ſuſtaining the lamp of Life. 

When therefore any one is ſeized with a Purr:id Fever for the moſt 
part a cold ſtiffneſs, or a ſhivering accompanies the firſt invaſion, 


Which is followed by a Heat which is unequal,and not as yet intenſe 3 
Cece hecau:s 
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becauſe the Blood being yet full of crude Juice, is kindled only by 
parts,and therefore it burns a little and then ceaſes, and then begin 
again, like a flame burning wet ſtraw : in this ſtate the Diſeaſe conti. 
nues for ſome days, the Urine becomes more ruddy than uſyal, by 
reaſon of the Salt and Sulphur more diffolv'd, and inco@ed with the 
Serum:it retains ftill its Hypoſtaſis, becauſe the coRion and affimilati- 
on are not altogether depraved, it has a ſediment greater than it 
ought, which nevertheleſs is eafily ſeparated, and ſubfides of its own 
accord: at this time you may let Blood,and give a Vomit or a Purge, 
ſo it be done without any great Perturbation of the Blood : It often 
happens upon the ſeaſonable adminiftrations of theſe kinds of Evz- 
cvations.that the greater increaſes of the Diſeaſe are prevented, and 
that the Fever is killed as it were au 0vo : the limits of this ſtage are 
variouſly determined according to the temperament of the Diſeaſed, 
and other accidents of the Diſeaſe.Sometimes within a day or two the 
firſt Rudiments of this Diſeaſe are laid ; ſometimes the beginning of 
the Diſeaſe is extended to more, ifit happens in a Body well in Fleſh, 
full of Spirit,and of a hot Blood and Juice, in the time of Youth,and 
in a very hot Seaſon,in caſe the Diſpoſition to a Fever be great,and 
a ſtrong evident cauſe ſupervenes,the feveriſh Efferveſcence once be- 
gun, ſoon pervades the whole Blood, and on the ſecond or third day, 
the root being laid, the Diſeaſe ariſes to its increaſe : but if the fe- 
veriſh Indiſpoſition begins in a body that is not hot, a Phlegmatick 
or melancholy temperament, in old age, or in a cold Seaſon, it hat 
a longer Proemium, and icarce paſſes the limits of this firſt ſtage 
before the ſixth or ſeventh day. 

The increaſe of this Diſeaſe is computed from the time that the 
burning of the Fever has got poſſeflion of the whole maſs of Blood: 
that is,the Sulphur or the oily part of the Blood, being long heated, 
and boyling vehemently by parts, at length like Hay laid together 
wet,after a long incaleſcence, burſts forth all together into a flame: 
through the violent boyling of the Blood, at this time the Diſeaſed 
complain of an intollerable Thirſt ; Moreover, a Head-ach, obſtinate 
Watchings,often alſo Delirinms ; a Phrenſy, and Canvulfive Motions 
moleit them : they loath all Food,or catt it forth by Vomit;or if hap 
Piy it be retain'd, being parcht by the too much heat,it turns to a fe 
brile matter : therc is alto a bitterneſs in the Mouth,an ungrateful (+ 
vour,roughneſs of the Tongue, a vehement and quick Pulte, a Urine 
very ruddy,for the moſt part troubled, filled with Contents, without 
an Hypoitaſfis or laudable ſediment : the Blood at this time being ind 
manner wholly kindled, it engenders by its deflagration a might) 
quantity of aduſt matter,like the aſhes remaining after a Fire:wheit: 
by both the Serum, being mightily fill'd, yields a Urine that is thick 
aid full of Contents:and the Blood being loaded with it to a Turget 
cency,is irritated into critical Motions, wherewith that febrile mit 
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ter ( ifit may be ) being ſubdued and feparated, may be ſent forth + 
and this brings the heighth of the Fever, in which Judgment is gi- 
ren betwixt Nature and the Diſeaſe, the conteſt being brought as 
it were to a tryal, and therefore the Evacuation which thereupon 
enſues is called a Crifas. 

Therefore the height of a putrid Fever,is that time of the Diſeaſe, 
in which Nature attempts the expulſion of the aduft matter remain- 
ing after the deflagration of the Blood : to this are requir'd firft,that 
the Blood for the greateſt part has paſt burning,for in the midſt of it, 
Nature is not at leiſure for a Crifts,nor ever attempted it proſperouſ- 
ly,nor is it procur'd by Art with good ſucceſs.Secondly,that the Spi- 
rit firſt in ſome manner ſubdue this aduft matter of the Blood,and ſe- 
paratg it from that which is good, and render it fit for expulſion. 
Thirdly,that this matter be heapt together in ſo great a plenty, that 
by its Turggſcency it irritates Nature to a critical Expulſion : when 
either of thoſe things is wanting,the Crifis for the moſt part is of no 
effect and not to be relied on,and {eldom puts an end to the Diſeaſe. 

A Crifis in a continual Fever is in a manner the ſame as the fit of 
Intermittents;for as in theſe,when the maſs of Blood is ſaturated to a 
fulneſs of Turgeſcency with the Particles of the nutritive Juice depra-* 
ved.and unfit for Maturation, there happens a flowing, ſecretion, and 
expulſion of that matter zſo in a continual Fever, after the deflagra- 
tion of the Blood and nutritive Juice, a great many Corpulcles of a- 
duſt matter are heapt together,with which the Blood being opprelt, 
when it is a little free from burning,it ſubdues and ſeparates them by 
degrees, and then, a flowing being raiſed, endeavours to ſend them 
forth. Wherefore as the fits of Intermittents do not happen but at a 
ſet time,and after ſo many hours, ſo alſo critical Motions happen from 
the fourth day to the fourth,or haply from the ſeveath to the ſeventh, 
for in ſuch a kind of ſpace the Blood burns off, and by its burning 
makes a heap of aduft matter, as it were of Aſhes, which being offene 
hve to Nature, cauſes critical Motions by its irritation. 

Therefore,as to what ſome ſay,that the Crifts depend altogether on 
the Influences of the. Moon and Stars,and that they follow their Quar» 
tile,or oppoſite Afpects,or their Conjunctions, it is not true : becauſe 
critical Evacpations are determined only by the heaping together 
and Turgeſcency of the aduſt matter,whole Particles,if they can caſte 
ly be ſeparated from the Blood,and the Pores of the Skin arc open e- 
nough,being involved in the Serum they are ſeat forth by ſweat : and 
this is the bcſt way of a Crifis,which ifit ſucceeds well, it often at one 
bout puts a pertect end to the Diſeaſe, without fear of a relapl. :to this 
next ſucceeds that Criftz which is attempted by an HZmorriagy,tor 
this matter,as by an Effloreſcence arifing with the Blood {if by reaſon 
of an unfree perſpiration it be not ſent forth by ſweat) it is conveyed 
Into ſome part remote from the Heart,and is trequently (cnt into the 
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Head by an impetuous ſally of the Blood, where, if there be an open 
paſſage from the Sinus's ſpreading into the Noftrils, the morbifick 
matter ſprings forth together with a portion of the Blood:hut other- 
wiſe often ſticking in the Brain, it b: ings a Delirium, Frenty, or other 
ſore,and laſting Diſeales of the Head : and 4 35 to be obſerved, that in 
almoſt any centenual Fevers, if at aniy time they come to an 1mperfet or 
asfficult Crifis.ſo that the Blood 1s corrupted for a long t1me with a fewe- 
r1ſh matter or aduft Recrements : thereby the n-rvous Furce ( as 1t ſeems) 
coming to be tarnted ;obſtinate Afetts, viq. W 1tchings, alſo Delerium, 
Tremblings,Convuiſrve Motions,and long $:1cking Weakneſſes of the ner. 
vous Parts follow. There are other ways ot Crifgs s-in which Nature 
endeavours to expel the tebrile matter, not at once and entirely, 
but by little and little, and by parts 3; ſometimes by Urine, ſome- 
times by Vomit, or Seize, ſometimes by Puſhes, or Buboes; which 
Way ſoever it be done, that it may be with good ſucceſs, it is re- 
quird th -* the deflagration of the Blood preceeds it, and that the 
aduſt matter be concocted, and render apt tor ſeparation. 
| Therefore the height of the Diſeaſe is not one and fimple, nor al- 
ways happens after the ſame manner, but with a various diverſity of 
Symptoms, and with a tendency to events far differing : now a pru- 
dent Phyfician muſt give his Prognoſtick', in what ſpace of 
time the Diſeaſe will come to its height, and what event it will 
have. 

If the Fever from the beginning be vehement,and on a ſudden per- 
vades the whole maſsof Blood with a burning,if with the fierceneſsdf 
Symptoms it preſſes in a conftant and even manner without remifli- 
on,for the moſt part the Blood will ſomuch burn off within four days, 
that the aduſt matter which is to make a Crifis,riſes by that time toa 
plenitude of Turgeſcency : but if the beginnings are flow, and the ac- 
cenfion of the Blood be often interrupted,the Fever will come to its 
height about the ſeventh day:ifit begins yet more remiſly,the height 
of the Diſeaſe is wont to be protracted to the eleventh or fourteenth: 
mean while it is to be noted, that as the fits of Intermittent Fevers re- 
turn at ſet times,fo do critical Motions in ſuch as are continual, [and 
for the moſt part they obſerve the fourth day) for though a perfect 
Crifas be prorogued to the fourteenth or ſeventeenth,or haply to the 
twentieth day, becauſe all things requir'd to a full determination of 
the Diſeaſe do not concur: yet in the middle ſpace, light Motions 
happena,with which the febrile matter,rifing by degrees to an increale 
isa little emptied, and cut off, as it were, by parts, till Nature is 
able to ſet upon a more full diſcuſſion of it : and fince upon the 
Blood's burning a mighty ſtore of aduft matter is heapt togetherin 
the Veſſels within four days, Nature, unleſsit be otherwiſe diftur- 
bed, every fourth day being provoked with the ſtore of mat- 
ter, endeavoprs tq ſhake off a part of its burthen with a certail 
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Turgeſcency : Wherefore, for the moſt part on the fourth, ſe- 
renth, eleveuth, and fourteenth days, critical Motions happen, not 
through a direCtio:: of the Planets,but through a neceflity of Nature. 

As to the event, whether the Crifis will be good or no, certain 

fore-knowledges are taken from the Strength of the Diſcas'd,the Pulle, 
Urine, and other Signs, and the concourte of Symptoms : It the burn- 
ing of the Fever prefiing,the Diſ-as'd holds his Strength in {ome mea- 
ſure, has a ſtrong and even Pulſe, if the Urine be of a middle Con- 
fitency, with ſome Hypoſtafis, a Separation of Contents, and an 
eafie ſubduing, if the Diſeaſe makes its progreis without violent Vo- 
miting, Watchings, a Phrenſy, Convulfve Motions, and the Suſpi- 
ſcion of Malignity, the height of it may be expected to be laudable, 
with a good Criſis: If the contrary to theſe things happen, vi2. that 
the Strength be preſently caſt down, and the Diſeaſed be ſubject to a 
frequent Fainting, Convulſions, or a Delirium, with a weak intermit- 
tent or uneven Pulſe, if obſtinate Watchings; and intolerable Thirſt, 
and a Vomiting continually moleſt the Diſealed,if the Urine be thick 
and troubled, without an Hypoſtafis or a ſubfiding of the Parts, it 
whilſt the burning ſtill prefſes, Nature be ſtimilated to critical eva+- 
cuations, the extremity or height of the Diſeale will be dangerous, 
nor is any good to be hop'd of the Crifis. 

Concerning the Cribs of a puerid Fever, I ſhall here ſubjoyn a par- 
ticular Prognoſtick, in which, though the things that appear at the 
beginning promiſe a withed forevent, a fery ſad one isat hand:T have 
oftentimes obſerved in a putrid Fever, which begins ſlowly and with 
a (mall burning, if the Utine be ruddy, and, when it is made, be 
preſently troubled, and opake, which is neither precipitated by the 
cold, nor depoſes a ſediment of its own accord, and it at the ſame 
time the Diſeaſed lye for many nights without Sleep, though they 
are quiet, and without tofling, their ſtate is very dangerous; and 
there will be a greater ſuſpicion, if in the mean time they are not 
preſt with an intenſe Fever, nor with a Thirſt, and a Heat very 
troubleſome : For thoſe that are affected after this manner, about 
the height of the Diſcaſe, for the moſt part fall into Deliriums, Con- 
vulte Motions, and often into a Mania, from which they are in a 
ſhort rime precipitated into Death, and when theſe Symptoms ap- 
pear, the Urine is altred from bring thick and ruddy, to be thin and 
pale, Melancholy Perſons are moſt obnoxious to theſe kinds of Fe- 
vers, to wit, in which the Exorbitancies of the Sulphur are little 
reſtrained by the Salt and earthy Dreys troubled together with it ; 
and all which being raiſed by little and little, break torth aftec- 
ward with a greater deſtruction, 

When the Diſeaſe is come to the height,either the thing is braught 
toa ſtreſs at one conflict, and thence forward there is a maniteſt te:- 
dency to Health with a Declination,or to Death:Or there _ 6. 
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Bickerings bet wixt Nature and the Diſeaſe, and critical Motions ae 
often attempted before the Victory falls to either ſide. 

As to the fi:ſt, if with a good fore-running of Signs and Symtomg, 
after that the Blood has burnt enough, and its burning has remitted 
the adult matter being evenly ſubdu'd and ſubtiliz'd, riſes with aful 
increaſe to a Motion of Turgeſcency,and Nature bring free from ay 
impediment or depreflion, is of Strength ſufficient for a confliR, the 
feveriſh matter is exterminated for the moſt part at one motion 
EMoreſcence, and the Blood being become free from its Contagion 
and F-!Jowſhip, recovers in a ſhort time its ancient Vigour. 

2. But if Nature be irritated to a critical Motion, before the Blood 
has pertectly burnt off,or that aduit matter be prepar'd for excretion, 
though, as to the reſt, affairs are in an indifferent ftate, yet none but 
an imperf-& Crifis follows hence, whereby ſomewhat of the By: 
then, or Load wherewith the Blood is oppreft is diminſb'd; butin 
its ſtead preſently another ſprings afreſh from a new burning, and 
at ſet times afterward ( haply in the ſpace of four or ſeven days) 
as the fits of intermittents, critical Motions return haply the ſecond 
or third time before that, the conflict being decided, the adrar 
tage plainly inclines to this or that fade. 

3. But when an ill apparatus of Signs and Symptoms preceeding, 
the burning of the Blood Kill prefling, without any concoction or 
ſubquing of the feveriſh matter, a critical Motion is ſtirred up, N# 
ture is ſometimes overthrown at the firſt conflict : Nor does ſhere- 
cover her (elf again, but yielding her ſelf conquered by the Diſeals, 
is precipitated into Death : Nor are things in much a better ſtate, 
when a Criſis at firſt being imperfect and of no etfeCt, comes with- 
out any relief of the Diſeaſed, and afterward the next to this hap 
p-ns to be worſe, and then by another or haply another conflict the 
Diſeaſe prevails, till the Strength being wholly broken and proftr- 
ted, there is no hope left of recovery. So much of the hezght or 
Criſis of the Diſeaſe. 

By the Word Declination I underſtand the Condition of the Diler 
ſel and of the Diſeaſe, which follows the height of it, whether it 
tends to Recovery or to Death; Whether the Fever, or the Life it 
{c]f of the Dilcaſed at this time declines. 

As to the times of the deelening ſtate, it will be neceſſary for us to 
enquire what the temper of the Blood is, and what alterations it ut 
dergoes, as often as a progreſs is made from a good Crifes, Or all 
evil, to a Recovery, or Death. 

The vice or depauperation which the Blood contracts from att 
veriſh Efferveſcence, confifts in theſe things ; the Spirit very mucl 
evaporates and is lot; the tulphurous Part is too much ſcorchi,and 
is much ſpent by the deflagration,and after its burning,an aduſt nat 


ter is left,as a Capus mortuum,with whote Particles the mals of Blood 
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i; loaded and weak'ned, mean while the Saline and Earthy Parts are 
too much exalted z even as it is wont to happen in Wine or Beer too 
much fermented. The Blood being tainted after this manner, ill 
:ffimilates the ftock of nutritive Juice z nay, and not duely ferment- 
ing, or being inflam'd in the Heart by reaſon of the ſcorching, or de- 
» of the Sulphur, it ill diftributes the Vital Spirit ; mean while, 
by reaſon of the aduft Matter, and the Salt too much exalted, it boyls 
more than it ought, and deftroys it ſelf more. 

1. After a good Crafgs, the Spirit, thoughbecome weak, ftill bears 
the way 3 wherefore it ſubdues by degrees, and expells what there 
is remaining of feveriſh Matter, and concocts and affimilates the nu- 
tritive Juice, ( ſoa thin Juice be adminiftred ); whence the maſs of 
Blood is refreſh'd with a genuine Spirit and Sulphur. 

2. After an evil Crifis the thing 1s otherwiſe, the Liquor of the 
Blood ( like Wine too much fermented ) wholly loſes its Strength; 
its Spirit is greatly diminiſht, what there is remaining of it for the 
moſt part is involy'd, and as it where overwhelm'd with Particles of 
aduft Matter: Whence a continual Eftcrveſcence remains ftill in the 
Blood,though without coCtion, or affimilation of the nutritive Juice, 
or a ſeparation of that which is uſeleſs from what is good: The be- 
vign Sulphur and Food of the Vital Flame is much conſum'd,fo that 
the Blood is kindled in the Heart lefs than it ought : Mean while, 
through aduſt Recrements, and raiſed to too great a height with 
Salt and Earth, it continually boyls in the Veſſels, with a Drought 
and a Heat, and becauſe it is daily depauperated upon the continual 
ſpending of the benign Spirit and Sulphur, and is more tainted with 
the Salt and Earthy Fxculencies too much exalted, its Liquor in a 
ſhort time grows vapid, and becomes unfit for circulation and ac- 
cenfion in the Heart for upholding the Vital Fire; wherefore Lite 
muſt neceſſarily fail. 

3- After an smperfe& and doubtful Criſis, when the Dileaſed being 
broken by a long continued Weakneſs, recover not but after a long 
time, the caſe ſtands thus: The Spirituous and Sulphureous parts of 
the Blood are very much conſum'd by their long burning; the re- 
maing Liquor being not purg'd from the aduft Recrements and Fx- 
culencies is rendred very impure ; and there remaing ftill ſomewhat 
of Oyl for the Vital Flame, and the Spirits not ceafing wholly from 
working upon the febrile Matter, the Blood is ftill circulated, and 
[though in a ſmall meaſure ) is kindled in the Heart : Nay, and the 
Pirits recover themſelves by little and little, and begin to ſet upon 
the Matter remaining after the Fever, and at length wholly ſubdue 
if, and reſtore a fprightly Fermentation de Novo in the Heart, 
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CHAT. IX 


Of the moſt obſervable Symptoms and Signs inq 
putrid Fever. 


'HE accidents which a Phyſician ought chiefly to confideri 
giving a true Diagnoftick and Prognoſtick of this Diſeak, 
may be reduced to three Claſſes, as it were, or common Places; 
that is to ſay, they have regard to the Viſcera of Concodtiag, 
viz. the Ventricle and Inteftines with their Appendixes ; or (+ 
condly, to the Humors flowing in the Veſſels ; to wit, the Blood 
in the Arteries and Veins, and the thin Liquor in the Nerwy 
Parts, together with the firit ſources of both, iz. the Heart 
and Brain : Or laſtly, thoſe Symptoms regard the habit of the 
Body, with the various Conſtitution of the Pores, and the fimp 
neſs or pining away of the ſolid Parts ; thoſe who will exaQy 
ebſerve the courſe of the Diſcaſe, and aptly draw the Curatir 
Intentions, muſt mind theſe three heads of Symptoms, and dils 
gently obſerve what alterations happen in theſe diſtin Region, 
as it were, according to the differing times of the Fever. 

1. Concerning the Ventricle and firſt Paſſages, in the whol 
courſe of this Fever, tedious affe&ts and Diſorders; as a Nauſeou 
neſs, a. Vomiting , loſs of Appetite, Indigeftion, a Diarrhea, 1 
roughneſs 'of the Tongue and Mouth, a bitter ſavour are wolt 
to moleſt them; theſe things for the moſt part are attributed 
to the Humors, firft heap'd together in the Stomach and ther 
putrifying ; but bzſides that, the Recrements of the Chyle be 
ing burnt with too much heat, degenerate into an offenſive Mit 
ter; often thoſe kinds of accidents happen , becauſe the of 
ſcourings and filth of the Blood and Neryous Juice, whillt the 
Ferment, are carried inwards, and being depoſed within tit 
Membranes of the Viſcera, cauſe Contractions, and make 1 
filthy heap of a vitious and very infeſting Humor : I have & 
ten obſerv'd, that about the beginnings of Fevers, the Blood it 
hemently boyling, {till depos'd its Recrements inwardly, to the be 
ncfit of-the Diſeas'd, where, though ſome tedious affc&ts hapned 
about the firft Paſſages, yet the Efferveſcence was thereby mort 
mild, the Pulſe moderate, and the Urine laudable ; and after this 
manner thoſe that were ill of a Fever, with a thin Diet and tit 
uſe of gentle carriers forth of Excrements, recovered in a ih 
time ; but if in this caſe I gave a violent Cathartick for extirpatils 
the Humors, that natural purging of the Blood being letted, pie 


tently the Fever became intenſe, with a ruddy and troubled — 
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1 high Pulſe, Watchings, and other horrid Symptoms; alſo often af- 
ter the height of the Diſeaſe,the adult and excrementitious matter is 
ferer'd from the Blood, by this kind of inward luftration,hence ſome- 
times a luoſneſs, ſometimes cruſty breaking forth of the Mouth and 
Throat happen: Wherefore concerning the accidents which happen 
inthe fit pzflages, there is need of caution, left whilft we obviate 
thoſe, we pervert the Motion of Nature : And left whilft we torti- 
fie theſe Parts againſt the incurſion of the morbifick Matter, we 
perverſly keep the ſame ſhut up in the maſs of Blood, 

The Symptoms chiefly to be confidered in reference to the Maſs of 
Blood, are a heat diffus'd through the whole, a great trouble of the 
Precordia, a ruddy Urine, a ſpontaneous Laflitude, a Swooning, 
from which, being duely confadered, theſe following things may be- 
come known 2 V3z. what the degree of heat is, or according to what 
tenor the inflammed Blood burns, what times of remiffion or exa» 
cerbation its Effterveicence obſerves whilſt it burns; whether it rc« 
fains its Crafis, or its mixture entire; What ſtrength of the Heart 
ſuffices, and what ſpace the Veſſels afford for its burning, and the 
circulation of it, being kindled, in what ſtore the Blood, whiltt it 
boyls, heaps together aduft Recrements, after what manner it (ub- 
dues and (erves them, or at leaftwiſe endeavours to ſerve them ; in 
ine, what way of Criſis it endeavours, and with what ſucceſs. 

The Accidents which regard the c:11 Liquor, with the Brain and 
the Nervous Appendix, are diſorders about Sleep and Watching, a 
Weakneſs of the whole Body;aTrembling, aTetanus, Pains, Convul- 
We Motions, Contractions of the Viſcera, a Stupor, a Phrenſy, and 
the Obſervation of which will ſuggeſt to us, what is the Temper and 
Conſtitution of that thin Liquor z after what manner it irrigates and 

uences the Nervous parts, and circulates through them ; how the 
aimal Spirits perform the FunQtions of the Viſcera z what is the ſtate 
of the Brain 3 whether it continue tree from the incurfion of the 
freriſh Matter : Whether it be not in danger of being overwhelm'd 
b) reaſon of its critical Metaſtafis. 
| Concerning the Habit of the Body,we muſt conſider the mannerof 
sPreſpiration, and the degree of it, whether it be only by vapory 
Eluvia,or by Sweat,or alſo by Puſhes; whether the Fleſh falls on a 
udden from its wonted bulk, or whether it retains it a long time? 
Whatis the color of the Face, and the Vigour,or dulneſs of the Eyes 8 

tom theſe things being duly compared together, we excellently 
meaſure the Courle of the Fever, at what time it will come to the 
height, whether Nature will prevail over the Diſcale or not ? With 
What way of Excretion, and with what ſucceſs it endeavours the ex= 
pulfion of the febrile Matter, by theſe figns allo we are taught by 
What degrees the Blood fermenting, and often being coagulated, 


lends towards a PutrefaCtion, or Corruption : Whether it any Ways ' 
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concodts the nutritive Juice mixt with itz or whether or no it doe 
not forthwith caſt forth its whole ſtore by Sweat, as it often hap- 
pens in the declining ftate of this Diſeaſe. 

From the foreſaid Symptoms and Signs a fuller inſtruction yet 
had ; if it be firſt known, on what cauſes each kind of them de 
and in what orderly courſe they are wont to be raiſed in our Body, 
Wherefore have thought it expedient, particularly to ſet down the 
Chief of theſe, and to explicate the Reaſons of them, and their waz 
of coming to paſs: Now in a purrid Synochw, or continual Fever, the 
Symptoms chiefly to be obſerved are, a heat in the whole Body, ; 
(pontaneous Lafſitude, a great trouble of the Praxcordia,an intolery 
ble Thirſt, a burning and roughneſs of the Tongue and Jaws, a pait 
of the Head and Loyns, obſtinate Watchings, a Phrenſy, Convulfie 


Motions, a Swooning, a Cardialgia, a Vomiting, Nauſecouſneſs, loſs df 4. 


Appetite, a Looſneſs, a Dyſentery, with which, not all of them toge 
ther, but ſometimes thele, ſometimes the others, this Diſeaſe is wont 
to be attended : Amongtt the Signs, the Pulſe and Urine give the 
greateſt light, I ſhall obſerve a few things concerning each. 

I1.The heat, which is perceiv'd in the whole Body to be ſharpand 
piercing, depends on the too great Efferveſcence of the Blood, and 
its accenfion in the Heart : For the Sulphureous or Oily part ofthe 
Blood, being exalted and falling a burning, is kindled at leaft in adot 
ble,portion more than its wont in the Heart:When the Sulphur isndt 
duely diffoly'd in the Blood,and kindled in the Heart,as in the longing 
Diſeaſe of Maids,the Leucophlegmatia,Gc.The heat fails in the whole 

2. A ſpontaneous Laſſitude is felt in the whole Body, to wit, byrer 
ſon of the Veſſels being extended with the boyling Blood, allo tit 
muſcular Fleſh is much ſtuft with Blood, and a copious Vapour, 
that it is not fit for Motion : As thoſe who are troubled with an Ant 
ſarca have their Limbs leſs free, by reaſon of the Redundancy of tit 
ſerous Humor : Moreover, in Fevers, by reaſon of the inflammatio 
of the Blood, the Juice, which is {upplied to the genus Nervoſumal 
from its due Temper, fo that it is leſs fit for actuating Bodies 

3. The great trouble of the Prazzcordia happens, by reaſon of ti 
Blood being copiouſly kindled in the Focus of the Heart, wit 
boyls thence with a great inflammation into the Lungs 3 whereſar 
the nearer this Region is to that Focus of heat, by ſo much it 
affected with a greater burning. 

4. The almoit vnexftinguiſhable Thirſt is cauſed both by reaſo 
of the growing inflammation in the Przcordia, and by reaſon of 
ſharp and hot Particles of the febrile Matter fixt in the Ventricle 
the Blood in circulating; which require to be waſht off even as: 
and pepper*'d Food caten in a plenty,or as ſharp things kept ſometM 
11 the Mouth or Throat:For this kind of affect ſuggefts a free takli 


12 Ct Drink,as a Member too hot does a pouring of cold Water x” 
5. 
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5. The burning and roughneſs of the Tongue and Throat, and of- 
ten alſo the growing of a certain white, yellow, or black Lee upon it, 
doubtleſs happen by reaſon of the Heat and Fumes breathing from the 
Ventricle and Lungs ftrongly burningzand the Tongue grows white 
23 often as that Moiſture ( wherewith it is naturally much imbued ) 
grows dry, the Saliva then growing too thick and viſcous : But if it 
happens that the Tongue be inwardly fill'd, or outwardly ting'd with 
2bilous Humor ( as it comes to paſs in Vomitings of Coler ) then its 
Villi, in regard they are ſpongeous, imbibing the yellow Matter, pre- 
ent alſo a like Color : And if the Heat þecomes ſo intenſe, that it 
burns the Blood,and kindles a Fire more ardent than uſaal,it follows, 
that Fumes are raiſed from the Focus of the Heart, through the 
breathing Pipes of the Lungs, they ſcarce (ufficing for ventilating ſo 
reat a Blaft ; which coming to the Roof of the Palate, ſtrike the 


Tongue as it were by Reverberation, and tinge it with a blackneſs. 


6. Sometimesin Fevers ( and eſpecially about the time of their de- 
dining ) it happens, that the Tongue, Palate, Gums, nay, the Cavity 
of the whole Mouth and Throat, are covered with a Vi/cous Matter, 
reſembling ſome whitiſh Cruſt; which being often cleans'd,preſently 
a new ſucceeds 3 and unleſs by diligently rubbing and waſhing the 
Mouth,this Crufty Matter be frequently clear'd,the Diſeas'd often in- 
cur danger of Suffocation:That kind of affect very often happens to 
Infants newly born 3 for they are wont, for the moſt part, within 
fourteen days by an outward Effloreſcence, to be bedeck'd with large 
and red Spots all their Skin over 3 and if this over-ſpreading of Red» 
neſs does not break forth freely, or diſappears ſooner tharit ought, 
for the moſt part,that whitiſh Cruft enſues in the Parts of the Mouth, 
This Symptom, when after this manner it moleſts Infants, is wont to 
be aſcribed to the fault of the Milk ; in feveriſh Perſons the ſame is 
wWigarly attributed to thick and fuliginous Vapours rais'd from the 
Stomach : Bat it ſeems more likely to me, that in both, this affect 
riſes from the Impurities of the whole Blood, / and haply, in ſome 
meaſure of the Nervous Juice) depos'd about theſe parts;tor,as often 
asin the Maſs of both Humors, ſomewhat extraneous inwardly mixt 
with them, is contain'd, which is neither to be blown off by Sweat, 
nor is eaſily ſent away by Urine, that very often is fix'd about the 
Mouth with a ſerous Filth 3 whence Catarrhous aff:Cts, Tumorus, . 
and troubleſome Spittings, are rais'd:For in regard, for the Maſtica- 
tion of Food, the falvial Humor ought to be plentifully diſcharg'd 
this Place, Nature often endeavours to ſend forth here what is ſu- 
perfluous, or otherwiſe troubleſome, by theſe open and accuſtomed 
Ways of Excretion : Hence, atter Mercury is given, when both the 
Blood and Nervous Juice are abundantly fill'd with its Particles moſt 
minutely divided, and endeavour to fend them forth involv'd in the 

m,becauſe they are not able to exterminate theſe Mercurial Cor- 
Dddd 2 puſcles, 
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puſcles, inwardly mix'd with them,neither by Sweat, Urine, or oths 
way ; what remains, they ftrive to expel the ſame, mixt with the $6. 
rous Latex, by the Arteries and other DuCtus's, which convey the 
Spittle to the Mouth. In like manner allo in Fevers, when after; 
long Deflagration of the Blood, the aduſt Matter is much heapt to- 
gether, whereof a good part, ecmaining after the Crifis, is ſtill mixt 
with the Blood and Nervous Juice or being fix'd on the Brain, 
other place, is again drank up by the ſame; it's probable that the 
Matter, by long coction, is ſo parch'd, and grown thick almoſt like 
Glew ; wherefore it is neither to be blown off by Sweat nor inſenſible 
Tranſpiration, nor is fit to be ſeparated by the urinary Paſſages, but 
at length diftils forth by degrees from the little Arteries, and other 
Ductus's of the Salva, which open themſelves into the Mouth, (x 
being the uſual way of Excretion/and preſently,by reaſon of its thick- 
neſs, it ſettles into that clammy Humor. The ſame reaſon hol 
concerning Infants, whoſe Blood being rendred impure, from the 
Filth contracted in the Womb, preſently, by making an ontwardE. 
floreſcence, it endeavours to purge it ſelt ; which, if by reaſon ofthe 
thickneſs of the Matter, it does not ſucceed well, preſently the if 
cous Impurities are exterminated this way, as the more open. |! 
knew a certain Perſon in the Declination of a Fever, who had not 
only an Incruſftation of this kind of a clammy Humor in the Parts of 
the Month, but a copious Salivation, as though he had taken Mer 
cury, was raiſed in him for many days, with a ftinking Breath, ant 
a ſwelling of the Tongue and Gums. 

7. A Head-ach is raiſed in Fevers by reaſon of the Meninge: of 
the Brain being twitcht by Vapours, and by a ſharp and boyling 
Blood ; for, the Blood being violently moved, it is carryed in a grer 
ter Plenty to the Head by reaſon of the ſtreight Direction of the 
great Artery, than to the inferiour Parts, to which it is carryedob- 
liquely. And ſometimes Head-achs ariſe by reaſon of the Nervous 
Juice { which is ſupplyed from the boyling Blood ) being too ſhay 
and pungent 5 wheretore, when the Membranes and Nervous Parts 
are irrigated with the ſame, being twitcht by its Acrimony, tht] 
are cait into Pains and ContraCctions. 

8. In like manner alſo, the other affects of the Head, as Watci 
ings, a Deliriumy/a Frenſy, Convulfions, fc. ſometime ariſe fron 
the Blood making an Effort, and (o raifing diſorderly Motions in tit 
Brain ; ſometimes alſo from the Nervous Juice degenerated, al 
therefore become diſproportionate for the Governance of the animi 
Spirits: But moft commonly theſe kinds of Symptoms are rife in Ft 
yers by reaſon of a Metaſtafis of the febrile Matter from the ſtock © 
Blood into theſe Parts ; for the Blood being full of aduft Recrement 
remaining after Deflagration, endeayours (like working Wine) who 
ly to ſubdue them, and to exclude them from its Society, _ 
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when, a lowing hapning, it is not able to expel by Sweat, Urine, 
or an Hoxmorrhagie, it often conveys them into the ſubſtance of 
the Brain, and there fixes them : And hence chiefly the foreſaid 
Aﬀects, when they are fixt and ficmly rooted, take their Riſe ; but, 
when they are light, and eafily movable, they often proceed from 
the Cauſes before-mentioned. 

9. Convulfive Motions happen in Fevers for divers Cauſes; ſome« 
times by reaſon of a Matter heapt together in the firſt Paſſages, 
which,by reaſon of its mighty Pravity, twitches there the membra- 
nous Parts,and afterward,by the Conſent of the genus Nervoſum, pre- 
ſently a Convulftion is communicated to the Origine of the Nerves in 
the Brain 5 and thence isretorted ſometimes into theſe Parts,ſome- 
times into others; After which manner, Worms gnawing in the En- 
trails, ſharp Humors moved, and venemous Medicines,cauſe Convul- 
fions 3 or ſecondly, when a Fever partakes of ſome Malignity : So 
Convulfions frequently happen in the Small- pox, Meazles,or Plague 3 
to wit,becauſe the Blood is altered from its benign and natural Tem- 
per,to a venemous Nature, whereby the Nerves, and thcir Origines, 
are put upon Motions and ContraCtions : Often alſo,without a ſuſpi- 
cion of Malignity, in a putrid Fever,convuiltve Motions are cauſed by 
reaſon of a Metaſtafis of the febrile Matter to the Brain,as it was hin- 
ted even now ; ſo T have often obſcry'd, when a Diſeaſe is not pre- 
{ently foly*d by a Crifis, the Diſeaſed lye ill of a long Sickneſs,and be- 
come? obnoxious to convulfive and trembling Motions, Thirdly, 
For the moſt part,in every Fever,convulfve Motions are the ſad Fore- 
warners of Death ; which I think to happen not only through the 
malignity of the Matter, whereby the genus N-rvoſum is twitcht and 
troubled, but becauſe the Spirits being very much exhauſted and 
weakned, do not ſufficiently influence and extend the Bodies of the 
Nerves ; wherefore being relax'd from their wonted Tenſion and to- 
nick Motion through the weaker effort of the Spirits, they are till 
pat upon a diſorderly Motion. 

10. Swooning is wont to be cauſed many ways in Fevers,but chief- 
ly for three Cauſes ; viq. Either through the Mouth of the Stomach 
being affected, which part being interwoven with ſundry Plexus's of 
Nerves, is very ſenſible ; and becauſe from the ſame branch of the 
fixth Pair, branches of Nerves are derived to the Heart and Ven- 
tricle, if the Orifice of the Ventricle,ſo beſet with Nerves be affected 
with great Pain, the offence alſo is communicated to the Heart,and 
in this the Motion is either ſtopt, or at lea{twile a diſorderly one is. 
raiſed, whereby the even afflux of the Blood and Spirits is interrup- 
ted for a time, I knew a certain Perſon, in an acute Fever, ſeiz'd 
with a frequent ſwooning ; which Aﬀect,nevertheleſs,wholly ceafed 
after that he had caft up, by Vomit, a long and round Worm. Se- 


condly, a ſwooning alſo is ſometime cauſed, becauſe a yy ot 
atter 
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Matter is circulated with the Blood, which fixes and extinguiſhe, 
the vital Spirits on a ſudden. and congeals the Blood it (elf, that i 
is apt to itagnate in the Heart, as it is uſual in the Plague, Small 
pox, (fe. of which we ſhall ſpeak particularly beneath, Thirdly 
A Swooning is wont to happen by reaſon of the fine Textureof the 
Spirits, Which: being very thin and ſubtle, eafily yield to a Fainting 
upon any immoderate Motion or Pain : So I bave known ſome, who 
lying ftill in their Bed were well enough, but being moved toay 
fe. preſently fainted. 

11. A Cardialgia happens in Fevers, when the Ventricle,and « 
ſpecially its Orifices, being very ſenfable by reaſon of the manifal 
Inſertions of Nerves, are beſet with a ſharp and biteriſh, or alſowith 
an acid and corroſive Humor ; for hence a Pain ariſcs from the Ac. 
mony of the Humor, after the l;ke manner as when the SphinBerd 
the Aww is affected with a tedious Pain in bilous Dejections, 

I 2. For the like Cauſe,a Vomiting and a Nauſeouſneſs are wontty 
be raiſed; to wit, the Ventricle being beſet and irritated to a Contr 
Ction by a Matter which is extraneous and not agreeing with it {el 
Such an excrementitious Matter is heapt together in the Ventricl, 
after three manners: For, either the Aliments, partly through d:- 
fect of an acid Ferment,wherewith they ought to be duely concod. 
ed; partly by reaſon of the burning Heat of the Ventricle,are parcht 
into {ſuch » Miſs of Corruption : Or ſecondly, this kind of Matterii 
depoſed 1co the cavity of the Ventricle,from Arteries terminated in 
it, as it uſually 'appens in the Small-pox, Plague, and malignant Fe 
vers: Or thirdly, meer Coler exprett from the Meatus Choledochu 
into the Inteſtinumj junum, by reaſon of an inverted,and,as it were, 
convulfive Motion © the Inteltine, is caft upinto the Stomach, The 
loſs of Appetite al.o happens by reaſon of the Ventricle being filled 
with vitious __ becauſe the acid Ferment is wholly perverted 
by the ſcorching Heat. Theſe kinds of Aﬀects of the Ventricle and 
Viſcera, ſometimes ariſe from an excrementitious Matter, (viz. tht 
Alimentary degenerated whilft it was concoCting) heapt togetherii 
the firft Paſſages a long time before the Fever, which often is the 
occaſional Cauſe of the Fever it ſelf: But ſometimes the Nauſeouſntl, 
Loſs of Appetste.Vomiting,Cardialgia,&c. are the immediate Produ 
of the Fever; for, when the day before the falling fick,the Aﬀectc 
had a Stomach good enough,afſvon as the immoderate Efferveſcenct 
is brought on the Blood, whilit that boyls above meafure,both the 
' Efflavia and Recrements wont to be evaporated outwardly, and the 
bilous Humor flowing from the Vaſa Choledocha,are pour'd into the 
Stomach, with which its Crafis is perverted ; and the Relicks of the 
Ciryle, and other Contents in. the Viſcera, are mightily deprave6 
whence the foreſaid Aﬀects draw their O;igine. 

13. Nor is a Looſnelſs a leſs frequent Symptom in Fevers, _— 
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ſometimes happens about the beginning of the Diſeaſe, and ariſes/for 
the moſt part ) either from the Coler flowing from the Vaſa Chole- 
deca, into the Duodenum, or from the Recreme''ts of the Blood and 
nervous Juice pour'd from the Arteries and Ductus of the Pancreas 
into the Inteſtines: Sometimes alſo about the height of the Diſcaſe, 
and in its declining ſtate a Looſneſs is raiſed ; And fo either Nature 
being conquereſs,the grofſer off-ſcourings of the Blood are this way 
critically voided, or the ſame being overcome, the Looſnefs is an 
effect and fign of the Viſcera being wholly diffoly'd in their Strength 
and firm tone. Sometimes it happens in a Fever that the Belly is 
always bound, and unleſs irritated by a Medicine, it diſcharges no+ 
thing, and though the Diſeaſed have taken only liquid things for 
many Days, the Stools are always of a ſolid and hardiſh confiften. 
cy: And this ſeems for the moſt part to be done, when the Blood 
burning greatly with a ſmart Heat, conſumes the moiſture lying in 
any part like Firez and by a copious emiſſion of ftems draws the wa« 
tery Matter from the Viſcera into it ſelf, and preſently cauſes it to 
evaporate outwardly ; wherefore the grofſer part left in the Inte- 
tines, is thickned by the parching heat, as the Capue Mortuum re- 
maining after diffillation. 

14. The bloody Flux is an affeR fo frequent in continual Fevers, 
that in certain Years it becomes epidemiovs, and being as bad as a 
Plague, it kills many : The cauſe uſually is not a Humor produc'd 
inwardly in the Viſcera, which corrodes the Inteſtines with its Acri- 
mony, [ as ſome aſſert ) but ſome Miaſm paſt into the Blood, and 
ſo inwardly mixt with it, that it cannot be forc'd from the Blood 
under the form of a Vapor or fincere Humor: Wherefore being 
driven toward the Inteſtines, it opens the Mouths of the Arteries, 
and cauſes little Ulcers and Diftillations of Blood there, as when 
from a feveriſh Blood taking toward the Skin, Puſhes and inflamed 
Swellings break forth outwardly; and it is likely that thoſe Aﬀects 
of the bloody Flux which accompany malignant or epidemious Fe» 
vers, may ariſe from a certain coagulation of the Blood. 

The Pulſe and Urine bring up the rear of the Symptoms and Signs 
in a putrid Fever, which are chiefly to be minded for knowing both 
the tate of the Diſeaſe, and the ftrength of the Diſeaſed ; for there 
being two things by which our Life is ſupported, vsz, Heat kindled in 
the Hzart,and Coction to be perform'd in the Viſcera and Veſlels,be- 
cauſe the Pulſe and Urine excellently ſhew the alterations cauſed in 
both by the Fever, therefore hence a moſt certainJudgment is taken 
of the Aﬀect whether it will terminate in Death or a Recovery. Firſt, 
we conſult the Pulſe as aThermometer conttituted by Nature for mea- 
ſuring the heat kindled in a Fever : Which if it be intenſe, and raiſes 
a great ebullition of the Blood,the Artery has a vehement and quick 
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being ſomewhat exhauſted, the ftrong Pulſe remits,which neverthe. 
leſs is recompens'd by quickneſs, and becomes quick and ſmall. If 
the Fever be mild,and be attended by a leſs burning,the Pulſe alſode. 
clines leſs from its natural ſtate ; and in the whole courſe of the Di. 
eaſe, the moderation of this denotes a truce of Nature, nor does the 
Pulſe only diſcover the {trength of the Fever, as it were of the Ene. 
my, but plainly ſhews alſo the ſtrength of Nature,and its ability of 
retiſting : As long as the Pulle is laudable, things are in ſafety,andit 
gives very good hope: But from the cvil ſtate of this a very ill Omen 
is given, and a diſpair of doing well. So that without a frequent and 
diligent examining of the Pulſe, the Phyſician can neither make a 
due prognoftick, nor ſafely order a Medicine. 

r. As to the fictt: He ought to know ( as far as he may ) what 
ſort of Pulſe a Perſon has according to his natural Conftitution, for 
in ſome it is ſtrong, in othersweak 3 againin each change of Ferers 
he muſt weigh by what degrees it differs from its natural ftate ; for 
one while it is more vehement than it ought, and argues the Fever 
to be intended: Another while it's depreft lower than uſual, and 
denotes the Spirits and Strength to be dejected. 

Thoſe whoſe Artery has a weak and lanquid beat in their ftate of 
Health, when they are taken with a Fever, it is not fo very ill with 
them to have a ſmall and weak Pulſe, that we muft preſently de- 
{pair of their well-doing : Thoie who have naturally a ftrong and 
vehement Pulſe, if after the Crifis of the Diſeaſe it ſcarce holds a 
mcan Vigor, though it be not altogether weak, it argues the Rtate 
of the Diſeaſed to be ſuſpeCted, and not ſafe. 

If at the beginmng oft a Fever, before the Blood has much burnt, 
or if after a Criſis, when part of the burthen is diminiſht,or if at ano- 
ther time the Pulſe becomes weak without an evident cauſe;it fore- 
bodes ill : But if after long Watchings, or after a great Evacuation, 
the Pulle becomes ſomewhat weaker, we may not therefore deſpair 
of a Recovery : Becauſe Strength dejeCted or impair'd by theſe 
means may be again reſtor'd, and the Spirits may be refreſht, 

When the Pulſe.on a ſudden is altered for the worſe, though the 
Diſeaſcd as to the reſt of the Symptoms ſeems to himſelf to be bets 
ter, you may give a ſad prognoftick of Death, and on the contrary, 
though horrid Symptoms ace prefling, if notwithſtanding the Pulle 
be laudable, we may ſtill hope for a Recovery. If in a robuſt Man, 
being in a Fever, the Pulſe becomes very ſmall and formicating, 
Death is near at hand. 

2. In giving Medicines,Cautions and Rules ofno ſmall moment are 
taken trom the Pulſe: Purging and Vomiting are prohibited by al 
over-quick and violent Pulſe,alfo by a low and deprelt one: For whel 
the Blood boyls too much.an Evacuiation does little good, both be- 
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that Perturbation the Strength is more debilitated. And when the 
pirits are broken, and the Strength dejected, a Purge caſts them 
down more, and ſotmetimes wholly reſolves them. Wherefore whert 
a Phyſician thinks of an Evacuation upward or downward, firft let 
him try the Pulſe, and let him (et npon this work only when Nas 
ture is Rtrong and in a calm; that it may both be at leiſure for the 
Operation of the Medicine, and have Strength enough to bear it, 

Nor is there need of leſs Circumſpection in Diaphoreticks and Car- 
dicks; which if they are given in the feveriſh fit, they too much in- 
tend the motion of the Heart, which before was violent, and very of- 
ten break'its Strength : And when the Pulle is very faint, if hot and 
ſtrong Cordials are given, Life is eafily extinguiſht, ( as when a ſmall 
Flame is preſt with a ftrong blaſt of Wind) wherefore its a vulgar ob-« 
ſervation that Cordials often accelerate Death, for that by too much 
exapitating the Blood, they ſooner conſume the Strength. 

There is yet need of the greateſt Caution and Direcion of the 
Pulſe in giving Narcoticks ; for thoſe ( becauſe they perform their 
Operation by exſtinguiſhing and fixing the over fierce vital Spirits ) 
if they are uſed in a weak or wavering Pulſe, either by diminſhing 
the vital Spirits they render them wholly inſufficient for the Diſeaſe z 
or by cating them too much they bring a perpetual ſleep? 
Wherefore in a languid, unequal, or formicating Pulſe let Opiats 
be ſhun'd of all things. 

The uneven and intermittent Pulſe have an ill name in the writings 
ofPhyficians:Yet tho they are lookt upon as ill,they donot'ſo certain- 
ly portend Death as a weak Pulſe:For I have known many with thoſs 
kinds of ſigns to have eſcapt,who were condemn'd to the Grave :For 
the diſorder of the Blood and Spirits may. much more certainly and 
ealily be reftrain'd or appeas'd, than their dejeRtion be reftored. 

2. The inſpection of Urines in Fevers has more of certainty thari 
in any other Diſeaſes, and is of very great uſe: For hence the ſtates 
of the fick Perſon and of the Diſeaſe are excellently known, and 
the Phyſical Intentions concerning things to be done are hence beſt 
directed: Some of the chief Obſervations and Rules concerning 
this matter are as follows. 

Concerning the Urines of Perſons in Fever, the things chiefly to 
be obſerv'd are the Colour, Confiſtency, Contents, and Setling ;z the 
Colour of the Urine ſhews the degree or exceſs of heat in the 
Blood, which as it is increaft, or is more remiſs, the Urine alſo is 
more or leſs ruddy, Sees. 

Nevertheleſs the Urines of ſome are mighty ruddy, when they are 
but lightly feveriſh : And on the contrary, the Urines of others trou- 
bled with the burning heat of a Fever are leſs Coloured. Thoſe who 
abound with a vigorous heat, and a very hot Blood, or are ob- 
0Xious to the Scuryy, Pthyfick, or the Hypocondriack aftect,when 
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upon taking cold, or through a Fulneſs, Surfciting, or drinking 
Wine, they are ſet upon by any (mall Fever, they make an intenſy 
ruddy Urine, becauſe the Particles of the Salt and Sulphur are ex 
alted, and half difſolved in their Blood before; wherefore, of ne- 
ceflity, when the Fever preſles, they are more incocted in the Serum; 
O1 the contrary,thoſe who having a cold Temperament, and a weak 
Pulſe, are taken with a Fever, though they have a greater Efferveſ 
cence of the Blood, void Urine leſs Coloured. 

The Confiſtency, Contents, andSetling of Urines, being placed, as 
it were, in the ſame Rank, depend altogether on the aduſt and re- 
crementitious Matter, which remains in the-Blood atter the burning 
of the Fever : If there be a plenty of this, the Confiftency of the 
Urine becomes ſomewhat thick ; and after it has ſtood, it is trou- 
bled by the Cold : If cither the quantity of this be le(s, or it be de 
rived elſewhere than tothe Reins, ( to wit, if it be withdrawn by 
Sweat, or by critical Metaſtaſis into this or that part ) the Con- 
fiitency becofnes more thin, and the Liquar remaims clear. And 
the Particles of this Matter furniſh the Contents of the Urine, which 
are diverſly difpoſed according as the nutritive Juice is, one while 
ſomewhat concocted and affimilated by the Blood, another while 
is wholly perverted, and turns to a maſs of Corruption. Some figns 
of CoCtion and Aflimilation are given in the Urines of Perſons in 
Fevers, ſometimes by a laudable Hypoftafis, ſometimes by certain 
Rudiments and Footſteps of the fame. A Privation of an Hypo- 
ſtafis, and a confuftion and troubled ſtate of the Parts of the Urine, 
denote Codction to be vitiated : And as this Matter is more or lels 
parched in the Blood, the Contents are ſometimes pale, ſometimes 
of a yellowiſh Colour like Oker. According as the Recrements, mixt 
with the Blood, either the Spirit prevailing, begin to be ſubdued 
and ſeparated ; or the ſame being too much depreſt, are leſs able to 
be ſeparated, alſo the Contents of the Urine are wont, more or lels 
ſooner or later, to be ſeparated from the reſt of the Urine, andto 
ſublade towards the bottom. 

As to the Progneſticks to be taken from the Urine, we obſerve, 
That ſomewhat a remiſs Colour of the Urine, a mean Conliltenc), 
a few Contents ſubſading of their own accord, or readily gathering 
together into a little Cloud, portend Good : On 'the contrary, 
intenſe Redneſs, a thick and troubled Confittency, groſs and opake 
Contents, which ſlowly, or ſcarce at all, ſubfide towards the bot- 
tom, «denote a great Efferveſcency, a plenty of aduſt Matter, add 
its ſubduing and ſeparation to he difficult, or fruſtrated. 

As to Phy fical Directions, the thing conſifts in this; that by a fit 
quent Tn'peCtion.of Urines we attend to the Motion of Nature, al 
readily follow it z nor muſt we move by Purging or Sweat, but wh 
ſome Hypoſtaſis ſhews figns of Coction and Separation in thernl 
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of the Kinds and Cure of the putrid Synochus, 


or continual Fever. 


Efides what is ſaid before of the putrid Synochis in general, there 

| are moreover certain Varities, or Irregularities { not to fay 
Species ) of this Diſeaſe, by which this Fever fomewhat declines 
from this common Rule ; and by reaſon of certain accidental af- 
ſes, gets new Names and DiſtinCtions. 

Firft therefore, a putrid Synochw is wont to be divided into a ſymp- 
tomatich and an eſſentsal one. That is ſaid to be ymptomatith which 
draws\its Origine from ſome other affe&t or Diſeaſe firft raiſed in 
the Body; ſo that the Fever is only the ſymptom coming upon 
that other affect, as that is accounted which depends on a Squi- 
nancy, Plurifie, Wound, Ulcer,&c. in or near ſome principal Part ; 
of which we think ſomewhat otherwite ; to wit, that in the Truth 
there is no putrid Fever which is meerly ſymptomical z occafion- 
ally perchance it may arife from fome other affect ; but it is found- 
ed immediately in the Sulphureous part of the Blood too much 
heated, and as it were kindled : For, withont a Procatarxis or pre- 
cedent Indiſpofition of the Blood, the foreſaid affects ſeldom, or 
ſcarce at all, bring a putrid Fever. L 

As to the Squinancy, Plurifie, and the like, I fay that thoſe are 
Products of the Fever, or affects following it, but not Cauſes of it ; 
for molt commonly an evident Cauſe has preceded, which has pro- 
dnc'd the feveriſh Efferveſcence of the Blood, as a taking of Cold, an 
Evacuation reltrain'd, fc. afterward, though the Diſcas'd are not 
forthwith openly feveriſh, nevertheleſs, a greater Ebullition of the 
Blood than uſual is raiſed ; as we may eafily gather from the Urine, 
Pulſe, and Reſtleſnefs of the whole Body. After fome days, (ſome- 
times ſooner, ſometimes later ) an Inflammation is produced in 
this or that part 5 whereof a probable Reaſon enough is thus al» 
hened : The Blood by reaſon of the Efuvia retained ( which are 
like a Ferment )«is increas'd in bulk, and ſwells its Veſſels more than 
ufuallyz and when through defect of Ventilation, it is ſtcaitned in 
the ſpace of its Circulation, it readily finding a way, ſprings forth 
of the Arteries; and being extravaſated, upon the courſe of Circu- 
lation its being interrupted, it is raiſed into a Tymour z and becauſe 
by that kind of Tumor a Heat and Pain in the Part are mate 
more intenſe, the Blood is more troubled in its Motion, and fo thr 


Fever, firſt kindled, is more aggravated. 


Moreover, in thefe kinds of Fevers we may obſerve a certain ap!- 
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neſs of the Blood to coagulate, whereby it becomes leſs fluxible, and 
ſo apt to be congeal'd jn the lefler Veſſels: Even as we find in Milk 
when it begins to turn ſour, for then it cannot be boyl'd nor warm't 
on the Fire withqut coagulating : In like manner we. have reaſon to 
ſuſpect in the Blood alſo a certain Diſpoſition to turn ſharp, by rex 
ſon of which it is obnoxious to coagulation ; for it plain enough 
appears, that in the Phrenſy, Peripneumonia, Squinancy, and the 
like Diſcaſes, an Inflammation or Extravaſation of the Blopd dog 
not always depend on the exuberancy of the Blocd, and the pleni. 
tude of the Veſſels: For often with a weak Pulſe, and a ſubfiding 
of the Veſſels, the Blood is ſtopt in its Motion, and being extrare- 
ſated in the fide or elſewhere, cauſes an acute pain. 

It only remains for us to enquire whether the Fever which accom- 
panies theſe affects, be to be accounted of the number of thol 
which are called putrid, or not ; To this we reply, that oftentimes 
they are ſample Synoch;, in which only the ſubtle and more ſpirits 
ous part of the Blood is inflammed, and therefore, if after a copi- 
ous taking away of Blood, or the Veſlels bcing emptyed by Sweat, 
the extravaſated Blood be reltor'd to Circulation, preſently the Ef 
ferveſcence is reftrain'd, and the Fever in a ſhort time is appeagd; 
Nevertheleſs ſometimes when a Prediſpoſition happens, as in a Pl 
tbora, or mighty Cacochymia, a putrid Fever is kindled together 
with theſe kinds of affects wholly from the ſame occaſion. 

Among Symptomich Fevers they place that which is vulgarly cal 
led Febrs Lenta, thoſe that are troubled with this grow hotter 
than they ought, eſpecially after Meats, or any Motion, or Exerciſe, 
the Urine for the moſt part is ruddy, the Spirits are weak, and the 
Strength dejected ; as to Appetite and Sleep they find themſelves 
indifferently well, they are without a Cough, or much Spitting; 
But daily { like Conſumptive Perſons ) they pine away, and with 
out any manifeſt cauſe : The fault for the moit part is a'cribed to 
Obſtructions in ſome one of the Viſcera (ſuppoſe the Liver, Spleen, 
or Meſentery ) by whoſe default, the Food is not well conco(Cted, 
nor duely diſperſed : But it ſeews to me that this kind of affcQ 
is ——— founded in the evil Diſpoſition of the Blood, where- 
by it inclines to 'an over-ſalt and ſharp Temper, and therefore | 
rendred leſs apt for Nutrition, and an even Circulation. 

But the Fever which moſt deſerves to be called Symptomical 
is that which is raiſed in Pthyfical Peiſons from an Ulcer or Con- 
ſumption of the Lungs : For the Blood, whilſt it wholly paſſe; 
through the Lungs in its Circulation, often imprints on this entral 
the Ideas of many Diſeaſes ; and on the contrary, from the Lungs 
being iſl affected, it receives the ſame. Whatſoever impure Þ 
contain'd in' the Maſs of Blood, is caft forth of the extremities 0 
the Arteries, as the flowrings of yew Wine ; Wherefore, we 
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Nature being become weak, is not able to convey its Recrements 
to the (uperfices of the Body, it depoſes the ſame in the Lungs by 
a nearer way of purging it ſelf, Hence a mighty Cacochymia, and 
many Cronick Diſeaſes frequently end in a Pthyfick. In like man- 
ner, when the Fleſh of the Lungs conſumes, or abounding with an 
Wcerous Ichor, is become half rotten, the Blood paſling through 
it is infected with the purulent Matter, or the Conſumptive filth, 
and conſequently is put upon a continual Efferveſcence, by reaſon 
of that immiſcible Subſiance being confounded with it, wherefore 
it brings an afſiduous Fever., and wholly perverts the nutritive 
uice: The like reaſon holds concerning Fevers cauſed from an 

lcer, or Abſeſs often hapning in other parts: For thoſe even as 
the Conſ/umptive Conſtitution of the Lungs, often bring the Pthyfick, 
or HeRtick Fever: A full conſideration of theſe things belongs not 
to this Place, wherefore let us return to the putrid Fever properly 
ſo call'd, or effential Fever. 

The eſſential putrid Synochw is wont to be divided into the pu» 
trid (ſuch as above deſcribed ) into the Cauſwus or moſt ſharp burn- 
ing Fever, and moreover into the Quotidian, Tertian, and Quartan. 
The putrid Synochus even now diſcribed ought to be the Rule or | 
Square of the reft, according to the Type of which, for the moſt | 
part Fevers which are of this kind are compounded, as to the reſt l 
even now mentioned, I ſha!l briefly ſet them down according as 
they vary their Species. 

A Cauſus or burning Fever 1s that which performs its courſe with a 
great burning,an intollerable Thi:ft,and other Symptoms ſhewing a 
migty Inflammation of the Blood:Its formal Nature wherein it's dif- i 
ferent from thereſt, conſiſts in this, that the temper of the Blood in 8 
thoſe that are affected with it,is hotter,that is,it more abounds with 2 
acombuſtible Sulphurztherefore when it rages\it is kindled in a grea- 
ter plenty,and by its burning diffuſes Efuvia's of a molt intenſe heat 
throughout the whole Body z its Motion is acute, and ſoon comes to | 
its height, it is attended with more horrible Symtoms than others, * 
It has a difficult Crifis, and its event is very dangerous. | 

Now as to what regards thoſe periods or paroxiſms in which a pu- 
tid Fever now and then at a ſet time is wont to have a ſharp fit, and 
(iatermitting, as it were ) ſometimes every day, ſometimes every 0- | 
ther,or fourth day reſumes its febrile accenfſton as it werc:The reaion 1 
of this which ſeems to me moſt likely is as follows. In a continual Fe- | 
fer there are two chief things (as we have hinted above) which for - 
the moſt part cauſe the Efferveſcence of the Bloud,v:y. a! exaltation 
and accerfion of the Sulphureous part in the Blood ; and then conſe- 
quently a heaping together of the aduft Matter remaining aftcr the 
deflagration of the Blood, to a Turgeſcency: On the former,the con- 
finuity of the Fever, on the other its height aud critical Preturbati- 
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ons depend : To theſe ſometimes a third thing is added, to wit, 
fulneſs and turgeſcency of a crude Juice from Aliments freſh gather. 
ed together, which at fet intervals of times cauſes a greater Effer 
veſcence in a continual Fever (as in the fits of Intermittents. ) 

Concerning the Cure of putrid Fevers of what kind ſoever, ther 
are four general sntentions, on which the whole ftreſs of the Bufinek 
lies. Firft, that the Blood ( if it may be ) be freed from its burning, 
and that the Flame or Fire kindled in its Sulphury part be wholly {up- 
preſt, which often happens to be done about the firſt beginnings of 
this Diſeaſe. Secondly, that when the Blood, being ſet a burning, 
cannot preſently be extinguiſht, it may go on with it at leaft mildh, 
and with as little dammage as may be. Third, that the bu 
being over, the Liquor of the Blood may be clear'd of the Reere 
ments of the burnt and aduft Matter, and be reftor'd to its naturd 
Vigour and Crifts. Fourehly, that the Symptoms chiefly prefling he 
ſeaſonably obviated, without the removal of which, the attempt 
both of Nature and Phyſick will be in Vain. 

As to the particular Remedies, with which thoſe intentions at 
an{wer'd, there are various Preſcripts, and Forms of Medicing 
every where in uſe, not only amongft Phyficians, but likewiſe olf 
Women and Empricks; from which nevertheleſs, in regard the 
are us'd like a Sword in a blind Mans Hands, without difference, 
and an exa&t Mcthod of Healing, more dammage than benefit of- 
ten accrues to the Diſeaſed, It will not be needful for me to re 
peat in this Place the Forms of Purges, Cardiack, or other Meds 
cines nextly enough delivered in many Authors. I ſhall briefly ſe, 
down ſome of the chief Indications, and Phyfical Cantions which 
ought to be obſerved in the courſe of this Fever, according to the 
various Seaſons, and divers Symptoms of it. 

1. About the fir(# Invaſion of this Diſeaſe, you muſt endeavout 
that the Fever be forthwith ſappreſt, and that the inflammation of 
the over-heated Sulphur may be ftopt ; to which breathing a Ven 
chiefly conduces; for by this means the Blood is ventilated, and the 
hot Particles too much crowded together, and even ready to fall 
a burning, are diffipated from each other, as when Hay, being apt 
to take on Fire, if it be expos'd to the open Air, its kindling 1s pre 
vented : Moreover, let a thin diet be ordered : In which nothing 
Spirituous or Sulphureous ought to be us'd: Let the Viſcera and 
ficft Paſſages be freed from the Load of Excrementitious Matter; 
Wherefore Clyſters will be of neceſſary uſe, ſometimes alſo Vomits 
and gentle Purges, which being now and then giving ſeaſonabl) 
and with judgment, the Fever preſently at the beginning; its F 
. for accenſion being withdrawn, is extinguiſht. But if notwithſtan& 
ing this Method the burning gets Ground, and daily more and more 


lays hold on the Sulphureous Particles of the Blood : Let it be ar 
== | Cur 
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ard ( as far as may be ) that the deflagration goes on gently with- 
ot any great Commotion. 

2. Wherefore, when the Fever isin its Increaſe, if the Blood boyls 
too much, and very much extends the Veſſels with a ftrong and ye- 
hement Pulſe, if Watchings, a Phrenſy, or Head-ach, violently preſs, 
Need a ſecond time, and let as free a Tranſpiration (as may be) be 

'd : Wherefore, let the Difeas'd, for the moſt part, lye in Bed, 
kt the Diet be ſpare, of very thin Food; alfo, let the Drink be ſmall, 
adplentiful, that the burning Blood may be freely diluted with Se- 
wm, Clyſters are given with Safety, and indeed, with good Effect : 
but let Medicines, whether Cathartick or Diureticks, and which too 
mych. exagitate the Blood, be avoided with the fame Induſtry ag 
Bafts. of Wind are where Houſes are on Fire; nay, rather Opiats 
ad Anodines, which fix and conftipate the Blood and Spirits, are 
tobe uſed : Alſo, Juleps and D ions, Which cool the burning 
towels, qualifie the Blood, and refreſh the Spirits, are frequently to 
tegiven, Acetous Liquors of Vegetables or Minerals, alſo Nitre puri- 
fed, becauſe they reftrain the burning of the Blood, and quenet 
Thirſt, agree well: Let Hot and Spirituous Waters, Cordial and Be- 
wartick Powders ( ſo the Diſcale be without Malignity ) belet alone. 
[a caſe the Blood circulates unevenly, and be carried more violently 
toward the Head than the Feet, Epithemes of the warm Fleſh, or 
lwards of Animals, applied to the Feet, do well. 

3- When the Fever is at its height, let the motion of Nature be 
diligently minded, whether it be about to make a Crj/is or not z 
vherefore, nothing is to be attempted raſhly by a Phyfician:Breath- 
nga Vein, or ſtrong Purging, are wholly forbidden: But afterward, 
when the burning of the Fever is in ſome meaſure remitted after the 
Delapration of the Blood, and figns of ConcoCtion appear in the 
line, in caſe the motion of Nature be ſluggiſh, a Sweat or, gentle 

ge may be procured, which, neverthelelis, are performed better, 
ad with more Safety, by a Phyſician, when Nature before, by a cri- 
tical motion, has ſet upon a ſecluſion of the morbifick Matter. But if 
althings are crude, and in a Preturbation, the Urine be till troubled 
vithout a Sediment or a Separation of Parts, if the Strength be faint, 
the Pulſe weak, if no Crifs, or only a fruitleſs one, has preceded, 
ay Evacuation, either by Sweat, or Purging, isnot attempted with- 
oht manifeft Danger of Life : But we mutt expect longer, that the 
Pirits of the Blood may recover themſelves, and in ſome meaſure 
ſubdue the recrementitious and aduft Matter, and afterward, by-de- 
$rees, ſeparate them z mean while, let the Strength be refreſh'd with 
temperate Cordials, let the immoderate Efferyeſcence of the Blood 
(if it be ſo) be ſtopt z and let its dne Fermentation be upheld, which, 
truth, is excellently performed by Coral, Pearl, and thoſe kinds 
of Powders, which are diffoly'd by the Ferments of the "—_— 
atter» 
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afterward ferment with the Blood, and greatly reftore its wet 
and wavering motion. Mean while ( whilft Nature labours ) ls 
all Obftacles and Impediments be removed, and eſpecially let the 
ſtore of Excrements heapt together in the fict Paſſages, be with- 
drawn by the frequent U'e of Clytiters. 
4- After what way or method the Symtoms chiefly preſling ought 
to be handled, it is not an eafie thing to preſcribe by certain Rules; 
ecauſe the very ſame ſometimes require to be forthwith reſtrain 
and appeas'd, ſometimes to be moved on faſter : And thoſe that 
have ſomewhat greater in them, haply at another time are to he 
left wholly to Nature. This, in ſome, may be obviated with affws 
ging and lenifying Remedies, but in others with a rough and irr- 
tating Phyſick: Mean while, it is a Precept to be ſtood to, in all 
that we religiouſly follow the Footſteps of Nature: Which, if it 
as amiſs, its Diforder is to be reduced ; if rightly, but too vehs 
mently, it is to be checkt ; and if rightly, but ſlower or weaker 
than it ought, it muſt be our bufinels to encourage and aid its 
fort by Phyſical means. 
5. In the declining ſtate of a Fever, when after a perfect Crifis, Ni 
{ ture has gotten the upper-hand of the Diſeaſe, things are in Safety; 
; nor is there much left tor a Phyſician to do: It only remains; to pro- 
poſe an exact form of Diet, that the Diſeaſed may ſoon recover their 
Strength without tear of a Relapſe: Alſo it is good to clear the Re- 
mainder of the tebrile Matter by a gentle Purge. Concerning the 
Diet, Men very often incur a Relapſe, to wit, by an over-haſty eat 
ing of Fleſh or ftrong Food, the Diſeaſed fall back into the Fe 
ver, for fince the Viſcera are weak, and do not eafily concod 
Food, ( unleſs it be very thin ) and fince the Crafis of the Blood is 
ſo weak that it does not affimilate a ſtrong nutritive Juice, if an 
thing diſproportionate be brought to either, the ax:onomy of Ns 
ture is again perverted, and all things run amiſs, Wherefore, lt 
ſuch as are upon Recovery forb-ar a long time from Fleſh, and |t 
them not ule it till their Urine is become like that of ſound Perſons, 
and is no langer troubled by the Cold : And indeed, then it wil 
be better to begin with diluted Broth of Fleſh, and afterward by 
Deprees to riſe to ſtronger Aliments. 

6. When, after an imperfect Criſis, the thing hangsin doubt, and 
is not yet come to a Determination, then the Phyſician has a hard 
Task: Let a diligent Eye be had to the motion and ſtrength of Nx 
ture, whether it begins to prevail over the Diſeaſe, or yields to the 
ſame: If there are ſigns of ConcoCtion, and the Strength holds good, 
a gentle Evacuation, and only per Epicrafin, is to be put in practiſe: 
Mean while, let the chiefly prefling Symptoms be obviated by fit 
Remedies, let all Impediments be remoyed ; let the Strength be up 


held, as much as be, by Cordials, and a true method of Diet, 
7. When 
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7. When, after an evil or no-Cr:fts all things grow worſe,and when 
the Phyſician, in a manner, deſpgirs,of the Cure.of the Diſeaſe, he 
may declare-the event of it to be (uſpected.,and greatly to be feared : 
nevertheleſs, we,mult not (o.yield to a bare Prognoſiick,. that Fear 
ſhall put us by, all things elſe ; but fill, as much as;lics in the Art of 
Phyfick, let Care be taken for a Reqovery, though the Caſe be de-" 
ſperate 3 let Rea.edies be uſed to the Symptoms that are moſt dan-' 
gerons; Ict the ppuic of the Blood, almoſt extinct, be reinvigora- 
ted with Cordials, When we deſpair of a Recovery, let Life be 
drawn out in length as long as it may be, at leaſtwiſe let an cafe. 
Death be procur'd; - hehe)

with.a Naufeouſneſs, and an Opprefion of the Stomach: She had 
wandring Pains tronbling her ſometimes in the Shoulder-blade,ſom- 
timesin the Back, being very thirſty, though without any immode- 
rate Heat.On the (ccond and third Day ſhe tound her ſelf almoft at- 
ter. the ſame inanner.

On the fecond Day he wasaffedted wit 1 
cojd Shivering, ſometimes with a Heat coming upon him by Furny 
and likewiſe with a Thirſt, and burying of the Precordia, with; 
roughpeſs of the Fongruacd an ingrateful Savor 2 On that Day he 
took ten Drarmns of an Emetick Liquor, after which he vomited en 
times, and threw up a mighty quantity of yellow Coler,and had four 
Stools: The Night following was reſtleſs, and in a manner without 
Sleep ; at which time,the Diſcafed,the Heat being increaft,grew more 
intenſly feveriſh. On the third Day,when the forefaid Symptomsin- 
creaſt,ten Ounces of Blood were taken from him: His Urine wasrud- 
dy and thick,with a copious Sediment ; the Putfe was quick and ve- 
hement ; in the Night he (weated a little, with a ſhort,but traubled, 
Sleep: The Morning following he ſeemed ſomewhat relieved; butin 
the Evening all things grew worſe again,with Watchings, and a,molt

Efides the continual Fever, ſuch as aboye defcrib'd, and which 
ariſes by reaſon of ſome Principle in the Blood exalted too 
mich, and diſproportionate with the reft ; there is anothier Spegics 
of it, which is raiſed by reaſon of the Blood being tainted 'with 
ſome venemous Miaſm, and thereupon ready to incur various Coas 
gulations and Corruptions; in which, not only the Spirit aud the 
Sulphur, as in a putrid Fever, make an exorbitant Effort, and force 
the Blood to boyl immoderately, but withal, the mixture of the 


' Blood is forthwith diffolv'd, and its Liquor runs into parts;z and fo 


that horrible Symptoms, with a manifeſt danger of Life, are cauſed 
in this kind of a Under this Rank we comprehend Add/igneant 
and Poſtilential Fevers, the Plague, the Small-Pox, and Meaſles ; 
concerning which, it remains for us to treat at preſent. 

By the unanimous Conſent of all, the Farce and Power of theſe 
Diſeaſes are plac'd in a venemous Matter 3 becauſe, upon a Pettilen- 
tial affect, even as upon drinking Poyſan, we find that the Strength 
is ſuddenly caft down, and that Life is ſoon deftroy'd:And therefare, 
for explicating the nature of the Peftilence, it will not be amiſs, firſt 
to enquire concerning Poyſon in general, and after what manner it 
affects our Bodies; and then to ſhew what ſort of Venom is diſperit 
in the Plague and contagious Diſeaſes: Which being permitted, we 
ſhall ſpeak in particular of the affects even naw mentioned. 

We may juſtly give the name of Poyſfon to whatſoever ſticking in 
our Body, violently and after a ſecret manner, injures the Temper 
and Actions of any part, or of the whole, deftroys the Spirits, or 
perverts their Motioxs, difſolves the mixture of the Liquors, cauſes 
Coagulations and Corruptions, fubverts the Ferments and Fundti- 
ons of the Viſcera, and fo on a ſudden, and pririly endanger Life. 
There is a vaſt ftore of theſe in Nature, which are often engendred 
Within eur Bodies, and abundantly ſupplied outwardly from the 
Earth, Air, and Water, and from the diſtinct Fangilies of Ninerals, 
Vegetables, and Animals, 


As 
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As there is a great variefy of Poyſons, fo there is no leſs a diverfity 
of them; is''to the Subjects, and the ways: of their hurting 3 for. 
though a great many Poyſonous things are ſaid to be contrary tous, 
as to the.whole Subſtance, 'o that they ſet upon any thing, and like 
a Funeral Flame, with a cauſtick Force reduce it, as it were, into 
Aſhes: Yet ſome of theſe, being endowed with a peculiar Force of 
offending, rather hurt one Part or Subſtance than other. The Sub- 
jects on which the Taint of the Venom fixes it ſelf firit of all, and 
moſt immetliately, are twofold, to wit, the z4simial Sperirs, of the 
ſpirituous and ſubtle Liquor paſting in the Brain and genw Nerws 

um, and the Blood flowing in the Heart and Veſſe's. When adi 
proportionate Object preſents it (elf to one of them alone,or to both 
together, ſo that thereupon the Crafis of the Liquors or of the'tars 
taining Parts, is ſubverted, whereby FunCtions neccflary for perform- 
ing-the Offices of Life and Senſe, are letted, and this is done.afters 
ſecret mariner, and as it were on a ſudden; theſe kinds of Effects we 
a(cribe'toPoyſon; | © bes revs F006; 178 ;” aa 

'The-Nervous Bodies, with'the animal Spirit, are not ſet upon 
wholly after the fame manner by all ſorts .of Poyſons; for ſome- 
times they are affail'd with a'Stupor, ſometimes with Cramps and 
Convalfive motions, and thoſe of divers Kinds and Conditions. The 
Bite of the Tarantula cauſes a Dancing ; the force tranſmitted from 
a Tortoiſe by a Spear, or the Cords of a Net, ftupifies the Hand of 
the Fiſher; the Roots of Wild Parſnips, or the'Seeds of Darn, 
eaten, make Men run Mad ; Opium, Mandrake, Henbane, and tht 
like, cauſe a deep, and ſometimes a mortal Sleep. . Theſe, and 1 
great many other things, without any mighty Perturbation of the 
Blood, -or:Injury brought.on the Heart, fatten chiefly their Venom 
orthe Animal Faculty or. Spirit. 

There are alſo ſome Poyſons which chiefly infinuate their Malignh 
ty into the maſs of Blood 3 wherefore, atter uſing ſome Medicines,l 
yellow or black Jaundiſe, ſometimes a Leprofie, leprous Aﬀects, 0 
Swellings of the whole Body,are produc'd ; Vapours rifing from ub 
terrantous Vaults, alſo from Charcoals newly kindled, often (uffoc# * 
ting the Vital Spirits, congeal the Blood withal,-arid ftop its motion; 
ſo that the Flame of Life cannot be continued in the Heart. Ever) 
Man may ſee how great a Corruption is communicated to the Mab 
of Blood:from the peftilential Miaſm, by the Spots and Puſhes which 
are'the infamous Marks, as it were, of the blaſted Blood. 

If the Injury firit inflicted on either, viz. the axconomy of the 
Heart or Brain be light, for the moſt part it is brought to an end with 
out any great Offence of either z wherefore, Convulſive motions, 1 
Stupor, Lethargy, Melancholy, Paralytick aftects, often begin with 
laudable Pulſe, and without an immoderate Efferveſcence of the 
Blood; and afterward, if the affect does not wax ftrong, they or” 
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tan end, and ceaſe by little and little. There are other Poyſons 
wich often deprave the Blood, and corrupt its Mixture by diffolving 
i, the: animal Funtions in the mean time continuing whole and 
ſound ; butif the Ferment of the Poyſon be ftronger,and lays deep- 


- | crRoots;prefently the Venom is diſperit from the one into the Pro- 


tice of the other 3 for when the nervous Parts are fill'd with a viru- 
knt Juice, a Portion of the Venom, brought back with the nervous 
latex, by the lymphatick Veſſels into the Veins,is readily conveyed 
nto the Maſs of Blood, and defiles it with the Corruption prevailing 
nit ; Alſo from the Blood greatly infected with Venom, the Juice 
wherewith the Nerves are irrigated in a ſhort time becomes tainted 2 | 
Hence, Perſons that are mad are feveriſh, and ſuch as are ſeiz'd with 
apeſtilential Fever,very often are affailed with a Delirium or Frenzy. 
Concerning theſe things, we mutt confider what kind of Alteration -: 
or lopteffion of Injury it is which is inflicted by Poyſon on the 
Animal Spirits with the Brain and nervous Appendix; alſo what 
on the Blood, with the Heart and the Veſſels annex'd to. it. 

As tothe firſt, we obſerve, that that ſubtle Liquor, or the Animal 
ſpirits, with which; Fhe aervous Bodies are influenced, and by the 
Expanſion of which, Senſe and Motion pertorm reciprocal Actions, 
xe eaſily perverted from their Continuity, and even Expanſion 3 
for, the Nerves being of a ſoft Texture, and the Spirits wherewith 
they arehll'd, being of a very ſubtle Subttance, they are not able to 
endure any forts of Objects that are ſtrong or vehement ; wherefore, 
when any violent or diſproportiorate thing afſails them by Surpriſe, 
they are often forc'd from their Expanfion and Excurfion,to a Flight 
and a Retreat,and often into Irregularities of Motions 5 wheretore, 
ſudden Paſſions of the Mind diftract them, and ftic them to Twitch- 
ings and Convulſions : When the nutritive Juice,wherewith they are 
lupply'd, is ſent to them too ſharp, acid, or.auftere, they undergo 
ſometimes Reſolutions, ſometimes Shrinkings: And if ſome Object 
more contrary (ſuch as we affticm Poyſon to be} preſents it ſelf, whofe 
Particles are of ſuch a fierce Nature,or of (ach a Configuration, that 
they violently ferment with the nervous Liquor, they {trongly drive 
the ſubtle or ſpirituous Part of it this way and that, or wholly drive 
It away ; and either by their ttyptick Force, they fix the reft of the 
Liquor, or force it by an Ebullition into diforderly Motions ; Hence 
neceſſarily ariſe the evil Aﬀects of the Brain and nervous Parts, viz. 
ſometimes a Convulfion, a Trembling, a Shivering, ſometimes a Stu-= 
por,or Reſolutions, and other ſevere Symptoms, The things which 
infe@t with Venom the nervous Juice after this manner, ſometimes 
megroG, and only inflict their Injury when they are applyed in a ve- 
ſy corporeal Subſtance; ſometimes they are fubtle, and being re- 
dly'4 into a Vapor, or even to a Breath,they diſperſe the Fermeat of 
the Poyſon from a little Point throughout the whole genzw Nerve- 
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ſum. Sometimes the Poyſon of an ill thing eaten firſt, begins its |

Tragedy in the Stomach, but oftner by a bare ContraGt on the Str» 
facc of the Body,it leaves the virulent Miaſm,which ſoou and readily 
defiles, with its Ferment, the Spirits diſpers'd through the whole. & 
Taint inflicted on the Extremities of the Nerves, any where;whetha | 
inwardly or outwardly, is difpers'd to a diftance by their ready Cat» 
veyance, preſcntly many Sprouts of the ſame Branch being brought 
to communicate of the Evil. Often; a light Touch of a venemagy 
thing by the Finger, or the extream part of any Member, preſeuth 
conveys the Taint received to the Brain,and th-nce it is retortedoy 
the whole Body, and the moft remote Members : The reaſon of this 
ts,that the Particles both of the nervous Juice, and of ſome yenemow 
Miaſm, are fo ative and quick of Mution, that either of them pa 
moft {w:ifily through the whole Maſs of the other, as Rays of Lit 
throvgh a Diapharous M dium... , 
2, As often as the Blood gets Miſchief by a venemous thing, the 
Venom fticking in it, cither is dull and of leſs Activity, which dos 
ro: preſently diſcover it (elf, nor breaks forth. into terrible Symptoms, 
till after a-long time, when it is brought to aRiiptneſs by a tacit 
mentation,;and has firit infected the whole Mais of Blood; as we mu 
obſerve in ſome Poyſons,which are ſaid to kill at a diſtance, and ndt 
but after ſome Months or Years: Or:the Poyſons inſpired into tit 
Blood, are imbued with a much ſharper Sting, that the Taint cor 
trafted by their Contagion, preſently breaks forth into terrible 
ptoms; and thereupon follows ſometimes a feveriſh Effcrveſcence, 
with a Vomiting,'a Thirſt, and a burning of the P:# :ordia ; ſome 
times a puffing up of the whole, a diſcoloring of the Skin, oftena 
Eruption of Puſhes and Buboes ; frequently 'alſo a ſudden fallingd 
the Strength, ſo that a ſudden Death fteals on without any Stir, ad 
almoft unperceir'd : Where it is to be noted by the By, if the Spin 
of the Blood provok'd by the Enemy, are able to ſet upon himatl 
to contend for the Victory, from this Conflict a feveriſh Ebullts 
is rais'd in the Blood ; but, if the Particles of the Poyſon ol 
cced them in Strength, preſently the Ma's of Blood is corru 
that it can neither be circulated in the Veſſels, nor be duely ki 
ted in the Heart. | 
If it be farther enquired, what Changes in its Subſtanee, or Cant 
ſtency,the Blood infected with Poyſon undergoes, that thereby! 
rendred unfit for the Support of Lite; I anſwer after this many, 
Some Poyſons fuſe the Biood, and precipitate its Serofaty, as! 
Medicines which being deſtructive either by Purging,or by caubii 
Flux of Urine;or by a puffing up of the whole, or by a Diſcolorat® 
or an Eruption of Puſhes, make a very great Separation of the 
rous Latex: Mean while, a great Ebullition is cauſed in the!

the coagulated Portions of it being convey d inwardly into the Si- 
mu's of the Heart,are there apt to itagnate,and ſo they cauſe frequr nt 
F.iatings and Swoonings : Being carried outward, and ftuck in the 
Sin in circulating ſometimes, when caft on every fide in a plentiful 
manner, they cauſe an over-ſpreading of Blackneſs throughout the 


whole; ſometimes being diſperft more ſparingly, they caule only 


Spots, or black and blew Marks, and the reſt of the Phenomena of 
Malignity: Now the Cqggulation of the Blood ſoon diſpoſes it to Pu- 
trefaRion or Corruption, as it is to be ſeen in extravaſated Blood 
which ſoon turns black, and is wont to putrefy ; for the Spirit be- 
ing exhal'd, the remaining Particles of the Salt and Sulphur in the 
Blood begin to ſeparate from each ather, and to difſolve the Bond 
of Mixture, whence PutrefaCtion enſues. 

Theſe things being thus permitted concerning Poyſon in general, 
the Method of Healing requires that we ſet upon the TraG of Fe> 
vers, which draw their Origine wholly from a venemous and malig- 
nant Miaſm : And fance among theſe, the Plague is undoubtedly the 
chief, I ſhall begin with the Conſideration of that, and ſhall ipeak 
afterward, in order, of Malignant Fevers, the Meaſles and Smabs 
Pox. But before I give its Definition, Iſhall enquire briefly con» 
cerning the Peltilential Venom, of what Nature and Diſpofation it 
8; alſo whence it ariſes ; and laſtly, after what manner it is pro 
pagated by Contagion in others. | 

The Efſence of the Peftilential Fever is founded in a vapory and 
ſpiritual Miaſm, from which Effluria's diffuſed on every fide, o 
powerfully diſplay themſelves, that from the leaſt Seminary, they 
ſoon propagate a fertile Harveſt of Death and Deſtruction. By rea- 
ſon of its mighty Activity, this Miaſm deſerves to be called a cer- 


- tain Quinteſcence, as it were of Poyſon: Its very nimble and ſub» 


tle Particles, penetrate all Bodics, and inſpire them with their Fer- 
ment 3 for, whether being di!pers'd through the Air, or ſtored up 
in ſome Fomes, if they come to hit upon a Humane Body, though 
It be lightly, and, as it were, with a Glance, they readily pene- 
trate it, ſoon infect the Animal Spirits and thoſe of the Blood, 
Ggees?2 and 
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and thereby overſpread all the Members with a venemous Contagiay, 
When a pefftilential Breath or Vapor has affailed any anggand that | 
Venom has firit (eiz'd the Animal Spirits, or theſe of the Blood, o 
Loth of them together ; from the ſubtle apd thin Subſtance of thek 
the,Taint is ſoon derived into the grofſer Matter, for in a ſhort time 
it fermeuts the whole Maſs of Blood,or nervous Juice, and the exerg. 
mentitious Humors in any place abounding z and thence is drawnin. 
to the ſolid Parts, and fixes the Evil in them. If this Contagion fi 
ſeizes the Animal Spirits, preſently the Injury is communicated ty 
the Brain, and the genus Nervoſum,and eſpecially to the Ventricle;it 
forthwith poyſons the Humor lodging in theſe, diflolves its mixture, 
perverts its regular Motions,and renders it wholly diſagreeing andof- 
' fenfive to the tender ſubſtance of the containing Parts: Thence forth 
with Cramps,and convulfive Motions, violent Vomitings,a Cardialgis 
alſo a Phrenly, Delirium,or obft:nate Watchings,are raiſed about the 
firft Invafton of the Diſeaſe; whereas in the mean while, the Tait 
being not yet diſperſt through the Blood, the Diſcaſed are noting 
Fever, nor infeſted with a diſorderly Pulle, or a Swooning, or anap 
pearance of Tokens 3 which Symptoms, nevertheleſs, afſoon as the 
Blood is infected, thew themſelves afterwhrd. If at any time the 
Sparzts of the Blcod are firſt ſeized with the venemous Miaſm, either 
breathed in with the Air,or attracted by the Pores, by and by itsfers 
ment is diſperft throughout the whole Maſs of Bloud,the infected Por- 
tions preſently begin to be looſned from their even mixture,.to ſepa 
| rate into parts,and to be coagulated,and the ſame being conveyed it- 
to the Sinus's of the Heart,to ſtagnate there,and to cauſe a Swooning 
Faintings, and often a ſudden Dcath : Alfo being carried outwardly, 
and fixt about the Skin,they are wont to cauſe Bubo's,Puſhes,andthe 
other marks of a Venenoſity, mean while the Diſeaſed are preſent & 
nough to themſelves,and are not affail'd with aDelirium or convulwe 
Motions : But if from a ftronger cauſe an Injury be inflicted on both 
Parts at oncegthe courſe of the Diſeale is carried on with a more hor- 
rible sfparatus of Symptoms,and with a Phrenſy infefting together. 
As to what regards its riſe ; when the Plague firft ariſes in any Re 
gion or Tract of the Earth (whatſoever others may think) we place 
the fizſt and chief natural Seminary of this Poyſon in the Air ; forit 
ſcems conſonant to reaſon,that from the ſame Fountain from whence 
the Food of common Life is derived, the beginnings alſo of Death, 
which is no leſs diffuſed,ſhould be taken : The ſame neceflity hes 
upon us for breathing the Air, as for Fiſh of living in the Watas; 
wherefore,as the common Deſtruction of Fiſh dying in Multitudes 
is aſcribed to Waters being infected with Poyſon, ſo nothing but 1 
Taint of the Air, breathed by all, can kill Men that dye without 
manifeſt Cauſe, by an epidemick Deftruction. 
' For the Air, which we neceſlarily breath in for the ſupport of ws 
| | | con 
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wofiſts of thick Steams and Vapors which continually are breathed 
fom the Earth 3 to which the exhalations of Salts and Sulphars be- 
ing'mixed,they make here a thick Fog, as it were,of Atomous Cor- 
les. The Motions of theſe being both very iwift and reſtle(s,are 
Ea manifold and very differing Figure 3 wherefore ſome of them 


F continually encounter others, and according to their various Confi- 


tions, they cloſe with theſe, and are mutually combined,and are 
en and fly from others: On this the Reaſons of every Sympathy 
and Antipathy chiefly depend ; from the divers Agitations of theſe 
linds of Atomes near the Surface of the Earth, this or that Tract of 
the Air undergoes divers Alterations, with which Bodies, eſpecially 
thoſe that are living,are variouſly aftected,for the inward Motion of 
the Particles of each Animal, depends very much on the Motion and 
Temper of the Particles of the Air : Since theſe continually exagi- 
tatethoſe, ſtir them up when they are drowſy, repair the Lofles of 
thoſe that fly away,exagitate the vital Flame with their Nitrofity,and 
fpply ibwith a nitro-ſulphureous Food and eventilateit,being kind- 
ld by the continual Courſes of Accefſes and Recefſes: As long asan 
apt Contemperation- happens for the Motion.and Configuration in 
both, Animals enjoy a perfect Life and Health ; but if the Corpuſcles 
flying in the Air are of ſuch a kind of Figure and Power,that they are 
manifeſtly contrary to the Spiritsimplanted in Animals, they looſen 
themixtures of theſe from the rett of the Elements with which they 
ae bound, and pervert their Motions: Hence the Craſes of things are 
yed, Lite is oyerthrown, and that being ſcarce extinct, the Bo- 

dies incur Putrefaction; hence the Tops of Trees or Corn being 
ſtuck with a Blaſt, wither on a ſudden; hence the Murrain oftentimes 
reigns amongſt the Cattel, which kills whole Herds together. For 
this kind of Cauſe the Seeds of the Peſtilence firſt exert themſelves, 
and threaten a univerſal Slaughter of Mankind; for even as venemous 
Corpuſcles gathered together in the Bowels of the Earth, or on its 
Surface, produce Arſenical Mixts, or venemous Herbs; fo theſe being 
reſolved into a Vapor,and gathered thick together in the Air, create 
pernicious Blaſts, from which malignant and peftilential Diſeaſes a- 
fiſe; And it ſeems to me not improbable, that the things which firſt 
giveaſerminary of the Peſtilence to any peculiar Trac of the Air,are 
the venemous Efluvia of Salts and Sulphurs grown exorbitant, and 
breath'd forth of the Bowels of the Earth; which ſometimes, being 
firſt long included in the Earth,are exhal'd by degrees; ſometimes,by 
realon of Tremblings or Openings of the Earth,break forth together; 
of which kind alſo there are generally breath'd from the Tents of 


 youldiers filled with Naftineſs, by reaſon of dead Carcafſes lying un- 


Puried,or from places fill'd with ſtagnating and ſtinking Mud, And 
rpulcles exhaled after this manner,by a long PutrefaCtion,acquire 


lothemſelves wonderful Powers and Diſcongruencies, that gy" 
, . F t cy 
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they are diſagreeing and heterogeneous to all others whatſoeverzand 
ſo berg reccived into the Air, they terment it ( like a Maſs of lj. 
qno«) aud. perycrt it trom a wheleſome and benign, into a pernig- 
ous and cu: ft Nzture. | 

Some Budies eatily receive the malignant TinCture of a peſtilentia 
Air, v«thers not {o readily 3 thoſe who have a very great Cacochy. 
mia by reaſon of an ill Diet, and thoſe who,by reaſon of a Plethora, 
have a Blood filled with an inflamable Sulphur, a light Blaſt of a ve 
pemous Air taftens the pcftilential Venom on them, eſpecially if 
they lye under a Fear and Sadnels; which convey inwardly the light- 
etc Parts of Contagion, as it were, by a certain Infuſion. On the 
contrary, thoſe who have the Viſcera clean, and the Maſs of Blood, 
well tempered, aud thoſe who carry a ſtrong and undaunted Mind, 
do not fo cafiiy receive this IifeCtion; and ſometimes being receird, 
they expel it again. 

So far of the Pettilence and its Communication, according toits 
firft Being, and the Soucce of the infected Air thence drawn it rt- 
mains for us to ſpeak of its Propagation by Contagion, as it is often 
communicated from ſome Men to others, as it were, ex traduce, 

By Contagion we undcſtand that Force, or Action, whereby any 
Aﬀect being in one Body, ſtirs up the like to it in another ; but finet 
this happens either immediately by Contact, asif any one lying inthe 
ſame Bed with another Man (eiz'd with the Plague, gets the ſame Di 
eaſe; or mediatecly, and at a diftance,as if it happens that the Contx 
gion be convey'd from one Houſe to others at a diſtance 3 and fo if 
the Plague aſſails any Perſon handling a Garment or Houſh'1d-ſtuff 
of an infetcd Hou'e.after ſome Days, or Months, or hap'y Yean! 
Theretore, that the Nature of a Contagion, and the divers manner 
of it, may be plainly known, let us.examine firtt, What that thing 
is which flows from an infect-d Body : Secondly, How it is diſpo 
ſed in the medium through which it paſſes : Thirdly, After what 
manner it engenders an Aﬀecct like it ſelf in another Body, 

1. That from every Body, though of a fixt Nature, EfMauvia'sof 
Atoms conſtantly flow,which make, as it were, a mift or cloudy Cit- 
cle about them,and inveſt them,as it were,like the Down of a Peach, 
it is ſo receiv'd a thing among the ſoundeſt Philoſophers, that there 
is nothing more; and the more ative Particles any thing confiſts0f, 
by ſo much it ſends from it Corpulcles of a more notable Vertue, and 
Energy : Hence the Effluvia which part from Electrick Bodies, art 
able to move other Bodies from their Places ; from Sulphurs Emani 
tions paſs, which fill the whole Neighbourhood with Odors : Since 
theretore the peſtilential Venom, as is ſaid before, tho in a ſmall Bulk, 
is of a mighty Efficacy and Operation, whereſoever it is fixt, certai 
Emanations neceſſarily proceed from the Bodies imbued with it, 
which carry the nature of the ſame Poyſon and Malignity,and Gifs 
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It on every fide according to its Sphere of Activity : But fince theſe 
Corpuſcles which retain the Contagion of the Peftilence, when they 
fow from one B1dy, are not preſently reccived by another, let us 
inquire how they are diipoſed in reipect of their paſſing through 
the Medium. 
* Waere preſently occurs the diff-rence of th-m from moft others in 
regard that the Efluvia,which generally evaporate,do not long retain 
the Nature of the Budy whence th: y flw, but either vaniſh in the te- 
mated Air,or clofing with other Budiers, aic atfimilated with-tiem : 
But thoſe Particles which part trom a peftilentiai Miaſm,are not eahly 
abſorb'd by the Air, or other Body, to tha! they wholly periſh ; but 
among, varus Contufions of Atowes.and D ſhings againft other Bo- 
fies.they preſerve themſelves entire ; For this Poylon being in a man- 
nermaſt«rie(s, and inſuperable by others,contives ſtill the ſame;. and 
though it confifts of a very tmall heap of Atomes,it does not preſen= 
ly vaniſh, but taints with its Ferment the next Corpuſcles to it,and fo 
acquircs to it ſeif new Stores,and gets Strength as it goes: Whence it 
bes long hid in every Fomes and after a long time, when it has lighted 
on a fic SubjeCxit exerts it ſelf,and communicating the InfeQion of its 
Venom to the other, it reſuſcitates a-new th- Diſeaſe of the Plague, 
which before ſcemed to be diiven away, and tho from a very (mall 
Sminary, it diÞerſes its mortal Poyſon far and near. 

For the Plague diſcloſes ſuch moſt certai 


in Signs of its Contagion, 
that fome Authors afficm it to ſubfiit among Mortals.orily by this 
means, and that it no \\ here ariſes a-new,. but is preſcrv'd only by a 
Fomes,and that it is now and then conveyed from' one Region into 
another. Hiſtories tell us,that the Seeds of it have Lin dormant for 
many Years in a Garment or Bed-cloaths, that upon theſame after- 
ward bcing ftir'd.th.y have ſhewn themſelves, and have brought the 
Diſeaſe of the PeRtilencearifing a-freſh,with a mighty DeftiuCtion of 
Mankin:d : When by reaſon of a Fomes, the Peftilence is propagated 
toa diftance af: er this manner 3 the venemous Corpuſcles,which re- 
main in the Miaſm, being fcirred, preſently ſpring torth, and diſplay 
their Venom on every fade, as it were by a certain Irradiation : It 
they any where light on a humane Body, they preſently ſeize the Spi- 
rits,aud are conveyed inward by their Vehicle,and then ealily enough 
inte&t theBlood.and all otherHumors flowing in theVeſſels with their 
Ferment,and in a ſhort time cauſe Coagulations and a PutrefaCtion in 
them. And after this manner, by mott ſubtle Efuvia,there is made 
a certain Tranſmigration, as it were, of the peſtilential Difeaſe, even 
2s When a Graft cut from ſome Tree, and laid afide for fome time, 
and afterward inſerted in another Trunck, is able, though from a ve- 
ry ſmall Bud, to produce a Tree of the fame Kind and Nature, 
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T* E Plague may be deſribed after this manner, That jt is an ” 


demiows Diſeaſe, contagious, very deftruive ro Mankind, taking 
its Riſe from a venemous Mijaſm Anoita: by the _ _ 
propagated by Contagion, which ſetting upon Men after 4 biddew and 
cret manner, cauſes Extinftions of the Sprries,Coagulations of the Blood, 
Syderations and Mortifications of it, and of the Rid Pgrts, and brings 
the Duſeaſed in Danger of Life, with an Appearance of Puſhes, Bube\, 
or Carbuiicles, and with the addition of other horrible Symptoms. 
There are a great many Signs occurring to us, which fore-ſhey 

that the Peſtilence will happen in a ſhort time,to wit,if the Year doe 
not keep its Temperament, but has immoderate and very unſeaſow 
exceſſes of Heat or Cold, Drought, or Moifture : If the Meazles or 
Small-pox are every where very rife, if Phlegmons, or Bubo's accom 
pany reigning Fevers ; from a preceeding Famine a moſt certainPr& 
ſage is taken of an enſuing Plague z for the like Conſtitution of the 
Year,which,for the moſt part,brings a Dearth of Proviſions, by realat 
of the Corn being blighted,is apt alſo to produce a Plague ; allo the 
evil ſort of Diet, which ſach as are neſt with Hunger makeufſed 
eating all kinds of unwholeſome things without choice,diſpoſes their 
Bodies more readily to receive the Contagion, . Moreover Earth» 
quakes, and freſh-opened Grotto's and Caverns upon the cleaving 
the Earth, by reaſon of the Eruptions of a malignant and venemow 
Air, have often given Beginnings to Plagues. Again,as there is need 
of great Diligence in taking a'fore-view, as it were, from a Watch 
Tower, of an imminent Plague, ſo we ought to be no teſs fagaciousin 
obſerving the ſame as it firſt ariſes, and caſt its firſt Darts ; for often, 


being, too ſollicitous, we dread even vulgar Fevers,if haply they endin- 


Death, for this Contagion ; and Tometimes being too ſecure, con 
temning the. Peſtilence by reaſon of its Symptoms reſembling thoſe 
of a common Fever, we find our Dangers but too late : Wheretore, 
for the fuller knowledge of this Diſeaſe, we ſhall ſet down its Sigis 
and Symptoms both common and pathognomick. 

Befides the Signs above-delivered,which by a certain Demonftra- 
tion,a Preorz, give a Suſpicion of an enſuing Plague ; there are others 
whoſe concurrence with it plainly fhew its Preſence in a Body dif 
eaz'd: Of theſe ſome are common to a Plague with a putrid Fever, 
ſome are more proper to this Aﬀect; for the Impreſſion of the Plague 


ottentimes ſtirs up an Efferveſcence of the Blood, and has a F ww ſo 
res 
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frequently joyn'd with it, that by ſome, iff the Definition of the 
Plague, the Fever is put as a Gen ; Wherefore, 'by reaſon of the 
;Dbulition of the Blood, and the imjury brought on the Viſcera, pre- 
fntly an Incaleſcence with a ſpontaneous Lafittude; a Thirſt;a burn= 
ing of the Przzcordia, Vomitings often violent, a Cardialgia, Gripes 
in the Bowels, a Roughneſs or Blackneſs of the Tongue, a Swooning, 
md a ſudden Fall of the Strength enſue. Though vulgar/Fevers are 
dſrentimes attended with theſe kinds of Symptorms,yetif at the ſame 
time a Plague be rife in the Neighbourhood, and a fear of the ſame 
ſtiſes the Minds of Men, henc@a greater Sufpicion'of this Evil is gi- 
wen; and eſpecially, becauſe, when a Plague reigns, all other Diſea- 
ks leave their own Nature and paſs into that: Wherefore, if to the 
even now mentioned, there be added a Communication of 
the ame Diſeaſe to many, and many die of it, (o that it generally 
becomes mortal, and ſpreads it ſelf; and beſides, Buboes, Carbun< 
ts, Puſhes, or other Marks of a peftiferous Contagion appear, the 
thing is put without doubt, and we hence proclaim a Peſtilence, 
vith no leſs Confidence, than we do a Fire when we ſee a Flame 
burft forth through the Roofs of Houſes : But becauſe a mention 
& here made of Buboes, Carbuncles, and other Symptoms, it re- 
mains for us to give briefly the Cauſes of them, and the ways of 
their being produced ; they are theſe, a Carbuncle, Bubo, Puſhes; 
Wheals, and malignant Puftules. re 
Concerning theſe, we ſay in general, that they are all Products of 
the Blood, and Nervous Juice, ſtruck with a peftiferous Venom, and 
toagulated by Parts in their Circulation, and variouſly affected with 
PatrefaQtion ; for the Spirits refiding in both Liquors, eſpecially in 
the Blood, are no ſooner touched with the breath of a malignant 
Contagion, but a Coagulation is cauſed in the remaining Liquor, 
en as when Milk turns ſour, or has any acid Juice mixt with its 
fore, Portions of it being greatly tainted with Venom, foon 
grow clotty, and like extravatated Blood, fall into a Corruption 
With a Blackneſs ; whence preſently they ſtop the Motion of the 
et of the Blood in the Heart and Veſſels, and coagulate it more 
b) reaſon of their Ferment. Now whatſoever is gathered together 
nto Clots by Coagulation, unlets it be preſently caſt forth, brings 
Death in a ſhort time by {topping the Circulation of the Blood;and 
Ning driven outward, to the Circumference of the Body, is ftopt 
M\ motion in the narrow Involuſions of the Veſlels ; and cither bee 
[- "yg wholly deſtitute of Spirit, as though it were Planet-ftricken, 
s {| { profiuces Black or Blew Marks by its Mortification, or by reaſon 
© |} the Salt and Sulphur exalted by the peftilential Ferment, and af- 
; þF ng new things, it grows into Tumors of various kinds. 
c A'Carbuncle is a fiery Tumour, with very ſmart and burning Pu- 


rs about it, Oinfeſting the Diſcafed with an acute Pain whiety 
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arifing in various places indiffterently, does not ſuppurate, but 
ſpreading largely round about, burns the Fleth, and at length 
throws off lobes of it being corrupted, and leaves a hollow Ulcer, 
as though burnt by an Eſchrotick. 

The Generation of Carbuncles ſeems to be after this manner;when 
venemous Miaſms light on a Blood parch'd with Heat before, its 
congeal'd Portions are fixed in the Superficies of the Body ; and at 
that place, becauſe the motion of the Blood is a little letted, firſt a 
little Tumor is made, which atterward, the malignant Venom pre- 
ſently ſpreading it ſelf farther,being increalt by little and little,creeps 
into the Neighbourhood. Suppuration does not tullow, becauſe the 
matter extravaſated, and ſtagnating, is not concucted and digeſtsd 
with a gentle heat, but by reaſon of the Particles of the Sulphur, 
grown exorbitant together with the Salt exalted, being heap'd toge- 
ther into theſe Tumours,and by reaſon ot the Stagnation being forth- 
with diſſolved from mixture, an Adultion is cauſed, asif a Cautery 
were applied to the part : The pieces and lobes of Fleſh, eaten as 
though covered with an Eſchar, fall away, becauſe the corroſive 
Venom fticking to the Muſcles, does not corrode them only in their 
Surface, but through their whole Subſtance z wherefore, before the 
whole Fleſh is conſumed, the Membranes in which it is involved be 
ing eaten away, ſome pieces fall from the reſt as though cut from 
it: Often one, often more Carbuacles arile ; fometimes-they are 
alone, ſometimes they have a Bubo accompanying them. 

A peſtilential B:bo awſes only in glandulous parts 3 toward the 
bulk of which, not only the Blood congeal'd by the Venom, and car- 
ried thither by the Arteries, but allo the Nervous Juice there heap 
together, and to be carried back into the Veins, contribute. Becaule 
this Tumour happens from Juices le's parch'd, and in a colder part, 
therefore it partakes of Suppuration; tor,the Matter heap'd together 
by degrees when ( the vital Spirit departing by reaſon of Stagnation 
it has loft the Form of Blood, thcough the Particles of the Salt and 
Sulphur being exhaled, and kept in the Tumour, is converted into 
a Pus by long conccction, Now that thele Tuimours only happen il 
the Glands, the Reaſon is, not that the Fewel of the Dileale is col 
veyed to th: ſc Parts by a certain Appointment of Nature, but as tlf 
Particles of the virulent Miaſm abound every where in the Bloodand 
Nervous Juice, they are heap'd together there more readily; 3510 
a common place of Retreat, where both the Blood conveyed totit 
Extremities of the little Arteries, is with difficulty and not fo read) 
received and carried back by the Veins, and withal, where the Nu- 
tritive Juice, to be carried back from the Nerves into the Veins, 
depoſed. That both of theſe are done about the Glands, it is may 
feſt, both by Experience, and late Anatomical Experiments; when 


fore, ance both Humors fill'd with the Seeds of the peltilendis bi 
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tagion met together in theſe Parts, a ſeat of Malignity is here made 
by reaſon of the Virulency depoſed here by both. 

Puſhes, heals, and Purple Spots, in reſpect of the Venenofity, are 
ofthe ſame Batch with the Tumours even now deſcribed;but in thefe 
the Products of the Virulency areleſs in bulk, though with a greater 
danger, by reaſon of the Seeds of the Venom being more diſperſed : 
Small Portions of coagulated Blood ſticking in the Skin, make theſe 
lefler Phoenomena 3 wherefore, ſome of theſe, rais'd into Bladders, 
ſuppurate z others, by reaſon of a certain Mortification or Syderati- 
on of the corrupted Blood, turn into Parple Marks and Spots. 

Though the Plague, by reaſon of the Deftruction wherewith it 
threatens the Diſeas'd, both ſecretly,and very much on a ſudden,fcarce 
affords Place or Time for a Prognoftickzand though by reaſon of the 
occult ways of doing Miſchief, this Diſcaſe carries all things ſuſpect- 
edinit; yet it is manifeft, by frequent Obſervation, that ſome Signs 
appear in the Courſe of it, from which we are wont to divinea Re» 
covery or Death. The Caſe is full of Danger if the Contagion ſud- 
denly paſſes into an univerſal Sickneſs, and makes violent Invafions z 
if an Hemorrhagy, or only a ſmall Pain happen in the beginning of 
the Diſeaſe ; if the Urine be thick, and troubled, the Palſe unequal 
and weak ; if a Convulfion or Frenſy preſently follow ; if the Vomit- 
ings, or Stools, are livid, black, or very ftinking ; if the Puſhes at firft 
red, afterward turn biack and blew z if the Carbuncles are numerous, 
If the Buboes fictt ariſing, diſappear z if the Strength be caft down 
on a ſudden z if the Countenance looks diſmal, or turns black and 
blew; if wjth a cold Stiffneſs of the extream Parts there be a burn= 
ing of the Viſcera, eſpecially if theſe or moft of them happen in a 
Body very Cacochymical, or in an unwholſome Seaſon. On the con- 
trary, the Diſeaſed are bid to be of good Courage, if the ſtate of the 
Peſtilence be lighter, and leſs dangerous ; if the Diſeaſe happens in a 
ſound and robuft Body, with a fortitude of Mind ; if Remedies are 
ſeaſonably adminiſtred before the Diſeaſe has ſeiſed the whole Maſs of 
the Blood ; alſo, if the Courſe of the Diſeaſe goes on with a conſtancy 
of the Strength, a Vigour and Evenneſs of the Pulſe, a Suppuration 
of Buboes, and a large diſcharge of Pus, and with the abſcence of 
horrible Symptoms: Mean while,though we may hope here all good, 
yet it is not free for us to be (ſecure, becauſe ſometimes, with a lau- 
able Appearance of Signs, Ambuſhes are privily laid for Life; and, 
as from a reconciled Enemy, we ſuffer moſt ſeverely, when we 
ſeem'd to have elcap'd his raging Threats. 

In the Cures of moſt Diſeaſcs, the chiefeſt Work is committed to 
Nature, to whoſe Failure Phyfiek gives a helping Hand: And the Ot- 
ce and Science of a Phyfician chiefly confifts in this, To wait fit Oc- 


cafions of giving Aid to her, when ſhe is at a Fault. But the Plague 
has this peculiar, that the Care of it is not to be left to Nature, but we 
Hhhb 2 muft 
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muſt fight againſt it-all ways with Remedies taken from Art; Nox 
muſt we be here ſollicitous of a more ſeaſonable, and as it were, 4 * 


, milder Time: But we muft get Medicines affoon as may be, and ins 
fift on them at/all hours, and alniolt minutes. But, becauſe when z 
Plague reigns there is need of no leſs care for driving away the 
Contagion, than that,the Contagion receiv'd, be cured : Therefore 
a Phyfician bas add6uble Task ; to wit, þoth that he take care for 
the Prevention of this Diſeaſe, and for its Cure, 
_ Prophylattick Cautions either regard the Publick, and belong tg 
the Magiſtrate, or private Perſons ; by which it is taught whit 
muſt be done by each Man when a Plague is feared. ; 


The Publick care, in a time of the Plague, chiefly confifts in thel 


maintaining putrefaction be ta way 3 that Filth, Dunghils, and 
all ſtinking Things, be removed rom the Streets, and every occalia 
of Cantagion be mott diligently avoided; that Commerce with it- 
fected Places be forbidden ; ad that a wholſome Kirid of Diet be 
conftantly kept to by the Citizens; let the Poor,who have uot a plete 
ty or choice of Proviſions, be fed at publick Charges. If the Plague 
be already grown rife,let the vencmous Farceot the Air be corr 

as much as way be, which will excellently be. purg'd by a frequent 
burning of ſulpburequs things:let the infegÞtd be ſeparated from ſuch 
as are ſound,aud let theſe keep from theigEarkaſles or Houſhold- 
Laftly,let skilful and meet Phyſicians and Attendants be gotten to ſup: 
ply the Wants both of thoſe that are in Health,and of the Diſeaſed. 
_ The Rule of a private Prophy/axs is wont to be conchided in thele 
three things ;, viz. Dzet, Pharmacy, ajid Chyrurgery: The Diet regards 
the fix n0-natural things, amongſt which, thoſe of chiefeſt Notears 
the Air, and the Paſſions of the Mind : As to the reſt, the Precept of 
Hppecr ates ſuffices, 0:3. that Labour, Meat, Drink, Sleep, and Ven, 
all keep a mean : Let the Peſtilential Air either be avoided by remo» 


things ; That Divine hn be iſ: obſerved; that all Mattay 
a 


duly kindled, or let it be refreſh'd in breathing by Fumes and odo- 


riferious things frequently held to the Noſtrils : As to the Paffions © 


of the Mind, Fear and Sadneſs, whilſt a Peftilence reigns, are 84 
ſecond Plague ; for, by theſe the ſeeds of the venemous Contagion 

which lyz on the Sup:rficies of the Body, as it were in the outmolt 
Margin of the Vortex, are viaglently drawn inward, and delivered t9 
the Heart; wherefore,'a cheerful and confident Mind is better that 
the moſt exquiſite Antidote. I bave known many, who were wont 


to ſay in the Words of Helmont, That by fortifying the Arcbew with. 
Wine and Confidence, and ufing no other Alexipharmicks, they paſt 


their Time among infected Perſons without any injury by Cont# 


gion ; and thoſe who liv'd otherwiſe, imbib'd the Seeds of the Pe- 


itilence, as though deriv'd from the Stars,

ving into another place, or let it be corrected by ſulphureous things * 
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Among Chirurgical Things to. be uſed far Preſervation, Blaodzng 


Cauteries, and Amulets, are uſually recommended : Where there is a 
Pletbora with a great Turgeſcency of the Blaod, or when, by a. long 
Wance Perſons. have accuſtom'd themſelves to he let-Rlc : 
ing a Vein agrees With them 3 for, by how. mugh the. leſs the 
boyls, and is circulated in the Veins without trouble, by ſo.much 
the flower is it ivfeted with the venemous Contagion, Iflue 
madeby Gauteries are ſo much approved of by the OE almoſt 
of alfMeg; for Preſervation avainſt the Plague, that their uſe is ge» 
Aly Feceiv'd among the Vulgar ; for theſe conftantly drain the 
iduqus encreaſe of the excrementitious Matter ; And it any Mi» 
ane the Pcftilenge are inwardly admitted, they caft them forth 
by their open paſſage. 

Amulets, hung about the Neck, or worn about the Arm-Wrifſts, 
ae thought to have awonderful Force againſt the Peſtilence : Of 
theſe the moſt excellent are accounted by ſome, which confiſt of 
Arſenick, Quick-filver, the Powder of Toads, and other venemoug 
Things : That the ſame do good in ſome Caſes, befides the Qbfer- 
vations of Phyſicians, this Reaſon ſeems ſomewhat to convince; tba 
Efluvia, or atomous Corpuſcles which ſometimes flowing from cer« 
tainBodics, ſometimes ſettling on others, fly about the whole Regi+ 
on of the Air ; theſe being diverſly figur'd, ſome of them excellently 
cloſe with others; but if they jut againſt Corpuſcles of another Form, 
they enter a Conflict with them, and ſubvert them 3 hence the Par- 
tickes of the Peſtilent Miaſm, which are contrary to our Spirits, ex* 
cellently agree with thoſe Corpuſcles of the Poylon coming to 'em, 
and readily cloſe with them 2 Wherefore Amulets made of Poyſon 
d this; to wit, they gather into themſelves the Seeds of the Pefti- 
lence coming againſt us, by reaſon of a Similitude of Parts z nay, 
and by drawing the ſame from our Body to their Embraces, they 
in ſome ſort free- the Infected from the Malignity. | 

The Pharmaccutick Prophylaxis has a double Scope; firſt, That 
the affiduoug Increaſe of the excrementitious Matter,or Humors be 
remov'd by a gentle Purge as often as. there is need : Secondly, That 
by Alexipharmicks daily taken, the Spirits and our Bodies be fortifi 
ed againft the Incurfion of the Venom : By the former, the Food and 
Fewel which increaſe the Putrefaction cauſed by the Venom, ara 
withdrawn ; by the other, the firlt kindling of the Peſtiferious Con- 
tapion, as it were of a funeral Flame, is hindred : For Alexipharmicks 
ſeem to give help agaioft the Contagion of the Peſtilence under this 

& both becauſe the Maſs of Blood, and the Viſcera 
fill'd with the Particles of theſe, alſo the Spirits being firft poſſeft by 
the ſame, do not eafily admit the Fellowſhip of thevenemous Miaſm, 
and for that the Blood being quick in its Motion by the gentle In: 
igation of theſe Particles, is freed from Coagulation, s 
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So far of Preſervation: It remains now for us to treat of the Cie 
of the Peſtilence ; the Doctrine whereof is either general, and con 
priſes the Remedies which are taken for this end from Diet, Ch- 
rurgery, and Pharmacy ; or ſpecial, which delivers the uſe, and ca 
tious concerning the giving of thoſe Remedies, and after whit 
manner we muſt obviate Symptoms variouſly emerging, 

The Diet comprehends the nfe of the fix non-natural things,though 
the chief Care and Phykcal Cautions are concerning the Food ; the 
primary Indications of this have not place together, and at the ſame 
time, but ought to be ſupply'd as occafion requires, now one, noy 
another, and according to the Exigency of Nature, In reſpect of the 
Mahegnity and the Dejection of the Strength, Aliments are required, 
which greatly refreſh the Spirits,and afford a plentiful Nouriſhment: 
In reſpect of the feveriſh Diftemper, a Diet ſeems to be required 
which is thin, cooling, and qualifying of the Blood. Let a Phyſician 
take care of both ; but let him direct his Remedies rather again 
the-Malignity than againft the Fever. 

The Aids which belong to Chirurgery are Bleeding, which ought 
to be uſed ſeldom, and with great Caution in this Diſcaſe, becauk 

the Blood being too much exhauſted, and the Veſſels falling,a Sweat 
is not ſo eafily procur'd ; the place of this is better ſupplied by Cup- 
ping-Glaſſes with a Scarification; for this, and Veficatories are apt! 
uſed for drawing forth the Venom. Moreover, againſt Buboes,Car- 
buncles, and malignant Ulcers produc'd by them, Cataplaſms, Fe 
mentations, Plaiſters, Liniments, and many other things, to be ap 
ply'd outwardly, are taken from Chirurgery, with which ſome po}: 
ſonous things, as Drawers of Venom, are preſcribed to be mix'd bf 
ſome: Wherefore, Preparations of Arſenick,viz. its Oyl, and Balſam, 
arerecommended in this Caſe, as of excellent Uſc and Efficacy. 

Medicines, in order to the Cure of the Plague, are cither Evactir 
tives or Alexipharmicks. The Intention of the fart is, that the Se 
rous Latex in the Blood, and the excrementitious Humors, whici 
abound in the Viſcera, be ſent forth ; and together with them,a greil 
many Particles of the venemous Miaſm every where diſpers'd in the 
Boty. Now theſe things are perform'd by Vomitaries and Pargts 
whoſe uſe is rare, and only in the beginning of the Diſeaſe ; alſo b 
Diaphoreticks, which at all times, as long as the Strength is able t0 
bear them,are jndicated in the Plagne:For theſe evacuate more fully, 
and withal from the whole Body, and alſo by exagitating the Blood, 
they free it from Congelation,and in regard they move from the Cet- 
ter to the Circumference, they drive the venemous Ferments, and al 
ſo the Corruptions of the Blood and Humors far from the Heart, and 
repel the Enemy from the Fort:But Vomitories and Purges evacuate 
leſs generally,and often by concentrating the malignant Matter,dral 
jt inward, and fix it in the Viſcera, Now theſe Medicines, _— 
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they work by Purging, or Sweat, ought to be {uch as have Particles 
of the ſame kind with the venemous Miaſm, rather than with our 
Iood or Spirits 3 for ſuch a Medicine wiil paſs through the various 
laolutions of our Body with its entirc Force, and by reaſon of the 
Filitude of both, will certainly lay hold on the virulent Matter of 
deDiſeaſe, and through a mutual Adhezfion of Parts, Nature being 
nitated, Will carry it torth with it ſelf: Wherefore Medicines, whe« 
ther Catharticks or Sudorificks, are moſt recommended, which are 
xepar'd of Mercury, Antimony, Gold, Sulphur, Vitriol, Arſenick,, and 
the like 3 which, in regard they are not ſubdued, or overcome by 
cur Heat, become excellent Remedies againft the Venom of the 
Peftilential Contagion ; for, theſe do not only powerfully evacuate 
ſuperfluous things, but for as much as they exert, and diſplay on 
erery fide in our Body very ftrong and maſterle(s Particles, they diſ- 
fpate, and hinder from Maturation, the Ferments of the Venom 
gliding every way. And fince the Remedies themſelves, being in- 
luperable by Nature, muſt of neceffity be ſent away by the open 
pallages of the Body, they carry forth together with them what- 
ſoever is extraneous and hoſtile. 

As to Alexipharmicks, which are (aid to refiſt the Venom of this 
Diſeaſe without a ſenfible Evacuation; they are for the moſt part 
\uch whoſe Particles are neither very agreeing with Nature,that they 
turn to an Aliment, nor are ſo contrary to it, that they ſtimulate an 
Excretion. The ſame being inwardly taken, and refracted to moſt 
ninute Parts, they, by their Corpulcles, inſpire as it were with a 
new Ferment, the Blood and Juices flowing in the Veſſels and Viſ- 
cera, and by moving them gently, and keeping them in an even mix- 
ure, they tree them from Coagulation and Putrefaction.:By the ſame 
gentle Agitation they diflipate from each other,and hinder from Ma- 
luration the Particles of the Venom beginning to be gathered thick 
together. Laſtly,by przoccupying the Blood and Spirits,they defend 
them from the Ingrefſions of the peftilent CharaCter:Of thele Reme- 
dies fome Simples are recommended, as Rue, Scordsum, Cc. but thoſe 
aeefteem'd far better, which are more compounded ; wherefore 
Treacle, Methridate, and D:aſcordium,whereof ſome confiſt of at leaſt 
bfty Simples, are accounted Mcdicines ſo compleat in all Reſpects, 
thatit is efteem'd a Crime to pmit, in the making of them, even one 
Pant;the Reaſon haply is, That many things being put together make 
a Maſs, whoſe diverfity'd Particles, being exalted by a long Digeſti- 
on, cauſe a greater Fermentation in our Blood and Humors. 
Having thus ſet down the Remedies with which we ought. to be 
provided for curing the Plague, we ſhould ſpeak next of its method 
of Cure, to wit, what is to be done in the firit place, and what next 
n order; but that all things are ſo precipitated in this Diſeaſe, that 


+ there is no 100M1 for Deliberalion, nor will a Phyſician be frequently 
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preſent with the Diſeas'd for fear of Contagion: Wherefore therekw 
need here of many Preſcripts; or a long Series of Indications, Th 
thing is to be done quick, and muſt becomprehended in a few'work 
When therefore a Peſtilence reigning, any one is infeſted with th 
Diſeaſe, God's help being implored, we muſt preſcnily fly to Rens 
dies. If the Plague happens in a Body that is not well purg'd, at 
prone to Vomit, preſently let a, Vomitory be taken ; the 0 
of which being ended, preſently Diaphoreticks being gven,let aSuet | * 
be procured and let the ſame be continued as the Strength will bez; 
afterward let it be often repeated * Moreover, Alexipharmicks mit 
be uſed almoſt every moment, till the Venom be wholly ſent fort 
by the Eruption of Puſhes, Carbuncles, or Buboes; nevertheleſs þ 
the mean while, let reſpective and proper Remedies be oppox'tt 
the Symptoms chiefly preffing ; but eſpecially for the cureof th 
boes and Carbuncles, lt fit Aids be taken from Chirurgery. The 
whole ftre(s of the Bufineſs relys on theſe two chief Intentions, thi 
the peſtiferous Venom: be by all means expelled from within, on 
ward; and then that the return of it, being expulſed, be withn 
equal Diligence prevented. 
It is not an eafic thing for us, in the Plague, to give Examples ad 
Hiftories of Perſons Diſeas'd, with exaCt Diaries of Symptoms; fir 
theſe kinds of Sickneſſes do not happen every year, not when they 
are rife, is it free for every Phyfcian, who minds his own Health, to 
viſit the Sick with a curious Eye, or to ſtay long with them, thathe 
may diligently obſerve every Accident, and carefully weigh the Rev 
ſons of them; which Task,neverthele(s.the Famous Diemerbrochut 
ſo accurately performed, that fince him,others may lawfully ſurceale 
from this Work. When heretofore in this City, o:4. Am 1645.1 
Plagne (thonot ſoexceeding great ) was rife, Mr. Henry Sayer,a Phy 
fician very learned, and fortunate in Practiſe, boldly went to viſital 
ſorts of Sick Perfons, both poor and rich, many others refuſmg tl 
Undertaking : Hedaily gave them Medicines, touching Buboes and 
virutent Ulcers with his own Hand ; and fo by a diligent, tho dany® 
rous means, cured many of the Diſeaſed. To fortifie himſelf againt 
the Contagion, before he went to infected Houſes, he only was wot 
to drink a good Draught of Generous Wine, and after he had got 
his Circait, to repeat the ſame Antidote, After that he had taken 
Care along tine of the Sick in this City,without receiving any In 
Ty; as tho he were Plague-free ; he was ſent for to /alling ford Call, 
where this Contagion violently raged, as a ſecond £&ſecmlapius, to tht 
Governour of that place ; and there, in a ſhort ſpace, having dar 
to lye in the ſame Bed with a certain Officer ſeiſed with the Plag 
whoſe Society he very much delighted in,he took the Infection of tit 
ſatne Diſeaſe : Nor could then thoſe Arts prove of Uſe to their M# 
ſter, which had been beneficial to all others, nor without a mig 
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lo in the Art of Phyfick, did he periſh by that Diſeaſe. To others 
ſeiſed with the Pe: ilence, he was wot to order this methotl of

ly, for the molt part he gave Vamtories, the Pie#icripts of which 
were of the tofol n of Crocus Mctalrum, \ometncs with white 
Vitriol, and \pmetimes with R-man; the Vomiting being, over, he 
cauſed them,to be c.ſt ito a Sweat, by giving preſently Diaphare= 


* ticks; and afterward, ſunſe Intervals being a lowed tor the reftor- 


ing of the Strength, he ordered the Sweatiig to be conti::tcd even 
to the Declination of the Di'eale: But it h- was called to Perſons 
affeRted after the Tokens appeared, Vomiting being omitted, he 
infifted only on Sudoi (ficks. 


Of peflilential and malignant Fevers in Specie, and 
other Epidemick Fevers. 


A Fter having explicated the Nature of the Plagne, according to 

the Order of our Tract, we ught to procecd tothote aff-ts 
which ſeem nearelt to carry its Natuie; as are chiefly the Fevers 
called Peſt:le- exal and Ma/ijgnent : For it is vulgarly known, that 
Ferers ſometimes reign ami..ng the People, which for the yehe- 
mency of $\mptoms, the inighty Slaughter —_— the Diſealed, and 
the force of the Contagion, ſcarce yi. 1d to the Peſtilerice, thuugh be- 
eauſe they imitate the Types of Putrids, nor do not (o ccrtainly 
kill the aff-t<cd,or infect others,as the Plague, they do not deſerve 
the name of P/ague, but in a milder Appellation, of a Peſti/ential 
Feve?. Befides th;ſe, there are Fevers of another kind, whoſe Des» 
firution and Contagion are more remi's 3 yet becauſe they are 
more dangeroas than Putrids, and contain fomewhat of Divine in 
them, as Hippocrates calls it, they are Called in a lower Expretſion 
than the others, M irignant Fevers. 

Theſe Fevers differ bothFom the Plague, and-from each other, 
according to the Degrees and Veh:mency of the Contagion and De- 
ſtruction ; o that the Plague is a Difeaſe Contagious, and Deltrus 

ve to Mankind in the higeſt Degree: A Peftilential Fever is that 
Which generally reigns with a leſs Diffafion of its Miaim, and with 
a leſs Mortality : When Infection is only fuſpeed, and only a 
treacherous or unſate Crifis happens, above the Events of vulgar 
Ferers, it is ſaid to be a Malignant Fever: They may be defcribed 
Jet more fully, thus: 
| Tiil When 
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When a Fever vulgarly reigns, which for the variety of Symptoms 
carries the Nature of a Putr:d, fo called, viz. which has a Thirſt 
Burning, Laffitude, reftleſs Pain, a Roughneſs of the Tongue,Watch- 
ings, a Frenly, Vomiting, loſs of Appetite, Fainting, Swooning, a 
Cardialgia,and the concourſe of other terrible Accidents joyn'd with 
it 3 if moreover, there be added to it Spots, either like ſmall Fles- 
bites,or broad and black and blue,like the Impreffions of Stripes; we 
eſteem this Diſeaſe of an ill Nature: Again, if it does not dilcover it 
ſelf after the wonted way of Fevers, but the Strength of the Sick falls 
without a manifeſt Cauic, and Death often happens on a ſudden, 
and unexpected, contrary to the Prognoftick of the Phyfician, there 
grows (till a great {uſpicion of Malign:ty: But if moſt of the Sick 
dye, and thoſe that converſe with the Diſeaſed take the Iifetion of 
the ſame Diſeale, ſo that oftentimes. the ſame runs through whole 
Pariſhes and Cities, it is called, aboye the Appellation of a Malig- 
nant, a Peftilential Fever ; of which, a farthar Proof is made, ifit 
generally rages in moft with ſome common Symptom, as with 1 
Quinſey, a Dyſentery, or if a mortal Sweat, ſuch as heretofore ws 
famouſly known in England, accompanies theſe kinds of Fevers, 

But if a Fever ariſes, which aff:Cts many together living in the 
ſame Region for the moſt part after the ſame manner, which never 
theleſs in its Courſe obſerves the laws of a vulgar Putrid, and comgs 
to a Criſis almoſt after the ſame manner, ( but that in ſome, trou- 
bled with a mighty Cacochymia, it diicoyers certain fagns of Mr 
lignity by an appearance of Spots or Buboes, ſometimes by a mot- 
tal Crifis, and a Contagion ſpreading to others ) this is not called 
a Peſtilent, but only a Ma/ignant Fever. 

If it be enquired in which Claffts of the Fevers above treatedoff 
Peſtilent and Malignant Fevers are placed, we put them only inthe 
Rank of Continual Fevers, and exempt Intermittents from them, be 
cauſe by Intervals theſe grant ſuch firm Truces to Nature, and likt- 
wiſe obſerve regulaily and exactly their Periods, which will not 
confilt with a venemous Diathefis; We exempt all HeRicks from 
Malignity, becauſe otherwiſe they would not protract Death ( 
long 3 but, partaking of Venom, would kill ſooner. Of Continw 
F-vers, though we do not look upgn Simple Sinochs, as tree, 
we aflcrt them to be ſeldom touche@with this Taint ; but m 
commonly, the Fever which gives marks of a Peftilent Nature 
Malignity, is ſuch as imitates the T ype of that we call a PutridFe 
ver : For fince in theſe Fevers, beſides the Phaznomena of a Vi 

 lency, we obſerve a continucd Efferveſcence of the Blood, which 
asin Putrids, paſles through the Stages of a Beginning, Increak, 
Height, and Declination, we juſtly conclude, that the Sphurt# 
part of the Blood here, is heated, and kindled, and by its burns 
brings the Fever: Wherefore, in theſe kinds of Fevers two - 
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are chiefly to be noted, to wit, the Efferveſcence of the Blood, and 
and a Malrenity joyn'd with it, of which ſometimes this, ſometimes 
that, excels, and in both there is a great Latitude, and there are 
many Degrees of Intention, according as the Fever becomes more 
or leſs acute, or malignant. 

The Efferveſcence happens after the ſame manner, asit is ſaid be. 
fore of putrid Fevers, to wit, the ſulphureous part of the Blood,grow. 
ing hot above meaſure, by its fervour, takes to a Flame,asit were z 
whilit it burns, it heaps together a vaſt Store of aduſt Matterin the 
Blood ; on the ſubduing and excluſion of which, atter the wonted 
manner of Feyers, the height and Crifis depend 2: But befides, the 
Blood being infected with a certain venemows Miaſm, begins, in 
burning, by reaſon of the malignant Ferment, to be coagulated,and 
to. putrify by Parts: Wherefore, befades the uſual Symptoms of a 
vulgar Fever, by realon of certain Portions of the Blood being con- 
gealed, or mortified, a Fainting and Dejection of the Spirits; alſo 
Appearances of ,Spots and Marks enſue. Moreover the venemons 
EMuvia, which part from the Difeas'd, by the force of the Conta- 
gion, are able to itir up the like Aﬀect in others: Wherefore, by 
reaſon of the Deftruction and Contagion, and the various Degrees 
of the ſame, it is call'd a Peſt:lentsal or Malignant Fever, 

When the Blood, boyling over vehemently, is infected alſo with a 
malignant and venemous Ferment,not only Coagulations of its own 
Maſs, with a Di'pofition to a PurefaGtion are caus'd, but the nervous 
Liquor alſo readily contrads this Taint; whence being rendred dif- 
proportionate to the Brain, and for the axconomy of the animal Spi- 
rits, it ſtirs up great Irregularities in them : Wherefore not only Spots 
and Puſhes, but oftentimes a Delirium, Phrenzy, drowſy Aﬀects, 
Tremblings of the Limbs, Cramps, and convulfve Motions, happen 
upon thefe Fevers. We often obſerve, that in certain Years malig» 
nant Fevers are rife, which, without an appearance of Marks, ſhew 
their Viculency chiefly about the gezus Nervoſum; tor in ſome, pre- 
ently from the Beginning, a Sleepineſ(s, with a mighty Drowfineſs 
of the Head, in others obftinate Watchings, a Difturbance of Mind, 
with a Trembling, and convulſive Motions: But in moſt, either no 
Crifis, or a deceitful one 3 Aid inſtead of it, a Tranſlation of the fe- 
brile Matter to the Brain has followed. It has been farther obſerv'd, 
that thele Fevers have paſt by Contagion into others, and that many 
have died of them; (o that they deſerve to be call'd Mz/12nnt. 

Now theſe kinds of Fevers ſometimes are firft begun by a vene- 
mous Miaſm z and the Blood being blaſted with the Particles of the 
Poyſon, naturally falls into an over-vehement boyling, and is infla- 
med; as when any one, by a Contagion,or by breathing'a malignant 
Air, falls into a malignant Fever, without an evident Canute, or Prz- 
diſpoſition : And ſometimes a feveriſh Diſtemper ariſcs from its _ 
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cau'e ; and afterward the Seeds of the Milignity, either lying hid 
within the Body, exert themſelves in the Bivod boyling over vehe- 
mently,- or come from elſewhere from a contaminated Air, as a 
Fewel to a Flame firft kindled : For it is manifeſt by frequent Ob- 
ſervation, that during the time an Epidemick Fever reigns, others, 
after what manner ſoever they zriſe, pafs into it. 

Maligaant Fevers, as alſo Peftilential, for the moſt part,are Popu- 
lar, and ſeize many together ; but ſometimes they are pecoliar and 
ſporadical, 'that haply they te'ze only one or two jn a whole Coun- 
try. In fuch a caſe we may imagine, that they proceed, not tiom 
an infected Air, or Epidemick Cauſe, but from a morbjd Diſpoſiti- 
on of the Body ; for I have ottcn oblerv d, that when,Spting or Fall, 
a pretty common Fever has reign'd in ſome City, or Viliage, of 
which a great- many Sick eſcap'd ; haply ſome one, on whom an 
evil P:zdifpofition, and a ftrong evident Cauſe, hrought the Fe- 
ver, lay ſeiz'd with more dreadtu! Symptoms, and great Notes of 
Malignity ; In which Caſe, that Maligoity is not to be ſajd a com- 
mon Fever, but only a ſporadical and accidental one. | 

Though the greateft Difference whereby theſe kinds of Feyers are 
diftingu:ſh<d betwixt-themlelves, and from others, confifts in their 
Mortality and Contagion; yet ſometimes they are mark'd by ſome 
peculiar Symptom, from which-both the note of Malignity, and the 
Name they: are called by,- are taken fur that time 2 Hence in ſome 
Years an'epidemick Fever reigns, whfich cauſes in molt that are af- 
feed with it, a Quiuley, at another trtme a Perip:ceumoinia, Pleu- 
rife, Dyſentery, or ſome other AﬀcCt, and that often dangerous and 
contagious : So that not only the Sceds of Diſeaſes deriv'd from Pa- 
rents ex traduce, diſcloſe their Fruits,by a certain Deſtiny, as it were, 
in the ſame Part or Mcmber ; but allo ſuch as are received from a ve- 
nemous Miaſm generally reigning, produce in all Perſons Aﬀe.ts of 
the ſame manner and form: Which nevertheleſs I judge to happen, 
not becauſe the Seeds of the yenemous Miaſm regard this or that Re- 
?jon of the Body by fome peculiar Vertue: But they affc&t thus the 
Maſs of Blood after the ſame manner in all; foraſmuch as, for waſh- 
ing cf that Taint, a C: ifs mutt of neceflity þe attempted aftec ihe 
ſame manner in all; for when without*Malignity, the Bloud is apt 

to be extravaſated by reaſon of Coagulation, or haply for other 
Cauſes; the uſual Places in which the Portions of the (ame <x- 
travagated, are wont to be fix'd, are, the Throat, Plcura, Lungs, 
and Intcſtines : Wherefore it's no Wonder when a Congelation, and 
therefore an-Extravaſation of the Blood is procur'd from a mali'g- 
nant Cauſe, if the Diſeaſe lodges it ſelf in the-ulual ſeat of Nature. - 
As tothe Sygns of theſe kinds of Fevers, befides by the Contagion 
and Mortahkity,the Malignity of the Fever is ſhewn by a ſudden Dcje- 
Fion of the Strength, aweak and ugeyen Pulſe, an evil Aﬀ-& of phe 
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Brain and nervous Parts caus'd on a ſudden, violent Vomitings, a 
blackneſs of the Tongue, an over-ſpreding of Blackneſs over the 
whole Body, but eſpecially by an appearance of Spots, Bubo's, aud 
other Marks. 

For the Cure of Fevers, both Peſtilential and Malignant, there js 
need of a greater Judgement and CircumſpeCtion thai in any others 
whatſoever ; for there being too primary Indicants, to wit, the Ma- 
ligmity and the feveriſh Diſtemperature, and fince we can ſcarce pro= 
ride for the one without the Detriment of the other, it will not be 
eaſy to judge which we muft obviate firft,and chiefly take care off: 
In r-ſ{pect of the Fever Purging,Blecding, ard codling things, chiefly 
conduce; but whilſt theſe things are uſed,the Malzgnary, for the moit 
part,is increaſed, and they being negleCted, it diffles it ſelf farther. 
Againſt the Malignity, Alexipharmicks,and Diaphoreticks are requj=- 
red ; but theſe greatly intend the Fever, exagitate,as by a blowing 
of Bellows, the Blood and Spirits kindicd before,and put them in a 
manner all in a Flame: Wherefore there is need here of a great Quick- 
neſs of Underſtanding, that theſe things be duely compared betwixt 
each other, and that the curative Intentions be there dircCted where 
moft danger ſhews it ſelf ; though ſo,that while one is taken care of 
the ather, be not neglected ; but in theſe Caſcrs,befides the private 
Judgment of each Phyfician, Experievce furniſhes us with the chief 
Method of Healing ; for, when theſe Fevers firſt grow rife, almoſt 
every particular Perſon trys particular Remedies; and from their 
Succefles compar'd together, it is eaſily learnt, what kind of Me- 
thod we mutt infift on, till at laft, by a frequent Tryal, as it were, 
by the Foot-ſieps of Paſſengers, a common, and Road-way, as it 
were, is made to the Cure of theſe kinds of Aﬀects, being fortified 
with various Obſervations and Precepts. 

Befides thele kinds of Fevers, which afſail many together, and by 
reaſon of their Contagion, Mortality,and conſpicuous Marks of Viru- 
lency,deſerve to be called Peſts/ential or Malignant there ace found 
ſome other Epidemick or Popular Fevers, which almoſt every Year, 
either Spring or Fall, grow very rife in certain Countries, of which a 
great many of the Inhabitants are wont to fall fick, and not a few, 
eſpecially of the more elderly People, to dye: In which,neverthele's, 
no Signs of a peſts[ent or ma{tgnanc Nature appear 3 nor does the Dil- 
eaſe ſeem fo much by Contagion to paſs from ſome incontinentily to 
others,as to ſerze many together by reaſon of a Prediſpofition com- 
municated almoſt to alſ.. Now theſe kinds of Aﬀects depend chiefly 
on a foregoing Conititution of the Year ; for it a Sealon very intem- 
perate,by reaſon of excefles of Cold or Heat, Drought or Moitture, 
has preceded.,and has fo continued a long time,it changes our Blocd, 
tor the moſt part, from its due Temper,whereby it is apt afterward 
to fall into feveriſh Efferveſcencies ; And hence a Ferer, (ometimes 
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of this, ſometimes of that Type and Kea, is produced, which pre- 
ſently becomes-epidemical, becauſe it draws its Origine from a com- 
mon Caufe, whereby the Bodies, in a manner, of all Men,are affected 
together, Now ſuch Fevers,in as much as they depend on the Blood, 
getting a Diſpoſition, ſometimes ſharp, ſometimes auftere,or of ano- 
ther kind, according to the Temper of the Year, for the moft part, 
they are of the number of Intermittents, though they are wont to 
be mark'd with a peculiar Apparatus of Symptoms, according to the 
peculiar Conftitution of each Year. We cannot comprehend theſe 
under a certain common Rule, or formal Confideration,which apt- 
ly anſwers to each of the Particulars of this Nature,becaufe they va- 
ry yearly according to a great many Accidents: Though however, 
of theſe kinds of Fevers reigning of late Years in this Country, we 
ſhall give the Deſcriptions taken at that time; and ſhall fet them 
down as a Conclufion at the end of this Work. 

It remains for us ftill to add to the number of Malignant Fevers, 
certain other private Fevers, partaking of no Contagion,as are thoſe 
eſpecially, which are wont to happen to Women in Child-bed, by 
reaſon of their difficult Labor, or for that the Lochia are detain'd ; 
for it is manifeft enough, by common Obſervation, that theſe are 
very dangerous, and often mortal : For if the Parts of the Womb 
being injured, or upon the admiffion of Cold, or haply for ſome 
other Cauſe, the Lochia are ftopt, and the Humor which ought to 
have been voided forth, comes to be mingled with the Maſs of Blood, 
it fouly defiles it with a certain venemous Mixture, as it were, that 
thereby preſently a Fever is raiſed, which, for the moſt part, is at- 
tended with an ill Company of Symptoms, vsz. a Heat, and violent 
Drought, a Vomiting, a Cardialgia, and Watchings, and generally 
comes either to no Crifts, or a very difficult one; becauſe, unleſs 
the flowing of the Lochia after their wonted way be again reftor'd, 
-after the-Blood has undergone an Efferveſcence for ſome Days, the 
Taint is wont to be communicated to the Brain; and the genus Ner- 
-voſum ; whence preſently a Delirium,Phrenſy,Convulfons,and other 
very ill Aﬀects, for the molt part, are cauſed, which often termi- 
-nate/in Death. But theſe kinds of Fevers deſerve a peculiar Conft- 
deration ; which we reſolve to have more fully beneath, in a Dil- 
courſe appropriated to this purpoſe : Mean while we mult give ſome 
'Tnftances or Examples of the Fevers above-treated of, vx. of the Pe- 
ſtilential and Malignant. | 

The peſtilential Fever,of late Years,has reign'd more rarely in theſe 
Parts,than the Plague it ſelf. I ſhall give you briefly the D-(cription 
of the only one of this kind,which hs occur'd to our Obſervation. 
Anno 1643. when in the beginning of the Spring the Earl of Eſſex 
befieg'd Reading, kept by the King's Garriſon, in both Armies a very 
Epidemick Difeaſe began to ariſe; tho however,he purſuing his = 
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till the Befieged were forced to ſurrender, The Aﬀect fo prevail'd, 
that in a ſhort while afterward there was aCefation on both fides,and 
thenceforward, for many Months, there was a Conflict, not with the 
Enemy, but with the Diſeaſe. Eſſex withdrawing his Forces,ſeated 
himſelf at —, and the adjacent Places, where, in a ſhort time, 
he loft a great Part of his Men: And the King returned to Oxford ; 
where the Souldiers firft keeping themlelves in the open Field, and 
afterward being diſpoſed off in Towns and Villages, he underwent a 
loſs not much inferior ; for his Foot (whom it chiefly ſeized) bein ” 
lodg'd a great many of them together in ftreightned Lodgings,when 
they had filled all Places with Naſtineſs and Filth, and ftinking Q« 
dors (that they ſeem'd to have defil'd even the Air it (elf,) fell fick 
many of them together,and,as it were,in Files: At length the Fever, 
reaching farther than the Souldiery, aſſailed every where the weak 
Multitude, to wit, the Perſons of the Houſes where the Souldiers 
lodged, and others, tho many of them at firft (the Contagion being 
yet but mild upon them } eſcaped, yet lying a long time in a very 
languiſhing Condition. About the Summer Solitice,this Fever began 

to ſpread it ſelf with a worſe Attendance of Symptoms,and to ſeize a 

great many Husband-men, and others living in the Country : And 

afterward it reigned in this our City,and the whole Neighbourhood, 
for at leaſt ten Miles round about ; mean while, thoſe who liv'd in 

other Countries far from hence,as tho they were beyond the Sphere 
of the Contagion, continued free from harm. But here that Diſeaſe 

grew ſo general, that the greateſt part of Mankind was infected with 

it: Whatſoever Houle it entred, preſently it ſet upon the whole,that 

there were ſcarce enough remaining in Health to attend thoſe that 

wereill ; ſuch as came to them from elſewhere,or Hierlings called to 

attend the Diſeaſed, were preſently ſeized with the ſame Infeion' : 

That at length, for fear of the Contagion, ſuch as lay fick of this Fe- 

ver, were ſhunn'd by thoſe that were in Health, in a manner,as Per- 

ſons troubled with the Plague. 

Nor did a {mall Mortality or Deftruction of Mankind attend this 
Diſeaſe ; for a great many old Men, Cachectical, Ptyſical, or other- 
wiſe unhealthy Perſons, tell under this Fate ; alſo not a few Chil- 
dren, Youths, and ſuch as were full grown, Iremember, that in 
certain Villages, all the elderly People, in a manner, were carricd 
off this Year, that there ſcarce remained alive any for upholding 
the Cuftoms and Priviledges of the Pariſh, by the Traditions recei- 
ved from their Anceſtors. 

When this Fever firſt began,it carried ſomewhat the Type of a pu- 
trid Synochus, but it came with eifficulty to a Crifis, and when it 
ſeemed to be ſolv'd by a Sweat,or a Looſnets, it was wont preſently 
to wax worle again: But for the moſt part, after a Deflagration of 
the Blood, continucd for fix or ſeven Days, this remitting, n__ IN- 
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ſtead of a Crifis, the aluſt Matter being convey'd to the Brain, the 
Diſeaſed lying a long time, ſometimes raving mad, oftner with x 
Drowfaneſs and a great Weakneſs, and ſometimes with: convulfize 
Motions, ſcarce eſcaped at length with Life. About the middle of 
the Summer, beſide the Contagion, and the frequent Mortality,this 


Diſcafe diſcovered its malignant and peltilential Force, by open” 


Signs, viz. by the Eruption of Puſhes and Spots ; for about thiz 
time, without any great burning of a Fever, the Pulſe in many 
grew uneven, weak, and very dilorderly ; alſo, without a mani- 
feſt (pending of the Spirits, the Strength preſently b:came lanquid, 
and very much dejected ; in others, lying ill after the like manner, 
Pimples ſometimes (mall and red, ſometimes large and livid, aps 
pear'd 3 in many, Buboes ( as in the Plague) about the glandulouy 
Parts ; ſome of theſe, without ary great Conflict of the Spirits, or 
feveriſh Excandeſcence railed in the Blood, died without noiie, and 
on a ſudden ; Mean while, others, growing preſently raving mad, as 
long as they continued in Lite, underwent horrible DiltraCtions of 
the Animal Spirits. Such as e{cap'd from this Diſcaſe, recovered 
not but after a long time, and that without a laudable Crifts (unle 
by a Sweat procured by Art ) the Brain at length, and the gems 
Nervoſim being aff. Cted, and they being ſeized with a Dulneſs of the 
Senſes, Tremblings, a Vertigo, a Weakne's of the Members, and 
sonvulfive Motions. During the Dog-days, this Diſeaſe (till infeft- 


ing, began to be handled not as a Fever, but as a milder fort of 


Plague; and to be overcome only by Alexipharmick Remedies; 
Bleeding was always thought fatal to it : Vomitories and —_— 
were uſed now and then,though not to frequently; but the chic 

Method of Cure was placed in Alexipharmicks, and a Sweat ſeaſon- 
ably procured. For this purpoſe, b:fides the Preſcripts of Phy& 
cians taken from Apothecaries Shops, certain Empirical Remedies 
deſery'd no (mall Praiſe: Then fiſt in this Country, ebhe Counteſs 
of Kent's Powder began to be of great Fame ; and another aſh-co# 
Jored Powder was hot of the leaft note, which a certain Courtier, 
coming by chance to this City, gave to many with good Succeſy 
and fold it others, who approved of its uſe, at a great rate. The 
Diſeaſed were wcn!, upon d:inking half a Dram of this in any Li- 
quor, to fall into a moſt copious Sweat, and fo to he freed from 
the Virulency of the Diſeaſe : That Diaphoretick ( the Preparation 
whereof I learnt afterward from the Author's Siſters Son ) was only 
the Powder of Toads, cleanſed with Salt, and afterward waſhed with 
good Wine, and lightly calcin'd in an earthen Pot. Autumn com- 
ing on, this Diſcaſe remitted by degrees of its wonted Fiercenels, 
that fewer fell ſick, ani] a great many of them recovered ; till upon 
the acceſs of Winter, a ftate of Health was again entirely fetled in 
this City, and in the adjacent Country. "_ 
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Let us here confider the Riſe, Progreſs, and laftly, the End of this 
Fever, which at firſt was only belonging to the Army,and at length 
became peſtilential and epidemick : That the Diſeaſe firſt began in 
the Souldiers Camp, it ſeems that it ought not only to be imputed 
to their Naſtineſs and ſtinking Smells, but in ſome meaſure, to the 
common Fault of the Air ; for,lince theſe Fevers do not happen year- 
ly, their Origine will be ſomewhat aſcribed to the peculiar Conſtitu= 
tion of the Year : For a light Diſtemperature of the Air being there- 
by contracted, though it does not ill affeCt ſuch as uſe a wholfome 
way of living, yet in an Army, where, to the general.Procatarxs, 
erident Cauſes,vsz-a great many Errorsin the fax non-natural things 
xe joyned, thoſe kinds of Sicknefſes malt of neceffity be more ea- 
fily rais'd. Now the Vernal Conſtitution of this Year was very morft, 
being almoſt contiuually attended with wet Showers z to which, af- 
terward a hot Summer ſucceeding, both rendred ftill more depraved 
the Miaſms of the feveriſh Contagion reigning here before,and more 
diſpoſed all Bodies to receive them : Wherefore, that this Diftemper 
became in a manner peculiar to this Country, and epir!emick at this 
time, it was long of its Seminary, arifang in the fiſt place fromthe 
Army lying round about : But in as much as becoming atterward pe« 
ſtilential and very epidemick, it infected the greateft part of Man= 

here living, and killed not a few 3 the cauſe was, theill Aﬀect 
the Air, which being unwholſome through the D-\t-mperature of 


Whe. Year, became morcover (o vicious at leiigih, by the continual 


athing forth of ::inking Vapors from the Sou'di: rs Camps, and 
the Cohabitation ot the D:.eaſed. that the Mia'ms of this Fever, dif- 
perſt in it, were greatly exalted, and rife alm.-ſt to the Viculer%y of 
1Peſtilence. Dieme-brocbiws relates, That f. om !uch a kind of &%:np- 
Fever, rais'd in the Summer, in th- Town of Aq:zraneatterward an- 
other malignant and peſtiiential,and at length the Plague it (elf grew: 
And that this ou: Fever at laſt ſtood in competition with the Plague 
It ſelf, befades the grcat force of the Cuntagion, and the great Mor- 
tality, the very ill aft; ot the Bloud and nervous Liqnor, preſently 
cauſed in all trum the ſame, did declare z for the Streiigth dejected 
on a ſudden, the weak, iatecmittent, and formicating Pulſe,the E= 
ruption of Puſhes and Buboes, argued the Coagulation, and corrup= 
tive Diſpoſition of the Blood. Moreover, a Delirium, Mania Phren« 
zy, Deadneſs, Sleepine s, Vecriigo, Tremblings, convuifive Morions, 
and other Aﬀects of the H-ad of divers kinds, ſhew'd a nughty An» 
noyance of the Head and genus N-rwo/um. 

For ſetting forth the Type, or Idea of the M:lignant Fever to the 
Life, there are a great many Oblervations or Stories of fick Per- 
ſons ready at hand : Of many Examples of this Diſeaſe, I ſoall here 
inſert only a'few, which ſome Years fiace hapned in the Houſe of a 
Venerable Perſon, after a manner to be lamented, and not without 
lome Admiration, 
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About the Winter Solſtice, Anno 1655. a Boy about ſeven Years 
of Age,being ill without a manifeſt cauſe,was affected with a great 
Pain in his Head, a Sleepineſs, and a mighty Heavine(s; there was 
withal a Fever, though not intenſe, with an indifferent Burning, 
which nevertheleſs, by unconſtant Fits, had jts time of being inten- 
ded ſometimes once, ſometimes twice, within the ſpace of twenty 


four Hours. Preſently,from the Beginning of the Diſeaſe,he ſlept al- 


moſt continually,he was wont alſo to cry out in his Sleep,to talk idly, 
and oftentimes to leap out of Bed ; being ftirred up,and ſometimes 
awaking of hjs own accord, be was ſtraitway preſent to himſelf, and 
always defired Drink : His Urine was ruddy, and fill'd with Con- 
tents; the Pulſe was uneven, and ſtrong enough ; the Contracti- 
ons of the. Tendons in the Wrifts were light : In the Neck,and other 
Parts of the Body, certain red Spots, like Flea-bites, appeared. On 
the firft Days, a gentle Purge was ordered, and a frequent caſing of 
the Belly by the uſe of Clyſters: Cordial Juleps with Alexipharmicks 
were daily taken : Veſicatories were applyed to the Neck,and other 
Plaiſters to the Soles of the Feet. On the fixth Day, a little Blood 
dropt from the Noſe. On the ſeventh, the Fever very much remit- 
ted without a manifeſt Criſis, the Heat, b:ing only mild, was per- 
ceivable by the Touch, and the Urine was pale and thin, without 
any Sediment ; nevertheleſs a Sleepineſs, and Heavineſs of the Head 
pereft far more ſeverely, ſo that the Urine, and Excrements of the 


Belly, lowed from him inſenfibly : However, being call'd upon* 


by Name, he knew the Standers by, and anſwered to things asked. 
Thole Aﬀects, notwithſtanding Remedies, daily grew worſe and 
were, About the fourteenth Day the Diſeaſed became fo ſtupid, 
that W could neither underftand, nor ſpeak, yet he till ſwallowed 
down things put into his Mouth, though unminded by him, and his 
Pulſe was laudable enongh { About this time he had a Looſneſs, na- 
turally hap.ning to him, for four Days ; which at length ceafing; a 
whitiſh and chalky Cruſt, as it were, began to cover the whole Ca- 
vity of his Mouth and Throat, which being cleanſed off oftenin a 
Day, preſently a new one aroſe. When he had been troubled after 
this manner for Your Days,he was better as to his Underſtanding and 
Senſation 5 ſo that he cauld know Friends, give a Nod to what was 
ſaid, and do ſome things he was ordered : But as the ſenſitive Fa- 
culty began to be reſtored, fo the Evil increaſed as to the Organs of 
the Speech,and Swallowing : Doubtleſs the Matter being fallen from 
the Brain into the Beginnings and Ductus's of the Nerves. The Hea- 
vineſs and Stupidity were followed by a Palſy in the Tongue and 
Throat z which Aﬀecct grew fo much in a ſhort ſpace, that after- 
ward the Diſecaſed was not able to fwallow at all, but things put 
into his Mouth preſently came forth again, nor did any thing de- 
ſcend into his Stomach ; when, befides the Violence of the Diſeaſe, 
there was danger, Iſt he ſhould dye through Hunger, an we 
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ment was made of a flexible Whale-bone, and a Lawn Batton fix'd 
to the end of it 3 and this being thruſt into the Throat, opened for 
4 time its Cloſure, that a Paſſage was made for Food given ; after 
the uſe of this a Day or two he could ſwallow again, and afterward 
take in Food enough; and within a few Days he begai to ſpeak, to 
diſcern every thing, and growing wonderfully hungry, to defire all 
Day long; Food of all kinds, and moſt greedily to devour all things 
given him : Mean while, through his long-continued Sickneſs, and 
the nervous Parts being ſorely injur'd,he grew fo lean,that at length 
the Skin ſcarce fticking to the Bones, he exaRly reſembled a living 
Skeleton 3 though afterward by the diligent, indefatigable, and pru- 
dent Care of his Mother, as to his Diet,he recovered a perfect Health, 
and continues ſtill well. 

At the Time that this Boy was about the height of his Sickneſs, 
his Brother, about two Years elder, fell fick almoſt after the ſame 
manner, on the firſt Day of Femasy. Firit,he was affect with a 
Dulneſs, and a Heavineſs of the Head. On the third Day growing fe- 
veriſh, he had a Sleepineſs and Stupidity 2 He began in his Sleep to 
talk light-headed, and upon his Awake, fcarce to be preſent to him- 
ſelf, After four or five Days, theſe Symptoms increaſed ; he conld 
anderftand little, nor ſpeak without tripping of his Tongue, and 
# fcatce arciculately : His Urine was thick, and opake, without an Hy- 
poſtafis,or ſubfiding of the Contents : Red and ſmall Spots like Flea- 
bites appear'd, as in his Brother : The Excrements, as well of the 
Belly as of the Bladder, pafs'd from him inſenfibly ; but the Pulſe 
held ftill ſtrong and even: The Hypochondres were extended, and 
blown up with a Swelling of the Abdomen. About the eighth Day 
alittle Blood dropt from his Nofe : On the eleventh Day of the Sick- 
neſs, he fell into a Looſneſs, whereby he had ſeven Stools, of a bilous, 
thin, and very ftinking Matter, within five Hours; whence there was 
ſome hope, that the Condition of the Diſeas'd would change for the 
better ; though the next Day after, the Looſneſs ceafing, a Pain, 
and Gripes, violently tormented him in his Belly, that crying and 
howling, he complain'd moſt forely Day and Night : The Hypo- 
chondres and Abdomen were ſwollen, and very much diftended like 
a Drum, Not receiving any thing of eaſe by any Remedies tryed 
by the moſt exquiſite Endeavours of many Phyſicians, he died on 
the fourteenth Day, convuls'd in theſe Tortures 

A little after the Death of this, viz. on the 15:5. of Fanuey, his 
eldeſt Brother, about eleven Years of Age, a very hopeful Lad, be- 
gan to be feveriſh, being affected with a Dullneſs, and a Heavineſs 
of the Head, as the former, though leſs intenſe 2 But in his Blood, 
which was of a hot Temperament, a greater Eff:rveſcence and Trou- 
ble appear'd, that on the firſt fix Days, bcfides a Heat and Thirſt, 
he was moleſted with a continual Effort of Excretion, ſometimes by 
Ekkk2 Sweat 
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Sweat, ſometimes by a Looſneſs; his Urine was ruddy and tron- 
bled ; certain red Spots, as in others, break forth. On the ſeventh 
D:y.av HZzmoirhagy hapned to five Ounces, which ceafing, a tmigh- 
ty Duineſ(s followed, that for all that Day, and the following Night, 
he was ſcarce able to open his Eyes. On the eighth Day a very co- 
pious Hzmorrhagy of the Not:rils hapned again, that there was 
dai:ger of pouring forth his Soul together with the Blood; the 
Biond 'prang forth ſo copiouſly from the left Noftril, that, being 
received into a Baſon,it made vaſt Bubbles by its fall: When he had 
Iuft above two Puunds of Blood, and being all in a cold Sweat, be- 
gan to looſe his Stiengith 3 Remedies being at length applyed, the 
Flux was ftop'd with gieat difficulty 3 the Hxmorihagy being ap- 
peaſed,the Lad flept a ſound Sleep,and became fleepy all that Night; 
though «©ften waking, he was preſent enough to himſelf, and had 
a quick Senſe and Underftanding : Being asked concerning his 
Healih, he (aid he was pretty well; the Urine which before was 
rudy, and. tioubl:d, appeared then pale, thin, and with a lauda- 
ble Hypoltafis, that the Diſcaſed (eſpecially becauſe free from Thirſt 
and an -immoderate Hzat ) ſeemed to be come to a perfect Cribs, 
and free from the Fever. The Morning following, the ninth Day 
of the Fzver,he continued fti!l dull ; but being ſtirred up, he ſeemed 
withcut a Diftemperature, ard to be cheartul in a State of Conva- 
elcence, only that he began a little to faulter in his Speech : In the 

vening, when.things wcre not ſuſpected, the Fever being kind- 
led again, he fell on a fudden.jnto a Lethargy, that he was ſcarce 
able to be awaked from his Sleep, and bring pull'd up, hardly to 
know any one, or to ſpeak articulately : Though fo great a loſs of 
Blood, had. preceded, his Pulſe was again quick, high, and ftrong, 
and:his Uine was ruddy ; after deriving and revulſing Remedies 
ue « 1t1at Night, this noble Youth ſeemed ſomewhat in a better 
ftate; {o thai .he next Morni:ig he kept himſelf longer from Sleep, 
began to turn his Eyrs this way and that, and to raiſe himſelf a little, 
though without Spce-h, or K.owledge of the Standers by ; before 
Noon, b1» Eyes being clos«d again, he wholly loft the uſe of every 
Animal Faculty, and lay, as it we.e, Apoplectical for three Days, 
with a high and vehement Pulte, a Palpitation of the Heart, and 
a ſhort and broken Reſpiration : The Pulſe at length growing leſs 
by degrees he died on the tenth Day of the Fever. 

Qn, the 18/6. « f February, his httle Siſter, having a feveriſh Di- 
ſtemperature and a Th iſt, began to complain of a Pain, and Gripes 
in the Belly. a Trembling in the Hands, and a painful Tenfton in the 
Muiclesofth. N ck. On the laſt Day of Febrnuary,being more open- 
ly ter: ſh. ſh- was not able 10 keep, out-of Bed 3 moreover, ſhe 
was ff ted with a running Heat, ſometimesgn the Hands, ſome- 
tjnies abqut the lower Parts ; ſhe became. alſo drowſy and lecyy 
awaking 
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waking from her Sleep, ſhe did not forthwith come to her ſelf- 
On the firſt of March ſhe was gently purged with an Expreſſion of 
Rhubarb,which gave hereaſe; the Urine was thick and ruddy, alſo 
red Spots like Flea-bites (as in the reft) were plain tobe ſeen, We 
gave her afterward frequently. for four Days, to wit, every fix Hours, 
Ten Drops of Spirit of Harts born, in a Spoonful of a Cordial Fulep: The 
foreſaid Symptoms afterwaid remitted by degrees, and this fick Per- 
{on recovered her Health, tbough flowly, without a manifeft Crifis. 

About the ame time a Brothcr of theſe, the youngeſt of all, fell 
fick almoſt after the ſame manner 3 who nevertheleſs, through a 
Looſneſs naturally hapaing, voiding bilous and green Excrements 
for many Days, more caſfily recovered. Alſo in the ſame Family; a 


' great many other Domefticky, and ſome Strangers,who came therg 


23 Attendants, fell ill of the fame Diſcaſe, the .Taint, as it were, be» 
ing propagated by Contagion : All of which, notwithttanding; eſca- 
ped at length with a difficult and long Convaleſcence, without any 
Criſis regularly made. 

\ That this Fever was malignant, it ſeems to be manifeft, from the 
Contagion, Mo: tality, the appearance of Spots like Flea-bites, and 
many other Tokeps3: though that infecting Miaſm, whereby it paſ- 
{{d from one to another, was torpid and leſs efficacious: For betwixt 
the Sickneſſes of each, many Days, and often Weeks, interceded,that 
the Infection of this Diſeaſe, though acute, -and its Propagation in 
many.were ſcarce ended within four Months ſpice in the (ame Houſe: 
The Fever about the fi | Beginnings (ſcem'd mild and gentle, not 
very. terrible by its Burning : But the Matter heap'd together afterthe 
region of the Blood .preſently became malterlcis,.and difficult 
to be exterminated, alſo offenſive to the Brain and genus Nervoſumz 
whercfore in each, the Beginnings of the Diſeaſe where known gan 
ther by a Drowfi es and a Sleepinels, than by. a Sweat and Burning: 
Alſo the Criſis, though attempted various ways, to wit, by a Sweat, 
a Looſneſs, and an Hzmorrhagie, did not ſucceed well; bat,for the 
moſt part, the Blood growing turgid by a critical Motion,was farc'd 
to transfer the febrile Matter from its own Precincts into the. man- 
hon Places of the Animal Spirits ; nor did it ſelf, notwithftanding, 
become purified after this manner ; but about the height of the Fe- 
yer, both Humors (to wit, the Blood and the nervous Juice) being 
vitiated together,and ſorely blaſted with an impure Mixture, made

| fy the rank of peftilential and malignant Fevers, we place next 
the Small-Pox and the Mee/es, which, in Truth, are mixt Aﬀects, 
both according to, and againſt our Nature: As to their Origine, 
they have a feminary Connate to us; but as to the Aﬀects, they 
produce ernatural Syrnptoms, and venemons, as the Plague it 
felf; ſo that they conftitute a certain peculiar fort of Fevers, which 
belong to all Mankind, and only to them, and that but ence. If haply 
any one lives free from them all his'Life, or ſome one falls 
into thoſe Aﬀects, theſe are rare, and unnſual Events of Nature; 
Which do not derogate to common Obſervation : But it may paſs for 
a Truth, that «ll, and only Mankind are obnoxious to the Meafles 
and Small-Pox, and that they are uſually freed of then at one Boy, 
We ſhalt the Meaſles by themſelves. 
I. As to Small-Pox ; the natural Pradiſpofition which in» 
lines Mankind to it, feems to be a certain Taint, or Impurity of 
the Blood, conceiv'd in the Womb with the firft Rudiments of the 
Fetu!, All Authors, in a manner, will have this aſcrib'd to the 
menftruous Blood : Which Opinion does not ſeem altogether im- 
probable ; becauſe in the Womb of a Woman ( otherwiſe than in 
moft other Animals } a certain Ferment is engendred, which being 
communicated to the Maſs of Blood, gives it a Vigor and Pneuma- 
tofis, and afterwgrd procares, at ſet Periods of Times, a Turgef- 
cency, and an Excretion of the ſuperfluous Blood ; and at the time 
of Conception, when the Menſes wholly ceaſe, a great deal of this 
Ferment is communicated to the Foetus; and its Particles, bei 
heterogeneous to all the reft whatſoever, are diſorderly confoundet 
with the Maſs of Blood and Humors, as ſome extraneous thing in 
which being involved, and being ſeparated from each other, chey 
tye hid a long time ; though afterward at ſome time being ftirr'd 
by an evident caufe, they ferment with the Blood, and cauſe in it 
an Ebullition, and afterward a Coagulation ; from which moſt of 
the Symptoms of this Diſeaſe ariſe. 
' 2. The Evident Cauſe which ſtirs theſe fermentative Seeds, and- 
oftentimes brings them into AC&,is ſaid to be threefold ; vix. Conta- 
gion rceceiv'd from elſewhere,the Diſpoſition of the Air,and an immo- 
deratc Perturbation of the Blood and Humors : Perſons related ſoon 
infe@ each other ; alſo thoſe that are fearful;and mightily dread this 
Diſeaſe, fall more readily into it : For, by Fear, the Particles of the 
Miaſm are convey'd from the Surface of the Body inward : At the 
tune 
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time that the Contagion is rife, and the Small-Pox is Epidemick 
all other Diſeaſes in a manner degenerate into this. 
3. As to the Comunit Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, to wit, what is the for- 
| | mal Reaſon of it, or its way of coming to paſs, the thing ſeems a 
little more intricate 2 It is vulgarly wont to be comparcd to the Ef+ 
feryveſcence of new Wine, or of Ale, when they are in a 
Veſſel, being put in a Fermentation by the mixture of ſome hetero- 
neous Subſtance; but if the thing be narrowly conſidered, a great 
* ference will hear appear: For the Miaſm of the Small-Pox is as a 
» | Ferment, but corrauptive, and forces the Blood to ferment, not to» 
© | wards a Perfection, but a Depravation ;- for, when the venemous Pare, 
7 | tiles of this Miaſm light @n a capable Subject, they preſently itie

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joyn'd, they pervade the whole Maſs of Blood, and make it 
mighty turgid, and boyl, and after ſome Efferveſcence, to 
rate into Parts, and to be coagulated: To wit, the diſpers'd Seeds 
of the Venom diffolve the Mixture of the Blood, preſently ſubvert 
the more pure Spirits, and afterward gather to themſelves the more 
Particles of it, and congeal them, as it were, by their Adhaz- 
+ The Portions fo coagulated, together with the Secds of the 
Venom mingled with them, being left by the reft of the Blood in 
its Circulation in the. Extremities of the Veſſels, are fix'd on the 
Skin: After which manner, if Nature being trong enough, ſends 
off the whole Venom with the congeal'd Blood, the reft of the 
Maſs of the Blood, though depauperated, is nevertheleſs good, and 
capable of continuing Life ; but, if the Blood being too much coa» 
gulated, cannot be cleanſed after this manner; orif the Portions of 
the Blood clofing with the Venom, do not fully break forth, they 
either reftagnate inward again, and wholly corrupt the Liquor of 
the Blood, or fixing themlelves on the Viſcera, and eſpecially the 
Heart, they deftroy their Crafis and Strength, 

The Portions of the Blood congeal'd with the Venom, about the 
fourth Day (ſometimes ſooner, ſometimes later) begin to break 
forth ; for the Coagulation is cauſed not preſently, but after ſome 
time that the Venom diſplays it ſelf, and by its Efferveſcence, fer- 
ments the Blood : Firft light Portions of the Blood being defil'd, 
and thoſe but few in number, are fix'd in the Skin like Flea-bites ; 
ſoon after theſe, more appear, aud thoſe which break forth firſt, 
by the acceſs of new Matter, and by the continual Appullſe of the 
congealed Blood, grow bigger, and are rais'd intoa Tumor ; after- 
ward theſe Puſhes, which at firft are red, being increaſed by de- 
grees, at length turn white, to wit, the Blood extravaſated with 
the Venom, by reaſon of the Heat and Stagnation, is chang'd into 
a Pu. About the ſeventh Day after the Eruption, the white Tu- 
mors turn to-a dry Scab 3 for the more ſubtle Part of the Natter be- 
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ing-eyaporated, the reſt grows hard, which at length, the Scarf: 
Skin being eaten off and broken, falls from the Skin. 

"When the Miaſm of 'the Small-Pox is once gotten into the Spirits, 
and Maſs of Blood,it is-yery ſeldom that it can be deftroy'd or clear'd 
off-by Medicines or Bleeding, but the latent Diſpofitioa will break 
forth into AR; wherefore, firit it diffuesit ſelf gently, and inpires 
the Maſs of Blood, as it were, with a Ferment : Hence an Ebullition 
and Eff-rveſcence are produced in the whole Budy, the Veſſels are 
extended, the Viſcera ate irritated, the Membranes are twitch'd,till 
the Seeds of the Contagion,by fuſing and coagulating the Blood, at 
length being involy'd in its congeal'd Portions are thruft forth.” The 
Efſence of thisDiſeaſe will be the better known, if I ſet down the Signs 
and Symptoms which are obſerv'd in the whole Courſe of it, and give 
you in order the Reaſons of then, - an'l the Cauſes on which they de- 
pend. Now theſe are either ſuch as indicate the Dilcale preſent, or 
ſuch as fore ſhew the height of it, ard its event. 

As to the Diagnoſtsch of this Aﬀc, whereby it may be known 
whether any one, at firit falling fack, will have the Small-Pox, or 
not. - There muft be confidered at that time, the forte of the Con- 
tagion, and the Concourſe of the Symptoms firtt appearing ; for, 
if by reaſon of- the malignant Conſtitution of the Air, this Diſeaſe 
generally reigns, no one is then ſeized with a Fever without a ſuſpi- 
cion of the Small-Pox, eſpecially if the Perſon never had it before: 
But if this Diſeaſe be more rare, and there be no Fear of Contagion, 
yet its unexpeCted Invaſion in a ſhort time diſcovers it ſelf by theſe 
kinds of Signs and Symptoms. 

1, There is an inconſtant Fever, coming at random, ſometimes 
' intenſe, ſometimes more remiſs, obſerving no-fet Fo:m of Increaſe, 
or coming to a height, ſo that the Diſeagd one while are mighty 
hot, by and by, without an evident Cauſe, they are without any Fes 
ver; the Cauſe of which is, That the fermentative Seeds are not agi- 
tated with an even Motion, but, like Fire, half extinct, one while 
they have an extraordinary Flaſh, another while they lye quiet, and 
dye, as it were, till the Burning ſpreading it feif, the Flame breaks 
forth every where. 

2. A Pain inthe Head and Loyns is fo peculiar a fign in this Aﬀect 
that it alone, in a continual Fever, fignifies an imminent Small-Pox 3 
the Cauie of which, is vulgarly imputed to the great Veſſels being ve- 
ry much extended by the Efferveſcence of the Blood; tho it does not, 

ppear why the ſame Pain ſhould not be as well cauſed in other Parts, 
by reaſon of the like Extenfton of the Veſſels, and why thoſe kinds 
of Pains are rife in the Small-Pox,rather than in the Ca'ſon,or other 
Fevers, where the Blood boyls more. Again,you may obſerve, that 
mighty Pains fre prefling, ſometimes in the Head, ſometimes in the 
Brains, When,the Blood not bcing turgid,the Veſlcls are not enlarg'd, 
vis 
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viz. in the beginning of the Diſeaſe, when the Feveriſh Diſtempera- 
ture isnot yet conſpicuous : while the Diſeas'd are yet walking as 
broad,and have a good Stomach,the rmminent Small Pox firft diſco- 
vers it ſelf by theſe Pains ; wherefore, it ſeems that the Catife of theſe 
kinds of Pains {ubfiſt rather in the Genus Nervoſum; to wit,that thoſe 
Pains ariſe in the Brain, and ſpinal Marrow, by rcaion of the Memes 
branes and Nervous Parts being twitch'd by the Particles of the Ve- 
nom ; for itis likely that the innate Seeds of the Small Pox are 
chiefly ſtored up in the Spermatick Parts, and that the firft Contagi- 
on of the Miaſm for the moit patt ſeiſes the Animal Spirits : hence 
the ficſt Efferveſcence is raiſed in the Juice wherewith the Brain aud 
Nervous Parts, but eſpecially the ſpinal Marrow, are irrigated ; and 
thence the taint is communicated to the Maſs of Blood : wherefore, 
in the beginning of this Diſeaſe, the Head and Loins are preſs'd witty 
a violent Pain ; afterward,the Venom being convey'd into the Blood, 
the feveriſh Efferveſcence is rais'd in the whole. 

3. A great Irkſomneſs and Reitlefine(s,and ſometimes a Swooning, 
infeft the Diſeaſed, to wit, by reaſon of the Motion of the Blood be- 
ing troubled, and its even mixture being begua to be diffoly'd by the 
renemous Fermeat, the Blood being hence apt to ftagnate,and to be 
letted in its Circulation, cauſes the Aﬀects even now mentioned. 

4. A violent Vomiting, even when the Stomach is free f. om an im- 
pure Maſs of Humors, very often accompanies this Aﬀect ; the Rea- 
ſon of which is, becauſe the Fermentative Seeds being put in motion, 
are depoſed in the little Arteries which open into the Tunicles of the 
Ventricle, upon each Appullſe of the Blood, and raiſe a Vomiting 
even as the Particles of Antimony ſwallowed down : but afterward, 
afſoon as a Sweat being procur'd, the Venom is driven outward, 
this Symptom ceaſes, and the Diſeaſed are well in their Stomach, 
without any purging forth of offenfive matter. 

5. To theſe may be added the Symptoms, which, according to 
the various Diſpoktions of Bodies,happen after a various manner, as 
are, a great Sleepineſs, Frights in the Sleep, Deliriums, Tremblings, 
und Convulfions, a Sneezing, Heat, Redneſs, a ſenſe of pricking in 
the whole Body, involuntary Weeping, a ſparkling and itching of 
the Eyes, a (ſwelling of the Face, a Vehemency of Symptoms trom 
the beginning that the Diſeale ſeems preſently to have reached 
its height, Oc. : 

2. As to the Progneſtick of this Diſeaſe, it is indicated either to 
be ſafe, or mortal, or doubtful, by (upervenient Signs. 

I.Things ſeem to bein ſafety when this Aﬀect has benign Circum« 
ſtances z to wit, when it happcnsin a good Con(:itution of the Air, 
and of the Year, at a time that the Small Pox isnot Malignant and 
Peltilent ; alſo there is leſs danger if it happens in Childhood, or In- 
Fancy, if in a fanguine Temperament, and a good habit of Body,ifit 
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chances in 4 Family to whoſe Predecefſors the Small Pox has not 
been mortal : moreover,if in the whole Courſe of the Diſeaſe laudz- 
ble Symptoms happen 3'ifat the firſt Invaſion there be a gentle Fe- 
ver without a violent Vomiting, a Swooning, a Delirium, or other 
horrible Aﬀects; if, about the fourth day, the Fever with the moſt 
prefling Symptoms ate appeaſed, and then ſome red Spots begin to 
appear ; if the ſecond day of their coming forth, a great many more 
of thoſe red Spots are conſpicuous, which afterward grow by des» 
grees into Puſhes, and are ripened into a Pw ; if about the tenth 
day, more or leſs, after the Eruption, the white Puſhes begin to 
grow hard, and afterward to fall off by little and little ; if after the 
time of their firſt breaking forth the Small Pox are ſoft, ſeparate 
from each other, few, rou:d, raiſed at the Top, poſſefiing only 
the Skin, and not the inward Part, we may preſume the cale of the 
Diſeaſed to be in a good State. 

2. The Pharnomena, which, in the Small Pox fignifie the Caſe to 
be ſuſpcCted and full of Danger, are theſe ; if there be a Malignant 
Conſtitution of the Air, that this Diſeaſe is become peſtilent, and 
many have died of it ; if Perſons well grown in Years are ſeiſed with 
it, if it chances in a cold and melancholick Temperament, or in a 
foul and cacochymical Budy, where the Blood is neither readily cir- 
. culated,nor Perſpiration duly perform'd;or if the Hypochondres or 
PrZcordia are obſtructed, any Viſcera infirm,or affc&ted with an U- 
cer ; or if the Habit of the Body be too groſs,the Small Pox does not 
happen without great danger'of Life : Nor is it leſs to be fear'd,when 
preſently at the beginning a mighty Fever, a violent Vomiting, a 
Swooring,a DejcEtion of Strength, a Frenxy,or Delirium, affail Per- 
ſons, and give not over when the Small Pox are fully broken forth; 
for theſe things ſignifie an over-great Perturbation in the Blood and 
Humors, as alſo a Confuſion and Contumacy of the mortifying Mat- 
ter, which can neither be ſubdued, nor eafily ſeparated, or evenly ex- 
truded from the Maſs of Blood ; if there be an Irkſomneſs, and a 
great Reſtleſſne(s, with a diſorderly Efferveſcence, and Ebullation of 
the Humors ;or if a mighty Thirſt and a difficulty of Breathing, alſs 
a Looſneſ(s,or Dyſentery,they ſhew that Tranſpiration is letted, and 
that the Malignant Humors reſtagnate toward the inward Parts- The 
Small Pox breaking forth ſlowly,argue the Crudity and Unrulineſsof 
the Matter,and the Impotency of Nature : much more, when double 
and confluent, do they ſhew that there is an exceſsin quantity, and 
a Confuſion, alfo a diſorderly and irregular Expulfion of that matter, 
ſince it isnot calt forth at determinate Pores or places of Vent, but 
indiffcrently on every ſide. Small Pox which are hard ſignifie the In- 
coCtibility of the ſaid Matter, and if flat, the weak Expulſhon of it, 
and they are by ſo much the worſe if black Spots appear in midft of 
them z or if ſuch Spots as are familiar in a Purple or Peftilentidl 
Fever, 
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Ferer,are mix'd with the Small Pox, they ſhew a mighty Malignity 
and Corruption of the Blood, fuch indeed, as is found in the Plague. 
Finally,black,livid,or green Small Pox,threaten ill ; becauſe, befades 
the Coagulations of the Blood, they argue its Mortifications and 
Corruptions.as in a Gangrene, or peſtilent Carbuncle: if when the 
Small Pox are come forth, they preſently wither, andthe ſwelling of 
the Parts remits,it indicates the Recels of the malignant Matter, or 
of the Blood congeal'd with the Venom,and its Reftagnation toward 
the inward Parts ; whence unleſs, upon raifing a free Diaphorcfis, 
it be again ſent forth, a ſudden Death for the moſt part enſnes : for 
hence the Blood being more coagulated, falls into Corruption, and 
js apt to be letted in its Motion, and to ftagnate in the Heart and 
Veſſels. If after the Eruption of the Small Pox,a Looſneſs,or Hxmore 
rhagie ſupervenes,it foreſhews ill, becauſe by this means the Venom, 
driven outward, is again call'd in; though I have obſerv'd, that 
theſe Symptoms have ſometimes hapned with a great Relief to the 
Diſeas'd ; to wit, Nature being before loaded and oppreſt, is eas'd 
by this means, part of the Burthen, as it were, being withdrawn, 
wherefore ſhe ſets upon the Work of Tranſpiration, and more rea- 
dily diſpatches the Expulfion of the offenſive matter. | 

As to what concerns the Cure, fince the Courſe of this Diſeaſe has 
three Seaſons, like ſo many Stages as it were, diſtinct from each a= 
ther:the curative Intentions ought alſo to be accommodated to each 
of theſ: ; wherefore, the Theraputick Method concerning the Small 


Pox, teaches firſt what is to be done aslong as the Blood boyls in- 


wardly and ferments by the Motion of the Fermentative Matter, and 
the Small Pox do not yet appear ; which Period for the moſt part is 
wont to be ended in four or five Days. Secondly, what form of Diet 
and Phyfick ought to be ordered, from the time of the Eruption of 
the Small Pox to the height of the Diſcale,to wit, till the Puſhes are 
come to their height, and being fully ſuppurated, begin to wither, 
Thirdly, and laftly, what we ought to obſerve in the Declination of 
the Diſeaſe, till the Small Pox, being dryed, fall clean off. 

1. As to the fi:{t, the Intention muſt be, that we remove all Ime 
pediments of Nature, whereby the Blood being defaled with the Fer- 
ment of the Small Pox, and apt to be coagulated, may retain till 
its even M tion in the Heart and Veſſels, without Stagnation, and 
that fermenting it may expell forth the Portions congeal'd with the 
Venom 2 mean while, a Caution mult be had, that the work of Fer- 
mentation, or Eff:rve(cence, be neither any ways check'd, nor too 
much l:ritated ;for by this the Maſs of Blood is forc'd into congeal'd 
Portions more than it ought, and by the other it is reftrain'd too 
much in motion, nor are the venemous Particles fent away forth 
with the congealed Blood. Nature is wont to be hindred from the 
work of Secretion and Expulſion,by a too great heap of Excrements 
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in the Viſcera, or by an over-abounding of Blood in the Veflels; 
wherefore preſently, at the fi.ſt Invaſion of the Diſeaſe, we muſt en- 
deavour that an Evacuation by Vomit, or Seige, if need be, be ſcafo- 
nably procur'd : we muſt uſe only mild and gentle Mcdicines, that is, 
which donot irritate, or trouble the Humors z; wherefore, at this 
time, ſometimes Emericks, Purges, or Clyſters, theſc one while, a- 
nother while thole have place ; opening a Vein alſo. if there be a 
Plenitude, is uſ-d with good Succeſs. During this Efferveſcence of 
the Blood, let a thin, and moderately couling Diet, be ordered ; to 
wit, of Oat and Barley Meats P-fſet-drink, Small-Ale, and thc like; 
let Fleſh, and Broaths made ot it, be avoided, with which the Blood, 
by reaſon of their too great ſtore of ſulphureous Fuel, is too much 
kindled; alſo cold and all acid things, do hurt, for theſe congeal 
the Blood more, and contract the Mouths of the Veſſels by Aﬀtcicti- 
on, that the Small Pox do not break forth freely : alſo let hot and 
cordial things be cautiouſly given, for by theſe the Blood and Hu- 
mors are too much itirred, and put in Contuſjon. 

2. When the Small Pox begin to appear, there are three things 
which we order conſtantly to be done to all Sick Perſons ; to wit, 
that.a mild and gentle Diapborefis be always continued in the Maſs 
of Blood ; allo that the Throat and Eyes be preſerved from the too 
great Eruption of the Small Pox;that the Blood gently boyling may 
puſh forth the Small Pos ; DecoCtions of Figs,of the Fiowers of Ma- 
rigolds,and of the Shavings of Ivory, in Poflet-Drink, are vulgarly 
preſcribed,and their ule has grown rife for a long time,almoſt among. 
all Perſons. For the ſame intent, we are wont to give moderate 
Cordials divers times in a day, but let ſuch as are hot and ftrong be 
diligently avoided : Purging and Blecding are here cenſur'd, and 
though the Pretext of necefiity may preſs for them, Phykicians 
(carce dareuſe them for fear of incurring a Blame. For a Guard to the 
Parts of the Gullet and Throat, we are wont to faften outwardly a 
Chin-ftay with Saffron ſewen in, and dipt in Womans Milk;for theſe, 
by opening the, Pores, draw the Venom from the inward part of the 
Throat,outward;alfo,for this purpoſe we give Gargariſms,and things 
to waſh the Mouth, which by their reſtrictive Force repreſs the Small 
Pox ready to break forth inwardly. We fortifte the Eyes from the In- 
curfions of the Small Pox by Epithemes of Role-water, Womans 
Milk,Saftron,and the like,frequently iterated : Befides theſe, certain 
horrible Symptoms are ſometimes prefling, which we muſt ſeaſona- 
bly obviate with fit Remedies: ſometimes there are Watchings, a 
Frenxy, H&morrhagies, Vomitings, Looſnefſes,Fallings in of the Small 
Pox. A prudent Phyſician knows how to provide againſt all theſe, 
and any others whatſoever,as occaſion requires ; in which, neverthe* 
leſs, there is need of great Caution, left while we take care of (mall 
, things, the great Work of Nature be diſturb'd through the over- 
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great diſquieting of Phyfick : for, during all this time, there is-one 
continued Crifis 3 wherefore nothing is to be moy'd raſhly. Thereis 
required a very great Care and CircumſpeCtion both in the Phyfſi- 
cian and Attendants,when this Diſeale is in its height ; to wit, That 
when the Small Pox are fully broken forth, and raiſed to their great- 
eft heighth, thcy do not hinder Tranſpiration; for then the Dif- 
eaſed are in danger of having their Fever renewed, and of the Re- 
tagnation of the Malignant Matter inward ; of which, while we 
endeavour to prevent cither, we often cauſe the other. 

3. When the Diſeaſe is in its Declination,and the Small Pox begin 
to wither away, and to grow hard, the Caſe for the moſt part is out 
of danger, nor has a Phyſician much to do? let the Diſeas'd, though 
growing very hungary, ftill be content with a thin Diet, without 
Meat : if the Pox arc flow in talling off, we are wont to haſten their 
Fall with Liniments and Epithemes, by which they are prevented 
from Pitting much. After that the Diſeaſed, the Small Pox being 
wholly fallen away, is able to ariſe from his Bed, and to walk in his 
Chamber : a Purge being repeated twice or thrice, let the Filth, 
and excrementitious Matter left in the Viſcera,and Blood, be carried 
off, and afterward hc may be permitted a more free Diet. 

The Meaſles are ſo allied to the Small Pox, that amongſt moft 
Authors, they have not deſerved to be treated of apart from them z 
but the Aﬀects of both are deliver'd after the like Manner and Me- 
thod together. The Efſence and Cure diffgr as to more or leſs, or at 
leaſtwiſe accidentally ; bccauſe in the Meafles the Puſhes are not fo 
much raiſed in height, nor are they ſuppurated : wherefore the 
Diſeaſe ends ſooner, and with leſs danger. This Aﬀect is wont often- 
times to reign among Children, but ſeldom ſeiſes ſuch as are grown 
in Years, or old People ; alſo thoſe who have had the Small Pox be- 
fore,are not afterward obnoxious to the Meaſles,but in moſt they are 
allied Aﬀects ; to wit, the Taint contracted from the Womb 
diſpoſes Men alone, all Men, and that but once to the Mea- 
les : ' a malignant Conftitution of the Air, and ſometimes Sur- 
feiting, but moſt commonly Contagion, are wont to draw into At 
the latent Diſpoſition, There are Marks of Malignity, and the Diſ- 
eaſe often becomes Epidemical, with a Mortality, and Conta- 
gion. 

To give you the thing in ſhort ; it ſeems that the Meaſles are a cer- 
tain light EMoreſcence of an extraneous Ferment, contraCted from 


the Womb; whereby ſome Particles, being ftir'd to motion, cauſe | 


the Blood to boyl gently, and to beg little coagulated : wherefore, 
the Pimples thence brought forth, are blown off by Evaporation, 
without a breaking of the Skin. But the Small Pox are a more full 
and ſtrong Agitation of the ſame Ferment, andin all its Particles, 
Which cauſing a greater Ebullition and Coagulation of the Blood, 
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produees a great many more Puſhes, and thofe greater in bulk, and 
not diffolvable without Suppuration. When the Small Pox precede, 
there follows nor only an Immunity afterward from the ſame aff 
but for the moſt part from the Meaſl-s alſo. The Meaſles becauſe they 
conſume only a few Particles of the Ferment,leave ſtill a Diſpoſition 
to the Small Pox ; wherefore, old Perſons, or ſuch as are grown in 
years, are not ſo readily infected with the Meaſles, becauſe having 
been before infected with the Small Pox, they are freed from the 
Contagion z or their Spirits being robuft, eafily refitt the light Miaſm 
of this Aﬀect. 

Of the great number of Stories-and Obſervations relating to Per. 
ſons troubled with the Small Pox, I ſhall in this place propoſe only 
a few Caſes; and thoſe remarkable tor certain Irregularities. 

It is a uſual thing to treat all Perſons,affeted with the SmaliPox, 
with the like, or wholly the ſame method of Healing, and form of 
Diet ; wherefore a Phyfician is ſeldom call'd to the Vulgar, but the 
Buſineſs is wholly committed to certain Women-Tenders,who boaſt 
that they know this Practice beyond all others ; and thoſe are wont 
to boy! Marygold Flowers, and Shavings of Harts-horn, and ſome- 
times Figs in the Broaths, and any other Liquors to be taken by the 
Diſeas'd,and to give at Night a Bolus of Diaſcordium: ſuch as do not 
recover by ſuch a Management,are declared not to be neglcCted,but 
that they are incurable through the violence of the Diſcaſe. But that 
this kind of PraCtiſe does not equally agree to all, nor is to be us'd 
to all indifferently, the two following Relations plainly ſhew. 

A Young-man about twenty Years of Ape, of a thin Body,and hot 
Temperament, began to be feveriſh in the beginning of the Spring! 
in the fiyſt days violent Vomitings,an Ovpreſiicn ot the Heart, fre- 
quent Changes of a burning and cold Shivering, a Pain in the Loins, 
a Perturbation of the Fancy, and Watchings, infeſted him : Oa the 
third day the Small Pox appearing thoſe Symptoms remitted,though 
the Fever {til] continued with a Thirſt and Heat. To this Perſon,not 
only the DecoCtions uſual in this Diſeaſe but Juleps alſo,neatly pre- 
par'd with a grateful! Tafte, were ſo nauſeous and offenſive, that he 
could not ſo much as fip of them-without great loathing : as often as 
he took at Night Diaſcordi:wm, or any other temperate Cordial, 
though in. a (mall quantity,for continuing a Tranſpiration, he paſſed 
the Night following without Sleep, and with a great tofling of the 
Body, and in the Morning he had an Hzmorrhagie, which hapning 
once, and then a ſecond time tarough this occakon, after that the 
Small Pox were fully broken fo;ri,thewell-doing of the Diſeas'd was 
mightily endanger'd ; wherefore,when I had found by Experience, 

that the Blood of this Perſon was apt to boy] immoderately upon a 
light Irritation, I ordered this Method,according as the Occaſion re- 
quired : All Phyſfick whatever being laid afide;for quenching _ 
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he took ſmall Ale,and a fimple Almond Driok at Pleaſure : His Food, 
becauſe he refus'd all Oat and Barley Broaths, was only Apples boyl'd 
to a Tenderneſs,and then ſcaſon'd with Sugar and Rote-water, which 
he eat at ſome certain times in the Day .Nature.content with this thin 
Diet, and ſeeming to be diſturbed by any other whatſoever, per= 
form'd ber work fucceſsfully, that the Dileated recovered without 
any fore Symptom afterward, the Small Pox ripening by Degrees, 
and then falling off of their own accord. 

In the midft of Autzmmn of the laſt Year, a noble Youth, having a 
ſharp Blood,and being obnoxious to a frequent Bleeding at the Noſe, 
fell fick of the Small Poxz his Blood naturally boyl'd immodcrately, 
that the Puſhes brake forth extream thick all over his Body : in this 
Perſon, Whey with Marygold Flowers and other things uſually boyl'd 
in it,alſo Julcps, or any Cordials {though temperate) gently promot= 
ing a Tranſpiration,did molt certainly raiſe a Flux of Blood ; where- 
fore I ordered him a like way of Diet as to the Diſcaſed before menti= 
on'd, by which indeed he was better:however, in the very height of 
the Diſeaſe, (when,the Small Pox being fully, broke forth, the Fever is 
wont to be renewed in all Perſons by reaſon of a difficult Tranpiratis 
on)this fick Perſon fell into a copions Hzmorrhagie;that after a large 
Profufion of Blood the Small Pox began to be flaccid ; after that a 
great many Remedies for ſtopping Blood were tryed in rainzat length 
upon hanging a Bag about his Neck (in which was a Toad dryed in 
the Sun and pounded) he fu ft of all,and immediately,found eaſe; for 
the Hzmorrhagre being hereby preſently appeaſed,and not returning 
afterward, ( he conſtantly wearing thenceforward this Epitheme in 
his Boſom)our ſick Perſon uſing always a moft thin and cooling Dier, 
grew perfectly well:that it may really ſeem to be manif«| hence,that 
though the Blood in this Aﬀect be mighty apt to coagulate, yet as 
long as the Vital Spirits are ſtrong and-robuit enough,and have a go- 
rerning Power,relying on their own Strength, by a certain prudent 
Diſcretion as it were, they excellently ſeparate and ſend forth the 
congealed Portions of the Bloodzand this Work is mightily diſturbed 
when the ſame Spirits are too much irritated, and forc'd into a Con- 
fuſion by hot Cordials,or a hot Diet. But in the Plague it happens 
otherwiſe ; for, in this, if delay be granted, the Spirits themſelves are 
preſently deflroyed by the Venom : wherefore, bere we muſt pre» 
ſently fight with open War ;3 whereas, in the Small Pox a Phyſician 
rather reſtores things by protraCting time. 

Concerning letting Blood juſt upon the coming forth of the Small 
Pox, it is greatly doubted. Formerly, among our Country-men, this 
thing was ftil'd (acred,nor was Blooding wont to be adniitted under 
any pretext of Neceflity : but of late it is proved by Experience;that 
it is altogether uſeful and neceſfacy to let Blood in tome Caſeszwhich 
Evacuation, nevertheleſs, if it be uſed indifferently in any Con- 
ſtitution, 
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ſtitution, or be done in too large a quantity, when there is need of 
it, great Damages often enſue thereby. . 

Some years fince, I went to ſee a Young-woman of Quality, of; 
florid Countenance, and a hot Temperament, -who was fallen ver 
feveriſh after the fourth Month of her being with Child : ſhe was 
preſs'd with a violent Vomiting, a fierce Pain in the Loins, and alſo 
with a moſt intenſe Heat and Drought : her Pulſe was very quick, 
with a ftrong and vehement Vibration : though the Small Pox no 
where reign'd in that place, nevertheleſs, thoſe Symptoms of that Af- 
fe gave us no ſmall ſuſpicion of them. Be it how it would, the ve- 
ry immoderate Eff-rveſcence of the Blood indicated, that ſome 
ought to be taken away : wherefore, I preſently took about fix Oun- 
ces ; thereupon the Heat ſomewhat remitted, though the Vomiting 
ſtill continued, with the violent Pain in the Loins. At the time of her 
going to reft, I gave her a Cordial Bolus with half a Grain of our 
Laudeanum, whence a quiet Sleep, with a mild Sweat, and an ap- 
peafing of all Symptoms, enſued. The next Morning the Small 
Pox brake forth, which, though the Diſeaſed had very thick, yet 
without any dangerous Illneſs, or fear of Abortion, ſhe recover'd, 
and perfektly compleated her Chi!d-bearing. 

In the laſt Atumr, a robuſt Man, of an Athletick Habit of Body, 
though of a pale Countenance, | and a cold Temperament, fell intoa 
Fever. On the ſecond day he was tormented with a Heat and a 
Drought, and a moſt violent Pain in the Loinsz when it was ordered 
that he ſhould be let Blood. in a ſmall Quantity,a Qnack Chyrurgion 
being called, he took from him almoſt a pound and a halfja little af- 
ter,the Diſeaſed began to fall all into a cold Sweat, and his Strength 
failing on a ſudden;to be feiſed with a Shivering, a weak and uneven 
Pulle, and a frequent Fainting : being called at this time, I ordered 
him temperate Cordials to be taken frequently: then upon the refto- 
rivg of his Pulſe and Spirits the Fever was renewed, which afterward 
held the Diſeafſed for many Days, nay Weeks, after a very irregular 
manner ; for he was wont, for three or four days,to be very hot; alſo 
to be infelted with Thirft, Watchings, a Head-ach,and other Symp- 
toms,afterward to fall into a copious,and as it were, critical Sweat, 
all over his whole Body, by which indezd, in half a days time, he 
found himſelf better,thoughafterward the Fever renewing again, fre- 
quently heaped together a new Matter, till to be blown off by a {e- 
cond,and afterward by a third Crifts. After that he had lay'n thus irre- 
gularly feveriſh for at leaſt twenty days,at length the Small Pox broke 
forth here and therein each part of the Body,and then the Fever firit 
began wholly to remit;tho within a few days,by reaſon of errors com- 
mitted in Diet,a great many Puſhes ſubfided again, a few only being 
brought to a Ripeneſs : however, in the place of the (ubfiding Small 
Pox,a mighty Bubo grew bchind the right Ear; which being ſupps: 
ra 
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rated and broken- within a ſhort time, a great ſtore of Pw flowed 
forth for many Days ;-and fo at length, the Taints of the Blood 
hardly to be blown off other ways, were ſent forth by degrees, and 
the Diteaſed perfeCt'y recovered his Health. 
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CHAP. XV. 
Of Fevers of Women in Child-bed. 


lgar Experience abundantly teſtifies, that the Fevers of Wg- 
Y men in Child-bed are very dangerous, above the Nature of our 
common Fevers : Alfo it clearly appears trom the Signs and Sym- 
ptoms of them, duely confidered, that the ſame very much differ 
as to their Efſ:aces,from a Synochbus both fimple and purrid: Where- 
fore I have thought it not amiſs, after maligna' t Fevers, to treat of 
the acute Diſeates of Women in Child-bed, as being very mach at 
lied to them by reaſon of their Mortality. But before I ſhall ſet 
upon the Explication of the Aﬀects themſelves, we mutt conſider 
their Subjects, to wit, the Bodies of Women 'that bring forth 
Children, after what manner they are prediſpoſed, and with what 
Apparatus they become obnoxious to thoie kinds of Diſeaſes. 
Concerning this,it fi: occurs, That to undergo a Flux of menſtru- 
ous Blood belongs to Humane Kind,and that always to Women; cog» 
cerning the Nature a;:d Origine of which,it does not concern us here 
to enquire ; but it may ſuffice to note, that in them the Particles of 
the Blood to be voided pe. iodically, are very fermentative, which, if 
they are r-tain'd in the Body beyond the uſual Cuftom of Nature, 
they oftentimes become the cau'e of many Sickneſſes;ſtill excepting, 
if the Woman has conceived with Child ; ' for a!l the time of Child= 
bearing,the Menſes ſtop without any great damage:And mean while, 
for the Nouriſhment of the Fetus, Milk, or a nouriſhable Humor,is 
depoſed in a great Plenty about the Placenta of the Womb? But, af- 
ter Delivery,that long Suppreſſion of the Mmſeris recompenc'd by a 
copious flowing of the Lochsa,and the Milk, within three Days ſpace, 
leaving wholly the Womb,flies plentifully into the Breaſts ; at which 
time, Child;bearing Women are wont to be {et upon by a ſmall Fever : 
And if the Milk be driven from the Breafts, it reſtagnates again to= 
wards the Womb, and is voided forth together with the Locbia un- 
der the form of a whitiſh Humor. Mean while,after Delivery, the 
Womb it ſelf undergoes various Aﬀ:cts ; for often its Tone is i jur'd, 
its Unity is diffoly'd, and a great many other Accidents are cauſed, 
which render Women in Child-bed ſubject to a dangerous Condition: 
Wherefore, that their acute Diſeaſes may be duely explicated, we 
4 Mm m m ouſt 
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muſt chiefly corfider theſe three things ; to wit, firft concerning 
the Nouriſhment of the Feew, or of the Generation of Milk, both 
in the Womb, and in the Breaſt, and of its Metaftafis from either of 
them into the other. Secondly, of the Purgation of the Maternal 
Blood, or of the flowing of the Lochta after the Menſes being long 
ſuppreft. Thirdly, of the State of th: Womb after Delivery, and 
of its Influence on other parts of the Ecdy. And theſe things being 
permitted, we ſhall ſpeak of the Fevers of Women in Child-bed ; 
to wit, both the Lacteal, and that called Putrid, which, by rea- 
ſon of its Mortality, deſerves to be call'd Malignant. 

Firſt, the Milk, and nutritive Humor, heap'd together in the Ute- 
rine Parts,for the Nouriſhment of the Fetrs, are by Nature alike,tho 
they differ ſomewhat in Confiſtency: The Milk indeed is the thicker, 
becauſe, being to be received in th: Mouth, it ought to be digeſted 
m the Stomach, afid afterwards its more tender Portion to be con- 
vey dinto the Maſs of Blood. The other nouriſhable Humor is more 
thin, and like to diflilled Water of Milk, becauſe it's immediately 
infuſed into the Blood of the Embryo,by the umbelical Veſlels,with- 
out a previous Digeſtion. Both Juices are thought to confiſt of the 
Chyle freth made in the Mothers Stomach : That which is depoſed 
in the Breaſt is grofſer and whiter, by reaſon of the courſe Strainer, 
and its CoCtion 1 the greater G!ands ; it happens on the contrary in 
theWomb,where tie Strainivg is cloſer,and the Glands are very ſmall. 
Now it is greatly diſputed among Authors,by what DuCtus's that Hu- 
mor is conveyed both into the Breaſt, and into the Placenta of the 
Womb. Some fay that the Milk is engendred only from the Blood 
freely concodted in the Glands, which nevertheleſs does not ſeem 
probable, by reaſon ot the immenſe Spendings of the Milk which 
dces not confiih with the Blood. Otlters affirm, That the Chyle, or 
Lactea! Humor,is conveyed immediately into both Receptacles from 
the Viſcera of Concoction through occalt Paſſages, without any Al- 
teration. But till thoſe DuCtus's appear, it ſeems more likely to 
me, that from the Food taken into the Mothers Stomach,a Portion 
of the Chyle thence made,is preſently abſorbed into the Veins,which 
having gotten the Vehicle of the Blocd, and being brought by the 
Arterics into the Glands deſtinated here and there for receiving it 
before it is aſſimilated, and being ſeparated, is depos'd again from 
the Maſs of Blood, | 

Secondly, as to what regards the Menſes,ſuppreft during the time 
of being with Child, and the Lechia plentifully flowing after Child- 
birth 3 we (ay, That after the Ferws is conceived, the Menſes are 
ſtopt by Divine Appointment, becauſe their flowing often brings 
Abortion; and in regard the Veſlels are emytied by a continual Ex- 
ſudation of the nutritive Juice into the Parts of the Womb, the Ma!s 
of Blood does not eafily ariſe into Turgeſcencies to be appeaſed ib 
monto'f 
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monthly flowing. For the ſame reaſon, the Menſes, for the moſt, 
are ſtop'd as long as Women give ſuck to Infants: In ſome happily, 
endowed with a hot Blood,the Menſes flow both in the Time of their 
being with Child, and giving ſuck 3 but that is wont to happen but 
rarely, and not without damage: Tho in the mean time the Men/es, 
ftopt while Women are with Child, becauſe far leſs of the nutritive 
Humor at that Time is imployed for Milk, deprave the Blood much 
more than the ſame are wont when reſtrained during the Time of 
giving ſuck : Nay,from thoſe being long ſuppreſt in the firlt State, a 
venemous Taint, as it werejis communicated to the Maſs of Blood ; 
which, unleſs it be purg'd off, preſently after Child-birth, by a long 
flowing of the LAS, it produces ſore and very malignant Aﬀe-ts 
wherefoze, to give my Opinion of the flowing Lochse, I (ay, that 
that Hzmorrhagie immediately proceeds from thoſe Veſſels being 
broken by which the Placenea ſticks to the Womb, and that by this 
way the Blood and excrementitious Humors, partly heap'd together 
about the Womb during the Time of being with Chi!d, and partly 
flowing from the whole Maſs of Blood,are evacuated ; to wit,whilft 
the Womb, firſt ſwoll'n in a Bulk, falls preſently after Delivery, and 
is contrated into a leſs ſpace, the Blood is copiouſly cxpreſs'@-from 
the Veſſels that are open in it. And moreover, in as much as du- 
ring the Supprefſion of the Menſes, the Maſs of Blood is imbued 
with very fermentative Particles, affoon as after Child-birth the 
Mouths of the Veſſels are open, preſently, as tho a large flowing of 
the Menſes were at hand, the whole Blood ferments, even as new 
Wine in a Bottle opened, and endeavours to purge from it ſelf the 
extream fermentative Particles, by a flowing of the Lochia, as it 
were, by an Effloreſcence; and therefore, beſides the Blood,which 
in the firſt Days, by reaſon of the Veſlels being newly opened, of- 
ten lows forth pure afterwards very diſcolored Ichors, to wit, li- 
vid, or green, and thoſe very ftrinking, are voided forth, This 
kind of flowing is wont to continue for fourteen Days at leaſt, nay, 
in ſome, for a Month ; and if by reaſon of any Errors it be ſtopt be- 
fore the Maſs of Blood be cleanſed enough by ſuch an EfMloreſcence 
preſently a very dangerous Fever, with a horrible Apparatus of 
Symptoms, is wont to be cauſed. 

The third Confideration, __ to the Doctrine of the Fevers 
of Women in Child-bed,chiefly concerns the Wombit ſelf; to wit, 
how it's affected after Child-birth,and what kind of Influence it has 
over other Parts of the Body. As to the firft, there are two Acci- 
dents chiefly on which the acute Diſcaſes of Women in Child-bed 
much depend; fir{t, the fetling of the Womb, or tie Reduceme! t 
of it to its natural Site and Magnitude from the Bulk of Ingravida- 
tion : Secondly, A Solution of its Unity within its Cavity, by reaſcun 
of the Connexion of the Placenta being broken, Whea the Fer 
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is depoſed with its Envellopings,preſently the fides of the Womb it 
ſcif,before greatly -inlarged,fall together,and contract themſelves by 
degrees into a narrow {pace,by the help of the Fibres: By reaſon of 
this kind of ContraQtion the Blood and Ichors are copio»fly cxpreſt 
from the Veldels and Pores of the Womb,and are voided forth with 
the Locki«; but ſometimes it-happens, by reaſon of pteternatural 
things contain'd in the Wombzas are a part of the Secondine,a Mola, 
Clots of Blood, (9c. even tho after a laborious Delivery, a Contuſion, 
or great Dilaſeration happen, that the Womb does not duely con. 
tract it felt, but the Motion of the Fibres being inverted;aſcends up- 
wards,and is railed into a Lump ; allo the Membranes bring affected 
with a Twitching, it is ftill afſail d with Tortur tho the Throws 
of Child-birth were in being 3 which kind of Aﬀects.if they continue 
for (ome time, by reaſon of the Orifice of the Womb being conftrin- 
ped with a convulfive Motion,the Lochia allo are often ttop'd: Hence 
vere Symptoms enſue ; and oftentimes it happens, that a Fever ei» 
ther thereby is firſt raiſed, or being induc'd by ſome other cauſe, is 
rendred far more dangerous. Secondly,as to the Unity diffoly'd by 
the Placenta being broken, it happens either at the due Time of De- 
livery,ot when it is precipitated and over-hafty ; and then the Secon- 
dine is thrown out entire,or being broken, part of it being left behind, 
jt comes awayas it wereat halfs. If a Child-birth happens at the juſt 
time,and the F@tws falls away intire,and without Violence, from the 
Cavity of the Womb,with its Evellopings,as ripe Fruit from a Tree, 
the Mouths of the Vellcls are fomewhat opened,that the Locksa flow 
moderately; and hence no ſevere: Symptom is feared. But if the 
Faew, not yet ripe forDelivery, be tourn away,as it were,by force, 
tho the Placenta, with the Membranes,arc tourn away entirely,yet the 
Veſſels being broken, a great Hzmorrhagie,and at length the Mouths 
of the Veſſcly gleeting forth a ſtinking Ichor, an ulcerous Diſpoſition 
enſues. And if part of the Secondine or the whole, fticks to the fades 
of the Wombatter Delivery,and there putrifies, they gleet forth very 
ſtinkipg Ichors,and cauſe miſchievous AﬀeRs: Oftentimes the Ori- 
fice of the Womb is ſhut, and retains within Clots of Blood,and pieces 
of Membranes or Fleſh; which putrifying through Heat,poyſon the 
Blood, and Humors flowing thither by Circulation from the whole 
Body, and by a troubleſome Irritation,ftir the Parts of the Womb, 
which are very ſenſible, into Contrractions. | 
_ Since therefore, after Child-birth, an Injury is brought on the 
Womb after the fareſaid Manners, the ſame (s ſoon communicated 
to the other Parts, not without a Diſturbance to the whole Body; 
which is uſually done in a double Reſpect ; for firſt, this happens, 
becauſe the Lechia, hindred from being voided forth, preſently re- 
itagnate into the Maſs of Blood, and defile it with a ſort of virulent 
Miaſm. Moreover,from the Contents putritying in the Font eu 
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the Subſtance it ſelf of the Ebor,or the Particles departing from the 
cadaverous thing, are mix d with the Blood and nervous Juice, paſ- 
fing throygh them,and in a ſhort time infect their wbole Liquors. 
Secondly, Hyſterick Aﬀects are extended far and near by reaton of 
the mighty accord there is betwixt the Womb and the Brain, 
with the Fibres and Membranes of the whole Body, by. the 

of the Conveyance of the Nerves : For when the extretfities 
of the Nerves plac'd about the Uterine Parts are driven into Cramps 
and Convulfions by reaſon of the preſcence of the offenfive Humor, 
the Convulfions there entred upon, preſently being conveyed upward 
by the Efſoi ts and Coarations of theNerves,creep toward the Braip: 
And ſo it happens that the Viſcera are ſucceflively puft up, and vig- 
lently convub'd, and at leiigth that the Brain it (elf is {truck with it, 
and that its FunCtions are overwhelmed.as it were: Hence, upon con- 
rulfive Motions began about the Womb.a puffing up of the Belly and 
Hypochondres,a rumbli:.g there, a Vomiting,a Belching,a ftraitneſs of 
the Praxcordia,and a difficult Breathing,a ſenſe of Choaking,and often 
aStupor,and a loſs of Speech,or at leaft (:me of theſe are cauſed: Nop 
does thc Tragedy wholly ceafe ſo, but the Brain being alfo offended 
by the contifluation of the Aﬀect,the Injury is retorted thence on the 
ether Parts, that often the whole Genus Nerveſ:m is forc'd into Irre+ 
gularities of Motions: For what is vulgarly (aid to be done by Vapors, 
and the 4 ff-&t,which creeping from below upward is called an aſcent 
of Vapors,is nothing elſe,but the parts of the Membranes and nervous 
Ductug's forc'd ſuccefiively into Contrations. Moreover, in theſe 
kindsof Aﬀects, the inward ation does nat always begin, or is firſt 
felt in that Region or Place, where the Injury is inflicted, nor do the 
Paſſions which are ſaid to be hyſterical,only proceed from theWomb;z 
for ſometimes the diftnrbance is brought immediately on the Brain, 
but the Cramps and ContraQtions begin in the extream parts, and 
ſometimes the extremities of the Nerves are twiched ſomewhere in 
the Viſcera, ſuppoſe the Stomach,Spleen, Reigns,are leſs than in the 
Womb; in which Irrcgularities arifang,are continued in the neigh+ 
bouring Parts, and thence into the Brain : From which again Con- 
vulfions are reflected unto other Parts, and often into the whole 
Body : That the thing is ſo in Women in Child-bed,and others that 
have Fevyers, I have often obſerv'd: To wit, ſome by reaſon of the 
Womb being ilt affected,and others by reaſon of the febrile Matter 
fix'd-in the Brain by a critical Metaſtafis fall into Pafſions in a man- 
ner hyſterical ; And theſe things being duely confidered concerning 
the Apparatus previous to the Fevers of Women in Child-bed,we need 
not ſtay here longer,only it may be obſerved that the Bodies of Wo= 
men in Child- bed ( eſpecially thoſe which are weak and of a tender 
Conftituticn } are very. much debilitated after a laborious and diffi- 


| cult delivery, fo that by reaſon of this ſole occaſion they eaſily fall 


into 
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into feveriſh Diſtempers, and being cauſed this or another way, they 
bear them ill; now next let us ſpeak of the Fevers themſelves, with 
which Women in Child-bed are wont to be troubled : « Of which 
Aﬀects, three kinds,as it were,are vulgarly inſtanced, viz. the Lafed! 
Fever, the Putrid, or of that kind which is mark'd by ſome bor. 
rowed Symptoms, as eſpecially the Pleurifge, the Quinſe, or the 
Small-Pex, of which we ſhall: ſpeak in order. 


The Lafteal Fever. 


Am of Opinion, That the milky Chyme made of the Aliments in 
the Viſcera, and thence mixt with the Blood for a nutritive Juice, 
is again preſently ſeparated, for the greateſt part, from its Maſs, by 
the help of the Glands in the Womb, or in the Breaſts, even as the 
Serum is in the Reins; that it might afford Nouriſhment to the Fee- 
tus either in the Mothers Belly,or carried in her Arms. During the 
time of being with Child,tho the greateſt part of it be derived to the 
Womb,yet in the laft Months,a little of it is depos'd in the Breafts,but 
about the third or fourth Day after Child-birth,the Milk is carried to 
the Breafts more plentifully, and, as it were, with a certain Impetus, 
that it ſoon fills them to a Tenfion, and begins to load them. *' At 
this time Women delivered (tho not all, yet moft) are wont to be af- 
fet:d with a feveriſh Diſtemperature, a Thirſt, Heat, and Reftlefſ- 
neſs of the whole Body: They complain of a ſad Pain in the Back and 
Shoulders, of a fulneſs of the Breatts, and a burning, and, unleſs the 
Milk be diligently drawn from thence, being heap'd together too 
much, it often canſes an Inflammation with a following Abſceſs in 
the Breafts: This Fever, ſo the Lochia paſs as they ought, ſeldom laft 
above three Days, but about that time, a copious Sweat ſpontaneoul- 
ly arifing, is wont to be appeas'd : Yet this Diftemperature raiſed by 
the coming of the Milk, is ſomewhat intended, and ſtays longer, if 
at any time the Milk being freely entred into the Breaſts, be not 
drawn away, but be again repell'd thente 3 for upon its departure, 
even as upon its coming, a perturbation is wont to happen in the 
whole Body, with a Thirft and Heat, which alſo moſt certainly 
comes to pals, if that happens to be violently driven away with re- 
pelling Topicks : But being driven from the Breaſt by their help, or 
departing thence of its own accord, it is voided with the Lochsa in 
the form of a whitiſh Humor, and a Sweat, or a full perſpiration 
exterminates the reliques of the Diſcaſe, But if by this kind of Di- 
{temperature, being cauſed by reaſon of the commotion of the 
Milk, the Lochia are ſtopt, or Errors in Diet are committed, or 
ſome evident cauſe happens, ſo that the efferveſcence of the Bloo{ 
be intended, often the Lattzal Fever, joyning to it worſe Symptoms, 
turns to a Putrid or Malignant, mk 
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The Cure of this Fever is committed wholly to Nature, and as 
long as the Lochia are as they ought, it pafſes off for the moſt part 
will enough without any phyfical Help:For after.an efferveſcence of 
the Blood,carryed on for three or four Days,cither a copious Sweat, 
or a free Tranſpiratious, reſolves this Aﬀect : To wit,either the Par- 
ticles of the laCteal Humor, degenerated in aflimilating, or the aduft 
Recrements remaining after the Deflagration of the Blood, or both 
of them together adminiftring a Fuel to the Fever, are ſubdued by 
degrees, and evaporated forth, which being ſent forth, the Blood 
being become free from its extraneous Mixture, ſoon.recovers its 
former ſtate, tho in the mean while ſome yulgar Rules concerning 


1 the admiſſion of the Milk, or the driving away of the ſame from the 


Breaſts, are wont to be obſerved. If the Milk ſprings into the 
Breafts in too-great a plenty, then to prevent their Inflammation, 


1] and an immoderate efterveſcence of the Blood, let the Diet be thin 


and ſpare, vsz.of Broth without Fleſh, and in a ſmall quantity : Al- 
ſo let the Breafts be emptied by a frequent ſucking : If it be not 
convenient for the Mother to give the Infant ſack, it is uſual on the 
firſt, or third Day after delivery, to cover over all the Breafts with 
ently aftringent Cere-cloths, as with the red Lead Plaiſter,C, For 
ſo the ſpungy Subſtance of the Glands is ſomewhat conftring'd, 
whereby they do not fo readily receive the laCteous Humor flow. 
ing thither, tho this kind of Remedy ought to be cautiouſly us'd, 
lf if the Milk be wholly excluded, or be driven away from the 


Breaſts too much in a croud, preſently reftagnating into the Blood, 


it cauſes a diſorder of the ſame ; as a forerunner of a putrid or ma» 
lignant Fever : Of which we muſt ſpeak next. 


The Putrid Fevers of Women in Child-bed. 


Omen in Child-bed, through the taint of their ill-affefted 

Body, as tho they were ſtruck with the Contagion of a pe- 

ftilential Air, are found to be extreamly obnoxious to a Putrid or ra- 
ther Malignant Fever, tho all do not equally receive the taint of this 
Diſeaſe 3 for poor Women, Hirelings, Rufticks, and others us'd to 
hard Labours, alſo Viragoes, and Whores, 'who are clandeſtinely de- 
livered; bring forth without great difficulty, and in a ſhort time af- 
ter, riſing from their Bed, return to their wonted Labours: But 
Women that gre rich, tender, and beautiful, and many living a ſe- 
dentary Life, as tho they partak'd of the Divine Curſe after a more 
ſevere manner, bring forth sn Pain, and prelently after their delivery, 
lye in an unealy and dangerous condition: The reaſon of which 
ſeems to lye in this, that thoſe that uſe much exerciſe, continually 
exagitate, and cventilate the Blood, and therzfore after the Menſes 
are jtopt, heap together fewer Miaſms for the Matter of the _ ie: 
ore» 
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Moreover, labouring and aQtive Women, having the nerv6us Parts 
more firm-are lefs fubje& to convulfire Motions, and the Aﬀects vol. 
garly called hyſterical: On the contrary,in nice Women.,an'! ſack az 
live idly,durmg the time of their being with Child.the Maſs of Blood 
becomes impure and fermentative 2: Moreover, becauſe they have the 
Brain and the Syſtem of the Nerves tender and weak, upon any light 
occafion they undergo Di'traCtions of the animal Spirits, and difots 
derly Motionsof the nervous Parts: And here it is to be noted by the 
by,that Women, before Men, and ſome of that Sex before others, art 
troubled with the AﬀeGts calted hyſterical, not ſo much by reaſon of 
the fault of the Womb it ſelf, but by reaſon of the weaker Conftity- 
tions of the Brain and gemu Nervgſum: For in Perſons fo affeed, 
Paſſions of AngerFear,Sadnefs; alſo at! vehement or ſtrong Objects 
eafily pervert the Craſes or FunCtions of thoſe parts,which when they 
have been once injur'd,they afterward in a manner always accuftom 
themſelves to the ſame Irregularities. But to return whence we tnade 
a Digreffion : The Fever even now mentioned is wont to infeſt'Wo- 
men in Child-bed at various times, and for divers Occafions 5 ſore» 
times it ariſes preſently after delivery,eſpecially if it has beet difficult 
and laborious,fometimes the ſecond,third, or fourth Weck-; tho the 
later it begins, the ſafer it is wont tobe; the Type of that effect pak 
fes after this manner-: After a previous Indiſpofitioa, ah open Fever- 
iſhneſs for the moſt part, with a cold and a ſhivering, makes the firſt 
Invaſion, which preſently is followed by a Heat, after enſues a Sweit 
for a Day haply or two, there are varions reciprocations of Fits of 
Heat and Cold : Afterward, the Blood being kindled throughout, the 
Lochia, unleſs ſuppreft before,cither flow a little,or wholly ftopt. If 
the Diſeaſe be acute, and of a quick motion, on the third, or fourth 
Day it comes to its height,then there is an intenfe Heat, with a very 
troubleſome Drought,a vehement and quick Pullſe,there are obſtinate 
Watchings,a great reſtlefineſs of the whole Body, fo that the Diſea- 
ſed continually toſs themſelves this way and that in their Bed, the 
Urine is thick and ruddy, and other ſevere Symptoms are rite : 
Whilſt the Fever is thus in its height, a Crifis is not to be expected; 
for I have never ſeen this Diſeaſe reſolved by a critical Sweat z nay, 
the caſe is very dangerous, fo that after the Blood has boyl'd for 
ſome time, the aduft Matter preſently being convey'd into the 
Brain, dangerous and very fore Irregularities of it, and of the ger 
Nervoſum ftraitway enſue, for convulfive Motions of the Tendons, 
wonderful Diftenfions about the Viſcera, and puffings up, reſem- 
bling hyſterick Paſſions, oftentimes are raiſed : Moreover, ſome- 
times a Phrenſy, a Delirium, often a Stupor and a Speechleflneſs 
alſo follow ; almoſt in all the Strength is fuddenly caft down with- 
out a manifeſt Cauſ&lthe Puke becomes weak and vaeven, and the 
Diſeaſed are often piftipiated into Death 7 If any haply th” * ei 
ner 
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ther the flowing of the Lochja being reſtor'd, or a Diarrhea ſuper* 
vening, they recover with much ado after a long lying ill: I hay® 
known purple Spots to have appear'd in ſome ; indeed in moſt the 
Symptoms which regard either the Blood or the nervous Juice, ar* 
gue no {mall malignity. 

The Procatar&ick Cauſes of this Fever,on which the malignity and 
mighty danger of this Diſeaſe depend, are chiefly two; nay / you 
evil Diſpoſition of the Blood, after a long ſuppreſſion of the Menſes # 
Secondly ( after delivery ) the evil Aﬀects of the Womb from the 
dangerous labours of Women ( which make ont the Divine maledi- 
Rion : ) After the Menſes being long ſuppreſt, the Blood does not 
only grow turgid,and its ſulphureous parts being rais'd too much,are 
rendred more apt for Inflammation,bu$ moreover,the maſs of Blood 
is imbued with very fermentative Particles, ſo that [as is hinted be- 
fore) being ftruck, as it were, with a venemous Miaſm, as it ferments; 
it forthwith is depos'd toward a putrefaction and corruptive irre« 
gularities, and beſides, it may preſently poyſon the Nervous Li- 
quor, and render it offenſive to the Brain and the whole gemus Ner- 
veſum: This kind of taint communicated to the Blood, ought to be 
purg'd forth by a copious flowing of the Loehje; but. if after delive- 
ry, the Womb be out of order, there is not only a ſtoppage of the 
Lochia, and ſo the Reparation of the whole Blood is hindred, but be- 
fides, ſtinking Ichors are thence tranſmitted to the Blood, and great- 
ly infect it. . Alſo by reaſon of convulfive Motions begun about the 
Womb, and thence continued to the other Parts, Irregularities are 
rais'd in the Blood and Juices, which often conſpire to the produ- 
ion or exaſperation of a Fever. 

The evident Cauſes which either cauſe an actual efferveſcence in 
the Blood, having gotten a Dy(craſy,or trouble the whole Body with 
the Diſtempers of the Womb are divers; for theſe make a painful 
delivery, a ſolution of unity about the Womb, a contuſion, a reten« 
tion of preternatural things, an ulcerous Diſpoſition, and a great ma- 
ny other Accidents, which are caus'd through ſome neceffity 3 but 
the occaſions in the power of Patients, and eaſy to be avoided, which 
are wont to raiſe this Fever, are chiefly two; vx. an ill form of 
Diet, and a taking Cold. It's a uſual thing to give to weak Women 
after Child-birth,on the firft and: fecond Day, the Fleſh of Animals, 
or their Gelly-broths, and other Food very diſproportionate to their 
Conſtitutions z whence preſently an- indigeſtion and great diſquiet- 
Ings ariſe in the Viſcera, and feveriſh turgeſcencies in the Blood; by 
reaſon of a nutritive Juice richer than it ought. Beſides Erroas 
committed in Diet, often an Injury is caus'd, for that their Bodies, 
which are very tender; and by reaſon of the Laborg of Child-birth, 
and the excluſion of the Fetus, are all full of open Pores, are too 
unwarily expos'd to the open .Air: For moſt, being impatient of 
Nnan their 
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their Bed, put on their Cloaths,and riſe from it within a Day or two, 
or ſooner than they ought 2 Thereby preſently the Pores of the 
Skin being preſently ftopt, and the Air getting into the Uterine 
Parts, tranſpiration is check'd, and often the Lechia are ſuddenly 

ſtop'd, either of which ſuffices to raiſe a feveriſh efferveſcence. 
The conjunF Caſe, or formal Reaſon of this Diftemper, comppre- 
hends chiefly theſe three things ; to wit, there are at preſent, firſt a 
mighty Diſcrafic of the Blood, that growing very hot from a Fever 
occaſionally rais'd, it does not burn evenly, nor does it ſubdue by 
degrees the aduft Recrements, and purge them forth critically ; 
moreover, the boiling Blood is preſenrly loos'ned in its Mixture,and 
its Texture being loos'ned, it declines toward Corruption 3 hence, 
when it has boil'd a little, the Spirits, being caft from their Go» 
vernance, are driven into Confuſion : Mean while, the fulphureous 
Particles become maſterle(s and exorbitant z wherefore the Strength 
fails without a manifeſt Cauſe, the Pulſe becomes weak and difor- 
derly, Tho from the D:flagration of the Blood a great many adufſt 
Recrements are heap'd together, yet nothing is duely concocted or 
ſeparated ; but Nature being greatly oppreft, altho the Diſeaſed con- 
tinually ſweat, they often receive no eaſe thereby : But the febrile 
Matter, which ought to be purged ferth, being conveied into the 
Head and genus Nervoſum, caules there very (ſore Perturbations of 
the avimal Occonomy. Secondly, T he Tragedy of this Diſeaſe, for 
a good part of it, is aſcribed to the nervous Juice forthwith turning 
ſharp, and therefore rendred difproportionate tothe Brain and its 
Appendix ; for this being defiled with a Taint contracted from the 
Blood, does not gently irrigate and mildly inſpire its Subjects, but 
(as when an Infuſion of Vitriol is pour'd on a Worm) mightily velli- 
cates, and irritates into ContraCtions, and, as it were, into Motions 
of Trepidations and Leapings thoſe tender Parts, and ſometimes 
wholly overthrows their FunQtions : Hence Contractions, ſevere 
Convulfons, a Delirium, Watchings,ſometimes a Stupor, and fleepy 
Aﬀects, happen to Women after delivery. Thirdly, whilft theſe 
things are done, often a third Troop of Symptoms infelt the -Dil- 
eaſed; to wit, for that the Womb, being ſome way hurt, moves it 
ſelf diſorderly, and is ftruck with a Contraction in theſe or thoſe 
Parts; thence preſently by the Membranes and nervous DuCtus's, 
convulfive Motions pervade the whole Region of the Abdomen, 
wherefore the Viſcera and Hypochondres are blown up, Belchings 
and violent Vomitings are raiſed ; afterward the Aﬀect creeping up- 
ward, and poſſefling the nervous Parts of the Thorax, a difficult and ' 
uneven Breathing, a Palpitation of the Heart, a ſenſe of Choaking 
in the Throat, by reaſon of the Muſcles there drawn together, and 
other Symptoms are raiſed throughout the whole, upon the ſame 
Injuries being communicated to the Brain. Th 
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The Fevers of Women after delivery, are ſcarce ever free from 
danger, tho ſometimes it happens for them to be cur'd about the firſt 
beginnings, by a thin Diet, and upon reftoring the flowing of the 
Lechia: But if the feveriſh Diftemper has laid deep Rocts, that the 

+» Blood be wholly kindled, and boils immoderately, we can give but 
an iff Prognoftick ; and there will be a greater Cauſe of Danger,if be- 
fidesa Heat diffus'd through the whole, the Diſeaſed are ſeized with 
2 frequent ſhivering, if they are affected with a great Reftleſfneſs, 
; and Watchings, with ſudden Concuffions of their Bodies, or Contra- 
Rions of the Tendons : If on the third or fourth Day they complain 
of a ringing of the Ears, with a great Repletion of the Head,you may 
preſently gather, that a great Evil is at hand, to wit, a Metaftafis of 
the febrile and offenfive Matter into the Brain ; nor is leſs to be feared 
if there lies an Oppreffion and Load on the Przcordia,that the Diſea- 
ſed cannot freely breath, nor draw their Breath deep, nor from the 
bottom of the Thorax ; but only from the upper part of it,and that 
ſhort,and with a Blowing, ſo that in the mean while the Diſeaſed are 
forc'd to fit upright,and to move themſelves this way and that,after 
a reſtleſs manner; for this argues the Blood to ftagnate about the 
Heart and Lungs,alfo that it is apt to grow clotty,and to be coagu- 
lated: And if worſe, yet Aﬀects of the Brain and genus Nervoſum enſve, 
and the Pulſe becomes weak and uneven,you may declare the Caſe to 
be deſperate: But (as it ſometimes falls out, tho rarely) after a Fever 
is kindled,and threatens ſeverely,cither a flowing of the Logh14, or a 
Diarrhea happens with Relief, fome Hope may be admitted, 

Concerning the Cares of theſe kinds of Fevers, a Phyſician has « 
very hard Task; becauſe, among the Vulgar, all Medicines to Wo- 
men in Child-bed are accounted not only uſeleſs, but likewiſe very 
hurtful z wherefore, Phyficians are ſeldom called, but when there is 
no place left for Medicines, and the occafion for a uſeful Afſiftance 
is wholly paſt: And if they arepreſent about the firſt beginnings of 
the Diſeaſe, it will not be an cafie thing to procure Health to the Diſ- 
eaſed by vulgar Remedies ; and whatloever they try, unleſs it gives 
Help, is affirmed by old Women, and thoſe that are about them, 
as pernicious, and the only Cauſe of their Death : That in reality, 
there is wont to- accrue $o us about the Cure of no Diſeaſe, leſs 
Benefir and more Diſgrace than of this. 

Now the Method of Cure(even asin contagious Diſeaſes)is twofold; 
to wit, Prophylatick and Therapentick:; The former of theſe delivers - 
Precepts and Cautions,with whichWomen in Child-bed are preſerved 
from the Incurfion of Fevers; the other ſuggeſts curative Intentions, 
with which the Diſcaſed (if it may be) recover again their Health. 

1. Tho this Fever, however malignant it be, is not accus'd of Con» 
tagion,and there be no fear in, thoſe that lie in, of a yenemous Miaſm 
bring reccived from without ; nevertheleſs, all Women in Child-bed 
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have an innate Minera of Virulency, and ought to have a care of the 
miſchief of this, as a Fomes of a mighty Malignity ; wherefore they 
have need of an exaCt Governance, that after Child-birth the Impurs- 
ties of the Blood, and Humors may be duely purg'd without the danger 
of a Fever ; and that the evs/ Aﬀeds of the Won be bealed; and that , 
the Serength, broken and debilitated by Child-birth,may be duely re- 
Bored. For theſe ends, theſe three tbings are to be chiefly inculcated 
in the Prezſcripts of Phyficians ; Firſt.1 think it neceſſary that a moſt 
exact form of Diet be ordered tor Women in Child-bed ; to wit;that 
at leaſt for a Week they wholly feed on Oat-broaths, ſometimes pre- 
par'd with Ale, ſometimes of Water mixed with White-wine; be- 
cauſe they are much emptied,therefore they may ſup often of them ; 
but let nothing of a ſolid or ftrong Food be given ; for I have dili- 
gently obſerv'd that an over-hafty eating of Fleſh, or of a rich Food, 
has oftentimes brought theſe Fevers. For, Women in Child-bed 
ought to be managed not only as Perſons ſorely wounded, but as 
having gotten a feveriſh Indjſpofation from a troubled Crafis and Di- 
temperature of the Blood ; for in them, the Blood being for a long 
time too much exalted and inſpired with an impure Miaſm,prelently 
upon the Acceſs of any ſulphureous Fuel, takes a light Flame. The 
econd Care, after Diet, muſt be, that the Pores be not clos'd, or the 
Lochia ftopt, upon the unwary Admiflion of an outward Cold ; for 
upon the lighteft occafion, the way of the Tranſpiration being 
hang'd, the Blood, before fermenting, falls into Diſorders, alſo the 
omb being touch'd with the breath of the Air, contracts it ſelf, 
nd cloſes the Mouths of the Veſſels, that the Lochia do not flow : 
Wherefore in any wiſe Women ought to be kept in Bed five Days af- 
ter Child-bearing. I know its the vulgar way to take Women out of 
Bed the third Day,but I have known many to have fall'n into Fevers 
thereby ;z and in truth, if we will have Child-bearing Women ſe- 
cure from danger, the ſafeſt way will be, to keep them in Bed lon- 
ger. There remains a th:rd Scope concerning Preſervation, that in 
Women in Child-bed, by giving ſomewhat gently to ſtir the Blood, 
we continue a flowing of the Lothia; For this end, Midwives are 
wont (if at any time after a difficult Child-birth that Evil be fear'd) 
to give Sperma cets, Powder of Iriſh Slate, or Saffron ſteep'd with 
White-wine: Moreover, to prepare Broths, that they may fuſe the 
Blood more,ot Water mixed with White or Rheniſh Wine,in which, 
or alſo in Whey, they boil Marigold-flowers, Penny-Royal, or Mug- 
wort. There are a great many other kinds of Adminiſtrations in 
uſe for Women in Child-bed, which I willingly paſs by, as being 
yulgarly known. 
' The Cure of the Fever following Child-birth far differs from the 
Method uſed in Putrids : For in that it isnot to be expeCted that the 
Blood being {truck with a febrile Burning,ſhould burn on by degree 
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and then ſhould ſubdue the aduft Recrements heap'd together by de- 
grees in its Boſom, and ſhould ſeparate the ſame by a Crifisz but ra- 
ther (as is beſt done in a malignant) affoon as the Blood boils immo- 
derately, it is good to exagitate it, and to ſend forth its hxteroge= 
neous and impure Mixtures by Remedies gently promoting Sweat 3 
wherefore it is uſual among the Vulgar (and that not amiſs) to give 
preſently Sudorificks to Women in Child-bed that are feveriſh : By 
this means the Blood being eventilated, its Efferveſcence is appeaſed ; 
alſo by reaſon of its Agitation,the Lochsa,apt to be reftrained,are fti= 
mulated to a flowing, It is much diſputed among Authors whence 
the Beginnings of theſe kinds cf Fevers ought to be computed; to 
wit, Whether from the Birth it ſelf,or from the firft Senſe of the Fever- 
iſhneſs:But it little matters whether it be concluded this way or that; 
for, fince this Fever does not juftly obſerve the wonted Stages of Pu- 
trids,nos is to have a Crifis,nor at all admits the uſe of a Cathartick 
Remedy,there is no cauſe for us to be any ways ſollicitous concerning 
its Period or Menſuration as to Days : But it will be only uſeful for us 
to diſtinguiſh concerning its curative Indications,of what things are 
to be done in the Beginning,Encreaſe,and End of this Diſeaſe z what 
alſo we ought to attempt while the Strength holds ſomewhat good ; 
and what in the ſame being deprefſed and greatly dejected. 

When therefore any Woman brought to Bed is firft affected with 
this Fever (whoſe Invaſion is diftinguiſhed from the Lacteal, becauſe 
it begins for the moſt part with a cold Shivering) preſently we muft 
endeavour that the Fewel be plentifully withdrawn from the burn- 
ing Blood ; and, as I have adviſed above, let the Fleſh of Animals, or 
Broths made of the ſame, be wholly forbidden : For theſe fix the 
Blood, and conftipate it too much, and hinder its purging, which is 
very neceſſary bath by the Lochsa, and by cutaneous Tranfpiration 2 
And rather,tho the Fever be preffing,let Decoctions, Powders, and 
Confections, be given of moderately hot things: Of this kind (as I 
ſaid before) are the Decoctions, or diftilled Waters of the Flowers of 
Marigolds, of the Leaves of Penny-royal,of Mugwort, of the Roots of 
Scorzonera, alſo bezoartick Powders, Spirit of Harts-horn, the fixed 
Salts of Herbs, Cc. If the Lochig are ftopt, we muſt try all ways to 
move them to flow again ; for promoting theſe, Frictions conduce, 

and Ligatures about the Thighs and Legs,the Soles of the Feet,fome- 
times Cupping-glafles, or Veſicatorics about the Thighs, or Hips, al- 
ſo in the Soles of the Feet ; ſometimes alſo Blooding in the Ancleis 
good : Mean while, let a Fomentation of an hyfterick Decoction be 
applicd about the Share,or let a Weathers Call, taken forth warm,be 
laid on the lower part of the Belly: It has been found by Experience, 
that Peſſaries, and uterine InjeCtions, have ſometime done good ; if 
the Belly be coſtive, let it be gently loos'ned by the Violet Suppo= 
fitory, or an emollient Cl yſter. We muſt beware of a too ſtrong Ir- 
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ritation, becauſe it is known, that in Child-bed the Strength is ſud. 
denly caft down, with a Swooning, by a copious Purging, even asin 
a Malignant Fever, If at any time,with a Suppreffion of the Lochia, 


there be a mighty Perturbation of the Blood, with a Vomiting, a * 


Thirft, and Watchings, I have often known Laudanum mix'd with 
Saffron, given with good Succeſs. Inſtead of a cooling Julep, this 
kind of Mixture may be proper : Viz. Take Water of Pewny-rojal,end 
of Bawm, of each three Ornces, Hyſterick- water two Ounces, Syrup of 
Mugwort an Ounce and a half, Tinture of Saffron two Drams, Caſto- 
reum tyed in a Ray oped the Glaſs aScruple : Mix them. Let 
three or four Spoonfuls of this be taken divers times in a Day. 

2, If, notwithftanding the uſe of theſe kinds of Remedies, the Fe- 
ver ftill grows worſe,and is increaſed by degrees with a worſe Appa- 
ratus of Symptoms, fo that befides the Diforders of the Blood,; the 
Brain and nervous Parts begin to be affected, Medicines, tho a 
great many of them of every kind are tryed, oftentimes can do no» 
thing: Nay, in this caſe, the Indications are in a manner coinci- 
dent with thoſe that are to be made uſe of in the Plague it ſelf; for 
the Lochis being a good while ſuppreſt, they cannot eafily, or ſcarce 
at all, he brought again in a great Confuſion of the Blood and Hu» 
mors:? Therefore it is good quickly to raife a Sweatz to wit, That 
the Corruptions made in the Blood and nervous Juice, and reftagna- 
ting from the Womb, may in ſome ſort be ſent forth by Sweat and 
inſenfible Tranſpiration : Wherefore here Bexoartick Powders and 
Confe ions, Spirit of Harts-horn, or of Soot, Tunftures of Coral or of 
Pearl, conduce. I have ſometimes feen, that by the help of theſe 
kinds of Medicines, in a deſperate Cafe, ſomewhat of Hope has 
ſhewn it ſelf, the Pulſe and other Symptoms promifing a little bet- 
ter; tho the Care has ſeldom ſucceeded: But when that uſe of Cor- 
dials was remitted, the Diſeaſed fell head-long into Death, with a 
weak Pulfe, and a Loofſnefs forthwith arifing. 

3: When ftill the caſe of the Diſeaſed grows worſe and worſe,that 
the Fever being increaſed, the Pulſe is weak and nneven, and fre- 
quent Shiverings, and convulfive Motions infeft the whole Body, 
with a Delirium, or a Stupor ; then let the Phyfician, firſt giving 
a Prognoftick of Death, infift on fewer Remedies, and thoſe, ina 
manner, only Cardiack : And let him wholly abftain from Blooding, 
Scarifying, Veſicatories, or the uſe of Cupping-glafles ; for ſuch 
Adminiftrations bring only an I!|-will and Difgrace, that thereby 
- ye are accounted by Women hard-hearted and cruel. 
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The Symptomatick Fevers of Women in Child-bed. 


HE acute Diſeaſes of Women brought to Bod, do not only 

follow the Type of the foreſaid Fever, but are ſometimes at- 
tended with ſome notable Symptom; to wit, the Quinſey, Pleuri- 
fie, Peripneumonia, Dyſentery, Small-Pox, or of ſome other kind; 
and then they are call'd by the Names of thoſe Aﬀects. It is not 
proper to repeat in this Place what belongs to the Natures and E(- 
ſences of each of them at large ; but I ſhall briefly ſet down what 
thoſe Diſcaſes, complicated with the AﬀeCts of Women in Child. 
bed, have peculiar to them, as to their Cauſes or Cures, | 

' We judge that all thoſe Symptoms proceed from a certain Coagu- 
lation of the Blood, and afterward its Extravaſation : Now while the 


1 Blood is extravaſated in one part, every natural and critical Eflux of 


it is reftrain'd in another 3 wherefore there is danger,left while the 
Blood begins to be coagulated either in a particular and uſual Focug 
of Congelation, or univerſally in its whole MaG,preſently the flowing 
of the Lochia be ftopt-z which in reality happens for the mot part, 
and therefore thoſe Aﬀects are moſt commonly mortal to Women 
in Child-bed : Nevertheleſs, the Cauſe of their Death, for the moft 
rt, happens with ſome difference, to wit, in the Smalk-Pox, the 
wing Loech:a call inward the Malignity began to be ſent forth gut- 
wardly,and wholly poilon with their Taint the Maſs of Blood and the 
Heart it ſelf; and therefore in the Small-Pox thoſe uterine Purgations 
ought to be ſtopt : But in the Pleursfie, Quinſey, and the reſt, when 
the Stimulus of the Diſeaſe,fix'd here or there in a particular Place 
calls to it ſelf, and wholly derives from the Womb the Impurities of 
the Blood which ought to be voided by the Lochia, thereby it in» 
creaſes the Taint of the Blood : The Lochsa reftrain'd in the Small- 
Pox might be ſent forth by a more general way of Excretion, with 
the venemous Particles of the Diſeaſe;zwhich indeed does not ſucceed 
in the reft by reaſon of the ſmall and more ſpare way of Excretion. 
Among theſe,the Quinſey, Plurifie, and Peripneumonsa, by reaſon 


both of the great likene(s of their Cauſc,and the Analogy of their 


Cure, may be conſidered together. When a Woman in Child-bed is 
affected with either of theſeit is to be judg'd,that befades the Miaſms 
heaped together during the time of Ingravidation, there happens a 
certain acid Diſpoſition of the Blood, by the means of which,whilſt 
it feveriſhly boils, certain Particles of it being imbued with a ſharp- 
neſs, fall into a Congelation in this or that place, like Milk turning 
ſour,and conſequently coagulated: The Blood letted there, and hin- 
dred in its Circulation;hinders the Paſſage of the reft;naw the Blood, 
being obftructed. in its Motion, butts againſt its dam, and fo being 


heaped together round about,and driven out of its Veſlels,grows in- 
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to a Tumor; thence preſently whatſoever hzterogeneous and ſepa* 
rable is contained in its Maſs, is depoſed in the Part affected as in a 
Sink : Wherefore, the Corruptions of the Blood, which ought to 
be purg'd forth by the Womb, are deriv'd thence toward the Seat of 
this Diſeaſe; which fince they cannot be purged forth ſufficiently this 
way, both the Liquor of the Blood is more notoriouſly corrupted, 
and a Criſis of that particular Aﬀect, to wit, of the Quinſey, Pluri- 
fie, or ſome other, is rendred more difficult. 

For the Cure of theſe kinds of complicated Diſeaſes,preſently from 
the very firſt beginning,it muſt be endeayoured, that the Blood fixt 
any where and begun to be extravaſated; be reftor'd to Circnlation, 
and do not make an Impoftume, becauſe it is very rarely. that Wo- 
men in Child-bed, ſeized with thoſe ſymptomatick Fevers, are cured 
by an Abſceſs or ſpitting forth of the Matter 3 wherefore, inward Re- 
medies, which fuſe the Blood and freeit from Coagulation, are to be 
uſed ; of which kind are chiefly Diaphoreticks filled with/a volatile 
. Salt, as Spirit of Harts«horn, of Soot, of Urine, and the Sits them- 
ſelves: Alſo teſtaceous and;bezoartick Powders, Sal Prunella, De- 
coCtibns and Juleps of Vegetables promoting the Menſes or the U- 
rine;. in all which thoſe things ought to be mixt, which by Expe- 
rience are found to be appropriated to uterine Aﬀects: Moreover, 
diſcufling Remedies, which drive away and expel the Matter ſtink- 
ing in the Part affeFed (of which kind are Liniments, Fomentati- 
ons, and Cataplaſms) are carefully to be applied to it. - Mean while, 
let the violent Motion, and immoderate Efferveſcence of the Blood 
be removed far from thence, andlet its Excretions of Filth be cons 
veyed {till to the lower Parts, by what ways we may : For this end, 
Frictions, Ligatures, Epiſpaſticks, and (if need be) Cupping-glal- 
ies, may be applied to the Feet or Legs: In caſe the Aﬀect growing 
very much worſe, Blooding be indicated ; unleſs there be a great 
Plethora in the whole Body, and a very acute Inflammation in the 
Part affected, it will be beft to breath a Vein in the Foot, or to 
open the hzmorrhoid Veſſels with Leeches : But if neceflity prefles 
for it to be done in the Arm, after Blooding there, let another 
Bleeding (if it may be admitted) follow in the Leg: Nevertheleſs, 
we mutt give a Hiit, that opening a Vein ought to be very cauti- 
ouſly ordered in theſe Cafes: For unleſs it gives Relief (which I 
have ſeldom known to happen ) preſently the Pulſe being rendred 
more weak, the State of the Diſeaſed becomes worſe, 

A Dyſentery takes its Riſe in a manner from the like Cauſe, as the 
foreſaid Aﬀects; but becauſe in this,the-extravaſated Blood is preſent- 
ly poured forth, nor being reſtrain'd in the Body,creates a miſchief 
there, and is ftill more corrupted : And fince this way of Excreti- 
on is performed near the uterine Eflux,and does not derive it after- 


ward another way, hence leſs danger is feared from this Diſeaſe wn 
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from the others before mentioned ; though oftentimes this affect 
is mortal to Women in Child-bed, and that the rather, becauſe by 
a Dyſentery things that qualifie and gently aſtringe the Blood are 
indicated : And theſe are found too apt to ſtop the flowing of the 
Lochia : Wherefore in this caſe, till Women delivered are in a man- 
ner purg'd enough by a long flowing,let the Cure of the other Diſ- 
eaſe be omitted, and let the fierceneſs of Symptoms be reſtrain'd 
only by lenifying things. 

The Indications of the Sma-Pox do not only differ from thoſe ev'n 
now above deſcrib'd, but are attended by ſome contrary to them- 
ſelves; for they require the flowings of the Locbsato be alittle ſtopt, 
(as is ſaid before ) tho withal, that the Eforeſcence of- the Blood, 
and a gentle Sweat, be continued : For fince in this Diſeaſe there is a 
double venemous Ferment, and the corrupted Particles of the Blood 
are carried forth two ways, Care is to be taken that the leſs and nar= 
rower Paſſage do not draw to it ſelf all the Matter,or more than it can 
let forth:Therefore,leſt the Lochia too copiouſly flowing draw inward- 
ly the Venom, which is apt to make an outward Effloreſcence, the 
form of Diet muſt be ſomewhat changld ; and in the firſt place let 
things be boyled in the Broths of the Diſeaſed, which have an Alexi- 
pharmick,together with an aftcingent Vertue ( as the Roots of Tor- 
mentil and of Biſtort,) alſo it is good to give at due Intervals of time, 
Powders, Juleps, and Opiates, endowed with ſuch a kind of Vertue 2 
Moreover, in this Caſe let it by no means be allowed Women to feed 
on Fleſh and Broths made of it, or to riſe from Bed ; but a quiet both 
of Mind and Body being procrred by what means we may, and a Diet 
being ordered of thoſe things which do not exagitate the Blood, let 
the buſineſs in a manner wholly be committed to God and Nature.' 

It were an eafie thing to illuſtrate with Stories and Obſervations 
what is ſaid above, concerning the acute Diſeaſes of Women.in Chld- 
bed ; but the Examples which may be brought in tifis kind, are for 
the moſt part deplorable and of an ill Event; for thoſe Fevers gene- 
rally are terminated in Death. Now to deſcribe theſe kinds of Sick= 
nefſes, will neither confirm the Endeavour of a Phyſician, nor at 
all recommend the method of Phyfick uſed in them ; however, fince 
the Knowledge of theſe makes for the better Diagnoſtick of that 
Diſeaſe, I ſhall here propoſe certain ſingular Cafes and Varieties of 
Symptoms of Women after Delivery ; in which, tho forms and ways 
of curing ſeldom occur, at leaſtwiſe you will have certain Ruleg 
of Precaution of no contemptible uſe. 

Arenowned Woman about twenty-ſix Years of age,was deliver'd of 
a fixth Child, with a great difficalty,and not without danger of Life Oa 
the ſecond day,ſhe ate a whole Chicken, On the third,being taken up 
from her Bed, ſhe ſate for four hours in a Chair, The night following 
ſhe was ill, at which tune the Milk ſprang into her Breaſts; which ne- , 
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vertheleſs ſoon diſappeared upon the Application of the Dsachylum 
Plaifter. The next morning ſhe complained of a Laflitude,and a Pain 
like a Soreneſs of her whole Body, allo of a Vomiting,a Nauſcouſneſs, 
and a Plenitude about the Ventricle and Hypochondres:A very trou- 
bleſome night followed. On the fifth day ſhe was more openly fe 
veriſh and felt ſometimes a Shivering,ſometimes a Burning all about 
her. She nauſcated all things, had an Opprefſion of the Stomach; 
moreover,being reſtleſs, and without ſleep,the Lochsa flowed but lit- 
tle, but a hitifh Humor ( vulgarly call'd a flowing of Milk ) flow'd 
from her. In the evening ſhe had a heavineſs about the Fore-head 
and Temples, as tho ſhe were fleepy, and began to ſleep a little:Aﬀter 
an honor and a half, awaking with a troubled Fancy, ſhe complain'd 
of her Head being increas'd as it were to a mighty Bulk, alſo of her 
Jaws being cloſed that ſhe could not open her Teeth, and of her Fiſts 
being cloſely contraCted ; moreover, in her whole Body ſhe ſeemed to 
perceive a pungitiye ſort of a Stupor : The Ventricle and Hypochon- 
dres continued ftill'diftended and putftcd up. To this Perſon, Frictions, 
Ligatures, Cupping-Glaſles, and other Remedies, both inwardly and 

outwardly, were applicd for recalling the Lochia, and deriving the 

Recrements of the Blood from the Head : The weak and diſorderly 

Pulſe did not admit Blooding ; Powders and Juleps for gently moving 
a Sweat, and fuſing the Blood and Nervous Juice,and hindcing them 

from Reftagnations, were diligently given. Moreover, Fomentations 
ſometimes of linnen Cloths dipt in an emollient DecoCtion, ſometimes 
of the tepid Viſcera of Animals were applied to the lower Part of the 

Belly 3 mean while, ſtinking things ( as is wont to be done to Perſons 

troubled with Hyfterick Fits ) were held to the Noſtrils, for hindring 

the impetuous flowing of the Blood and Spirits to the Head. Now 

theſe things and others being carefully plied for many hours,ſhe ſeem- 

ed to perceive ſome eaſe, tho ſhe ſtill dreaded of clofing her Eyes, or 
preparing her lf for ſleep ; for, ber Eye-lids being cloſed, a thou- 
ſand Phantaſms came into her Head, with a noiſe and ringing in her 
whole Head. She paſſed the night almoſt without ſleep; affoon as ſhe 
began to ſlumber, preſently being frighted, and being oppreft in the 
Prazcordia, ſhe awaked, On the fixth day, about noon, the had a 
cold Shivering,with a ftrong Concuffion of the whole Bodyzto which, 
as in the Fit of an Intermittent Fever, preſently a Heat, afterward a 
copious Sweat ſudceeded, tho no Relicf hapned to the Sick Perſon 
thereby:For preſently after the Sweat, the feveriſh Heat renewed,and 
Convulfire affects more infefted her. The night following, when al- 
ſo the other Symptoms grew worſe, a Pale was raiſed firſt in the 
Tongue, and then preſently in the Throat, that ſhe could not ſpeak, 
and ſcarce at all ſwallow. On the ſeventh day, about the ſame hour, 
a cold Shivering again, with a Heat and a Sweating, ſeiſed her, and 
. thence-forward the Pulſe was far weaker and uneven; alſo a difficult 
: Ref] piration, 
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Reſpiration, with ſhort Breath, ſeiſed her ; ſhe knew not the Stan- 
ders by. : On the eighth day he died. 

Many Occafions concurred to theDeath of this Women, prediſpos'd 
to a Fever by reaſon of her Ingravidation, they greatly increafing the 
Malignity of the Diſeaſe ; for, the hurting of the Womb through the 
difficult Delivery,the ſudden ftriking of the Milk+rom the Breafts,the 
eating of Fleſh, and the too quick rifing from Bed, all concurred, as 
tho conſpiring together, for a greater Miſchief. The Blood taken with 
a feveriſh Burning began Diſorders:It drew the Loch:4,and haply other 
Corruptions of the Womb, into it (ſelf, and thence acquir'd a greater 
Taint and a wholly venemous Diſpofition;the Membranes of the Viſ- 
cera, whether upon their being fill'd with a degenerate NervousJuice, 
orupon ContraCtions being communicated to them from the Womb, 
were truck with Convulfive Motions : For thoſe kinds of Inflations 
and Diftenfions about the Abdomen, are really the effeCts of Convul- 
fions:For tho the direct Fibres contracting that Member, often com- 
preſs it, yet when the Fibres both freight and tranſverſe, and others 
placed in a various Site,are Convulſed together in the Membrane com+ 
pafling about the Cavity, part of it (wells like a blown Bladder, into 
theVacuity of which the Air ſecundarily paſſes it ſelf. So far it is from 
what is vulgarly ſaid,viz.That'the Air,or Flatw's firſt heap'd together 
there, are the Cauſe of the Diftenfion. In our Sick Perſon the Blood 


growing hot, and ſoon being full of an aduſt and malignant Matter, 
preſently,it being incapable of being ſubdu'd,and ſeparated by Sweat, 
endeavoured to fix it in the Brain ; the firſt diſcharge of that Matter 
on the Head, by reaſon of the animal Spirits being half overwhelm'd, 
brought the Senſe of the Heads being very much increaft in bulk ; 
which happens after the like manner, as when the Foot, being ſeiled 
with a Stupor,ſeems to be felt much greater than it ſelf: Now that af- 
ter ſome eaſe,by lumbering,and clofing the Eyes, the affeR return'd 
anew,the Reaſon is, becauſe Watching,and the ftirring of the Senſes, 
in ſome ſort ſhake off and remove from them the Matter beſetting 
the Brain and Nerves;which nevertheleſs, being ſeated near, and in 
a readineſs, ſleep ftealing on, is as it were imbib'd by them, and 
throughly enters their Bodies together with the Nutritive Juice. Now 
the Blood, tho it had copiouſly diſcharged the Recrements on the \ 
Brain, yet it became not free it ſelf; but being (till full of an impure 
Load, fell as it were upon a critical Efforeſcence, and with a Shiver- 
ing, followed by a Heat and a Sweat (as is uſual in a great Excretion) 
it tried again and again to ſhake off its Burthen ; tho all it could do 
by that Effort was, that the Matter fticking to the Brain got deeper 
Root in it, and fixing it ſelf in certain Sprouts of the Nerves, it took 
away Speech, and Swallowing, and then afterward Senſation ; and 
the Maſs of the Blood being deprav'd more and more by degrees, 


at length it became unable for ſupporting Life. . 
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A Renowned Women, Married alittle under Twenty, being with 
Child, and during the time of her Ingravidation having uſed but little 
Diet, and almoſt no Exerciſe, underwent in her Travail Pains and 
Throws, but with Intermifſion and a frequent Reſpite, for Twelve 
hours, and brought forth a Son; the Ferw came away with the Se- 
cundine, and all things were well about the Womb. On the firſt and 
ſecond days ſhe was indiffterently well, but on the third, after alight 
Shivering, ſhe began to complain of a Thirſt and a Heat 3 which a 
Looſneſs followed, ſo that ſhe had four Stools that day ; the night 
paſſed in a manner without ſleep, the feveriſh Diſtemper continued 
afterward for two days after thefame manner ; ſhedaily had three or 
four Stools, the Lochia as yet flowing moderately. On the ſixth day, 
when by the per(waſton of Women ſhe had taken ſomewhat for mode- 
rating her Looſneſs,the Purgings of th:Womb were in a manner whol- 
ly ſtopt:at which time,theFever became more intenſe,and Symptoms 
reſembling Hyfterical aroſe; for , in the Przcordia ſhe had great and 
frequent Oppreftions,and had a ſenſe of Choaking in the. Throat. On 
the ſeventh day, there was a more intenſe Heat, and a difficult and 
more painful Breathingzand then by a Phyſicians Order, at that time 
firſt call'd, three Ounces of Blood were drawn from the Foot, after 
which, for four hours, ſhe was better ; for a quiet ſleep, with a copi- 
ous Sweat,enſued, the Lochia, tho in a (mall quantity, appear*d again: 
In the evening all things grew worfe, the Strength being very much 
reſoly'd,the Pulſe became weaker,and uneven; ſhe complain'd alſo of 
a Noiſe and a ringing of the Ears,with a Plenitude of the Head, more- 
over, ſhe had Leapings of the Tendons in her Wriſts, alio ſudden 
Convulfions of the whole Body, and ſtill the Lovfincls troubled her, 
To this Perſon Cordials aud other Remedies and Kinds of Admini- 
ſtrations diligently uſcd by the Preſcripts of many Phy ficians, did not 
the leaſt good ; the Pulſe growing weaker,and the Strength decrcaſ- 
ing by degrees, on the ninth diy atter Delivery the died. 

This Fever depended very much on the vicious Diſpoſition of the 
Body, as on the procatarCtick Cauſ. ;tor I have often obſerv'd, that it 
falls out ill with Women in Child-bed, who when they are with Child, 
unwholſomly feed on fruits and any forts of food,and living without 
Motion and Excrciſe, indulge themielves only to Idleneſs and R-ft: 
The Blood, by reaſon of the previous Cachexia, without any evident 
- Occaſton, fell a burning as it were of its own accord ; now whilſt it 
boyl'd,depofing its Recrements and Impurities ſtill inward,it brought 
the Looſneſs : Nor did its Maſs become more pure from that almoſt 
continued Excretion, but its Mixture or Crafts being ſtill more depra- 
ved,at length the Blood fell wholly from its genuine Nature, and be* 
came uncapable of fermenting in the Heart : The Looſnefs naturally 
hapning was ill ſtopt, eſpecially by the uſe of Aftringents; for I have 
Sften obſcry'd, that theſe things are not attempted without _—_ : 

or 
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For a Looſneſs has cured ſome that were ill, and in that Lady, and 
in many others ( as we have ſufficiently found by Experience) tho 
it did not take away the Fever, yet it freed them from the more 
ſevere affects of the Brain and genw Nervoſum ; whence this Di- 
ſeaſed was, wholly without a Delicium, nor was ſhe ſeiſed with Con- 
vulfive Motions, till ſhe was brought almoſt to the laſt. 

A worthy Matron «bout Thirty fx Years of age, going with Child 
the ſeventeenth time,was very ſad,and perplex'd with Thoughts that 


ſhe ſhould die in Child-bed upon her Delivery : But ( as it pleaſed 


God ) ſhe was very well Delivered of a Son, and was chearful for three 


days after. On the fourth day, having eaten more of a Chicken than 


ſbe ought; a little before night ſhe fell into a feveriſh Diſtemper,with 
a Vomiting, and the Lochia were ftop'd:All the night ſhe lay without 
fleep and reftle(s; the next morning, within an hours ſpace ſhe had 
four Stools, and ſeem'd to be relieved ; about noon ( at which time 
Icame ) ſhe complained again of a Heat and a Drought, alſo of a 
Palpitation of the Heart, and of the Aſcent of a certain heavy thing 
in her Throat 3 the Pulſe was quick and ſmall, the Urine was ruddy, 
the Lochia. ſcarce appeared. I ordered that Cordial Juleps, and 
things moving a Uterine Purgativn, ſhould be given to this Perſon ; 
moreover, That Fomentations ſhould be applied to the lower Pait 
of the Belly, alfo that the Legs and Feet ſhould often be rubbed with 
warm Cloaths: At the time for ſleep, I gave her a Grain of Lauds- 
num, with half a Scruple of Saffron powdred in a Speonful of Treacle* 
water, She ſlept quietly, and the Lochsa flowed plentifully, after- 
ward, uſing a thin Diet, and things gently promoting a uterine Flux 
for a few- days, ſhe perfectly recovered. 

A Noble Woman, Young, and Handſome, had a good eafte Deli- 
verance of a ſecond Daughter, and for fix days being well as to the Lo- 
chia and other Accidents, ſhe was wholly free from the Suſpicion of 
any Diſtemper ; ſhe daily eat Fleſh, and being taken forth of Bed the 
lived chearfully in her Chamber, On theſeveuth day, without a ma- 
nifeſt Cauſe, ſhe had a Shivering, with a Fever, and the Lochia were 
lefſened, tho not ſuppreſt. To the tenth day after her Delivery, be» 
ing only gently Feveriſh, and the Purgings of the Womb ſtill lowing, 
ſhe liv'd tree from any ſevere Symptom 3 but then,tho very Feveriſh, 
ſhe ſeemed more chearful than uſual, and more confident of her doing 
well ; in the night ſhe ſlept little,or ſcarce at allzthe morning follow- 
ing (at which time I firſt vifited her) ſhe was manifeſtly Delirious,the 


 Lechia were ſtopt, and the whole Body was in a Shivering, the Ten« 


dons in the Wriſts were Convulſed, fo that her Pulte was ſcarce to be 
diſtinguiſhed ; which in the mean while was weak, uneven, and very 
quick. I declar'd, That this Perſon, unle(; the Hand of God, unex=- 
peCtedly delivered her, muſt die in a ſhort time ; however, ſix Grains 
of Oriental Bezoar being given in a Spoonful of a Cordial Julep, and 
Cals 
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caukng a copious Sweat with a better Palſe,and afterward other Cor. 
dials given at due Intervals, gave ſome hope of doing well, tho doubt- 
fal, and not to be relied on. After four hours after I came, being in 
a languiſhing Condition, the had a very large Stool, then preſently 
her Strength wholly fell, and within an hour and a half the died. 

A Woman of Quality, ſcarce exceeding Tweenty Years of age, of 
a florid Countenance, and a thin'Body, the Lochia flowing immode- 
rately after Child-birth, uſed certain aftringent Remedies by the Ad- 
vice of the Attendants,whereby they were wholly ftopt: But a Looſ- 
neſs followed ;z which increafing for three days, the Women gave her 
other Remedies to ftop the Looſnels, nor were they fruſtrated of 
Succeſs ; mean while they brought a dangerous Fever, and affects as 
it were Hyfterical in the place of the former ; for the unfortunate 
Woman in Child-bed was affected with a Thirſt, and a Heat, with 
Watchings, afterward with a frequent Swooning, and- cold Sweats. 
Being called at this time, I ordered Cordial Remedies, and things 
to promote uterine Purgations to be drank, and likewiſe a Clyſter 
to be injected; the Loofneſs of the Belly being again procured, the 
Lochia alſo came down, and the Diſcaſed being freed from the fore- 
faid Symptoms, and the more ſevere Diſeaſe, v:. the Nurſes Re 
medics, ſoon recovered from her Fever. 

Here let it be ob(erved by the bye, 4hat it's very dangerous either 
to ftop, or to alter, or thwart any Motion raiſed by Nature, tho 
anomalous. 

A Woman of Note, about Twenty Years of age, of a full and well 
feſh'd Habit of Body, aborted twice within a Years ſpace 3 when af- 
terward ſhe had Conceived with Child, by her Phy ficians Order, otice 
a Month drinking plentifully of Whey ſhe raiſed a Vomiting,whereby 
ſhe was wont to caſt up a great deal of thick and clammy Flegm; al 
ſo during her time of being with Child ſhe was let Blood five times. 
The time of Child-bearing being over, ſhe brought forth a Boy with 
great difficulty : The Secundine came away entirely, and ſhe purg'd 
egregionlly. On the ſecond day, as ſhe raiſed herſelf on her Feet in 
her Bed, that the Cloaths might be put in order, ſhe took Cold ; and 
thenceforward the Bloody Lochia were wholly ftopt, and only a little 
ferons Water flowed forth. On the third day ſhe began to complain 
of an acute Pain in the right fide 3 the Women preſent applied to-it 
Bags of Camomile made warm with Bricks: Nevertheleſs, the affect 
was very much increaft with a Bloody Spittle.On the fourth day after 
Delivery a more acute Pain, with a mot difficult and very painful 
Breathing, ſeiz'd her. By the Order of a Phyfician then coming from 
the Neighbourhood, fix Ounces of Blood were drawn from the Bafili- 
ca, and ſhe ſuddenly found Relief, and was better for ten hours. At 
Midnight a pricking Pain return'd with the wonted firceneſs:At length 


other Phyſicians being called to conſuk, they all concluded that it 
Was 
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| was neceſſary to bleed again in the Arm of the Side affected. Blood 


being drawn to four Ounces, the Pain remitted, and the Difeaſed 
breathed better : Afterward Diaphoreticks being given, ſhe fell into a 
copions Sweat, with a quiet fleep ; but the Pulſe became: more quick 
and weaker: Alfo ContraCtions of the Tendons appear'd in. the 
Wriſts. Preſently afterward ſhe talk'd light-headed,and within twens 
ty four hours after Blood was drawn the laft time, ſhe died. 

That this Lady,upon the Loch:a being (uppreft,together with a Fe- 
ver, fell into a Plurife, the Cauſe in ſome meaſure ſeems to be the 
Bleeding ſo often uſed during the time of her going with Child ; for 
by this means the Blood,accuftom'd to be breath'd by the Armafter- 
ward fermenting, leaving the Womb, run towards the wonted way 
of being let forth; where not finding a Paflage, it fixed it ſelf in the 
neighbouring ſide as in the next ſeat of Extravaſation, Moreover, be- 
fides the uſual tate of a Plurifie, no ſmall Malignity was added to 
this Diſeaſe ; for the Blood being freed from Extravaſation, preſently 
began to be corrupted in its Crafis, and on the third day of the Fe- 
ver was (0 far deprav'd, that it was-not able to ferment longer in 
the Heart, and fo to continue Life. 

Not long fince, the Wife of a certain Smith was brought to Bed at 
the time that her Children were fick of the Small-Pox in the ſame 
Houſe, and her ſelf, as it ſeems, took the Contagion of the Diſeaſe; 
for, on the ſecond day after Delivery, Puſhes began to break forth 
with a feveriſh Incaleſcence, and a Pain in the Loins z which for three 
days, the Lochia flowing moderately, riſe up as they ought to good 
Wheals; and tho a uterine Purgation hapned copiouſly at this time, 
ſhe had«the Small-Pox very thick in her whole Body; nor were they 
only on the Surface of the Skin, but they likewiſe ſo filled the Cavity 
of the Mouth andThroat,that ſhe was ſcarce able to ſpeak or to {walk 
low. On the fixth day, after being Delivered, the Lochia flow'd im- 
moderately, whereby preſently the Small-Pox falling, a Swooning, 
frequent Convulfigns, and other Symptoms of an ill Nature, affail'd 
the Diſeaſed, which threatned Death in a ſhort time. Being called, I 
preſcribed half a Dram of this Powder to be taken conſtantly every 
three hours in a Spoonful of the following Julepz 7. 

Take Roots of Tormentil powdred two Drams, tha beſt Bole-armaniack 
one Dram, Species of Hyacynth balf a Dram, make a Powder. 

Take Water of Scardium compound, of Dragonewort, of Meadow ſweet, 
of each three Ounces, Acceum Theriacle an Ounce, Syrup of Corals two 
Ounces, burnt Harts-born half a Dram, make a Fulep. 

Moreover, I ordered that in her Broth, and in all things ſhe drank, 
the Roots of Tormentil ſhould be boyl'd ; by theſe Remedies the ute- 
rice Purgation was wholly ftopt, and the Small-Pox without any le- 
vere Symptom, being ripened by degrees; fell away. 

This Caſe was really difficult, and was managed with a great deal 
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of Danger ; viz. It was dangerous either for the Lochia or Small-Pox 
to be kept in, and nevertheleſs,the full Eruption of either hindred the 
Motion of the other : As long as both proceeded moderately, the Bus 
fineſs being let to the Guidance of Nature, went on indifferently 
well; but when one prevailing, the Afiſtance of Art was required, 
it was neceflary to check the Lochza, and to put forward the Small- 
Pox. 


GHAP. XVL 
Of Epidemick Fevers. 


[| Had defign'd to have put an end here to our Difſertion concern= 
mg Fevers,it being my Intent rather to write a Commentary than 


an entire Tract: But in regard certain Epidemick, Fevers are often 


rife, which obſerve no Laws, nor can be reduced to a certain Rule of 
Doctrine ; but being wholly anomalous, vary Yearly,and therefore, as 
often as ſome one of them ſpreads it ſelf, preſently it is called the 
New Diſeaſe: Therefore I have thought it neceſſary, becauſe general 
Precepts are not to be given eoncerning theſe Fevers, to ſubjoyn par- 
ticular Relations of ſome of this kind:For from the various Apparatus 
of Symptoms whereby they are wont to be marked, the Nature, and 
the whole formal Reaſon pf theſe kinds of affects, will ſomewhat ap- 
pear. Since therefore of late Years, within a little Tract of Time, 
three Popular Diſeaſes have reigned in theſe Countries, I ſhall give 
here, as a Concluſion to this Work, the particular Deſcriptions of 
them made formerly in the Times that thoſe Fevers reigned. 


A Deſcription of an Epidemick Fever reigning in 
Autumn, Anno 1657. made in Yhe middle of 
September. 


WE= defigning a Deſcription of a Fever violently reigning 
at this time, it is fit, that being led by the Example of 
Hippocrates, we firſt conſider the foregoing Conſtitution of the 
Year, and its Diſtemperatures, and Excefles of the Qualities ; for 
the Cauſe of an Epidemick Diſeaſe, raiſed generally among Peo- 
ple, muſt be common. We muſt note what the State of the Year 
was, and the Diſpoſition of our Body thence contracted, whereby 
many were affected together. Now to take the thing from its 
Drigine, The foregoing Spring, and the Time thenceforward to 
the end of the Summer, to wit, all this half Years ſpace = 
» » . . nug - 
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mighty hot and dry: But eſpecially after the Summer Solftice, the 
Heats were ſo intenſe for many Weeks together, that Night and Day 
every one complained of the Heat of the Air, and almoft of a conti- 
nual Sweat wherewith they were all bedewed ; and that they could 
not breath freely. About the end of July, this Fever being firſt ſpo+ 
radical, began to break forth in certain Places, that one haply, or 
twogin a Town,or Village,were ſeized with it : In moſt it carried the 
Type of an intermittent Tertian,to wit, the Fits returnedevery other 
Day 3 which nevertheleſs, without any fore-running Cold or Niver= 
ing, infetted the Diſcaſed with a moft intenſe Heat 3 Vomitings and 
bilous Stools happen'd plentifully in moſt,a Sweat ſucceeding, but dif- 
ficult, and often interrupted, whereby the feveriſh Acceſs ſeldom 
went off with an Apirexia : But all the time of Intermiflion, the Diſ- 
eaſed continued lanquid and weak, with a Thirft, and a Reftlefſneſs 3 
in ſome, when they began to anrend, after three or four Fits, a Cold 
and a Shivering began the Acceſs, and the Fever became exactly an 
intermittent Tertian; but in moſt the Diſeaſe ſtill grew worſe, and 
preſently became obftinate, and of a difficult Solution, with an ill 
Apparatus of Symptoms ; for the Diſealed being mighty hot tn their 
Fits, and ſweating with Difficulty, Errors were wont to be commit=- 
ted, which daily intended the Strength of the Diſeaſe: For through 
the Impatience of the Diſeaſed, and the Unskilfulneſs of the Attens 
dants,the Sweat, which ought to have ended the feveriſh Acceſs, be- 
ihg interrupted,ſcarce one Fit was ended, but another preſently ſuc- 
ceeded, and thereby the Diſcale was wont to have erring and uncer- 
tain Periods, without an Interceffton of an Apirexia, and afterward it 
was wont to paſs into a continual Fever, as it were ; the State wheres 
of was ſometimes very dangerous,with an ill Aﬀect of the Brain, and 
tenus Nervoſum, that not unfrequently a Lethargy or Delirium, and 
often Cramps and convulfive Motions were raiſed, In the Month of 
Auguſt this Fever began toreign far and near among the People, that 
inevery Part and Village, ntany lay ill of it; thoit was far more 
common in the Country and little Villages, than in the Confines of 
Cities and Towns. It ſtill carried the Type of an intermittent Fe» 
rer, only that through the Violence of Symptoms, and the Short- 
neſs of Intermiſſion, it ſeemed more tedious than ordinary, and 
therefore was generally call'd the New D:ſcaſe. Moreover, it was 
cenſur'd of ſome Malignity, and gave Proots certain enough of its 
Contagion and Mortality 3 in as much as it crept from Houſe to 
Hou'e, and infected many of the ſame Family with the ſame core 
rupted Taint, and eſpecially ſuch as converſed familiarly with the 
vick : Moreover, in many Places it carried off old Perſons, and 
luch as were come to a Ripeneſs in Years. 

If you conſider the Nature and Eſſence of the AﬀeCt, this Fever 
muſt be placed properly in the number of Intermittents:For the Fits 
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return at ſet times; alſo for the moſt part they begin with a Cold and 
a Shivering,and very often with a Vomiting, and preſently going on 
with a molt intenſe Heat, at length they are endedin a Sweat. The 
Urine in moſt appears of a Flame Color ; clear in the Fit,with ſome 
Hypoſtaſis, out of it thick, with ſomewhat a ruddy Sediment : The 
Diſcaſe comes not to a Criftg by a Sweat, tho very plentiful,and often 
repeated, which might be expected in a continual Fever : But the 
Aft: holds on for many Days, and ſometimes Months,to a very long 
time, tho there happens a very great Evacuation by Vomiting, and 
Sweating almolt daily 3 which we obſerve to fall out often in an In- 
termittent Fever, (cldom in a continual : Out of the Fit, at any time 
of the Diſeaſe, Purging is conveniently ordered, which it were a 
Crime to attempt in aSynochus before the Signs of Concoction More: 
over, that this Fever is of the kind of Intermittents, it hence appears, 
becauſe moſt recover of it,that ſcarce the thouſand part of the Diſ- 
caſed diesz which TI think is ſcarce heard of an Epidemick Synochus, 
About the firſt beginnings of this Diſeaſe, it appears very like an In« 
termittent Tertian, tho it may ſeemin ſome, by reaſon of a vicious 
Prediſpoſition of the Body, and of Errors committed in Diet, and 
Tranſpiration,to have paſs'd into a continual : For in thoſe in whom 
the Fits do not come to a due Determination, nor end in an Apireyia, 
by reaſon of the morbifick Matter being not perfectly blown off, in 
thoſe the Blood continually boils 3 whence it comes to paſs, that the 
Acceſles return quicker,and infelt longer ; till at length,by reaſon of 
the ſtore of the Matter, and the languiſhing or Nature, the Blood 
becoming weak, is not able to grow turgid any longer, and to ſe» 
parate the febrile Matter at (et Hours, but endeavours to ſubdue it 
by little and little, and by a continual Eff:rveſcence. 

Some haply may wholly place ghe Cauſe of thisſo Popular a Dil- 
eaſe in a malignant Conftitution of the Air, to wit, that the Particles 
ot the Air breath'd in, were infected with a certain extraneous Miaſm, 
the Corpu'cies of which Miaſm being inwardly admitted, fermented 
with the Blood and Humors, ani fo cauſed this Fever in a great ma- 
ny with the fame Appearance of Symptoms. But Ido not think that 
tiiis Fever aroſe from a certain Contagion communicated from the 
Air, and immetiately fixing the Taint in Men, but rather from 4 
certain febrile Diathefisor Prediſpofition communicated to our Bo- 
dies by degrees before, through the Diftemperature of the Year; 
which at length having gotten a Maturity, is brought into Act ona 
light ozcafion; and it cannot be ſaid ſo much to burſt forth into this 
Fever, as to grow into it. 

For when about the beginning of ul theAir wax'd immoderately 
hot, through a moſt intenſe Scorching for many Days,it eaſily altered 
our Blood, towards a hot an bilous Diſtemperature ; to wit, becauſe 


(3s in Wine fermenting more than it oughtz the ſweet and ſpirtous 
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Part is very much ſpent, mean while the ſaline and ſulphureous is 
too much exalted,that thereby the Liquor readily contracts a Muſti- 
neſs or a Sharpneſs: Now we have ſeen elſewhere, that this kind of 
Diathefts.of the Blood, whereby from a ſweet and fpirituous Tempe- 
rament,by reaſon of its too great Scorching, it inclines to a bilous, is 
very apt for Intermittent Fevers. Hence the nutritive Juice, which 
is continua]ly conveied into the Maſs of Blood, is not duely concoc}- 
ed, nor aflimilated into Blood, but is perverted into an extraneous, 
23 it were,and fermentative Matter; which ariſing to a Fulneſs with- 
in the Blood, and growing turgid at ſet Periods, according to its In- 
creaſes, brings the Fits of an Intermittent Fever. Since therefore 
from the ſcorching Heat of this Summer,the Blood almott of all Men 
growing hotter than it ought,was very much parch'd,it's no Wonder 
if thereby it contracted a very preat aptneſs to Intermittent Fevers : 
But why this Diſeaſe grew not rife during the great Heat,but rather 
afterward, the Reaſon is, becauſe this Indiſpoſition is not imprinted 
in our Blood at one bout, but by degrees, and not till after a long 
time; and therefore the Fruit, as it were, of the Diſeaſe after the 
foregoing Heat of the Summer, were chiefly brought to a Ripeneſs in 
Autumn, All do not equally contract this Aptneſs or Diſpoſition to a 
Fever; thoſe whoſe Blood being hot by Nature moſt abound with 
Sulphur, and thereby is ſooner parch'd, and thoſe who being given 
to Labors or ſtaying much in the Sun, endur'd moſt of the Summer 
Heat, by reaſon of their Blood being more egregiouſly ſcorch'd, ea- 
fily fell into this Diſeaſe : Wherefore it fickt reigned among the Hus- 
bandmen,and chiefly in the Country : Of thoſe who had acquired an 
aptneſs to this Fever from their Blood being ſcorched, haply ſome fel! 
into it naturally,the feveriſh Diathefis being raiſed by degrees to a Ma- 
turity,others by reaſon of a light Occafion,or an evident Cauſe,which 
is otherwiſe wont to raiſe a feveriſh Efferveſcence, as upon taking 
Cold, Surfeiting, drinking Wine, and the like ; and others fell fick 
by reaſon of a Contagion received from others; for Eflavia con- 
{tantly flow from the Sick, which,when they light on Bod'ez predit- 
poſed to the like Aﬀect, readily raiſe into ACt the latent Powers. 
That the Conjunct Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, and its formal Realon 
may be known,you muſt call to Mind what is ſaid elſewhere concern» 
ing the Nature of Intermittent Fevers; to wit, we ſuppoſe that the 
Baſis, as it were, of this Aﬀect,is a burnt and bilous Conſtitution of 
the Blood ; by reaſon of which, the nutritive Juice, daily ſupplicd as 
it were by Meaſure, is not duely concoctcd, but through its being 
ſcorch'd,turns into a fermentative Matter,and not mitcible with the 
Blood. When the Blood is ſaturated with this Matter to a Fulneis, 
(which happens at ſet Intervals of Times, becauſe the nutritive Jit-5 
is ſupplied in a ſet Meaſure,as it were) it naturally fallsinto a Turge- 
ſcency, and the Eff:rveſcency raiſed for the Expulſion of this M.t- 
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ter brings the feveriſh Fit 3 which lafts (o long, till this febrile Mats 
ter, kindled in the Heart, and, as it were, burnt, is wholly blown 
off with the Sweat. 

From theſe things permitted, it is plain, that there are ſome things 
which in this Aﬀect, whereof we treat, happen after a peculiar man- 
ner from the common kind of Intermittents, and theretore it is not 
unfitly call'd by the Name of a New Fever ſuch as arc, firit, that 
about the beginnings of the Diſcale,the Fits begin without a Cold or 
a Shivering, but long afflict the Diſeas'd with a Vomiting,a Thirft, 
and a molt intenſe Heat,to which a Sweat for the moſt part,with dif- 
ficulty,and partial, andoften interrupted, enſues, whereby the Acceſs 
is not ended but in a long time: The reaſon of which ought to be ſole- 
Iy plac'd in the yery bilous and exceflively parched Diſpoſition of the 
Blood ; for,this proceeding from the prevailing Sulphur, wholly hin- 
ders the wonted {ourneſs of the Blood, which follows its Turgeſcency, 
and is wont to raiſe the Shivering or Cold and by reaſon of this kind 
of Temperature of the Blood, ſcorching too much, and, as it were, 
burning the nutritive Juice, the Blood growing turgid together with 
that Juice, and {tirrd to motion, is kindled more than uſually in the 
Heart, and by its Deflagration, it cauſes a moſt inten'e Heat with a 

rought,which are molt tedious to the Diſeas'd. Pilous Vomitings 

appen not only at the beginning, but even in the middle of the Fit, 
by reaſon of the Redundancy of the Choler wherewith the Vaſa Cole- 
dochabeing oftentimes too much fill'd they pour it into*thelnteſtines; 
which afterward, a Contraction being raiſed in the Viſcera, is eafily 
ſent into the Stomach: The Sweat follows with difficulty,becauſe the 
Choler abounds more than the Serum ; wherefore the burnt Febrile 
Matter isnot eahily ſeparated by a Sweat, but, either being mixt with 
the Blood, brings a long continued Efferye(cence, or being convei'd 
towards the Inteftines,produces a Vomiting or a Looſneſs, Secondly, 
this Fever differs from a vulgar Intermittent, becauſe,after a Fit end- 
ed, there is not given a full Intermiffion, ſo far as an Apirexia, but 
the Diſeas'd continue till Ianquid and dry, being ill diſpoſed as to 
their Appetite, Sleep, and other _: Which really happens, 
becau'e by the intenſe Heat of theFever,more of the Blood and fe- 
brile Matter is kindled, than that the Recrements remaining after its 
Deflagration,can be ſoon blown off, eſpecially becauſe a Sweat, by 
reaſon of the Drought of. the Matter, with great difficulty enſues 3 
nor is the febrile Matter, to be voided forth,lufficicntly diluted with 
a Scrous Latex: Wherefore,the Blood being not perfectly freed from 
its Contagion at the time of the Fit,ferments ſtill,nor the Acceſs be- 
ing ended, has it a full Trace from the Diſeaſe. Mean while that 
the Blood is preſs'd after this manner with an almoſt continual Effer- 
veſcence, it ditfers from a Synochus: Becauſe in this the ſulphureous 
Part of the Blood being too much exalted, is inflam'd,as it were, yi id 
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makes the Fever by its Deflagration: But the continual Ebullition 
which happens to this Intermittent Fever, depends wholly on the 
Confuſgon of the Matter not miſcible, and the difficult Secretion of 
it from the Blood. A Synochus happens as Wine naturally ferment- 
ing by reaſon of its Richneſs; the other like the fame Wine when 
it falls a working by reaſon of ſome hzterogeneous thing mixt 
with it : Wherefore we obſerve, that when our Fever has paſs'd in- 
to a continual, yet it comes not to a Determination, neither by a 
Sweat, nor by a Loofneſs, tho hapning in a plentiful manner and 
frequently, becauſe depending on the Blood depauperated, rather 
than being inflam'd, it continues a very long time, and diſpoſes the 
Dijſeaſed towards a Cachexia. \ 

The third way of difference, wherein this Fever differs from the 
common Rank of Intermittents, is plac'd in this,that it is oftentimes 
readily propagated by Contagion into others ; the reaſon of which 
is, becauſe here a great many Bodies are prediſpos'd after the ſame 
manner to the ſame Aﬀect ; which at another time does not happen: 
Wherefore the meer Efluvia from a morbid Body are able to ftir up 
the like Aﬀect in a Subject eafily capable ; even as certain Rays of a 
Flame kindle a Flame in a Matter which is very combuſtible : Mean 
while, all do not contract the taint of this Fever alike; but ſome not 
prepar'd for it to converſe with the Difeas'd without hurt. 

There is another Symptom which does not conſtantly attend this 
Ferer, but only hapning in ſome Places, which diſtinguiſhes it not 
only from a common Fever, but changes its own proper Type,to wit, 
it fometimes happens that difſenterick Aﬀects accompany this Diſ- 
eaſe ; in ſome bilous Vomitings and Seiges are very troubleſome;as in 
the colerick Diſeaſe,and in others bloody Stools happen with a violent 
Pain and GGripes of the Belly. I have often obſerv'd the former in 
this our Neighbourhood; and the reaſon of it may be deduced from 
a mighty bilous Temperature; for by reaſon of this,the aduſt Matter, 
not to be blown off by Sweat,is copiouſly ſeparated in the Liver: Af- 
terward by reaſon of the Vaſa Coledocha being over-fill'd, it is ſent to 
theVentricle and Inteſtines:The other Aﬀect of the Diſentery is found 
only in ſome Places, and there being ſporadical rather than common, 
it has ſeized only ſome ſick Perſons. The Origine of it can be aſcrib'd 
only to the peculiar Crafis or vicious Prediſpoſitions of ſome Bodies, 
alſo to the Scituations of Places,or the nature of the Air. Moreover, 
it may be ſuſpected that the Diſeaſe is now and then conveied to 
others, not without the Communication of a certain Miaſm. 

Concerning this Diſeaſe, there ought to be a double Prognoltick ; 
firſt of the Fever it (elf, in general, what kind of end it will have, 
and when; what it does threaten to our Land 3 whether it be not 
a Fore-runner of the Plague, or Peftilential Diſeaſes, (as it is vulgar- 
ly feared.) Secondly, We ought to give the Signs by which we 
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are wont to preſage a Well-doing or Danger in the various Caſes 
of the Diſcaſed. 

As to the firft, becauſe we have ſhewn that the Origine of this Af. 
fect is not to be taken from the Air infected with a Contagion,or ve- 
nemous Miaſm, nor from a malignant Seminium of Vapors diffus' 
through the Air; but only from a mighty bilous Temperature or 
Diatheſfis of our Bodies, with a Blood which is aduſt and mightily 
ſcorch'd by reaſon of the Summer Heats : I think there is no cauſe of 
Fear here, whereby we may dread that this Fever, being rais'd toa 
worſe ftate through the fault of the Air, may grow at length to 
be Malignant or Peſtilential ; but rather(what the Change of the Sea- 
ſon of the Year,and the Alteration of our Blood may make us expect) 
we ought to fear left this Fever, which at firſt imitates the Type of 
a Tertian, may paſs into a Quartan : Which I obſerve has already 
hapned to ſome; and think it is greatly to be fear'd, leſt hereafter 
Autumn drawing to an end, it may happen in many. , 

As to the particular Prognoſtick, the Signs which happen in the 
courſe of this Fever moft remarkable, and which in ſome manner 
foretel its Iſſue and Event, are theſe: If the Diſeaſe happens in a 
ſound Body,well-temper'd, and eaſily perſpirable,if a Vomiting with 
a well-bearing enſues, and the Belly be looſe : If the Fit begins with 
a light Shivering,and after a moderate Heat ends in a Sweat, and the 
Interval of it he with an Apirexia; or a well-bearing ; if the Pulſe be 
ſtrong, the Urine of a Flame color, 'clear, with a laudable Hipofta- 
fis, we predict that the Diſeaſe will end in a ſhort time without dan- 
ger: But if this Fever be raiſed in a fat Body, and of a vicious Ha» 
bit ; if with a troubleſome Vomiting, an exorbitant Heat, and an 
intolerable Thirft, long torment the Diſeaſed ; if the Heat be ſuc- 
ceeded by a difficult, partial, often interrupted Sweat, and interlac'd 
with frequent Vomitings,and does not end in an Apirexia, we declare 
this Diſeaſe to be long,and liable todanger : But if the Diſcaſed holds 
his Strength, and the Urine ſhews figns of Concodtion, we do not 
deſpair of well-doing ; eſpecially if after four or five Returns, the 
Diſeaſe, as it is uſual, remits of its wonted fierceneſs. Thirdly, we 
obſerve, if this Diſeaſe happens in a Body which is cold, or broken 

with other Diſeaſes, or weaken'd ; if befides horrible Vomitings,and 
a violent Heat, a frequent Fainting, Swoonings, Deliriums, or Le- 
thargick Aﬀects happen ; if after many Acceſles, the Strength of 
the Diſcas'd falling, the Diſeaſe remits nothing, but a continual Et- 
ferveſcence troubles the Blood, and very much diffipates the vital 
Spirits ; if a dejected Appetite,obftinate Watchings,convulfive Mo- 
tions, With a weak Pulle, a troubled or thick Urine happen, we de- 
clare the Caſe to be full of Danger: But it is protracted to a good 
length, and it gives Time and Occafions for Nature to recollect 
her ſelf, and to the Phyſician for giving Remedies. Th 
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The Therapeutiok, Indications which have place in the Cure of this 
Fever, are chiefly four; Firft, that the Blood being become burnt, 
and too bilous, be reduc'd to its due Temper. Secondly, that the 
depravation of the nutritive Juice,and its alteration into a fermenta- 
tive matter, be ftopt, or at leaſtwiſe, be lefſen'd. Thirdly, that about 
the declination of the Diſcaſe, the Blood being depauperated by a fre- 
quent Deflagration, and rendred impure by the mixture of the mor- 
bifick or aduft matter be reftored, and be rendred volatile as it 
ought. Fourthly, that we obviate with Remedies the Symptoms 
which are chiefly infefting the Courſe of the Diſeaſe. To anſwer 
theſe Intentions, I adviſe the following Method to be uſed. 

About the firſt beginnings of the Diſeaſe, if a bilous Humor flow- 
ing from the Vaſa Chol and ſent into the Ventricle, the Diſea- 
ſed be inclin'd to Vomit, when the Fit is at hand,let a plentiful Eva- 
cuation of the ſame beraiſed by a gentle Emetick: Blooding and Pur- 
ging ought not to be uſed but during the Interval of Fits; for while 
the Blood violently ferments, or is reſolved into a Sweat,Nature ought 
not to be diverted from its Works begun, nor its Attempts be diſtur» 
bed by the Preſcripts of Phyſicians; wherefore after the Acceſs is os 
ver, and the Sweat entirely ended,let a Purging be ordered by a gen= 
tle Cathartick, and let the ſame afterward be ſometimes repeated on 
the like occaſion: For by this Method,not only the ftore of the excre= 
mentitious Matter is withdrawn from the firſt Paffages, but eſpecially 
the Choler-Veſlels being emptied, the Bile is plentifully drawn from 
the Maſs of Blood, and thereby the Blood is reftor'd toward its natu- 
ral Crafis. Let Blooding, if it be indicated, be put in PraCtice, from 
the beginning 3 for ſo its Liquor growing too turgid, is eventilated, 
whereby it both leſs perverts the nutritive Juice, and when the Fit 
preſſes, it burns with a more mild Blaſt together with the morbifick 
Matter: But otherwiſe,if after a long Sickneſs a Vein be opened, when 
the Blood being depauperated and rendred watery, has heaped toge- 
ther more of morbifick Matter, and does not duely concoCt it, and 
purge it forth,much is drawn from the Strength of Nature,from the 
Power of the Diſeaſe nothing. In the Interval of the Acceſſes, when 
Blooding nor Purging may not be admitted, let the Belly be kept fo- 
luble by a conſtant ute of Clyfters; alſo let digeſtive Remedies of a- 
cetous or ſaline Liquors and Powders be given,fuch as Cream of Tar- 
tar, the fixt Salts of Herbs, Tartar Vitriolate,burnt Harts-horn,Spirit 
of Vitriol and of. Salt, £c. for theſe reftore the Ferments of the Viſ- 
cera loſt or grown ſluggiſh, depurate the Blood by fuſing it ; allo fe» 
parate, and, as it were, precipitate the morbifick Matter: Alſo at this 
time, if obſtinate Watchings chance to prove infefting, and impair 
the Strength of the Diſcaſed, we may interlace Anodyne and gently 
Narcotick Remedies, but by no means give them in the Acceſs, for 
then they greatly hinder the ſubduing, and ſecretion of the febrile 
Matter, and prolong the Fit which would ſooner cnd, K 
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So far concerning what is to be done in the Intervals of the Fits 
but in the Fit; tho the Diſeafed then chiefly ſend for and call upon 
Phy ficians,yet their Preſcripts at this time are limited within a nar- 
row Scope: If a Vomiting (tho an Emetick be given before) be till 
infefting, let it be freely promoted by Pofſet-Drink,cither fimple, or 
with bitter Herbs boiled in it ; but let the chiet way of the Cure bein 
qualifying the Heat and Drought, which are wont to torture feverely 
the Diſealed in this Fever; for whillt the Blood, fermenting with the 
morbifick Matter, and being kindled in the Heart, ſprings into the 
Lungs, it raiſes there a moſt violent Inflammation, which requires a 
pouring on of cold Water, as it were, for extinguiſhing a Flame : 
Wherefore they defire to be pouring in Drink without meaſure . 
without which the Diſecaſed faint through the too much burning,and 
in a manner all their Blood, being rarefied, as it were, into a Flame 
and a Smoak, does not eaſily continue the thread of Circulation ; 
wherefore, Drink by all means ought to be granted to thoſe that are 
in the Fever:Which nevertheleſs,if it be pour'd in in too great a quan- 
tity, firſt it exagitates more the boiling Blood, and again brings a 
Confuſion of the febrile Matter began to be ſeparated, that thereby 
the Work of ſ{ubduing and Secretion is longer protracted, and the 
Fit is made _— moreover, a great pouring in of Drink proves 
offenſive to the Stomach, and by troubling it, and often by raiſing 
a Vomit, hinders Tranſpiration, and calls in a Sweat breaking forth, 
or haply already broken forth : Wherefore, when the Heat of the Fe 
ver is firſt kindled, let the Diſeaſed, tho very dry, drink only by fip- 
ping, and, what they may, let them refrain it; afterward when the 
burnt and ſubdued Matter begins to be ſent off by Sweat, let them 
more freely gratifie themſelves with it ; for ſo the Sweating is great- 
ly promoted, and the Fit is ſooner over: As to the Nature of the 
Drink, ſometimes let Poflet-drink, ſometimes fmall Ale, or Barley 
Water be given; ſometimes Fountain-water, either alone, or ſhar- 
pen'd a little with the Juice of Limons : In this caſe, the uſe of Sal 
Prunella is juſtly commended, giving in any Liquor ; for this, by 
its Nitrofity, wonderfully reſtrains the boiling Blood, and powers 
fully moves Sweat. I have often oblerv'd in the middle of the Fit, 
that the Diſeas'd have fall'n into a Fainting or a Swoon, where the 
Cordials and hot Liquors, which are wont preſently to be pour'd 
in, very much increaſe the Violence of the Fever, and cauſe greater 
Troubles than uſual,that the Fit is more difficultly ended: But theſe 
Swoonings, for the moſt part,happen either from the bilous Humor 
ſent into the Ventricle, or by reaſon of a Sweat broken off abruptly 
and againſt tþefe I have always found the moſt preſent Remedy 3 
that either a Feather being put in the Throat, a Vomit be promo- 
ted, or that a thin Liquor being drank in a plentiful Meaſure, the 
S. eat be again rais'd ; And in the whole Courſe of this Fever, Iam 
wont to give no Cordials or Alexipharmicks, D 
A Diet 
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A Diet in this Fever only thin, and not rich, ought to be ordered 


Let ali Fuod prepar'd of the Fleſh of A-imals be wholly ſhun'd ; 


for theſe abounding with Sulphur, plentiful'y afford a Fuel to the 
boiling or kindled Blood, as Oyl pour'd on a Flame : Mureover, let 
nothing ſpirituous, as hot Waters, ſtrong Ale, or Wine be allowed 
but let Oat or Barley DecoCtions or Broths, altered with cooling 
H. rbs, be chiefly ufed ; alſo let Pofſet-drink ſmall Ale, or Whey, 
be drank by ihe Diſcaſed at Pleaſure : For fince by this Mean a ve- 
ry thin and watery nutritive Juice is conveyed to the M.fs of Blood, 
the reſolved Particles of the Sulphur are burnt off ſooner, and with 
leſs Tumult ; alſo the Recrements of the aduſt Matter are more rea- 
dily ſent forth from the Maſs of Blood : But if on the comrary, a 
rich and plentiful Nonriſhment be uſed, the Effervelcence of the 
Blood is thereby much encreasd, and the Blood is more infected 
with the Mixture of an aduit Matter. 

When after frequent Fits,the Blood being much burnt off, and the 
Fever, being in its declining State, has remitted of its fervour and 
fiercenefs, Care muſt be taken, that the Diſeaſed, while npon their 
Recovery, do not fall itito a Cachexia, or Scorbutick Aﬀect ; for the 
Crafis of the Viſcera being injured and the Blood bring very much 
depauperated, the nutritive Juice. tho it be nat !corch'd as before, 
yet is not duly concocted, and matu: ated into a perfect Blood * 
But through defect of a Pneumatohs, ferons Excrements. imbued 
with a fixt Salt, are very much heap'd tog-ther; and ſometimes be- 
ing fixt in the Viſcera, ſometimes in the extream Paits; bring forth 
various Aﬀects. Wherefore in a long continne( languur of the Dif< 
eaſed, or otherwiſe, in order to a quicker Recovery, let Re nedies 


be given which volatize the Blood, and either hinder the Stuff gs of 


the Viſcera, or remove, the:n being made, and reſtore their Fer= 
ments being almoſt extinct ; for this U'e chi. fly conduce the Re- 
medies and Preparations, which are vulgarly call'd Digeftives and 
Antifcorbuticks ; by which being ſ-aſonably admimſt:ed, I have 
known many weak,pale, and bloodleſs Perſons, as it were, to have 
ſoon recover't a ſprightly Strength and Vigor. 


A Deſcription, made tWlaſt Day of May, of a Cas 
 tarrhous Epidemick Fever hapning in the middle 
of the Spring, An: 1658. 

N immoderate Heat of the Summer before was followed in the 
Winter with a Froft equally intenſe,ſo that no Man living has 


ſcarce remembred aYear like this for an Exceſs both of Heat and Cold. 
from the fifth of December almoſt to the Vernal Equinox, the Earth 


Was cover'd with Snowzand from the North Winds continually blow- - 
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io, all things, ſetin the open Air, waxed {tiff with Cold : And after. 
ward,from the beginning of theSpring almoſt to the firſt day of Zune, 
the ſame Wind till blowing, the Seaſon was more like Winter than 
Spring,only that ſometimes haply it was interlac'd with a Day or two 
of hot Weather. During the Winter, amongſt our People here ( ſave 
that the Quartan Ague contracted in the Autumn infeited ſome) the 
State was indifferently healthful, free from any popular Diſeaſe. In 
the beginning of the Spring an intermittent Tere#an Fever (as it's ui 
ſual in every other Year) ſeized ſome, About the end of April,on a 
ſudden an Aﬀect ſhew'd it ſelf, which being ſent, as it were, by a cer- 
tain Blaſt from the Stars, ſeiz'd'a great many; that in ſome certain 
Towns, in a Weeks ſpace, above a thouſand Men lay iH at once. The 
Pathognomick Symptom of this Diſeaſe, which firft ſeized the Diſea» 
ſed,was a troubleſome Cough, with a copions Spitting,and a Catarrh 
failing on the Palate, Throat, and Noftrils; there is alſo a feveriſh 
Dittemperature, which,for the moſt part, is joyn'd with a Heat and a 
D:ought, a want of Appetite, a ſpontaneous Laſſitude, and a great 
Pain in the Back and Loins: Which Fever nevzriheleis in ſome was 
more remiſs,that they walk'd abroad,an: during all the time of their 
Sickneſs, followed the uſual Cfizes of Life, complaining in the mean 
time of a want of Strenzin and a Weakneſs,of a loathing of Food, of 
a Cough and a Catarrh. Now in ſome a hot Diftemperature very 
much reigned, that being confined to their Bed,they were troubled 
with a Burning and a mighty Drought,with Watchings,a Hoarſeneſs, 
and an almoſt continual Cough ; ſometimes a Bleeding at Noſe, in 
ſome a Spitting Blood, and often bloody Stools, hapned upon this 
Aﬀc&t. Thoſe who being of an infirm Body, and ftricken in Years, 
werg (cized with this Diſcale,many of them died; but in a manner all 
of thoſe that were ftrong and of a ſound Conſtitution recover'd: 
Thoſe who yielding to this Diſeaſe, periſhed,;they died, for the moſt, 
by reaſon of their Strength being wafted by degrees,and a Maſs of (e- 
rous Filth being heaped together in the Breaſt, with the Fevers being 
increaſ.d, and a difficult Breathing, like Perſons troubled with a He- 
&ick Fever. Concerning this Dileaſe,we mult enquire what kind cf 
ProcatarCtick Cauſe it had, that it ſhould riſe on a ſudden in the 
Spring, and that within a Months ti almoſt the third Part of Man- 
kind ſhould be affected with it, Afterward,the Signs and Symptoms 
being diligently compared together, the formal Reaſon of this Diſ- 
ea'e, alſo the ways of its Crifis and Care, ought to be affigned. 
That the North Wind is moſt apt for producing Catarrhs, beſides 
the Teftimony of H;ſtorsans, common Experience makes good : But 
why Catarrhs did not ſpread themielves fo much ſporadically during 
all the Tract of the Winter and Spring, but that this aff: ſhould 
reign epidemica'ly only for the ſpace of one Month, and then joyn'd 
. Wilit a Fever, the reaſon is not fo plain, I Know that many wp 
the 
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the Cauſe from the uneven Diſtemperature of the Air, for that Sea- 
fon 3 which tho, for the moſt part, cold, yet ſometimes, the North» 
wind remitting, for a Day or two 7as very hot 3 wherefore, on this 
Occaſion, as upon taking Cold after being hot,many Men might fall 
fick:This kind of evident Cauſe might ſuffice haply for affeRting ſome 
with this Sickneſs ; but for caufing an Aﬀect arifing ſoon a ſudden, 
and generally reigning, befides ſuch an occaſion, a great Procatarxis 
or Prediſpoktion wasrequir'd : For it ought to be ſuppoſed, that all 
Men, in a manner, were ready prepared for receiving this Diſeaſe, o- 
therwiſe no evident Cauſe would exercile its force (0 powerfully on a 
great many: Wherefore it is likely that this Diſeaſe drew its Origire 
from the Diftemperature, and very great Irregularity of the Year : 
And as the intermittent Autumnal Fever above deſcribed was the 
Product of a preceeding immoderate Heat, ſo this catarrhal Fever 
wholly depended on the Tract of the Year hapning to be too cold; 
for the Blood being already burnt from the over-hot Summer, and 
inclin'd to the Fever above deſcribed, then Autumn coming on, be- 
ing made more ſharp,and apt to a Qyartan Fever,afterward by rea- 
ſon of the intenſe Cold of the Winter being little eventilated, and 
hindred from its due Perſpiration, it held ftill a Diſcrafie, and wes 
ready to ſuffer by it as occafion might be given. Wherefore, in re- 
gard the Blood in the middle of the Spring /as the Juice of IE 
being become more ſprightly, and having begun to ſpring and diſ- 
play it ſelf, by reaſon of its Thickneſs ftill continued, was ſtraitned 
in circulating, it was prone to feveriſh Efferveſcencies ; and in re- 
#ard the Serous Latex abounding in the Blood, was not able to eva- 
porate forth by reaſon of the Pores being till cloſed with the Cold 
reftagnating inwardly and falling chiefly on the Lungs(where ſome- 
what ſuccedaneous is performed to outward Perſpiration ) it rais'd 
ſo frequent and troubleſome a Cough, 

Therefore the Riſe and formal Reaſon of this Diſeaſe are chiefly 
founded in two things ; to wit, that there hapned together a great» 
er Efferveſcence of the Blood than ordinary, cauſed by the Spring 
Seaſon, and withal a Denſity, or a great Conſtriction of the Pores 
cauſed by the preceeding Tract of Time which was too cold ; that 
thereby there was not a free ſpace granted the Blood ſpringing in the 
Veſſels: The Caſe was the ſame, as if Wine beginning to ferment, 
were put into Veſſels cloſe ftopt ; for by this means both the Yeſ- 
ſels and the Wine are in danger of being deftroyed. 

Wherefore, to draw the thing in ſhort ; that this Diſeaſe ariſi»g 
in-the middle of the Spring, preſently ſpreading very far, feiz'd 4 
great many, the cauſe was not a blaſt of a malignant Air, where''y 
the Diſeaſed were affected as tho ftruck by a Sideration,as forme wit 
have it,but that at this time the Blood being inſpired by the Con! 1- 
tytion of the Spring, and ſo apt to diſplay it telf and ferment, was 
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ſraitned in its Motion, and the Eflu«ia being inwardly reftrained, 
it conld not be &: ough ventilated. Every Year, tho temperate, it 
is uſual in the Spriug and Falltur certain Diteaſes to reign epidemis 
cally, 'to wit, becauſe at this time, the Bloud being renewed, dif- 
plays it ſelf, as 1t wrre, anew, aud therefore Intermittent Fevery, 
and ſometimes the Smail-pox grow every where rite at this time 
whercfore it is no wonder, aftcr a very uneven Conſtitution of the 
Year, and differivg from the natural, when in this Spring the Blood 
boiling ſtrongly within the Veſſels, by reaſon of a letted Tranſpira» 
tion. was not able to be circulated freely, and to be enough even- 
tilated, if thence great Ditorders follow, and a very epidemick Af+ 
fect be raiſed trom this very general Cauſe. 

As to the Symptoms joyned to this Diieaſe, the feveriſh Diſtem. 
perature-and the things depending ot it, the burning of the Precor- 
dia, the Thirft, ſpontaneous Laflt: ude, the great pain in the Head, 
Loyns or Limbs, were cauſed by the Bloods boiling too much, and 
not being enough eventilated. Hence in many the thinner part 
of the Bluod being heated,and the remaining Liquor bcing troubled, 
a Synochns fymple, or of many Days was cauſed : But in ſome ha- 
ving a vitious Diath: fis of the Blopd,or an ill habit of the Body, this 
kind of Fever bcing aiiſen through the ſame cauſe, ſoon paſſed into 
a very dangerous, and often mortal Putrid, 

'_ The Cough accompanving this Fever with the Catarrh, draws its 
Origine from the ſerous Humor heapt together a long time in the 
Blood,by reaſon of Tran'puration bring letted,and aftcrward a' effer- 
veſcence ar:fing, diftilling in a great plenty from the little Arteries 
gaping inwardly: Fur when the Pores are corſtringed,the ſuperfluous 
S-rofities in the Blood, wont toevaporate outwardly,are poured on 
the Lungs by a rearer way of pnrifying the Blood : Wherefore upon 
taking cod, (as its vulgar!y (aid ) that is upon Tranſpiration being 
out wargly Jetted.a Co:ngh tor the moit part is railed; And in the Pro- 
Ccatarxis for this Aﬀ &, a redundancy of Serum in the Maſs of Blood 
had almoſt the 1:11 Place,for fiom the long continued cold ftopping 
the burning of the Bluod, or the increaſe of Color, and hindring the 
Trarſp'iration of the watery Latex.of neceflity a great deal of ſerous 
Humor was heapt together in the Blood 3 wherefore, when the 
Blood,diſplaying it (clf in'the Spring, tell into an Efferveſcence, the 
overflowing ot the Sei um, and its diſcharge on the inward Parts was 
wont to bring firft a Cough, as a proper Symptom of this Diſeaſe : 
And in whom the Blood, being much diluted by the mixture of 
Serum, were very obnoxious to the Congh and rheumatick Affect, 
thoſe came more lightly off with the teveriſh Diſt.mper, 

' The Prognoftick of this'Aﬀ as to private Perſons,for the molt 
part is eof3-,that preſently from its firſt invaſion it diſcovers the event. 


Forif this Sickneſs be raiſed in a robuit Body and ſound before, zo 
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the feverifh Diftemperature be moderate, and without any ſever® 
and dreadful Symptom, the Caſe is tree from Danger,and the affect 
is reputed of (0 light Mument,that commonly it is only called a Cold 
taken, and tor the molt part neither a Phyfician nor Remedies are 
ſought after, unleſs 'ome that are very con mon,aund of an eafie Pre- 
paration are uſed. Bur it this Afﬀ-Cct happens in a weak and unheal- - 
thy Body, with an ill Apparatus, and either the Fever be raiſed to a 
Putrid, or the Cough growing ſtrong, cauſes a difficult Ereathing, 
and a kind of conſumptive Conttitution, the Event of the Dilcale is 
very much ſu p: Cted,and often is terminated in Death. The common 
Prognottick, which is 1akcn hence concerning the future ſtate of the 


\ Year, contains nothing very much to be feared, or threatens mighty 


ill ; by reaſon of the uneven Intemperies of the Year, as great exce(- 
ſes of Heat, and afterward the Cold, we may fear Diſeaſes arifing 
from the dilcraſy of the Blood ; but from the preſent 1tate,we riei= 
ther ſuſpet the Air mightily depraved, nor infected with vene= 
muus Breaths, that we may hence ground a Judgment of a Plague, 
or malignant intermittent Diſeaſe. 

As to the Method of Cure,when this Diſeaſe ſeizes lightly, its Cure 
for the mt part is left to Nature: For this Fever being only a ſimple 
Synochns, is wont to be determined within a few Days by a Sweat. 
Wherefore after a copious Sweat for the molt part about the third or 
fourth Day, the Heat and Drought, the laflitude and great Pains are 
appeaſed : Then the Cough,protracted longer, atterward remits by 
little and little, and at length the Diſeaſed recover by degrees. If at 
any time this Diſcaſe has taken deeper root,there is necd of fit Reme- 
dies and an exact Method of Cure; let the Fever growing ſtrong be 
cured according to the Rules to be obſerved in a Putrid, tho with 
this diff-rence,that becauſe a letted Tranſpiration, and the di/charge 
of the ſcrous Humop on the Lungs are chiefly in the fault, therefore, 
let Diaphoreticks. and the Remedies called Thoricks be of frequent 
uſe ; for theſe reſtrain the great flowing of the Serum from the Vel(- 
ſels inward,and cither by opening the Pores,convey it outward,or by 
precipitating it from the Maſs of Blood, ſend it away by the urinary 
Paſſages : Therefore let the Method of Cure for this Diſeaſe railed to 
a woife ſtate, regard both the fever:ſh Driſtemperature, for curing 
which you may direCt according to the Intentions uſed in a Putrid 
Fever: And the Rheumarich Afﬀett, which nevertheleſs muft be the 
ſecond Indicant, and does not admit any evaporating Remedies in- 
differently,or ſuch as arc uſual againſt a Cough, but only of that kind, 
which does not intend the Fever. Let the Forms of thele and the 
fit times of healing, be taken from the Precepts every where deliver- 
ed for the Cure of the Putrid Fever, and. of the Cough : The Aids 
which now by a frequent Experience are vulgarly ſaid to have git- 
yen a Chief relief in this Diſcaſe,are a Diaphoreſts, or a procuring of 
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2 Sweat, and a letting Blood ; for the Veſſels being emptied this 6x 


that way, both the immoderate Efferveſcence of the Blood, and 
the redundancy of it are moderated. 


A Deſcription, made the firſt Day of September, of 


an Epidemick Fever, ariſing aboat the beginning 
of Autumn, An. 1658, 


HE Vernal Fever even now deſcribed, ſcarce laſted above fix 
Weeks, that it plainly ſeemed only a light Efferveſcence of the 
Blood, which growing turgid in the Spring,and withal being ftrait- 
ned in its room for want of Ventilation, boiled violently like new 
Wine ftopt in Bottles, and afterward ceaſed of its own accord : But 
thenceforward.as the Year did not recover its due Temper, fo neither 
did our Blood, . and fo a t-cond fewel was ſoon heaped together for a 
new Fever; for after the Summer Solftice,the North-wind ftill blow- 
ing,the Seaſon continued cold a long time; fo that the Husbandman 
feared that the Fruits and ſtanding Corn would ſcarce be brought to 
a Maturity this Year : But after this, a little before the beginnig of 
Augiiſt,a moſt intenſe Heat followed for many Days; and in the Dog- 
days the Air was mighty parching, that it was very tedious to be in 
the open Field. By reaſon of thoſe Excefles of Heat and Cold, the 
Temperature of this Year was very uneven : Wherefore of neceflity 
our Blood muſt be ſometimes fixed, and,as it were,congealed, ſome- 
times too much parcht,and therefore perverted from its natural Cra- 
fis,to be burnt,or atrabilaricus: Alſo the Pores of the Skin were vye- 
ry much altered from their due Conftitution, that thereby inſen- 
ſible Tranſpiration was not performed after its wonted manner. 
From the time the foregoing Fever ceaſed, there was a healthy 
State,and free from-any popular Diſeaſe,almoſt to the end of the Dog- 
days: But afterward, a few, ficft in Country Houſes and Villages fell 
fick here and there: But afterward about the end of the Month of 
Auguſt, a new Fever tifing on a ſudden, began to be rife throughout 
whole Countries,on every fide in our Neighbourhood ; this, alſo the 
other, which reigned the Autumn before, chiefly raged in Country 
Villages, and Boroughs ; fewer of the Inhabitants of Cities, and the 
greater Towns in the mean while falling il] of it. At the ſame time 
in other Countries far remote from hence, nay almoſt throughout 
all England,an Epidemick Pever was ſaid to reign,and in certain other 
Places a far greater Mortality was talked of,than here with us. Hap- 
ly the Idea of this Fevernow reigning,and its Apparatus of Symptoms 
is not in all Places alike in all things, or is it markt wholly with 
the ſame Phaznomena and Accidents, I ſhall ſet down ſuccinMly 


and briefly, whatſoever I have learned by my own Obſervation, - 
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by the Communication of others, concerning its Nature as it was in 
our Neighbourhood. 

About the ficft beginnings of this Diſeaſe, its Type was erring and 
yery uncertain; for in ſome there was a continual Efferveſcence, in 
others it was intermittent, and renewed with ſet Fits; but in a great 
many of ſs it happen'd as a pathognomick Symptom at this 
time'to be il] in the Brain and genws Nervoſum,that preſently from the 
beginnings of this Fever almoſt all complain'd of their Head being 
very bad,for ſome were infeſted with a violent Head-ach,others with 
a hardneſs of Hearing,and a ringing in the Ears ; but to moſt, either 
a Drowfineſs, and a great Sleepineſs, with a vertiginous Aﬀect, or 
obſtinate Watchings,with a Delirium,and DiftraCtions of the animal 
Spirits, were wont to happen. Lhave obſerved in ſome,that on the 
firſt or ſecond Days of being ſick, broad andred Spots, like the Mea« 
les, broke forth by little and little in the whole Body, which vaniſh= 
ing in a ſhort time after, preſently the Fever became more intenſe, | 
and eſpecially the affects of the Head far more ſevere : thenceforward 
a Drowfineſs of the Senſes, and a Sleepineſs ſeized ſome for many 
days,that they lay a long time withoat Speech,or Knowledge of their 
Friends, like Perſons ready to dye. I have known ſome to have been 
caſt hence into a Lethargy, others into an Apoplexy, ſome to have 
fall'n into Diliciums and a Frenzy. Many of the younger and ftronger 
of theſe Men eſcaped ( tho not without a long continued Weakneſs 
and a doubtful Recovery) mean while the old Perſons, and thoſe who 
were otherwiſe weak and fickly,dyed in all Parts: as for ſuch who lay 
ill of a continual Fever,as it were with theſe Marks of Malignity,they 
were but few,and only in ſome Houſes ſporadically : but the Sickneſs 
which, moſt generally reigning in our Neighbourhood, affail'd moſt, 
and ftill ſeverely rages, ſeems to imitate the Type of an intermittent 
Fever; viz. of a Tertian or of a Quotzdian © for either each Day, or 
( which I have more frequently obſerved) every other Day, the Diſ- 
eaſed have Fits, which with a Cold, a Heat, and a Sweat ſucceeding 
in order, infeſt them a long time and (ſeverely ; And theſe kinds of 
Acceſſes,and the whole courſe of the Diſeaſe,are wont to be mark'd 
with a various Concourſe of Symptoms and Accidents, according to 
the diffcrent Age and Temperament of the Diſeaſed:And this is com- 
mon to moſt { I had almoſt ſaid to all ) that fall fick to be trou- 
bled with Cephalick Aﬀects together with this Fever. 

When therefore any one is affected with this Diſeaſe (whether the 
Sickneſs be raiſed from an evident Cauſe or from Contagion, or with- 
out a manifeſt Occafion ) a Pain in the Head,and often in the Loins, 
with a Drought, a want of Appetite, a ſpontaneous Laflitude, and a 
Heat, tho not intenſe, diſcover its coming : If it happens in a young 
Body,of a florid Blood, and hot Temperament, about its Beginnings 
the Fits are withaqut a Cold, or a Shivering, but they prove _ nook 
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bleſome with a long and ſharp Burning. The Sick are often troubled 
with a Vomiting, and for the moſt _ they have a violent Pain in 
the Head ; a Sweat happens with difti-ulty,which often being partial, 
and ſoon interrupted, feldom ends the Fit 3 but when they ceaſe to 
ſweat,they burn again, that the Acceſs is (ſcarce ended in fome with- 
in cighteen or thirty tour Hours. M-an while, by theÞploods very 
much boiling, the Fancy is troubled, that ofien a D-li:tam, a talking 
light-headed, Watchings, a great Reitleſneſs, are rai ed during the 
Fit ; and the ſame being ended, during the time of the Intervyal till 
a troubleſome Drought, a remiſs Heat, a failing of the Strength,and 
a great Weakneſs of the Spirits, with a Head-ach and a vertiginons 
Aﬀect, moleſt them © They are ſcarce to be found, who, as in a 
common Tert:an, are indifferently well in the Intervals of the Accef- 
ſes. About the Beginnings of the Diſea'e,the ſharp Fits of the Fever 
are ſomewhat more mild, which afterward grow worfe every time 
by little and little, and at length begin with a Cold or a Shivering; to 
which nevertheleſs after a long and very troubleſome Burning, a Sweat 
with difficulty ſucceeds in.moft, fo that the Fit is ſeldom ended in a 


due Temperature. Within fax or ſeven Returns, the Strength of the 


Diſeaſed is very much conſumed, that being become languiſhing and 
weak, they have a hard Task to ftrive with the Diſeaſe ; for unleſs 
Nature be aided by Art, the Fever ftil! prevails; and feldom or ne- 
ver within a ſhort timeis either ſolv'd by a Crifts, or remits by little 
and little, but brings the Aﬀected by a long Siege to the greateſt 
ftraits, to wit, perfifting ſo long, till the Blood being become very 
effzte, dr rendred watery, by its frequent Deflagration, is altogether 
unmeet to boil too much of its own accord in its Veſſels, or to be 
freely kindled in the Heart ; and then it becomes often fo vapid, and 
poor of Spirits, that being inſufficient for continuing the Lamp of 
Life, it brings Death. But ſometimes the Maſs of Blood, depraved 
and depauperated by this Diſeaſe, is able to continue ( tho with dif- 
ficulty ) the Vital fire half extin&t,and to refreſh it again by little and 
little, and -in a long time, with Spirit and Vigor, tho in the meari 
while after the height of this Diſcaſe, when the Blood being rendred 
weak, and withal impure,is not able to expel forth the febrile Mat- 
ter, or the aduft Recrements by a critical Motion, it conveys the 
ſame to the Brain ; and therefore about the increaſe of this Fever, 
a Drowlineſs, and a Stupidity of the Spirits, a Sleepineſs,a Vertigo, a 
ringing of the Ears, Tremblings and convulkye Motions,with a great 
Suppreſſion of the whole animal Faculty are oftentimes cauſed. 
Thoſe,who being of a cold Temperament, or grown in Years, are 
ſeized with this Diſeaſe,tho they have not (o acute a Fever, yet are 
wont to lye in a greater danger of Life : For in theſe, befides the 
Diſpcfition of the Blood not eafily reducible; allo in the Fits,what is 


heeped together extraneous and not miſcible, is hardly — 
wit 
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with/difficulty ſeparated from the Maſs of Blood:Wherefore,both the 
Blood is ſtill more notably depraved in its Crafis, and in every of the 
Fits is more infeRed with an impure mixture: Moreover,the nervous 
Liquor is greatly perverted from its due Tewper, and is exceeding- 
ly defiled with aduft Reerements continually poured on the Brain + 
When therefore old,melancholy,or otherwiſe unhealthy Perſons, fall 
into this Fever,from the firſt Invafion they preſently become torpid, 
and for the moſt part vertiginous: In the Fits, tho the Heat be hot 
vehement and ſharp, yet they lye reſtleſs, and toffing very much, of- 
ten talk abſurdly and idly: After a long Incaleſcence,tither no Sweat, 
or only a partial one, and often interrupted, enſues, whereby the Fit 
is not fully ſolved: But all during the Interyals, the Diſcaſed being ve- 
ry dry, continue to be ill diſpoſed, with a drought of the Mauth, a 
roughneſs of the Tongue, and an overſpreading of a viſcow Lee : 


After ſome Fits, their Strength being mightily dejected, eithdr they * 


are confined to their Beds altogether,or rifing a little in the day time 

they are ſcarce able to ftand,or to creep about from Place to Place: 
Mean while they are troubled with a Fainting, a difficult Breathing, 
a Deadneſs of the Senfcs, and a great Weakneſs of the whole genus 
Nervoſum. The Urine is intenfly red in a great many,of a more ſa- 
turated Color, and a thicker Confiftency than in a common Tert5as; 
the Pulſe,as long as the Sirength is not wholly caft down, for the 
moſt part is ftrong and even ; afterward,when the Diſcaſed grow ve- 
ry faint,it is weak,uneven,and often intermittent, to which allo Con- 
traRions of the Tendons,and convulfve Motions in the Wrifts,being 
joyn'd, for the moſt part give an occaſion for a Prognoftick of Death, 
Thoſe who being weak'ned by degrees, decline toward Death, for 
ſome time before they dye,lye for the moſt part without Speech, or 
the Knowledge of the Standers by,as Perſons ftupid : It feldom hap- 
pens in this Fever,that any one about to dye, being of a good Memo- 
ry and Lnderftanding,diſpoſes things of his Family,or bids his Friends 
farewel: And thoſe who happen to eſcape from a mighty Weaknels, 
and almoſt from a deſperate Condition, do not recover by a ſudden 
and manifeſt Crifis, but wavering a long time, lye torpid and enerva- 
ted, that not withont a doubtful and difficult Conteſt, Nature at 
length, with much ado, prevails over the Diſeaſe, and then they re- 
cover their Strength by degrees by a ſtow and long-continued Con=- 
raletcence. 

If the Nature and formal Reafon of the Epidemick Fer:r even 
now deſcribed be inquired into, we fay that this ( as that of tae tore- 
P0ing Year) is properly an Intermittent, for that which generaiiy 
reipns, carries this kind of Type; tho tome continual Fevers here 
and there are ſcattered with them; of which alſo we thall preſently 
2ive a ſhort Touch. It will not be ncedful for us to derive the Se- 
minary of this from the Air infected with ſome Miaſm, but rather to 
Rrrre fetch 
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fetch the antecedent Cauſe of it from the undue Conftitation of the 
Year,and the Indiſpofition of our Blood acquir'd thereby; for Spring 
and Fall Intermittent Fevers yearly reign,to wit,becauſe our Blood, 
as the Juice of Vegetables, is wont to be moved, and to diſplay it ſelf 
at theſe times more ſprightly than ordinary : Wherefore if the Maſs 
of Blood, by reaſon of the foregoing Seaſon of the Winter or Sum- 
mere altere from its due Temper,and has contracted a ſharp or at- 
trabilarious Diathefis of another kind; its Dyſcrafies,began before,are 
chiefly maturated about the Equinoxes;to wit,when the Blood, more 
freely fermenting (in caſe it falls from its natural Crafis) does not 
ſo readily Canguify,but will be apt to pervert the nutritive Juice,mix'd 
with itzinto an extraneous arid febrile Matter. Since therefore this 
Year very much declined from its due Conftitution (that not only 
the preceding Dog-days,but the two Solitices and Equinoxes before 
*wcre aItogether intemperate) it's no Wonder if Intermittent Feyers 
more frequent than uſual, and thoſe attended with ſome unuſual 
Symptoms, reign in Autumn. That therefore an Epidemick Inter- 
mittent Fever reigns at this Time, I think it ovght not to be attri- 
buted to the Fault of the preſent Air,but to the Irregularities of the 
foregoing Seaſon ; But on what Cauſes and Occafions certain pecu- 
liar Symptoms,and diftinct from the common Rule of Intermittent, 
ariſe in this Fever, it is worthy to be inquired into, I have faid a- 
bore, that the Apparatus whereby this Fever became deftruCtive to 
Mankind, confiſted chiefly in 2wo ehinps ; to wit, the Temper of the 
Year one while mighty cold, afterward hapning to be very hot, both 
variouſly perverted the Crafis of our Blood, and affected the Pores 
of the Skin with an undue Contititution, According to the Reaſons 
taken from both, I ſhall briefly explicate the Accidents of this Dil- 
caſe, and aſſign the Cauſes of its Phaenomina. 

I. Fuft, we obſerve that the Type of this Fever was various; to 
wit,in fome with a continual Efterveſ{cence,in others with an Erupti- 
on of Spots, but in moſt intermitting, and like a Tertsan, and ſome- 
times /tho rarely) like a Quotidiar, renewing its Fits either each or 
cvery other Day: We afliyn the Cauie of this Diverſity, becauſe in this 
Year the morbid Procatarxis was greater and ſtronger,than only to 
prodace an Intermittent Fever generally uſed in Autumn : Where- 
tore in ſome (haply of a more dep;av'd Habit of Body) it raiſed Fe- 
rers ſomewhat malignant ; and in thoſe to whom it brought In- 
termittents according to the wonted Cuftom of the Seaſon, it di- 
ftingniſhed them by ſome peculiar Appearance of Symptoms. 

2. Perſons after being ſciz'd with the Epidemick Fever at this time 
(whether it be continual or intermittent)forthwith undergo ill affects 
of the Head ; to wit, they are wont to be infeſted ſometimes with a 
violent Heat-ach, ſometimes with a Stupor,or a too great Diftradti- 
on of the Animal Spirits ; the reaſon-of this is that the nervous Juice, 


as we!l as the Blood, through the Diſtemperature of the Year,is Ye*- 
ry 
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ry much altered from its due Crifis,to wit, from its (weet and fpiri- 
tuous Nature,and has become ſometimes dull and almoſt vapid,ſome- 
times too ſharp and pungitive. Moreover the Maſs of Blood alſo has 
great'y contributed to this Evil; for whilft it ferments the vapory Et- 

uvia, which ought to be blown away outwardly, by reafon of the 
Pores being conftring'd, areſent to theMembranes of the Head and 
the Brain:and by reaſon of this clofing of the Pores communicated al- 
molt to all, a Sweat happens with difficuly, and that but partial, and 
often interrupted in the Fits. Hence alſo in the height of the Diſeaſe a 
perfect Crifis, or a ſpontaneous Solution of it,ſeldom, or ſcarce at all, 
happens: But inſtead of it, if the thing be committed to Nature, an 
aduft Matter, or Recrements heap'd together in the Blood, or con- 
veyed to the Brain, and there raiſe Aﬀects ſometimes of the Coma, 

' ſometimes of the Frenzy, and thoſe laſting and obftinate. 

3- That the Fits ſometimes begin without a Cold, or a Shivering, 
and are protracted in length with a troubleſome Heat,and a difficult 
partial,and often interrupted Sweating 3 afterward,that the ſame be- 
ing ended, the Diſeaſed grow hot again, ſo that the Acceſles are not 
ended, but after a long Evaporation of a dry Breath, the Cauſe is the 
too ſharp and bilous Diſpoſition of the Blood, whereby, being fall'd 
with a burnt Salt and Sulphur,rather than with a Serous Latex,when 
it grows turgid, it preſently takes to a light Flame, without a pre- 
vious flowing of the nitrous Matter: And therefore by reaſon of its 
want of Serum, and the Pores being ſhut, its Deflagration is conti- 
nued a long time,in a manner only with a dry Exhalation,and ſcarce 
ends at length in an Apyrexia : And therefore, the Intervals of the 
Fits are very troubleſome with a Heat and Drought, a Head-ach, a 
Vertigo,and other Aﬀects; to wit,becauſe the febrile Matter heap'd 
together in the Blood, is not wholly diſcuffed every Fit, but part 
of it being left after the Acceſs,as extraneous and not miſcible,brings 
almoſt a continual Efferveſcence. 

4. It is to be obſerv'd, that thoſe that are aff-Cted with this Fever 
preſently fall from their Strength, and the wonted firm State of their 
Bodies,that after a Fit or two,being out of Breath ayd very weak,they 
are ſcarce able to ſtand or walk without a Staff; whereas it is uſual for 
ſuch as are ſeized with a common Intermittent Fever,to be ſprightly 
and chearful enough during the Intervals of the Accefſes:The reaſon 
of the Difference is ; becauſe, in this Fever, both the Maſs of Blood is 
more depraved with the impure Mixture of a degenerate Juice, ard 
eſpecially becauſe the ſame is more perverted from its natural Crafts, 
and therefore when out of the Fits it doth not boyl, yet it does not 
ferment duly and evenly in the Sinu;'s of the Heart : Wherefore, when 
by a quick Motion,or any Agitation of the Body, the Blood is vehe- 
mently preſf:d forward into the Sinus'sof the Heart, becauſe it is not 
all preſently kindled there,and (prings forth, by itsStagnation,it brings 
an Oppreſſion of thz Heart, and great Faintings of the animal _ 
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By reaſon of this kind of Dyſcrafie of the Blood, to wit, whereby it 
is unfit for Fermentation,or a due Accenfion in the Heart, ſome Cat- 
tel alſo, and eſpecially Horſes, in the Spring or Fall, become ſhort- 
winded, and very unfit for a ſwift Motion. 

5. It remains for ns toinquire,laitly,concerning this Fever, where- 
fore it reigns chiefly in Pariſhes, little Villages, and in the Country, 
when Cities and great Towns have little of it. It might ſeem that this 
Aﬀect might he raiſed from marſhy and other noxious Vapors, plen- 
tifully heap'd together in this or that Tract of the Air ; but it is more 
rational to ſay, That the Inhabitants of thoſe kinds of Places having 
been more expoſed to the Winter Colds and Summer Heats, contra- 
Red a greater Dyſcrafie of the Blood,and fo a more apt Diſpoſition to 
this Feyer : For thoſe that live in the Country ſcarce go ont of their 


Houſes, but are expoſed to the Rays of the Sun,or to the Fervyor of the * 


heated Air, Moreover, Husband-men,and thoſe in the Country, being 
uſed to hard Labors(among whom this Fever chiefly reign'd)through 
their Toyls and immoderate Exerciſes in the Fields, and withal ufing 
an ill and courſe Diet, ſooner acquire an aduſt and burnt Diſpoſition 
of the Blood,and therefore more apt to this Diſcaſe,than Citizens and 
Towns-men,who injoying Reſt and a wholeſom Diet,nioſt common- 
ly live in Houſes together,orin Streets cooled by the Shadow of Hou- 
ſes. The truth of this Afertion is confirm'd, for that not only the 
Epidemick Fever now reigning, but the other alſo of the Aueumm be- 
fore,rais'd through a Dyſcrafie of the Blood, was chiefly rife among 
Husband-men and the Inhabitants of the Country ; but that popular 
Fever which aroſe in the middle of the Spring, depended chiefly on 
a letted Tranſpiration, infefted moſt Citizens and Towns People : 
Mean while, thoſe in the Country uſually procuring a more tree 
Tranſpiration by Exerciſe and Labors, liv'd more free from it. 
The generalPrognoſtick of thisDiſeaſe only ſeems to threaten, that 
in a manner the like ill conſequence will attend it,as followed the Epi- 
demick Fever of the foregoing Year; to wit, (by a Gueſs taken from 


thediftemperature of the Blood,rather than from the taint of the Air) - 


we may dread an imminent Quartan Fever again, but not a Plague. As 
to the particular obſervations in it,to give you in ſhort the fignswhich 
promiſe Death or Well-doing; they chiefly regard the Temperature 
and Governance either of the Blood with the vital Spirit,or alſo of thc 
nervous Juice with the animal Spirit. If from the Pulſe, Urine, Acti- 
ons not injur'd, and the Appearance of other Symptoms, it be plainly 
indicated, that the Blood,as to its feveriſh Diſpoſition, be not greatly 
perverted from its natural Crafts,that in the Fits it burns only mode- 
rately, and thatin every Conflict it eafily ſubdues the load of the fe* 
hrile Matter,and wholly ſhakes it off from its Fellowſhip, that after 
ſome acceſſes the Maſs of the ſame Blood is ſomewhat reſtor'd towarc 
its due Temper, that itilefs perverts the nutritive Juice, and {ends 
torth that which is cxtraneous and not miicible, with a more mild 
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Turgeſcency ; andin the mean while, if the other ſpirituous Liquor 
duly influences and irrigates the Brain and nervous Bodies, that Sleep, 
Watchings, Senſation and Motion are perform'd well, or at leaftwiſe 
indifferently, we may hope all good things of the Diſeaſed. But if it 
ſhall appear from the ſame kinds of Signs,that the Blood in this Fever 
has gotten a Crafis far remote from the natural, if it perverts much 
of the nutritive Juice, and afterward from its extraneous and incon- 
gruous mixture the Liquor of the Blood be greatly troubled, and the 
Spirits are driven into Confuſon; if in the Fits the Blood burns too 
intenſly, and for a long time, and does not duly ſubdue the febrile 
Matter, or ſend it wholly forth, but its impure Mixture is ſtill more 
infected; ( and in every feveriſh Acceſs more and more) and withal, 
the Spirits being continually conſum'd, is become poor, we may de- 
clare the Life of the Diſeaſed to be in a dangerous Condition. If, be- 
fdes theſe, the nervous Juice be faulty, that being altered from its 
due Temper, or being dull, and vapid as it were, it does not actuate 
the Brain and genus Nervoſum, or being more ſharp than it ought, it 
continually irritates the ſame into Cramps and Diſtractions ; and if 
beſides vapory Effluvia continually departing from the Blood,or aduft 
Recrements, wont to be voided forth by a critical Sweat, ate con- 
vey'd to the Head, and there cauſs Lethargical or Manical affects, 
the well-doing of the Diſeas'd ftands very tickliſh, and we may fear 
a very fatal Event. | 

Concerning the mcthod of Cure of this Diſeaſe, three chief curative 
Intents come under conſideration : Firſt, a ſpeedy Reducement of 
the Blood and nervous Juice to their Natural Crifts, ( as much as may 
be) or at leaſtwiſe a Prevention of a too great Deprivation of them : 
Secondly, a due Management of the Diſeaſed as to their Fits, which 
ought to procure ; Ficft, that leſs of degenerate Juice be heap'd to- 
gether for a Matter of the Fit ; Secondly, that the ttore of that which 
is heap'd together be wholly blown off every Acceſs, that the Diſeaſ- 
ed may be better in the Intervals: Thirdly, that the Body being 
altered for the better, the Fits be ſtopt with antifebrifuge Reme- 
dies : The Third Intent regards the Symptoms chiefly prefling,which 
muſt be ſeaſonably obviated, whereby Nature being not hindred, may 
reduce whatſoever intemperate is contain'd in the Viſcera, may ſub- 
due and clear forth what is extraneous, and may ſoon recover its 
former Strength and Vigour. 

Firſt therefore,for the Reducement and Correction of the Blood and 
nervous Juice,divers kinds of Eyacuations,about the beginning of the 
Sickneſs, are wont to be us'd in this Diſeaſe with good Succels, It is 
manif.ſt by modern Practice, that Vomitories are very much more 
uſeful in this affeCt, than in a common Tertian ; whereforc in a robult 
Body, and prone to Vomit,about the beginning of the ſecond or third 
Fit an Emetick Medicine is wont tobe given. The Operation of this 
ſeems to do more gocd in the Fever, both in as much as it plentifully 
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evacuates the filth from the Ventricle, and the Yellow Coler from the 
Vaſa Choledocha, and becauſe it copiouſly exprefles the Serous Latex 
from the EmunCtories of the genus Nervoſam, plac'd about the Pan» 
cras and Inteftines, and draws it forth by ftirring them : Wherefore 
we obſerve, after a Vomit given, the Diſeaſed are better as to the af- 
fects of the Head. Let Purging (where Vomitting is not proper) be or- 
dered the day following the Fit, as a Succedanenum to the.other: Alſo 
tho a Vomit be permitted, it may do well after a Fit or two; but let 
it be perform'd only with a mild and gemtle Medicine, which does not 
trouble or exagitate the Blood. It is uſual with us in theſe Fevers, all 
Aloetick or diagridiated Medicine slaid afade,to give only theInfufion 
or Powder of Szna, Rhubarb and Yellow Saunders, with Tartar and 
Salt of Wormwood: And to uſe this kind of Purging a little after the 
beginning the Diſeaſe 3 but at other times, to make the Belly ſoluble 
by a frequent uſe of Clyſters. That Blooding in this Diſeaſe is very 
good, frequent experience has ſufficiently taught us ; for fince, by 
reaſon of the Pores being more clos'd than uſual in all, the Blood 


* boyling in a Fever wants a Ventilation, letting Blood ſupplies the 


Place of a more free Tranſpiration, and prevents the Efuvia reftrain- 
ed from being ſo readily diſcharged on the Brain and genus Nervoſum, 
But this Remedy is chiefly indicated by a very hot Blood and a hot 
Temperament; nor ought it to be us'd indiffcrently by old Perſons, 
ſach as are flegmatick, and others very weak, unleſs haply it be in 
a ſmall Quantity, that the Maſs of Blood may be ſomewhat eventi- 
lated, and that the Tranſlation of the febrile Matter into the Brain 
may be ſtopped. Ifit be proper to open a Vein, let it be done about 
the beginning of the Fever, or at leaftwiſe before the fourth or fifth 
Acceſs; to wit, before the Blood be rendred very effzte by a fre- 
quent Deflagration, and too impure by the Mixture of an aduſt Mat- 
ter : For if Blooding be uſed when the Blood is mightily vitiated, the 
vital Spiri's,and the Strength of the Diſeaſed are hereby more debil- 
litated ; nor is there any thing withdrawn from the Power of the 
Diſeaſe, or its Cauſe. There remains another Evacuation famous in 
this Fever; to wit, by Bliftering Plaiſters applied to many Parts of 
the Body : Theſe are fo vulgarly obſerved to give Relief, that ſuch 
as are againſt them, and have a great Averfion for ſuch a Remedy, 
being led by the Example of others growing better thereby, eafily, 
admit of it. After what manner they ſeparate the skarfe Skin from 
the Skin, and raiſe it as it were into a Bladder full of Water ; whe- 
ther they fetch the watery and limpid Humor from the Arteries, or 
out of the Nerves, this is not the Place to enquire: But, that they are 
uſed with benefit in this Diſeaſe, befades Experience,this Reaſon ſeems 
ſomewhat to convince; to wit,becaule a large Diſcharge of this kind 
of ſerous Humor dor's in ſome fort recompence the Defect of a free 
Tranſpiration. Moreover, this kind of Remedy opens as it were the 


Doors and Gates at which the Blood and neryous Juice mg oo: 
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ſently void forth the extraneous Matter mixt with them by a nearer 
way Purging 3 wherefore in the Plague and malignant Aﬀects, Veg- 
catories are efteemed very profitable. Allo it is manifeſt by common 
Obſervation,that in this and other Fevers, hapning in the ſame Seaſon, 
they prevent the ſevere AﬀeCts of the Head, and are wont to relieve 
them being caus'd before,wherefore in Men that are flegmatick,aged, 
and of a cold Temperament, Epiſpaſtick Plaiſters may be applied a- 
bout the ficſt Invafion of this Diſeaſe for Preſervation; and in any 0- 
thers, troubled with a Drowſanels, a Vertigo, or a violent Head-ach, 
they are wont to be advantagioully uſed for the Cure of thoſe Af- 
fi But in very hot Conſtitutiong, where with a Defect of Serum, 
the Blood is too much burnt ; and if thoſe that are in Fevers with an 
intollerable burning are obnoxious to Watchings, or a Frenzy, Veſt- 
catories do not ſeem fit to be uſed. 

For correCting the Ccafis of the Blood,and the Tone of the Viſcera, 
qualifying and digeſtive Remedies have place, in intermediate times, 
whenthe Sick have reſted a little from the Evacuations ey'n now men- 
tion'd, being ſuch as fuſe the Liquor of the Blood, and ſeparate its Far 
culencies,and drive them towards the Emunctories as it were by pre- 
cipitating them; for thoſe kinds of Intents are wont to be giv'n cool- 
ing Zuleps and Decoftions, acidulated with Spirit of Vieriol,of Salt,wnth 
Tamarinds, the Fuice of Oranges, or of Limons, whereof neat Forms 
enough are vnlgarly to be found ; And for this end conduce acetows, 
ſaline, and teftaceow Powders, viz. ſuch as are prepared of Tartar, Sul- 
phur, the fixt Salts of Herbs, of burnt Harts-born, alſo of the Claws or 
Eyes of Crabs, For Example, Taks Cream of Tartar three Drams, Sale 
of WVormwoed a Dram and & haif: The Doſe is half a Dram in an ape- 
rient Decoftion, twice a day, out of the Fit, Or, Take Cream of Tartar 
two Drams, Powder of Crabs Eycs a Dram, Nitre pursfied balf a Dram, 
mix them, let it be given after the ſame manner. Or Take burnt Harts- 
born two Drams, Spirit of Vitriol as much as the Powder, will re- 
cexve by embibing : The doſe s a S.ruple. It is of excellent uſe when 
thoſe that are in the Fever are-troubled with Worms. Theſe kinds 
of Remedies promote the Secretion of the febrile Matter, and reſtore 
the almoft lott Ferments of the Blood and Viſcera. x 

The ſecond Intent, to wit, the due Management of the Diſeas'd in 
the Fits, comprehends many things : Firft a neat Form of Diet ought 
to be ordered, that a large heaping together of the degenerate Juice 
for a Matter for the Fit may be hindred : Wheretore, |:t the Dileaſed 
feed only on a thin Food ; let them wholly abſtain from Fieſh, or 
Broth made of it, from Eggs, generous Wine, and all rich Fare ; be- 
ing content only with Barley or Oat Bruths, Panada, Whey, and ſmall 
Ale: In regard a more plentiful Diet is not concocted, or affimilated, 
but it opprefles the Stomach, and being mixt with the Blood it trou- 
bles its Liquor, and forces it to boyl vehemently, as the Fit comes on, 


and during the while it laſts, unleſs it be for quenching Thirſt,let no 
Focd

Food be taken: But for qualifying the Heat and Drought, cooling 
Juleps and Decoctions, and eſpecially ſmall Ale and Whey, ought to 

allowed. Secondly, a little beforethe feveriſh Acceſs is expected, 
let a gentle Medicine be given, which either may keep off the Fit by 
preventing it, or may render it eafle by procuring an eafic Sweat, 
For this Ule, the febrifuge Potion of the Learned R:verizs does well, 
made of Carduus Vater, with Oyl of Sulphur and Salt of VVarmivoed : 


Or, Take Cream of Tartar, Salt of VVarmwood, Nettle-ſeeds, of each a_ 


Seruple : Let it be given in a Decofion of the Roots of Sorrel. When the 
Ferer begins to decline, and the Fits are a little more remiſs. Febri- 
fage Epithemes outwardly applied often ſtop the febrile Acceſſes ; 
tho in the mean while, as long as the Fits return, let the Diſeaſed be 
fo managed, that every Acceſs, the feveriſh Matter heap'd together 
in the Blood may be wholly blown off : Wherefore, when a Sweat 
happens with difficulty,let it be alittle raiſed with temperate Medi- 
cine: 3 alſo let the Diſcas'd be kept in Bed with a gentle Sweat for 
many hours, nor let them be permitted to riſe too ſoon : For I have 
often obſery'd, that the Diſeaſed have {till grown worſe, becauſe be- 
ing impatient of lying in Bed, they put on their Cloaths before the 
watery Effluvia were exhal'd enough. 

Thirdly, as to the Symptoms,and particular Accidents, with which 
the Diſfeaſed are wont to be troubled in this Fever, a great many of 
them are ſufficiently provided againſt with the Remedies and Method 
of Cure hitherto deliver'd; againft the Thirſt,Burning,the Roughneſs 
of the Mouth and Tongue, Vomitings, the Looſneſs, a Swooning, or 
danger of Fainting,the Preſcripts commonly uſed in other Fevers may 
aptly-enough be transferr'd hither. But the Things which in this Dif- 
eaſe ſeem to require a peculiar Method of Healing, are chiefly the af- 
fects of the Head and Brain, with the genus Nerveſum; by which, un- 
leſs ſeaſonably obviated, the Diſeaſed are ſoon brought into a great 
danger of Life : Concerning theſe kinds of Evils of the Head, the In- 
dications are of two kinds. If it appears by a Drowhineſs, a Sleepineſs, 
a Vertigo, or a Head-ach, that the nervous Juice is too qull,and az it 
were yapid, and therefore that it does not vigorouſly enough aRuate 
the Brain and the nervous Bodies, befides the Remedies above deliver'd, 
and eſpecially the Veſicatories, Mcdicines _ of a volatile Salt, excel- 
lently conduce in this Caſe ; wherefore Spirit of Harts-horn,of Blood, 
alſo the Salts of the ſame are of excellent Ute: But,if the nervous Li- 
quor be too ſharp, or the Effluvia, ſent from the boyling Bloor), drive 
the animal Spirits into DiſtraRiqns, thoſe kinds of Remedies of vola- 
tile Salt are given with benefit in ſomewhat leſs Quantity. Moreover, 
a frequent letting Blood, and Medicines allaying its fervour,do good, 
as Emulfions, Whey, pure Water plentifully drank : Let Opiats be 
uſed in this Fever with-great Caution ; for the Frenzy appeas'd by 
them is oftentimes chang'd into a Lethargy, or a deep Stupor.
